Navy  Depabtmbht,  Deoember  1,  1862. 
Sm:  It  is  dae  to  the  naval  service  that  in  this  report  I  should,  first  of 
ft)1,  recoant  to  70D,  and  throngh  you  to  Congreas  and  the  country,  the 
operations  and  achievements  of  our  naval  forces  during  the  eventfiil 
year  which  has  elapsed  since  my  last  annual  communicatioD.  Since 
tbe  cnmniencemeDt  of  our  national  difficulties,  four  powerfnl  squad- 
nuia  have  beeu  collected,  organized,  and  stationed  for  duty  on  our 
maritime  frontier  with  a  rapidity  and  suddenness  which  finds  no  ap* 
proach  to  a  parallel  in  previons  naval  history  and  which  it  is  believed 
no  other  coantry  bnt  our  own  could  have  achieved.  These  squadrons 
have  been  incessaotly  maintaining  a  strict  blockade  of  such  gigantic 
proportions  that  eminent  foreign  statesmen  in  the  highest  scenes  of 
legielation  did  not  hesitate,  at  its  commencement,  publicly  to  denounce 
it  as  "  a  material  impossibility ;' '  and  yet  after  this  most  imposing  naval 
undertaking  had  beeu  for  a  period  of  eighteen  months  in  operation, 
and  after  its  reach  had  been  effectively  extended  along  the  entire 
sweep  of  our  Atlantic  and  Qnlf  coasts,  from  the  outlet  of  tbe  Chesa- 
peake to  tbe  mouth  of  tbe  Bio  Qrande,  the  same  eminent  authorities, 
with  a  list  in  their  hands  of  all  the  vessels  which  had  evaded  or  es- 
caped the  vigilance  of  our  blockading  forces,  could  not  refuse  in  their 
official  statements  to  admit  with  reluctant  candor  that  the  proof  of 
tbe  efficiency  of  the  blockade  was  conspicuous  and  wholly  conclusive, 
wd  that  in  no  previous  ^ar  had  the  ports  of  an  enemy"  s  country  been 
to  effectually  closed  by  a  naval  force.  Bnt  even  such  testimony  was 
not  needed.  The  proof  of  the  fact  abounds  in  the  current  price  of 
our  southern  staples  in  the  great  commercial  marts  of  the  world,  and 
more  especially  in  the  whole  industrial  and  commercial  condition  of 
tbe  iasargent  region.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  no  circum- 
stance is  wanting  to  attest  the  magnitude  of  this  greatest  of  all  na- 
val triumphs.  The  industrial  necessities  and  the  commercial  cupidity 
of  all  tbe  principal  maritime  nations,  armed  and  empowered  as  they 
are  by  the  resources  of  modem  invention,  are  kept  at  bay.  A  mnl> 
Utnde  of  island  harbors  under  foreign  jurisdiction,  looking  nearly 
upon  our  shores  and  affording  the  most  convenient  lurking  places 
bom  which  illicit  commerce  may  leap  forth  to  its  prohibited  destioa- 
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tion  and  purpose,  are  so  closely  watched  as  to  render  the  peril  of  all 
such  ventures  far  greater  than  even  their  enormous  gaius  when  buc- 
ceesfnl.  And  fiually,  a  vast  line  of  sea-coast  nearly  three  thousand 
miles  in  extent,  much  of  it  with  a  double  shore  and  almost  honey- 
combed with  inlets  and  harbors,  has  been  so  beleaguered  and  locked 
up  that  the  whole  immense  foieign  commerce,  which  was  the  very 
life  of  the  indnstry  and  opulence  of  the  vast  region  which  it  borders, 
has  practically  ceased  to  exist. 

DISTKIBUTION  OP  THE  FORCE. 

Some  changes  in  the  command  of  the  squadrons  and  flotillas  have 
taken  place,  and  new  organizations  have  been  made  during  the  yeaf. 

The  North  Atlantic  squadron,  guarding  the  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina  coasts,  continued  in  charge  of  Rear  Admiral  Goldsborough 
until  the  5th  of  September,  when  he  was  relieved  on  his  own  request 
by  Acting  Bear  Admiral  S.  P.  Lee,  who  has  since  had  that  command. 

Id  the  South  Atlantic  squadron,  which  blockades  the  harbors  and 
coasts  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
Florida  peninsula,  no  change  has  taken  place.  Rear  Admiral  Da 
Font,  assigned  to  that  squadron  when  it  was  first  mo^e  a  distinct 
organization,  still  remains  in  active  and  useful  service  on  that  highly 
interesting  station. 

The  necessity  of  a  division  of  the  Gulf  squadron  having  been  stated 
to  be  necessary  in  my  last  annual  report,  was  consummated  on  the 
21st  of  February.  Flag-OfBcer  McKean  retaining  command  of  the 
eastern  Gulf  squadron,  the  limits  of  which  comprised  the  southern  and 
western  portions  of  the  Florida  peninsula,  commencing  at  Cape  Can- 
averal on  the  eastern  coast,  and  extending  to  Pensacola.  On  the  4th 
of  June  he  was,  on  his  own  application,  in  consequence  of  impaired 
health,  relieved  by  Acting  Rear  Admiral  Lardner.  This  officer's 
health  also  giving  way,  he  was  compelled  to  ask  to  be  relieved,  and 
Commodore  Theodorus  Bailey  has  been  appointed  his  snccessor. 

The  western  Gnlf  squadron  guarded  a  coast  which,  commencing  at 
and  including  Pensacola,  extended  westward  to  the  Rio  Grande,  ond 
was,  from  a  variety  of  caases,  one  of  the  most  important  and  re- 
sponsible commands  ever  intrusted  to  a  naval  officer.  From  the 
harbors  and  rivers  subject  to  that  blockade  there  are  exported  in 
peaceful  times  vast  amounts  of  cotton,  sugar,  and  other  products. 
Within  those  limits  are  the  ocean  outlets  of  the  great  central  valley  of 
the  Union;  and  in  selecting  the  officer  who  should  be  put  in  command 
of  the  squadron,  regard  was  had  to  an  expedition  for  which  the  de> 
partmeni  had  made  extensive  preparation,  and  in  which  the  whole 
government  had  participated,  for  the  capture  of  New  Orleans  and 
reopening  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi.  After  scrutiny  and 
deliberate  consideration  this  responsible  position  was  intrusted  to 
Captain  D.  G.  Farn^at,  in  the  confident  belief  that  his  courage  and 
energy  were  equal  to  the  exigency. 

Besides  these  large  Squadrons  on  our  maritime  frontier,  it  became  a 
necessity  at  an  early  period  of  the  insurrection  to  have  as  orgauized 
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nnval  force  od  the  Miesbsippi  and  its  tributaries.  On  tbe  16th  of 
May,  1861,  Gommaader  John  Rodgere  was  directed  to  report  to  the 
War  Department,  which  in  the  preliminary  Btugea  aBsumed  the  chief 
eipeoBe,  for  the  purpose  of  initiating  an  armed  flotilla  on  the  western 
waters,  and  immediately  entered  upon  his  duties.  Proceeding  to  the 
west,  he  purchased  steamers  which,  under  his  supervision,  were  fitted, 
armed,  and  armored  as  gunboats,  and  thus  was  commenced  the  oi^ani- 
zatioD  of  the  Mississippi  flotilla,  which  a  few  moDtbe  later  made  itself 
felt  in  a  succetwion  of  achievements  that  electrified  the  country.  But 
before  Commander  Rodgers  had  an  opportunity  of  completing  bis  ar- 
rangements and  taking  bis  vessels  into  action.  Captain  A.  H.  Poote 
was  appointed  to  tbe  command  of  the  flotilla.  Tbe  labors  commenced 
by  Commander  Rodgers  swelled  into  gigantic  proportions  under  Plag- 
Officer  Poote,  whose  energies  and  talents  were  exerted  ia  creating  and 
preparing  that  navy  on  the  western  waters  which  he  soon  made  so 
serviceable  to  the  country.  Painfully  wounded  at  Port  DooeUon,  he 
was  relieved  on  the  9th  of  May  by  Captain  Charles  H.  Davis,  who  was 
eoi>D  after  appointed  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  and  in  October 
relinqaisbed  tbe  command.  By  order  of  Congress  tbe  gunboat  fleet 
was  transferred  to  the  navy,  and  now  constitutes  an  important  squad- 
ron, ander  the  command  of  Acting  Rear  Admiral  D.  D.  Porter,  who 
entered  upon  his  duties  on  tbe  15tb  of  October, 

Tbe  active  operations  of  the  Potomac  flotilla  ceased,  in  a  great  meaa- 
are,  after  the  erection  of  the  extensive  rebel  batteries  on  the  Vir- 
ginia shore,  in  the  autumn  of  1861.  For  several  months  the  com- 
merce on  this  important  avenue  to  the  national  capital  was  almost  en- 
tirely suspended,  though  at  no  time  was  the  passf^e  of  our  armed 
naval  vessels  prevented.  In  March  the  batteries  were  abandoned 
by  tbe  insurgents,  and  the  troops  which  garrisoned  them  were  with- 
drawn. The  advance  of  uur  army  towards  Richmond  made  the  duty 
on  the  Potomac  comparatively  light  during  the  spring  and  summer. 
At  present  the  flotilla  is  under  tbe  command  of  Commodore  Harwood, 
and  is  rendering  good  service  by  checking  illicit  traffic  and  capturing 
many  prisoners  and  no  small  amount  of  property. 

The  transfer  of  tbe  army  to  the  York  peninsula,  and  its  detention 
before  Richmond,  compelled  the  NavyDepartmenttodivert  someof  its 
gunboats  and  vessels  destined  for  other  service  to  the  waters  of  James 
and  York  rivers.  After  the  battle  of  Malvern  Hill  and  the  concen- 
tration of  the  army  on  James  river,  such  was  the  condition  of  affairs 
that  it  became  necessary  to  organize  the  vessels  which  had  been  re- 
tained to  co-operate  with  and  protect  the  army  into  a  distinct  organ- 
ization. Captain  Charles  Wilkes  was  detailed  for  that  duty  on 
the  6lh  of  July,  and  entered  upon  tbe  work  with  energy ;  but  tbe 
withdrawal  of  tbe  army  from  the  peninsula  in  August  released  the 
vessels  which  bad  been  diverted  from  their  original  destinatioD,  and 
rendered  it  unnecessary  to  continue  an  independent  organization  in 
James  river.  The  flotilla  was  therefore  disbanded  on  the  Slat  of 
Aognst. 

The  persistent  and  systematic  attempts  to  violate  our  blockade,  and 
furnish  axeistance  to  the  insurgents  in  defiance  of  our  laws,  made  it 
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necessary  that  epecific  and  effective  measures  should  be  adopted  to 
prevent  those  lawless  proceedings.  This  purpose  had  been  inter- 
rupted, and  the  proceedings  to  effect  it  delayed,  in  consequence  of 
the  detention  of  the  army  before  Bichmond  during  the  spring  and 
summer,  onr  vessels  being  indispensable  auxiliaries  while  the  anuy 
lingered  on  the  upper  waters  of  James  river.  Immediately  on  being 
liberated,  aflying  squadron  was  organized  with  a  view  of  sweeping  from 
our  coast  and  the  neighboring  waters  the  lawless  contrabandists  who 
made  it  a  business  to  violate  onr  blockade  and  promote  the  efforts  of 
those  who  are  engaged  in  schemes  to  break  up  our  Union  and  sub- 
vert the  government.  The  command  of  this  flying  squadron  has 
been  given  to  Acting  Rear  Admiral  Wilkes,  who  sailed  from  Hampton 
roads  in  the  Wachusett  on  the  24th  of  September. 

NAVAL  EXPEDITIONS. 

This  exhibition  of  the  distribution  and  attitude  of  our  naval  force 
naturally  introduces  a  saccinct  history  of  that  remarkable  series  of 
naval  expeditions  and  operations  along  our  southern  seaboard  and 
through  the  great  rivers  of  the  central  valley  in  which  the  power  and 
Valor  of  our  navy  have  been  eo  strikingly  displayed.  These  expedi- 
tions, it  must  be  remembered,  were  undertaken  in  addition  to,  or 
rather  in  aid  of,  the  nnrelaxing  labors  of  the  blockade.  They  were 
conceived  and  directed  in  the  policy  early  adopted  aud  uniformly  ad- 
hered to  by  this  department,  of  the  most  active  and  strenuous  prose- 
cution of  the  war  so  long  as  the  war  should  last,  and  whenever  and 
wherever  an  effectual  blow  could  be  struck  against  the  power  or  re- 
sources of  the  rebellion  by  the  naval  force.  In  this  view  this  depart- 
ment has  constantly  sought  the  co-operation  of  the  army  when  such 
co-operation  was  indispensable  to  success,  and  when  such  co-opera- 
tion was  not  indispensable  the  navy  alone  has  acted.  The  result  is 
that  the  Mississippi,  the  main  artery  of  the  great  central  valley  of 
the  Union,  with  its  principal  tributaries  embracing  many  thousand 
miles  of  inland  navigation  which  had  been  interrupted,  is  nnder  our 
control,  except  at  Vickaburg,  where  the  rebels  still  retain  possession, 
but  from  which,  with  a  co-operating  military  force,  they  can  at  any 
time  be  expelled.  Each  one  of  our  blockading  squadrous  has  secared 
and  holds  a  considerable  portion  of  the  coast  within  their  respective 
limits,  and  in  each  there  is  a  commodious  and  open  port  for  rendezvous, 
refitment,  and  supply,  where  imports  and  exports  may  be  made  under 
the  authority  of  a  collector  duly  appointed  by  the  national  govern- 
ment. Nearly  the  entire  seaboard  of  the  insurgent  region,  in  its 
main  points  of  commercial  or  strategic  importance — from  Norfolk  and 
the  outlet  of  the  Chesapeake  through  Boanoke,  Newbern,  and  Beau- 
fort, N.  C,  Port  Royal,  Tybee,  Femandina,  Key  West,  Pensacola 
to  New  Orleans  and  Galveston— is  practically  in  oor  hands,  held  fast 
and  irrecoverably  under  the  guns  of  our  navy,  or  else  garrisoned  and 
governed  by  our  military  force.  Bnt  a  short  time  can  elapse  before  the 
few  remaining  ports  which  are  still  in  the  possession  of  the  insurgents 
will  be  reduced  to  our  naval  or  military  occupation  and  authority. 
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When  the  insnirectioii  is  thaa  excluded  from  the  coast  there  may  be 
preaeated  for  decision,  and  its  near  approximattoD  makes  allusion  to  it 
JDstifiiible,  the  grave  and  important  question  whether,  in  so  far  oa 
relates  to  all  sach  ports  and  places  on  the  insaigent  sea-coast  thus 
actual  ly  held  and  controlled  by  the  national  government  in  time  of 
war  for  war  purposes,  and  by  the  power  of  war,  it  be  not  our  right  and 
dnty  to  dismiss  the  costly  apparatus  and  embarrassing  formalities  and 
rules  of  an  intematioDal  blockade  and  to  substitute  in  place  of  it,  within 
all  the  ports  and  places  held  and  occupied  by  our  forces,  oar  own 
domestic  aathority  to  control  all  trade  therein,  as  we  control  every- 
thiog  else  there,  and  thus  to  subject  at  sach  points  all  commerce, 
coastwise  and  foreign,  of  export  or  import,  to  such  conditions  and  re- 
strictions and  regulations,  either  of  admiss|oQ  or  exclusion  as  a  wise 
war  policy  may  prescribe,  and  a  present  war  power,  afloat  in  the  har- 
bor, or  on  shore  in  a  military  custom-house  may  enforce.  Such  has 
been  the  practice  of  nations  in  times  of  rebellion.  Such  was  our  prac- 
tice in  the  Mexican  porta  which  we  held  during  the  war  with  that 
coDotry.  Should  such  a  policy  be  adopted,  among  other  important 
advBotages  resulting  from  it,  would  be  the  release  of  our  fleets  from 
much  of  their  present  harassing  and  exhausting  blockade  dnty,  and 
the  imnaediate  coDceotration  of  their  activity  in  the  protection  of  our 
cfHDinerce  on  the  high  seas  by  the  pursuit  in  augmented  force,  and 
probably  the  speed;  capture  and  punishment,  of  the  marauders  who 
now  avail  themselves  of  the  incessant  occupation  of  the  mass  of  our 
naval  force  in  other  scenes  of  action,  for  the  temporary  prosecution  of 
their  piratical  designs. 

VOBTH  ATLUinC   BQUADBOH — BOANOEE  ISLAND. 

At  the  commencement'of  the  blockade  constant  annoyauce  was  ex- 
perienced from  various  sources  by  means  of  vessels  of  light  draught, 
which  made  ingress  or  egress  tbroagh  the  sounds  and  inner  waters 
on  the  coast  of  North  Carolina.  To  gain  possession  of  the  important 
points  within  the  sounds  was  therefore  necessary. 

Early  in  January  a  joint  expedition  of  the  navy  and  army  for  ope- 
rations in  the  waters  of  North  Carolina  moved  from  Hampton  roads, 
under  the  command  of  Flag-Officer  L.  M.  Goldsborongb  and  Brigadier 
General  A.  E.  Bumside  respectively. 

The  naval  force,  consisting  of  seventeen  light  draught  vessels  with 
an  armament  of  forty-eight  gnns,  most  of  them  of  heavy  calibre,  ar- 
rived at  Hatteras  inlet  on  the  13tb  of  January,  and  in  two  days  suc- 
ceeded, though  with  labor  and  difficulty,  in  passing  over  the  bulk- 
bead  and  through  the  narrow,  shallow,  and  tortuous  channel ;  but 
the  army  transports  were  onable  to  surmount  the  obstacles  and  be 
fully  prepared  for  active  co-operation  until  some  weeks  later.  On 
the  morning  of  the  5th  of  February  the  combined  expedition  pro- 
ceeded towards  Bonnoke  island  ;  the  naval  vessels,  placed  by  Flag- 
Officer  Goldsborongb  under  the  immediate  command  of  Commander 
Stephen  C.  Rowan,  were  formed  in  three  separate  colamos,  com* 
Banded,  respectively,  by  Lieutenants  Reed  Werden,  Alexander  Hur- 
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ray,  and  H.  K.  Davenport.  On  tbe  morning  of  tbe  Itb  the  veseets 
of  the  iosurgente,  eight  in  number,  were  diecovered  drawn  up  be- 
hind an  extensive  barricade,  formed  by  a  double  row  of  piles  and 
sunken  vessels,  stretching  across  tbe  sound.  At  10.30  tbe  engage- 
ment coDimeaced,  and  by  noon  became  general.  By  4  p.  ra.  the  bat- 
teries were  temporarily  silenced  and  the  first  landing  of  troops  ef- 
fected.    At  midnight  over  10,000  troops  bad  disembarked. 

Tbe  engagement  was  renewed  the  following  morning  and  carried 
on  chiefly  by  tbe  army  until  1  p.  m.,  when  tbe  fleet  proceeded  to 
open  a  passage  through  tbe  obstructions,  which  was  snccHsefnlly  ac- 
complished by  5  p.  m,,  and  the  national  flag  was  hoisted  on  Pork 
Point.  Firing  other  of  their  works  and  one  of  their  steamers  were 
tbe  closing  events  of  the  day,  the  rebels  yielding  the  island  to  our 
possession. 

Retreating  from  Roanoke  island,  the  rebel  naval  fleet  fled  up  the 
sound  and  into  Pasquotank  river,  towards  Blizabeth  City,  Commander 
Rowan  pursuing  them  with  the  flotilla,  ancboriDg  for  the  night  a  few 
miles  from  Fort  Cobb.  At  8  a.  m.,  February  10,  the  rebel  steamers, 
under  command  of  W.  F.  Lynch,  formerly  of  the  navy,  were  dis- 
covered drawn  up  behind  a  battery  of  four  guns,  supported  by  a 
schooner  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  armed  with  two  heavy  32- 
pounders.  Fire  was  opened  by  the  insurgents  from  the  forts  and 
Kteamers  at  long  range.  Commander  Rowan  pushed  on  steadily  un- 
til within  three-fourths  of  a  mile,  when  he  opened  fire  and  dashed 
ahead  at  full  speed.  This  bold  and  wholly  unanticipated  onset  dis- 
maypd  the  rebels,  who  hastily  abandoned  their  works,  which,  with 
their  entire  fleet,  were  captured  or  destroyed. 

Passing  up  the  river  the  flotilla  took  possession  of  Elizabeth  City. 
Lieutenant  Unrray  was  despatched  with  a  small  force  to  Edenton,  of 
which  he  quietly  took  possession,  and  on  returning  from  this  duty  he 
was  sent  to  obstruct  the  Chesapeake  and  Albermarle  canal. 

In  this  expedition  there  were  five  armed  steamers  and  one  schooner 
destroyed,  and  one  steamer,  the  Ellis,  captured. 

,  AND  CAPrrDLATION   OF 

Flag-Officer  Goldsborongh  having  been  recalled  to  Hampton  roads, 
a  combined  armyand  naval  expedition,  under  General  Bnrnside  and 
Commander  S.  C.  Rowan,  left  Hatteras  inlet  and  arrived  at  Slocnm's 
creek,  the  point  selected  for  the  disembarcation  of  the  troops,  on  the 
12tb  of  March. 

Tbe  next  morning  the  landing  of  troops  commenced,  the  gunboat-s 
shelling  the  woods  at  the  point  of  landing  as  the  troops  advanced  on 
shore.  At  the  sanie  time  six  naval  boat  howitzers  with  their  crews, 
under  command  of  Lieutenant  R.  S.  McCook,  were  landed  to  assist 
in  tbe  attack  on  the  enemy's  works.  Abont  4  p.  m.  tbe  first  of  the 
enemy's  batteries  opened  upon  our  boats  and  were  answered  at  long 
range,  the  firing  ceasing  at  sundown,  and  tbe  fleet  anchoring  in  a 
position  to  cover  the  troops.  Early  on  the  morning  of  the  14th,  tbe 
army  having  engaged  the  enemy  in  force,  Commander  Jtowan  moved 
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steadily  np  the  river  with  his  fleet,  and  the  insnrgents  abandoned  their 
forts  in  Buccession  under  the  pressnreof  the  combined  columnR  mov- 
ing apon  them.  On  arriving  at  Newbern,  the  rebels  having  fled. 
Commander  Rowan  took  poeBeeBion  of  the  place,  and  Inter  in  the  day 
the  army  were  moved  acroBS  the  Trent  and  occupied  the  city. 

The  approach  by  the  river  to  Newbern  was  heavily  obetrncted 
with  piles  and  torpedoes,  from  which  the  vessels  sustained  some  in- 
jnry,  and  the  passage  was  disputed  by  six  forts,  at  distances  of  from 
half  a  mile  to  a  mile  and  a  half  from  each  other,  and  mounting  3*2 
guns,  ranging  from  32-pounders  to  80-pound  rifled  cannon. 

L'eutenant  McCook  is  reported  as  having  rendered  most  eflective 
service  with  bis  naval  battery,  and  Commander  Rowan  bears  cheer- 
ful testimony  to  the  gallant  conduct  of  the  oflicers  and  men  of  his 
entire  command.  Several  steamers  and  schooners,  large  quantities 
of  pitch  and  turpentine,  and  a  valuable  stock  of  arms  and  munitions 
of  war  fell  into  our  hands  with  the  capture  of  Newbern. 

After  the  fall  of  Newbern  Lieutenant  Commanding  A.  Murray  was 
despatched  with  a  naval  column,  accompanied  by  a  detachment  from 
the  army,  to  take  possession  of  Washington,  N.  C.  Forcing  a  pas- 
sage through  the  obstructions  in  the  approach  to  that  place,  he  ar- 
rived there  on  the  2l8t  of  March,  and  it  was  surreudered  to  him 
witboDt  resistance. 

The  batteries  on  shore  having,  on  the  morning  of  the  25th  of 
April,  opened  fire  on  Fort  Macon,  Commander  Samuel  Lockwood, 
senior  officer  of  the  blockading  fleet  oS*  Beaufort,  prepared  his  vessels 
for  action  and  proceeded  within  range  of  the  fort.  Fire  was  opened 
from  the  steamers  Daylight,  the  State  of  Georgia,  and  the  Chippewa, 
aud  the  bark  Oemsbok,  which  was  continued  about  an  hour  and  a 
quarter,  when  they  were  compelled  to  haul  off  on  account  of  the 
heavy  sea.  In  the  afternoon  a  flag  of  truce  was  displayed  from  the 
fort,  which,  on  the  next  morning,  Hnrrendered  to  Major  General 
Burnside.  Commander  Lockwood  united  in  signing  the  articles  of 
capitulation  on  the  part  of  the  United  States. 

AFFAIR    AT   WEST    POINT. 

The  arrival  of  the  army  of  the  Potomac  on  the  York  peninsula 
rendered  it  necessary  to  detail  several  gunboats,  chiefly  from  the 
North  Atlantic  squadron,  within  whose  limits  it  is,  to  convoy  the 
transports  and  protect  the  right  flank  of  the  array  on  its  march  along 
the  York  and  Pamunkey  rivers.  While  on  this  service,  on  the  7th 
of  May,  the  enemy,  in  large  force,  attacked  General  Franklin's  di- 
vision, constituting  the  right  wing  of  the  army  at  West  Point,  the 
junction  of  the  Pamunkey  and  Matapony.  The  assistance  of  the  navy 
was  reqnested  by  General  Franklin,  and  Commander  William  Smith, 
senior  officer  of  the  naval  forces  in  York  river,  ordered  the  gunboata 
Wachusett,  Maratanza,  and  Sebago  to  the  support  of  General  Frank- 
lin. These  vessels,  taking  a  position  as  near  the  insurgents  as  pos- 
sible, opened  upon  them  with  great  eflect.  Their  fire  soon  began  to 
slacken,  and  they  commenced  their  retreat.  The  aid  rendered  by  our 
gunboats  on  this  occasion  was  most  essential,  enabling  General  Frank- 
lin to  hold  bis  position  and  to  repel  the  rebels.       , ,, , .  ih. OooqIc 
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On  the  15tb  of  May  the  Galena,  Monitor,  Aroostook,  Port  Bcyal, 
and  Naugatack,  all  under  command  of  Commander  John  Rodgers, 
ascended  James  river,  with  no  serious  obstmctions  until  near 
Ward's  or  Drury's  BlnfT,  where  piles  and  sunken  vessels  disputed 
their  further  passage,  and  a  heavy  battery  exposed  the  vessels  to  a 
plunging  fire.  The  Galena  and  Monitor  ran  within  600  yards  of  the 
bluff ;  but  the  latter  was  obliged  to  drop  down  several  hundred  yards, 
as  her  guns  could  not  be  sufficiently  elevated  for  eSective  service. 
An  action  of  three  hours'  duration  took  place,  when,  owing  to  a 
scarcity  of  ammunition,  the  vessels  retired  to  City  Point  without 
silencing  the  battery.  The  Naugatuck  was  unfortunately  disabled 
by  the  bursting  of  her  rifle  gun.  The  men  on  the  veesels  were 
exposed  during  the  contest  to  a  constant  flre  from  sharpshooters 
concealed  in  rifle  pits  on  the  river  bank;  but  officers  and  men  exhib- 
ited great  coolness  and  courage  throughout  the  engagement. 

BO0TH  ATLANTIC  BLOCEADINQ  SQDADBOlt. 

In  my  annual  report  in  December,  1861,  mention  was  made  of  the 
plans  and  investigations  which  bad  been  projected  during  the  summer 
preceding  for  seizing  and  holding  some  of  the  important  ports  on  the 
southern  coast,  and  that  the  command  of  the  South  Atlantic  squadron 
had  been  given  to  Flag-Officer  DuPont,  chairman  of  the  commission 
which  had  been  selected  by  the  department  to  make  examination  and 
report  on  this  subject.  I  was  also  enabled  to  communicate  his  ser- 
vices at  Fort  Royal  and  Beaufort,  in  South  Carolina,  and  the  capture 
of  Tybee  island,  at  the  month  of  the  Savannah  river,  in  November. 

Following  up  these  successes,  and  in  order  to  carry  out  the  original 
purpose  of  his  command,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  maintaining  a 
blockade  of  the  coast,  Flag-Officer  DuFont  and  the  squadron  became 
actively  engaged  in  examining  the  waters  and  islands  on  the  South 
Carolina  and  Georgia  coasts,  preparatory  to  their  military  occupotion. 
Expeditions  were  sent  to  St.  Helena,  North  and  South  Edisto,  Warsaw 
inlet,  Tybee  and  other  islands,  and  other  important  localities.  The 
necessity  of  guarding  these  points  until  the  army  was  prepared  to 
hold  them  employed  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  the  naval  force  in 
that  quarter. 

On  the  1st  of  January  a  force  of  five  gunboats,  under  Commander 
C.  B.  F.  Rodgers,  was  detailed  to  co-operate  with  a  column  of  troops, 
under  Brigadier  General  Stevens,  in  certain  military  operations  in  the 
vicinity  of  Beaufort,  South  Carolina.  The  movements,  both  naval 
and  military,  were  conducted  with  success.  The  eSective  action  of 
the  navy  on  this  occasion  elicited  from  the  late  gallant  General 
Stevens  a  very  complimentary  acknowledgment,  and  the  entire  man- 
agement of  the  expedition  is  commended  in  high  terms  by  Flag- 
Officer  DuPont. 

FORT  PULASKI. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  project  of  cutting  off  communication 
between  Fort  Pulaski  (held  by  the  rebels)  and  ^vanuah,  and  the 
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Dltimata  repossession  of  that  fort,  received  coneideration  and  was 
preptared  for  by  frequent  and  sacceseful  reconnoissances.  An  ex- 
pedition being  in  the  course  of  preparation  to  capture  Fernandina 
and  other  points  south,  the  occasion  was  not  permitted  to  pass  unim* 
proved  of  making  a  reconnoissance  which  would  serve  as  a  demonstra- 
tion upon  Savannah  and  cover  up  the  real  purpose,  which  was  an 
attack  on  Fernandina. 

Accordingly,  on  the  27th  of  January,  a  fleet  of  gunboats  under 
Flag- Captain  Charles  H.  Davis,  and  of  transports  conveying  a  column 
of  troops  nnder  Brigadier  General  Wright,  entered  Little  Tybee 
river,  and  passed  beyond  the  highlands  of  Wilmington  island.  They 
examined  the  creeks  and  localities,  and  obtained  much  valuable  iu- 
formation,  so  necessary  to  future  saccessful  military  operations. 

While  on  this  service  five  steamers,  the  rebel  fleet  of  Commodore 
TalDfttl,  made  their  appearance.  Captain  Davis  and  Commander  John 
Bogdera,  who  was  at  anchor  in  Wright  river,  opened  upon  them.  A 
short  bat  spirited  engagement  of  leas  than  half  an  hour  followed. 
when  a  part  of  the  rebel  fleet  was  forced  back,  and  the  remainder 
escaped  to  Fort  Pulaski.  The  appearance  of  such  a  force  in  Wil- 
miogton  and  Warsaw  sounds  created  a  sense  of  alarm  at  Savannah, 
iudacing  the  withdrawal  of  troops  from  other  points  in  anticipation 
of  an  attack  on  that  city.  In  the  capture  of  Fort  Pulaski,  a  purely 
military  operation,  which  occurred  some  months  afterwards,  August 
11,  the  navy  had  the  good  fortune  to  participate,  a  detachment  of 
officers  and  men  from  the  Wabash  serving  in  one  of  the  breaching 
batteries,  and  having  the  management  of  four  rifle  guns  in  battery 
Sigel. 

IKPOSSESBION  OP   PEBITiNDINA,   ST.  MABY'S,  FORT  CLINCH,  JACKSOKVILI* 
ST.  AUaDSTINE,  BB0N8W1CK,   ETC. 

The  repoflsecsion  and  reoccupation  of  the  eastern  coast  of  Florida 
was  another  of  the  primary  objects  on  the  part  of  the  South  Atlantic 
otf^nization.  Flag-OfGcer  DuFont  sailed  from  Port  Royal  in  the 
Wabash  on  the  last  day  of  February,  and  on  the  2d  of  March,  trans- 
ferring his  flag  to  the  Hobican,  entered  Cumberland  sound  in  that 
vessel,  accompanied  by  18  other  vessels  of  the  navy,  the  armed 
steamer  McClellan  carrying  a  battalion  of  marines,  under  the  com- 
Btand  of  Major  Reynolds,  and  several  transports  containing  a  brigade, 
oommanded  by  Brigadier  General  Wright. 

The  immediate  object  of  this  expedition  was  the  repossession  of 
Fort  Clinch  and  the  capture  of  Fernandina.  The  insurgents  aban- 
doned tbeir  works  of  defence,  and  rapidly  retreated. 

Commander  Drayton  with  a  division  of  the  force  proceeded  to 
Fernandina,  and  occupied  that  place.  The  flag  was  hoisted  on  Fort 
Clinch,  the  first  of  the  nntional  forts  seized  by  the  insurgents  on 
which  the  ensign  of  the  Union  had  resnmed  its  proper  position  since 
the  commencement  of  the  rebellion.  This  fort  and  the  several  bat- 
teries commaoding  the  channel  of  approach  to  Fernandina  bore  every 
iodication  of  preparation  for  a  vigorous  defence,  and  tbeir  abandon- 
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ment  without  an  effort  to  bold  them  was  as  much  of  a  earprise  as  it 
was  doubtiess  a  disappointmeQt  to  those  who  had  come  to  capture 
them. 

Commander  C.  R.  P.  Rodgers  with  a  aecond  dlyision  was  sent  to 
occupy  St.  Mary's.     Lieutenant  Commanding  T.  H.  Stevens,  in  the 
Ottawa,  pushed  on  from  this  place,  and  encountering  the  rebel  rifle-   , 
men  and  cavalry  on  the  banks  he  soon  dispersed  them. 

On  the  7tb  of  March  a  small  force  was  sent,  under  Commander 
S.  W.  Oodon,  to  bold  Brunswick,  and  about  the  same  time  a  squadron 
of  light  vessels  was  organized  and  sent  to  Jacksonville,  both  of  which 
places  were  surrendered  without  opposition.  On  the  12th  of  March 
St.  Augustine  surrendered  without  exhibition  of  force — the  citizens 
raising  the  flag  of  the  Union  with  their  own  bands. 

This  expedition,  organized  chiefl}'  from  the  forces  which  had  but 
a  short  time  previous  participated  in  the  capture  of  Forts  Walker 
and  Beauregard  and  Beaufort,  though  carried  through  without  ios^  of 
life,  was  of  very  considerable  importance.  It  secured  to  us  Port 
Clinch,  Fernandina,  St.  Mary's,  Cumberland  island  and  sound,  Amelia 
sound,  Jacksonville,  St.  Augustine,  and  Brunswick,  in  reality  the 
coast  and  inland  waters  from  St.  Simon's  southward. 

STONO   BIVBB  AND  MOSQUITO   INLET. 

From  information  derived  chiefly  from  the  contraband  pilot,  Robert 
Small,  who  had  escaped  from  Charleston,  Flag-Officer  DuPont,  after 
proper  reconnoiasance,  directed  Commander  Marchand  to  cross  the 
bar  with  several  gunboats  and  occupy  Stono.  The  river  was  occu- 
pied as  far  up  as  Legarevtlle,  and  examinations  extended  further,  to 
ascertain  the  position  of  the  enemy's  batteries.  The  seizure  of  StODO 
inlet  and  river  secured  an  iinportant  base  for  future  military  opera- 
tions, and  was  virtually  a  turning  of  the  forces  in  Charleston  harbor. 

On  the  22d  of  March,  Acting  Lieutenant  Budd,  commanding  the 
steamer  Penguin,  and  Acting  Master  Mather,  commanding  the  steamer 
Henry  Andrew,  with  boats'  crews  from  those  vessels,  proceeded  some 
fifteen  or  eighteen  miles  up  one  of  the  lagoons  of  Mosquito  inlet. 
Returning,  they  landed,  in  one  of  the  boats,  near  some  earthworks, 
which  bad  been  abandoned  or  never  armed,  in  the  vicinity  of  a  dense 
grove  of  live-oak  and  underbrush.  A  heavy  and  continuous  fire  was 
suddenly  opened  upon  them  from  this  cover,  killing  both  of  those 
officers  and  six  of  the  boats'  crews,  and  wounding  several  othen>, 
two  of  whom  were  made  prisoners.  The  service  thus  lost  two  meri- 
torious officers,  who  had  volunteered  their  services  to  aid  in  sup- 
pressing  the  rebellion. 

EABTERN  GDLP  SQUADRON. 

In  January  last  Flag-Ofiicer  McEean  despatched  Commarder 
Emmons,  with  the  steamer  Hatteras,  to  operate  against  the  rebels  at 
Cedar  Keys.  This  place  was  quite  a  depot,  and  several  vessels  had 
recently  been  taken  thitber  for  safety  and  to  load  with  produce. 

Commander  Emmons  was  entirely  successful,  having  captured  or 
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destroyed  all  the  public  property  in  that  locality,  including  military 
(tores,  a  battery  of  two  guns  in  position  on  Sea  Horae  Key.  barracks, 
railroad  depot  and  wharf,  and  several  schoonere,  laden  and  all  ready 
to  be  taken  out  as  eoon  as  a  favorable  opportunity  ebould  offer. 

Id  the  Utter  part  of  March  Commander  H.  S.  Stellwagen,  of  the 
Mercedita,  arrived  off  Appalacliicola  with  that  vessel  and  the  Sagamore, 
LienteDaDt  Commanding  A.  J.  Drake,  and  organized  a  boat  expedi- 
tion, the  immediate  object  of  which  was  the  capture  of  a  number  of 
Te«Rfls  uoderstood  to  be  at  or  above  that  city. 

He  was  immediately  informed  by  contrabands  that  the  place  had 
been  evacuated  by  the  soldiers,  some  600  in  number,  and  by  the 
greater  part  of  the  citizens,  on  the  appearance  of  the  naval  force. 
To  test  the  truth  of  this,  and  to  accomplish  the  objects  in  view,  on 
the  2d  of  April  six  boats  from  the  Mercedita  and  Saginaw  were  sent, 
under  LieutenaDts  Abbott  and  Bigelow,  to  the  city.  No  resistance 
was  offered,  and  the  few  remaining  citizens  came  forward  to  receive 
tbem.  The  expedition  brought  out  several  vessels,  and  others  bad 
to  be  destroyed,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  them  over  the  bar. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  David  Cate,  commanding  the  United 
States  bark  Pursuit,  having  received  information  that  the  rebel 
Bteuner  Florida,  which  had  succeeded  in  getting  into  St.  Andrew's, 
was  lying  some  twenty  miles  above  that  town,  determined  to  make 
an  attempt  to  cut  her  out.  A  volunteer  expedition  was  organized, 
and  left  the  vessel  on  the  4tb  of  April,  and  on  the  night  of  the  6th 
reached  and  surprised  the  Florida.  The  crew  were  overcome  with 
slight  resistance,  and  the  vessel — a  valuable  side-wheel  steamer  of 
soil  tons — with  a  cargo  of  over  200  bales  of  cotton,  was  brought  safely 


WESTEBH  GULF  &QDADBON — CAPTURE  OF  NEW  OBLGAMS  AND  BEDCCTION  OF 
1T6  DEFENCES. 

Id  the  autumn  of  1861  the  capture  and  occupation  of  the  city  of 
Kew  Orloane  and  the  reopening  of  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi 
were  resolved  upon.  It  was  an  undertaking  of  the  greatest  difficulty 
and  of  the  greatest  importance.  The  city  itself  was  the  ki^est  and 
wealthiest  in  the  solithern  portion  of  the  Union,  and  from  its  position 
il  was  the  most  vitally  interesting  in  the  whole  insurrectionary  region. 
It;  defences  had  been  prepared  and  completed  with  the  whole  power, 
<liill,  and  ingenuity  of  tho  insurgents.  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip, 
«iloated  in  commanding  positions  to  bar  the  approach  to  the  city  from 
the  Gnlf,  had  been  armed  with  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  guns  of 
long  raoge  and  heavy  calibre.  A  fleet  of  some  twenty  armed  steamers, 
tome  of  them  armored,  and  four  powerful  steam  iron-clad  rams^-one 
of  them  of  four  thousand  tons,  and  mounting  sixteen  heavy  cannon — 
were  prepared  to  co-operate  with  the  fleet,  in  addition  to  chains, 
nfts,  and  fire-ships,  for  obstructing  the  advance  of  our  attacking 
force,  while  an  army  of  several  thousand  men,  ander  the  insurgent 
General  Lovell,  occupied  and  defended  the  city  itself. 

For  the  reduction  of  a  place  thus  fortified  and  defended,  the  com- 
UKreial  and  strategic  importance  of  which  can  hardly  be  overest^K' 
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mated,  thorough  and  ample  preparation8  were  required  and  were 
cftrefu'Jy  organized.  Besides  the  equadi-on  that  was  employed  to  en- 
force the  blockade  on  the  westeru  portions  of  the  Gulf,  a  large  ad- 
ditional force  of  armed  steamers  and  a  homb  flotilla  were  ordered  to 
the  expedition. 

The  selection  of  the  officer  who  should  command  the  western  OnU 
fiquadron  was  not  made  until  preparations  were  far  advanced  for  the 
important  expedition  that  constituted  the  striking  feature  of  that 
command.  Captain  David  G.  Parragut,who  received  the  appointmeut 
of  flag-officer  of  the  western  Gulf  squadron,  entered  with  alacrity, 
zeal,  and  all  the  power  and  efficiency  that  had  been  anticipated  by 
the  department  upon  the  duty  of  completing  the  organization  of  the 
Missiseippi  expedition.  He  found  himself  at  the  head  of  a  squadron 
composed  of  men  who,  like  himself,  were  undaunted,  resolute,  and 
determined. 

The  flotilla  of  mortar  vessels,  twenty  in  number,  was  added  to  the 
command,  under  the  immediate  direction  and  management  of  Com- 
mander David  D.  Porter.  Besides  skilfnl  pilots  and  thti  officers, 
some  of  whom  were  familiar  with  that  coast  and  the  river  passeti, 
the  department  availed  itself  of  the  topographical  and  stratogic 
information  furnished  by  the  officers  of  the  Coast  Survey.  Assistant 
F.  H.  Gerdes,  in  charge  of  the  steamer  Sachem,  rendered  the 
squadron  very  essential  service- 
Military  co-operation  being  necessary,  the  War  Department  fur- 
nished an  army  of  eighteen  thousand  men,  under  the  command  of 
Major  General  Butler,  to  assist  in  the  expedition  and  to  bold  New 
Orleans  after  it  should  be  taken.  There  was  throughout  harmony 
and  mutual  good  feeling  and  co-operation  between  the  naval  and 
military  forces. 

Plag-Officer  Farragut's  6rst  orders  bear  date  the  20th  of  January, 
1862.  He  sailed  from  Hampton  Roads  on  the  2d  of  February,  and 
on  the  21st  assumed  the  duties  of  his  command.  Two  months  were 
spent  in  completing  his  preparations,  receiving  his  re-enforcements, 
and  getting  his  vessels  over  the  bars  and  to  the  heads  of  the  passes. 
On  the  16th  of  April  he  gave  orders  to  commence  the  bombard- 
ment of  Forte  Jackson  and  St.  Philip  by  the  mortar  flotilla.  The 
bombardment  commenced  on  the  18th,  and  woe  continued,  with  but 
slight  interruption  or  cessation,  during  six  days  and  nights,  at  the 
end  of  which  time  both  the  forts,  powerful  as  they  were,  and 
desperate  as  waa  their  resistance,  had  become  so  weakened  and  the 
garrison  so  demoralized  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  flag-officer,  to 
render  the  passage  of  the  fleet  possible.  Accordingly,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  24th,  the  fleet  was  directed  to  move  forward,  and  the 
vessels  passed  the  forts  under  a  terrific  Are  of  more  than  one  hundred 
guns  that  had  not  been  dismantled  by  the  bombardment,  encounter- 
ing not  only  the  batteries  and  strong  current  of  the  river,  but  steamers, 
fire-ships,  iron-clads,  rams,  rafibs,  chains,  and  every  obstruction  that 
the  ingenuity  and  ability  of  the  insurgents  could  interpose  to  prevent 
them. 

The  attacking  squadron  was  formed  in  two  columns,  one  under  the 
command  of  Flf^-Officer  Farragut,  and  the  other  under  the  orders  of 
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Captain  Theodoma  Bailey.  Id  this  terrible  conflict,  and  as  the  fleet 
moved  np  the  river  toward  the  city,  it  overcame  and  destroyed  eighteen 
trmedsleamerBaDd  other  vessels  of  the  enemy,  including  three  iron -clad 
nms,  two  of  which,  the  Louisiana  and  the  Msnaesas,  were  batteries  of 
immense  power.  All  the  carefully  prepared  obstructions  to  the  navi- 
gation of  the  river  were  broken  through  or  avoided,  and  on  the  morning 
of  the  29th  of  April  Flag-OfGcer  Farragut  was  enabled  to  announce  to 
the  department  that  the  flag  of  the  Union  again  waved  over  the  city 
of  New  Orleans  and  Forts  Jackson  and  3t.  Philip.  A  great  quantity  of 
arms  and  munitions  were  surrendered  with  the  forces  that  defended 
the  forts,  while  a  vast  destruction  of  property  within  the  city  had  been 
effected  by  the  insurgents  in" order  to  prevent  it  from  falling  into  oar 
bandB.  Nothing  was  wanting  to  complete  the  grandeur  of  this  most 
triumphaut  and  arduous  achievement.  The  capitulation  of  the  city  to 
our  arms,  recklessly  and  persistently  obstructed  by  the  desperation 
(^  the  city  authorities,  was  at  last  completed  through  the  judgment, 
patience,  and  resolute  determination  of  our  officers  without  the 
ibedding  of  innocent  blood.  The  insolvent  garrison,  strong  as  it 
w«  in  numbers,  fled  with  precipitation,  and  the  troops  under  General 
Buder  having  been  securely  landed,  the  custody  of  the  city  was  de- 
livered to  him  and  the  army. 

Tbas  the  great  southern  depot  of  the  trade  of  the  immense  central 
valley  of  the  Union  was  once  more  opened  to  commercial  intercourse, 
and  the  emporium  of  that  wealthy  region  was  restored  to  national 
authority;  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  was  under  our  control,  and  an 
oatlet  for  the  great  west  to  the  ocean  was  secured,  so  soon  as  the 
s<|aadroD,  which  was  ordered  to  proceed  up  the  river,  should  form  a 
janctioD  with  the  flotilla  on  the  waters  of  the  Upper  Mississippi,  which 
was  to  fight  its  way  down,  aided  by  an  adequate  co-operating  military 
force  to  retain  and  hold  the  important  points  along  its  shores. 

This  great  blow  struck  just  terror  to  the  heart  of  the  whole  re- 
bellion. It  was  regarded  everywhere,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  as 
the  grandest  achievement  of  the  war,  and  as  one  of  the  most  re- 
markable triumphs  in  the  whole  history  of  naval  operations.  I  do 
Dot  attempt,  in  this  place,  to  give  the  details  of  this  expedition,  nor 
to  amign  to  the  different  officers  by  whom  it  was  conducted  their 
respective  claims  to  the  praise  and  gratitude  of  their  country.  The 
graphic  narratives  of  the  actors  themselves,  in  their  official  reports, 
have  been  spread  before  the  country  by  order  of  Congress.  Suffice 
it  DOW  to  say  that  no  terms  of  commendation  can  overstate  the 
merits  of  the  officers  who  achieved  this  great  success,  and  who  bare 
been,  themselves,  t^e  first  and  the  moat  earnest  to  commend  the 
valor,  the  devotion,  and  the  unsurpassed  skill  of  their  subordinates, 
and  of  the  brave  men  under  their  command. 

OPBBATIONS   OH  THE  UieSIBSIPPT. 

Bear  Admiral  Farr^ut  despatched  detachments  of  his  squadron 
up  the  river  to  clear  its  passage  and  capture  and  take  possession  of 
the  principal  places. 
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Commander  Palmer  arrived  off  Baton  Rouge  with  the  IroquoieMa^ 
7th,  and  demanded  its  surrender,  the  conditions  to  be  the  same  as 
at  New  Orleans.  The  authorities  declined  to  yield  the  city  volun- 
tarily, and  whilst  pleading  their  defenceless  condition  were  not  free 
from  e  tone  of  arrogance.  The  next  day  Commander  Palmer  pro- 
ceeded abreast  of  the  arsenal,  landed  a  force  and  took  possession  of 
the  same,  together  with  other  public  property,  and  hoisted  the 
American  flag. 

May  12th  the  Iroquois,  with  other  gunboats,  anchored  off  Natchez, 
the  surrender  of  which  was  also  demanded  by  Commander  Palmer, 
upon  the  same  conditions  as  at  New  Orleans  and  Baton  Roage, 
that  is,  the  rights  and  property  of  peacfiable  citizens  should  he  re- 
spected, all  property  of  the  rebel  government  should  be  given  up, 
and  the  flag  of  the  United  States  should  wave  over  the  city  anmolested 
and  respected.  Although  Commander  Palmer  deferred  taking  pos- 
session of  Natchez — the  place  having  never  been  occupied  as  a 
military  position  nor  the  insurgent  flag  hoisted  officially  over  it — yet 
the  town  was  virtually  surrendered,  and  the  mayor  issued  his  procla- 
mation enjoining  the  citizens  to  preserve  good  order  and  commit  do 
act  to  provoke  thedispleasiireof  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

Commander  S.  P.  Lee,  commanding  the  advance  of  the  nquadron, 
arrived  near  Vicksburg  May  18,  and,  under  orders  from  Flag-Oflicer 
Farragut  and  Major  General  Butler,  demanded  the  surrender  of  the 
place  and  its  defences  to  the  lawful  authority  of  the  United  States, 
under  which  private  property  and  personal  rights  would  be  respected. 
The  demand  was  peremptorily  and  defiantly  declined  by  both  the 
civil  and  military  authorities  present,  and  Commander  Lee  asked  the 
removal  of  the  women  and  children  beyond  the  reach  of  barm,  so 
that  it  might  be  at  his  option  to  fire  or  not  fire,  as  he  thought  proper, 
upon  the  defences  of  the  town,  without  causing  the  loss  of  inno- 
cent life. 

Rear  Admiral  Farragut  arrived  a  few  days  afterwards,  accompanied 
by  a  column  of  troops,  under  General  Williams.  Subsequently  an 
additional  naval  and  military  force,  including  the  mortar  flotilla,  was 
brought  up,  and  preparations  were  made  for  passing  and  attacking 
the  batteries.  These  batteries  were  placed  upon  the  heights  of 
Vicksburg,  scarcely  within  the  reach  of  the  guns  of  the  squadron, 
and  were  supported  by  a  large  army  in  the  rear. 

On  the  28th  June  the  mortar  vessels  commenced  the  bombardment. 
The  batteries  were  silenced  by  the  combined  fire  of  the  squadron 
and  flotilla  at  times;  but  there  being  an  insufficient  land  force  to 
co-operate,  after  the  steamers  passed,  the  insurgents  returned  to 
their  guns. 

Returning,  Flag-Officer  Farragut  reached  New  Orleans  July  2Sth, 
and,  leaving  an  adequate  force  at  that  place  and  Baton  Rouge, 
sailed  again,  the  11th  of  August,  for  Ship  island  and  Pensacola. 
The  latter  place  having  been  evacuated  by  the  rebels,  it  has  been 
made  the  depot  of  the  Western  Gulf  squadron.  The  destruction  at 
and  about  the  navy  yard,  which  the  insurgents  seized  during  the  late 
administration,  has  been  very  great.   Some  few  of  the  buildings  remain 
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ntinJQred,  and  the  advantaf^es  of  the  place  for  a  depot  were  superior 
to  tbo«e  of  Ship  island,  which  had  for  some  time  previoas  been  ased 
for  that  pDrpOBe. 

While  the  Essex,  Kineo,  Katahden,  and  Snmpter  were  lying  off 
Baton  Bonge,  a  vigoroaa  attack  was  made  by  the  insargents,  Augaet 
5th.  on  the  ootDmand  of  General  Williama,  occapying  that  place,  aad 
its  recaptare  attempted  by  a  largely  saperior  force,  led  by  GeDerai 
Breckinridge,  late  Tice-President.  The  gunboats  were  immediately 
placed  in  positioa  to  give  asaiatance,  if  reqnired.  The  relative  post- 
tioDS  of  the  forces  were  each  that  the  gunboats  could  not,  with  safety, 
be  made  available  to  onr  troops  nntil  late  in  the  day,  when  they 
poored  a  fire  into  the  rebels'  leftwiog  which  caused  them  to  with- 
draw in  hast«  and  fall  back  several  miles. 

A  Rimaltaaeons  attack,  by  land  and  water,  appears  to  have  been 
the  design  of  the  enemy.  The  rebel  ram  Arkansas,  which  was  to 
have  taken  part  in  it,  remained  a  short  distance  above  Baton  Rouge, 
and  the  next  morning  the  Essex  proceeded  np  the  river  and  en- 
conntered  her,  and  after  a  short  engagement  the  Arkansas  was 
abandoned  and  blew  np. 

CAPTDBB  OF  OALVBSTOH  AKD  OTHEB  POIBTS  IN  TEXAS. 

Aboat  the  middle  of  September  Acting  Votnnteer  Lieutenant  J.  W. 
Eittredgd,  commanding  the  United  States  bark  Arthur,  was  sent, 
with  bis  own  vessel  and  the  steamer  Sachem,  by  Rear  Admiral  Far- 
ragat,  to  take  posaesaion  of  Corpua  Chriati  and  the  adjacent  waters. 
He  sncceeded  well,  and  made  severd  captures,  and  compelled  the 
rebels  to  bnm  many  vessels.  Subseqaently,  however,  Acting  Lieu- 
tenant Kittredge,  while  on  shore,  was,  with  his  boat's  crew,  aur- 
priaed  and  captured. 

A  little  later  Acting  Master  Francia  Crocker  commanding  the 
steamer  Kensington,  with  that  vessel  and  the  schooners  Rachel  Sea- 
man and  Henry  Janes,  captured  the  defences  of  Sabine  City,  and 
took  possession  thereof.  Acting  Master  Crocker  then  proceeded  on 
ao  expedition  to  Calcasieu  lake  and  river,  and  sncceeded  in  capturing 
and  destroying  several  vessels  of  the  enemy  engaged  in  violating  the 
blockade. 

On  the  4th  of  October  Commander  W.  B.  Renabaw,  of  the  United 
States  steamer  Weatfield,  with  that  vessel,  the  Harriet  Lane,  Owasco, 
■nd  Clifton,  captured  the  defences  of  the  harbor  and  city  of  Galves- 
ton, there  having  been  only  a  feeble  reaiatance. 

Onr  vessels  aud  transports  passing  up  and  down  the  Hiasiseippi 
'  have  been  annoyed  by  frequent  attacks  from  guerillas  and  concealed 
batteries.  In  many  instances  these  attacks  have  been  made  from 
Tillages,  the  parties  engaged  in  them  presuming  that  the  fire  would 
not  be  returned  to  endanger  innocent  life.  To  check  the  practice 
it  has  been  necessary,  after  giving  due  notice,  to  fire  upon  and  de< 
■troy,  to  some  extent,  the  towns  from  which  the  attacks  were  made. 
"niia  was  a  punishment  by  no  means  consistent  with  the  feelings  of 
tboee  inflicting  it,  but  one  that  necessity  demanded.    Natchez,  Grand 
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Gnli,  and  DonaldBODviUe  have  been  snbjected  to  it.  It  ia  not  inap- 
propriate to  mention  in  this  connezion  that  the  service  has  recently 
BnfTered  the  lose  of  a  most  promising  and  gallant  young  officer,  Lien- 
tenant  Charles  H.  Swaaey,  of  the  gnnboat  Sciota,  who  vaa  killed  on 
the  4th  of  October  last,  hy  a  shot  from  a  concealed  battery  near 
DonaJdaoDville,  Lonisiana.  Lieutenant  Swaeey  had  served  with  dis- 
tinction as  executive  officer  of  the  Yamna,  in  the  battles  of  the  His- 
aiseippi,  throngh  which  he  escaped  without  injury,  bat  to  lose  his 
life  a  few  months  later  by  the  fire  of  a  bidden  enemy. 

WBSTEBM  FLOTILLA. 

When  Flag-Officer  Footo  arrived  at  St.  Louis,  and  on  the  6th  of  Sep- 
tember, 1861,  assumed  command  of  the  western  flotilla,  the  forces 
consisted  of  three  wooded  vessels  in  commission,  which  had  been 
purchased,  equipped,  and  armed  ae  gunboats,  by  Commander  Jobn 
Bodgers  ;  and  there  were  nine  iron -clad  gunboats  and  thirty-eiglit 
mortar  boats  in  course  of  construction. 

The  service  was  anomalous  in  its  character,  and  there  was  with 
many  great  incredulity  aa  to  the  utility  and  practicability  of  gun- 
boaU  in  carrying  on  hostilities  on  the  rivers,  where  it  was  believed 
batteries  on  the  banks  could  prevent  their  passage.  There  were 
also  embarrassments  for  want  of  funds  and  of  material  for  naval  pur- 
poeee,  there  being  no  navy  yard  or  naval  depot  on  the  western 
waters.  All  these  difficulties  were  met  and  surmounted  by  the  ener- 
getic and  efficient  officer  to  whom  the  duty  was  intrusted,  whose  per- 
severance and  courage  in  overcoming  the  obstacles  that  impeded 
and  retarded  his  operations  in  creating  a  river  navy  were  scarcely 
surpassed  by  the  heroic  qualities  displayed  in  .subsequent  well-foagbt 
actions  on  the  decks  of  the  gunboats  he  had,  under  so  many  dis- 
couragements, prepared. 

CAPTDttS  OP  POBTS   HBNBT,    DOMELSON,  AC. 

It  having  been  ascertained  in  the  latter  part  of  the  winter  that  the 
stage  of  water  in  the  Tennessee  and  Cumberland  rivers  was  favora- 
ble for  active  operations,  Flag-Officer  Foote,  as  soon  as  four  of  tha 
iron-clad  boats  were  ready,  urged  prompt  action,  and  proposed  to 
General  Qrant,  commanding  at  Cairo,  a  joint  attack  on  Fort  Henry. 
That  officer,  though  preferring  a  movement  on  the  Cumberland  and 
an  attack  on  Fort  Donelson,  yielded  to  the  propoeitiou  of  the  naval 
commander  on  procuring  the  assent  of  General  BaUeck. 

Fort  Henry  was  captured  on  the  6th  of  February.  The  attacking 
force  consisted  of  the  iron-clad  gunboats  Benton,  (flag-ship,)  Com- 
mander B.  N.  Stemble  ;  Essex,  Commander  W.  D.  Porter;  Caron- 
delet,  Commander  Henry  Walke,  and  St.  Louis,  Lieutenant  Com- 
manding Leonard  Paulding,  forming  the  first  division :  and  the  wooden 
gunboats  Gonestoga,  Lieutenant  Commanding  S.  L.  Phelps;  Tyler, 
Lieutenant  Commanding  William  Owiun,  and  the  Lexington,  Lieu- 
tenant Commanding  J.-  W.  Shirk,  forming  the  second  division,  in 
charge  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Phelps,  astern  of  the  first. 
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The  firing  was  commencecl  at  1,700  yards  diatsat  by  tbe  fi^-ahip, 
the  others  following  in  sncceesioo,  and  contianed  while  the  fleet 
steamed  slowly  to  within  600  yards  of  the  fort.  After  a  closely-coti' 
tested  action  of  &a  hoar  aod  a  quarter  the  colors  of  tbe  fort  lowered 
the  flag  of  the  Union  was  subatitated  for  the  emblem  of  secession 
General  Tilghman,  his  staff  and  sixty  or  seventy  of  bis  men  were  ro' 
ceived  as  prisoners,  together  with  a  hospital  ship  containing  sixty  iu' 
valids,  the  fort  and  its  effects,  20  guns,  mostly  of  heavy  calibre,  and 
bamu^ke  and  tents  capable  of  accommodating  quite  an  army,  which 
were  tamed  over  to  General  Grrant,  on  hia  arrival  an  hour  afterwards, 
with  tbe  forces  under  his  command.  Tbe  joint  attack  was  to  have  been 
made  by  land  and  water  on  tbe  enemy's  work,  but  was  frustrated  by 
the  bad  condition  of  tbe  roads,  whicb  delayed  the  army  and  deprived 
it  of  the  pleasure  as  well  as  the  glory  of  participating  in  the  capture 
of  Port  Henry. 

Liealeoant  Commanding  Phelps,  on  an  order  previously  given,  prcr- 
ceeded  with  the  three  gunboats  op  the  Tennessee  river.  He  ascended 
u  far  as  Florence,  Alabama,  the  foot  of  tbe  muscle  shoals.  This  ex- 
pedition was  fruitful  in  important  results.  Several  prizes  were  taken— 
ooe  of  tbem,  the  fine  steamer  Elaatport,  in  tbe  act  of  being  converted 
into  a  ganboat.  Large  quantities  of  stores  were  captured,  and  the  in- 
nirgeDts  were  lavish  in  destroying  others  to  prevent  them  falling  into 
oor  hands  ;  they  also  destroyed  many  of  their  veseels.  This  audden 
penetration  to  the  very  heart  of  the  insurgents'  country  was  doubtless 
as  unexpected  as  it  was  alarming  and  disastrous  to  them. 

From  Fort  Henry,  the  field  of  his  late  success,  Flag-OflScer  Foote 
pToceeded  with  bis  flotilla  to  the  Cumberland  river  to  make  an  attack 
upon  Fort  Donelson.  On  the  14tb  of  February,  with  four  iroo-clads 
and  two  wooden  gunboats,  be  engaged  that  fort  and  its  adjacent  water 
batteries.  With  bis  reduced  force  he  bad  to  contend  against  more 
vigorous  works  than  he  had  met  on  tbe  6th  at  Fort  Henry.  After  a 
•evere  fight  of  an  hour  and  a  half,  during  which  he  was  seriously 
wounded,  and  when  he  was  on  the  point  of  enfilading  the  fort,  and 
the  rebel  fire  had  materially  slackened,  two  of  the  gunboats  were 
disabled  in  their  steering  apparatus,  and  the  remaining  boata  retired 
for  tbe  night.  The  rebels  were  so  greatly  demoralized  th&t  they  could 
not  be  brought  into  effective  action  on  the  following  day,  which 
resulted  in  the  defeat  of  tbe  insurgents  aud  the  surrender  of  .Fort 
Dooelson  to  the  army  the  next  morning. 

With  two  gunboats  Flag-Officer  Foote  proceeded  up  the  Oumber- 
knd  on  the  19th  of  February,  and  seized  Churksville  and  the  three 
Ibrts  which  defended  the  city  and  river,  and  issued  a  proclamation 
to  tbe  inhabitants. 

Id  view  of  the  panic  whicb  pervaded  not  only  Olarksvilla,  but  tbe 
rebel  army,  which  were  fleeing  to  Nashville,  Flag-Officer  Foote 
pressed  upon  General  Grant  an  immediate  porenit,  with  four  thou- 
sand troops,  to  that  place.  Orders  were  received,  however,  from 
the  general'in-chief  of  the  western  department  prohibiting  the  gun- 
boats from  proceeding  higher  up  than  Clarkaville. 

In  coBMqueace  of  these  orders  tbe  flag-officer  returned  to  Cairo 

ii.;,Goot^lc 
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Rod  only  two  gaoboatawere  with  the  army  when  possession  was  taken 
of  Nasbville  on  the  27tb  of  Febraary. 

The  Tennessee  and  Gnmberland  rivers  are  the  thorongh fares  and 
oatletB  of  a  rich  agricaltaral  region,  and  the  elaborate  fortificationi 
which  had  been  erected  and  garrieoned  with  a  vie\r  of  controlling 
the  navigation  indicate  the  importance  with  which  the  inenrgents 
regarded  them.  The  rapid  clearance  of  both  these  rivers,  anil  tho 
fonnidable  character  of  the  gunboats,  which  became  at  once  a  power 
and  a  terror  on  the  western  waters,  disconcerted  and  dismayed  the 
rebels.  Forts  Henry  and  Donelson,  with  Nashville  and  Clarksville, 
and  other  places,  having  fallen,  the  insnrgenta  became  alarmed  in 
their  stronghold  at  Columbns,  on  the  Mississippi,  lest  the  possessioa 
of  those  places  should  cat  off  tbeir  commanications  with  the  rebel 
army.  - 

OPBBATIONS  ON  THE  UIS8ISSIPPI.  ^ 

On  the  4th  of  March  a  force  of  gunboats,  with  transports  conveying 
troops,  moved  upon  Columbus,  but  an  armed  reconnoisaaoce  of  the 
2d  bad  so  alarmed  the  garrison  as  to  cause  the  place  to  be  evacuated 
without  delay;  and  when  oar  forces  landed,  the  forts,  though  of  great 
strength,  were  unoccupied. 

Keeping  in  view  the  purpose  of  opening  the  navigation  of  the 
river,  Flag-OflScer  Poote  left  Cairo  on  the  14th  of  March  with  seven 
iroU'Clade  and  ten  mortar  boats,  and  having  been  joined  by  Colonel 
Buford  with  fifteen  hundred  troops,  at  Columbus,  moved  down  and 
took  possession  of  Hickman.  Arriving  the  next  day  in  the  vicinity 
of  Island  No.  10,  the  mortar  vessels,  in  charge  of  Captain  Maynadier, 
of  the  army,  were  placed  in  position  and  shelled  out  several  encamp- 
ments. 

A  siege  of  twenty>three  days  took  place,  during  which  a  cansl 
was  cut  to  admit  the  light  transporta  to  reach  the  army  of  General 
Pope,  at  New  Madrid,  below  No.  10,  and  enable  him  to  cross  to  the 
Tennessee  shore.  The  guns  at  No.  1  battery  were  spiked,  and  the 
pelican  dock,  or  New  Orleans  floating  battery,  was  shelled  out  of  the 
channel  that  two  of  the  gunboats  might  ran  the  blockade  and  get 
past,  as  they  did  at  night  in  a  heavy  thaoder-storm,  under  a  tremen- 
dons  fire  from  forty-seven  guns,  aided  by  infantry.  Several  batte^ie^ 
erected  to  prevent  the  army  of  General  Pope  from  crossing,  were  de- 
molished by  these  two  gunboats,  and  the  landing  was  effected.  This 
result  being  accomplished  after  persistent  and  severe  straggles  and 
conflicts,  the  rebel  commander  became  convinced  that  he  coald  not  avoid 
defeat  from  a  combined  assault,  and  therefore,  on  the  7th  of  April, 
surrendered  Island  No.  10  to  the  commander  of  the  naval  forces. 
Thus  it  would  appear  that  in  the  capture  of  Fort  Henry  and  Island 
No.  10  not  a  gun  was  fired  by  the  army  except  from  the  command  of 
Colonel  Buford,  which,  at  the  latter  place,  co-operated  with  the  navy. 
There  were  eleven  batteries  on  the  island  and  adjacent  shores, 
monnting  upwards  of  seventy-five  guns,  from  32  to  100  pounders. 

One  rebel  gunboat,  four  transports,  and  immense  munitions  of  war 
and  many  prisoners  felt  into  our  hands  by  this  important  capture. 
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Id  poTBnance  of  the  first  great  doty  eujoiDed  upon  him,  that  of  re- 
opening the  oavigatioD  of  the  Missiaeipp!,  Flag-Officer  Foote  pro- 
ceeded to  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Pillow.  Arriving  on  the  I2tb  of  April, 
h«  was  OD  the  next  day  joined  by  General  Pope  and  his  army. 

ArrangementB  were  promptly  made  by  the  two  commanders  for  an 
immediate  combined  attack  upon  the  fortifications,  with  every  confi- 
dence of  Bnccese;  bat  jnst  npon  the  point  of  execution,  an  order  from 
General  Halleck  for  the  army  to  re -enforce  him  at  Corinth  frustrated 
the  well-matured  plans  that  had  been  made. 

Flag-Officer  Foote,  suffering  from  the  long-neglected  wonnd  he  re- 
ceived at  Fort  Donelsoo,  waa,  on  the  dth  of  May,  relieved  by  the 
department,  on  the  advice  of  the  snrgeous,  of  the  command  of  the 
flotilla,  which  was  transferred  to  Captain  Charles  H.  Davis. 

CAPTDBI  OP   POBT  PILLOW  AMD   UBMPHIS. 

The  latter  was  scarcely  introduced  to  bis  command  before  be  bad 
vigorous  work  to  perform.  On  the  1 1  th  of  May  an  attack,  for  which 
the  rebel  fleet  lying  below  Fort  Pillow  had  been  long  preparing,  was 
made  npon  the  flotilla.  This  fleet  of  eight  iron-clad  steamers,  four 
of  them  fitted  as  rams,  steamed  up  futly  prepared  for  an  engagement, 
and  the  flotilla  was  quickly  in  motion  to  receive  them.  An  action  of 
an  hoar  at  the  closeet  quarters  followed,  at  the  end  of  which  the  ene- 
my retreated  under  the  guns  of  Fort  Pillow,  three  of  their  gunboats 
having  been  disabled. 

The  Sotilla  occupied  a  nearer  position  to  Port  Pillow  after  this  en- 
gagement, and  the  ram  fleet  under  Colonel  Ellett  joined  Flag-Officer 
Davis,  and  on  the  Sth  of  June  Fort  Pillow  was  abandoned. 

The  flotilla  moved  down  the  river,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  an- 
chored amileandahalf  above  Memphis.  The  next  morning  the  rebel 
fleet  of  eight  gooboats  and  rams  was  discovered  oppo!>ite  the  city. 
The  flotilla  came  up  with  and  engaged  them.  The  ram  fleet  pressed 
into  action  under  full  steam,  the  gunboats  in  the  meantime  keeping 
up  a  continuous  and  well-directed  fire.  The  rebel  gunboats  General 
Beauregard  and  Little  Rebel  blew  up,  and  the  Qneen  of  the  West, 
commanded  by  Colonel  Ellett  in  person,  encountered  the  General 
Lovell  and  sunk  her.  A  running  fight  followed,  carrying  the  vessels 
several  miles  below  Memphis,  and  resulting  in  the  capture  or  destruc- 
tion of  the  entire  rebel  fleet,  except  the  Van  Dorn,  which  succeeded 
hi  escaping.  Our  loss  was  trifling.  The  rebels  suffered  severely 
from  the  exploding  and  sinking  of  their  vesaels. 

At  the  close  of  the  engagement  Flag-OfGcer  Davis  returned  to  Mem- 
phis and  demanded  the  surrender  of  the  city,  which  was  complied 
with.  Colonel  Fitch  arriving  at  12  o'  clock  from  Fort  Pillow  and  taking 
military  posaeasion. 

Od  the  29th  of  June  Flag-Officer  Davis  left  Memphis  with  a  part 
of  bis  flotilla  and  six  mortar  boats,  and  the  2d  of  July  following 
joined  Rear  Admiral  Farragut  above  Yicksburg,  the  latter  officer, 
with  a  portion  of  his  squadron,  having  arrived  there  a  few  days 
previous.     Demonstrations  were  continued  by  the  combined  squad- 
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roii8,  at  intervals,  on  the  defences  of  Ticksbnrg,  for  some  days,  the 
mortar  vesnelB  of  each  sqnadron  bombarding  from  both  above  and  below. 

An  expedition  wae  sent,  on  the  15th  of  July,  to  procure  informs- 
tion  respecting  the  obstmctions  and  defences  of  the  Yazoo,  but  the 
river  was  scarcely  entered  when  the  rebel  iron-clad  ram  Arkaneae 
waa  encountered,  coming  down.  After  a  severe  fight  with  the 
Caroodelet  and  Tyler,  in  which  they  were  partially  ditiabled,  Uie 
ArkaneaB  entered  the  MiBsiseippi,  passed  the  fleets  of  Farragut  and 
Davis,  and  took  refuge  under  the  batteries  at  Yickabnrg.  An  at- 
tempt to  destroy  her,  under  the  guns  of  the  battery,  did  not  sacceed. 

There  not  being  a  sufficient  military  force  to  co-operate  in  the 
reduction  of  Yicksboi^,  the  scheme  wae  for  the  time  abandoned,  and, 
late  in  July,  Flag-Officer  Davis  withdrew  his  command  to  the  month 
of  the  Yazoo.  In  August  a  joint  expedition  was  planned  between 
Flag-Officer  Davis  and  General  Curtis  for  operations  np  the  Yasoo, 
which  was  entirely  successful,  resulting  in  the  capture  of  a  battery 
of  heavy  guns,  field-pieces,  munitions  of  war,  &c. 

June  13th  a  detachment  from  the  squadron,  under  the  command  of 
Commander  A.  H.  Kelty,  with  the  46th  Indiana  regiment,  under 
Colonel  Fitch,  left  Memphis  for  White  river,  their  object  being  to 
form  a  junction  with  General  Curtis. 

On  the  morning  of  the  l7tb  they  arrived  at  the  rebel  fortiScations 
near  St.  Charles,  Arkansas,  upon  which  an  attack  wae  commenced 
by  the  gunboats,  whilst  Colonel  Fitch  landed  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
saulting the  rear.  The  enemy's  first  battery  was  carried  by  the 
gunboats,  and  Colonel  Fitch  gallantly  charged  the  second  battery, 
and  carried  it  without  the  loss  of  a  single  man. 

The  Mound  City,  in  the  lead,  was  damf^^ed  by  a  shot  which  en- 
tered and  exploded  in  her  steam  drum,  killing  and  wounding  a  large 
portion  of  her  officers  and  men. 

The  gunboats  Tyler,  Lieut.  Com'g  Owiun,  and  Lexington,  Lieut. 
Com'g  James  W.  Shirk,  of  the  western  flotilla,  have  been  most  ac- 
tively and  usefully  employed  on  the  Tennessee  river.  They  have 
generally  preceded  the  march  of  our  army  southward  on  the  line  of 
that  river,  convoying  the  transports,  clearing  the  banks  of  rebel  bat- 
teries, and  frustrating  attempts  of  the  insurgents  to  fortify.  Fre- 
quently under  fire,  and  affording  protection  to  loyal  citizens  and  their 
property  within  their  reach,  these  gunboats  have  made  a  lasting  record 
of  their  services  by  their  participation  in  the  battle  of  Shiloh,  or 
Pittsburg  Landing.  Finding  our  army  forced  back  towards  the  river 
by  overwhelming  numbers,  those  two  vessels  selected  convenient 
positions  for  shelling  the  rebels,  and  from  3  to  6  p.  m.  were  throw- 
ing shot  and  shell  intd  their  ranks  with  efTect.  The  Tyler  alone,  on 
this  occasion,  discharged  1S8  shells. 

'  VESSELS  ON  FOBEIGN  SEBVICE. 

Commodore  Montgomery  was  relieved  by  Commodore  Charles  H. 
Bell,  in  the  command  of  the  squadron  on  the  Pacific  station,  on  the 
2d  of  January  last.  The  vessels  composing  the  squadron  are  the 
steam  sloops  Lancaster,  (flag-ship,)  Saranac,  Wyoniing,  and  Narra-

fsnset,  and  eloops-of-wsr  Cyane  and  St  Mary's.  In  Jane  the  Wy- 
ooiing  was  detached  and  ordered  to  the  East  Indies.  The  several 
vessels  have  frequently  visited  the  principal  Mexican  and  South 
American  porta  in  the  Pacific,  and  oar  commerce  and  citizens  have 
received  from  them  all  required  protection. 

The  steam  sloop  Wyoming  is  at  present  the  only  United  States 
veosel-of'Wsr  on  the  East  India  station,  though  the  sloop  Jamestown 
is  on  her  way  thither.  No  information  of  the  disturbance  of  onr 
commerce  by  piratical  Teasels  or  privateers  in  the  E>ast  Indian  waters 
has  been  received. 

The  sloop-of-war  Constellation,  Commodore  H.  K.  Thatcher,  baa 
been  cruising  in  the  Mediterranean  since  laat  spring.  She  has  vis- 
ited some  of  the  commercial  ports  of  the  Levant,  and  her  presence 
has,  donbtiess,  been  conducive  of  good  results.  No  disturbance  of 
our  commerce  has  occurred  in  that  quarter. 

The  small  steamer  Pulaski  has  been  the  only  vesse]  od  the  Brazil 
station  during  the  year,  and  I  am  happy  to  state  that  nothing  has 
arisen  requiring  the  presence  of  an  additional  force,  either  to  secure 
the  rights  of  our  citizens  and  the  safety  and  protection  of  our  com- 
merce, both  of  which  have  been  respected  and  protected. 

The  Sarstc^a  has  been  the  only  vessel  on  the  Alrtcan  station. 

The  Toscarora  for  some  time  watched  the  rebel  steamer  Nashville 
at  Southampton,  and  then  blockaded  the  Sumter  at  Qibraltar.  She 
was  relieved  in  the  latter  duty  by  the  Kearsarge,  and  endeavored  to 
prevent  the  escape  of  the  290.     She  is  now  in  pursuit  of  this  pirate. 

The  St.  Louis  has  been  cruising  from  the  Azores  to  the  coast  of 
Portugal  and  Spain,  and  is  also  in  search  of  the  290,  or  Alabama. 

The  Chippewa  has  been  sent  to  relieve  the  Kearsarge  in  blockading 
the  Sumter,  and  the  latter  vessel,  at  last  advices,  was  also  in  pursuit 
of  the  290. 

The  Vanderbilt,  the  San  Jacinto,  the  Mohican,  the  Sabine,  the  Da- 
cotah,  the  Onward,  and  the  Ino  are  severally  cruising  to  protect  onr 
commerce,  and  have  specially  in  view  the  capture  of  the  290,  or  any 
piratical  cruiser. 

PBITATBBBS. 

The  rebel  armed  steamer  Sumter,  which,  after  committing  depre- 
dations, was,  at  the  date  of  my  last  report,  fleeing  to  escape  our 
cruisere,  crossed  the  Atlantic.  She  was  tracked  to  Gibraltar,  where 
she  has  since  remained,  one  of  our  cruisers  vigilantly  guarding  her 
from  Algeciras.  With  this  exception,  no  other  armed  vessel  has 
plundered  our  commerce  or  inflicted  injury  on  our  countrymen  until 
within  a  recent  period,  when  a  steamer  known  as  290,  or  Ala- 
bama, built  and  fitted  out  in  England — a  vessel  that  had  not  been 
ID  any  port  or  visited  any  waters  but  those  of  Great  Britain — went 
forth  from  the  shores  of  that  country  ravaging,  sinking,  burning,  and 
destroying  the  property  of  our  merchants  who,  knowing  our  peaceful 
relations  with  England,  and  uninformed  that  such  a  cruiser  had  been 
permitted  to  leave  Great  Britain,  were  unprepared  for  such  assault 
sod  devastation.  Goolj Ic 
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How  for  aod  to  what  reeulta  thiB  abase  may  be  carried  with  impa- 
nity  to  the  governmeDt  which  tolerates  it  is  matter  of  grave  coo- 
sideration.  The  piratical  privateer  290,  or  Alabama,  has  do  reg- 
ister nor  record,  no  regular  ship's  papers  oor  evidence  of  transfer, 
and  Qo  veBsel  captured  by  her  has  ever  been  sent  into  any  port  for 
adjudication  and  condemnation.  All  forms  of  law  which  civilization 
has  introdaced  to  protect  and  guard  private  rights,  and  all  those  reg- 
ulations of  public  justice  which  distingnish  and  discriminate  the  le- 
galized naval  vessel  from  the  pirate,  are  disregarded  and  violated  by 
this  lawless  rover  which,  though  built  in  and  sailing  from  Bngland, 
has  no  acknowledged  flag  or  rect^nized  nationality,  nor  any  accessible 
port  to  which  to  send  any  ship  she  may  seize,  nor  any  legal  tribunal 
to  adjudge  her  captures.  Under  the  English  flag,  in  which  they  con- 
fided, and  by  the  torch  of  the  incendiary,  appealing  to  their  hu- 
manity, our  merchantmen  have  been  lured  to  destruction.  ' 

She  was  built  and  fitted  out  in  British  ports  in  flagrant  violation  of 
British  law  and  of  the  royal  proclamation  of  neuti-tdity,  and  !  have 
reason  to  believe  that  her  crew  is  composed  almost  exclusively  of 
British  subjects,  or  persons  who,  pursuing  a  lawfnl  voyage,  would  be 
entitled  to  ship  and  receive  protection  as  British  seamen. 

Before  this  piratical  cruiser  left  Great  Britain  the  authorities  of 
that  country  were  informed  by  the  recognized  official  agents  of  this 
government  of  her  character  and  purposes.  The  British  government, 
thus  invoked,  came  too  late  to  prevent  her  sailing.  To  what  extent, 
under  these  circnmstances,  the  government  of  Great  Britain  is  bound 
in  honor  and  justice  to  make  indemnification  for  the  destruction  of 
private  property  which  this  lawless  vessel  may  perpetrate,  is  a  qoes- 
tion  that  may  present  itself  for  disposal.  It  is  luluded  to  now  and 
here,  not  only  from  a  sense  of  duty  towards  our  commercial  interests 
and  rights,  but  also  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  recent  inteiligence  in- 
dicates that  still  other  vessels  of  a  similar  character  are  being  fitted 
out  in  British  ports  to  depredate  upon  our  commerce. 

Our  own  cruisers  not  being  permitted  to  remain  in  British  ports  to 
guard  against  these  outrages,  nor  to  coal  while  cruising,  nor  to  repair 
damages  in  their  harbors  when  injuries  are  sustained,  ihe  arrest  of 
them  is  difficult  and  attended  with  great  uncertainty.  This  depart- 
ment has  despatched  vessels  to  effect  the  capture  of  ihe  Alabama, 
and  there  is  now  quite  a  fleet  on  the  ocean  engaged  in  pursuing  her. 

THE  NAVAL  FOBCB. 

When  I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  my  public  duties  as  the 
head  of  this  department,  in  March,  1861,  there  were  but  42  ves- 
sels in  commission,  and,  as  stated  in  my  last  annual  report,  but  76 
vessels  then  attached  to  the  navy  have  been  made  available.  Host 
of  those  in  commission  were  abroad,  and  of  the  7,600  seamen  in  the 
pay  of  the  government,  there  were  on  the  10th  of  March,  1861,  but 
207  men  in  all  the  ports  and  receiving  ships  on  the  Atlantic  coast  to 
man  our  ships  and  protect  the  navy  yards  and  depots,  or  to  aid  in  sup* 
pressing  the  rising  insurrection. 
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Neither  tbe  expiring  administratioD,  nor  GongreBS,  wbicb  had  been 
in  ■esBioH  natil  the  4th  of  March,  had  taken  measut'ea  to  iocreaBe  or 
■treDgtheo  onr  naval  power,  notwithatandiDg  the  lowering  aspect  of 
onr  poblic  sffitire,*  so  that  when  a  few  weeks  after  the  inauguration  I 
desired  troops  for  the  protection  of  the  pnblic  property  at  Norfolk  and 
AnnapoliB,  or  sailora  to  man  and  remove  the  veaaels,  neither  soldiers 
Dor  sailors  could  be  procured.  There  were  no  men  to  man  onr  ships, 
Dor  were  the  few  ships  at  onr  yards  in  a  condition  to  be  put  into 
inmediate  service. 

The  proclamation  of  April  placing  onr  entire  coast  from  the  month 
of  the  Gheaapeake  to  the  Bio  Grande  under  blockade  found  us  with 
a  MTal  force,  even  were  every  vessel  on  oar  coast,  inadequate  to  the 
work  required. 

I  have  in  my  former  reports  at  the  special  session  in  July,  1861, 
and  in  December  last,  made  fall  exposition  of  the  steps  which  were 
promptly  taken  to  recall  onr  foreign  eqnadrons  and  the  progress 
which  had  been  made  in  augmenting  oor  navy  by  repairing  and 
fitting,  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  every  available  vessel  owned 
by  the  government,  by  purchasing  such  others  as  could  be  made 
speedily  useful  in  guarding  our  shallow  and  peculiar  coast,  and  by 
rapidly  constructing  as  many  steamers  as  could  be  built  at  onr  navy 
yuds,  and  employing,  to  tbe  extent  that  we  could  procure  materials, 
engines,  and  machinery,  the  resources  of  the  country  in  adding  others 
IrcHn  private  shipyards.  Theresnlt  is,  that  we  have  at  this  time  afloator 
progressing  to  rapid  completion  a  naval  force  consisting  of  427  vessels, 
there  having  been  added  to  those  of  tbe  old  navy  enumerated  in  my  re- 
port of  July,  1861,  exclusive  ofthose  that  were  lost,  353  vessels,  armed  in 
the^gregate  with  1,577  guns,  and  of  the  capacity  of  240,028  tons. 

The  annals  of  the  world  do  not  show  so  great  an  increase  in  so 
brief  a  period  to  the  naval  power  of  any  country.  It  affords  me  satis- 
faction to  state  that  the  acquisitions  made  to  tbe  navy  from  the  com- 
mercial marine  have  proved  to  be  of  an  excellent  character,  and 
though  these  vessels  were  not  built  for  war  purposes,  and  conse- 
qnently  have  not  the  strength  of  war  vessels,  they  have  performed 
all  the  service  that  was  expected  of  them.  No  equal  amount  of  ton- 
nage was  ever  procured  for  any  service  at  prices  correspondingly 
low,  and  'with  so  little  disturbance  to  the  commercial  community; 
and  no  vessels  were  over  constructed  on  better  terms  for  tbe  govern- 
ment, or  have  better  snbserved  tbe  purposes  for  which  they  were 
designed,  than  the  twenty-three  gunboats  for  which  the  department 
cootracted  on  its  own  responsibility  at  the  commencement  of  hostili- 
ties, without  waiting  for  the  action  of  Congress.  In  no  respect, 
during  this  war,  has  the  government  been  better  or  more  economi- 
cally and  faithfully  served  than  in  tbe  additions  that  have  been  made 
hy  conBtrnctioo  and  porchase  to  the  navy. 

In  order  that  the  actual  condition  of  tbe  navy,  past  and  present, 
from  M^rch  4,  1661,  to  November,  1862,  and  tbe  expansion  which 
has  been  made,  may  be  seen,  I  present  a  tabular  statement  of  the 
number  of  vessels,  and  the  aggregate  of  their  armament  and  tonnage, 
with  a  detail  account  of  the  losses  that  have  occurred  since  my  last 
•nnttal  report.  O^W

nbject  fnlt  of  difficalty  and  doabt.  Ezperiments  upon  a  lai^e  scale 
ofeipense,  both  in  England  and  France,  if  not  resnlting  in  absolute 
bilore,  had  achieved  bat  a  limited  and  qnestioDable  enccess.  Yet  it 
was  evident  that  a  new  and  material  element  in  maritime  warfare  was 
developing  itself,  and  demanded  immediate  attention.  In  this  view 
I  recommended  to  Congress,  at  its  extra  session,  on  the  4tb  of  Jnlj, 
1861,  the  whole  subject,  and  asked  anthority  to  organize  a  commis- 
noD  for  investigation.  Thirty  days  after  this  action  on  my  part, 
CoDgress  conferred  the  authority  requested,  and  appropriated  fifteen 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  construction  of  one  or  more  iron- 
clad vessels  npon  sach  models  as  should  receive  the  approval  of 
the  department.  On  the  day  after  the  law  had  been  approved  the 
coouniBBion  was  coDStitnted,  and  the  department  advertised  for  pro- 
posals. Of  the  varions  plans  and  proportions  submitted,  three 
vessels  of  different  models  were  recommended  by  the  board,  which 
received  the  approval  of  the  department.  Contracts  were  forthwith 
made  for  conetructing  the  Monitor,  the  Qalena,  and  the  Ironsides, 
All  of  these  vessels  are  now  in  the  service.  It  was  the  intention  and 
constant  effort  of  the  department  and  the  contractors  that  the  Uooitor 
^oald  be  completed  in  the  month  of  January,  but  there  was  delay  in 
consequence  of  the  difficulties  incident  to  an  nndertakiog  of  encfa 
novelty  and  magnitude,  and  thero  were  also  some  slight  defects  which 
were,  however,  promptly  remedied,  and  she  left  New  York  early  in 
March,  reaching  Hampton  roads  on  the  night  of  the  eighth. 

Her  arrival,  though  not  as  soon  as  anticipated,  was  most  opportune 
■od  important.  For  some  time  the  department  had  heard  with 
great  solicitnde  of  the  progress  which  the  insurgents  had  made  in 
tmoriug  and  equipping  the  large  war  steamer  Merrimack,  which  had 
Men  into  their  hands  when  Norfolk  was  abandoned.  On  the  after- 
noQD  of  the  8th  of  March  this  formidable  vessel,  heavily  armored  and 
armed,  and  folly  prepared  to  operate  both  as  a  ram  and  a  war  steamer, 
came  down  the  Elizabeth  river,  accompanied  by  several  smaller 
■teamers,  two  of  them  partially  armored,  to  attack  the  vessels  of  the 
blockading  sqnadron  that  were  in  and  about  Hampton  roada.  When 
the  Merrimack  and  her  attendants  made  their  appearance,  the  Con- 
gress and  the  Cumberland,  two  sailing  vessels,  were  anchored  off  New- 
port News,  and  the  remaining  vessels  were  in  the  vicinity  of  Fortress 
Monroe,  some  six  miles  distaoL  The  Minnesota,  the  Roanoke,  and 
the  St.  Lawrence  got  immediately  under  way  and  proceeded  towards 
tbe  scene  of  action. 

The  Congress,  being  nearest  to  the  Merrimack,  was  tbe  first  to  re- 
ceive ber  fire,  which  waa  promptly  returned  by  a  full  broadside,  the 
diota  failing  apparently  harmlessly  off  from  the  armored  side  of  the 
assailant.  Passing  by  the  Congress,  the  Merrimack  dashed  upon  the 
Cumberland,  and  was  received  by  her  with  a  heavy,  well-directed 
ud  vigoroott  fire,  which,  like  that  of  the  Congress,  prodnced  unfor- 
tauately  bat  little  effect.  A  contest  so  unequal  could  not  be  of 
itmg  coDtinnance,  and  it  was  closed  when  the  Merrimack,  availtog 
herself  of  her  power  as  a  steam  ram,  ranfurionslyagunstthe  Cnmber- 
laod,  laying   open  her  wooden  hull,  and  causing  ber  almost  imme- 
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diatel;  to  sink.  As  her  gnus  approached  the  water's  edge,  her 
yonng  commaoder,  Lieutenant  Morris,  and  the  gallant  crew  stood 
firm  at  their  poets,  delivored  a  parting  fire,  and  the  good  ship  went 
down  heroically,  with  her  colors  fiying.  Having  thus  destroyed  the 
Cumberland,  the  Merrimack  turned  ag»in  upon  the  Congress,  which 
had,  in  the  meantime,  been  engaged  with  the  smaller  rebel  eteainers, 
and  after  a  heavy  loss,  in  order  to  guard  E^ainst  such  a  fate  as  that 
which  had  befallen  the  Cumberland,  had  been  ran  aground.  The 
Merrimack  now  selected  a  raking  position  astern  of  the  Congress, 
while  one  of  the  smaller  steamers  poured  in  a  constant  fire  on  her 
starboard  quarter.  Two  other  steamers  of  the  enemy  ^so  approached 
from  James  river,  firing  upon  the  unfortunate  frigate  with  precision 
and  severe  efiect.  The  guns  of  the  Congress  were  almost  entirely 
disabled,  and  her  gallant  commanding  officer,  Lientenant  Joseph  B. 
Smith,  had  fallen  at  bis  post.  Her  decks  were  strewn  with  the  dead 
and  dying;  the  ship  was  on  fire  in  several  places,  and  not  a  gun  could 
be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  assailants.  In  this  atat«  of  things,  and 
with  noefiectual  relief  at  hand,  the  senior  surviving  officer,  Lieutenant 
Pendergrast,  felt  it  bis  duty  to  save  further  useless  destructioD  of 
life  by  hauling  down  his  colors.  This  was  done  about  four  o'clock, 
p.  m.  The  Congress  continued  to  burn  till  about  eight  in  the  even* 
ing,  and  then  blew  up. 

'  From  the  Congress  the  Merrimack  turned  her  attention  to  the  re- 
maining vessels  of  the  eqnadron.  The  Roanoke  had  grounded  ou 
her  way  to  the  scene  of  the  conflict;  and  although  she  succeeded  iu 
getting  off,  her  condition  was  such — her  propeller  being  useless — 
that  she  took  no  part  iu  the  action.  The  St.  Lawrence  also  grounded 
near  the  Minnesota,  and  had  a  short  engagement  with  the  Merri- 
mack, but  suffered  no  serious  injury,  and,  on  getting  afloat,  was  or- 
dered back  to  Fortress  Monroe. 

The  Minnesota,  which  had  also  got  aground  in  the  shallow  waters 
of  the  channel,  became  the  special  object  of  attack,  and  the  Merri- 
nack,  with  the  Yorktown  and  Jamestown,  bore  down  upon  her.  The 
Merrimack  drew  too  much  water  to  approach  very  near;  ber  fire  was 
not  therefore  particularly  effective.  The  other  steamers  selected 
their  position,  fired  with  much  accuracy,  and  caused  considerable 
damage  to  the  Minnesota.  She  soon,  however,  succeeded  in  getting 
B  gun  to  bear  on  the  two  smaller  steamers,  and  drove  them  away — 
one,  apparently,  in  a  crippled  condition.  About  7  p.  m.  the  Merri- 
mack also  hauled  off,  and  the  three  stood  towards  Norfolk. 

All  efforts  to  get  the  Minnesota  afloat  during  the  night,  and  into  a 
•afe  position,  were  totally  unavailing.  The  morning  was  looked  for 
with  deep  anxiety,  as  it  would,  in  all  probability,  bring  a  renewed 
attack  from  the  formidable  assnilant.  At  this  critical  and  anxious 
moment  the  Monitor,  one  of  the  newly  finishecl  armored  vessels,  oame 
into  Hampton  roads,  from  New  York,  nnder  the  command  of  Lieu- 
tenant John  L.  Worden,  and  a  little  after  midnight  anchored  along- 
side the  Minnesota.  At  six  o'  clock  the  next  morning  the  Merrimack, 
as  anticipated,  ^ain  made  her  appearance  and  opened  her  fire  npon 
the  Minnesota.     Promptly  obeying  the  signal  to  atteok,  the  Monitor 
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no  down  past  the  Hinneeota  and  laid  herself  close  alongside  the 
Kerrimack,  between  that  formidable  vessel  and  the  Minnesota.  The 
fierce  conflict  between  these  two  iron-clade  lusted  for  several  hours. 
It  was,  in  appearance,  an  unequal  conflict;  for  the  Merrimack  was  a 
Ifti^  and  noble  stmcturn,  and  the  Monitor  was,  in  comparison, 
almost  diminntive.  Bnt  the  Monitor  was  strong  in  her  armor,  in  the 
ingenioos  novelty  of  her  construction,  ia  the  large  calibre  of  her  two 
guns,  and  the  valor  and  skill  with  which  she  was  handled.  After 
several  boars  fighting  the  Merrimack  found  herself  overmatched, 
and,  leaving  the  Monitor,  sought  to  renew  the  attack  on  the  Minne- 
Bota;  bat  the  Monitor  agun  placed  herself  between  the  two  vessels, 
and  re-opened  her  fire  upon  her  adversary.  At  noon  the  Merrimack, 
serioQsly  damaged,  abandoned  the  contest,  and,  with  her  companiooB, 
retreated  towards  Norfolk. 

Tbne  terminated  the  most  remarkable  naval  combat  of  modern 
times,  perhaps  of  any  age.  The  fiercest  and  most  formidable  naval 
asaaolt  npoo  the  power  of  the  Union  which  has  ever  been  made  by 
the  insurgents  was  heroically  repelled,  and  a  new  era  was  opened  in 
the  history  of  maritime  warfare. 

Before  the  occnrrence  of  these  events,  entertaining  a  conviction 
thai  at  least  one  of  the  models  of  iron^clad  vessels — that  of  the 
Monitor,  an  original  invention  of  John  Ericsson,  of  New  York — would 
prove  a  successful  experiment,  and  that  it  was  particularly  adapted 
to  onr  harbor  and  coast  defence,  and  service  on  the  shallow  waters  of 
our  seaboard,  I  estimated,  in  my  annual  report,  last  December,  for 
the  immediate  construction  of  twenty  iron-clad  steamers.  The  Honae 
(tf  Representatives  promptly  responded  to  this  recommendation,  and 
passed  a  bill  "authorizing  and  empowering  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  to  cause  to  be  constructed,  by  contract  or  otherwise,  as  he 
slwll  deem  best  for  the  pnblic  interest,  not  exceeding  twen^'one 
iroo-clad  ateam  gunboats.'^  The  Senate  delayed  action  on  this  bill 
antil  Febroary,  when,  foreseeing  that  the  country  woold  suffer  from 
Ifmger  inaction,  I  addressed  the  chairman  of  the  Naval  Committee  of 
the  Senate  on  the  subject,  and  the  result  was  the  immediate  passage 
of  ttw)  bill  which  had  originated  in  the  House  in  December. 

At  the  earliest  practicable  moment  after  the  enactment  of  this  law 
the  de|fbrtmeot  commenced  entering  into  contracts  for  the  construc- 
tion of  ariBored  vessels,  most  of  them  on  the  plan  of  the  Monitor. 

The  Qriena,  a  lees  formidable  vessel,  was  for  some'  time  under  fire 
from  plunging  ahot  at  Drary's  Bluff,  od  James  river.  As  yet  the 
Inwaidea,  recently  completed,  has  not  been  tested  in  action, 
but  it  is  believed  she  will  prove  a  formidable  fighting  vessel. 
That  we  might  be  prepared  for  extraordinary  emergencies,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  put  armature  on  one  of  our  steam  frigates,  and 
the  Roanoke  wan  selected  for  that  purpose. 

Whatever  success  may  attend  the  large  and  costly  armored  ships 
of  the  Warrior  class,  which  are  being  constructed  by  some  of  the 
maritime  powers  of  Europe  cruising  in  deep  waters,  they  van  scarcely 
eaose  akrm  here,  for  we  have  witliin  the  United  States  few  harbors 
that  are  accessible  to  them,  and  for  those  few  the  government  can

always  be  prepared  whenever  a  foreign  war  in  imminent.  It  has 
been  deemed  advisable,  however,  that  we  should  have  a  few  lai^s 
sized  armed  crniaers,  of  great  speed,  for  ocean  service,  aa  well  as  of 
the  class  of  smaller  vessels  for  coastwise  and  defeDsive  operatiom. 

In  the  construction  of  iron  clads  of  the  Monitor  class,  the  nautical 
qualities  of  the  vessel  have  not  been  the  governing  object,  for  with 
light  draft  and  heavy  armament,  high  speed  is  not  attainable.  Bat 
they  are  adapted  to  the  shallow  waters  of  our  coast  and  harbors,  few 
of  which  are  accessible  to  vessels  of  great  magnitude.  While  the 
lai^er  armored  vessels,  with  their  heavy  armament,  cannot  nearly 
approach  our  shores,  those  of  the  Monitor  class  can  penetrate  even 
the  inner  waters,  rivers,  harbors,  and  bayous  of  our  extended  doable 
coast. 

TABD  ABD  DEPOT  FOB  AK  IBON'CLAD  NAVT. 

In  Harch  last,  and  ngajn  in  Jane,  I  invited  the  attention  of  the 
naval  committees  of  Congress  to  the  importance  of  taking  prompt 
preliminary  measures  for  establishing  a  navy  yard,  including  fonn- 
deriea,  shops,  and  docks,  adapted  to  the  growing  wants  of  the  service 
and  the  country.  It  was  not  that  we  needed  an  additional  navy 
yard,  but  that  we  required  one  of  a  different  character,  in  many 
respects,  from  any  that  we  possess. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  possessing,  somewhere  in  this  country, 
a  navy  and  dock  yard  for  the  purposes  of  an  iron  navy,  the  sugges* 
tions  of  the  department  received  the  favorable  consideration  of 
Congress.  The  city  of  Philadelphia,  the  commercial  centre  of  the 
iron  and  coal  regions,  became  interested  in  the  question  and  was 
induced  to  make  a  free  offer  of  League  island,  a  body  of  land  of  abont 
six  hundred  acres  near  the  confluence  of  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill 
rivers,  to  the  United  States  for  naval  purposes.  In  consequence  of 
this  liberal  offer,  Congress  authorized  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to 
receive  and  accept  League  island:  provided,  however,  that  it  should 
not  be  accepted  until  the  title  shall  be  perfect  to  low-wat«r  mark, 
nor  if,  upon  a  more  thorough  examination  and  survey  of  the  premises 
by  a  competent  board  of  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  he  shall  discover  that  the  public  interests  will  not  be  pro- 
moted by  acquiring  the  title  aa  aforesaid ;  that  the  board  to"  be  ap- 
pointed shall,  before  proceeding  to  any  decision  of  the  questions 
referred  to  them,  make  a  survey  and  examination  of  thb  harbor  of 
New  London,  In  Connecticut,  and  its  surroundings,  with  reference  to 
its  fitness  for  a  naval  depot  and  navy  yard;  and  that  they  also  make 
the  same  investigation  in  regard  to  the  waters  of  Narraganset  bay. 

Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  Congrebs  above  referred 
to,  I  appointed,  on  the  12th  of  August,  a  board  of  oflScers  consist- 
ing of  Bear  Admiral  Stringham,  Commodores  Van  Brunt  and  Gardner, 
and  Captain  Uarston,  of  the  navy.  Professor  Bacbe.  and  Engineer 
Sanger,  to  make  the  required  examination,  and  report.  The  board 
was  assiduously  engaged  for  over  two  months  upon  the  duty  assigned 
it,  and  after  completing  the  survey  and  examination,  revised  their 
labor;  and,  upon  a  full  discussion  of  the  subject,  the  members  noajii- 
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monsly  rejected  aoy  propoBition  for  the  contemplated  navy  yard  od» 
the  waters  of  NarragaDset  bay.  Id  regard  to  the  two  other  locationn, 
Leagoe  ialaod  and  New  London,  and  which  is  best  adapted  to  the- 

Eorpoees  of  such  a  navy  yard  and  depot  as  is  contemplated  by  the- 
iv,  the  board  was  divided  in  opinioD,  and  presented  majority  and 
miDority  reports.  The  majority,  comprising  four  members,  award  to- 
New  London  the  preference  over  League  island  for  a  navy  yard.  The- 
minority  as  fally  and  emphatically  give  their  preference  to  League^ 
iBiaiid  aa  posBessing  important  requisites  which  the  other  does  notr 
and  as  being  better  adapted  to  the  special  wants  of  the  government 
and  the  objects  of  the  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  the  coni' 
missioD. 

Without  attempting,  in  this  place,  to  analyze  these  voluminous 
reports,  or  to  reproduce  the  argaments  addaced  by  each,  I  have 
couaidered  it  my  duty  to  bring  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  Cou- 
greas,  and  to  reiterate  my  opinion  in  favor  of  a  new  yard  and  depot 
better  adapted  to  the  construction  of  iron  vessels  and  iron-clad  ves- 
Belli  than  any  we  now  have,  and  where  this  description  of  veesela  may 
be  repaired,  or,  in  time  of  peace,  laid  up  in  ordinary.  In  selecting 
the  site  for  sucb  a  navy  yard  there  are  two  essential  and  controlling 
coDsiderations  that  must  govern.  One  is  the  very  great  advantage 
(if  not  absolute  necessity)  of  fresh  water  over  salt  water  for  the 
preservation  of  iron  vessels.  The  other  is,  security  from  an  attack 
by  a  foreign  etiemy.  These  two  primary  quulitiea  are  to  be  had  at 
League  ialand.  Iron  and  coal  are  also  in  close  proximity  to  that 
location. 

New  London  has  a  commodious  harbor,  and,  were  it  less  exposed, 
BODe  good  qualities  for  a  navy  yard,  provided  it  be  the  intention  of 
Congresa  to  establish  another  similar  to  those  we  now  have  for  the 
coDBtruction  of  wooden  vessels.  For  an  iron  navy,  and  for  iron  pur- 
poaee,  I  am  not  aware  that  it  has  any  advantages  over  Brooklyn,  or 
Cbarlestown,  or  Portsmouth,  and  if  not  Congress  mnat  determine 
whether  another  such  yard  ahall  be  established.  The  department  has 
Dot  aaggested  or  contemplated  the  acquiaition  of  a  yard  and  depot  of 
that  description,  but  called  attention  to  the  growing  necessity  of  an 
establiahmeot  for  an  iron  navy.  The  law,  while  requiring  an  exam- 
ination of  other  places  by  a  board,  authorizes  no  action  by  the 
dep&rtment  for  the  acceptance  of  any  other  than  League  ialand,  and 
I  io  not,  therefore,  propoae  to  canvaas  the  merits  or  demerits  of  New 
u>ndon  or  Narraganset  bay. 

I>6agne  island  has  the  requisite  of  fresh  water,  which  is  indispen- 
Bable  for  an  iron  navy  yard ;  and  is  remote  from  the  sea.  which  renders 
it  a  place  of  security.  The  objections  to  it  are  ite  low  alluvial  soil,. 
the  coat  of  raising  it  to  a  proper  grade,  the  depth  it  will  be  necessary 
to  penetrate  before  reaching  safe  bottom,  and  the  expenae  of  piling,^ 
on  which  to  erect  BaperBtructures.  These  are  weighty  objections, 
»nd  it  will  require  no  inconsiderable  expenditure  to  overcome  them. 
In  addition  to  those  above  enumerated  is  the  fact  that  the  navigation 
of  the  Delaware  river  is  rametimes  obstructed  by  ice,  and  injury  is 
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Bometimea  caused  by  floating  ice;  bnt  tbere  is  iio  river  east  or  north 
of  it  where  the  objection  is  not  much  greater. 

In  regard  to  the  location  of  naval  depots  and  the  neceeeity  of 
having  them  secure  from  foreign  enemies,  I  cannot  more  distinctly 
and  clearly  present  what  are  the  reqnisiten  than  by  quoting  from  the 
report  of  a  very  able  board  of  eminent  officers  and  eogineers  od 
sea-coast  defences,  made  in  1820: 

' '  Security  against  an  attack  by  sea  or  land  is  undoubtedly  the  fir^t 
condition  required;  for  the  destruction  of  an  establish mc-nt  of  this 
nature  involves  with  it  the  destruction  of  all  those  elements  of  a  naval 
force  which  have  been  collected  a  long  time  beforehand  during  peace, 
to  the  incalculable  loss  of  the  public.  Such  a  misfortune  must  be 
severely  felt  during  the  whole  course  of  a  war,  and  cannot  well  he 
repaired  whilst  it  continues.  This  indispensable  quality  (security) 
must  be  obtained,  as  well  as  localities  will  admit,  without  having  re- 
course to  artificial  fortifications;  for  these  must  be  very  costly,  and 
if  that  expense  can  be  avoided,  the  same  sums  will  be  much  more 
advantageously  laid  ont  in  improving  and  aggrandizing  the  establish- 
ments of  the  depot.  Thus,  if  equal  in  other  respects,  a  place  whose 
site  is  naturally  strong,  and  whose  position  with  respect  to  the  gene- 
ral frontier  is  well  covered,  should  be  preferred  to  another  that  re- 
quires to  be  fortified." 

The  great  essential  here  specified,  of  security  from  attack  by  a 
foreign  enemy,  appertains  to  League  island,  which  has,  in  that  re- 
spect, strong  topographical  advantages.  Its  interior  location  might 
have  constituted  an  objection  at  a  former  period,  when  only  sailing 
vessels  were  in  the  naval  service;  but  the  introduction  of  bteam  has 
wrought  a  revolution  In  this  respect,  rendering  the  movements  of  oar 
war  vessels  independent  of  wind  and  tide.  Immediate  contiguity  to 
the  ocean  is  no  longer  deemed  an  advantage,  but  a  disadrvantage. 
Steam,  rifled  cannon,  and  modern  improvement  in  ordnance,  have 
rendered  harbors  and  depots  immediately  on  the  seaboard  insecure. 
In  a  recent  debate  in  the  British  Parliament,  it  was  emphatically 
urged  that  Portsmouth  and  its  immense  and  costly  works  must  be 
abandoned,  for  the  reason  that  a  naval  depot  should  not  be  within 
the  range  of  fire  or  six  miles  of  an  attacking  force.  If,  then,  fresh 
water  be  indispensable  for  a  navy  yard  for  the  construction,  repair, 
and  dockage  of  iron  vessels,  and  vessels  that  are  clad  with  iron,  there 
is  no  position  east  of  the  Delaware  where  the  difficulties  from  ice  do 
not  exceed  those  urged  against  League  island,  nor  has  any  place  been 
jiroposed  that  presents  equal  advantages,  or  is  so  secure  from  an  at- 
tack. While  there  are  some  obvious  and  admitted  objections  to 
League  island,  no  place  has  been  proposed  that  combines  so  many 
advantages,  unless  it  be  the  contracted  and  altogether  inadequate 
yard  at  Philadelphia.  That  yard  may  perhaps  be  extended  so  as  to 
double  its  present  capacity,  but,  besides  involving  a  large  expendi- 
ture, it  would  then  be  insufficient  for  our  future  iron  navy. 

The  occupation  of  League  island  would  not  increase  the  number  of 
navy  yards  that  we  now  have,  for,  when  once  in  operation,  the  dis- 
continuance of  the  present  site  at  Philadelphia  would  take  place  tut  a 
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milter  of  conrse,  and  the  avails  could  be,  and  doubtleBS  would  be, 
direrted  to  the  improvemeot  of  the  new  location;  whereas,  the  adop- 
tioD  of  any  other  eite  would  be  the  addition  of  another  navy  yard 
similar  in  character  to  those  we  now  have,  which  is  not  required. 

The  conflicting  reports,  and  the  conditions  annexed  to  the  law  an- 
tborizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  receive  and  accept  League 
ieland,  have  occasioned  embarraesment,  and  I  have  therefore  deemed 
it  respectful  to  delay  action  until  Congress  should  convene.  As 
neither  the  harbor  of  New  London  nor  the  waters  of  Narraganset 
bay  are  adapted  to  the  purposes  and  wants  of  an  iron  navy,  whatever 
may  be  their  advantages  in  other  respects,  and  ae  League  island  has 
the  requisites  of  fresh  water,  security  from  external  enemies,  and 
proximity  to  iron  and  coal,  I  propose  to  receive  and  accept  for  the 
goTemment  the  munificent  donation  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  un- 
lees  Congress  shall  otherwise  direct. 


The  time  has  arrived  when,  in  order  to  maintain  ourselves  and  oar 
trae  position  as  a  nation,  we  must  have  a  formidable  navy,  not  only 
of  light  draught  vessels  to  guard  our  extensive  and  shallow  coast,  hut 
one  that  with  vessels  always  ready  for  the  service,  and  of  sufficient 
eize  to  give  them  speed,  can  seek  and  meet  an  enemy  on  the  ocean. 
Id  order  to  obtain  the  enormous  steam  power  essential  to  great  speed, 
ne  most  have  vessels  of  the  greatest  magnitude. 

Vessels  of  wood  will  always  be  built;  but  the  causes  that  have 
operated  to  retard  the  introduction  of  iron  vessels  are  disappearing. 
The  working  of  iron  has  been  much  simplified;  its  application  facili- 
tated; new  tools  and  machinery  for  working  it  are  constantly  being 
inveDted  and  improved;  artisans  skilled  in  its  manufacture  are  becom- 
ing more  common,  and  the  material  more  easily  wrought. 

The  progress  of  events  renders  it  certain  that  iron  will  hereafter 
enter  largely  into  the  structure  of  vessels  for  marine  service,  although 
it  will  never  entirely  supersede  wood.  Our  country  produces  the 
material  in  abundance,  and  we  have  no  occasion  to  seek  it  from 
abroad.  While  our  forests  are  disappearing,  inexhaustible  resources 
ID  iron  are  being  developed.  That  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  gov. 
emment  to  be  prepared  to  meet  some  change  in  the  material  and 
Wracture  of  our  naval  vessels  need  not  be  repeated.  It  must  pro- 
vide the  necessary  yards  and  establishments  for  each,  and  have  them 
properly  located,  in  which  to  build  its  ships-of-war,  and  at  least  one 
of  tbem  should  be  specially  adapted  to  iron.  No  private  establish- 
ment can  undertake  such  heavy  work  as  the  government  requires  for 
\U  armor  and  steam  purposes.  Possessing  advantages  that  no  other 
nation  enjoys,  we  should  avail  ourselves  of  them.  Our  iron  and  coal 
are  found  in  the  same  region,  and  we  have  fresh  water  rivers  in 
which  iron  vessels  can  be  docked  and  kept  clean,  and  from  which  all 
eoemies  can  be  excluded. 

In  the  construction  of  the  iron  and  iron-clad  vessels  which  the 
department  has  now  in  progress  every  effort  has  been  made  to  have 
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them  promptly  completed.  It  is  believed  that  nearly  every  rolling- 
mill  has  been  engaged  that  is  able  to  do  the  work;  and  yet  these 
vessels  are  several  months  behind  the  time  within  which  they  were 
to  have  been  completed.  The  department  is  convinced  that  the  con- 
tractors have  done  their  best;  and  yet  it  is  with  great  difficulty  that 
these  comparatively  small  vessels  and  the  moderate  sized  iron  required 
can  be  procured  for  them  as  soon  as  wanted,  so  much  does  the  de- 
mand exceed  the  capabilities  of  the  mille  to  supply.  These  facts 
demonstrate  the  necessity  for  public  works  where  vessels  of  great 
magnitude  are  to  be  constructed.  Had  the  government  been  pre- 
pared for  this  heavy  work,  much  of  the  delay  which  has  embarrassed 
naval  operations  might  have  been  avoided.  Private  establishmeats 
woald  have  been  relieved,  and  enabled  to  furnish  a  larger  quantity 
within  the  scope  of  their  own  manufacture. 

It  is  as  important  that  the  government  should  build  it«  own  ships 
of  iron  as  of  wood.  If  the  apparent  cost  in  either  case  is  greater, 
the  actual  value  is  also  greater.  It  is  of  the  first  importance  that 
the  material,  whether  of  iron  or  wood,  should  be  of  the  best  quality; 
and  as  regards  iron,  this  can  be  insured  and  made  certain  only  by  itB 
being  received  and  reworked  at  government  establishments.  The 
large  qaantities  required  will  always  enable  the  government  to  pur- 
chase on  economical  terms.  It  is  well  understood  that  the  qualities 
of  iron  vary  greatly,  and  the  use  of  inferior  kinds  will  be  both  inju- 
rious and  expensive.  Experiments  with  shot  in  target  practice 
demonstrate  that  some  qualities  have  much  greater  powers  of  resist- 
ance  than  others,  and  are  therefore  better  for  armature.  Other 
qualities  may  better  resist  corrosion,  and  be  more  suitable  to  the 
action  of  sea  water,  and  still  others  may  be  adapted  to  the  internal 
parts  exposed  to  different  chemical  action.  These  qualities  and  de- 
nominations will  be  ascertained  by  observations  and  tests  that  the 
government  can  alone  well  make  and  faithfully  apply  in  the  construc- 
tion of  its  war  vessels.  Contractors  and  private  establishments  will 
not  be  equally  vigilant  and  careful  in  making  the  proper  selections 
and  assortings. 

An  establishment  such  as  the  department  has  in  view,  and  has 
heretofore  recommended,  will  enable  the  government  to  have  all  the 
advantages  of  the  best  and  most  suitable  descriptions  in  the  con- 
struction of  vessels  of  iron  and  of  iron  armature.  Steam  machinery, 
anchors,  chain  cables,  and  heavy  iron  work  for  the  naval  service, 
would  be  manufactured  at  the  same  establishment  to  advantage. 

The  necessity  of  such  a  dock-yard  and  establishment  is  becoming 
so  important  that  I  deem  it  proper  again  to  present  the  subject  to 
the  consideration  of  Congress.  As  yetw©  have  but  few  iron  vessels, 
and  these  chiefly  of  foreign  construction;  but  we  have  built  and  are 
building  iron-clad  vessels  at  private  establishments — not  one  at  our 
public  yards. 

In  sustaining  our  position  as  a  naval  power  we  must  be  prepared 
for  reverses  that  may  befall  us  in  battle  or  by  calamities  incident  to 
ocean  service.  A  wise  precaution  will  always  provide  a  reserve  of 
ships  to  take  the  place  of  those  that  may  be  injured  or  destroyed. 
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Vessels  shoold  be  in  different  stageB  of  progress  of  coastraction, 
thereby  giving  constant  employment  to  tt  certain  number  of  skilful 
mecbaaica.  Stores  of  material  can  well  be  accumulated  in  days  of 
peace  for  the  emergencies  of  war. 

Sach  was  the  former  policy  of  the  government,  and  for  many  years 
an  annual  appropriation  was  made  for  the  gradual  increase  of  the 
navy.  Under  this  policy  there  were  in  times  of  peace  large  accu- 
mulations of  material  at  the  different  yards.  It  was  from  the  stock 
thus  collected  and  seasoned  that  oar  vessels  were  mainly  built. 

Gradually  this  policy  was  changed.  Successive  administrations, 
with  a  view  to  the  appearance  of  economy  and  a  show  of  small 
expenditure,  restricted  the  estimates  for  supplies  to  amounts  barely 
sufficient  to  keep  its  few  ships  aSoat. 

The  war  found  us  literally  destitute  of  materials  in  our  navy  yards, 
as  well  as  with  but  few  ships  to  uustain  the  national  integrity.  From 
mistaken  economy,  or  from  design,  the  government  was,  in  its  need, 
deficient  in  ships  and  destitute  of  material  for  their  construction. 
No  alternative  was  left,  when  resistance  was  made,  but  for  the  de- 
partment to  build  its  vessels  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  of  such 
timber  as  could,  in  the  great  haste  and  emergency,  be  procured.  As 
a  consequence,  vessels  that  should  have  lasted  for  years  will  soon 
perish,  and  must  in  the  meantime  involve  heavy  expense  for  neces- 
sary repairs  in  order  to  keep  them'  afloat. 

As  vessels  of  wood  will  always  be  used  to  some  extent  for  naval 
purposes,  and  as  they  can,  for  the  present  at  least,  be  constructed 
more  speedily  than  of  iron,  it  will  be  wise  economy  to  have  a  reason- 
able quantity  of  timber  always  in  store. 

A  special  appropriation  annually  for  the  purpose  of  accumnlating  a 
stock  of  material  must  always  be  advantageoas  to  the  government. 
In  that  way  the  navy  can  be  best  and  most  economically  supplied; 
can  make  better  purchases,  and  have  more  time  to  examine  and  test 
the  deliveries. 

WESTERN  DEPOT  AND  EBTABLISHUBHT. 

It  will  be  advisable  at  an  early  period  to  establish  a  naval  depot  on 
one  of  the  rivers  in  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi,  where  we  now  have 
a  squadrOD  equal  in  numbers  to  the  whole  navy  of  the  United  States 
at  the  commencement  of  this  administration.  The  want  of  an  estab- 
lishment in  that  quarter,  where  vessels  may  be  constructed,  armed, 
and  armored,  equipped,  and  repaired,  has  been  severely  felt,  and  in 
the  absence  of  such  an  establishment  the  department  has  been  com- 
pelled to  resort  to  expedients  that  may  have  been  sometimes,  disad- 
Taotageous. 

For  an  iron  navy  the  great  rivers  of  the  west  are  well  adapted, 
md  the  immense  resources  in  iron  and  coal  that  are  distributed 
tlirongbout  that  region  indicate  what  must  be  the  undoubted  policy 
nl  the  government  at  no  distant  period  in  relation  to  such  an  estab- 
lishment. The  time  may  not  have  arrived  when  the  selection  of  & 
permanent  location  for  a  navy  yard  and  fonodery  shall  be  made,  bat 
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it  mast  be  in  the  near  future,  and  until  then  the  department  will  be 
dependent  in  a  great  degree  on  private  eBtabliebments  and  sacb  tem- 
porary arrangementB  as  can  be  secured. 

BABBOB  DEFENCES. 

A  long  period  of  peace  had  rendered  the  government  inattentive 
to  the  defence  of  the  harbors,  and  under  recent  alarms  the  municipal 
authorities  of  manyof  our  cities  have  made  application  for  naval  vee- 
eels  to  protect  them  from  apprehended  danger.  Althoagh  solicitous 
to  relieve  any  portion  of  our  citizens  even  from  unnecessary  alarm, 
the  department  could  not  furnish  the  force  required  for  every  place 
exposed,  nor  has  it  been  anticipated  that  such  force  would  be  ex- 
pected of  the  navy.  It  has  been  the  understanding  that  the  forti6- 
cations  were  to  be  relied  upon  as  furnishing  the  required  security, 
while  the  navy  performed  a  different  service.  No  longer  ago  than 
May  last  the  chief  engineer  of  the  War  Department  in  a  communica- 
tion to  Congress  states  that  "as  a  general  rule,  with  hardly  an  ex- 
ception, the  permanent  defensive  works  of  the  United  States  were 
designed  to  forbid  the  passage  through  the  waters  subject  to  their 
fire  of  hostile  vessels,  or  to  prevent  the  use  of  such  waters  by  an  ene- 
my in  his  vessels,  or  to  secure  the  use  of  the  waters  for  our  own 
vessels.     So  long  as  these   forts  fulfil  these  conditions  our   fortified 

fiorts,  navy  yards,  and  harbors  of  refuge  will  be  secure  against  injarv 
rom  an  enemy's  ships,  and  the  waters  protected  by  them  wiU  be 
available  for  the  use  of  our  vessels  and  forbidden  to  those  of  an  ene- 
my. That  is  to  say,  these  forts  are  designed  as  defences  against  bos- 
tile  military  power  afloat." 

While  there  may  be  difference  of  opinions  as  to  the  views  here 
expressed,  there  is  none  whatever  that  the  fortifications  at  our  prin- 
cipal port«  should  be,  and  doubtless  are,  adequate  defences  against 
any  cruiser  or  cruisers  that  may  be  afloat  in  the  cause  of  the  insur- 
gents. It  has  not  therefore  entered  into  the  estimates  and  arrange- 
ments of  the  Navy  Department  to  furnish  vessels  for  the  defence  of 
our  ports,  nor  to  detach  them  from  other  imperative  duties  for  that 
purpose,  when  other  provisions  have  been  made  by  the  government 
and  have  been  uniformly  relied  upon  for  their  protection. 


Our  facilities  for  docking  ships  are  altogether  inadequate  to  our 
naval  wants,  and  in  a  foreign  war  with  a  formidable  power  our  con- 
dition would  be  deplorable.  We  have  but  one  dry  dock  at  each 
naval' station,  and  three  of  our  six  docks  are  of  wood,  being  both 
perishable  and  combustible.  The  capacity  of  these  docks  is  much 
below  the  size  required  for  some  of  the  vessels  we  are  now  building, 
and  such  as  we  must  build  for  the  future.  Other  nations,  finding 
themselves  in  a  similar  condition,  are  now  enlarging  their  dry  docks; 
,and  we,  having  but  three  permanent  ones,  and  they  designed  for 
vessels  of  less  dimensions  than  some  we  now  build,  should  have  new 
and  suitable  ones,  and  their  coustruction  should  be  forthwith  com- 
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meoced.  Some  of  tbem  Bhoald  be  at  least  550  feet  in  length,  with  a 
breadth  of  80  feet,  to  admit  of  large  increase.  Docks  of  wuod  are 
too  perishable,  and  reqnire  greater  depth  of  water  for  heavy  ships 
than  our  h&rbors  can  furnish. 

The  importance  of  constructing  wet  baeine  at  each  of  the  navy 
jarde  as  are  sufficiently  capacious  to  admit  of  it,  adverted  to  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Socks,  is  commended  to  the  con- 
uderatioo  of  Congress. 

REOEOANIZATION   OF  THE   DEPARTMENT  AND   THE  NAVY. 

The  act  of  the  5th  of  July  last,  reorganizing  the  Navy  Department, 
creates  three  additional  bureans.  This  Insures  a  much  better  distri- 
bntton  of  the  labors  and  very  much  simplifies  and  facilitates  the  busi- 
□es9  of  the  department.  The  law  has  so  recently  gone  into  operation, 
and  the  officers  have  so  lately  entered  upon  their  duties,  that  the 
results  and  benefits  are  but  partially  developed.  I  am  satisfied,  how- 
ever, even  in  this  early  stage  of  the  proceedings,  that  the  change 
will  be  productive  of  efficiency  and  economy,  and  be  advantageous 
in  every  respect,  while  the  energy  and  talent  of  the  chiefs  who  have 
been  brought  into  the  counsels  of  the  department  will  inspire  it  with 
additional  vigor. 

The  greatly  increased  labor  imposed  npon  the  department  in  con- 
sequence of  the  greatly  increased  force  both  of  men  and  vessels  in 
service,  with  a  vastly  more  active  employment,  calls  for  additional 
clerical  force  in  order  that  justice  may  be  done  to  the  service  and 
the  government. 

By  the  law  of  December  21,  1861,  it  was  enacted  that  any  naval 
officer  whose  name  had  been  borne  on  the  Naval  Register  forty-five 
years,  or  who  had  attained  the  age  of  sixty-two  years,  shall  be  re- 
tired from  active  service  and  his  name  be  entered  on  the  retired  list 
of  officers  of  the  grade  to  which  he  belonged.  The  President,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  was  antborized  to 
detail  retired  officers  to  active  duty  and  might  on  their  receiving  a 
vote  of  thanks  from  CoDgrees,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
President,  be  restored  to  the  active  list,  and  not  otherwise. 

By  the  same  law  the  President  was  authorized  to  select  any  officer 
From  the  grades  of  captain  or  commander  and  assign  him  to  the  com- 
nand  of  a  squadron,  with  the  rank  and  title  of  "flag-officer,"  and 
the  officer  thus  assigned  was  to  have  command  in  full  as  if  he  were 
the  senior  officer  of  the  squadron. 

The  officers  of  our  blockading  squadrons  and  of  the  Mississippi 
flotilla  were  recognized  fiag-officers  until  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
the  16th  of  July  establishing  the  grade  of  rear  admiral,  when  they 
received  that  appointment. 

The  act  of  July  16,  1862,  "to  establish  and  equalize  the  grade  of 
line  officers  of  the  United  States  navy,"  does  justice  in  conferring 
ntika  and  grades  that  had,  until  that  time,  been  withheld  from  as 
meritorious  and  gallant  a  class  of  officers  as  ever  devoted  their  days 
uid  perilled  their  lives  for  their  country.     Though  the  justice  to 
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wLich  they  were  entitled  has  beeiwlong  delayed,  it  was  gracefnlly  aud 
generously  rendered  by  the  present  Congress,  and  has  been  and  is 
appreciated  by  the  brave  men  who  are  its  recipients,  and  by  all  at- 
tached to  the  service,  as  a  jast  recognition  of  the  worth  and  ability  of 
the  ofBcers  of  the  American  navy.  It  ia  a  gratifying  fact,  also,  that 
our  countrymen  have  responded  with  snch  unanimity  to  the  action  of 
Congress,  and  that  the  unworthy  prejudices  against  naval  titles  and 
honors  that  once  existed  have  so  generally  disappeared. 

The  commanders  of  our  squadrons  now  hold  rank  with  those  of 
other  naval  powers  on  the  ocean,  on  distant  service,  and  wherever 
they  carry  our  flag  or  appear  as  the  representatives  of  their  country. 

The  operations  and  working  of  the  law  may  be  improved  and 
modified,  in  some  respects,  without  changing  the  general  principles 
of  the  bill,  which  are  correct. 

Votes  of  thanks  having  been  rendered  Flag-Officers  L.  M.  Golds- 
borough,  S.  F.  DuPont,  D.  G.  Farragut,  and  A.  H.  Foote,  they  were 
nominated  to  the  Senate  for  the  place  of  rear  admiral  on  the  day 
subsequent  to  the  approval  of  the  act.  At  the  same  time  the  names 
of  Captains  Charles  Stewart,  George  C.  Read,  William  B.  Shubrick, 
Joseph  Smith,  George  W.  Storer,  Francis  H.  Gregory,  Eli  A,  F. 
Lavalette,  Silas  H.  Stringham,  and  Hiram  Paulding  were  sent  in 
for  confirmation  as  rear  admirals  on  the  retired  list.  The  nomina- 
tions not  having  been  submitted  until  the  closing  hours  of  the  session 
were  not  acted  on  by  the  Senate,  hut  the  ofiicers  have  been  continued 
in  the  places  to  which  they  were  promoted.  Officers  commanding 
equadrons,  who,  by  the  act  of  December  last,  were  entitled  to  the 
rank  and  title  of  flag-ofiicers,  have,  since  the  passage  of  the  act 
of  July  16,  been  awarded,  while  on  duty,  the  position  of  acting 
rear  admiral,  thereby  conferring  on  them  rank  corresponding  with 
that  of  ofiicers  in  similar  position  in  the  navies  of  other  countries, 
and  relative  rank  with  the  army  officers  of  our  own,  when  co-operat- 
ing or  brought  together  on  active  service. 

In  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  the  fourth  section  of  the  "act 
to  establish  and  equalize  the  grade  of  line  officers  of  the  United 
States  navy,"  directing  that  the  "  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  ap- 
point an  advisory  board  of  not  less  than  three  officers  senior  to  those 
to  be  reported  upon,  who  shall  carefully  scrutinize  the  active  list  of 
line  officers  above  and  including  the  grade  of  masters  in  the  line  of 
promotion,  and  report  to  him  in  writing  those  who,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  board,  are  worthy  of  promotion,"  I,  on  the  22d  of  July,  appointed 
Captain  William  B.  Shabrlck,  president,  and  Captains  Francis 
Gregory,  E.  A.  F.  Lavallette,  W.  H.  Gardner,  and  William  W. 
HcKean,  as  members  of  the  hoard. 

This  board  assembled  in  Washington  on  the  24th  July,  and  con- 
cluded their  labors  on  the  -Stb  of  August.  Notice  was  forthwith 
given  the  officers  whom  they  had  designated  of  their  rank  and  posi- 
tion. The  fifth  section  of  the  law  enacts  that  "the  officers  recom- 
mended shall  be  immediately  commissioned,"  but  as  the  Senate  was 
not  then  in  session,  and  as  the  right  of  selection  and  appointment 
cannot  be  conferred  on  an  advisory  board,  or  by  law  or  congressional 
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action  to  any  other  tribunal  tfaao  is  specified  by  the  CoDstitution,  the 
Dames  recommended  will  be  presented  for  nomination  and  confirma- 
tion, Babject  to  tbe.  decision  of  the  President  and  Senate  respectively. 
The  law  having  made  uo  express  provision  for  officers  not  recom- 
mended  by  the  advisory  board,  either  by  promotioQ  or  retiring  them, 
a  qnestion  arises  as  to  the  di»position  that  is  to  be  made  of  the  officers 
thus  superseded,  for  it  is  presumed  thej  are  not  to  be  dismissed, 
altboDg^b  a  strict  and  literal  compliance  with  the  act  would  seem  to 
Teqaire  it.  In  another  respect  the  law  inadvertently  does  injustice 
to  certain  officers  of  th©  grade  of  captain,  who,  though  meritorious, 
are  superseded  by  the  act. 

These  and  some  other  defects  and  incongruities  require  remedial 
legislation,  and  I  respectfully  invite  attention  to  them. 

NATAL   AGADEMT. 

The  largely  increased  niunber  of  vessels,  and  the  greatly  at^- 
ineDt«d  force  of  the  navy  in  every  respect,  call  for  an  additional  num- 
ber of  educated  and  properly  disciplined  officers.  But  it  is  well 
known  that,  while  the  demand  for  officers  has  increased,  there  has 
beea  a  large  diminution  of  their  number  by  the  desertion  of  those 
who,  at  the  commencement  of  the  insurrection,  left  the  service. 
Efforts  to  supply  the  deficiency,  and  meet  our  necessities  from  the 
Naval  Academy  as  early  as  possible,  have  been  attended  with  embarrass- 
ment from  legielativi'  action  in  regard  to  appointments.  The  school 
itself  has  been  restricted,  not  only  by  ita  removal,  but  by  the  failure 
to  complete  the  authorized  number,  in  consequence  of  no  selections 
of  candidates  having  been  made  by  representatives  in  many  of  the 
districts. 

Whatever  may  be  thought  of  tbe  propriety  of  surrendering  to  the  pop- 
olar  branch  of  the  legislative  department  of  the  government  appoint- 
ments, or  the  control  of  appointments,  expressly  confided,  in  all  cases, 
by  the  Constitution  to  other  departments  of  the  government,  and 
never  to  either  branch  of  Congress,  or  of  the  policy  of  mingling  the 
legislative  authority  with  executive  duties,  the  practice  of  the  depart- 
ment has  been  to  make  the  rule  of  appointment  accord  with  the  laws 
which  are  enacted.  It  is  not  necessary  to  discuss  in  this  place  the 
right  of  Congress  to  prescribe  the  locality  from  which  appointments 
shall  be  made.  As  an  indication  of  a  disposition  that  the  naval  offi- 
cers should  be  distributed  throughout  the  country,  the  Executive  has 
made  ita  point  to  conform,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  tbe  rule  or  regu- 
lation indicated  in  the  several  laws  upon  the  subject.  In  consequence 
of  the  insurrection,  however,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  several  of 
tbe  Sutes  to  elect  representatives  to  Congress,  the  number  of  mid- 
shipmen had  become  reduced  at  the  period  when  the  country  required 
an  increase,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  navy  was  thus  impaired  or  dimin- 
ished by  the  rebellion,  for  the  suppression  of  which  its  fullest  power 
was  invoked.  Notwithstanding  the  desire  to  conform  to  the  wishes  of 
Congress,  so  far  as  they  could  practically  be  carried  into  effect,  it  was 
deemed  unwise  to  permit  those  who  were  waging  war  against  the 
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governmeDt  to  weaken  its  energy  and  impair  its  strength,  or  to  destroy 
or  lessen  our  naval  power  by  permitting  the  insurgenta,  through 
neglect,  to  reduce  the  numbers  of  so  valuable  an  institution  as  the 
Naval  Academy,  tbrongh  a  literal  adherence  to  regulations  of  donbtfol 
constitutionality.  Foreseeing  this  state  of  things,  I  have,  in  former 
reports,  suggested  to  Congress  that  the  Executive  should  have  author- 
ity, in  form  of  law  as  well  as  in  fact,  to  select  candidates  for  unrep- 
resented districts  as  well  as  for  districts  whose  representatives  shoald 
have  made  no  selection. 

When,  therefore,  the  period  approached  for  the  formation  of  the 
class  of  the  present  year,  and  there  remained  a  lai^e  number  of 
vacancies  unsupplied,  it  was  concluded  to  fill  up  the  Academy  by  ap- 
pointments for  some  of  the  vacancies  created  by  the  rebellion.  Such  a 
course  of  action,  plainly  demanded  by  the  exigencies  of  the  public 
service,  appeared  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  policy  and  spirit  of  the 
act  of  July  16, 1862,  though  someof  the  provisions  of  that  act,  as  it  wm 
passed,  appear  to  be  expressed  in  inapt  terms,  and  to  be,  indeed,  to 
some  extent,  confased,  if  not  contradictory. 

The  number  of  midshipmen  authorized  by  law  is  515;  the  number 
now  in  the  Academy  is  376,  leaving  139  vacancies,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed, unless  Congress  shall  otherwise  direct,  to  form  a  second  class 
at  the  half-yearly  examination  in  February  by  appointments  to  all  the 
existing  vacancies,  the  representatives  having  an  opportunity  to  select 
candidates  from  their  respective  districts,  the  places  belonging  to 
which  have  been  made  vacant.  During  the  disturbed  and  unsettled 
condition  of  the  school  and  the  country,  I  have  been  under  the  ne- 
cessity of  detailing  and  ordering  to  active  duty  some  of  the  oflncers 
connected  with  the  institution,  and,  for  the  time  being,  have  selected 
civilians  as  instructors  or  assistant  professors. 

Under  the  extreme  pressure  for  trained  and  educated  naval  officers, 
the  midsbipmea  of  the  two  highest  classes  were  last  year  detached  from 
the  school  and  ordered  into  active  service.  Two  advanced  classes  have 
been  formed,  which  are  striving  with  commendable  zeal  to  complete 
their  studies  a  year  within  the  prescribed  period.  Inatruotion  in 
practical  seamanship  is  continued  during  the  whole  academic  year. 
The  midshipmen  are  all  organized  in  two  ship's  companies,  each  one 
having  his  station  assigned  him  in  all  movements  In  addition,  they 
are  embarked  every  week  on  board  the  practice  ships  John  Adama 
and  Marion. 

I  earnestly  commend  the  Naval  Academy  to  the  fostering  care  of 
Congress,  and  reiterate  my  sense  of  its  importance  to  the  eflSciency  of 
the  naval  service.  Its  cost,  even  upon  a  liberal  scale  of  expenditure, 
would  be  insignificant  as  compared  with  its  usefulness  when  properly 
managed. 

PHIZES. 

Persistent  and  systematic  efforts  to  evade  the  blockade,  and  to 
convey  articles,  contraband  of  war,  to  the  insurgents,  have  led  to 
many  captures.  At  the  date  of  my  last  annual  communication,  one 
hundred  and  fifty-three  vessels  were  reported  to  have  been  seized  by 
the  blockading  squadrons.     There  have  been  since  captured,  and  re- 
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ported  to  the  department,  three  hnodred  and  ninety  vessels  of  &U 
descriptions,  making  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  forty-three  vessels 
tbat  hare  been  seized  since  the  blockade  has  been  instituted.  Some 
of  the  vessels  captured  which  were  frail  and  not  calculated  for  a  sea 
voyage,  were  destroyed,  bat  most  of  them,  inclnding  a  number  of 
ralnable  steamers,  have  been  sent  in  for  adjudication. 

Some  modifications  of  the  laws  relative  to  proceedings  in  prize 
cases  were  made  daring  the  last  session  of  Congress,  but  further  legis' 
latioD  would  seem  to  be  necessary  to  facilitate  the  adjustment  of 
these  cases,  and  insure  the  prompt  distribution  of  prize  money. 

Of  the  large  number  of  vessels  sent  in  for  adjudication,  in  only 
forty-five  have  the  proceedings  befln  brought  to  a  close,  and  whil^ 
several  millions  of  dollars  in  amount  have  been  captured,  and  are  in 
process  of  condemnation,  the  amount  yet  ordered  to  be  distribated 
is  but  $554,176  51.  Of  this  sum  $376,595  65  is  under  decrees  of 
the  court  at  Key  West. 

MARINE   COBPS. 

In  submitting  his  annual  report  the  colonel  commandant  of  the 
marine  states  that  the  corps  is  now  six  hundred  men  short  of  the  com- 
plement, as  exhibited  by  the  general  return,  while,  in  his  opinion,  an 
increase  of  five  hundred  men,  with  a  proportionate  number  of  officers, 
is  required. 

There  has  always  been  a  divided  opinion  among  naval  officers  in 
r^ard  to  maintaining  a  distinct  organization  of  marines  for  service 
on  ships-of-war,  even  before  the  great  change  which  the  service  has 
Dndei^one  by  the  introdaction  of  steamers,  with  their  corps  of  engi- 
neers, firemen,  and  attendants.  An  incongruity  attaches  to  the  sys- 
tem, for  the  marines  are  partly  under  the  army  laws  and  regulations, 
and  partly  under  the  nava!  code.  On  shore  they  are  paid  by  a  ma- 
rine paymaster,  on  shipboard  by  a  navy  paymaster.  They  are  sub- 
sisted  on  the  army  ration  on  shore,  while  on  shipboard  they  have  the 
navy  ration.  Consequently  the  condition  of  the  marines  vary  from 
ihore  to  ship,  or  ship  to  shore,  as  they  may  be  employed. 

It  would  be  better  were  the  corps  to  be  permanently  attached  to 
either  the  naval  or  army  service,  instead  of  occupying  an  equivocal 
attitude  as  regards  both. 

The  discipline  and  proficiency  of  the  corps  are  reported  to  be 
Mtisfactory. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  it  is  due  to  the  corps,  Irom  its 
onmbers  and  position,  that  the  commander  should  be  made  a  briga- 
dier general,  and  thereby  have  rank  corresponding  with  like  com- 
tnande. 

SEAMEN  AND  EllPLOTEES  IN  HAVT  TABD3. 
The  Dumber  of  persona  employed  on  board  of  our  naval  vessels, 
inclnding  receiving  ships  and  recruits,  is  about  28,000;  and  there 
Ue  not  less  than  12,000  mechanics  and  laborers  employed  at  the  dif- 
ferent navy  yards  and  naval  stations. 
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It  would  be  difficult  to  state  the  number  employed  nt  private  yarda 
and  establishments  on  government  work  and  under  contracts  with  the 
department. 

THE  BDBEADS. 

The  reports  of  the  several  bureaus  connected  with  the  department 
exhibit  in  detail  the  operations  of  the  year  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  them  respectively. 

The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks  details  specifically 
the  various  changes  that  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  in  the 
different  navy  yards,  and  gives  bis  reasons  at  length  for  not  pur- 
chasing land  on  Seavey's  island,  for  which  a  contingent  appropriation 
was  made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress.  He  also  offers  some  sng- 
gestiouB  relative  to  the  location  of  a  navy  yard  to  meet  the  wants  ot 
the  country  in  the  construction  of  iron  and  armored  vessels. 

The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Conetrnction  submits  the  usual  statis- 
tics connected  with  hie  department.  The  large  expenditure  and  vast 
details  that  devolve  on  this  officer  make  his  duties  at  all  times  ardu- 
ous and  responsible,  and  they  have  been  immensely  increased  by  the 
times,  yet  tbey  have  been  met  and  discharged  with  unwearied  assi- 
duity. By  the  establishment  of  the  Bureau  of  Equipment,  the  labor 
of  the  construction  bureau  will  be  greatly  relieved ;  yet  it  must,  under 
any  circumstances,  be  onerous  and  responsible. 

The  improvements  in  ordnance  equal,  perhaps,  if  they  do  not 
excel,  those  which  are  made  in  armature.  On  this  subject  great 
progress  has  been  made  within  a  few  years,  and  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice, under  the  direction  of  the  skilful  officer  who  has  given  it  bis 
special  attention,  and  whose  abilities  in  that  capacity  originally  caased  ' 
hrm  to  be  detached  frono  active  duty  afloat,  and  whose  great  services 
led  him  to  be  placed  at  the  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance,  have 
elevated  the  standard  of  ordnance  in  the  navy. 

Like  every  other  branch  of  the  public  service,  that  of  ordnance 
was  wholly  unprepared  for  the  great  crisis  that  befel  the  country  in 
1861,  and  one  of  the  most  embarrassing  difficulties  at  the  commence- 
ment of  our  national  troubles  was  that  of  procuring  ordnance  as 
rapidly  as  was  required  for  our  increasing  navy.  To  remedy  the 
deficiencies  and  wants  when  our  vesseln  were  multiplying,  we  were 
compelled  for  a  time  to  revert  to  old  artiller}'  which  had  been  dis- 
carded, and  to  avail  ourselves  of  extraordinary  means  to  meet  the 
then  existing  necessities.  These  difficulties  have  been,  in  a  measure, 
overcome,  and  our  ordnance  is  greatly  improved  and  improving. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  invite  attention  to  the  elaborate  and  ex- 
ceedingly interesting  report  of  the  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance, 
and  to  ask  the  favorable  consideration  of  Congress  to  his  suggestions, 
particularly  those  recommending  an  ample  supply  of  munitions  in 
advance  for  the  service. 

The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Provisions  and  Clothing  transmits  the 
usual  abstracts  and  statements  of  the  operations  of  bis  department, 
and  calls  attention  to  the  working,  particularly  in  time  of  war,  of  the 
present  contract  system  as  required  by  law.     In  some  respects  it  may 
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be  modified  for  the  better,  aod  if  the  article  of  bread,  and  perhaps 
other  naval  sappliee,  were  taken  from  the  list  of  contract  articles  the 
goverDment  might  be  better  served.  The  chief  of  the  bureau  recom- 
mends the  establishment  of  a  government  bakery,  and  is  of  opinion 
that  a  more  satisfi-ctory  article  than  is  now  furnished,  and  one  less 
liable  to  deterioration,  would  be  made,  and  with  economy  to  the 
govenuDeot.  The  change  woald  undoubtedly  have  its  advantages, 
and  jg  commended  to  favorable  consideration.  It  is  also  suggested 
thatoiriDg  to  a  change  in  the  character  of  naval  vessels  the  pay  of 
clerb  to  paymasters  is  wholly  inadequate  and  disproportioned  to  the 
aalary  of  other  officers. 

With  the  enlargement  of  the  naval  force,  a  corresponding  increase 
bas  been  required  in  the  medical  department.  The  report  of  the 
chief  of  the  Medical  Bureau  furnishes  the  usual  items  of  expense 
and  the  statistics  for  the  year  of  the  sick,  killed,  and  wounded.  One 
iinndred  and  ninety-two  have  been  killed,  four  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  wounded,  and  twenty-three  thousand  one  hundred  and  aixty-ono 
have  been  under  treatment.  The  total  number  of  deaths  has  been 
one  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  a  per  centage  of  0.77  to  the 
vhole  number  of  cases  treated.  At  the  last  session  of  Congress  an 
appropriation  of  $10,000  w»s  made  for  the  erection  of  a  hospital 
on  Seavey's  Island.  The  sum  is  deemed  inadequate,  and  the  appro- 
priation was  so  connected  with  the  purchase  of  land  that  it  has  been 
unavailable.  Twenty  thousand  dollars  is '  desired  for  a  hospital  at 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  disconnected  with  propositions  for  the 
purchase  of  land,  leaving  the  site  to  the  judgment  of  the  depart- 
ment. As  additional  hospital  accommodations  are  urgently  needed, 
I  recommend  the  applications  to  early  and  favorable  consideration, 
The  Bureaus  of  Equipment  and  Recruiting,  Steam  Engineering 
and  Navigation,  having  been  organized  subsequent  to  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year,  have  only  submitted  estimates  for  the  coming  year. 

EXPENSES   AND   ESTIMATES. 

The  appropriations  made  at  the  regular  and  special  sessions  of  Con- 
ereesfor  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1862,  were  $43,615,551  77. 
The  expenses  of  the  department  during  the  same  time  wen 
W2,200,529  96— leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $1,415,021  81, 
The  amount  expended  includes  the  payment  for  the  construction  ol 
Gliy-two  steamers  ;  the  purchase,  alterations,  and  armament  of  one 
hondred  and  seventy -five  steamers  and  sailing  vessels;  all  the  charter 
mouey  paid  by  the  department,  together  with  all  the  increased  ex- 
penses incident  to  the  enlarged  navy.  The  amount  appropriated  for 
the  current  fiscal  year,  (ending  June  30,  1863,)  ie  $52,814,359  07. 
The  estimates  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1864, 
anount  to  168,257,255  01,  viz:

The  objects  for  which  the  appropriations  are  required  are  given  in 
detail  in  the  reports  of  the  chiefs  of  the  bureaus  and  the  commandaat 
of  the  marine  corps. 

COMCLDSION. 

I  have  thus  endeavored  to  place  before  you  and  the  country  an  ex- 
position of  the  action  of  the  Kavy  Department,  and  of  the  achieve- 
ments of  the  navy  during  the  past  year.  My  acconnt  i»,  I  am  aware, 
necessarily  imperfect,  and  I  therefore  again  refer  for  interesting  and 
important  details  to  the  subsidiary  reports  herewith  presented,  which 
I  commend  to  the  attention  of  the  government  and  the  country.  If 
what  I  have  written  shall  be  considered  as  attesting  in  any  degree 
the  foresight  and  energy  of  this  department,  then  I  request  that  a 
generous  measure  of  approbation  may  be  awarded  to  those  by  whom 
I  have  been  officially  aided.  I  esteem  myself  and  the  country  fortu- 
nate in  the  selection  of  those  who  have  been  associated  with  me  in 
administering  the  duties  of  this  department.  ■  In  the  Assistant  Sec- 
retary I  have  ever  found  an  able,  earnest,  and  efficient  coadjutor. 
And  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  aid  which  I  have  at  all 
times  received  from  the  energy,  experience,  and  wise  counsel  of  the 
several  Chiefs  of  Bureaus  in  my  administration  of  our  naval  affairs, 
and  which  have  been  of  the  highest  value  to  the  service  and  the 
country. 

But  most  of  all  do  I  commend  to  the  gratitude  and  praise  of  their 
government  and  country  the  officers  and  men  of  the  naval  service. 
In  my  last  annual  report  I  said  that  in  their  hands  the  historic  re- 
nown of  the  American  navy  had  been  elevated  and  augmented. 
Another  year  of  their  heroic  and  triumphant  service  authorizes  and 
impels  me  now  to  state  that  no  country  ever  owed  a  higher  appre- 
ciation to  its  navy  than  is  justly  due  to  ours.  No  choice  of  naval 
officers  for  high  commands  or  important  administrative  positions  was 
ever  more  fortunate  or  successful. 

For  myself  I  claim  only  the  merit — which,  being  manifest  official 
obligation,  can  scarcely  be  considered  a  merit — of  having  in  a  con- 
scientious spirit  devoted  in  this  memorable  crisis  of  our  history, 
with  unwearied  and  unceasing  effort,  my  best  powers  to  the  per- 
formance of  the  arduous  and  responsible  duties  of  the  head  of  this 
department.

Sli:  I  bftTe  to  report  to  yon  that  having  obeerved  that  the  rebels  made  nse 
of  «  light-ebh)  (whicn  was  formerlr  on  the  Frying-pan  shoals)  as  a  beacon  for 
nidmg  resaels  in  and  out  of  tbe  harbor,  and  for  tne  purpose  of  annoying  ns 
by  hoi»tiiig  lights  at  night,  I  determined  to  take  advantage  of  a  hazy  night, 
with  the  wind  off  shore,  to  effect  her  destruction.  I  therefore  sent  the  cutter 
*tA  gig  lut  night  at  midnight  to  destroy  her,  if  possible.  The  cutter  I  placed 
mder  the  command  of  Acting  Haster  Alick  Allen,  with  Mr.  John  P.  Footo) 
Mut  pilot,  and  a  crew  of  five  men,  who  were  all  well  armed;  this  boat  was 
ilm  weU  supplied  with  combnslible  noateriala  for  the  purpose  of  firing  the 
TCMeL  Tbe  gig  was  under  the  command  of  Acting  Master  Henry  L.  Stui^s, 
»iid  had  a  crew  of  six  men,  who  were  also  well  anned.  In  going  in,  this  boat 
bwk  tbe  lead,  and  while  the  cutter  was  alongside  of  the  light-veasel,  she  lay  off 
OB  her  OdiB  ready  to  support  her  in  tbe  event  of  an  attack  oeing  made. 

FWi  tbe  officen  m  command  of  the  boats  1  gather  tbe  following  particnlan: 
The  boaU  pulled  m  together  till  they  got  witUa  a  abort  distance  of  the  light- 
Tosel  on  the  off  side  of  her  from  Fort  CasweU  ;  the  cutter  then  pulled  under 
the  starboard  quarter  of  the  vessel,  and  by  tbe  assistance  of  a  rope  found  hang- 
ing there,  the  two  officers,  a  boatswain's  mate  and  a  quartermaster,  climbed  on 
Doard.  They  found  that  she  was  quite  deserted,  and  that  carpenters  had 
ncently  been  at  work  on  her  putting  up  additional  berths  and  cutting  gnn- 
porti.  She  was  pierced  for  eight  gnus — six  broadside  and  two  after  gnus — and 
bid  the  fighting-bolts  in  the  deck,  and  everything  nearly  ready  for  mounting 
the  gtuu.  It  was  evidently  intended  to  arm  her  for  harbor  defence.  They 
■oand  large  quantities  of  wood  lying  about,  and,  with  tbe  ossbtance  of  tbe  com- 
biutiblea  taken  in  the  boat,  a  heap  of  combustible  matter  was  soon  collected, 
vluch,  when  well  aatorated  with  turpentine,  waa  set  fire  to.  The  fire  was  die- 
MToed  firom  the  fort,  f  which  was  so  near  that  the  voices  of  tbe  men  giving  tbe 
■Una  were  distinctly  heard  by  those  on  board  of  the  light-vessel,}  but  no  e&brt 
*u  made  to  molest  the  boats  until  they  were  out  of  sight.  The  fort  then 
"ptoed  fire  from  her  great  gnus  in  the  direction  of  tbe  boats,  but  they  were  fer 
raaoTed  from  harm's  way,  and  we  bad  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  vessel  bum 
to  the  water's  edge,  and  at  this  time  there  is  not  a  vestige  of  her  to  be  seen 
»bo*e  the  water. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  in  this  communication  that  every  officer  and 
man  in  this  ship  was  a  volunteer  for  this  expedition.  Much  credit  ia  due,  both 
to  the  officers  and  men,  for  the  able  manner  in  which  they  discharged  their 
•ittwdoas  duty.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  th«  department  that  I  arrived  here  from 
Hampton  roads,  in  the  army  traneport  Spanlding,  on  the  morning  of  the  IStli 
instant,  jaet  at  the  commencement  of  a  Btronr  northeast  gale  of  vind,  which 
lasted  nntil  the  morning  of  the  IStb,  when  for  the  first  moment  we  were  enabled 
to  commence  moving  onr  naval  vesBele  to  a  position  in  the  sound  over  and  beyond 
the  balkhead,  where  seventeen  of  them  now  lie,  and  have  been  lying  for  eevenl 
days,  nnder  the  immediate  command  of  Commander  Bowan,  in  foil  readineM 
for  operations  of  any  sort  This,  in  effect,  now  gives  ns  the  naval  command  of 
the  sound ;  its  militaty  command  will  be  secared  by  taking  Boanoke  island. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Whitehall,  Feny,  and  B^ey,  all  the  vesselB 
intended  to  serve  on  the  expedition  have  safdy  arrived.  The  Whitehall,  in 
trying  to  get  here,  became  so  Berioualy  disabled  that  she  was  compelled  to  put 
batk  into  Hampton  roads,  whence  I  ordered  her  to  Newport  News,  to  remain 
with  the  Congress  and  Cumberland,  whose  mechanics  will  do  everything  they 
can  to  put  her  in  useful  order,  I  no  longer  look  for  her  services  on  this  expedi- 
tion. In  case  of  an  attack  at  Newport  News,  she  will  be  of  good  service  there. 
She  is  donbtlesB  the  worst  sea-boat  of  all  the  ferry-boats  with  which  I  have  had 
to  do,  and  certainly  the  most  unfortunate. 

Why  the  Perry  and  Barney  have  not  arrived  h^«,  is  more  than  I  know. 
They  ought  to  have  left  Hampton  roads  more  than  a  week  ago.  As  they  are 
both  armed  with  9-inch  guns,  I  shoald  greatly  prefer  to  have  their  eervicee; 
but,  in  an  onward  movement,  I  shall  not  wait  a  moment  for  them. 

General  Bumside  is  here  with  the  most  of  his  vessels  and  all  his  troops. 
He  reached  this  inlet,  in  the  Picket,  simnltaneously  with  my  arrival  ia  the 
Spaulding.  Owing  to  various  difficulties,  it  was  not  in  his  power,  l>cfore  yes- 
terday, to  make  any  rapid  progress  in  getting  his  vessels  over  the  bulkhead. 
Some  of  the  difficulties,  I  fear,  will  prove  insuperable,  but  many  of  them  will 
he  surmounted  in  a  day  or  two.  Then  we  shall  at  once  move  together  to  our 
destined  point  of  attack. 

The  channel-way  of  this  bulkhead  is  shallow,  narrow,  and  tortuous.  Under 
the  most  favorable  circumstances  scarcely  an  inch  more  than  7^  feet  of  water 
can  be  found  in  it.  It  was  only  by  the  greatest  exertions  and  ncrsevenuice  on 
the  part  of  my  officers  and  men,  and  by  turning  every  possible  expedient  to 
prompt  account,  that  our  vessels  of  the  heaviest  draught  (some  of  them  drawing 
quite  eight  feet)  were  worried  through  this  perplexing  gut ;  and  it  waa  in  con- 
tending with  this  difficult  passage,  with  oar  vessels  straggling  along  unavoidably 
one  by  one,  that  I  first  expected  oppoBition  from  the  enemy ;  but  nothing  of  the 
sort  occurred.  Until  quite  recently  he  was  in  the  habit  of  visiting  this  neigh- 
borhood weekly,  and  amusing  himself  by  keeping  just  oat  of  harm's  way,  and 
expenditig  animnnition  from  rifled  gnus  at  the  vessels  in  this  harbor.  In  no 
instance,  however,  did  any  projectile  of  his  ever  reach  one  of  them.  I  had 
occasion  to  send  out  a  et«amer  day  before  yesterday  to  ascertain  if  a  certain 
buoy  in  the  sound  was  still  in  its  place,  and,  while  engaged  upon  this  service, 
she  discovered  two  rebel  steamers  in  the  distance.  On  the  fact  being  conuna- 
nicated  to  Commander  Bowan,  he  instantly  put  after  them  with  several  of  onx 
steamers,  but  they  at  once  took  to  flight,  ana  were  too  far  off  to  be  overhauled. 
Any  decided  approach  now  to  this  quarter  on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  with  all 
the  force  he  can  muster,  would,  to  a  moral  certainty,  result  in  his  speedy  cap- 
ture or  destruction. 

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  yon  herewith  a  list  of  thATeue|if|OieT  U» 
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Jaumary  26. — ^Th«  above  was  written  to  go  by  the  Spaoldiag  on  the  33d,  but 
■  Mf  ere  ^e  of  wind  hu  dettdned  her.  Since  then  the  Commodore  Perry  has 
mhtA,  and  General  Bomaide  has  succeeded  in  gettine  a  consideiable  namber 
of  hie  TeaaelB  over  the  bulkhead.  Things  now  look  hopeful,  and  I  sincerely 
timt  that  we  shall  be  at  the  enemy  very  soon.  The  Commodore  Barney,  I  am 
infonned,  was  to  have  sailed  two  honrs  oi  so  after  the  Ferry.  I  theri^fore  look 
tor  her  every  moment.

Sib  :  Koanoke  island  ie  onis.  Its  militaiy  authorities  strack  to  ub  yesterday. 
Their  means  of  defence  were  truly  formi^ble,  and  they  were  used  with  4 
determination  worthy  of  a  better  cause.  They  consisted  of  two  elaborately  coo- 
stracted  works,  monn ting  together  twenty  guns,  three  of  them  being  lOO-poonder 
rifles ;  four  other  batteries,  mounting  together  twenty  guns,  a  large  proportioo 
of  them  being  also  of  larger  calibre,  and  some  of  them  rifled ;  eie^t  steamen, 
monntine  two  gnns  each,  and  each  having  a  rifled  gun  with  the  diameter  ot  i 
32-ponaaer;  a  prolonged  obstmction  of  sunken  vessels  and  piles  to  thwart  our 
advance;  and,  altogether,  a  body  of  men  numbering  scarcely  less  than  five 
thousand,  of  whom  three  thousand  are  now  our  prisoners.  The  fighting  com- 
menced on  the  morning  of  the  7th  instant,atabout  11  o'clock,  and  wascontinned 
until  dark.  The  following  momins  it  was  renewed  at  an  early  hour,  and  it 
lasted  until  well  in  the  aftcmoon,  when,  by  a  bold  charge  of  our  army,  therebd 
flag  was  made  to  auccnmb,  and  oar  own  was  hoisted  everywhere  on  the  island 
in  its  place.  No  attack  could  have  been  more  completely  executed,  and  it  «u 
carried  out  precisely  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements  made  before  the  expe- 
dition lefl  Hatteras  inlet. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  operations  of  the  naval  branch  of  the  expedidon  wiH 
he  forwarded  to  the  department  hereafter. 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  copy  of  a  general  order  issued  t«-day  to  be  read 
on  the  quarter-deck  of  each  vessel  belonging  to  that  branch  of  the  expedition.

Sib:  Jnst  u  I  cloMd  m^  despatch  to  yoa  of  yesterday  I  received  reliable  in- 
fomuUioD  that  the  rebel  steamera  which  eacaped  from  here  had  gone  to  Elisuibetb 
Citj',  and  thereapon  I  immediately  ordered  Commtmder  Kowtut  to  take  thirteen 
of  COT  Bteamera  under  his  command  and  go  in  pnrBoit  of  them ;  and  also,  if 
prftcticable,  to  execute  other  important  service,  tub,  the  destroction  up  the  North 
river  of  »■  link  of  the  Albermarle  and  Gheaapeake  canal.  He  dashed  off  with  a 
whole  heart  at  his  work,  and  the  way  he  haa  already  accompliehed  the  first  part 
of  it  his  own  preliminary  rmiort,  a  copy  of  which  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to 
radoae,  will  inform  yon.

Mr.  Van  Bnmt,  my  secretary,  will  go  in  her,  and  proceed  to  Washings 
loo  to  deliver  to  yon  my  deflpatcfaes  and  two  of  thb  rebel  flags  we  have  taken.

StB  :  I  bttTe  tlie  happiness  to  report  that  I  met  the  enemy  off  this  place  this 
morung  at  nine  o'clock,  and  after  a  very  eharp  engagement  succeeded  in  destroy- 
ing or  capturing  hia  entire  naval  force  and  silencing  and  destroying  his  battery 
M  Cobb's  Point.  The  only  vessel  saved  from  destmction  is  the  steamer  Ellis, 
Obtain  J.  M.  Cook,  who  is  wounded  and  a  prisoner  on  board  this  ehip.  I  hare 
other  prisonen. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  oar  casualties  are  few,  considering  the  warmth  of  the 
enemy's  fire— say  two  or  three  kilted  and  some  wounded, 

I  send  the  Ellis  to  you  under  command  of  Acting  Master  Chase,  of  this  ship, 
vhom  I  hope  yon  will  confirm  in  the  command. 

The  conduct  of  the  gallant  men  I  have  the  honor  to  command  is  worthy  of  all 
prmise^ 

A  detailed  account  will  be  frimisbed  when  I  have  time. 
I  am  happy  to  say  that  none  of  the  vessels  are  severely  iigured.     I  shall  loare

Detailed  report  of  attack  and  capture  of  Roanoke  uland.  North  Canlua, 
February  7  and  8,  1862.

Sis  ;  The  followine  detailed  report  concerning  the  part  taken  by  some  of  the 
Teseele  belonging  to  the  North  Atlantic  blockading  squadron  in  the  engagement 
'  of  the  7th  and  Stb  instant,  I  have  now  the  honor  to  snbmit : 

On  the  36th  ultimo,  all  the  vessels  composing  the  naral  branch  of  oar  com- 
bined expedition  intended  bj  mj  arraDgemenU  to  participate  in  the  rednctim 
of  Boanoke  island,  and  operate  elsewhere  in  its  Ticinities,  were  over  the  boik- 
head  at  Hatteras  inlet  and  in  readiness  for  service;  bat,  owing  to  circumstaactt 
already  commuaicated  to  the  department,  it  was  not  nntil  the  5th  instant  tlut 
those  composing  the  army  branch  of  it  were  similarly  sitnatcd. 

The  naval  vessels  in  view,  all  of  which  were  placed  by  me  under  the  geoenl 
command  of  Commander  S.  C.  Bowan,  wer«  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  Lieutenaitl 
Commanding  Reed  Werdenj  Louisiana,  Lieutenant  Commanding  A.  Mnmj ; 
Hetzel,  Lieutenant  Commanding  H.  K.  Davenport ;  Underwriter,  Lientenant 
Commanding  William  N.  Jeffers ;  Delaware,  Lieutenant  Commanding  S.  F. 
Quackenbuen;  Commodore  Perry,  Lieutenant  Commanding  C.  W-  Finua; 
Valley  City,  Lieutenant  Commanding  J.  C.  Chaplin  ;  Commodore  Barney,  Act- 
ing Lieutenant  Commanding  R.  T.  Rensnaw ;  Hunchback,  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  Commanding  £.  K.  Colhoun  ;  Southfield,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieuten- 
ant Commanding  C.  F.  W.  Behm ;  Morse,  Acting  itlaster  Commanding  Peter 
Hayes ;  Whitehead,  Acting  Uaater  Commanding  Charles  A.  French ;  Lock- 
wood,  Acting  Master  Commanding  G.  W.  Graves ;  Brincker,  Acting  Uastei 
Commanding  John  E.  Giddings ;  I.  N.  Seymour,  Acting  Master  Commanding 
F.  S.  Wells ;  Ceres,  Acting  Master  Commanding  John  McDiarmid ;  Fntnim, 
Acting  Master  Commanding  W.  J.  Hotchkiss;  Shawsheen,  Acting  Master  Com- 
manding Thomas  O.  Woodward ;  and  Granite,  Acting  Master's  l&te  Commutd- 
ing£.  Boomer. 

During  our  detcudou  at  the  inlet  we  resorted  to  every  means  in  our  power  lo 
get  accurate  information  of  the  enemy's  position  and  preparation,  and  we  obtained 
enough  to  enable  us  to  arrange  our  programme  of  attack,  which,  in  sabetano; 
was  as  follows :  The  naval  division  was  to  lead  &om  the  time  of  starting  up  lo 
that  of  encountering  the  enemy.  The  marshes,  in  case  of  being  defend^  fay  a 
battery  and  the  enemy's  vessels,  were  to  be  passed  by  noticing  the  former  onl; 
in  a  transitory  way,  and  by  dashing,  without  delay,  directly  at  the  latter.  Chi 
approaching  Boanoke  island  sufficiently  near,  the  batteries  at  Pork  and  Sandy 
Pointa  (if  any  at  the  latter)  and  the  vessels  of  the  enemy,  if  drawn  up  to  me^ 
UB,  were  to  be  the  first  objects  assailed  by  the  naval  division,  aided  by  such 
fighting  vessels,  under  the  general  command  of  Commander  Samuel  F.  Haxaid, 
as  the  army  division  conld  afford. 

While  this  work  was  going  on  the  army,  under  cover  of  its  own  vessels  and 
six  of  our  armed  lannches,  was  to  land  at  Ashhy's  harbor,  or,  if  preferable,  a 
portion  of  it  at  Sandy  Point,  half  a  mile  above.  In  advancing  from  tbe  inlet 
the  vessels  of  both  branches  of  the  expedition  were  to  observe  my  signals. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  Sth,  the  necessary  general  signals  for  a  move 
were  thrown  ont  from  the  Philadelphia,  and,  as  soon  afterward  as  could  be  ex- 
pected for  so  large  a  number  of  vessels,  all  were  under  way,  with  the  naval  di- 
vision OB  prescribed  arranged  in  three  colunms,  commanded,  reapecdvely,  by 
Lieutenants  Commanding  Werdeu,  Murray,  and  Davenport.  Although  the 
weather  favored  us,  our  progress  was  unavoidably  slow. 

Apprehending  that  the  buoy  on  the  eastern  extremity  of  Long  Point  ahoal, 
distant  some  twenty  miles  from  the  inlet,  might  have  been  cenove^  a  t' 
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with  the  Granite  in  tow,  was  sent  ahead  to  ascerttun  the  fact,  and,  if  neceseaiy, 
to  plnce  another  already  prepared  in  ita  stead.  Fortnuatelj,  it  had  not  been 
nmoTed.  A  flag,  however,  woa  placed  upon  it,  a  signal  of  caution  was  made, 
and  thna  the  efaoal,  the  worst  obetraction  in  the  way,  was  safely  avoided  by 
each  and  all. 

At  snndown,  having  arrived  off  Stnmpy  Point  and  within  ten  miles  of  the 
maiBhea,  the  whole  force  anchored  by  signal,  each  veesel  occnpying  as  nearly 
u  practicable,  the  same  relative  position  toward  the  rest  aa  ^e  had  dune  in 
steaming.  Here  it  was  judged  expedient  to  detail  a  small  party  to  visit  a  cer- 
tain house  on  the  mainland  for  the  purpose  of  securing,  even  forcibly,  the  ser- 
Tice«  of  a  certain  individual,  whose  name  had  been  given  to  us  at  the  inlet.  Ad 
officer  took  it  in  charge,  and  before  midnight  he  brought  the  man  to  me  on  board 
the  Philadelphia. 

Early  the  next  morning,  accompanied  by  the  chief  of  my  staff  and  fleet,  Cap- 
Urn  Commander  Angnetus  L.  Case,  Captain's  Clerk  H.  O.  B.  Fisher,  aa  sisnal 
officer,  with  two  petty  officers  to  assist  him,  and  Lieutenants  Thomas  R.  Bobeson 
and  Nathaniel  S.  Barstow,  of  the  army  signal  corps,  with  their  party  of  four 
men,  I  changed  my  quarters  temporarily  from  the  Fhiladelpbia  to  the  South- 
field,  and  hoisted  my  flag  on  board  of  her.  In  a  little  white  afterward  onr  whole 
force,  by  signal,  was  again  under  way  with  two  of  our  lighter  draught  steamers,  the 
Cere4  and  Putnam,  a  mile  or  so  in  advance,  in  order  to  detect  either  the  enemy 
biiDSelf  or  any  obstructions  be  might  have  concealed.  The  weather  was  now 
thick  and  threatening,  and,  of  course,  bad  for  distant  dbcoveriea.  About  9 
o'clock,  however,  it  cleared  away  for  a  short  while  in  the  direction  of  Boanoke 
i«land,  and  then,  for  the  first  time,  we  distinctly  recognized  the  enemy's  armed 
ud  other  vessels  lying  at  anchor,  apparently  close  in  with  the  shore  between 
Pock  and  Wier  Point;  but  in  an  hour  and  a  half  afterwards,  and  when  within 
a  couple  of  miles  of  the  marshes,  it  again  became  not  only  thick,  but  rainy  and 
windy,  and  this  induced  us  to  anchor  once  more,  still  observing  the  same  general 
order  of  relative  position  that  we  liad  done  the  evening  before.  In  the  conrso 
of  the  afternoon  one  of  the  enemy's  steamers  approached  the  marshes  for  the  pur- 
pose, no  doubt,  of  reconnoitering  our  force.  She  met  with  no  opposition  from  us, 
simply  because  we  were  not  unwilling  that  she  should  accomplish  her  wishes. 

"The  following  mommg,  Friday,  iebmary  7,  at  daylight  the  weather  was 
more  propitious,  and  the  sky  gave  evident  signs  of  a  clear  day.  At  9  o'clock, 
ud  for  the  third  time  since  leaving  the  inlet,  the  whole  force  was  put  under 
way  by  another  ^nerol  signal.  Besides  the  Ceres  and  Putnam,  the  Underwriter 
also  was  placed  m  advance,  the  former  two  to  keep  not  more  than  400  yards 
(head  of  the  flag-ship,  and  the  latter,  at  a  proper  time,  to  go  as  much  beyond 
that  distance  as  might  be  neceseary  to  discover,  as  early  as  possible,  if  a  battery 
had  been  erected  on  Sandy  Point.  The  marshes  were  soon  threaded  and  astern 
of  ns.  Their  passage-way  is  so  narrow  as  not  to  admit  more  than  two  vessels 
■breast,  and  in  this  order  they  kept  until  it  was  cleared,  and  the  much  wider 
waters  of  Croatan  sound  were  reached.  Being  anxious  to  make  a  decided  im- 
prtdsion  upon  the  enemy  early  in  the  contest,  all  the  vessels  with  9-inch  guns 
were  ordered  to  close  up  around  the  flag-ship.  At  1 0.30  a  m.,  the  enemy's  ves- 
sels, eight  in  numt)er,  ail  being  drawn  up  behind  an  extensive  obstruction  formed 
by  a  double  row  of  pOes  and  sunken  vessels  stretching  well  across  the  sonnd 
ud  between  the  forts  on  Pork  and  Wier  Points,  one  of  them  fired  a  heavy  gun, 
probably  intended  to  announce,  generally,  that  an  attack  was  just  impending. 
In  less  than  an  hour  afterwards,  the  Underwriter  failing  to  draw  a  reply  to  a 
■hot  she  had  fired,  signaled  "  no  battery  on  Sandy  Point"  The  omission  to 
guard  this  point  was  favorable  to  the  arrangement  of  landing  tho  troops  at 
A«hby'B  harbor.  Had  it  been  protected  our  difficidties  would  have  l>een  mate- 
nally  increased. 

Not  long  after  this  atmouncement,  the  naval  diyisifin,  composed  and  com- 
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mutded  as  etatwd  aboTe,  accompanied,  afl  predetermined,  by  the  Picket,  Cnpttiin 
Thomas  P.  Ivee ;  Hnzsar,  Captain  Frederick  Crocker ;  Pioneer,  CaptKin  Chario 
E.  Baker;  Vidette,  Captain  John  L.  Foster;  Ranger,  Captain  RamnelEraenoit; 
Lancer,  Captain  M.  B.  Morley ;  and  Chasseur,  Captain  John  West,  of  the  wmj 
diTieioQ,  and  keeping  in  close  order,  had  approached  the  enemy  near  enoti|b  to 
begin  the  attack,  ana  to  devote  the  most  of  its  firing  against  the  fort  on  Poik 
Point,  not  neglecting,  however,  the  enemy's  vesBels,  a  batteiy  between  Poik  and 
Weil  Points,  and  another  on  Redstone  Point,  all  of  which  opened  fire  apOD  db, 
bat  the  latter  only  occasionally,  and  without  efiect.     By  noon,  onr  vessels  oaving 
approached  still  nearer,  the  action  became  general  on  their  part  and  that  of  the 
enemy.     At  1.30  p.  m.  the  effect  of  our  firing  caused  the  barracks  bchhid  the 
fort  at  Pork  Point  to  burst  into  flames,  and  at  2.15  p.  m.  they  were  bnmii^ 
furiously,  entirely  beyond   redemption.     About   this   time  our  vessels  being 
placed  by  their  respective  commanders  as  advantageously  as   circnmstaoca 
would  permit,  the  firing  was  the  hottest.     Throughout  the  sound  lying  between 
Roanoke  island  and  the  main  land  the  depth  of  water  at  best  is  but  little,  uti 
the  bottom  everywhere  is  essentially  lumpy  and  irregular.     Even  at  the  dittuiee 
of  a  mile  and  more  from  the  shore  where  we  had  to  approach,  scarcely  a  general 
depth  at  low  water  of  more  than  seven  feet  is  to  be  found.     With  one  or  two 
exceptions,  none  of  our  vessels  drew  less  than  seven  feet,  and  some  of  them  dreir 
rather  more  than  eight.     In  placing  them,  therefore,  so  as  to  make  their  varioos 
guns  to  tell  effectually,  their  several  commanders  had  to  exercise  a  sound  dis- 
cretion, aod  to  keep  in  view  the  consideration  due  to  the  use  of  shells  with  (uses 
fixed  in  value  as  lo  time.     To  have  used,  for  instance,  a  five-seconds  (use  m 
sbelling  uncovered  works  at  a  less  distance  than  about  1,400  yards,  wonid  not 
have  secured  the  best  reeuha.     Toward  3  p.  m.  the  troops,  embarked  on  boud 
of  light  draught  steamers  and  boats,  started  to  land  at  Ashby's  harbor.    Tbe 
place  was  guarded  by  a  large  body  of  the  enemy,  with  a  field  battery,  bnt  the 
Delaware,  with  Commander  Rowan  on  board,  and  his  division  flag  at  ber  mait- 
bcad,  having  veiy  judiciously  taken  up  a  flanking  position  to  the  southward  of 
Pork  Point,  and  thus,  most  opportunely,  being  near  at  hand,  immediately  tnmed 
her  guns  toward  the  harbor,  and  with  some  9-inch  shrapnels  soon   cleared  the 
way.     At  4.30  p.  m.  Pork  Point  battery,  and  the  one  next  to  the  northward  of 
it,  ceased  for  a  while  to  reply  to  our  fire ;  five  of  the  enemy's  steamers,  apps- 
rently  injured,  went  back  behind  Weir's  Point,  and  tbe  first  landing  of  onr  troop* 
took  place.     At  5  p.  m.  those  batteries  again  opened  upon  our  vessels,  and  tlw 
enemy's  steamers  once  more  put  forth  and  opened  upon  us.     In  about  Kntj 
minutes,  however,  the  latter  were  compelled  a  second  time  to  retii«.     One  of 
them,  tbe  Curlew,  in  a  disabled  condition,  bad  taken  refuge  under  the  battOT 
on  Redstone  Point.     At  6  p.  m.  tbe  firing  of  the  enemy  being  only  from  Poik 
Point,  and  at  long  intervals,  darkness  coming  on,  and,  not  wishing  to  waste 
ammnnition,  I  ordered  the  signal  "  cease  firing  "  to  be  made.     In  the  course  of 
the  afternoon,  our  six  launchce,  under  the  command  of  Midshipman  Benjamin 
H.  Porter,  landed  their  howitsera  and  joined  the  army,  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
manding the  mfun  road  and  its  two  forks  during  the  night,  and  assisting  in  more 
active  operations  the  following  morning.     By  midnight  some  10,000  of  onr 
troops  had  been  safely  landed  at  Ashby's  harbor,  the  Delaware  having  taka 
on  board  from  the  Coseack  some  800,  and  put  then*  on  shore  at  10  p.  m. 

February  8. — As  it  was  aminged  by  General  Bumside  that  bis  forces  should 
move,  at  a  very  early  hour  tbb  morning,  from  where  they  had  been  landed,  and 
begin  their  attack  upon  the  enemy,  and,  as  the  direction  they  were  required  to 
take  would,  in  all  probability,  soon  bring  them  in  the  line  of  fire  occupied  by 
the  navy,  it  was  agreed  between  qb  last  night  that  to-day  the  vessels  shonld 
not  renew  operations  until  I  could  receive  word  from  him  that  their  missiles 
would  not  be  destructive  to  both  friends  and  foes.  At  daylight  none  of  tbe 
enemy's  vessels,. except  tbe  Curlew,  could  be  discoveied. 
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At  9  a.  m.  a  eontmnouB  firing  in  the  interior  of  the  island  told  as  that  oar 

forcM  were  botlj  engaged  abont  midway  between  Aehby'e  harbor  and  Fork 
Poiot  battery,  and,  as  this  intelligence  aUo  aeautcd  hb  that  onr  forces  were  not 
tba  in  the  range  of  onr  line  of  fire,  onr  veBiels,  withoat  waiting  to  hear  from 
Geoeial  Bamaide,  at  once  moved  np  to  re-engage  the  forts.  At  this  work  they 
eommned  nnti]  the  firing  in  the  interior  evidently  alackened.  Then  taking  it 
fcr  granted  that  onr  ttoopB  were  carrying  everything  before  them,  and  tlms  fast 
ipproaching  the  rear  of  the  batteries,  I  again  ordered  the  signal  "  cease  firing  " 
to  De  Btade.  At  the  time,  however,  the  work  on  Fork  Foint  was  so  rednced  that 
it  did  not  nse  bnt  one  gnn  against  ns.  Shortly  afterwards,  on  being  informed 
by  one  of  General  Bnmside's  aids  of  the  actual  state  of  things  on  shore,  I  was 
induced  to  order  onotber  demonstration  on  the  part  of  onr  vessels,  but  before 
firing  had  generally  commenced  Commander  Kowan  came  on  board  the  Sonth- 
fieid  jnst  firom  General  Bumside,  with  the  BU^;estion  that  it  would  be  better  to 
desiBt,  and  accordingly  they  were  recalled. 

At  1  p.  m.,  judging  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  clearing  a  paeaage  way 
thnogfa  the  obstmctiona  alluded  to  above,  by  the  accomplishment  of  which  boui 
the  battery  on  Bedstone  Point  and  the  Curlew  might  be  destroyed,  and  our 
■dnnce  np  Albemarle  Sound  would  be  Becnred,  the  Underwriter,  Valley  City, 
Seymonr,  Lockwood,  Ceres,  Shawaheen,  Pntniun,  Whitehead,  and  Brincker 
»ere  ordered  to  perform  the  service.  By  4  p.  m.  one  of  them  had  overcome  the 
difficulty  for  henelf,  and  reached  the  other  aide,  and  is  lesa  than  an  hour  more 
■  enfficient  way  for  all  the  rest  was  opened.  Thie  important  duty  could  not 
biTe  been  undertaken  one  moment  earlier  than  it  was  without  exposing  onr 
veaeels,  huddled  together,  to  the  converging  and  cross-fire  of  the  four  batteries 
It  Pork,  Weir's,  and  Bedatone  Points,  ana  another  one  situated  between  the 
fomier  two.  About  the  same  time  that  our  vessels  succeeded  in  bursting  through 
the  bairicades  the  American  flag  was  hoisted  over  the  battery  at  Pork  Point, 
■nd  in  a  few  minnles  afterwards  the  enemy  himself  fired  the  works  at  Redstone 
Pomt,  and  also  the  steamer  Corlew.  Both  blew  up  in  the  early  part  of  the 
eroibg.  These  events  closed  the  struggle,  which  had  now  lasted  throughout 
two  days,  and  were  essentially  the  last  scenes  enacted  in  securing  to  ns  complete 
posBcssion  of  the  island  of  Boanoke. 

A  statement  of  the  casnaltiea  that  occnrred  will  accompany  this  commnsica* 
tion.  They  amount  in  all  to  six  killed,  seventeen  wounded,  and  two  missing, 
Coiuidering  how  frequently  onr  vessels  were  struck,  it  is  remarkable  that  more 
did  Dot  take  place;  and  considering  the  character  of  onr  vessels,  it  is  also  remark' 
»ble  that  none  of  them  were  even  put  hor*  du  comhat,  except  temporarily. 

Il  now  remains  for  me  to  discharge  the  gratifying  duty  of  speaking  of  the  offi- 
a»  and  men  under  ray  command  on  the  occasion  in  view.  This,  obviously,  I 
tu  only  do,  as  it  were,  in  a  collective  way ;  but  the  reports  of  the  commanding 
oSitts  herewith  submitted,  upon  which,  necessarily,  I  have  to  rely,  and  in  which 
1  ^«e  every  confideoce,  will  be  found  more  circumstantial.  I  beg  to  commend 
lo  Jtm  consideration  the  commanding  officers  themselves,  who  did  their  part 
oiciidy  to  my  satisfaction,  and,  in  fact,  in  a  most  admirable  manner.  The  gen- 
cnl  oijer  I  issiujd  the  day  after  the  surrender,  a  copy  of  which  accompanies  my 
pelifflinoiy  report,  was  intended  to  convey  applause  and  my  profound  gratitnde 
lo  ill  to  whom  it  relates,  and  I  therefore  beg  that  it  may  be  so  regardt^  by  the 
Ksvj  Departmient  I  pnj',  too,  that  to  the  bereaved  individuals  whose  support 
>ad  cmnfort  depended  upon  those  who  are  now  among  the  honored  dead  may  be 
extended  the  eariiest  fostering  care  that  circumstances  will  permit. 

It  is  really  difficult  for  me  to  state  in  adequate  terms  how  lai^ely  I  feel  my- 
"If  indebted  to  Commanders  Rowan  and  Case  for  their  constant  and  signnl  ser- 
*i«i  ihroogbont,  from  the  very  inception  of  the  expedition  to  the  conenramntiou 
rf  ihe  achievement  in  view.  They,  hand  in  hand,  with  their  marked  ability 
ud  lODud  sense,  and  in  the  absenae  of  all  ordinary  facilitiea,  brought  about,  at 
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Hampton  Roads,  the  arming,  manDing,  and  equipment  of  the  many  vesaeU  sent 
to  OS,  From  necessity,  in  an  unprepared  condition;  and  Bnl>seqnentlj',  they  both 
labored  most  conspicaonsly  and  mthfully,  in  their  respective  spheres  of  action, 
to  Tftnqniah  difficulties  at  the  inlet  and  the  enemy  at  Uoanoke.  In  short,  th«ir 
assistance  to  me  has  been  invaluable. 

I  am  premised  a  report  by  General  Bumside  with  regard  to  Midshipnun 
Porter's  association  with  hie  forces,  and  as  soon  as  it  comes  to  hand  I  will  with 
pleasure  forward  it  to  the  department. 

Although  the  Philadelphia  did  not  participate  in  the  action,  because  of  her 
tmfitnesB  for  the  purpose,  still  she  was  ever  near  at  hand,  in  readiness,  if  neces- 
sary, to  tow  the  disabled,  receive  some  of  the  wounded,  and  fiimish  supplies. 
Her  commander.  Acting  Ikfaster  Silas  ReynoIdB,  is  every  way  worthy  of  his  truM. 

Mr.  Fisher  performed  the  important  duties  of  signaJ  officer  in  the  most  com- 
mendable manner.  Kot  only  were  all  the  signals  ordered  promptly  made,  hu 
no  mistake  whatever  occurred. 

Lieutenants  Robeson  and  Barstow,  of  the  army,  were  ever  in  place,  and  readj, 
by  means  of  Myers's  system  of  signals,  to  make  known  to  those  not  accustomed 
to  our  own  code  whatever  I  wished. 

It  will  afford  me  peculiar  pleasure,  sir,  to  communicate  to  you  in  due  season 
more  particular  information  with  regard  to  the  cases  of  individuals  which  appeal 
to  me  to  merit  a  distinct  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  government.

Sir  ;  In  obedience  to  yonr  order  of  this  instant,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
followiug  report  of  tbe  part  taken  by  this  vessel  in  the  action  of  the  7th  instant: 

At  12  o'clock  m.  I  approached  the  shore  as  near  as  the  circnmetancea  would 
admit  of.  and  opened  fire  with  one  20-ponnder  Parrot  and  two  12-ponnder  rifle 
guns  upon  the  rebel  steamers,  and  wiUi  two  8-inch  guns  upon  the  batteiy  oo 
Pork  Point,  using  shell  with  ID"  and  15"  fuses  and  hollow  shot,  many  of  tbe 
shell  bursting  in  and  over  tbe  fort;  while  the  Parrott  and  rifle  guns  did  good 
execution  among  the  rebel  steamers. 

The  action  was  continued  until  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  when,  in  obedience  to  signal,  I 
ceased  firing,  and  soon  ailer  anchored  for  the  night. 

I  kept  my  vessel  in  motion  with  great  difficulty,  owing  to  her  great  draught  of 
water,  and  was  aground  twice  during  the  engagement. 

I  have  no  casualties  to  report  among  the  officers  and  crew,  and  no  iujnriea  to 
the  vessel,  except  shooting  away  a  brace,  although  at  times  tbe  enemy's  shot 
aud  shell  were  passing  near  and  over  us. 

It  afibrds  me  great  pleasure  to  allude  to  the  coolness  and  good  conduct  of  tlie 
officers  and  men  upon  this  occasion. 

I  herewith  encloae  the  gunner's  report  of  the  expenditure  of  ammnnitioa.

L'nitbd  St  a  TBS  Steamer  Louisiana, 
Near  Roanoke  hland,  Febmary  8,  1862. 

Sib  :  On  the  momiog  of  the  7th,  in  obedience  to  signal,  I  got  underway  with 
the  ulamii  under  my  command,  and,  in  company  with  the  main  body  of  the 
nival  forcea,  passed  ihrongh  the  marshes  without  accident  to  any  veeBel,  except 
the  one  nndcr  my  immediate  command,  which  struck  an  obstruction  in  the  channel 
ud  swung  entirely  round,  bearing  her  weight  upon  the  propeller. 

Whilst  in  this  position  I  hastened  to  the  advance,  to  sostaiu  the  flag  officer, 
the  9-iQch  gun  vessels. 

When  the  naval  division  of  the  fleet  bad  passed,  our  vessel,  with  the  aid  of 
the  Seymour,  was  (with  the  loss  of  a  flange  from  her  propeller)  clear;  and,  to 
the  gieat  sattsfitction  of  officers  and  crew,  we  overtook  our  position,  and  were 
enabled  to  close  with  the  enemy's  fortifications,  and  share  with  the  other  two 
cdanms  in  a  bombardmenl,  which  has  ended  in  a  victory  creditable  to  our  arms, 
and,  what  is  better,  of  incalculable  benetit  to  our  cause. 

The  Louisiana,  early  in  the  action,  was  set  on  fire  and  otherwise  severely 
mJDied  by  the  explosion  of  an  80-pound  rifled  projectile,  fired  from  the  enemy's 
works  into  her  forehold;  in  six  minutes  from  the  time  she  was  struck  the  fire 
wu  oat,  and  the  ship  re-engaged  the  enemy ;  the  promptitude  and  coolnesa 
with  which  the  officers  and  men,  under  the  enemy's  fire,  and  amid  so  much  that 
WW  combustible  around  tbem,  went  to  the  duty  of  extinguishing  the  flames 
ru  exttemelj  gratifying  to  me,  as  an  exhibition  of  high  discipline ;  it  ia  my 
pealest  pleasure  as  well  as  duty  to  say,  that  during  the  two  days'  action  I 
hid  occasion  only  to  admire  the  untiring  patience  and  cheerful  courage  of  Iwth 
officers  and  crew. 

The  Barney  took  a  position  which  Acting  Dentenant  Renshaw  thought  most 
raitable  for  the  efficiency  of  his  9.inch  guns,  and  maintained  it  till  his  shell  were 
expended.     The  fire  of  the  Barney  was  excellent. 

The  Hnnchback,  Acting  Lieutenant  Golhoun,  took  a  position  veiy  near  the 
batteries,  and  sustained  considerable  damage  from  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  which 
the  is  now  repairing.  During  the  whole  of  the  engagement,  and  in  spite  of  her 
iajorieg,  she  mainl^ed  her  proximity  to  the  enemy,  to  his  great  apparent  em- 
btnasement,  and  to  the  admiration  of  the  other  ships. 

The  Seymour  and  Lockwood,  Acting  Masters  Commanding  Wetls  and  Graves, 
were  conspicuously  in  the  foreground  tbronghout  the  bombardment,  these  gen- 
tlemen meriting  my  entire  satiufaction. 

The  sloop  Granite,  Master's  Mate  Boomer  commanding,  left  me  in  the  early 
part  of  the  action,  being  entirely  dependent  on  her  sail,  finally  worked  np  to 
close  quarters  with  the  enemy,  and  bearing  his  part  gallantly  throughout. 

1  have  not  yet  received  the  account  of  the  casualties  in  the  column,  or  full 
dpeuditore  of  ammunition,  but  will  forward  them  as  supplementary. 

I  send  a  full  account  of  ammunition  expended  on  this  ship,  together  with  the 
munbei  and  character  of  projectiles  thrown ;  also  a  complete  list  of  officers.

Croatan  Sound,  N.  C,  February  9,  1862. 

Sir  :   I  beg  leare  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Being  at  anchor  in  Pamlico  Sound  above  the  "  Swash",  at  8  a.  m.  of  Thim* 
day,  the  6th  instant,  in  pursuance  of  signal  got  under  way  and  steamed  slowly 
up  the  sound,  in  order  of  three  columns,  as  directed. 

At  5.30  p.  m.  "a  Btmuge  steamer"  reported  in  sight.  At  5.55  p.  m.,  in 
obedience  to  order,  came  to  anchor  near  marshes,  at  lower  end  of  Roanoke 
island. 

At  10  a.  m.  of  Friday  the  7th  got  under  way  and  steamed  through  the 
marshes,  in  two  columns,  as  directed. 

At  10.30  a.  m.  saw  eight  of  the  enemy's  gunboats  lying  above  a  battery  at 
Fork  Point  on  Roanoke  island,  and  behind  a  line  of  obstmctionB,  consisting  of 

Siles  driven  and  vesBels  sunk  across  the  channel,  iu  range  of  this  halUsrj. 
'beyed  signals  to  "  follow  and  engage  the  enemy." 

At  11.38  a- m.  a  shot  was  fired  from  one  of  the  enemy's  gunboats,  answoed 
by  one  of  our  vessels.  The  battery  soon  opened,  and  the  order  being  given  to 
"  close  in  upon  the  enemy,"  the  firing  soon  became  general- 

At  1  p.  m.  a  shot  from  one  of  the  guns  carried  away  the  upper  part  of  the 
enemy's  flag  ataS,  bringing  his  flag  down  by  the  run ;  it  was  soon  replaced, 
however,  on  a  smaller  staff  on  the  breastwork.  A  1.30  p.  m.  enemy's  quarters 
set  on  fire  by  exploding  shell. 

At  2.10  p.  m.  a  32-pounder  round  shot  struck  us  on  the  water-line,  just  abaft 
the  starboard  wheel,  lodging  in  the  coal  bunker  of  that  aide.  Signaled  the  fact 
to  the  flsg-ship,  and  withdrew  from  action  to  repair  damages. 

At  2.40  p.  m.,  having  temporarily  repaired  the  injury  sustained,  went  agUD 
injo  action.  CkXIqIc 
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At  1.15  p.  m.  a  nfle  Bhell  from  one  of  the  enemy'*  refieels  exploded  over  ne; 
isd  MM  of  the  fragmems  etriklDg  Uuter'e  U&te  Charles  Hiuria  on  the  bead 
killed  him  inMantly. 

At  S.15  p.  BL  oar  SO-ponnder  rifled  ^n,  aft,  hnret  in  the  act  of  firing  a  solid 
ikot,  proauUiDg  every  man  at  the  piece  and  wonnding  six  of  them — three 
•emel; — bat,  fortonatelr.  killin?  none.  The  part  foiwai^  of  the  trunnions  fell 
upon  the  deck ;  one-third  of  the  breach  went  overboard,  carrying  away  the  port 
bolnrka;  auither  flew  high  into  the  air,  and  fell  into  the  water  just  alongside; 
«ad  ihe  renwning  portion,  weighing  aboat  a  thoaBand  pounds,  wae  driven 
dirong;ti  l)ie  deck,  breaking  one  ef  the  beams,  pfiB«ed  throagh  the  magasine  and 
the  dwk  below,  and  lodged  npoa  the  keeleon.  The  Brngaxine  was  set  on  fire,  and 
oiIIt  eitingnifhed  in  time  to  avoid  an  explosion  by  the  presence  of  mind, 
promptitiide,  and  intrepidity  of  Lieutenant  Charlee  L.  Franklin,  executive 
oSea,  whom  I  beg  to  recommend  to  your  especial  consideration  and  that  of 
ihe  department. 

Keported  accident  to  flag-ship,  and,  at  six  p.  m.,  anchored  beyond  reach  of 
the  enemy 'e  guns. 

On  Satorday  the  8th,  at  8.30  a.  m.,  went  in  and  reported  to  Commander 
Bowin,  and  at  9  a.  m.  went  alongside  steamer  Philadelphia  and  received  on 
beard  canteoterB  to  repair  damages  snetained  by  banting  of  gun. 

Proceeded  tbence  to  eloop  Granite,  and  took  from  her  a  long  32-ponDder,  witli 
•Iwt  and  shell ;  leh  her  side  at  3  p.  m.  and  anchored  near  by. 

At  1  p.  m.  Master  Daniels  left  the  ship  for  the  purpose  of  taking  command 
tf  pirty  with  launch  howitser«.  appointea  to  act  in  concert  with  land  forces. 

At  3^  p.  m.  the  body  of  Mr.  Harris  was  taken  on  shore  at  Roanoke  island 
ind  Folemnly  interred.  At  4.30  p.  m.  observed  the  American  flag  flying  over 
Hm  battery,  the  enemv  having  abandoned  it. 

Where  all  behavca  with  sach  coolness,  conrage,  and  devotion  in  sustaining 
the  honor  of  oar  flag,  it  is  difficult  to  discriminate;  bat  I  cannot  refrain  from 
tipTMBOg  my  high  appreciation  of  the  condnct,  both  professional  and  other- 
*iw,  of  Acting  Assistant  Snrgeon  N.  S.  Campbell,  who,  being  the  first  to  dis- 
eorer  the  ship  to  be  on  fire,  sent  the  men  to  the  hose,  direct^  the  engineer  to 
tan  on  the  water,  and  then  gave  his  attention  to  the  wounded,  inspiring  ibe 
men  by  his  coolness. 

Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  E.  P.  Heberdon,  although  quite  unwell,  volnn- 
leertd  to  act  as  signal  officer,  and  to  take  note  of  the  action ;  and  I  must 
*ekiu)vledge  the  faithful  manner  in  which  he  performed  those  duties.  At  the 
nuBKut  of  oar  gun's  banting  he  was  standing  near  by,  and,  although  escapii^ 
UToonded,  was  severely  sh^cen  by  the  concussion. 

Tbe  en^neer  department  was  managed  in  a  manner  that  excited  my  wannest 
pBtte. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  my  officers  and  men 
for  ibeir  conduct  in  the  action. 

I  nuJose  herewith  the  surgeon's  report  of  casualties,  and  have  the  honor  to

''cpndeiit  fortificatioDS.

At  10  a.  m.  on  the  7th  I  weighed,  in  obedience  to  your  instractions,  and  led 
in,  accompanied  hy  the  Ceres  on  one  bo«  and  the  Pntnam  on  the  othor,  to 
define  the  limitB  of  the  channel  and  pilot  the  fleet.  The  latter  vessel  mmo 
gronnded  on  the  west  side  of  the  channel,  bnt  mj  pilot  proving  an  excdlent 
one,  I  kept  in  the  beat  water;  and  about  10.30,  on  passing  the  marshes,  dtsccv- 
ered  the  enemy's  vessels,  which  wei-e  enbseqaently  t'oond  to  be  drawn  up  behind 
a  barricade  of  sunken  vessels  and  piles,  stretching  entirely  across  the  sound, 
supported  at  each  extremity  by  formidable  batteries.  On  discovering  the  ad- 
vance of  the  flotilla,  the  rebeb  fired  an  alarm  gnn. 

When  dbtant  about  two  miles  and  a  half,  I  fired  a  shell,  and  subsequently 
a  second  one  at  the  fort,  but  did  not  provoke  a  reply.  On  yonr  coming  up 
abeam,  in  the  Soutbfield,  the  rebel  vessels  opened  fire,  which  was  deliberately 
returned.  As  the  other  vessels  gradually  came  up,  and  the  channel  widened 
sufficiently  for  manmuvering,  the  action  becam  egenraal  with  vessels  and  forU, 
the  former  retiring  before  ns. 

As  yonr  instructions  required  me  to  direct  my  attention  to  the  vesseb,  I 
moved  up  quite  near  the  barricades,  but  soon  found  that  their  batteries  were 
carefully  constructed,  and,  as  I  approached,  I  nnmasked  gan  after  gun  firing 
through  embrasures,  four  of  which,  I  ascertained,  enfiladed  the  barricade.  As 
it  was  no  part  of  the  plan  of  attack  to  force  the  barricade  before  the  reduction 
of  the  forts,  or  their  serious  injuiy,  I  allowed  my  vessel  to  drop  back  with  the 
current  to  a  position  where  but  two  guns  bore  upon  her;  these  only  fired  at  me 
occasionally. 

The  vessels,  however,  kept  up  a  continual  fire  on  the  most  advanced  vessels 
on  the  lefl  of  our  line.  In  return  I  made  the  most  deliberate  firing,  averaging 
a  shot  &om  each  of  my  rifled  guns  about  once  in  eight  minutes. 

A  fort  on  Redstone  Point,  also  one  at  Wier's  Point,  occasionally  fired  a  rifled 
gnn  at  us,  but  at  a  range  too  distant  for  any  efi'ect,  except  by  mere  chance. 

About  3  p.  m.,  the  rebel  steamers  being  a  long  distance  ofi',  I  edged  over 
toward  the  battery,  and  fired  a  dozen  S-inch  shells,  most  of  which  made  good 
practice ;  then  returned  to  my  station,  which  I  retained  until  the  general  signal 
to  cease  firing  was  made. 

The  next  morning  I  went  up  and  exchanged  a  few  shot  with  the  batteries, 
but  ceased  upon  the  recall  being  made. 

In  the  afternoon,  with  the  steamers  placed  under  my  orders,  viz;  the  Under- 
writer, Valley  City,  Seymour,  Lockwood,  Ceres,  Shawsheeu,  Putnam,  White- 
head, and  Brinker,  1  proceeded  to  the  barricade  for  the  purpose  of  removing  a 
sufficient  number  of  piles  to  allow  the  passage  of  the  vessels  of  the  squadrtm. 

The  principal  difficulty  consisted  in  finding  the  channel.  In  doing  this,  the 
Putnam  grounded,  and  as  she  was  in  a  most  exposed  position,  if  a  rebel  steamer 
lying  at  Redstone  Point  had  advanced,  I  anchored  and  sent  other  tugs  to  assist 
in  getting  her  ofi'.  In  the  meanwhile  I  sent  boats  to  sound,  and  soon  discovered 
several  points  of  passage  practicable  aJ^er  removing  a  few  piles. 

The  Ceren,  however,  which  I  had  sent  on  that  duty,  found  a  passage  of  suffi- 
cient width,  between  an  nnfinisbed  row  of  piles  and  a  sunken  schooner.  On 
this  fact  being  reported  to  me  I  sent  her,  with  several  of  the  pilots,  to  pass 
through  it,  examine  beyond,  and  fix  the  position  of  the  northeast  point  of 
Falker's  shoal.  She  had  passed  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  beyond  the  barri- 
cade when  I  observed  some  two  hundred  men,  in  squads,  running  down  to  a 
battery  plainly  visible  near  Weir's  Point,  and  I  immediately  recalled  her. 

While  deliberating  on  tlje  propriety  of  passing  through  the  opening  thus  dis- 
covered, and  exposing  the  vessels  to  the  converging  and  cross-fire  of  the  bat- 
teries at  Pork,  Weir's,  and  Redstone  Points,  our  flag  was  seen  entering  the 
.  battery  at  Pork  Point  I  immediately  got  under  way  and  passed  the  barricatde, 
touching  for  a  short  time  on  a  wreck,  owing  to  one  of  the  other  vessels  getting 
athwart  my  bows.     As  soon  as  it  was  perceived  Uiat  we  weie  passing  the  bar- 
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tinde,  the  rebels  fired  tbe  bnildinga,  and  subsequently  exploded  the  magaziue 
of  the  Tort  OD  Redstone  Point;  the  stesmer  lyingthere  was  also  fired,  showing 
lluit  she  most  have  been  disabled  by  onr  fire  of  yesterday.  While  I  was  fast, 
do«ng  the  passage,  tbe  Lockwood  cut  the  chain  fastening  two  vessels  together, 
tad  floated  one  of  them  out,  thus  clearing  a  passage  for  herself  and  other  ves- 
(ds,  and  the  Valley  City  made  a  dash  at  a  row  of  piles  and  forced  a  passage 
betwwD  tbem. 

By  this  time  it  was  nearly  dark,  and,  a  thick  mist  setting  in,  I  anchored  for 
tbe  night.  I  have  placed  flags  to  mark  the  openings,  which  are  sufficiently 
vide  for  the  passage  of  any  vessels. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  testify  to  the  coolness  and  attention  of  both 
offittn  and  men  of  this  vessel,  under  the  difficult  circumstances  of  being  under 
fire  without  being  nennitted  to  return  it,  except  at  long  intervals.  I  am  pleased 
Id  report  no  casultieB. 

Accept  my  congratulations  at  ibe  complete  success  which  has  been  achieved 
by  OUT  arms  at  bo  small  a  sacrifice.

8iB :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report : 
On  the  Tth  day  of  February,  1862,  at  10  a.  m.,  the  United  States  steamer 
DeUrire,  in  obedience  to  a  general  signal  from  the  United  States  fiag-ship 
Sonthfield,  got  under  way,  and  proceeded  through  the  "  Marshes"  toward  the 
battery  on  Roanoke  island  known  aa  "  Fort  Sullivan,"  or  "  Pork  Point,"  mount- . 
iog  aine  guns,  which  fort  we  attacked  at  11.30  a.  m.,  and  continued  the  fire, 
gndiuliy  dosing  in,  until  about  3  p.  m.,  when  we  ran  within  a  ship's  length  of 
the  ghore,  for  the  purpose  of  flanking  the  fort,  from  which  position  we  rendered 
pod  service  by  throwing  shell  of  five-second  fuse. 

About  this  time  I  left  the  vessel,  accompanied  by  my  acting  aid,  Acting 
Aniitant  Paymaster  F.  R.  Cnrtia,  landed  on  Roanoke  island,  distant  some  one 
thonund  yards  from  Fort  Sullivan,  and  took  possession  of  a  rebel  tent,  bringing  the 
■UM  on  board.  After  which,  observing  a  light  draught  army  transport,  con- 
ttimng  United  States  troops,  proceeding  toward  the  shore,  we  ran  down  for  the 
pnpose  of  covering  their  landing,  which  object  we  fully  accomplished  by 
dririag  off  with  shell  a  large  number  of  confederate  troops  secreted  in  the 
voods  in  close  prosimity  to  our  landing  place. 

At  5.15  p.  m.  reported  to  the  flag-ship,  and  then  landed  the  Alst  FeDnBylvania 
r^mentt  raccesafbUy  accomplishing  it  by  8  p.  m.,  when  we  hauled  off  and  an- 
chored some  one  hundred  yards  from  the  snore,  remaining  there  during  the 
light,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  tbe  troops  that  had  already  landed. 

The  foUowug  morning,  at  the  request  of  General  Bumside,  sent  Acting 
•I«ter  Chase,  in  command  of  ten  eoldieta  of  the  9th  New  Jersey  regiment  ana 
t»o  boats'  crews,  iu-shore  for  the  purpose  of  reconnoitring.  They  were  accom- 
puued  by  Captab  PcWolf,  United  States  army,  and  returned  at  11  a.  m.   ^^ 
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whicli.  aad  daring  tlie  afWiKXin,  rendered  usietanca  to  tke  woaaded  on  Aon 
by  sending  the  necessa/}'  medical  attendance,  warm  water,  &x,

Sir  ;  In  the  action  at  Boanoke  island  on  the  7th  instant  we  fired  two  ahob 
at  the  enemy's  steamera  at  long  range  at  30  minutee  past  noon,  and  then  doeed 
in  and  opened  fire  on  the  hatterj. 

At  4p.  m,  ran  out  of  fire,  loaded  our"  remaining  shellB,  and  reenmed  onr  posi- 
tion. Fired  daring  the  day  one  hundred  and  eeventy-two  9-inch  shells  and 
twenty  shrapnels,  at  distances  irom  two  to  eight  hundred  yards. 

We  were  hit  by  round  shot  from  the  battery  seven  times,  five  times  in  tBe 
hull.  One  shot  passed  throngh  the  magazine  and  throogh  an  empty  powdei^ 
tank ;  another  went  between  the  engine  and  boiler,  and  through  one  of  the 
water-tanks;  two  shots  struck  the  starboard  wheel.  We  were  not  materially 
injured.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  action  taken  by 
this  vessel  in  tfie  reduction  of  Roanoke  island,  NorA  Carolina,  on  the  7th  aid 
8th  days  of  February,  1862: 

February  7,  at  9  a.  m.,  agreeably  to  the  instmctions  of  Commander  H.  K. 
Davenport,  commanding  the  third  column,  I  took  a  position  astern  of  the  United 
States  steamer  Putnam,  steaming  along  the  southern  shore  of  Roanoke  island. 

At  meridian,  in  obedience  to  general  signal  "to  close  with  the  enemy,"  I  ran 
this  vessel  within  three-<itiarter»  of  a  mile  of  the  shore  and  engaged  die  rebel 
battery,  in  company  with  the  United  States  Bteamers  Commodore  Perry,  Horse, 
Whitehead,  and  Sloop  Blinker. 

On  the  second  exchange  of  the  enemy's  fire  a.  round  shot  struck  the  foremast 
of  this  vesBcl,  grazing  it  nearly  to  the  core,  rendering  the  mast,  I  consider, 
nnable  to  bear  the  weight  of  the  foresail. 

At  2  p.  m.  the  enemy's  fort  was  set  on  fire  by  the  shells  from  this  and  the 
other  vessels  with  whom  we  were  in  company.  At  3  p.  m.  the  flames  within  the 
enemy's  fort  r^ng  fiercely,  and  their  fire  having  considerably  slackened,  I  run 
this  vessel  a  quarter  of  a  mile  nearer  shore,  keeping  np  a  brisk  6re  of  shell  and 
round  shot  against  die  fort.  Received  exchuiges  of  the  fire  from  two  guns  on 
the  eastern  angle  of  the  enemy's  battery.

I  then  resorted  to 
mnai  shot,  and  continue  the  fire  until  6.30,  when,  tn  obedience  to  signal,  I 
retired  out  of  range  and  come  lo  anchor,  having  expended  as  follows :  184  6- 
poDnd  chaises,  32-ponnder;  99  1-ponnd  chargee,  12-poiuider  rifie  bowiteer ;  99 
S-wv«nd  ehelli,  32-ponnder;  40  lO-aecond  shelle,  32-potinder;  32  15-second 
ihells,  33-ponnder;  14  32-poand  solid  shot;  and  105  12-po<inder  rifle  shells.

Sll:  Agreeable  to  your  order,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  yon  a  report 
of  llie  action  of  thid  vessel  against  the  forts  at  Koanoke  island,  on  Friday,  the 
Ttbinatant. 

In  obedience  to  your  signal  on  the  morning  of  that  day,  for  the  9-inch  guns 
lo  advuce,  at  10  a.  m.  I  engaged  the  southern  or  lower  faatteir  with  Id-sccond 
fa*t».  The  first  two  shots  fell  a  little  short,  when  I  again  advanced,  and  was 
'Dccewfal  in  throwing  my  shells  directly,  as  I  supposed,  into  the  fort.  At  11 
L  n,  Tiehing  to  try  the  10-second  fuses,  went  in  still  nearer,  but  got  aground, 
■ad  before  getting  afloat,  used  what  lO-second  fuses  I  had  on  board,  amounting 
to  thirty,  but  think  the  greater  part  of  them  took  effect  on  the  bouses  in  the 
fw  of  battery,  as  the  flames  soon  burst  out  from  that  quarter.  After  getting 
"^  deep  water  agarn  I  took  position  for  IS-second  fuses,  and  it  appeared  that 
*U  >1k  riiells  did  good  execution,  as  I  was  hailed  from  the  steamer  Picket  and 
hdd  that  the  shoU  "were  beantifiil."    At  this  timo  I  directed  all  the^second.

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foaes  to  l>e  changed  to  15-eccoiid,  as  I  could  not  get  near  enough  to  nee  the 
former,  and  to  the  best  of  mj  judgment,  out  of  the  entire  number  of  shelli 
thrown,  but  six  fell  outside  the  fort — ninety-nine  from  No.  1,  a  forward  gun, 
and  twenty-five  from  No.  3,  an  after  gun,  leaving  six  on  board,  when  ithad 
grown  BO  dark  that  I  could  scarcely  see  your  general  signal  of  recall.  At  3.30 
p.  m.  this  veasct  received  one  shot  through  her  upper  works,  and  one  shell  bant 
on  the  forward  deck,  but  I  am  happy  to  state  that  no  one  was  injured. 

I  would  most  respectfully  testify  to  the  good  conduct  of  the  officers  and  crew, 
together  with  the  soldiers  on  board,  and  particularly  to  the  good  shooting  of 
Masters'  Mates  Hill  and  Washburn.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  this  date,  I  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  operations  of  this  vessel  in  the  engagement  of  the  7lh 
instant  with  the  enemy's  battery  and  gunboats. 

We  went  into  action  about  11  a.  m.,  directing  most  of  our  efforts  agunet 
their  gunboats.  They  having  in  a  abort  time  withdrawn  from  range  of  ou 
guns,  in  obedience  to  your  signal  I  closed  in  with  the  battey  on  Pork  Fomt, 
going  as  far  in  as  my  draught  of  water  would  permit.  At  3.30  p.  m.  a  shot  struck 
the  engine,  carding  away  the  top  of  one  of  the  cylinder  guide-rods  and  the 
spring  bow,  and  disabled  it.  I  then  anchored  and  sprung  on  the  battery,  with 
which  I  was  engaged  until  nearly  dark,  part  of  the  time  being  under  a  cross 
fire  from  the  enemy's  gunboats. 

The  Hunchback  was  struck  by  the  enemy's  shot  eight  times,  one  coming 
through  the  hull  just  above  the  water  line.  We  fired  204  shell  and  4  shiapnel 
&om  the  three  9-inch  guns,  and  24  solid  shot,  13  percoesion,  and  64  paper  case 
fuse  shells,  from  the  lOO-poonder  rifle.  Though  we  were  ia  the  thickei<t  of  the 
en^igement,  no  one  was  hurt. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  officers  and  men  under  my  commwd 
for  the  manner  in  which  they  did  their  duty.     No  commander  in  battle  wu 
ever  better  supported,  and  they  all  deserve  w^  of  tlieir  country.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  this  day,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the 
United  States  steamer  Sonthfield,  under  mv  command,  and  honored  by  your  pre- 
sence and  flag,  opened  fire  on  the  rebel  fleet,  between  Weir's  Point  and  Pork  Point, 
and  on  the  fort  at  Fork  Foiutat  11.30  a.  m.,  on  the  7th  instant.  We  continued 
firing  until  sundown,  when  you  gave  the  order  to  cease  firing,  and  we  came  to 
an  anchor  in  11  feet.  Aa  you  were  on  deck  during  the  whole  of  the  engage- 
ment, it  will  be  unnecessary  for  me  to  particularize.    Officers  and  crew  behaved 
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vtS  tnd  coolly.  Allow  me  to  coll  your  attention  to  the  valuable  Bervicea 
iradered  by  Acting  Master  Bichard  Vevers,  my  executive  officer,  who  had 
ehvge  of  die  forward  division  of  guns,  and  contribnted  largely  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  lOO-ponnd  Parrott  rifle  and  No.  2  9-inch  shell  gun.  The  captains  of 
both  these  guns  showed  coolness  and  skill,  and  made  some  splendid  shooting. 
Tbeir  Dunes  are  John  Johnson  and  Charles  Coleman.  Acting  Mftster's  Mate 
W.  F.  I^tt,  who  had  charge  of  the  afl^r  division  and  directed  all  the  firing 
there,  deserves  mnch  praise.  We  had,  as  gun's  crew,  17  men  of  the  9th  New 
Jtney  regiment,  who  behaved  remarkably  well,  considering  that  they  were  not 
Hied  to  tlw  handling  of  lai^  guns.  Mr.  Pratt  made  excellent  shots,  whenever 
he  wold  get  the  range  clear  of  other  vessels.  In  fact,  I  believe  we  never  fired 
■  ihot  over  or  near  any  of  onr  own  vessels,  and  the  Southfield  being  very  long, 
md  often  very  near  the  bottom,  made  her  very  difficult  to  manage. 
Mr.  Hayes,  acting  master  and  pilot,  rendered  me  very  valuable  assistance. 
Od  the  Sth  we  commenced  firing  on  the  fort  again  at  9.S0  a.  m.,  by  yonr 
utien.  Game  to  an  anchor  immediately  after,  in  10  feet  of  water,  and  stopped 
tbere  till  yon  left  ns  at  6  p.  m.,  when  the  Philadelphia  came  alongside. 

We  met  with  no  casiulties,  and  had  only  one  shot — a  32-poundei>— pass 
ibroDgh  our  npper  works,  and  that  was  about  5  p.  m.,  on  the  7th,  when  we 
were  in  range  of  the  Hunchback,  which  was  at  anchor  with  a  spring  on  her 
able.  We  have  received  no  injury  and  have  been  ready  for  service  all  the 
time.  The  slight  damage  done  to  tlie  upper  works  was  repaired  by  a  gang  of 
cupenteis  kindly  sent  by  you  on  the  9th. 
Annexed  please  find  account  of  ammunition  received,  expended,  and  on  hand.

SiH :  In  obedience  to  yonr  order  of  the  10th  inetanti  I  have  the  honor  to 
enhmit  the  following  report  of  our  engagement  with  the  enemy  on  the  7th  and 
8th  instant : 

After  12  o'clock  m.  of  the  7th  I  steamed  np  to  the  right  of  the  sqnadroD 
and  commenced  firing  upon  the  battery  with  my  SO-ponnder  Parrott  gun,  osiog 
Bbrapnel  with  twenty  aecond  fuses,  bursting  them  directly  over  the  battery. 
Kept  approaching  the  battery  and  steadily  firing,  changing  the  fuse  to  fifteen 
seconds,  then  to  ten  eecondn,  and  to  five  seconds,  until  within  700  yards  of  the 
battery;  then  with  broadside  to,  keeping  the  boat  in  motion.  1  commenced 
firing  shot  uid  shell  from  our  3S-pounder,  directing  my  fire  at  the  enemy'* 
guns,  continuing  a  steady  fire  from  both  guns  until  half-past  five  o'clock  p.  m. 
The  shots  from  the  enemy's  battery  passed  to  the  right  and  left,  but  mostly  over 
our  heads.  For  about  one  hour  we  received  a  cross-fire  from  the  rebel  eteamen 
on  our  left.  We  were  once  on  fire  near  the  machinery,  on  the  hurricane  deck, 
but  it  was  soon  estinguiahed  and  but  little  damage  done. 

S  powder  being  expended,  I  reported  to  the  commander-in-chief,  who  w- 
me  to  the  schooner  Howard  for  a  supply.  During  the  night  we  made  100 
cartridge-bags ;  on  the  morning  of  the  8th  we  filled  them  and'  started,  in  com- 
pany with  the  Underwriter  and  several  other  boats,  to  pass  the  blockade  of 
snnken  vessels.  The  battery  opened  fire  upon  us,  which  we  replied  to  for  neaiij 
one  hour,  when  we  were  recalled.  Through  the  whole  engagement  I  am  thankful 
to  say  that  no  one  was  hurt  on  board  this  vessel. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  saying  that  the  officeia  and  men  nnder  my  command 
pointed  the  guns  with  great  precision,  doing  much  credit  to  themselves  and 
honor  to  that  glorious  flag  which  waves  so  proudly  over  na.

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Thii  position  waB  mamtamed  nntil  sniiBet,  when  the  signal  vbb  made  on  board 
iht  Mg-tbip  to  coase  firing,  we  having  received  no  material  injury  throughout 
the  actiaii.

SiS:  In  obedience  to  yonr  order  of  the  lOth  instant,  I  now  submit  to  you  a 
Jetailed  account  of  the  operations  of  my  battery  during  the  engagement  with 
the  rebels  on  Roanoke  island,  Febrnaiy  8,  1862, 

The  officers  of  the  battery  were  as  follows  :  Acting  Slastcr  Charles  Daniels, 
of  the  United  States  steamer  Hetzel ;  Lieutenants  Tillotson  and  Hughes,  of  the 
I'nion  coast  guard ;  Flag-Officer's  Clerk  Edward  P.  Meeker,  flag-Siip  Phila- 
ddphia;  Acting  Master's  Mate  J.  B.  Hammond,  United  States  steamer  Dela- 
'«Ki  Acting  Master's  Mate  Walter  Griffith,  United  States  steamer  Underwriter, 
Al  1.30  p^  m..  February  7,  the  signal  was  made  to  land  the  troops,  and  Brigadier 
^™KraJ  Bnmaide  ordered  me  to  proceed  to  Ashby's  Cove  and  report  to  General 
Beoo. 

Tbis  I  immediately  did,  and  was  ordered  by  him  to  disembark  the  pieces. 
A»  MOD  as  they  were  landed  I  formed  them  in  "  columns  of  pieces,"  and  ad- 
Tinted  mland  to  the  fork  of  the  road.  Here  I  stationed  two  of  the  pieces;  two 
of  the  remaining  pieces  I  stationed  about  half  a  mile  in  advance  on  the  left 
foii.  and  the  other  two  about  the  same  distance  in  advance  on  the  right  fork. 
Uere  we  remained  nntil  7  a.  m.,  February  8,  when  General  Foster  came  up  with 
hia  brigade  to  make  the  advance,  and  ordered  me  to  follow  on  after  the  25th 
™pnient  Massacbtisetta  volunteers. 

We  unmediately  manned  the  drog-ropcs  and  advanced  about  two  miles,  when

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poBBible.  I  now  gave  the  order  "  Forward,  double  quick,"  and  we  Boon  aiehted 
the  rebel  batterj,  which  was  situated  so  as  to  riike  a  road  which  crossed  ihe 
one  upon  which  we  were  advancing  at  right  angles,  and  was  flanked  on  eilber 
side  by  a  very  thick  swamp.  As  snon  as  I  saw  the  enemy's  fortificatiou  I 
halted  and  formed  the  pieces  "side  battery,"  with  three  piecas  in  the  road  upnn 
which  we  wore  advancing  and  three  on  the  right  of  it,  and  opened  fire  on  the 
enemy  with  grape  and  shell  from  the  rifled  gnos,  and  canister,  Bfarapnclt  and 
shell  from  the  smooth  bore,  doing  good  execution  amongst  the  reserve  in  tlw 
rear  of  their  battery. 

As  I  had  received  orders  to  keep  the  artillery  on  a  line  with  the  infantry,  I 
advanced  the  pieces  after  each  Are  until  they  were  in  the  open  space  directly  io 
front  of  the  rebel  battery,  where  we  made  a  stand  under  a  moat  destructive  fire 
from  the  rebel  infantry.  The  men,  however,  worked  the  guns  with  great  cod- 
nesa  and  determination  until  all  but  ten  rounds  for  each  piece  had  been  find, 
when,  as  my  orders  were  to  reserve  that  number  of  rounds,  I  ceased  firing  for 
a  short  time,  but  commenced  again  firing  once  every  two  minutes  to  scatter  Uk 
enemy's  reserve. 

We  had  been  firing  about  three  and  a  half  hours  when  the  fortification  wu 
stormed,  and  the  rebels  retreated  towards  Weir's  Point.  As  soon  as  we  reached 
the  rebel  battery  we  atarted  on  for  Weir's  Point,  but  after  marching  with  th« 
artillery  about  two  miles  we  met  General  Foster,  who  told  ns  that  the  enemy 
had  surrendered,  and  that  we  should  not  he  wanted  any  more.  1  therefore 
started  on  aguin  for  the  Point,  and  the  next  moraiag  embarked  the  battery  and 
returned  to  the  flotilla. 

All  praise  is  due  my  officers  and  men  for  their  bravery  and  the  alacrity  and 
coolness  with  which  they  executed  oil  of  my  orders.  I  particularly  recomnieod 
to  your  notice  Acting  Master's  Mate  J.  B.  Uanunond,  of  the  United  States 
steamer  Delaware,  wno,  by  liis  coolness  and  intrepidity,  elicited  my  wannest 
praise.  I  would  also  recommend  to  your  notice  Dentenants  Tillotson  and 
Hughes,  Union  coast  guard,  who  served  their  pieces  in  the  moat  gallant  manner 
throughout  the  action. 

I  now  most  respectfully  submit  the  above  report  to  your  consideration,  hoping 
that  the  operations  may  meet  with  your  approval.  I  am  very  sorry  to  report 
the  following  casualties  in  my  battery;

Sfl:  Since  tny  Xo.  14t>  a  column  of  our  vessels  has  visited  Edenton,  and 
ilwtTOved  some  eight  guns  there.  I  have  not,  as  yet,  received  the  official  reports 
'fate  UaDsaction.  Others  are  now  engaged  in  obstmcting  the  link  of  the  Albe- 
BuHe  aui  Chesapeake  canal,  connecting  North  river  with  Guiritnrk  sound,  and 
'K  work  will  he  done,  if  possible.  There  are,  however,  serious  difficulties  at- 
tending it.  I  forward,  herewith,  a  very  remarkable  letter  from  Mr.  M.  F,  Maary, 
lue  of  onr  navy,  to  Flag-Officer  Lynch,  whieh  was  found  among  the  papers  of 
ue  Uner  gentleman  wben  bis  vessel,  the  Sea  Bird,  was  captured  by  our  forces. 
^Mmnpanying  it  will  be  found  printed  specifications  of  the  steam  gunboats  to 
■kich  the  letter  alludes. 

The  Ellis,  the  only  vessel  of  the  enemy  in  the  fight  at  Elizabeth  City  not 
wnptetely  destroyed,  is  now  one  of  the  steamers  of  our  forces.  One  of  the 
pw '»  ■  rifled  3<t-pounder  of  57  cwt.,  and  I  would  be  glad  to  have  OTmectil^i  , 
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sent  to  me  for  it.  They  are  made,  I  think,  by  our  anny,.and  perhaps  at  Fort 
Monroe.  We  hare  taken  several  of  iheae  guns,  which  I  propose  to  use  on  l»«rd 
our  own  vceeels,  and,  tlierefore,  would  like  to  Iiave  at  least  five  hundred  of  the 
projectiles,  and  it  would  be  well,  perhaps,  if  tliey  could  be  accompanied  by  a 
euituble  number  of  filled  cylinders.  Until  I  receive  a  supply  of  ammunitioo 
we  shall  not  be  able  to  make  any  more  offensive  movements  of  consequence. 
Albemarle  sound  has  been  well  swept,  and  tbe  greatest  consternation  prevail) 
among  the  enemy. 

When  I  come  to  give  you  the  details  of  tbe  doings  of  tlie  officers  and  mm 
under  my  command  you  will,  sir,  I  well  know,  be  rejoiced  at  the  dnah  and  gal- 
lantry they  have  displayed.  Their  deeds  are  worthy  of  the  best  days  of  any 
navy  on  earth.  I  am  compelled  to  write  this  deepattji  very  hurriedly,  as  I  vu 
not  aware,  until  a  few  minutes  ago,  that  an  opportunity  offered  for  sending  OMn-

P.  S. — In  our  captures  off  Elizabeth  City  some  39  prisonerB,  officers  and  men, 
belonging  to  the  coufedcrate  navy,  were  taken  by  onr  vessels.  I  have  pnt 
them  all  on  parole,  as  we  could  not  conveniently  dispose  of  them  otherwise. 
Each,  however,  was  made  to  sign  a  paper  pledging  his  sacred  honor  that,  until 
duly  exchanged,  be  would  neither  take  up  arms  agunst  the  United  States,  serve 
against  them  in  any  manner  or  way,  nor  divulge  anytliing  he  may  have  heard 
or  seen  during  his  captivity.  I  sent  to  General  Uuger  a  full  account  of  the 
transaction.  When  I  say  "all,"  I  mean  all  that  wished  to  be  released  on  parole. 
Nine  of  the  number  preferred  to  remam  with  us,  and  positively  declined  to 
return  again  to  the  reoel  service  or  country.  If  found  reliable,  they  will  be 
shipped  by  us,  on  taking  tbe  oath  of  allegiance.

Cape  HatteraB  may  now  be  lighted  wilh  perfect  Baleiy,  and  I  would  reepcctfall; 
EUggcst  that  this  should  be  done  forthwith  by  the  dircctiou  and  agents  of  our 
Light-house  Board. 

I  also  forward  to  you  herewith  a  number  of  printed  documents  and  muni- 
Bcript  papers  found  on  board  the  enemy's  flag-steomcr  Sea  Bird  at  the  time  of 
her  capture.     Some  of  them,  at  least,  will  be  of  use  to  the  department 

The  names  of  the  men-of-war  vessels  captured  and  destroyed  by  our  vesi^ 
since  we  reached  this  island  are  as  follows:  Flag-Btcamer  Sea  Bird,  destroyed; 
steamer  Forest,  destroyed;  steamer  Curlew,  destroyed;  steamer  Fanny,  de- 
stroyed ;  steamer  Ellip,  captured ;  steamer  Black  Warrior,  destroyed ;  and  a  new 
gunboat  on  the  stocks  at  Elizabeth  City,  also  destroyed — making  seven  T«*eli 
in  all  J  and  each  of  the  first  six,  I  may  add,  was  remarkably  well  armed  a«i 
gunboat.  All  of  them,  except  the  Curlew,  were  destroyed  or  captured  in  the 
attack  at  Elizabeth  City ;  and  it  may  be  proper  to  mention  that  the  whole  of 
them,  saving,  of  course,  the  one  on  the  stocks,  were  struck  by  our  projectiles  of 
one  kind  or  another  in  the  course  of  the  engagement  they  had  with  ns  off  hcit 
on  the  7th  instant.  The  Curlew,  during  the  engagement  of  the  7th,  was  » 
badly  injured  by  one  of  our  lOO-pounder  shells  that  she  was  compelled  to  seek 
shelter  close  under  Fort  Forrest,  where,  aa  soon  as  our  vessels  burst  thronel 
the  double  row  of  extensive  ohslructions,  (formed  by  piles  and  sunken  vessels, 
and  at,  as  we  are  credibly  informed,  a  cost  of  $400,000,)  in  order  to  get  at  bet, 
and  also  attack  tbe  fort,  she  was  set  on  fire  by  her  own  crew,  and,  almost  simn]' 
taneously,  the  fort,  too,  shared  the  same  fate  from  the  liands  of  those  who  went 
in  it.     In  about  an  hour  afterward,  in  the  dark  of  the  evening,  both  blew  up. 

May  I  be  permitted  again  to  urge  that  as  many  of  the  new  gunboats  of  light 
draught  as  can  possibly  be  spared  should  be  sent  to  me  at  the  earliest  moment! 
Those  having  a  rudder  at  each  end,  and  drawing,  at  most,  not  over  eight  feet  of 
water,  are  the  only  ones  suitable  for  our  pui-poses,  I  should  be  happy  to  be 
permitted  to  assign  commanders  to  them,  after  they  reach  here,  from  among  the 
gallant  and  tried  ofiicers  I  now  have  with  me,  and  to  transfer  the  iudividnib 
who  may  bring  them  hero  to  the  vacant  commands  that  this  arrangement  will 
occasion. 

Tho  best  of  our  vessels  now  here  ore  but  exceedingly  frail  atfkirB  againct 
either  forts  or  batteries  of  consequence,  and  have  to  be  handled  almost  as  care- 
fully as  though  they  represented  baskets  of  eggs.  Several  of  them  already 
require  extensive  repairs;  more,  I  fear,  in  some  cases  than  we  can  effect  bne 
with  our  own  resources,  which,  however,  shall  be  strained  to  tlie  utmost.  Thnr 
own  guns  shake  them  so  violently  that  their  much  continued  use  must  result  in 
a  disintegration  of  hulls.  Lighter  guns  wonld  avail  nothing  against  those  of  the 
enemy,  nearly  all  of  which  are  heavy  and  thoroughly  well  apiraintcd.  His  fa- 
vorite gun  is  the  32-pounder,  of  fifty-seven  and  sixty-three  hundred  weight, 
beautifully  fortified  at  the  breech  end  by  a  long  and  massive  wrought  iroo 
cylindrical  ring,  and  so  rifled  in  the  bore  as  to  admit  of  the  use  of  round  shol 
and  grape,  as  well  as  BhoUs,  by  ihc  simple  interposition  of  a  junk  wad  between 
the  diarge  of  powder  and  the  shot  or  stand  of  grape.  The  range  is  admirable. 
The  charge  he  uses  is  eight  pounds  of  powder,  but  our  impression  is  that  the 
quality  of  his  powder  is  quite  inferior  to  our  own ;  and,  judging  Irom  the  flash- 
ing of  some  of  it  on  paper,  this  is  certainly  the  case.  All  his  forts  and  veseels 
that  we  have  examined  are  provided  with  these  guns.  Very  wisely,  in  niy 
judgment,  he  docs  not  use  the  percufsion  iuse;  the  only  one  that  he  does  use, 
so  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  is  the  ordinary  metallic  time-fuse — ^precisely  onre. 
even  to  the  run  of  the  screw — regulated  iii  length  so  as  to  answer  up  to  twenly- 
five  seconds.  In  all  our  attacks  percussion  fuses  have  proved  not  only  worlhle« 
but  dangcTOQs  to  ourselves.     We  have  already  secured  a  number  of  bis  guns  of 
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th  kind  I  describe.  His  ordnaDce  EUTangements  throaghoat  exhibit  great  ekill 
ud  ingenuity — sdmirable  workmanebip. 

Tiit  very  dietarbed  etat«  of  the  people  of  Notlh  Carolina;  their  great  anxiety 
toueerlain  the  real  object  of  our  miision;  and  the  behef  that  good  will  eneuet 
tiKtf  indnced  General  Bumeide  and  myeelf  to  iseae  a  proclamation,  a  copy  of 
which  will  accompany  this. 

On  the  18th  instant  I  anthorized  Commander  Rowan  to  take  with  him  a  nam- 
berof  our  veaseU  and  a  regiment  of  the  army,  proceed  up  the  Chowan  rirer, 
alter  the  Blackwater  and  Nottoway  rirera,  and  destroy  the  two  bridges  of  the 
Seabovd  and  Itoanoke  railroad  crossing  these  streams ;  and  yesterday  I  au 
thoriied  Lieutenant  Commnuding  Jeffere  to  take  chsxge  of  an  army  stem-wheel 
BtetBKr,  with  two  of  our  armed  launchce  in  tow,  and  some  three  hundred  of  the 
timy  on  board,  to  proceed  into  Currituck  sound  and  there  destroy  some  import- 
ut  rait  works  in  the  neighborhood  of  Old  Currituck  inlet.  Both  expeditions 
ire  itill  absent,  nor  have  I  as  yet  received  anv  tidings  from  either  of  them, 
althoi^h  momentarily  expecting  to  hear  that  each  has  been  successful.  I  shall 
keep  tbis  open  to  the  last  moment  of  the  departure  of  the  Baltimore,  under  the 
hope  of  being  enabled  to  inform  yon  certainly  of  results. 

Fthr%ary  31. — I  have  heard  from  both  expeditions.  Nothing,  I  believe,  has 
yet  been  done  in  the  way  of  accomplishing  the  objects  proposed.  The  salt 
woiki  tnmed  out  to  be  a  worthless  concern,  and  they  could  not  be  approached 
by  the  vessel  we  despatched,  although  she  draws  less  water  than  anything  we 
have  on  band.

Roanoke  Island,  N.  C  February  18,  18C3. 

The  miasion  of  onr  joint  expedition  is  not  to  invade  any  of  your  rights,  bnt 
to  *Meit  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  and  to  close  with  yon  the  desolating 
*w  bronght  upon  your  State  by  comparatively  a  few  bad  men  in  your  midst. 
Indnencra  infiuitely  more  by  the  worst  passions  of  human  nature  than  by  any 
■bow  of  elevated  reason,  they  ore  still  urging  you  astray  to  gratify  their  unholy 
ptuposcs.  They  impose  upon  your  credulity  by  telling  yon  of  wicked  and  even 
oiwilical  intentions  on  our  part;  of  our  desire  to  destroy  your  freedom,  demolish 
J««  property,  liberate  your  slaves,  injure  your  women,  and  such  like  enonni- 
tin;  ill  of  which,  we  assora  you,  is  not  only  ridiculotts,  but  utterly  and  wilfully 
Use. 

ffe  aie  Christians  as  well  as  yourselves,  and  we  profess  to  know  full  well 
■nd  to  feel  profoundly  the  sacred  obligations  of  that  character.  No  apprehen- 
BOM  need  be  entertained  that  the  demands  of  humanity  or  jostice  will  be  dis- 
njarded.  We  shall  inflict  no  injury  unless  forced  tC!,do  so  by  your  own  acts, 
*ad  upon  thin  yon  may  confidently  roly. 

Those  men  are  your  worst  enemies.  They,  in  truth,  have  drawn  you  into 
fooT  pTHent  condition,  and  are  the  real  disturbers  of  your  peace  and  the  hap- 
[*H*i  of  your  firesides.  Wc  invite  you,  in  the  name,  of  the  Constitution,  and 
n  that  of  virtuous  loyalty  and  civilization,  to  separate  yonrsclves  at  once  from 
t^  malign  inflaeDce,  to  retaru  to  your  allegiance,  and  not  compel  us  to  resort 
fmhet  to  the  force  onder  oar  control.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  orders,  I  proceeded  with  tbia  Toseel,  acGoiiip«nied 
by  the  Underwriter,  Lientenant  Commanding  Juffei-s,  the  Commodore  Perry, 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Flusser,  and  the  Lockwood,  Acting  Master  Crraved 
commanding,  to  the  city  of  Edcnton,  wcat  end  of  Albemarle  sound. 

At  half-past  8  o'clock  this  morning  we  arrived  off  the  entrance  to  the  harbor, 
and  after  a  careful  reconnoissance,  we  passed  in,  the  Lockwood  in  the  advaitce, 
to  keep  the  lai^r  vessels  informed,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  depth  of  water  io 
the  channel,  or  of  the  appearance  of  earthworks  on  tlie  banks.  At  10  o'clock 
we  had  undisturbed  possession  of  the  town ;  part  of  a  flying  artillery  regiment, 
variously  estimated  from  one  hundri'd  to  three  hundred,  fled  precipitately  with- 
out firing  a  shot.  Uany  of  the  inhabitants  also  left,  in  consequence,  I  was  told, 
of  a  vile  rumor  having  been  put  in  circulation  by  the  panic-stricken  enemy  that 
our  havoc  was  indiscriminate  off  Elizabeth.  I  was  happy  in  being  able  to 
stigmatize  such  a  report  as  it  deserved,  and  to  restore  quiet  to  a  very  excited 
population. 

There  are  no  fortifications  at  or  in  the  water  approaches  to  Edenton.  Near 
Homblow's  Point  trees  have  been  felled,  possibly  with  a  view  to  the  con- 
struction of  works.  Among  the  results  of  the  expedition  are  the  destruction  o( 
eight  cannon  and  one  schooner  {on  the  stocks)  at  Edenton.  We  captured  two 
schooners  in  the  sound,  one  having  four  thousand  bushels  of  com.  We  also 
took  six  bales  of  cotton  from  the  custom-house  wharf.  There  were  no  public 
stores  in  the  town ;  the  custom-house  was  empty.  We  remained  two  noura 
abreast  of  the  town,  and  were  visited  by  the  authorilJcs  and  others,  many  of 
whom  professed  sentiments  of  loyalty  to  the  old  Union.

United  States  Steamer  Underwriter, 

Mouth  of  North  rieer,  February  14,  1862. 

Sir  :  On  parting  comp,any  with  you  at  this  place  yesterday  afternoon  I  pro- 
ceeded in  the  Lockwood,  Acting  Master  Graves,  accompanied  by  the  Shawsheea 
and  Whitehead,  towing  a  couple  of  schooners,  to  the  month  of  the  Chesapeake 
and  Albemarle  canal.  I  discovered  two  small  steamers  and  three  schoonen 
about  a  mile  and  a  quarter  up  the  canal,  and  that  the  month  of  the  canal  was 
obatmeted. 

A  picket,  stationed  near  the  mouth,  fired  their  muskeU  to  give  the  alarm,  and 
a  large  body  of  men,  whose  muskets  glittered  in  the  suushiuej  got  imder  cover 
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rf  ti«e  point  where  the  veBSela  were.  I  immediately  moved  np  within  a  conple 
of  hundred  yards  of  the  month  of  the  canal,  nntil  all  the  veeseU  grounded,  and 
Hdered  ihe  Whitehead  to  open  fire  with  her  9-iiich  ^ns.  But  three  eheUs 
were  fired,  when  the  whole  body  precipitately  fled. 

On  going  on  ehore  I  found  that  a  schooner  had  been  sunk  ahont  fifty  yards 
vitbb  the  mouth,  eupported  by  pilef,  logs,  &c.,  forming  a  complete  barrier.  I 
idnnced  a  picket  of  fifteen  men,  under  the  command  of  Acting  Master  Gravee, 
(allowed  by  the  machinistB  of  the  Louisiana,  with  crowbare,  mauls,  &c.  At  the 
diitance  of  half  a  mile  a  second  row  of  piles  had  been  driven ;  they  were  at 
work  on  this  when  we  surprised  them,  llie  steamers  and  schooners  bad  left 
before  we  landed ;  but  a  fine  lai^  dred^ng  machine  remused,  and  this  we 
won  saw  sinking.  This  sunk  diagonally  across  the  canal,  closing  it  entirely 
for  the  passage  of  the  smallest  vessel,  being,  say,  ten  feet  from  one  hank,  and 
nx  than  the  other.  The  machinery  was  entirely  destroyed  by  the  working 
psrty;  the  hull  above  water  bnmed  and  entirely  coitaumed. 

A  resident,  named  Stone,  having  a.  store  at  this  point,  was  interrogated,  and 
itated  that  the  force  seen  was  the  remnant  of  the  Wise  legion,  commanded  by 
Wise  in  person,  and  numbering  six  hundred  men.  Captain  Graves,  with  a  few 
men,  followed  their  rear  guard  to  the  county  bridge.  This  is  the  thoroughfare 
between  Currituck  and  the  upper  counties,  and  there  was  a  battery  of  three 
puu  placed  to  command  the  canal  and  main  road.  The  guard  had  been  re- 
moved. 

In  their  haste  they  left  the  axes  used  in  destroying  the  dredging  machine, 
wme  canteens,  haversacks,  and  clothing-  In  fact,  as  a  contraband  deserter 
from  the  legion  at  Elizabeth  City  told  me,  "  Ever  since  that  fight  in  western 
Vitginia,  in  which  we  lost  five  hundred  men,  we  have  been  running  all  the 
tine,  ud  now  they  will  never  stop  until  they  get  back  to  Richmond." 

I  completed  the  rebel  work  by  sinking  two  schooners  in  the  mouth  of  the 
anal,  and  burning  all  that  remained  above  water.  The  work  completed,  I 
Ktunied  to  this  anchorage.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Acting  Master  Graves  and 
Anistant  Engineer  Lay,  acting  chief  of  the  Loubiaua,  for  the  complete  maimer 
in  which  my  directions  were  carried  out

Cotnmander  Rowan's  report  of  the  engagement  at  Winton,  North  CaroHna,  <m 
the  19(A  and  20M  Fehruary,  1SC2. 

United  States  Steamer  Delaware, 
Croatan  Sound,  Roanoke  hland,  February  22,  1862. 

Sir  :  I  left  Croatan  sound  on  the  afternoon  of  the  18th  on  a  reconnoissance 
<^  the  Chowan  river.  The  Hunchback  and  Barney,  having  on  board  the  9th 
■ffioKDt  of  New  Yoi^  volunteers,  (Hawkins's  zouaves,)  were  to  follow  as  soon 
■s  poa^ible.  The  commanders  of  these  vessels  were  directed  to  rendezvous  off 
£deDtoD,  there  to  await  my  arrival. 

1  reached  Elizabeth  City  in  this  ship  at  5  o'clock  the  same  evening,  and, 
without  anchoriu°;,  ordered  the  force  there,  consisting  of  the  Louisiana,  Perry, 
Mmk,  Lockwood,  and  Whitehead,  to  weigh  and  follow  me.  I  stood  up  the 
■(■ud,  aiui  at  midnight  found  the  Barney  at  anchor.  The  Hunchback  having 
E^MDdcd  m  the  Croatan  sound,  I  anchored  for  the  ni^t  to  await  bei  BiTiTa|. 
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On  the  morning  of  the  19lh  I  moTed  the  force  to  the  head  of  the  eontid,  and 
Eent  Linutenant  Commanding  Murray  to  make  a  reconnoisaance  of  Plymonth  in 
the  Lockwood.  The  Hunchback  came  np  in  the  meantime  and  onchon-d.  I 
determined  to  leave  tlie  force  off  the  mouth  of  the  Roanoke  to  await  Captain 
Murray's  return,  and  atarted  in  this  vessel,  accompanied  by  the  Perry,  for 
Winton,  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  with  the  Union  men  said  to  be  m 
arms  at  tliat  place,  leaving  orders  for  Captain  Murray  to  follow  me  witli  all  the 
TeBBela  as  Boon  as  he  returned.  Being  desirous  of  reaching  Winton  at  an  eariy 
hour,  I  directed  Captain  Quackenbush  to  go  at  full  speed.  At  4  p.  m.  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  igth  came  in  sight  of  the  wharf  and  houses  at  the  landing  at 
Winton,  the  town  beiog  hid  by  a  high  bluff  covered  with  oak  tre«e.  Ranging 
up  past  the  wharf  and  bluff,  where  a  negro  woman  stood,  apparently  to  aesnre 
us  that  no  danger  need  he  apprehended,  we  were  in  the  act  of  letting  go  (h« 
anchor,  when  suddenly  a  force  conaisting  of  the  first  battery  of  North  Carolina 
voluntiM'rs  and  a  battery  of  light  artillery,  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Colond 
W.  T.  Williams,  of  the  firat  battery  of  North  Carolina  voluntcen,  opened  a  ter- 
rific fire  of  muiikctry  and  artillery  on  thia  veasel.  Volley  ancceeded  volley  io 
rapid  succession,  striking  ua  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  timea  with  muaketry, 
but  his  artillery  overshot  us.  We  were  too  close  under  the  highland  to  return 
the  fire  immediately.  Steamed  ahead  and  turned,  afler  some  trouble,  and  opened 
fire  from  our  shell  gun.  The  Perry,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Flussor,  being  in 
position,  promptly  threw  a  shrapnel!  among  the  forces,  which  was  followed  by 
this  ship  as  soon  as  Captain  Quackeubnah  could  extricate  her  from  her  position 
and  turn  the  ship  in  the  narrow  river.  I  ran  down  past  the  enemy,  and  an- 
chored my  force  about  seven  miles  below  Winton.  Colonel  Hawkins  and  I 
decided  to  return  next  morning  to  Winton.  At  early  daylight  on  the  20th 
moved  up  to  Winton,  the  leading  vessels  threw  a  few  shrapnel]  on  shore  to  cover 
the  landing  of  the  troopa.  In  a  few  momenta  Colonel  Hawkins  had  possession 
of  the  bluff,  Bupportcu  by  two  of  our  howitzers.  The  troops  moved  back 
towards  the  town,  and,  meeting  with  no  opposition,  entered  it,  and  destroyed  a 

Snantity  of  mditary  storea,  tents,  arms,  knapsacks,  &c..  and  the  quart«rs  occnpied 
y  the  troops  of  the  enemy.  I  made  signal  "embark  troops,"  which  was 
promptly  complied  with,  and  withdrew  my  force,  bringing  off  a  small  schooDer 
found  at  the  wharf,  and  returned  to  this  place,  having  aeajiatched  Lieutenant 
Commanding  Plusser,  of  the  Perry,  and  the  Whitehead  to  watch  Elizabeth  City. 

The  ofiicerH  and  crew  of  this  ship  showed  their  usua]  coolness  on  this  trying  , 
occasion.  I  beg  leave  to  bring  to  your  notice  Mr.  Clabaudan,  my  clerk,  acting 
aa  aid  and  signal  officer,  who  was  with  Captain  Quackenbush  and  myi^elf  on 
the  upper  deck.  He  is  desiroue  of  an  appointment  in  the  marine  corps.  I  b^ 
your  kind  offices  for  him.  I  must  not  forget  to  mention  the  ciMilness  and  pice- 
ence  of  mind  of  the  pilot,  Nasa  Williams,  who,  in  one  of  the  most  exposed  posi- 
tions in  t)ie  ship,  waa  true  to  his  trust,  and  was  found  at  the  wheel  when 
Captain  Quackenbush  went  there  to  give  him  orders.  A  sum  of  money  to  this 
poor  man  would  be  hia  beet  reward.

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Gaplam  John  MartCoit't  report  of  tAe  Merrimack'*  attack  and  the  arrival  <f 
the  Monitor. 

Ukited  States  Steamer  Roanokb, 

HoTOpton  Roada,  March  9,  1862. 
Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  infonn  you  that  yesterday  at  one  o'clock  one  of  the 
kwkoat  vessels  report«d,  by  eignalB,  that  the  enemy  woa  coming  out.  I  im- 
medimtely  ordered  the  Minnesota  to  get  under  way,  and,  as  soon  as  the  two  tags 
appoioted  to  tow  this  ship  came  alongside,  I  slipped  our  cable.  The  Meirima^ 
was  Boon  discovered  passing  out  hy  Sewall's  Point,  standing  op  towards  Newport 
News,  accompanied  hy  ecveral  small  gunboats.  Every  exertion  was  made  by 
aa  to  get  all  the  speed  on  the  Boanoke  that  the  two  tugs  were  capable  of  giving 
her;  but,  in  conscqence  of  our  bod  steerage,  we  did  not  get  ahead  as  rapidly  as 
we  desired  to.  The  Merrimack  went  np  and  immediately  attacked  the  Congress 
and  Combvrland,  but  particularly  the  latter  ship,  which  was  hid  from  ue  by  the 
l&nd.  When  about  seven  or  eight  miles  from  Fortress  Monroe  the  Minnesota 
gTonnded.  We  continued  to  stand  on.  and  when  we  came  in  sight  of  the  Gum- 
beiiAnd  we  saw  tbat  she  had  careened  over,  apparently  full  of  water.  The 
enemy,  who  had  been  joined  by  two  or  three  steamers  from  the  James  river, 
Dovr  devoted  themselves  exclusively  to  the  Congress,  but  she  being  aground 
coaM  bring  but  five  guns  to  bear  on  them,  and  at  ten  minutes  before  four  o'clock 
we  had  the  mortification  of  seeing  her  hanl  down  her  flag.  I  continued  to  stand 
on  tmtil  we  found  ourselves  in  three  and  a  half  fathoms  of  water  and  were  on 
the  ground  astern.  Finding  tbat  we  could  go  no  further,  I  ordered  one  of  the 
tug^  to  tow  us  round,  and  as  soon  as  the  Roanoke's  head  was  pointed  down  the 
bay  and  I  fooad  ehe  was  afloat  again,  I  directed  the  tugs  to  go  to  the  assistance 
of  the  Minnesota,  nnder  the  hope  that,  with  the  assistance  of  the  two  othen 
which  had  accompanied  her,  they  wonld  be  able  to  get  ber  off,  but  up  to  the 
time  that  I  now  wrile  ihey  have  not  succeeded  in  doing  so.  At  five  o'clock  the 
frigKte  8t.  Lawrence,  in  tow  of  the  Cambridge,  passed  us,  and  not  long  after  she 
also  grounded,  but  by  the  aid  of  the  Cambridge  she  was  got  afloat  again,  and 
being  anablc  to  render  any  assistance  to  the  Minnesota,  came  down  the  harbor. 
lo  passing  the  batteries  at  Sewall's  Point,  both  going  and  returning,  the  rebels 
opened  fire  on  us,  which  was  returned  from  our  pivot  gnna,  but  the  range  waa 
too  great  for  them,  while  the  enemy's  shot  fell  far  beyond  us.  One  shot  went 
tfarongh  oar  foresails,  cutting  away  two  of  our  shrouds,  and  several  shell  buret 
over  and  near  the  ship,  scattering  their  fragments  on  the  deck.  Between  seven 
and  eight  o'clock  we  discovered  tbat  the  rebels  had  set  fire  to  the  Congress,  and 
ebe  continued  to  hum  till  one  o'clock,  when  she  blew  up.  This  was  a  melan- 
choly satisfaction  to  me,  for  as  she  bad  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  it 
was  far  better  to  have  ber  destroyed  than  she  should  be  employed  against  us 
at  some  future  day.  It  was  the  impression  of  some  of  my  officers  that  the  rebels 
tiai^ted  the  French  flag,  but  I  could  not  make  it  out.  At  eight  o'clock  I  heard 
that  the  Monitor  had  arrived,  and  soon  after  Lieutenant  Commanding  Worden 
eame  on  tioard,  and  I  immediately  ordered  him  to  go  up  to  the  Minnesota,  hoping 
she  wonld  be  able  to  keep  off  an  attack  oo  the  Minnesota  till  we  had  got  her 
afloat  again.  This  morning  the  Merrimack  renewed  the  attack  on  the  Minnesota, 
hut  she  found,  no  doubt  greatly  to  her  surprise,  a  new  opponent  in  the  Monitor. 
The  contest  has  been  going  on  during  most  of  the  day  between  these  two  armored 
TEAsels,  and  most  beautifullv  has  the  little  Monitor  sustained  herself,  showing 
bendf  capable  of  great  endurance.  I  have  not  received  any  official  accounts 
of  the  loss  of  the  Congress  and  Cumberland,  but  no  doubt  shall  do  so,  when  it 
*in  be  transmitted  to  you. 

1  ebonld  do  injustice  to  this  military  department  did  I  not  inform  you  that 
every  assistance  was  freely  tendered  to  us,  sending  live  of  their  tugs  to  the 
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relief  of  the  Minnesota,  and  ofieiiug  all  the  tud  in  their  power.  I  vonld  iIm 
beg  leave  to  e&y  that  Captain  Poor,  of  the  ordnance  department,  kindly  vdiu- 
teered  to  do  duty  temporarily  on  board  thie  ehip,  and  from  whom  I  have  received 
much  aeeiatance.  I  did  hope  to  get  thiB  off  by  thie  day's  mail,  but  I  have  been 
BO  constantly  employed  that  I  fear  I  shall  not  do  so.

Captain  John  Martian  »tate$  teveral  omittiont  informer  report*. 

Unitkd  States  Steamer  Roanoke, 

Nev>  York,  March  17,  1862. 

Sib  ;  The  constant  pressure  on  my  mind  for  the  last  few  days  previous  to  my 
leaving  Hampton  Roads,  caused  by  the  mnltitudinous  dntie«  devolving  upon  me, 
led  me  unintentionally  to  omit  reporting  several  things  which  it  waa  my  duty  M 
have  informed  you  ot;  which  omissions  I  trust  you  will,  under  the  circumstanco. 
pardon  and  overlook. 

On  Monday  the  lOtb  instant,  at  2  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  tug  Whitehall,  vbile 
lying  near  the  landing  at  Fortress  Monroe,  caught  fire,  and  was  in  a  few  muraiM 
ao  completciv  enveloped  in  flames  that  her  commander.  Acting  Master  Baliier. 
and  crew  had  only  time  to  escape,  saving  nothing  but  the  clothes  they  had  on. 
I  bad  Acting  Master  Balsicr  on  board  and  questioned  him  as  to  tbe  cause  of  tbc 
catastrophe,  but  be  could  form  no  idea  as  to  its  origin,  and  only  knew  that  it 
commenced  in  tbe  fire-room.  The  destruction  of  the  Whitehall  is  not  a  very 
serious  loss  to  the  government,  as  she  was  so  perfectly  rotten  as  to  have  renderal 
her,  in  my  opinion,  wholly  unworthy  of  repairs.  Acting  Master  llataier  beiag 
entirely  destitute  of  clothing,  and  his  services  not  specially  wanted  here  at  tbia 
time,  I  gave  him  permistion  to  go  to  his  homo,  as  I  also  did  to  most  of  tlie  offictti 
of  the  Congress  imd  Cumberland,  with  orders  to  report  from  thence  to  you. 

I  also  omitted  to  inform  you  that,  at  the  su^estion  of  the  bouor&blc  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  I  had  the  Brandywine  towed  up  for  safety  to  Annapolii 
by  tbe  steamer  Mount  Vernon,  the  latter  vessel  td  go  to  Baltimore  and  complete 
her  repairs.  The  Brandywine  also  would  have  gone  to  Baltimore,  but  she  dm 
too  much  water.  Arrangements  were  made  hy  me  previous  to  my  sailing  for 
towing  to  Baltimore  the  gunboat  Mystic  and  the  tugs  Dragon  and  i^ooave,  all  of 
which,  it  was  thought  hy  Mr.  Fox,  had  better  be  sent  immediately  away ;  the 
execution  of  this  I  left  witli  Captain  Van  Brunt.  The  coal  ehips,  the  hospital 
ebip,  and  the  Braziliera  were  removed  out  of  range  of  the  gnus  of  tbe  fortrcM 
and  safely  anchored  to  tbe  eastward  of  it. 

For  these  omissions  on  my  part  I  trust  you  will  pardon  me,  for  no  one  bnt 
myself  can  form  an  idea  of  the  constant  drain  there  was  on  my  energies.

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Ctfiain  Van  Brunt' t  account  i^the  Mxnnciota't  aigagemcnt  with  the  Merrimack. 

Unitbd  States  Stbahbr  Minnesota, 

March  10,  1862. 
StR :  On  Saturday,  the  8th  instant,  at  13.45  p.  in.,  tlirce  email  atcamcra,  in 
tppeannce,  were  diBcovered  ronading  Sewall's  Point,  and  as  aoon  oa  tlicycamc 
into  full  broadside  view  I  was  convinced  that  one  was  the  iron-plated  steam 
h«teiy  Uerrimack,  from  the  large  size  of  her  Bmoke-pipe.  They  were  beading 
for  Sewpcrt  News,  and  I,  in  obedience  to  a  signal  from  the  senior  officer  present, 
C&pUin  J.  Maraton,  immediately  called  all  hands,  ."lipped  my  cables,  and  got  under 
wiy  for  that  point  to  engage  her.  While  rapidly  passing  Sewall's  Point,  the 
rebels  there  opened  fire  upon  us  from  a  rifle  battery,  one  shot  from  whidi  going 
thnrail  and  crippling  my  mainmast.  I  returned  the  fire  with  my  broadside  guns 
uhI  forecastle  pivot.  We  r&o  without  further  difficulty  within  about  one  and  a 
[i»lf  miles  of  Newport  News  and  there,  unfortunately,  grounded.  The  tide  was 
numing  ebb,  and  although  in  the  channel  there  was  not  sufBcient  water  for  this 
■hip,  which  draws  23  feet,  I  knew  that  the  bottom  was  sotl  and  lumpy,  and 
enaeavored  to  force  the  ahip  over,  but  I  found  it  impossible  to  do  eo.  At  thifl 
time  it  was  reported  to  me  that  the  Merrimack  had  passed  the  trigate  Congress 
lod  ran  into  the  eloop-of-war  Cumberland,  and  in  fifteen  minutes  atler  I  saw 
tbe  Utter  ^ing  down  by  the  bead.  The  Merrimack  then  hauled  ofi',  taking  a 
petition,  and  about  2.30  p.  m.  engaged  the  Congress,  throwing  shot  and  shell 
into  her  with  terrific  effect,  while  the  shot  from  the  Congress  glanced  from  het 
iron-plated  sloping  sides  without  doing  any  apparent  damage.  At  3.30  p.  m. 
the  Congress  was  compelled  to  haul  down  her  colors.  Of  the  extent  of  her  loss 
nd  injury  you  will  be  informed  from  the  official  report. 

At  four  p.  m.  the  Merrimack,  Jamestown,  and  Patrick  Henry  bore  down 
upon  mjt  vessel.  Very  fortunately,  the  iron  battery  drew  too  much  water  to 
Mme  witDin  a  mile  of  ns.  She  took  a  position  on  my  starboard  bow,  but  did 
DM  fire  with  accuracy,  and  only  one  shot  passed  through  the  ship's  bow.  The 
atber  two  steamers  took  their  position  on  my  port  bow  and  stem,  and  their  fire 
did  most  damage  in  killing  and  wonnding  men,  inasmuch  Bs  they  fired  with 
lifled  gnus ;  but  with  the  heavy  gun  that  I  could  bring  to  bear  upon  them,  I 
dnwe  them  ofij  one  of  them  apparently  in  a  crippled  condition.  I  fired  upon 
tbe  Uerrimack  with  my  pivot  lO-iocb  gun  without  apparent  effect,  and  at  seven 
p  m.  she  too  hauled  off,  and  all  three  vessels  steamed  toward  Norfolk. 

The  tremendona  firing  of  my  broadside  guns  had  crowded  me  further  upon 
the  mod  bank,  into  which  the  ship  seemed  to  have  made  for  herself  a  cradle. 
^vm  10  p.  m.,  when  the  tide  commenced  to  mn  flood,  until  four  a.  m.  I  had  all 
Inadi  at  work  with  steam-tugs  and  hawsers,  endeavoring  to  haul  the  ship  off 
the  hank,  but  without  avail ;  and  as  the  tide  had  then  fallen  considerably,  I  bub- 
pended  further  operations  at  that  time.  At  two  a.  m.  the  iron  battery  Uouitor, 
Conuuander  Jno.  L.  Worden,  which  had  arrived  the  previous  evening  at  Hamp> 
Ion  Boads,  came  alongside  and  reported  for  duty,  and  then  all  on  board  felt 
tUt  we  had  a  friend  that  would  stand  by  us  in  our  hour  of  trial. 

At  lix  a.  m.  the  enemy  again  appeared,  coming  down  from  Craney  island, 
«i>d  I  beat  to  quarters,  but  they  ran  past  my  ship  and  were  heading  for  Fort* 
nw  Honroe,  and  the  retreat  was  beaten  to  allow  my  men  to  get  something  to 
ftt  The  Merrimack  ran  down  near  to  the  Rip-Raps,  and  then  turned  into  the 
dunnel  through  which  I  had  come.  Again  all  bands  were  called  to  qnartere, 
•od  when  she  approached  within  a  mtle  of  us  I  opened  upon  her  with  my  stera 
E>u>  and  made  signal  to  the  Monitor  to  attack  the  enemy.  She  immediately 
nu  down  in  my  wake,  right  within  range  of  the  Merrimack,  completely  corer- 
i)%  nj  ghip  as  &r  as  was  possible  with  her  diminutive  dimensions,  and  much 
to  ay  wUinishmeat  laid  herself  right  alongside  of  the  Mcrrinmck,  and  the  ^^^ 
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tniat  wae  that  of  a  pigmy  to  a  giant.  Gun  after  gun  was  fired  by  the  UonitOT, 
which  waa  returned  with  whole  broadsides  from  the  rebels,  with  no  more  effect, 
apparentlyt  Jhan  bo  many  pebble  stones  thrown  by  a  child.  After  a  while  they 
commenced  mansvering,  and  we  could  see  the  little  battery  point  her  how  for 
the  rebels,  with  the  intention,  as  I  thonglit,  of  sending  a  shot  through  het  bov 
port  hole ;  then  elie  would  shoot  by  her,  and  rake  her  through  the  stern.  In 
the  meantime  the  rebels  were  pouring  in  broadside  after  broadside,  hat  ahnoit 
all  her  shot  flew  over  the  little  submerged  propeller,  and  when  they  strode  ihe 
homh-proof  tower,  the  shot  glanced  off  without  producing  any  effect,  deai^y  o- 
tabtishing  the  fact  that  wooden  veeseU  cannot  contend  with  iron-clad  ones;  fat 
never  before  was  anything  like  it  dreamed  of  by  the  greatest  enthusiast  in  mu- 
itime  warfare. 

The  Merrimack,  finding  that  she  coaldmakenothingof  the  Monitor,  tumedber 
attention  once  more  to  me.  '  In  the  morning  she  had  put  an  1 1-inch  shot  under 
my  counter,  near  the  water  line  ;  and  now,  on  her  second  approach,  I  opraed 
upon  her  with  all  my  broadside  gflns  and  lO-inch  pivot — a  oroadside  whict 
would  have  blown  oot  of  water  any  timber  built  ship  in  the  world.  She  re- 
turned my  fire  with  her  rifled  bow  eun,  with  a  shell  which  passed  through  the 
chief  engineer's  state  room,  through  the  engineers'  mesa  room,  amidships,  and 
burst  in  the  boatawain's  room,  tearing  four  rooms  all  into  one  in  its  passage,  ud 
exploding  two  charges  of  powder,  which  set  the  ship  on  fire,  but  it  was  promptly 
extinguished  by  a  party  headed  by  my  first  lieutenant.  Her  eecond  shell  wmt 
through  the  boiler  of  the  tug-boat  Dragon,  exploding  it,  and  causing  some  ctm- 
eternation  on  board  toy  eliip  for  the  moment,  until  the  matter  was  ezplaioed. 
This  time  I  bad  concentrated  upon  her  an  incessant  fire  from  my  gun  deck, 
spar  deck,  and  forecastle  pivot  gune,  and  was  informed  by  my  marine  officer, 
who  was  stationed  on  the  poop,  that  at  least  fifty  solid  shot  struck  her  on  het 
slanting  side  without  producing  any  apparent  effect.  By  the  time  she  had  6ifd 
her  third  shell  the  little  Monitor  had  come  down  upon  her,  placing  barself  be- 
tween us,  and  compelled  her  to  change  her  poaition,  in  doing  which  sbe 
grounded  ;  and  again  I  poured  into  her  all  the  guns  which  could  be  bronght  to 
bear  upon  her.  As  Boon  as  she  got  off  she  stood  down  the  bay,  the  little  bu- 
tery  chasing  her  with  all  speed,  when  suddenly  the  Merrimack  turned  aronod 
and  run  full  speed  into  her  antagonist.  For  a  moment  I  was  anxions  ;  but  in- 
stantly 1  saw  a  shot  plunge  into  the  iron  roof  of  the  Merrimack,  which  snrefy 
must  have  damaged  her.  For  some  time  after  thia  the  rebels  concentrated  their 
whole  battery  upon  the  tower  and  pilot-house  of  the  Monitor,  and  soon  after 
the  latter  stood  down  for  Fortress  Monroe,  and  we  thought  it  probable  she  had 
exhausted  her  supply  of  ammnnition,  or  Bustained  aome  injury.  Soon  after  the 
Merrimack  and  the  two  other  steamers  headed  for  my  ship,  and  I  then  felt  to  the 
follest  extent  my  condition.  I  was  hard  and  immovably  aground,  and  they 
could  like  position  under  my  stern  and  rake  me.  I  had  expended  most  of  my 
solid  shot,  my  ship  was  badly  crippled,  and  my  officers  and  men  were  worn  out 
with  fatigue,  hut  even  in  this  extreme  dilemma  I  determined  never  to  give  up 
the  ship  to  the  rebels,  and,  after  consulting  with  my  officers,  I  ordered  erery 
preparation  to  be  made  to  destroy  the  ship  after  all  hope  was  gone  of  saving  her. 

On  ascending  the  poop  deck,  1  observed  that  the  enemy's  vessels  bad  changed 
their  course  and  were  heading  for  Oraney  island.  I  then  determined  to  lighten 
the  ship  by  throwing  overboard  my  eight-inch  guns,  hoisting  out  provisions, 
starting  water,  &c.  At  2  p.  m.  I  proceeded  to  make  another  attempt  to  save  the 
ship  hy  the  use  of  a  number  of  powerful  tu°;s  and  the  steamer  S.  R.  Spaulding. 
kindly  sent  to  my  assistance  by  Captain  Talmadge,  qnartermaster  at  Fortress 
Monroe,  and  succeeded  in  dragging  her  half  a  mile  distant,  and  then  she  wu 
immovable,  the  tide  having  fallen.  At  2  o'clock  this  morning  I  succeeded  in 
getting  the  ship  once  more  afloat,  and  am  now  at  anchor  opposite  Fortress  Honroe. 
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It  BTtt  me  great  pleoBure  to  amj  that  duriog  the  whole  of  thcec  trying  scenes 
tfae  omens  and  men  conducted  themselves  with  great  courage  and  coolness.

With  what  I  have  on 
litnd  I  caa  equip  ten  9-inch  guns,  besides  the  pivot.  The  clevises  on  the  pivot- 
elide  have  been  carried  away,  and  the  slide  itself  requires  overhauling.  Seven 
of  the  guns  of  the  spar  deck  battery  were  thrown  overboard,  also  the  13  pounder 
bokt  howitzer.  A  part  of  the  small  arms  are  missing,  also  belts,  cartridge  boxes, 
Ktbbords,  and  frogs.  All  the  articles  put  on  board  the  Whitehall  for  safe-keep- 
ng  are  destroyed,  she  having  been  burnt  last  night.

8ll ;  In  obedience  to  yonr  order  of  this  date,  I  snbmit  the  following  report  of 
duiagca  bostained  by  this  ship  in  hull,  spars,  and  boats,  in  the  engagements  on 
the  8di  and  9th  instant,  with  the  rebel  steamers  Merrimac,  Yorkt«WD,  and  one 
othrf,  name  onknown : 

Part  tidt. — Received  one  shell  on  after  quarter  at  the  water  line,  which  cut 
thnngh  the  planking;  one  shell  between  main  and  mizzen  rigging,  below  air 
pott  Une,  which  passed  through  chief  engineer's  state-room,  crossing  and  tearing 
op  the  deck  over  the  cockpit  and  striking  the  clomp  and  knee  in  carpenter's 
Uale-rouni,  where  it  esploded,  carrying  away  the  beam,  clamp,  and  knee,  and 
tompletely  demolishiug  the  bulkheads,  slotting  tire  to  the  same,  nnd  ripping  up 
the  deck.  One  shell  passed  through  hammock  netling  abnft  of  niitin  rigging, 
Unkbg  spar  deck  on  starboard  side  and  cutting  through  four  planks,  then  rico- 
chetiug,  carrying  away  truck  and  aile  of  gun-carriage  and  wounding  water- 
w«Ts.  Two  sbcUa  passed  through  No.  8  port,  carrying  away  planking,  timbers, 
■no  d«k  clamps,  and  splintering  several  beams  and  castings.  One  shell  passed 
throogb  forward  part  of  No.  6  port,  carrying  away  planking,  timber,  and  upper 
'ill.  One  shell  under  fore  rigging,  which  cut  away  sheet  cable^  penetnting 
pUoking  timber  and  splintering  deck  clamps.  C (M^o\p 
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Starboard  side. — One  Rhell  carried  htt&y  hammc^k  netting  and  gangway 
boards.  There  are  seTeral  wounde  on  port  side,  received  from  fragmenU  of  ex- 
ploded shelly.  One  shell  passed  through  the  mainmast,  foarteen  feet  above  deck, 
cutting  away  one-third  of  the  mast,  and  burEting  Eome  of  the  iron  bands.  One 
ehell  struck  spar  deck  in  starboard  gangway,  cutting  it  np.  One  passed  fiom 
port  to  starboard  gangway,  forward  of  mainmast,  where  it  exploded,  wonnding 
two  boats.

8i»;  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  ship  on  the  6th  instant, 
in  Lynnhaven  bay,  from  New  York.     After  anchoring,  a  strong  gale  from  the 
BoiUiwest  cotnmenced,  and  continued  through  the  night  and  folbwing  day.   On 

"'-"■ — '  „,,«.,Goo8lc 
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Satnrda}'  the  wind  abated,  and,  while  wwdng  for  wind  and  tide,  the  Uniud 
States  ^nboat  Cambridge  came  alongside  and  reported  that  the  rebel  Btcam-ram 
Heirimack,  and  some  side-wheel  steamers  were  engaging  the  frigatea  Congress  and 
Cumberland  at  Newport  News.  At  half-past  2,  we  got  underway  in  towof  ihe 
Cambridge,  and  when  abreast  of  the  rebel  battery  at  Sewell's  Point,  the  batterj 
opened  fire,  one  of  the  shells  esplodi^  under  the  forepart  of  the  St.  Lawrenn, 
doing,  however,  no  material  injury.  'Hie  fire  was  returned,  and,  it  is  believed, 
with  some  efi'eet  The  Cnmberluid  had,  at  this  time,  gone  down,  hsTing  hew 
run  into  by  the  Merrimack,  and  the  Congress  had  surrendered,  after  a  terrible 
slaughter  of  her  men,  and  when  rendered  perfectly  powerless  by  the  fire  of  the 
rebels.  The  Minnesota  was  aground,  and  was  engaging  the  enemy,  whose  fonx 
consisted  of  t^e  rebel  steam-ram  and  four  or  five  side-wheel  gunboats.  Wbei 
near  the  Minnesota,  the  St.  Lawrence  gronoded,  and  at  that  time  opened  fire,  but 
her  shot  did  no  execution,  the  armor  of  the  Merrimack  proving  iuTulnerabU  w 
her  comparatively  feeble  projectiles.  Taking  advantage  of  these  portentooB  cir- 
cumstances, the  Merrimack  directed  her  attention  to  firing  several  projectile*  of 
formidable  dimensions ;  one  of  which,  an  80-pound  shell,  penetrated  the  sUr- 
hoard  quarter  about  four  inches  above  the  water-line,  passed  through  the  pastrj 
of  the  ward-room,  and  into  the  state-room  of  the  assistant  snrgcon,  on  the  pon 
side,  completely  demolishing  the  bulkhead ;  then  struck  against  a  strong  inn 
bar,  whicb  secured  the  hull's-cye  of  the  port,  and  returned  into  the  ward-room 
expended.  It  fortunately  did  not  explode,  and  no  person  was  injured.  The 
damage  done  by  this  one  shot  proved  the  power  of  the  projectiles  which  tit 
employed,  and  readily  explained  the  destruction  of  our  wooden  and  antiquated 
frirates. 

Our  position  at  this  time  waa  one  of  some  anxiety.  Being  aground,  the  tn| 
Young  America  came  alongside  and  got  us  ofi';  after  which  a  powerful  broad- 
side from  the  spar  and  gun  decks  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  then  distant  about  half* 
mile,  thrown  into  tbe  Merrimack,  induced  her  to  withdraw ;  whether  Iroin  ne- 
cessity or  discretion  is  not  known :  certainly  no  serious  damage  could  hive 
been  done.  After  whicb  we  proceeded  slowly  to  the  anchorage,  which  «e 
reached  about  —  p.  m. 

The  Merrimack  again  appeared  the  following  morning,  and  sustained,  (v 
several  hours,  tbe  consolidated  fire  of  the  Minnesota  and  Monitor,  abaodoaine 
the  conflict  finally,  but  apparently  unharmed.  The  Minnesota  renaained  agromn 
during  the  night,  was  supplied  with  additional  ammunition,  and  in  the  morning, 
when  attacked  by  the  MenHmack,  fought  her  guns  with  an  energy,  skill,  uti 
indomitable  perseverance  worthy  of  tne  noble  aud  patriotic  cause  she  "V 
defending.  Unable  to  move,  she  was  forced  to  present  ner  full  broadside  to  the 
enemy,  who  remained  at  long  range,  offering  the  smallest  possible  furface  tober 
antagonist  The  Monitor,  whose  performance  more  than  equalled  the  highot 
expectations,  contributed  most  powerfully  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  MerrimaA; 
and  her  earlier  arrival  would  have  prevented  the  unfortunate  lose  of  oor  r«o 
defenceless  frigates.  All  the  officers  and  crew  zealously  and  efficiently  pu- 
fonoed  their  duties.

I  was  on  board  tbe  United  States  screw  eteun-frigate  Boanoke,  by 
order  of  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  aa  member  of  a  conrt  of  inquiry,  when 
the  Uerrimack  came  ont  from  Norfolk.  I  immediately  procured  a  horee  and  pro-

Tboo^  I  cfluld  not  reach  the  Cumberland  before  the  action  was  over,  I  have 
tbe  utiefaction  of  reporting  that  she  was  fbugbt  as  long  as  her  guns  were  above 
wsler.    Eveiy  one  on  board  must  have  done  his  duty  nobly. 

I  Bend  with  this  tbe  report  of  Lieutenant  George  U.  Horris  of  the  action,  he 
being,  in  my  absence,  the  commanding  officer;  and  also  the  surgeon's  report  of 
tbe  wounded  saved.  The  loss  was  very  large  in  killed,  wounded,  and  drowned; 
tbongh  the  number  cannot  be  ascertained,  enough  is  known  to  make  the  loss 
over  one  hundred.  I  send,  also,  a  list  of  the  men  knowii  to  have  been  saved; 
bat  bave  no  accurate  means  of  giving  tbe  names  of  those  lost  or  killed,  as  no 
oSeerornian  brought  anything  on  shore  save  what  ho  stood  in;  consequently  I 
bave  no  moster-rolT  of  the  crew.

S11 :  Teeterdsy  morning  at  9  a.  m.  discovered  two  steamers  at  anchor  off 
Smilbfield  Point,  on  the  left  hand,  or  western,  side  of  the  river,  distant  about 
twelve  miles.

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for  the  wonnded  promptly  and  faitbftilly.  The  warrsnt  and  steerage  offieen 
could  not  have  been  more  prompt  and  active  than  they  were  at  their  diflenst 
Btatione.  The  lose  we  Huetained  I  cannot  jet  infonn  yon  of,  but  it  has  been 
very  great.  Chaplain  Lenhart  is  miesing;  Muter'e  Mate  John  Uamngt«n  wu 
killed.  I  should  judge  that  we  had  lost  upwards  of  one  hnndred  men.  I  can 
only  say,  in  conclnsion,  that  all  did  their  auty,  and  we  sank  with  the  Amenctn 
&iLg  at  the  peak.

8lB:  Owing  to  the  death  of  my  late  commanding  officer,  Lieutenant  Joseph  B. 
Smith,  it  is  my  painful  duty  to  make  a  report  to  yon  of  the  part  which  the 
Cnited  Statr.e  frigate  Congress  took  in  the  efforts  of  our  vessels  at  Newport 
N>n  to  repel  the  attack  of  the  rebel  flotilla  on  the  Sth  instant.  The  following 
m  the  minutes^  as  near  as  I  can  inform  yon : 

At  18.40  p.  m.  the  Merrimack,  with  three  smnll  gunboats,  was  seen  steaming 
down  irDin  Norfolk.  When  they  had  tnmed  into  the  James  rirer  channel,  and 
btd  approached  near  enough  to  discover  their  character,  we  cleared  the  ship  for 

At  2.10  the  Herrimack  opened  fire  with  her  bow  gaa,  with  gnipe,  paesing 
It  on  the  starboard  side,  at  a  distance  of  abotit  three  hundred  yards,  receiving 
Ota  broadside  and  giving  one  in  return.  Afler  passing  the  Congress,  she  ran 
into  and  sank  the  United  States  elooinof-war  Camberland.  The  smaller  vessels 
then  attacked  us,  killing  and  wounding  many  of  our  crew.  Seeing  the  fate  of 
the  Camberland,  we  set  the  jib  and  topsails,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  tug- 
boat Zooare  ran  the  vessel  ashore. 

At  3.30  the  Kerrimack  took  a  position  astern  of  ns,  at  a  distance  of  abont  one 
lundred  and  fifty  yards,  and  raked  ns  fore  and  aft  with  shells,  while  one  of  the 
nailer  steamen  kept  up  a  fire  on  our  Btarboard  quarter.  In  the  meantime  the 
Patrick  Henry  and  'I'homaB  Jefferson,  rebel  steamere,  approached  ns  from  up 
the  James  river,  firing  with  precision  and  doing  ue  great  damage.  Our  two 
Mem  poB  were  now  our  only  means  of  defence.  These  were  soon  disabled,  one 
iMBg  dismounted  and  the  other  having  its  mnzzle  knocked  away.  The  men 
w«K  swept  away  &om  them  with  great  rapidity  and  slaughter  by  the  terrible 
fiir  tf  the  enemy. 

At  (boat  i.30  p.  m.  I  learned  of  the  death  of  Lientenant  Smith,  which  bap- 
poied  about  t«B  minutes  previous.  Beeing  that  our  men  were  being  killed,  with- 
rat  the  prospect  of  any  relief  from  the  Minnesota,  which  vessel  had  ran  ashore 
in  attempting  to  get  up  to  ua  from  Hampton  roads,  not  being  able  to  bring  a 
(ingle  gun  to  bear  upon  the  enemy,  and  the  ship  being  on  fire  in  several  places, 
fpin  consultation  with  Commander  Wm.  Smith,  we  deemed  it  proper  to  haul 
Mwn  our  colors  without  any  further  loss  of  life  on  onr  part.  We  were  soon 
boirdcd  by  an  officer  from  the  Merrimack,  who  said  that  he  would  take  charge 
of  the  ship.  He  left  Bhortly*afberwards,  and  a  small  tug  came  alongside,  whose 
taptun  demanded  that  we  should  surrender  and  get  out  of  the  ship,  aa  he  in- 
tcHtd  to  bom  her  immediately.  A  sharp  fire  with  muskets  and  artillery  was 
oiiintaiQed  trom  onr  troops  ashore  apou  the  tug,  having  the  eficct  to  drive  her 
'^   The  Merrimack  again  opened  upon  na,  although  we  had  a  white  flag  at  t^l,. 
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peak  to  show  that  we  were  out  of  acdon.  After  having  fired  seveml  ehelle  into 
us,  she  left  na  and  engaged  the  Minnesotn  and  the  shore  hatteriea.  We  took 
the  opportunity  to  man  the  boats  and  send  the  wounded  ashore.  We  then  left 
ourBeives,  the  ship  being  on  fire  near  the  after  magHziQe,  and  in  the  sick-bay.  Id 
fact,  the  ship  was  on  fire  from  the  commencement  to  the  end  of  the  action,  thiee 
times  in  the  sick-bay  and  ward-room,  and  twice  in  the  main  bold,  produced  by 
hot  shot  thrown  from  the  Merrimack. 

I  lament  to  record  the  death  of  the  following  officers:  LleotenRDt  Joseph  B. 
Smith,  Acting  Master  Thomas  Moore,  and  Pilot  Wm.  Bhodes,  wonbded,  and 
since  dead.     In  conclnsion,  I  beg  leave  to  say,  that  the  officers,  seamen,  and 
marines  performed  their  lohoU  duty  well  and  couiageously.

Sib:  Lieutenant  Commanding  Jobn'L.  Worden  having  been  disabled  in  tbe 
utioD  of  the  9th  inetant  between  this  vessel  and  the  rebel  iron-clad  frigate 
Merrimack,  I  submit  to  you  the  foilowing  report: 

We  arrived  at  Hampton  roads  at  9  p.  m.  on  the  8th  instant,  and  immediately 
receired  orders  from  Captain  Marston  to  proceed  to  Newport  News  and  protect 
the  Hinnesota  from  the  attack  of  the  Memmack.  Acting  Master  Howard  came 
OD  board  and  volunteered  to  act  as  pilot.  We  left  Hampton  roads  at  10  p.  m., 
and  reached  the  Hmueeota  at  11.30  p.  m.  The  Mi aneeota  being  aground.  Cap- 
tun  Worden  sent  me  oa  board  of  her  to  inquire  if  we  could  render  her  any 
uoMance,  and  to  state  to  Captain  Van  Bnmt  that  we  should  do  all  in  our  power 
itect  her  from  the  attack  of  the  Merrimack.  I  then  returned  to  this  vesael, 
1  the  9th  instant  anchored  near  the  Minnesota.  At  4  a.  m., 
ipoeiog  the  Minnesota  to  be  afloat  and  coming  down  npou  us,  got  under  way 
1  Btood  ont  of  the  channel.  Finding  that  we  were  mistaken,  anchored  again

At  8  a.  m.  perceived  the  Merrimack  under  wayi  and  standing  towards  the  Min- 
u«MiU;  have  up  anchor  and  went  to  quarters.  At  S.45  we  opened  fire  on  the 
Hernmack,  and  continued  tbe  action  nntil  11.30  a.  m.,  when  Captain  Worden 
Tu  iojnred  in  the  eyea  by  the  explosion  of  a  shell  from  the  Merrimack  upon  the 
outside  of  the  eye-hole  in  the  pilot-house,  exactly  opposite  his  eye.  Captaia 
Worden  then  sent  for  me  and  told  me  to  take  chai^  of  the  vesseL  We  con- 
tinned  the  action  until  12.15  p.  m.,  when  the  Merrimack  retreated  to  Sewell'a 
Fobt,  and  we  went  to  the  Hinnoaota,  and  remtuned  by  her  until  she  was  afloat.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  your  department  the  casualties  that  occurred 
on  board  during  the  action  with  the  rebel  steamer  Merrimack  on  Sunday,  March 
9.  The  engagement  began  at  8.30  a.  m.,  hut  no  injury  was  experienced  by 
either  officers  or  crew  until  10  o'clock.  At  this  hour  precisely  Mr.  Stodder, 
first  insHter,  (volunteer,)  was  disabled  by  concnsaion  of  the  brain  while  engaged 
on  the  lookout  in  the  turret.  Insensibility  remained  for  about  ten  minutes,  out 
tbe  reaction  following  did  not  run  high  enough  to  require  active  treatment.  Mr. 
Slodder's  injury  resulted  from  his  knee  coming  in  contact  with  the  turret  at  the 
iDBtant  a  heavy  shot  from  the  Merrimack  struck  it.  About  ten  minutes  later 
Peter  Trescott,  seaman,  was  sent  down  from  the  turret  suffering  aJso  from  con- 
nuiion  of  the  brain.  This  injury  did  not  result  in  total  insensibility,  but  the 
eirenlation  remaining  depressed  for  some  time,  I  administered  stimulants  in  small 
TiMitJtieB,  watching  c^cfhlly  for  reaction,  and  when  it  was  established,  con- 
lolled  it  BuccessfaUy  by  cold  affusion  to  the  head.  These  were  the  only  acci- 
W>  that  occurred  antil  a  percussion  shell,  near  the  close  of  the  action,  exploded 
Htiiwt  the  lookout  chink  of  the  pilot-house,  and  resulted  in  severe  injniV  to 
tlic  eyes  of  lieutenant  Gommaading  John  L.  Worden,  who  was  stationed  (W^ 
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dnring  the  engagement.     I  made  an  examination,  and  Bucceeded  in  removing 
from  the  corneal  conjunction  some  minute  ecalea  of  iron  and  a  email  qoautity  of 

eint,  forced  by  the  exploding  ehcU  from  the  bare  composing  the  pilot-hotue. 
0  was  injared  aUo  in  a  small  degree  from  concuBeion,  bnt  this  complicattou 
required  no  treatment.  Mr  further  treatment  of  Uaptain  Worden  consisted 
entirely  in  making  cold  applications  to  his  eyes,  which  was  continued  until,  at 
the  solicitations  of  hiR  friends,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy  Fox  and  Lieu- 
tenant Wise,  United  States  uavy,  he  was  removed  from  the  Monitor  to  be  taken 
to  Washington.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  on  the  mominff  following  the  en- 
gagement, the  injured  parties  remaining  on  board  were  ready  and  reported  for  dn^.

Sir  :  In  answer  to  your  inqniry,  I  have  to  report  that  the  Monitor  expended 
41  solid  cast-iron  shot  in  her  engagement  with  the  Merrimack,  eqnally  divided 
between  guna  27  and  38.  On  inspection  of  the  bore  with  a  mirror,  no  trace  of 
injury  can  he  observed.  I  have  no  means  of  examining  the  vent  by  taking  an 
impression.  . 

Unlees  absolutely  necessaiy,  I  shall  fire  no  more  caat-iron  solid  shot,  as  I  am 
satisfied  that  shells  are  not  more  liable  to  fracture.  The  bronte-coated  shot  I 
shall  reserve  for  special  occasion.  The  wronght-ii-on  shot  I  shall  send  on  ^hore 
to  remove  the  temptation  to  fire  them.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Merrimack  cannot 
seriously  injure  the  Monitor,  bnt  the  explosion  of  a  gun  might  destroy  the 
turret.

I 
received  it  a  few  minntea  since,  and  lose  not  a  moment  in  sending  it  to  Baltimore 
by  the  steamer  Commodore,  which  brought  it  to  me  from  Uatteras  inlet,  in 
order  that  it  may  reach  Washington  early  to-morrow  forenoon.

SiK:  I  have  the  bonor  to  report  the  capture  of  all  the  rebel  batteries  npon 
the  KfUMt  rirer,  the  complete  defeat  and  rout  of  the  enemy's  forcee  in  tbU 
Ticinitjr,  and  the  occopation  of  the  city  of  Newbcm  hy  the  combined  forces  of 
tbe  umj  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  on  yesterday  (Friday)  at  noon.  The 
iDcidetitB  of  the  expedition,  briefly  stated,  are  these : 

The  fleet  onder  my  command,  and  that  of  the  army,  left  Hatteras  inlet  at 
7.30  on  Wednesday  morning,  the  13th  instant,  and  arrived,  without  accident  or 
deliy.  at  the  point  which  had  been  selected  for  disembarking  the  troops,  and 
wiiMb  sight  of  the  city  of  Newbern,  at  sunaet  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day, 
where  we  anchored  for  the  night. 

On  Thnr«day  morning  I  hoisted  my  pennant  on  board  the  steamer  Delaware. 
At  8.30  a.  m.  our  gnnboats  commenced  shelling  the  woods  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
proposed  place  of  landing,  taking  stations  at  intervals  along  the  shore  to  protect 
the  advance  of  the  troops.  At  9.30  a.  m,  the  troops  commenced  landing,  and 
«  the  same  time  six  naval  boat  howitzers,  with  their  crews,  under  command  of 
Lieutenant  R.  S.  McCook,  of  the  Stare  and  Stripes,  were  put  on  shore  to  assist 
the  attack.  The  army  commenced  to  move  up  the  beach  at  about  11.30  a.  m., 
the  debarkation  of  troops  still  contiuning.  In  the  mean  time  our  vessels  were 
ilowly  moving  np,  throwing  shell  in  the  woods  beyond. 

At  1.15  n.  m.  the  first  of  the  enemy's  batteries  opened  fire  on  the  foremost 
rf  our  gunboats,  which  was  returned  by  them  at  long  range.  The  troops  were 
DOW  all  disembarked  and  steadily  advancing  without  resistance.  At  sundown 
the  firing  was  discontinued,  and  the  fleet  camo  to  anchor  in  position  to  cover 
ibe  troops  on  shore.  At  6.30  a.  m.  Friday,  the  14tb  instant,  we  heard  a  con- 
tinnoiu  firing  of  heavy  guns  and  musketry  inland,  and  immediately  commenced 
throwing  our  shells  in  advance  of  the  position  supposed  to  he  held  by  our 
trooM. 

The  fleet  steadily  moved  up  and  gradually  closed  in  towards  the  batteries. 
The  lower  fortifications  were  discovered  to  have  been  abandoned  by  the  enemy. 
A  boat  was  deepatched  to  it  and  the  stars  and  stripes  planted  on  the  ramparts. 
As  we  advanced  the  upper  batteries  opened  fire  npon  us.  The  fire  was  returned 
with  eflect,  the  magazine  of  one  exploding.  Having  proceeded  in  on  extended 
line  u  far  as  the  obstructions  in  the  river  would  permit,  the  signal  was  made  to 
GiUow  the  movements  of  the  flag-ship,  and  the  whole  fleet  advanced  in  order, 
eoneetitrating  our  fire  on  Fort  Thompson,  mounting  thirteen  guns,  on  which 
nsted  the  enemy's  land  defences.  The  army  having,  with  great  gallantry, 
driren  them  ont  of  these  defences,  the  forts  were  abandoned. 

Sev(wal  of  our  vessels  were  slightly  injured  in  passing  the  barricades  of  piles 
and  torpedoes  which  had  been  placed  in  the  river.  The  upper  battery  having 
been  evactiated  on  the  appearance  of  the  combined  forces,  it  was  abandoned 
and  tabseqnently  blew  up.  We  now  steamed  rapidly  up  to  the  city.  The 
enemy  had  fled,  and  the  place  remained  in  our  possession.  Upon  our  approach 
KTeral  points  of  the  city  were  fired  by  the  enemy,  where  stores  had  been  ac- 
wmmWed,  Two  small  batteries,  constructed  of  cotton  bales  and  mounting  two 
pas  each,  were  also  fired  by  them.  Two  small  Bteamers  were  captured,  another 
having  been  burned. 

A  Urge  raft,  composed  of  barrels  of  pitch  and  bales  of  cotton,  which  hod 
hm  prepared  to  send  down  npon  the  fleet,  was  fired,  and,  floating  against  the 
"^rwd  bridge,  set  it  on  fire  and  destroyed  it.  In  addition  to  the  prizes,  a 
qoaotiiy  of  cotton,  pitch,  tar,  a  gunboat,  and  another  vessel  on  the  atocVa,  sev- 
*i»l  Khooners  afloat,  and  an  immense  quantity  of  arms  and  munitions  of  war 
frQ  into  our  hands.     At  about  4  p.  m.  I  sent  several  of  our  vessels  to  the  right 
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of  the  Trent  river  to  carr 
lern.

Sir  ;  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  detailed  report  of  the  attack  npon 
Newbern  ana  its  approaches  : 

I  lett  Hatteras  inlet  on  Wednesday,  March  IS,  at  7.30  a.  m.,  with  the  follow- 
ing naval  force  nuder  my  command  :  Philadelphia,  my  flag-ship,  Acting  Haaler 
8.  Reynolds  commanding;  Stars  and  Sjripes,  Lieateoant  Commanding  B. 
Werden ;  Louisiana,  Lieutenant  Commanding  A.  Uurray ;  Hetzcl,  Lieutenut 
Commanding  II.  K.  Davenport;  Delaware,  Lieutenant  Commandiiig  L.  P. 
Quackenbuah  ;  Commodore  Perry,  Lieutenant  Commanding  C.  W.  Iflnwei; 
Valley  City,  Lieutenant  Commanding  J.  C.  Chaplin;  Underwriter,  Dcutaoant 
Commanding  A.  Hopkins ;  Commodore  Barney,  Acting  Lieutenant  Command- 
ing R.  T.  Renshaw ;  Hunchback,  Acting  Lieutenant  Commanding  C  R.  Col- 
houn;  Southfield,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Commanding  C.  ^.  W.  Behmi 
Morse,  Acting  Master  Coramanding  Peter  Hayee  ;  Brincker,  Acting  Master  Com- 
manding J.  E.  Giddings ;  and  Lockwood,  Acting  Master  Commanding  G.  W. 
Graves.  By  8  a.  m.  the  naval  fleet,  together  with  the  army  transports,  weie 
steaming  rapidly  up  the  sound. 

At  1  p.  m.  we  made  Brant  island,  distant  about  twelve  miles.  At  2.10  p.  m- 
the  advance  divisions  of  the  gunboats  having  entered  the  mouth  of  Neuse  rivMi 
and  being  some  miles  in  advance  of  the  Sag-ship,  I  made  signal  to  atop,  that  the 
fleet  might  be  concentrated.  At  this  time  General  Bumside  came  alongside  the 
flag-ship,  and  requested  that  one  of  our  gunboats  might  be  sent  to  the  moalh  of 
Pamlico  river,  intelligence  having  been  received  that  two  steamers  were  in  tl«»l 
river.  To  guard  against  the  possibility  of  an  attempt  by  the  enemy  to  cot  off 
any  of  our  transport  vessels  which  might  remain  unprotected  in  the  rear  of  the 
fleet,  I  despatched  the  Lockwood  to  lay  o£F  the  mouth  of  that  nver  during  the 
night. 

At  3.40  p.  m.,  having  come  up  with  the  advance,  signal  was  made  to  "fonii 
line  ahead,"  and  the  fleet  again  moved  on,  having  now  fairly  entered  Neuse  river. 
At  5  p.  m.,  the  gunboats  being  now  far  in  advance  of  the  army  trausports  and  ia 
sightof  thcobstmctionsplacedby  theenemyintheriveroppositetotbeir  batturies,* 
small  steamer  was  discovered  about  six  mile^  ahead,  apparently  reconnoitring. 
The  Delaware  was  despatched  in  pursuit.  Failing  to  overtake  the  chase,  but 
having  driven  her  under  the  guns  of  the  batteries,  she  returned.  At  6.10  p.  ni. 
tbe  naval  fleet  came  to  anchor  io  three  columns  ofi'  Slocnm's  creek,  the  point  de- 
cided upon  for  the  debarkation  of  troops,  and  about  fifteen  miles  distant  from 
Newbeni.  Early  the  following  morning  (13tb)  I  hoisted  my  pennant  on  board 
the  Delaware.  The  Stars  and  Stripes  and  Louisiana  were  placed  on  the  west 
side  of  tbe  creek,  and  the  Hetzel  and  Valley  City  on  the  east.  At  about  8  a.iii. 
the  troops  started  from  the  transports,  and  at  the  some  time  the  gunboats,  sta- 
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timed  u  ibore,  opened  with  grape  and  ihell  on  the  point  selected  for  landing, 
tk  fire  ceasing  as  the  fiiet  brigade  landed.  At  9  a.  m.,  six  naral  boat  howit- 
■cn,  commaaded,  reapectively,  by  Acting  Master  C.  H.  Daaiela,  United  States 
tuvna  Hetzel ;  Ur.  E,  P.  Meeker,  United  States  steamer  Philadelphia;  Act- 
ing Ua«ter  J.  B.  Hamrnond,  United  States  eteamer  Hetad ;  Mr.  E.  C.  Gabandan, 
Uoited  Slates  steamer  Delaware  ;  lieutenant  Tillotson,  Union  Coast  Guard,  and 
Ijeataiant  J.  W.  B.  Hughes,  Unioa  Coast  Guard — all  under  the  command  of 
lioileDant  R.  8  McCook,  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes — were  landed  to  assist  in  the 
•lUck. 

The  Peny  was  moved  np  opposite  the  position  of  the  battery  in  the  interior 
Bear  the  railroad,  with  directjona  to  open  fire  and  nnmask  it.  The  Soutbfield 
vu  ordered  to  follow  and  take  a  position  near  the  Perry.  The  Underwriter 
vu  soon  directed  to  join  them  and  use  her  rifle  gun  only.  The  Moree  was 
Mationed  a  mile  below  these  vessels,  and  the  Commodore  Perry  and  Hunchback 
Inlow  the  Horse. 

As  soon  as  the  last  brigade  was  embarked  for  landing  I  went  up  the  river 
with  the  Delaware  to  make  a  reconnoissance  of  Fort  Dixie.  As  I  approached, 
the  battery  opened  fire,  which  was  returned,  and  the  Perry  coming  up,  a  spirited 
and  rery  effective  fire  was  kept  up  by  that  vessel  until  dark,  I  having  returned, 
at  ibc  request  of  General  Bnmeide,  to  communicate  with  him. 

Haring  despatched  the  Delaware  on  special  service,  I  returned  to  the  South- 
field,  after  having  communicated  wjth  the  general,  and  proceeded  iu  that  vessel 
to  the  Perry,  which  veasel  was  ordered  to  eease  firing,  as  the  night  had  set  in 
with  a  heavy  fog.  The  Sonthfield  and  Lockwood  were  anchored  two  miles  be- 
low Fort  Dixie,  and,  as  near  as  I  could  judge,  abreast  of  the  advanced  position 
of  our  forces,  the  Delaware  joi&ing  me  during  the  night 

At  daylight  on  the  morning  of  the  14th  the  report  of  a  gun,  supposed  to  be 
■  field-piece,  was  heard.  The  Delaware,  Hunckback,  and  Lockwood  were  im- 
nediately  ordered  to  get  under  way.  1*116  fog  being  too  dense  to  signalize,  the 
Lockwood  was  directed  to  trace  the  land  down  and  order  up  the  vessels  that  had 
heat  stationed  along  the  shore  from  our  position  to  the  point  of  debarkation. 
The  Delaware  and  Sonthfield  were  ordered  to  move  up  and  open  fire  on  Fort  Dixie. 
They  were  soon  joined  by  the  heavy  ships  from  below,  followed  by  the  more  distant 
vessels  that  had  been  guarding  Slocnm's  creek.  Beceiving  no  responac  from  Fort 
IHxie,a  boat  was  sent  ashore,  and  the  American  flag  ru^d  on  the  ramparts.  I 
then  passed  on  np  and  opened  fire  on  Fort  Ellis,  which  was  returned  until  the 
fixt  blew  up.  At  this  time  onr  troops  were  pressing  on  the  enemy's  intrench- 
BKDte  in  the  rear  of  Fort  Thompson.  I  made  signal  "  Advance  in  line  abreast," 
tloeed  np  toward  the  barriera,  and  opened  fire  on  Fort  Thompson  and  in  direc- 
tion of  ihe  sound  of  the  enemy'a  fire  iu  the  interior.  At  this  juncture  an  officer 
&0B1  General  Burneide  came  down  to  the  beach  and  informed  me  that  our  shells 
were  falling  to  the  left  and  uenr  our  own  troops.  Changed  direction  and  con- 
tinaed  to  fire,  and  advanced  closed  to  the  barriers. 

Fort  Thompson  having  nased  to  retnm  our  fire,  I  made  signal  "  Follow  my 
nwtioTiB,*'  and  advanced  through  the  first  row  of  obstrnctiona  in  "  line  ahead."  As 
we  passed  the  obstructions  our  troops  appeared  on  tbe  ramparts  of  the  fort,  wav- 
ing the  American  flag.  We  threw  a  few  shells  ioto  Fort  lAne,  but  receiving  no 
reeponse,  ordered  the  Valley  City  to  raise  tbe  American  flag  on  the  remaining 
torit,  and  passed  rapidly  up  the  river  in  "line  ahe^."  As  we  passed  up,  and 
on  opening  Trent  river,  two  batteries  were  discovered,  mounting  two  guns  each. 
Ml  the  wlurves  in  front  of  the  city ;  both,  however,  were  deserted.  Passed  up 
tie  Neoae  river,  and  opened  fire  from  the  Delaware  on  some  steamboats  that 
were  attempting  to  escape  np  the  river,  one  of  them  having  in  tow  a  schooner 
Wed  with  commissary  stores.  One  of  the  steamers  was  run  in  shore  and 
Wned ;  tbe  other  two,  together  with  the  schooner,  were  captured. 
At  about  12  m.  I  ran  the  Delaware  alongside  the  wharf,  and  informe^^^elm 
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habitants  that  we  intended  no  injniy  to  the  town.  At  thie  time  fires  broke  out 
in  several  portions  of  the  city,  it  apparently  being  the  intention  on  the  part  of 
the  enemy  to  destroy  it.  Fire  was  also  commanicated  to  a  floating  raft  in  Trent 
river  filled  with  bales  of  cotton  saturated  with  turpentine,  which  had  been  pre- 
pared to  send  down  to  the  fieet.  This  drifting  against  the  railroad  bridge,  set 
fire  to  and  burned  it. 

ITie  Louisiana  and  Barney  were  sent  to  the  Trent  side  of  the  town  in  order 
to  secure  any  pnblic  property  that  might  be  found  there.  Several  bandied 
stand  of  arms  and  other  munitions  of  war,  and  a  large  amount  of  naval  stores, 
together  with  a  lai^  three-masted  schooner,  fell  into  onr  hands.  At  3  p.  m., 
our  victorious  troops  appearing  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Trent,  the  work  of 
transportation  commenced,  and  at  sundown  the  army  was  in  full  occupancy  of 
the  city. 

The  obatmctions  in  the  river  were  very  formidable,  and  had  evidently  been 

Srepared  with  great  care.  The  lower  barrier  was  composed  of  a  series  of  piling 
riven  securely  into  the  bottom  and  cut  off  below  the  water;  added  to  this 
was  another  row  of  iron-capped  and  pointed  piles,  inclined  at  aa  angle  of  about 
45°  down  the  stream.  Near  theee  was  a  row  of  thirty  torpedoes,  contuning 
about  200  pounds  of  powder  each,  and  fitted  with  metal  fuses  connected  with 
spring  percussion  locks,  with  trigger-lines  attached  to  the  pointed  pilee.  The 
second  barrier  was  quite  as  formidable  as  the  first,  although  not  so  dangerous. 
This  was  about  a  mile  above  and  abreast  of.  Fort  Thompson,  and  consisted  of  a 
line  of  sunken  vessels,  closely  massed,  and  eheeaux  defrite,  leaving  a  very  nar- 
row pass^e  under  the  battery.  In  passing  throngh  these  obstructions  tbe 
Perry  struck  one  of  the  iron  stakes  and  carried  the  head  of  it  off,  sticking  in 
her  bottom.  The  Barney  had  a  hole  six  inches  long  cnt  in  her,  and  the  Stan 
and  Stripes  was  also  injured ;  but  fortunately  the  torpedoes  failed  to  serve  the 
enemy's  purpose. 

The  forts,  six  in  number,  (exclusive  of  those  on  the  Trent,)  were  well-con- 
stracted  earthworks,  vaiying  in  distance  apart  from  one-half  mile  to  one  mile  and 
a  half,  and  mounting,  in  all,  thirty-two  guns,  ranging  &am  32-pounders  to  80- 
ponndere,  rifled,  all  m  barbate,  with  the  exception  of  one  casemated  fort,  mooal- 
mg  two  guns. 

I  forward  herewith  the  report  of  Lieutenant  McOook,  commanding  the  navil 
battery  in  the  battle  of  Newbern.  The  conduct  of  this  officer,  as  also  of  the 
officers  in  command  of  the  guns  and  their  crews,  is  worthy  of  all  prwse.  The  list 
of  killed  and  wounded  in  this  little  command,  amounting  to  less  than  50  all  told, 
will  show  that  where  the  hottest  of  the  fire  was  there  they  were.  It  again  be- 
comes my  pleasing  duty  to  bear  testimony  to  the  gallant  bearing  of  the  com- 
.inandera  of  the  different  vessels,  their  officers  and  crews.  I  must  beg  leave  to 
express  my  grateftil  thanks  for  the  able  manner  in  which  I  have  been  supported 
by  them.  I  am  happy  to  add  that  no  casoalties  occurred  on  board  the  vessels 
ander  my  command  during  the  engagement.

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Id  obedience  to  your  order  of  tbe  13th,  I  took  comnund  of  the  naval  batteiy 

vt  tix  bowiizere,  and  on  the  morning  of  that  day  landed  with  the  advance  of 
tbt  may  at  Slocnm'a  creek.  I  was  placed  in  the  brigade  and  nnder  the  ordeiB 
of  Gfoend  Foster,  and  at  once  moved  forward  -to  join  him.  The  roads  were 
TOT  heavy,  and  in  some  places  almost  impassable,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the 
Mrinance  which  was  cheerlHilly  rendered  me  by  tlie  anny,  the  pieces  contd 
never  have  gone  forward.  We  marched  steadily  forward  till  9  o'clock  at  night, 
lod  then  halted  to  resL  At  —  a.  m.  of  the  14th  we  again  moved  forward,  and 
il  3  a.  m.  reported  to  General  Bnmside,  who  ordered  us  to  halt. 

At  dayUght  we  resnmed  oar  march.  At  about  7  a.  m.  General  Bumside 
ordered  me  to  take  a  position  in  front  of  the  left  of  the  enemy's  works.  I  moved 
the  battery  forward  to  the  edge  of  the  cleared  apace  and  lieployed  it  to  the  left 
of  ibe  coanty  road,  opening  nre  at  once  with  shell  and  shrapnel  at  a  distance  of 
■boot  dz  handred  yards.  Opposed  to  ns  and  behind  the  breastworks  was  a 
batlny  of  eleven  field-pieces  (six  of  which  paid  particnlar  attention  to  ns)  and 
anninberof  riflemen,  who  annoyed  us  excessively  whenever  the  smoke  wonld 
lift  clear  of  our  gnns.  In  attempting  to  drive  these  latter  from  the  breastwork 
I  advanced  the  battery  some  distance,  firing  canister,  but  was  compelled  to  fall 
back  to  my  original  position,  after  having  one  gun  disabled,  an  officer  and  several 
nwi  wounded,  and  one  killed. 

For  an  honr  and  a  half  we  matnt^ed  onr  position  nnder  a  heavy  fire  of 
sbell,  grape,  and  masketrTi  when  a  gallant  cbai^  by  onr  troops  cleared  the 
enemy  from  the  breastwork.  I  at  once  moved  forward  into  the  work  with  three 
of  my  pieces  and  all  my  remaining  anununition.  General  Foster  then  ordered 
me  forward  with  a  portion  of  bis  origadf.  When  we  bad  arrived  within  two 
bondred  yards  of  the  railroad  a  detached  body  of  the  enemy  appeared  in  sight ; 
the  guns  were  at  ODce  prepared  for  actioD,  and  pointed  toward  a  cleared  spot 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  railroad,  that  the  enemy  seemed  to  be  making  for. 
A^  ihey  came  into  this  open  space  I  gave  the  order  to  fire,  but,  before  the  order 
eonld  be  executed.  Acting  Master  Hammond  rashly  dashed  forward  in  front  of 
the  gong  and  demanded  their  surrender.  This  demand  they  complied  with,  by 
throwing  down  their  arms  and  holding  up  their  hands  iu  token  of  submission. 
The  prisoDere  proved  to  be  Colonel  Avery  and  a  portion  of  his  command,  the 
25lh  North  Carolina  regiment ;  they  had  been  driven  from  the  rifle  pits  by  our 
troops,  and  were  endeavoring  to  make  their  escape.  From  this  point  I  was 
ordered  down  the  railroad  to  Newbem.  Obtaining  two  cars,  1  placed  my  guns 
■pon  them,  and  reached  the  burning  bridge  to  find  our  navy  in  possession  of 
the  citj,  and  the  gunboats  transporting  the  troops  across  the  river. 

The  cheerfulness  with  which  the  brave  men  under  my  command  draped 
tbeir  guns  through  the  heavy  roads,  part  of  the  time  exposed  to  a  drenching 
nin,  and  (he  gallant  nunner  in  which  they  sustained  the  heavy  fire  of  the 
<:Demy,  is  worthy  of  all  pruse.  I  would  especially  call  your  attention  to  the 
g^Uant  conduct  of  Orderly  Sergeant  J.  Mcudenhall,  company  B,  Unkin  Coast 
Gutd;  Seamen  James  Judge,  George  H.  Mansell,  John  Williams,  Charles  Fat- 
tcnoa,  and  Ordinary  Seaman  Duncan  Douglass.  These  men,  with  the  excep- 
luQ  of  Mendenball,  acted  as  captains  of  guns,  and,  from  tbeir  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  howitzers,  were  of  great  service.  The  conduct  of  my  officers  was 
*11  that  I  could  wish.  Acting  Masters  Daniels  and  Hammond,  of  the  Hctzel, 
Rodered  me  most  valuable  aid ;  one  enn  in  each  of  their  sections  was  in  charge 
of  E.P.  Meeker,  of  the  flag-ship,  ana  E.  G.  Gabandan,  of  the  Delaware.  To 
their  eoolnesB  and  courage  all  can  testify.  The  gun  in  charge  of  Lieutenant 
Baghes,  of  company  B,  Union  Coast  Guard,  suffered  severely,  and  was  finally 
"i^ted.  During  a  portion  of  the  engagement  be  loaded  the  gnn  himself,  nntil 
'■tied  away  wonnded.  Mr.  Daniels  made  an  attempt  to  carry  forward  two  of 
"■e  captured  pieces,  but,  after  dragging  them  some  distance,  they  stuck  fast  in  the 
ipud.    Lieatenant  Tillolaon,  of  tie  Coast  Guatd,  after  firing  away  all  hia  an»- 
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mnnition,  left  his  B«ctiou,  and,  I  have  since  learned,  was  picked  np  bj  the  re- 
treating enemy. 

On  going  into  action  I  diecovered  that  B(»ue  of  the  men  had  straggled  off, 
leaving  me  about  fifty  men  to  fight  the  gtina.  Among  these,  I  regret  ta  repoit 
the  following  casnalties :

Sir:   lieutenant  Commanding   Alurray  returned  from  Washington,  North 
Carolina,  this  morning.    His  report  of  his  visit  to  that  place  is  herewith  encloB«d- 
I  have  to  regret  that  the  lens  has  not  yet  been  ictomeol    The  authorities  asnucd 
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Capttin  Mairay  that  the  lens  was  taken  away  without  their  knowledge  or  con- 
KDt  ind  earned  to  Tarboro'  in  a  little  steamboat.  I  pnrpoee  holding  the 
iDlbniliet  reeponeible  for  the  retnra  of  the  lenB  before  I  promise  protection  to 
tbf  inhibitantfl.  It  may  be  a  matter  of  policy  not  to  enforce  this  demand  if 
ntif&etMy  proof  oifen  that  the  authorities  had  no  knowledge  of  the  removal 
of  the  len«;  bnt  I  ehall,  if  possible,  ascertain  the  guilty  parties,  and  take  all  the 
property  I  can  find  that  will  reimbarse  the  government.  I  shall,  of  coureei 
CMienlt  with  General  Bumaide  on  this  point. 

Tbe  poUtical  sentimente  of  the  inhabitants  of  Washington  are  divided,  but 
tbe  rcceptian  given  our  people  is  more  hopeful  than  any  we  have  yet  witnessed 
m  these  walets.  The  rabid  secessionists  proclaimed  that  we  intended  to  bum 
the  town,  and  this  fear  alone  may  induce  many  to  seem  what  they  are  not.  I 
thall  ioBtitnte  a  secret  inquiry  into  the  antecedents  of  the  authorities  and  remain- 
ing inhahitants,  uid  if  1  find  they  are  not  in  reality  what  they  seem,  (good 
Unicm  men  at  heart,)  I  shall  treat  them  with  less  consideration.  For  the  present 
I  shall  keep  a  strict  blockade  of  the  river  and  town,  and  shape  my  course  as 
cirnmutaDces  may  seem  best  for  the  interest  of  my  government. 

From  the  best  information  obtained,  the  enemy  commenced  dismantling  hia 
tarts  below  Washington  before  I  reached  here,  and  redoubled  hta  haste  on  my 
■nival  in  this  river.  So  far  as  I  can  leam,  nearly  all  the  military  atorea  and 
miuiitiona  were  destroyed  or  carried  off,  and  the  naval  stores  and  cotton  belong- 
ing to  individualH  burned.  Of  the  two  gunboats  on  the  stocks,  one,  intended 
to  monnt  six  guns,  was  launched  and  carried  up  the  river  out  of  sight,  and  was 
bused  the  night  our  fbrcee  arrived,  as  stated  by  reliable  authority,  The  other 
gvabost  of  less  size  remained  on  die  stocks,  and  was  sawn  in  pieces  by  our 
pe(f  le.  assisted  by  the  authorities,  to  prevent  her  destruction  by  fire,  which 
wonld  have  endangered  the  town.

SlB:  In  obedience  to  your  orders  of  the  SOth  instant,  I  proceeded  to  this  place 
wriringat  the  "  obstruction  s,"  about  five  miles  below,  on  the  morning  of  the 
Sin.  The  naval  column  consisted  of  tliis  vessel,  the  Delaware,  Lieutenant 
Ci»i)mtndiDg  Qnackenbnsh,  and  the  Commodore  Ferry,  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Flnfser.  We  were  accompanied  to  the  "obstructions"  by  the  steamer  AdmiraH 
amy  transport,  with  eight  companies  of  the  24th  regiment  Massachnaetts  vol- 
DDMert  (Colonel  Stevens)  and  a  small  tug'boat. 

ffe  met  with  no  resistance,  the  batteries  having  been  abandoned  and  their 
*ni«nient  removed.  By  blasting  and  other  processes  we  aoon  forced  a  channel 
ihrongh  tbe  piles,  thongh  they  had  been  driven  very  deep  (in  triple  rows)  and 
"It  off  three  feet  below  the  surface.  At  11  o'clock  a.  m.  we  arrived  abreaet  tbe 
town,  the  Delaware  bringing  from  the  transport  the  field  officers,  two  companies, 
»aJ  the  r^mental  band.  The  authorities,  with  many  of  the  citizens,  met  ua  on 
the  wharf,  where  I  briefly  explained  to  them  tbe  object  of  our  viait.  The  military 
then  formed,  and  we  proceeded  to  the  court-houae,  where,  with  all  the  ceremoniea, 
■chniBted  the  ftag  of  our  Union.  The  troops  returned  to  the  Delaware  with 
Dibtoken  ranks. 
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1  toaaA,  on  fiutber  consultation  with  the  authoritiei,  on  whom  I  had  nude  1117 
demand  for  the  restoration  of  the  Hatteras  light  propertji  that  anderlyiog  u 
apparent  acquiescence  of  the  people  of  the  town  and  neighoorhood  in  petimttinc 
the  building  of  gunboats  and  the  construction  of  batteries  to  repel  the  fedenl 
forces,  was  a  deep-rooted  affection  for  the  old  Union  and  not  a  little  animosity 
to  its  enemies,  the  latter  element  not  being  diminished  b;  the  importatioii  1^ 
troops  from  a  distant  State.  The  result  of  this  etata  of  affairs  was  M  be 
anticipated — the  abandonment  of  its  defences  by  the  troops,  followed  bjr  the 
destruction  of  what  remained  of  confederate  property  by  the  people. 

The  launclied  gunboat  bad  been  towed  seTcral  miles  up  the  river,  loaded  villi 
turpentine,  and  fired  the  night  ot  our  arrival.  A  few  hundred  bushels  of  meal 
and  com  left  in  the  commissary  store  was  distributed  to  the  poor  by  my  oidera. 
The  most  valuable  part  of  the  Hatteras  light  property,  the  lenses,  have  bees 
taken  to  Tarboro',  but  I  have  hopes  of  their  recovery  through  the  inetramenUlitj 
of  the  people  of  Washington.  The  rest  of  the  property  ia  secured  with  chaiuKl 
buoys  and  moorings. 

In  addition  to  the  batteries  on  either  side  of  the  "  obstmctions,"  the  enemT 
had  thrown  up  breastworks  east  of  the  town  and  joining,  extending  half  a  mile. 
They  also  hud  fortified  their  camp,  which  commanded  the  high  roao.  A  sketd 
of  the  river  from  the  "obstructions"  to  the  bridge  above  the  town,  is  enclosed; 
it  includes  all  the  fortifications. — (See  original.)  The  woods  and  awamps  in  ibid 
and  Hyde  county  are  represented  as  being  alive  with  refugees  from  the  dnil. 
Many  of  them,  encouragea  by  our  presence,  came  in.  They  are  deep  and  bitta 
in  their  denunciations  of  the  secession  heresy,  and  promise  a  regiment  if  callri 
upon  to  aid  in  the  restoration  of  the  flag. 

If  this  expedition  has  not  as  yet  been  fruitful  in  profitable  reenlts,  its  fhtnre 

Sromises  weD.  The  place  should  not  be  neglected ;  it  could  soon  be  refortifiei 
le  guns  being  traceable  only  as  &r  aa  Tarboro'.  In  caae  our  force  is  too  limittd 
to  permit  of  a  division  for  the  purpose  of  holding  poseession,  periodical  viciB 
at  least  should  be  made.  We  have  been  delayed  two  days  in  consequence  «< 
low  water,  the  Commodore  Perry  being  aground.

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  yonr  orders  of  the  2d,  (by  some  delay  not  sent  to 
me  until  the  3a,)  I  proceeded  to  Washington,  North  Carolina,  arriving  at  tkt 
obstructions  below  on  the  evening  of  the  latter  day,  where  I  found  the  DeU- 
ware  and  Brincker. 

On  the  morning  of  the  4th  I  went  up  to  the  town,  in  company  with  the  Dell- 
ware,  and  put  myself  in  communication  with  some  of  our  friends.  I  leuned 
that  Mr.  Bespice,  the  mayor,  had  been  taken  out  of  his  bed  the  night  befoit 
and  carried  off;  that  a  detachment  of  cavalry  was  in  the  neighborhood  for  iBe 
purpose  of  arresting  the  Union  men,  and  in  consetjnence  moat  of  the  respecttUe 
people  had  left  town  for  the  woods,  a  reign  of  terror  prevailing.  The  report 
that  the  confederate  army  waa  marching  from  Kiniton  on  Newbem  is  aot 
fully  sustained. 

I  returned  over  the  ohetTuctions  before  night,  and  proceeded  to  visit  and 
finally  to  destroy,  by  "  blasting"  and  "  fire,"  a  fortification  partially  masked, 
which  ap  to  the  present  time  had  escaped  our  observation.  It  was  a  formidable 
.  afiair,  with  barrack  accommodationa  for  a  thousand  troops,  situated  on  the  rifbi 
bank,  about  two  miles  below  the  obBtmctious.  I  also  visited  the  Albemarle,  io 
company  with  the  commanding  officers,  engineers,  and  carpenters.  She  wu 
pronounced  a  total  loss,  and  I  ordered  her  destruction.  She  was  on  fire  when 
we  left.  I  think  the  disaster  to  the  Albemarle  the  result  of  negligence  or 
incapacity.  I  send  yon  confederate  dates  to  the  31st  March,  and  remain,  very

8lB :  I  beg  leave  to  anhmit  the  following  detailed  report  of  my  proceedings 
in  Albemarle  sotuid : 

At  about  3  p.  m.  on  the  9th  instant  I  entered  Albemarle  sound  with  the 
ftoliUa  ander  my  command,  consisting  of  the  Louisiana,  Lientenont  Commanding 
Uorray;  Hetzel,  Lientenant  Commanding  Davenport ;  Underwriter,  Lientenant 
ComniandiDg  Jeffers ;  Delaware,  (my  flag-sbip,)  Lieutenant  Commandbg  Quock- 
enhmhi  Commodore  Perry,  Lteuteoant  Commanding  Flusser;  Valley  City, 
Lientenant  Commanding  Chaplin;  Morse,  Acting  Master  Hays;  Seymour,  Act- 
ing Uasi«r  Wella  ;  Whitehead,  Acting  Master  French ;  Lockwoi^d,  Acting  Mas- 
ter Graves ;  Ceres,  Acting  Master  JtfcDiarmid ;  Shawaheen,  Acting  Master 
Woodward;  Brinker,  Acting  Master  Giddings;  and  Fntnam,  Acting  Master 
HotehkisB. 

As  the  flotilU  passed  into  the  sound  the  smoke  of  two  rebel  steamers  was 
reported  close  in  towud  the  opposite  shore,  these  steamers  apparently  heading 
for  Pasquotank  river.  I  made  signal  to  chase,  and  steered  to  cut  off  the  enemy, 
hat  he  succeeded  in  entering  the  river,  and,  as  night  was  closing  on  us,  I  ordered 
the  chase  to  discontinue.  The  flotilla  steamed  slowly  over  the  bar  and  up  the 
Puqaotank  river  to  within  ten  miles  of  Fort  Cobb,  out  Cobb's  Point,  where  at 
%S  p.  m.  we  anchored  for  the  sight. 

1  then  called  on  board  the  commissioned  officers  in  command,  and  informed 
tbm  that  the  vessels  of  the  enemy  were  either  drawn  up  behind  bis  battery  on 
Cobb's  Point  or  had  made  thoir  escape  through  the  canal  to  Norfolk.  I  reminded 
tbemof  onr  embarrassment  with  regard  to  ammunition,  having  but  twenty  rounds 
fiu  etch  gnn,  and  proposed  to  organize  the  force  in  such  a  manner  as  to  answer 
the  double  purpose  of  a  close  reconnoissance  in  force,  to  be  converted  into  an 
attack  if  I  deemed  it  prudent  It  was  positively  enjoined  upon  tbem  not  to  fire 
a  angle  shot  until  the  order  was  given,  and,  in  order  further  to  economize  am 
manition,  1  directed  that  each  vessel,  as  she  approached  the  enemy,  should  run 
iun  down  and  engage  him  hand  to  hand.  With  this  uuderstandiDg  these  noble 
■pints  letumed  to  their  respective  ships  to  await  the  events  of  the  morrow. 

At  daylight  on  the  momine  of  the  lOth  the  flotilla  weighed  anchor  and 
fona«d  in  the  order  prescribed,  the  Underwriter,  Perry,  Morse,  and  Delaware 
in  tdvance  to  reconnoitre,  with  the  little  Ceres  on  their  right  flank,  followed  by 
I  of  the  force,  ted  in  order  by  the  Louisiana  and  Hetzel.  the  ValW, 
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City  and  Whitehead  being  under  orders  to  leave  the  lines  as  soon  as  the  battwr 
had  been  passed  hy  the  lotilla  and  attack  it  in  reverse.  In  this  mannei  we 
proceeded  at  moderate  speed  np  the  river. 

At  8.30  a.  m.  the  enemy's  steamers  were  discovered  drawn  up,  as  I  antid- 
pated,  behind  the  battery,  which  mounted  four  heavy  SS-poundere,  tinder  cnm- 
ntand  of  Commodore  Lynch  in  pereon,  and  was  supported  by  the  schooner  Black 
Warrior,  moored  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  and  armed  with  two  besTV 
32-poiinder8.  The  enemy^s  line  appeared  to  be  drawn  ap  diagonally  across  and 
np  the  river  in  front  of  the  town,  his  right  resting  on  the  battery.  When  witUn 
long  range,  the  enemy  opened  fire  from  the  battery,  and  the  Black  Warrior, 
followed  by  the  steamers,  with  their  80-pounder  and  12-pounder  rifles.  Our 
force,  however,  moved  ou  silently  and  steadily,  shot  and  shell  passing  over  the 
vessels  in  advance,  and  falling  thick  and  fast  among  the  vessels  in  the  msin 
colnnme.  When  within  three-quarters  of  a  mile  of  the  battery,  I  made  signal 
''  Daah  at  the  enemy  I"  Our  fire  was  then  opened  with  telling  efiect,  and  miT 
vessels  put  to  their  utmost  speed. 

The  enemyseemed  to  become  demoralized  at  this  unexpected  and  determined 
movement.  The  Black  Warrior  was  set  on  fire  and  destroyed  by  her  officers  and 
crew;  the  fort  was  abandoned  as  the  head  of  onr  column  passed  it ;  adashwu 
then  made  at  the  enemy  drawn  up  inside.  The  Ferry,  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Flusser,  took  the  flag-ship  Sea  Bird  in  gallant  style,  running  her  down  and 
sinking  her — making  prisoners  of  her  officers  and  crew.  The  Underwriter  made 
to  cut  off  the  retreat  of  the  Beaufort.  The  Ceres  ran  ahead  and  took  possessioo 
of  the  Ellis.  Some  of  tlic  crew  of  the  Ellis,  in  making  their  escape  on  ebore, 
were  killed  and  wonnded  by  our  musketry.  Among  the  wounded  was  Midship- 
man Jackson,  who  was  taken  on  board  the  Hetzel,  where  he  received  every 
possible  care  and  attention.  He  survived  but  a  few  honrs,  and  was  bnried  widi 
all  the  honora  due  his  rank.  The  Delaware  boarded  and  hauled  down  the  rebel 
flag  of  the  Fanny,  which  had  been  deserted  and  set  on  fire. 

Passing  np  the  river  to  the  city  with  three  or  four  of  the  vessels,  we  ran  them 
alongside  the  wharves.  A  battery  of  field  artillery  was  seen  making  a  baslv 
retreat  down  the  street.  A  party  of  oar  people  passi^  through  the  streeU 
came  suddenly  on  a  mounted  artillety  officer  of  the  Wise  Legion,  who,  in 
obedience  to  orders  from  General  Henningeen,  was  compelling  the  defencelpu 
people  to  set  fire  to  the  houses.  Several  houses  were  set  on  fire  before  he  wu 
arrested  and  brought  to  me.  I  immediately  ordered  all  our  people  on  board 
their  respective  ships,  and  that  no  visitors  between  shore  and  ships  should  be' 
permitted.  Some  of  the  defenceless  inhabitante,  men  and  women,  came  to  tbe 
wharf  to  implore  me  to  save  their  houses  and  property  from  destraction;  but  I 
refused  to  allow  a  man  to  move,  knowing  that  if  I  acceded  to  their  reqaeets  we 
would  be  charged  with  vandalism,  as  incendiaries.  No  other  houses  weie  de- 
stroyed besides  those  set  on  fire  under  the  direction  of  Lieutenant  Scrogge,  of 
the  Wise  Legion. 

The  commissary  storehouse  was  broken  open  by  my  orders,  and  a  supply  of 
fresh  beef,  bread,  and  flour  taken  from  it.  The  confederate  steamer  FoneA, 
which  had  been  disabled  in  the  action  of  the  7th  instant,  together  with  a  gnu- 
boat  on  the  stocks,  and  another  vessel  of  lighter  ftamc,  were  burnt  at  the  ship- 
yard, I  sent  competent  engineers  to  destroy  the  machinery,  boilers,  and  railway. 
This  done,  T  withdrew  all  my  vessels  to  Cobb's  Point,  where  efforts  had  been 
made  by  other  vessels  of  the  flotilla  to  save  the  Fanny  and  Black  Warrior,  but 
in  both  cases  the  fire  had  too  much  headway  to  be  subdued.  The  latter  vessel 
had  on  board  at  the  time  a  lai^  amount  of  provisions,  clotbing,  and  other  stor« 
for  the  use  of  the  enemy's  sqaadron.  The  three  following  cwys  were  devoted 
to  the  destruction  of  the  machinery  of  the  Fanny  and  Sea  Bird,  and  the  re- 
covery of  their  armament  and  such  ordnance  stores  as  could  be  fished  up. 
^eaLwhile  LieLtenant  Commanding  Flusser  was  intrusted  with  the  dnty  of 
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MiBpIetmg  tbe  destraction  of  th«  fort  at  Cobb's  Point,  which  duty  he  efficiently 
peribniied,  bringing  oEf  k  qnantit;  of  powder,  powder- tanks,  projectilee,  Six.,  &c. ; 
•n  1^  which  came  from  the  navy  yard  at  Norfolk. 

In  tin  evening  of  tbe  11th  instant  I  despatched  Lieutenant  GoTnmsndtng 
Homy  with  a  small  force,  consisting  of  the  Louisiana,  Underwriter,  Commodore 
Peiry,  and  Lockwood,  to  Edenton  to  make  a  reconaotsance,  with  ordera  if  he 
round  no  fort  there  to  communicate  with  the  aathorities  and  destroy  all  the 
poblic  property,  but  to  scmpuloasly  respect  that  belonging  to  private  individuals. 
This  duty  Xienteiuuit  Commanding  Murray  performed  with  his  usual  ability, 
taking  possession  of  the  town,  qnieting  the  apprehensions  of  the  inhabitants, 
putting  to  flight  a  body  of  artillery,  destroying  eight  cannon  and  a  vessel  on  the 
slocks,  and  captaring  two  schooners. 

Immediately  on  the  return  of  the  force  from  Edenton  I  despatched  the  Louisi- 
ana, Underwriter,  Lockwood,  Whitehead,  and  Shawsheen,  with  prize  schooners 
in  tow,  to  obstruct  the  Chesapeake  and  Albemarle  canals,  the  expedition  being 
under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Murray.  The  Louisiana  and 
I'nderwriter  came  to  an  anchor  outside  the  bar  off  the  North  river,  while  Lieu- 
tenant Commanding  Jcffers  ascended  to  the  mouth  of  the  canal  with  the  Lock- 
wood,  Whitehead,  and  Shawsheen.  He  arrived  just  in  time  to  hurry  the  retreat 
of  General  Wise,  who  was  falling  back  frQUi  Nag's  Head.  The  duty  of  ob- 
nmcting  the  canal  was  performed  with  the  characteristic  zeal  and  discretion  of 
ihta  officer.  I  refer  you  to  his  report,  together  with  that  of  Lieutenant  Com- 
nunding  Uarray. 

In  congratulating  yon  upon  the  result  of  these  expeditions,  which  appears  to 
me  to  have  effectn^ly  demonstrated  to  these  people  the  strength  and  determina- 
tion of  onr  government,  I  am  happy  in  having  no  complaint  to  make — with  zeal, 
gallantry,  and  efficiency  each  column  was  led  and  each  ship  bandied.  Tbe  pro- 
gnnune  determined  apon  the  evening  before  was  carried  out  to  tbe  very  letter. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  one  incident  of  the  engagement, 
>liich  reflects  mnch  credit  npon  a  quarter-gunner  of  the  Valley  City,  and  for 
vhich  Congrcas  has  provided  rewards  in  the  shape  of  medals.  A  shot  had 
pined  through  her  magasine  and  exploded  in  a  locker  beyond,  containing  fire- 
wniki.  Her  commander,  lieutenant  Commanding  Chaplin,  went  there  to  aid 
in  enppiessing  tbe  fire,  where  he  found  John  Davis,  quarter-gunner,  seated,  with 
fommendablc  coolness,  OS  an  open  barrel  of  powder,  as  the  only  means  to  keep 
tbe  fire  ont, 

I  forward  herewith  the  reports  of  the  commanding  officers.

Sir  :  In  accordance  witb  yonr  request,  I  beg  leave  to  aubmit  the  foUowing 
report: 

Leaving  this  anchorage  on  Sunday,  the  9th  instant,  in  company  with  the  mt 
of  the  light  squadron,  we  stood  up  Albemarle  sound,  and  towards  evening  mt 
some  of  the  enemy's  steamers,  wbich  were  pursued  into  the  Pasquotank  rivet, 
where  we  anchored  about  three  miles  iuside. 

At  a  little  before  7  o'clock  the  next  morning,  got  under  way  and  stood  i^i  the 
river,  presently  discovering  the  rebel  flotilla  awaiting  our  approach  above  afbor- 
gun  battery  on  Cobb's  Point. 

The  position  in  the  column  assigned  to  the  Hetzel  was  such  that  it  was  not 
practicable,  in  this  narrow  stream,  to  fire  at  the  enemy's  steamers  without  en- 
dangering the  lives  of  our  companions;  but  we  managed  to  get  two  shots  at  the 
battery  and  one  at  an  armed  schooner — the  missiles  of  our  opponents  iklling 
thick  and  fast  around  us. 

At  9.10  a.  m.  answered  general  signal,  "make  a  dash  at  the  enemy!"  In 
fifteen  minutes  from  this  time  the  afiair  was  finished,  the  battery  deserted,  and 
the  flotilla  burnt,  sunk,  captured,  or  put  to  flight.  At  9.45  a.  m.  received  oo 
board,  for  surgical  assistance.  Acting  Midshipman  Wm.  C.  Jackson,  aged  18, 
mortally  wounded  while  making  his  way  to  the  shore  from  the  captured  steanxr 
Ellis.  He  died  at  10  p.  m.,  and  was  buried  on  shore  the  next  morning  with  ill 
possible  Holemnities.  At  11.30  a.  m.  anchored  off  the  battery,  and  sent  Liea- 
tenant  Franklin  with  armed  boat's  crew  to  assist  in  its  destruction. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  coolness  snd 
gallant  condnct  of  all  under  my  command,  who  vied  with  one  another  in  the 
steady  and  faithful  performance  of  their  duty.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  yon  the  following  report : 

On  the  9th  instant,  at  8.30  p.  m.,  the  United  States  naral  flotilla,  conBi8tiiu> 
of  fourteen  armed  ateamers  under  your  command,  weighed  anchor  for  Klisabeth 
CHy.  Late  in  the  afternoon  two  rebel  steamers  were  discovered  standing  for 
EKubcth  City.  The  United  States  steamer  Lockwood  with  this  vessel  imme- 
diately gave  chase,  but  darkness  prevented  oar  overtaking  them.  At  8  p.  m 
the  flotiSa  came  to  anchor,  distant  about  fonrteen  miles  from  Elizabeth  City. 

On  the  morning  of  the  10th,  at  fi  a.  m.,  signal  was  made  from  this  ship  for  the 
flotilla  to  get  under  weigh,  and  at  8  a.  m.,  when  standing  on  our  course,  die- 
eorered  the  enemy's  gunboats,  consisting  of  seven  steiuaere  and  one  armed 
ichooner  of  two  guns,  a  fine  battery  on  our  left  of  four  guos,  and  one  gun  in  the 
olT  &cing  us.  When  within  range,  signal  was  made,  in  accordance  to  the 
onen  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  flotilla,  to  "  make  a  dash  at  the  enemy," 
vluch  signal  was  again  repeated  within  six  hundred  yards  of  the  enemy,  at  the 
unie  thae  terrible  execntion  with  onr  guns,  and  filling  the  air  with  shot  and 
iheH 

At  9.25  a.  m..  precisely  nineteen  mtnates  &om  the  time  the  first  gun  was  fired, 
the  schooner  strack  her  colors,  and  was  found  to  be  on  fire.  About  the  same 
time  the  rebel  flag  on  the  battery  at  Cobb's  Point  was  taken  down  and  waved 
hy  (he  garrison  ;  whereupon  fhe  rebel  gunboats,  with  two  exceptions,  ran  close 
in  shore,  and  were  instantaneonsly  set  on  fire  and  abandoned  by  their  crews, 
mne  of  whom  escaped  in  boats,  and  othere,  jumpii^  overboard,  swam  and 
waded  to  the  shore. 

I  now  gave  the  order  to  my  acting  aid.  Assistant  Paymaster  F.  B.  Curtis,  to 
We  the  cutter  manned,  and  bring  off  a  rebel  flag  for  Commander  Bowan,  which 
*•!  flying  on  board  the  rebel  steamer  Fanny.  J.  H.  Bayroond,  acting  master's 
■■■U^  together  with  a  part  of  his  division,  jumped  into  the  boat  with  F.  B. 
'^■rtis,  and  boarded  the  steamer  Fanny,  which  waa  at  the  time  on  fire,  haaled 
do*D  the  rebel  flag,  and  then  proceeded  on  shore  to  the  battery,  being  the  fint.

Sib  :  I  have  tbe  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report : 
On  the  9th  instant,  at  S.30  p.  m„  the  United  States  naval  flotilla,  consisting 
of  fonrteen  armed  Bteamers  under  your  command,  weighed  anchor  for  Elisabeth 
City.     Ldte  in  the  afternoon  two  rebel  steamers  were  discovered  standing  for 
Elisabeth  City.     The  United  States  steamer  Lockwood  with  this  vessel  imme- 
diately gave  chase,  bnt  darkness  prevented  our  overtaking  them.     At  8  p.  m 
tbe  flotiUa  came  to  anchor,  distant  about  fourteen  miles  from  Elizabeth  Oity. 

On  the  morning  of  the  10th,  at  6  a.  m.,  signal  was  made  from  this  ship  for  the 
flotills  to  get  under  weigh,  and  at  8  a.  m.,  when  standing  on  our  course,  dis- 
covered the  enemy's  gunboats,  consisting  of  seven  st&uners  and  one  armed 
schooner  of  two  guns,  a  fine  battery  on  ottr  left  of  four  guns,  and  one  gun  in  the 
citT  &eing  us.  When  within  range,  signal  was  made,  in  accordance  to  the 
orders  of  Uie  conunaitdiag  officer  of  the  flotilla,  to  "  make  a  dash  at  the  enemy," 
which  signal  was  again  repeated  within  six  hundred  yards  of  the  enemy,  at  the 
■ane  time  terrible  execation  with  our  guns,  and  fiUing  the  air  with  shot  and 
■helL 

At  9.25  a.  m.,  precisely  nineteen  minutes  from  the  time  the  first  gim  was  fired, 
the  schooner  stmck  her  colors,  and  was  found  to  be  on  fire.  About  the  same 
time  tbe  rebel  flag  on  the  battery  at  Cobb's  Point  was  taken  down  and  waved 
by  the  garrison ;  wherenpon  the  rebel  gunboats,  with  two  exceptions,  ran  close 
in  shore,  and  were  instantaneously  set  on  fire  and  abandoned  by  their  crews, 
some  of  whom  escaped  in  boats,  and  others,  jumping  overboard,  swam  and 
waded  to  the  shore. 

I  now  gave  the  order  to  my  acting  aid.  Assistant  Paymaster  F.  B.  Curtis,  to 
have  the  cutter  manned,  and  bring  off  a  rebel  flag  for  Commander  Bowan,  which 
was  flying  on  board  the  rebel  steamer  Fanny.  J,  H.  Baymond,  acting  master's 
DMtB,  tc^ether  with  a  part  of  his  division,  jumped  into  the  boat  with  F.  B. 
CntH,  uid  hoarded  the  steamer  Fanny,  which  was  at  the  time  on  fire,  hanled 
don  the  rebel  flag,  and  then  proceeded  on  shore  to  tbe  batt«ry,  being  the  first 
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to  land,  when  the  etare  and  stripes  were  planted  hy  Mr.  Raymond,  amidst  tre- 
mendouB  checrins;  from  the  flotilla;  after  which,  in  obedience  to  a  recall,  they 
retnmed  on  board  this  vessel,  which  was  moored  to  the  wharf  at  Elizabeth  City 
at  9.4d  a.  m. ;  thas  ending  out  of  the  shortest  and  most  brilliant  engagenuou 
that  haa  occurred  dnring  this  nnfortunate  civil  war. 

Too  tnnch  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  the  officers  and  men  attachad  ta  thii 
Teasel  for  their  gallant  conduct  during  the  action  of  the  IDth  instant.  Gretl 
credit  is  due  to  our  pilot,  Nassa  S.  Williams,  for  invaluable  services  rendered 
dnring  the  engagement.

Sir  :  In  the  action  of  the  lOth  iuBtant,  at  Cobb's  Point  battery,  the  battery, 
schooner,  and  steamers  opened  fire  on  ns  abont  8  a.  m.  About  8.15  we  com- 
menced to  return  it,  firing  at  the  battery  and  8ea  Bird  alone.  After  paesing 
the  battery,  we  fired  only  at  the  Sea  Bird.  We  ran  her  down,  and  took  her 
officers  and  crew  prisoners.  In  the  collision  the  riug-stonper  of  the  anchor  wu 
snapped,  and  the  anchor  went  to  the  bottom,  which  accident,  together  with  the 
delay  occaeioucd  by  receiving  on  board  the  prisoners,  prevented  us  from  making 
another  capture.  While  engaged  in  receiving  the  prisoners,  ten  of  the  enemj'e 
small  steamers  ran  around  very  close  to,  firing  at  us  with  musketry,  by  which 
two  of  my  men  were  killed  and  an  officer  wounded.  The  vessel  was  not 
struck  by  shot  or  shell.  We  fired  fii^n  shells,  the  greater  nnmber  at  the 
battery.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  heg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  proceedmgs  of 
this  vessel  in  the  action  ofi*  this  city  on  this  day : 

After  steaming  up  the  river  until  8  o'clock  yesterday  evening,  I  came  to  an- 
chor with  the  other  flotilla  about  Boventeen  miles  below  Elizabeth  City. 

February  10. — At  6.30  a.  m.  got  nnder  way  in  obedience  to  signal,  and 
stood  up  the  river,  in  company  with  the  rest  of  the  flotilla.    When  nearing  the 
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approulies  of  the  city,  received  the  fire  of  a  rebel  battery  on  shore.  I  imme- 
iitttly  manned  my  port  battery,  and  Icept  up  a  brisk  retnm  of  the  fire.  A 
artma  ind  Bchooncr,  lieariag  the  rebel  flag,  opened  lire  on  onr  starboard  bow ; 
tftanwd  their  fire  with  my  etarl>oard  battery.  A  ehell  from  the  enemy  passing 
throng)]  both  my  boats,  rendered  thsm  entirely  unfit  for  service. 

Tpon  signal  "  make  a  dash  at  the  enemy,"  increased  the  speed,  and  fired 
MTcnl  brisk  broadsides  at  the  enemy's  battery.  A  shell  from  the  shore  pene- 
trated tbe  side  and  passed  through  the  magazine,  exploding  outside  the  screen 
on  the  berth-deck.  Several  of  the  powder  ^visions  wer«  severely  scorched,  the 
pratwttDg  bnlkheade  were  torn  to  pieces,  and  the  forward  part  of  the  berth-deck 
k(  00  fire  by  the  explosion.  Ordered  the  pampa  to  be  m&n&ad,  and  Bpeedily 
gol  the  fire  Babdtied.  In  forty  minutes  Irom  the  commencement  of  the  action, 
ome  to  anchor  within  the  precincts  of  Elizabeth  City. 

I  tske  pleasure  in  again  bearing  testimony  to  the  gallant  conduct  of  the  officers 
ind  nvw  of  this  vessel,  and  particnlarly  I  desire  to  bring  nnder  your  notice  the 
cool  mtrepidity  and  thorough  practical  seamanship  displaj'ed  by  master's  mate, 
J.  A.  J.  Brooks,  in  manoeuvring  this  vessel  while  under  the  hottest  of  the 
raemy'sfire;  also  to  the  undaunted  presence  of  mind  of  the  gunner's  mate, 
John  Davis,  who,  while  at  his  station  in  the  magazine,  when  the  shell  pene- 
liatfd  the  side  and  ignited  the  berth-deck,  as  above  reported,  did  cover  a  barrel 
»f  povder  with  his  own  person,  thereby  preventing  an  explosion,  while  at  lie 
wme  time  passing  powder,  providing  for  oie  gun  divisions  on  the  upper  deck. 

I  b^  to  enclose  the  surgeon's  report  of  the  casualties  during  the  day.

Opened  fire  on  the 
enemy  with  shells,  at  a  distance  of  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  maintaining  a 
tUtiy  fire  until  the  termination  of  the  engagement ;  after  which  a  few  fragments 
ofifhrapnel  were  found  on  deck,  which,  with  a  shot  through  the  ensign,  were 
the  only  ones  received,  neither  killing  nor  wonnding  any  person  on  board.

Btnil  her  crew  deserted  her,  when  I  hauled  across  the  river  towards  the  Fannyi 
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firing  ehmpael  and  volleys  of  mueketry.  The  enemy  took  to  tbcir  buote,  (after 
setting  fire  to  their  veMel,)  and  retreated  ander  a  heavy  fire.  I  boarded  m  boou 
aa  possible  with  my  boate,  but  found  the  fire  too  much  spread  to  aubdne;  esc- 
ceeaed  in  capturing  30  stand  of  arms.

Sir  ;  In  obedience  to  your  order,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  folloving 
report  of  the  part  taken  by  this  steamer,  under  mv  command,  at  the  attack  on 
Cobb's  Point  battery ;  also  on  a  fleet  of  rebel  guuboats  and  one  armed  acbooner, 
stationed  near  by  to  support  said  battery. 

On  the  morning  of  the  10th  instant  thirteen  of  onr  gtmboats  were  at  aodtuf 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Pasquotank  river,  having  anchored  there  tbe  precediag 
night.  At  6 .  30  a.  m.  a  sail  was  discovered  crossing  the  month  of  the  rivtr, 
outside  of  the  fleet,  when  some  of  the  gunboats  gave  chase.  I  also  got  nnda 
way  and  stood  out  in  pursuit,  and,  seeing  her  running  for  the  land,  I  fir«d  a  shot 
across  her  bows,  which  brought  her  to,  when  the  Seymour,  being  in  advance  of 
the  other  boats,  took  her  in  tow.  She  proved  to  be  a  scliooner  loaded  with 
wood.  I  immediately  stood  up  the  river  after  the  fleet,  which  had  got  under 
way,  and  was  proceeding  slowly  up  the  river  towards  Elizabeth  City.  I  soon 
overtook  them.  At  7.30  a.  m.  some  rebel  steamers  were  discovered  ahead,  ap- 
parently on  the  retreat.  At  8  a.  m.  came  in  sight  of  the  battery,  and  bmv  the 
steamers  form  in  order  across  the  river  opposite.  Our  steamers  advanced  at  ■ 
medium  rate,  when,  being  within  about  two  miles  of  the  battery,  the  steamen 
and  armed  schooners  opened  fire  upon  our  fleet.  At  8.30  a.  m.  the  battny 
commenced  firing,  their  shot  reaching  our  steamers,  but  doing  no  injoiy,  when 
our  fleet  ran  up  within  good  range.  Signals  were  made  by  Commander  Rowan 
on  his  flag-ship,  the  Delaware,  to  make  a  dash  at  the  enemy,  amdfireiattbemat 
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ottr  diKretiott,  when  all  theBteamere  went  ahead  at  fall  speed,  and  opened  on 
tbe  enemy  a  well-directed  flre,  which  flre  was  repeated  in  qnick  ancceHion  as 
VF  idTuiced.  Their  »hot  and  ehell  fell  rapidly  among  ns,  aome  of  which  took 
tSett,  bat  still  we  advanced  on  the  enemy,  which,  with  onr  fire,  threw  them  into 
emflwion,  although  they  endeavored  to  make  an  ahle  reaiatance ;  bnt  when  they 
diNorered  onr  intention  to  board,  their  men  lett  their  gima,  their  ateamera  were 
boded  towards  the  .shore  and  some  of  them  set  on  fire — the  flag  on  the  fort's 
butny  was  hauled  down  and  It  deaerted — when  onr  leading  steamers  made  a 
most  Esllant  manceurre  and  ran  them  aboard,  sinking  two,  capturing  one,  and 
the  Behooner  was  set  on  fire  and  deserted.  I  was  running  for  the  steamer  Fanny, 
ud  bdiv  BO  near  that  all  hands  were  ready  to  board  and  mn,  using  muskets 
and  small  arms,  at  the  retreating  rebels,  who  wared  a  Sag  in  defiance  at  ns.  As 
w?  nn  about  to  board  her,  discovered  her  to  be  on  fire,  and  was  ordered  to  back 
off  from  her  by  Gotnnunder  Rowan,  which  I  did,  and  followed  other  steamers 
in  pnmih  of  one  of  the  rebel  steamers,  which  was  making  her  escape  by  way 
of  the  canal.  After  chasing  her  some  way  up  the  canal,  the  chase  was  given 
np.  Some  of  our  steamers  went  up  to  the  wliarf,  inclnding  the  fiag-ahip  Dela- 
vire.  One  new  jpnnboat  building  and  one  old  gunboat  repairing  were  set  on 
fire,  and  the  city  fired  in  several  places.  After  remaiaing  some  time  op  at  the 
etlT.  I  was  ordered  to  anchor  down  near  the  battery  on  Cobb's  Point,  which  I 
did,  IS  did  all  the  fleet  soon  afterwards;  having  expended  10  rounds  of  ammii' 
aidon  for  forward  rifled  gun,  and  50  charges  small-arm  amnianition,  and  receiv- 
ing DO  iniory  thronghont  the  engagement.  Permit  me  to  add  that  all  under  my 
tommand,  both  officers  and  crew,  worked  with  a  determined  will  worthy  of 
themselves  and  the  noble  cause  in  which  they  are  engaged.

At  8  a.  m.  (th«  enemy's  gunboats  being  in  sight)  was  in  the  position  assigned 
me  by  my  commander,  in  the  rear  of  the  first  division. 

Owmg  to  my  position,  I  was  unable  to  fire  with  either  safety  to  onr  own  res- 
*^  or  dfect  on  the  enemy,  until  nearly  opposite  the  battery  on  Cobb's  Point, 
*bni  «e  fired  three  shots  at  the  schooner  battery  on  the  northern  shore  of  the 
iTCT.  The  schooner,  ceasing  to  fire,  approached  the  battery.  Had  fired  bnt 
four  fbots  when  the  order  to  "  make  a  dash  at  the  enemy"  was  given  by  the 
nag-ahip  Delaware.  Closed  in,  hut  had  no  opportunity  to  engage,  the  enemy 
bemg  completely  rooted  by  the  vessels  in  advance.  Came  to  anchor  near  tlie 
btr,  aboTe  Cobb's  Point,  and  awuted  orders. 

Ammunition  expended,  seven  rounds ;  casualties,  none.  The  vessel  was  not 
tratk  by  the  enemy's  shot.  My  officers  and  crew  behaved  with  their  usual 
gillaatTy.

(bore  being  in  position,  fire  was  opened  about  €  a.  m.  on  Fort  Macon.  On  its 
beii^  reported,  I  got  under  way  and  steamed  towards  the  other  blockading 
Tneela,  making  signals  for  them  to  get  under  way,  to  prepare  for  action,  and 
fonn  in  line  ahead.  When  within  range,  as  near  as  the  snoalB  allowed  ne  to  ap- 
proadi.the  Daylight  opened  fire,  followed  in  sncccsBinnby  the  State  of  Georgia, 
Commander  James  F.  AnDStrong ;  tbe  gunboat  Chippewa,  Lieutenant  Command- 
in);  A.  Bryson,  and  the  bark  Gcmsbok,  Acting  uentenant  Edward  Cavendy. 
Tie  three  steamers  kept  nnder  way,  steaming  around  in  a  circle,  deliTering 
lh«r  fire  as  they  came  within  range  at  a  mile  and  a  quarter  distant  from  the 
[art;  the  bark  uichored.  After  firing  a  number  of  rounds  of  shot  and  shell. 
Ending  that  the  sea,  from  a  southwest  wind  blowing  on  shore,  cansed  the  resselB 
to  ivD  (0  quick  and  deep  as  to  render  onr  guns  almost  unmanageable,  to  afiect 
nnr  ruige,  and  the  accuracy  of  our  aim,  I  reluctantly  withdrew,  after  being  en- 
gaged  aoout  an  hour  and  a  quarter,  hoping  tliat  the  wind  and  sea  would  subside 
>o  u  to  enable  as  to  renew  onr  firing  in  the  afternoon.  I  the  more  readily 
tdopted  that  coarse,  as  we  did  not  contemplate  to  be  continuoa«ly  engaged,  but 
to  occasionally  open  fire  on  the  enemy,  who  we  expected  would  hold  out  for 
KTenl  days.  Tne  wind  and  sea  increasing  rendered  the  renewal  of  the  engage- 
neat  impracticable  that  afternoon  by  the  gunboats.  Towards  evening  a  flag  of 
U1KC  was  displayed  from  the  fort,  which  passed  into  our  poBseasion  the  follow* 
■Of  moming,  and  we  heartily  cheered  the  reappearance  of  our  old  flag  over  the 
noiparts  of  Fort  Macon  about  ]  0  a.  m.,  April  26,  1S62. 

Chi  entering  the  post  I  had  an  interview  with  M^or  Qeneral  Bumside,  and 
wejtnuUy  signed  the  terms  of  capitnlatioD  on  the  part  {^  the  United  Stales  forces. , 
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We  expended  nearly  one-half  of  our  fifteen-second  fnsed  Bhella.  and  I  am  hi^y 
to  Bj^  with  gfood  effect ;  and  our  dme  of  attack  iraa  most  oppoTtone,  at  we  dnw 
the  iie  of  the  enemy  from  on  important  land  battery,  which  enabled  our  foreee 
to  repair  damages  caused  by  the  concentrated  fire  of  the  enemy  thereon.  The 
fire  of  the  enemy  on  the  Tessels  from  ^ns  of  greater  range  was  excellent.  Tbeii 
shot  and  ehell  fell  around  us  in  every  direction.  Many  good  line  shots  paued 
just  over  and  beyond  us  as  we  successively  passed  their  line  of  fire,  aad  we 
were  exceedingly  fortunate  in  receiving  so  little  damage.  The  Daylight  wu 
afrack  by  an  8-inch  solid  shot  on  the  etarboard  quarter,  below  the  spar  deck, 
passing  through  several  bulkheads  and  the  deck  below  to  the  oppoaite  side  of 
the  vessel  in  the  engine  room,  about  six  inches  above  the  machinery,  among 
which  it  dropped.  -A.  splinter  fractured  the  small  bone  of  the  right  foreann  of 
Acting  Thinl  Assistant  Engineer  Eugene  J.  Wade,  and  I  am  Iwppy  to  statt 
that  this  was  the  only  casualty  that  occurred. 

I  am  informed  that  our  forces  on  shore  had  one  killed  and  two  wounded,  and 
that  the  enemy  had  eight  killed  and  twenty  wounded.  It  is  remarkable  that 
BO  important  a  victory  should  have  been  achieved  with  bo  little  loss  of  life,  pti- 
ticnlarly  as  the  interior  of  the  fort  was  literally  covered  with  the  fragmeotB  at 
bombs  and  shells,  and  many  of  their  gone  disabled. 

I  herewith  enclose  the  reporta  of  the  several  commandere,  and  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  commend  the  gallantry  of  all.

The  fire  of  the  enemy  was  well  directed,  their  shot  and  shell  fitlling  thick 
and  fast  oroimd  ue,  one  passing  through  the  American'  ensign  at  the  peak. 
While  making  the  circle,  under  the  fire  of  the  fort,  we  touched  bottom  slightly, 
without  damage.  The  coolness  and  spirit  displayed  by  the  officers  and  crew  of 
this  TCBsel  deserves  the  highest  praise.

In  accordance  with  Tonr  signal  we  got  under  way  at  8  o'clock,  and  following 
in  line  stood  in  for  toe  fort.  I  am  surprised  that  our  firing  Bhonld  have  bc«B 
so  accurate,  when  I  take  into  consideration  the  rolling  of  the  vessel.  At  times 
the  mnssle  of  our  eleven-inch  pivot  sun  waa  within  a  very  short  diebmce  of  tbe 
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riter.   Dnrio^  the  time  we  were  in  the  engagement  we  fired  twelve  rounds 
fma  ihe  eleven-inch  gan,  and  ten  from  the  twenty-poand  Parrott. 

The  ebcU  from  the  fort  passed  through  our  rig^ng  and  exploded  oil  around 
IK,  bat  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  no  one  was  imnred ;  neither  did  the 
lis  or  ligging  receive  the  slightest  damage.  Both  officers  and  men,  few  of 
vbom  had  ever  been  under  fire  before,  behaved  with  the  greatest  coolness  and

AgR«)tbly  to  signal  from  my  senior  officer  I  prepared  the  ship  ready  for  action ; 
1(  7.55  perceived  signal  to  get  under  way  to  the  fort  and  to  open  fire ;  at  8  hove 
np  ttocbor  and  stood  in  toward  Fort  Macon,  and  anchored  close  in  to  the  breakers, 
is  four  fathoms  water,  distant  one  mile  (lai^  distance)  from  the  fort.  Imme- 
diilely  opened  fire,  and  continued  firing  until  the  fiag-shi^  stood  ofi',  when  I 
hare  op  anchor  and  stood  for  the  anchorage.  Fired  twenly-eight  shot  and  shell 
U  the  fort.  Having  bnt  a  small  quantity  of  long  range  fuses  that  would  reach 
the  fort,  I  was  compelled  to  nse  hollow  shell  and  shot  instead. 

During  the  time  the  ship  was  in  action  sevetal  shot  and  shell  came  very  near 
n»;  only  one,  however,  did  any  damage,  that  earning  away  the  forward  atar- 
iward  main  topmast  backstay  t«n  feet  from  the  deck;  also  carrying  away  the 
Dttin  topsail  halliards  and  main  brace.

Sli :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  to  yon  the  following  report : 
Fort  Uacon  surrendered  after  being  bombarded  for  ten  hours.  In  my  letter 
of  the  33d  instant  to  you  I  mentioned  the  superior  range  of  the  fort's  guns  and 
my  inability  to  reach  it  at  two  miles,  even  with  the  increased  chai|;e  of  eight 
poonds.  On  Friday,  the  morning  of  the  attack,  the  wind  was  frosn  from  the 
■OBthward  and  westward,  making  sufficient  sea  to  render  my  fire  very  uncer- 
tain, and  to  endanger  the  vessel  on  the  shoals.  These  circumstances,  and  tlie 
poor  range  of  my  gun,  decided  me  not  to  engage  with  the  Ellis ;  so  I  was 
obliged  to  content  myself  with  ofieriug  the  services  of  my  people,  to  assist  at 
the  paa  on  the  canal  boats.  Ur.  Porter  worked  one  for  a  short  time,  but  or* 
wts  tooD  came  to  stop  it.  and  when  the  firing  ceased  we  were  engaged  in 
wimding  out  ■  better  position  for  them.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order,  I  left  this  place  on  the  23d  instant,  in  ibe 
Lockwood,  with  the  Whitehead,  and  Putnam  in  company,  each  with  an 
officer  and  a  detachment  of  men  on  board ;  the  Lockwood  towing  the  wreck- 
ing schooner  Emma  Slade,  with  the  apparatus  for  blowing  up  the  baak^  to 
block  up  the  Albemarle  and  Chesapeake  canal. 

At  the  mouth  of  North  river  we  were  joined  by  tlie  Shawaheen.  hanif 
in  tow  a. schooner  which  had  been  sent  the  day  before  to  Roanoke  island  to  t« 
filled  with  sand. 

lu  the  afternoon  of  the  33d  fifty  men  were  landed  on  each  bank,  while  ■ 
launch  with  a  heavy  12-poander  was  sent  up  the  canal,  and  with  tbis  forte  we 
moved  up  two  miles,  examining  the  banks  to  find  the  best  place  for  operaUoiu. 

I  coudnded  to  place  the  obstrnction  near  the  mouth,  tliat  the  men  while  U 
work  might  be  under  cover  of  the  guns  of  the  steamers,  and  the  enemy  be  pe- 
vented  from  removing  it. 

The  schooner  was  sunk  just  inside  of  the  canal,  and  with  bmab,  stvmM, 
tuls,  tmnks  of  heavy  trees,  and  earth,  the  passage  was  obstmcted  from  the 
schooner  about  fifty  yards  above.  We  were  occupied  from  noon  till  sunset 
of  the  23d,  and  from  7-30  a.  m.  till  half  an  hour  after  sunset  of  the  24tb.  Eaith 
was  thrown  in  by  hand  from  each  bank  as  far  as  could  be,  but  we  had  so  wheel- 
barrows to  carry  it  to  the  middle. 

Professor  Miullefert,  of  the  New  York  Submarine  Enjpneer  Company,  and 
hb  assistants  were  of  great  service  to  me;  indeed,  I  was  mostly  governed  by  his 
advice,  as  he  is  more  familiar  with  this  sort  of  work  than  I  am.  He  ii  of 
Ofunion  that  it  will  require  two  or  three  months'  labor,  with  a  dredfpiw  mackiiie, 
to  remove  what  we  have  placed  in  a  day  and  a  half.  He  says  it  wlU  be  easier 
and  cheaper  to  cot  a  new  outlet  than  to  remove  the  obstmctioa. 

The  reoels  have.  I  think,  no  thought  of  nsing  that  canal,  as  they  have  tbem- 
sdvea  been  obstructing  it  above  and  below  the  Dridge.        /  -  i

ttncm  amd  attittance  rendered  General  McCleUan. 

United  States  Steamer  Wachusett, 
Yorktoum,  Va.,  May  5,  1863. 

SiB:  About  7  o'clock  yeaterdnj  morning  we  saw  an  American  ensign  float- 
ing over  one  of  the  rebel  redoubts  at  Yorktown,  and  a  few  minutes  afterwards 
I  received  &om  General  HcClellaa  a  telegrapbic  despatch  sajing,  "  Yorktown 
B  in  oar  possession,  please  come  np  and  hefp  as  in  commanicating  with  Glon- 
cettre,"  and  requesting  me  to  send  some  of  the  boats  np  York  river  to  recon- 
nntre  ud  seize  schooners. 

The  gqnadron  waa  immediatelr  under  way  and  stood  np  the  river.  VThen 
aeu  Gloacester  Point  I  sent  Master  Whitehead,  of  this  ship,  to  hoist  the 
American  flac  at  that  place.  I  then  despatched  the  Oorwin,  Ideutenant  Com- 
Bsnding  Phdps,  and  Currituck,  Acting  Master  Sbankland,  to  reconnoitre  up 
Toik  river,  to  the  distance  of  ten  or  twelve  miles ;  the  other  reeaels  anchored 
It  this  place. 

We  fatmd  onlj  one  small  schooner,  which  bad  been  abandoned.  All  other 
Ttwds  had  gone  np  the  river ;  some  few  were  still  in  sight,  but  at  a  considerable 
diUoee. 

At  U  a.  m.  I  received  a  despatch  from  Oeneral  McClellanjreqnesting  me  to 
Mud  two  boats  to  reconnoitre  as  far  up  as  West  Point,  and  let  the  rest  escort 
Fraoklin's  division,  which  was  to  go  Dy  water.  I  directed  Lieutenant  Com- 
luading  Patterson,  in  the  Chocnra,  to  proceed  up  the  river  to  West  Point, 
taking  with  him  the  Corwin,  (which  had  not  yet  retomed,}  and  to  send  back 
the  Cnrritnck. 

At  3  p.  m.  the  Ouiritnck  returned,  and  her  commander  reported  that  he  had 
Wn  tbont  twelve  miles  up  the  river;  that  Bigelow'a  whaif,  ten  miles  above, 
vu  binning,  and  he  had  not  seen  any  batteries  on  the  banks.  Just  as  the  Cur- 
ntaektetomed  I  received  a  despatch  from  General  McCleUan,  saying  that  it 
***  of  the  fint  importance  that  some  of  the  boats  should  hur^  up  and  destroy 
tw  &u«p<vtatiou.  I  therefore  despatched  the  Currituck,  with  oraers  to  go  up 
the  river  and,  if  poBsible,  destroy  the  railroad  bridge  over  the  Pamunkey  river, 
»ndthen  telegraphed  to  General  McCleUan  to  inform  him  what  I  had  done. 

At  1  p.  m.  I  received  another  despatch  from  General  McClcIIan,  requesting 
■«  not  to  bum  the  bridge,  but  to  save  it  if  possible.  I  immediately  despatched 
^Mtaiant  Commanding  Henry,  in  the  Sebago,  np  the  river,  with  orders  when 
Ik  thoold  meet  the  Corwin  returning  here  to  send  her  back  in  pursuit  of  the 
Cmitock,  and  prevent  the  burning  of  the  bridge. 

At  8  p.  m.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Patterson,  in  the  Chocnra,  returned  and 
'H'nvd  that  he  bad  l>een  to  West  Point ;  that  he  bad  not  foand  any  lotteries 
■>>  nldiers  at  that  place,  nor  at  any  other  point  on  the  river,  but  found  a  white 
bg  Ijiag  there,  and  saw  white  flags  flying  at  many  places  as  he  went  up  the 
'iw.    I  enclose  a  copy  of  his  report. 

At9.30p.  nLLieatenantCommaodingEcnry,  in  the  Sebago,  le^jPU^^^IjM^^; 
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lag  met  tbe  Gonrin  &nd  Mnt  her  in  pnranit  of  the  Cnnituck.  The  Sebi^ 
towed  down  a  small  Bchooncr  and  lannch  captured  by  the  Corwm,  having  on 
board  fonr  deserters  from  the  rebel  camp  and  five  men  belonging  to  small  vet- 
eels  in  the  transport  service,  all  of  whom  had  given  themselves  up  to  tbt 
steamer,  and  whom  I  have  to-day  transferred  to  the  provost  marshal ;  also  tes 
negroes  who  had  given  tbemsclves  np,  and  whom  I  have  transferred  to  Ctdniel 
£n|les,  at  Torktown. 

This  forenoon  General  Franklin's  division  are  arriving  and  anchoring  here, 
preparatory  to  a  start  np  the  river  to-morrow  morning.  We  will  accompuj 
them.     The  Corwin  and  Cmritnck  have  not  yet  returned.

Sir  ;  I  bare  the  honor  to  report  that,  iu  obedience  to  yonr  order  of  this  men- 
ing,  I  left  Gloaceeter  Point  at  noon,  and  at  1.30  was  joined  by  Lient.  Cob- 
manding  Thomaa  8.  Plielpe,  in  tbe  Corwin. 

We  proceeded  up  York  river,  prepared  for  action,  but  found  every  faonse  de- 
serted, apparently,  except  by  females  and  negroes.  A  white  flag  was  displayed 
aa  we  approached. 

Bigelow's  wharf  we  found  burning  at  each  end,  and  in  the  immediate  vidurty, 
from  two  buildings,  hospital  flogs  were  flying.  Zantainger's  wood  and  ecu 
wharf,  above  Bigelow'B  and  on  the  opposite  side,  is  destroyed  in  several  plaeea 
On  reaching  Weet  Point  tbe  narrow,  intricate  channel  and  shoal  water  fK- 
vented  my  appnuuihing,  and  it  was  too  late  to  do  so  in  boats ;  but  I  could  euily 
distinguish  the  munea  of  two  vessels,  (apparently  intended  for  gunboats,)  on 
fire  and  partially  consumed. 

Near  the  point  is  a  small  water  battery  with  three  embrasures,  which  was  de- 
serted, and,  I  think,  without  any  armament.  Here,  also,  a  white  flag  was  dif- 
pl^ed. 

There  are  no  obstructions  in  the  channel  of  the  river,  nor  batteries  oa  iu 
banks.

Sir  :  The  Galena,  Aroostook,  and  Port  Royal  (bv  direction  of  the  Picridnt 
for  me  to  detail  tbe  Galena  and  two  gnnboata  for  the  purpooe)  went  np  Jamei 
river  early  yesterday  morning. 

Also,  by  direction  of  the  President,  our  vessels  shelled  S^ir^'&^iiit  Je■M^ 
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dif,  rnunlj  with  the  view  of  ucertaining  the  practicability  of  landing  a  body 
of  trnopa  diereabouts.  The  Merrimack  came  out,  bnt  wae  even  more  cautions 
tbtn  ever.  The  Monitor  was  kept  well  in  advance,  and  bo  that  the  Merrimack 
conld  hive  engaged  her  without  difficulty  had  she  been  bo  diBpoaed,  but  she 
declined  to  do  it,  and  Boon  returned  and  anchored  under  Sewall'B  Point.  The 
JimMown  anriTed  here  yesterday.  Her  condition  ia  such  that  I  shall  have  to 
dtSMtch  her  to  Philadelphia  for  repairs. 

The  Cftynga  also  arrived  here  yesterday  from  the  MiasisBippi  river  with  de- 
ifttebes,  and  left  for  New  York  in  the  evening,  'llie  St.  Lawrence  sailed  this 
nominK  for  Key  West. 

In  tU  there  are  now  seven  of  onr  vessels  up  the  York  river,  and  three  of  them 
vf  tfe  James  river.  Conld  I  have  exercised  my  own  jodgment,  I  should  have 
wididiawn  some  from  the  York  river,  and  thua  iucreaaed  the  number  of  those 
Mot  np  the  Jamee. 

Onr  vesselfl  np  the  James  river  were  no  donbt  engaged  for  several  hours  during 
TMecday,  bnt  whether  with  the  enemy's  Teasels  or  with  one  of  his  forts  on  the 
MMtth  ait  of  the  river  we  have  not  yet  ascertuued.  All  the  enemy's  gunboats 
that  were  at  Norfolk,  eight  in  number,  including  the  Jamestown  and  Yorktown, 
are  op  the  James  river,  and  onr  three  vessela  must  be  this  side  of  them.

SUaton,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  instructions  I  gave  yesterdar  to  the 
oScen  commanding  the  several  vessels  detailed  to  open  fire  upon  Sewall's  Point 
*cre:  that  the  object  of  the  move  was  to  ascertain  the  practicability  of  landing 
«  body  of  troops  Uiereaboiits,  and  to  reduce  the  woi^  if  it  conld  be  done ;  that 
Ik  wooden  vessels  should  attack  the  principal  works  in  enfilade,  and  that  the 
Vooitor,  to  be  aceompanied  by  the  Stevens,  should  go  up  as  &r  as  the  wreck, 
ui  there  operate  in  front  on  the  Merrimack's  appearance  outside  of  the  wrecks. 

The  Monitor  had  orders  to  fall  back  into  fair  channel  way  and  only  to  engage 
haMriously  in  such  a  position  that  this  ship,  together  with  the  merchant  vesseiB 
Blended  for  the  purpose,  conld  run  her  down,  if  an  opportunity  presented  itself. 
^  other  vessels  were  not  to  hesitate  to  run  her  down,  and  the  Baltimore,  an 
banned  steamer  of  light  draught,  high  apeed,  and  with  a  curved  bow,  was  kept 
IB  the  direction  of  the  Monitor  expressly  to  throw  herself  across  the  Merrimack, 
«ther  forward  or  aft  of  her  platea  house ;  but  the  Merrimack  did  not  engage  the 
KoojloT,  nor  did  she  place  herself  where  she  conld  have  been  assailed  by  onr 
nai  vessels  to  any  advantage,  or  where  there  was  any  prospect  whatever  of 
ptting  at  her. 

My  utstmctions  were  necessarily  verbal,  and  in  ^ving  them  I  supposed  that 
1  *as  carrying  ont  yonr  wishes  in  enbstance,  if  not  to  the  letter.  The  demon- 
'^*tion  resulted  in  establishine  the  &ct  that  the  number  of  guni  at  the  principal 
*wk  on  Sewall's  Point  has  been  essentially  reduced,  and  is  not  greater  now 
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than  abont  eeTenteen,  and  that  the  number  of  men  now  stationed  th&re  ie  tim- 
paratively  quite  limited.  The  qnartere  connected  with  this  work  were  set  on 
tire  by  our  ebelle,  and  no  donbt  eerionily  injured.

Si  R :  In  the  snrrender  of  Norfolk  by  its  cit-il  authoritieB,  day  before  yeeterdij, 
to  the  forces  of  our  army  nnder  General  Wool,  which  landed  at  Willon^by'i 
Foint,  nothing  but  the  city  itself  was  given  up.  Early  yeBteiday  monmij  I 
witnessed  an  awful  explosion  in  the  direction  of  Cianey  island,  and  inferred  im- 
mediately that  either  the  works  on  that  island  or  the  Merrimack  had  been  blows 
up.  A  few  minntee  afterwards  an  officer  ^m  the  gnardabip  Dakota  came  oo 
board  and  informed  me  that  the  Merrimack  no  longer  existed,  for  from  the  Dakoti 
they  had  seen  her  blown  to  pieces.  Supposing  from  this  that  Craney  island  ind 
all  the  rest  of  the  exterior  defences  of  Norfolk  were  about  to  be  abandoned,  or,  if 
not,  that  they  mizht  be  snbdued,  I  immediately  ordered  the  Monitor,  Stereni. 
Susquehanna,  Dakota,  Seminole,  San  Jacinto,  and  Mount  Vemon  to  get  nndei 
way,  and  gave  them  such  orders  as  I  judged  necessary  in  tbe  premises.  BefotB 
they  could  get  off,  however,  I  had  desp&tehed  my  tud,  Lieutenant  Selfridge.  in  ■ 
tug  to  proceed  off  Sewall's  Point,  and  as  far  above  it  as  he  could  get  with  aaJelj. 
in  order  to  ascertain  the  real  condition  of  things.  He  landed  at  Sewall's  Foist 
and  hoisted  our  flag  on  the  works,  which  be  found  had  been  abandoned,  hot  the 
gnus  were  not  spiked.  Commander  Case,  captain  of  the  fleet,  went  on  to  CniMJ 
island  in  another  tng,  and  there  banled  down  two  rebel  flags  and  hoisted  onrom 
in  their  places.  Our  shvps  proceeded  on  to  Norfolk  nnmoleated,  and  tliera  tbe 
Susquehanna,  Seminole,  Dakota,  and  San  Jacinto  now  lie,  immediately  off  tk 
town,  and  in  close  proximity  with  it. 

The  Monitor  and  Stevens  have  both  gone  np  the  Jamee  river,  with  ordcn 
from  me  to  reduce  all  the  works  of  the  enemy  as  they  go  along,  spike  all  (bat 

Sns,  blow  np  all  their  magazines,  and  then  get  up  to  Richmond,  all  with  the 
st  possible  delay,  and  shell  the  city  to  a  surrender. 

With  the  above  works  reduced,  I  can  keep  our  vessels  supplied  with  coal,  ord- 
nance stores,  provisions,  &c,  without  difficulty. 

I  intended  to  have  discharged  to-day  the  Arago,  Illinois,  and  Ericsson,  but 
the  Freeident  ordered  me  not  to  do  it  until  I  should  be  written  to  upon  the  ub- 

{*ect  from  Waahington,  and  gave  me  his  orders  why  he  wished  those  vessds  to 
le  longer  detained. 

I  accompanied  the  President  and  Secretaries  Chase  and  Stanton  yesterday  to 
Norfolk,  on  board  the  Baltimore,  but  I  did  not  return  with  tbe  party. 

In  the  afternoon  I  visited  the  navy  yard  and  went  all  over  it.  It  was  still 
burning  in  very  many  places.  Nearly  everything  is  destroyed.  Of  the  build- 
ings tbe  officers'  quarters  alone  remained  intact.  There  are  a  large  number  li 
iron  tanks,  however,  apparently  in  perfect  condition,  a  good  deal  of  mast  and 
other  timber,  a  number  of  old  and  generally  worthless  guns,  and  considerable 
machinery  of  one  kind  or  another.  The  dock  gates  are  all  destroyed,  and  the 
pier  ends  connected  with  the  gates  hare  been  blown  up  to  a  partial  decree,  bnl 
otherwise  tbe  dock  itself  seems  uninjured.  ^ 
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The  Preodent  aaid  to  me  rerballj  that  he  wuhed  all  the  giina  at  the  forte  and 
3ak  ytiii  to  be  lemoved  to  Fortr^  Monroe,  and  nnleae  he  ehould  think  proper 
to  cominimicate  to  jon  otherwiee,  I  presume  I  am  to  hare  this  work  done. 

On  retaining  from  Norfolk  I  left  onr  naval  forces  thero  under  the  command  of 
Ciptim  I^rdner,  an  officer  in  whose  discretion  and  good  sense  I  have  great  con- 
fidenee.  I  gave  him  full  directions  as  to  interconrse,  Sk^  with  the  shore ;  bat  I 
ibill  have  to  go  there  again  to-day  or  to-morrow,  and  for  several  days  after- 
nnds,  on  matters  of  importance.

&■ :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  vessel,  the  Aroostook,  the  Monitor, 
«nd  Port  Boyal,  with  the  Nangatnck,  moved  up  the  river  yesterday,  getting 
vmmd  several  times,  but  meeting  no  artificial  impediments  nndl  we  arrived  at 
Wwd's  Bluff,  abont  eight  miles  from  Richmond,  where  we  encountered  a  heavy 
battery  and  two  separate  barriers,  formed  of  piles  and  steamboats  and  sail  ves- 
mI*-  The  pilots  both  say  that  they  saw  the  Jamestown  and  Yorktown  among 
the  inunber. 

The  banks  of  the  river  we  found  lined  with  rifle  pits,  from  which  sharp- 
ehooters  annoyed  the  men  at  the  guns.     These  would  binder  all  removal  of  ob- 
s,niJesBd  ' 


. iB  driven  away  by  a  land  force. 

The  Galena  ran  within  almost  six  hundred  yards  of  the  battery,  as  near  the 
piki  as  it  was  deemed  proper  to  go,  let  go  hei  anchor,  and  with  a  spring  swung 
KKM  the  stream,  not  more  than  twice  as  wide  as  the  ship  is  long.  Tlieni  at 
1AA  a.  m.,  opened  fire  upon  the  battery. 

The  wooden  vessels,  as  directed,  anchored  about  thirteen  hundred  yards  he* 
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low.  Tbe  Monitor  anchored  near,  and  at  9  o'clock  she  passed  just  sbcve  tlie 
Galenfl,  but  found  that  her  gnns  conid  not  be  elevated  enongh  to  reach  the  bit- 
tery.     She  then  dropped  a  little  below  ns,  and  made  her  shots  effective. 

At  five  minutes  after  eleven  o'clock  the  Galena  had  expended  nearl}^  all  ber 
ammunition,  and  I  made  signal  to  discontinue  the  action.  We  bad  but  sii  Pii- 
rott  charges,  and  not  a  single  filled  nine-inch  shell.  We  had  thirteen  killtd 
and  eleven  wounded. 

The  rifled  one  hundred-pound  Farrott  of  the  STangatuck  buret,  half  of  the 
part  abaft  the  trunnions  going  overboard.     She  is  therefore  disabled. 

The  Galena  and  Uonitor  can,  with  a  supply  of  ammunition,  silence  the  bit- 
tery  at  Hardin's  Bluff.  The  resnlt  of  our  experiment  with  tbe  Galena  I  ec- 
close.  We  demonstrated  that  she  ie  not  shot  proof.  Balls  came  throngb,  ind 
many  men  were  killed  with  fragments  of  her  own  iron.  One  fiurly  penetrsted 
just  above  the  watei^line,  and  exploded  in  the  steerage.  The  greater  part  ot 
the  balls,  however,  at  the  water-line,  after  breaking  tbe  iron,  stuck  in  the  wood. 
Tbe  port  side  is  much  injured — knees,  planks,  and  timbers  started.  No  shot 
penetrated  the  spar  deck,  bat  in  three  places  are  large  holes — one  of  them  i 
yard  long  and  abont  ei^bt  inches  wide,  made  by  a  shot  which,  in  glancing,  com- 
pletely broke  through  die  deck,  killing  several  men  with  fragments  of  the  deck 
plating.  The  Galena  should  be  repaired  before  sending  her  to  sea.  I  wosld 
suggest  the  Washington  navy  yard,  since  so  many  people  there  have  an  inteiest 
in  iron  plating,  and  she  so  well  shows  the  effect  of  various  shot.  No  gun  ie 
disabled,  but  we  need  ammunition. 

On  Jamee  river  an  army  can  be  landed  within  ten  miles  of  Richmond,  on 
either  bank.  We  command  City  Point,  and  are  ready  to  co-operate  with  a  l*od 
force  in  an  advance  upon  Petersburg.  In  going  up  James  river,  above  the 
point,  it  will  be  desirable  to  protect  the  crew  from  sharp  shooters  upon  the  rirei. 
They  annoyed  us.  To  command  important  points,  and  prevent  the  reoccupi- 
tion  of  old  Fort  Powhattan,  at  Hood's,  more  vessels  are  needed.  Some  should 
continually  poss  up  and  down  the  river,  to  prevent  the  erection  of  new  batteries. 

I  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  cool  courage  of  the  officers  and  ciew- 
Lieutenant  Newman,  the  executive  officer,  was  conspicuous  for  his  gallant  sad 
effective  services.  Mr.  Washbume,  acting  master,  behaved  admirably.  These 
are  selected  from  among  the  number. 

The  Aroostook,  Port  Boyal,  and  Nangatuck  took  the  stations  previonalr 
assigned  them,  and  did  everything  that  was  possible.  The  Monitor  could  not 
have  done  better. 

The  barrier  is  such  that  vessels  of  the  enemy,  even  if  they  had  any,  probably 
cannot  pass  oat;  ours  cannot  pass  in.

8ii:  In  obedience  to  yonr  order  of  this  day,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
Mowing  report  of  the  condition  of  this  ship's  bull: 

On  the  port  side  her  bulwarks,  between  ports  Nos.  5  and  6,  are  started  in 
■boat  an  inch,  and  the  timbers  broken.  Thirteen  shot  and  shell  have  perforated 
ber  side,  splintering  considerably.  Forward  of  \o.  1  port  the  bulwarks  are 
bsdlj  shattered.  Several  hanging  knees  are  started  off  &om  side  and  spar  deck 
beuis ;  many  seams  are  opened  in  the  side,  and  the  gun  deck,  beneath  the  guns, 
»ill  require  caulking. 

In  forward  room  of  wardroom  the  hanging  knee  is  started  &bout  2j  inches, 
■nd  the  Bide  injnred.  In  forward  part  of  steerage  a  shell  perforated  the  side 
ud  started  the  hanging  knee  about  two  inches.  In  after  room  a  diagonal  knee 
it  slightly  started,  and  the  air  port  stove  in.  In  the  coal  bunkers  the  side  Is 
also  injured. 

On  spar  deck  several  glancing  shot  have  made  indentations  in  the  iron  plates 
■i>d  broken  deck  planks ;  in  two  instances  aperatnres,  abont  18  inches  by  4 
isdKti  have  been  made.  The  hammock-netting  is  shattered;  the  wheel  is  in- 
jnied,  one  boat  davit  gone,  and  several  awning  and  rait  stanchions.  The  armor 
B  sttoted  from  the  stem,  also  at  the  junction  of  the  bai«  on  the  stem,  and  on 
the  Uuboord  quarter,  near  port  No.  8.

BiB:  I  tnbmit  the  following  report  of  the  movements  of  this  vessel  during 
Ihe  aetioB  of  yesterday : 

Shortly  afler  weighing  anchor  from  our  position  near  Kingsland  creek,  a  ebaip 
fire  of  mosketry  was  commenced  from  botu  banks  on  all  the  ships.     (  ^i  )0'^  Ic 
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At  half  past  seven  I  discavered  an  extensire  fortification  on  an  eleratioD  of 
about  two  hundred  feet,  with  several  smaller  batteries,  all  apparently  monnliDg 
gnna  of  the  heaviest  calibre ;  at  the  fbot  of  the  bluff  in  the  nver  an  obslraetiaii, 
formed  of  sunken  steamers  and  vessels,  secored  with  chains,  and  the  sIuIIdv 
water  piled  across  the  river. 

The  Galena,  having  anchored  at  about  one  thousand  yards  from  the  fort,  ud 
htaag  warmly  engaged,  I  endeavored  to  pass  ahead  of  her  to  take  off  some  at 
the  nre,  but  found  Uiat  my  guns  could  not  be  elevated  sufficiently  to  poiot  U 
the  fort.  I  then  took  position  on  the  line  with  the  Galena,  and  maintuned  t 
deliberate  fire  until  the  close  of  the  action,  when,  in  company  with  the  olliet 
veesels,  I  dropped  down  to  the  anchorage  of  the  morning. 

The  fire  of  tbe  enemy  was  remarkably  well  directed,  but  vainly,  towards  ibii 
vessel.  She  waa  struck  three  times — one  solid  8-inch  shot  square  on  the  tnmt, 
two  solid  shot  OD  tbe  side  armor  forward  of  the  pilot  house.  Neither  csnsed 
any  damage  beyond  bending  tbe  plates.    I  am  happy  to  report  no  casnsltus. 

In  concTuaion,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  action  was  most  gallantly  fon^t 
against  great  odds,  and  with  the  usual  effect  against  earthworks.  So  lottg  u 
our  vessels  kept  up  a  rapid  fire  they  rarely  fired  in  return,  but  tbe  moment  oar 
fire  slackened  they  remanned  their  guns.  It  was  impossible  to  reduce  Bnch 
works,  except  with  tbe  aid  of  a  land  force.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  yesterday's  attack  upon  the  eueinj'i 
battery  at  Ward's  bill,  near  Richmond,  Virginia,  I  placed  the  vessel  under  aj 
command  in  the  position  assigned  me  by  you  in  tbe  line  of  attack,  and  opened 
fire  upon  the  battery,  which  I  continued  antil  tbe  bursting  of  our  gnu. 

While  gettbg  into  position  during  the  bombardment,  and  while  falling  back 
with  the  squadron,  this  vessel  was  under  quite  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry,  whkk 
was  constantly  returned  by  us  with  shell  and  camstcr  from  our  light  broadod* 

I  have  likewise  to  report  to  you  that  two  of  my  crew  are  wounded— one  by  i 
musket  shot  through  the  arm  and  tbe  other  by  a  severe  contusion.  They  bin 
been  sent  on  board  the  Port  Royal  for  surgical  treatment.  My  officen  aiM  cr* 
behaved  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  • 

I  would  respectfully  request  that  you  appoint  a  board  of  officere  to  eiamiM 
into  and  repott  upon  the  cause  of  the  buraUng  of  oar  Parrott  gun.

8li:  la  conBeqnence  of  s  report  from  Commander  Rodgers  that  tbere  were 
tvobitt«ries  on  the  Bonth  side  of  this  rirer— one  at  Rock  "Wharf  landing  and 
theother  at  Hardin's  Bluff  or  Mother  Pine's  landing — which  required  reducing 
m  order  to  open  the  river  and  get  Bnpplies  up  to  him,  of  which  he  was  about  to 
ctand  in  neea,  I  moved  npto  them  yesterday  with  thie  ship, the  Wachnsett,  "Dtr 
kotJ,  Maiatanza,  and  tug  Tonne  America,  but  found  that  both  had  been  recently 
■budfflied  uid  left  comparatively  in  a  nsclees  condition.  At  Hardin's  Bluff  the 
gim«  were  fpiked,  carriages  bnmed,  and  magazines  blown  np,  but  a  little  below 
■  Mlibuy  gun  remained  intact,  and  this  we  pnt  out  of  nse. 

At  Bock  Wharf  landing  the  guns  were  also  spiked  and  camages  burned,  bat 
nnther  the  magazines  nor  bomb-proofs  had  been  destroyed.  This  I  ordered  to 
be  done,  and  it  was  effectually  accomplished. 

The  James  river  is  now  open  from  its  mouth  up  to  Ward's  or  Drury's  Bluff, 
or,  io  other  words,  up  to  within  eight  miles  of  Richmond,  where,  as  you  will 
peneive  by  Commauaer  Rodgers'a  report  of  his  fight,  it  is  seiionsly  obstructed.

8lB:  In  my  report  of  the  ICth  instant  I  omitted  to  mention  the  gallant  con- 
duct of  the  officers  and  crew  during  the  action  of  the  15th.  at  Drnry's  Bluff, 
near  Richmond.  I  was  not  conscioos  of  the  omission  until  I  saw  my  report  in 
piiat.  It  origioatod  is  the  hast«  with  which  I  wrote,  and  I  now  endeavor  to 
repair  my  neglect. 

Acting  Uaster  Benjamin  W.  Loring  handled  his  division  with  great  braveiy. 
The  port  side  of  his  after  gnn  was  throe  times  manned  afresh,  all  the  men  having 
Moi  twice  either  disabled  or  killed. 

Hr.  J.  W.  Iliomson,  first  assistant  en^neer,  coolly  repau^  some  of  the  valre 
gear  which  broke  down,  uuder  fire,  and  under  his  direction  a  fire  in  the  steerage, 
csoied  br  aa  exploding  shell,  was  eztingoished  before  the  regular  firemen 
niched  the  place. 

Hr.  T.  T.  MiUbolland,  third  assistant  engineer,  in  charge  of  the  steam  fire 
department,  was  active  and  efficient;  as  a  sharpshooter  ne  did  good  service. 
&■  Jenks,  master's  mate,  in  charge  of  the  small  atm  men,  was  very  useful.  A 
Dumber  of  the  enemy's  sharpshooters  were  shot— six,  at  least,  were  counted. 

The  marines  were  efficient  with  their  muskets,  and  they,  with  the  coal-heavers, 
when  ordered  to  fill  vacancies  at  the  gnus,  did  it  well. 

Charles  Kenyon,  fireman,  was  conspicuous  for  persistent  conrage  in^extracUi 
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Ing  a  priming  wire,  whicb  had  become  bent  and  fixed  in  the  bow  gnn,  anJ  in 
returning  to  work  the  piece  after  hte  hand,  sererelf  hnrnt,  had  bc«n  ronghlj- 
dreflsed  by  hinuelf  with  cotton  waate  and  oil. 

To  particularize  the  good  conduct  of  the  crew  is  difficult;  wbere  the  men  be- 
haved so  well  it  is  impoesible  to  mention  names  without  sending  a  maeter^rolL 
Tet,  Jeremiah  Regan,  quartcrmaBter  and  captain  of  No.  2  gnn,  attracted  my  par- 
ticijar  attention.  Born  in  Masuchusettd,  he  has  been  eleven  years  at  eei^— 
seven  of  them  in  the  navy.  He  is  respectable  in  his  conduct,  intelligent,  and 
edncated.  I  beg  leave  therefore  to  recommend  him  for  an  appointment  as  mas- 
ter's mate. 

Ur.  Boororo.  the  gunner,  who  was  killed  by  the  fragment  of  a  shell  at  ibe 
close  of  the  action,  was  cool  and  efficienL    The  supply  of  ammunitioa  was  ad- 
mirably arranged.   The  execntive  officer  speaks  of  his  assistance  in  warm  terms. 
In  him  the  service  has  lost  a  very  valuable  officer.

SrR:  Hearing  from  Colonel  Hawkins,  commandine  at  Roanoke  island,  that 
there  was  a  quantity  of  stores  belonging  to  the  rebel  army  at  a  point  on  ibe 
Chowan  river,  I  placed  the  Shawsheen  at  his  disposal  to  convey  a  company  of 
soldiers  to  the  spot  for  its  destmction. 

The  expedition  arrived  at  its  dcBtination  early  in  the  morning  of  the  6th  in- 
stant, and  succeeded  in  destroying  some  fifty  thousand  do'l'i^'  worth  of  bacon, 
lard,  &C.     I  send  with  this  Acting  Master  Woodward's  report  of  the  s&ir. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  12th  instant  I  received  information  of  the  where- 
abouts of  the  Wade'a  Point  light-house  apparatus.  On  the  same  night  I  pro- 
ceeded in  the  Morse  six  miles  above  this  place,  landed  with  seventy-six  seamen 
and  thirty-eight  soldiers  from  the  Commodore  Peny,  Morse,  Stars  and  Strips, 
and  Commodore  Barney,  marched  at  quick  time  three  miles  into  the  ooantrr; 
found  the  articles  stowed  in  a  man's  bun,  pressed  his  teams  and  others  from  bia 
neighbors  into  service,  and  brought  the  whole  apparatus  in  one  trip  to  the  Morse. 
No  private  property  was  touched.  To  prevent  information  of  our  movement 
reaching  some  rebel  cavalry  which  was  reported  in  the  neighborhood,  I  arrested 
all  the  men  met  on  the  route,  and  forced  them  to  accompany  us.  On  our  letma 
they  were  released. 

On  the  evening  of  the  13th  instant,  with  the  Lockwood  and  Ceres  in  e»m- 
pany,  I  proceeded,  by  your  order,  with  this  vessel  to  Roanoke  river.  At  five 
o'clock  next  morning  we  were  abreast  of  Plymouth,  where  we  stopped  five  ntn- 
ntes  to  examine  some  wagons;  finding  nothing  suspicious  we  pushed  on.  Two 
miles  above  Jameslon  the  river  makes  a  sharp  turn  to  the  right,  and  here  ny 
pilot  told  me  I  could  go  no  further.  I  therefore  placed  him  on  board  4^  the 
Ceres,  and  ordered  the  Ceres  and  the'  Lockwood  to  pursue  with  all  speed  tbe 
steamer  Alice,  which  some  people  ou  the  bank  informed  me  had  passed  up  an 
hour  ahead  of  as.  X  returned  to  Jameston  and  made  an  untuccessfnl  aearch  for 
rebel  army  stores.  Some  two  hours  after  separating  from  the  two  other  boat^ 
hearing  the  sound  of  a  great  gun  up  the  river,  I  resolved  to  go  np  at  all  hasatd 
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u  I  fearrd  they  might  have  been  fired  into  from  the  banks  by  musketry.  We 
TfDt  ilon^at  full  ipeed  for  Beveral  miles  without  diffictdty  until  we  met  the 
other  boUs  retarning,  the  Ceiea  hsving  captured  tlie  Alice  tbont  two  miles 


The  price  had  od  board  »ome  hftcon  for  the  rebel  army,  (which  btu  since,  by 
TBor  order,  been  dutribnted  to  the  different  vessels  of  the  fleet,)  and  the  cbanm 
belli  of  Plymonth,  which  had  been  presented  to  or  seiaed  by  the  confederate 
goTcrament  to  be  c«»t  into  field-pieces. 

We  renuiKd  to  Plynonth.  searched  the  cnslom-honse,  and  found  in  it  the 
Itntem  from  the  light-boat  at  the  mouth  of  Roanoke  river.  It  was  carried  on 
board  of  the  Commodore  Peny.  There  was  no  other  United  States  propertr 
in  ibe  town,  and  none  belonging  1«  the  rebels.  The  Roanoke  river  is  much 
dretded  by  the  pilots ;  but  so  high  as  we  went  we  found  not  much  current,  no 
(tiim|M  nor  Bnage,  and  plenty  of  water.  I  have  been  informed  by  one  who  pro- 
kaet  to  know  the  river  well,  that  the  Commodore  Perry  can  ^  seventy  miles 
iboye  Plymouth. 

On  Ibe  day  after  visiting  Plymonth  I  proceeded,  by  yonr  order,  np  the  Csshie 
Tirer  in  the  Lockwood,  with  the  Shawsheen,  Ceres,  and  Whitehead  m  company, 
to  Windeor.  The  passage  up  was  most  tedious,  llie  river  is  deep,  but  very 
MiNir  and  remarkably  crooked.  We  had  frequently  to  cut  away  the  over- 
huging  limbs  to  make  a  way  for  the  boats,  llie  people  were  astonished  when 
ve appeared  off  the  village;  they  knew  that  we  were  in  the  river,  but  no  one 
iboofht  we  would  reach  so  high  a  point. 

■  •••••••• 

Testerday  afternoon  I  ran  over  to  this  place.  To-day  I  had  an  interview 
with  the  mayor  of  Elisabeth,  and  told  him  what  I  should  expect  and  require  of 
tbe  citiiens.  He  asked  me  to  put  in  writing  what  I  said  to  him,  and  I  wrote 
him  a  note,  of  which  I  sent  yon  a  copy  this  aAemoon  by  lieutenant  Commanding 
McCook,  of  the  Stan  and  Stripes. 

He  csine  on  board  afterward  with  a  Union  citizen  of  the  place,  a  lUr.  Grandby, 
ud  uked  me  to  grant  bim  till  Wednesday  evening  next  to  answer  the  note, 
Hjing  that  the  citisens  thought  the  subjects  mentioned  of  importance ;  that  they 
ud  decided  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  county ;  that  the  coanty 
VIS  thirty  miles  long,  and  several  days  wonld  be  required  to  assemble  the  people. 
Thnr  tvqneet  was  granted,  and  so  the  thing  stands.  I  promised,  on  their  reqnest, 
to  titeodthe  meeting.  What  they  find  in  the  note  of  importance  to  affect  the 
merest  of  any  one  beyond  the  immediate  residents  of  Elizabeth  I  cannot  under- 
•md,  milesB  thev  misapprehend  my  meaning  when  I  say  "I  insist  that  the 
people  be  allowed  to  trade  with  us  unmolested,"  and  suppose  me  to  intend  the 
^caenl  resmnption  of  the  trade  of  the  port,  when  I  only  mean  that  the  farmers 
tad  others  be  permitted  to  sell  to  us,  (the  gunboats,)  unmolested,  poultry,  e^s 
Bifa,  Tegetahles,  &c.  However,  we  will  find  out  at  the  meeting;  and,  if  they 
ofier  me  the  opporiimily,  I  shall  address  a  few  remarks  to  them  ^at  will  cause 
tbdr  tars  to  tingle.

proceeded  np  the  Chowan  river  to  Gates  oonnty,  landed  all  oar  fbrcea  and 
destroyed  a  large  quantity  of  bacon,  com,  lard,  fish,  &x^  belonRing  to  the  Coo- 
flederate  Statee  government,  hy  setting  fire  to  the  wareliouae  and  coneamine  the 
whole.  On  onr  way  to  the  steamer  the  rear  guard  was  attacked  by  about  thiiiy 
rebel  cavalry ;  when  their  leader  was  shot,  tney  tnmed  and  fled ;  when  all  oar 
men  embarked  again,  and  immediately  I  proceeded  back  to  Roanoke  island  and 
landed  the  troops,  then  returned  back  to  iCliiabeth  City  again  on  the  8th  instant.

Herewith  I  transmit  a  eecond  copy,  and  with  it  I  sabmtt  the  following  brkf 
extract  from  a  despatch,  dated  May  7,  from  Commander  Smith,  which  was  the 
first  noUce  I  received  of  the  matter.     It  was  written  at  West  Point : 

"About  1  p.  m.  to^lar  some  of  the  enemy  opened  fire  from  some  field  pieces 
placed  on  a  hill  on  the  lett  flank  of  the  camp.  Onr  vessels  immediately  oon- 
roenced  shelling  them,  and,  in  a  few  minntee,  they  retir^,  no  damage  lutving 
been  done  to  our  people." 

I  also  transmit  herewith,  in  obedience  to  your  instrnctions  of  yesterday,  a 
copy  of  a  report  from  Lieutenant  Commanding  Murray,  received  yesterday 
aftmioon,  concerning  the  late  expedition  np  the  Paraunkey  river.

Flao-Opficbb  :  Testerday  morning  I  took  the  Gnrritnck,  Acting  Master 
Shankland,  and  accompanied  by  a  small  transport  steamer,  the  Seth  Ixtw,  hav- 
ing on  board  two  companies  of  infantry  and  a  company  of  sharpshooten,  under 
tbe  command  of  Major  Willard,  two  Parrott  gous  from  Ayree's  battery,  pr«- 

Sared  to  be  naed  from  the  bow  or  the  stem  of  the  vessel,  and  a  detaduneot  on- 
er Captain  Ayres. 

With  this  force  we  pushed  through  the  obatmctions  at  the  bnmt  bridge  and 
ascended  tbe  Pamunkey  river  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy's  transports.  ,  We  eat- 
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eomtered  nunj  difficnltiee,  anch  as  Bunken  veesela,  treei  felled  acrom  the  rirer. 
Ik^  but  no  batteriee.  Aa  we  nesred  a  place  called  Baaaett's  landing,  about 
tveot^-tive  miles  above  the  White  House,  we  saw  the  evidence  of  a  conflagra- 
lioD  ia  adrance,  and  heard  from  the  negroes  along  the  banks  that  the  enemj, 
Rttiiie  (rind  of  our  approach,  had  returned  on  board  the  vessels  such  atores  as 
K  hu  taoded  and  was  unable  to  take  awaj,  and  fired  hia  fleet. 

About  a  mile  from  the  buTning  veseels  we  met  with  an  impenetrable  obstrao- 
tiin.  A  schooner  laden  with  atone  woa  sunk  acrosa  the  atream,  and  the  river 
W  become  ao  narrow  that  either  end  of  her  was  wedged  by  the  trees. 

Major  Willard  landed  here  with  his  force  of  infantry  ana  aharpshootera,  and 
mutbed  up  the  left  (eaat)  bask,  that  the  number  and  class  of  vessels  burned 
mi^t  be  known,  lliis  most  have  been  a  severe  blow  to  the  enemy,  who  had 
eoDUDenced  landing  hia  stores.  Evidences  of  a  hunied  departure  were  mani- 
fest Shovels,  picks,  and  other  implements  with  which  they  had  been  levelling 
the  bank  were  strewn  about  The  number  of  vessels  burned  was  (as  near  as 
their  burning  hulks  could  be  counted)  seventeen,  viz ;  One  large  side-wheel 
iteunboat,  (the  Logan,)  one  propeller,  and  fifteen  achoonere. 

We  were  compelled  to  return  stem  foremoat  for  eeveral  milea  before  we  had 
room  b  the  river  to  torn.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Somerville  Nicholson  ac- 
companied  us  on  this  expedition,  the  results  of  which  I  hope  will  be  satiafac- 
toiy  to  you.  The  enemy  appeared  on  several  occasiona,  but  at  a  considerable 
diitaoce,  which  without  loss  of  time  they  increased.  We  returned  at  nightfall, 
vidiaat  accident. 

Acting  Master  Shankland  handled  his  vessel  with  admirable  skill,  and  her 
Kacne  from  many  positions  of  embarrassment  is  due  to  his  seamanship.  To 
Untenant  Commanding  S.  Nicholson,  who  volunteered  his  aervicea  on  uiia  oc- 
cuioD,  and  was  so  emineutlv  usefol  in  sounding  through  the  obatructioDB  in 
•dvaiiM  of  the  vessel,  special  thanks  are  due. 

The  steamer  Seth  Low,  with  the  commands  of  Major  Willord  and  Captain 
Ajres  on  board,  was  more  than  uaefiil;  ahe  was  a  necessity.

6ti :  In  B  V  eommnnication  of  the  lat  instant  I  informed  you  that  an  attack 
had  been  made  on  that  day  on  the  lefl  flank  of  our  army,  and  that  onr  vessels 
•helled  the  oiemy's  artery,  which  were  posted  on  a  bill  to  the  left,  forcing 
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theta  to  retire  very  precipitately.  This  was  all  that  we  could  see  from  the  ship. 
I  hsve  aince  learaea  from  some  of  the  array  officers  engaged  in  the  a&ir  tliM 
the  shelling  from  onr  ships  was  very  destructive  to  the  enemy,  causing  them  to 
retreat  so  rapidly  that  tbcy  left  many  of  their  killed  and  wonnded  on  the  field. 
Indeed,  many  of  them  gave  the  credit  of  the  victory  or  repulse  to  the  elupe; 
for  without  uiem,  they  say,  onr  forces  could  not  have  withstood  the  attack,  W 
wonld  have  beoa  compelled  to  fall  back  on  the  camp.

Sib  :  I  forward,  herewith,  a  copy  of  a  report  handed  to  me  to-day  by  Lien- 
tenant  Commanding  T.  H.  Stevens,  of  the  United  States  steamer  Maratanu. 
At  the  time  the  attack  referred  to  in  the  report  was  mode  by  the  rebel  forces 
on  General  Franklin's  division  this  ship  was  anchored  off  the  lower  part  of  the 
landing.  The  Chocnra  was  above,  neat  the  mouth  of  the  Pamanky ;  the 
Sebago  was  getting  under  way  from  the  upper  part  of  the  anchorage,  to  accom- 
pany the  Corwin  ap  the  Mattapony ;  and  the  Haratanza  and  Marblehead  Wfi« 
a  short  diatanoe  below,  on  their  war  from  Queen's  creek ;  the  latter  agroond, 
and  the  former  aaeieting  in  getting  her  off.  I  made  sienals  to  the  Currituck  lo 
go  to  the  aasistance  of  the  Marblehead,  and  to  the  Seoago  and  Maratanxa  lo 
take  a  position  near  this  ship.  The  enemy  were  seen  with  field  pieces  on  a  bill 
side,  firing  at  our  troops,  who  were  hid  from  our  sight  by  intervening  wood&. 
A  few  discharges  of  shell  from  the  Wachusett,  Maratanza,  and  Sebago,  silenced 
the  enemy,  and  drove  them  hastily  from  their  position,  saving  our  army,  as  I 
have  understood  through  army  officers,  from  toul  defeat. 

It  seems  that  the  gunboats  rendered  a  much  more  important  service  to  the 
army  than  we  on  board  were,  at  the  time,  aware  of;  and  I  only  reported  that 
an  attack  had  been  made  on  General  Franklin's  forces  by  the  rebels,  who  were 
shelled  by  the  gunboats  and  dispersed,  as  that  was  all  that  could  be  seen  firom 
this  ship. 

Had  I  known  at  the  time  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  the  gunboats  I 
wonld  have  reported  it,  as  a  knowledge  of  it  might  have  been  of  some  adrantage 
to  us.

Sib  :   About  11.15  this  morning,  hearing  the  sound  of  heavy  firing  in  the 
rear  of  this  pUce,  I  proceeded  on  board  the  Wachusett,  for  Uie  purpose  of  find- 
ing means  to  join  my  command,  which  I  had  passed  on  my  way  to  report  to 
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m,  uid  to  receive  vonr  inetructiona.  About  half-past  eleven.  General  Frank- 
lin tdegrapbed  for  uie  assistance  of  the  gunboate,  etatiog  that  be  was  attacked 
bf  ■  lu|;e  force  of  the  enemy,  and  wanted  immediate  support.  At  this  time 
tbe  Maratanza  was  anchored  about  two  and  a  half  miles  below,  engaged  in 
uving  off  the  Marblebead. 

Beceiviog  jova  orders  to  go  aboard  the  Uaratonza,  and  bring  that  vessel  into 
Klioii,  I  prMended  at  once  in  your  gig  for  this  purpose.  Immediately  upon 
^tliDg  OQ  boud,  I  weighed  anchor,  cleared  for  action,  and  when  abreast  of  and 
u  dose  to  the  position  of  tbe  enemy  as  we  could  get,  I  opened  fire  with  the 
lOO-poimder  Partott ;  about  which  time  the  Sebago  also  opened.  'ITie  fire  was 
kept  Dp  for  about  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  (this  veBBcl  remaining  under  way,) 
irilh  terrible  and  telling  efi^ect  upon  the  enemy,  whose  lire  soon  began  to  slacken, 
ud  thej  commenced  retreating.     At  2.22  p.  m.,  ceased  firing,  and  anchored. 

It  is  the  generally  received  opinion — so  I  gather  from  the  oEBcers  and  men 
wmpoamg  General  Franklin's  command — that  the  accurate  and  destructive  fire 
of  the  gnaboats  was  greatly  instrumental  in  saving  the  army  from  serious  re- 
feree ud  disaster.

8« ;  I  nnpeetfally  submit  the  following ; 

r«eterday,  in  obedience  to  your  orders,  I  proceeded  with  the  despatches  np 
ih«  river  to  the  Monitor.  On  passing  the  Reed  blnff,  known  as  Watkins's 
Uoff,  I  was  opened  npon  by  two  field-lxttteries,  three  guns  each,  of  12-ponnderB 
»nd  6-poandere,  and  about  five  hnndred  sharpshooters. 

The  channel  b<dng  very  narrow,  and,  being  obliged  to  go  within  a  few 
fret  of  the  bluff,  I  suffered  severely.  ITie  hail  of  bullets  from  the  sharo- 
ahootae  prevented  me  fiir  a  time  from  responding,  as,  having  no  covering  for 
toy  men  at  the  battery,  I  would  not  expose  them  to  the  heavy  fire.  A  shot, 
hoverer,  came  and  carried  away  my  rudder-chain,  and  my  vessel  got  ashore  in 
mmt  of  the  batteriea.  I  was  determined  to  go  by,  so  manned  my  guns,  steamed 
on,  and  forced  her  over.  The  field-batteries  were  so  masked  that  I' could  not 
«*e  them  till  opened  upon,  though  the  npper  battery  raked  me  as  I  headed 
towwd*  it,  which,  from  the  nature  of  the  river,  I  had  to  do;  but  we  stood  on, 
"nder  their  fire,  for  five  minutes,  which  I  considered  better,  as  I  had  no  idea  ol 
■'t^treatiog  ontO  my  duties  were  performed,  and  as  long  as  my  vessel  lasted.  As 
»oaii  IS  I  got  np  to  the  upper  battery  the  lower  battery  raked  me  aft,  doing 
DMrt  dama^  la  my  upper  works  than  the  other.  I  think  I  should  not  have 
w«D  damaged  so  much  nad  it  not  been  for  my  getting  ashore  in  front  of  them, 
P^B  them  bnt  a  few  feet  between  me  and  tneir  guns.  Tlie  officers  and  men 
wbaved  with  their  accustomed  coolness  and  efficiency,  and  promptly  responded 
to  ihe  order  "man  the  battery,"  though  under  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry,  A 
ihot  hu  penetrated  the  flange  of  the  port  wheel,  cracking  it  in  several  placea.

StR  ;  At  2  a.  m.  on  the  9th  instant  I  left  this  place  for  Hamilton,  hai-ing  cm 
board  Captaim  W,  W.  Hammcl],  company  F,  9th  New  York  volnntecn,  with 
twenty  of  his  men,  with  the  steumera  Shawsheen  and  Ceres  in  company,  the 
latter  having  on  board  Second  Lieutenant  Josejih  A.  Green,  of  Captain  Hmb- 
mell's  company,  and  ten  of  his  men,  the  former  with  ten  of  the  same  companv, 
under  command  of  Sergeant  Green. 

About  1  o'clock  we  were  fired  on  fivm  the  south  bank  of  the  river  by  miB- 
ketry,  Retnnied  the  fire  with  great  guns  and  small  arms,  and  preB.9ed  on  for 
Hamilton,  where  1  hoped  to  meet  the  enemy  in  force.  We  were  under  fire  fw 
two  hours,  running  very  slowly  and  keeping  a  bright  lookout  for  a  balleiT'. 
Two  or  three  miles  below  Hamilton  we  found  a  deserted  battery. 

At  Hamilton  we  landed  with  abont  one  hundred  men,  soldiers  and  sailnn. 
and  one  field-piece ;  but  the  rebels,  who  fired  ou  us  from  high  banks,  where  ibtj 
were  comparatively  safe,  were  afraid  to  meet  us. 

The  steamer  Wilson,  belonging  to  the  rebels,  ran  into  our  hands  at  Hamilloa 
and  was  taken  possession  of. 

T'he  officers  and  men,  both  soldiers  and  sailors,  behaved  with  great  spirit. 
Onr  loss  was  one  killed  and  ten  wounded;  one  of  the  wounded  lia»  since  died. 
As  the  banks  were  high  and  the  enemy  cautious  of  exposing  their  pereons,  1 
cannot  hope  that  they  received  much  injury. 

On  our  return  we  ehelled  the  banks,  but  without  reply.  The  Wilson  I  fhall 
Bend  to  Kewbem,  as  soon  as  her  wheel  can  be  repiared.  I  send  yon  the  reports 
of  Acting  Masters  McDiarmid  and  Woodward,  who  commanded,  respectively, 
the  Ceres  and  Shawsheen.

8i(:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  yon  the  following  report  of  the  part  taken 
pj  this  vessel  in  the  expedition  up  Roanoke  river  to  Hamilton,  on  the  9th 
initint.  I  left  Flymoutn  at  2  a.  m.  in  company  with  United  States  steamers 
C<nmK>dore  Perry  and  Ceres,  and  proceeded  up  the  river.  At  12  m.  came  to  a 
"•wieade,  which  was  paased  throng  without  any  trouble.    At  1  p.  m.  we  wem 
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attacked  by  leveral  bo^ea  of  riflemen,  abont  two  miles  below  Hamilton,  on 
Bomc  higb  hluSa  of  land.  Their  fire  was  returned  briskly,  naing  our  great  gtuu 
whenever  we  could  get  aufficieut  elevation.  We  pushed  on,  shelling  the  btoki 
of  the  river  as  we  went,  until  we  reached  HamUton.  Thomaa  Smith,  capbun 
of  gun,  was  severely  wounded,  shot  through  the  neck;  two  others  aligfally 
wounded.  I  landed  ten  of  the  9th  New  York  Zonaves  and  twelve  Beameai 
visited  the  town  of  Hamilton;  found  it  nearly  deserted  by  the  inhabitants ;  re- 
turned on  board  at  5.30  p.  ni.,  and  at  6  p.  m.  left  for  Plymouth,  shelling  the 
woods  as  we  came  for  about  four  miles;  arrived  at  Plymouth  witbout  biTing 
her  fired  on  coming  down  the  river.  All  on  board  acted  in  a  most  creditable 
manner  while  under  the  fire  of  tbecnemy.

Inirtere  immediately  ;  at  5.30  a.  m.,  received  Tolleya  of  mnaketry  across  oar 
wie,  when  we  opened  fire  with  shell,  grape,  and  Bolid  shot,  doing  great  execu- 
tion, killing  a  number  of  rebels,  and  finally  driving  them  bock.  At  G.30  a.  m.

(which  have  just  reached  me,)  in  rehition  to  tbe  joint  expedition  against  Frank- 
lin. Virgioia,  on  the  3d  ins  tan  L 

The  department  will  perceive  that  Lieutenant  Commander  Flusser  (senior 
nficer  present)  displayed  his  usual  gallantry,  and  that  tbe  officers  and  crow  of 
tbe  three  gunboats  did  tbcir  porta  well,  under  veir  trying  and  difficult  circnm- 
nances.  Our  loss  was  four  killed  and  fifteen  wounded.  Lieutenant  Commander 
FliuMr  commends  the  good  conduct  of  Acting  Lieutenant  Edmund  R.  Colboun, 
fonunanding  the  Hunchback,  and  of  Acting  Master  Charles  A.  French,  com- 
■Mnding  the  Whitehead.  I  recommend  these  officers  to  the  fiivorable  notice  of 
tb*  dc^tartment.  Lieutenant  William  B.  Cushing  has  been  put  in  command  of 
tb«  pwboot  Ellis,  and  is  increasing  his  reputation  by  active  operations. 

I  have  instructed  Commander  Davenport  to  have  Acting  Third  Assistant 
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Engineer  Richards,  whose  conduct  ia  \cry  favorably  reported  ni>on  by  Lientcn-

Sib  ;  In  obedience  to  yonr  order,  and  in  compliance  with  the  wishes  of  H^oi 
General  Dix,  I  started  for  Franklin  to  co-operate  with  the  army,  on  the  H 
instant,  from  this  place.  We  shelled  the  town  on  the  morning  of  the  3d  fon 
a  position  aboat  tliree-qaarters  of  a  mile  below,  and  fought  Uie  enemy  on  the 
hanks  from  about  7  a.  m.  till  10.15  a.  m.  Hearing  nothing  of  the  anny  tbnt 
the  river  being  barricaded  ahead  of  us,  and  it  being  a  very  unequal  fi^t,  I 
thoDght  it  bcBt  to  retnm.  The  troops  were  nearly  ^1  on  die  south  (x  li^ 
bank  of  the  river,  so  the  army,  to  protect  me  &om  their  sharpshouteis,  wodd 
first  have  to  cross  the  stream. 

General  Pettigrew  commands  at  Franklin.  Our  lose  was  quite  heavy.  I  da 
not  think  I  can  be  of  the  least  service  to  the  army,  and  I  think  the  enemy  bj 
this  time  suspect  that  they  are  to  be  attacked. 

I  shall  send,  throagh  Commander  Davenport,  a  full  report  of  the  affair. 
The  enemy  attempted  to  blockade  the  river  in  our  rear,  and  would  have  HK- 
ceeded  had  we  remained  above  a  few  hours  longer.     Without  an  order  from  yw 
I  shall  not  attempt  it  agaio,  as  su^estcd  in  General  Dix's  latter  note. 

It  is  folly  to  fight  these  people  on  the  banks,  where  they  have  every  advu- 
tage,  and  can  drive  the  men  from  the  great  gims.  The  last  fire  received  from 
the  enemy  on  our  return  (and  they  made  use  of  every  favorable  point  to  pn  il 
to  us)  waa  about  3.30  p.  m.

Sib  :  On  tbe  evening  of  tbe  26tb  ultimo  I  received  a  despatcb  from  Uajor 
General  Diz,  asking  me  to  co-operate  witb  bim  in  an  attack  on  Franklin.  Tbe 
officer  wbo  brought  tbe  despatch  waa  authorized  to  arrange  tbe  time  of  attack, 
and  it  vas  agreed  between  us  that  it  should  be  at  6  a.  m.  on  the  3d  October. 

With  the  communication  from  General  Dix,  came  another  from  the  acting 
nu  admiral  conunanding  tbe  North  Atlantic  blockading  squadron,  directing  me 
to  act  in  concert  iritb  the  land  forces. 

Od  the  night  of  the  2d  instant  I  W  witb  the  Hunchback  and  Whitehead  in 
nnnpaay,  about  three  mites  tWtm  Franklin.  At  5.4S  on  the  3d,  we  got 
miller  way  after  ^ving  tbe  men  an  earlv  breakfast,  and  started  up  the  river, 
thelling  the  banks  as  we  went.  At  7  o'clock,  when  about  three -Quarters  of  a 
mUe  from  Franklin,  and  while  running  a  line  to  swing  us  around  the  beud,  the 
«oemy  opened  a  fire  on  us  from  a  place  of  concealment  on  the  bluff  overhead. 
hi  «e  were  too  near  to  use  the  great  gnns  on  them,  I  ordered  the  men  to  shelter 
tliemselvefl  as  they  beet  coold,  and  tried  to  steam  post;  but  the  river  here  is  very 
DUTow,  and  we  ran  into  the  bank. 

While  in  thia  position,  one  of  the  rebels,  more  gallant  than  his  fellows,  rushed 
down  the  bank,  cheering  on  his  men,  with  tbe  seeming  intention  of  boarding  ue, 
bat  they  did  not  follow  him,  and  he  was  shot  by  one  of  my  men. 

In  a  few  ntinntee  we  got  off  and  steamed  up  until  onr  guns  would  bear,  when 
ve  threw  into  die  rebels  a  heavy  fire  of  9-inch  grape  and  shell,  with  canister 
and  shrapnel  firom  onr  field-piece.  This  fire  covered  tbe  Hunchback  as  she 
roanded  tbe  bend,  and  she,  in  turn,  covered  the  Whitehead. 

After  getting  aronnd  the  bend,  we  found  the  river  barricaded  in  front  of  as. 
Hm  barricade  could  have  been  removed,  but  not  under  tbe  terrible  fire  to  which 
we  were  exposed. 

Id  this  position  we  remained  untU  10.15  a.  m.,  hoping  to  hear  tbe  guns 
of  the  land  furG«,  bnt  no  such  welcome  sound  came  to  onr  ears.  Daring  this 
time  we  kept  up  a  fire  of  great  guus  and  musketry.  Witb  the  forward  9-inch 
gno  I  threw  shells  in  the  direction  of  Franklin ;  witb  the  forward  32-pOBnder 
poured  grape  and  canister  into  tbe  woods  on  our  left;  and  with  the  after 
3S-ponnaer  and  field-gun,  gave  them  tbe  some  on  the  right,  and  shelled  the  bluff 
from  which  they  fired  on  na  so  beavUy,  witb  the  after  9-incb  gun. 

At  10.15  we  started  down,  getting  a  terrible  fire  from  the  bluff.  Tbe 
Biemy  continued  to  fire  at  us  irom  every  available  point  until  2.30  p.  m. 
They  ahio  attempted  to  block  the  river  in  our  rear,  by  felling  trees,  through 
which  obstmctions  we  pushed  with  a  heavy  head  of  steam. 

On  oar  return,  I  sent  the  Hunchback  t*  Plymouth,  to  bury  the  dead  and 
proceed  to  Roanoke  island,  witb  the  wounded,  (one  dying  on  tbe  way,)  where 
Colonel  Howard  very  kindly  gave  me  the  steamer  Emily  to  cany  them  to  Nor- 
folk hospital.  ^ 
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We  in  the  boat  had  two  killed  (Maeter'a  Mete  John  Lrnch  and  Qoaiter- 
master  Juetin  Baker]  and  ten  men  wounded ;  two  of  them,  l  fear,  mortallj. 
I  Bent  Dr.  Gale  on  in  charge  of  the  wounded  and  did  not  get  his  report  at 
,  caeaaltieB  before  he  left.    It  Bhall  be  sent  immediately  on  hie  retnm. 

I  encloee  reports  of  Acting  Lieutenant  Gollioun  and  Acting  Master  Command- 
ing French,  with  return  of  ca^ualticB  on  board  their  vessels.  I  was  well  sup. 
ported.     Golhoun  and  French  both  did  their  duty. 

On  board  ray  own  vessel  the  oiSccrs  and  men  generally  behaved  welL  I 
desire  to  mention  as  worthy  of  praise  for  great  gallantry,  Lieutenant  Wm.  B. 
Gushing,  who  ran  the  tield-piece  out  amid  a  storm  of  bullets,  took  a  sure  and 
deliberate  aim  at  the  rebels,  and  sent  a  chai^  of  canister  among  them,  that 
completely  silenced  their  fire  at  that  point.  Mr.  Lynch  assisted  Mr.  Cushiog, 
and  here  met  his  death  like  a  brave  fellow,  aa  he  was. 

Mr.  Bichaids,  third  assistant  engineer,  who  had  charge  of  the  powder  ditj. 
sion,  also  BBsiiited  with  the  howitzer,  and  showed  great  courage.  Mr.  Andergon, 
the  paymaater,  waa  of  great  assistance  in  bringing  in  the  wounded  from  under 
the  fire,  and  conveying  them  to  the  doctors. 

Among  the  men,  Daniel  Lakin,  (seaman,)  John  Williams,  (seaman,)  Jobn 
Breese,  (boHtawain'a  mate,)  Alfred  Peterson,  (seaman,)  and  James  H.  Bnrbaok, 
.  (corpond  in  the  4lh  Rhode  Island  volunteers,)  distinguished  themselves  by  the/ 
gallant  conduct  I  recommend  the  first  for  an  appointment  as  master's  mate; 
the  second  I  shall  make  boatswain's  mate ;  Peterson,  I  shall  make  qaartermaBter, 
and  hope  the  corporal  may  be  made  a  sergeant.

Sii :  The  following  U  an.accoaQt  of  the  part  taken  b^  this  vessel  in  the  fight 
on  the  Bkckwnter  on  Fridaj,  the  3d  instant : 

I  got  under  way  at  5.30  a.  m.  from  our  anchorage,  about  four  miles  below 
FraBklin,  following  your  Tesscl  closely — the  Whitehead  being  astern  of  ns. 
nten  the  enemy  opened  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry  on  you,  I  pushed  ahead  to 
TOUT  support.  The  river  being  very  narrow  at  that  point,  and  the  turn  "  short 
aromid,"  I  found  great  difficulty  in  turning  the  bend,  being  detained  there 
nearly  half  an  hour  under  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry  and  one  shot  from  artillery, 
which  latter  killed  two  men — a  grape-shot  passing  through  both,  killing  them 
ilniMt  instantly.  From  that  time  until  10.30  a.  m.,  when  we  had  fonght  onr 
wty  to  a  point  within  three-quarters  of  a.  mile  of  Franklin,  the  fighting  was  the 
■une — here  and  there  high  bonks  with  dense  foliage,  a  narrow  and  very  crooked 
sUtam,  with  fireqnent  heavy  firing  of  musketry. 

On  our  passage  down  we  met  with  even  a  warmer  reception,  the  enemy  seem- 
in|;  delennincd  to  capture  as — having,  as  yon  are  aware,  cut  down  large  trees 
to  close  op  the  river.  We  were  not  idle  all  that  time  j, but  whenever  I  could 
fire  my  9-inch  guns  without  exposing  the  men,  I  let  them  have  shell,  shrapnel, 
ud  grape ;  and  when  the  firing  of  £e  enemy  was  so  hot  that  I  could  not  ex- 
pose tbe  men,  I  worked  my  two  howitzers  in  the  gangway,  giving  directions 
throng  the  speaking  tube  in  the  pilot-house  how  to  fire.  I  cannot  speak  too 
highly  in  piaiee  of  the  officers  and  men  under  my  command.  They  did  their 
dnty  nobly.  I  have  to  regret  the  loss  of  one  of  my  best  men,  James  Ritchie, 
hosbwain's  mate,  who  was  kiUed  when  about  to  sight  his  gun.  I  wonid  bring 
ta  yoor  notice  the  heroic  conduct  of  Thomas  G.  Barton,  seamen,  who,  when  a 
'hell,  with  cartridge  attached,  fell  out  of  the  howitzer  npon  the  deck — the 
chatge,  which  must  have  been  wet,  being  ignited — got  a  bucket  of  water  and 
threw  it  npon  it,  thereby  preventing  its  explosion, 

Oar  loBA,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  Acting  Assistant  Snrgeon  George 
B.  Mum,  was :  killed — James  Ritchie,  boatswain's  mate,  and  Frank  Davis,  con- 
tnUnd;  wounded — Samuel  B.  Sharp,  seamen,  left  arm. 
We  fired  irom  the  9-incli  guns  22  shells,  10  shrapnel,  and  one  stand  of  grape; 
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from  the  lOO-pounder  rifle,  9  percaseion  ehells;  and  from  the  howitzere,  9  sUo( 
of  grspe,  27  ehrapnel,  28  shell,  aod  26  canister — makmg  a,  total  of  132.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report; 

In  obedience  to  your  order,  I  \eh  my  anchorage  at  this  place  on  the  evening 
of  the  1st  instant,  to  take  part  in  iJie  expedition  up  this  river,  together  wilb 
yourself  and  steamer  Hunchback.  When  about  one  mile  below  IVanklin,  an 
the  morning  of  the  3d,  at  seven  o'clock,  I  engaged  the  enemy  in  force,  who 
were  posted  on  a  high  embankment  with  musketry,  and  on  my  approach,  find- 
ing the  elevation  so  great  and  his  fire  bo  hot,  and  my  men  so  exposed,  1  wu 
forced  to  order  them  under  cover  for  a  short  time  till  I  ^t  past ;  during  wluch 
time  I  had  four  wounded,  three  of  them  severely ;  a  special  report  of  which  yon 
will  find  enclosed. 

At  10.30  a.  m.,  as  per  your  order,  I  proceeded  on  my  way  down  river,  re- 
ceiving a  severe  fire  from  the  enemy  at  difierent  embaimnents  for  some  miles 
below  ;  bnt  during  the  passage  down  I  maintained  my  fire  very  n^larly,  keep- 
ing the  enemy  in  check.  I  am  only  surprised  that  the  casualties  were  not 
greater,  considering  our  exposed  situation  and  the  upper  works  being  bo  cut  np 
with  musketry. 

My  officers  and  men  were  g^ierally  prompt,  and  merit  my  thanks,  I  would 
particularly  mention  Edwin  Smith,  ordinary  seaman,  for  gallantry,  who  swam 
ashore  under  the  fire  of  the  enemy  with  a  line,  while  lying  agronnd  on  the 
opposite  bank,  which  rendered  me  important  service,  as  the  risk  of  lowering  a 
boat  would  have  been  extremely  great. 

I  expended,  during  the  action,  forty-nine  lonnds,  exclosive  of  muskeUy.

Sib  :  I  transmit,  enclosed.  Commander  Davenport's  report  of  the  naval  co* 
optntioa  with  the  late  army  expedition  from  Newbem  to  Hamilton  and  that 
Ticinity.  •••••• 

Ob  the  Slat  of  October  Commander  Davenport,  with  the  Valley  City, 
Bimchback,  Ferry,  Hetzel,  and  the  Videttc,  (an  army  gunboat,)  threw  shot  and 
»heD  for  half  an  honr  into  the  woods  two  miles  back  of  Flymouth,  where  3,000 
nbela  were  posted,  killing  two  of  them. 

On  the  2d  instant,  at  7  p.  ra..  Commander  Davenport,  with  the  Valley  City 
leading,  and  the  Perry,  Hetzel,  and  Hunchback  following,  left  Plymoutu,  and, 
II  6  a.  m.  on  the  3d,  anchored  off  Wiiliamaton,  on  the  Roanoke,  where  he  soon 
h«d  an  interview  with  General  Foster,  aud  arranged  for  an  advance  on  Ham- 
ilwoj  and  at  Ijp,  m.  on  the  4th,  the  Valley  City  having  led,  followed  by  the 
I'erry,  Hetzel,  Honchback,  aud  Seymour,  arrived  at  Rainbow  Bluff  batteries, 
which  were  found  in  possession  of  our  troops,  who  had  advanced  without 
makbg  the  preconcerted  signal  to  the  gunboats.  The  enemy  had  previously 
l«ft  these  batteries  and  taken  off  the  guns.  Our  gunboata  then  went  to  Ham- 
illMi,  vhere  they  found  no  rebel  gunboats  in  process  of  construction.  That 
etening  the  army,  accompanied  by  fow  pieces  of  naval  artillery  with  their 
tKWi,  left  for  Tarboro',  and  the  Valley  City  and  Perry  were  sent  up  the  river  a 
fe*  miles,  as  far  as  they  could  go,  to  divert  the  attention  of  the  enemy. 

On  the  5th  the  Seymour  destroyed,  as  far  as  possible,  the  earthworks  at 
lUiabow  blufi«,  in  doing  which  Acting  Master's  Mate  Whall  was  accidentally 
killed. 

At  S  a.  m.  on  the  6th  the  army  returned  to  Hamilton,  having  failed  to  reach 
Ttrbofo',  (owing,  it  ia  said,  to  the  enemy  having  been  re-euforced  from  Rich- 
■Bond.)  and  on  the  9th  instant,  the  joint  expedition  left  Hamilton  from  Fly- 
inpiuh,  the  boops  returning  thence  to  Newbem  ;  also  Commander  Davenport, 
*idi  the  Hetzel,  the  Hunchback,  (in  want  of  repairs,)  and  the  Seymour,  (con- 
T«ying  troopa.) 

Commander  Davenport  is  satisfied  that  the  rebels  have  no  iron-clads  on  the 
^fAnoke,  and  that  they  cannot  build  on  that  river  above  Williamston,  owing  to 
lo*  water,  steep  banks,  and  the  want  of  necessary  fiicilitics.  Lieutenant  Com- 
■■■•nder  Floiser,  however,  believes  that  they  are  building  at  or  about  Halifax. 
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Uommander  Davenport  is  atronglj  opposed  to  engaging  the  ganboate  on  tnch 
expeditions,  on  account  of  their  nnfitness  for  eervice  in  these  narrow  and  crooked 
rivers,  from  whose  high  banhs  sharpshoolers,  protected  in  rifie  pits,  can  conirol 
and  sweep  our  open  decks.  It  is  obvious  that,  where  the  situation  does  not 
allow  the  gunboats  to  take  care  of  themgclves,  they  cannot  assist  the  umj, 
wbilet  they  are  themselves  exposed  to  the  worst  consequences.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  movements  niiw 
the  SStb  October  ultimo,  the  date  of  my  last  communication  to  yon,  having  r- 
fercnce  to  the  state  of  afFaJrs  at  this  place  and  on  the  Roanoke  livcr. 

1  arrived  at  this  place  early  on  the  morning  of  the  30th  ultimo,  and  found 
here  the  United  States  steamers  Commodore  Perry,  Hunchback,  Valley  Ciiy, 
and  the  army  gunboat  Videttc,  at  anchor  off  the  town  j  the  Shawshcen  was  on 
picket  duty  some  six  miles  up  the  river.  On  consultation  with  Lieutenant  Cont- 
mandcr  Flusscr  and  Oaptaiu  Hammill,  the  oificer  commanding  the  post,  I  oscer- 
tsined  that  the  enemy,  said  to  number  3,000,  were  poalnd  in  the  woods  about 
two  miles  in  rear  of  the  town.  It  was  agreed  upon  between  us  that  on  the  ueit 
day  we  would  make  the  attempt  to  shell  them  from  their  position.  Accordinglv, 
on  the  3lBt  nltimo,  at  12  m.,  the  Valley  City,  Hunchback,  Perry,  HeUel.  »nd 
army  boat  Vidette,  opened  fire,  and  for  half  an  hour  threw  shot  and  shell 
over  the  town  and  into  the  woods  beyond,  driving  the  rebels  from  their  positioQ 
and  killing  two  of  their  number. 

Late  ont  he  afternoon  of  the  1st  instant,  the  United  Stal<-s  steamer  Seymonr  ar- 
rived, with  the  intelligence  that  General  Foster  had  left  Newbem  with  a  strong 
force,  and  was  then  on  his  mari;h  to  AVashington,  North  Carolina.  At  13.30  p.m- 
on  the  2d  instnnt,  while  on  my  way  to  Washington  to  confer  with  Genenl 
Foster,  I  intercepted  the  steam-tug  Alert  with  despatches  from  the  general  re- 
questing me  to  meet  him,  with  the  gunboats,  at  Williamston  on  the  following 
day.  1  immediately  returned  to  Plymouth,  and  at  7  p.  m.  got  under  way  for 
Williamston,  the  Valley  City  leading  and  followed  by  the  Perry,  Uctul. 
Hunchback,  and  armed  army  transport  Lancer.  At  6  o'clock  bn  the  morning  of 
the  3d  instant,  I  anchored  off  the  town  of  WillianiHton,  where,  soon  afterward*, 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  an  interview  with  General  Foster,  whose  march  had  been 
ineffectually  opposed  by  the  enemy  at  Ball's  Ford,  a  point  on  a  small  stream 
about  five  miles  distant. 

It  was  agreed  upon  that  we  should  begin  our  advance  on  Hamilton  that  night 
Accordingly,  at  7  p.  m.,  I  got  under  way  in  the  following  order :  the  Valley  City 
leading,  followed  by  the  Perry,  Hetzel,  and  Hunchback.  The  JjSQcer  bad  re- 
turned during  the  afternoon  to  Plymouth  with  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers. 
At  1  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  4th  instant,  having  reached  the  barricade, 
which  is  about  five  miles  below  Rainbow  bluffs  and  eight  miles  from  Hamilton, 

I  anchored,  for  the  double  purpose  of  awaiting  the  signal  from  the  advance  of 
the  army  and  avoiding  the  risk  of  a  passage  through  the  barricade  at  night.    At 

II  a.  m.,  having  failed  as  yet  in  receiving  any  signal  from  the  army,  I  made 
general  signal  to  get  under  way,  and  proceeded  up  the  river  in  the  foUowh^ 
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Older :  the  Valley  City  leading,  followed  by  the  Peny,  Hctzel,  and  Hunchback, 
tbe  Seymour,  which  bad  arriTed  at  7j  a.  m.,  briDging  np  the  rear.  At  1  p.  m. 
wecome  io  sight  of  the  batteries  at  B^nbow  bluff,  which  we  found  in  poBseeBiou 
of  osr  troops,  the  euemy  having  deserted  them  and  carried  off  all  the  guna. 
At  2  p.  m.  I  anchored  off  the  town  of  Hamilton. 

I  here  entered  into  another  agreement  with  General  Foster,  in  accordance 
with  which  the  Valley  City  and  Peny,  at  9,30  p.  m.,  proceeded  a  few  miles 
fiuibrr  op  the  river  to  divert  the  attention  of  the  enemy,  while  the  army  con- 
tinned  its  march  to  Tarboro'.  At  night,  after  tbe  anny  had  left,  piclcets  were 
pMled  In  tbe  town — ten  from  this  vessel  and  ten  from  the  Hunchback — under 
the  niionuind  of  proper  officers. 

I  mtist  here  eipresa  my  thanks  and  acknowledgments  to  Acting  Assistant 
Pajnuuter  Henry  Gushing,  of  the  Hnnchback,  for  his  vigilance  in  securing  the 
eodoeed  plan  of  batteries  at  Rainbow  bluffs,  and  papers  relating  thereto,  while 
on  dnty  in  command  of  pickets  at  Hamilton,  on  the  night  of  the  4th  instant  I 
look  upon  these  papers  as  among  tbe  most  valuable  acquisitions  of  the  expedi- 

At  10  L  m.  on  the  5th  instant  I  despatched  the  Seymour  down  the  river  for 
ihe  pntpose  of  destroying  tbe  earthworks  at  Rainbow  bluffs.  At  5  p.  m.  she 
returaed,  having  accomplished,  as  far  ns  possible,  tbe  object  for  which  she  was 
ient,  I  regret  extremely  to  inform  yoa  that,  while  in  the  performance  of  this 
da^,  Acting  Slaster's  Mate  Wball  was  mortally,  and  one  man  slightly,  wounded, 
liy  the  premature  explosion  of  a  miue. 

At  2  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  instant  the  United  States  steamer 
Loekwood  arrived,  and  at  5.30  a.  m.  tbe  Seymour  left  for  Plymouth.  During 
the  lAcmoon  the  army  returned  from  its  march  in  the  direction  of  Tarboro', 
htnng  Med  in  reaching  that  place.  On  the  7th  instant  I  had  another  under- 
itMiding  with  Creneral  Foster,  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  encloeed,)  in  accord- 
uHe  with  which  I  took  on  board  300  sick  and  disabled  soldiers,  whom  I  dis- 
Inbnted  among  the  sevend  gunboats,  and  sending  the  Valley  City  and  Lockwood 
ihe*d,  with  orders  to  wait  m  me  at  Williamston  At  12.30  p.m.  I  got  under  way 
fcr  the  came  point,  accompanied  by  the  Hnnchback  and  Perry,  to  cover  the 
fwrof  the  anny,  and  arrived  at  Williamston  at  11.30  a.  m.  on  the  8th  instant. 

At  6  a.  m.  on  the  9th  instant  the  army  began  its  march  for  Plymouth,  the 
Pary,  Valley  City,  and  Lockwood  baring  lefl  for  the  same  place  on  the  pre- 
riong  tftemoon.  At  10  a.  m.,  when  the  rear  guard  of  tbe  army  bad  left  Wil- 
ItUDBtoD,  1  got  under  way  with  the  Hnnchback  for  Fljnnouth,  where  I  arrived 
U  3.30  p.  m.,  about  two  hours  in  advance  of  the  army.  I  shall  leave  a  force  of 
pnbottta  here,  amply  sufficient  to  protect  the  place,  in  conjunction  with  such 
forte  u  it  is  the  intention  of  General  Foet«r  to  station  at  this  point  When  the 
•nny  has  embarked  for  Newbem,  I  shall  get  under  way  for  tbe  same  place, 
topping,  probably,  em  route,  at  Washington,  to  confer  with  Acting  Lieutenant 
Bouhaw. 

With  regard  to  tbe  resnlts  attained  by  this  reconnoissance,  I  am  satisfied  that 
th*  rebels  hare,  as  yet,  no  iron-clad  boats  on  this  river,  nor  do  I  think  it  prob- 
•ble  diat  they  will  ever  attempt  the  construction  of  any  vessel  of  a  formidable 
ehtncter  above  Williamston.  At  Hamilton  there  were  no  indications  whatever 
that  Tttsels  of  any  kind,  except  canoes,  had  ever  been  built  there.  The  bank 
i»  bhff  and  bold,  affording  no  natural  facilities  for  wharves  or  "  ways,"  and  the 
n*«  is  narrow  and  current  strong.  Above  Hamilton  the  river  is  extremely 
BUTow  and  tortuous,  abonnding  in  snaga  and  bars  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
Valley  City  could  not  ascend  more  than  five  or  six  miles.  I  learned  that  at 
Hahfax,  the  next  town  above,  there  is,  at  ordinary  times,  from  one  to  two  feet 
^J  of  water.  The  river  is  now  at  its  medium  height,  and  I  should  not  tbink 
^  pwiible,  except  during  a  tresbet,  to  float  an  iron-clad  boat  of  formidable 
oWnaions  at  that  point  >iin|r 
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In  conclusion,  I  must  commend  to  yoor  favonible  consideration  flie  intelli- 
gence, zeal,  and  skill  in  the  management  of  their  veMele,  displayed  by  Lieu- 
tenant Commander  FIubbct  and  Acting  Lieutenant  Colhonn.  Nor  can  I  withhoH 
my  praise  and  warmest  thanks  from  the  ofGcere  and  men  generally,  who  ™d 
with  each  other  in  their  efforts  to  aid  the  anny  and  bring  to  a  successful  tssne 
the  objects  of  the  expedition.   .

United  States  Stbambb  Hbtzei., 

November  26,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  entered  New  River  inlet  on  the  23d 
of  this  month,  with  the  United  Slates  steamer  Ellis  under  my  command,  suc- 
ceeded in  passing  the  narrow  and  shallow  place  called  the  Rocks,  and  atwted 
up  the  river.  My  object  was  to  sweep  the  river,  capture  any  vessels  there,  cap- 
ture the  town  of  Jacksonville,  or  Onslow  Coart-liouse,  take  the  Wilmington 
mail,  and  destroy  any  salt-works  that  I  might  find  on  tlie  banks.  I  espMtcd 
to  surprise  the  enemy  in  going  np,  and  then  to  fight  my  way  out.  Five  mile* 
from  ibc  mouth  I  came  in  sight  of  a  vessel  bound  outward,  with  a  load  of  cottoa 
and  turpentine.  The  enemy  fired  her  to  prevent  her  fulling  into  our  hands.  I 
ran  alongside,  made  sure  that  they  could  not  extinguish  the  flames,  and  aeam 
steamed  up  the  river.  At  1  p.  m.  I  reached  the  town  of  Jacksonville,  laaded. 
threw  out  my  pickets,  and  placed  guards  over  the  public  buildings. 

This  place  is  the  county  seat  of  Onslow  county,  and  is  quite  an  important 
town.  It  is  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river  going  up,  and  is  thirty-fire 
or  foriy  miles  from  the  mouth.  I  captured  twenty-five  stand  of  public  anna  ui 
the  eourt-hoii^e  aud  post  office,  quite  a  large  mail,  and  two  schooners.  I  also 
conli^cated  the  negiocs  of  the  confederate  postmaster.     I  forgot  to  mention  that 
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tbetoini  is  ritnated  on  the  main  dirt  road  to  Wilmington.  Several  rebel  officers 
naped  ae  I  oearcd  the  place  and  carried  the  news  to  that  citj.  At  S.30  p.  m. 
I  !Urted  down  the  river,  and  at  5  p.  m.  came  in  Bight  of  n  cump  on  the  banks, 
whkh  I  thoron^hly  shelled.  At  tne  point  where  the  schooner  captured  in  the 
morning  was  still  burning,  the  enemy  opened  fire  on  the  Ellis  with  i-iflce,  but 
were  won  ailenced  by  our  guns.  I  had  two  pilots  on  board,  both  of  whom  in- 
formed me  that  it  would  be  impoBBible  to  take  the  steamer  from  the  river  that 
nigbt  High  water  and  daylight  were  two  things  absolutely  eeaential  in  order 
to  t&ke  her  out.  I  therefore  came  to  anchor  abont  five  miles  from  the  outer  bar, 
took  tnj  prizes  alongside,  and  made  every  preparation  to  repel  an  attack.  All 
night  long  the  signal  fires  of  the  enemy  could  be  seen  on  the  banks.  At  dny- 
li^t  I  got  underway,  and  had  nearly  reached  the  worst  place  in  the  channel 
wbeo  the  enemy  opened  on  us  with  two  pieces  of  artillery.  I  placed  my  veesel 
in  position,  at  once  hoiated  the  battle-flag  at  the  fore,  the  crew  gave  it  three 
cLeen,  and  we  went  into  action.  In  one  hour  I  had  driven  the  enemy  from  hia 
gnia  and  from  the  bluff,  and  passed  within  a  hundred  yai^s  of  their  position 
without  receiving  fire.  Up  to  this  time  I  had  been  in  evary  way  Bucceasful,  hnt 
WM  here  destined  to  meet  with  an  accident  that  changed  the  fortunes  of  the  day, 
tai  resulted  in  the  destroctifin  of  my  veBsel.  About  five  hundred  yarda  from 
the  bluffs  the  pilots,  mistaking  the  channel,  ran  the  Ellis  hard  and  fast  aground. 
All  bands  went  to  work  at  once  to  lighten  her,  and  anchors  and  steam  used  to 
gel  her  afloat,  but  withoat  success.  The  headway  of  the  steamer  had  forced 
her  over  a  shoal  and  into  a  position  where,  as  the  centre  of  a  circle,  we  had  a 
nrcumfirenee  of  tioaf  all  around.  <  When  the  tide  fell  I  sent  a  party  ashore  to 
Uke  posseHsion  of  the  artillery  abandoned  in  the  mommg,  but  when  they  reached 
dte  field  it  was  discovered  that  it  had  been  removed  while  we  were  at  work  on 
tlie  vefBcI.  If  I  had  secured  this,  I  proposed  to  construct  a  shore  battery  to 
tifiit  iu  the  defence  of  my  vessel  by  keeping  the  rebels  from  placing  their  bat- 
teries in  position.  At  dork  I  took  one  of  my  prize  schooners  alongside,  and 
proceeded  to  take  everything  out  of  the  EHia  excepting  the  pivot  gun,  some  am- 
munition, two  tons  of  coal,  and  a  few  small  arms.  Steam  and  anchor  again 
tiled  lo  get  my  vessel  afloat.  I  felt  confident  that  the  coufederaten  would  como 
on  me  in  overwhelming  force,  and  it  now  became  my  duty  to  save  my  men.  So 
ill  hande  were  called  to  muster,  and  the  crew  told  that  they  could  go  aboard  the 
Kbooner.  I  called  for  six  volunteers  to  remain  with  me  on  l>oard  and  fight  the 
remaining  gun.  Knowing  that  it  was  almost  certain  death  the  men  came  for- 
wwd,  and  two  master's  mates,  Valentine  and  Barton,  were  amongst  the  number. 
Thp»o  gentlemen  subsequently  behaved  with  coolness  and  braveiy.  I  ordered 
the  schooner  to  drop  down  the  channel  out  of  range  from  the  bluffs,  and  there 
to  wait  for  the  termination  of  the  impending  engagement,  and  if  we  were  dos- 
tror«d  to  proceed  to  sea. 

Ewly  in  the  morning  the  enemy  opened  on  us  from  four  points  with  heavy 
riflfd  gnns,  (one  a  Whitworth.)  It  was  a  cross-fire,  and  very  destructive.  I 
Rptied  as  best  I  could;  but  in  a  short  time  the  engine  was  disabled,  and  she 
WM  much  cut  np  in  every  part;  and  the  only  alternatives  left  were  surrender  or 
«  pnll  of  one  and  a  half  mile  under  their  fire  in  my  small  boat.  The  first  of 
tWe  was  not,  of  course,  to  bfi  thought  of;  the  second  I  resolved  to  attempt.  I 
fired  the  Ellia  in  five  places,  and,  having  seen  that  the  battle-Bag  was  still  flying, 
tnined  the  gan  on  the  enemy,  so  that  the  vessel  might  fight  herself  after  we  had 
hA  her  and  started  down  the  river,  reached  the  schooner,  and  made  sail  for  sea. 
It  was  low  water  on  the  bar,  and  a  heavy  surf  was  rolling  in,  but  the  wind  forced 
M  through  after  striking  several  times.  We  were  just  in  time,  for  about  six 
hundred  yards  down  the  beach  were  several  companies  of  cavalry  trying  to  reach 
the  mouth  of  the  inlet  in  time  to  cut  us  off.  We  hoisted  our  flag  and  gave  three 
chfCTB,  and  were  off.  In  four  honrs  I  reached  Beanfort.  I  brought  awny  all 
mj  men,  my  rified  howitzer  and  ammunition,  the  ship's  Btor(.'B  and  clothhig,  the 
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men's  bags  and  hammocks,  and  a  portion  of  tlie  email  amu.     I  retained  aboud 
a  few  mnekets,  pikoB,  and  pistols,  to  repel  boarders. 

I  neglected  to  state  tbat  when  I  took  possession  of  the  enemy's  gromid.  on 
the  34th  a  salt-work  was  destroyed,  and  ten  boat?  rendered  useless  tbat  were 
to  have  been  used  for  boarding.  At  9  a.  m.  the  United  States  steamer  EUia 
was  blown  in  pieces  by  the  explosion  of  the  magazine.  Officers  and  men  behaved 
nobly,  obeying  urders  strictly  under  the  most  t^ing  circumstancea.  I  respect- 
fully request  tbut  a  court  of  inquiry  may  be  ordered  to  investigate  the  facts  of 
the  case,  and  to  see  if  the  honor  of  the  flag  Iia^  suflered  in  my  hands.

United  States  Steamer  Mahaska, 

Of  Yorkloum,  Va.,  November  26,  1862- 
SiR :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  Friday,  the  21st  iDStant, 
Brigadier  General  Neglee  aai  myself  concerted  a  plan  of  operations  agaiDsl 
Matthews  county,  (whose  inhabitants  were  said  to  be  largely  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  salt,  and  in  smuggling  contraband  goods  from  the  eastern  shore 
of  Matrland  and  Virginia,)  which  was  cairied  out  aa  follows  : 

On  the  night  of  Saturday,  the  22d  instant,  having  received  on  hoard  a  bat- 
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ulkin  of  infantiy,  tbree  bandred  strong,  under  the  command  of  Major  Conjng- 
bsm,  of  the  53d  PenDeylvaniA  volant«erB,  I  left  this  harbor  with  the  Mahasl^t 
the  General  Putnam,  and  a  small  tug  called  the  May  Queen,  (aboard  of  which 
I  hid  moDiited  a  rifled  howitzer,}  bound  to  East  river,  Mobjack  bay,  where,  on 
the  following  morning,  I  ran  alongside  of  a  fine  wharf,  distant  three  or  four  miles 
tiam  the  river,  and  exactly  two  miles  from  Matthews  Court-Uousc.  Here  the 
troops  were  disembarked,  and,  re-enforced  with  a  lif-poundcr  Dahlgren  howitzer, 
Eunned  by  twenty  seamen,  under  the  command  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Black, 
took  op  their  line  of  march  for  New  Point  Comfort  and  Winter  harbor,  white 
the  General  Putnam,  with  a  detachment  of  seamen  and  a  howitzer  boat  from 
thie  re»el,  all  under  the  command  of  my  executive  officer,  Lieutenant  Farqubar, 
wta  despatched  up  the  river  with  orders  to  capture  or  destroy  all  vessels  and 
bo«t»  that  could  be  used  in  running  the  blockade. 

At  8  p.  m.  both  expeditions  had  returned.  The  result  of  the  day's  operations 
beiogthe  destruction,  on  the  part  of  Mujor  Conyngham,  of  eleven  salt-works  and 
between  tbree  and  four  hundred  buHhela  of  salt;  and  on  the  part  of  Lienteuant 
Psniahar,  the  destruction  of  one  salt-work  and  the  burning  of  three  schooners 
ud  a  Domber  of  scows  and  boats,  with  the  capture  of  a  lighter  and  twenty-four 
luge  canoes,  some  of  which  are  capable  of  containing  twenty-four  men. 

Aetiug  Master's  Hate  Black  reported  that  while  on  the  march  Patrick  Madden, 
Itndsman,  suddenly  disappeared  from  the  ranks ;  hut  whether  he  had  inteu- 
tknully  deserted  or  straggled  from  the  command  and  been  captured  by  a  body 
of  nbel  cavalry,  who  hung  close  upon  their  rear,  it  was  impossibli:  to  say. 

On  the  following  morning  a  detachment  of  soldiers  waa  sent  out  towards 
Htttfaews  Cotut-Honae,  while  our  men  were  employed  in  destroying  boats  on 
both  Bides  of  the  river  in  our  immediate  vicinity,  and  at  i  p.  m.,  the  object  of 
the  nadertaking  against  Matthews  couuty  having  been  successfiilly  accom- 
plished, I  got  under  way  for  Yorktown,  where  I  arrived  and  disembarked  the 
troops  about  sunset. 

Having  learned,  however,  shortly  before  leaving  East  river,  that  two  sloops 
were  hanled  up  on  the  beach  in  Horn  harbor,  which  had  just  brought  over  a 
f»iff)  of  goods  ^m  Maryland,  I  gave  orders  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Orawder.  whom  I  fell  in  with  outside,  to  send  his  cutters  in  to  destroy  them, 
whifh  duty  I  have  since  learned  he  executed  immediately. 

lesterday  morning,  with  this  vessel  and  the  Pntnam,  I  ascended  the  North 
river  Mine  three  miles,  whence  I  sent  Lieutenant  Farqnhar  np  the  river  in  the 
lattw  vessel  with  the  same  instructions  aa  before.  By  sunset  he  had  destroyed 
■  ecfaootier  (Acting  Master  Dyer  in  the  meanwhile,  in  one  of  the  cutters  of  this 
nesel.  had  destroyed  another,)  and  a  vessel  on  the  stocks  in  the  course  of  con- 
•tnietion,  which,  he  thinks,  from  her  model,  the  strength  of  her  timbers,  &c„ 
^  wu  intended  for  a  small  gunboat.  lu  confirmation  of  his  opinion,  I  would 
«*t«  that  my  pilot  was  informed  some  time  since,  at  West  Point,  that  "a  priva- 
teer was  building  in  North  river."  At  night  I  anchored  off  Ware  river,  intending 
to  eoier  it  and  tbe  Severn  to-day,  but  was  prevented  from  so  doing  by  thick, 
Monny  weather. 

I  sboold  do  iignstice  to  my  own  feelings  and  to  the  service  were  I  to  close 
this  report  without  making  special  mention  of  Lieutenant  Farquhar,  upon  whom 
the  major  portion  of  tl  e  Ubor  attending  our  little  enterprises  devolved.  Alwaya 
idiible  and  always  eCicient,  his  high  standard  of  professional  character  is  appa- 
tmt  in  everything  he  nndertakes.

Port  Royal  Harbor,  November  28,  1861. 
Sir  i  Ib  obedience  to  the  inBtructiosB  contained  in  yonr  letter  of  the  S4tfa 
instant,  I  left  this  harbor  at  3  a.  m.  of  the  35th  instant,  in  company  witli  tbe 
Unadilla,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Collins,  and  the  Pembina,  Dentenant  Oon- 
manding  Bankhead,  piloted  by  the  Vixen,  Captain  Bontelle.  We  croaaed  die 
bar  at  4.30,  and  that  of  St.  Helena  sound  at  9.30,  a  steamer,  supposed  to  be  the 
General  Clinch,  then  being  off  the  entrance  of  South  Edislo  river,  which  poai- 
tton  she  shortly  left,  and  steamed  np  the  river.  I  soon  atW  came  in  aigbt  of  a 
fort  on  the  point  of  Otter  island,  in  which,  at  the  distuice  of  a  mik,  I  threw  a 
few  shells,  as  did  the  gunboats,  to  discover  if  it  was  occupied.  There  bon^  no 
answer,  I  sent  a  boat  on  shore  to  take  posaeseion,  fuid  found  it  to  be  a  le^nlar 
triangular  work,  with  two  bees  towards  the  water,  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  feeC 
each,  with  bastions  and  a  cniioin  on  the  land  side ;  the  whole  snmmnded  by  a 
ditch.  The  magazine  had  been  blown  up,  and  everything  carried  awny  or 
destroyed;  the  only  thing  left  being  the  fragments  of  an  eighty-pounder  rifled 
gun  which  had  been  burnt.  There  was  also  on  the  outside  a  large  qannti^  of 
timber  and  palmetto  logs,  which  I  left  ondiaturbed,  there  being;  bttla  or  no 
probability  of  any  one  craning  to  remove  it,  and,  considering  that,  shonld  w« 
occupy  the  fdace,  it  would  be  required  to  finieb  the  work.  Having  nMide  t^ 
above  examination,  I  oontinaed  up  the  Cooiaw  riverwtth  the  ranboats,  piloted  by 
Ci^tain  Bontelle.  When,  just  after  passing  Morgan  river,  about  toa  nulea  fivB 
Otter  island,  I  cams  in  sight  of  a  tort  directly  ahead,  and  at  the  jnnetion  t£ 
Barnwell  creek  with  the  Coosaw ;  when  within  a  mile  we  threw  a  few  ab^b  nta 
it,  and  there  being  no  signs  of  occupation,  and  the  negroes  showing  thenaelvea 
in  the  neighborhood,  I  sent  a  boat  on  shore  to  take  poaaeseioa,  and  fonnd  it  to 
be  a  redoubt  with  a  ditch  on  three  &ces  and  a  steep  slope  toward  tba  water, 
above  which  the  parapet  was  elevated  thir^  feet,  its  name  being  (aa  we  toiad 
from  papers  picked  up)  Fort  Heyward.  The  imiiament  bad  conuBted  of  cnly 
three  gnus,  one  rifled,  which  had  been  removed,  and  two  Mgfateeo-pouDdes*, 
which,  beiag  of  a  very  antiquated  make,  and  spiked,  I  destroyed  by  breaking 
the  tmnnions  off.  The  next  monimg  early  I  retsmed,  and  removad  to  thH 
vessel  a  qoantity  of  entrenching  tools  which  I  found  neu-  the  fort,  tage^er  with 
a  large  sling  cart  and  two  siege  carriages  which  had  not  been  much  injured  by 
the  ue  wh^  bad  consumed  enfficieutly  to  render  aseleas  the  other  one  and  all 
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of  the  limbers.  This  being  completed.  I  returned  to  Otter  island,  finding  there 
Hk  Vixen,  which  had  prcweded  ns  for  the  pnrpose  of  brinj^ng  an  engineer, 
iMienuit  0.  Bonke,  off,  who  bad  been  sent  by  General  Sherman  to  join  ns  at 
Caffin'i  lAoding. 

He  desired  to  make  a  drawing  of  the  fort,  and,  as  it  then  wae  late,  I  anchored 
fix  the  uiglit,  leaving  again  on  the  morniag  of  tlie  27th,  with  the  gunboate  and 
Tiien,  (there  not  bemg  water  for  the  Pawnee,)  to  ascend  the  Aahepoo  river,  as  I 
inderftood  that  there  was  a  military  station  a  short  distance  np.  Alter  running 
bar  miles  I  discovered  a  redoaht,  and  having,  as  before,  satisfied  myself  that 
it  was  Dot  ooeapied,  I  landed  and  found  that,  like  the  others,  it  was  very  care- 
fbllj'  and  scientifically  built,  with  a  deep  ditch  surrounding  it.  Everything  had 
btes  d^troyed  or  carried  away,  excepting  a  rifled  twenty-pounder  and  an  old 
EngliKh  eighteen-ponnder,  both  of  which  had  been  burst,  and  another  eighteen, 
which  I  destroyed.  Having  peribrmcd  this  duty,  I  continued  up  the  river, 
thinking  that  1  might  find  fortincations  at  Mosquito  creek,  which  offers  the  only 
inland  chsnitel  of  communication  with  Charleston.  None  had,  however,  been 
erected  there,  and  I  continued  up  the  river  to  the  plantation  on  Hutchison  island, 
about  twelve  miles  from  Ott«r  island,  which  was  as  far  as  the  vessels  could  go. 
Here  were  a  large  number  of  negrocH.  but  no  white  men,  although  they  told  me 
that  there  was  a  picket  of  soldiere  about  three  miles  beyond.  At  this  time  I 
bcaid  heavy  firing,  and  as  we  all  supposed  it  to  proceed  from  the  Pawnee,  I 
koiried  every  one  on  hoard,  and  returned  down  the  river  as  quickly  as  possible; 
but,  OD  reaching  that  vessel,  was  told  that  the  sounds  came  from  the  direction  of 
Beanfon.  I  then,  with  the  Pawnee,  got  onder  way,  and,  accompanied  by  the 
«tber  veoaels,  ran  across  the  bay  to  Hunting  Island  river,  where  I  landed  and 
looked  for  fortifications  on  the  point  of  Hunting  island,  but  could  not  find  the 
leut  appearance  of  there  ever  having  been  any  there.  The  light-house  had 
hten  recently  blown  up,  and  all  the  public  property  carried  away.  I  had  now 
ezuniaed  all  the  pmnts  mentioned  in  year  letter  except  Coffin's  Landing,  which 
hid  been  visited  by  Lieutenant  0.  Rouke,  on  his  way  acrom,  and  he  reporting 
that  no  works  had  been  erected  there,  I  did  not  think  it  worth  the  delay  that 
««ld  have  been  occasioned  by  going  there. 

I  left  Hunting  Island  harbor  at  7  a.  m.  this  morning,  and  reached  my  anchor- 
■p  here  at  meridian.  With  regard  to  the  other  inquiries  that  I  waa  ordered  to 
laake,  I  would  beg  leave  to  say  that,  wherever  practicable,  the  slaves  have  been 
lenored,  as  on  the  northern  side  of  the  Asbepoo,  where  there  is  communication 
vith  the  Edisto.  At  all  tbe  plantatJimB  south  of  that,  however,  a  great  many 
Kill  reoiain;  «t  Hatchison  island  not  less,  I  think,  than  one  hundred  and 
(■oity.  Not  a  wlute  man  seems  to  be  left  anywbei«  outside  of  the  line  of 
nulitary  occupation,  which  was  higher  than  I  was  able  to  go  with  the  vessels. 
The  slaves  are  doing  nothing,  and  are  very  friendly.  They  assisted  us  volun- 
tarily whei«ver  we  wanted  their  aid,  and  sometimes,  as  at  Fort  Heyward, 
vorked  very  bard;  and  I  ovaAeard  one  of  them  say  that  it  waa  bat  lair  that 
they  should  do  so  for  us,  as  we  were  working  for  tb«n.  The  more  intelligent 
cf  them  told  me  that  there  was  no  packed  cotton  in  their  neigh b<»hood ;  that 
Maicdy  any  bad  been  packed  this  year,  and  that  not  much  more  than  half  the 
wtton,  and  scarcely  any  of  the  provision  crop,  had  been  gathered. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  beg  leave  to  call  attention  to  the  great  importance  of 
fe  fon  on  Otter  ishmd.  It  am  be  easily  held,  a»d,  with  a  few  vessels  as  a 
*^^rt  would  be  almost  impr^:nable  to  any  ordinary  force.  It  completely 
wunnandB  tbe  inland  route  to  Charleston,  and  four  miles  above  it  the  Asbepoo 
•nd  Bonth  £disto  rivers  approach  each  other  so  closely  that  it  seems  to  me 
thai  I  could  alnxMrt  have  commanded  the  navigation  of  the  latter  river  from 
By  vesael ;  and  a  few  guns  in  position  od  tbe  nwioik  neck  of  land  that 
mia  them  mi^  easily  oootrol  both  streaas.  No  single  point  can  coMUMind 
■U  tbe  entrance  into  St.  HeUoa  Mind,  as  it  is  fiire  miUs  across;  but  a  tort  oa 
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Otter  ieland  sbntB  np  the  moet  important  one ;  and  in  its  iminediate  vicinitj  and 
under  its  guns  ie  perliaps  the  verj  best  anchorage  for  Bbips  to  be  fonad  in  thow 
waters.  1  forgot  to  mention  that,  as  far  as  we  could  make  ont,  on  our  retrnn 
down  the  river,  (the  Aelicpoo,)  they  appeared  to  be  burning  booses  in  the 
direction  of  the  South  Ediato  river,  or  in  those  plaolatione  which  must  baTs 
still  heen  in  possession  of  the  whites,  and  the  same  thing  seemed  to  be  continued 
during  the  night.  I  cannot  finish  without  mentioning  tlie  obligations  I  *m 
under  to  Captain  Bontelle  for  the  skill  and  untiring  energy  be  displaj'ed  in 
piloting  us  tbroQgh  those  island  waters;  and  I  think  the  neople  mnst  have  been 
a  little  surprised  at  seeing  vessels-of-war  passing  at  full  speed  up  narrow  and 
not  over-deep  rivers,  ench  as  the  Coosaw  and  Ashepoo.

Flag-Ship  Wabash, 
Port  Royal  Harbor,  S.  C,  December  4,  1861. 
Sir  :  The  apprehenBion  of  losing  possession  of  the  bay  of  St.  Helena-^so 
exceedingly  valuable  for  a  harbor  for  its  proximity  to  Charleston,  and  for  the 
command  it  secures  of  large  rivers  supplying  interior  conununicatioii  with  tbe 
Stat«  of  South  Carolina— has  induced  me  to  despatch  a  second  expeditian 
there,  nnder  Commander  Drayton,  with  orders  to  hold  the  island  until  General 
Sherman  is  prepared  to  assume  military  occupation  of  it,  when  he  will  trantftr 
tbe  fort  to  bis  troops. 

I  have  also  despatched  Commander  C.  B.  P.  Rodgers  to  make  a  reconnoissanee 
of  Wasnaw  inlet,  in  order  to  aacerttun  tbe  position  and  force  of  the  enemy'i 
battery  tbere^in formation  which  the  commanding  general  has  expressed  to  IM 
hia  desire  to  obtain  before  landing  troops  on  Tybee  island. 

The  department  will  have  the  goodness  to  observe  that,  in  tbe  necesMiy 
occupation  of  St.  Helena  sound  and  of  Tybee  roads,  and  in  the  examination  of 
Wassaw  inlet,  a  large  number  of  the  vessels  of  my  squadron  is  engaged,  whidi 
will  be  released  and  employed  on  blockading  duty  aa  soon  as  Otter  and  Tybee 
islands  are  beld  by  the  army.

Sib  :  I  have  tbe  honor  to  inform  the  department  that  the  fortifications  at 
Wassaw  island  have  been  abandoned  by  the  rebels,  after  removing'  the  gnu. 
catting  up  the  platforms,  and  breaching  one  face  of  th«  toit^    ., 
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far  the  ciitmnBtancea  attending  this  important  diacoTery,  and  the  temporary 
snapition  of  the  waters  of  Waesaw  eoand,  oa  well  as  for  a  knowledge  of 
Ibe  inner  and  ultimate  line  of  defence  selected  by  the  enemy,  I  have  the  pleasure 
to  refer  to  the  accompanyiifg  report  of  Commander  0.  K.  P.  RnJgers,  npon 
wboM  jadgment  and  skill  I  relied  for  the  exectition  of  this  undertaking. 

WuMw  inlet  and  sound  constitute  a  second  entrance  into  Savannaj  river; 
■ad  as  twenty-one  feet  can  be  carried  over  the  bar  at  high  water,  this  paaeage 
it  bni  little  inferior  to  Tybee  entrance. 

The  highest  poiot  reached  by  Commander  Rodgers  was  about  eight  miles 
&<m  Wasaaw  har,  about  ten  miles  from  Savannah,  and  between  fonr  and  five 
fiom  Thnnderbolt  on  one  side  and  Montgomery  on  the  other.  These  two  last 
plicea  are  described  in  the  Coast  Survey  memoirs  and  reports. 

I  tttach  the  highest  value  to  this  possession;  but  I  must  confess  that  the 
tdditioQ  of  the  occupation  of  St.  Helena  sonnd,  Tybee  entrance,  and  Wassaw 
Mnod,  by  the  navy,  to  the  other  demands  npon  the  force  which  the  department 
ht  BO  liberally  placed  at  my  disposal,  threatens  to  embarrass  the  duties  of  the 
blockade  and  to  postpone  some  other  operations.  I  hope,  therefore,  that  the 
department  will  find  it  possible  to  supply  me  with  more  gunboats  and  other 
nMels  of  that  class  propeUed  by  steam;  having  which,  I  will  venture  to 
indulge  in  the  expectation  that  the  whole  of  the  aea-coast  of  Oeoi^a,  and  a 
great  part  of  that  of  South  Carolina,  will  be  under  the  flag  of  the  United  States 
■t  DO  distant  period.

p€frt  Royal  Harbor,  December  6,  1861. 

Sir:  On  yesterday  morning  I  left  Tybee  roads  before  daylight,  with  the 
iteunen  Ottawa,  Seneca,  and  Pembina,  and  crossed  the  bar  of  Wasaaw  sound 
U  half  tide,  not  having  less  than  eighteen  feet  of  water  upon  it. 

We  approached  the  fort  on  Wassaw  island  within  a  mOe,  and  seeing  neither 
ems  nor  men,  we  did  not  fire,  but  I  sent  Lieutenant  Barnes  to  it  with  a  white 
ug-  lie  found  it  an  enclosed  octagonal  work  with  platforms  for  eight  guns  on 
tlie  water  faces.  The  laud  faces  were  protected  by  abattis.  The  work  was 
well  umatmcted.  The  guns  had  been  removed,  the  platforms  cut,  and  the  mag- 
■nne  blown  up.  From  the  &eahness  of  the  foot-printa,  and  other  signs,  it  ap- 
peared to  have  been  abandoned  very  recently.  Adjoining  the  fort  arc  huts  or 
sbcdi  for  a  large  garrison.  Some  lumber  and  bricka  remain ;  everything  else 
had  been  carried  away. 

We  immediately  pushed  on  to  Cabbage  island,  where  we  had  been  led  to  look 
for  another  battery,  but  there  was  nothing  of  the  kind  there.  We  went  to  the 
nuDth  of  the  creek,  through  the  Romilly  marsh,  and  to  the  mouth  of  Wilming- 
ton river. 

Pram  the  month  of  Wilmington  river  we  observed  a  battery  bearing  frem  us 
iboui  SW.  by  W.  half  W.,  and  diatant  about  three  miles.  It  ia  on  the  river, 
*od  just  above  a  house  with  a  red  cupola,  which  is  one  of  the  Coast  Survey's 
point*  of  triangulation,  and  is  about  ten  miles  from  Savannah.  Between  the 
■xxue  and  the  fort  was  a  large  encampment,  but  we  could  not  count  the  tenta. 
We  cmmted  five  gnns,  apparently  of  laige  calibre,  on  the  face  of  the  battery 
towards  US.    We  conld  only  see  one  gun  upon  the  other  face,  but  ^b^.  fHH^' 
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have  been  more.  We  were  near  enoogli  to  Bee  the  men  on  the  rampnte  tad 
the  glittering  of  their  bayonets.  We  saw  several  email  vesseJe ;  some  of  tbon 
in  Romilly  marsh  were  in  tow  of  a  small  steam-tag,  but  thty  were  all  beyond 

Upon  Little  Tybee  island  we  could  see  no  earthworks,  bnt  ooald  not  get 
nearer  to  it  than  two  miles,  because  of  the  shoals.  In  coming  ont  of  WaM«* 
Boond  at  high  tide  we  hud  not  lew  than  twenty-one  feet  of  water  oo  the  bar. 

Returning  to  Tybee  roade  at  1  o'clock.  I  landed  and  made  a  reconnoiHsaDee 
on  foot  with  the  marines  of  the  Savannah,  and  detachments  of  small-arm  neu 
from  that  ship  and  the  Ottawa.  Upon  reaching  the  month  of  the  Laiaretta 
creek,  having  no  boats  in  which  to  eroas,  our  progress  was  stApped.  We  wuied 
until  low  tide,  bnt  the  creek  was  nnfordable.  I  was  able,  however,  with  theu- 
siatance  of  Deutenant  Lace,  to  obtain,  from  the  top  of  a  tree,  the  poeitioii  in 
which  a  battery  has  heea  supposed  to  exist,  and  am  satisfied  that  there  it  do 
batterv  there.  The  spar,  which  was  mist^en  for  a  derrick,  is  simply  a  place 
of  lookout,  and  there  was  no  appearance  of  any  earthwork  or  position  for  goat. 
A  battery  at  such  a  place  would  he  of  no  use  whatever.  There  may,  however, 
have  bceu  a  signal  gun  placed  there,  aa  the  dune  upon  which  the  spar  is  nised 
is  upon  the  Bontheastern  part  of  Little  Tybee  island,  and  is  a  commanding  pcid 
of  ohservalioB. 

I  hav^  to  tliank  Lientenant  Commanding  Stevens  for  the  moot  earnest,  tor 
dial,  and  efficient  co-operation ;  and  also  Lieutenants  Commanding  Ammen  and 
Bankhead,  whose  vessels  were  always  in  the  right  place,  and  always  wdl 
handled.

Commander  Drayton'*  report  of  recoxntn'ttance  in  North  Editto  river,  ^.,  Dt- 
rember  16,  1861. 

Flag-Ship  Wabash, 
Port  Royai  Harlot,  8.  C,  December  23,  1861. 

Sir  !  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  department  a  report  by  Commander 
Drayton  of  a  reconnoissance  in  North  Edisto  river  and  the  adjacent  watera.  Be 
discovered  a  fort  there,  consisting  of  two  redoubts  for  five  gnus  each,  connected 
by  a  curtain,  and  protected  in  the  rear  by  palisades  formed  of  thick  pUok- 
The  cotton-honses  and  out-bnildinga  were  set  on  fire  at  his  approach.  Hearing 
that  there  were  five  hundred  of  the  enemy  at  Bockville,  a  small  town  in  the 
vicinity,  he  advanced  upon  them  and  found  that  the  encampment,  which  had 
been  occupied  some  four  mouths,  was  deserted  a  few  hours  before  his  arrival  in 
such  haste  that  the  soldiers  had  taken  only  their  arms,  leaving  their  camp 
equipage  and  provisions  behind  them.  Captain  'Drayton  took  on  board  the 
tents  and  provisions  and  a  quantity  of  cotton.  He  left  the  Penguin,  Dcuten- 
ant  Commanding  Budd,  in  possession  of  the  fort. 

Captain  Drayton  next  entered  the  South  Edisto,  where  he  found  similar  forti- 
fications  deserted  and  destroyed.  He  also  communicated  with  Lieutenant  Com- 
manding Tnixton,  who  reported  that  everything  was  qniet  in  St.  Helena  sound, 
and  the  fort  there  was  being  rapidly  repaired  and  put  in  a  state  of  defence. 
Captain  Drayton  brought  in  two  prisoners. 

The  cotton  taken  bv  Captain  Drayton  I  have  shipped  on  board  the  coal- 
schooner  M.  A.  Schindler,  Irelou  nutster,  bound  to  Philadelphia,  consigned  to 
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JuMs  S.  Cbamben,  nxvy  agent,  (as  per  bill  of  lading  encloeed,)  subject  to  tbe 
or^  of  the  department

SiB:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  14tli  instant,  I  loft  tbis  harbor  at 
iUjlig;)it  of  the  16tb  instant,  accompanied  by  the  gnabc^  Seneca,  Lieutenant 
C<wiiiaB^iig  Dauiel  Anunen,  and  Coast  Su-rey  steamer  Vixen,  Captain  C.  0. 
Bootelle,  bat  at  tJie  bar  found  that  tbe  heavy  northeaster  which  was  blowing 
W  raised  snch  a  sea  as  to  render  it  out  of  the  question  to  attempt  entering  the 
riren  which  I  was  directed  to  examine.  I  ttiercfore  returned  to  my  anchorage, 
vhich  I  left  a  second  time,  however,  on  the  following  morning,  and  reached  the 
Konh  Edisto  at  2  o'clock.  Shortly  after  1  crossed  the  bar  with  the  Seneca, 
pilaied  in  by  Captain  Bontelle  in  the  Vixen,  which  vessel  he,  however,  left 
when  we  were  inside  for  the  Pawnee,  his  vessel  remaining  astern  of  us. 

At  this  time  we  could  plainly  see  fortifications  ahead  on  Edisto  island,  distant 
1  mile  aod  a  half.  As  it  was  reported  to  me  tliey  were  filled  with  men,  T  com- 
iBtseed  firing  slowly  from  my  bow  guns,  as  did  the  Seneca,  but  receiving  no 
iBtvci  soon  ceased,  and  running  by  the  batteries  anchored  in  the  North  Edisto 
river.  On  landing  1  found  the  fort,  which  was  entirely  deserted,  to  consist  of 
nre  ledoabte  for  five  gnne  each,  connected  by  a  long  curtain,  and  protected  in 
tbe  rear  by  a  double  fence  of  thick  plank,  with  ear&  between,  and  loop-holed. 
The  guns,  as  tbe  n^px)es  informed  me,  had  all  been  removed  towards  Cbarlee- 
lOD  nuK  weeks  back.  While  I  was  making  this  examination  Lieutenant  Com- 
■Hndiug  AmmeQ  had  proceeded  np  the  river  for  about  five  miles,  tbe  efiect  of 
vhich  was  immediately  apparent  in  the  firing  of  cotton-houses  and  out -buildings. 

As  dnrii^  the  night  some  negroes  came  on  board  and  informed  us  that  at  uie 
■niall  town  of  Rockville,  which  was  in  full  sight,  there  was  a  large  encampment 
of  wldien,  at  least  five  hundred,  and  Captain  Boutelle  of&ring  to  go  up  the 
'3fd  on  which  it  was,  I  detenniaed  to  make  them  a  visit  in  the  Vixen,  and  at 
dsylight  <m  tbe  17th  went  on  board  that  vessel  for  the  purpose,  taking  with  me 
tk  boats  and  marines  of  the  Pawnee  and  Seneca,  under  charge  of  Acting  Master 
SoelL  Owing  to  our  running  ashore  we  did  not  reach  the  town  until  near 
8  o'clock,  a  little  above  whi(£  was  a  sloop  laden  with  cotton  and  provisions. 
>hkh  I  took  possession  of  and  towed  alongside. 

Thoe  being  still  no  signs  of  life  on  shore,  I  landed  with  about  fifty  men  to 
rccoutoiBe,  and  was  soon  satisfied  that  the  troops  had  left,  as  tbe  first  wing  seen 
wu  the  negroes  pillaging  a  building,  in  which  was  a  large  quantity  of  commis- 
uritt  stores,  consisting  of  rice,  sugar,  bacon,  com,  &c.  This  I  stopped  at  oncei 
ud  had  what  remained  removed  to  the  Vixen. 

Being  then  informed  that  the  camp,  which  was  a  mile  from  the  water,  was 
entirely  deserted,  I  went  there,  but  although,  so  far  as  I  could  leam,  the  troops 
W  left  at  daylight,  and  it  was  then  only  a  little  after  eight,  the  negroes,  whom 
I  ioond  as  busy  as  bees,  had  removed  the  most  valuable  part  of  what  had  been 
1^  vbteh  was  nearly  everything,  excepting  their  arms.  Tbe  encampment  was 
(large  one,  bad  been  occupied  for  many  months,  and  its  late  tenants  had  evi- 
dently been  in  the  possession  of  every  comfort.  I  removed  to  the  boats  forty 
Sibley  sod  fbnr  oroinary  tents,  besides  a  quantity  of  articles  of  no  particular 
vahe,  which  were  lying  about,  and  found  at  a  neighboring  bouse,  which  seemedi 
to  have  been  used  as  headquarters,  a  confederate  flag.  tl'^

Haying  pretty  well  cleared  tlie  grotind  of  vbat  wae  vorth  lemoTing.  wai 
being  desirous  of  examining  above,  I  left  at  2  o'clock,  and  proceeding  op  tbe 
river  with  the  Vixen,  not  likia^  to  trust  tlie  Pawnee  in  so  naiTow  a  chumel, 
came  on  the  Seneca,  wbicb  had  started  at  9  o'clock  to  explore,  fast  on  a  nnd 
bank.  We  remtuned  by  her  until  9  o'clock,  but  found  it  impossible  to  pull  her 
off,  owing  to  the  night  tide  not  beiiu-  as  high  as  the  morning  one.  While  l;ing 
here,  however,  I  sent  the  boats  and  bnnit  a  sloop  which  had  been  mn  aahore 
some  distance  beyond,  while  attempting  to  escape  from  tbe  Seneca,  and  wbicb 
could  not  be  got  afloat. 

The  Vixen  otlcrwords  returned  for  the  night  to  the  oeighboriiood  of  tbe 
Pawnee,  but  went  back  at  daylight  of  the  following  morning  with  a  party  of 
men  and  boats  from  this  vcBsel  to  lighten  the  Seneca,  which  Teasel  mw  got  e2 
at  high  tide. 

While  the  Vixen  was  mnniug  np  the  river  she  cune  on  a  small  sloop  laden 
with  cotton,  from  which  two  white  men  were  taken,  whom  I  now  hare  on  board 
as  prisoners.  As  in  the  meantime  nearly  a  hundred  and  fifty  negroes,  all  in  a 
great  state  of  alarm,  had  collected  on  board  the  different  vessels,  I  deterrnined 
to  land  them  on  tbe  point,  and  called  in  the  United  States  steamer  Poagnin, 
which  was  cruising  off  the  port,  and  to  leave  Lieutenant  Commanding  Budd  in 
chai^  of  the  river,  after  my  departure,  until  he  could  hear  from  yon.  Captain 
Boutellc  was  kind  enough  to  go  out  in  the  Vixen  and  pilot  the  Penguin  into 
her  anchorage  off  the  fort,  where  she  now  is. 

On  the  morning  of  the  10th  I  ran  down  to  the  South  E^isto,  and  leaving  the 
Pawnee  and  Beneca  at  the  bar,  went  in  with  the  Vixen.  I  fonnd  the  fortiSea- 
tions  which  are  on  Edisto  island  entirely  deserted  and  partiallr  destroyed. 
They  consisted  of  two  redoubts,  which  mounted,  as  far  as  I  could  judge,  four 
guns  each,  but  the  guns  had  been  removed.  The  Dale  being  in  sight  aeroes 
Otter  island,  in  the  Ashepoo,  I  mode  signal,  and  Ueutenant  Commanding  Tmx- 
ton  pulled  over  with  four  boats.  He  reported  that  everything  was  qaict  in  tbe 
neighborhood  of  his  ancborago,  and  that  the  fort  on  Otter  island  was  i«pid]y 
being  placed  in  a  stale  of  defence.  Up  to  tbe  present  time,  although  they  h^ 
been  in  sight  of  tbe  South  Edisto  forts,  where  we  were  lying,  they  had  not  yet 
landed  there. 

Havingfinished  my  examination  of  the  South  Edisto,  I  returned  to  the  Pawnee 
and  stood  north,  with  tbe  intention  of  lying  off  Stono  for  tbe  night;  bat,  ^ 
the  weather  looked  threatening,  and  the  Vixen  was  almost  out  of  coal,  I  w^dI 
into  the  North  Edisto  again  for  the  night,  in  order  to  have  «i  opportunity  <^ 
supplying  her  with  some.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Budd  reported  everything 
OS  when  I  left ;  but  on  tbe  following  morning  negroes  came  in  and  stated  that 
the  troops  who  had  left  the  encampment  at  Bockville,  being  largely  re-enfotved. 
showed  a  disposition  to  reoccapy  that  place. 

As  the  weather  was  too  threatening  to  permit  my  making  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  Stono,  as  I  intended,  I  determined  now  to  return  at  once  to  this 
Stace  and  report  to  you  the  state  of  affairs  at  the  North  Edisto.  This  I  have 
one,  reaching  my  anchorage  here  at  3  o'clock  to-day,  although  somewhat  de- 
layed by  the  sea  raised  by  a  very  heavy  northeaster  wbicb  is  blowing  onttdde. 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Ammnu  I  sent  to  Charleston,  to  report  that  the  Pen- 
guin was  in  the  North  Edisto,  and  with  directions  to  look  into  the  Stono  river 
on  bis  way,  and  see  if  he  could  make  out  the  fortifications,  which  the  n^roes 
tell  me  are  there  in  great  strength. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  expressing  my  indebtedness  for  the  ready  assist- 
ance rendered  by  Lieutenant  Commanding  Ammen  and  Captain  Bontelle  in 
carrying  out  the  objects  of  tbe  expedition.

Sib:  Iu  tbe  farther  prosecHtion  of  my  examioation  of  the  inlets  and  soundi 
rf  tbe  cout  of  Georgi&i  I  directed  Commander  C.  E.  P.  Rodgera  to  take  ander 
hii  commaiid  the  gunboats  Ottawa,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Steveas,  Seneca, 
Lieatenaut  Commanding  Ammen,  steamer  Henry  Andrew,  Acting  Unster 
Hatlt«w,  and  to  proceed  to  OHsibaw,  where  he  was  to  inform  himself  aa  accu- 
ntely  u  possible  of  the  Htate  of  things  in  the  inlet  and  sound,  and  in  the  Vernon 
and  Great  Ogeechee  rivers.  It  appears  that  there  are  no  batteries  on  Ossibaw 
iiland,  or  in  the  Great  Ogeechee,  up  which  river  he  ascended  as  far  as  Morrell'a 
plantatioo,  which  he  found  abandoned. 

There  is  a  fort,  advantageously  placed  and  well  protected  by  marshes,  on  the 
■ide  of  the  land  Bituatad  on  the  eastern  end  of  Green  bland.  It  now  mounts 
d^t  guns,  and  is  not  yet  completed;  it  commands  not  only  Vernon  river,  but 
the  Little  Ogeechee,  Hell  Gate,  the  passage  from  Vernon  river  into  the  Great 
(^eechee,  and  even  the  channel  of  the  latter  river. 
Commander  Rodgers's  report  is  herewith  enclosed.

Unitbd  States  Flag-Ship  Wabash, 
Port  Royal  Harbor,  Decemher  12,  1861. 

Sib  :  I  left  Tybee  roads  before  daylight  yesterday  morning,  with  the  Ottawa, 
Seneca,  Pembina,  and  Henry  Andrew,  and  crossed  the  bar  at  Ossibaw  soon 
after  8  o'clock.  Entering  and  passing  up  Vernon  river,  we  discovered  on  tbe 
ewtem  end  of  Green  island  a  fort  mounting  eight  guns,  apparently  of  heavy 
olibre.  Near  it  is  an  encampment,  where  we  saw  about  seventy-five  tents. 
There  was  a  barrack  near  the  fort,  and  another  building  was  in  process  of  ei-ec- 
lioD-  I  think  the  work  is  not  yet  completed.  The  foot  is  advant^eously 
placed,  and  its  approaches  landward  are  well  protected  by  manhes.  It  has 
three  faces,  upon  two  of  which  guns  are  monnted.  It  commands  not  only 
Vctnon  river,  but  the  Little  Ogeechee,  and  Hell-Gate,  tbe  paaaage  from  Vernon 
river  into  the  Great  Ogeechee.  Its  long-range  guns  will  afao  reach  the  channel 
of  the  Great  Ogeechee. 

We  were  exactly  two  nautical  miles  from  the  fort,  and  after  observing  it 
niefiilty  we  steamed  down  the  river,  when  the  Seneca,  the  second  vessel  of  the 
Hue.  had  tamod;  a  well  directed  shot  was  fired  at  her,  apparently  from  a  rifled 
nimon,  which  fell  not  more  than  two  hundred  yards  astern  of  her.  A  shot  was 
also  fired  at  the  Pembina,  apparently  from  a  heavy  smootli-bure  gan,  which  fell 
BBeh  short.  We  did  not  fire  from  the  vessels,  being  at  too  long  range  for 
eSective  practice ;  nor  was  I  willing  that  our  simple  reconnobsaace  ehould  be 
reported,  for  the  comfort  of  the  enemy,  as  an  engagement  and  repulse.     Passing 

rinto  Ossibaw  sound,  we  entered  the  Great  Ogeechee,  and  steamed  np  it 
four  miles,  where  I  landed,  bnt  found  it  abandoned.  There  are  no  batte- 
risa  DO  Ossiliaw  island  for  the  defence  of  the  sound.  I  saw  Vemonaburg,  bnt 
amid  observe  no  battery  save  the  one  on  Green  island.  We  saw  over  the  land 
two  or  three  schooners  at  the  head  of  Wassaw  sound,  which  had,  probably,  passed 
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from  Oseibav  tbrough  the  Romilly  marahea.  I  bave  to  thank  Lieutenants  Com- 
muiduig  StevcDs,  Ammen,  and  Bankhead,  and  Acting  Master  CommaBdiag 
Hathew  for  very  hearty  co-operation.  The  pilot,  Mr.  Godfrey,  showed  much 
skiii,  though  he  had  never  before  been  in  Vernon  rirer.  Mr.  Dennis,  of  the 
Coast  Snrrey,  accompanied,  and  by  bia  familiarity  with  the  topography  of  the 
country  rendered  me  much  assistance. 

lieutenant  Barnes  and  Acting  Master  Preston,  of  the  Wabaab,  at  the  maM- 
heads,  with  good  glasses,  carefiUIy  observed  ^e  shores  and  were  always  on  the 
alert

Report  of  a  second  expedition  to  St.  Helena  ttmnd,  nnder  Commander  Drayton, 

Flao-Ship  Wabash, 
Port  Royal  Harbor,  8.  C,  December  12,  1861. 

StR  ;  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  department  a  report  of  Commander 
Fercival  DrByton-  of  a  second  expedition  to  6t  Helena  BOund,  made  under  hia 
direction,  and  coneieting  of  the  sloop  Pawnee,  Commander  Drayton,  the  gronboat 
Unadilla,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Colline,  the  armed  steamer  Isaac  Smith, 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Nicholson,  the  sloop  Dale,  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Truzton,  and  the  United  States  sturveying  Bteamer  Vixen,  Mr.  Bontelle,  A»- 
sistant  Coast  Survey. 

Commander  Drayton  left  this  port  on  the  Sth  instant,  and  proceeded,  faiths 
up  the  Ashepoo  than  on  the  previous  occasion,  and  landea  on  Hntchison's 
ieland,  where  he  found  that  all  the  buildings,  including  the  negro  honaes,  and 
the  picked  cotton,  had  been  burned  two  days  before.  An  attemut  had  been 
made  at  the  same  time  to  drive  off  the  negroes,  some  of  whom  had  cveeu  shot  in 
their  efforts  to  escape.  Commander  Drayton  draws  a  most  painful  pictoxe  of 
the  condition  of  the  negroes,  especially  of  the  aged  and  infirm. 

He  afterwards  explored  the  Oooaaw  as  far  as  the  entrance  of  Beaufort  cr^A. 
Here  he  witnet aed  a  similar  scene  of  deaolation ;  and  such  was  the  dcatitote 
state  of  the  uegroea,  that  he  was  mdiiced  by  their  earnest  entreaties  to  faring 
Home  of  them  to  Otter  island,  where  they  were  supplied  with  food  by  hie  order. 

The  Isaac  Smith  and  Dale  remain  at  Otter  islana  to  assist  the  army  in  iu 
maintenance.  '

Sir  ;  In  obedience  to  yonr  order  of  the  4th  instant,  I  proceeded  to  t>ea  st 

daylight  of  the  5th,  accompanied  by  the  gonboat  Unadilla,  Lientenant  Com- 

manding  N.  Collins,  steamer  Isaac  Smith,  Lientenant  Commanding  J.  W.   A. 

Nicholson,  and  Coast  Survey  steamer  Vixen,  Captain  Bontelle,  and  reached  the 
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ucbmge  off  the  fort  on  Otter  island,  St.  Helena  sonnd,  at  midday.  In  the 
coone  of  the  afternoon,  eome  negiToee  coming  on  board,  and  reporting  that  there 
«w  •  body  of  Boldicra  at  the  entrance  of  Hosqnito  creek,  a  place  np  the  Aahe- 
PM  where  the  inland  route  to  Charleston  commences,  I  proceeded  as  far  as  that 
pUee,  when  the  night  coming  on,  obliged  me  to  retnm, 

Imv,  hovever,  no  signs  of  the  presenoe  of  white  people,  excepting  that 
MOW  boUdiogs,  which  I  discovered  the  next  day  to  have  been  in  Hutchison's 
iilud,  vere  bniDtng.  On  the  morning  of  the  6th,  Uie  United  States  sloop  Dale, 
LienteiMnt  Commanding  W.  F.  Tmxton,  appearing  off  the  harbor,  I  sent  the 
Iiise  Smith  to  tow  her  in,  a  pilot  being  fnmisbed  by  Captain  Bontelle. 

UB&rtimately,  however,  when  half-way  up,  the  Dale  stock  fast,  and  as  it  was 
tbeo  sboal  high  water,  no  exertion  could  get  her  afloat  ontil  eleveo  o'clock  of 
tiat  night,  when  she  was  forced  into  deep  water,  without  baring  suffered  any 
ippirent  injory,  and  towed  the  following  morning,  by  Captain  Boutellc,  in  the 
Viien,  aroDnd  Moisan  island,  this  having  become  necessary,  owing  to  her  having 
forced  over  the  shoal  which  divides  tnat  channel  from  the  one  ehe  was  in 
Dnginally.  So  raon  as  ehe  was  aaf^y  at  her  anchorage  near  ns,  I  proceeded  np 
the  Ashepoo  with  the  Unadilla,  Isaac  Smidi,  and  Vixen,  to  examine  that  river 
foithor  Dp  than  I  had  been  able  to  do  on  the  previous  occasion.  On  approahing 
Hfnqnito  creek,  we  saw  a  picket  of  soldiers,  who  took  to  their  borses,  nowever, 
m  our  approach,  and  escaped  into  the  woods,  hastened,  perhaps,  in  their  flight 
lij  t  shot  or  two,  which  were  thrown  after  them. 

Continuing  np  the  river,  I  landed  on  Hutchison's  island,  and  found  that  two 
i>v*  before  all  the  negro  houses,  overseer's  house,  and  ont-buUdinge,  together 
wilh  tile  picked  cotton,  had  been  burned. 

The  attempt  bad  at  the  same  time  been  made  to  drive  off  the  negroes,  but 
Duy  had  escaped,  although  some  of  their  number,  tbey  said,  bad  been  shot  in 
Utenpting  to  do  so.  The  scene  was  one  of  complete  desolation ;  the  smoking 
raiM,  and  the  cowering  figures  which  eorrounded  them,  of  those  negroes,  who 
jtiU  mitinctively  clung  to  their  hearthstooes,  although  there  was  no  longer 
uelter  there  for  them,  presented  a  most  melancholy  sight,  the  impression  of 
which  was  made  even  stronger  by  the  piteous  wailing  of  the  poor  creatures,  a 
"JB*  portion  of  whom  consisted  of  the  old  and  decrepid.  We  were  not  able  to 
are  QQti]  Bome  time  after  dark,  and  singular  enough  the  moment  we  were  fairly 
voiet  way,  a  bright  signal  light  was  bamed  on  the  very  plantation  we  had  just 

Ci,  showing  that  some  of  the  blacks,  for  there  was  certainly  no  white  man 
were  commnnicating  the  fact  of  our  departure.  On  the  following  morning, 
*Hh  the  same  vessels,  I  started  to  explore  the  Coosaw  river,  but  very  soon 
*&>  JMving,  the  Unadilla,  nnfortonately,  was  completely  disabled  by  the 
breaking  of  a  main  crosshead,  and  I  was  obliged  to  leave  her  at  anchor,  and  con- 
<MM  on  with  the  other  two  vessels.  When  off  Fort  Heyward,  I  left  the  Isaac 
Smith,  it  not  beii^  qnite  safe  to  take  so  long  a  vessel  higher  up,  and  continued 
in  the  Vixen  as  far  as  the  entrance  of  the  iKwnfort  creek  to  a  place  called  the 
Brick  Yards,  where  I  had  been  told  there  was  eitber  a  fort  or  a  guard  of  sol 
dim  Nothing,  however,  tieing  seen  of  either,  I  anchored  off  a  plantation  be- 
•oiiEiiig  to  Mr.  Bythewood  close  by,  for  the  porpose  of  getting  information,  as  Z 
<*w  a  great  many  negroes  there. 

Ob  landing.  I  fotu^  that  a  short  tune  prerwoaly  the  cotton-hoase  with  its 
mnlents  had  been  burned,  and  all  of  the  negroes  that  could  be  caught  had  been 
Ukeaaway.  Hera  were  large  nimibers  of  those,  however,  who  bad  left  Hutcbi- 
•oti'i  islanid  after  their  houses  had  been  burned,  and  who,  with  their  household 
'SxU  piled  np  abont  them,  lined  the  beach;  some  of  tbem  be^ng  to  be  per- 
Kuned  to  go  to  Otter  island,  saying  that  they  had  neither  shelter  nor  food,  were 
t^en  back  with  ns. 

late  in  the  aAetnoon  I  returned  down  the  river,  reaching  onr  anchoring  off 
fort  Oner  at  sunset,  the  Unadilla  having  been  towed  to  the  same  place  by  fya  \  ^' 
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Isaac  Smith.  As  I  did  not  see  that  the  serricee  of  the  Pawne«  were  any  Iod^ 
necessary  in  8t.  Helena  sonnd,  and  thinking  it  important  to  get  the  UnadlUa  u 
Boou  as  possible  to  a  place  where  her  engines  could  be  repaired,  I  determined 
this  morning  to  tow  that  vesael  to  Port  Bojal  harbor,  which  I  have  done,  reach- 
ing here,  in  companj  with  the  Vixen,  at  half-past  seven  this  evening. 

In  obedience  to  yoor  instraction^,  before  leaving,  I  transferred  the  charge  of 
the  fort  and  adjacent  waters  to  Licntenant  Commanding  Nicholeon,  irho,  vidi 
the  Isaac  Smith  and  Dale,  will  rem«n  there  nntil  he  receive  further  orders  troa 
yourself. 

As  about  one  hnndred  and  forty  negroes,  most  of  them  in  a  very  destitute 
condition,  had  collected  at  Otter  island  before  my  departure,  I  directed  Deute- 
nant  Commanding  Nicholson  to  see  that  they  were  supplied  with  food  until 
some  disposition  could  be  made  of  them,  or  until  he  heard  from  you.

United  States  Stbambb  Pocahontas, 
Off  Stono  hdet.  South  Carolina,  December  36,  1861. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  whilst  engaged  in  the  blockade  of  Stnoo. 
and  being  at  anchor  on  the  aftemoon  of  this  day,  a  steamer  came  da^m  through 
one  of  the  island  channels  and  passed  in  front  of  Stono  inlet,  and,  I  was  in 
hopes,  in  range  of  our  guns.  I  directed  the  10-inch  gun  to  be  fired  at  her;  bnt 
before  the  shot  could  be  repeated  she  had  passed  across  the  inlet  op  another 
channel.  My  impression  is  that  the  steamer  brought  down  a  reconnoitniig 
party. 

Soon  after  firing  on  the  steamer  two  batteriea  opened  on  the  Pocahontas  with 
rifled  gnns,  which  dropped  their  shot  only  from  50  to  IfiO  yards  short,  and  I 
can  commend  their  accuracy  of  fire. 

We  replied  to  the  fire  of  the  two  batteries,  firing  twelve  15"  shells  and  three 
32-pounder  solid  shot,  but  the  distance  was  too  great  to  reach  them.  And  I 
have  to  report  that,  owing  to  our  strong  desire  to  get  closer,  this  ship  touched  tfae 
bottom  several  times,  but  being  soft,  and  having  been  promptly  relieved  fiom 
her  anpleasant  situation,  I  can  confidently  express  the  opinion  that  she  is  nn- 
injured  either  in  hull,  lower  maet.  or  bowsprit,  as  also  in  her  machinery. 

The  enemy  discontinuing  the  fire,  and  having  had  the  laet  shot  at  his  b&tteriee, 
I  stood  out  in  deeper  water  and  anchored. 

The  superiority  in  range  of  his  gnns  was  soon  discovered  by  us,  and  we  eo«ld 
but  express  the  regret  that  the  depth  of  water  prevented  ns  firom  ahortening  the 
distance  and  thus  equalizing  the  power  of  his  guns.

SiK:  I  iave  the  bonor  to  inform  the  department  thnt  the  attention  of  General 
Sbenun  u)d  myself  has  been  drawn  for  some  time  past  to  the  design  of  the 
oieuij  to  dint  up  onr  troops  in  Port  Royal  island  bj  placing  ob^tnictioae  in 
Coonw  rtrer  ana  Whale  branch ;  by  constmcting  batt«rieB  at  Port  Boyal  ferry, 
U  Seabrook,  and  at  or  near  Boyd's  Neck;  and  by  accumulating  men  in  this 
naoity  id  such  a  manner  as  to  be  able  to  throw  a  force  of  twenty-five  hundred 
ut  three  thousand  troops  upon  any  of  these  poiotB  at  a  short  notice. 

In  a  confidential  communication  of  the  28th  ultimo,  the  general  informed  me 
'  It  the  time  bad  arrived  for  arresting  peremptorily  the  designs  of  the  enemy, 

"  ■  d  be 


ud  for  doing  it  in  snch  a  manner  aa  would  aerve  a  subsequent  purpose,  and  b 
requested  me  to  furnish  my  quota  of  the  force  to  be  employed  in  this  combined 
oprntion. 

The  plan  of  conduct  having  been  fully  determined  in  several  conferences 
Ivtweea  the  commanders-in-chief  and  tbe  heads  of  the  expedition,  and  the  first 
ity  of  the  new  year  having  been  selected  tor  the  time  of  attack,  I  appointed 
Gonnoander  C.  R.  P.  Sodgers  to  the  command  of  the  naval  forces,  consisting  of 
^  gtmboat  Ottawa,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Stevens,  Pembina,  Lieutenant 
Commanding  Bankhead,  and  tbe  fonr  armed  boats  of  this  ship  carrying  howitzers, 
nader  the  charge  of  Lieutenants  Upshur,  Luce,  and  Irwin,  and  Acting  Master 
Kemps',  all  of  which  were  to  enter  the  Goosaw  by  Beaufort  river;  and  of  the 
gonboat  Seneca,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Aroinen,  and  tbe  tug-boat  Ellen, 
Acting  Uaster  Commanding  Badd,  both  of  which  were  to  move  up  Beaufort 
lirer  and  approach  tbe  batteries  at  Seabrook  and  Port  Royal  fenr  by  Whale 
branch.  The  armed  tug  G.  B.  Hale,  Acting  Master  Foster,  nnder  tbe  command 
cf  lieutenant  Barnes,  was  afterwards  despatched  to  Commander  Rodgers. 

The  part  aaeigned  to  tbe  naval  fbrc«  was  to  protect  the  landing  of  tbe  troops 
U  Haywood's  plantation,  (tbe  first  point  of  debarkation,)  to  cover  the  route  of 
the  advancing  column  and  the  second  point  of  debarkation,  and  to  assail  the 
iiaUeries  on  thdr  IrouL 

I  nfer  you  with  pleasure  to  the  official  repoita  for  the  occnrrences  of  the  day ; 
nd  I  have  only  to  add  that  from  the  note  of  Brigadier  General  Stevens,  (a  copy 
<d  which  accompanies  this  report,)  and  from  various  other  sources,  I  learn  that 
the  naval  part  of  the  expedition  was  conducted  by  Commander  Bodgers  with  the 
liiebest  skill  and  ability.  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  Lis  detailed 
npott,  which  the  department  will  read  with  iaterest.

Unitrd  Statbs  Flao-Ship  Wabash, 

Port  Royal  Harbor.  S.  C,  January  3,  1862. 

SiB:  I  reached  Beaufort  at  noon  on  the  Slst  of  December  with  the  gunboats 

Ottswa,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Btevens,  and  Pembina,  Lienteuant  Gommandine 

Bankhead,  and  the  four  large  boats  of  this  ship,  each  carrying  a  twelve-ponna 

howitaer,  under  Lieutenants  Upshur,  Luce  and  liwin,  and  Actine  Master,Kempff.  ■ 
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At  Fnneet  Lifntenant  BameB,  of  this  ship,  joined  me  with  the  wmed  8t««iiMr  E. 
B.  Hale,  Acting  Master  Gommandine  Foster. 

Ill  order  that  no  intimation  might  be  given  to  the  enemy  of  out  approach,  th«M 
TeBHels  remained  at  Beaufort  until  after  dark,  when  they  ascended  the  riTer  to 
a  point  about  two  miles  trom  the  Coos&w,  where  we  anchored  to  await  daylighL 

At  foar  the  next  moming  1  moved  on  with  the  launches,  and  at  daylight 
joined  General  Stevens,  at  the  head  of  hia  column,  at  the  appointed  place  of 
rendeivmiB.  The  troops  having  all  embarked,  we  crossed  the  CooBaw.  and  at 
8  a.  m.  the  first  detachment  of  volunteen  landed,  under  cover  of  our  boat  guBS. 
at  Haywood's  plantation,  and  with  them  went  the  two  light  howitxen  ctf  the 
Wabash,  to  serve  as  a  section  of  li^t  artilleiy,  under  Lieutenant  Ir^rim,  of  the 
■hip. 

At  sunrise  Lieutenant  Commanding  SteveoB  succeeded  in  getting  the  OttawK 
tlirough  the  difficult  passage  of  the  "Brick  Yaid"  and  in  joining  me  in  front  M 
the  column.  The  Pembina  and  £.  B.  Hale  arriving  shortly  afterwards  we 
proceeded  to  the  next  landing,  at  Adams's  plantation,  where  the  remaining 
troops  were  ordered  to  diaembuk.  Id  our  way  np  we  threw  a  few  shells  into 
what  seemed  an  outpost  of  the  enemy,  near  a  long  embankment. 

Anchoring  the  gunboats  at  10  o'clock  so  as  to  cover  the  route  of  the  advandi^ 
column  and  the  second  poittt  {^  debarkation,  where  also  onr  laimchefl  were  sta- 
tioned,  1  went  up  in  the  Hale  to  within  range  of  the  battery  at  Port  Roynl  ferry, 
at  which  Lieutenant  Barnes  threw  a  few  shot  and  shell,  dislodging  a  body  oC 
troops  stationed  in  the  adjoining  field,  but  eliciting  no  response  from  the  batteij. 

At  1.30  p.  m..  General  Stevens  being  ready  to  move,  the  gnnboats  ehelled  the 
woods  in  front  of  his  skirmishers,  and  then  aJvanciug  we  threw  a  rapid  fire  into 
the  Fnrt  at  Port  Boyal  ferry,  and  anchored  in  front  of  it  at  2.40  p.  m.,  the  OtUwa 
passing  between  the  heads  of  the  two  causeways.  The  enemy  hnd  noeeecded 
in  taking  off  all  their  guns  save  one,  but  1  could  not  lean  whether  nny  except 
field  guns  had  been  removed  on  the  day  of  the  attack.  We  tonnd  a  qmntity 
of  8-tnch  shells  and  30-ponnder  rifled  shells  in  the  magannes. 

At  half-past  two  the  Seneca,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Anunen,  and  the  Ellea. 
Uaster  Commanding  Budd,  (the  other  vessels  which  you  had  placed  under  my 
orders,)  having  passed  from  Broad  river  through  Whale  branch,  c«me  within 
signal  distance,  and  their  commanders  came  on  board  the  Ottawa,  having  asmsted 
ia  the  destruction  of  the  work  at  Seabrnok,  but  their  vessels  were  prevented,  by 
the  lownuss  of  the  tide,  from  joining  me.  The  Ellen  came  np  at  8  o'clock,  and 
the  Seneca  the  next  morning.  Immediately  after  the  Ottawa  had  anchored  the 
ferry  was  reopened,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Roundheads  passed  over  and  ocra- 
pied  the  tort,  wltere  they  were  joined  about  4  o'clock  by  General  Steven»*a 
advance  guard.  The  enemy  appearing  in  for«e  and  in  line  of  battle  vpoit  tl»e 
right  of  our  troops,  at  4.15  the  Ottawa  moved  down  the  river  a  short  dinanee 
with  the  Pembina  and  opened  fire  with  11-inch  a»d  Parrott  gnna,  their  shells 
falling  among  the  enmny's  troops  with  great  effect,  driving  them  into  the  woods. 
and  clearing  ^  flank  of  our  eolsnm,  where  the  skirmi^is  had  been  engaged. 
and  the  enemy  had  opened  fire  from  a  field  battery  of  several  pieces. 

Soon  after  sunset  we  ceased  firing  for  a  while,  and  the  enemy  sent  a  flag  o£ 
truce  to  one  of  our  advanced  posts,  to  ask  permission  to  carry  off  their  killed  and 
wounded.  Just  then  the  gunboats  reopened,  and  before  General  Stevens's  mc*- 
aenger  could  convey  his  reply,  that  the  firing  should  cease  for  an  hour,  to  cn«b\e 
the  enemy  to  cany  off  their  wounded,  the  officer  who  had  brought  the  flag  hnij 
galloped  off.  At  sanset  1  landed  our  heavy  howitEcrs,  directing  Lientenant 
Upshur  to  place  it  in  battety  with  the  guns  tuready  on  shore,  under  Lientextant 
Irwm,  tbere  being  no  artillery  with  the  brigade  but  that  of  the  Wabash.  At 
the  saflae  time  Lieutenant  Ludc  with  the  second  launch  and  ita  rifled  gun,  and 
lieutenant  Baniee,  with  the  Uale,  were  sent  to  the  lower  landiog,  to  protect  the 
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bMti  ind  Htecmer  is  wliie))  our  troops  had  crossed,  and  to  sttperintend  their 
KiMTt]  to  the  ferry,  which  was  accomplished  about  midnight. 

M  ranrise  we  re-embarked  our  boat  guns.  At  9.30  on  the  morning  of  the 
id,  the  memy  again  appearing  in  the  woods,  we  opened  a  hot  lire  of  shot  and 
ikelli  from  the  Ottawa,  Seneca,  Pembina,  Ellen  and  Hale,  and  after  6ring  briskly 
ht  i  time  slackened  the  fire  so  as  to  drop  a  shot  or  shell  into  the  woods  about 
BDce  1  miDOte. 

At  9.40  our  troops  begau  to  recroBS  the  feny,  and  were  all  over  by  noon ; 
our  fi^d  gong  having  been  landed,  at  the  request  of  General  Stevens,  to  cover 
the  rear  of  the  retoming  column. 

The  ^teniy  made  no  farther  demonstrUiou.  The  scows  which  had  been  used 
in  crwnng  were  taken  to  our  vessels,  ta  be  towed  to  Beaufort,  and  at  2  p.  m. 
ve  got  under  way  and  moved  down  the  Ooosaw,  to  a  point  near  the  Beaufort 
tiTer,  where  we  were  compelled  to  wait  for  the  morning's  tide  to  pass  through 
tlie  "^ick  Yard"  channel. 

1  iteg  leave  to  express  to  yon  the  great  sadsfaction  I  found  in  co-opentdng 
Titli  Geneiml  Stevene,  and  my  admiration  of  the  skilful  manner  in  which  lie 
kindled  hia  boops  and  made  his  combinations,  Abont  2,500  of  our  volunteen 
CKMfed  the  Cooaaw ;  their  conduct  and  bearing  wax  excellent. 

I  bare  to  thank  tbe  commanding  officers  of  vessels  for  the  skilful  and  prompt 
n^wt  they  gave  me.  The  manner  in  which  their  gnns  were  served  and  their 
THttls  handled,  under  very  difficult  circnmBtances,  shows  the  highest  professional 
ooit  The  manner  in  which  the  boat  and  field  guns  of  tbe  Wabash  were 
iMuged  by  the  officers  in  charge  of  them  did  Uioee  officers  much  credit. 
LientcDant  Conunanding  Ammen  will  make  a  separate  report  of  the  service  of 
the  S«neca  and  Ellen,  at  Scabrook,  before  I  met  bim  at  half-past  two  on  New 
lew"*  day.    It  is  nnnecesBaiy  for  me  to  say  to  you  that  his  work  was  thoroughly 

The  cbaanel  of  die  Goosaw  ia  so  narrow  and  so  shallow  in  many  parts  that 
it  docs  not  afiord  a  vessel  room  to  tnm  by  the  ordinary  methods,  and  our  gun- 
bottc  were  consequently  very  often  aground ;  but  so  admiiably  are  they  adi^ted 
U>  this  kind  of  service  uat  we  never  felt  any  solicitude  fi>r  their  safety. 

lituteuant  Coegewell,  a  signal  officer  of  the  army,  was  directed  to  report  to 
me  for  doty,  and  furoisbed  me  with  the  means  of  constantly  communicatii^ 
with  Geoeial  Stevens  with  a  &cility  and  rapidity  unknown  to  the  naval  service. 
I  lake  this  opportanity  of  recommending  that  uie  code  of  signals  invented  by 
Uijor  Meyer  be  at  once  iutrodnced  into  tbe  navy.

United  Status  Gunboat  Sbneca. 

Port  Royal,  S.  C.  January  3,  1862. 

Sir:  llie  circumstanceB  which  prevented  a  fulfilment  of  yoar  verbal  inMmC' 
tiona,'ott  the  evening  of  the  31et,  are  known  to  you.  After  obeying  jonr  signal 
to  come  within  hail,  we  left  at  sunset,  accompanied  by  the  Ellen,  Acting  uev- 
tenant  fiudd.  We  soon  found  ourselves  out  of  the  channel,  and  anchoring  in 
three  fathoms  water,  the  Seneca  swung  and  grounded  on  a  shoal.  We  itoon 
ancceeded  in  getting  off,  but  as  it  was  near  high  water  of  spring  tide,  I  \raa  not 
willing  to  risk  the  co-operation  of  the  vessels  by  attempting  to  run  the  some- 
what  intricate  channel  of  Broad  river  aAer  night. 

At  early  daylight  of  January  1st  we  were  again  under  way.  At  about  8  a. 
m.  we  entered  Whale  branch,  and  after  about  two  miles  run,  were  boarded  by 
Captain  Elliott,  79th  Uighlandere,  who  showed  me  his  ordera  from  Oeneral 
Stevens.  As  they  were  entirely  definite,  I  did  not  hesitate  to  lend  our  fidl  co- 
operation to  the  objects  named,  but  aa  they  differed  somewhat  from  my  instn>c> 
tiuns,  I  asked  a  copy. 

A  mile  higher  up  Captain  Elliott  pointed  out  a  Buppoeed  earthwork  at  abo«t 
ten  seconds  range.  The  channel  being  narrow  we  anchored  with  a  kedge  at 
each  end,  and  opened  with  11-inch  and  20-poand  rifle.  The  vessel  dragging  in 
the  direction  of  the  earthwork  end  bringing  np  just  beyond  a  five-second  r»i>^ 
induced  me  to  weigh  and  get  a  little  nearer.  Anchoring  with  kedge  astern  sad 
port  anchor,  and  afterwards  by  the  help  of  the  mainsail,  we  were  enabled  U 
shell  the  locality  of  the  earthwork  and  adjoceut  woods  efiectUally,  in  which  'wv 
were  ahly  seconded  by  the  Ellen. 

Captain  Elliott  embarked  about  three  hundred  men  and  landed  on  the  »it« 
of  the  earthwork,  and  by  means  of  signals  indicated  to  us  the  position  of  tin 
enemy,  in  sight  from  his  pickets.  We  again  opened  fire,  and  sweeping  tk< 
woods  with  shell,  soon  received  another  signal  to  cease  firing.  On  exatnin«tiofi 
by  them  it  was  found  that  a  platform  was  complete  for  a  heavy  gun,  and    tlu 
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[» tIieni«elveB  capable  of  moanting  a  onmber.     Eveiythiiig  destructible 

na  dettjTi^ed  by  fire :  platforms,  the  vood-works  of  the  magnziae,  and  the 

■oodi  ta  which  the  worka  were  biddeo.  In  sbelliag  the  earthworks  and  neigh- 
Wing  woods  we  expended  twenty-three  11-inch  shell,  eleven  20-pound  rifle, 
ei^l  21-poniid  howitxer  shells,  and  ten  24-ponnd  shrapnel. 

Aboat  2.40  p.  m.  the  Ottawa,  Commander  Rodgers  on  board,  having  come 
rithio  lignal  dietauce,  and  being  abreast  of  Port  Royal  ferry,  made  signal  to 
Mne  witMa  hail,  but  owing  to  the  lowueHB  of  the  tide  we  were  unable  to  comply, 
getting  tgmnnd  in  the  attempt.  The  Ellen,  however,  at  8  p.  m.  was  able  to  , 
oW  tlie  signal 

We  leanied  in  the  morning  that  four  hundred  rebel  cavalry  were  within  a 
lliotuud  ^'ards  of  our  anchorage.  At  a  plantation  they  set  fire  to  cotton  and 
cdm-ttoaMs,  driving  off  the  young  n^roes,  and  leaving  the  decrepit  without 
the  meant  of  subsistence. 

At  10  a.  m.  on  January  2,  by  order  of  Commander  Rodgera,  we  got  under 
wty,  ud  after  a  short  detention  on  another  sand-bank,  succeeded  in  reaching 
P«t  Boya]  ferry,  and  by  order  commenced  shelling  the  enemy's  encampments, 
upending  in  doing  so  nine  11-inch  shell  and  six  20-pound  rifie.  We  took  four 
Mon  m  tow  belonging  to  the  army,  and  brought  them  to  Beaufort  from  Port 
B^fil  ferry,  by  order  of  Commander  Rodgers  ;  and  being  directed  to  follow 
ngiitit  of  the  Ottawa,  4ny  further  report  is  deemed  unnecessary.

9lB:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  that  on  the  34tb  ultimo  the 
uon  of  the  Seas,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Commanding  Baxter,  ran  on 
tbore  and  burned  the  British  schooner  Prince  of  Wales,  of  Nassau,  New  Provi- 
ofnee,  (on  the  list  of  vessels  furnished  by  the  department,)  laden  with  salt  and 
"WDgea,  at  North  inlet,  nine  miles  to  the  northward  of  the  entrance  to  George- 
town.   His  report  is  enclosed.  •  ••  •••*•

Umtbd  States  Bakk  Gem  op  the  Sbas, 
Q^  Oeorgetown,  South  Carolina,  £>ecember  25,  1861. 
oil;  About  half-past  seven  o'clock  yesterday  morning,  as  we  were  cruising 
''M  the  Qonh  end  of  North  island,  wind  from  north,  saw  a  schooner  running 
'lown  the  coaet,  close  in  shore.  We  immediately  tacked  and  stood  to  the  north- 
'ut,  io  order  to  cot  her  off;  she  then  hanled  to  the  wind,  and  stood  in  for  the 
udd.    We  immediately  tacked  ship  again,  hoisted  our  colors,  and  stood  in  for 
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land.  A?  she  did  not  show  ber  colora,  we  fired  a  ebot  acroes  her  bowa,  to  whiVh 
Bhe  paid  no  attention.  We  then  gave  her  another  »hot,  which  fell  aetcm  of  her. 
A  third  ihot  was  then  fired,  which  we  afterwards  discoTered  went  through  her 
bulwarks,  cat  in  two  a  spar  lying  on  deck,  then  etrnck  a  cask  of  water,  and 
glanced  through  her  deck  into  the  hold.  Fonr  more  ehota  were  fired  at  her, 
which  did  no  execution.  As  the  last  shot  was  fired  she  passed  into  the  north 
entrance,  and  after  mnning  about  a  qnarter  of  a  mile  inside  tfaepoint.ran  agronnd. 
One  of  her  boats  was  immediately  lowered  and  pulled  with  all  faa^le  up  the 
creek.  The  creek,  or  channel,  conld  he  plainly  aeen  from  the  mast-head.  We 
were  then  laying  too,  about  two  miles  from  land,  in  fire  fathoms  water.  We 
lowered  the  first  cutter  without  delav,  and  sent  Hr.  Coffin,  (master's  tnato)  to- 
"wards  shore  to  take  soundings.  At  this  time  a  sail  was  reported  beiuing  south- 
east from  us,  which  we  soon  made  out  to  be  the  United  States  steamer  James 
Adger.  The  captain's  gig  was  then  lowered,  and  Mr.  H.  A.  Clark,  (executire 
officer,)  was  sent  in  to  reconnoitre;  and  soon  after  the  schooner  was  reported  to 
be  on  fire,  and  two  boats  pulling  away  from  faer  up  the  creek  for  dcsr  life.  On 
coming  up  with  the  first  cutter,  Mr.  Clark  joined  Mr.  Coffin,  sent  his  own  boat 
back,  pnlled  inside  the  bar  and  boarded  the  vessel,  which  proved  to  be  the 
Engliso  schooner  Prince  of  Wales,  of  Nassau,  New  Providence,  loaded  with 
fruit  and  salt.  Her  cabin  was  in  flames,  and  the  wind  was  blowing  the  fir«  for- 
ward. As  the  tide  was  rising,  she  soon  swung  off,  when  he  let  go  her  anchors; 
this  brought  ber  bead  to  the  wind,  and  took  the  fire  over  her  stem ;  after  wbkh 
Mr.  Clark  left  her  and  pulled  for  the  bark  to  report.  In  the  mean  time  we  bad 
lowered  the  second  cutter  and  sent  Mr.  Provost  (acting  master)  to  the  as^i«tanee 
of  Mr.  Clark.  Signals  for  assistance  were  also  set  for  tbe  steamer,  but  she  only 
came  within  two  miles  of  us,  and  there  lay,  without  answering  them,  for  at  leaft 
two  hours.  Tbe  second  cutter  went  in  and  boarded  tbe  schooner,  pa^^ing  Ur. 
Clark  on  his  return  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  outside  the  breakers.  Mr.  Pro- 
vost immediately  set  all  bands  to  work  to  check  the  fire,  hoping  to  save  the 
schooner  and  bring  her  out  to  sea.  Having  no  buckets,  the  whole  comnlement 
of  cooking  utensils,  such  as  ssueep&us,  kettles,  coffee  pots,  ficc,  were  brought 
into  requisition,  and,  after  an  hour's  hard  labor,  throwing  water  and  sprialding 
salt  over  the  burning  timbers,  the  fire  was  subdued.  By  this  time  Messrs.  Clark 
and  Coffin  had  returned,  and  we  at  once  hauled  up  the  anchors  and  attempted  to 
tow  her  out.  Another  boat  then  came  alongside  from  the  bark,  under  charge  of 
Mr  Molloy,  (master's  mate.)  'fhey  succeeded  in  towing  her  out  of  the  ctwek, 
when  a  fire  was  opened  upon  tbcm  with  rifles  from  the  m^n  land,  tbe  boUetd 
dropping  and  skipping  around  them  so  thick  and  fast  that  they  attempted  to 
turn  from  th«  channel  and  find  a  passage  to  tow  her  throi^h  the  breakers;  she 
soon  grounded,  however,  and  finding  no  passage  except  through  the  cbaiuiel. 
which  runs  close  under  the  land,  wi^in  150  yards  of  tne  beach  where  thip  enm- 
pany  of  riflemen  were  slotioned,  they  were  obliged  to  abandon  the  schooner,  bni 
not  until  they  bad  kindled  good  fires  fore  and  aft.  Tbe  second  cutter,  in  cliar|n^ 
of  Mr.  Provost,  was  dettuoed  some  time  longer  than  the  other  boats,  in  order  to 
get  the  fire  well  started ;  when,  as  she  crossed  the  breakers,  eight  lebfl:'  madf 
their  appearance  on  the  point  (having  crept  along  on  the  outside  of  tbe  iflaoil 
while  they  were  inside)  and  opened  a  brisk  fire  upon  the  boat,  which  was  re- 
turned from  all  the  boats.  None  of  our  men  were  injured,  althongh  tbe  bsllelf 
fell  over  and  around  them  as  fast  as  the  scoundrels  conld  load  and  Ere  tbeii 

The  steamer  came  within  hailing  distance  in  the  afternoon,  and,  after  having  ■ 
consultation  with  Captain  Marchand,  we  sent  in  fire-boats  (two  from  the  bart 
and  three  from  the  steamer)  to  blow  the  schooner  to  pieces,  fearing  ibat,  other 
wise,  she  might  not  be  effectually  destroyed. 

But,  on  reaching  the  breakers,  the  tide  was  found  to  be  entirely  fo  low  fin 
the  boats  to  enter,  and  we  were  obliged  to  abandon  the  attempt.    Op  taming  u 
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kiTMmr  boata  were  greeted  with  terrific  yelk  from  the  rebels  on  the  ieUnd, 
ud  ilto  with  aoother  charge  of  mnflketry,  but  received  no  injury. 

Tbe  gchooner  ia  still  bnming  this  momiiig,  and  her  masts  have  gone  orer- 
botni,  ud  I  have  no  doubt  that  she  and  her  cai^  are  hopelessly  ruined.

I  have,  since 
tbia  reconnoiesance,  always  had  one  or  two  ^hips  in  North  Edisto,  and  I  here- 
oilb  enclose  three  interesting  reports  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Ammen,  of  the 
Seneca,  detailing  occurrences  there  up  to  a  very  recent  period.

Port  Royal,  S.  C,  Dfcemher  89,  1861. 
Sli;  Inobediencetoyonr  order  of  the  23d  instant,  I  have  to  inform  you  that 
the  Seneca  entered  North  Edisto  harbor  on  the  noon  of  the  following  day.  Not 
bamg  taken  the  precaution  to  run  up  the  distance  and  anchor  off  the  port  in 
tiie  morning,  owin^  to  a  strong  northwest  wind  and  consequent  current,  we  found 
oonehes  at  daylight  near  Charleston. 

We  fonnd  the  Penguin  at  North  Edisto,  and  that  the  blacks  under  her  chai^ 
■m  BoUmy  Bay  island  were  constantly  increasing  in  number,  amounting,  at  this 
time,  probably  to  between  seven  and  nine  hundred.  They  have  built  huts  and 
apjwijr  contented,  but  I  fear  their  supplies  of  corn  will  soon  fall  short,  owing  to 
their  Improvidence  and  the  limited  extent  of  country  over  which  they  range. 

I  bring  from  the  Penguin  three  prisoners,  white  men,  who  were  t^en  by  tht 
n^groe*  on  Edisto  island  and  bron^ht  on  board  of  that  vessel  by  them.  They  are, 
donbtlesr,  the  three  men  alluded  to  in  my  verbal  report  of  the  22d.  I  found,  at 
the  worki  of  the  enemy  on  the  west  point  of  Edisto  harbor,  141  6-inch  shell 
buried  in  the  sand  j  they  were  sabotcd,  filled,  and  fuzed.  Owing  to  their  eipo- 
Bure  I  thoneht  tlie  fuzes  defective,  even  if  ever  of  good  quality,  and  therefore 
^vried  the  ehella  to  the  low-water  mark  to  prevent  accident  on  the  removal  of 
the  fiuet.  The  sheila  themselves  are  not  of  such  quality  as  we  would  wish  to 
n«  in  our  service. 

On  the  morning  of  the  36th,  owing  to  exact  information  that  the  house  of  Mr. 
Kii^  was  again  the  quarters  of  rebels,  this  vessel  went  up  the  river,  and  from 
acouTcnieot  locality  shelled  the  premises,  and  also  a  wood  on  White  Point,  in 
*hkh  a  number  of  cavalry  had  taken  refuge.  They  left  in  haste,  and,  I  am 
!™nned,  with  the  loss  of  a  man  killed  or  wounded.  1  learned  yesterday  even- 
'sg  that  on  the  26lh  one  thousand  additional  men  had  arrived  at  the  localities 
>»a>tioned,  and  that  on  the  27th  two  heavy  field-pieces  of  artillery  had  been 
^'^''Eht,  and  that  on  the  2Sth  six  additions  pieces  had  arrived,  two  of  which 
"d  been  carried  to  some  point  that  1  could  not  ascertun.     On  this  moming)^^' 
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Seneca,  accompanied  by  the  Penguin,  Lientenant  Commanding  Badd,  shelled 
the  locality  and  Bome  fifty  cavalry,  who  took  to  flight..  Not  doubting  the  &rt 
of  heavy  pieces  of  artillery  having  been  brought  and  not  yet  in  battery,  I  re- 
garded it  as  of  BufGcient  importance,  and  falling  within  my  inatnictioDS,  to  com- 
municate  with  you  without  delay. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  that  Wadroelaw,  John'n,  and  some  parts  of  Xorth 
Edisto  ielasds,  are  infeeted  with  gangs  of  rebel  cavalry,  whose  principal,  if  not 
sole,  object  is  to  drive  the  negroes  into  the  interior.  We  undeietand  t^cre  is  a 
large  encampment  within  three  miles  of  Rockville,  and  that  at  low  tide  they 
visit  that  locality;  but  not  wishing  to  injure  property,  and  bearing  in  mind  your 
order  to  that  effect,  1  have  not  shelled  it.  I  have  established  a  beacon  and 
range  on  the  southwest  side  of  North  Edisto  harbor,  and  found  it  to  answer 
well  for  onr  draft  of  water,  but  will  reserve  sailing  directions  until  we  have  had 
an  opportunity  of  making  sonndingB  in  the  vicinity  of  the  range  and  over  the  bar. 

Bearing  in  mind  your  inquiry  as  to  the  use  of  Stono  as  a  port  for  Oharlevton, 
I  have  to  inform  you  that  one  of  the  prisoners  appears  to  have  exact  infonnaticm 
•n  that  point.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  8  a.  m.  of  the  5th  we  entered  the  port 
of  North  Ediato,  having  left  Port  BotbI  at  4  p.  m.  of  the  4th  instant.  The 
Penguin,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Sudd,  was  in  command  of  tbe?e  waters.  The 
colony  has  largely  increased,  numbering,  probably,  one  thousand  negroes. 

On  the  2d  or  3d  the  Penguin  went  up  to  Bear  bluff,  particalarly  to  en^Je  dke 
negroes  to  get  a  supply  of  maize.  They  brought  away  Ane  hnndred  bushels,  aod 
burned  the  remainder,  and  also  the  house  occupied  by  rebel  soldiers,  who  bad 
fired  upon  them.  I  have  encouraged  the  collection  of  maise  and  other  food,  juid 
have  no  apprehensions  of  immediate  want. 

On  the  morning  of  the  7th  the  Seneca  proceeded  up  to  White  Point,  accom- 
pauied  by  the  Penguin.  We  found  King's  house  apparently  deserted,  and  only 
a  few  mounted  ptcKcts  at  James  Legare's,  and  ascertained  that  they  no  longer 
used  the  houses  as  barracks. 

The  rebels  have  brought  nine  pieces  of  field  artillery,  no  doubt  for  oar  benefit 
should  we  get  aground  near  White  Point.  This,  I  suppose,  is  the  heavy  artil- 
lery mentioned  by  a  former  report.  I  regard  it  as  advisable,  and  perhaps  ne- 
ceesary,  that  two  vessels  should  be  here,  and  also,  if  the  army  do  not  intend  to 
occupy  this  important  point,  that  all  the  blacks  who  desire  to  leave  should  bare 
the  opportunity.  This  would,  no  doubt,  avoid,  in  some  measure,  the  exertioiH 
which  will  otherwise  be  made,  sooner  or  later,  to  capture  them. 

The  prisoner,  a  Mr.  Black,  is  well  known  to  the  blacks,  who  appear  to  regard 
him  with  great  suspicion.  You  will  remember  him  as  the  person  sent  ap  to  nw, 
and  to  be  released.  Owing  to  their  fears,  I  continue  to  hold  him,  aad  shall  do 
so  several  days  longer.

,    Sii:  I  hftTe  the  honor  to  report  that  about  the  l£th  inetant  a  party  of  Beven, 
beaded  by  a  man  named  Hagniw,  who,  I  nnderetand,  has  been  a  prieoner  and 
TM  releaaed,  came  to  Edisto  island,  from  the  western  side,  and  took  some  two 
bnndied  bags  <^  cotton,  carrying  it  to  the  main  land. 

i>  iUtfA  in  my  report  of  the  8th  instant,  I  h&ve  endearored  to  impress  upon 
ibe  negroes  the  neceMtty  of  obtaining  supplies,  and  for  that  purpose  they  have 
raited  the  plantation  of  John  Towneend,  which  lies  within  range  of  ll-inch 
goB,  from  near  die  usual  anchorage  at  North  Edisto.  On  Snnday  (19th)  two 
Begroea,  who  went  up  early  and  in  a  heavy  fog,  narrowly  escaped  being  shot  or 
colored  by  a  party  of  soldierB;  the  number  seen  was  estimated  at  twenty.  One 
of  [he  negroes  was  shot  through  bis  clothing.  As  soon  as  the  tog  cleared  away 
I  took  the  vessel  in  position  which  would  enable  ns  to  see  to  the  beat  advantage, 
■nd  at  no  signs  of  life  appeared,  did  not  throw  shells. 

It  is  midei«tood  from  negroes  that  considerable  supplies  of  cotton  may  still  be 
txmd  on  Edisto  island  if  a  reconnoissance  in  force  should  be  made.  If  that  is 
Bdt  contemplated,  or  its  occupation,  I  fear  the'colony,  now  numbering  about  one 
thnound  two  hnndred,  will  be  in  want  of  food,  perhaps  witliin  a  fortnight.  As 
trerj  party  going  after  maize  will  have  to  be  accompanied  by  armed  boat's  crews 
and  a  howitzer,  I  fear  that  collecting  food  over  the  country  will  fall  below  or 
hardly  exceed  the  consumption. 

The  bad  weather,  and  tbe  absence  of  other  vessels,  have  prevented  taking 
Handings  over  the  bar  and  forwarding  directions  for  crossing,  and  also  a  particu- 
lar examination  of  the  bar  off  Stono,  if  it  could  have  been  done  without  prijudice 
to  tbe  duties  assigned  me. 

I  kam  from  the  negroes  that  they  have  small  quantities  of  cotton  hidden  in 
TBiioas  localities,  and  small  quantities  unginned  are  to  be  found  on  nearly  all  of 
the  plantations  on  Edisto  island,  the  soldiers  not  having  been  there  to  bum  tbe 
conoD-honses,  as  they  did  on  the  opposite  shores,  ou  the  arrival  of  the  Pawnee, 
tceompanied  by  this  vessel.  I  would  think  it  advisable  that  the  officer  control- 
Bug  these  waters  should  know  whether  it  is  desirable  to  induce  the  negroes  to 
brag  tbe  cotton  in  and  to  gin  all  that  can  be  reached ;  and  if  so,  what  amount 
rf  eompeneatioQ  would  he  allowed  them  per  pound,  or  otherwise. 

It  is  onderstood  that  supplies  of  maize  are  much  needed  in  Charleston  and 
dsewbere.  I  have  accounts  of  several  lots  that  were  on  Wadmelaw  and  John's 
ifiknds  having  been  removed,  and  think  the  incursions  mentioned  on  Edisto  are 
to  effect  the  same  object,  as  well  as  the  removal  of  the  cotton  crop  supposed  to  be 
there. 

Tbe  force  of  a  gunboat  is  Bo  limited  as  not  to  admit  of  landing  a  formidable 
party.  On  that  account  I  have  not  deemed  it  advisable  to  land,  and  did  not 
intend  to  do  so,  except,  from  time  to  time  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  tbe  water, 
for  the  protection  of  the  negroes  in  obtaining  their  necessary  supplies.  You 
vin  perceive  how  advantageous  to  our  purposes  a  reconnoissance  in  foi-ce  would 
be,  even  if  condoned  only  one  or  two  daya. 

It  is  worthy  of  note,  as  indicating  the  changes  in  the  blacks,  that  now  they 
HpfMs  themselves  most  anxious  to  obtain  anns.  The  black  man  who  has 
gwnd  mperintcndence  of  the  colony,  wished  to  land  bis  forces  in  Kockville 
■sd  drive  the  soldiers  back,  expressing  the  utmost  confidence  that  with  about 
tvm^  old  muskets  that  they  bad  picked  up,  many  of  them  with  flint  locks,  he 
■oald  be  «ble  to  effect  his  object. 

I'pon  the  arrival  of  the  Crusader,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Rhind,  off  Edisto 
W  yesto^y  morning,  the  Seneca  stood  out  and  piloted  her  into  the  harbor, 
barely  getting  in  before  a  dense  fog  set  in,  which  continued  until  it  was  not 
poeiOde  to  rwch  Port  Boyd  that  evening  with  the  strong  head  wind  then  bl^ij^. 
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inf.  At  5,30  a.  m.  to-tlay  we  were  under  way,  and  stood  np  to  Wbite  F<^ 
Lieutenant  Gommanding  Rhiud  oo  board,  in  order  that  he  might  see  certun 

S'oints,  and  that  I  might  note  any  change  of  interest  for  your  inlormation.  We 
aund  no  suns  in  position,  but  a  body  of  horsemen  fifty  or  a  bnodred  strong, 
and  expended  three  Ll-incfa  shells  in  getting  them  in  motion. 

Mr.  Black,  the  prisoner  who  wm  sent  for  release,  appears  to  be  very  mud 
dreaded  by  the  negroesj  they  fear  his  being  able  to  communicate  informstioD  to 
their  prejudice,  and  on  that  account,  much  against  my  mcUoation,  I  ccntinne  to 
hold  him  on  board  of  this  vessel,  deeming  it  prudent  that  be  should  be  held  nntil 
a  force  is  sent  to  occupy  that  point,  or,  at  least,  until  it  is  possible  for  yosto 
spore  another  reasel.  A  unrty  of  negro  men,  anxious  to  obtain  work,  adud  i 
passage  to  Port  Soyal;  I  have  brought  tbem  and  their  families,  numbering,  per- 
naps,  fifty  persons.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  my  d 
Commander  Drayton  left  me  in  charge  of  this  place: 

On  the  10th  instant  went  up  the  Ashepoo  as  far  as  the  fort  on  Fenwi^^ 
island,  taking  with  me  boats  from  the  Dale,  her  marine  guard  and  forty  iMa> 
with  officers ;  also  twenty  contrabands,  with  their  boats,  to  get  potatoes.  Oth 
served  no  change  since  my  previous  visit.  Brought  down  and  landed  on  Otl^ 
island,  near  the  fort,  (whicn  I  have  named  Fort  Drayton,  after  Commandoi 
Draytou,  of  tbe  Pawnee,)  a  quantity  of  lumber,  com,  a  corn-mill,  two  honeti

«M  art,  and  other  articles  to  make  the  contrabands  comfortable.  Three  con- 
tnbuuls  came  in  during  the  day,  reporting  the  rebels  lo  be  obstructing  the  river 
■boot  ten  miles  above  where  we  had  been.     Sent  them  on  the  island. 

On  the  11th  instant,  discovering  two  vessels  outside,  stood  out  to  ascertain 
their  character.  Finding  them  transports  with  troops  to  garrison  this  place, 
tiood  back  to  the  anchorage  and  made  all  preparations  for  turning  Fort  Drayton 
•vtr  to  the  army.  At  four  o'clock,  the  honr  Agreed  upon,  I  went  ashore  with 
lienteoant  Commanding  Tmztun  and  several  officers  from  each  vessel,  and  form- 
ally turned  over  Fort  Drayton,  with  all  the  property,  contrabands,  &c.,  to 
CoJooel  Welsh,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  army,  my  'men  marching  out  of 
the  fort  as  his  men  marched  in. 

Oa  the  12th  instant  again  went  up  the  Ashepoo,  taking  the  marines  of  the 
Dale,  and  having  Colonel  Welsh,  of  the  army,  and  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Tniztan  as  pasaeneers.  Landed  the  party  at  Fenwick's  Island  fort,  to  make  a 
reconuoiasance,  and  when  finished,  stood  up  the  river  as  far  as  Mosquito  creek. 
Seeing  a  picket  of  several  mounted  men  at  a  house  which,  on  a  previous  visit,  I 
had  discovered  to  be  their  headquarters,  I  fired  at  them,  once  with  a  rifled  shot, 
and  again  with  an  eight-inch  shell.  This  driving  them  to  the  woods,  I  landed 
the  Dale's  marines,  and  then  went  on  shore  and  burnt  their  quarters.  Pro- 
ceeded back  to  anchorage  o£F  Fort  Drayton.

8is :  I  have  to  make  the  following  report : 

Last  evening  (i!6th  instant)  Colonel  Thomas  Welsh,  fifteenth  Pennsylvania 
vohnteers,  commwiding  the  post  on  Otter  island,  informed  me  that  his  picket 
gaaid  on  the  upper  end  of  Fenwick's  island  hod  seen  a  smalt  schooner  cruising 
about  in  the  South  Edisto  river.  I  therefore  despatched,  at  an  early  hour  this 
morning,  the  launch  and  firet  cutter,  with  the  marine  guard,  under  the  command 
of  Acting  Uanter  William  Ottivell  and  Midshipman  Silas  W.  Terry,  to  capture 
the  schooner,  and  also  to  make  a  general  reconnoissance  of  both  banks  of  the 
river  as  far  np  as  time  and  circumstances  would  permit.  The  boats  returned  at 
nine  o'clock  this  evening,  without  having  seen  the  schooner.  Mr.  Ottiwell  re< 
ports  all  the  houses  on  fioiley's  and  Raccoon  islands  to  be  standing  in  appa- 
rent good  order,  but  the  pl-OMtationt  eiUireli/  deterled. 

There  being  no  sign  of  secession  forces  on  the  upper  side  of  Raccoon  island, 
be  proceeded  on,  in  obedience  to  my  instructions,  to  Pine  Landing  to  rest  the 
Toen.  He  there  fonnd  a  lai^  deserted  house.  Having  placed  picket  guards, 
the  men  were  sent  to  dinner ;  a  few  minutes  after,  the  guard  reported  seeing  a 
carriage  through  the  woods  driving  down  the  road.  Mr.  Ottiwell,  with  a  de< 
ttchnent  of  marines,  at  once  started  in  pursuit.  After  going  a  few  hundred 
Tuds  and  turning  a  bend  in  the  road,  he  came  upon  a  cart  half  loaded,  with 
the  horse  harnessed  to  it,  standing  in  a  potato  field.  He  also  saw  a  carriage 
drrring  rapidly  down  the  road  towards  Eddingsville.  After  thoroughly  exam- 
tning  the  DUghborhood  and  convincing  himself  that  the  place  hod  just  been 
bastily  abandoned,  he  returned  to  his  boats  and  proceeded  up  the  river  to  a 
hoiue  reported  by  the  negro  pilot  as  belonging  to  Governor  Aiken,  in  the  porch 
of  which  a  white  woman  was  standing  watchuig  lus  movements.        C   OOolf 
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When  about  fiftj  or  sixty  yards  from  the  house  two  persons  in  the  v 

of  officers  stepped  out  of  the  house  and  placed  their  muskets  against  the  railiDg 
of  the  veranda;  they  were  almost  immediately  followed  by  some  ten  or  twdre 
aimed  men.  One  of  the  officers  invited  Mr.  Ottiwell  to  land.  On  being  asked, 
"Who  are  youl"  he  replied,  "Pickets  of  the  fourth  Sooth  Carolina  refiment 
Gome  on  shore,  I  tell  you." 

On  Mr.  Ottiwell  declining  to  do  so,  the  whole  body  immediately  fired  a  volley 
at  the  boats  and  took  shelter  behind  the  oak  trees  and  shrubbery,  from  when 
they  continoed  their  fire  till  dislodged  by  canister  from  the  boat^nn  and  the 
musketry  of  the  marines  and  boats'  crews,  when  they  fled  behind  the  bouse  fin- 
refuge.  A  shell  thrown  through  the  house  forced  them  to  take  flight  along  s 
road  leading  to  a  village  of  negro  quarters  aboat  a  mile  distant.  Mr.  Otdv^ 
continued  to  tlirow  shell  after  tbem  as  long  as  they  remained  in  range,  nd 
mainttuned  his  position  in  front  of  the  house  for  twenty-five  minutes,  after  which 
he  slowly  retired  down  the  river,  without  a  single  man  wounded  or  a  boat  stro^ 

From  the  fact  of  the  bridges  being  destroy^,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  ta 
the  lower  or  eastern  end  of  South  Ediato  iBland  only  that  haa  been  abandoned, 
and  that  the  western  portion  is  still  had  in  quiet  posaessioD  by  the  reb^. 
Although  the  eipedition  has  not  been  productive  of  any  visible  resnlts,  I  tract 
the  sudden  and  evidently  unexpected  presence  of  onr  boats  will  prove  to  them 
'  that  we  are  not  sleeping  on  our  watch.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  my  movements; 

On  the  Ist  instant  went  up  the  Coosaw,  and  visited  Indies  and  Cooaaw 
islands;  brought  down  fresh  provisions  for  ship's  company,  and  returned  to 
anchorage  off  Fort  Drayton  on  the  2d  instant  On  the  3d  went  np  the  Ashcfoo, 
and  remained  wooding  and  watering  ship  until  the  8th.  On  the  9th  I  went, 
with  a  company  of  volunteers,  about  one  mile  above  Mosqnito  creek.  A  party 
of  mounted  rebels  retreated  to  the  woods  upon  our  appearance,  their  movements 
considerably  hastened  by  a  shot  from  the  rifled  gun.  I  landed  and  made  ■ 
complete  reconuoissance,  but  found  no  signs  of  any  aggressive  movements.  Off 
Mosquito  creek  seven  contrabands  came  alongside,  and  reported  themselvee  ai 
ha^'tng  escaped   from   Jacksonborough   railroad   depot,     lliey  bad  been  c 


month  on  their  way  here;  they  saw  but  few  soldiers,  about  one  company  at 
"Matthews's"  house,  on  Bear  island;  a  fort,  with  four  guns  mounted,  at  Wilton; 
no  other  information.     I  landed  them  on  St.  Belena  island. 


iving  authorized  an  expedition  np  the  South  Edisto,  on  the  10th  instant 
Lieutenant  Oommandiog  Truxtnn,  in  command  of  two  hundred  men,  started, 
Actmg  Master  Oregon',  of  this  vessel,  accompanying  him.  They  returned  on 
the  12th.  I  forward  Lieutenant  Commanding  Tnixtun's  report  to  me.  Offiren 
and  crew  all  well.

Sir:  I  h&Te  to  ioform  70a  that  on  the  9th  inBtant  Colonel  Thomas  Welch 
pheed  eompaniea  H  and  K,  fortj-fiftli  PennBylvania  To1iint«ere,  nnmbering  one 
ninKtred  and  tfair^-one  rank  and  file,  nnder  mj  command.  With  these  two 
emniMnies,  and  a  detachment  from  thia  ship  of  seamen  and  marines,  numbering 
m  aU  two  hundred  and  fire  fighting  men,  I  left  this  ship  on  the  morning  of 
Fridaj,  the  10th  inBtant. 

WeriEited  Bailee's  island;  fonnd  it  entirely  deserted  by  both  whites  and 
D^roM,  bat  well  stocked  with  cattle,  abcep,  and  horses.  We  then  proceeded 
up  Bailey's  creek  to  the  Episcopal  church,  Tisiting  many  plantations  on  the 
nr,  hot  feeing  no  signs  of  an  enemy. 

On  the  11th  we  marched  from  the  Episcopal  church  to  Bailey's  landing  oo 
ifw  North  Ediflto  river,  frvm  which  we  aaw  a  ganboat  about  two  mites  to  sea- 
ward of  ns,  supposed  to  be  the  Seneca. 

On  the  12th,  at  4  p.  m.,  reached  the  ship,  having  been  absent  two  nights  and 
thice  days.  During  the  expedition  we  risitcd  many  fine  plantations  and  ete* 
pot  residences.  The  negroes  had  removed  and  secreted  in  their  quarters  most 
of  the  fbmitnre  that  had  been  left  by  their  masters.  Great  care  was  taken  that 
nothing  ehoald  be  removed  from  any  of  the  plantations,  excepting  a  few  books, 
1^1  novels,  magazines,  and  sufficient  forage  to  support  the  party.  Both  the 
TDhmteeiB  and  seamen  deserve  credit  for  their  general  good  conduct.

Flao-Sh)?  Wabash, 
Port  Royal  Harbor.  S.  C,  February  8,  1862. 

Bn ;  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  that  I  have  been  making 
preparations  for  some  time  past  for  the  attack  on  Femandina,  by  callmg  in  the 
tppropriate  vessels  (which  involved  many  changes  in  the  blockade)  and  by 
miag  up  the  supplies  of  coal  and  provisions.  In  some  particuIarB  my  supply 
of  wmmmition  is  short,  but  a  movement  like  that  which  I  have  now  in  contem- 
pUtion  keeps  so  many  vessels  idle  during  the  period  of  equipment  that  I  will 
Bot  pot  it  off  on  that  acconnt.  I  am  waiting  now  for  settled  weather.  A  brigade, 
under  Brigadier  General  Wright,  forms  part  of  the  expedition,  and  it  affonUme 
pfXL  pleasure  to  say  that  General  Sherman  will  accompany  it  himself. 

In  the  mean  time  I  have,  in  conjunction  with  the  military  commander-in-chief. 
Bade  a  study  of  the  beat  mode  of  cutting  off  the  communication  between  Fort 
Polaiki  and  the  city  of  Savannah.  For  this  purpose  military  and  naval  recon- 
aoisHiices  had  been  pushed  in  boats,  on  the  east  side  through  Cooper  river,  Bull 
f^,  and  Wall's  cut,  into  Wright  river  j  and  on  the  west  side  into  Little  Tybee 
•iTCT  or  Freeborn's  cut.  ObBtmctions  were  met  with  in  Wall's  cut,  consisting 
of  ■  donble  row  of  piles  and  a  hulk.  The  former  were  removed  by  the  anny 
•efficiently  to  clear  the  passage. 

At  iluB  stage  of  the  proceedings  H  was  found  expedient  to  send  one  or  more 
pmboats  into  Wright  rivet  to  make  a  careful  survey  of  the  passage  around 
CDDDingfaam'e  point  into  Savannah  river,  and  a  survey,  also,  of  Mud  river.  It 
*n  deoded  by  General  Shennan  and  myself,  in  conference,  to  make  a  Bimitltfr|(; 
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Deous  movement  on  the  opposite  side,  tbrongb  Freeborn's  cut  and  WilmiagtoB 
narrows,  nhicb  should  serve  aa  a  demonstration  to  cover  np  our  real  purpose 
of  an  attack  on  Fernandina,  and  as  a  reconnoiaaance  to  anawer  the  foUowiag 
inquiries:  First,  Whether  there  were  any  troops  or  batteries  on  that  side  of 
Wihnington  island.  Second.  Whether  the  cut  or  narrows  was  oavigabk  for 
guuboats  with  facility.  Third.  Whether  the  channel  of  Savannah  river  could 
be  commanded  from  it,  or  whether  the  distance  acrose  the  intervening  manh 
was  too  great.  Fourth.  The  direction  and  termination  of  this  creek  or  oarro*^ 
to  the  northward.  And  lastly,  whether  gonboats  could  lie  in  secority  in  the 
creek  without  the  efficient  support  of  troops  and  guns  on  shore. 

To  carry  out  these  views  two  of  the  regular  guntKiats  and  four  of  the  small 
armed  steamers  were  placed  under  the  command  of  Fleet-Captain  C.  U.  Davis, 
who  was  accompanied  by  Commander  C.  R.  P.  Bodgerfl.  The  traneporta  on- 
taining  the  troops  destined  for  Fernandina  accompanied  the  naval  detachiaent, 
and  were  leit  at  anchor  in  Wassaw  sound.  For  the  circnmstancea  and  resnlu 
of  this  demonstration  and  reconnoissance,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  tefer  yon  to 
the  report  of  Captain  Davia,  accompanying  this  despatch.

Flao-Ship  Wabash, 
Port  Royal  Harbor,  S,  C,  February  1,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  yon  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders,  I  got 
nnder  way  on  Sunday  morning,  the  S6th  ultimo,  and  sailed  from  this  harbor, 
having  under  my  command  Uie  gunboats  Ottawa,  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Stevens;  Seneca,  Ammen ;  and  the  armed  steamers  Isaac  Smith,  Nicholson; 
Potomska,  Watmough;  Ellen,  Master  Commanding  Budd ;  Western  Worid, 
Gregory ;  and  the  two  armed  launches  of  tbia  ship ;  and  having  in  company  the 
transports  Cosmopolitan,  Delaware,  and  Boston,  on  board  of  which  were  the 
6th  Connecticut,  the  4th  New  Hampshire,  and  the  97th  Pennsylvama  regiments, 
in  all  twenty-four  hundred  men,  commanded  by  Brigadier  General  H.  G.  WrigbL 
Commander  C.  B.  P.  Bodgers  accompanied  the  expedition.  The  veaims 
anchored  in  Waaaaw  aonnd  the  same  evening. 

On  Monday  morning  General  Wright  came  on  board  the  Ottawa,  in  whick 
ship  I  was,  bringing  with  him  Major  Speidel,  commanding  the  battalion,  and 
company  C>  of  the  Connecticut  6th ;  he  also  sent  company  D,  of  the  same  regi- 
ment, on  board  the  Seneca,  where  Captain  Bodgers  had  taken  np  bia  qnaiten. 
The  commanding  officers  repaired  on  Doard  by  signal,  when  the  plan  of  opera- 
tions was  explained  to  them. 

Owing  to  the  ahoalness  of  the  bar  and  channel,  it  was  not  onttl  balf-past  8 
o'clock  that  I  entered  Little  Tybee  river  or  Freeborn  cut,  and  it  was  half-past 
1  before  I  passed  Fort  Pulaski  at  the  nearest  point.  The  fort  was  not  prepared 
for  an  enemy  on  this  side,  and  did  not  fire  into  the  vessels.  But  preparations 
were  immediately  set  on  foot  to  receive  na  on  onr  return.  The  distance  is  that 
of  a  long  range  with  a  rided  gnn,  or  one  of  heavy  calibre. 

After  coming  up  with  and  passing  the  high  land  on  Wilmington  island,  the 
further  progreaa  of  the  gnnboata  was  arrested  by  a  blockade  of  ht-avy  piles 
driven  in  a  double  row  across  the  channel.  The  vessels  were  anchorcid  and 
boats  were  despatched  from  every  one  of  them  to  examine  the  numeroua  creeks 
leading  to  the  river,  and  to  make  a  reconnoissance  of  the  main  stream.     Captain 
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Bodgen  landed  with  the  armed  lannchea  and  a  detachment  of  troopa,  to  8Cont 
ind  delermine  whether  there  were  then,  or  had  been,  any  batterieB  or  guns  in 

r'doD  on  this  eminence,  and  whether  there  were  marks  of  recent  occapatioD 
,  troopi;  the  regiment  of  City  Light  Guarda,  from  Savannah,  composed  of 
nrj  jonng  persons,  has  been  stationed  at  Scriven's.  No  earthworks  were 
(ami,  hot  tracea  were  discovered  of  horsemen,  who  most  have  been  on  the  spot 
ray  lately. 

At  5  o'clock  the  confederate  steamers,  five  in  nnmber,  one  of  them  carrying 
tbe  sqoare  flag  at  the  fore^Jprobably  Commodore  Tatnall's,)  came  to  anchor  at 
the  month  of  the  creek.  They  had  it  in  their  power  to  choose  their  distance, 
■ltd  this  led  to  the  expectation  of  an  attack,  but  the  night  passed  qnietly.  At 
this  boor  Captain  Aminea  passed  the  marsh  and  cut  the  telegraph  wire  leading 
from  Fort  Polaski  to  the  city. 

After  breakfast  on  the  morning  of  Tueeday,  tfae  28th,  the  surveys  and  ezamt- 
utioDe  were  received;  and  I  am  deeply  indebted  to  General  Wright  for  taking 
in  active  part  in  them  all,  and  forming,  from  personal  examination,  his  conclu- 
rions  as  to  the  military  seizure  and  occnpation  of  Wilmington  island,  to  which 
General  Sherman  and  yourself  had  called  my  particular  attention. 

At  11.15  the  five  steamers  composing  the  fleet  of  Commodore  Tatnall  (as  it  is 
npposed)  attempted  to  pass  down  the  river  with  scows  in  tow.  Captain  John 
Boaeers.  who  lay  at  anchor  in  Wright  river,  and  myself  opened  fire  upon  them, 
which  thev  returned  with  spirit.  The  result  of  the  engagement,  which  lasted 
kda  than  half  an  boor  was,  that  Commodore  Tatnall  and  one  of  his  squadron 
were  driven  back;  the  other  three  escaped  injury,  apparently,  and  made  good 
tbeir  passage  down  to  Fort  Pulaski. 

At  2  o'clock  the  latter  returned  up  the  river,  and  the  firing  was  resumed. 
They  bad  waited  for  low  water,  and  were  so  well  protected  by  the  banks  of  the 
river,  while  we  ourselves  were  lying  in  a  natural  trench  or  moat,  that  the  barm 
inflicted  upon  them  was  entirely  disproportionate  to  the  amount  of  ammunition 
expended.  Their  shot,  which  would  have  easily  reached  ne  by  ricochet  on  the 
water,  were  generally  spent  in  force  before  they  arrived  at  the  creek  iu  which 
we  were  anchored.  We  have  been  told  by  a  contraband,  since  come  in,  that  one 
of  the  steamers  sunk  at  the  wharf  after  getting  to  the  city,  and  we  could  see 
ynh  our  |iaasee  that  some  of  our  shells  took  effect. 

The  practice  of  the  day  was  very  inatructive.  At  4  o'clock  on  Wednesday 
Dwming  I  came  down  the  narrows,  passing  the  range  of  Fort  Pulaski  before 
daylight;  and,  leaving  the  other  vessels  in  Wassaw  sound,  I  returned  to  this 
place  by  the  way  of  Tybee  roads  and  Calibogue  sound. 

As  a  demonstration,  the  appearance  of  the  naval  and  military  force  in 
^*^ington  and  Wassaw  sounds  baa  bad  complete  success.  Savannah  was 
thfown  into  a  state  of  great  alarm,  and  all  the  energies  of  the  place  have  beea 
netted  to  the  ntraost  to  increase  its  military  defences,  for  which  purpose  troops 
have  been  withdrawn  from  other  places. 

As  a  reconnoissance  the  results  are  satisfactory.  We  have  improved  our 
knowledge  of  these  obscure  and  intricate  passages.  We  have  ascertained  that 
WHmington  island  is  abandoned  not  only  bv  the  enemy's  troops,  but  even  by 
b  inh^tants ;  that  this  cut  or  narrows  can  be  navigated  by  gunboats  without 
difficulty,  but,  on  account  of  the  width  of  the  mar«b,  opposite  to  the  high  land 
<n  Wilnungton  island,  that  the  channels  of  Savannah  river  cannot  be  advan- 
tageoDily  commanded  &om  this  point  at  any  time,  and  especially  at  low  water; 
tl>at  gunboats  could  not  lie  in  safety  in  any  part  of  the  narrows,  unless  Wil- 
■un^n  island  were  occapied  in  force,  on  account  of  the  advantages  it  possesses 
fo  constructing  masked  batteries,  and  the  protection  it  afibrds  to  riflemen  and 
ikirmiihen. 

In  the  event  of  my  arriving  at  an  nnfavorable  conclusion  in  respect  to  the 
MTil  occapatioQ  of  this  passage,  you  directed  me  to  consider  tbe  piopti^tr. 
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of  placing  in  it  some  obstmctions  which  wonld  render  it  oseleea  to  tlie  enemj. 
In  this  respect  he  has  anticipated  onr  wisbes ;  but  the  obstmctions  can  be 
.  lemored  hereafEer,  if  desirable. 

Dnring  the  engagement  of  Tneeday,  Colonel  Boso,  commanding  at  Tjbet, 
sent  an  aid  to  me  with  an  offer  of  additional  troops.  I  beg  leave  to  call  joni 
particalar  attention  to  this  act  of  conrtesy  and  dismay  of  public  spirit. 

While  all  communication  between  Captain  John  Rodgera,  in  Wright  river,  ind 
mvself,  in  Wilmington  narrows,  by  means  of  navy  signals,  was  very  difficult  or 
wholly  impossible,  the  conunanication  with  army  eignals  was  easy  and  perfect 
I  recommend,  therefore,  their  use  in  the  naval  service. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  has  been,  as  always,  entirely  satisfactoij. 
Uy  special  acknowledgments  are  due  to  Oenerol  Wright  for  prompt  and  efficient 
service,  voluntarily  given,  and  to  Comnuinder  C.  H.  P.  Rodgers,  whose  leal  in 
the  public  service  and  superior  ability  render  his  aid,  wherever  dinwted,  a  moH 
valuable  accession.

Umtbd  States  Stbames  Crcsadbb, 

North  Ediito,  February  7,  1S62. 

Sib  :  I  have  leceived  this  morning,  by  the  Blunt,  your  communicalion  of  tbe 
5th  instant,  with  the  mail  for  thie  vesed. 

Since  the  departure  of  the  Seneca  there  baa  been  a  lai^r  addition  to  tb« 
colony  of  negroes  on  Botany  Bay  island,  and,  taking  the  number  as  estimBted 
by  Lieutenant  Ammen  at  that  time  at  1,000  to  1,100,  there  must  be  at  piesent 
at  least  1,400  collected  there. 

On  the  23d  inatant  word  was  brought  to  ns  late  in  the  Any  that  some  con- 
federate troops  hod  landed  on  Edisto  island,  and  were  moving  off  and  shooting  tbs 
blacks.  We  got  tmderwayat  once  and  weat  up  the  river,  found  abont  100  to  1^ 
blacks  collected  at  Point  of  Pines  wharf,  despatched  boats  ftom  the  colo&y  u 
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nnr  than  down,  and  proceed  up  tlie  river  to  tbe  moath  of  Steamboat  ci«ek, 
ud  fire  eome  shell  at  tbe  bouses  wbere  the  troops  were  reported  to  be.  At 
dmk  uichored  again  at  Point  of  Pines,  wben  another  party  of  blacks  had 
BKMlime  collected,  and  remained  there  until  they  bad  all  escaped  below.  Some 
200  vne  thus  added  to  the  colony.  Siuce  that  time  tbey  have  been  constantly 
coining  in  in  small  parties.  On  tbe  26tb  we  went  up  the  river  to  enable  tbe 
btaclu  to  collect  some  some  com  at  the  plantations  on  Steamboat  creek.  I 
vent  into  tbe  creeks  with  our  boats,  and,  finding  the  negroes  engaged  in  plun- 
dering the  houses  instead  of  getting  com,  I  ordered  them  off.  I  have  endeavored 
t«  check  their  propensity  to  plunder,  but  with  only  partial  success.  On  tbe  3d 
iast  [baTiug  previously  sounded  out  the  creek)  I  succeeded  in  getting  this  vessel 
into  Bockville  creek,  and  anchored  her  at  about  1,300  yards  from  tbe  village  to 
make  a  reconnoissance  of  the  place,  it  harine  been  made  known  to  us  that  the 
memy  were  occupying  it.  I  approached  the  place  with  a  boat,  accompanied  by  a 
luge  flat  that  we  nod  prepared  to  cany  the  howitzer.  On  nearing  the  landing  we 
yac  fired  into.  Our  boata  having  Uieir  ensigns  set,  we  returned  the  fire  with 
the  howitzer,  but,  unfortanately,  the  bows  of  tbe  flat  gave  way  at  tbe  second 
diKharge.  Having  ascertained  all  that  I  desired  at  that  time,  tbe  boats  were 
ndered  to  retom  to  the  vessel-  Owing  to  the  nanownesp  of  tbe  channel,  we 
vere  unable  to  spring  our  veasel  to  gM  our  guns  to  bear  until  nearly  sunset, 
when  the  flood  tide  made.  As  she  swung  we  threw  into  the  place  six  lO-second 
ihell,  all  of  which  burst  in  and  about  the  houses.  The  flat  is  being  again 
refitted,  and  I  propose,  when  tbe  tide  serves  at  the  proper  time  of  day,  to  re-enter 
ibc  creek  with  the  vessel,  and,  after  shelling  the  place,  to  destroy  it  by  fire.  I 
lesm  that  there  are  about  150  troops  of  the  eoemy  lodged  in  the  woods  in  tbe 
KK  of  the  villaee,  and  that  they  have  three  guns,  (field-pieces,  I  judge.)  I 
place  DO  particiuaf  reliance  oa  tbe  itUbnoation  afforded  by  tbe  negroes,  but  I 
bare  eatisned  myself  that  the  place  is  made  use  of  as  a  rendezvous  and  point  oi 
oheervation. 

On  tbe  4th  we  went  up  this  river  as  far  as  tbe  mouth  of  the  Dawbo.  I 
Kuoded  out  the  iDOUth  of  that  river,  and  aeeertained  that  vessels  of  eleven  to 
thirteen  feet  draught  con  enter  it  sudlctently  far  to  land  a  force  abreast  the 
plantation  of  Legare,  where  a  constant  lookout  has  been  kept  by  tbe  enemy. 
Lieatenant  Ammen  threw  some  shell  at  them  there.  Tbe  morning  he  left  I 
accompanied  bim  on  that  oceasion,  that  be  might  point  me  out  tbe  locality.  On 
the  occasion  of  oar  last  visit  I  saw  no  Mgns  of  them  being  there,  but  observed  a 
number  of  people  (said  to  be  confederate  cavalry)  on  the  other  side  of  the  river, 
atBearbln£

8ih :  Dpon  my  return  to  this  place  this  morning,  I  have  the  to  Iiohot  report 
myproceedings  at  Wright  river,  one  of  the  approadtes  to  Savannah. 

Wright  river  has  two  entrances  into  Savannah  river,  one  bv  its  month,  the 
other  through  a  tributary  called  Mud  river;  there  is  still  a  third,  comparatively 
shallow,  however,  near  its  head,  opposite  Fort  Jackson.  Mud  liver  is  banal 
low  spring  tide,  but  at  high  water  spring  tide,  the  bottom  being  semi-floid,  a 
gunboat  can  pass  through. 

ITie  mouth  of  Wright  river  has  a  bar  across  it,  with  fotir  feet  of  wataat 
low  tide,  and  about  eleven  feet  at  ordinary  high  tide. 

A  short  part  of  the  channel,  where  it  bends  into  the  Savannah  river,  is  distiiit 
from  Fort  Pulaski  one  add  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  and  consequently  withii 
range  of  its  guns,  but  too  far  off  to  be  very  dangerous.  Both  these  passa^ 
were  examined  and  staked.  In  marking  the  channel  of  Wright  river,  on  IH 
first  day,  they  fired  at  the  boats  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Banklie*i 
to  whom  I  had  intrusted  this  service.  The  shot  fell  within  a  few  yards  of  onx 
party ;  but  aa  they  did  not  interrupt  the  operation,  the  enemy  apparently  con- 
cluded that  it  was  a  waste  of  powder,  and  on  no  subsequent  occasion  waa  the 
firing  repeated. 

Preparatory  to  coming  away,  the  Hale,  Captain  Foster,  and  the  Westns 
World,  Captain  Gregory,  were  placed  near  the  mouth  of  Mud  river,  in  order  to 
cover  the  approach  to  the  battciy  erected  at  Point  Venus.  This  their  positioD 
enables  them  snccesBtiilly  to  do. 

While  thare  they  baa,  on  tbe  14th  instant,  a  smart  engagement  with  fonr 
vesBele  of  Commodore  Tatnall's  fleet,  which  they,  in  conjunction  with  the  battery 
on  shore,  drove  back.  One  of  the  officers  of  the  Unadilla,  who  wae  employe 
Bccnring  a  boom,  declares  that  he  and  Lis  boat's  cr«w  all  distinctly  heard  a  shot 
from  one  of  tbe  gunboats  crash  through  the  aide  of  a  rebel  steamer.  Captaos 
Foster  and  Gregory  are  both  confident  that  several  of  their  shot  etmck.  Tbe 
rebel  gunboats,  satisfied  apparently  that  our  force  was  too  strong,  retnmed  to 
Savannah. 

Agreeably  to  your  order  the  Hale,  in  advance,  is  moored  across  Mud  rivw, 
and  has  three  of  her  guns  on  one  side  bearing  up  the  Savannah  river,  and  wn- 
manding  that  approach  to  Point  Venus. 

The  Western  World,  moored  parallel  to  the  channel,  has  bet  battery  sweepii^ 
the  right  flank  of  the  guns  on  shore. 

As  yon  further  directed,  a  very  carefully  made  "  boom,"  which  the  enemy  hail 
placed  across  New  river,  in  front  of  the  battery  at  Ked  bluff,  was  remored  lod 
moored  across  the  mouth  of  Mud  river,  within  reach  of  grape  and  canister  ivx 
our  gunboats.  This  prevents  the  access  of  fire-raftsi  or  of  th«r  being  ova- 
whelmed  by  boardera  in  boats  ^^  ,

I  MTo  ordera  that  at  nigbt,  or  in  cue  of  fog,  or  under  nny  circnmBtanceB 
vhidi  did  Dot  permit  the  boom  to  be  clearly  seen,  "picket  boate,"  with  properly 
imaged  pignale,  were  to  be  kept  at  it  to  warn  tbem  of  the  approach  of  an  enemy. 
I  gare  ftirther  orders  that  if,  &om  any  nnforeacen  circnmstancee,  their  vesecls 
rliDald  be  untenable,  they  were  on  no  account  to  be  Bnrrendered ;  but  the  captains 
wre  to  fire  them,  and  with  the  crew  to  fall  back  in  their  boata  through  Wall's 
cm.  As  these  gnnboate  are,  at  most  stages  of  the  tide,  aground,  it  seemed 
proper  to  provide  for  this  contingency. 

Lientenant  Commanding  Collins,  of  the  Unadilla,  was,  agreeably  to  your 
ordeTB.  kn  in  chw^. 
With  the  Seneca,  Ottawa,  and  Pembina,  I  have  returned  to  this  place.

8i« :  I  have  the  honor  tfl  report  that  during  the  bnojine  of  Wright  river, 
noder  the  direction  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Bankhead,  a  "  torpedo,"  or 
"infernal  machine,"  was  discovered  at  the  entrance  of  Savannah  river,  in  the 
cbunel  we  had  selected.  It  consisted  of  five  metal  cases,  serving  as  air-cham- 
bere  and  bnoys  tn  five  other  chambers,  and  containing  about  thirty  pounds  of 
J»*der.  These  were  so  moored  aa  to  be  covered  by  water  at  any  stage  of  the 
tide  when  the  bar  was  practicable  for  vessels,  but  they  were  exposed  at  low 
water. 

One  of  tbem  was  brought  by  Lieutenant  Commanding  Bankbead  on  board  of 
the  Unadilla,  where  I  was.  Preparatory  to  examining  its  machinery,  the  pow- 
fo  chamber  was  laid  bare  ;  but  I  thought  it  too  dangerous,  with  an  unknown 
"torpedo,"  to  proceed  further  until  the  powder  had  been  washed  out.  To  this 
ttd.  I  had  it  eet  upon  a  bank  and  a  rifle  ball  fired  through  it,  when  it  exploded. 

TLe  machinery,  however,  was  recovered  uninjured.  Upon  the  inside  of  the 
powder  chamber  a  "frictton  tube,"  such  as  is  used  in  the  army  for  dischargipg. 
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cannon,  was  arranged  bo  as  to  ignite  the  "blowing  up"  charge  upon  the  pnlling 
of  a  Btring.  This  Btring  waa  tied  to  a  wire  coiled  np  on  the  head  of  the  baov, 
and  the  coil  of  wire  wan  to  be  drawn  ont  by  the  impact  of  a  pauing  g^nnboat. 

Auother  machine  exploded  abont  midnight,  after  the  Susquehanna's  lannchft 
(towing  a  flat  with  armr  artillery  t«  Fomt  Venus)  had  passed,  in  Sarannah 
river,  about  two  hundred  yards  above  them.  From  this  I  was  induced  U>  diiok 
that  some  of  them  might  be  connected,  by  galvanic  wires,  with  Fort  PnlaskL 

I  gave  orders  to  Lieutenant  Commanding  Bankbead,  to  sink  the  remaiDiag 
machines  with  rifle  shots,  which  he  did.  I  herewith  enclose  lieutenant  Cook- 
manding  Bnnkhead'a  report. 

I  hvg  leave  to  hand  in  the  exploding  apparatus  of  the  machine  we  procnnd, 
with  a  drawing  of  its  arrangement.

Sir  :  On  the  13th  instant,  while  sounding  in  the  Savannah  river,  a  short  dii- 
tance  above  the  mouth  of  "  Wright  river,"  I  discovered  several  objects  fioathig 
upon  the  surface,  which  appeared,  at  first  sight,  to  be  empty  tin  cans,  and  u 
such  were  not  regarded  by  me  as  worthy  of  notice.  lieutenant  Sproaton,  of 
the  Seneca,  shortly  aA«r  hailed  me  and  told  me  he  thought  the  objects  allndcd 
to  were  buoys  attached  to  au  "  infernal  machine."  Upon  closer  cxamiuatiMi. 
we  Baw  enough  to  satisfy  ub  that  bis  suspicions  were  correct.  The  buoys,  fin 
in  number,  were  placed  several  yards  apart,  at  right  angles  to  the  shore,  uamt- 
diately  in  the  channel  leading  from  Wright  river,  and  only  vtmble  at  low  water. 

They  were  connected  bv  a  spiral  wire — the  end  of  the  wire  entering  an  orifice 
in  the  upper  ends  of  the  buoys — and  diey  were  also  secBred  by  wires  to  wbil 
we  presumed  to  be  weights  at  the  bottom,  but  which  further  examination  led  lu 
to  believe  were  vessels  containing  explosive  matter. 

The  following  day,  agreeably  to  orders  received  from  yourself,  I  proceeded 
into  the  Savannah  river,  accompanied  by  Lieutenants  Sproston,  Wearer,  and 
Guahman,  in  three  boats.  I  had  previously  ordered  the  officers  to  provide  them- 
selves with  hand  grapnels  and  lead-lines,  lor  the  purpose  of  grappling  the  haoys 
St  a  safe  distance.  Lieutenants  Sproston  and  Oushmau  each  succeeded  in  grap- 
pling the  connecting  wires,  and  endeavored,  by  puUing,  to  produce  ao  exploeioB. 
hut  failed  to  do  so. 

Lieutenant  Sproston  then  hauled  up  carefnlly  to  the  water  buoy  and,  foitn- 
nately,  succeeded  in  cutting  the  connecting  wire,  and  brought  off  the  buoy  in 
his  boat.  All  the  other  wires  that  could  be  reached  were  then  cut,  and  as  the 
tide  was  rising  rapidly,  we  left  them  for  another  day,  after  aobooking  Utt 
grapnels. 

In  consequence  of  the  delicate  nature  of  the  exploding  apparatus,  the  remit 
of  your  own  examination  of  the  buoy  brought  on  board,  I  deemed  it  more  pru- 
dent to  endeavor  to  sink  the  remainiDg  ones  than  to  attempt  to  remove  them,  at 
I  was  unwilling  that  the  enemy  should  have  the  satisfaction  of  feeling  that  a 
single  life  had  been  lost  by  his  diabolical  invention.  The  next  day,  accompa- 
nied by  Lieutenant  Sproston,  I  succeeded  in  sinking  the  remuning  three,  oy 
firing  rifle  baUs  throagh  them— one  having  exploded  the  night  previoaa,  boa

dii:  I  have  the  honor  to  forwtird  an  interesting  report  of  Acting  Volunteer 
Ijeatenaat  £.  Conroy,  commanding  the  armed  Iwrk  Restless,  made  to  Com- 
lunder  Parrott,  of  the  Angueta,  under  the  date  of  the  15th  instant,  detailing 
lb«  dMtmction  in  Bull's  bay,  by  the  armed  boats  of  that  vessel,  of  a  sloop  ana 
three  Khooners  loaded  with  rice. 

I  have,  in  a  communicotioa  to  Acting  Volnnteer  Lieutenant  Conroy,  expressed 
my  nmunendation  for  the  discretion  and  skill  displayed  by  him  in  planning  and 
executing  this  expedition,  and  my  approbation  of  the  conduct  of  Acting  Master's 
MAt««  Henry  Eaeon  and  J.  Walter  Mackie.

Umtbd  States  Bark  Restless, 
OfBulTt  Bay,  South  Carolina,  February  IS,  1862. 

Sii:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  13th  instant,  about  11  o'clock  a. 
a.,  we  discovered  a  vessel  ashore  on  a  shoal  in  Bull's  bay.  I  sent  two  armed 
bottB  in  for  the  purpose  of  reconnoitring,  and,  if  possible,  to  bring  her  off.  On 
boarding  they  fonnd  her  to  be  a  very  old  and  worthless  craA,  without  a  cargo. 
*nd  only  foar  negroes  on  board.  While  on  board  the  sloop  they  discovered 
tbree  vessels  lying  at  anchor  inside  the  shoals,  apparently  laden  with  rice,  &c. 
After  the  boats  returned  and  the  circumstance  was  reported  to  me,  I  thought  it 
porable  to  cnt  these  vessels  out  or  destroy  them.  At  1.30  a.  m.  on  the  14th 
iiMaiit,  I  sent  another  armed  boat,  with  orders  to  cut  these  vessels  out  or  destroy 
them.  There  not  being  enough  wind  all  day  to  bring  these  vessels  out,  they 
^ere  destroyed  after  dark,  and  their  flags,  papers,  and  arms  lakeu  in  the  boat 
tad  biunght  off,  with  two  prisoners. 

The  following  are  the  names  of  veeeels  destroyed,  with  their  eai^oes,  which 
cnnriited  of  rice  for  the  city  of  Charleston:  Sloop  Edisto,  1,600  bushels  rice, 
">nk;  schooner  Wandoo,  1,800  bushels  rice,  sunk;  schooner  Elizabeth,  1,800 
ItBhels  rice,  aunk ;  schooner  Theodore  Stoney,  2,500  bushels  rice,  burned. 

The  schooner  Theodore  Stoney  was  a  fine  craft  of  54  tons,  bat  could  not  be 
got  out,  as  there  was  a  battery  of  three  guns  near  her  anchorage,  and  conse- 
qtuntly  was  bnmed. 

TMt  napective  crews  were  all  foreigners  and  negroes,  and  not  having  room 
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enough  in  the  boat  to  bring  them  off,  tlie;  were  set  ashore  and  allowed  to  letuii 
their  personal  efTccts,  except  arms.  Not  knowing  what  disposition  ie  to  be  mule 
with  the  prieonere  I  have  sent  them  to  you.  I  alBo  Bend  yon  a  rebel  flag,  vith 
the  request  to  forward  the  same,  with  my  compliments,  to  the  flag-officer. 

In  closing,  I  feel  it  my  dnty  to  mention  the  efficient  manner  in  which  nj 
orders  were  carried  out  by  Acting  Master's  Mates  Henry  Eason  and  J,  Walia 
Mackie,  and  to  call  your  attention  to  the  same.  Enclosed  I  transmit  the  paper" 
■«f  the  destroyed  vessels.

Flag-Officer  DuPont  reportt  death  of  Lieutenant  Commanding    T.  A.  BtJJ 
and  Acting  Matter  S.  W.  Mather,  and  other*. 

Flag-Ship  Wabash, 
OJ  Mosquito  Inlet,  Florida.  March  24,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  to  the  department  some  casualtiee  that  have  occnrRJ 
to  officers  and  men  belonging  to  two  of  the  vessels  of  my  fleet — casnaltiM  u 
painful  as  tbey  were  unexpected ;  but  the  loss  of  gallant  lives  has  expiated  tht 
error  of  judgment  which  enthusiastic  zeal  had  induced. 

The  department  was  informed  after  the  capture  of  Femandina  that  so  soooif 
I  should  take  poBsession  of  Jacksonville  and  St.  AugUBtine,  I  would  pn  my 
attention  to  Mosquito  inlet,  51  miles  south  of  the  latter,  which,  according  to  my 
information,  was  resorted  to  for  the  introduction  of  arms  transhippra  fron 
English  ships  and  steamers  at  the  British  colony  of  Nassau  into  snuJt  yeAfdf  of 
light  draught. 

I  accordingly  ordered  the  Penguin,  Acting  Lieutenant  Commanding  T.  A. 
Bndd,  and  the  Henry  Andrew,  Acting  Master  S.  W.  Mather,  to  proceed  to  lfai» 
place;  the  latter  to  cross  the  bar,  estaolisb  an  inside  blockade,  capture  any  rtbel 
vessels  there,  and  guard  from  incendiarism  large  quimtities  of  live-oak  timber  do 
^e  government  l^d,  cut  and  ready  for  shipment,  to  which  the  department  hid 
called  my  attention. 

On  reaching  here  myself  oii  the  SSd,  I  was  boarded  by  the  executive  oSocr 
of  the  Pengoin,  and  informed  that  Lieutenant  Commanding  Bndd,  with  Actini 
Master  Mather,  had  oreanized  an  expedition  from  the  two  vessels,  and  lui 
moved  southward  through  the  inland  passage  leading  into  Mosquito  lagoon,  passing 
Smyrna  with  four  or  five  light  boats,  carrying  in  all  some  43  men.  Soon  tAa 
thb  report,  which  I  heard  with  anxiety,  tie  results  were  developed. 

It  appears  that,  after  going  some  fifteen  or  eighteen  miles  without  any  incident, 
and  while  on  their  return,  and  within  sight  of  the  Henry  Andrew,  the  order  nf 
the  line  being  no  longer  observed,  the  two  commanding  officers,  quite  in  adraoct. 
landed  under  certain  earthworks  which  had  been  abandoned,  or  never  armed, 
near  a  dense  growth  of  live-oak.  with  nnderbruBh.  A  heavy  and  continnou 
fire  was  unexpectedly  opened  upon  them  from  both  these  covers.  LieDteDiDl 
Commanding  Bndd  and  Acting  Master  Mather,  with  three  of  the  five  men  com- 
posing the  Doat's  crew,  were  killed.  The  remaining  two  were  wounded  aad 
made  prisoners.  As  the  other  boats  came  up  tbey  also  were  fired  into,  and  saf- 
fered  more  or  less. 

The  rear  boat  of  all  hod  a  howitzer,  which,  however,  colil^nAl|be  pn^oir 
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i«ii»d  or  worked — the  boat  not  being  fitted  for  the  pnrpoee — and  could,  there- 
by, be  of  little  use.  The  men  had  to  seek  cover  on  shore,  but  aa  soon  as  it 
m  dirk  Acting  Master's  Mate  Mcintosh  retnraed  to  the  boats,  broagbt  away 
tlie  My  o(  one  of  the  crew  who  had  been  killed,  all  the  arms,  ammunition,  and 
Bigs,  threw  the  howitzer  into  the  river,  passed  close  to  the  rebel  pickets,  who 
Med  bnt  elicited  no  reply,  and  arrived  aately  on  board  the  Henry  Andrew. 

On  heariDg  of  this  untoward  event,  I  directed  Oommander  Rodgers  to  send  off 
tbe  Unach  and  cnttere  of  this  ship  to  the  support  of  the  Andrew.  The  boats 
ooseed  the  bar  at  midnight,  and  tne  next  morning  the  vessel  was  hauled  dose 
np  to  the  scene  of  tbe  late  attack,  bnt  no  enemy  could  he  discovered. 

The  bodies  of  Lieutenant  Budd  and  Acting  Master  Mather  were  received 
mdcr  a  Sag  of  trace,  and  the  commanding  officer — a  Oaptain  Bird — who  had 
nme  from  a  camp  from  a  distance,  made  some  show  of  courtesy,  by  returning 
p*pen  and  a  watch,  as  if  ashamed  of  this  mode  of  warfare ;  for  these  were  the 
very  troops  that,  with  sufficient  force,  means,  and  material  for  a  respectable 
defince,  had  inglorionsly  fled  from  St.  Augustine  on  our  approach. 

I  endoee  a  copy  of  my  instructions  to  Acting  Lieutenant  Budd,  the  original 
<i  which  was  found  on  his  person,  and  was  ^ne  of  the  papers  returned  by  the 
rebel  officer. 

Lentenant  Commanding  Budd  and  Acting  Master  Mather  were  brave  and 
deroted  officers.  The  former  commanded  the  Penguin  in  the  action  of  the  7th 
of  Sovember,  and  received  my  commendation.  The  latter,  in  the  prime  of  life, 
wu  a  man  of  uncommon  energy  and  daring,  and  had  no  superior,  probably, 
Mong  the  patriotic  men  who  have  been  appointed  in  the  navy  from  the  mer- 
caatiU  marine.

SiB:  I  send  the  Henry  Andrew,  Acting  Master  Mather  commanding,  to  report 
to  yon  for  duty.  Yon  will  please,  as  far  as  yon  can,  bnoy  out  the  channel,  and 
make  rccoanoissance  in  boats  to  ascertain  the  depth  of  water,  and,  if  satisfactory, 
direct  the  Heiuy  Andrew  to  cross  the  bar  and  blockade  the  inlet  and  Smyrna. 
If  the  rebel  steamer  Caroline  or  Kate  has  not  left  the  inlet,  capture  her  and  all 
the  other  vessels  found  there. 

From  a  copy  of  a  communication  which  I  have  furnished  Acting  Master  Mather, 
yen  will  perceive  that  there  is  said  to  be  large  quantities  of  live-oak  timber,  ready 
nt,  inside  of  Mosquito  inlet.  If  this  be  so,  I  desire  that  the  same  should  betaken 
poweesion  of  in  the  name  of  the  government,  and  so  held  nntil  I  can  send  some 
li^t-dnnght  vessels  to  transport  it  to  the  north.

Sib  :  I  reapectfally  report,  that  on  a  careful  examination  of  the  bodies  of  Act- 
ing Lieutenant  Thomas  A.  Budd  and  Acting  Master  S.  W.  Mather,  the  former 
commanding  the  United  States  eteamer  Penguin  and  the  latter  the  United  Stata 
Bteamer  Henry  Andrew,  who  were  yesterday,  during  a  reeonnoissance  at  thii 
place,  fired  upon  by  the  enemy  and  killed,  I  find  the  following  gunshot  wounds : 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Budd  received  but  one  wound,  which  muBt  hare 
proved  almost  immediately  fatal.     The  ball  struck  the  front  of  the  upper  jaw, 
carrying  away  the  left  half  of  that  bone  and  breaking  the  lower  jaw-bone  on  the 
left  side.     It  passed  out  on  the  back  part  of  the  left  side  of  the  neck,  one  iudi 
below  the  level  of  the  lower  extremity  of  the  ear. 

Master  Commanding  Mather  was  struck  by  three  balls,  one  of  them,  howevn. 
merely  grazing  the  back  without  penetrating  the  akin.  Another  ball  entered  the 
upper  part  of  the  right  side  of  the  abdomen,  and  passed  out  on  the  right  aide  oi 
the  back.  The  third  shot  entered  the  front  of  the  month,  carried  awny  th« 
whole  of  the  left  side  of  the  upper  jaw,  shattered  the  left  side  of  the  lower  jaw, 
and  passed  out  on  the  left  side  of  the  neck  an  inch  below  the  ear.  This  wmuui 
must  have  been  almost  immediately  fatal,  as  it  must  have  severed  the  large 
blood-vessels  and  nerves  of  the  neck  on  the  left  side.

Bib  :  I  bad  the  honor  to  infonn  you  in  my  last  despatch  that  the  expeditioa 
for  FerDandina  was  equipped,  and  waiting  only  for  aujtahle  weather  to  sail  from 
Fort  Horal.  I  have  now  the  pleasure  to  infonn  you  that  I  am  in  full  posses- 
son  of  Cnmheriand  island  and  Bound,  of  Femanuna  and  Amelia  island,  and  of 
the  rirer  and  town  of  St.  Mary's. 

1  suled  from  Port  Royal  on  the  last  day  of  February  in  the  Wabash,  and  on 
ibt  Sd  nutant  entered  Cumberland  sound,  by  St.  Ani^w'a  inlet,  in  the  Mnhi- 
eu.  Commander  S.  W.  Godon,  on  board  of  which  ship  I  have  hoisted  my  flag. 
The  fleet  comprised  the  following  vessels,  sailing  in  the  order  iu  which  they  aie 
ufflcd: 

Ottawa,  Mohican,  accompanied  by  the  Ellen,  Seminole,  Pawnee,  Pocahontas, 
I'l^.  Florida,  James  Adger,  Bienville,  Alabama,  Keystone  State,  Seneca, 
Hdtod.  Pembina,  Isaac  Smith,  Penguin,  Potomska,  armed  cotter  Henrietta, 
anncd  traoeport  McClellan,  (the  latter  having  on  board  the  battalion  of  marines 
mder  the  cornmond  of  M»or  Reynolds,)  and  the  transports  Empire  City,  Karion, 
dtv  of  the  South,  Belvidere,  Boston,  and  George's  Creek,  containing  a  brigade 
nder  the  command  of  Brigadier  General  Wright. 

We  ccme  to  anchor  in  Onmberland  sound  at  half-past  ten  on  the  morning  of 
tlie  Sd,  to  make  an  examination  of  the  channel  and  wut  fot  the  tide.  Here  I 
Innwd  from  a  contraband,  who  had  been  picked  up  at  sea  by  Commander  La- 
nier, nd  from  the  neighboring  residents  on  Cumberland  island,  that  the  rebels 
lad  abandoned  in  haste  the  whole  of  the  defences  of  Femandina,  and  were  even 
U  that  moment  retreating  irtmi  Amelia  island,  carrying  with  them  such  of  theii 
BnmitionB  as  their  precipitate  fli^t  would  allow. 

Hk  object  of  carrying  the  whole  fleet  throu^  Cumberland  sound  was  to  turn 
tbe  heavy  works  on  the  south  end  of  Cnmberlond  and  the  north  end  of  Amelia 
Blands;  but,  on  receiving  this  intelligence,  I  detached  the  gunboats  and  armed 
ttmnere  of  light  drangbt  from  the  main  line,  and  placing  them  under  the  com- 
lund  of  Commander  P.  Drayton,  of  the  steam-sloop  Pawnee,  I  ordered  him  to 
puh  through  tbe  sound  with  the  utmost  speed,  to  save  public  and  private  prop- 
nty  from  destruction,  to  prevent  poisoning  tbe  wells,  and  to  put  a  stop  to  bU 
tHoie  outrages  by  the  perpetration  of  which  the  leaders  of  this  nefarious  war 
^pe  to  deceive  and  exasperate  the  southern  people.  In  the  meas  time  I  went 
<nl  of  the  Mraud,  and  came  by  sea  to  the  main  entrance  of  this  harbor. 

In  consequence  of  bad  weather  I  was  unable  to  cross  the  bar  till  this  mom- 
ing.  Commander  Drayton,  accompanied  hy  Commander  C.  B.  P.  Rodgers,  with 
tliearaied  launches  and  cutters  and  the  small-armed  companies  from  the  Wabash, 
W  urived  several  honrs  before  me.  Immediately  on  his  entering  the  harbor 
(.'omrnander  Drayton  sent  Lieutenant  White,  of  the  Ottawa,  to  hoist  the  flag  on 
Fort  Clinch,  the  first  of  the  national  forts  on  which  the  ensign  of  the  Union  has 
tfBmed  itn  proper  place  since  the  first  proclamation  of  tie  President  of  the 
I'srted  States  was  issued. 

A  few  scattering  musket-shots  were  fired  from  the  town  by  the  flying  enemy, 
*^liFii  it  was  discovered  that  a  railroad  truu  was  about  to  start.  Commander 
Ihajton,  on  board  the  Ottawa,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Stevens,  chased  this 
t™n  for  two  miles  and  fired  several  shells  at  it,  aiming  at  the  locomotive,  some 
of  »hieh  took  eflect.  It  was  reported  that  the  Hon.  David  Tulce,  late  a  senator 
of  the  United  States  from  the  State  of  Florida,  escaped  from  this  train  and  took 
to  the  bosh.  Commander  C.  B.  P.  Bodgcrs,  pushing  ahead  with  the  launches. 
c«ptar«d  the  rebel  steamer  Darlington,  containing  military  stores,  army  wagons.

mules,  forage,  &c.,  and  fortanately  eecored  the  drawbridge,  which  was  held  dur- 
ing the  night  b;  the  second  launch  of  tbe  Wabash. 

There  were  passengers,  women  and  children,  ia  the  Darlington,  and  tbe  bnilal 
captain  suffered  her  to  be  fired  upon  and  refused  to  hoi^t  a  white  flag,  notwith- 
standing the  entreaties  of  the  women.  No  one  was  injured.  I  send  the  captain 
of  the  steamer  home  a  prisoner.  His  name  is  Jacob  Brock;  he  is  a  native  of 
Vermont,  but  has  been  a  resident  of  Florida  for  twenty -three  years.  The  same 
night  Commander  C.  R.  F.  Bodgers  ascended  the  St.  Mary's  with  the  Ottawa 
and  took  posBesaion  of  the  t«wn,  driving  out  a  picket  of  the  enemy's  cavalry. 

Early  in  the  morning  the  town  of  FemandiDa  was  also  occupied  by  a  party 
of  seamen  and  marines  from  Commander  Drayton's  command.  In  both  places 
most  of  the  inhabitants  bad  fled,  by  order,  it  is  said,  of  the  rebel  authorities.  A 
company  of  seamen  and  marines,  nnder  lieutenant  Miller,  was  sent  from  tbe 
Hohican  to  hold  Fort  Clinch. 

It  is  reported  to  me  by  Lieutenant  Commauding  Downee,  of  the  Hnron,  that 
tlie  whole  structure  of  the  railroad  on  the  FentaniTina  side,  including  tbe  swing- 
ing drawbridge,  ia  quite  uninjured.  The  rebels  have  done  some  damage  by 
fire  to  the  trestle-work  on  the  other  side  of  the  river,  but  I  am  not  yet  informed 
of  its  extent.  Several  locomotiveti,  baggage  cars,  tenders,  freight  cars,  and  eome 
other  property  besides  that  found  in  the  steamer  Darlington,  have  been  recovoed. 
Tbe  whole  number  of  guns  discovered  up  to  this  time  is  thirteen,  embracing 
beaty  32-ponnders,  eight-inch  guns,  and  one  80  and  one  120-pounder  rifled  gun. 

Tbe  towns  of  St.  Mary's  and  Femandina  are  uninjured.  I  visited  the  town. 
Fort  Clinch,  and  the  earthworks  on  the  sea  face  of  the  island.  It  is  impoenble 
to  look  at  these  preparations  for  a  vigorous  defence  without  being  surprised  that 
they  should  have  been  voluntarily  deserted.  The  batteries  on  the  north  and 
northeast  shores  are  as  complete  as  art  can  make  them.  Six  are  well  concealed, 
are  protected  by  ranges  of  sand-hills  in  front,  contain  perfect  shelter  for  the  men, 
and  are  so  small  and  thoroughly  covered  by  the  natural  growth  and  by  tbe 
varied  contours  of  the  land,  that  to  strike  them  from  the  water  would  be  iht 
mere  result  of  chance.  A  battery  of  six  guns,  though  larger,  and  affording,  there- 
fore, a  better  mark,  is  equally  well  sheltered  and  masked. 

These  batteriee,  and  tbe  heavy  guns  mounted  on  Fort  Clinch,  command  all 
the  turnings  of  tbe  miu'n  ship-channel,  and  rake  an  approaching  enemy.  Be- 
sides these,  there  was  another  battery  of  four  guns  on  tne  south  end  of  Cniabei- 
land  island,  the  fire  of  which  would  cross  the  channel  inside  of  the  bar.  IV. 
difficulties  arising  from  the  indirectness  of  the  channel,  and  from  tbe  shoalne^ 
of  tbe  bar,  would  have  added  to  the  defences  by  keeping  the  approaching  ves- 
sels a  long  time  exposed  to  fire  under  great  disadvantages ;  and  when  the  ships 
of  an  enemy  bad  passed  all  their  defences  they  would  have  to  enconnter  a  wtiJ- 
constmc(«d  and  naturally  masked  battery  at  tbe  town,  which  commands  tlf 
access  to  the  inner  anchorage.     We  are  told  that  General  Lee  pronounced  tbe 

f lace  perfectly  defensible;  we  are  not  surprised  at  this,  if  true.  We  captared 
'ort  Royal,  but  Femandina  and  Fort  Clinch  have  been  given  to  us. 
We  bad  in  the  expedition  Mr.  W.  H.  Dennis,  an  assistant  in  the  Coast  Sarvty, 
who  possessed  accurate  local  knowledge  of  a  port  of  the  ground  we  passed  over, 
of  which,  indeed,  he  had  made  the  topographical  map,  under  the  direction  of 
tbe  superintendent.  He  was  zealous  and  active,  and  it  gives  me  pleasnie  to 
mention  it. 

The  Empire  City,  on  board  of  which  was  General  Wright,  grounded  on  thr 
bar.  As  soon  as  he  arrived  (in  another  steamer)  immediate  steps  were  taken  t» 
transfer  to  him  the  forts  and  all  anihority  and  possession  on  the  land.  I  deciiv 
to  speak  here  of  tbe  harmonious  councils  and  cordial  co-operation  which  fasvr 
marked,  througbont,  ray  intercourse  with  this  able  officer.  Our  plans  of  actioa 
have  been  matured  by  mutual  considtation,  and  have  been  carried  into  exe>c«- 
tion  by  mutual  help. 
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I  take  great  pleasure  in  reminding  the  dqiartment  that  one  principal  and  ulti- 
aast  abject  of  the  naval  expedition  which  I  have  the  lionor  to  command  was,  in 
rtj  fiitt  conception,  to  take  and  keep  nndcr  control  the  whole  line  of  the  eea-coast 
^Geoigia,  knowing  (to  lue  the  language  of  the  original  paper)  "that  the  naval 
power  tnit  controls  the  sea-coast  of  Geot^^  controls  the  State  of  Georgia."  The 
report  that  the  fortifications  at  St.  Simon's,  armed  with  heavy  columbiads,  bad 
been  abandoned,  which  first  reached  rae  at  Port  Royal,  is  confirmed.  This  being 
tbe  case,  the  entire  sca-coaet  of  Georgia  is  now  either  actnally  in  mv  poaBeseioti 
or  under  my  control,  and  thus  the  views  of  tbe  government  have  been  accom- 
pli^bed.

Reportt  of  Commander*  Drayton  and  Rodger*  of  eaplttre  of  Femandiita  and 
St.  Mars'*,  ^. 

Flaq-Ship  Wabash, 
Of  Si.  Augiuline,  Florida,  March  13,  18«2. 
Sir  ;  In  my  despatch  of  the  4th  iiietant  I  had  the  honor  to  inform  the  depart- 
ment of  the  fall  of  Branewick,  Geoi^,  the  capture  of  Femandina,  Florida,  of 
ibe  town  of  St  Mary'a  and  tbe  river  of  that  name,  one  of  the  bonndariea  be- 
tween these  States,  Cumberland  inland  and  sound — in  short,  the  coast  and 
inland  waters  from  St.  Simon's  southward. 

I  forward  herewith  interesting  reports  from  Commander  Drayton  and  Coraman- 
der  C.  R.  P.  Rodgers,  detailing  the  circumstances  attending  the  capture  of  Fer- 
ntadbs  and  St.  Mary's,  and  an  interesting  extract  from  the  report  of  Lieutenant 
Commanding  Stevens  of  a  reconnoissance  in  the  Ottawa  op  the  river  St.  Mary's, 
*hieh  reports  had  not  reached  me  when  my  despatch  was  sent. 

Having  on  the  7th  despatched  a  division  of  my  force  to  hold  Bmnewick,  con- 
rining  of  the  Mohican,  Pocahontas,  aud  Fotomska,  under  Commander  Godon, 
I  shifted  my  flag  from  the  first-named  vessel  to  the  Pawnee,  and  oi^anized 
another  squadron  of  light  vessels,  embracing  the  four  r^iular  gunboats  Ottawa, 
Seneix,  Pembina,  and  Huron,  with  the  Isaac  Smith  and  Ellen,  under  Lieutenant 
CommMiding  Stevens,  to  proceed  without  delay  to  the  mouth  of  the  St.  John's 
rivw.  erosa,  if  possible,  its  difficult  and  shallow  bars,  feel  the  forts  if  still  held, 
*nd  posh  on  to  Jacksonville — indeed,  to  go  as  &r  as  Filatka,  eighty  miles 
beyoad,  to  reconnoitre  and  capture  river  steamers. 

This  expedition  was  to  be  accompanied  by  the  armed  launches  and  cutters  of  the 
Wabub,  onder  Lieutenants  Irwin  and  Barnes,  and  by  a  ligbt-dranght  transport 
with  the  7th  New  Hampshire  regiment.  Aft/>r  arranging  with  Brigadier  General 
Wr^t  onr  joint  occupation  of  the  Florida  and  Geoi^a  coasts,  including  pro- 
tectioD  &om  injury  the  mansion  and  grounds  of  Dimgeness,  on  Cumberland 
ieland,  originally  the  property  of  the  revolutionary  hero  and  patriot,  General 
GRene,  and  still  owned  by  his  descendants,  and  leaving  Commander  Percival 
I^yton  in  charge  of  the  naval  force,  I  rejoined  this  ship,  w^tingfor  me  off 
F«niu)dina,  and  proceeded  with  her  off  St.  John's,  arriving  there  on  the  9th. 

The  gnnboats  had  not  yet  been  able  to  cross  the  bar,  but  expected  to  do  so 
"•»  next  d^,  the  Ellen  only  getting  in  that  evening.  As  at  Nassau,  which  was 
'>'ited  by  Lieutenant  Commanding  Stevens  on  his  way  down,  the  forts  seemed 
■hmdoned.  There  being  no  probability  that  the  Huron  could  enter,  I  despatched 
h«  off  to  St.  Augustine,  where  I  followed  her,  arriving  here  on  the  11th.     I 
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immediatelj'  sent  on  shore  Commander  G.  R.  P.Bodeers  with  a  flag  of  trace, 
having  reason  to  believe  that,  if  there  were  any  people  on  thia  coast  likeljr  to 
remain  in  their  houaee,  it  would  be  at  St.  Auguetine. 

I  encloee  Commander  Bodgera'a  most  interesting  report,  which  I  am  snre  the 
department  will  read  with  satisfaction.  The  American  fla^  is  flying  once  more 
over  that  old  city,  raised  by  the  hands  of  ita  own  people,  who  resisted  the 
appeals,  threats,  and  falsehoods  of  their  leaders,  though  compelled  to  witneei 
the  carrying  off  of  their  sons  in  the  ranks  of  the  flying  enemy.  Thu  gives  u 
possession  of  a  second  national  fort  of  strength  and  importance. 

Smce  writing  the  above  I  have  received,  by  the  Isaac  Smith,  a  report  from 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Stevens  of  hie  operations  on  the  St.  John's  river, 
saving  details  of  great  interest.  From  Deutenant  Commanding  Xicfaobm  I 
hear  with  regret  of  acts  of  vandalism  on  the  part  of  the  rebel  conmumdeis  (not 
the  people)  in  setting  fire  to  vast  quantities  otlumber,  and  the  saw-miUs  in  tfast 
region,  owned  by  northern  men  supposed  to  have  Union  sympathies.  The  Ib*m 
Smith  has  arrived  opportunely,  as  that  vessel  cau  get  into  St.  Augustine,  while 
it  was  donbtful  wheUier  the  Huron  could  enter.  The  latter  I  send  to  Femao- 
dina,  with  despatches  to  Brmdier  General  Wright 

In  all  this  varied  and  dimcnlt  service,  having  to  contend  with  surf  shorn, 
dangerous  bars,  and  inland  navigadon  in  an  enemy's  country,  I  think  it  doe  to 
the  officers  and  men  under  jnj  command  to  say  that  they  have  on  all  oceanoot 
displayed  great  spirit  and  ability,  fully  coming  up  to  my  requirements  and  ex- 
pectations.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  2d  of  March,  I  left  at  daylight  oa  tb« 
next  morning,  accompanied  by  the  following  gunboats  and  other  ligbt-draa^t 
vessels,  viz:  the  Ottawa,  Lieutenant  Commanding  T.  H.  Stevens;  Senect, 
Lieutenant  Commanding  D.  Anunen;  Huron,  Lieutenant  Commanding  G. 
Downes;  Pembina,  Lieutenant  Commanding  J.  F.  Bankhead;  Isaac  Smith, 
Lieutenant  Commanding  J.  W.  A.  Nicholson;  Penguin,  Lieutenant  Command' 
ii^  T.  A.  Budd;  Potomska,  Lieutenant  Commanding  P.  G.  Watmough ;  and 
Ellen,  Lieutenant  Commanding  W,  Budd.  There  were  also  with  us  three  snned 
launches  of  the  Wabash,  and  a  company  of  stulors,  all  under  the  conunaod  ol 
Commander  C.  R.  P.  Rodgers,  of  that  vessel,  as  well  as  the  transports  McClel- 
lan,  Captain  Gray,  on  board  of  which  was  the  battalion  of  marines  of  Mwor  J. 
G.  Reynolds  ;  the  Boston,  with  the  97th  Pennsylvania  regimeut.  Colonel  Gnss ; 
and  the  armed  cutter  Henrietta,  Captain  Bennett. 

We  proceeded  at  once  down  Cumberland  sound.  The  navigation,  howeTcr, 
proved  to  be  quite  intricate,  and,  beside?,  the  Pawnee,  the  Ottawa,  and  Hnroo 
(the  latter  the  only  one  with  a  pilot  except  myself)  were  alone  able  to  cross  tlie 
flats  at  the  dividing  line  between  the  tides  that  meet  in  the  sound  from  tbe 
north  and  south. 

With  these  I  continued  on,  until,  at  3  o'clock,  and  when  onlv  three  miles  dis- 
tant from  Fort  Clinch,  all  except  the  Ottawa  grounded,  and,  as  the  tide  na 
falling,  there  was  little  hope  of  getting  them  off  until  its  change.  I  determined, 
therefore,  to  push  on  in  that  veaeeT,  with  the  three  armed  launches  of  tb< 
Wabash.    On  approaching  Fort  Clinch,  it  was  so  evidendy  deserted  that  1 
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vobU  not  stop,  but  merely  sent  Lieutentuit  G.  H.  White,  of  the  Ottawa,  on 
Aon  with  an  armed  boat  to  hoist  the  Americaa  flag  there  aa  a  Bigoal  to  yonr- 
hV,  at  uchor  outside  in  the  Mohican.  This  he  did,  and  returned  to  the  veoael 
lalet. 

On  coming  in  sight  of  Old  Fernandina  a  white  flag  waa  displayed  by  some 
penom  on  shore.  Shortly  after,  and  when  passing  New  Fernandina,  a  few 
rifle  «liote  were  fired  &om  some  bushes,  and  a  railroad  train  was  perceived  just 
itvtiiig.  As  it  was  naturally  supposed  to  contain  soldiers  eecaping,  I  directed 
Liealenant  Gommandiiig  Stevens  to  try  and  stop  it;  and  the  road  passing  for 
Mine  distance  near  the  river,  and  wc  going  at  full  speed,  there  was  an  oppor- 
ttmitj  of  firing  several  shots  at  the  two  locomotives  attached  to  the  train,  wuich, 
however,  did  not  prevent  its  escape  across  the  railroad  bridge,  which  is  four 
silcs  from  the  town,  and  it  was  soon  lost  in  the  woods  on  the  other  side.  We 
(iftefwaids  found  on  the  track  the  bodies  of  two  men  who  had  been  killed  by 
our  ahots,  one  of  whom  was  a  soldier;  and  the  report  was  that  ex-Senotor 
rdee  was  on  board  one  of  the  cars,  and  had  also  been  struck,  hut  this,  I  think, 
m  a  mistake. 

In  the  mean  time  a  small  steamer  was  discovered  attempting  to  escape  up  the 
urrow  creek  over  which  the  railroad  bridge  paasea,  the  draw  of  which  she  went 
throngb  very  aoon  after  the  train  had  crossed.  Several  shots  were  fired  at  her 
vitboDt  effect,  and  as  the  Ottawa  conld  not  go  np  the  creek.  Commander 
Sodgets  followed  her  with  two  of  his  armed  boats,  captured,  and  brouefat  her 
iloi^ide.  She  was  found  to  be  filled  principally  with  women  and  children, 
bu  also  had  on  board  a  surgeon  in  the  confederate  army,  and  a  number  of  mnles 
ud  wagons  belonging  to  the  quartermaster's  department. 

Aj  everythine;  had  been  done  now  that  could  be  in  this  direction,  and  as  it 
*ta  quite  dark,  oeing  near  8  o'clock,  we  returned  off  the  town  of  Fernandina, 
where  I  left  the  Ottawa,  and  went  on  board  of  the  steamer  that  we  had  captured, 
for  the  purpose  of  returning  with  a  pilot  to  bring  up  the  Pawnee  and  Huron. 
Soon  after,  Conunander  Rodgen,  with  the  Ottawa,  proceeded  to  occupy  the 
town  of  St.  M»ry'B,  Gewgio,  a  small  place  on  the  St.  Mary's  river,  distant  ten 
mika  from  here,  and  when  we  supposed  some  of  the  gttns  removed  from  Fort 
Clinch  had  been  taken. 

Owmg  to  various  deteutioiiB,  I  was  not  able  to  reach  the  Pawnee  until  mid- 
oi^t,  nor  to  bring  her  up  till  daylight,  when,  with  the  Huron,  I  anchored  off 
this  town.  I>aring  the  night  an  armed  launch  of  the  Wabash,  under  charge 
(^  Acting  Master  R.  H.  L^ison,  had  been  left  for  the  protection  of  tlie  railroad 
bridge,  the  draw  of  which  had  been  opened.  Toward  morning,  however,  a 
niuiber  of  soldien  came  down,  and,  under  cover  of  the  boshes,  set  the  further 
tad  on  fire.  They  were  repeatedly  fired  on,  and  driven  off,  but  succeeded  in 
very  much  injuring  its  western  portion.  On  seeing  the  smoke,  I  sent  the 
Huon  np  to  prevent  the  remaining  part  from  being  injured,  in  which  Lieutenant 
Conunanding  Downes  was  successful. 

The  batteries  on  and  near  Fort  Clinch,  on  the  southern  part  of  GumberloDd 
iiUai,  and  at  New  Fernandina,  although  many  guns  had  been  removed,  might 
h*»f  offered  most  serious  obstacles  to  our  approach,  as  will  be  seen  by  my 
detailed  report  of  them.  They  were,  however,  being  rapidly  disarmed,  in  obe- 
dience to  orders  from  the  War  Department,  but  it  was  determined  to  defend 
tlmn  from  any  attack  by  sea  until  the  place  could  be  regularly  evacuated;  and 
iw  bar  being  a  very  intricate  one,  and  well  under  fire,  they  might  have  given 
u  a  great  deal  of  trouble  had  our  advance  been  made  from  that  side. 

Al  8  o'clock  of  the  night  previous  to  iny  arrival,  however,  (the  2d,)  a  tele- 
pw)  came  from  Brunswick,  mentioning  tliat  24  of  our  anned  vessels  were  in 
Cumberland  sound.  This  news  seems  to  have  produced  a  pcriect  panic,  as  by 
12  o'clock  the  next  day,  the  garrison,  which  consisted  of  1,500  men,  aa  well  as 
Ahao«  all  of  the  inhabitants,  had  gone  off. 
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Shortly  after  brio^ng  up  the  Pawnee,  and  at  about  7  o'clock  this  morning,  I 
occupied  the  town  with  our  marines  and  the  Wabash's  company  of  rifles,  and 
endeavored  as  much  as  possible  to  quiet  the  few  people  left,  and  to  prevent  any 
injury  to  public  or  private  property.  Midshipman  M..  L.  JoLnson  pushed  aloug 
the  nulroad  with  some  of  bis  men,  and  iu  the  course  of  the  day  brought  in  two 
locomotives  and  three  railroad  cars.  He  also  collected  and  put  a  guard  over  s 
quantity  of  rosint  turpentine,  and  cottJin,  to  prevent  it  from  being  carried  off  or 
injured.  At  9  o'clock  tbe  Isaac  Smith  arrived,  when  I  immediately  sent  her 
out  to  commnnicate  with  your  vessel,  which  she  met,  however,  on  the  way  in. 

The  report  of  Commander  Rodgers  accompanies  this,  as  well  as  a  deacriptiini 
of  the  defences  of  tbe  harbor  and  their  armament.  In  conclusion,  I  have  only 
to  express  the  great  obligations  I  am  under  to  Commander  Bodgers  and  lieu- 
tenant Commanding  Stevens.  Except  for  the  former  and  his  boats,  we  should 
scarcely  have  been  able  to  capture  the  steamer;  and  bad  it  not  been  for  the 
constant  watchfulness  and  good  management  of  the  latter,  his  vessel  would  not 
have  been  able  to  follow  tbe  Pawnee  so  far  as  she  did  without  a  pilot,  and  tbm. 
at  last,  enable  ua  to  act  on  the  afternoon  of  the  3d,  instead  of  waiting  for  the 
next  morning,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  necessary.

United  States  Steamer  Pawnee, 

Femandina,  March  4,  1863. 

SiB:  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  after  leaving  the  Ottawa  I  entered  Kingsley'i 
cut,  and  proceeding  rapidly  to  the  rulroad  bridge,  with  the  second  lannch  of  tb« 
Wabash,  passed  through  the  draw,  and,  just  after  dork,  captured  the  steamer 
Darlington,  which  was  endeavoring  to  escape  from  Femandina  with  militarv 
wagons,  mules,  forage,  &c. 

On  board  were  several  passengers,  with  tbeir  baggage,  and  among  them  At- 
sistant  Surgeon  H.  Q.  Lungren,  of  the  confederate  forces.  We  also  captured  * 
small  schooner.  I  left  tbe  second  launch  of  tbe  Wabash  t«  secure  the  disv- 
bridge  and  hold  the  passage  during  the  nigbt. 

Ae  soon  as  the  prizes  could  be  taken  to  Femandina  I  left  that  place  in  tbe 
Ottawa,  with  tbe  armed  cutters  of  the  Wabash,  and  reacbed  tbe  town  of  Sl 
Mary's  soon  after  midnight,  which  we  at  once  proceeded  to  occupy.  At  tbe 
time  of  our  arrival  the  place  was  bcld  by  a  picket  of  cavalry,  which  mode  its 
escape ;  hut  we  seized  tneir  borses  and  equipments.  The  greater  part  of  tbe 
inhaoitants  had  left  tbe  town;  some,  however,  remain. 

Leaving  tbe  Ottawa  and  one  of  tbe  cutters  of  tbe  Wabash  in  possession  of  Sl. 
Mary's,  I  have  returned  to  Feraaudina.  I  have  to  thank  lieutenant  Conimand- 
ing  Stevens  for  very  cordial  and  efficient  co-operation.  Assistant  W.  H.  Den- 
nis, of  the  Coast  Survey,  accompanied  me  to  St,  Mary's,  and  rendered  mc  much 
valuable  aid.

United  States  Gunboat  Ottawa, 

St.  Mary'i  River,  March  7,  1662. 

Sib  :  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  Isaac  Smith  at  St.  Uaiy's,  I  proceeded  ia  this 
TOMel  under  your  instmctiona,  on  a  reconnoisBance  up  the  St.  Mary's  river,  and 
ntched  a  place  called  Woodstock  Uills,  about  fifty  miles  from  this  place,  land- 
ing at  the  plaDt&tion  of  a  Mrs,  Campbell  and  that  of  a  Mrs.  Downes,  at  a  place 
am  the  Brickyard,  and  at  Woodstock  Mills,  owned  and  occupied  by  a  Mr. 
Alborti,  notiiyiiig  those  whom  I  met  (which  seemed  to  reassure  them)  of  yonr 
intention  to  protect  all  peaceable  citizens  in  their  persons  snd  property,  and 
LDvittDg  those  who  bad  fled  to  retnm  to  their  homes. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  the  commnoication  I  left  with  Mrs.  Campbell 
•nd  Jadge  Albnrti,  to  signify  the  same  to  the  people  generally.  Before  leaving 
IVoodstock  Mills  I  learned  throush  a  negro  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
lebeb  to  cut  as  off  with  their  light  batteries  and  infiuitry  of  the  Mississippi  regi- 
ment which  had  be«n  stationed  here. 

When  near  the  Brickyard  the  enemy's  riflemen  attacked  us  in  force  from 
both  rides  of  the  river.  I  opened  upon  them  with  our  battery,  using  grape  and 
cuister,  and  small  arms,  killing  and  wounding  a  large  number.  'The  fire  was 
kept  up  from  both  aides  of  the  river,  (here  about  one  hundred  yards  wide,)  for 
iboDt  a  mile,  afler  which  we  saw  nor  heard  anything  more  of  them  until  just 
tbove  the  plantation  of  Mrs.  Campbell,  when,  discovering  a  large  body  of  cav- 
iliy  sbom  twelve  hundred  yards  ahead  of  us,  I  threw  a  few  second  11-iuch 
(Wis  moDg  them,  when  they  fled  in  great  haste  and  confusion.  Passing  down, 
when  about  three  miles  further,  just  where  it  debouches  into  the  marshes,  we 
liiscovered  in  the  ambush  a  body  of  the  enemy,  and  before  they  had  time  to  fire 
pre  them  a  round  from  the  ll-inch,  loaded  with  canister,  the  two  24-ponnd 
Mwiliers,  and  the  12-pound  howitzer  of  the  Wabash,  (which  I  had  token  on 
bosrd  before  leaving,)  which  was  worked  admirably,  as,  indeed,  all  the  guns 
tie.    Very  few  of  the  enemy  escaped  this  destructive  fire. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  list  of  the  casualties  which  occurred  on  board  from  the 
an  of  the  enemy,  which  was  very  accurate,  as  the  various  narrow  escapes  of  both 
officers  and  men,  and  the  numerous  bullet-boles  in  the  sides  of  the  vessel,  wiU 
tcstiiy.  I  am  informed  that  some  distance  beyond  the  point  I  reached  there  are 
luge  quantities  of  turpentine  on  board  of  two  steamers.  The  steamers  cannot 
twspe. 

I  saw  also  on  the  bank  of  the  river  the  live-oak  frame,  complete,  of  a  ship  of 
liSOO  Ions  ready  for  shipment,  and  a  schooner,  in  very  good  order,  of  about  100 
("Hu;  bat  aa  the  river  is  very  narrow,  and  the  turns  following  each  other  in 
quick  ntcceflsioQ,  sharp  and  abrupt,  I  did  not  think  it  advisable  to  attempt  to 
tow  down  with  BO  long  a  vessel. 

The  live-oak  abounds  for  many  miles  along  the  river.  I  am  quite  confident 
liti  OQT  visit  will  be  productive  of  good  both  to  those  well  disposed  and  to  our 
*wniie*.  who  have  been  taught  a  lesson  they  will  not  soon  forget.  From  my 
obMrvation,  such  a  thing  as  free  speech  among  them  is  a  tradition,  and  the  reign 
"f  tenor  rules  everywhere.  Still,  those  I  saw  were  very  grateful  for  the  assur- 
■ix^er  given,  and  1  doubt  not  many  of  tbem  will  avail  themselves  of  our 
pfotection. 

Finally  ^permit  me  to  commend  to  you  the  good  conduct,  uniform  throughout, 
<'■  both  officers  and  men,  and  to  thank,  through  yon,  Midshipman  Pearson,  of 
tbe  Wabash,  who  commanded  her  cutter,  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  was 
'i^tyt,  in  fire  and  out  of  fire,  ready  to  render.

'  United  States  Flag-Ship  Wabash, 

Of  St.  AMgmtint,  Fla.,  March  12,  1662. 

Sir:  Having  crossed  the  bar  with  some  difficulty,  in  obedience  to  yoot 
ordere,  I  approached  St,  Augustine  under  a  flag  of  truce,  and  as  I  drew  neu 
the  city  a  white  flag  was  hoisted  upon  one  of  the  bastions  of  Fort  Marion. 
Landing  at  the  wharf,  and  inquiring  for  the  chief  authority,  I  was  soon  joined 
by  the  mayor  and  condncted  to  the  city-hall,  where  the  municipal  autboritia 
were  assembled. 

I  informed  them  that,  having  come  to  restore  the  authority  of  the  Coiied 
States,  you  had  deemed  it  more  kind  to  send  an  unarmed  boat  to  inform  tbe 
citizens  of  your  determination  than  to  occupy  the  town  at  once  by  force  of 
arms ;  that  yon  were  desirous  to  calm  any  apprehension  of  1iarsh,treainent  that 
nuKht  exist  in  their  minds,  and  that  you  should  carefully  respect  the  personi 
and  property  of  all  citizens  who  submitted  to  the  authority  of  the  United  Stales; 
that  you  had  a  single  purpose — to  restore  the  state  of  affifurs  which  existed 
before  the  rebellion. 

I  informed  the  municipal  authorities  that  so  long  as  they  respected  the  an- 
thority  of  the  government  we  serve,  and  acted  in  good  faith,  municipal  a&in 
would  be  lelt  in  their  own  bands,  so  for  as  might  be  consistent  with  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  times.  The  mayor  and  council  then  informed  me  that  the  place  ud 
been  evacuated  the  preceding  night  by  two  companies  of  Florida  troops  mJ 
that  they  gladly  received  the  assurances  I  gave  them,  and  placed  the  city  in  my 
hands.  I  recommended  them  to  hoist  the  flag  of  the  Union  at  once,  and.  in 
prompt  accordance  with  the  advice,  by  order  of  the  mayor,  the  national  eoMga 
was  abplayed  from  the  flagstaff  of  the  fort.

The  ma^or  proposed  to  turn  over  to  me  the  five  cannon  mounted  at  the  fort, 
rbkb  ire  in  good  condition,  and  not  spiked,  and  also  the  few  niunitions  of  war 
leA  bj  the  retreating  enemy.  I  desired  him  to  take  charge  of  them  for  the 
DTMeDl,  to  make  careful  inventoriea,  and  estabhah  a  patrol  and  guard,  informing 
him  ibat  he  would  be  held  rceponeible  for  the  place  until  our  forcee  should  enter 
the  harbor.  I  called  upon  the  clei^ymen  of  the  city,  requesting  them  to  rcas- 
rare  the  people,  and  to  confide  in  our  kind  intentionB  toward  them.  About 
1.300  persons  remain  in  St.  Angnatine,  about  one-fifth  of  the  iubabitanta  having 
Sed.  I  beUeve  that  there  are  many  dtizene  who  are  earnestly  attached  to  tbe 
Dnion,  a  large  number  who  are  silently  opposed  to  it,  and  a  etill  la^er  nnmher 
who  care  very  little  about  the  matter. 

I  think  that  nearly  all  the  men  acquiesce  in  the  condition  of  afiurs  we 
ue  DOW  establiahing.  There  is  much  violent  and  pestilent  feeling  amoi^  the 
wtmtOL  They  aeem  to  mistake  treason  for  courage,  and  have  a  theatrical  desire 
to  fignip  as  heroines.  Their  minds  have  donbUess  been  filled  with  the  false- 
luodg  so  induBtrionsly  circulated  in  regard  to  the  lust  and  hatred  of  onr  troops. 
On  the  night  before  our  arrival  a  party  of  women  assembled  in  front  of  the  bar- 
ntb  and  cut  down  the  flagetafi,  in  order  that  it  might  not  be  used  to  support 
the  old  flag.  The  men  seemed  anxious  to  conciliate  in  every  way.  There  is  a 
pt«t  scarcitr  of  provisions  in  the  place.  There  seems  to  be  no  money  except 
die  wretchea  paper  currency  of  the  rebellion,  and  mnch  poverty  exists.  In  the 
■tier-hattery  at  the  fort  are  three  fine  army  32-pounders  of  7,000  pounds,  and 
two  S-inch  sea-coast  howitzers  of  5,600  pounds,  with  shot  and  some  powder. 
There  are  a  number  of  very  old  guns  in  the  fort,  nseless,  and  not  monnted. 
Several  eood  guns  were  taken  awar  some  months  ago  to  arm  batteries  at 
other  harbors.  The  garrison  of  the  place  went  from  St.  Augustine  at  midnight 
00  the  10th  for  Smyrna,  where  are  said  to  he  about  eight  hundred  troops,  a  Iwt- 
Ury,  the  steamer  Carolina,  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  arms  and  ammunition. 

I  am  led  to  believe  that  Sfosquito  inlet,  upon  which  Smyrna  is  situated,  has 
been  much  used  for  tbe  introduction  of  arms  from  the  Bahamas.  It  is  very  posi- 
tireljr  Btatt.>d  that  the  governor  has  ordered  the  abandonment  of  East  Florida, 
udproposes  to  make  a  stand  near  Apalacbicola. 

When  I  attempted  to  retnm  to  tne  Wabash,  at  5  p.  m.,  the  breakers  had 
become  so  heavy  as  to  render  tbe  bar  absolutely  impassable,  though  I  had 
Kcnred  the  services  of  the  best  pilot  in  the  port.  I  crmsed  them  this  morning 
wiih  mnch  difficulty,  having  remiuned  in  the  town  all  night. 

Mr.  Dennis,  of  the  Coast  Survey,  who  accompanied  me,  rendered  me  much 
valuable  aid.

Sir:  On  the  23d  instant  I  received  information  that  tlie  enemy  were  bnilding 
a  battery  at  Bear's  blaff,  opposite  White  Point.  On  the  night  of  the  24th.  ac- 
companied by  Lieutenant  Prentiss,  I  went  up  in  out  dingey,  with  three  men, and 
landed  without  being  discovered  by  the  guard.  Lieutenant  Frendss  and  I  went 
up  and  found  the  battery  in  an  anfinished  state,  and  looking  about  us,  discovered 
the  magazine ;  foond  two  of  the  picket  guard  asleep  in  it,  got  one  musket  from 
beside  them  without  awakening  them,  returned  to  the  boat,  and  bronght  up  two 
of  the  men  to  secure  them.  In  doing  bo,  I  regret  to  say,  one  of  them  was  abol 
through  the  bead  and  instantly  killed,  the  pistol  in  my  hand  going  off  accident- 
ally in  the  stru^le.  We  carried  both  to  the  boat,  and  escaped  without  di^ 
covery. 

The  picket  guard  at  the  battery  that  night  consisted  of  fifteen  infantry  and 
two  mounted  men,  in  command  of  a  lieutenant,  so  the  anrvi^ing  prisoner  stata. 
We  buried  the  other  properly  the  next  day  near  the  camp  of  the  47th  r^ 
ment.  His  name  was  Joseph  A.  Wilson,  company  C,  Moore's  battalion,  sn- 
tiooed  at  Church  Flats  j  the  other,  now  on  board  this  veeael,  is  William  M. 
Evins,  from  Rabun  county,  Geoi^ia,  of  the  same  company.  According  to  hii 
account,  there  are  two  regiments  at  Church  Flats,  sending  pickets  out  regularly 
to  Rockville,  Bear's  bluff,  and  other  points  on  the  east  side  of  the  river;  dietr 
men  ill-fed,  not  paid  or  clothed,  and  oadly  treated.  Wilson  was  from  Picken* 
district,  South  Carolina.  The  musket  we  have  taken  frem  them  is  of  the  En- 
field pattern,  has  the  Tower  mark,  date  1861.  Both  cartridge-boxes  contamed 
Ely's  London  stamped  cartridges. 

I  sent  a  boat,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Prentiss,  into  Rockville  on  the  niglit 
of  the  28th ;  but  they  were  discovered,  though  proceeding  cautiously,  and  a 
volley  fired  into  them  as  they  touched  the  shore,  without  hitting  any  one,  how- 
ever. Having  orders  to  return,  if  discovered,  they  withdrew.  The  bad  weathc 
to-day  prevented  my  going  up  the  river,  as  I  intended. 

We  hare  picked  up  several  contrabands  from  the  east  side  lately ;  one,  coming 
from  Charleston,  reached  here  by  way  of  John's  island  in  twenty-four  boon. 
Though  arrested  by  a  picket  and  detained  on  the  way,  he  succeeded  in  escapio; 
again  at  night.

Off  St.  Jokn't.  Florida,  March  19,  1862. 

Sii ;  I  had  the  honor  to  inform  the  deportmeat,  in  my  communication  of  the 
13lh  instant,  that  I  had  despatched  a  division  of  my  force  to  Brunswick,  under 
Cominandn  S.  W.  Godon,  consisting  of  the  Mohican,  the  Focahontae,  and 
the  Potomska.  These  vesseU  croased  St.  Simon's  bar  on  the  8th  instant,  and 
uxhared  at  sundowa  within  two  miles  of  the  forts  commanding  the  channel. 

On  the  following  morning  Commander  Oodon,  with  his  division,  moved  past 
the  batteries,  which  he  soon  discovered  had  heen  abandoned,  and  immediately 
leal  Uenteuant  Commanding  Balch,  with  three  armed  boats,  to  take  possession 
o(  the  batteries  on  St.  Simon's  isknd,  and  Lieutenant  Henry  Miller,  of  the  Ho- 
hion,  with  a  suitable  force,  to  take  poasessioii  of  the  works  on  Jekyl  island. 

On  St  Simon's  island  were  two  batteries,  consisting  of  strong  earthworks, 
and  so  arranged  us  to  command  the  approach  to  St.  Simon's  sound.  There  were 
twelve  embrunree  and  numerous  well -constructed  magazines.  Ko  guns  were 
me  moimted,  bat  a  ten-inch  solid  shot  found  neiar  indicated  the  calibre  of  some 
cithern. 

On  Jekyl  island  were  also  two  batteries,  of  much  greater  strength,  however. 
The  one  lurtheet  seaward,  and  commanding  the  main  channel,  was  a  bomb-proof 
work,  constructed  of  palmetto  logs,  sand  bags,  and  railroad  iron,  well  supported 
ud  ttraced  from  the  interior  with  maseive  timbers.  It  had  mounted  three  case- 
mitcd  guns,  though  these,  their  carriages,  and  all  ammunition,  had  been  removed. 
The  other  battery,  five  hundred  yards  landward,  consisted  of  two  casemates 
and  tn  earthwork  capable  of  monntiiig  four  euns  en  barbette.  A  magazine  sjid 
I  bot-ehot  furnace  were  attached.  Both  St.  Simon's  and  Jekyl  islands  had  been 
dnerted. 

After  examining  the  batteries,  the  vessels  passed  up  the  sound  to  Brunswick 
ud  anchored  off  the  town.  A  fire  was  observed  near  the  wharf,  which  proved 
>»  be  the  railroad  depot  and  wharf,  the  work  of  retiring  soldiers.  Lieutenant 
Commanding  Balch,  with  a  large  force,  covered  by  the  guns  of  the  Fotomska, 
landed  at  Brunswick  without  any  show  of  opposition,  and  hoisted  the  American 
flag  on  the  "  Oglethorpe  House." 

The  town  was  entirely  deserted,  and  nearly  all  property  which  could  be  re- 
moved had  been  taken  away.  The  lenses  belonging  to  the  light-bouse  at  St. 
Andrew's  and  the  light-house  at  St.  Simon's  {the  latter  building  having  been 
destroyed  by  the  rebels)  could  not,  after  careful  search,  be  discovered  j  the  chan- 
nel bnoy*  for  the  river  are  still  there,  but  out  of  place. 

Proclamations  were  posted  on  several  public  buildings  urging  the  inhabitants 
to  return  to  their  homes,  and  promisbg  protection  to  the  property  of  all  good 
citiieiie,  and  the  landing  party  then  retired  to  their  vessels. 

Nothing  waa  removed  from  any  of  the  houses,  the  men  under  Lieutenant 
Bilch'a  command  carefully  abstaining  from  injuring  or  taking  away  the  private 
dbfti  of  the  inhabitants.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  Commander  tiodon's  interesting 
report.

Of  Bnauwick,  Georgia,  March  10.  1862. 

Sir  :  I  bare  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  yaai  order  «f  Much 
5,  I  left  Fernandina  on  tbe  morning  of  the  8th,  accompanied  by  the  Poca- 
hontas. Lieutenant  Commanding  Balch,  and  the  Potomeka,  Acting  Ijenteouil 
Commanding  Watmough,  and  crossed  Femnndina  bar  with  just  water  t^nongb 
to  comfortably  float  this  ship,  made  the  best  of  my  way  to  St.  Simon's  bar,  and 
reached  it  at  dead  low  water,  passing  it,  and  getting  into  St.  Simon'o  cbannet, 
through  which  I  carried  abont  seventeen  feet  to  within  two  miles  of  the  fom, 
which  we  could  plainly  see,  commanding  St.  Simon's  entrance. 

Here,  at  snndown,  I  anchored  for  the  night.  After  dark  T  shifted  the  tu»- 
chorage  of  tbe  ship,  to  alter  the  range  of  any  guns  that  might  be  \eh  in  tbe 
batteries.  At  daylight  made  preparations  to  jpatie  the  batteries,  and  ai  eusmxa 
weighed  anchor  and  stood  in.  Soon  diacorerca  that  the  batteries  were  evidenilv 
abandoned,  and  anchored  my  little  force  inside  and  beyond  range  of  the  guti«, 
and  made  signal  to  land  from  the  vessels.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Balch,  of 
the  Pocahontas,  with  three  boats,  took  possession  of  the  fort  on  St.  Simon'^ 
bland,  consisting  of  strong  earthworks  of  considerable  extent  and  harine  had 
eleven  guns  mounted.  Some  solid  10-inch  shot  found  in  the  fort  would  indicate 
the  calibre  of  some  of  tbe  guns  there.  I  enclose  a  detailed  report  of  that  lul- 
tery  by  Lieutenant  Commanding  Balcb.  Lieutenant  Miller,  of  this  ship,  at  tlie 
same  time  occupied  theforton  Jekyi  island,  which  was,  it  seems,  a  much  stronger 
position.  It  was  a  sand-work,  with  five  casemates  finished,  covered  with  rail- 
road iron  and  very  well  built,  and  two  unfinished  casemates,  the  iron  rails  readv 
to  be  pnt  up.  These  two  forts  commanded  the  channel  for  a  long  distance,  tnH 
their  fire  crossed  the  entrance,  which  is  about  a  mile  (or  a  little  more)  wid«. 
Once  the  batteries  were  passed,  they  could  oficr  hut  little  difficulty,  as  in  fire 
minutes  tbe  guns  of  the  vessels  would  have  enfiladed  them,  and  could  even  fire 
directly  in  the  rear ;  but  they  would  have  given  a  number  of  vessels  Kverr 
trouble  in  getting  beyond  them.  I  enclose  tbe  report  of  Lieutenant  Miller  of 
the  fort  on  Jeky!  island. 

As  EOon  as  the  boats  returned  I  went  on  the  Potomska,  and  proceeded  in  her 
up  the  river  to  Brunswick.  So  soon  as  we  opened  the  town  to  view  a  hetn- 
fire  commenced  at  the  wharf,  and,  at  tbe  same  moment,  we  perceived  the  raiboid 
cars  moving  at  full  speed  in  the  woods.  I  at  once  determined  to  bring  up  tbe 
ships  and  place  myself  off  the  town,  in  hopes  of  preventing  by  my  presenM 
the  place  from  being  burned,  and  I  at  once  retnmea  in  the  Potomska,  as  I  bad 
the  pilot  with  me.  Both  the  Mohican  and  Pocahontas  were  underway  before  I 
reached  them,  and  we  proceeded  to  Brunswick,  off  which  place  I  anchored  u 
tbe  sun  went  down.  The  cars  bad  returned,  hut  again  started  at  our  approacL 
Tbe  Pocahontas  anchored  opposite  the  town,  but  outside  of  Buzzara  Boo«t 
island ;  the  Potomska  still  higher  up,  and  her  guns  commanded  the  railroad  be- 
yond the  town.  The  following  morning  I  sent  the  Potomska  into  the  biancb 
opposite  the  town.  Neither  this  ship  nor  tbe  Pocahontas  can  well  get  in,  as  u 
high  water  only  twelve  feet  was  found  in  the  bulkhead,  and  between  the  whaif 
and  Buzzard  Roost  island  the  river  is  but  about  four  hundred  feet  wide. 

With  tbe  Potomska,  Lieutenant  Balch  took  charge  of  a  landing  party,  ctn- 
sisting  of  twenty-five  marines  from  this  ship  and  the  Pocahontas,  and  two 
12-ponnder  guns,  with  forty  riflemen  from  the  different  vesseb,  landed,  and 
hoisted  the  flag.  The  place  waa  deserted,  and  most  of  the  fiuiiiture  of  tbt 
houses  removed ;  BtJU  there  was  much  private  property  about,  some  in  scows  oa 
the  wharf,  ready  to  he  removed.  AAer  a  careml  examination  of  snch  bnildingi 
as  might  be  supposed  to  contain  public  property,  and  a  careM  survey  was  bad. 
I  visited  the  towU)  and  then  directed  the  command  to  return  to  the  ship ;  hsviof 
posted  a  notice  ni^ng  the  inhabitants  to  return,  and  promising  protection  to  (U 
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pnperlf  for  all  good  citizene.  I  enclose  Lieutenant  Balcli'H  report  of  hix 
Wii^,  ke.  Noting  in  the  place  was  touched  by  the  landing  partyt  and  such 
hmaet  u  were  not  open  were  not  even  entered.  I  sincerely  hope  tbat  at  least 
smt  good  citizens  may  be  found  willing  to  resume  tbeir  bomes  under  my 
pqblic  notice,  and  I  shall  not  allow  the  place  tn  be  visited  except  on  duty. 

Tbt  fire  we  noticed  was  the  work  of  retiring  soldiers,  and  proved  to  be  tbe 
nibDod  depot  and  wharf.  The  lenses  belonging  to  the  light-house  were  not 
iauti;  the  cliannel  buoys  for  the  river  are  in  tbe  river,  hut  out  of  place,  and 
ihe  lieht-honse  destroyed.  The  town  b  closely  surrounded  by  woods,  iit 
^roenllj  well  built,  and  extends  over  a  considerable  space.  Several  contru- 
hubdi  hive  come  on  board.  Soldiers  are  said  to  be  in  the  woods,  not  very 
difUnt,  ind  most  of  the  inhabitants  are  said  to  be  about  fourteen  or  sixteen 
milet  back,  encamped.  I  have  sent  tbe  Potomska  and  Pocahontas  up  the  river, 
niti  u  they  could  go,  to  reconnoitre.  There  ia  a  schooner  of  considerable 
ti»  on  the  stocks  unfinished.  Fires  have  been  burning  about  us,  but  I  believe 
il  it  tbe  brush  being  consumed ;  nor  have  I  noticed,  as  far  as  tbe  people  arc 
roiKemed,  that  tbey  are  willing  to  follow  the  advice  of  Messrs.  Toombs  and 
Cobb,  by  placing  Uie  torch  in  the  hands  of  the  children  to  consume  their 
proprrly.  All  that  is  done  in  that  way  seems  to  be  done, by  the  order  of 
laiUury  commanders,  who,  having  no  local  interest  in  tbe  aeigbborhood  of  their 
Nomuuids,  have  the  heroism  to  consume  the  property  iu  which  they  have  no 
immediate  interest.

Flag-Ofieer  DuPont  reports  a  datlardly  attack  on  a  boat'*  crew  of  thf  Poca- 
honta*  on  the  iUh  March,  186S. 

Flau-Ship  Wabash, 
Off  St.  John'*,  Florida,  March  20,  186a. 

SiB:  I  have  to  inform  the  department  that  I  have  heard  from  Commander 
(jodon  of  a  dastardly  and  concealed  attack  mode  upon  a  boat's  crew  of  the 
Pocahontas. 

Af  I  have  informed  tbe  department,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Bolcb  visited 
th''  town  of  Brunswick  without  anywhere  discovering  an  enemy.  A  recon- 
MiasMice  bad  also  been  made  for  some  miles  up  Turtle  creek  with  the  same 
r^rah*,  the  rebels  having  apparently  fled  into  the  interior. 

On  tbe  afternoon  of  the  11th  instant  Assistant  Surgeon  A.  C.  Rhoads,  of  the 
rncahoQtas,  by  permission  of  his  commanding  officer,  landed  with  a  boat's 
trew  near  tbe  town  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  some  fresh  beef  for  the  ships, 
ntring  accomplished  his  object,  tbe  boat  was  returning  to  the  Pocahontae,  but 
bad  Ksrcely  eone  twenty  yards  from  tbe  beach  when  they  were  suddenly  fired 


ipon  by  a  body  of  rebels  concealed  in  a  thicket,  and  I  regret  to  report  that  two 
nw,  John  Wilson  {0.  S.)  and  John  Sbute  (O.  8.)  were  instantly  killed  and 
i^ren  wounded — one,  William  Delaney,  mortally,  and  two  severely,  viz :  Wil- 


liuD  Smith,  2d,  (first  class  fireman,)  and  Edward  Bonsall,  (coxswain.) 

Afler  the  rebels  bad  fired  their  first  volley,  tbey  called  out,  in  most  oflCensive 
Ittgnap.,  to  surrender;  but  this  demand  was  refused  by  Dr.  Rhoads,  who,  with 
tbt  tssiitance  of  Acting  Paj-master  Kitchen  ond  bis  wounded  boat's  crew, 
poDed  M  rapidly  as  they  could  towards  the  PocahonUs,  the  enemy  coDtiuning

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In  a  fewminnteB  a  ebell  from  one  of  the  ll-inch  guns  of  the  Mohican  dnq«p«d 
among  them  and  q^nite  near  to  another  company  of  about  eixty  men  who  were 
advancing  Tapidly.  The  rebels  Bcattered  and  fled  in  all  directions.  Sevenl 
ehellB  were  also  fired  at  a  locomotive  and  train  observed  in  the  distance,  and  it 
is  Buppoeed  with  affect. 

Throughout  this  cowardly  aAsauIt  Dr.  Rhoads  displayed  great  coolneas  and 
courage,  and  in  his  report  of  the  occnrrence,  whilst  commendinr  the  crev 
generally,  he  especially  mentions  the  bravery  exhibited  by  Daniel  HarTiagioti, 
(landsman,)  into  wbicb  I  shall  make  further  inquiries. 

Enclosed  are  the  reports  of  CoroinaDder  Godou,  Lieatenaat  Coromanding 
Balcb,  and  Assistant  Surgeon  Rboads.

United  States  Stbaimek  Kohican, 
Anchorage.  St.  Simon'*  hland,  March  13,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Pocahontas  and  Potomska  proceeded 
up  Turtle  river  to  the  bead  of  navigation,  bo  far  as  vesBels  of  ten  ieet  dranght 
could  go  with  safety,  and  returned  witbont  accident.  Soon  after  the  return  of 
those  vessels  from  that  expedition,  a  boat  from  the  Pocahontas  landed  sodm  dis- 
tance outside  the  town,  to  procure  fresh  beef.  Their  work  was  done,  and  the 
boat  had  already  left  the  beach,  when  some  forty  or  fifty  soldiers  made  their 
appearance,  and  fired  upon  the  boat,  killing  two  men  and.  wounding  eevenl 
others. 

Surgrised  as  the  crew  were,  and  almost  disabled  by  the  murderous  fire,  tb^ 
still  refused  to  surrender  at  the  demand  of  the  rebels,  although,  as  yet,  almoBl 
under  the  muzzles  of  their  guns.  In  a  few  minutes  a  shell  ftom  one  of  the 
Il-inch  guns  of  this  ship  dropped  in  among  tbi'm.  and  quite  near  to  another 
company  of  about  sixty  men,  advancing  at  double  quick  upon  this  almost  de- 
fenceless boat,  when  they  scattered  in  ail  directions.  The  Potomska  moved  at 
once  to  the  spot,  and  used  her  33-pounder3  with  efTect,  and  the  Pocahontaa  al^o 
fired  several  shells. 

We  then  noticed,  in  the  woods  above  the  town,  the  steam  from  a  locomotive, 
and  several  sheila  were  thrown  toward  it,  one  exploding  in  its  neighbor^Kwd, 
when  it  disappeared  at  full  speed.  Believing  that  the  rebels  would  return  to 
look  after  any  of  their  people  who  were  left  behind  or  wounded,  at  niKlit  I 
directed  two  shells  from  the  ship  to  be  thrown  at  the  point  where  the  railroad 
car  had  been;  and  iu  the  morning  some  soldiers  were  seen  near  the  spot,  vrfara 
the  Potomska  fired  a  rifle  shell,  which  exploded  over  them.  By  souk  contra- 
bands that  carae  on  board  we  learned  that  oiur  shells  had  gone  among  the  rebels 
as  they  were  flying  to  the  cars,  and  I  hope  they  were  punished  for  their  ituotenee. 

I  enclose  Lieutenant  Commanding  Batch's,  as  also  Dr.  Bhoad'a  report  of  the 
afiair  of  the  boat ;  and  I  take  great  pleasure  in  calling  your  attention  to  tbr 
coolness  and  courage  of  that  officer,  and  that  of  the  boat's  crew  generally.  The 
vessels  cannot  anchor  very  near  the  town,  unless  in  the  small  stream  between 
the  island  and  the  town,  and,  at  low  water,  could  not  be  moved  out  if  needed ; 
and,  without  a  force  on  shore,  would  be  liable  to  be  fired  into  at  any  mament 
without  the  power  of  returning  it  with  efi'ect.  The  distance  of  the  veesela  in- 
duced the  attack,  which,  I  believe,  has  been  suitably  punished.  1  bad  intended 
leaving  Brunswick  that  day.  but  delayed  in  consequence  of  tliat  a&ir.      I  am 
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i»r  about  to  go  on  board  the  Potomeka,  and  with  the  Pocahontas  proceed 
ilma^  the  itdand  pae»age  to  the  Altamaha  river  and  toward  Darien,  and  on 
mj  retDtn  to  the  anchorage  I  shall  make  a  further  report.

United  States  Stbamsr  Pocohontas, 

Of  Brunncick,  Georgia,  March  11,  1862. 

Sir:  On  the  aAemoon  of  this  day  AsBistant  Surgeon  Archibald  C.  Bhoads, 
uiached  to  the  Pocahontaa,  applied  to  me  whilst  on  board  the  Mohican  for 
pnmiesioo  to  go  on  shore  and  get  some  fresh  beef  for  the  crew,  which  I  gianted. 
From  the  Uohican  he  proceeded  to  land  near  the  telegraph  beacon,  south  of 
Bmn^wiek,  and  opposite  Brandy  point,  on  Bnzzard's  island.  His  party  had 
nctfeded  in  getting  a  sapply  of  b^f,  and  had  already  embarked,  bnt  had  not 
^ne  more  tliao  twenty  yaxds  from  the  beach  when  it  was  fired  upon  by  some 
forty  men,  and  I  regret  to  report  that  two  men,  John  Wilson,  seaman,  and  John 
SliDtc,  0.  S-,  were  instantly  killed,  and  William  Delaney,  0.  8.,  was  mortally 
Tuimded,  and  six  others  wonnded,  two  seriously,  viz.,  William  Bmith  (2d,)  let 
tlw*  fireman,  and  Edward  Bonsall,  coxswain. 

I  herewith  enclose  the  report  of  Surgeon  John  S.  Kitchen,  of  the  Mohican, 
»  "hose  care  the  wounded  were  given,  and  to  whom  I  desire  lo  return  my 
tliKikj  for  hie  prompt  and  skilful  treatment  of  the  wounded,  in  the  absence  of 
Ih-.  Bhoads,  wno»e  wounds  rendered  him  incapable  of  performing  that  service. 
Bat  for  the  heroic  efibrts  of  Dr.  Rhoads,  Paymaster  Theodore  Kitchen,  and 
Duiiel  C.  Harrington,  (landsman,)  of  this  ship,  aided  by  the  crew  of  the  boat, 
^u  dutardly  attack  of  the  rebels  would  have  resulted,  as  they  no  doubt  anti- 
cipated it  would,  viz.,  in  the  killing  of  all  hands,  and  that,  too,  sir,  withont  their 
Wting  observed  the  customs  recognized  by  all  civilized  people.  The  boat's 
d^*'  were  not  summoned  to  surrender  until  after  a  deadly  volley  nad  been  thrown 
in.  by  which  two  of  our  men  were  instantly  killed.  I  desire  to  call  your  par- 
CJcular  ttteudon  to  this  breach  of  all  brave  and  honorable  warfare,  that  you  may 
".I*  man  fnlly,  as  an  eye  witness,  hold  up  such  barbarous  warfare  to  the  scorn 
H  deserves. 

It  is  with  Feelings  of  pride  in  onr  noble  profession  that  I  record  the  essential 
wrrice  rendered  my  brave  comrades  whilst  under  a  murderons  fire  by  your 
tinwly  «bells,  thrown  at  so  opportune  a  moment,  and  by  the  battery  of  the  Po- 
■"wta,  which  hastened  to  their  assistance.  The  rebels  did  not  remain  after  the 
Wrteries  of  the  two  ships  once  opened  fire. 

I  herewith  enclose  the  report  of  Dr.  Rhoads,  dctailmg  at  length  the  circum- 
■t*nc«a  attending  the  attack,  and  his  subsequent  efforts  to  escape  from  so  over- 
'bdming  a  force;  and  I  rejoice  to  know  that  his  efforts,  aided  oy  Mr.  Kitchen 
^d  the  boat's  crew,  saved  them  frt>m  being  made  prisoners,  and  thus  prevented 
'Ik  lebels  from  exniting  over  us.

SiK :  I  have  to  report  that,  ycst^Tday  aAemooii,  having  received  permis^ioD 
to  land  near  Brunswick,  Georgia,  and  proearo  frcah  beef  for  our  crew,  1  took 
the  second  cutter,  with  ten  men  and  a  coxswain,  and,  with  Acting  Pajnuster 
Kitchen,  landed  at  ha]f-past  three  o'clock.  Having  accomplished  onr  ohject, 
we  left  the  shore  about  5  p.  m.,  on  our  return  to  tlie  Pocahontas.  As  the  men 
commenced  to  pull,  and  when  we  were  about  twenty  yards  from  the  beach,  our 
musket  was  fired  from  a  thicket,  in  the  direction  of  the  town.  This  appeareil 
to  be  a  signal,  for,  almost  simultanconsly  with  the  report,  a  force  of  forty  or 
fifty  showed  themselves  within  the  thicket  and  fired  a  volley  at  our  boat,  kilMa<; 
two  men  and  wounding  one  seriously.  In  the  confusion  following  this  first  fire 
several  of  the  men  jumped  overboard,  and  clung  to  the  gunwale  of  the  boau 
This,  with  the  loss  of  the  men  first  wounded,  and  two  others  seriouely  woundnl 
by  the  fire  of  a  second  volley,  diminished  very  materially  the  efiectivs  force  tor 
pulling,  so  that  it  was  some  time  before  we  coold  increase  onr  distance  fiwn 
shore.  However,  as  Paymaster  Kitchen  steered,  and  I  pulled  the  stroke  oar. 
hy  great  effort  we  were  enabled  to  gradually  work  our  way  out  into  the  stream, 
being  all  the  time  exposed  to  a  galling  fire. 

After  about  ten  minutes  the  Mohican  opened  upon  the  rebels  and  the  Potnmski 
soon  followed.  The  first  shell  from  the  Mohican  fell  in  the  midst  of  a  groDp 
who  wire  preparing  to  fire  on  us.  This  either  injured  or  frightened  them,  w 
most  of  them  either  scampered  towards  Brunswick  or  the  woods  in  the  rear,  not- 
withstanding the  effort*  of  an  officer  whom  I  could  plainly  see  endeavoring  w 
get  them  to  continue  firing.  After  this  a  few  scattered  shots  were  fired  at  a-s 
but  without  seriously  wounding  any  one.  I  would  add  that  their  fir^t  voUey 
was  fired  without  bailiDg  the  boat,  but  when  they  saw  us  still  trj-iag  to  poll 
from  shore  one  of  them  called  out :  "  Surrender,  you  d — d  eons  of  b— a ;"  but  a? 
they  had  already  killed  two  men  and  wounded  others,  1  replied:  "No,  I  won'i 
surrender." 

Soon  after  the  ships  commenced  firing,  and  while  we  were  still  within  their 
range  you  came  up  in  the  gig  and  took  us  in  tow.  On  examining  the  men  I 
fonnd  two  killed,  three  seriously  wounded,  and  four  slightly  so.  1  would  e«pi- 
cially  mention  the  conduct  of  Daniel  Harrington,  laudeman,  who  exhibit^  great 
coolness  and  bravery  during  the  whole  affair;  and  at  the  same  time  I  ranst  say 
that  nearly  all  the  men  acted  nobly.

Commander  Godon't  report  of  a  reconnoittance  from   Brmuwick  to  Darirm, 

Flag-Ship  Wabash, 
OffSt.John'M,  Florida,  Marri  21,  1862. 

StS :  Since  my  luHt  despatch  of  the  19th  instant  I  have  received  aoothcr 
interesting  report  from  Gominandcr  Godon,  giving  the  details  of  a  rcconnotasano' 
by  the  inland  passage  from  Brunswick  to  Darien,  a  copy  of  which  I  endotiH.-. 

Commander  Godon,  with  the  Pocahontas,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Balcb,  and 
the  Potomska,  acting  Lieutenant  Commanding  Watmough,  with  the  launch  and 
howitzer  of  the  Mohican,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Miller,  proceeded  to  open  thi 
interior  communication  between  St.  Simon's  sound  and  the  Altamaha  river.  Ui 
soon  encountered  an  obstruction,  consisting  of  a  double  row  of  heavy  pilea,  witl 
heir  tops  just  above  the  water  at  low  tid  e.     In  a  few  hours  a  sufficient  nninbti 
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^fir  removed,  nnd  the  PocahontaB  und  Fotonu<ka  patiRed  thrnu^b,  but  bad  od- 
Tinced  only  five  miles  fiirtber  when  ftncther  obetruction  of  tbe  sanie  kind  v/ae 
Dwt  wiib. 

ASer  ID  unavoidable  delay,  owing  to  the  riBJng  of  tbe  tidt:,  tbis  aleo  waa 
rrmoved,  and  both  veeaela  entered  the  Altamaha,  and  as  they  tnmed  into  the 
livCT  two  rebel  «t«amerB  were  seen  moving  off  from  the  whnif  at  Darlen  with 
hiil  hetd  of  steaiD,  rendering  pursuit  useless,  particularly  as  the  brncseB  of  the 
Potomeka'ti  ^haft-brAiing  had  Droken,  in  a  measure  diaabling  that  vessel. 

Commaader  Godua  learned  from  ^ome  coiitTabands  who  came  off  from  shore 
thu  Darien,  like  Bruuewick,  was  deserted,  a  company  of  horsemen  only  reiuain- 
io^in  the  town,  with  the  intention  of  firing  the  place,  shonld  the  steamers  ap- 
pioMbit. 

Oiring  to  the  crippled  condition  of  the  Potomska,  Commander  Godon  did  not 
deem  it  advisable  to  pash  bis  reconnoissancc  further,  and  accordingly  returned 
throagh  the  paiwagc  he  had  cleared  to  the  anchorage  at  Brunswick.  He  vii>ited 
1  ntunber  of  plantations  on  St.  Simou's  island,  but,  with  one  exception,  all  were 
draerted,  though  some  time  previously  fifteen  hundred  troops  were  quartered 

Commander  Godon  speaks  in  warm  l«rms  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Balch 
imi  Acting  Lieutenant  Commanding  Watmough,  as  well  as  of  tbe  officers  and 
rrfwj  of  all  the  vessels  under  his  command,  iu  which  I  heartily  concur,  desiring, 
boTfter,  to  add  my  commendation  of  the  zeal  and  ability  of  Commander  tiodon 
kinuelf,  in  carrying  oat  my  views  in  reference  to  onr  occupation  of  ibis  import- 
ant section  of  the  coast  of  Georgia.

St.  Simon'*  hland,  March  16,  1862. 

^11:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  13tb  instant  I  started  in  the 
HmoDuka,  accompanied  by  the  Pocahontas,  with  the  launch  nnd  howitzer  of 
itiiE  ship,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Miller,  in  tow,  and  proceeded  through  the 
intuid  passage  toward  the  Altamaha  river. 

1  haa  heard  that  there  were  one  or  two  rebel  steamerB  at  Daricn  and  I  hoped 
iliat  I  might  eet  possession  of  them.  About  five  miles  from  the  anchorage  at 
ilii.'  place,  and  where  I  had  left  the  Mohican,  (between  tbe  batteries,)  we  found, 
*f  1  had  heard  from  contrabands,  tliat  the  river  was  staked  entirely  across. 
W«  leaebed  the  spot  at  low  water  and  found  a  double  row  of  heavy  piles,  with 
iheir  heads  jnat  above  water.  I  at  once  got  to  work  with  both  vessels  and  in  a 
fi'W  bonre  lunled  enough  out  of  each  row  to  allow  h  passage  for  both  vessels, 
'•v  forty  feet,  and  here  for  the  first  time  I  learned  that  about  five  miles  beyond 
iwither  obstruction  of  the  same  kind  had  been  placed.  We  reached  the  second 
dtficolty  at  midnight,  placed  our  hawser,  as  the  tide  was  rising,  but  unfortunately 
'hp  hawser  disengaged  itself  from  the  pile,  and  in  the  night,  with  tbe  rising  tide, 
•f  could  not  find  them  to  go  on  with  tbe  work,  and  my  hope  of  pasi^ing  through 
liDtiiig  the  night  was  lost.  My  object  was  to  get  into  tbe  river  bo  as  to  make  a 
dwh  np  to  Daricn  by  early  daylight ;  we,  however,  worked  hard  that  day,  and 
by  twelve  o'clock  got  through  the  last  obstruction.  Between  tbe  two  obstruc- 
tiiiDs,  midway,  a  batlcrr  had  been  built  of  mud,  with  the  Rcemlng  object  of  firing 
il  the  vpNielB  employed  in  removing  the  piles,  but  which  could  not  be  obsenfpq^^ 
from  those  vessels.  '-"^ 
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As  we  paseeil  the  second  obstruction  and  turned  the  rirer  we  saw  the  ateamen 
moving  off  from  the  wharf  at  Darieu  with  full  head  of  steam,  going  up  the  Alta- 

At  sundown  I  anchored  both  vessels  at  Doboy  island,  passing  to  reach  tbtl 
spot,  which  is  on  the  Altamalia  river,  through  lif  nd  river  at  high  wat«r,  witli 
just  twelve  feet.  We  remained  that  day  at  Doboy,  the  wind  blowing  quite  ■ 
gale  from  southwest  to  west. 

As  I  had  lost  hope  of  the  capture  of  the  steamers  and  observing  sev-end  Utg« 
fires  in  the  neighborbood  of  Darien,  I  determined  to  proceed  no  further  at  thb 
time,  more  particularly  as  we  found  that  the  brasses  of  the  Fotomska's  ehafi- 
bearing  had  broken,  and  I  feared  she  might  become  disabled.  I  bad  indeed  ac- 
complished my  object,  which  waa  to  open  the  inland  passage  to  Darien,  and  il' 
the  Fotomeka  had  not  been  in,  what  I  fear,  a  crippled  condition,  I  shonld  iun 
placed  her  at  Doboy,  which  commands  the  river  outlet,  or  at  Sapelow  idlaod, 
which  commands  the  entire  entrance  to  the  Altamaha  and  the  island  paseage  lo 
Savannah. 

Darien  has  been  deserted,  as  was  Brunswick.  This  we  learned  from  eoae 
contrabands  who  came  off  to  us,  a  company  of  horsemen  only  remaining  in 
town,  with  the  intention  of  firing  the  place  should  we  approach  it. 

I  have  now  been  from  one  end  of  St.  Simon's  itland  to  the  other  ;  bat  one 
white  man  is  left  on  it.  I  saw  him  ;  he  is  with  his  aged  mother  and  little  child. 
He  had  never  been  in  the  army,  refused  to  leave  his  home,  and  was  in  mortal 
dread  of  our  coming,  as  the  military  informed  htm  that  we  came  for  tbe  purpose 
of  destroying  even  tbe  women  and  children.  We  procured  beef  for  the  vraaeU 
at  his  plantation,  for  which  we  paid  the  price  he  asked,  and  furnished  the  family 
with  some  articles,  such  as  coffee,  salt,  ate,  which  articles  they  had  not  eren 
seen  for  months.  We  stopped  at  one  or  two  other  plantations  ou  our  way  back, 
all  deserted,  but  had  been  tenanted  by  the  military  at  various  times,  for  as  Uie 
as  November  some  l.dOO  troops  were  quartered  on  St.  Simon's.  We  found 
eome  of  the  places  to  contain  large  quantities  of  cattle,  and  at  King's  plantati«i. 
not  three  miles  from  this  anchorage,  we  counted  some  fifly  head  near  where  «e 
landed. 

All  the  blacks  have  been  removed  from  St.  Simon's,  and  at  Doboy  we  mri 
the  only  negro  seen,  who  was  old  and  alone  on  the  place.  He  had  been  thi 
father  of  thirteen  children,  but  he  informed  me  that  every  one  had  been  sold 
ae  they  reached  about  eighteen  years  of  age,  and,  as  he  graphically  expressed  it. 
"  for  pocket  money  for  his  master." 

Your  orders  did  not  embrace  the  reconnoissauce  I  have  just  made,  and  wiiich 
has  caused  a  delay  of  several  days  in  communicating  to  yon  my  progress  I" 
Brunswick.     I  hope,  however,  you  will  approve  my  conduct  in  the  matter. 

I  have  now  cleared  the  passage  to  Darien  from  inside,  which  can  be  per- 
formed rapidly  by  gunboats  often  feet  draught  at  any  time ;  at  low  tides  eleven 
feet;  the  dranght  of  tbe  Pocahontas  and  Potomska,  is  rathergreat,  asthcy  might 
be  canght  and  delayed  for  higher  tides. 

I  now  beg  leave,  sir,  to  express  myself  in  warm  terms  of  commendation  for  tbi 
energy  and  skill  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Balch  and  Acting  Lieutenant  Com- 
manding Watmough,  and  for  the  aid  they  have  rendered  me  in  the  active  wiirk 
we  have  been  engaged  in  for  the  last  eight  days,  and  I  take  equal  pleasore  in 
mentioning  the  cheerfulness  in  this  work  of  the  officers  and  crews  of  tbe  tluvc 
vessels  engaged.

Sra  :  On  being  boarded  this  afteraonn,  wliile  entering  Port  Royal  harbor,  by 
CmDuuider  Gillis,  of  the  Seminole,  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  hear  that  the  for- 
nidiUe  batteries  on  Skiddaway  and  Green  islands  have  been  abandoned  by 
tli«icbets,  the  gnns  having  been  withdrawn  in  order  to  be  placed  nearer  Sa- 
mmali.  The  abandonment  of  these  batteries  gives  as  complete  control  of  Was- 
nv  and  Ossibaw  eonnds,  and  the  months  of  Vernon  and  Wilmington  rivers, 
vlu'cb  fonn  important  approaches  to  that  city.  I  enclose  the  report  of  Com- 
minder  Gillis,  and  also  memoranda  of  information  given  by  a  contraband,  which 
may  be  of  some  interest  to  the  department.

Sit :  In  obedience  to  your  order  dated  Sd  instant,  wc  proceeded  from  Cnm- 
MmbA  Mond  to  Wassaw  sound,  Georgia,  to  blockade  as  directed.  Having 
nited  some  days  for  the  weather  to  settle  and  the  wind  to  lull,  we  this  after- 
Mon  felt  onr  way  with  the  lead  up  the  narrow  channel  of  the  Wilmington 
rirer  to  the  battery  on  Skiddaway  island,  accompanied  by  the  Norwich,  Liea- 
(enaot  Commanding  J.  M.  Dtuican,  and  Wyandotte,  Lieutenant  Commanding 
W.  D.  Whiting.  I  sent  onr  lannch,  with  the  howitzer  and  crew,  under  charge  of 
Mister  HcNair  and  Acting  Master  Steele,  alongside  the  Norwich,  and  went  on 
Wrd  of  her.  She  being  the  ahorteat  vessel  and  of  lightest  draught  was  sent 
■liead.  After  firing  a  shell  or  two  at  some  horsemen  near  the  house  on  the  left, 
•ad  a  picket  gnard  at  the  fort,  as  we  approached,  I  proceeded  in  the  gig,  with 
Piymaster  Sands,  to  the  shore,  followod  by  the  launch.  We  found  the  battery 
»  strong  bastioned  work  for  ten  guns,  with  bomb-proof  trenches,  &c.  The 
^neniy  had  abandoned  it,  leaving  imitation  guns,  covered  with  canvas,  in  position. 
Other  boats  from  the  vessels  coming  on  shore,  we  destroyed  the  works,  boats, 
Hghlen,  tcx.,  of  the  enemy,  and  having  hoisted  the  Union  flag  over  the  fort  and 
house  with  the  red  cupola,  we  returned  on  board  our  respective  vessels.  I  learn 
^  the  confederate  battery  on  Green  island  is  abandoned.  Several  houses  in 
*t^t  ue  baming  this  morning,  the  red  cupola  house  included.  I  send  to  Port 
Hoyal  a  prisoner  taken  in  the  marshes  by  the  Release^  His  statement  accom- 
puuM  this.

His  master  was  William  P.  Fulton,  of  Savannah.     He  left  that  <=i&^on 


ooglc 
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23d  iaetant,  (Saturday,)  coining  bj  way  of  White  BlafF  and  Green  ahmi  to 
Raccoon  Keys,  from  whence  he  ezpectecl  to  reach  "a  e&winill,"  which  it  wa 
said  we  had  on  Waaaaw  island,  with  3,000  troops. 

All  provisions  are  scarce  at  Savannah,  and  very  dear,  particulariy  hacon.  miu, 
liquors,  and  "  aiich  like."  Fresh  beef  is  plenty,  hut  costs  twenty-five  to  tliiity 
cents  for  what  used  to  sell  at  sis,  eight,  and  ten  cents  per  pound.  Eggs  wrn 
ttclling  at  fifty  cents  per  doaen  ;  chickens  $1  50  per  pair.  Tea  scarce ;  toStt 
selling  at  SI  50  to  SI  75  per  pound.  They  are  "  very  bad  oiF"  for  ram  ind 
liquors,  and  "  almost  have  to  give  them  up,"  and  these,  with  bacon,  they  m- 
pected  from  the  west,  somewhere  where  the  federals  now  hold  possessioD. 

Folks  are  "  going  and  coming,"  Some  who  had  left  are  returning,  and  iky 
are  sending  the  "negroes  and  cotton"  inland,  and  moving  all  the  "cash  money" 
to  Macon,  and  threaten  to  bnm  the  city  if  they  should  be  unable  to  hold  it,  utd 
arc  in  daily  expectation  of  our  attack.  They  had  given  up  the  idea  of  deffnd' 
ing  the  Savannah  river  by  torpedoes,  because  one  of  the  principal  men  who  vu 
sinking  them  got  drowned  while  down  in  a  diving  bell,  and  they  now  talk  at 


piling  the  river  across.  He  knows  of  no  rqfi  near  Fort  Jackson,  near  wbieh 
Tntnall  is,  on  board  the  Savannah,  (late  Everglade.)  When  he  was  last  noai 
Thunderbolt,  some  time  since,  they  had  eight  gnns  mounted.  Tbere  is  »b*t 
tery  (number  of  guns  unknown)  at  Costan's  Bluff,  and  ihey  said  ihey  were 
mounting  guns  at  "the  old  fort"  above  Fort  Jackson,  below  the "  gas  booH'i" 
and  near  the  first  ferry  wharf;  but  he  knows  but  little  of  this  part  of  the  rirw, 
having  been  a  fisherman  around  about  White  Bluff  and  Green  bland,  but  ncm 
recenfly  waiting  on  the  soldiers. 

All  the  approaches  to  ihe  city,  not  only  main,  but  also  the  by-roads,  arc  Ik- 
ing  fortified,  and  they  told  him  "  that  they  had  one  hundred  thousand  men." 

Green  and  Skiddaway  islands  are  abandoned  except  by  a  few  cavaliy.  IV 
guua  from  Green  island  were  taken  to  fortify  Bcnley,  and  those  from  Skiddi- 
way  to  Montgomery,  (a  part  of  Bcnley,  hut  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  fcp- 
arate,)  both  on  the  Winingberg  river,  which  runs  from  Raccoon  Keys  up. 
making  Green  island,  the  first  land  to  the  northeast  going  tip,  and  thence  nm- 
ning  up  U>  Bcnley,  Montgomery,  and  White  Bluff. 

They  expect  us  to  cross  Skiddaway  island,  and  have  guns  and  pickets  at  the 
two  bridges  to  cut  them  away  and  fight  our  forces  on  their  arrival.     The  fiiS 
bridge  is  reckoned  to  he  five  miles  across  from  the  cupola  house,  {last  night 
burned  by  the  rebels,)  near  the  Skiddaway  abandoned  battery.

Sir:  The  despatches  from  the  commanding  gcnewl  of  this  department  loiM 
honorable  Secretary  of  War  will  convey  the  gratifying  intelligence  of  the  liil 
of  Fort  Pulaski.  It  was  a  purely  military  operation,  the  result  of  laborioffl 
and  scientific  preparation,  and  of  consummate  skill  and  bravery  in  the  eiecntiMi. 

It  would  hot  have  pertained  to  me  to  address  you  in  reference  to  this  brilh»iit 
and  successful  achievement  had  not  Major  General  Hunter,  with  a  eeneriMB 
spirit  long  to  be  remembered,  permitted  the  navy  to  be  represented  on  thi* 
interesting  occasion  by  allowing  a  detachment  of  seamen  and  officers  firom  ikii 
ship  to  serve  one  of  the  breaching  batteries.

Flao-Ship  Wabash, 
Port  Royal  Harbor,  SoKth  Carolina,  April  13,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  tlie  honor  to  report  the  return  of  the  detachment  from  this  ship 
which  had  the  good  fortune  to  take  part  in  the  bombardment  of  Port  Polaski. 
Il  reached  Tybee  on  the  morning  of  the  10th  just  before  the  fire  was  opened  ; 
oad  the  batteriee  beinf^  already  manned,  our  men  could  not  participate  in  the 
utioD  of  the  tintt  day. 

General  Hunter,  General  Benhsm,  and  General  Gilmore  all  manifested  the 
most  genemuH  desire  to  give  the  navy  a  ebare  in  the  good  work,  and  on  the  11th, 
the  modt  important  day,  fimr  rifled  guns  in  Battery  Bigel,  one  of  the  nearest  and 
moit  eiposed  batteries,  and  consequently  one  of  the  posts  of  honor,  were  assigtied 
to  the  men  of  the  Wabash. 

We  occupied  it  at  daybreak,  and  kept  up  a  steady  and  vel1-direct«d  lire  until 
the  fnrt  hauled  down  ite  flag  at  2  p.  m.  The  officers  and  men  behaved  well.  I 
b^  leave  to  commend  to  you  Lieutenant  Irwin,  Acting  Master  Robertson,  and 
Hidsiiipnten  M.  L.  Johnson  and  F.  H.  Pearson;  Lewis  Bonn,  captain  of  the 
fnrecastte,  and  George  H.  Wood,  qnartermafter. 

When  the  enemy  hoisted  the  white  flag  General  Benbam  most  courteonely 
invhed  me  to  detail  a  naval  officer  to  accompany  the  officer  sent  by  him  to  arrange 
the  terms  of  surrender,  and  I  sent  Jjieutemmt  Irwin  upon  that  honorable  duty. 

1  spent  the  first  day  of  the  bombardment  in  the  trenches  with  General  Hunter 
*dA  in  visiting  the  different  Ijatteries,  which  I  caused  to  he  visited  by  several 
of  our  officers  and  men  that  they  might  profit  by  the  experience  to  be  acquired. 
Tbe  bombardment  began  at  8  a.  m.  on  the  10th  and  continued  duriug  the  day  ; 
but  at  first,  while  procuring  the  ranges,  it  was  somewhat  inaccurate,  many  of 
ibe  artillerists  being  quite  untrained.  On  the  second  day,  in  spite  of  a  high 
wind,  the  firing  from  the  rifled  guns  and  columbiads  was  excellent ;  the  former 
boring  into  the  brick  face  of  the  wall  like  augurs,  the  latter  striking  like  trip- 
haouners  and  breaking  off'  great  masses  of  masonry  which  had  been  cut  loose 
by  the  rifles. 

The  four  upper  batteries  were  above  sixteen  hundred  yards  distant  Avm 
Pulaski,  and  quite  beyond  the  distance  at  which  it  has  hitherto  been  held 
practicable  to  effect  n  breach,  but  which  proved  an  easy  breaching  range  with 
the  wonderfti  projectiles  which  we  now  posiiess.  When  the  fort  surrendered 
dte  barbettf  guns  had  been  silenced  and  many  of  them  had  been  dismounted. 
The  breach  was  practicable  in  two  places,  and  could  have  been  stormed  without 
imbt.  Our  projectiles  were  passing  through  it  and  were  knocking  down  the 
oppcvite  wall  which  protected  the  main  magazine,  so  that  the  garrison  was  con- 
vinced that  in  .an  hour  or  two  the  magazine  must  be  blown  up. 

The  heavy  IS-inch  mortars  inflicted  much  lees  injury  than  1  had  expected; 
thf  casemates  did  not  seem  at  all  shaken  by  them.  The  parade  ground  had 
Wo  farmed  into  deep  furrows,  into  which  the  shells  rolled  and  burst  without 
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the  power  of  doJog  macb  barm.    The  gans  used  by  the  men  of  the  Wabub 
were  three  30-pounder  ParrottB  and  one  34-poander  James.

SlS;  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  a  report  from  LieDtenant  Com- 
manding Rhind,  of  the  Crusader,  detaiUng  the  cirenmBtancoB  of  a  concealed 
attack  upon  one  of.  his  boat«,  in  which  Acting  Master  William  D.  Urann  im 
aererely  wounded. 

Lieutenant  Commanding  Sbind,  with  the  co-operation  of  Colonel  Fellowfi,  of 
the  army,  commanding  the  post  at  North  Kdisto,  planned  a  night  attack  npoo 
the  enemy,  and  though  not  sncceBsfiil  in  surprising  them,  had  a  short  engagemeni 
with  the  rebels,  in  which  he  saya,  "  the  loss  of  the  enemy,  I  feel  xnre,  wa? 
aufficient  to  puniah  them  for  their  cowardly  attack  on  our  htt&t." 

Three  of  the  Crusader's  men  were  wounded  in  this  ekirmiBb,  viz:  Gustarr 
Wacker,  ordinaiy  seaman,  in  the  right  arm  and  breast;  Theodore  Peteieon. 
seaman,  wounded  slightly  on  the  hip,  and  James  Wihon,  first  boatswun's  mate, 
on  the  leg,  slightly. 

Actmg  Master  W.  D.  Urann,  who  was  fired  upon  in  the  boat,  wax  wounded 
in  the  left  index  finger  and  right  wrist.  The  finger  has  Bince  been  amputated. 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Rhind  speaka  of  him  as  an  excellent  officer.  He  i.' 
disabled  for  Bome  time,  bnt  has  no  desire  to  leave. 

The  name  of  James  Wilson,  boatswain's  mate,  la  alao  mentioned  faTorably.

United  States  Steamer  Crusadbb, 

North  Editto,  April  20,  1862. 

Sir  :  On  the  18th  a  party  of  the  enemy,  concealed  in  the  woods  below  Sea- 
brook's  plantation,  fired  on  one  of  our  boats  sent  there  to  asBist  Mr.  Rejmoldf. 
government  agent,  in  eecnring  some  cotton.  Acting  Master  W.  D.  Urann,  who 
had  charge  of  the  boat,  wae  severely  wounded  in  the  right  arm  and  left  hand. 

Xo  one  of  the  enemy  was  seen  during  the  fire,  which  was  promptly  retaraed 
by  our  boat's  crew.  I  planned  an  expedition  to  capture  the  party  that  ni^U 
and  called  on  Colonel  Fellowe,  commanding  the  post  here,  for  some  men  to  asnii 
me.  He  promptly  afibrded  them,  and  enabled  me  to  land  a  party  of  about  sixty 
men,  including  officers. 

We  marched  through  the  swamps  to  two  plantations  where  I  expected  tn  find 
the  enemy,  reaching  the  further  place  about  3  a.  m.     The  enemy  disooverrd 
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OUT  ^proAch  and  fled,  receiving  the  fire  of  s  platoon  of  the  55th  Pennaylvania 
repment,  under  Lieuteiumt  Bedell,  of  company  K. 

We  halted  there  to  rest  our  men,  and  shortly  after  daylight  diecovered  a  con- 
tidenble  force  of  mounted  riflemen  approaching  rapidly  to  attack  ub.  They 
opeDed  Gk  Dpon  ua  boldly,  but  fled  as  rapidly  as  they  advanced  after  a  smart 
NUnnish  of  twenty  or  twenty-five  minutee.  I  bad  one  howitzer  with  me,  and 
the  fint  fire  from  it  brought  uem  to  a  Budden  halt ;  the  third  and  fourth  dispersed 

Three  of  the  Cnisader'e  crew  were  wounded  in  the  a&ir.  The  loss  of  the 
enmiy,  I  feel  sure,  was  sufficient  to  punish  them  for  their  cowardly  attack  on 
mir  boat.  Their  nninherB  were  variouBly  estimated  at  from  50  to  100.  We 
letomed  leisurely  to  the  vessel,  tbe  enemy  not  attempting  to  follow,  though  all 
*dl  mounted. 

I  am  under  obligations,  for  his  prompt  response  to  my  call,  to  Colonel  Fellows, 
and  to  Captaia  B.  G.  Dow,  of  company  H,  3d  New  Hampshire,  and  Lieutenant 
E.  Bedell,  company  K,  55th  Pennsylvania,  for  their  cordial  co-operation.

LinUenant  Commanding  RAind's  report  q/^  expedition  to  capture  a  bailer^  near 
the  junction  of  Dawho,  Pow  Pow,  and  South  Editto  rireri. 

Flao-Shif  Wabash, 
Port  Royal  Harbor,  S.  C,  May  2,  1862. 

SiB:  I  enclose  anotlier  interesting  report  from  Lieutenant  Commanding  Rhind, 
of  the  Cmaader,  giving  the  particulars  of  an  e.Tpedttion,  on  the  S9th  ultimo,  witli 
the  Hale,  to  cwture  a  battery  on  Grimball's  plantation,  near  tlie  junction  of  the 
Dawbo,  Pow  Pow,  and  South  Edisto  rivers.  Tbe  enemy  opened  on  tbe  Hale 
when  within  1,800  yards,  and  continued  their  fire  as  she  winded  her  way  to 
engage  them  at  close  qtmrteis.  But  when  the  Hale  reached  the  last  bend  and 
«u  making  a  straight  course  for  tbe  battery  the  rebels  fled  in  baste.  Lien- 
tenant  Gillis  landed  with  a  party  of  twenty  men  to  destroy  it. 

The  work  was  about  350  yards  from  the  river  bank,  and  mounted  two  fine 
l*nig  34-paunder«,  on  excellent  field  carriages,  one  of  them,  so  rapid  was  tbe 
fi^ht  of  the  rebels,  being  loaded  and  primed. 

Owing  to  the  marshy  character  of  the  ground  between  the  battery  and  the 
riva  tbe  goDS  could  not  be  removed;  but  Lieutenant  Cillia  discliarged  the  one 
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loaded  againet  the  other,  knocked  off  the  cafivabel,  and  took  a  large  piece  ont  of 
the  breech.  Both  were  then  spiked  with  rat-tail  (ilea,  and  a  lai^  fire  waa  nude 
under  them  of  the  carriages,  lumber,  &c.    The  ammunition  left  was  bron^^it 

Lieutenant  Commanding  Bhind  next  attempted  to  aac«nd  the  Pow  Pow  river, 
hut  owing  to  the  ignorance  of  the  pilot  grounded..  After  getting  off  he  retraced 
hia  steps,  endeavoriug  to  pass  through  South  Edisto  river,  but,  finding  the  [hIm 
knew  nothing  of  the  channel,  gave  that  up,  and  determined  to  return  hj  iIk 
Da  who  to  North  Edisto. 

Expecting  an  ambuscade  at  a  point  near  Slann's  Bluff,  he  nuidc  the  proper 
disposition  to  receive  the  close  fire  of  the  enemy.  He  reached  the  point  afaoai 
<>igut  in  the  evening,  and,  as  anticipated,  wad  Balut«d  by  a  heavy  fire  of  field' 
pieces  and  musketry.  The  men  on  the  Hale  were  kept  under  cover  till  the 
enemy  had  delivered  their  fire,  when  they  replied  with  grape,  caniater,  and  sh^ 
The  point  was  soon  passed  and  the  Hale  returned  to  her  anchorage  withoul 
having  had  a  man  injured. 

Lieutenant  Commanding  Bhind  commends  the  officers  and  men,  and  particD- 
larly  Lieutenant  Gillis,  temporarilv  iu  command  of  the  Hale,  who  managed  hii 
vessel  well  in  the  very  narrow  and  crooked  channel  of  the  Dawho. 

Aa  the  department  is  aware  what  a  small  vessel,  and  how  lightly  armed,  the 

Hale  is,  it  will  appreciate  this  spirited  afiair  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Rhind. 

I  have  given  him  my  commendation,  and  will  add  that  his  manner  of  holding 

the  waters  of  North  Edisto  for  several  montha  has  been  most  satisfactory  to  me.

United  States  Stbambb  Orl'saobb, 

North  Ediito  River,  April  30,  1862. 

Silt :  At  an  early  hour  yesterday  morning  I  started  in  the  United  States 
steamer  E.  B.  Hale,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Jamea  H.  Gillis,  to  destroy  a 
battery  of  the  enemy  on  the  Dawho  river.  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Brientnail, 
master's  Mate  Henry  Parsons,  and  twenty-two  men,  with  the  flat  and  howitxex 
of  the  Cmaader,  were  added  to  the  force  of  the  Hale. 

On  coming  in  sight  of  Grimball's  plantation,  near  the  junction  of  the  Dawho, 
Pow  Pow,  and  South  Edisto  rivers,  the  battery  wan  discovered.  The  enemy 
opened  fire  on  us  at  a  turn  in  the  river,  distant  ahont  1,800  yarda  from  the 
battery,  and  continued  his  fire  at  the  various  points  in  the  bends  where  advan- 
tageous opportonitiea  were  afibrded.  One  long  reach  we  had  to  make  under  « 
raking  fire,  but  our  shell  had  been  planted  so  eflectively  by  Lieutenant  GiUU, 
who  sighted  most  of  the  guns  himself,  that,  by  the  time  we  reached  the  Wt 
bend  and  were  making  a  straight  course  for  the  battery,  the  look-out  reported 
the  enemy  deserting  it  in  haste. 

We  then  threw  a  few  ahelts  into  the  woods  iu  the  roar  of  the  work,  ran  the 
Hale  alongside  the  bank  abreast  of  it,  and  landed  a  party  of  abont  twenty  men, 
under  Lieutenant  Gillis,  to  destroy  it. 

The  work  was  found  to  be  350  to  400  yards  from  the  banks,  mounting  two 
fine  long  24-pounders,  on  excellent  field  carriages.  Lieutenant  Gillis  fonnd  one 
of  the  guns  loaded  and  primed,  and  turning  it  npon  the  other  knocked  off  the 
cascabel  and  took  a  large  piece  out  of  the  breech.  Both  were  then  spiked  with 
a  rat-tail  file,  a  good  fire  made  under  them  of  the  carriages,  lumtxT,  See.,  the 
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[lowder  Ittl  in  the  magazine  brouglit  away,  and  every  effort  made  to  render  the 
puis  Dnfii  for  nee  Uiat  our  means  alToracd.  I  landed  shortly  after  and  found 
the  fire  well  at  work  on  the  gnne  and  platforms.  It  continued  to  bnm  daring 
the  whole  day. 

Having  finished  our  labors  at  this  point,  we  started,  about  11a,  m.,  to  go  up 
the  Pow  Pow  river,  to  capture  or  destroy  a  small  schooner  at  the  wharf  of  Mor- 
m't  rice  mill,  but,  owing  to  the  ignorance  of  the  pilot,  we  got  hard  aground 
abotit  a  mile  up  the  river.  Wo  remained  in  that  jKisition,  unable  to  bring  a  gun 
to  b«&r  on  either  side,  until  aboat  5  p.  m.  Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour 
and  the  JDiiDf&ciency  of  the  object  to  detain  us  during  the  night,  we  reluctantly 
giTe  Dp  that  portion  of  the  expedition,  and  started  at  5.30  to  return,  intending 
to  go  round  by  the  South  Edisto  river.  Afler  proceeding  a  short  distance 
thTDngb  that  stream,  1  found  the  pilot  ignorant  of  tne  channel,  and  turned  the 
HalcMck  to  the  Dawho.tomn  the  ga  an tiet  of  an  ambuscade  that  we  well  knew 
voold  be  prepared  for  us  at  a  faToraole  point  near  Slann's  Bluff.  We  reached 
that,  on  our  return,  about  8  p.  m.,  and  had  made  proper  disposition  to  receive 
the  cIo«©  fire  of  the  enemy  there.'  As  we  anticipated,  when  close  abreast  the 
pUce  in  the  narrow  river,  they  opened  upon  us  a  heavy  fire  of  field  pieces  and 
miuketiy.  Oar  men  were  kept  under  cover  till  their  fire  waa  delivered,  when, 
minning  our  guns,  we  gave  them  in  return  some  grape,  canister,  and  shells. 
The  point  was  soon  passed,  and  we  came  out  into  the  North  Edisto  river  about 
9  p.  m.,  without  having  a  single  man  hurt. 

Doling  the  engagement  with  the  battery,  the  Hale  went  through  a  very  close 
bf,  but  one  shot  striking  her,  however,  and  that  a  glancing  shot  on  the  port 
bow.  doing  no  damage.  While  under  fire,  on  our  return,  one  of  the  guns  (32- 
poODder)  was  struck  in  the  muzzle  by  a  solid  shot  from  a  field  piece,  knocking 
oat  a  piece  and  cracking  the  muzzle  badly  for  some  distance.  1  fear  the  gun 
■a  reitdered  comparatively  useless. 

Canister  and  rifle  balls  struck  her  in  various  places,  but  no  damage  was  sus- 
tuned.  The  Hale  was  well  handled  in  that  very  narrow  and  crooked  stream, 
i>y  Uentenant  Gillis  and  his  able  executive  officer,  Mr.  Btillers.  OtScers  and 
men  all  did  their  duty.

8iB;  1  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  the  report  of  Lieut^^nant  Oom- 
muding  A.  A.  Semmcs,  commanding  the  United  States  steamer  Wameutta,  of 
»  TKonnoisBatice  made  by  him  and  Acting  Lieutenant  Commanding  P.  6.  Wat- 
moo^,  in  the  United  States  steamer  Potomska,  up  Biceboro'  river,  on  the  26th 
ud  27th  nltimo.  The  object  of  the  expedition  was  to  ascertain  the  condition 
of  things  in  that  vicinity,  as  well  as  to  destroy  a  brig  which  waa  known  to  be 
new  Dorchester. 

After  proceeding  up  Riceboro'  river,  a  very  crooked  and  narrow  stream 
coBimmicating  with  tne  waters  of  Sapelo  sound,  about  30  miles,  and  within 
Ins  than  two  mites  of  Dorchester,  they  ascertained  that  the  brig  had  been 

>oqIc 
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burned  by  the  rebels,  and  not  deeming  it  advisable  [to  proc«ed  farther,}  the  two 
veseelB  returned. 

On  deacendine  tbe  river  tbey  were  fired  npon  by  a  company  of  dismonnled 
cavalry  concealed  in  tbe  woods  and  thick  underbmsh  on  Woodville  island  and 
two  of  the  men  of  tbe  Wamsutta,  James  Brown,  qoartennaater,  and  George 
Boswell,  ordinary  seaman,  were  killed.  Enclosed  are  the  certificates  of  the 
acting  assistant  sui^eon  and  acting  assistant  paymaster  of  that  vessel.  The 
fire  of  tbe  rebels  was  replied  to  by  both  steamers  with  shell,  grape,  and  canister, 
whicb  eficctually  silenced  them.  Their  loss,  as-  reported  by  contrabands  who 
came  in  shortly  after,  was  16  killed  and  32  wounded.

U.MTED  States  Steamer  Wamsutta, 

Doboy  Sound,  April  30,  1862. 

SiH ;  The  evening  of  the  a5tb  instant,  Acting  Lieutenant  Comnumding  P.  G, 
Watmoagh  sent  me  bia  pilot,  and  information  that  he  was  ten  milea  up  tbe  Ricebwo' 
river.  The  following  day,  near  noon,  I  joined  bim  with  this  vessel,  and  both  went 
up  afW  tlie  brig  that  ran  the  blockade  at  Sapelo  sound.  Captain  Watmongb  cap- 
tured, the  night  of  the  25th  to  26th,  three  negroes  carrring  provisions  to  a  rebel 
picket  of  cavalry  near  his  anchorage.  They  pointed  out  some  of  the  many 
danglers  of  the  river,  up  which  we  went  about  fifteen  miles  that  day.  The 
morning  of  the  27th  we  reached  a  point  within  about  a  mile  of  Dorchester, 
where  two  negroes  (one  of  whom  left  this  forenoon  for  St.  Simon's  sound)  came 
on  board,  and  informed  us  that  a  smoke  observed  by  us  at  2  p.  m.  the  previoos 
day  was  the  burning  of  tbe  brig,  she  having  been  stripped,  scuttled,  and  fiied 
at  that  time.  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  truthfulness  of  their  information.  She 
wa«  opposite  Dorehester. 

Having  gone  thus  far — say  thirty  miles — a  point  was  reached  (when-  tbe 
Potomska  grounded)  where  Uie  river  became  so  very  narrow,  with  a  still  oar- 
rower  channel,  that  we  deemed  it  impmdent  to  go  any  further.  At  noon  both 
vessels  started  down,  on  tbe  ebb,  bacKing  or  going  head  first,  as  the  tide  hap- 
pened to  take  them.  We  took  the  bottom  so  often  that  we  began  to  expect  it 
at  every  bend.  It  took  fire  hours  to  get  down  to  Woodville  island,  where  the 
rebels  opened  a  heavy  fire  upon  us  at  a  distance  of  from  20  to  30  yards,  with 
rifles.  This  vessel  was  ahead,  and  grounded  in  the  bend  when  under  this  fire. 
We  replied  to  their  fire  with  shells,  grape,  and  canister.  Two  men  were  mor- 
tally wounded  at  the  first  volley.  The  negroes  put  the  rebel  force  at  abont  one 
hundred,  and  tie  rapidity  of  their  fire  went  to  show  that  to  be  nearly  correct. 
Fortunately  tbe  Potomska  could  bring  her  battery  to  bear  when  oar  guns  could 
not  be  used.  At  one  point  our  starboard  battery  was  used  to  assist  the  Po- 
tomska. The  Fotomska's  fire  was  well-directed,  and  of  great  asaistanoe  to  ne. 
She  had  no  casualties.  Our  port  side  bore  pretty  good  evidence  of  the  enemy'* 
fire,  which  commenced  at  5.40  and  ended  at  6.20. 

'The  following  day  reached  this  anchorage,  leaviug  the  Potonuka  in  Sapelo 
sound.  The  men  who  were  killed  were  buried  the  same  nigbt  on  Doboy  island. 
It  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  good  conduct  of  all  engaged  aa 
our  side.  The  enclosed  sketch  will  convey  to  you  some  idea  of  the  difficnlae^ 
of  the  river;  it  is  not  much  exaggerated,  if  any.  1  enclose  yon  a  copy  of  the 
doctor's  report  of  tbe  casualties ;  also  other  papers  from  him  and  the  paymastff. 
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Wiih  a  good  pilot  a  higher  point  cotild  probably  have  been  reached,  with  the 
chuce  of  hanng  the  river  oDBtmcted  beioro  getting  down.

FLAo-SHrp  Wabash, 
Port  Royal  Harbor,  S.  C,  May  2,  1862. 
SiB:  I  forward  herewith  a  copy  of  a  report  of  Acting  Volnnteer  Lientennnt 
J-  F.  Nickels's  detailing  proceeding  at  Ball's  bay.    He  crossed  the  bar  with  the 
Chivud  on  the  7th  nltimo,  and  anciiored  within  800  yards  of  the  light-bouse  on 
Bull  island,  and  opened  fire  on  a  small  work  situated  about  fifty  yards  to  the 
MotbiTBrd  of  the  light-house.     Shortly  after  he  landed  in  hb  boats,  covered  by 
ihe  guns  of  the  Onward.     The  rebels  fired  upon  the  party,  but  not  awuting  an 
atti^  escaped  firom  the  island  to  the  mainland.     The  Onward  has  now  complete 
trmaaai  of  the  channel,  so  that  no  vessel  can  either  enter  or  go  out.

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United  States  Ship  Onwabd, 

BulVt  Bay,  April  9,  1862. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  wc  arrived  here  on  the  3d  of  this  month, 
and  on  the  evening  of  the  4th  I  went  in  my  boat  to  examine  the  channel  to  Bnll> 
bay,  and  also  the  island;  but  discovering  nothing  of  importance  thai  night  I 
retnmed  to  the  nlitp,  and  on  the  following  afternoon  I  again  started  in  the  gig. 
accompanied  by  the  first  cutter. 

On  nearing  tne  fortiticatious,  situated  about  fifty  yards  to  tlie  southward  of  thr 
liglit-houBe,  I  noticed  indications  of  the  island  being  occupied,  and  polled  to 
within  about  one  hundred  yards  of  the  beach,  and  succeeded  in  drawing  the  6ir 
of  the  enemy  to  the  extent  of  about  fifteen  shots,  without  injuring  any  one. 
Being  uncertain  of  the  number  on  the  island,  and  darkness  coming  on,  we  tetiifd 
to  the  ship. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  made  a  sail  in  the  offing;  chased  and  boarded  the  echoonrr 
Henry  Nntt,  from  New  York,  bound  to  North  Edisto;  returned  and  ancbond 
near  the  bar. 

Alonday  morning,  the  7th,  t  went  in  and  sounded  and  bnoyed  the  cbannd  Id 
Bull's  bay,  and  at  1.30  p.  m.  got  under  way,  and  proceeded  in  over  Ute  bar, 
(touching  slightly  in  doing  so,)  and  came  to  anchor  in  four  fathoms  of  water, 
within  eiglit  hundred  yards  of  the  light-house;  opened  fire  on  the  fort  and  woods 
near  the  beach  to  see  if  the  enemy,  if  any,  could  be  driven  out. 

After  firing  a  couple  of  broadsides,  I  then  started  with  the  gig  and  first  eiiU«T 
to  make  a  landing,  and  on  nearing  the  beach  we  were  again  fired  npoa  froin  the 
fort.  I  then  sent  back  the  first  cutter  with  instructions  to  Mr,  Dill,  the  second 
officer  in  charge  of  the  ship,  to  throw  a  few  more  shell  and  cover  our  landing,  whick 
be  did,  (he  seeing  the  enemy  from  the  ship  prepared  to  dispute  onr  landing,  and 
we  not  able  to  see  them,  owing  to  the  high  bank,]  by  throwing  shell  among  them 
just  as  we  were  landing,  which  landing  we  accomplished  as  soon  as  poasiUe, 
but  too  late  to  prevent  them  from  escaping  to  the  main  land  from  the  oppocite 
side  of  the  island,  in  boats,  setting  fire  to  a  house  in  their  hasty  flight,  which  we 
discovered  the  next  day  to  belong  to  W.  H.  Whildon,  the  former  Keeper  of  the 
light-bonee. 

On  the  9th  sent  parties  on  the  island,  and  after  a  thorongh  search  found  it  t'> 
be  entirely  abandoned. 

We  are  now  lying  inside  the  bar  at  anchor,  four  fathoms  of  waMr,  within 
about  800  yards  of  the  light-house,  having  complete  command  of  the  channel 
so  that  no  vessel  can  enter  or  go  out.

United  Statb8  Gunboat  Seneca. 
Mayport  Miiit,  St.  John't  Rieer,  Florida,  May  3,  1862. 

S» :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  order,  dated  April 
I&  ilie  Seneca  left  Fort  Boyal  on  the  16th,  and  arrived  off  St.  John's  bar  the 
nut  day  at  noon. 

Xjeateiiant  Commanding  Slovens,  of  the  Ottawa,  sent  a  pilot,  who  went  on 
■bote  again  and  returned  the  following  morning,  stating  that  be  had  sounded 
Rxmag  off,  and,  althongli  ron|^er  than  he  liked,  yet  he  could  take  the  vessel  in 
^cboat  injury;  we  struck  heavily,  however.  (A  report  of  which  is  forwarded. 
a  obedience  to  general  order.) 

I  fbtind  the  Ottawa,  Pembina,  and  Ellen  inside  the  bar,  and  on  communicating 
villi  lieutenant  Commanding  Stevens  learned  that  on  a  personal  inspection  of 
tbe  Ellen  be  deemed  her  return  to  Port  Royal  a  necessity. 

On  the  I9th  the  Ottawa,  towing  the  yacht  America,  and  accompanied  by  tbe 
EQen,  went  to  sea,  followed  by  tJtiree  or  four  schooners  that  had  remained  ten 
dsys  for  a  fair  wind. 

On  the  20th  the  Seneca  and  Pembina  got  underway;  the  latter  anchored 
tbove  St.  John's  bluff,  with  orders  to  return  to  the  mouth  of  tbe  river  the 
Uloving  morning,  uolesB  heavy  firing  was  heard  in  the  vicinity  of  Jacksonville. 

We  proceeded  np  the  river,  and  when  abreast  of  Jacksonville  observed  a 
BiRDber  of  men,  some  of  whom  were  reported  bearing  muskets;  at  sunset  we 
■adMred  ten  miles  above. 

On  the  morning  of  the  Slst  we  stood  npthe  river,  when,  near  I^colata,  we  saw 
■  higfa-presmtre  steamer  coming  down.  We  chased  under  all  sail  and  steam,  bnt 
ibe  shoal  water  impeded  our  prog^ress,  and  when  np  with  the  Orange  flats  I 
n^irfed  fitrtber  pursuit  as  futile,  and  we  returned  to  the  terminus  of  tbe  St 
Aivutine  railroad. 

On  the  22d  we  went  down  the  river;  on  passing  Jacksonville  a  company  of 
•ixty  or  a  hundred  who  had  formed  hastily  withdrew,  but  sentries  appeared  at 
*w»n«  points,  and  groups  of  men,  evidently  soldiers  or  officers,  demanded  our 
fiwl»earance  by  the  presence  of  women  and  children.  About  sunset  we  anchored 
■sar  the  pilot-houses  at  Mayport,  and  found  the  Pembina. 

At  sunrise  of  the  S4th  we  got  under  way,  and  accompanied  by  tbe  Pembinri 
pfweeded  off  Jacksonville,  anchoring  abreast  the  lower  saw-mill,  or  within  10'' 
ivVb  of  the  entire  town.  Before  anchoring,  a  woman,  in  a  boat,  made  signi, 
•W  DO  ber  getting  alongside  we  found  her  to  be  the  wife  of  a  man  named  Van- 
•Jeigriit,  who,  wi^  his  father,  had  sought  our  protection  several  days  before. 
Sheksisted  that  she  had  been  abused,  and  that  her  hfe  had  been  in  danger  fmmi 
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tbe  fact  that  her  htubaud  hod  joined  ub.  I  therefore  took  her  on  board,  lan&if 
her  at  this  point. 

About  the  time  of  leaving  tbe  river.  Lieutenant  Gomnvuiding  Stevens  had 
stated  to  me  that  it  wab  sapposed  that  a  small  steamer  had  come  down  to  Jack- 
BonviUe ;  tbia  was  confirmed  from  variotu  Bonrces.  The  boat  woe  sent  np  aevn 
in  great  haste,  without  landing  two  heavy  pieces  of  artillery  that  she  had  on 
boud. 

On  the  SSth  a  man  named  Hall  was  observed  pulling  by  the  vessel,  and  wn 
captured  by  us.  He  beare  the  character  of  a  "  regulator,"  a  gang  of  marauden 
who  have  committed  enormities  for  some  time  past.  He  was  placed  in  donUe 
ironf ,  and  told  that  he  would  suffer  for  any  further  crimes  committed  against 
Union  people  along  the  river.  In  the  afternoon  we  went  to  the  month  of  the 
river,  and  on  the  f^lowing  morning  received  on  board  three  deserten  from  Cw- 
tain  Steele's  company.  The  Pembina  went  ap  tbe  river  to  Picolata,  and  the 
following  evening  both  vessels  anchored  again  at  our  usual  point,  jost  below 
Jacksonville. 

On  the  27th  a  flag  of  truce  left  the  town,  and  was,  after  some  deday,  reccjred 
by  US.  The  object  was  to  deliver  a  letter  to  Hall,  and  to  state  formidly  that  bt 
was  a  soldier.  I  stated  that  I  was  aware  that  he  belonged  to  Captain  Steek't 
company ;  that  I  apprehended  him  byname, and  that  he  was  a  reputed  "  regulator." 
However,  as  he  had  been  the  object  of  a  visit,  I  would  be  circumspect  in  leU- 
tion  to  him,  and  that  he  would  receive  no  punishment  without  trial  and  coavk- 
tion  by  court-martiai.  I  asked  the  officer  whether  many  women  and  children 
were  still  in  Jacksonville)  He  stated  that  many  remained;  and  I  then  aAei 
him  to  give  my  compliments  to  the  commanding  officer  and  say  that  I  thoi^ 
an  early  removal  of  them  would  be  advisable. 


which  the  enclosed,  marked  A,  is  a  copy.  The  following  morning  I  sent  lieu- 
tenant Sproaton  with  a  flag  of  truce,  bearing  a  letter,  marked  B.  Tbe  eon- 
manding  officer  stated  to  Mr.  Sproston  that  none  of  the  eventnalitiea  specified 
would  occur. 

On  tbe  S8tb  the  Seneca  and  Pembina  weighed  anchor,  the  former  goin^  up, 
and  the  latter  down,  the  river  to  the  bar.  We  anchored  well  in  undw  a  poiu 
near  Picolata,  but  saw  no  steamers  attempting  to  pass  down. 

On  the  evening  of  the  30th  both  vessels  anchored  again  off  Jacksonville ;  Ae 
town  had  every  appearance  of  being  almost  entirely  deserted. 

The  following  morning  the  Seneea  proceeded  to  the  bar,  hoping  to  find  tk 
Isaac  Smith,  or  some  other  vessel  assigned  to  these  waters,  bnt,  as  yet,  none 
have  arrived.  I  believe  it  probable  that  the  rebels  wish  to  nse  Black  ereek  tor 
the  pnrpose  of  transporting  guns  or  other  heavy  burdens,  and  therefore  a  vim»«1 
above  the  month  appears  necessary,  and  another  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  J<^'f 
seems  advisable.  This  occupies  the  present  force,  and  leaves  the  vicinity  o£ 
Jacksonville  unoccupied,  except  upon  tbe  occasional  removal  of  the  ve»ds 
from  the  other  point. 

There  arc  at  this  time  about  twenty  persons  at  Mayport  UUls,  fonuliee  o[ 
refagees  and  of  tbe  soldiers  who  deserted.  They  are  wholly  deatitnte,  and  I 
am  obliged  to  foed  them,  or  see  them  starve.  Coming  from  JackeonvtUe  this 
morning  I  seized  upon  a  lat^  sail  boat,  which  I  will  employ  in  sen^ng  tkea 
to  Femandina  to-morrow,  if  the  weather  is  favorable. 

The  Pembina  is  now  above  the  mouth  of  Black  creek,  and  will  remain  then 
four  days,  when  she  will  again  meet  this  vessel  at  Jacksonville.

8n :  I  received  your  note  yesterday  by  the  hands  of  Major  Bowen^    The 
reaoral  of  women  and  children  from  the  inunediate  presence  of  hostile  fotcea  ie 
thrayi  desirable,  and  aa  I  bad  made  my  appearance  here  Beveral  daya  ago,  I 
nippaaed  by  this  time  few  remained. 

If  it  is  not  your  object  to  erect  batteries  within  one  statute  mile  of  the  city, 
or  to  throw  large  masses  of  men  into  it,  or  if  we  ar«  not  fined  upon  in  the 
Tifinity,  no  danger  need  be  apprehended  by  the  peaceable  inhabitants,  and  a 
nmoral  will  not  be  neceeaary.  If,  however,  any  of  the  eventualities  specified 
lie  in  contemplation,  I  advise  the  earliest  removal  of  all  who  do  not  expect  to 
■hate  the  &t«  of  those  who  are  in  aims. 

As  1  indicated  verbally  the  above  points  at  the  time  of  the  receipt  of  yonr 
note,  I  trust  that  they  have  already  received  your  fall  consideration,  and  that 
n  wrly,  if  not  an  immediate,  answer  may  be  given.

8ii :  I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  report  from  Commander  E.  G.  Farrott,  brotight 
Wn  laat  night  by  the  Me  rebel  steam-tog  Planter,  in  charge  of  an  officer  and 
otw  bom  the  Angosta.  She  was  the  armed  despatch  and  transportation 
^tesBier  atuched  to  the  en^eer  department  at  Charleston,  nnder  Brigadier 
QoKral  Bipleyi  whose  barge,  a  short  time  sinco,  waa  brought  oat  to  the  block- 
•dog  fleet  by  several  contrabands. 

1^  bringing  out  of  this  steamer,  nnder  all  the  circumstances,  would  have 
imt  credit  to  any  one.    At  4  o'clook  in  the  morning,  in  the  absence  of  the 
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captain,  who  woe  on  ahore,  she  lefl  her  wharf  close  to  the  government  office 
and  headquarters,  with  palmetto  and  confederate  flags  firing,  passed  the  sve 
ceasive  forte,  saluting  as  nsnal  by  blowing  her  steam  whistle.  After  gettine 
beyond  the  range  of  the  last  gun,  she  quicUy  hauled  down  the  rebel  fb^s  and 
hoisted  a  white  one. 

The  Onward  was  the  inside  ship  of  the  blockading  fleet  in  the  main  dbwuteli 
and  waa  preparing  to  Are  when  her  conunander  made  out  the  white  flag.  The 
armament  of  the  steamer  is  a  33-pounder  or  pivot,  and  a  fine  S4'ponndcr 
howitzer.  She  baa,  beside,  on  faer  deck  fonr  other  gunft— one  sevea-inch  rifled— 
which  were  to  have  been  taken  the  morning  of  the  escape  to  the  new  fort  «■ 
the  middle  ground.  One  of  the  four  belonged  to  Fort  Sumt£r,  and  had  bees 
Btmck  in  the  rebel  attack  on  the  fort  on  the  muzzle.  Robert,  the  intelligent 
slave  and  pilot  of  the  boat,  who  performed  this  bold  feat  so  skilfnlly,  infinmed 
me  of  this  fact,  presuming  it  would  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  ns  to  have  posMS- 
aion  of  this  gun.  This  man,  Robert  Small,  is  superior  to  any  who  have  come 
into  oar  lines — intelligent  as  many  of  them  have  been.  His  information  hu 
been  moet  interesting,  and  portions  of  it  of  the  utmost  importance. 

The  steamer  is  quite  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  squadron  by  her  good 
machinery  and  ven' light  draught.  The  officer  in  charge  brought  her  through  St 
Helena  sound,  and  by  the  inmd  passage  down  Beanmrt  river,  arriving  ben  it 
10  o'clock  last  night. 

On  board  the  steamer,  vhen  she  left  Ghailestou,  were  eight  men,  five  wonen. 
and  three  children. 

I  shall  continue  to  employ  Bol>ert  as  a  pilot  on  board  the  Planter  tiM  the 
inland  waters,  with  which  he  appears  to  De  very  familiar.  I  do  not  koov 
whether,  in  the  views  of  the  government,  the  vessel  will  be  couBideied  a  priae; 
bnt,  if  so,  I  respectfully  submit  to  the  department  the  claims  at  this  man  Robert 
and  his  associates.

I  send  Charleston  papers  of  the  12th,  and  the  very  intelUgent 
contraband  who  waa  in  charge  will  ^ve  you  the  information  which  he  hai 
brought  off.

Sil :  When  off  Geoi^town  in  the  KeyBtone  State,  on  the  19th  iuBlant,  Com- 
muder  Prentias,  of  the  Albatross,  and  the  senior  officer  of  the  blockading 
fowe  off  that  port,  informed  me  that  he  had  delayed  crossing  the  bar,  being  ap- 
prehensiTe  that  the  steamer  Seabrook,  with  a  thoasand  bales  of  cotton  on  board, 
might  get  out  of  the  Santee  while  he  was  inside,  bat  that  fae  was  preparing  to 
enter.  I  have  the  pleasnre  to  enclose  a  very  interesting  report  from  him  detail- 
ing his  operations  and  occupation  of  Winyaw  bay. 

Commander  Prentiss  crossed  the  bar  on  the  2l8t  instant,  with  the  Albatross 
and  the  Norwich,  Lientenant  Commandbg  Duncan,  and  entered  Winyaw  bay. 
After  passing  a.  small  deserted  redonbt  near  the  light-bouse,  an  extensive  forti- 
ficatioQ  was  observed  on  Sonth  island  with,  apparentlj,  several  large  gnns 
nminted ;  hnt  on  approaching  nearer,  it  was  found  aeeerted,  and  the  gune  proved 
to  be  Qnakerv.     Another  fortification,  on  Cat  island,  was  also  observed. 

On  the  22d  he  stood  up  the  bay  for  the  city  of  Georgetown,  entered  Sawnit 
creek,  and  steamed  slowly  along  the  wharves.  Not  being  prepared  to  hold  tne 
^Ke,  Commander  Prentiss  did  not  land,  knowing  there  was  a  force  of  both 
csTslry  and  artillery  in  the  town,  and  a  contest  might  have  involved  the  destmc- 
tion  of  the  city.  He  ascended  the  Wacamaw  river,  about  ten  miles  above 
Geo^town,  through  a  rich  and  beautiful  country,  meetmg  with  no  resistance. 
He  took  under  his  protection  about  eighty  contrabands. 

The  rebels  are  much  alarmed,  and  are  leaving  their  plantationB  in  every 
flinctian,  dri'i'ing  their  slaves  before  them  to  the  pine  woods. 

The  department,  I  am  sure,  will  be  pleased  with  the  report  of  Commands 
Pieatise,  as  it  conveys  not  only  important  information,  but  at  the  same  time 
nincea,  on  his  part,  courage  and  discretion.

United  States  Steambb  Albatross, 

Winyaw  Bay,  May  25,  1863. 
8ll :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  afternoon  of  the  Slat  inatant. 
Ending  my  draught  of  water  sufficiently  reduced,  I  passed  the  bar  with  the 
■Warner  Norwich,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Duncan,  in  company,  and  entered 
ihia  bay.  Passing  a  small  deserted  redoubt  near  the  light-house,  we  could  see, 
00  Sonth  ieland,  quite  an  extensive  fortification  with,  apparently,  several  large 
E<itu  Dioimted  in  Wrbette.  We  ran  for  this,  but  on  nearer  approach  found  it 
ibandoned  and  armed  with  rebel  Quakers.  From  this  point  we  could  see,  on 
C«t  island,  a  well-built  fort.  Some  cavalry  appeared  in  tne  skirts  of  the  wood- 
lud.  We  scattered  them  with  a  few  shell,  and  running  under  the  walls  found 
H  dewrtcd  like  the  others,  and  armed  with  like  harmless  batteries.  This  was  a 
weU-hnilt  fortification,  of  quadrangular  form,  fitted  with  platforms  for  mounting 
ten  gtuu  and  contaiuing  oomb-proofs,  magazines,  and  Inmace  for  hot  shot.  I 
landed,  fired  the  fort  and  encampment  near  it,  together  with  a  lai^  quantity  of 
timber  prepared  for  closing  the  channel.  CiOOolc 
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At  daylight  on  the  22d  I  Btm)d  np  the  bay  for  the  city  of  Qeorgetown,  en- 
tered Sawpit  creek,  on  which  it  \b  built,  and  steamed  slovly  along  the  wharves, 
the  mozzlefl  of  onr  gaaa  withifi  thirty  yards  of  the  honses. 

A  brig  loaded  with  turpentine  wae  fiied  as  we  approached,  probably  with  the 
intention  of  stoppine  ns,  oat  the  time  chosen  for  entering  was  slack-wat«r,  and 
the  wind  unikvorable  for  their  purposes.  We  passed  the  hnming  holl  to  the 
outskirts  of  the  town,  turned  with  some  difficulty,  and  retraced  onr  route,  stop- 
ping from  time  to  time  to  capture  a  boat  or  see  if  the  anthoritiee  were  disposed 
to  communicate  with  ne.  I  nad  sent  word  to  the  Union  men  to  make  no  demott- 
stration  whatever,  as  I  waa  not  prepared  to  hold  the  place  permanently.     A  few. 


however,  appeared  upon  the  wharves  and  indicated  by  gestures  or  words  thar 
joy  at  seeing  us,  while  the  masses  of  citizens  kept  aloof.  No  hostile  moT«mait 
was  made,  thongh  there  were  at  the  time  both  cavalry  and  artillery  in  the  place- 


While  passing  up  a  woman  appeared  in  the  belfry  of  a  church  or  city  hal . 
spread  a  rebel  flag  over  the  bell.  I  was  greatly  tempted  to  send  on  shore  and 
seize  it,  but  refrained,  from  the  consideration  that  a  contest  in  the  streets  would 
have  compelled  me  to  destroy  the  city,  involving  the  ruin  of  the  innocent  with 
the  guilty.  This  would  have  been  the  work  of  a  few  minutes  only,  and  I  am 
prepared  to  put  the  place  in  possession  of  the  military  whenever  they  will  send 
a  force  to  occupy  it  permanently  and  protect  the  Union  men,  who  number  nearly 
one-fourth  of  the  population. 

In  the  afternoon  I  ran  up  the  Wacamaw  about  ten  mQes,  through  a  rich  and 
beautiful  country,  stopped  at  a  public  mill,  seized  a  lighter  of  rice,  several  boats, 
and  aboat  eighty  contrabands,  who  claimed  my  protection.  I  then  returned  to 
the  anchorage,  near  the  light-house,  and  founded  a  colony,  which  is  rapidly 
increasing. 

From  time  to  time  I  Have  shelled  the  woods  where  encampments  have  been 
found,  and  there  is  not  now  a  solitaiy  rebel  on  North  or  South  island.  Yester- 
day I  destroyed  the  last  remaining  bridge  which  connects  with  the  main  Uod, 
and  there  is  no  longer  danger  from  incursion  of  cavalry,  the  only  arm  th«t  is 
efficient,  or  that  dares  venture  down  here.  The  rebels  arc  just  now  very  mDch 
frightened,  and  are  leaving  their  plantations  in  every  direction,  driving  tbeir 
slaves  before  them  to  the  pine  woods. 

Large  QQsntities  of  rice  are  stowed  along  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  tbe 
armies  at  Charleston  and  Savannah  are  coustantly  supplied  from  them.    If  yen 
will  send  mc  tbe  means,  (small  steamers  and  vessels  for  transportation,)  I  can 
capture  immense  qnautities,  bnt  to  do  this  it  will  be  necessary  to  seise  the  milU 
at  the  same  time,  for  when  we  commence  seizing  they  will  commence  baniiiig 
them.    •     .  •  •  •  •  •  •

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  that  tbe  gunboats  have  pos- 
lession  of  Stono. 

From  information  derived  chiefly  from  the  contraband  pilot,  Robert  Small.  I 
lad  reason  to  believe  that  the  rebels  had  abandoned  their  txttleriee,  and  acctsd- 
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n|^  £rected  Gommtuider  Harchand,  the  senior  officer  off  Cbarleston,  to  make 
■  ROHiiioisMDce  to  ascertam  the  tmthof  the  report.  Thiswu  doaeon  thelSth 
iaatut,  and  the  mfi)Rnati<m  proving  correct,  I  ordered  the  i^boata,  on  the  next 
daj,  (bemg  myaelf  off  CharlcBton  in  the  Keystone  State,)  to  crosi  the  bar. 

The  Unadilla,  Pembina,  and  Ottawa,  nuder  Commander  Marchand,  assiBted 
luterially  hj  G.  0.  Bontelle,  esq.,  assistant  on  the  Coast  Surrey,  succeeded  in 
enlain^  Stono,  and  proceeded  np  the  rirer  above  the  old  fort  opposite  Legar^ 
TiDe.    On  their  ^proach  the  bairacks  were  fired  and  deserted  by  the  enemy. 

Six  prisoners  were  captured  by  Messrs.  Boyd  and  Bradford,  two  officers  of  the 
amrniitg  steaoier  Bibb,  with  a  boat's  crew  of  five  seamen.  The  prisoners  were 
•  pcket  guard  at  the  magazine  of  the  old  fort,  and  belone  to  the  24th  South 
Csnlina  rf^iment.  On  the  28th  instant  the  Hnron  crossed  Uie  bar,  and  the  day 
Mowing  the  Pawnee. 

£acloeed  is  a  copy  of  an  intcrestiag  report  of  Commander  Drayton,  in  which  . 
heuye:  "We  an  in  as  complete  possession  of  the  river  as  of  Port  Royal,  and 
can  Und  and  protect  the  army  whenever  it  wishes."  There  are  no  batteries  of 
the  eiwniy  on  the  Stono  below  Wappoo  Cut,  where,  however,  the  rebels  have  a 
battery  of  smooth-bore  guns,  with  a  rifled  cannon  of  long  range,  exceeding  that 
<^  any  ia  die  squadron. 

Tlui  important  base  of  operations — the  SUtno— has  thus  been  secured  for  fui^ 
tber  operatioiis  by  the  army  against  Charleston,  of  which  General  Hunter  pro- 
poKS  to  take  advantage.  I  have  put  at  bis  disposal,  for  the  transportation  of 
tnoft,  the  steamers  Alabama,  Bienville,  Henry  Andrew,  Hale,  and  Planter. 
Tiw  tngs  Petit  and  Mercury  are  to-night  employed  on  the  same  duty.

United  States  Stbamek  Pawnee, 

Slono,  May  30, 1862. 

Sii:  In  obedience  to  yonr  orders  of  the  28th  instant  I  entered  this  place  the 
f^ving  morning,  but  not  without  some  difficulty;  for,  although  it  was  at  the 
vuy  top  of  the  tide  and  in  the  best  water,  my  vessel  struck  heavily  twenty 
tiiHa,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  every  reesel  drawing  more  than  nine  ^et  must 
always  do  so. 

I  foand  Uiat  Captain  Marchand  had  arrived  here  the  evening  before  with  the 
EUen,  and  had  already  ordered  almost  everything  that  I  had  intended  doing 
niy«rlf.  Two  vessels  had  been  sent  to  look  for  the  battery  that  had  fired  on 
tli«  Unadilla,  and  Lieutenant  Commanding  Collins,  on  his  return,  reported  that 
it  had  been  removed  to  Charleston,  probably  having  thrown  the  guns  overboard, 
•s  «ome  were  felt  under  the  mud,  belouging  either  to  this  battery  or  to  an  earth 
me  which  was  destroyed  by  him. 

I  found  the  Pembina  and  Huron  a  little  above  Legar^vUle,  the  Ottawa  lower 
iowa,  and  with  the  three  vesseb  went  up  until,  at  the  last  bend  of  the  river  be- 
iim  coming  to  Wappoo  Cut,  we  opened  fire  on  a  small  steamer  which  was  seen 
Kw  that  place,  when  a  fire  was  opened  on  us  from  a  very  heavy  rifled  gun, 
Mae  of  whose  shot  and  shell  fell  a  little  short.  Here  I  left  the  Pembina  and 
HuoQ  for  the  night  a  little  above  Newtown  creek,  returning  to  the  Pawnee, 
vliich  1  had  left  below  the  piles  off  Legareville. 

This  morning,  having  had  some  of  ue  piles  drawn  up,  I  passed  throngh  Aa 
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barrier  and  went  to  tlie  place  where  I  lutd  left  the  two  gunboats,  io  the  Pamiu. 
where  I  &nchored  her,  and  continned  on  in  the  Ellen.  On  ronnding  a  pmst  a 
little  above  we  came  in  full  eight  of  the  fortification  from  which  the  gan  had 
been  fired  yesterday,  when  I  opened  with  the  Partott  guns  of  the  EUcn.  ihe 
shell  from  which  juet  reached,  with  30-second  fuses  and  about  16  d^reea  eleva- 
tion. This  was  inunediately  returned  from  their  rifle,  the  sbelle  from  whieb 
were  fired  with  such  accuracy  that  I  think  they  must  have  measured  the  dia- 
tance.  After  having  received  about  a  dozen  fires  and  returned  them  rather 
more,  and  having  gained  as  much  informatioTi  of  the  battery  as  was  important. 
I  returned  to  the  Pawnee,  from  which  vessel  I  also  threw  a  few  shells,  and  rt 
sunset  returned  to  the  neighborhood  of  Legareville,  intending  to  send  the  Uaa- 
dilla  to  you  in  the  morning  bad  the  Flora  not  anived.  The  contrabands  UM  ua 
that  torpedoes  have  been  laid  in  the  river;  hot  even  were  this  not  tb«  esse,  I 
hardly  Uiink  that  the  gunboats  could  go  beyond  where  I  did  to-day  widtoot 
great  risk  of  sticking  in  tbe  mud.  Besioes  the  rifle  gun  alluded  to,  the  \mtteTj 
contains  a  number  of  smooth-bores,  the  negroes  say  seven,  the  shot  from  which, 
however,  all  fell  much  short  of  m,  the  distance  being  over  two  and  a  half  mike, 
according  to  Captain  fioutelle's  measurement,  who  knows  every  inch  of  the 
ground,  having  had  a  surveying  station  near  by.  As  this  battery  is  on  what 
may  be  calleda  dilSeieut  island  from  that  on  which  the  army  are  to  act.  I  do 
not  see  that  it  can  have  any  bearing  on  thdr  occupation. 

To  sum  up,  we  are  in  as  complete  possession  of  the  river  as  of  Port  BoyaL 
and  can  laud  and  protect  the  army  whenever  it  wishes.  Beyond  the  resch  of 
our  guns  I  cannot,  of  course,  be  responsible  for;  it  mnst,  to  a  certain  extent, 
then  look  out  for  itself. 

We  see  horsemen  everywhere  on  the  watch,  but  they  are  bcconung  «  little 
shy,  as  we  have  fired  at  them  several  times. 

The  Flora  will  take  away  a  number  of  our  contrabands,  who  are  m  little  in 
the  way  at  present,  althongh  I  think  the  army  could  findplenty  of  work  for 
twice  as  many.  The  battery  I  have  alluded  to  is  close  t«  Wappoo  Cat,  but  Hr. 
Eafford,  who  goes  down  with  this,  will  point  out  all  the  locatites. 

Captain  Marchand  went  out  this  morning  to  join  his  vessel.  There  are  with 
me  at  present  the  Huron,  Unadilla,  Pembina,  Ottawa,  and  Helen.  The  Fkn 
only  arrived  late  this  evening  as  I  came  down  the  river ;  and,  as  she  stnita  at 
daylight,  I  may,  in  my  hurry,  not  have  made  myself  clear;  but,  as  I  said  abore. 
Mr.  Hnfibrd  can  explain  eveiything.  The  Pembina  and  Huron  are  now  aboTc 
Newtown  creek,  where  I  shall  leave  them.

Sib  :  Enclosed  the  department  will  flnd  a  commnnieation  from  lientraant 
Commanding  Ammen,  of  tbe  Seneca,  reporting  the  death  of  Lieatauni  John 
6.  Sproston,  the  executive  officer  of  that  vessel,  ,^  , 
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TIk  man  Huston,  whoee  capture  was  deemed  important,  waa  a  guerilla  chief 
df  daperate  character,  too  manT  of  whom  are  still  lefi  in  Florida.  He  had  par- 
Dapaled  in  the  ambuscade  on  the  boats  of  the  Peng^nin  and  Andrew  in  Mosquito 
blet,  when  two  officen  and  five  men  were  killed. 

A  contraband  who  acted  aa  pilot  on  that  oocaaion,  and  was  wounded  and 
token  prisoner,  this  man  hung  to  a  tree  and  boasted  of  it.  After  being  wounded, 
HoataD's  life  was  spared  hj  the  sudden  interposition  of  bis  wife. 

lieotenant  SotosIou  was  an  able,  brave,  and  devoted  officer,  from  the  State 
of  Mainland.  He  hod  come  under  my  observation  on  the  China  station  in 
1S58.  He  was  dietingnished  while  in  the  comraand  of  one  of  the  boats  which 
dtsdojed  the  rebel  privateer  under  Ae  guns  of  the  Pensacola  navy  yard  in 
September,  1861,  and  hie  whole  conduct  during  this  war  hae  been  pliant  and 
■DoitorionB.     I  Gousider  him  a  great  loss  to  this  fleet  and  to  the  service. 

His  remains  will  be  forwarded  by  the  Arago.  May  I  ask  the  department  to 
kave  them  sent  to  Baltunore.

United  States  Gunboat  Seneca, 
Mayport  Mi/U,  St.  John's  river,  Florida,  June  8,  1662. 

8ii :  I  have  the  melanchi^  duty  to  report  the  death  of  Lieutenant  John 
6.  ^rostoti,  the  executive  officer  of  this  vessel.  At  3.30  a.  m.  of  to-day  he 
left  ia  command  of  three  boats,  with  Acti^  Master  J.  H.  Bodgers,  Master's 
Hate  Fiske,  and  forty  small  ann  men.  He  was  accompanied  by  a  reserve 
fime  of  thirty  men  from  the  Patroon. 

The  object  was  to  capture  a  man  named  Geoi^  Hnston,  a  captain  of  a  com- 
ptnj  of  rebels  now  in  tAe  vicinity  of  Black  creek.  I  was  infonned  that  HnstoB 
nasted  of  having  bung  a  negro  pilot  who  was  captored  at  the  time  of  the 
death  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Bndd,  near  Smyrna,  and  on  that  account  I 
nhed  him  as  a  prisoner,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  general  tranquility  of 
penoDi  aloDg  this  river,  most  of  whom,  1  doubt  not,  wonld  gladly  acknowledge 
the  aotbority  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  were  they  not  in  fear  of 
nolence  from  men  of  this  character. 

iJentenant  Sproston  landed  at  early  daylight  and  proceeded  rapidly  with  his 
P«tj  to  the  house  of  Huston ;  the  latter,  it  appears,  was  apprised  of  his  coming,  and 
■M  him  at  the  door,  armed  with  a  double  barrelled  gnu,  two  pistols,  and  a 
bowie  knife.  Upon  the  demand  of  Ijentenaut  Bprostoa  to  eurretiaer  himself  as 
>  pisiMier,  Hnston  fired  at  him  with  a  pistol,  the  ball  entering  high  up  on  the 
kn  breast,  killing  him  instantly.  Huston  discharged  the  other  pistol  and  gua 
without  further  injury  to  otir  party,  and  was  instantly  wounded  m  four  places, 
ad  brouKfat  on  board.  He  is  supposed  to  be  mortally  wounded.  Several  shots 
*«R  fired  from  Hnetou's  house  by  persons  who  escaped. 

HutoD'a  firing  upon  Lieutenant  Sproston,  Bupported  as  he  was  by  a  laige 
"Hte,  was  a  wilful  murder,  and  involved  nccesBarily  hu  own  destruction. 

It  b  needless  for  me  to  state  to  you  and  to  the  department  the  character  of 
lieutenant  Sproston,  known  as  he  is  as  a  highly  accomplished  and  hoiM>nftl|i|  ^^ 
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officer.    I  cannot  refrain,  however,  &om  ezpresBuig  my  deep  i^ret  th>t  tlie 
country  eliottld  have  lost  bo  valuable  an  officer  by  the  hand  of  a  miscieuU.

9iB :  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  a  very  iatereating  and  very  graphic  letter  tarn 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Tmxton,  of  the  Dale,  ^ving,  in  strong  and  eanot 
words,  the  condition  of  many  of  these  sea  islands  in  consequence  of  the  witli- 
dratrd  of  tbe  army  forces  to  Btono. 

The  Dale  is  anchored  in  St.  Helena  sound,  abreast  of  a  fort  on  Otter  islani 
which  until  lately  was  occupied  by  the  troops  of  General  Hunter,  while  si  llu 
same  time  pickets  were  stationed  on  many  of  the  adjacent  islands  to  give  Dodce 
of  the  approach  of  the  rebels.  In  coneeqnence  of  late  projected  movemmU 
most  of  these  forces  have  been  transfbrred  to  Stono,  leaving  only  the  Dile,i 
sailing  vessel,  to  protect  the  coatrabauda  remuning  of  choice  on  the  plinUtinWi 
where  many  of  them  had  been  bom. 

The  rebels,  through  information  given  by  a  negro  who  had  been  emptoyed  \sj 
our  army,  became  aware  of  Uie  absence  of  our  troops,  and,  under  this  mu'B 
guidance,  made  a  descent  upon  Mrs.  March's  plantation,  on  Hutchinson's  tahnd. 
ennonnded  the  honse  with  a  ferocity  characteristic  at  all  events  of  this  put  << 
the  south,  murdered  in  cold  blood  the  poor  unfortunates,  who  were  awtkened 
fiom  their  slnmhers  to  fall  by  the  hands  of  the  infuriated  rebels. 

The  department  will  perceive  by  the  narrative  how  mncb  the  gnnboiti  ue 
looked  up  to  by  the  contrabands  for  their  defence,  and  how  much  they  «* 
feared  by  the  enemy  for  attack.  Even  while  engaged  in  firing  upon  frigfataoei 
unarmed  blacks,  their  constant  dread  was  of  the  ship. 

But,  whUst  desirous  to  afford  protection  in  all  cases,  I  must  earnestly  pif^ 
upon  the  department  the  necessity  of  sending  me  more  steam-vessels  of  ligH 
draught,  and  at  the  same  time  of  calling  the  attention  of  the  government  v>  tb 
nrgent  need  of  more  troops  on  this  part  of  the  coast. 

A  good  portion  of  my  force  b  now  in  the  Stono  river  covering  the  anajr*>>^ 
I  am  necessarily  obliged  to  take  these  vessels  from  their  legitimate  dnty  of 
blockading,  and  this  at  a  time  when,  from  information  derived  from  the  depin- 
ment,  a  concerted  attempt  is  about  being  made  to  break  the  blockade,  cither  by 
stratagem  or  force. 

The  army  for  months  past  has  had  control  in  a  measure  of  many  of  the  m 
islands  In  this  vicinity,  extending  to  North  Edisto.  The  contmbauds  b*i^ 
remained  quietly  here  cultivating  the  planta^ons  under  our  protection,  uA  it 
Beems  to  me  that  the  government  is  bound  by  every  principle  of  jusliw  •■i 
policy  to  shield  them  from  these  barbarous  inroads. 

I  think  this  a  fitting  occasion  to  bear  testimony  to  the  seal  sad  eameeOMM 
ever  displayed  by  Lieutenant  Commanding  Tmxton  since  he  has  had  dtaip  li 
the  waters  of  St.  Helena  sound.

Sil:  This  moniingftt  4  o'clock  it  was  reported  to  me  that  there  was  a  l&rge 
in  00  Holchineon's  ieland,  and  shortly  after  that  a  preconcerted  signal  that 
ibe  enemy  vere  in  the  Ticioity  had  been  made  from  the  honee  of  our  pilot.  I 
iBmedkuIy  started  in  the  gig,  accompanied  by  the  tender  Wild-Cat,  Boatswain 
Done;  IiDnch,  Acting  MidBhipman  Teny;  lat  cotter,  Acting  Master  fiO- 
lii^;  Sd  catter,  Acting  Master  HawkinB;  and  3d  cutter,  Ooxwain  Shnrtleff,  up 
Hon)  or  Big  River  cre«k,  in  the  direction  of  the  fire.  Soon  aflier  leaving  the 
ship  •  canoe,  containing  three  negroee,  was  met,  who  stated  that  the  rebela, 
dine  hundred  strong,  were  at  Mra.  March's  plantation  killing  all  the  negroee. 

Aa  ve  advanced  np  the  creek  we  were  constantly  met  by  canoes,  with  two 
«r  tfarae  negroee  in  them,  panic-strickett,  and  making  their  way  to  the  ehip, 
wiiile  vtiite  flogs  were  te  be  seen  flying  from  every  inhabited  point,  around 
whieli  were  doetered  gronps  of  frightened  fiigitives.  When  about  two  and  a 
iulf  mila  from  Mre.  Mardi'e  I  was  obliged  to  anchor  the  Wilt-Cat,  from  the 
Tut  of  sufficient  water  in  the  channel,  with  orders  to  be  ready  to  cover  our 
R<n>t,if  neceaoa^. 

Oa  uriving  at  Mrs.  March's  the  scene  was  moet  paininl;  her  dwelling  and 
dnpel  were  in  ruins,  the  air  heavy  with  smoke,  while  at  the  landing  were 
usoibled  over  one  hundred  souls,  moetly  women  and  children,  in  the  atmoet 
diitren. 

Tbowiag  out  a  picket  guard,  and  taking  every  proper  measure  against  sur- 
piM,  1  satisfied  myself  that  the  enemy  were  not  in  our  immediate  neighbor- 
DMd,  the  negroes  assuring  me  that  they  had  left  the  island  and  returned  to 
Fan  Chapman. 

1  (ben  gathered  the  foDowing  particnlars  :  The  rebels  during  the  night  landed 
<n  tbe  island  from  Fort  Chapman  with  a  force  of  unknown  numbers,  guided  by 
«  Mgro  who  for  a  long  time  had  been  on  Otter  island  in  the  employ  of  the  army, 
Enmonded  the  boose  and  chapel,  in  which  a  large  proportion  of  the  negroee 
'etc  boosed,  posting  a  strong  gnard  to  oppose  our  landing. 

At  early  dawn  they  fired  a  volley  through  the  house.  As  the  alarmed  people 
^pnog,  nearly  naked,  from  their  beds  and  rushed  forth  {rontic  with  fear,  they 
«cn  shot,  arretted,  or  knocked  down.  The  first  inquiry  of  the  rebels  was  for 
tiie  "d— d  Yankees,"  and  at  what  time  we  were  in  the  habit  of  visiting  the 
iilsnda,  mingled  with  exclamations  of  "  Be  quick,  Iwys,  tbe  people  from  the 
ihip  will  be  up ;"  "  let's  bum  the  houses;"  "not  yet,  they  will  see  the  fire  from 
ibe  fhip  and  come  np." 

Haying  collected  most  of  the  chickens  and  despoiled  many  of  the  poor  people 
rf  their  very  wretohed  clothing,  and  telling  them  that,  as  they  belonged  to  the 
wute,  or  others  nearly  adjoining,  they  would  not  molest  them,  they  fired  the 
liDildings  ud  fled. 

Ai  the  people  were  clamorous  to  be  removed,  I  filled  the  boate  with  them  and 
polled  down  to  the  tender,  on  board  of  which  they  were  placed.  On  our  return 
nr  the  lemainder,  they  were  observed,  as  we  approached  the  landing,  to  be  in 
tile  atmost  confusion,  dashing  wildly  into  the  marshes  and  screaming,  "  the 
WMsh  «re  coming  back. "  On  investigation,  however,  it  proved  to  be  that  the 
fMBy,  in  full  sight  about  two  miles  off,  croeeing  an  open  space  of  ground,  were 
it  i>uty  retreat  instead  of  advancing.  On  our  first  visit  they  must  have  been 
(Bimaled  in  a  pateh  of  woods  not  more  than  half  a  mile  from  our  pickets. 

Haring  sueoeoded  in  removing  or  providiuR  with  boats  all  who  wished  to 
fSBxa  to  collect  their  little  property,  I  returned  to  the  ship,  bringing  with  me 
•Iwrt  seventy,  among  them  one  man  literally  riddled  with  calls  and  buckshot, 
(<ni(«  dead ;)  another  shot  throngh  the  lungs,  and  stmck  over  tbe  forehead  with 
1  dnUied  musket,  laying  the  bone  perfectly  bare ;  one  woman  shot  in  the  t^g*^  |  (; 
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sbonlder,  and  thigh;  one  far  gone  with  pregnancy,  with  dislocation  of  tbeli^ 
joint,  and  injury  to  the  womb,  caneed  by  leaping  from  a  second  atory  windo*; 
and  another  witn  displacement  of  the  cap  of  the  knee  and  injniy  of  the  kg, 
from  the  same  cause. 

It  appears  that  the  negro  who  guided  the  party  had  retnraed  to  tlwrn  iftft 
the  evncnation  of  this  place,  told  Uiem  all  the  troops  had  been  withdrawn,  tod 
that  the  islands  were  entirely  unprotected  except  by  this  ship.  I  sm,  ibem- 
fore,  at  a  loss  to  acconnt  for  their  extreme  barbarity  to  negroes,  most  of  wfaon 
wore  living  on  -the  plantation,  where  they  had  been  bom,  peacefnUy  tilliif  tbe 
land  for  their  support,  which  their  masters,  by  deserting,  had  denied  tfacm,  ud 
who  were  not  even  remotely  connected  with  the  hated  Yankee.       •       •      • 

I  trust  you  will  approve  my  sending  the  contrabands  to  Hilton  Head.  Hid 
I  not  been  unable  to  provide  for  such  a  lai^  number,  and  so  much  embanuKd 
by  the  frequent  demands  made  upon  me  for  provisions  by  new  arrivali,  1  tbmii 
have  waited  for  your  orders  in  the  matter. 

Last  Tuesday  we  had  an  arrival  of  thirty  ^m  the  mwn  land,  and  scaitdj  i 
day  passed  witnont  one  or  more  arrivals,  always  in  a  half-starved  cmditiH, 
whose  appeals  for  food  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  resist,  though  trespiMBg 
rather  largely  on  the  ship's  stores.  All  the  new  arrivals  |^ve  the  Mune  iccmbI 
of  the  want  and  scarcity  of  provisions  among  the  white  population,  and  of  thm 
own  dangers  and  sufierings  m  effecdng  th«r  escape. 

Though  exercising  no  control  over  the  negroes  on  the  neighboring  iilmdf,  1 
have,  ever  since  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops,  urged  them  to  move  to  EdiMo  <r 
8t.  Helena,  and  warned  them  that  some  night  they  would  be  visited  by  die 
rebels;  but  the  majority  insisted  on  remaining,  because  it  was  their  home, wUlt 
all  seemed  t«  have  the  most  perfect  faith  in  the  protection  of  the  ship,  thangk 
perhaps,  as  was  the  case  last  night,  ten  or  twelve  miles  distant  from  bcr.

Sir:  I  enclose  another  interesting  report  from  Lientesant  Commiadiaf 
Bhind  of  further  operations  in  North  Edisto. 

On  the  21  st  instant,  with  the  Omsader  and  the  Pbtnter,  and  piloted  by  Botet 
Small,  he  ran  up  North  Edisto  river  into  Wadmelaw  sound  as  £u  as  Simwoi'i 
Blnff,  which  is  on  the  mainland. 

The  rebels  had  an  encampment  there  and  some  artillery,  but  made  no  nit  (J 
tbe  latter.  A  few  broadsides  firom  the  Crusader  disposed  the  awray,  sod 
Lientenant  Commanding  Bhind,  landing  with  a  company  of  tbe  SSlh  Pnasvl- 
vania  volunteers,  under  command  of  Captain  Bennett,  met  with  no  resialaaK. 
About  thirty  tents  and  some  cabins  used  as  quatters  were  fired,  and  ■  fc* 
muskets  brought  away.     We  bad  no  casualties. 

llie  department  has  noticed  how  active  Lieutenant  Commanding  Bhind  hu 
been  while  holding  the  waters  of  North  Edisto,  but  I  reapectfidly  snlmit  th«i 
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b  ibonld  iuere  a  better  command  i^it  to  him,  when  the  deputmoit  can  do  bo, 
loiI  think  he  has  jnadj'  earned  one.

S[i :  On  the  Slst  I  took  this  vessel,  followed  by  the  Planter,  Acting  Master 
I^oiii,  np  to  Sinunons's  Blnfi^  on  Wadmelaw  sound,  and,  after  a  short  ei^;age- 
■kb,  diOTe  off  a  force  of  the  enemy  stationed  there,  and  captnred  and  destroyed 
tbor  mop.  On  board  the  Phinter  were  fonr  officers  and  seventy  men  of  the 
Sid)  Pennsylvania  volnnteers,  under  command  of  Captain  Bennett.  From 
irdm  and  papers  fband  in  the  camp,  it  appears  that  the  force  at  the  point  con- 
nied  of  the  Marion  artillery  and  two  companies  of  the  I6tb  regiment  Sontb 
Cvoliiia  rolnDteert,  and  that  the  regiment  was  placed  two  miles  back.  As  we  ap- 
pntehed  the  point  the  artillery  (which  seemM  to  be  quartered  in  some  planta- 
im  houses  near  a  mile  off)  was  seen  advancing,  and  some  ba^age  wagons 
;«Dg  off  &om  the  binff.  We  advanced  slowly  without  firing,  my  object  being 
lo  dnv  tbe  artillery  down ;  bat  they  seemed  to  halt  in  a  clump  of  woods  some 
JiEtuce  &om  the  point,  and  apparently  retired,  as  we  saw  no  more  of  them 
during  the  day.  We  passed  slowly  by  the  blnff  at  half  pistol-shot  distance, 
ud  received  a  smart  musketry  fire  from  rifle-pits  and  the  houses.  Our  nearness 
nans  lo  have  disconcerted  their  aim,  as  their  volleys  passed  hannlcssly  over 
mr  heads.  A  couple  of  broadsides  were  discharged  at  them,  and  when  the 
moke  cleared  away  the  enemy  had  disappeared.  Rounding  to  above  the  bluff, 
vtptised  slowly  down  again  and  anchored  abreast  the  rifle-pits  and  bouses. 
I  ihan  went  on  board  the  Planter,  and  taking  her  in  to  the  shore,  landed  with 
C^itim  Bennett's  conunand,  fired  their  tents,  about  thirty  in  number,  and  some 
twmt  used  as  quarters.  The  enemy  had  taken  off  the  baggage,  &c.,  before 
*e  lutded.  A  few  muskets  and  other  articles  were  brought  away.  We  returned 
to  VB  anchorage  off  the  wharf  about  6  p.  m.  without  loss,  and  with  very  trifling

Sit :  The  most  important  of  my  late  operations  has  been  reported  to  the 

^■TUtnmtt,  via :  the  quick  seizure  of  Stono  inlet  and  river  before  the  rebels 

(onU  diKover  the  very  great  military  error  they  hod  committed  in  abandoning 

"« itrong  defmcea  of  Uiose  waters,  protected  as  they  were  on  the  interior  by  ■ 
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the  dangerona  ehiftmg  and  shallow  bar  leading  into  them.  The  nrnj  dettr 
mined  to  aTail  itself  of  this  rocceeBfnl  turning  of  all  the  forte  in  CluriMtM 
harbor,  which  presented  bo  firm  and  proximate  a  base  of  opeiatione. 

Under  the  cover  of  light  vessels,  including  the  Pawnee,  which  was  Imnped 
over  the  bar,  the  troops  were  landed  on  James's  island,  the  firing  being  ifanort 
GontinnouB  for  two  days,  and  succeeded  in  obtaining  secore  poBitions.  The 
naval  part  of  the  operations  having  received  the  commendation  of  the  coo- 
mauding  general  in  an  order  which  1  have  before  transmitted.  On  ihentnm 
of  Major  General  Hunter  to  Port  Ro^al  an  attempt  was  made  in  his  abfenct. 
by  a  general  advance  of  the  array  forces,  to  cany  the  rebel  works  at  Secarioo- 
ville,  which,  it  was  thonght,  were  in  unpleasant  proximity  to  the  campi.  The 
effort  was  unBOCcessfnl,  and  the  troops  fell  back  without  bemg  firM  npn  oc 
followed,  and  returned  to  their  lines  without  demoraliEation,  but,  I  grieve  to  tH. 
with  a  loss  of  killed,  wounded,  and  missing  approachiiiK  seven  hondted. 

This  event  was  followed  by  an  order  for  the  evacuation  of  Jamei'i  i^ai 
and  of  the  works  already  erected  there.    On  hearing  thiB,  incidentally,  I  imcw- 
diately  despatched  Commander  C.  R.  P.  Bodgers  (who,  in  addition  to  his  iOM 
as  captain  of  this  ship,  has  been  dischai^ng  those  of  captain  of  the  Sect)  to 
Stono,  to  see  Commander  Drayton  and  ascertain  the  effect  which  this  new  oi^ 
of  things  might  produce  on  the  naval  force.     I  have  the  views  of  hodi  diw 
intelligent  and  experienced  officers,  baaed  npon  a  local  inspection  of  the  impo- 
tant  points  involved,  and  I  purpose  myBelf,  thongh  a  short  time  ago  I  psncd 
along  all  the  points  of  my  station,  to  visit  them  in  a  few  days  again.

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  the  report  of  Commander  G.  B.  Bslch  rf* 
rcconnoiBBance  up  the  Black  river,  some  twenty-five  miles  above  Geotgeto". 
with  the  Pocahontas  and  the  captnred  Bteam-tng  Treaty.  It  was  condncvJ 
with  the  energy  and  intrepidity  characteristic  of  that  officer,  who  was  bIh  ™ 
supported  by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Baxter,  in  command  of  the  tag- 

The  expedition  was  nndertaken  for  the  purpose  of  capturing  a  rebel  steaoH: 
Called  the  Nina,  said  to  be  in  the  Black  river,  about  forty  miles  above  Oen^ 
town;  but  after  ascending  some  twenty-five  miles,  and  shelling  the  cnenf  m> 
of  a  battery,  Commander  Balch  received  reliable  information  that  the  msebinoT 
had  been  removed  from  the  steamer,  rendering  her  possession  useless  to  ni. 

On  his  return  be  was  attacked  by  the  rebels  from  the  woods,  on  both  ndet  <■ 
the  narrow  river,  and,  thongh  hotly  engaged,  succeeded  in  retuniing  to  '^ 
anchorage,  with  only  one  casualty,  the  wounding  of  Acting  Third  AbwW 
Engineer  J.  A.  Hill,  who  was  severely  injured  by  a  Uinie  tuul,  though  it  is » 
be  hoped  not  fatally.  ■  •  •  •  •  •

Sn:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  from  information  received  from  variouB 
HDces,  I  was  led  to  believe  that  I  might  captare  the  steamer  Nina,'up  the 
Bl«k  rirer,  some  fifty  miles  above  Oeorgetown,  and  that  most  likely  I  ehonld 
fad  her  in  good  condition  for  service.  Being  anKione  to  accomplish  so  desirable 
n  (sd  as  her  capture,  and  learning,  fiirther,  that  the  rebels  hail  placed  batteries 
tloeg  the  banks  of  the  Black  river  to  oppose  onr  progress,  I  determined  to  pro- 
md  op  that  river,  and  indulged  the  hope  thut,  should  I  fail  in  |;etting  the  Nina, 
I  might  capture  some  pieces  of  "  "Waro's  artillery,"  and,  p«rhap8,  some  cotton, 
ric«,  or  turpentine. 

In  accordtince  with  these  views,  I  had  the  tug  Treaty  prepared  for  active 
Krrice,  and  sheathed  with  two-inch  pine  plank,  inside  of  which  were  placed 
bmrnocks,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  those  aboard  the  Treaty  irom  rifle 
ibots;  and  I  take  this  occasion  to  state  that  it  worked  most  admirably,  and 
thoi^  a  novel  mode  of  arming  war  vessels,  still  I  can  commend  it  to  any  one 
oigs^  on  like  service.  Captain  Baxter,  with  a  volunteer  crew  from  the  Gem 
rfthe  Sea,  taking  chai^  of  toe  Treaty,  I  anchored  this  ehip  off  Geoi^town,  on 
Ibefinenoon  of  the  13tli  instant,  to  await  the  arrival  of  the  Treaty  after  dark, 
what  we  remained  till  3  a.  m.  of  the  14th  instant,  when  we  got  under  way  and 
piwwded  up  the  Black  river,  the  Treaty  in  tow  of  this  vess^, 

Fmm  information  received  from  a  number  of  negroes  who  came  off,  I  learned 
thu  the  rebels  had  several  batteries  on  the  river,  intended  to  oppose  our  pro- 
fKX.  We  met  with  no  opposition  whatever  in  ^ing  up  the  river  some  twenty- 
two  milea ;  and,  when  nearing  the  batteries  to  within  six  hundred  yards  or  less, 
I  mebored,  making  a  stem  hawser  feat  to  a  tree,  but  which,  from  the  effects  of 
tbe  tide,  was  not  sufficiently  strong  to  hold  the  ship  atbwart-ehipe  of  the  tide. 
We  hove  up  our  anchor  and  succeeded,  after  Rome  difficulty,  in  making  the  ship 
secure,  with  her  broadside  on  the  batteries  at  five  hundred  yards  distance.  We 
dun  went  to  quarters,  and,  at  9.25  a.  m.,  delivered  a  broadside  of  shell  and  then 
o^mei  with  grape,  the  Treaty  firing  her  rifled  howitzer  with  great  spirit. 
ill  reply,  however,  was  made  to  onr  fire,  and  I  learned,  by  a  contraband  who 
h«  been  working  on  the  batteries,  and  who  came  on  board  shortly  after  we 
*«»eed  firing,  that  at  the  first  gun  the  batteries  were  deserted  and  "Ward's 
■tiBefy"  went  of  in  fbll  retreat.  We  piped  down  at  10.15  and  allowed  the 
■en  rnt,  the  beat  being  extreme  during  tne  firing,  with  the  awnings  forled; 
ttwK  we  spread,  however. 

Nnmerons  contrabands  were  in  attendance,  some  of  whom  wished  to  come  to 
w,  ill  of  whom  were  taken  aboard.  They  reported  that  the  enemy  were  con- 
tnguitig  in  the  woods  to  fire  on  us  as  we  went  down  tbe  river.  Captun 
Baxter  landed  and  made  a  reconnoissonce,  which  satisfied  him  that  the  report 
*u  tne.  Not  deeming  it  pmdent  to  land  with  the  force  I  had,  we  remained 
quietly  at  anchor,  and  went  to  dinner  at  tbe  usual  honr;  hut,  at  1.5  p.  m.,  we 
were  loddenly  attacked  by  the  enemy,  concealed  in  the  woods,  not  more  than 
eigfaty  yards  from  us ;  no  one  was  injured,  however.  We  replied  immediately 
*ilh  gnat  guns  and  small  arms. 

The  liver  at  this  place  being  only  eighty  yards  wide,  and  the  ship  having 
dngged  her  anchor  and  swung  head  up  stream,  her  stem  being  hard  and  fast 
*grinnid,  I  called  the  men  forward  on  the  forecastle,  when  the  enemy  opened 
m  u  again,  but,  strange  to  say,  hit  no  one  of  the  crowd  collected  there.  I 
Rcrived  great  assistance  from  Captain  Baxter,  in  the  Treaty;  and,  finally,  this 
'Up  BoaW,  and  we  proceeded  slowly  past  the  batteries,  which  we  found 
dewrted.  We  proceeds  up  the  river  some  three  miles  ftirtber,  being,  by  water, 
twenty-five  miles  above  (JKorgetown,  and  then  turned  about,  followed  by  the 
Treaty.    As  ve  passed  the  earth  wwks  we  were  fired  upon  by  tbe  enemr  mi 
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amboBh,  dieUot  only  fifty  Tarda,  and  BOmetimeB  leM,  to  which  we  replied  vidi 
canister  and  grape  from  ute  great  gniu  and  howitzer,  and  oar  riflemen,  wiih 
great  effect,  Uking  care  to  expose  the  men  and  officers  as  little  tm  poMiblc 
The  bluffs  were  lined  with  troops,  and,  for  a  distance  of  twen^  miles,  we  hid 
to  mn  the  gauntlet,  followed  by  the  Treaty,  which  kept  up  a  spirited  fire  tna 
her  bowitEM'  and  small  arms.  The  river  being  very  narrow,  thoogh  the  ship 
Bteers  beautifully,  we  bad  the  misfortune  to  run  aground  twice,  and  both  tiiBH 
under  fire  of  toe  enemy's  rifiemen;  but  soon  succeeded,  by  the  aasistaaee  </ 
Captain  Baxter,  in  the  Treaty,  in  getting  off;  and  then  we  proceeded  down  llie 
river,  haviug  to  stand  the  fire  of  the  enemy  from  each  side,  as  the  blu£b  afforded 
a  chance  for  them  to  fire  down  upon  us — a  good  share  of  which  the  gallaat 
little  Treaty  bad  to  stand,  as  she  followed  the  Pocahontas. 

At  3.40  p.  m.,  whilst  under  a  very  sharp  fire  of  the  enemy.  Acting  Thai 
Assistant  EDgmeer  John  A.  Hill  was  wounded  by  a  Uinie  bdl,  and  I  reset 
to  report  that  hie  wound  is  very  dangerous ;  as  yet,  however,  I  am  rejoiced  is 
state  that  bis  symptoms  are  all  favorable ;  it  is  a  penetrating  wouod  of  ihe 
abdomen,  the  ball  tiaviiig  passed  entirely  through  bis  body.  I  ueed  not  uj 
that  he  is  receiving  the  most  assiduous  care  of  Dr.  Rhoades,  and  he  has  bets 
removed  to  the  open  deck  under  the  poop,  that  be  may  have  the  benefit  oi  ■ 
cooler  atmosphere ;  and  I  am  satisfiea  that  if  skill  and  atteution  can  avail  his 
life  will  he  saved. 

At  sunset  we  passed  Geoi^town,  and  anchored  some  few  miles  below,  oot 
being  able  to  cross  the  flats  at  night ;  and  next  morning  we  got  under  way,  and 
stood  down  to  the  light-house,  off  which  we  anchored.  •         •         • 

1  cannot  close  this  report  without  calling  your  attention  to  the  adminUt 
behavior  of  the  officers  aud  crew  of  this  ship  on  the  14lh  instant.  The  eool- 
ness  and  bravery  of  my  gallant  officers  and  crew  have  elicited  my  wanoctt 
encomiums,  and,  as  an  evidence  of  their  efficiency,  I  beg  leave  to  state  thtt 
I  received  aboard  a  contrabaud  from  Qeorgetown,  who  saw  Ward  coote  in, 
and  who  reports  that  it  was  known  that  this  ship  was  ^filled  wUi  trwtpt.  TV 
rapidity  of  onr  fire  frvm  the  great  gnus  with  canister  and  grape,  and  &n 
inetantly  from  the  rifles,  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  officers  and  crew  of  ihii 
ship. 

Nor  can  I  say  less  of  the  Treaty,  under  her  gallant  commander,  who  iiiiiiiril 
to  court  the  enemy's  shot,  and  bis  gallant  volunteer  craw  from  the  Gem  of  tbe 
Sea;  and  I  desire  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  most  efficient  services  rertdered  by 
Captain  Baxter  and  the  crew  of  the  Treaty;  they  were  all  indefatigaUe  is 
their  exertions,  and  stood  the  fire  of  the  enemy  in  the  coolest  manner.  *  *

SiB:  Immediately  after  the  battle  of  Fort  Boyal  we  were  despabM  on 
blockading  duh',  and,  consequently,  were  not  preaent  when  die  reports  of  tke 
commanding  officers  of  the  other  vessels  were  sent  in. 
Before  leaving  this  station.  1  think  it  my  du^  to  tMtify  to  the  gaUaotiyMid 
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pMid  condnct  displayed  on  that  occasion  by  all  the  officers  and  men  of  'the 
Angnita.  They  were  as  cool  as  they  are  any  other  day,  and  I  was  very  well 
Hiisfied  TJth  the  precision  of  their  fire. 

The  shot  were  pretty  thick  over  and  aronnd  ne,  bat  we  were  Btmck  but  once 
is  the  hall.  This  immnnity  I  attribate  to  the  flag-ship  aad  other  leading  ships 
ictriTing  the  weight  of  the  enemy's  fire  and  being  the  chief  objecls  of  their  aim. 
Ewly  in  the  action  we  saw  the  Penguin  near  as,  disabled  by  a  shot,  enveloped 
in  itcani,  bat  still  keeping  up  her  fire  with  spirit.  We  took  her  in  tow,  and, 
imae  the  rem^der  of  the  fight,  passed  the  batteries  with  her,  in  line  with 
the  outer  ships.

tiiB:  The  department  is  doubtless  aware  that  an  attack  by  the  rebels  had 
been  made  some  time  since  on  the  gunboats  employed  on  the  inside  blockade 
of  8l  John's  river. 

A  battery  had  been  erected  on  St.  John's  bluff  and  heavy  gans  planted, 
vhich  kept  those  amall  vessels  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Mayport  mitU. 
Commander  Stcedman,  with  a  larger  force,  had  been  ordered  by  Admiral 
DaPoDt  to  look  to  this.  Having  approached  the  fort  and  felt  its  force,  he 
itr^  that  troops  might  be  eent  to  ud  in  securing  the  garrison  when  the  battery 
dnutd  be  silenced  by  the  gunboats,  and  to  alter  the  ineolent  tone  of  the  rebel 
tsilituy  anthori^  in  that  quarter.  General  Uitchcll,  with  his  characteristic 
praaptDess,  detaUed  a  suitable  force  for  the  purpose,  under  General  firannan, 
•hich  sailed  hence  on  the  30th  ultimo, 

I  hive  now  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  that  I  have  jnet  received  the 
rpport  of  Commauder  Steedman,  in  which  he  informs  me  that  the  coHiperating 
font  under  Geueral  Brannon  having  arrived  and  landed  with  great  promptness, 
tlie  gunboats  advanced,  and,  after  a  spirited  and,  as  it  seems,  well-directed  fire, 
nimeed  the  battery  which  was  then  occupied  by  our  force.  The  rebels  seem  to 
uve  retired  in  much  haste,  leaving  guns,  (nine  in  number,  seven  of  which  were 
ft-ineh  and  two  4^ioch  rifles,)  munitions,  provisions,  and  camp  equipage.  This 
loaeu  has  been  without  loss  on  our  side.  The  vessels  then  ascended  the  St. 
John's  to  Jacksonville,  and  there  learned  that  the  rebel  forces  had  retreated 
berond  that  point.  We  retain  possession  of  St.  John's  river  as  far  as  Jacksonville.

Sib  :  I  had  the  hoaor  to  inform  the  department  on  tlie  5th  instant,  of  the 
ca^nre  of  the  rebel  fort  at  St.  John's  blnff,  with  its  gmis  uid  monitions  of  wir. 
Deapatehea  from  Oommander  Steedman,  of  the  10th,  give  me  fbither  tnf<K- 
matioQ  from  the  co-operatjng  forces  there. 

A  joint  expedition  was  sent  up  the  St.  John's  as  far  as  Lake  Bereeford.  [a  dis- 
tance of  330  miles)  coneisdng  of  the  United  States  steamer  £.  B.  Hale,  liientcnuU 
Commanding  Snell,  and  the  ai^med  steamer  Darlington,  having  on  board  cm- 
pany  E,  47&  Pennsylvania  re^ment,  all  tinder  command  of  Lientenont  Cob- 
mander  Williams,  of  the  Paul  Jones.  This  force  succeeded  in  captoring  the 
rebel  steamer  Governor  Uorton,  one  of  the  best  boats  on  the  rirer,  and  whidi 
has  been  engaged  in  transporting  gons  to  the  battery. 

Commander  Steedman  compliments  Lieutenant  Commander  WiUiams  for 
energy  and  intelligence  in  the  perfiirmance  of  this  duty,  and  commends  the 
officers  and  men  under  his  command  for  zeal  and  energy. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  General  Brannon,  acknowledging  the  faear^ 
and  energetic  co-operation  of  Commander  Steedman,  and  commendiDg  the  seal 
and  perseverance  of  his  entire  command  in  all  their  joint  operations.  Such 
acknowledgments  speak  well  for  the  tone  and  spirit  of  both  serriceB,  and  I  beg 
to  commend  General  Brannon's  letter  to  yonr  notice.

of  the  batteries  on  St.  John's  bluff,  ^e  most  hearty  aud  energetic  action  « 
his  part. 

The  entire  naval  force  ttnder  his  command  exhibited  a  zeal  and  perdevetaKC 
in  every  instance,  whether  in  aiding  my  forces  to  efiect  a  landing,  the  aseeot  d 
St  John's  river  (S30  miles,)  or  the  assistance  to  one  of  my  tranqiortB  Baibcttt- 
nately  injured  in  crossing  the  bar,  that  is  deserving  of  all  praise. 

I  would  respectfully  request  that  Capt^n  Steedman's  conduct  in  tViW  expedi- 
tion may  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Navy  Department  at  Washingtoa.

StB:  I  hare  the  boi^or  to  enclose  the  report  of  Commander  C.  Steedman,  ot 
the  Paul  Jones,  detailing  tlie  movementa  of  the  gnnboats  placed  under  hie  chu^ 
ia  u  expeditioD  undertaken  to  destroy  the  railroad  bridges  near  Pocotoligo. 

This  expedition  was  oi^nixed  and  partially  carried  out  during  my  absencet 
lliDiigfa  I  was  at  Port  Royal  when  the  gunboats  and  troops  returned. 

At  Hit  department  will  perceive,  by  the  report  of  Commander  Steedman  as 
veil  as  that  of  Lieatenaut  lioyd  Fluenixi  of  the  Wabash,  our  men  behaved  with 
tlidr  Qsoal  gallantry. 

The  only  casualties  were  to  the  men  of  this  ship,  three  of  whom  were  wounded, 
one,  Oscar  Farenholtz,  Berioosly,  and  two,  David  Korrow  and  John  Barnard, 
tligbtlj.

TJnited  States  Gunboat  Paul  Jonss, 

Port  Royal,  S.  C,  October  27,  1662. 

Sit ;  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 

On  Tnesday,  October  21,  Captain  Godon,  the  senior  officer  commanding  in 
fonr  absence,  placed  me  in  command  of  the  gunboats  which  were  to  accompany 
lad  co-operate  with  General  Brannun's  forces.  The  accompanying  paper,  a 
C0^  of  which  was  famished  each  commander  of  gunboats  and  transports,  gives 
tlie  Dames  of  the  vessels,  the  number  of  troops  each  was  to  carry,  me  order  in 
vhieh  to  move,  and  the  directions  to  prevent  any  accidents,  if  possible.  The 
eonuoanders  of  the  gmiboats  were  also  asBembled  on  board  of  the  Vermont  by 
Captain  Godon,  and  the  proposed  movement  fully  explained. 

At  snnset,  by  signal  from  the  Vermont,  I  got  under  way  and  proceeded  up  to 
the  mouth  of  Broad  river,  where  I  came  to  anchor,  the  other  vessel*  following 
and  taking  their  stations  in  line.  After  anchoring.  General  Brannon  called  on 
board  for  the  purpose  of  consultation,  and  at  bis  request  the  three  lanoches  of 
the  Wabaeh  and  one  from  this  vessel  were  despatched  up  the  river  in  tow  of  a 
null  tug,  canying  one  hundred  men  of  General  Tent's  command,  for  the  pnr- 
pMc  of  lurpriaing  the  picket  guards  of  the  enemy  at  Hackey's  Point  andCatb- 
wit'a  landing.  The  orders  were,  that  the  tug  should  proceed  up  within  two 
mile*  of  these  points,  when  the  troops  were  to  be  taken  on  board  of  the  launches, 
uui  continue  up  cantionsly,  to  effect  the  olgect  in  view.  I  will  here  inform  you 
that  owing  to  the  ignorance  of  the  contraband  guide  who  accompanied  the 
Wabash's  launches,  the  party  failed  in  their  object  of  capturing  the  picket 
Goard  at  Mackey's  Point.  The  party  in  the  Paul  Jones's  launch,  in  charge  of 
Aaiag  Master  Ormond,  being  more  fortunate  in  having  a  good  guide,  was  sue* 
cMsfiil  in  every  respect. 

At  13|  a.  m.  of  the  22d  the  signal  for  getting  under  way  was  made,  and, 
•flowing  thirty  minutes  for  the  rest  of  the  vessels  to  get  ready,  this  vessel 
*d^)ed  and  stood  up  the  river,  following  a  tug  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Preston, 
*1ki  was  kind  to  show  the  way  above  the  flats.    To  'aaa  officer  I  am  much  in- 
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debted  for  tbe  valuablo  aBsiatance  he  afforded  me  in  slarting  the  eipeditton. 
The  Ben  Deford,  inth  General  Brannon  on  board,  fbllotred  close  by.  Proceed- 
ing slowly  np  the  river  (making  bnt  six  rerolutions,)  I  arrived  end  anchored 
just  above  Mackey'a  Point  at  4}  a.  m.,  accompanied  only  bv  the  Ben  Defoid. 

I  regret  t«  eay  that  at  daylight  not  a  veseel  of  the  expedition  waa  in  si^t, 
nor  did  they  make  their  appearance  antil  sometime  after  snnrise — the  canse  of 
this  can  be  explained  by  their  respective  commanders. 

I  have  since  learned  ^m  Commander  Worden,  of  the  Gonemangb,  that  the 
signal  for  getting  under  way  was  not  seen  by  him,  and  when  he  did  more,  owing 
to  his  having  no  copy  of  the  order  of  sailing  and  directions  for  passing  the  lights, 
his  vessel  grounded  by  passing  on  the  wrong  side  of  one  of  them.  The  Cone- 
maugh,  the  third  vessel  in  line,  in  not  getting  ander  way  and  then  gronnding,  I 
am  satisfied  yraa  the  principal  cause  of  the  disarrangement  and  delay  of  the 
other  vesaels,  with  the  exception  of  the  Marblehead  and  Water  Witch,  which 
ran  afoul  of  each  other,  got  out  of  line,  and  did  not  leave  the  anchorage  until 
daylight 

Upon  anchoring,  the  diaembarcation  of  troopa  woa  at  onee  commenced  &om 
the  Ben  Deford,  and  continued  from  the  other  vessels  as  they  came  up.  I  mnsl 
here  say  that  the  commondere  of  the  gunboats  deserve  praise  for  their  activity 
and  energy  in  assisting  the  disembarcation.  By  10  o'clock  a.  m.  the  whole  fbtce 
was  landed  and  moved  on  to  meet  the  enemy. 

At  the  recjuest  of  General  Brannon  the  Uncas  was  ordered  to  proceed  up  the 
Pocotaligo  and  the  Patroon  and  Vixen  up  the  Coosawhatchie  rivers,  the  latter 
vessels  to  cover  the  landing  of  Colonel  Barton's  command  on  hoard  the  Planter. 
Theee  vessels  rendered  efficient  service,  and  I  take  much  pleasure  in  commend- 
ing the  conduct  of  their  officers  and  crews.  The  three  howitzers  of  the  Wabash, 
in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Phoeniz  and  Ensigns  Wallace,  Pearsons,  and  Adanu. 
by  request  of  General  Brannon,  wore  landed  and  placed  under  his  orders.  The 
good  services  rendered  by  these  guns,  and  the  gallantry  and  skill  of  the  officers 
and  men  in  handling  them,  are,  aa  I  am  informed  by  the  general,  beyond  praise. 

From  this  time  until  aunset  nothing  occurred  worthy  of  note  within  my 
observation.  At  abont  5  o'clock  p.  m.  I  received  a  mesa^;e  from  the  general 
announcing  his  intention  of  falling  back,  and  requesting  me  to  keep  a  good  look- 
out in  case  the  enemy  should  attempt  to  harass  his  rear.  I  made  orrangementt 
accordingly. 

Having  received  a  message  from  Captain  Coriell,  of  the  quartermaster's  depart- 
ment, requesting  the  services  of  our  surgeons,  I  directed  all  of  them  to  pr(i«eed 
on  shore  af  once  and  report  to  the  medical  director,  which  was  promptly  done, 
and  I  am  happy  to  say  they  rendered  very  valuable  aid  in  attending  to  the 
wounded. 

The  next  day  (23d  instant)  the  troops  were  embarked,  and  as  each  vessel 
received  its  quota  on  board  it  proceeded  down  the  river  to  Hilton  Head,  thii 
vessel,  the  Uarblehead,  and  the  Vixen,  remaining  to  cover  and  bring  op  the  rear. 
By  sunset  the  whole  force  was  re-embarked,  ana  by  10  o'clock  p.  m.  the  last  of 
them  arrived  off  Hilton  Head. 

To  flnsign  Johnson,  who  accompanied  me  as  aid  and  signal  officer,  I  am 
much  indebted. 

It  is  not  for  mo  to  say  anything  in  praise  of  the  general  in  command  of  the 
expedition,  except  that  I  shall  always  esteem  myaelf  fortunate  in  having  served 
on  two  separate  occasions  with  that  gallant,  able,  and  conrleons  gentleman. 

It  will  afford  yon  gratification  to  learn  that  the  utmost  cordiality  existed 
between  the  two  branchea  of  the  service. 
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Id  mndnsion,  I  most  express  my  high  ftppreciation  of  the  good  conduct  of 
the  officers  and  men  on  board  this  vessel.

Port  Royal,  S.  C,  October  24,  1862. 

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  three  12-poniider  boat  howitzers  from  the 
Wahasb,  nnder  my  charge,  were  landed  on  the  morning  of  the  22d  at  Kackey't 
Pomt.  The  howilzera,  Noa.  1,  2,  3,  were,  respectively,  under  the  immediate 
mmmand  of  Eosigns  Wallace,  Adams,  and  Piersona.  Assistant  Surgeon 
McSheny  accompanied  the  expedition. 

The  men  had  been  pulline  in  the  boats  since  1  o'clock  the  previous  night,  and 
were  by  no  means  fresh  on  me  morning  of  the  landing ;  nevertheless  they  cheer- 
folly  took  their  places  at  the  drag-ropes,  and  kept  np  their  zeal  and  spirit 
throngboDt  the  expedition.  After  a  march  of  abont  five  miles,  over  part  of 
which  we  were  abfy  assisted  at  the  drag-ropes  by  a  detachment  from  the  third 
Bhode  Island  artillery,  the  infantry  met  the  enemy  in  the  woods,  while  their 
STtillery  opened  on  ns  over  the  trees. 

The  howitzers  were  immediately  thrown  into  battery,  and  commenced  a  rapid 
diBchargc  of  shrapnell  and  shells.  The  enemy  having  Allien  back,  we  advanced 
with  the  troops,  although  a  few  roands  of  cannister  were  all  the  ammunition  left 
to  na.  On  arriving  at  the  position  from  which  the  enemy's  l^attories  opened  fire, 
we  found  part  of  a  rebel  caisson  filled  with  12-pounder  ahells.  After  filling  our 
immnnition  boxes  with  theee,  we  proceeded  on,  as  fast  possible,  to  the  tront, 
where  onr  forces  were  already  engaged. 

On  the  road  one  piece  was  detached  and  ordered  to  the  left,  which  was  then 
Hrioufly  threatened.  ITie  other  two  came  into  action  with  the  centre,  and 
commenced  firing  with  shells.  This  was  continued  until  our  shells  were  all 
expended,  except  two  for  each  gnn,  when  the  order  came  to  cease  firing,  and 
reserve  oni  remaining  ammunition  in  case  the  enemy  advanced.  The  guns  were 
accordingly  loaded  with  cannister  and  planted  in  the  road.  Our  position  was 
(Lifted  to  the  rear  from  time  to  time.  Aa  our  forces  were  ordered  to  fall  to  the 
rear,  a  ahell  was  occasionally  threwn  into  the  enemy's  position  as  we  moved  to 
the  rear;  but,  aa  they  did  not  pursue,  this  was  aoou  rendered  unnecesaary. 
When  the  order  to  retreat  came,  the  howitzers  were  secured  and  moved  with  the 
rear  of  the  army.  The  retreat  was  commenced  a  little  after  simaet,  and,  after  a 
long,  weary  march  of  over  four  hours,  we  arrived  at  the  landing,  from  which  the 
boats  took  ns  to  the  Paul  Jones.  The  morning  of  the  23d  was  occupied  in 
trusporting  troops  in  our  boata  from  the  landing  to  the  transporta.  In  the 
■ftemoon  toe  launch  and  first  cutter  were  ordered  up  the  Pocotaligo  river  to 
«bdl  any  of  the  enemy's  pickets  that  might  show  themaelvea.  A  party  of 
these  were  seen  slowly  advancing  towards  the  ferry,  but  were  soon  dispersed 
with  a  few  shells.  After  remaining  here  until  all  the  troops  were  on  board  the 
Enuuportx,  we  returned  to  the  Paul  Jones,  and  from  thence  to  the  Wabash.  I 
regret  to  say  that  David  Korrow  (seaman)  was  wounded  in  the  breast,  Oscar 
Fahrenholtz  (ordinary  seaman)  acriously  in  the  arm,  and  John  Bernard  (lande- 
man)  slightly  injured  by  the  recoil  of  a  gun. 

ITie  officers  and  men  behaved  with  the  greatest  gallantry,  performing  ^wf^- 
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■ervice  with  the  alacrity  of  Bailors,  and  bearine  alt  the  hardahips  of  (he  much 
with  the  ntmoBt  peraereiance  and  fortitude.     I  am  much  indebted  to  Captaa 
Comstock's  company,  of  the  third  Rhode  Island  artiI1ei7>  for  the  asai>tUK« 
rendered  in  dragging  the  pieces.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  1  would  call  tbe  attention  of  the  department  to  the 
gsQuitry  of  Lieutenant  Jonett ;  he  was  seriously  wounded  in  the  arm  and  side 
U  the  commencement  of  the  contest.  Although  suffering  from  wounds  and  loss 
of  blood  he  showed  great  firmness  throughout;  and,  after  setting  fire  to  the 
teskI,  be  was  three  hours  in  tbe  launch,  pulling  for  the  ship,  and  had  tbe  care 
of  twdve  prisoners  and  six  of  bis  wounded  men.  I  can,  with  confidence,  recom-

Sir  :  I  respectfully  infonn  yon  that  on  the  night  of  the  7th  instant  an  eIp^ 
dition  left  thie  ship,  composed  of  the  first  and  second  launches,  armed  with  hov- 
itzers,  under  command  of  Lieutenant  James  K.  Jouett  and  John  J.  Mitchell, 
with  Mr.  William  Carter,  gunner,  and  Acting  Hoeter's  Mate  Charles  W.  Adam*. 
which  I  am  hap]^  to  inform  you  reenlted  in  the  total  destruction,  by  fire,  of  the 
schooner  Royal  Yacht,  captured  after  a  desperate  encounter.  She  waa  a  la^ 
schooner,  with  accommodations  for  about  twenty-five  persona.  She  carried  ■ 
32-ponnd  gun  on  a  circle,  and  was  handsomely  fitted  up.  She  appeared  nicfatly 
off  the  entrance  of  the  harbor,  and  I  woe  apprehensive  that  she  was  fitted  out 
as  a  privaiecr,  and  was  awaiting  a  favorable  opportunity  to  escape. 

Thirteen  prisoners  were  taken,  three  of  whom  are  wounded.  Several  of  the 
rebels  were  killed.  It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  have  to  add  that  Henrv  Garcia, 
seaman,  was  killed  during  the  action,  and  John  L.  Emerson,  coxawun.las  since 
died  of  his  wounds.  Lieutenant  James  E.  Jouett  and  Mr.  William  Carter,  gun- 
ner, are  wounded,  but  are  doing  well  j  their  services  we  shall  not  have  for  acme 
time.  The  following  men  are  wounded ;  Edward  Conway,  gunner's  mate;  Geo. 
Bell,  coxswain;  Francis  Brown,  seaman;  Hugh  McGregor,  ordinary  seaman; 
and  Charles  Hawkins,  seaman.  The  surgeon  reports  that  they  are  all  doing 
well.  A  copy  of  my  ordera  and  Lieutenant  Jouett's  official  report,  with  nnr 
remarks  upon  the  gallant  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  engaged  in  the  expe- 
dition, I  will  ibrward  hy  the  next  steamer.  Deutenant  Jouett  is  not  yet  well 
enough  to  make  out  his  report.  The  prisoners  will  be  sent  to  New  York  by 
the  next  steamer.  One  of  them  is  the  notorious  villain  Thomas  Chubb;  aod  it 
is  my  opinion  that  they  are  a  desperate  set  of  fellows.  I  take  this  opportunity 
to  mention  that  we  are  very  short  of  officers,  on  account  of  so  many  baTinc 
been  transferred,  two  being  away  in  the  prize,  two  being  in  the  schooners,  ana 
the  illness  of  Licntenant  Jouett  and  Mr.  Carter.  I  respectfully  nquest  thai 
Acting  Master  Freeman,  or  some  watch  officer,  may  he  ordered  to  this  ship.

Sli:  In  obedience  to  your  orders  of  the  7th  instaot,  I  took  the  firat  and 
tKooi  lanncheS)  and,  at  11.40  p.  m.  that  day,  proceeded  into  the  harbor,  in- 
teading,  if  we  conld  paaa  the  armed  ecbooner  gaarding  the  channel,  and  the 
iyiTar  and  Point  forts,  to  try  to  Burpriee  and  bum  the  man-of-war  steamer 
Genual  Rnak,  lying  under  Pelican  island  fort. 

We  Bucceeded  in  paaaing  the  echooner  and  two  forta ;  but  in  attempting  to 
iroid  the  sentinels  on  Pelican  fort,  we  grounded  on  the  Bolivar  spit.  At  thia 
JoDctDre  we  were  discovered.  Deeming  it  imprudent,  after  this  discovery,  to 
encouDler  BO  large  a  veesel,  and  so  heavily  armed  and  manned,  I  determined  to 
■bondon  that  portion  of  the  expedition. 

As  had  beea  my  intention,  in  returning  we  boarded,  and  after  a  sharp  conflict, 
eaptored  ihe  armed  schooner  Royal  Yacht.  We  took  a  few  stands  of  arms, 
ibirteen  prisoners,  and  her  colore.  As  our  pilot  had  been  shot  down,  and  the 
tctiooner  had  received  a  shell  between  wind  and  water,  I  did  not  deem  it  advisa- 
ble to  attempt  to  bring  her  out ;  we  therefore  burned  her,  after  spiking  her  gun, 
•  light  33-pounder.    After  this  we  i«tumed  to  the  ship. 

1  regret  to  state  that  one  man  was  killed,  two  officers  and  six  men  wounded, 
one  mortally,  who  baa  since  died.

_  sending  down  and  landing  the  top-gallant  masts,  together  with  all  tbe  span 
sparB,  hoiating  oat  all  the  boats,  and  [facing  the  honitzen  in  them  in  readineN 
for  service,  and,  as  she  bad  but  little  coal  or  provisioa  on  board,  succeeded  is 
reducing  her  draught  to  twenty-one  feet  ten  inches. 

Daring  the  night  of  the  Slsl  instant  a  position  had  been  selected,  and  a  baoy 
placed  in  fonr  fathoms  water,  and  on  the  following  meming  at  10  o'clock,  at  tb* 
firing  of  the  first  gun  from  the  fort  (the  signal  agreed  npon)  the  Niagara  stood 
in,  followed  by  the  Richmond,  and  both  ships  came  to  anchor  with  springs  on 
their  cables,  the  Niagara  in  fonr  fathoms  and  the  Kichmond  in  twenty  feet  water. 
Fort  McRea  bearing  from  the  Niagara  about  north,  distance  two  nmee. 

We  immediately  opened  fire,  but  finding  the  shells  &om  the  Niagan  fdl 
Bohrt,  boats  were  sent  oat  to  sonnd,  and  a  bnoy  placed  in  twenty-three  flset  water, 
near  to  the  edge  of  the  shoal,  distant  from  Fort  KcBea  about  one  mile  and 
three-quarters. 

At  ten  minutes  after  IS  o'clock  we  weighed,  stood  in  to  the  bnoy,  ancboted, 
and  eprong  the  starboard  broadside  to  bear.  Our  fire  was  then  resamed  wit^ 
marked  effect;  many  of  our  ahellB  falling  directly  into  the  sand  battery  and  fort, 
and  several  apparently  passing  through  the  w^l.  At  3.15  p.  m.  the  sand  bat- 
tery was  silenced  for  the  day  by  the  erou-fire  from  the  ships  and  fort.  Tbe 
barbette  guns  of  McRea  were  silenced  almost  immediately  after  opening  fiie. 
and  the  fire  from  the  casemate  gons  was  gradually  slackened,  till  at  5  p.  m.  U 
was  silenced  entirely.  That  the  injury  to  McRea  must  be  very  considenhfe  is 
proved  by  the  fact  that  not  a  gun  was  fired  from  that  fort  during  the  second 
dny's  bombwdment 

The  Richmond,  owing  to  her  light  draught  of  water,  was  able  to  take  a  posi- 
tioQ  closer  to  the  northern  shore  tbaa  the  Niagara,  and  so  far  in  tbe  mr  of  both 
fort  and  battery  that  their  guns  could  not  he  brought  to  bear  upon  her.  For 
several  hours  she  escaped  without  a  shot,  but  in  the  afternoon  a  utatked  baOtrf 
among  the  sand-hills,  on  the  main  land  back  of  the  lagoon,  opened  npMi  ha. 
Finding  that  the  rebels  were  getting  her  range  she  changed  ner  position,  and 
shortly  after,  fearing  that  she  had  been  struck,  and  perceiving  that  Iter  sieffi 
fell  considerably  short  of  the  enemy,  I  signalled  her  to  drop  ont  of  tbe  line  of 
fire.  Tbe  guns  in  this  masked  battery  were,  I  think,  rifled,  and  of  vczy  heavy 
calibre,  throwing  sheila  over  and  considerably  beyond  her. 

About  6  p.  m.  a  sudden  squall  came  np  from  the  northward  and  westward, 
the  wind  blowing  very  fresh,  with  heavy  rain.  This  caused  a  fidl  in  tbe  tide, 
and  the  ship  touching  the  bottom  we  were  obliged  to  weigh  as  quickly  as  por- 
sible,  and  stand  ont  into  deeper  water  for  tbe  night.  Tbe  enemy  availed  toaa- 
selves  of  this  opportunity  to  repair  tbe  sand  battety,  and  mount  in  it  serersl 
guns  of  heavy  calibre. 

At  9  a.  m.  on  the  following  morning,  tbe  wind  still  fresb  from  the  northward 
and  westward,  we  again  got  nnder  way,  stood  in,  anchored  in  fimr  hlboaa 
water,  (there  being  some  ewell,)  and  opened  fire.  This  was  returned  briskly 
from  the  sand  battery.     Finding  that  onr  shdls  f^  short,  ceased  firing,  and  (*i 
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lia  haaj  which  we  had  placed  on  the  prevjoas  erening  to  mark  onr  position 
had  be^  blown  adrift  during  the  night,)  sent  boatn  to  Bonnd ;  weighed  and  stood 
doMT  in,  ancluRine  in  tWHity-three  feet  water,  again  opening  onr  fire.  Our 
ahdla,  boweTer,  atul  fell  abort.  As  it  waa  impoaaible  to  get  any  closer,  (the 
■Up  touching  the  bottom  occasionally.)  I  careened  her  as  much  as  possible  to 
obtun  more  elevation,  increased  the  charges,  and  spent  more  than  an  boor  in 
tPfing  tverj  potrible  expedient  to  make  our  shot  reach,  bnt  without  snccess. 

Dicing  this  time  the  sheila  of  the  enemy  were  falling  thick  about  and  passing 
orer  ns,  some  going  &r  beyond.  I  therefore  deemed  it  my  dn^  to  withdraw 
the  ship,  and  to  have  retained  onr  position  wonld  have  been  to  expose  both  her 
md  the  crew  to  serious  injury  with  no  possible  advantage.  Our  not  being  able 
to  get  within  range  was  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  northerly  wind  had  lowered 
the  water,  and  was  directly  in  face  of  our  fire. 

The  Richmond  having  expended  her  SO  fuzes  on  the  previous  day,  and  bdng 
istisfied  that  her  guns  were  outranged  by  those  of  the  enemy,  I  deemed  it  best 
thu  she  shoold  not  join  in  the  attack.  Two  shott  struck  this  ship,  one  abaft 
tlie  fore  chains,  lodging  between  the  outw  and  inner  planking ;  the  other  a  little 
fitnrard  of  the  mizzen  chains,  passing  throuKh  the  planking,  and  lodging  in  one 
li  the  kneee,  startJug  both  the  lutee  and  the  inner  planking;  the  injury,  hov- 
erer,  is  trifling. 

The  Richmond  also  received  two  shots — one  struck  forward,  shattering  the 
nit  and  hammock  nettings,  the  other  was  a  shclli  which  glanced  under  her 
coonter  and  exploded  in  the  water,  some  four  feet  below  the  surface,  breaking 
titdpressing  inboard  several  of  her  planks,  and  causing  a  serious  leak. 

The  loss  in  the  engagement  was  one  man  killed  on  board  the  Richmond  by  a 
(hot,  and  seven  slightly  wounded  by  the  splinters.  The  Niagara,  though  so 
nmeh  exposed,  especially  on  the  second  day,  escaped  entirely. 

I  womd  here  remark  that  the  experience  gained  in  this  affair  has  convinced 
ne  that  ships  cannot  operate  effectively  against  forts  and  earthworks  unless 
Ibey  can  approach  within  a  few  hundred  yards.  Had  the  ships  been  able  to 
ran  dttte  m  to  UcRea  our  batteries,  in  my  opinion,  could  have  demolished  both 
it  and  the  sand  battery  in  a  very  short  time. 

The  prindpal  object  of  the  oombardment,  the  destruction  of  the  navy  yard, 
I  an  sorry  to  say,  was  not  accomplished,  but  the  shells  from  Fort  Pickens  set 
^  to  the  town  of  Warring;ton,  which  is  completely  destroyed,  also  the  marine 
buracks,  thereby  depriving  the  enemy  of  comfortable  quarters.

Bond  wen  fiiTuished  by  the  ordnance  department  with  any  fuzes  longer  than 
15",  Dor  am  I  aware  of  there  being  any  in  the  squadron.  Had  it  not  been  for 
a  (apply  of  20"  fuzes,  furnished  by  Colonel  Brown,  the  ships  could  not  have 
udea  in  the  bombardment.  It  is  oselees  to  furnish  shell-guns  of  long  range, 
■■nleM  fiues  to  correspond  are  provided. 

I  am  greatly  disappointed  in  the  range  of  the  ll-inch  guns,  for  with  an 
^Isntion  of  16°  (the  most  we  conld  get  after  careening  the  ship)  we  could  not 
Bfatain  a  range  of  two  miles. 

I  ordered  a  survey  upon  the  Richmond,  (a  copy  of  which  I  herewith  trans- 
Bit,)  and  shall  send  her  to  Key  West  to  repair  the  injury  from  the  shot,  and 
>Iso  d>at  received  while  in  the  Uiesissippi,  as  the  anchorage  hero  is  too  much 
einxed,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  land  her  guns. 

1  herewith  transmit  a  copy  of  notes  furnished  by  Captain  Kllison.     He 
tforts  to  lae  favorably  of  the  conduct  of  all  on  board  his  ship.    On  bowd  this 
Hip  ^  did  their  duty  ;  both  officers  and  crew  were  in  high  spirits.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  the  within  order,  we  have  held  a  careful  survey  on  th« 
steamer  Richmond,  and  find  the  injuries  sustained  by  her  in  the  attack  on  Fort 
HcBea  and  the  neighboring  sand  batteries  consist  of  two  shot  holes,  one  over 
number  three  starbonrd  gun,  cutting  entirely  through  the  swinging  booms  and 
the  main  rail  iu  the  centre  of  the  port,  and  passing  through  the  opposite  port. 
Also  a  shot  hole  under  the  starbord  quarter,  about  tour  feet  under  water,  call- 
ing a  bad  leak  by  crushing  in  the  outer  planking  between  two  of  the  timbers 
on  a  line  with  the  after  orlop  deck  beams. 

In  our  opinion,  it  is  not  absolutely  necessary  to  take  out  the  guns,  bat  we  are 
of  the  opinion  that  by  selecting  a  smooth-water  harbor  the  ship  can  be  tippei 
by  the  bow  and  heeled  to  port,  so  as  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  by  usiog  > 
coffer-dam.

Sir:  Thia  morning  the  Potomac  made  signal  No.  333,  whereapon,  RdQins 
my  boat  from  sounding  the  channel  near  Pelican  island,  in  the  diiecdoo  of  Fwl 
Gaines,  I  got  nnder  way  and  stood  for  her. 

On  my  way  up  a  rebel  steamer,  which  we  call  the  Strike,  puoted  bbdt. 
with  two  maeta,  and  very  low  in  the  water,  opened  fire  at  me  frm  vaoAt  Ae 
reef,  in  the  direction  of  Fort  Morgan.  I  stood  close  into  the  reef  sod  opaiei 
upon  him  in  return  from  my  pivot  gun  and  a  32-pounder  aft,  bat  soon  obfcmd 
that  the  shot  of  the  latter  fell  short,  and  so  continued  with  my  pivot  oaly. 

Firing  was  kept  up  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour  between  us,  the  tM 
steamer  firing  rapidly  from  two  rifled  guns,  and  one  or  two  of  (nwodi  Imr 
Several  rifled  projectiles  passed  immediately  over  this  ship,  and  adotnw 
more  burst  all  around  us,  without,  however,  doing  any  damage  to  the  bnlla 
crew.  I  think  I  atmck  her  serend  times,  when  she  finally  drew  off  asd  nm 
under  Fort  Moi^an.  All  the  forces  at  the  fort  were  apparently  out  to  witaW 
the  afiair,  and  the  tops  and  yards  of  the  Potomac  were  also  filled  for  ike  »■» 
pnipose.  The  Potomac  prepared  to  get  under  way  and  come  to  my  asnuuM 
with  her  rifled  gun,  but  the  wind  was  too  light  for  her  to  do  anything.  Hid  I 
have  had  her  rifled  gnu  the  result  might  have  been  different  to  the  idxl 
steamer.  The  distance  between  us  was  perhaps  frtim  one  and  a  half  to  lv« 
and  a  half  miles.  Her  object  was  doubtless  to  try  her  new  rifled  gnns  u  vO 
as  to  draw  my  own  fire,  and  ascertain  what  gnns  I  carried.  She  fired  £ftj 
guns,  I  suppose,  and  I  fired  about  half  that  number.  It  is  iraaccotmtaUc  l)>*l 
I  was  not  struck  and  very  much  cut  np,  for  a  doien  or  twen^  of  ha  li^ 

frojectiles  struck  within  a  cable  length  oi  me;  some  were  fuzed  and  expioiM 
judge  the  others  were  percussion. 

Yon  are  aware  that  I  am  without  a  rifled  gun ;  my  pivot  is  so  bttdly  waaiK 
and  fitted  that  to  run  it  in  and  out  requires  twice  the  time  that  it  would  if  fiQ« 
properly,  and  that  bv  a  crew  as  well  truned  as  any  in  the  squadreo.  Id  ^ 
the  batteiy  of  this  ship  is  entirely  too  light  and  very  defective,  and  onght  V>  b> 
remedied.

She«* 
captnred  by  the  steamer  Ouyler,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Winslow.    1^^ 
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&MTered  the  iras  at  uichor  a  short  distance  to  the  eastward  of  Mobile  harbor ; 
Lot.  npOQ  the  approach  of  the  steamer,  she  was  run  ashore  and  abandoned  bj 
bercnir.  Lieotenant  Commanding  Winslow  sncceeded  in  ninniog  a  hawser  to 
heinid  dragging  her  off,  but  the  enem^  having  opened  a  fire  of  musketry  upon 
iheCajler  and  her  boats  from  among  Uie  sand-biUs  near  the  beaofa,  I  am  sorry 
U  u;  that  three  of  her  crew  were  severely  wounded  before  the  retwls  could  be 
diipawd.  I  have  not  yet  received  Lieutenant  Commanding  Winslow's  official 
report,  bnt  will  forward  it  by  the  next  mail. 

At  ihe  Wilder  is  flat-bottoined,  with  a  centre-board,  and  is  not  in  a  condition 
lomikea  paaaage  to  the  north  at  this  season,  her  cargo  will  be  forwarded  to 
Fiiiltdelphia  by  one  of  the  chartered  coal  schooners  now  here.  Being  in  want 
fif  hillut,  her  commasder  has  volunteered  to  take  it  free  of  charge. 

Id  my  des^tch  (No.  13)  of  the  Sth  instant  I  reported  that  I  had  despatched 
the  iteuoer  Uatteras,  Commander  £mmonB,  to  Cedar  Keys  for  the  purpose  of 
openuing  against  the  rebels  at  that  place.     I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  she 
hi  ihit  day  arrived  here,  and  that  Commander  Emmons  was  completely  sac- 
cetc&l  in  the  execution  of  his  orders.     I  herewith  transmit  a  copy  of  his  report, 
[i^ttliet  vrilh  a  list  of  property  captured  or  destroyed,  a  descriptive  list  of  pria- 
onere,  and  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  by  Commander  £mmons  to  the  com- 
nrndins  officer  of  the  rebel  forces  in  Florida  in  reference  to  prisoners  released 
on  psrole  on  account  of  eickness.     ••••••

8il :  In  aecordanee  with  the  inatructions  of  Captfun  Powell,  of  the  Potomac, 
iIk  tollowing  report  of  the  circnmatances  attending  the  capture  of  the  schooner 
i.  W.  Wilder,  taken  in  the  act  of  violating  the  blockade  abont  fifteen  miles  east 
)f  Holnle  twr,  ia  most  reepecdnlly  sobmittcd  i 

On  the  morning  of  the  20th  instant,  while  the  Onyler  was  employed  watching 
ihe  eastern  paaaage  over  Mobile  bar,  a  schooner  was  dtscorerea  at  anchor  some 
3giit  or  ten  milea  to  the  eastward,  near  the  shore,  and  no  time  was  lost  in  pro- 
ving to  examine  her.  So  soon  as  the  Cnyler  was  observed  to  be  approach- 
ng.  Uk  seboeaer"  slipped, "made  siul,  and  steered  for  the  beach,  and  on  ground- 
lug,  was  hmnediatelv  abandoned  by  the  capttun  and  crew,  the  steamer  under  my 
soBnmd  b^Bg  at  tnat  time  some  four  or  five  miles  distant.  As  we  gradually 
hew  neaier  in,  a  considerable  party  of  persons  was  observed  on  the  beach,  ap- 
Mrenlly  engaged  in  effec&g  communications  with  tbe  schooner,  and  apprehea- 
Bre  of  an  attempt  to  destroy  her,  I  directed  a  sbdl  or  two  to  be  thrown  in  that 
lirection  hma  our  Parrott  gun ;  one  of  which  fell  quite  near,  and  the  party  n^ 
dly  diaamieared  behind  the  adjacent  sand-hills.  The  executive  officer  (Uen- 
Iniaiit  Phillip)  waa  then  despatched,  with  an  armed  boat,  to  take  possession, 
>Wi  boarded  the  schooner  and  hauled  down  ber  sails,  as  well  as  an  English 
Bmgn,  which  bad  been  left  flying  at  the  mast-head.  The  Cuyler,  meantime, 
■teaming  caotiotisly  in  by  the  lead,  dropped  an  anchor  in  five  fiithoms  water,  at 
1  coDTcoient  Stance  from  the  beach,  and  in  position  to  cover  and  secure  the 
priie,  on  which  a  sharp  fire  of  musketry  was  now  opened  from  a  range  of  low 
Mnd-hilk  near  tbe  schooner,  and  was  promptly  returned  by  the  boarding 
party  and  tfae  marines  drawn  up  on  the  Cujler's  quarter-deck,  while  a  few 
■belli  from  the  two  aAer  guns  on  tne  main  deck  assisted  in  clearing  the  beach. 
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Our  efforts  vero  next  directed  to  getting  the  ecliooner  afloat,  and  to  corer  th« 
working  parties  engaged  in  mnning  out  hawsere.  Sec,  the  light  twelve-poiinder 
howitzer  was  placed  in  our  largest  eurf-boat.  Ko  annoyance  ftom  the  enemj 
was  experienced  for  eeveral  hours,  but  our  hawsers  were  twice  parted  hj  the 
etrain,  the  last  time  accidentally  "  fouling"  the  propeller. 

About  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  having  succeeded  in  making  fast  our  largest  hawsn"  to 
the  foremast  of  the  schooner,  orders  were  issued  for  all  hands  to  return  on 
board;  but  the  boat  sent  to  withdraw  the  working  party  from  the  prize  unfor- 
tunately "bilged,"  and  wafs  swamped  alongside,  and  while  the  other  two  boat; 
were  engaged  in  rescuing  the  men  who  were  in  the  water  and  towing  off  the 
"  dingy,"  a  degtructive  fire  was  reopened  by  the  "  coast  guard,"  (evidently  re- 
enforced,)  from  their  sheltered  position  behind  the  sand-hills.  Fourof  theeight 
persons  in  the  howitzer  boat  {including  the  officer  in  charge)  being  disabh^l  by 
the  first  fire,  the  gun  could  not  be  used,  and  the  Cuylcr's  stem  being  eeenrtd 
to  the  schooner  hy  a  hawser,  and  her  propeller  still  clogged  and  temporarily  in- 
operative, the  broadside  battery  was  also  unavailable,  but  arapidandcontiminnt 
fire  of  small  arms  was  miuntained  from  the  quarter-deck.  The  opportune  anini 
of  the  steamer  Huntsville  at  this  time,  with  two  of  the  Potomac's  cnttere  la 
tow,  afforded  material  and  welcome  aid.  Commander  Price  immediately  opened 
with  his  battery  on  the  sand-hills,  while  Mr.  Shiey,  the  master  of  the  Pottnoae. 
pulled  gallantly  in  towards  the  beach  with  the  cutters  of  that  ship  and  reacned 
our  crippled  boat,  which,  with  the  wounded  men,  was  fast  drifting  into  the  surf, 
our  gig  and  second  cutter  at  the  same  time  picking  up  the  men  who  were  ewiin- 
ming  towards  them.  The  fire  of  the  enemy  was  soon  silenced  and  the  wounded 
men  removed  from  tlie  surf-boat,  which  was  promptly  manned  by  a  fresh  ere* 
and  resumed  its  position  near  our  stem,  where  our  men  were  still  at  woi^  deu-- 
ing  the  propeller.  The  hawser  fast  to  the  prize  had  been  previously  taken  to 
our  forward  capstan  and  a  portion  of  onr  crew  kept  steadily  at  the  bars  ;  and 
about  4  o'clock  p.  m.  the  schooner  floated  and  was  safely  hauled  out  under  oar 
stem. 

At  5.30  p.  m,  having  succeeded  in  clearing  our  propeller,  the  anchor  vks 
weighed,  and,  in  company  with  the  Huntsville,  the  Cuyler  steered  for  tbe  P<> 
tomac,  with  the  prize  in  tow. 

After  careful  search,  neither  register,  manifest,  nor  clearance  couJd  be  foond : 
and  those  papers  were  probably  removed  or  destroyed  by  the  master  an  "  beach- 
ing" the  vessel ;  but  the  documentary  evidence  inadvertently  left  on  boai^  ii 
believed  to  be  sufficient  to  prove  that  the  schooner  eluded  the  blockade  early  in 
December  last)  proceeding  from  Mobile  to  Havana,  which  port  she  left  early  in 
January,  bound  to  Mobile. 

All  the  hooks  and  papers  found  on  board  have  been  duly  enclosed  onder  wd 
to  the  United  States  district  judge  at  Philadelphia.  The  name  on  the  Btem  of  iIn 
schooner  was  partially  blacked  over,  but  the  initials  "J.  W."  were  still  prr 
ceptible ;  and  among  the  papers  a  certificate  of  inspection  dated  at  New  Oriea^id 
in  March,  1861,  identified  the  vessel  as  the  "  J.  W.  Wilder,"  of  Handsboron^ 
Hiseiestppi.  The  usual  "quarter-boards,"  with  that  name  in  gilt  letters,  wtn 
found  CArefully  concealed  in  her  hold,  and  a  white  "bei^ee,"  with  "J.  W.  Wil 
der"  in  red  letters,  was  also  found  on  board,  witli  two  American  ensigns.  As  i 
large  Confederate  States  flag  (evidently  not  entirely  new)  was  subsequently^  dt 
tected  ingeniously  secreted  in  a  bag  of  coffee,  an  illegal  and  unauthorued  use  c 
the  English  ensign  is  presumed  to  have  been  made  on  this  occasion. 

I  regret  to  be  ujider  the  necessity  of  reporting  four  persons  wounded  (tvo  ci 
them  seriously)  by  the  enemy's  fire^ — John  Bloom  and  Daniel  J.  £vau0,  seaunei 
£d.  Doreey  and  Thomas  W.  Johnson,  landsmen ;  Mr.  Morse,  acting  msetn'' 
mate,  while  in  charge  of  the  howitzer  boat,  was  also  etmck  and  partially  BtmiDn 
by  a  ball  that  grazed  bis  head  while  in  the  act  of  discharging  the  gnu.  Hi 
promotion  to  the  grade  of  acting  master  ts  respectfully  suggested.      , 
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Tbe  Cayler'a  stem  bein^  lew  than  tbree  hundred  yarde  from  die  beach,  and 
ber  quarter-deck  awning  and  stanchiona  cut  by  rifle  balls,  it  is  BOmewhat  remark- 
lUe  ibeie  are  not  more  casnalties  to  report:. 

Acting  Master  Henry  K.  Lapham  rendered  efficient  eervices  in  Becuring  the 
pme,  uid  also  in  clearing  the  Cuyler's  propeller,  and  has  Bubsequently  oeen 
pUctd  in  charge  of  the  prize.  Midshipmen  Adams  and  Alexander,  with  the 
txatt  aoder  their  charge,  aided  in  rescuing  our  men  from  the  wat«r,  regardlese 
«f  ihe  enemy's  fire,  and  exhibited  promise  of  much  future  usefulness  to  the 
natal  service;  and  the  officers  not  individually  named  aided  me  most  zealously 
and  «fleetivcly  in  their  respective  departments.

In  cancloeion,  I  am  desirous  of  exprestfing  my  sense  of  indebtedness  to  the 
vilnible  (saistance  afforded  me  throughout  ^e  day  by  the  executive  officer  of 
ihe  Coyler,  Acting  Lieutenant  J,  Van  Ness  Philip,  whose  permanent  restoration 
to  ilia  original  position  on  the  Naval  Register  would  be  no  appropriate  and 
tereptable  recognition  of  bis  present  services,  as  well  as  an  unquestionable  ad- 
miUi|e  to  the  public  interests.

Sit:  I  have  the  honor  te  report,  that  in  carrying  out  your  instructions  in  this 
Iwalily  I  have  been  entirely  successful,  with  the  expenditure  of  very  little 
{•a>der,  and  no  one  killed  that  I  am  aware  of. 

We  have  captured  or  destroyed  all  the  public  property  here,  including  a  bat- 
terj-  of  two  long  eighteens  in  position  on  the  east  end  of  Sea-horse  key,  with 
thmeimagea,  and  some  anuaunition  and  barracks  i  a  six-pounder  flcld-piece 
in  Depot  key.  with  the  railroad  depot  and  wharf;  several  cars,  the  telegraph 
office,  and  a  turpentine  storehouse,  besides  fonr  schooners  and  three  sloops,  one 
(my  Kow,  eail-Doat,  and  launch.  Two  of  the  schooners  were  laden  with  tur- 
pratine,  rosin,  and  cotton,  and  nearly  ready  for  sea ;  and  the  first,  the  schooner 
btag,  was  ma  on  shore  and  fired  while  our  boats  were  approaching  her,  and  after 
1 W  fired  two  shells  to  prevent  her  escape. 

The  only  other  vessel  in  port  was  the  schooner  Fanny,  (100  tons,)~partJall7 
lo*ded  wiut  turpentine.  This  is  the  same  vessel  that  was  captured  with  Licu- 
Inaat  Selden  on  board  several  months  since,  and  she  succeeded  in  escaping 
nTCTihe  reefs  to  the  southward  and  eastward  during  the  night.  I'he  ferry-Doat 
v«*  captured  on  its  way  from  the  railroad  depot  to  Depot  key,  having  on  hoard, 
UMDK  others,  a  lieutenant  and  thirteen  armed  soldiers  belonging  to  the  4th 
Fliirida  regiment,  all  of  whom  were  taken  prisoners. 

The  boats  that*ere  sent  on  this  duty  were  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  Hoff-

Sit:  I  have  the  honor  to  endoee  the  accompanying  report  of  Lieutenant 
Croaman,  relative  to  a  boat  expedition  which  left  this  vessel  on  the  evening  of 
the  24th  instant.  Althoagh  nnsuccesBful  in  its  object,  I  vould  l>eg  to  mention 
{tnm  the  testimony  of  witneBsea)  Lieutenant  Crosmon's  gallantry  on  the  occa- 
floD.  He  it  was  who  killed  or  woDnded  the  man  seen  to  fall,  and  when  the 
prru  capsized,  he  pnlled  back  nnder  fire,  and  scuttled  her.  Although  I  much 
r^ret  (he  loss  of  a  man,  and  shall  not  permit  any  more  expeditions  for  the 
present,  under  similar  circumstances,  yet  the  expeditions  have  bees  of  much 
HTvice  in  developing  the  characters  of  men  and  officers,  and  have  hod  a 
beneficial  efiect  on  the  creir  generally.

Everything  is  qniet  ahont  Cedar  keys.  I  have  the  honor,  also,  to  enclose 
hnvviih,  the  copy  of  the  letter  sent  to  Cedar  keys  under  the  Sag  of  truce  with 
Ae  pnioneis.  It  was  omitted,  by  some  accident,  in  my  communication  by  the 
Bhode  Island.  Paymaster  Heanessey  reports  that  we  have  now  two  months' 
prarison  on  board.     I  have  been  obliged  to  write  hastily.

Off  Sea-korte  Key,  Florida,  February  24,  1802. 

Sn:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  yesterday,  at  4.30  p.  m.,  a  boat  expedi- 
6in,  consisting  of  the  Fanny,  with  six  men,  under  command  of  Acting  Master 
H.  A  Hurley,  and  the  Daisy,  myself  in  charge  of  both  crews,  numbering  eleven 
uni.  aimed  with  Sharp's  rifles,  cutlasses,  and  pistols,  started  in  pursuit  of  a  sail- 
li'iat,  which  had  been  endeavoring  to  communicate  with  Depot  key,  from  the 
nain  land,  with  tlie  view,  also,  ana  principally,  to  cut  out  a  schooner  which  was 
'jing  in  the  boat-channel  between  Cedar  keys  and  the  main.  We  passed, 
Bnder  sail,  the  entrance  to  the  channel,  reconnoitring  closely  a  stockade  of 
pahactto  logs,  on  the  north  side — probably  an  old  Indian  fort — and  took  pos- 
MmoB  of  the  boat  which  had  attracted  the  attention  of  our  lookouts.  The 
Kbooner — one  with  white  mastheads — wa»  then  in  sight,  but  on  the  other  side 
of  the  trestle-work  apon  which  the  railway  is  laid  connecting  Cedar  keys  with 
1^  main  land. 

DariuMae  came  on,  and  I  had  only  time  to  scuttle  a  skiff  which  was  lying  attlJMlc 
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salt-making  station,  where  the  Bail-boat  was  anchoretlt  and  to  remove  a  qnanritj 
of  corpeutere'  tools  in  the  boat,  before  pulling  out  among  the  small  keys  of  IK 
channel,  where,  choosing  a  position  beyond  musket  range  of  anj  clamp,  1  an- 
chored for  the  night.  At  daylight,  the  tide  was  ebb,  and  it  waa  neccwary  to 
wait  until  about  eight  o'clock  before  moving.  Towing  the  prize  into  the  boat- 
channel,  I  pulled  for  the  open  water.  Tlie  schooner  had  slipped  her  ajirlior 
daring  the  night  and  wasnownowherein  sight.  Ae  we  came  opposite  the  Nnck- 
ade  at  the  entrance  to  the  channel,  moving  very  slowly  at  the  time,  agaimt  the 
strong  flood-tide  and  fresh  wind,  a  body  of  infantry  numbering  about  tbiitr, 
advanced  deliberately  to  the  water's  edge  and  fired  a  volley.  The  dietuicewaj 
about  150  yards. 

Twenty  minutes  elapsed  between  the  first  and  last  ehots,  during  whitht 
managed  to  tow  the  prize  clear  of  the  keys.  Mr.  Hurley  and  myself  were  tie 
only  ones  who  returned  the  fire — the  men  being  too  buey,  necessarily,  at  tbf 
oars.  One  man,  supposed  to  be  on  officer,  was  seen  to  throw  Dp  his  anna  and 
fall-  As  they  were  in  skirmishing  order,  it  would  have  been  useleM  for  my 
men,  in  eroups  as  they  were,  to  fire;  and  besides,  it  would  have  invoked  tbf 
lose  of  the  sloop.  When  btyond  reach,  sail  was  made,  but  the  sail-boat  cap- 
sized. Efforts  were  made,  under  the  fire  of  the  soldiers,  who  waded  out  lonn 
hb, to  right  her;  but  afler  some  time  ept-nt  ineffectually,  I  scuttled  her,  and  mt^^ 
sail  for  the  ship.  One  shot  went  through  the  Daisy's  ensign,  one  struct  bet  mi 
the  counter,  and  two  forward.  John  B.  Patterwin,  seaman,  while  pnlliog  his 
oar,  after  we  had  gained  the  open  water,  was  struck  in  the  eye  by  a  mnskel 
bullet  and  instantly  killed.  Two  shots  struck  the  Fanny.  Nooneel«wi.' 
hurt  in  cither  boat,  the  shots  generally  being  too  high.  AU  did  their  doiy; 
Acting  Master  Hurley,  Arthur  Aimer,  eailmakcr's  mate,  and  Lewis  CbettcT' 
being  conspicuous.

Commander  Stellwagen,  commanding  United  States  steamer  Merccdita,  in  refe 
ence  to  the  evacuation  of  Apalachicola  by  the  rebel  forcee,  and  also  a  njemo 
randum  of  conversation  held  by  him  with  tlie  inhabitants  of  that  place.

S[t :  I  have  to  report  that  in  consequence  of  information  from  two  intelligent 
eoDtntunda,  that  the  town  had  been  abandoned  two  days  after  onr  coming  in  by 
•11  the  Mldiers,  (some  650,}  followed  in  a.  few  days  by  nearly  all  the  inhabitants, 
ud  having  seen  the  Bteamboate  busy  on  the  river  either  re-enforcing  or  preparing 
to  cTicnate,  I  determined  to  eend  to  the  city  and  aBcettain  the  true  state  of  the 
MBe.  The  report  proves  strictly  correct :  not  a  soldier,  a.  cannon,  nor  apparently 
uj  weapon  of  war  remains ;  and  persons  claiming  to  be  the  influential  men  of 
tU  place  eay,  emphaticallv,  that  ererybndy  has  been  peremptorily  ordered  away 
by  Governor  Hilton,  of  Florida;  that  the  city  is  entirely  at  onr  mercy — they 
hare  no  means  of  defence,  and  cannot  resist  one  of  our  boats;  but  that  no  one 
remains  having  any  authority  to  surrender  the  city  or  to  ask  for  any  terms. 

There  are  still  lefl  parts  of  about  a  dozen  white  families,  a  few  slaves,  and 
some  Spanish  fishermen — altogether  numbering  from  509  to  600  souls — many 
of  whom  are  women  and  children.  The  prominent  men  in  the  conference  were 
ftrong  secessionists — petty  oflSce-holders;  many  of  the  others  are  inclined  for 
the  Union,  but  are  not  at  liberty  to  speak.  Threats  have  often  been  made  to 
bang  or  to  starve  them,  as  "damned  Yankee  traitors  to  the  south."  In  this  cate- 
gory itand  also  many  of  the  fishermen  who  have  not  enlisted  in  their  army. 
Threats  are  also  made  to  bum  the  whole  town  if  they  hold  interconrsc  with  ua. 
For  these  considerations  I  have  abstained  A:on  hoisting  the  American  flag,  or 
ginog  any  show  of  reason  for  them  to  destroy  the  honses,  or  maltreat  the  per- 
SDos  remaining,  under  pretence  of  operating  against  us  or  our  friends,  until  I 
ehill  receive  your  instructions,  as  this  vessd  cannot  lie  near  enough  to  prevent 
iheir  ourying  oat  their  inhuman  threats  by  stealth  at  night. 

The  eiodns  of  the  poor,  frightened  women  and  children  is  represented  by  the 
negroes  as  heart-rending.  Taken  away  at  the  shortest  notice — in  a  storm;  thrown 
ubore  on  the  low  hluf^  many  miles  up  the  river,  with  their  household  goods, 
funitare,  and  everything  they  could  snatch  up  in  their  flight,  and  left  all  night 
in  t  deluge  of  rain — the  river  rising  and  threatening  to  carry  them  away — with 
Nareely  any  shelter  for  the  weak  and  sick — the  most  of  them  lay  in  the  mud, 
ihiiMt  perishing  with  cold,  until  the  latter  part  of  the  next  day,  when  they  were 
taken  away  by  rafts  and  flats  over  the  deluged  country. 

The  batteries  at  the  town  appear  to  be  entirely  of  sand,  not  finished  with  sod- 
ding, ezMpt  a  small  portion.  The  one  at  St.  Vincent  I  have  entirely  destroyed, 
burning  the  platforms  for  the  guns,  &c.  Some  few  soldiers  are  at  Uiccat  bluffs, 
ninety  miles  up  the  river;  the  rest  at  Johnson's,  two  hundred  and  forty  miles. 
At  ihis  latter  place  they  have  been  five  months  building  a  fine  steam  gunboat, 
not  yet  planked  in. 

The  soldiers  an  disheartened  and  dissatisfied ;  some  300  will  leave  soon,  their 
tiiDe  being  up.  Annexed,  please  find  copy  of  orders  to  lieutenant  Abhot  for 
the  eipedition,  and  his  report.

Say  to  tbem  that  understanding  the  soldiers  have  been  witbdrKvn, 
or  have  eTacuated  the  place  since  we  came  in,  and  being  anxious  to  soften  the 
evils  of  war  as  much  as  its  due  prosecution  will  permit,  I  have  sent  you  to  ask 
if  the  city  capitulated  without  being  subjected  to  damage  from  the  fire  of  the 
guns  of  the  large  naval  force  in  the  neighborhood,  which  it  is  only  reasooaUe  it 
should  do.  Also  say  that  any  one  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  TJuiletl 
States  govemmeut,  and  binding  himeelf  not  to  act  in  hoetility  to  it  or  its  forces, 
can  remain  securely  in  the  town,  and  his  property  will  be  safe  as  long  ss  be  le- 
maine  faithfid  to  the  oath.

Sir  ;  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  23d  instant,  I  proceeded,  on  the 
morning  of  the  24th,  under  a  flog  of  truce,  to  the  city  of  Appalachicola,  accran- 
panied,  iu  the  whale-boat,  by  Acting  Master  C.  B.  Wilder  and  Actii^ 
Assistant  Surgeon  C.  H.  Mason,  with  the  first  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting  Mas- 
ter's Mate  G.  A.  Steino ;  both  beats  fully  armed.  Arriving  off  the  ciIt,  J 
directed  Mr.  Steino  to  keep  in  sight  of  the  whale-boat — about  five  hnndicd 
yards  distant — prepared  to  come  up  at  once,  should  I  dip  our  colors  twice.  I 
then  proceeded  to  within  one  huudrad  and  fifty  yards  of  the  lower  wharf.  Mid 
came  to  an  anchor,  topping  my  oars  and  keeping  them  up,  as  a  signal  thjit  I 
wished  to  communicate  with  the  authorities  of  the  place. 

After  remaining  in  that  position  for  about  half  an  hour,  and  seeing  that  bo 
one  showed  any  disposition  to  come  off  to  us,  I  lifted  the  anchor  and  pulled  in 
toward  the  lower  wharf,  where  I  found  four  of  the  inhabitants  waiting  to  meet 
me— Messrs.  Hancock,  (mayor,)  Benezet,  Porter,  and  Miller — who  represented 
themselves  as  the  principal  citizens  of  the  place.  I  immediately  made  known 
to  tbem  ihe  object  of  my  mission.  They  informed  me  that  the  troops  bid  beta 
withdrawn  from  the  city  and  sent  np  the  river,  with  all  their  arms  and  am- 
munition, by  order  of  the  governor,  but  whether  they  were  to  return  or  not 
they  could  not  say.  They  staled,  also,  that  all  the  inhabitants  had  left,  excepting 
themselves  and  a  few  men,  women,  and  children  ;  that  they  themselves  had  re- 
miuucd  to  protect  their  own  property  from  incendiarism  on  shore  ;  that  the  town 
waa  in  a  defenceless  state,  but  that  they  had  no  authority  to  act  in  any  dispo- 
sition of  it ;  that  should  the  place  ever  be  attacked,  and  any  of  tlicir  propoty 
destroyed,  the  confederate  government  would  make  them  ample  remuneiation: 
that  there  was  no  one  in  the  place  willing,  under  any  circumstances,  to  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States  govemmeat,  excepting,  perhaps. 
(to  use  their  own  expression,)  "  a  few  miserable  foreigners."  I  would  hen 
state  that  the  incendiaries  spoken  of  by  them  are,  in  my  opinion,  people  oo 
shore  of  doubtful  loyalty  to  the  so-called  confederate  government.  1  noticed 
that  every  one  in  the  place,  except  the  four  leading  citiseus,  staid  back  a  nro- 
siderable  distance  from  the  wharf,  which  led  me  to  believe  that  there  aie  such 
men,  and  that  they  are  closely  watched. 
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Bong  canviiM«d  that  I  was  talking  to  rank  aeceBatoniats,  and  b«lieving  that 
asf  peaceable  attempt  an  my  part  ta  aacertaia  the  trae  sentimente  of  the  people 
ID  i1k  place  would  be  thwarted  by  their  leading  men,  I  concluded  to  close  the 
nUetvicT  and  return  la  the  ship.  We  carried  seven  feet  of  water  in  the  channel, 
io  the  itrengtli  of  the  stream.  The  fortifications  are  made  of  sand,  extending 
in  a  Mnheaaterly  and  gouth  westerly  direction  about  fire  hundred  yards,  at  equ^ 
dktuices  from  each  other,  the  one  in  the  centre  being  covered  with  turf;  guns 
[uid]  to  be  mounted  es  barhftu.  We  could  not  see  any  guns,  however.  I 
iliiDk  «  few  heavy  guns  monated  on  these  fortifications  would  effectually  guard 
tliB  channel  agaioBt  any  ordiaaiy  fleet

Sib;  I  kave  the  honor  to  report  the  capture,  without  resistance,  of  the  city 
fX  Apalachicola  and  all  the  vessels  in  the  vicinity,  by  an  ezpeditioa  of  eight 
aiaea  boats  froim  this  ship  and  the  United  States  gunboat  Sagamore,  Lieutenant 
CommaBding  A.  J.  Drake,  on  the  3d  instant. 

On  the  30tb  nltimo  I  heard  that  the  sloop  Octavia  had  ran  into  St.  Joseph's 
bay  from  Hanwa,  and  sent  a  aail-boat,  under  Acting  Master  Wilder,  to  that 
plicc  thirty- five  miles,  vi*  the  "haul-over,"  or  portage,  across  the  narrow 
ttn^  of  land  eouoecting  Gape  St  Bias  with  the  mainland.  It  was  found  that 
Ait  had  left,  bat  iadicatioas,  from  wheel-tracks,  grains  of  spilled  cotTce,  &c., 
alMved  she  had  landed  her  freight  and  carted  it  away.  On  the  same  day  my 
biM«  chased  a  sraall  sloop  from  Indiaa  Pass  ta  the  city,  and  at  night  I  sent  the 
^dawn  thirty  miles  to  East  Pass,  directing  the  Sagamore  to  join  me  at  the 
euiisM  convenieDce.  She  anived  on  the  let  and  the  next  day  the  boats  were 
folly  prepared  for  an  armed  expedition  to  the  city  and  "Old  Woman's  bluff," 
Kveo  railee  np  the  river.  The  six  boats  started  at  9  p.  m.,  under  command  of 
iJnicaaBt  Abbot  of  this  sbip,  and  Lieutenant  Bigelow,  of  the  Sagamore, 
iaUQding  to  pass  the  town  in  the  night  and  Lieutenant  A.  Drake  and  myself 
Allowed  in  oar  gigs  to  support  them.  On  arriving  at  the  city  early  in  the 
DHni^,  WB  fonnd  the  Octavia  and  all  the  small  vessels  in  possession  of  our 
on,  and  IB  due  time  the  party  came  down  the  river,  towing  the  pilot-boats 
Cfgnet  and  Mary  Olivia  and  the  schooners  New  Islan,  Floyd,  and  Bose ;  the 
luter  loaded  with  cotton.  A  considerable  time  was  spent  in  trying  to  get  the 
tw«  ptlo(-boat4  and  New  Islan  over  the  bar,  but  without  Buccesa ;  they  grounded 
!■  seven  fixt  of  water. 

Lite  in  the  oAemoon  I  pulled  in,  with  all  the  boats,  to  thelandiug-plaec,  and 
^  an  interview  with  the  people  of  the  town,  the  details  of  which  accompany 
tfait.  I  gave  them  up  their  fish-boats  and  two  or  three  schooners,  very  old,  and 
uoly  fit  for  lighters,  and  told  them  they  could  fish  and  oyster  so  long  as  they 
*Qe  friendly,  aa  I  knew  there  was  great  distress  for  the  necessaries  of  life. 
After  trying  again  to  get  off  the  three  schooners,  without  snccess,  I  ordered 
ib^  to  be  set  on  fire,  which  was  effectually  done.  The  sloop  Octavia,  and  the 
Kbooner  Rose,  with  her  cotton,  I  determined  to  send  to  Key  West  for  adjudi- 

I  tKink  the  demonstration  will  be  very  salutary  for  the  people,  and  will  be  of 
terrice  to  the  cause.     I  hope  you  will  approve  Uie  course  punued.    Tlie  mcni 
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deserve  great  credit.     The  boats  were  gone  from  twenty-fbnr  to  tbirtj-sii 
houre,  with  almoBt  conetaut  heavy  work,  which  was  home  very  checrfally.

Memorandum  of  an  inlfrciete  loith  the  people  of  ApalaeAicola,  April  3,  1868. 

Late  in  the  afternoon,  I  pulled  into  the  landing-place  with  all  the  eight  bott«, 
ready  for  action,  and  was  met  hy  nearly  all  the  popnIatioQ.  It  iras  rcallT 
affecting  to  aee  the  crowd — principally  women  and  children,  who  had  been  ttii 
we  were  ruthless  Hessians,  bent  on  burning,  pillage,  and  deetmction — pressing 
down  to  see  our  large  and  well-armed  force,  without  any  fear  of  maltreatment; 
on  the  coiilran',  with  every  confidence  in  our  hninanity  and  discipline.  I  look 
on  it  as  one  of  tbc  greatest  compliments  that  could  be  paid  to  civilization,  to  oor 
lionored  navy,  and  to  our  sacred  cause.  The  men,  nearly  all,  took  off  their  hiB, 
and  I  addressed  them,  as  follows: 

"My  Countbymbn,  (for  even  you,  who  are  engaged  in  this  unholy,  nnnalunl 
war  against  our  government,  arc  my  fellow-countrymen,)  we  come  not  to  injure 
the  defenceless,  or  women  and  children.  I  like  the  people  of  the  soutb,  though 
I  hate  secession  and  rebellion,  which  have  brought  sucn  calamities  and  misery 
upon  all  parts  of  our  late  happy  land."  (Cries  of  "We  have  bad  no  part  in  it!" 
"The  innocent  suffer  with  the  guilty!")  "TLatistme,"  I  replied,  "bercand 
everywhere;  it  is  the  result,  always,  of  civil  war,  and  your  leaders  should  have 
thought  of  it.  I  sent  up,  some  days  ago.  to  demand  the  surrender  of  the  b^wu, 
and  to  say  that  'all  persons  who  would  take  the  oatli  of  allegiance,  or  bind 
themselves  not  to  engage  in  any  act  of  hostility  agtuust  the  United  States  guv- 
emment,  conld  remain  here  securely,  and  that  their  property  would  be  safe  as 
long  as  they  would  keep  faithfully  their  oaths.'  This  kindness  was  met  by  your 
self-constituted  anthoritics,  Messrs.  Hancock,  Beneict,  Porter,  and  Father  Miller, 
by  saying,  '  The  city  is  defenceless,  there  are  no  soldiers  nor  any  arms,  but  there 
is  no  one  having  authority  to  surrender  it;'  that  there  was  no  one  here  who 

would  take  any  oath  to  the  United  Slates  except  it  might  be  some  ' fiw- 

eigners;'  and  as  to  property,  if  destroyed,  the  southern  confederacy  would  pay 
all  loss.  Since  then  they  have  allowed  the  sloop  Octnvia  to  come  in,  and  aided 
her  in  evading  the  blockade.  We  have  como  to  show  you  how  easily  we  eui 
retaliate,  but  that  we  wish  to  be  mercifid.  I  know  there  is  great  distress  bnv. 
("  We  are  almost  starving,"  from  some  of  the  women.)  "  Well,  now,  listen  to  what 
1  have  to  say.  I  will  spare  all  fishing  and  oyster  boats,  (Thanks!  thanks! !) 
and  yon  may  fish  aud  oyster  in  the  twy  in  safety  as  long  as  no  hostile  act  is 
committed  by  the  town;  but  any  direct  or  indirect  act,  snch  as  firing  on  our 
boats,  helping  a  vessel  to  run  the  blockade,  bringing  soldiers  to  town,  or  any- 
thing of  the  sort,  will  be  severely  punished.  If  your  boats  go  near  the  mm-of- 
war,  they  must  go  alongside  and  report  themselves,  and  meet  any  boat  sent  to 
examine  them."     {Answers  "  Yes,  sir!  we  will,") 

Pointing  to  their  batteries,  I  said:  "See  what  protectors  your  soldier  Me; 
look  at  the  fort  built  in  the  midst  of  your  houses,  so  that  a  few  shells,  eveai  (rnn 
boat  guns,  at  them,  would  be  sure  to  bum  your  town,"  (Laughter,  and  cries  of 
"Oh!  they're  no  great  soldiers ;  there  are  no  engineers  among  them.")  "WeB,  I 
suppose  yoQ  have  beard  that  Pen sacola  is  evacuated)"  ("Yes!")  "Femandina 
taken?"  "Yes!"  "You  know  of  our  victories  at  Roanoke,  Spring  UiUs,  F<»t 
Henry,  Donelson;  and  Golumbns  fallen  without  a  blow  f"    ("Yesi  yesIS",   "SU-

ituMS  taken  without  firing  a  gun?"  (ThU  appeared  to  aniprise  them.)  "Naeh- 
TiUetakent"  ("Tea,"  from  the  crowd,  "and  Florence,  Alabama."  "Well,  I 
think  N«efieioD  is  nearly  played  ont."  (Great  clapping  of  hands,  and  cries  of 
"God  (end  peace  may  come  soon.")  "Now,  remember,  do  not  be  led  or  forced 
into  hoatilitiee  aeiunet  na.  unless  you  desire  to  be  severely  dealt  with.  We  don't 
rmnbe  yoar  help,  if  it  will  get  yna  into  trouble;  but  do  sot  act  against  ns. 
We  are  etrong  enough ;  keep  quiet." 

I  then  gave  them  np  the  old  lighter  Floyd,  and  others  unfit  for  uae,  and  re- 
pelled permiasion  to  catch  fish.  Sec.  A  man  came  forward,  saying,  "Captain, 
some  of  my  boys  (slaves)  have  gone  on  board  your  ships :  will  they  be  g^ven 
op?"  "Nol"  "Will  the  government  pay  for  them?"  "No!  they  have  been 
Died  to  aaaist  in  carrying  soldiers  and  arms,  in  building  forts  and  a  gunboat  to 
tct  against  the  United  States.  You  will  never  get  relief."  Another  asked, 
"Will  the  United  Statea  government  oblige  Florida  to  redeem  her  notes  when 
peace  comes  J"  "  No !  they  were  issued  to  carry  on  the  war,  and  Florida  will 
nave  no  means."  "Why,  there's  the  public  lande;  can't  we  get  Florida  lands 
for  onr  notes?"  "No!  the  United  Statea  will  take  the  lands  and  public  property." 
"Won'tyongive  up  the  pilot-boats  I"  "No!"  "What  will  you  do  with  theml" 
"Boni  them."  Aa  I  waa  on  the  point  of  leaving,  Messrs.  Benezet,  Miller,  and 
others  came  forward,  and  aaked  me  to  land  and  speak  with  them  in  private.  I 
uked  "  if  they  had  any  authorized  communication  to  make }"  They  eiud  "  No ! 
fmt  they  wished  to  hear  my  commands."  I  told  them  "I  would  bold  no  secret 
coaftrence ;  I  had  jnst  told  the  people  what  I  had  to  say,  and  they  eould  hear  it 
all  from  them."  We  then  pulled  in  line  past  them,  turned,  and  stood  out  the  river, 
firing  a  abrapnel  from  the  boat  gun  of  the  Sagamore's  launch,  away  from  the 
p«o^e,to  show  them  ita  efil'ect.  The  populace  were  evidently  pleased  with  the 
interview,  and,  if  free  from  compulsion,  I  am  sure  would  be  in  favor  of  the  Union. 
We  found  it  icmracticable  to  get  the  grounded  vessels  off,  and  I  ordered  the 
Cygnet,  Mary  Olivia,  and  the  New  Plan  act  on  fire,  which  waa  effectually  done, 
•nd  the  Rose  and  Octavia  taken  to  our  anchorage.  The  boats  were  gone  from 
l»enty-fonr  to  thirty-six  boura.  The  men  behaved  admirably.

8ll;  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  report  made  by 
Acting  Haeter  Elnathan  Lewis,  who  commanded  the  boat  expedition  from  the 
tnmit,  which  resulted  in  the  capture  of  the  confederate  steamer  Florida,  and 
vkicfa  I  did  not  receive  in  time  to  forward  by  the  Connecticut.

St.  Joteph't  Bay,  April  10,  1862. 

8ir:  I  have  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  4tb  inBtuit,! 
proceeded  with  the  boats  under  my  command  to  St.  Andrew's  bay,  to  endemr 
to  capture  any  vesBcl  or  vessels  that  might  be  found  loading  or  lying  in  tliu 
vicinity.  We  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  tlie  pass  and  landed  at  12.30  a.  m.,  rod 
camped  on  the  beach.  Having  been  informed  that  a  sloop  loaded  with  eotloD, 
bound  to  Havana,  was  lying  five  miles  up  Crooked  leland  sound,  I  dcupawW 
the  launch,  with  twelve  men,  in  charge  of  Sailingmasler  John  C.  Hamlin,  with 
orders  to  capture  her,  if  poanible.  Mr.  Hamlin  proceeded  up  the  eoond  and  uwk 
poasesriion  of  the  sloop,  which  proved  to  be  the  sloop  Lafayette,  of  PensKoU, 
which  ran  the  blockade  by  East  Pass,  Pensacola,  March  1,  and  had  been  lying 
there  since,  having  abandoned  hie  voyage.  Found  the  captain  on  board,  vho 
espreascd  strong  Union  sentiments.  Got  sloop  under  way,  brought  her  to  tbc 
pass,  and  anchored  her.  We  found  that  Captain  Harrison,  of  the  sloop,  vh 
acquuntcd  with  the  bay,  and  volunteered  his  services  to  pilot  us  to  tlic  steamtr 
Florida,  then  loading  at  head  of  North  bay,  month  of  Bear  creek.  At  1  p.  m. 
started  sloop,  with  boats  in  tow;  at  4  p.  m.  passed  St.  Andrewstown,  and  pro- 
ceeded up  North  bay  until  9  p.  m.,  when,  the  wind  having  died  away,  we  lo- 
chored  the  sloop  and  one  boat,  leaving  five  men  in  charge,  under  the  comaund 
of  James  H.  Barry,  master's  mate.  We  then  proceeded  cautiously  with  laaneb, 
first  cutter,  and  twenty-five  men.  Captain  Harrison  acting  as  pilot- 

At  3  a.  m.  we  succeeded  in  passing  the  picket  guard  without  any  alarm  bniig 
given;  at  3  a.  m.  discerned  the  lights  of  the  steamer  in  the  distance.  We  lh« 
lay  on  our  oars  and  drifted  up  with  the  tide  nntil  we  came  within  bail,  wheo  we 
were  hailed  by  the  watch,  who  gave  the  alarm.  We  then  boarded  her  io  bodi 
boats  on  both  sides.  We  met  with  but  little  resistance,  they  being  taken  com- 
pletely by  surprise.  On  gaining  the  deck  of  the  steamer,  I  received  a  pi*I"l 
shot  in  the  forehead.  *We  then  took  charge  of  the  steamer,  putting  the  of 
under  guard.  She  proved  to  be  the  steamship  Florida,  loading  with  cotton  fuc 
the  purpose  of  running  the  blockade.  Found  the  boilers  empty,  and  imm«di- 
atcly  pumped  them  up,  and  proceeded  to  get  the  fit«amcr  in  working  ordu'. 
Finding  the  engineers  to  he  Union  men,  we  prevailed  on  them  to  assist  in  getting 
the  steamer  down. 

At  11  a.  m.  got  under  way  and  steamed  slowly  down  the  bay.  After  pio- 
ceedtng  about  five  miles  we  grounded  on  an  oyster  bank,  in  mid-channel;  o^ 
every  effort  to  get  her  off,  without  success;  lay  there  all  night.  At  9  a.  m^ 
tide  veering,  succeeded  in  getting  her  afloat,  but  had  scarcely  gone  a  mile  wbeo 
we  grounded  on  another  har.  Fmding  that  I  could  not  gel  her  afloat,  ssd 
proviaious  getting  scarce,  I  held  a  cousultation  with  the  officers  and  creir.  uii 
concluded  to  set  those  on  shore  who  did  not  wish  to  take  the  oath  of  allepium 
to  the  United  States;  which  we  did,  sending  nine  men  and  the  chief  eugiiwM'. 
I  then  deemed  it  advisable  to  lighten  the  ship,  which  I  did  by  throwing  otct- 
board  thirty  bales  of  cotton,  considering  the  ship  in  a  critical  condition-  1 
offered  to  uie  pilot,  Wm.  H.  Honison,  Samuel  Dayton,  chief  mate,  and  Roben 
Davidson,  first  engineer,  S500  each ;  likewise  to  Henry  Jones,  second  engioMf. 
S250;  also  to  each  of  the  greasers,  850,  to  induce  them  to  make  every  effartw 
get  the  boat  to  sea.  Next  morning,  at  9  o'clock,  got  the  steamer  afloat  u<I 
proceeded  down  the  bay.  On  arriving  abreast  of  St.  Andrewslown,  we  ivm^ 
it  impossible  to  cross  the  bar,  owing  to  the  heavy  gale  then  blowing  from  tbr 
southwest;  came  to  an  anchor.  Finding  provisions  getting  scarce,  and  haring 
previously  been  informed  by  the  pilot  that  the  two  &miliea  lii-ing  there  «« 
Unionists,  I  was  induced  to  send  the  sloop  Lafayette,  in  charge  of  Jamw  H. 
Barry,  with  five  men  and  the  pilot,  with  a  flag  of  truce,  to  try  and  pmcm^ 
some.    Seeing  a  flag  of  truce  on  shore,  &Ir.  Bany  and  die  juloti  Unded  lai 
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me  met  hy  a  woman,  who  told  them  they  could  get  proyisions  at  aoother 
fdice.  As  they  were  going  to  the  boat,  an  alarm  waa  given  that  a  body  of 
limed  men,  to  the  nuinbcr  of  forty  or  fifty,  were  running  towarde  them  from 
the  wood^.  They  jumped  into  the  boat  and  made  for  the  eloop,  but  had 
Mrcely  gtit  twenty  yards  from  shore  when  they  were  fired  at  by  the  rebels. 
They  8Dcceci!ed  in  getting  on  board  the  stoop;  while  doing  which,  however, 
inotber  vullcy  waa  fired,  instantly  killing  Samuel  Lawrence,  badly  wounding 
Jftmea  Fioncy,  and  also  wonnding  Jamea  H.  Barry  and  the  pilot,  lliey 
irtonied  the  fire, and  succeeded  in  driving  them  back;  got  sloop  under  way  and 
mched  the  steamer.  We  then  fired  eix  shells  into  the  town  from  our  small 
ri6ed  I2-poiinder,  which  we  had  take.i  from  our  boat  and  mounted  on  the 
Kamer.  The  gale  increasing,  let  go  the  other  anchor  and  kept  ship  under 
Keain  all  night.  At  9  a.  m.  Jacob  F.  F.  Wendt  accidentally  shot  himself  in 
ihe  groin.  At  1  p.  m,  next  day,  wind  abating,  got  under  way  and  proceeded  to 
£i«[Paee.  Ou  reaching  the  pass,  and  finding  the  sea  running  very  high  on  the 
bti,  rendering  it  imposstble  to  cross  without  great  risk,  came  to  anchor.  At  8 
the  next  morning  got  under  way ;  crossed  the  bar  and  proceeded  to  St.  Joseph'ti 
bay,  arriving  at  1 1  a.  m. 

In  conclaaion,  I  have  to  express  my  entire  satisfaction  with  the  conduct  of 
tiie  officers  and  men  whom  it  was  my  good  fortune  to  command.  And  further- 
nine,  I  wigh  to  recommend  to  your  notice  the  gallant  conduct  of  Captain 
Htirison,  our  pilot,  in  bravely  assisting  to  defend  our  men  in  the  sloop  agunst 
tlie  tremendoufl  odds  opposed  to  tliem.  I  wish  also  to  express  my  heartfelt 
ikanke  to  Saitingmaster  John  C.  Hamlin  and  Master's  Mate  James  H.  Barry 
ror  their  conduct  during  the  expedition.

Sii;  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  arrived  at  this  place  on  the  4th  of 
October  iDstant,  having  touched  at  Tampa  Bay  and  delivered  the  despatches 
<ritb  which  I  was  chaj^;ed. 

I  fonnd  the  United  States  steamer  Somerset  at  anchor  off  Depot  key.  A 
beat  was  ecnt  me  to  report  that  in  an  attack  on  somo  salt-works  fifteen  men  of 
tb«  Somenet,  under  the  executive  officer,  had  been  fired  on  from  a  house  in  front 
'i  which  two  or  three  women  were  walking,  and  from  whose  top  a  lai^  white 
fi»g  was  flying,  and  aeven  of  the  fifteen  wounded.  The  force  was  obliged  to 
Mam  without  accomplishing  all  their  work. 

1  detenDined  to  fit  out  a  strong  expedition;  to  send  men  enough  to  overcome 
»11  <^)potition.     Tlio  rebels  here  needed  a  lesson,  and  they  have  hud  it. 

I  teapcctfnily  refer  you  to  Lieutenant  Commanding  Croaman'a  report  for  par- 
ticaUrt.  In  the  two  expeditions  between  fifty  and  sixty  boilers  were  destroyed ; 
lh«  houses  were  burned  on  account  of  the  treacherous  use  made  of  one  of  them 
«  October  4. 

Credit  is  due  to  Lieutenant  Commanding  Crosman,  in  charge  of  the  combined 
eipolition,  and  to  Acting  Master  Denniaon,  executive  officer  of  the  Somerset, 
in  cbarfe  of  the  Somerset's  boats,  and  to  the  officers  and  men  of  both  vessels, 
|ar  die  successful  issue.    A  Urge  amount  of  property  was  destroyed,  <^[^}^^f^|.> 
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man  was  injured  on  our  Bide.     It  is  «aid  (hat  the  Bult-worta  destroyed  wer 
capable  of  making  one  hundred  «nd  fifty  bnshela  of  salt  per  diem.

United  States  Gunboat  Tahoma, 

Of  Sea-horie  Key,  October  S,  18G2. 
SiS;  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  inetant  ai 
expedition  left  the  harbor  for  tne  purpoee  of  demoliehing  some  salt-worhe  of  ih 
rebelB  upon  the  main  land.  The  expedition  consisted  of  four  boats  from  ihi 
ship  and  four  fi^im  the  United  States  steamer  Somerset,  numbering  in  all  od 
hundred  and  eleven  men.     Two  of  the  boats  had  howitzers. 

Twenty  or  thirty  armed  guerillaa  were  pnt  to  flight  by  the  shell,  shnpnei 
and  canister,  with  which  the  boueea,  woods,  and  underbrush  were  searched 
then  the  Binall-ftrm  men  landed,  deployed  as  skinnisbers  on  each  flank  of  th 
guns,  and  the  working  parties  destroyed  the  boilers,  which  were  of  various  shape 
and  curious  construction.  The  bouses  in  the  immediate  vicinity  were  fired,  at- 
the  boats  proceeded  to  the  next  station-  Here  the  boats  covered  the  workin; 
parties,  and  no  Bmall-arm  men  were  needed.  It  waa  necessary  to  put  howiizc 
shell  through  two  very  thick  cast-iron  and  two  strong  wrought-iron  boilerB 
the  buildings  were  then  burned.  Just  after  leaving  this  latter  place  the  car 
came  in  and  probably  brought  a  re-euforccment,  as  people  on  shore  yelled  ani 
shouted  and  fired  some  twenty  shots  at  the  boats.  From  the  sound,  I  judg 
them  to  be  Minie  or  £nfield  rifie  bullets.  None  of  them,  however,  stmck  an; 
of  the  men,  nor  would  they  have  done  any  barm,  as  the  distance  was  too  great. 
The  exp-dition  was  entirely  successful — dastroycd  some  twenty  hoilen 
burned  to  the  ground  all  the  buildings  within  reach,  besides  two  upon  VTa; 
key;  no  confusion  was  exhibited  in  landing,  nor  was  there  any  departure  froi 
the  instructions  ^ven  prior  to  it ;  no  useless  expenditure  of  anununition,  and  n 
one  hurt.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report: 

Having  received  reliable  information  that  most  all  the  rebel  troops  stationo 
at  No.  4  (the  present  terminus  of  the  Fernandina  railroad)  had  been  sent  awav 
and  knowing  they  had  very  extensive  salt-works  there,  I  felt  it  my  duty  X> 
destroy  them,  if  possible.  Accordingly,  on  the  morning  of  the  4th  instant, 
took  position  with  this  vessel,  as  close  as  the  draught  of  water  would  admit 
threw  some  dozen  shells,  when  they  hoisted  the  white  flag.    Despatched  thi 
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Ws  in  cliaTge  of  Acting  Master  DennisDn,  witb  instnictiona  to  destroy  all  the 
nll-workfl  that  conld  be  found.  He  had  succeeded  in  demolishing  quite  a 
BnmW  withoat  any  resistance.  Upon  arriving  at  the  place  where  the  white 
Lf  wu  Sjiag,  he  found  the  works  to  he  very  large.  Seeing  several  women  at 
tbc  boose,  he  conld  not  fire.  No  sooner,  however,  had  his  men  got  out  of  the 
lota  to  destroy  the  works  than  they  were  fired  upon  by  some  twenty-five  per- 
MU  concealed  in  the  rear.     He  returned  the  fire.  Rilling  and  wounding  several. 

The  p»ity  that  had  been  sent  with  the  howitzer,  not  being  able  to  get  up 
from  the  tide's  falling,  I  recalled  them.  They  destroyed  several  barrels  of  Bait, 
t  number  of  boats,  and  captured  one  launch  and  a  large  flat. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  crew  was  all  that  could  be  desired. 

On  the  moming  of  the  fith,  the  Tahoma  having  arrived,  a  much  larger  expe- 
ima  was  fitted  out,  which  proved  perfectly  enccessful,  without  mceiing  with 
DDcb  resistance. 

The  whole  number  of  salt-boilers  destroyed  in  the  two  days  hy  the  two 
piitira  was  between  fifty  and  sixty,  some  of  them  making  as  high  as  five  bushels 
per  day;  and  fixini  all  the  information  I  can  obtain  from  contrabands,  they  were 
miking  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  bushels  every  twenty-four  hours,  work- 
ing night  and  day. 

Endoeed  I  send  the  report  of  the  surgeon  of  the  casualties  of  the  fourth,

Captain  D.  G.  Farragut  Bailed  from  Hampton  roads,  in  tbe  United  Suta 
steamer  Hartford,  on  the  3d  day  of  February,  1862,  to  aeeome  the  datiea  of 
flag-officer  of  the  Western  Gnlf  blockading  Bqnadron.  In  addition  to  the  ordi- 
nary blockading  dnties,  he  waa  specially  cbai^d  with  the  reduclbn  of  the 
defences  guarding  tbe  approaches  to  New  Orleani,  and  tbe  taking  poiaessioB 
of  that  city,  as  will  be  seen  by  tbe  following  extracts  from  hif  confideotiil 
instmctiona : 

NaVV  Dspartment,  January  20, 1862. 

Sir  :  Wbet)  the  Hartford  is  in  all  respects  ready  for  sen  you  will  pn>c«fd  to 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  with  all  possible  despatch,  and  communicate  with  Flag- 
Officer  W.  W.  McKean,  who  is  directed  by  tbe  enclosed  despatch  to  tnmefer  to 
you  the  command  of  tbe  Weetem  Gulf  blockading  squadron.  ■  •  •  •  • 
*  *  There  will  be  attached  to  your  squadron  a  fleet  of  bomb-vesaeU,  mi 
armed  steamers  enough  to  manage  them,  all  under  command  of  Commander  D. 
D.  Porter,  who  will  he  directed  to  report  to  you.  As  fast  as  these  vessela  are  pil 
ready  they  will  be  eent  to  Key  West  to  await  tbe  arrival  of  all,  and  the  com- 
manding officers,  who  will  be  permitted  to  organize  and  practice  with  then  at 
that  port. 

When  these  formidable  mortars  arrive,  and  you  are  completely  r(»ady,  ym 
will  collect  such  vessels  as  can  he  spared  from  the  blockade  and  proceed  up  the 
Mississippi  river,  and  reduce  the  defences  which  guard  tbe  approaches  to  Kc 
Orleans,  when  you  will  appear  off  that  city  and  take  possession  of  it  under  ibe 
guns  of  your  squadron,  and  hoist  the  American  flag  therein,  keeping  poeseNion 
until  troops  can  be  eent  to  yon.  If  the  Mi^sieaippi  expedition  from  Cairo  ehall 
not  have  descended  the  river,  yon  will  take  advantage  of  tbe  panic  to  poiii  • 
I  strong  force  up  the  river  to  take  all  their  defences  in  the  rear.  As  yon  hare 
expressed  yourself  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  force  given  to  yon,  and  as  muT 
more  powerful  vessels  will  bo  added  before  you  can  commence  operations,  the 
department  and  the  country  will  require  of  you  snccess.  •  *  •  •  There 
are  other  operations,  of  minor  importance,  which  will  commend  themselru  u 
your  judgment  and  skill,  hut  which  must  not  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  tbe 
great  object  in  view — tbe  certain  capture  of  tbe  city  of  New  Orleans. 

Destroy  the  armed  barriers  which  these  deluded  people  have  raised  up  agiiiul 
the  power  of  the  United  States  government,  and  shoot  down  those  who  wir 
against  tbe  Union;  but  cultivate  with  cordiality  tbe  fitst  returning  reason,  whidi 
is  sure  to  follow  your  success.

Sib  :  I  enclose  to  yon  herewith  sketeliea  from  the  United  States  EnginMi 

bureau  relative  to  the  worlts  on  tbe  MtssisBippi  river;  also  a  mcmomndum  fir- 

pared  by  General  Barnard,  United  States  army,  who  constructed  Fort  St.  Ffatlip. 

The  most  important  operation  of  the  war  is  confided  to  yoiuself  and,yonr  bnn 
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:,  and  every  light  poHsible  to  obtain  ehonld  be  caref^illy  considered 
bdbre  putting  into  operation  tbe  plan  which  your  judgment  dictates. 

It  is  reported  that  nineteen  feet  of  water  can  be  carried  over  tbe  bar.  If  tbia 
be  true,  ibe  frigate  Afiesissippi  can  be  got  over  wilboat  much  difficulty.  The 
Colorado  draws  aboat  twenty -two  feet ;  she  lightens  one  inch  to  twenty-four 
tons;  ber  keel  is  abont  two  feet  deep.  The  frigate  Wabash,  when  in  New 
York,  in  1858,  drew,  without  her  spar-aeck  guns,  Btores,  water-casks,  tanks,  and 
coal,  (excepting  thirty  tons,)  af^,  twenty  feet  four  inches;  forward,  sixteen 
fm ;  or,  on  an  even  keel,  eighteen  feet  four  inches.  Tliis  would  indicate  a  very 
:  for  this  noble  vessel ;  and  if  it  be  pottihh  to  get  these  two 
',  and  perhaps  a  sailing  vessel  also,  you  will  take  care  to  use  every 
tieraon  ro  ao  so.  Tbe  powerful  tngs  in  the  bomb  flotilla  will  afford  the  ncces- 
uxj  pulling  power.  The  tops  of  these  large  steamers  are  from  thirty  to  fifty 
feet  above  the  fort,  and  command  tbe  parapets  and  interior  completely  with 
hovitzers  and  musketry.  Tbe  Wacbusett,  at  Boston  ;  the  Oneida,  Richmond, 
Vuona,  and  Dakota,  at  New  York ;  and  the  Iroquois,  from  the  Weal  Indies. 
MP  ordered  to  report  to  you,  with  all  practicable  despatch,  and  every  gunboat 
»birh  can  be  got  ready  in  time  will  have  tbe  same  orders.  All  of  the  bomb- 
Tueels  have  sailed,  and  the  steamers  to  accompany  them  are  being  prepared 
vitb  great  despatch.     It  is  believed  the  last  will  be  off  by  the  16th  instant. 

Eighteen  thousand  men  are  being  sent  to  the  Gulf  to  co-operate  in  tbe  move- 
ments which  wilt  give  to  the  arms  of  tbe  United  States  full  possession  of  the 
porta  within  the  limits  of  your  command.  You  will,  however,  canr  out  your 
initmrtioDs  with  regard  to  the  Mississippi  and  Uobile  without  any  delay  beyond 
that  imposed  upon  you  by  your  own  careful  preparation.  A  division  from  Ship 
(fltnd  will  probably  be  ready  to  occupy  the  forts  that  will  fall  into  your  hands. 
Tbe  department  relies  npon  your  skill  to  give  direction  to  the  powerful  force 
placed  at  your  disposal,  and  upon  your  personal  character  to  infuse  a  hearty 
co-operation  amongst  your  officers,  free  from  unworthy  jealoiuies.  If  BUccessful, 
vna  open  the  way  to  the  sea  for  the  great  west,  never  again  to  be  closed.  The 
rebellion  will  be  riven  in  the  centre,  and  the  flag  to  which  you  have  been  so 
UthM  wUI  recover  its  supremacy  in  every  State.

Captain  Fanagut  arrived  at  Ship  island  on  the  20th  of  February,  having 
been  detained  some  time  at  Key  West.  He  immediately  commenced  arran^ng 
bii  squadron  with  a  view  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  special  duty  assigned 
liiffl.  The  difficulties  encountered  in  getting  the  larger  vessels  over  tbe  bar 
were  greater  than  was  anticipated.  On  the  12th  March  the  flag-officer  wrote

fill :  I  herewith  enclose  the  views  of  Captain  Bailey,  who,  like  myself,  thinks 
il  impowible  to  get  the  Colorado  over  tbe  bar  of  the  Mississippi.  1  have  also 
leen  working  baM  at  Pass  i  I'Outre  with  a  good  pilot,  trying  to  get  the  Brook- 
Itb  over  that  bar,  and,  after  geltmg  her  off  on  tbe  11th,  I  gave  it  up,  as  we 
mold  not  get  more  than  twelve  feet  at  tbe  sboalest  pass.  I  then  came  down  to 
tbii  pua  with  ber,  where  Mr.  Halter,  our  Coast  Survey  assistant,  had  examined 
tnd  ably  buoyed  the  bar;  and  1  am  happy  to  say  the  Brooklyn  passed  overt 
only  grooading  once,  bnt  got  off  in  less  than  an  hour.     She  drew  at  the  d^a  I . . 
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fifteen  feet  water.     Captain  Craven  hae  been  nnremitting  in  bia  exertions  to  get 
hie  ship  over  the  bar,  but  we  have  not  found  the  water  formerly  carried  orcr 
tlieec  Wb  ;  no  doubt  for  the  reason  that  the  daily  paaeing  of  large  ships  kept 
the  channel  open.     It  does  not  appear  to  be  the  opinion  of  either  Ur.  Ualter 
(Coast  Survey  assistant)  or  the  pUots  that  the  Colorado  can  possibly  pass  tb« 
bar,  and  it  is  very  doubtful  if  the  Misaissippi  will  be  gotten  over;  bat  we  will 
Boon  be  able  to  decide  by  actual  trial.     I  now  have  at  the  bead  of  the  panes 
the  following  forces:  Brooklyn  and  three  gunboats.     All  intercourse  is  stopped 
between  the  city  and  bar,    ••••••• 

Ca])tain  Bell  has  just  returned  from  a  reconnoissance  of  the  river  up  as  high  u 
widiin  about  five  miles  of  the  forts,  where  be  saw  and  chased  up  two  steamtn 
above  the  forts,  where  four  more  steamers  and  six  schooners  were  lying.  Onr 
flag  is  now,  I  hope,  permanently  hoisted  on  Louisiana  soil.

Sib  1  I  regret  to  state  that,  after  learning  the  state  of  the  bars  at  the  mottlh! 
of  the  Mississippi,  it  has  been  deemed  perfectly  impracticable  to  get  the  Colorado 
over  either  of  them,  and  the  idea  has  therefore  been  abandoned.     *  •        ■ 

We  have  had  great  difficulty  in  reducing  the  draught  of  the  steamers  Pensacnk 
and  Mississippi  sufficiently  to  get  them  over.  The  latter  will  be  takm  lo  the 
bar  with  nothing  in  her  but  sufficient  coal  to  accomplish  that  object,  and  will 
then  have  to  be  pulled  throngb  at  least  one  foot  of  mud  by  the  tugs.  Captain 
Porter's  tug-boats  Clinton  and  Westfieid  arrived  to-night,  very  much  to  oar 
relief,  as  we  had  feared  for  their  safety.         •  •  •  •  • 

Aa  Captain  Porter  has  arrived  with  his  mortar  fleet,  I  shall  push  things  for- 
ward with  all  possible  despatch.  Two  of  the  large  ships  now  occupy  the  head 
of  the  passes,  with  lour  gunboats,  and  I  shall  take  the  remaining  three  dovm 
with  me  when  I  leave  this  place,  which  will  be  in  a  day  or  two. 

My  presence  here  baa  been  made  necessary  to  attend  to  some  of  the  details 
of  the  si^uadron.  Preparations  have  been  materially  retarded  in  this  qoarter  by 
the  continuance  of  heavy  winds  ever  since  this  month  set  in ;  but  be  asHUvd 
that  every  exertion  will  be  made  to  expedite  our  work.

On  the  28th  of  March  Fleet  Captain  H.  H.  Bell  made  a  reconnoissance  of 
Hississippi  river  from  the  head  of  the  passes  to  the  forts.  The  following  is  his 
report! 

United  States  Ship  Hartford, 
Head  of  Pauet.  Mintiuippi,  March  28,  IBQS. 
Sib  :  I  proceeded  to-day,  in  the  Kennebec,  accompanied  by  the  Wissahirkoa. 
to  examine  the  river  and  the  forts  at  the  bead.  The  left  or  east  book,  all  the 
way  up,  ia  quite  clear  of  trees  and  bushes;  no  houses  appear  before  the  nit- 
works  are  approached,  and  these  are  abandoned  except  by  one  family.  Tbe 
right  or  west  bank  is  better  wooded,  and  quite  thickly,  for  four  milea  bdow 
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Fort  Jackson.    A.  few  dilapidated  hotuee  and  some  cattle  were  observed  also, 
m  both  baDks,  from  the  salt-wnrks  np  to  the  forts. 

No  steamer  appeared  in  view  until  the  forts  became  visible.  Shortly  after 
tk  Star  ran  ont  a  little  distance  below  the  boom,  but  speedily  retreated  above 
ica^,  pofsjng  np  close  to  the  Jackson  bank.  One  20-pounder  rifle  was  fired 
It  ber,  bat  fell  very  short ;  she  seems  to  carry  no  cotton  now.  I  approached 
tlip  forts  st  extreme  range  of  their  guns,  keeping  on  the  left  or  east  bank  of  the 
rivM.  Four  gnna  from  Jackson  and  two  from  St.  Philip  opened  fire  upon  us,' 
throwing  eliells  which  exploded  by  concussion,  very  few  of  them  failing.  The 
1*0  gant  from  St.  Philip  reached  as  far  down  the  river  as  any  from  Jackson. 
The  trees  and  boshee  on  the  right  or  west  bank  were  cleared  away  from  Jack- 
no  t>)  the  extreme  range  of  their  guns  down  the  ri 


On  the  bend  below  Jackson  a  point  makes  outi  upon  which  there  is  something 
Kkea  roDnd  fort;  and  I  thought  I  observed  there  three  embrasures,  but  no  guns. 
Il«iveei]  this  point  and  Jackson,  apparently  nnder  the  guns  of  the  exterior 
votk,  is  the  starting-point  of  the  boom  or  obstruction,  consisting  of  a  raft  of  Ir^ 
md  eight  halks  moored  abreast,  from  fifty  to  eighty  yards  apart,  and  extending 
KToet  the  river  to  about  half  a  mile  below  St.  Philip ;  the  raft  lies  between  the 
hnk  on  the  Jackson  side  and  the  bnlke.  On  shore,  near  the  raft,  are  two 
nnctniee  wliicb  1  inferred  were  windlasses  for  tautening  the  cable ;  here  the 
■tunetfi  pass  through.  I  conld  discern  nothing  extending  from  hulk  to  hulk, 
Boraoy thing  like  fire-rafts.  Observed  at  the  forts  two  steamers  with  steam  up, 
no  bsj-ks,  and  a  schooner.  One  of  the  boom  bulks,  second  from  the  left  bank, 
(net,)  had  one  mast  standing;  the  masts  were  out  of  all  the  others.  The  two 
fortg  fired  from  twenty  to  twenty  five  shots  at  us,  well  directed,  some  of  them 
(tlliag  within  half  a  cable's  length  of  ns.  I  observed  them  about  half  an  hour, 
ud  tlien  turned  down  the  river  without  firing  at  them,  the  range  of  our  guns 
^KSSig  no  better  than  theirs.

Rig  in  the  flying  jib-boom,  and  UsA  ill 
the  epars  and  rigging,  except  what  are  neceeeary  for  the  three  topsails,  fonwl 
jib,  and  spanker.  Trice  up  to  the  topmast  stays  or  laod  the  wbisken,  tai 
bring  all  the  rigging  into  the  bowsprit,  so  that  there  shall  be  nothing  in  tfar 
range  of  the  direct  fire  ahead. 

Make  arrangements,  if  possible,  to  monnt  one  or  two  gnns  on  the  poopand 
top-gallant  forecastle;  in  other  words,  be  prepared  to  nse  as  many  guiu  u  pic- 
Bible  ahead  and  astern,  to  protect  yourself  against  the  enemy's  gunboita  vd 
batteries,  bearing  in  mind  that  yon  will  always  have  to  ride  head  to  the  cuirpI. 
and  can  only  avail  yoorself  of  tbe  sheer  of  the  helm  to  point  a  broadcidtpi 
more  than  throe  points  forward  of  the  beam. 

Have  a  ked^  in  the  mizzen  chains  (or  any  convenient  place)  on  the^ntrtn. 
with  a  hawser  Dent  and  leading  throngh  in  the  stem  chock,  ready  for  sDy  mk- 
gency ;  also  grapnels  in  the  boats,  ready  to  hook  on  to,  and  to  tow  off.  wr-akip- 
Trim  your  vessel  a  few  inches  by  the  head,  so  that  if  she  tonches  tbe  botna 
she  will  not  swing  head  down  the  river.  Put  yonr  boat  faowitaers  in  Um  bn^ 
maintops,  on  tbe  boat  carriages,  and  secure  them  for  firing  abeam,  &x.  Sbod^ 
any  injury  occnr  to  the  machinery  of  the  ship,  making  it  necessary  lo  ir^ 
down  tbe  river,  yon  will  back  and  fill  down  under  sail,  or  you  can  iioojim 
anchor  and  drii^  down,  but  in  no  case  attempt  to  turn  the  ship's  heuin^ 
stream.  Yon  will  have  a  spare  hawser  ready,  and  when  ordered  t*>  takealo* 
your  next  astern  do  so,  keeping  the  hawser  slack  so  long  as  the  ship  cio  nuin- 
tain  her  own  position,  having  a  care  not  to  foul  the  propeller. 

No  vessel  must  withdraw  from  battle,  under  any  circumstances,  wilhoot  th' 
consent  of  the  flag-officer.  Yon  will  see  that  force  and  other  pumps  sod  en^ 
hose  are  in  good  order,  and  men  stationed  by  them,  and  your  men  will  be  diUm 
to  the  extiuguishing  of  fire. 

Have  light  Jacob-ladders  made  to  throw  over  the  side  for  the  use  of  tbr 
carpenters  in  stopping  shot  holes,  who  are  to  be  supplied  with  pieces  of  inch 
bou^  lined  with  felt  and  ordinary  nails,  and  see  that  the  ports  are  markfJl^ 
accordance  with  the  "ordnance  instructions"  on  tbe  berth  deck,  to  sb«v  t^ 
locality  of  the  shot  hole. 

Have  many  tubs  of  water  about  the  decks,  both  for  tbe  purpose  of  n^' 
guishing  fire  and  for  drinking.  Have  a  heavy  hedge  in  the  port  main-e!i:u^ 
and  a  whip  on  the  main  yard,  ready  to  mn  it  up  and  let  fall  on  tbe  deck  cTu^ 
vessel  yon  may  mn  alongside  of,  in  order  to  secure  her  for  boarding. 

You  will  be  careful  to  have  lanyards  on  the  lever  of  the  screw  so  as  to  Mroe 
the  gun  at  the  proper  elevation,  and  prevent  it  from  miming  down  at  rafk^"- 
I  wish  you  to  understand  that  the  day  is  at  hand  when  yon  will  be  calH  o^ 
to  meet  the  enemy  in  the  worst  form  for  our  profession.  You  must  be  piepu^ 
to  execute  all  those  duties  to  which  you  have  been  so  long  trained  in  the  ntfl 
without  having  the  opportunity  of  practicing.  I  expect  eveiy  vowel's  (w*  (j 
be  well  exercised  at  tneir  guns,  because  it  is  required  by  tbe  regulatioDt  of  ■ 
service,  and  it  is  nsnaJly  the  first  object  of  onr  attention;  bnt  they  niii.«t  1 
equally  well  trained  for  stopping  ikot  holr*  and  extinguishing  fire.  Hot  *4 
cold  shot  will,  no  doubt,  be  freely  dealt  to  us,  and  there  must  be  stout  ktad 
and  quick  bands  to  extinguish  the  one  and  stop  the  holes  of  the  other.  1 

I  shall  expect  the  most  prompt  attention  to  signals  and  verbal  otdos.  dtbi

ComtUMeement  and  pmgrett  vf  the  homhardment  of  Fort  Jackton. 

Unitbd  States  Fi^ao-Ship  Habtpokd, 

Mitnttippi  River,  April  2,  18GS. 

Sil:  We  Gominenced  the  bomtwrdment  of  Fort  JackeoD  on  the  16tb,  which 
n>  the  earlieat  day  poeeible  after  the  arriral  of  coal.  On  the  fii8(  da;  the 
rilidel  wu  Bet  on  fire,  and  burnt  until  two  o'cloclc  the  next  morning.  On  t^ 
I?tli  *e  nude  bat  little  apparent  impression  on  the  fort. 

On  Uie  18th  we  dismounted  one  of  their  heavy  ctAambiade,  and  otherwise 
^ipeued  to  damoKe  them,  and  drove  the  men  from  the  parapet  gnna,  so  that 
iKj  only  appeared  occasionally  when  the  gunboats  took  part  m  the  bombard- 
Bent  to  draw  the  fire  from  the  bomb-Teaaels.  On  the  19th  a  denerter  came  to 
B  from  the  fort,  and  gave  the  information  that  I  have  stated  above,  and  muck 
other  information  in  relation  to  tlie  armament  of  the  forts  and  theic  general 
Knilition. 

IV  wind  was  blowing  from  the  northwest,  and  chilly,  the  current  miming 
*ith  great  strength,  so  that  the  ships,  when  under  way,  conld  scarcely  stem  it, 
H  thii  I  eholl  await  a  change  of  wind  and  a  consequent  lees  violent  current 
Mitt  I  attack  the  forts,  as  1  find  great  difficulty  in  avoiding  collisions  among 
ih  Tewels.  Two  of  the  eanboata,  Katahdin  and  Sciota,  have  beeu  seriouety 
lunged  by  getting  acroBs-bawee  of  the  ships  and  running  into  each  other.  We 
toK  1  great  many  anchors  and  cables,  and  those  articles  are  very  much  wanted 
in  the  tqnadron.     The  Hartford  is  almost  the  only  ship  that  has  not  lost  both. 

On  the  first  day's  fire  of  the  enemy  they  put  a  shot  through  one  of  the  mortar 
'whIs  ud  killed  one  man,  bat  did  not  destroy  hei  efficiency.  The  second  day 
^  took  one  with  a  rifle  shot,  but  hart  no  one  materially.  They  have  sent 
iotni  five  fire-raft« ;  none  produced  any  eflect  on  the  fleet  except  the  last,  which 
nlf  eaiued  the  collision  ol  the  Sciota  and  Kineo,  both  of  which  vesseb  dragged 
HTOM  the  bows  of  the  Mississippi,  and  carried  away  the  mainmast  of  the  first, 
nd  dima^  them  both  very  much  otherwise ;  but  the  raft  was  tamed  clear  of 
>11  the  vessels  of  the  fleet,  but  as  the  wind  and  strungVurrent  were  peculiarly 
ifonble,  it  gave  us  more  trouble  than  on  any  former  occasion. 

1  MDt  up  Commander  Bell  last  evening  to  destroy  the  chain  and  raft  across 
^  rirer,  bat  the  current  was  so  strong  that  ho  could  accomplish  but  little,  iu 
nnfrqnence  of  one  of  his  gunboats  getting  on  shore,  and  she  was  only  saved  by 
pw  exertion,  as  the  enemy  were  firing  on  them  all  the  time. 

Conmuiider  Porter,  however,  kept  up  such  a  tremendons  fire  on  them  from 
^  mortars  that  the  enemy's  shot  did  the  gunboats  nu  injary,  and  the  cable  was 
<^>vsted  and  their  connexion  broken  sufficiently  to  pass  through  on  the  left 
j"^  of  the  river.  The  petard  operator  failed  to  fire  his  petards,  owing  to  the 
"wiiog  of  his  wires,  which  prevented  the  full  destruction  of  the  chain  and  the 
VMeli ;  but  mat  allowance  is  to  be  made  for  the  violence  of  the  current,  which 
"^iKfdg  inytfiiog  we  have  had  to  contend  witli  since  our  arrival  in  the  river. 

In  conclusion,  I  regret  to  say  that  the  fleet  is  in  want  of  all  the  essentials  to 
^*^  on  onr  work — shells,  fuzes,  (15"  and  20",)  serge  and  yam.  to  m^ka  car-  ■  ^ 
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tridge-bogB,  givpe  and  cumieteT  shot — for  all  of  which  I  made  large  reqimitiau. 
and  the  articlee  may  be  on  their  way  out.* 

The  medical  department  is  mieersbly  supplied  for  the  care  of  the  wonoM 
General  Butler  hoe  offered  to  share  with  us,  in  tact,  cverytbiug  he  has,  whicb 
will  supply  many  of  our  wants ;  but  Juetice  to  myself  requires  me  to  say  tbii  1 
required  all  these  supplies  some  time  before  I  left  Hampton  roads,  osa  wittr* 
immediately  on  my  arrival  at  Key  West  or  Ship  island,  and  I  suppoee  acddmul 
canseB  have  stopped  them  on  their  way  ont  here.* 
My  coal  arrived  just  in  time.

United  States  Flao-Ship  Hartford, 

At  anchor  of  New  Orltant,  AprU  25,  1862. 
-  Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  that  on  the  24th  instant,  it 
about  half-past  3  a.  m.,  I  attacked  Fort  St.  Philip  and  Fort  Jackson  with  ny 
little  fleet,  while  Commander  Porter  most  gallantly  bombarded  them,  inJ. 
bcaidea,  took  them  in  the  flank  with  his  Hteamere,  aided  by  the  Portsmomk 
Such  a  fire,  I  imagine,  the  world  has  rarely  seen,  but,  thank  God,  we  got  pifl 
the  forts  with  a  loss  of  only  twenty-foor  killed  and  eighty-six  wounded ;  but  *i 
I  have  not  heard  what  became  of  the  three  ganboate  Kennebec,  Itasca,  ml 
Winona,  I  fear  they  were  lost  in  passing,  and  the  Vamna  was  mn  into  by  tn 
of  the  rebel  steamers,  and  finally  sunk.  I  took  (and  burnt)  eleven  steam  gnn 
boats,  and  two  hundred  troops  or  upwards.  I  then  pnshed  up  for  the  city  a 
New  Orleans,  leaving  two  gnnboata  to  aid  General  Butler  in  landing  at  tbi 
quarantine,  and  sent  him  a  communication  by  Commander  £oggs,  reqneatiaj 
him  to  come  up  at  once.  I  came  up  to  within  six  or  seven  mUM  of  the  dtj' 
when  two  forts  opened  on  tis,  bnt  we  silenced  them  in  fifteen  or  twenty  minnlei 
although  it  was  warm  work  while  it  lasted  I  have  not  yet  heard  of  the  killeH 
and  wounded.  We  only  lost  one  man,  and  none  wounded,  although  Capcai 
Bailey,  in  the  Cayuga,  with  Lieutenant  Commanding  Harrison,  and  ibb  abi[ 
stood  the  first  hmut  of  the  action,  before  the  other  vessels  could  get  no.  W 
drove  them  from  their  guns,  and  passed  up  to  the  city  in  fine  style,  and  I  no< 
send  this  notice  of  our  having  taken  possession  of  the  city  at  meridian  or  a  fc< 
minutes  p.  m. 

But  I  must  say  I  never  witnessed  snch  vandalism  in  my  life  as  the  deetmctio 
of  property;  all  the  shipping,  steamboats,  &«.,  were  set  on  fire  and  coDsami'i 
Xhe  new  iron-clad  ram.  just  finished,  bnt  without  her  machinery,  went  floalin 
by  us.  Wbile  I  am  finishing  this  report.  Captain  Bailey  has  been  sent  I 
demand  the  surrender  of  the  city  to  me  in  the  name  of  the  United  State*. 

I  shall  now  send  down  with  this  letter  Commander  Smith,  in  the  Hi3«is«'pii 
to  look  aftier  General  Bniler,  and  a  ram,  which  it  appears  we  lefk  behind  at  Vo 
Jackson,  as  it  might  he  more  than  a  match  for  the  two  gunboats  I  left  bebitt

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In  conclusion.  I  hope  I  Iiave  done  all  I  proposed  to  do,  which  wbm,  to  take 
tbe  city  of  New  Orleana ;  and  I  will  now,  in  conjunction  with  the  mnj.  General 
Bntler,  reduce  the  forte,  snd  take  care  of  the  ontlet  from  the  west,  aud  purpose 
nmediatelj  to  ascend  to  meet  Fla^-Officer  Foote. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  has  been  eucfa  as  to  command  m;  highest 
■dnuration,  and  shall  hereafter  be  a  inbject  of  more  special  commendation.

I  am 
uting  every  meanB  to  secure  the  occupation  by  General  Butler  of  all  the  forts 
iloi^  the  coast.     Berwick's  bay  and  i  ort  Pike  have  been  abandoned ;  in  fact, 
ibcre  is  a  general  stampede,  and  I  shall  endeavor  to  follow  it  up.     •     •     «     • 
I  am  briuging  np  the  troops  as  fast  as  possible.     We  have  destroyed  all  tbe 
toiu  above  the  city,  four  in  number,  which  are  understood  to  be  all  the  ioipedi- 
Bmts  between  this  and  Memphis.

Flag-O^er  Farragvt't  detailed  report  of  the  hatllet  of  the  Mittittfppi. 

Umtrd  States  Fwa-SHip  Habtpord, 
At  anchor  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  May  6,  1862. 

Sri:  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  forward  my  report,  in  det^l,  of  tbe  battle 
of  New  Orleaoa.  On  the  23d  of  Uarcb  I  made  all  my  arraagementa  for  the 
utaek  on,  and  passage  of.  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip. 

Every  veaael  was  aa  well  prepared  as  the  ingenuity  of  her  commander  and 
o&eie  conld  soggeot,  both  !ai  the  preservation  of  life  and  of  the  vessel,  and, 
F(^H)a{it,  there  is  not  on  record  such  ■  display  of  ingenuity  as  has  been  evinced 
>B  this  little  squadron.  The  first  was  by  the  engineer  of  the  Richmond,  Mr. 
Utixe,  by  suggesting  that  the  sheet  cables  be  stopped  up  and  down  on  the  sides 
in  the  line  of  the  engines,  which  was  immediately  adt^ted  by  all  the  vessels. 
IVn  each  commander  made  bis  own  arrangements  for  stopping  the  shot  from 
fwetrating  the  boilers  or  machinery  that  might  come  iu  iorwgjd  or  abaft,  by 
Mumoeks,  coal,  bags  of  ashes,  bags  of  sand,  clothes  bags,  uid,  in  fact,  every 
device  imaginable.  The  bulwarks  were  lined  with  hammocks  by  some,  by 
tf/^asa  nettings  made  with  ropes  by  others.     Some  rubbed  their  vesMls  over 
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with  mud,  to  make  tbeir  ships  less  visible,  and  some  whitewwhed  tlwii  (Utk^ 
to  make  things  more  visible  by  night  during  the  fight,  all  of  which  ym  wiD 
find  mentions  in  the  reports  of  the  commandeis.  In  the  aflernooo  1  Tkhd 
each  ehip,  in  order  to  know  positively  that  each  commander  understood  bj 
orders  for  the  attack,  and  to  see  that  nil  was  in  readiness.  1  hid  IwAiA  U 
tbeir  efficiency  before.  Every  one  appeared  to  nnderstand  their  orden  nlL 
and  looked  forward  to  the  conflict  with  firmness,  but  with  anxietr-  u  it  *u  K 
be  in  the  night,  or  at  2  o'clock  a.  m. 

I  had  previonelv  sent  Captain  Belt,  with  the  petard  man,  with  LieaUnmt 
Commanding  Crosoy,  in  the  Pinola,  and  Lienteaant  Gommandug  Caldwell  in 
the  Itasca,  to  break  the  chtun  which  crossed  the  river,  and  was  sapporttd  bj 
eight  hulks,  which  were  strongly  moored.  This  duty  was  not  thoton^lv  per 
formed,  ia  consequence  of  the  failure  to  ignit«  the  petards  with  the  gilruic 
battery,  and  the  great  strength  of  the  cnrrent.  Still  it  was  a  success,  and,  nodn 
the  circumstances,  a  highly  meritorious  one. 

The  vessel  boarded  by  Lieutenant  Commanding  Caldwell  appears  to  itn 
had  her  chains  so  secnred  that  they  could  be  cast  loose,  which  was  doee  by 
that  officer,  and  thereby  making  an  opening  aufficiently  large  for  the  sbipt  U 
pass  through.  It  was  all  done  tmder  a  heavy  fire  and  at  a  great  haurd  lo  ih 
vessel,  for  the  particulars  of  which  I  refer  von  to  Captain  Bell's  report,  [vaAri 
A.)  Upon  the  night  preceding  the  attack,  however,  I  despatched  Ijenimul 
Commanding  Caldwell  to  make  an  examination,  and  to  sec  that  the  pasugewu 
still  clear,  and  to  make  me  a  signal  to  that  effect,  which  he  did  at  an  f^J 
lionr.  The  enemy  commenced  sending  down  tire-rafts  and  lighting  their  b(^ 
on  the  shore  opposite  the  chain  about  the  same  time,  which  drew  th«r  bt  on 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Caldwell,  but  withont  injury.  At  abont  five  wasin 
of  two  o'clock  a.  m.,  April  2i,  signal  was  made  to  get  under  way,  (two  ordi- 
nary red  lights,  so  as  not  to  attract  the  attention  of 'the  enemy,)  bat  owiif  t« 
the  great  difficolty  in  purchasing  their  anchors,  the  Pensacola  and  some  of  iIk 
other  vesseb  were  not  under  way  until  bnlf-past  three.  We  then  advanMJii 
two  columns,  Captiun  Bailey  leading  the  right  in  the  gunboat  Cayuga,  LienlflO'i' 
Commanding  Harrison,  he  having  been  aligned  to  the  first  division  of  giu]boW< 
which  was  to  attack  Fort  St.  Philip,  in  conjunction  with  the  second  dinsioii  n 
chips,  and  the  Uutford,  the  left;  Fteet-Captain  Bell  leading  the  Beeood  liiyi* 
siou  of  gunboats  in  the  Sciota;  Lieutenant  Commanding  Donaldson  to  tK^ 
the  first  diviaion  of  ships  to  attack  Fort  Jackson,  aa  will  be  shown  bytbf 
general  order  and  diagram  sent  herewith.  The  enemy's  lights,  while  thtr^ 
covered  us  to  them,  were,  at  the  same  time,  guides  to  ns.  We  soonpisKdw 
barrier  chains,  the  right  column  taking  Fort  St.  Philip,  and  the  left  Fort  Jn- 
Bon.  The  fire  became  general,  the  smoke  dense,  and  we  had  nothing  to  sin  U 
but  the  flash  of  their  guns;  it  was  very  difficult  to  distinguish  friends  fnnn^ 
Captain  Porter  had,  oy  arrangement,  moved  up  to  a  certain  point  on  the  Fwt 
Jackson  side  with  bis  gunboats,  and  I  had  assigned  the  same  post  to  Cipwo 
Swartwouti  in  the  Portsmouth,  to  engage  the  water  batteries  to  the  wotliiii" 
and  eastward  of  Fort  Jackson,  while  his  mortar  Tesaels  poured  a  teirifie  fit"" 
shells  into  it.  I  discovered  a  fire-raft  coming  down  upon  us,  and  in  attMBj^ 
to  avoid  it  ran  the  ship  on  shore,  and  the  ram  Manassas,  which  I  had  not  Men. 
lay  on  the  oppoeite  of  it,  and  pushed  it  down  upon  ns.  Our  ship  was  woom 
fire  half-way  np  to  ber  tops,  but  we  backed  off,  and  through  the  good  o'?".*'' 
tion  of  our  fire  department,  and  the  great  exertions  of  Captain  Wainwri^ 
and  hie  first  lieutenant,  officers,  and  crew,  the  fire  was  exdnguished.  Is  w 
meantime  our  battery  was  never  silent,  but  poured  in  its  missiles  of  d(«ll|»J' 
Fort  St.  Philip,  opposite  to  which  he  had  got  by  this  time,  and  it  was  aitveri 
with  the  exception  of  a  gun  now  and  then.  By  this  time  the  owniy'i  p^ 
boats,  some  thirteen  in  number,  besides  two  iron-clad  rame,  the  ManaMw™ 
Louisiana,  had  become  more  visible.    We  took  them  in  hand)  and,  ia  ths  chik 
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et  1  AoTt  time,  destroyed  eleven  of  them.  We  were  now  fairly  past  the  forta 
■ad  the  Tictorr  was  onn,  but  still  here  and  there  a  gnaboat  making  resistance. 
Twoi^tliMB  had  attacked  the  Varana,  which  vessel,  by  her  greater  speed,  was 
Biocb  fat  advance  of  ns ;  they  ran  into  her  and  catised  her  to  sink,  bat  not  befnre 
she  had  deetmyed  her  advenariee,  and  their  wrecks  now  lie  side  by  side,  a 
■oDiuieDt  to  die  gallantry  of  Captain  Bogge,  his  officers,  and  crew.  It  was  a 
kiod  of  guerilla;  they  were  fighting  in  all  directions.  Captains  Bailey  and  Bell, 
who  were  in  command  of  the  first  and  second  divisions  of  ganbosts,  were  as 
aetiTe  in  tendering  assistance  in  every  .direction  as  lay  in  their  power.  Just  as 
ibe  scene  appeared  to  be  closing,  the  ram  Uanassaa  was  seen  coming  np  under 
Ut  speed  to  attack  us.  I  directed  Captain  Smith,  in  the  Mississippi,  to  turn 
•ad  ma  her  down;  the  order  was  instantly  obeyed,  by  the  Mississippi  turning 
and  gaing  at  her  at  full  speed.  Jnst  as  we  expected  to  see  the  ram  annihilated, 
whcB  within  fif^  yards  of  each  other,  she  pot  her  helm  hard  aport,  dodged  the 
Hissisnppi,  and  r&n  ashore.  The  Uisnssippi  ponred  two  broadsides  into  her, 
and  MOit  aer  drifting  down  the  river  a  total  wreck.     Thus  closed  our  morning's 

The  department  will  perceive  that  after  the  oivanization  and  arrangements 
had  been  made,  and  we  had  fairly  entered  into  the  fight,  the  density  of  the  smoke 
fnn  guns  and  fire-rafts,  the  scenes  passing  on  board  our  own  ship  and  around 
u,  (fur  it  was  as  if  the  artillery  of  heaven  were  playing  upon  the  earth,)  that  it 
>w  impossible  for  the  fiag-officer  to  see  how  eocn  vessel  was  conducting  itself, 
and  <xn  only  judge  by  the  final  results  and  their  special  reports,  which  are  here- 
nth  enclosed ;  but  I  feel  that  I  can  say  with  truth  that  it  has  rarely  been  the 
lit  cf  a  commander  to  be  supported  by  officers  of  more  indomitable  courage  or 
h^er  professional  merit.  i 

Captain  Bailey,  who  had  preceded  me  np  to  the  quarantine  station,  hod  cap- 
tafsd  the  CliaJmette  regiment,  Colonel  Siymanski;  and  not  knowing  what  to  ao 
with  them,  as  every  moment  was  a  great  loss  to  me.  I  paroled  both  officers  and 
■m,  aad  took  away  all  their  arms,  munitions  of  war,  and  public  property,  and 
ordoed  them  to  remmn  where  they  were  until  the  next  day.  I  sent  some  of  the 
pmboats  to  precede  me  up  the  river,  to  cut  the  tel^aph  wires  in  different 
plues. 

It  now  became  me  to  look  around  for  my  little  fleet,  and  to  my  regret  I  found 
■hat  three  were  missing — the  Itnsco,  Winona,  and  Kennebec.  Various  were 
the  ipecnltiions  as  to  tlieir  &te,  whether  they  had  been  sunk  on  the  passage  or 
had  ptit  back.  I  therefore  determined  immediately  to  send  Captiun  Boggs, 
vhose  vessel  wae  now  sunk,  tlirougfa  the  Quarantine  bayou,  around  to  Com- 
Buder  Porter,  telling  him  of  our  safe  arrival,  and  to  demand  the  surrender  of 
ibe  forts,  and  to  endeavor  to  get  some  tidings  of  the  missing  vessels.  I  also  Bent 
mdnpatch  by  him  to  General  Butler,  informing  him  that  the  way  was  clear  for 
himio  land  his  farces  through  the  Quarantine  bayou,  in  accordance  with  pre- 
riou  arrangement^  and  that  I  sliould  leave  gunboats  there  to  protect  him  against 
tile  enemy,  who  I  now  perceived  had  three  or  four  gunboats  left  at  the  forts — 
the  Looiiiatui,  an  iron-clad  battery  of  16  gima ;  the  McCrea,  very  similar  in  ap- 
peannce  to  one  of  our  gunboats,  and  armed  very  much  in  the  same  way ;  the 
•Wanee.  aod  a  river  steamer  transport. 

We  then  proceeded  up  to  New  Orleans,  leaving  the  Wissahicon  and  Kineo 
to  poteet  the  landing  of  the  general's  troops.  Owing  to  the  slowness  of  some 
'f  the  vessels,  and  our  want  of  knowledge  of  the  river,  we  did  not  reach  the 
Kngtieh  Tarn  antil  about  10.30  a.  m.  on  the  35th ;  but  all  the  morning  I  had 
«wn  absndant  evidence  of  the  panic  which  had  seized  the  people  in  New  Orleans. 
C<jtlon-hMded  ships  on  fire  came  floating  down ,  and  working  implements  of 
"try  kind,  such  as  are  used  in  ship-yarda.  The  destruction  of  property  *as 
•vfcl.  We  soon  descried  the  new  earthwork  forts  on  the  old  lines  on  both 
(Ws.    We  now  formed  and  advanced  in  the  same  order,  two  lines,  each  line 
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takinf  ita  reBpective  work.  Captain  Bailej  was  etill  far  in  advance,  not  baring 
noticed  mj  eignal  for  clnae  order,  whidi  was  to  enable  the  alow  Te8«el«  to  ohtc 
np.  Thev  opened  on  him  a  galltng  fire,  which  caused  oa  to  ran  np  lo  liie 
rescue ;  this  gave  them  the  advantage  of  a  taking  fire  on  na  for  npwv^  of  i 
mile  with  some  twenty  guns,  while  we  had  bnt  two  9-inch  gune  on  oar  forecistle 
to  reply  to  them.  It  was  not  long,  howereri  l>efore  w«  were  enabled  to  hm 
away  and  ^ve  the  forts  a  hroadside  of  shells,  shrapnell,  and  grape,  tbe  Pena- 
cola  at  the  same  time  passing  np  and  giving  a  tremendous  broadside  of  tbe  same 
kind  to  the  starboard  fort;  and  by  the  time  we  could  reload,  the  Biw^p. 
Captain  Craven,  passed  handsomely  between  na  and  the  battery  and  dehrmd 
her  broadside,  and  shut  us  out.  By  this  time  the  other  vessels  had  gotten  np, 
and  ranged  in  one  after  another,  delivering  their  broadsideB  in  spitethl  revn^ 
for  their  ill-treament  of  the  little  Cayuga.  The  forts  were  ailenced,  and  tboie 
who  could  run  were  running  in  every  direction.  We  now  passed  np  to  the  dtr 
and  anchored  immediately  in  front  of  it,  and  I  sent  Captain  Bailey  on  Aatt  Ot 
demand  the  surrender  ol  it  from  the  authorities,  to  which  tbe  mayor  replied  dkU 
the  city  was  under  martial  law,  and  that  he  had  no  anthoritv.  General  Lovell, 
who  was  present,  stated  that  he  should  deliver  np  nothing,  nnt  in  order  to  int 
the  city  from  embarrassment  he  would  restore  the  city  anthorities,  and  retjn 
with  his  troopa,  which  he  did.  The  correspondence  with  the  dty  antfaoritiu 
and  myself  is  herewith  annexed.  I  then  seized  all  the  steamboats  and  *at 
them  down  to  quarantine  for  General  Butler's  forces.  Among  the  nnmberof 
these  boats  is  the  famous  Tennessee,  which  our  blockaders  have  been  so  linig 
watching,  hut  which,  yon  will  perceive,  never  got  out. 

The  levee  of  New  Orleans  was  one  scene  of  desolation.  Ships.  6teameI^  cM- 
ton,  coal,  &c,  were  all  in  one  common  blaze,  and  our  ing^inity  was  much  tsvd 
to  avoid  the  floating  conflagration. 

I  neglected  to  mention  my  having  good  Information  respecting  the  iron^kd 
rams  which  they  were  building.  I  sent  Captun  Lee  np  to  seize  the  principil 
one,  the  Uississippi,  which  was  to  he  the  terror  of  these  eeas,  and  no  doabl 
would  have  been  to  a  great  extent;  hut  she  soon  came  floating  by  ns  all  ■<■ 
flames,  and  passed  down  the  river.  Another  was  sunk  immediately  in  bwl  ef 
tbe  custom-house ;  others  were  building  in  Algiers,  just  b^nn. 

I  next  went  above  the  city  eight  miles,  to  Carrolton,  where  I  learned  tbm 
were  two  other  forts,  hut  the  panic  had  gone  before  me.  I  found  the  gau 
spiked,  and  the  gna-carriages  in  flames.  The  first  work,  on  tbe  right,  rtacbM 
from  the  Missisaippi  nearly  over  to  Pontchartrain,  and  has  39  guns ;  the  one  m 
the  left  had  six  guns,  from  which  Commander  Lee  took  some  fifty  bamls  (^ 
powder,  and  completed  tbe  destruction  of  the  gun-carriagea.  Sec.  A  mile  higfao 
up  there  were  two  other  earthworks,  but  not  yet  armed. 

We  discovered  here,  fastened  to  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  one  of  the  nut 
herculean  labors  I  have  ever  seen — a  raft  and  chain  to  extend  across  the  lini 
to  prevent  Foote's  gunboata  from  descending.  It  is  formed  by  pladog  tbiw 
immense  logs  of  not  less  than  three  or  four  feet  in  diameter  and  some  ihirlj  6ft 
long ;  to  the  centre  one  or  two  inch  chain  is  attached,  running  lengthwise  ik 
raft,  and  the  three  logs  and  chain  Are  then  &apped  together  by  chains  &nin  ooe- 
half  to  one  inch,  three  or  four  layers,  and  there  are  96  of  ueae  length!  coBr 
posing  the  raft;  it  is  at  least  three-quarters  of  a  mile  long. 

On  the  evening  of  the  a9th  Captain  Buley  arrived  from  below,  with  the  p*^ 
fying  intelligence  that  the  forts  had  surrendered  to  Commander  Porter,  ana  bail 
delivered  up  all_public  propertv,  and  were  being  paroled,  and  that  the  nary  hii 
been  made  to  surrender  unconditionally,  as  they  had  condncted  tbemselre*  «iib 
bad  faith,  burning  and  sinking  their  vessels  while  a  flag  of  truce  waa  flyuif;.  uti 
the  forts  negotiating  for  their  snrrender,  and  the  Louisiana,  their  great  hon-rlid 
battery,  blown  up  almost  alongside  of  the  vessel  where  they  wew  oegotiatijig; 
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lienre  Ibcir  officers  were  not  paroW,  bnt  sent  home  to  be  treated  according  to 
^  jnilgment  of  the  goremment. 

Oneral  Butler  came  up  the  same  day,  and  arrangements  were  made  for 
bringing  np  his  troops. 

I  wnt  on  ehore  and  hoisted  the  American  flag  on  the  custom-honse,  and 
knied  down  the  Lonisiana  State  flag  from  the  citr  hall,  as  the  mayor  had 
iTowfd  that  there  was  no  man  in  New  Orleans  who  dared  to  hanl  it  down;  and 
Bj  own  convictions  are  that  if  such  an  individual  could  have  been  found  he 
Tonld  have  been  aBMssinated. 

Tbns,  rir,  I  have  endeftvored  to  give  you  an  account  of  my  attack  upon  New 
Odtaiu  from  onr  first  movement  to  the  surrender  of  the  city  to  General  Butler, 
»lio«e  troops  are  now  in  full  occupation,  protected,  however,  by  the  Pensacola, 
Portiinonth,  and  one  gunboat,  while  I  have  sent  a  force  of  seven  vessels,  under 
tommand  of  Captain  Craven,  np  the  river,  to  keep  up  the  panic  as  far  as  possible. 
The  luge  ships,  I  fear,  will  not  be  able  to  go  higher  than  Baton  Rouge,  white 
I  bave  MDl  the  smaller  vtasels,  under  Commander  Le«,  as  high  as  Vicksbnrg, 
in  die  rear  of  Jackson,  to  cut  off  their  supplies  from  the  west. 

I  irart,  therefore,  that  it  will  be  found  bv  the  government  that  I  have  carried 
out  my  inetructious  to  the  letter  and  to  the  best  of  my  abilities,  so  for  as  tbia 
atj'u  concerned,  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  flag-officer,  having  heard  all  the  opinions  expressed  by  the  different  com- 
■ouden,  is  of  the  opinion  diat  whatever  is  to  be  done  will  have  to  be  done 
quickly,  or  we  will  be  again  reduced  to  a  blockading  squadron,  without  the 
oKans  of  carrying  on  the  bombardment,  as  we  have  nearly  expended  all  the 
'b«IIi  and  iiizea  and  material  for  making  cartridges.  He  has  always  enter- 
taiaed  the  same  opinions  which  are  cxprcBsed  by  Commander  Porter,  that  is, 
diere  are  three  modes  of  attack,  and  the  que^^tion  is  which  is  the  one  to  be 
■dopted?  His  own  opinion  is.  that  a  combination  of  two  should  be  made,  viz; 
tbe  (iirtg  should  be  run,  and  when  a  force  is  once  above  the  forts,  to  protect  the 
t'Ofc.  thpy  should  be  landed  at  quamntine  from  the  Gulf  side  by  bringing  diem 
dinnigfa  the  bayou,  and  then  our  forces  should  move  up  the  river,  mutually 
"^  each  other  as  it  can  be  done  to  advantage.

If,  in  his  opinion,  at 
tip  time  of  arriving  at  the  respective  positions  of  the  difierent  divisions  of  the 
I'm,  we  have  the  advantage,  he  will  make  the  signal  for  close  action.  No.  8, 
•nd  Jnde  the  reault — conquer  or  to  be  conquered,  drop  anchor  or  keep  under 
*■/  as  in  bin  opinion  is  best. 

UdIcss  the  signal  above  mentioned  is  made,  it  will  be  nnderstood  that  the 
nm  order  of  sailing  will  be  formed  af^r  leaving  Fort  St.  Philip,  and  we  will 
prntecd  np  the  river  in  accordance  with  the  original  opinion  expressed. 

The  prugramme  of  the  order  of  sailing  accompanies  this  general  order,  and 
th«  commanders  will  hold  tbemselvee  in  readiness  for  the  service  as  indicated.

TJnitkd  States  Flao-Ship  Habtford, 
At  anchor  off  the  City  of  Ktv>  Orteamt,  April  26,  1862. 
Sir  :  Upon  my  arrival  before  your  city  I  had  the  honor  to  send  to  your  hoaw 
Captain  Bailey,  United  Statee  navy,  second  in  command  of  the  expedition,  U 
demand  of  you  the  eurrendiT  of  Xew  Orleans  to  me,  as  the  representative  of  t]w 
government  of  the  United  States.  Captain  Bailey  reported  to  me  the  result  of 
an  interview  with  yourself  and  the  militarr  autborides.  It  must  occur  to  yoac 
honor  that  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  a  naval  officer  to  assume  the  dotiri 
of  a  militaiy  commanilant.  I  came  here  to  reduce  New  Orleans  to  obedience  l» 
the  laws  ttt,  and  to  vindicate  the  offended  majesty  of  the  govenunent  of,  tlv 
United  States.  The  rights  of  persons  and  property  shall  he  secure.  I  theiv 
fore  demand  of  you,  as  its  representative,  the  unqualified  surrender  of  the  city, 
and  that  the  emblem  of  sovereignty  of  the  United  States  bo  hoisted  over  thf 
city  hall,  mint,  and  cu6tom-house  by  meridian  this  day,  and  that  all  flags  and 
other  emblems  of  sovereignty  other  than  those  of  the  United  Slates  tihAll  br 
removed  from  all  the  public  buildings  by  that  hour,  I  particularly  reqaest  thai 
yon  shall  exercise  yonr  authority  to  quell  disturbances,  restore  order,  and  odl 
upon  all  the  good  people  of  New  Orleans  to  return  at  once  to  their  vocationi: 
and  I  particularly  demand  that  no  person  shall  be  moleated  Jn  Person  or  pn^ 
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3  for  profeaaing  ■ehtiments  of  loyalty  to  their  goverament.     I  sball  speedily 
Beverelj  ptmish  any  person  or  pereone  who  shall  commit  Bnch  outrRgra  as 
vere  witnessM  yesterday,  armed  men  firing  upon  helpless  women  and  childreo 
ba  giring  expression  to  their  pleaaure  at  witnesBing  the  oM  flag.

Of  the  City  of  New  Orleam,  April  26,  18e2. 
Eleven  o'clock  this  morning  ie  the  hour  appointed  for  all  the  officers  and 
erewg  of  the  fleet  to  rettmi  th^iks  to  Almighty  God  for  his  great  goodness  and 
mercy  in  permitting  us  to  pass  through  the  events  of  the  last  two  days  with  so 
little  loas  of  life  and  blood. 

At  that  hour  the  church  pennant  will  be  hoisted  on  every  vessel  of  the  fleet, 
ud  their  crews  aeaembled  will,  in  humiliation  and  prayer,  make  their  acknowl' 
tdcmentB  therefor  to  the  Great  Dispenser  of  all  human  events.

SiB:  In  puranance  of  the  resolution  which  he  thought  proper  to  take,  out  of 
regard  for  toe  lives  of  the  women  and  children  who  still  crowd  this  great  me- 
tropolis. General  Lovell  has  evacuated  it  with  his  troops,  and  rcetored  back  to 
■ne  the  administration  of  its  government  and  the  custody  of  its  honor. 

I  have,  in  concert  with  the  city  fathers,  considered  the  demand  you  made  of 
me  on  yesterday  of  an  unconditional  surrender  of  the  city,  coupled  with  a  requi- 
tition  to  hoist  up  the  flag  of  the  United  States  on  the  public  edifices,  and  to  haul 
down  that  which  still  floated  to  the  breese  from  the  dome  of  this  ball;  and  it 
becomes  my  duty  to  transmit  to  yon  the  answer  which  the  universal  sentiment 
rf  my  conatitoencr,  no  less  than  the  promptings  of  my  own  bearti  dictate  to 
ae on  thia  sad  and  Bolemu  occasion.  {-  ^iM-i\)' 
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The  city  is  vithont  meaiu  of  defence,  and  utterly  destitnte  of  the  force  ud 
material  tliat  might  enable  it  to  resist  the  overpowering  amuuneot  diapUjied  la 
eight  of  it. 

I  am  no  military  man,  and  possess  no  authority  beyond  that  of  exectUing  lb« 
municipal  laws  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans.  It  would  be  preeumptnous  ia  me 
to  attempt  to  lead  an  army -to  the  field,  if  I  had  one  at  my  command,  ud  I 
know  etui  less  how  to  surrender  on  undefended  place,  held  aa  this  t«  al  ibe 
mercy  of  rour^nnera  and  uMutha  of  your  mortars.  To  surreiuler  each  apUcc 
were  an  idle  and  unmeaning  ceremony.  The  city  is  yours  by  the  power  of  brutal 
force,  and  not  by  any  choice  or  consent  of  its  inhabitants.  It  ia  for  yoa  lo  de- 
termine what  shall  be  the  fate  that  awaits  her. 

As  to  the  hoisting  of  any  flag  than  the  flag  of  our  own  adoption  ud  Jk- 
glance,  let  me  say  to  you,  eir,  that  the  man  lives  not  in  our  midst  whoee  hud 
and  heart  would  not  be  palsied  at  the  mere  tbou^t  of  such  an  act,  nor  could  I 
find  in  my  entire  constituencv  eo  wretched  and  desperate  a  ren^ade  u  would 
dare  to  profane  with  hia  hand  the  sacred  emblem  of  our  aspirationB. 

Sir,  you  have  manifested  seotimeata  which  would  become  one  uigagediot 
better  cause  than  that  to  which  yon  have  devoted  your  sword.  I  doubt  not  bat 
that  they  spring  from  a  noble  though  deluded  nature,  and  I  know  how  to  ■««- 
ciate  the  emotions  which  inspire  them.  Yoa  will  have  a  gallant  people  to  adniiit- 
ister  during  your  occupation  of  this  city ;  a  people  sensitive  of  all  that  can  in  tbf 
least  affect  ita  dignity  aod  self-respect.  Pray,  sir,  do  not  allow  them  to  be  in- 
sulted by  the  interfereoce  of  such  ae  have  rendered  themselves  odious  and  con- 
temptible by  the  dastardly  deaertinn  of  the  mighty  etmggle  in  which  we  vt 
engaged,  nor  of  such  ae  might  remind  them  too  pwnfully  that  they  are  the  con- 
quered and  you  the  conquerors.  Peace  and  ord^r  may  be  preserved  witboal  i 
resort  to  measures  which  could  not  fail  to  wound  their  susceptibilities  and  fire 
ap  their  paeeiona. 

The  obligations  which  I  shall  assume  in  theu-  name  shall  be  leligjoasly  cob- 
plied  with.  You  may  trust  their  honor,  though  yon  might  not  count  oa  theii 
aubmieeion  to  unmerited  wrong. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  you  to  understand  that  the  people  of  New  Orieaos,  while 
unable  at  this  moment  to  prevent  you  from  occupying  this  city,  do  not  traosftr 
their  allegiance  from  the  government  of  their  choice  to  one  which  they  have 
deliberately  repudiated,  and  that  they  yield  simply  that  obedience  which  llie 
Gonqneror  ia  enabled  to  extort  from  the  conquered. 

Since  writing  the  above,  which  is  an  answer  to  your  tbiImI  comtmmication  of 
yesterday,  I  have  received  a  written  communication,  to  which  I  shall  reply  \)ebn 
13  o'clock  m^  if  possible  to  prepare  an  answer  in  that  time.

GBNTLBMB^:  At  half-past  one  o'clock  p.  m.  to-day  I  was  waited  on  br 
Gaptain  Bailey,  second  in  command  of  the  federal  fleet  now  lying  in  front  of 
the  city,  bearing  a  demand  from  Flag-Officer  Farragut  for  the  uoeonditioail 
smrender  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  and  hoisting  of  the  United  States  Bag  oa 
the  custom-house,  post  office,  and  mint.  He  olao  demanded  that  the  Loniiiaaa 
flag  should  be  hauled  down  from  the  city  boll.  I  replied  that  Geaend  Lovell 
was  in  command  here,  and  that  I  was  without  tutuoritr  \a  act  ia  miliurf 
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matcen.    General  Lorell  waa  then  Bent  for,  and  to  him,  after  stating  that  hia 
mission  was  to  the  major  and  council.  Captain  Bailev  addressed  his  demands. 

General  Lorell  refused  to  surrender  the  city  or  hia  forces,  or  any  portion  of 
Ibem,  bnt  oeeompanied  his  refusal  with  the  sUtemeDt  that  be  shoiud  evacuate 
ihe  ciiy,  withdraw  his  troops,  and  then  leave  the  civil  authorities  to  act  as  they 
Ba^t  deem  proper. 

It  is  proper  here  to  state  that,  in  reply  to  the  denund  to  haul  down  the  flag 
fron  the  city  hall,  I  returned  an  unqualified  refusal. 

I  am  now  in  momentary  expectation  of  receiving  a  second  peremptory  demand 
br  the  surrender  of  the  city.  I  solicit  your  advice  in  the  emergency.  My 
own  opinion  is,  that,  aa  a  dvil  magistrate,  posseased  of  no  military  power,  I  am 
incooipetent  to  perform  a  military  act  such  as  the  surrender  of  the  city  to  a 
bonile  force;  toat  it  wonld  be  proper  to  say,  in  reply  to  a  demand  of  that 
cbuuter,  that  we  ate  without  military  protection;  that  the  troops  have  with- 
dnwn  firom  the  eity;  that  we  are  consequently  incapable  of  making  any  resist- 
uce,  and  therefore  we  can  oAer  no  obstruction  to  the  occupation  of  the  {^ce 
bv  the  enemy ;  that  the  cuetom-honse,  poet  office,  and  mint  are  the  property  of 
^confialeiMe  government,  and  that  we  have  no  control  over  them;  and  that 
ill  acts  involving  a  transfer  of  authority  be  performed  by  the  invading  forces 
ibemselvea;  that  we  yield  to  physical  force  alone,  and  that  we  maintain  our 
•D^jiance  to  the  government  of  the  Confederate  States.  Beyond  this  a  dne 
Rtpeet  for  oar  dignity,  onr  rights,  and  the  Sag  of  our  country  doea  not,  I  think, 
ptnnit  OS  to  go.

I  deeply  regret  to  see,  both  by  their  contents  and  the  continued  display  of 
the  flaf;  of  Louisiana  on  the  coort-honne,  a  determinatioD  on  the  part  of  the  eh; 
anthoritiea  not  to  haul  it  down.  Horeover,  when  my  officers  and  men  were  setit 
on  shore  to  commnnicate  with  the  authorities  and  to  hoist  the  Unitod  States  6a|; 
on  the  custom-house,  with  the  strictest  orders  not  to  use  their  arms  unleaa  assailed, 
they  were  insulted  in  the  grossest  manner,  and  the  flag  which  had  been  hoisted 
by  my  orders  on  the  mint  was  pulled  down  and  dragged  through  the  atneU. 
All  of  which  go  to  show  that  the  fire  of  this  fleet  may  he  drawn  upon  the  city  st 
any  moment,  and  in  such  an  event  the  levee  would,  in  all  probability,  be  cat  br 
the  shdls,  and  an  amount  of  distress  ensue  to  the  innocent  population  whkb  1 
have  heretofore  endeavored  to  assure  you  that  I  desired  by  all  meana  to  avrnd. 
The  election  is  therefore  with  you;  but  it  becomes  my  duty  to  notify  you  lo 
remove  the  women  and  children  from  the  city  within  forty-eight  hours,  if  1  ban 
rightly  understood  your  determination.

Gb.ntlbmeN:  I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  coDamnntcation  from  Flag'-Offieer 
Farragut,  commanding  the  United  States  fleet  now  lyiog  in  front  of  the  city.  I 
have  informed  the  officer  bearing  the  cammnnication  that  I  would  lay  it  before 
you,  and  return  such  answer  as  the  city  authorities  might  think  proper  to  be 

In  the  meantime  permit  me  to  sn^iest  that  Flag-Officer  Fairagnt  appears  to 
have  misunderstood  the  position  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans.  He  had  been 
distinctly  informed  that  at  this  moment  the  city  has  no  power  to  impede  the 
exercise  of  such  acts  of  forcible  authority  to  the  commander  of  the  Unitnl 
States  naval  forces  may  choose  to  exercise,  and  that  therefore  no  resistaooe 
would  be  ofiered  to  the  occupation  of  the  city  by  the  United  States  forces. 

If  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  remove  the  flag  now  floating  from  this  buildinp. 
or  to  r^se  United  States  flags  on  others,  the  power  which  threatened  the  d^ 
etrucUon  of  our  city  is  certainly  capable  of  performing  those  acts.  New  Orleau 
is  not  DOW  a  military  post ;  there  is  no  military  commander  within  its  limits ;  it 
is  like  an  unoccupied  fortress,  of  which  an  assailant  may  at  any  moment  take 
possession.  But  I  do  not  believe  that  the  coitstituency  represented  by  yon  or 
by  me  embraces  one  loyal  citizen  who  would  be  willing  to  incur  the  odium  of 
tearing  down  the  symbol  representing  the  State  authority  to  which  New  Orleam 
owes  her  municipal  existence.  I  am  deeply  sensible  of  the  disuess  which  wobM 
be  brought  upon  our  community  by  a  coDsummation  of  the  inhuman  threat  of 
the  United  States  commander ;  but  I  cannot  conceive  that  those  who  so  recently 
declared  themselves  to  be  animated  by  a  Christian  spirit,  and  by  a  r^ard  (at 
the  rights  of  private  property,  would  venture  to  incur  for  themselvea  and  the 
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pTtnuncDt  they  repreBent  the  nniTenal  execmtion  of  the  civiUzed  world  hj 
■iViDpting  to  icbieve,  through  a  wanton  destruction  of  life  and  property,  that 
wliicb  the;  can  accomplieh  without  bloodshed,  and  without  a  re«oit  to  those 
bwtile  measares  which  the  law  of  nations  condemns  and  execrates,  when  em- 
ployed apon  the  defenc«leee  women  and  children  of  an  unresisting  city.

Sfi :  Toar  commnnicataon  of  this  morning  is  the  first  intimation  I  ever  had 
that  It  was  by  "  yamr  Mlricl  ordert"  that  the  United  States  fiog  was  attempted 
la  be  hoisted  upon  certain  of  ourpublic edifices  by  officers  sent  on  shore  to  com- 
manicate  with  the  authorities.  The  officers  who  approached  me  in  your  name 
diiclosed  DO  such  orders,  and  intimated  no  such  designs  on  your  part ;  nor  could 
I  bare  for  a  moment  entertained  the  remotest  suspicion  Uiat  tney  could  have 
bwn  inveeled  with  powers  to  enter  on  such  an  errand  while  the  negotiations  for 
1  rarrender  between  yon  and  the  city  authorities  were  still  pending.  The  inter- 
frreoce  of  any  force  under  your  command,  as  long  as  these  negotiations  were  not 
brought  to  a  close,  conld  not  he  viewed  by  me  otherwise  than  as  a  flagrant  vio- 
iitioD  of  those  courtesies,  if  not  of  the  absolute  rights,  which  prevail  between 
belligerentB  under  such  circumstances.  My  views  and  my  sentiments  in  refer- 
row  to  such  condnct  remain  unchanged. 

You  DOW  renew  the  demands  made  in  yonr  former  commnnication,  and  yon 
tuist  on  their  being  complied  with,  nnconditionally,  nnder  a  threat  of  bombard- 
nmi  within  forty-eight  Hours ;  and  you  notify  me  to  remove  the  women  and 
(iiildren  from  the  city,  that  they  may  be  protected  from  yonr  ehells. 

Sir,  yon  cannot  but  know  that  there  is  no  possible  esit  from  this  city  for  a 
popolatioii  which  still  exceeds  in  number  140,000,  and  yon  must  therefore  be 
a*tie  of  the  ntter  inanity  of  such  a  notiBcation.  Our  women  and  cliildren 
aoDM  eecape  from  yoor  shells,  if  it  be  your  pleasure  to  murder  them  on  a 
qBtttion  of  mere  etiquette.  But  if  they  contd,  there  are  but  few  among  them 
«hi>  would  consent  to  desert  their  families  and  their  homes,  and  the  graves  ol 
their  relaltvea  in  so  awfnl  a  moment.  They  would  bravely  stand  the  sight  of 
vonr  shells  rolling  over  the  bones  of  those  who  were  once  dear  to  tliem,  and 
wimld  deem  that  they  died  not  ingloriously  by  the  side  of  the  tombs  erected  by 
dieir  piety  to  the  memory  of  departed  relatives. 

You  are  not  satisfied  with  the  peaceable  possession  of  an  nndcfctided  city, 
nppMing  no  rctietance  to  your  guns,  because  of  its  bearing  its  doom  with  some- 
ifaiog  of  manliness  and  dignity,  and  you  wish  to  humble  and  dicigrace  us  by  the 
[Krfamiancc  of  an  act  againtit  which  our  nature  rebels.  Thb'~  satisfaction  you 
rUDot  expect  to  obtain  at  oar  hands. 

We  will  stand  your  bombardment,  unarmed  and  undefended  as  we  are     The 
ririhied  world  will  consign  to  indelible  infamy  the  heart  that  will  conceive  the 
deed  and  the  hand  that  will  dare  to  consummate  it.

United  Statrs  Gunboat  Cayuua. 

At  tea,  Mas  ?•  l^^^- 
SiB:  Smog  found  it  impoesible  to  get  the  Colorado  over  the  hare  of  the 
JftMiBsippi,  I  sent  np  a  large  portiun  of  her  gnne  and  crew,  filHnR  up  deficiencies 
of  both  in  the  different  reasels,  and,  with  my  aid,  Actjng  Midahipman  Higgin- 
MD,  steward,  and  boat's  crew,  followed  np  myself,  hoisting,  by  aathority  of  the 
itg-officer,  my  red,  dietingniehing  flag  as  second  in  command,  first  on  the 
Oneida,  Commander  Lee,  and  afterwarda  on  the  Caynga. 

That  brave,  resolnte,  and  indefatigable  officer,  Commander  D.  D.  Porter,  was 
It  work  with  his  mortar  fleet,  throwing  ebells  at  and  into  Fort  Jackson,  while 
Geiteral  Batler,  with  a  division  of  hie  army,  in  transports,  waa  waiting  a 
bvoiable  moment  to  land.  After  the  mortar  fleet  had  been  playing  upon  the 
tan>  for  six  days  and  nights,  (withoat  perceptibly  diminishing  their  fire,)  and 
one  or  two  changes  of  prognunmc,  Flag-Officer  Farragut  formed  the  ships  into 
two  colinnns,  "line  ahead;"  the  colnntn  of  the  red,  under  my  orders,  being 
fonned  on  the  right,  and  consisting  of  the  CajTiga,  Lieutenant  Commanding 
HimBon,  bearing  my  flag,  and  leading  the  Pensacola,  Captain  Morris;  the 
Ml^gissippi,  Commander  M,  Smith;  Oneida,  Commaudor  S.  P.  Lee;  Varuna, 
Commander  C.  S.  Boggs;  Katah din.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Preble;  Kineo, 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Ransom;  and  the  Wissahickon,  Lieutenant  Command- 
ing A.  X.  Smith.  The  column  of  tbe  blue  was  formed  on  the  left,  heading  up 
the  river,  and  consisted  of  the  flag-ship  Hartford,  Commander  R.  Wainwright, 
Mid  bearing  the  flng  of  the  commander-in-ehief,  Farragut;  the  Brooklyn,  Cap- 
tsiQ  T.  T.  Craven;  the  Richmond,  Commander  Alden;  the  Sciota,  hearing  the 
dimiooal  flag  of  Fleet-Captain  H.  H,  B;ll;  followed  by  the  Iroqaois,  Itasca, 
Winona,  and  Kennebec. 

At  2  a.  m.  on  the  morning  of  tbe  34th  the  signal  "to  advance  "  was  thrown 
ODt  from  the  flag-slup.  The  Caynga  immediately  weighed  anchor  and  led  on 
the  colnmn.  We  were  discovered  at  the  boom,  and,  a  little  beyond,  both  forts 
opened  their  fire.  When  close  up  with  St.  Philip  we  opened  with  grape  and 
noisier,  still  steering  on.  After  passing  this  tine  of  fire,  we  encountered  the 
"Montgomery  flotilla,"  consisting  of  eighteen  gunboats,  including  tbe  ram 
MinaBgas  and  iron  battery  Louisiana,  of  twenty  guns. 

lliis  waa  a  moment  of  anxiety,  as  no  supporting  ship  was  in  sight.  By 
ikilfol  steering,  however,  we  avoided  their  attempts  to  butt  and  board,  and  had 
tncceeded  in  ^reing  the  surrender  of  three,  when  the  Vamna,  Captain  Boggs, 
ud  Oneida,  Captain  Lee,  were  discovered  near  at  hand.  The  gallant  exploits 
if  these  ships  will  he  made  known  by  their  commanders.  At  early  oawn 
<U.*ci>vered  a  rebel  camp  on  the  right  h^ik  of  the  river.  Ordering  Lieutenant 
Commanding  N.  B.  Harrison  to  anchor  close  alongside,  I  hailed  and  ordered 
the  colonel  to  pile  np  his  arms  on  the  river  bank  and  come  on  board.  This 
woved  to  be  the  Chalmette  regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel  Szymanski. 
The  regimental  flag,  tents,  and  camp  equipage  were  captured. 

On  die  rooming  of  the  35th,  still  leading,  and  considerably  ahead  of  the  line, 
the  Chalmette  batteries,  situated  three  miLes  below  the  city,  opened  a  cross  fire 
«  the  Caynga.  To  this  we  responded  with  our  two  guns.  At  the  end  of 
twenty  minDtes  the  flag-ship  ranged  np  ahead  and  silenced  the  enemy's  guns. 

i'rom  tbia  point  no  other  obstacles  were  encountered,  except  burning  steamere, 
fooau  ships,  fire  rafts,  and  the  like.  Immediately  after  anchoring  in  front  of 
ihe  city  I  was  ordered  on  shore  by  the  flag-officer  to  demand  the  surrender  of 
the  dty,  and  that  tbe  flag  shotdd  be  hoisted  on  the  post  office,  cuetom-honee,  and 
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mint.    WLat  passed  nt  tbU  interview  will  be  better  stated  in  tbe  flag-^Sco'e 

On  the  26th  I  went  with  the  flag-officer  Bome  seven  miles  above  tbe  city, 
where  we  found  the  defences  abandoned,  the  gnns  spiked,  and  gnn  canitgEe 
burning.  These  defences  were  erected  to  prevent  the  downward  pasMge  of 
Captain  Foote.  On  the  27th  a  lar^  boom,  situated  above  these  ddencea.  wu 
destroyed  by  Captain  S.  Phillips  Lee.  Oa  the  SSth  General  Butler  landed 
above  Fort  St.  Philip,  under  the  guns  of  the  Mississippi  and  Kineo.  Tbii 
landing  of  the  army  above,  together  with  the  passage  of  the  fleet,  appears  to 
have  put  the  finishing  touch  to  the  demoralization  of  their  garrisons,  (300  htTing 
mutinied  in  Fort  Jackson.)  Both  forts  surrendered  to  Commander  Porter,  VM 
was  near  at  hand  with  the  vessels  of  his  flotilla. 

As  I  left  the  river  General  Butler  bad  garrisoned  Forte  Jackson  and  St-Hiilip. 
and  his  transports,  with  troops,  were  on  their  way  to  occupy  New  Orleans. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  express  my  admiration  of  the  cool  and  able  nuau^aaoA 
of  all  the  vessels  of  my  line  by  their  respective  captains.  After  we  had  putnl 
the  forts  H  was  a  contest  between  iron  hearts  in  wooden  veaaclB  and  iron-clsdi 
with  iron  beaks,  and  the  "  iron  hearts"  won. 

On  the  29th  the  Cayuga,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Eanison,  was  selected  W 
bring  me  home  a  bearer  of  despatches  to  the  government.

Flao-Officeb  :  Yonr  boldly-conceived  and  splendidly -executed  plan  of  batttr 
having  resulted  in  complete  snccesa,  leaves  me  time  to  make  up  the  report  of  lay 

You  will  find  in  Lieutenant  Commanding  Harrison's  report  an  accurate  oni- 
line  of  the  noble  part  taken  by  the  Cayuga,  under  his  command,  and  hewing 
my  divisional  flag.  We  led  off  at  2  a.  m.,  ia  accordance  with  your  signal,  ud 
steered  directly  up  stream,  edging  a  little  to  starboard,  in  order  to  give  room  for 
yonr  division, 

I  was  followed  by  the  Peneacola  in  fine  style,  the  remainder  of  my  diviiooo 
following  in  regular  and  compact  order.  We  were  scarcely  above  the  booa 
when  we  were  discovered,  and  Jackson  and  St.  Philip  opened  tipon  as.  We  could 
bring  no  gnn  to  bear,  bnt  steered  directly  on.  We  were  stmck  from  etm  u 
stem.  At  length  we  were  close  up  with  St.  Philip,  when  we  opened  with  gap: 
and  canister.  Scarcely  were  we  aDove  the  line  of  fire  when  we  found  onrKhw 
attacked  by  the  rebel  fleet  of  gunboate.  This  was  hot  but  more  congenial  wod. 
Two  large  steamers  now  attempted  to  board,  one  on  our  starboard  buw,  tbt 
other  astern;  a  third  on  our  starboard  beam.  The  11-inch  Dahlgrea  being 
trained  on  this  fellow,  we  fired  at  a  range  of  30  yards.  The  efl'ect  was  T«y 
destructive;  he  immediately  steered  in  shore,  ran  aground  and  burnt  himself  up. 

The  Parrott  gun  on  the  forecastle  drove  off  one  on  the  bow,  while  we  prepared 
to  repel  boarders,  so  close  was  our  remaining  enemy.  Abont  this  tine  Bo^ 
and  Lee  came  dashing  in,  and  made  a  finish  of  the  rebel  boats — eleven  in  oU. 

In  the  gray  of  the  morning  discovered  a  camp  with  rebel  flag  flying;  opened 
with  canister,  and  at  5  a.  m.  received  the  sword  and  flag  of  Colonel  Saymastki 
and  his  command  of  five  companies,  arms,  and  camp  equipage.     While  engaged 
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It  thu  pOTDt,  obecrved  the  Yantna  in  conflict  with  a  numlx^  of  ganboata.  She 
hi  iwen  butted  by  oae  of  them  and  sank;  but,  with  his  forward  guns  still 
ibdve  water,  her  comnuuider  was  bravely  maintaining  the  fight,  driving  off  his 
aiODies  and  sariiiK  his  crew.  Informing  (Captain  Lee,  of  the  Oneida,  who  had 
ibo  been  engaged  with  the  enemy,  of  the  Vanma's  situation,  he  instantly 
Ketmed  up  and  niftde  a  finish  of  the  rebel  boats.  The  remainder  of  the  fle;t 
BO*  eame  up.  The  Misaissippi  had  been  detained  below  with  the  Manassaa 
W  mother  iron-clad.     After  tliia  CTerything  passed  under  your  observation. 

The  pleasant  duty  now  remains  of  speaking  of  the  Cayuga  and  her  brave 
officers  and  crew.  From  first  to  last,  Lieatenant  Commanding  N.  B.  Harrison 
diipliyed  a  moeterly  ability  in  steering  his  vessel  past  the  forts  under  a  hnrri- 
uoe  of  shot  and  shell,  and  afterwards  in  manoeuvering  and  fighting  her  among 
lire  gunboats.  I  cannot  say  too  much  for  him.  He  was  gallantly  sustained  by 
Uenbnant  Geoi^e  H.  Perkins  and  Acting  Master  Thomas  H.  Morton.  Theae 
t&tea  have  my  unbounded  admiration. 

I  most,  in  conclusion,  express  the  pleasure  which  I  experienced  in  witnessing 
[be  eeamaulike  manner  in  which  all  the  ships  were  handled.     The  reports  of 
tbe  divisional  captains  will  inform  yon  of  the  particular  part  borne  by  each  ship.

StB:  On  the  night  of  the  23d  instant  I  went  on  board  of  the  United  States 
^boat  Sciota,  Ijentenant  Commanding  E.  Donaldson,  the  leading  vessel  of 
he  second  division  of  gunboats,  which  yon  did  me  the  honor  to  aeeign  to  my 
niauiand  for  the  a^rent  of  the  river.  At  4  a.  m.  of  the  24th  instant  the  Sciota, 
Kcom^nied  by  the  division,  followed  in  the  wake  of  the  Richmond,  for  passing 
Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip. 

Haring  run  safely  through  the  batteries  of  the  forts  and  rebel  steamers, 
Taptain  Donaldson  set  fire  to  and  burned  two  steamboats,  (one  loaded  with 
nm-carriagea,  the  other  with  rosin  and  combustible  materials.)  He  also  sent  a 
>o»i'8  crew  to  take  possession  of  an  armed  steamer  which  surrendered  to  him, 
0  bring  her  up  the  river;  bat  finding  her  hard  and  faat  ashore,  and  under  the 
,Tins  of  the  fort,  the  boat  returned  without  her.  This  delayed  the  movements 
f  ihe  Scotia,  and  bronght  her  within  half  a  mile  of  the  ram  Manattsas,  whence 

ritnesaed  the  decided  manner  in  which  the  noble  old  steamship  Missisaippi, 
oioniander  Helancthon  Smith,  met  that  pigmy  monatcr.  The  Misaiaaippi  made 
t  her,  but  the  Manassas  sheered  off  to  avoid  the  collision,  and  landed  on  the 
bore,  when  her  crew  escaped  over  her  roof  into  the  swamp.  The  Miasiasippi 
dted  facr  meanwhile  with  her  heavy  guns.  After  a  while  she  slipped  off  the 
■ok,  and  was  last  seen  by  some  of  the  officers  floating  down  tbe  stream,  pass- 
^  the  Mississippi  without  smoke-atack.  I  counted  nine  of  the  enemy's 
U-ameta  of  aH  kinds  deatroyedj  all  but  two  being  well  armed  on  the  bow  and 
lem. 

Upon  the  assembling  of  the  fleet  at  qnarantine  I  observed,  for  the  first  time, 
iat  the  gunboats  Itasca,  Lieutenant  Commanding  C.  H.  B.  Caldwell;  Wino^lt; 
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Lietttenant  Commanding  Ed.  T.  Nichols,  and  Kennebec,  Lieatenant  Comi 
John  Rueeell,  belonging  to  the  second  gnnboat  division,  were  missing.  A»  tiey 
vere  the  three  rearmost  vessels  of  the  Seet,  it  was  apprehended  that  the  fite  of 
the  forts  and  of  the  enemy's  steamers  had  been  concentrated  npon  them  tfut 
the  passage  of  the  larger  vessels,  which  had  attracted  and  divided  the  fiieof  the 
enemy  while  they  were  in  sight.  I  am  happy  to  report  none  killed  and  imlj 
two  elightly  wounded  in  this  brilliant  dash  of  the  fleet. 

The  Sciota  next  preceded  the  fleet  np  to  English  Tarn,  and  was  the  iixiTtb 
vessel  ahead  in  the  attack  on  and  capture  of  the  forts  at  the  city  of  Kew  Or- 
leans, OD  the  25ih,  and  the  third  in  passing  np  in  front  of  the  city.  Sbe  hu 
shared  in  all  the  active  operations  of  the  fleet  to  this  date. 

The  immediate  object  of  this  expedition  having  been  gained,  I  hanled  down 
iny  pennant  at  one  p.  m.  to-day,  to  resume  my  duties  aa  fleet-capta*n  on  board 
the  Hartford,  having  no  further  casualties  to  report. 

Throughout  the  trying  scenes  of  this  dashing  expedition,  which  la  second  to 
hone  on  record,  Captain  Donaldson,  his  officers  and  crew,  were  coDspicnana  for 
their  coolness,  intrepidity,  and  good  conduct.  Her  gnns  were  well  and  ekilMy 
handled  by  their  crews,  under  the  direction  and  careful  instrection  of  Ljenteuot 
H.A.Adams;  Midshipman  Woodward  gallantly  working  the  rifle  on  the  top- 
gallant forecastle,  and  Acting  Master  Eoater  the  11-inch  pivot  gnu.  Aciiiig 
Master  McFarland  was  always  at  the  con,  and  acquitted  himself  zealously  "id 
handsomely  in  the  discbarge  of  that  duty.

SiB:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  part  takeo  by 
this  ship  in  the  actions  of  the  mornings  of  April  24th  and  25th  instant,  off  Fons 
Jackson  and  St  Philip,  and  below  the  city  of  New  Orleans, 

At  3.30  a.  m.,  on  the  morning  of  the  S4th,  got  nnder  way,  and  at  3.55  the  BsK- 
ford  opened  fire  &om  bow  guns,  engaging  Fort  Jackson,  and  receivinga  galling fiit 
from  both  forte.  At  4.15  grounded  on  ahoal  near  Fort  St.  Philip  in  the  endeavor 
to  clear  a  fire  rat^  which  was  propelled  by  a  ram  on  our  port  quarter,  setliog 
fire  to  the  ship,  the  fiames  bnreting  through  tho  ports  and  running  np  the  vf- 
g^ng,  endangeringthe  ship  as  much  from  fire,  if  not  more,  than  from  the  gmu 
of  the  enemy.  Went  to  "fire  quarters,"  extinguished  flames,  and  backed  off— 
a  heavy  fire  being  kept  up  by  both  forts  upon  us  all  the  time,  and  we  contiitiiirc 
to  fire  in  return  upon  them  until  out  of  range.  Passed  and  fired  into  ecTenJ 
rebel  steamers  on  onr  way  np  the  river. 

On  the  25th  instant,  steaming  np  the  river,  cleared  ship  for  action  at  9.3C 
ft,  m.,  and  at  11.30  discovered  two  batteries,  one  on  each  bank  of  the  river, 
which  commenced  firing.  We  tlien  opened  fire  with  bow  guns,  and  shortly  wn? 
in  position  to  use  both  batteries,  and  at  first  fire  of  the. port  battery  drove  thr 
enemy  on  the  right  bonk  from  his  guns.  After  passing  were  fired  on  by  ridi'~ 
men,  bnt  without  injury.    The  ship  was  much  ridded,  having  received  32  shotr. 
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tome  of  them  at  a  eerious  nature.     There  were  also  two  gona  disabled  hj  the 
oiflny's  fire. 

I  berewitb  enclose  the  reporta  of  the  heads  of  the  difierent  departments.  Wc 
iHTe  to  monrn  the  loas  of  tnree  of  our  brave  crew,  and  also  had  ten  wounded. 
Hie  gone  were  well  worked  and  served,  and  when  officers  and  men  behave  with 
rad)  cenrage  and  coolness,  I  cooBider  it  a  credit  to  the  ship  to  say  that  it  is 
nnpoBEible  for  me  to  individnalize. 

On  April  26th,  at  3.25  p.m.,  proceeded  np  the  river  to  attack  some  batteries ; 
•t  5  went  to  qnarteifi,  and  at  5.35  discovered  two  batteries,  both  of  which,  how- 
o'»,Iiad  been  evacuated,  and  gun-carriages  set  on  fire.     Sent  a  boat  to  battery 
on  left  bank  and  spiked  twenty-nine  guns.

Sir  :  I  hare  the  honor  to  report  the  following  incidenta  and  oecunentM  nf 
the  conflict  of  the  24th  and  25th  of  April  in  paasing  Forts  Jackson  and  Sil 
PhUip  and  their  adjacent  batteries ;  also,  the  engagement  with  the  rebel  frot* 
boats  and  the  "nun,"  which  were  stationed  above  those  forts ;  also,  the  «t«* 
with  the  batteries  located  a  few  miles  below  this  city,  and  which  latter  uA 
place  on  the  iJSth  instant. 

Your  order  to  me  was  that  this  ship  should,  after  passing  the  barricade  beln* 
the  forts,  proceed  to  the  attack  of  Fort  St.  Philip,  in  order  to  divnt  its  £>• 


hat 
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from  four  diTiBioD,  so  that  Ton  should  not  be  exposed  to  the  fire  of  both  of  these 
forts  at  the  same  time.  On  our  arriTal  at  the  opeoing  of  the  barricade  the 
aoDY  opened  his  fire  on  us.  We  proceeded  slowly  through  it>  firing  only  our 
bor  pms,  until  we  reached  a  position  vhere  onr  broadside  gnna  could  be  used ; 
«e  then  cnntinaed  slowly  on,  trequently  stopping  and  returning  his  6re,  and 
tiutainiiig  that  of  the  rebel  gunboats  at  the  same  time,  nntil  we  had  reached  a 

)iiit  above  that  fort  where  its  fire  conld  no  longer  reach  ua.     The  ram,  after 

iring  ilmck  the  Vamna  gmiboat,  and  forced  her  to  run  on  shore  to  prevent 

inking,  advanced  to  attack  this  ship,  coming  down  on  ua  right  ahead.  She  was 
perceived  by  lientenant  F.  A.  Koe  jnst  in  time  to  avoid  her  by  sheering  the 
iliip,  and  she  passed  close  on  our  starboard  side,  receiving,  as  sne  went  ny,  a 
broadside  from  ua.  The  gunboats  of  the  enemy  now  fled  up  the  river,  and  some 
of  them  were  run  on  shore  and  set  fire  to  by  their  own  crews.  We  were  nnder 
the  fire  of  the  enemy  about  two  hours.  We  then  steamed  up  the  river  to  render 
assiitance  to  the  Varona.  We  sent  our  boats  to  her  to  aesist  in  taking  off  her 
nScus  and  crew,  uid  have  seven  of  the  former  and  about  sixty  of  the  latter 
DOT  onboard. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  this  ship  was  in  every  respect  praise- 
worthy, evincing  coolness  and  courage  of  the  hi^est  order.  The  fire  of  the 
pins  was  kept  up  with  all  the  rapidity  which  the  circtunstances  of  the  action 
dnnanded,  to  insure  injury  to  the  enemy  without  the  wasting  of  ammunition. 
Ihe  amount  of  damage  inflicted  by  us  on  him  cannot  be  ascertained,  bnt  I  be- 
lieve that  it  mnst  hare  been  very  considerable.  It  is  impossible  in  a  night 
itlick  to  do  justice  to  each  officer's  merits  by  specifying  his  particular  conduct 
in  die  battle ;  but  the  result  of  the  conflict  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  great  good 
behavior  of  Uiem  all 

[  miut  tptiA  of  the  coolness  and  ability  displayed  by  Lieutenant  F.  A.  Boc, 
tbe  executive  officer  of  this  ship.  His  station  being  on  the  bridge  next  to  me 
enabled  me  to  witness  it.  My  eyesight  is  quite  defective,  especially  at  night, 
lad  T  am  compelled  to  rely  on  that  of  others.  I  was,  therefore,  obliged  to  give 
to  Lieutenant  Boe  the  duty  of  directing  the  ship's  course  through  the  opening 
ti  the  Itarricade,  as  well  as  the  ascending  of  the  river  during  the  whole  action. 
The  Judgment  and  skill  shown  by  him  in  the  performance  of  this  duty  cannot 
be  inrpassed.  We  had  no  pilot  on  board,  and  he  performed  that  duty  with  the 
most  remarkable  ability  and  success.  I  reconunend  and  most  strongly  uree 
upon  the  Kavy  Department  the  propriety  and  justice  of  promoting  him  to  the 
link  of  commander,  as  a  reward  for  the  highly  important  services  which  he  has 
Kodeied  in  this  battle.  In  my  opinion  ne  has  fairly  earned  it  and  ought  to 
receive  iL 

hi  the  action  of  the  25th  instant  with  the  batteries  just  below  the  city  the 
ship  received  but  little  injuir  in  her  bull  or  rigging,  and  none  of  the  officers  or 
dew  were  killed  or  wounded.  I  enclose  herewith  a  report  of  the  surgeon  of  the 
UUed  and  wounded ;  also,  one  of  the  injury  sustained  by  the  ship  in  hull  and 
rigging.

Philip  and  their  adjacent  batterieB,  and  also  with  the  fleet  of  rebe)  gonboiti  tad 
nune. 

I  have  reason  to  congratulate  myself  that  I  ordered  the  men  to  He  dmrn  flit 
on  deck,  to  receive  the  first  fire  of  the  forts,  until  onr  guns  were  ia  range.  By 
this  means,  I  have  no  donbt,  many  valuable  lives  were  saved,  uid  no  uunnit- 
tion  was  thrown  away  by  firing  at  random. 

Soon  as  the  battery  opened  upon  the  enemy  it  did  great  execution  by  iU 
rapidity  of  fire  and  the  certainty  of  its  aim.  The  conduct  of  our  people  ww 
gallant  in  the  highest  degree. 

Too  great  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  lieutenant  James  Stillwell  forliia 
coolness  and  activity.  He  moved  constantly  from  one  division  to  anodieT,  eo- 
conraging  the  guns'  crews,  instructing  them  bow  to  act  and  bow  to  fire,  ud 
when  some  of  them  were  disabled  by  their  numbers  falling,  and  the  wotudtd, 
lying  helpless  in  the  darkness,  encumbered  the  decks,  Lieutenant  Stillirdl.  bj 
his  presence  and  coolness,  restored  order,  and  maintained  an  unremitting  kt 
from  every  gun.  Althongh  himself  knocked  down  by  a  cannon  shot,  he  ntw- 
ered  his  presence  of  mind,  which  never  forsook  bim,  and  waa  always  fcnod 
where  be  was  most  needed. 

The  forward  division,  consisting  of  the  1 1-inch  pivot  and  SO-ponader  rifie-pit. 
was  admirably  served  under  tbe  orders  of  Acting  Master  E.  C.  Weeks.  ^ 
ter's  Mate  Alfred  H.  Reyuolds  CAme  aft  on  the  hammock  nettings  to  report  lo 
me  tbe  loss  of  tbe  rammer  of  bia  80-pounder.  While  aft  by  tbe  bridge,  dmi 
No.  5  gun,  be  bad  his  aword-belt  cat  from  his  waist  in  tbrce  pieces.  Bat 
this  officer  never  for  a  moment  faltered  in  his  duty  at  the  forward  dirisatL 
Mr.  Cox,  tbe  carpenter,  was  quite  severely  wounded  iu  the  beginning  of  li>e 
engagement,  and  was  compelled  to  go  below.  Mr.  Goodrich,  the  boatswain,  *u 
also  wonnded  by  a  fragment  of  shcU  lodging  in  his  arm,  and,  though  Bufi^rinE 
great  pain  and  loss  of  blood,  remained  at  hu  station  te  tbe  end  of  tbe  conflicL 
His  conduct  ia  worthy  of  the  highest  praise.  The  crew  of  No.  5  gun  wu  nxet 
severely  dealt  with.  In  tbe  very  beginning  of  the  action  John  Ryan,  the  gm 
captain,  was  mortally  wounded,  and  several  others  fell.  Patrick  Hugho,  >»■ 
man,  wbo  was  first  sponger,  showed  himself  particularly  active,  and  his  conduct, 
in  my  opinion,  redeemed  bis  previous  bad  character. 

William  Gray,  Ist,  the  first  loader  of  No.  3  gun,  veiy  deliberately  picked  op 
a  32-ponnd  shot  which  landed  on  deck  and  threw  it  overboard,  supposing  il  u 
be  a  shell. 

I  call  special  attention  to  the  gun  captain  of  tbe  rifled  bowitxer  afi,  itliicb, 
though  much  exposed  was  served  with  much  ability  and  activity,  althon^  no 
officer  whatever  superintended  it.  James  McGfoud,  captain  of  foretop,  a  TohD- 
teer  from  tbe  Colorado,  was  the  gun  captain  of  this  piece.  I  earnestly  comnvni 
bim  to  your  favorable  notice. 

I  have  also  to  notice  the  fine  conduct  of  Louis  Richards,  tbe  qnartermuta 
at  tbe  wheel  during  tbe  terrific  fire.  All  throngh  the  din  and  roar  of  haule 
this  man  never  once  erred  in  steering  the  ship  through  tbe  narrow  openiif  «( 
tbe  barricade,  and  his  watchful  devotion  to  my  orders  contributed  in  a  gr«K 
degree  to  tbe  successful  passage  of  the  ship,  without  once  fouling  tbe  shore  or 
tbe  obstacles  of  the  barricade.  The  coolness  of  this  man,  at  a  station  of  no 
ordinary  danger,  was  perfectly  heroic. 

Assistant  Engineer  Huntly,  stationed  at  tbe  bell  abreast  of  No.  5  gnn.<D 
wounded  at  tbe  same  time  that  the  gun's  crew  was  disabled.  He  was  meed  to  ^ 
below,  hut  refused  to  leave  bis  station,  and  remained  there  all  throngh  Vae  actioo. 

I  must  make  very  special  mention  of  Thomas  Flood,  (boy,)  who  acted  u  m\ 
aid  on  tbe  bridge.  He  was  swept  from  my  side  along  with  the  signal  qn■rtr^ 
master,  Murry,  who  had  his  leg  shot  away  by  a  shell  which  burst  near  tbeiB. 
flood,  finding  himself  unhurt  on  the  deck  below  tbe  bridge,  assisted  the  signil 
quartermaster  to  get  below.     After  getting  bim  into  tbe  baodfl  of  the  BurmB. 
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Ftwd  promptly  returned  to  my  side,  and  ABsisted  mc  very  materially  by  takinf; 
tbedaliea  of  eigtial  qaartermaeter  upon  himself.  This  duty  lie  performed  with 
die  eoolnee?,  exactitude,  and  fidelity  of  a  veteran  seaman.  I  cannot  speak  too 
nimly  of  Flood,  and  I  wonld  be  glad  to  see  him  appointed  a  midiibipman  in 
tb«  Divy.    His  intelligence  and  gentle  character  are  of  a  high  order. 

The  powder  division  was  perfectly  Mrved  under  the  ciimmand  of  Paymaster 
Gwige  L.  Davis.     Its  good  order  and  efficiency  are  worthy  of  special  notice. 

Hiere  are  bat  two  instances  of  conduct  which  I  record  with  pain.  John 
McDonald,  seaman,  from  the  Colorado,  was  tbe  second  captain  of  No.  6  gnn. 
When  the  first  captain  was  wounded  by  a  bursting  shell,  this  man  gave  up  bis 
gon.  One  of  tbe  gnn's  crew  wag  beard  by  Lieutenant  Stillwell  calling  for  some 
we  to  take  charge  of  the  gnn,  and  no  one  coming,  he  took  charge  of  it  bimnelf. 
The  other  instance  is  still  more  humiliating.  William  Cooper,  ordinary  eea- 
mn,  ihellman  of  No.  2  gun,  deeerted  hid  station,  and  was  twice  banlcd  oat  from 
behind  the  forward  bitts  by  the  men  of  our  ship.  The  scorn  and  contempt  of 
our  crew  for  this  man  seems  to  be  condemnation  enough. 

Other  examples  of  courage  and  coolncea,  however,  are  so  marked  and  striking, 
ihu  it  ie  a  Boorce  of  pride  and  congratulation  to  me  that  I  have  been  able  to  go 
into  battle  with  snch  men.

8iB:  I  would  respectfully  report  tbe  damages  tbia  steamer  sustained  in  car- 
penter's department!  as  follows,  via :  One  shot  entering  starboard  bow  (raking) 
jvt  beneath  spar  deck  lodging  knees,  cutting  its  way  through  the  side  and 
tevbg  in  splinters  a  handng  knee,  cutting  through  deck  beam,  thence  striking 
hitt,  badly  splintering  this;  lodging  in  another  beam  amidships.  Second, 
thiMigh  main  rigging,  (starboard,)  plongbing  tbroagh  bridge,  going  out  at  main- 
lil  (port,)  which  is  cut  entirely  off.  Third,  etruuk  sheet  chain  outside,  badly 
wiring  two  Btrakcs  whales  at  No.  6  guuport.  Fourth,  came  tbrongh  side  at 
So.  3  ninport,  cutting  two  strakes  spirketting,  crossing  deck  and  demolishing 
one  tide  of  a  ^n-carriage.  Fifth,  came  through  No.  7  gunport,  tearing  away 
t»o  fife-rail  stanchions,  cutting  through  mainmast,  crippling  mast-loop,  paseing 
oM  of  side  of  gunport,  tearing  away  framing  stanchion  and  plank.  Sixth, 
itreck  iron  knee  under  the  bridge,  cutting  it  oif.  Seventh,  through  hammock 
■ettmgs,  mizzen  rigging,  badly  cutting  main-rail,  passed  out  through  port-netting, 
nttiiig  off  hammock -rails.  Eighth,  came  through  side,  near  poop  deck,  cutting 
*wiy  framing  timber  and  plank.  Ninth,  starboard  quarter,  about  five  feet 
kbove  water,  not  through  plauk.     Tbe  above  are,  eir,  all  I  have  been  able  to

shot  away;  mizzen  stay,  wounded;  three  shrouds  of  main  rising  on  the  pan 
side,  slightly  wounded;  one  shroud  on  starboard  side  of  main  rigging,  sli^tly 
wonnded;  some  running  rigging  shot  away.

Report  of  Captain  T.  T,  Craven,  Ukiied  Stata  Steam-Sloop  BrotMyn. 

United  States  Steam-Sloop  Brooklyk, 
Miuiitippi  River,  off  Neto  Orleam,  April  26, 1862. 

SiB:  Herewith  T  have  tbe  honor  to  enclose  reports  from  the  Gxecutive officer. 
surgeon,  gunner,  carpenter,  and  boatswain,  relative  to  the  occarrencee,  casnaltieh 
expenditure  of  ammuuitiou,  and  damages  on  board  this  ship  on  tbe  mornings  oT 
tbe  24tb  and  25th  instant. 

It  becomes  my  du^  to  odd  that,  on  the  morning  of  the  34tb,  soon  after  tbe 
action  between  our  fleet  and  the  forts,  St.  Philip  and  Jackson,  commenced,  ii 
consequence  of  tbe  darkness  of  the  night  and  the  blinding  smoke,  I  lost  «igbt 
of  your  ship,  and  when  following  in  the  line  of  what  I  supposed  to  be  yoor  in, 
I  suddenly  found  tbe  Brooklyn  running  orer  one  of  the  bulks  and  rafts  vhidi 
sustained  the  chain  barricade  of  the  river.  For  a  few  moments  I  was  eatufW 
and  fell  athwart  the  stream,  oar  how  groslng  the  shore  on  the  left  bank  of  tb< 
river.  While  in  this  situation  I  received  a  pretty  severe  fire  from  Fort  St 
Philip.  Immediately  after  extricating  my  snip  from  the  rafts,  her  hesd  w 
tamed  up  stream,  and  a  few  minutes  thereafter  she  was  feebly  butted  by  tke 
celebrated  ram  Manassas.  She  came  batting  into  our  starboard  gangwiy,  Gnt 
firing  from  her  trap-door,  when  within  abont  tea  feet  of  the  ship,  directif 
towards  our  smoke-stack,  her  shot  entering  about  five  feet  above  the  uraier-lisr 
and  lodging  in  the  sand-bags  which  protected  oar  steam-drum.  I  bad  discovend 
this  qaeer-looking  gentleman,  wliile  forcing  my  way  over  the  hanicadc  lytif 
close  into  the  bank,  and  when  he  mode  his  appearance  the  second  time  I  wum 
close  to  him  that  he  had  not  an  opportunity  to  get  up  his  full  speed,  aod  kit 
efforts  to  damage  me  were  completely  frustrated,  our  chain  armor  proving  a  per- 
fect protection  to  our  aides.  He  soon  slid  off  and  disappeared  in  the  daitw**- 
A  few  moments  thereafter,  being  all  the  time  under  a  raking  fire  from  Fort  J«k- 
Bon,  I  was  attacked  by  a  large  rebel  steamer.  Oar  port  broadside,  at  the  alwt 
distance  of  only  fifty  or  sixty  yards,  completely  finisned  him,  setting  him  on  6it 
almost  instantaneously. 

Still  groping  my  way  in  the  dark,  or  under  tbe  hlack  doud  of  smoke  from  tbe 
fire  raft,  I  suddenly  foand  myself  abreast  of  St,  Philip,  and  so  close  th*l  tbe 
leadsman  in  the  starboard  chains  gave  tbe  soundings  "  thirteen  feet,  sir."  A* 
we  could  bring  all  our  gnus  to  bear,  for  a  few  brief  moments  we  poured  in  gnp* 
and  canister,  and  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  completely  silencing  that  work  hef^ire 
I  left  it — my  men  in  the  tops  witnessing,  in  the  flashes  of  their  bursting  sli»f 
nelU,  tbe  enemy  running  like  sheep  for  more  comfortable  quarters. 

After  passing  the  forts  we  engaged  several  of  the  enemy's  gunboats;  •>" 
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being  at  Bbnrt  range — geneislly  from  sixty  to  a  hundred  yarda — the  efiects  of 
our  broadsides  most  have  been  terrific.  This  ship  was  under  fire  aboat  one  hour 
and  a  batf.  We  loat  eight  men  killed,  and  had  twenty -eix  wonnded,  and  our 
dimigce  from  the  eoemy'a  shot  and  ahell  are  eevere.  I  should  not  have  been 
w  particular,  eir,  in  recording  bo  many  of  the  incidents  of  the  morning  of  the 
2i\h  bad  I  not  been  out  of  my  proper  station;  but  justice  to  my  officers  and 
as*  demand  that  I  shotild  show  that  the  Brooklyn  was  neither  idle  nor  useless 
on  that  never-to-be-forgotten  occasion. 

In  couclusion,  I  must  here  beg  leave  to  add  that  ray  officers  and  crew,  all, 
withont  a  iingk  exception,  behaved  in  a  most  heroic  manner;  indeed,  I  was 
mrprised  to  witness  their  perfect  coolness  and  self-possesaton,  as  they  stood  at 
tfifir  guns  while  the  rebels  were  bailing  shot  and  shell  npon  us  for  nearly  half 
in  hour  before  I  gave  the  order  to  "open  fire."  I  have  to  congratulate  myself 
on  being  so  ably  assisted  by  my  execntive  officer.  Lieutenant  R.  B.  Lowry.  He 
WM  ererj-whore,  inspiring  both  officers  and  crew  with  hie  own  zeal  and  gallantry 
in  the  peifonnance  of  their  duty.  Lieutenant  Jamea  O'Kane,  who  had  charge 
of  the  1st  division,  was  severely  wounded  soon  after  we  commenced  the  action; 
but  not  until  he  had  himself  primed,  sighted,  and  fired  two  enns,  and  from  loss 
of  blood  fallen  to  the  deck,  would  he  consent  to  be  carried  oelow.  Lieutenant 
Junes  Forney,  commwding  the  nmrines,  had  two  guns  assigned  him,  and,  with 
bi«  men,  fought  most  gallantly. 

I  was  early  deprived  of  the  services  of  my  signal  officer  and  aid.  Acting  Mid- 
rbipman  Jolui  Anderson,  by  a  shot,  which  cut  Qm  and  the  signal  quartermaster, 
Barney  Sands,  nearly  in  two.  Young  Anderson  was  a  most  promising  and  gal- 
liot young  gentleman,  and  had,  only  a  few  days  previously,  Tolnnteered  from 
UKtber  vessel,  which  had  been  detailed  for  other  duty,  to  join  this  ship ;  he  was 
knocked  overboard  and  killed  instantly.  Immediately  afterward,  my  young 
derk,  Mr.  J.  G.  Swift,  (who  had  been  meanwhile  taking  notes,)  asked  me  to  let 
'um  act  as  my  aid ;  and  the  prompt,  self-possessed  manner  in  which  he  performed 
liii  doty  in  conveying  my  ordere  eliciteo  my  highest  admiration. 

Tbe  conduct  of  Quartermaster  James  Buck,  stationed  at  the  wheel,  merits 
particular  mention.  Early  in  the  fight  lie  received  a  severe  and  painful  contn- 
w>u  by  a  hv^vy  splinter;  bnt  for  seven  hours  afterwards  he  stood  bravely  at  his 
pw  and  performed  his  dnty,  refusing  to  go  below  nnttl  positively  ordered  to  do 
to;  and  on  the  morning  of  the  25tb,  without  my  knowledge,  he  again  stole  to 
bit  station  and  steered  the  ship  from  early  daylight  until  1.30  p.  m.,  over  eight 
boors.  I  beg  partictilarly  that  you  will  bring  this  man's  conduct  to  the  especial 
notite  of  the  Navy  Uepartment. 

On  the  morning  of  the  2Sth  of  April,  as  the  fleet  was  proceeding  up  the  river, 
at  about  a  quartei^past  11  o'clock,  two  batteries  were  discovered,  one  on  onr 
tUrboard  bow,  and  the  other  almost  directly  ahead.  Signal  was  made  from 
jour  ship  to  prepare  for  action.  At  this  time  the  flag-ship  was  the  leading  vessel, 
ibe  Brooklyn  was  the  second  in  the  line,  and  the  Irof^nois  third;  the  othera 
vptc  astern,  and  somewhat  scattered.  A  few  minutes  after  your  signal  the 
CsvQga  passed  the  Brooklyn,  and  so  close  as  to  compel  me  to  hail  and  request 
btr  ctHDmander  not  to  force  me  out  of  my  station.  She  pushed  on,  and  even 
passed  the  flag-ship. 

About  noon,  being  then  one  and  a  quarter  miles  distant  from  them,  the  bat- 
■oies  opened  a  mking  fire  upon  us.  Tne  fire  of  the  starboard  battery  was  imme- 
diately responded  to  oy  this  ship,  then  about  half  a  cable's  length  astern  of  the 
Hartford,  and  twenty-one  shots  from  onr  80-poundcr  rifled  gun  were  rapidly,  and 
with  Kaiarkable  precision,  thrown  into  it,  only  two  of  these  shots  failing  to  take 
f^ktt.  A  few  minutes  afterward  the  Brooklyn,  then  steaming  at  the  rate  of  ten 
knots,  by  the  sudden  sheering  ofi'  and  "  slowing  down"  of  the  Hartford,  for  the 
porpose  of  engaging  the  enemy,  necessarily  sheered  in  shore,  which  brought  her 
op  within  one  hundred  and  fifty  or  two  hiutdred  yards  of  the  port-hand  battefj^  ^^ 
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and  Eo  aa  to  obBtruct  the  fire  of  the  Hartford.  The  Brookljn  then  optned  fire 
with  grape  and  caniBter,  stopped  her  engines,  and,  lying  withio  less  than  ow 
hundred  yards  of  the  river  bank,  delivered  two  other  broadsides,  which  com- 
pletely drove  the  enemy  pell  mcll  from  their  guns  and  from  the  field. 

In  conclusion,  sir,  permit  me  to  congratnlate  you  upon  this  most  brilliant  tat- 
cess.  The  attack  by  onr  squadron  upon  two  strong  and  garrisoned  forte,  steam- 
ing within  grape  and  canister  range,  and  partially  silencing  them,  and  the  punnit 
and  destruction  of  almost  their  entire  Seet  of  gunboata,  have  not  been  enrpat^ 
if  equalled,  by  any  navy  in  the  world.  Under  the  providence  of  Almighty  God 
ve  have  achieved  a  most  glorious  victory.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that,  in  the  action  of  the  morning  of  the  24th  initast 
from  3  a.  m.  to  4.50  a.  m.,  against  the  rebel  forts,  Jackson  and  Sl  Philip,  Ducked 
and  water  batteries,  and  some  sixteen  rebel  gunboats,  this  ship  engaged  il« 
enemy  at  3  a.  m.  with  shell,  grape,  and  canister,  of  which  105  rounds  wete  Sifi 
from  the  nine-inch  guns,  in  broadside,  at  one  time  within  150  yards  of  Fi>rt  >Sl 
Philip.  Great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  discharging  the  SO-pounder  D*U- 
gren  rifle.     This  gun  is  defective  in  its  vent. 

The  conduct  of  the  men  and  officers  was  under  your  own  eye.  I  can  mj 
with  pride  that  they  fully  met  my  own  expectations  in  their  drill  and  effieieBct: 
and  although  the  action  was  fought  mostly  in  total  darkness,  still  nothing  ttnii 
exceed  the  rapid  and  precise  firing,  the  prompt  readiness  to  repair  damages.  an<l 
the  care  for  the  dead  and  wounded,  which  was  evinced  by  every  person  at  iht 
gun  divisions. 

I  regret  to  report  the  loss  of  seven  most  valuable  men,  viz :  Bernard  Stod*. 
signal  quartermaster,  killed  by  your  sidej  John  Wade,  captain  after  guari- 
Thomas  White,  coxswain,  captain  of  No.  9  enn ;  Andrew  Ronrke,  seaman.  Is 
loader  of  pivot  gun ;  Daniel  McEmory,  (boy,)  powder-boy  of  pivot  gnu ;  Bnn 
BofF,  marine,  of  marine  gun's  crew  No.  1 ;  William  Lanaban,  marine,  of  inariDr'' 
gun's  crew  No.  2.  Midshipman  Anderson,  your  aid,  was  carried  oveHmaid 
early  in  the  action  by  a  round  shot. 

No.  9  gun  had,  by  the  striking  of  a  3S-lb.  shot  against  the  iron  boat-dsritM 
port  side,  and  breaking  into  fragments,  immediately  followed  by  a  hnrstJog  AA\ 
in  the  same  place,  Ist  captain  killed,  8d  captain  badly  wounded,  and  nme  on 
badly  disabled;  making  eleven  men  out  of  a  crew  of  seventeen-  Still,  ili* 
remaining  six  fought  the  gun  mott  gallantly  until  the  end  of  the  action.  Otr 
wounded  amount  to  thirty,  as  per  surgeon's  report.  No.  1  gun,  port,  wat  dL*- 
abled  by  having  the  forward  axletree  shot  away.  We  encountered  the  boooi- 
chain,  and  broke  it  adrift  by  running  over  it  and  dislodging  the  anchored  hulb; 
this  close  to  Fort  St,  Philip.  We  also  had  an  encounter  with  an  iron-clad  lam. 
which  struck  us  in  the  starboard  gangway;  but  the  cbtun-armor,  to  a  gwa: 
extent,  received  the  blow  and  saved  the  frame  of  the  ship.  The  ship  was  lidlj 
struck  and  cut  up  in  various  parts;  a  report  from  Mr.  Foy,  the  carpenier.  1 
herewith  enclose;  both  main-etaya  and  much  of  the  running  gear  were  col  bj 
Bhot. 

As  your  executive  officer  it  becomes  my  duty,  as  it  is  my  pride,  to  call  sHw 
tion  to  the  excellent  bearing  of  every  officer  and  man  on  board  the  ship.    1^ 
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idTincmg  and  victorioaB  sqnsdrOD,  in  BacceBeion,  ran  down,  sank,  blev  up,  or 
£ffd  bj  shells,  eleven  of  the  enemy's  sixteen  gunboats.  One,  the  Warrior,  a 
lliTM-maUed  propeller,  placed  herself  under  the  port  broadside  of  the  Brooklyn, 
vbeD  elerea  fire-Becond  Bhells  were  exploded  in  her,  actually  driving  ber  on 
the  bank  and  instantly  setting  her  on  fire.  A  second  three-masted  propeller 
leaped  annihilAtion  from  our  starboArd  battery  from  her  reBemblance  to  tbe 
Iroqoois,  which  caused  us  to  hold  our  fire  nntU  the  current  bad  drifted  her  down 
Htem  of  us,  wbeo  her  true  character  was  ascertained,  but  too  late  for  ns  to 
deftroy  her. 

ill.  O'Kane,  acting  2d  lieutenant,  in  charge  of  tbe  forward  divbions,  waB 
voonded  in  tbe  middle  of  the  action  and  disabled,  after  most  gallant  Bervice. 
I  ordered  MidBhipman  Bartlett  to  take  charge  of  this  battery,  which  he  did 
promptly  and  efficiently. 

In  conclusiou,  I  without  hesitation  asBert  that  the  attack  of  onr  Bqnadroa 
npon  two  strong  and  garrisoned  fortB,  coming  within  grape  and  canister  range, 
ud  to  &  great  extent  silencing  their  fire,  and  afterwards  overtaking  and  destroy- 
ing neai^y  all  of  tbe  enemy's  fleet,  is  not,  to  my  knowledge,  surpasBed,  if  equalled, 
OD  the  record  of  any  navy  in  tbe  world. 

In  the  action  of  this  morning  agaiust  the  batteries  near  tbe  city  we  engaged 
Uadoee  canister  and  grape  range,  and  following  closely  the  Sciota,  which  gun- 
bwt  dashed  gallantly  into  close  quarters  with  the  battery  on  tbe  right  bank, 
h»t  Itlween  ut  and  Ote  battery,  so  that  we  had  to  hold  onr  fire.  We  finiBbed 
ier  work  by  a  sweeping  discharge  of  grape  and  canister,  driving  the  rebels  pell- 
oell  oat  of  their  works.  KidBhipman  Bartlett  fought  the  80-pounder  pivot  very 
siulfaUy,  firing  twenty-one  shots  into  the  battery  on  the  left  bank  with  great 
rapidity  and  precision,  and  in  a  great  measure  redeemed  the  character  of  the 
no.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  diongb  we  were  struck  a  number  of  times  in  the 
yi,  tad  some  rigging  cut,  we  bad  no  loss  of  life  or  blood.  One  man,  Dennis 
levy,  (mlinary  Besman,  fell  overboard,  by  his  own  carelesBuesB,  and  was 
drowned. 

The  howitzers  in  the  fore  and  main-tops  were  well  served  by  Coxswain  Ham- 
ihrni  and  Captain  of  Main-top  Williams,  throwing  sbrapnell  and  canister  very 
eSectmdly  into  the  enemy  on  Doth  banks.  Without  officers  to  command  them, 
ibe  erewB  of  these  guns  are  worthy  of  especial  notice.  I  should  mention  that 
llie  engine  berth-deck  and  powder  divisions  were  well  served  by  their  respective 
offifers  and  men,  and  that  the  most  perfect  order  was  maintuned  while  tbe 
■umaons  wounded  were  transferred  to  tbe  surgeon  promptly  and  carefully.

1  have  to  thank  yon,  sir,  for  tbe  splendid  example  you  gave  ns  of  coolness 
ud  masterly  handling  of  this  vessel  in  both  actions ;  and  I  close  this  hasty 
npott  by  recommending  to  yotir  especial  notice  Quartermaster  Buck,  who,  on 
[he  fint  utoming,  thou^  wotmded,  stood  bravely  at  tbe  wheel  for  seven  hours, 
ud  l»day  again  took  his  post  and  steered  tbe  ship  from  early  daylight  until 
1.30  p.  oLi— over  eight  hours.

Sir  ;  In  obedience  to  your  order  we,  the  nnderaigDed,  have  examined  tbe  chip, 
afl  to  the  extent  of  injnriefl  we  received  in  oar  engtigementa  with  tbe  forts  a^ 
veaseb  in  the  river  on  the  24th  instant,  and  with  Uie  batteries  below  the  catyoa 
the  25th  instant,  and  make  the  following  report: 

1.  A  shot  on  starboard  bow,  cutting  through  tbe  plank,  timber,  and  cdKne. 
passing  through  tbe  storeroom,  shattering  the  fore  and  aft  piece  and  the  deck 
beam,  and  striking  the  lodger  knee,  and  breaking  it  badly,  destroying  in  its 
progress  three  coiu  of  large  rope,  and  tbe  interior  work  to  considerable  extent, 
and  shattered  tbe  waterway  below  tbe  berth-deck,  and  lodged  there. 

2.  A  shot  on  starboard  bow,  coming  through  tbe  plank  timbers  and  iron 
bracing,  passing  through  tbe  marine's  storeroom,  destroying  a  quantity  of  cloth- 
ing and  other  stores,  and  lodged  on  the  port  side,  between  the  kneea  and  deck, 
breaking  one  of  the  mun  beams  amidships. 

3.  A  shell  stmck  the  starboard  bow,  near  the  wood  ends,  and  exploded. 
making  a  large  bole,  and  shattering  tbe  plank  to  a  considerable  extent.  Wo 
caimot  ascertain  the  extent  of  iigiiry  it  has  done,  as  it  is  impossible  to  get  at  it 
at  present. 

i.  A  shot  on  starboard  side,  just  abaft  fore  cbaimels,  came  tbrongb,  destmy- 
in^  two  lodger  knees,  crossing  tbe  deck,  striking  and  shattering  one  of  tlie 
hanging  knees,  and  stmck  the  side  and  fell  on  deck. 

5.  A  shot,  jnst  forward  tbe  mainmast,  came  through,  catting  off  the  iron  brace, 
which  is  six  inches  wide  and  one  inch  thick,  and  lodged  in  some  bags  of  sand, 
placed  to  protect  tbe  steam  drum.     This  shot  was  fired  from  the  ram. 

6.  A  snot  on  the  qnarter,  came  through  the  plank  timber,  iron  brace,  and 
ceiling,  crossed  the  wardroom  diagonally,  striking  the  mizzeo -topsail  sheet  bito. 
cutting  it  in  two,  and  scattering  the  splinters  ail  around,  destroying  tbe  wood 
work  to  a  very  great  extent ;  it  then  struck  the  ceiUng  on  the  port  side,  and  a 
hanging  knee,  and  fell  on  deck. 

7.  On  spar-deck,  a  shot  stmck  in  the  bead,  on  starboard  side,  going  tkroogfa 
the  bowsprit,  and  passing  out  of  the  head  on  port  side,  shattering  the  wood 
work  all  aroond. 

8.  A  shot  on  port  side,  abreast  the  foremast,  cutting  the  rail  in  two,  and 
passing  off  without  further  damage- 

9.  A  shot  on  starboard  side,  just  abaft  fore  channels,  came  tbmn^h,  and  £>- 
abted  gun  on  port  side;  striking  tbe  breach  of  tbe  gun,  it  glanced  and  etmek  tbe 
axletrce,  and  went  tbrougb  the  spar-deck,  and  lodged  there. 

10.  A  shot  on  port  side,  abreast  the  mtzzenmast,  and  carried  away  tbe  boat 
davits,  timber  heads,  rail  planks,  outside  and  inside,  Bbattering  tbe  wood  to  a 
great  extent,  and  dama^ng  the  gun  on  the  ontside. 

il.  A  shot  came  through  tbe  bows  of  port  quarter-boats,  and  went  throogfa 
the  hammock  netting  on  starboard  side,  carrying  away  tbe  rail  and  bnlwark«. 

12.  A  shot  on  tbe  starboard  quarter,  came  through,  and  crossed  tfarongti  the 
deck,  diagonally,  and  went  through  the  rail  on  port  side,  tearing  away  the  bul- 
warks considerably,  demolishing  tbe  starboard  water.cloBet,  and  doing  other 
injury. 

13.  A  shot  on  port  quarter,  cutting  through  tbe  plankshear  of  the  poop. 
cnttmg  off  sixteen  planks  of  the  deck,  and  passed  nndeme^,  and  out  of  tbe 
Btarbimrd,  through  the  port  shutter. 

14.  A  shot  struck  tbe  kcdge  anchor,  han^ng  to  the  port  main  braee  bvmp- 
pin,  and  broke  it  off  just  below  tbe  stock,  scarifying  tbe  side.  Tbe  mixaeu-tt^ 
Bul  sheet  bitt  on  the  starboard  side  was  struck  by  a  piece  of  shell,  and  tbe 
brass  cover  broken. 


15.  Outside.    We  were  strack  by  an  uon-dad  ram,  just  fbritaid  of  the  n 
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mut,  cnuhbg  in  thre<4  pUnka,  and  driving  in  the  links  of  the  chain  (which  we 
hA  hung  over  the  aide  for  the  protection  of  our  engine)  into  the  side.  The 
eiKnt  of  this  injaiy  we  coald  not  ascertain,  bat  think  it  is  serious. 

16.  A  shot  nnder  the  tranBom  starboard  side  cut  off  three  planks,  and  started 
■  ronrth  ont  about  foor  or  five  feet,  and  the  shot  remained  there.  This  is  a 
Toj  Mriona  injury,  ae  much  so  as  any  wo  have  received. 

All  these  shots  were  received  in  the  attack  upon  the  lower  forte.  Tn  the 
esgieemente  with  the  batteries  below  the  city  we  received  the  following 

1.  A  shot  on  the  starboard  bow,  came  throngh,  and  lodged  in  a  quantity  of 
rigging  itowed  in  the  eick  bay.    The  extent  of  injuries  we  conld  not  aacertain. 

2.  A  shot  struck  the  starboard  cathead,  shattering  it,  and  injuring  the  rail 
fwwaid  of  it 

Onr  fore-topsail  yard  is  badly  injured.

I  report  the  part  borne  by  the  Oneida  during  the  actions  on  the  monmig  of 
tbe  24th,  between  3  and  6  a.  m.,  with  Fort  Jackson  and  Fort  St.  Philip  utd 
the  rebel  gonboate,  and  in  the  battle  of  New  Orleans,  at  noon  on  the  25th. 

ACTION   WITH   FOBTS   JACKSON   AND   ST.   PHIUP. 

The  Oneida  was,  under  yoar  order,  the  fourth  tn  line  ahead  ia  the  le*^ 
division,  which  was  instructed  by  jou  to  pass  on  the  Fort  St.  Philip  side  ud  m\ 
to  fire  the  port  battery.  Hence  the  port  32s  were  shifted  to,  and  our  |nTot 
gnns  trained  on  the  starboard  side. 

The  enemy's  fire  was  very  heavy,  and  began  from  both  forts  as  soon  u  n 
got  within  long  range  of  their  guns,  which  was  on  opening  the  point  a  mile  isd 
a  half  below  Fort  Jackson. 

I  found  it  necessary,  until  past  the  forts,  to  pilot  and  to  direct  all  openliaii) 
from  the  forecastle  aflcr  nearing  the  opening  in  the  barrier,  where  the  MiMiseip^ 
(otir  next  ahead)  seemed  at  a  stand  as  if  aground,  on  the  Fort  St.  PhiUp  tidt, 
when  she  commenced  firing  her  port  battery. 

This  obstmction  to  our  passage  was  removed,  as,  caught  by  th^  caneDtcn 
the  starboard  bow,  the  Mississippi  shot  over  to  and  ratber  down  on  the  Foit 
Jackaon  side.  Then  the  Varuna  (our  next  astern)  appeared  on  our  port  side 
and  showed  black  smoke.  The  Oneida  was  steered  in  for  the  Fort  St.  PhOip 
side,  passed  np  quickly  in  the  strong  eddy,  and  close  nnder  the  gnns  at  tlw 
fort,  (so  that  the  sparks  from  its  immense  battery  seemed  to  reach  us,)  tai 
rapidly  bolts  from  two  rifled  guns,  (we  had  no  shell  for  them,)  grape  and  caoiiMr 
from  the  forward  328,  and  ehrapnell  from  the  two  11-incb  pivot  gnns,  wKln 
passing  this  long  line  of  works.  (It  was,  perhaps,  the  burning  of  the  sdphin 
in  our  11-iuch  shrapnell  which  occasioned  the  officers  in  Fort  St  Philips 
inquire,  after  the  surrender,  if  our  shells  were  not  filled  with  Greek  fire.) 

The  terrific  fire  from  the  heavy  batteries  of  Fort  St-  Philip  passed  ovwu' 
their  guns  seeming  to  be  too  much  elevated  for  oar  close  position. 

ACTION  WITH  THB  OUNBOATH. 

"When  just  above  the  forts  we  encountered  the  gunboats  and  transports  of  tit 
enemy.  The  former,  it  seems  from  the  subsequent  reports  of  our  prisoners,  vert 
tied  to  trees  along  the  steep  bank  above  Fort  St.  Philip ;  thence  passing  o'n 
to  the  Fort  Jackson  side,  Uiese  gunboats  came  down  to  meet  us.  It  was  vhj 
thick  from  darkness  and  smoke.  We  had  now  got  on  the  Fort  Jackson  ^id^ 
A  flash  revealed  the  ram  Manassas,  gliding  down  our  port  side  below  our  gni* 
and  passing  too  close  and  swiftly,  aided  by  steam  and  the  current,  to  enable  as 
to  bring  our  heavy  guns  to  bear  on  her.  Next  came  a  gunboat  quite  neu.  md 
passing  from  the  Fort  Jackson  to  Fort  St.  Philip  side,  across  our  bow.  Ru 
into  it  with  a  full  head  of  steam,  and  cut  it  down  with  a  lond  cnsli  on  its  fiv- 
board  quarter.  Clear  of  our  guns  in  a  moment,  it  drifted  down  stream  b  tb( 
darkness.  We  now  slowed  down,  and  afterwards  nsed  the  steam  as  necesMft 
to  get  or  keep  position  in  fighting  the  gunboats,  firing  right  and  left  into  tlwa 
as  we  could  ascertain  (from  other  indications  than  black  smoke,  on  acconni  "< 
the  Varuna)  that  we  were  not  firing  into  one  of  our  steamers ;  forebore  to  fin 
into  those  steamers  that  appeared  to  be  river  transports,  and  ceased  firing  ii>'>* 
Others  when  they  made  no  return. 
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In  this  manneFire  fired  into  and  passed  ecveral  rebel  boats  on  (be  rigbt  bank, 

leaving  it  for  tbose  wbo  came  after  to  pi<^  up  the  prizes.  A  black  gunboat 
TJth  tiro  maste — a  converted  sea  steamer — ran  abead  after  a  brief  contest.  At 
or  near  daybreak  we  fouad  tbe  Cayuga  on  our  port  eide.  After  con  eultation  witb 
Ciptain  Bailey,  we  concluded  to  wait  for  the  fleet  to  come  up  and  form  in  order. 
C^tain  Bailey  afterwards  bailed  that  tbe  Varuna  migbt  be  ahead.  Looked  for 
herbal  couM  not  make  her  out,  and  received  reports  from  tbe  first  lieutenant 
tad  tbe  officer  on  the  forecastle  that  she  was  not  in  sight.  When  we  bad  steamed 
1  mile  or  more  ahead  of  the  Cayuga,  saw  ber  general  signal  No.  80,  but  as  there 
■aa  nothing  in  eight  of  ua  needing  assistance,  supposed  tbe  signal  to  refer  to 
ame  vessel  astern  of  Cayuga.  Moviug  ahead,  reconnoitring,  came  up  with 
Khal  in  tbe  gray  of  tbe  morning  appeared  to  be  a  fort,  but  what,  on  nearer 
ipproacb,  proved  to  be  a  rebel  camp  on  the  right  bank,  with  a  large  rebel  flag 
niDg  over  it.  Fired  into  it,  but  no  reply  was  made,  no  one  was  seen  moving, 
aad  the  camp  seemed  deserted.  Passed  on,  leaving  tbe  trophy  flag  flying,  and 
MOn  received  a  report  that  the  Vamna  was  ahead,  and  that  tbe  enemy  was  try- 
iti^  to  board  her.  Went  ahead  with  all  speed  to  her  assistance.  Approaching 
n^ndlv,  saw  the  Varuna  ashore  on  the  left  bank  of  tbe  river,  where  she  bad 
bc«D  driven  by  two  rebel  gunboats.  At  5.30  a.  m.  fired  on  one  of  them,  tbe 
black  gunboat,  our  previous  acquaintance,  witb  tbe  forecastle  rifle  gun.  He  hod 
botsCed  his  jib  (his  wheel-ropes  being  gone)  and  was  trying  to  escape  up  river, 
bot  both  rebel  gunboats,  finding  they  could  not  get  away,  ran  on  shore — the 
black  one,  which  proved  to  be  the  Governor  Moore,  Commander  Kennon,  on  the 

left  bank,  above  the  Varuna,  and  tbe ,  (name  yet  unknown,)  on  the  right 

bank,  opposite  tbe  Varuna,  witb  ber  bead  up  stream.  Alter  we  bad  driven  them 
uhore  their  crews  deserted,  but  not  before  setting  fire  to  their  vessels. 

With  our  boats,  captured  Commander  Kennon,  (formerly  of  our  navy,)  one 
firat  lieatenant  of  artillery,  one  chief  engineer,  and  fourteen  of  the  crew  of  the 
Governor  Moore ;  also,  a  rebel  signal-book  and  some  official  papers,  sbowing 
that  the  rebel  gunboats  were  ordered  to  ram  our  vessels  and  to  distinguish  them- 
wlves  hr  showing  lights,  which  they  must  soon  have  found  prudent  to  haul 
down.  Seeing  that  die  Varuna  was  sinking,  sent  our  boats  and  went  to  her 
ueistance.  Brought  on  board  Oneida  the  first  lieutenant,  two  acting  masters, 
t>o  mates,  and  forty  petty  officers  and  seamen  of  the  Varuna,  and  sent  ten 
otben,  seven  of  whom  were  wounded,  to  tbe  Pensacola. 

Tbe  Varana  bad  been  rammed  and  badly  stove  by  both  of  these  rebel  gaa- 
boate,  which  had  kept  witb  or  after  her  up  river,  and  she  was  filling,  with  her 
mtgasine  flooded,  when  the  Oneida  drove  off'  her  assailants,  prevented  her  offi- 
cen  and  crew  irom  being  captured,  and  was  received  by  them  with  load  and 
bearty  cheers. 

The  Cayuga,  (Captain  Biuley's  flag,)  also  cheered  the  Oneida  heartily  for 
opportunely  coming  to  his  support  that  morning. 

BATTLE  OP  KRW  OBLBANS. 

In  lie  action  of  the  2-5th,  the  Oneida,  being  nest  to  the  Pensacola,  shored  in 
ibe  actual  engagement  with  Fort  Chalmettc,  on  the  famous  old  battle-ground. 
The  entire  aetioa  lasted  but  10  minutes. 

The  enclosed  report  of  the  sui^on  shows  the  extent  of  onr  loss  to  be  but 
three  persons  slightly  wounded  in  these  three  actions. 

Fort  Jack^oD  sent  a  heavy  shell  through  our  port  side  and  coal  bunker,  (which 
waa  fiill  of  cool,)  the  shell  &lling,  and  fortunately,  without  exploding,  on  our 
berth-deck. 
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The  gtmboats  ghve  xa  one  gUncing  ahot  on  the  Btarbosrd  bow  and  a  quantity 
of  grapei  mostly  on  the  etarboiLrd  side. 

The  officers  aud  men  of  my  command  displayed  courage,  coolness,  and  ikill

Report  of  Commander  Samuel  SieartwotU,  United  States  tloop-of-var  Poru- 

United  States  Bloop-of-Wah  Pohtsmocth, 

Of  Pilot  Toum,  Mimtiippi  River,  April  iJ8,  1962. 

Sib:  In  compliance  with  yonr  orders,  I  got  nnder  way  at  3.30  a.  m.  ni  tbr 
24th  instant,  and  proceeded  toward  Fort  Jackson,  in  tow  of  the  ateamer  Jvk- 
flon,  for  the  purpose  of  enfilading  that  fort,  to  draw  their  fire  from  yonr  ei^udint 
whQet  paasing  hy.  Upon  arriving  at  the  position  designated  l^  yon  in  t«m 
directions  to  Lientenant  Johnson,  I  ordered  the  ship  to  be  anchor^,  and  )i*d  i 
spring  run  ont,  to  breast  her  brmideide  to.  I  bad  scarcely  accomplished  thL' 
when  a  very  brisk  and  galling  fire,  with  shell  and  solid  shot,  was  opened  nixnL 
the  ship  from  a  masked  water  battery  only  a  few  hundred  yarda  distant,  and  w 
completely  concealed  from  onr  view  that  we  conid  only  judge  of  ite  location  bj 
the  flashes  finm  the  rebel  guns.  We  returned  their  fire  witn  as  mnch  pre«ji"ii 
as  we  conld  under  the  circnmstances,  but  with  what  cSect  I  have  beni  mittilr 
to  ascertain.  After  firing  one  round  from  my  port  battery  and  four  rounds  fr«n 
my  Parrott  gun,  the  spring  was  shot  away,  and  the  ship  swnng  around,  so  tin: 
I  was  unable  to  bring  any  of  my  euns  to  bear  upon  Fort  Jacl^n  or  the  »iln 
battery.  By  this  time  the  rebels  bad  got  their  range,  and  were  dropping  ibrir 
shell  and  shot  with  great  rapidity  all  around  and  close  to  the  ship,  minyirt 
them  cutting  away  the  rigging  jnst  above  onr  heeds.  A  68-ponnder  solid  iM 
was  thrown  on  board,  fufing  upon  the  spar-deck,  jnat  nnder  the  top-eallui 
forecastle,  tearing  away  the  plank  about  ten  feet,  aplitting  one  of  the  waai. 
and  in  its  passage  striking  John  Hancock,  seaman,  in  the  left  1^,  shattering  t. 
BO  mnch  as  to  render  amputation  necessary.  He  has  since  died  <^  hia  woiuid 
Finding  that  the  ship  was  a  target  for  the  enemy's  batteries,  witbont  bein^aUt 
to  bring  my  guns  to  Dear,  and,  as  the  squadron  had  passed  the  forta,  the  obj^ 
of  my  visit  was  accomplished,  I  reluctantly  gave  the  order  to  slip  the  em*- 
and  was  soon  drifted  out  of  range  of  the  rebel  guna  by  the  wind  and  tide-  I 
cannot  speak  in  too  high  praise  of  the  bravery,  coolness,  and  subordinatioa  t' 
the  officers  and  crew  npon  this  trying  occasion. 

Commander  Porter  called  to  see  me  on  the  afternoon  of  the  24tb  ivtuiu 
and,  npon  consultation,  we  decided  that  the  most  judicious  course  would  be  f^^' 
all  the  vessels,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  of  bis  most  powerful  steanKit- 1" 
drop  down  to  this  anchorage,  nnder  my  protection,  so  that  in  case  any  of  ^ 
rams  and  fire-rafts  shoidd  escape  his  steamers  this  ship  could  arrest  their  pn>- 
gross  here. 

Having  received  the  glorious  tidings  to-day  that  Forts  Jackson  and  Fbil^ 
have  surrendered  to  Commander  Porter,  I  have  concluded  lo  p'h>ceed  np  i^ 
river  again,  in  order  to  recover,  if  possible,  the  cable  and  anchor  which  I  ?Upp^ 
on  the  24th  instant,  and  also  to  render  all  the  assistance  in  my  power.  1  bat^ 
'nst  received  intelligence  from  Ship  island  that  Lieutenant  Commandii^  .AboK 
~  :ad,  of  the  ateamer  New  London,  is  in  a  critical  situation,  as  there  aie  £rt 
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ithd  (teamen  prepming'  to  attack  him.     I  will  therefore  order  one  of  oar  gon- 
IxMU  to  proceed  with  aD  despatch  to  hia  asBiBtance.

SlB:  I  have  to  report  that  the  injuriea  BOBtained  br  this  ship  in  the  engaee- 
iMiitB  of  the  24th  and  25th  instant  with  Forta  Jackson  and  St  Philip,  me 
rebel  gTioboatB,  the  ram  HanassaB,  and  the  batterieB  below  the  city  of  New 
CMttnB,  are  not  of  a  Tery  Berions  nature. 

Ten  shots  were  received,  eight  of  which  passed  entirely  tbrongh  the  ship. 
Tbe  run  MaDOBsas  Iftewise  inflicted  an  extensive  wonnd  on  the  port  qnartera, 
b«lo«  the  water  line.  All  these  injuries  can  be  temporarily  remedied,  with  the 
eitqition  of  the  latter,  and  the  severe  damage  done  to  the  outer  shaft-bearing 
tad  minen  maat.  I  regret  exceedingly  that  my  disabled  machinery,  and  a 
toniiiig  steamer  that  was  drifting  down  upon  ns,  did  not  allow  me  to  take  the 
Hmaeus  in  tow  after  her  surreoder,  thereby  preserving  her  in  intact  for  onr 
o»D  nse,  IB  the  engines  were  still  in  operation  when  my  boats,  with  as  enrineer 
•fid  etf-w,  boarded  her.  At  this  time  it  became  necessary  to  recall  my  boats, 
■h«n  1  directed  her  to  be  set  on  €re,  and  then  bo  riddled  her  with  shot  that  she 
*u  dislodged  from  the  bank  and  drifted  below  the  forts,  when  she  blew  up, 
indnnk. 

1  n«peettnlly  refer  yon  to  the  accompanying  report  of  Surgeon  R.  F.  Hac- 
raan  for  the  caBnaltiea  that  occorrcd  among  the  crew,  and  to  the  enclosed  state- 
nnita  of  the  carpenter  and  gnimer  of  the  damages  to  the  vessels  and  the 

Toditarc  of  anunnnition. 
have  much  pleasure  in  mentioning  the  efficient  service  rendered  by  Execu- 
tire  Officer  Glco.  Dewey,  who  kept  the  vessel  in  her  station  daring  tbe  engage- 
unt,  a  task  exceedingly  difficult  from  the  darkness  and  thick  smoke  that 
eordoped  ns  from  the  fire  of  onr  vessel  and  the  boming  gnnboats.. 

I  'oold  also  refer,  in  terms  of  praise,  to  the  conduct  of  all  the  officers  and 
■Kn  under  my  command.  As  I  consider  that  all  tbe  vesBcU  under  fire  did  their 
Umost  to  subdue  the  enemv  and  destroy  his  defences,  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to 
enter  into  any  fbrther  dettul  of  the  exploits  performed  by  tbe  Mississippi,  as  wo 
tQ  mnat  »hare  alike  in  the  honor  of  yonr  victory.

SiB :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  duplicate  of  the  report  c^  Coa- 
mander  Boggs,  late  of  the  Voruna,  and  attached  to  my  divisioD  of  the  attacking 
force.  This  gallant  officer  came  up  to  my  support  when  I  hod  more  of  ^it 
enemy's  steamers  attacking  me  than  I  could  well  attend  to.  I  afterwards  uw 
him  in  conflict  with  three  of  the  enemy's  stcamcrB,  and  directed  Conunufe 
Lee,  of  the  Oneida,  to  go  to  his  support,  which  he  did  in  the  most  daaluB; 
manner. 

Commander  Boggs's  description  of  the  loss  of  his  vessel  I  believe  to  bt 
accurate.  I  saw  him  bravely  fighting,  his  guns  level  with  the  Wats',  ai  Iw 
vessel  gradually  sank  tmdemeath,  leaving  her  bow  resting  on  the  shon  inJ 
above  water.

SiH ;  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  after  poBsing  the  batteries  with  the 

fUamer  Varana,  under  my  command,  on  the  morning  of  the  24th,  finding  ray 

vasd  unid  a  neet  of  rebel  etcamera,  I  started  ahead,  delivering  her  fire,  both 

Farbosrd  and  port,  at  every  one  that  ahe  passed.     The  first  on  hor  starboard 

beam  that  received  her  fire  appeared  to  be  crowded  with  troops.  Her  boiler 
w«  eiploded,  and  she  drifted  to  the  shore.  In  like  manner  three  other  vessels, 
one  of  them  a  gnnboat,  were  driven  ashore  in  flames,  and  afterwards  blew  np. 
At  6  a.  ID.  the  Vamna  was  attacked  by  the  Korean,  iron-clad  about  the  bow, 
Mmmmded  by  Beverly  Keniion,  an  ex-naval  officer.  This  vessel  raked  ns 
ilong  the  port  gangway,  killing  four  and  wounding  nine  of  the  crew,  bnttuig 
the  Vamna  on  the  miarter  and  again  on  the  starboard  aide.  I  managed  to  get 
ihiw  eight-inch  shells  into  her  abaft  her  armor,  as  also  several  shots  from  the 
ifter  rifled  gun,  when  she  dropped  out  of  action  partially  disabled. 

WhQe  atUI  engaged  with  her,  another  rebel  steamer,  iron-clad,  with  a  prow 
mder  water,  struck  us  in  the  port  gangway,  doing  considerable  damage.  Our 
ibot  glanced  from  her  bow.  She  backed  off  for  another  blow,  and  atmck  again 
in  the  Bwie  place,  crushine  in  the  side ;  but  by  going  ahead  fast,  the  concussion 
drew  her  bow  around,  and  I  was  able,  with  the  port  guns,  to  ^ve  her,  while 
tl«e  alMigside,  five  eight-inch  shells  abaft  her  armor.  This  settled  her,  and 
^Te  her  ashore  in  flames.  Finding  the  Varuna  sinking,  I  ran  her  into  the 
bmk,  let  go  the  anchor,  and  tied  np  to  the  trees. 

During  all  thia  time  the  guns  were  actively  at  work  crippling  the  Morgan, 
wbich  was  making  feeble  efforta  to  get  up  steam.  The  fire  was  kept  np  until 
llie  water  was  over  the  gnn-tmcks,  when  I  turned  my  attention  to  getting  the 
wmnded  and  crew  ont  of  the  vessel.  The  Oneida,  Captain  Lee,  aecing  the 
wndition  of  the  Varuna,  had  rushed  to  her  assistance,  but  I  waived  her  on,  and 
tie  Morgan  aurrendered  to  her,  the  vessel  in  flames.  I  have  since  learned  that 
over  fifiy  of  her  crejv  were  killed  and  wounded,  and  she  was  set  on  fire  by  her 
wtMnder,  who  bnmed  hie  wounded  with  his  vessel. 

I  cannot  award  too  much  praise  to  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Varuna  for  the 
npble  manner  in  which  they  supported  me  and  their  coolness  under  such  es- 
riting  eircmnstanccs,  particularly  when  extinguishing  fire,  having  been  eel  on 
we  twice  during  the  action  by  shells. 

In  fifteen  minntes  from  the  time  the  Vamna  was  struck  she  waa  on  the  hot- 
ton,  with  only  her  top-gallant  forecastle  out  of  water.  The  ofGcera  and  crew 
Mt  everything  they  possessed,  no  one  thinking  of  leaving  his  station  until 
^wn  thence  by  the  water.  I  trust  the  attention  of  the  department  will  be 
nlled  to  their  loss,  and  compensation  made  to  those  who  have  loat  their  all. 

The  crew  were  taken  off  by  the  different  vessels  of  the  fleet  as  fast  as  they 
urired,  and  are  now  distributed  through  the  squadron.  The  wounded  have 
wen  wnl  to  the  Pensacola. 

I  wnold  particularly  commend  to  the  notice  of  the  department  Oscar  Peck, 
•wind  claes  hoy,  and  powder  boy  of  the  after  rifle,  whose  coolness  and  intre- 
pidity attracted  the  attention  of  all  handa.  A  fit  reward  for  such  services  wonid 
■K  m  appointment  at  the  naval  school. 

The  marines,  although  new  recruits,  more  than  maintained  the  reputation  of 
tou  corp«.  Their  galling  fire  cle^d  the  Morgan's  rifled  gun,  and  prevented  a 
'cpHilioQ  of  her  rourderona  fire.  Four  of  the  marines  were  wounded,  one  I  fear 
■nrtaUy. 

8«  soon  aa  the  crew  were  saved  I  reported  to  yon  in  person,  and  within  aa 
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hour  left  in  the  only  retnainiag  boat  belonging  to  the  Varana,  with  yoct 
despatches  for  GeneraJ  Butler,  retoraing  with  bim  yesterday  aflemoon.

Report  of  Lieutenant  C.  H.  Swatey,  execittiee  ojgieer  of  United  State*  tlesmer 

Unitku  States  Steamer  Bbooklyn, 

O^  A'ew  OrUant,  April  29,  1862. 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  your  reqneat,  I  beg  leave  to  Bubmit  the  foOowing 
report: 

On  the  night  of  the  24th,  after  all  hands  had  been  ealled  to  qnartere,  I  visited 
the  different  divisions  to  see  that  all  the  men  were  at  their  stationE  and  ready 
for  action.  From  the  time  of  lifting  onr  anchor  ontil  we  arrived  at  the  fbrtB  tM 
men  were  quiet  and  orderly  at  their  Btattons.  When  abreast  of  the  fort»  »e 
fired  the  etarhoard  battery,  in  broadside,  then  loaded  with  five-second  riiell. 
After  the  first  discharge  we  loaded  and  fired  with  grape  and  cannister,  as  npidlf 
as  possible,  according  to  orders  received  from  yon. 

On  arriving  above  the  forts,  and  clear  of  their  fire,  we  foaad  onrselves  anoog 
a  number  of  the  enemy's  gunl>oats,  which  commenced  at  once  to  open  fire  oe 
ns.  The  order  was  then  given  to  "work  both  sides,"  and  to  load  with  gimpe. 
Our  e;nna  were  trained  for  extreme  lateral  train  forward,  and  as  we  hrougbt 
them  to  bear  successively  on  the* enemy's  vessels,  ranged  in  snccee^ion  on  &uta 
Bide  of  the  river,  we  fired,  the  guns  having  been  first  pointed  with  the  greatMt 
care.  As  far  as  my  own  observation  showed  me,  in  no  case  did  we  mise  iW 
object  aimed  at,  and  the  effect  of  our  firing  seemed  to  keep  the  enemy  aloo^ 
During  all  this  time  the  forward  and  afler  pivots  were  doing  all  in  their  para 
to  injure  the  enemy.  Finding  that  we  were  getting  too  far  from  the  enemy  fitr 
the  use  of  grape,  we  loaded  with  five-second  shell  and  fired.  One  of  theie 
sheila  Btntck  a  steamer,  and,  bursting,  carried  away  his  port  wheel-bonM  and 
exploded  his  boiler.  Three  other  steamers  were  set  on  fire  and  driv^  Bsbon 
by  onr  shells. 

We  had  passed  nearly  through  the  fleet  of  the  enemy's  gunboats  when  we 
dieovered  one  of  them,  then  engaging  the  Oneida,  heading  for  us,  appuently 
with  the  intention  of  running  us  down.  Owing  to  the  sm^l  amount  <>f  steam 
we  then  had  (17  pounds)  he  soon  began  to  come  up  with  us,  and  finally  stnck 
ns  twice — once  abreast  the  mainniaet  and  again  aoreast  the  smoke-stack.  He 
did  not  escape  the  second  time  without  receiving  the  contents  of  the  Btaihoard 
broadside,  wnich,  as  the  capt^n  afWrwards  told  me,  swept  hia  decks  of  neaily 
every  living  object.  Before  striking  us  he  fired  his  forward  gun — a  rifled  32- 
pounder — which  raked  our  decks,  killing  three  men  and  wounding  severaL  Up 
to  this  time  we  had  passed  the  forts  and  gunboats  without  having  a  single  nan 
injured,  although  the  ship  had  been  struck  several  times.  The  steamer  that 
first  struck  us,  I  have  siuce  learned,  was  the  Governor  Uoore,  iron-clad  oa  the 
bow,  and  commanded  by  Beverly  Kennon,  formerly  a  lieutenant  in  the  United 
Stat«fi  service. 

Hardly  bad  we  recovered  from  the  shock  of  these  two  blows  before  we  wn« 
struck  on  the  port  quarter  by  a  vessel,  the  Stonewall  Jackson,  conatmcted  far 
tbis  purpose.    We  received  so  much  injury  from  this  blow,  and  we  made  •> 
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moth  w&ter,  tliat  it  was  impossible  to  keep  the  vesael  afloat,  and  elie  was  run 
ifbore,  and  eveiy  efibrt  maae  to  save  the  wounded  and  crew,  which  I  am  happy 
to  m;  was  accomplished,  with  the  friendly  tud  of  the  boats  of  the  veBsek  taen 
Dp  mlh  08. 

Here  let  me  paoBe  for  a  moment,  while  we  reflect  upon  the  unadaptedaesB  of 
1  rofrdiBiit-built  Tessct  for  war  pnTpoBea,  particularly  such  as  the  Vamna  was 
aOed  to  lake  part  in.  Had  we  heen  built  with  that  strength  which  all  the  other 
TNKb  possessed,  and  the  need  of  which  becomes  more  apparent  to  the  mind 
of  [he  naval  officer  each  day,  we  would  yet  be  afloat,  off  the  city  of  New  Or- 
leans. Such  vessels  may,  perhaps,  do  for  the  ordinary  duties  of  a  blockade, 
ind  I  think  it  is  yet  a  question  whether  they  will  or  not ;  but  certainly  they 
in  not  fit  to  trust  lives  and  property  on,  to  engage  works  of  the  strongest  mag- 
niiude. 

The  Governor  Moore  was  subsequently  ran  ashore  and  burnt  by  her  com* 
rnander,  now  a  prisoner.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  effect  of  our  shot  and  that 
of  the  Oneida  forced  him  to  this  estremity.  Nor  did  the  other  vessel  get  off 
rithoQt  feeling  the  effect  of  our  battery,  as  wo  fired  into  her  twice.  Of  the  ex< 
Rot  of  her  injuries,  I  have  not  been  able  to  leam ;  at  any  rate  she  ran  ashore, 
tai  wu  burnt.  Our  ship  kept  op  a  continual  fire  on  these  two  vessels  until 
ihe  water  drove  the  men  from  their  guns. 

1  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  of  the  officers  aud  men  whose  conduct 
fell  Diider  my  own  personal  observation.  Acting  Assistant  KoBters  Ghilds  and 
Leonard  fought  their  guns  with  coolness  and  precision,  and  were  uever  abacnt 
vkn  required.  I  recommend  them  to  your  consideration,  ae  weU  as  Master's 
Males  Sevens  and  Foster,  who  fought  with  great  bravery,  being  an  example  of 
Mobess  and  detennination  to  the  men.  Messrs.  Blauvelt  aud  Fitch  deserve  the 
ereatest  praise  for  the  handsome  manner  in  which  they  served  their  divisions. 
Mr.  Henry,  and  in  fact  the  whole  engineer's  department,  should  come  in  also 
fur  a  fall  share  of  praise,  as  there  was  no  possible  delay,  but  each  vied  with  the 
ider  to  do  his  best.  I  would  particularly  recommend  that  Mr.  Fortune  be 
appointed  in  the  regular  service,  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which  he  delivered 
powder  during  the  action.  On  the  part  of  the  men,  I  would  call  your  attentiou 
M  Bonrne,  McKoight,  Uartm,  and  Greene,  captains  of  guns,  who  did  their  doty 
ihrongh  the  thickest  of  the  fight  with  great  coolness  and  danger  to  the  enemy.  • 
Kdt  voold  I  foreet  the  two  brave  men,  McGowan  and  Bradley,  who  stood  at 
ihe  wheel  the  whole  of  the  time,  although  guns  were  raking  die  decks  from 
Wbind  them.  1%eir  position  was  one  of  the  most  responsible  on  the  ship,  and 
iWy  did  their  duty  to  the  utmost.  George  HoUat  and  Oscar  E  Peck  I  desire 
^  to  mention,  as  deserving  great  praise.  If  any  names  have  been  omitted 
that  Bhoald  have  heen  mentioned,  it  is  not  because  they  do  not  deserve  such 
»entioQ,  but  because  their  conduct  did  not  fall  under  my  immediate  attention. 

In  conclusion,  sir,  permit  me  to  congratulate  you  upon  surviving  this  battle, 
ihui  which,  in  my  opinion,  there  is  none  more  glorious  in  history,  and  on  the 
handiome  manner  in  which  yon  handled  your  ship  while  passing  the  forts  and 
*hQe  chased  by  the  enemy.  Yoiu'  example,  too,  did  much  to  help  and  encourage 
the  erew  during  the  action.  Although  yon  have  lost  your  ship  by  an  unavoid- 
able accident,  yon  have  the  consciousness  of  having  done  your  duty  to  yonr 
faniry  as  far  as  lay  in  your  power,  and  I  hope  she  will  reward  you  for  it. 
T'emut  me  to  thank  you  for  the  many  kindnesses  received  at  your  hands  while 
under  yonr  command,  and  I  desire  to  express  the  regrets  of  the  crew  at  losing 
i  eonunauder  under  whom  they  enjoyed  many  pleasant  hours.

Sir  :  I  beg  to  Bubmit  the  following  report  respecting  our  eneagemenl  »illi 
Forts  Jackeon  and  St.  Philip  and  a  Seet  of  rebel  steamers  and  ram3  is  ttiii 
river,  April  34th  and  25th. 

The  Iroquois,  being  on  picket  dnty  dun'ng  the  night  of  the  24th,  uidb«ii^ 
about  one  mile  in  advance  of  the  squadron,  we  observed  the  Eignsl  forutiDii 
made  on  board  the  flag-ship  at  abont  3  a.  m.  Soon  afl«r,  the  ship  of  ibe  Km 
division  having  passed  ahead,  we  fell  into  our  place,  aetem  of  the  Sciota.aDd 
stood  towards  the  forts.  At  4  a.  m.  we  were  hotly  engaged  with  the  l^lrt^  hhI 
shortly  after  a  ram  and  the  rebel  gunboat  McCrea  came  upon  onr  qnuttr  toJ 
astern  of  us  and  poured  into  the  Iroquois  a  most  destructive  fire  of  prapeibot 
and  langragc,  part  of  which  was  cupper  slugs;  a  great  many  of  tbem  tot 
found  on  our  decks  af^r  the  action.  We  succeeded  in  getting  one  ll-ioch  ebrll 
into  the  McCrca,  and  one  stand  of  canister,  which  drove  her  from  us.  We  (of- 
fcred  Boverely  from  tbe  raking  cross-fire  of  Fort  St.  Philip,  bnt  Fort  Jaeboa 
inflicted  no  injury,  although  we  passed  within  flfty  yards  of  its  gons. 

Passing  the  forts,  we  were  beset  by  five  or  six  rebel  steamers.  We  pTeMcl 
a  broadside  of  shell  as  we  passed,  and  the  most  of  them  were  entirely  aestroTtA 
Four  miles  above  the  forts  we  captured  the  enemy's  gunboat  No.  3,  annod  »iili 
one  24-pound  brass  howitzer,  and  well  supplied  with  small  arms,  fixed  sdudii- 
nition,  siuls,  &<:.  At  this  point  we  also  captured  about  forty  soldiers,  ioclni&i; 
Lieutenant  Henderson,  of  the  rebel  army.  These  men  were  pawled  anit  UndfJ 
at  New  Orleans.  Some  of  them  were  so  badly  wounded  that  I  seni  then  w 
the  hospital  without  parole;  they  will  not  trouble  us  again  very  soon,  1  ttini. 
Anchoring,  by  order,  at  9  p.  m.,  wc  were  again  under  way  at  aayhgbt  on  ibr 
Sc'ith,  and,  in  company  with  the  squadron,  stood  up  the  river.  At  Chtlmcm 
we  encountered  two  rebel  batteries,  but  their  attempt  to  annoy  us  scarwlT  ^ 
serves  the  name  of  a  battle.  Some  people  on  shore  fired  a  few  musket  fhot*u 
us,  but  our  inariues  soon  dispersed  them,  and  thus  ended  the  battle  of  N^* 
*  Orleans. 

The  greatest  praise  I  can  bestow  upon  the  officers  of  the  Iroquois  is  to  mt 
that  they  all  did  their  duty,  and  each  one  of  them  always  expressed  hii  d««- 
minatiou  to  conquer.  Tlie  crew  and  marines  behaved  with  spirit  and  gallutij' 
which  we  may  always  expect  in  well-drilled  Americans. 

Our  loss  in  killed  and  wounded,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  ia  large.  One  rsa^a* 
mate  and  five  seamen  and  two  marines  are  killed,  and  twenty-foor  woonwo- 
Mr,  George  W.  Cole,  master's  mat^i,  was  killed  by  a  cannon  shot,  and  he  &^ 
bravely,  shouting  to  the  men  not  to  mind  him,  hnt  go  on  with  their  goos. 

The  Iroquois  ia  badly  injured  in  her  hull,  but  her  masts  and  spar*  are  mwdJ- 
except  the  bowsprit  and  jibboom.     These  ore  hit  with  lai'ge  shot ;  all  onr  bo«t 
are  smashed,  and  the  most  of  them  are  not  worth  repairs.

Sir:  In  accordance  with  yoar  inBtroctions,  I  herewith  cncloee  copiee  of  the 
boat^waiD'B  and  carpenter's  reports  of  tho  damage  done  to  this  vessel  by  the 
enemy's  shot  during  the  engagement  of  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip  on  the 
marning  of  the  24th  ina'ant.  The  list  of  casnaltics  I  have  already  forwarded 
to  yoD;  it  is  very  email,  there  being  but  two  killed  and  four  wounded.  Much 
injary  to  the  men,  I  am  sure,  was  Eared  by  a  carefully-prepared  "  splinter  net- 
ting." At  one  point  between  the  guns  the  netting  was  forced  out  to  its  utmost 
tension;  indeed,  large  pieces  of  plank  were  thus  jrreventcd  from  sweeping  the 
deck,  and  perhaps  destroying  the  men  at  the  guns.  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that,  in  our  fhtore  operations,  these  simple  "  p^-savers  "  or  "  life-pre- 
eerven  "  b«  adopted  in  the  other  ships  of  the  fleet. 

1  mnsi  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  another  simple  and  very  effective 
expedient  which  was  resorted  to  on  board  this  vessel  to  obtain  light — an  ele- 
Bteot  so  essential  in  a  night  attack  on  board  ship.  The  deck  and  gun-carriagei 
were  whileicashfd  fore  and  aft,  and  it  was  tnily  wonderful  to  note  the  difference  ; 
vhere  before  all  was  darkness,  now  aide-tackle,  falls,  handspikes,  ammunition, 
atkd,  indeed,  everything  of  the  kind  about  the  decks,  was  plainly  visible  by  the 
eontnut.  This  idea  being  so  novel,  and,  at  the  same  time,  effective,  I  trust  it 
irill  receive,  through  you,  the  notice  it  deserves,  so  that  when  others  (re  driven 
to  the  dire  neeettiti/  of  a  »ight  attack  they  may  have  all  the  advantages  the 
tecovery  ioenres. 

We  had  much  difficulty  in  groping  onr  way  through  that  "  fiery  channel," 
our  phip  being  so  slow,  and  the  enemy  was  met  in  the  "worst  form  for  our  pro- 
frmon,"  bnt  the  hand  of  a  kind  Providence  gave  ns  the  victory.  No  men  could 
behave  better  throughout  that  terrible  ordeal  than  the  crew  of  this  vessel  did. 
Mr  thanks  for  support  are  due  to  them  and  the  officers  generally.  I  am  espe- 
dtlly  iodebtcd  to  Mr.  Terry,  our  second  lioutenant,  for  his  re«dy  and  intelligent 
■id  in  the  management  of  the  ship  during  the  action ;  but  to  Mr.  Cummiogs, 
SOT  first  lieutenant,  are  mainly  due,  as  far  as  this  ship  is  concerned,  the  hand- ' 
Mme  revolts  of  that  morning.  By  his  cool  and  intrepid  conduct  the  batteries 
■ere  made  to  do  their  whole  duty,  and  not  a  gun  was  pointed  nor  a  shot  sent 
*!tbant  its  mark.  My  thjinks  are  due  to  Mr.  Bognrt,  my  clerk,  who  took  the 
pUee  of  Mr.  John  B.  Bradley,  master's  mate,  who  waa  shot  down  at  my  side 
vhile  gallantly  performing  his  duty  as  my  aid.

SiB:  I  beg  leave  to  state  the  damage  Bustaincd  by  this  veaeel  in  the  ae6aa 
of  the  21th  instant;  One  shot  carrying  away  billet  head  with  six  feet  of  bead 
rail  on  starboard  eidej  one  shot  shattering  stem  badly  from  water-line  fbnr  feet 
np,  cutdng  three  planks  entirely  off,  and  starting  five  plaokB  on  port  side;  »ae 
BUot  on  starboard  bow  one  foot  above  water-tine,  tearing  off  three  feet  of  plank- 
ing, breaking  timber  and  ceiling,  and  lodging  in  ship's  side;  one  shot  imder 
No.  1  gunporti  passing  through  between  decks,  tearing  off  fonr  feet  of  ceili^, 
and  shattering  carline  in  upper  deck;  one  shot  passing  tbroagh  between  deeki 
under  No.  4  gunport,  splintering  stanchion  and  shattering  pomp  case ;  one  ^t 
shattering  main  rail  over  No.  1  gunport;  one  shot  at  main-chains,  breaking 
main  rail  entirely  off,  shattering  hammock  rail  and  netting,  and  striking  main- 
mast; one  shot  catting  main  rail  entirely  off  over  No.  9  gUDport;  one  ebot  on 
starboard  side  under  No.  8  gunport  against  chain  cable,  bursting  two  links,  and 
lodging  in  ship's  sides;  one  enot  forward  Bide  of  gunport  No.  10,  ahattcsing 
stanchion  and  ceiling;  one  Bhot  two  feet  above  water-line,  under  starboard  qoarter, 
passing  through  timber  and  exploding,  tearing  off  cealiug,  tearing  up  water- 
closet  and  berth-deck,  and  starting  off  eight  ptankB  from  timbers  at  irater-line; 
fragments  of  shell  passing  through  bulwarks  on  starboard  quarter,  and  breaking 
Bash  and  blinds  in  cabin  door;  one  shot  in  port  quarter,  stnking  and  ehatteriiw 
timber  of  propeller-well;  one  shot  in  fore  yard,  cutting  it  half  off  in  starboard 
quarter;  four  shots  not  doing  any  material  damage.  Since  wriung  the  above  I 
find  the  smaller  chuu  was  broken  by  a  fragment  of  a  sbelL  The  shot  thai 
burst  the  lai^e  chain  was  n  32-poond  shot,  which  was  broken  by  the  concnsaioB.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Edward  T.  Nichoh,  United  Stain  gtm- 
boat  Wiitona, 

United  States  Gunboat  Winona, 

New  Orhant.  Aprii  30,  1862. 

Sir  ;  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  operatWBs 
of  this  vessel  in  the  engagement  with  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip  on  the 
morning  of  the  34th  instant: 

After  getting  under  way,  I  took  my  station  as  soon  as  possible  in  1^  line, 
astern  of  the  Itasca,  and  followed  her  red  light,  but  suddenly  foond  mjidf 
involved  in  a  mass  of  logs  and  drift  stuff,  held  by  the  chain  and  mooringa  of 
the  hulks.  Whilst  trying  to  back  clear  the  Itasca  backed  and  fooled  me  on 
the  starboard  bow.     After  a  delay  of  from  twenty  minutes  to  half  an  boor,  I 
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poeeeitA  on  1117  way,  tbongli  I  felt  pretty  sure  that  tbe  bnlk  of  the  fleet  had 
puHii  Day  was  breaking  ftet,  and  my  vessel  was  broagbt  ont  in  bold  relief 
igiiiMt  the  br^ht  sky,  presenting  a  fair  mark  for  tbe  gutmers  of  the  fort.  Fort 
JickioD  fired  at  me  as  1  approacbed,  and  tbe  first  gun  killed  one  man  and 
iromded  another;  tbe  tbird  or  foartb  gun  killed  or  wounded  every  man  at 
tke  rifle  gan,  except  one.  Judging  tbat  tbe_^  burning  taA  was  on  tbe  Fort 
JtcksoD  cide,  I  steered  to  pass  it  on  tbe  port  band,  and  did  not  discover  my 
atw  nntil  the  wbole  lower  oattery  of  Fort  St  Pbilip  opened  on  me  at  less  tban 
point  blank  range.  Steering  off  witb  starboard  belm,  1  abot  across  to  the  Fort 
Jtekson  side,  but,  owing  to  tbe  obscurity  cansed  by  tbe  smoke,  got  so  close  to 
tbe  ihore  tbat  I  bad  no  room  to  turn  bead  np  stream,  and  was  forced  to 
lead  down.  At  this  time  both  forts  were  firing  nearly  their  entire  batteries  at 
IK.  It  would  have  been  madness  to  attempt  turning  again  in  such  a  fire;  three 
rfmy  men  were  killed,  four  severely  wounded,  and  one  slightly  so,  the  vessel 
hdled  Mveral  times,  and  the  deck  wet  fore  and  aft  from  tbe  spray  of  falling  shot. 
It  WM  with  reluctance  that  I  gave  tbe  order  to  bead  down  stretun  and  run 
ml  of  the  fire,  first  ordering  the  officers  and  crew  to  lie  down  on  deck.  I  can- 
act,  BJr,  ipeak  too  highly  of  tbe  conduct  of  all  on  board.  My  orders  were 
obeyed  with  alacrity,  and  (considering  tbe  suddenness  of  tbe  fire  opened  on  us 
fiwn  Fort  St.  PhUip,  and  the  natnrally  depressing  efieet  produced  by  the  fatality 
of  the  first  few  shots,)  with  but  little  confusion.  Mr.  Walker,  the  first  lieuten- 
•at,  was  very  active  and  rigihint,  and  gave  his  personal  attention  in  every  part 
of  the  veMel — be  was  slightly  wounded  in  the  ear.  Permit  me,  sir,  to  call  yonr 
utentron  to  the  conduct  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  William  F.  Hunt,  in  charge 
of  the  rifle  gnu — it  was  admirable.  He  assisted  in  working  his  gnn,  as  his  crew 
*ts  weakened,  and  remained  at  it  aflier  none  were  left,  nntil  ordered  from  the 
foiwastle  by  me.  Four  of  my  wounded  men  ore  in  tbe  hospital  at  Pilot  Town ; 
1^  dead  I  buried  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  a  short  distance  below  our  late 
tsfhonge. 

Since  the  24th  I  have  been  acting  under  tbe  orders  of  Commander  Porter, 
ud  on  the  2$tb  I  had  tbe  satisfaction  of  receiving  tbe  surrender  of  Fort  St. 
Hiilip  and  hoisting  in  its  proper  place  once  more  the  flag  of  our  country.    I 
*u  imfortnnale,  sir,  in  not  passing  the  forts,  but,  I  trust,  not  censurable.

Katahdin. 

Uniteu  States  Gunboat  Eatahdin, 

At  anehorqffNew  Orleam,  April  30,  1862. 
81B:  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that,  in  the  passage  of  the  forts  on  the 
■KuniDg  of  tbe  24th,  and  the  engagement  witb  tbe  defences  of  New  Orleans  on 
tw  2jtli,  as  well  as  on  previous  occasions  when  on  advanced  guard  duty, 
ud  exposed  to  the  deliberate  fire  from  the  rifled  cannon  of  tbe  enemy,  the 
''fifn  and  crew  of  this  vessel  have  shown  a  bravery  and  cool  determination 
wortbj  of  aU  praise.  While  exposed  to  the  iron  h^  rained  over  us  from  both 
loita,  and  the  simultaneous  fire  of  the  enemy's  gunboats  on  tbe  24tb,  not  a  man 
flinehed  from  his  gun  or  hesitated  in  the  cool  performance  of  bis  duty.  Where 
^  pofotmed  so  well  it  is,  perhaps,  invidious  to  particularize.    I  vaa-y  mentu^  I . . 
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however,  as  comiag  onder  my  immediate  noticet  Uie  deliberate  way  ia  wbicti 
the  first  lieutenant,  Mr.  Green,  gave  bis  general  superintendence  to  the  Berring 
and  supplying  the  gunsi  and  the  other  antics  assigned  him,  and  the  cool,  col- 
lected manner  in  which  Acting  Master  W.  H.  Pollejs  conned  the  skip  betKMo 
the  forts  and  throughout,  giving  his  orders  to  the  helm  as  promptly,  decidedly, 
and  coolly  as  when  piloting  the  vessel  to  a  usual  anchorage.  Acting  Hum 
George  Harris,  in  chai^  of  the  pivot  gun,  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  J.  U. 
Hartshorn,  in  charge  of  the  Farrott  rifle  gun,  did  their  best  to  annoy  the  weoy. 

At  the  most  critical  moment  of  the  passage,  and  when  exposed  to  the  Greet 
both  forts,  the  fire  of  our  pivot  gun  was  embarrassed  and  delayed  by  the  ^helU 
jamming  in  the  gun,  their  sabols  being  too  lai^  to  fit  tbe  bore.  Ab  many  w  fin 
shells  were  passed  up  before  one  conld  be  found  to  fit  the  gun.  Two  bwaw 
so  jammed  tnat  the  shells  wefe  torn  from  the  sabots  before  they  coutd  l>o«- 
tracted,  and  tbe  sabot  of  one  bad  to  be  blown  out  and  the  gun  reloaded,  llr. 
Harris,  the  master  in  chai^  of  the  pivot  gun,  attributes  this  serione  fault,  fiiS. 
to  the  swelling  of  tbe  light  wood  of  the  too  nicely-fitted  aabot  in  the  damp  cliniut 
of  this  Gulf;  and,  second,  to  the  shells  being  (tacked  in  bags  instead  of  bou^ 
which  allows  of  the  sabots  getting  bmised  even  with  the  most  carefnl  handliD^' 

The  station  assigned  this  vcBsel,  close  under  the  stem  of  the  Vamna,  I  nHin- 
tained  until  the  dense  canopy  of  smoke  frtim  the  cannonade,  aided  by  the  aigfa;. 
hid  everything  from  our  view.  I  ordered  iiill  speed,  however,  to  maintain  mt 
stationj  and  seeing,  by  the  flash  from  her  broadside,  that  we  were  paMin^tbt 
Mississippi,  I  gave  orders  to  cease  firing  for  a  time  until  we  had  pasKd  bcr. 
when  I  became  engaged  with  the  enemy's  gunboats.  Above  the  fort*  we  |«j«"i 
along  the  broadside  and  within  fifty  yards  of  the  iron-plated  battery  Looi^iua- 
lying  at  anchor.  To  our  surprise  she  did  not  fire  at  us,  though  she  could  bin- 
blown  us  ont  of  water.  After  passing  her,  J  directed  to  keep  the  vessel  off,  and 
give  her  a  shot  from  tlie  11-incli  pivot  and  Parrntt,  which  was  done,  and,  a*  1 
have  since  learned  from  one  on  board  of  her,  with  good  eflcct,  tearing  a  bole  ll« 
size  of  the  shell  through  and  through  the  ii-on  plating  of  her  bow. 

Until  beyond  the  fire  of  the  forts.  Acting  Aasistaut  Paymaster  Ladd  atienW 
in  the  wardroom  to  give  bis  assistance  to  the  surgeon,  but  later  volunteered  ioi 
services  in  boats,  anci  brought  off  to  the  ship  refugees  from  tbe  homing  gunlxau 
and  the  shore;  be  assisted,  also,  in  disarming  that  portion  of  the  Chahoem 
regiment  which  surrendered,  and  was  encamped  opposite  tbe  quarantine. 

I  am  happy  to  have  no  caenalties  to  report,  and  that  the  surgeon,  th™f!i 
ready,  bad  no  opportunity  to  testify  hie  skill  on  board.  Several  of  the  ntes 
liad  their  clothing  torn  by  shot  or  fragments  of  shell,  but  not  a  man  wa?  e"" 
scratched.  At  tbe  request  of  Captain  Bailey,  Dr.  Robiuson  weul  on  bond  ttt 
Cayuga  after  the  action,  where  he  rendered  efficient  service  to  her  wonnd'i 
The  vessel,  also,  escaped  without  serious  injury.  One  shell  passed  throngh  (Ik 
smoke  stack  and  slcam-eseape  pipe  and  burst,  making  a  dozen  small  hole«  fna 
the  inside  outward,  and  another  has  cut  about  four  to  six  inches  into  tbe  fan- 
mast,  while  the  same  or  another  cut  the  foresail  and  some  of  the  running  rig^u; 
about  the  foremost,  which  is  all  the  damage  sustained.  I  attribute  our  esei{i'i>F 
with  so  little  injury  to  our  being  near  the  head  of  the  line,  to  the  rapid  mtnnrr 
in  which  we  passed  the  forts,  and  to  our  passing  eo  close  under  the  lorts  thsi  lU 
their  shot  went  over  our  beads.  I  believe,  also,  that  for  a  time  the  fire  of  F«r. 
St.  Philip  was  silenced.    The  two  shots  wereceived,however,  were  from  that  fot 

On  the  urival  of  the  fleet  at  New  Orleans,  seeing  the  schooner  John  Gilpin 
lying  at  tbe  levee  on  the  Algiers  side,  loaded  with  cotton,  and  surrounded  dv 
burning  vessels  and  sunken  docks,  and  fearing  she  might  be  fired.  I  faoacdid 
her  and  hoisted  the  American  flag  at  her  masthead,  and  brought  her  capuin 
Archibald  Forsaith,  (whom  you  afterwards  released  on  parole,)  on  board  »» 
hostage  for  her  safety  and  future  delivery,  not  deeming  it  pmdent  or  aafr  lo  pni 
a  small  prize  crew  in  possession.    Captain  Forsaith  claimed  that  his  ve*»el  «*■ 
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ftiiifb  property,  and  tliat  hiB  papers  were  in  the  Englieb  consulate,  but 
MknowMged  that  ehe  waa  intended  to  ran  the  blockade.  In  paeain^  down  the 
rirpr  fiace,  I  have  noticed  that  a  portien,  if  not  all,  of  ber  deck  load  of  cotton, 
aid  perhaps  her  Temaining  cargo,  haa  been  removed.  Captain  F.  stated  to  me 
ibu  the  had  365  bales  of  cotton  on  board. 

In  concln^ioD,  flag-o£Gcer,  allow  me  to  congnktulate  you  upon  the  success 
■hich  bss  attended  this  "  running  of  the  forts,"  beyond  a  doubt  the  most  brilliant 
ind  daring  achievement  of  the  war.

Rrport  of  Lteulenattt  Cojnmamding  C.  H.  B.  Caldwell,  United  State*  gunboat 
Itasca. 

United  Statks  Steam  Gunboat  Itasca, 
Pilot  Town,  Mijuittippi  River,  April  24, 1862. 

$IR:  Agreeably  to  yonr  instructions,  I  proceeded  np  the  river,  in  tbe  boat 
Amished  ttota  the  Ilartford,  to  make  a  final  reconnoisaance  of  the  schooners  on 
ibe  west  bank  of  the  river,  and  a  careful  examination  as,  to  the  chains  that  were 
or^nalty  stretched  from  them  to  the  schooners  on  tbe  starboard  side,  one  of 
"hich  we  ran  on  shore  on  the  night  of  the  20th.  I  succeeded  in  reaching  them 
)A«r  a  long,  fatigtung  pull  against  the  current,  without  opposition  or  discovery, 
ilthoogh  we  were  directly  in  range  between  the  forts  and  a  fire  lighted  on  the 
ippogit«  shore  to  illuminate  the  reach  across  the  river,  and  I  could  distinctly 
)ie*r  the  voices  of  the  rebels  at  Fort  Jackson,  as  they  were  busily  engaged  in 
^ome  oatsidc  work.  I  found  two  of  the  tbree  schooners  on  shore,  and  the  outside 
IK  riding  head  to  the  current,  with  a  nnmber  of  chains  banging  from  her  bow. 
1  pused  ahead,  leaving  her  fifty  yards  on  the  port  hand,  and  dropped  over  a 
dpep-sca  lead,  veering  to  twelve  fathoms  of  line.  We  then  lay  on  our  oars  and 
diifted  down  the  stream,  without  feeling  any  obstructions.  We  found  all  the 
booms  attached  to  the  in-sbore  schooners,  and  a  number  of  rafts  in-shore  of  them, 
'igronnd;  the  outside  schooner  was  entirely  clear.  Betnrniog,  I  stopped  along- 
Hde  of  the  outside  schooner  on  the  east  bank,  and  dropped  the  lead  over,  with 
SftMu  fiubome  of  line,  floating  by  within  twenty  yards  of  her. 

Having  satisfied  myself  fully,  by  these  and  other  observations,  that  no  obstrnc- 
t)an«  vhi^ver  exbted,  and  that  the  chains  we  slipped  on  the  night  of  the  20th 
W  disarranged  and  almost  destroyed  the  whole  .apparatus  for  preventing  our 
puBage  up  the  river,  and  that  the  condition  of  things  was  precisely  as  I  had 
previonsly  reported,  and  that  the  whole  fleet  could  safely  pass,  I  made  with  con- 
ndence  and  inexpressible  satisfaction,  on  my  return,  our  preconcerted  signal  that 
die  channel  was  clear  and  everything  propitious  for  the  advance  of  the  fleet. 

1  r^ret  to  be  obliged  to  state  that  my  progress  afterwards  with  the  fleet  was 
itleoded  with  serious  misfortune  and  disappointment.  On  arriving  abreast  of 
Fort  Jackson  a  storm  of  iron  hul  fell  over  and  around  us  from  both  forts,  which 
*u  coutinoed  without  intermission  while  wo  were  under  their  guns.  A  number 
"f  «hoi8  took  effect,  several  passing  through  us.  One,  a  42-pound  shot,  passed 
■iinagb  the  port  side,  a  coal-bunker  full  of  coal,  iron-plate  bulkhead,  and  entered 
tbt  boiler,  making  a  large  hole,  and  breaking  the  dry-pipe  therein;  &omtbis  bole 
llie  steam  rushed  in  a  dense  cloud,  filling  the  fire  and  engine  room,  and  driving 
trery  one  up  trom  below,  and  almost  suflbcatiug  those  on  the  quarter-deek.         ■ 
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The  loes  of  oar  motire  power  baring  destroyed  our  efficieocr  and  kft  ss 
aJmost  helplesB,  I  ordered  every  man  to  Uirow  himself  flat  on  the  deck,  the  bdu 
pat  hard  a-starboard,  and,  tuning,  floated  down  the  river.  When  oat  of  nop 
of  the  forts  I  ordered  the  pamps  manned  fore  and  ah,  and  our  deck  wu  fom 
several  inches  deep  with  water,  which  was  potiring,  also,  out  of  every  tcopper. 
Supposing  the  ship  to  be  in  a  sinking  condition,  I  ran  her  on  shoie  ImIow  the 
mortar  fleet,  where  I  remained  until  1  satisfied  myself  that  the  leak  wu  not  u 
bad  as  I  had  at  first  supposed,  and  then  hauled  off  and  anchored. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  but  three  men  were  injured  during  the  engagement- 
two  firemen,  scalded  by  the  Bteam,  and  the  captain  of  the  hold,  wonndol  in  tke 
head  by  a  splinter.  I  have  received  fourteen  hits,  as  follows :  three  rfiol  hols 
through  the  vessel  below  the  deck,  the  plank-abear  badly  shattered,  and  fev 
slight  bits  on  the  port  side;  one  through  the  vessel  below  dedu,  and  ow 
throngh  the  bulwarks  on  the  starboard  aide;  one  through  the  cntwsler,  pisng 
the  bowsprit;  one  cutting  away  a  davit  span  and  shivering  the  jurv  mauiDin, 

ithe  main  gaff;)  and  one  8-inch  shell  exploded  over  the  qnarter-aeck,  drirJDg  i 
arge  piece  through  tbo  port-signal  locker  and  bulwarks.  One  shot  took  ont  gl 
the  port  side  a  piece  of  plank  three  feet  long,  shivered  five  feet  of  tbs  nril 
plank,  crushed  all  of  the  timbers  in  its  passage,  aud  split  one  knee;  anodKt 
sbot-hole  in  the  starboard  side  is  nearly  as  bad. 

Allow  me,  flag-officer,  respectfully  and  sincerely,  to  congratulate  you  vpm 
the  glorious  passage  of  the  neet,  and  to  express  to  yon  the  heartfelt  mtto' 
disappointment  I  felt  that  my  disabled  condition  prevented  my  brang  a  p 
pant  in  its  complete  success;  and  to  assure  you  it  was  owing  to  ci 
that  Providence  alone  could  control.

8l»;  The  following  extract  from  the  log  will  present  to  you,  in  the  bricA* 
form,  the  part  borne  by  this  ship  in  the  conflict  of  this  morning  with  Fntt 
Jackson  and  St.  Philip,  and  the  rebel  gunboats  : 

"At  2  a.  m.,  in  obedience  to  the  flag-officer's  signal,  wdghed  anebor,  nid M 
the  advance  column  toward  the  barrier,  and  stood  up  stream  close  to  Fort  S^ 
Philip.  At  3.45  both  forts  opened  their  fire.  At  3.50  opened  on  Fort  St 
Philip  with  grape  and  canister.  At  4  passed  the  line  of  fire  of  Fort  St  HuEp- 
and  encountered  some  eleven  gunboats,  no  supporting  ships  in  sight.  At  is 
one  steamer  surrendered,  and  two  more  vere  driven  on  shore.  At  this  dmiwiiI 
discovered  the  Varuna  and  Oneida  dasb  gallantly  iuto  the  fight.  At  5  ■othon' 
in  front  of  Camp  liOvell,  and  received  the  submission  of  Colonel  Siymaniki  W 
bis  command." 

We  were  struck  42  times.  Both  masts  are  so  badly  hurt  as  to  be  aoGt  fv 
Airther  service.  Our  11-incb  Dahlgren  carriage  struck,  but  still  fit  for  dst?' 
the  smoke-stack  peribrated,  but  not  materially  injured;  all  other  damaeet  bi" 
been  repaired.  1  regret  to  add  that  six  of  our  crew  have  been  wounded,  bm  >* 
far  the  surgeon  Las  made  but  one  amputation. 

iiM.KibyGoogk' 
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6  for  me  to  inform  7011,  who  bad  us  under  your  own  eye,  that  all 
did  their  duty  fearleealy  and  well ;  but  I  mnat  commend  to  your  special  notice 
my  executive  officer,  laeatenant  Georee  R.  Perking.  The  remarkable  coolness 
nid  preeigion  of  this  young  officer,  wbUe  aidin?  me  in  steeriog  the  vessel  through 
dw  tMtnef  and  past  the  forts,  tmder  their  long  and  heavy  fire,  must  have 
■ttncted  yonr  attention.  Of  volunteer  Acting  Meater  Thomas  H.  Morton  I 
most  speak  in  terms  of  high  praise.  He  fought  the  Parrott  gun,  and  his  daring 
eumple  Iiad  a  most  happy  effect  on  the  crew. 

I  am  indebted  to  Assistant  Surgeon  Edward  S.  Bogert,  not  only  for  his  rapid 
ind  ikilM  attention  to  the  wounded,  but  for  bis  general  officer-like  bearing. 
My  clerk,  Mr.  Charles  M.  Bums,  jr.,  was  of  material  assietauce  in  communica- 
ting my  orders.  Our  en^nes,  although  generally  unreliable,  were,  on  this  occa- 
ROD,  worked  eaccessfully  by  Second  ABsistant  Geoi^  W.  Itogefs  and  his 
wnttants.  In  conclusion,  I  must  mention  with  praise  the  conduct  of  the  follow- 
ing men:  Charles  Florence,  captain  of  ll-inch  gunj  William  Young,  captain  of 
PuTott  gun ;  WUIiam  Parker,  at  the  wheel ;  Edward  Wright,  at  the  lead. 

April  25. — I  continue  this  report  through  the  battlea  of  to-day.  At  11  a.  m., 
bemg  at  that  moment  some  half  a  mile  in  advance  of  the  flagship,  the  batteries 
OB  either  hand  opened  on  us  at  short  range.  Being  pivoted  to  port,  1  edged  off 
vitb  the  port  helm  and  responded  with  our  11-inch  and  Parrott,  slowly  but  with 
great  precision  of  aim.  This  unequal  contest  lasted  just  fit^n  minutes,  when 
ibe  flag-ship  ranged  np  in  splendid  style,  diverting  their  fire  and  silencing  the 
battery  on  the  right  bank. 

We  wne  again  repeatedly  hulled,  and  much  cut  np  in  spare  and  rigging,  and 
tbe  iron  stock  of  the  port  anchor  cut  away.  I  lost  no  men;  this  I  attribute  to 
u  order  which  I  gave  for  the  men  to  lie  down  flat  during  tbe  time  we  could 
bring  no  gun  to  hear.  To  speak  again  of  the  constancy  and  devotion  of  my 
Imve  ofScers  and  ciew  would  bo  to  repeat  an  old  story.

SiK:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  your  signal  on  the 
nRning  of  the  24th  instant,  after  having  passed  ynttr  orders  to  the  Peosacola 
and  other  vessels  of  the  squadron,  I  took  my  position  at  3.30  a.  m.  in  line^if- 
battle  next  after  the  Iroquois,  thinking  the  vessel  which  was  to  have  preceded 
BK  had  taken  hera  in  advance,  which  I  could  not  ascertain  at  that  time,  and 
foDowcd  on  ia  line,  passing  so  close  to  one  of  the  enemy's  hulks  which  had 
btm  used  to  hold  tiie  chain-rafts  that  one  starboard  quarter-boat  was  crushed 
wainst  her  sides ;  continued  on  our  course,  and  as  soon  as  Fort  Jackson  bore 
ueam  of  as,  about  four  hundred  yards  distant,  commenced  firing  with  tbe  11-inch 
Dahlgren  pivot  and  Parrott  riflee  at  the  flashes  of  the  enemy's  g^ns,  that  being 
the  only  guide  hy  which  to  distinguish  their  position,  which  the  fort  answered 
promptly  and  rapidly,  hut,  owing  to  our  proximity,  their  shot  passed  over,  with

the  exception  of  two,  one  of  which  killed  Thomas  Kelly,  captun  of  the  fore- 
castle, slightly  wounding  Acting  Master  J.  G.  Lloyd,  the  other  catting  awtr 
the  launch's  after-davit.  I  then  ran  over  within  one  hundred  and  fifty  jtait  of 
Fort  8t.  Philip,  from  which  we  received  a  terrific  volley  of  shot,  canigiw, 
grape,  and  musketrr,  nearly  all  of  which  passed  over  us.  The  fire-iBfli>,  «r)ur)i 
were  burning  very  brightly,  exposed  iia  to  the  full  view  of  the  enemy,  and  m- 
abled  them  to  fire  at  us  with  great  precision,  while  we  were  only  able  to  answer 
their  forty  guns  with  the  30-pound  rifles,  the  11-inch  pivot  being  engaged  with 
Fort  Jackson.  Of  those  shot  that  struck  us  from  Fort  St.  PhiSp,  one  enteied 
onr  starboard  quarter,  cut  away  part  of  the  wheel,  and  severely  wonuded  Wil- 
liam Acworth,  quartermaster,  who  returned  to  hie  station  as  soon  as  hia  womid« 
were  dressed.  Acting  Master's  Mate  William  H.  Thompson  promptly  bxi  the 
wheel  at  the  time  of  Uie  disaster.  The  second  entered  the  hull  at  the  water- 
line  on  the  starboard  side,  eight  inches  forward  of  the  boilers,  passed  throng 
the  coal  bunker,  and  lodged  in  the  pnmp-well  and  cut  the  sounding-wetl  iu  two. 
The  third  cut  away  the  top  of  the  steam  escape-pipe.  The  fourth  cut  away  the 
starboard  chain  cable  from  the  anchor,  passca  through  the  bow  and  yeoman'i 
storeroom,  and  lodged  in  the  port  side,  starting  off  the  outside  planking.  The 
fifth  struck  the  topgallant  forecastle  and  carried  away  part  of  the  rail.  The  eixih 
passed  tlirough  the  plankshear,  abreast  of  the  11-ineh  pivot-gun.  The  aeveolb 
struck  a  barricade  of  hammocks  forward  of  the  forehateh.  The  eighth  ore 
away  one  of  the  dead-eyes  of  the  starboard  fore-rigging.  The  ninth  cat  ■ 
bucket  from  the  hands  of  Acting  Master  William  P.  GiSbs,  in  charge  at  the 
pivot  gun.  The  tenth  knocked  die  rammer  from  the  hands  of  Henry  Harring- 
ton, loader,  who  soon,  with  the  assistance  of  the  gun's  crew,  made  a  temporaiv 
one,  the  spare  rammer  having  been  lost  overboard  at  the  commencement  of  the 
action.  The  eleventh  passed  entirely  through  the  hull,  immediately  over  the 
magazine,  demolishing  completely  iu  its  course  the  dispensary  and  its  cont«it&. 
The  twelfth  passed  through  the  starboard  and  lodged  in  the  port  side  of  thr 
berth-deck.  Tliese  two  last-mentioned  shot  killed  John  Nolta  and  Robert  H. 
Johnson,  landsmen,  and  dangerously  wounded  Thomas  Jones,  wardroom  stew- 
ard ;  Thomas  Ford,  landsman ;  Henry  Stokcly,  wardroom  cook,  and  Thomas  L 
Bmith,  coalheaver,  slightly;  also,  Thomas  Foster,  captain  of  the  hold,  who  n>- 
.ceived  dangerous  and  painful  wounds  from  splinters  while  zealously  performing 
his  duty,  completely  disabling  the  powder  division,  there  being  but  one  man  kft 
to  pass  ammunition,  with  the  exception  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  0.  V.  Rmn- 
mell,  in  charge  of  his  division,  who  immediately  gave  his  personal  HMi^tance. 
although  he  had  been  knocked  down  a  few  moments  previous  by  eplintcrf ;  and 
James  A.  Bashford  was  slightly  wounded  by  splinters.  A  number  of  other 
missiles  crazed  our  sides,  doing,  however,  but  slight  damage.  Immediately  fol- 
lowing the  disaster  on  the  berth-deck,  it  was  reported  to  be  on  fire,  wberenpoa 
the  gunner's  mate,  J.  B.  Frisbee,  instantly  closed  the  magazine,  he  wmaminf 
inside.  All  traces  of  fire  having  been  quickly  extinguished  by  the  firemu. 
re-enfijrcements  to  the  powder  division  were  quickly  supplied,  and  the  guns  con- 
tinued their  fire. 

After  passing  the  forts,  and  out  of  range  of  their  heavy  cross-fire,  we  cjune  eat 
denly  in  view  of  uur  squadron,  which  had  been  hidden  from  us  by  the  denx 
smoke,  and  noticed  at  tlie  same  time  a  steamer  on  the  starboard  hand,  which  U 
first  sight  I  supposed  to  be  the  Iroquois,  but  aa  day  dawned  and  we  apprOAclied 
nearer  I  soon  discovered  my  mistake  and  gave  her  a  shot  from  the  11-incfa  snl 
Parrott  rifle,  both  of  which  took  effect  in  her  hull  near  the  water-line.  At  ihtf 
moment  the  iron  ram  Manassas  was  seen  following  close  astern  of  us,  and  beta: 
in  range  of  our  howitzers  we  opened  fire  on  her  with  them,  aiming  at  her  sm«^<^ 
stack.  The  Mississippi  being  near,  now  turned  upon  her  and  soon  ancMedt^ 
in  driving  her  ashore  and  destroying  her.  In  obedience  to  si?nai,  I  then  no 
up  and  anchored  with  the  squadron  off  Quarantine  Lauding  aoa  sent  asfaoir  td 
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dedttoT  the  telegraph  wire,  wliich  I  aflerwarda  learned  was  on  the  opposite  bank. 
At  9  1.  m.  got  under  way  and  steamed  up  the  river,  in  obedience  to  order,  in 
cmfinj  wiUi  the  Sciota.  At  3  p.  m.  aent  the  dead  on  shore  and  biuied  them ; 
tlioi  MDtiiiDed  on  our  course  in  company  with  the  squadron  and  anchored  at 

.    At  3.30  we  got  under  way  and  steamed  up  the  river  in  company  with 

ibeiqiudron.  At  3  p.  m.  we  opened  fire  with  the  squadron  on  the  batteries 
bdn»  New  Orleans,  and  as  soon  as  the  batteries  were  silenced  we  proceeded 
with  the  eqoadron  up  to  the  city,  and,  in  obedience  to  orders,  ran  up  the  river 
to  look  after  the  iron  floating-battery,  which  I  discovered  off  the  upper  part  of 
tbe  cilT.  in  flames,  floating  down  widi  the  current.  Returned  to  tne  fli^-abip 
ud  received  orders  to  destroy  the  batteries  below  the  city;  ran  down  in  com- 
faj  with  the  Oneida,  Captun  9.  P.  Lee  commanding,  and  by  his  directions  I 
dutrofed  the  battery  on  the  port  band  while  he  took  charge  of  that  on  the  op- 
posite »ide.  Found  a  large  supply  of  ammunition,  together  with  twelve  32  and 
U  poond  guns,  also  a  10-tncb  mortar,  all  of  which  we  spiked,  burned  the  car- 
tu^,  threw  the  shot  into  the  river,  and  destroyed  everything  belonging  to  the 
fort.  After  accomplishing  this  work,  set  fire  to  and  burned  a  schooner  loaded 
with  combustible  materia]  lying  alongside  the  battery,  and  then  returned  to  the 
mcborage  off  Xew  Orleans  at  9.30,  thus  ending  our  operations  of  the  34th  and 
iith  of  April. 

Our  total  loss  was  three  killed  and  eight  woanded.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure 
^  gratification  to  be  able  to  bear  testimony  to  the  zeal  and  intrepid  conduct 
<if  ibe  officers  and  crew  of  this  vessel  during  the  desperate  conflict  and  terrific 
in  ihrongh  which  they  passed  on  the  morning  of  the  24th  instant.  Amid  that 
^rm  of  iron  bail  peifect  order  reigned ;  officers  and  men  did  their  duty  faith- 
tiiUy,  and  nobly  suxtained  the  well-earned  reputation  of  the  navy  and  our 
glorious  old  flag,  for  which  they  fought  so  manfiilly. 

Tbe  conduct  of  Thomas  Gehegan,  boatswain's  mate,  and  captain  of  the  ll-incb 
jan,  u  worthy  of  mention,  as  well  for  the  brave  example  he  set  his  crew  and 
bj  ihe  ^thfui  manner  with  which  he  served  bis  gun,  bringing  up  his  own  am- 
muiitioD  as  soon  as  the  men  composing  the  powder  division  bad  been  nearly  all 
killed  or  wounded. 

Acting  Paymaster  C.  Stewart  Warren  acted  as  signal  officer.  William  H. 
Bvni.  captun's  clerk,  attended  to  passing  my  orders. 

Dr.  L  U.  Lyon,  assistant  sni^on,  displayed  great  zeal  and  promptness  in 
^if  Utentions  to  the  wounded  during  the  neat  of  the  battle. 

Senior  Assistant  Engineer  John  Johnson,  with  his  junior  assistants,  managed 
luf  department  with  skill  and  ability. 

To  A.  p.  Cook,  first  lieutenant  and  executive  officer,  I  was  greatly  indebted 
Tor  his  able  assistance.  Throughout  the  entire  action  be  was  ready  and  prompt 
is  the  peifonnance  of  his  duties,  displaying  a  coolness  and  gallantry  which  won 
ihe  adDiiralif  n  of  all. 

With  my  earnest '  .ongratulations  upon  the  brilliant  success  which  has  crowned 
vov  efforts  and  attended  the  forces  under  your  command,  I  remain,  very  respcct-

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  on  arrivitig  close  under  the  guns  of  Fort 
St.  Philip,  on  the  morning  of  the  34th  instant,  the  firing  was  commeuced  from 
this  vesBcl,  and  kept  np  briskly  and  effectively  until  we  had  passed  entirely 
beyond  the  range  of  the  enemy's  gnna  from  either  forta  or  guuhoats. 

Soon  after  the  eignal  of  the  flag-ship  to  discontinue  action,  I  wae  bailed  by 
Commander  Smith,  of  the  HiBsJBBippi,  who  innted  me  to  accompany  him  in 
pnrsnit  of  the  ram.  It  tamed  immediately  upon  the  shore  and  was  abaodoMd, 
its  people  escaping  under  a  brisk  fire  of  musketry  from  both  vesseU.  I  nude 
preparadons  for  taking  it  in  tow  by  a  hawser,  when,  the  MisBissippi  coming 
between  the  Kineo  and  the  ram,  Commander  Smith  hailed,  and  informing  mt 
that  two  Teasels  under  a  point  below  had  struck,  requested  me  to  take  poestf- 
sion  of  them.  I  was  met  there  by  the  rebel  gunboat  McRea,  which  opened  s 
sharp  fire,  backed  by  two  other  gunboats,  all  within  range  of  the  gnus  of  diha 
fort.  The  Eineo  returned  the  fire  of  the  McRea,  but  was  obliged  to  pmt  Ma- 
head  tip  ilream.  Having  had  the  slide  of  the  pivot  gun-carriage  shattered  by  & 
shot  trom  Fort  St.  Philip,  the  gun  was  temporarily  disabled ;  and,  not  being  able, 
with  her  head  up  stream,  to  bring  anything  to  bear  effectually,  I  was  obliged, 
veiy  reluctantly,  to  withdraw. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  state,  sir,  that  the  conduct  of  officers  and  men  of  thii 
vessel  througnont  the  action  was  specially  admirable  for  its  steadiness,  witboat 
an  exception.  I  enclose  herewith  a  report  of  Assistant  Surgeon  A.  8.  Obertj. 
of  killed  and  wounded.

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  at  2  a.  m.  on  the  24th  instant,  in  tobedience  ta 
general  signal,  got  under  way  and  proceeded  up  the  river,  keeping  our  poailtM 
m  the  prescribed  order  of  sailing  till  a  detention  by  running  on  shore  and  lb 
dense  smoke  of  the  battle,  already  sometime  commenced,  rendered  it  impo«#iUr 
to  keep  it  longer.  Using  our  battery  vigorously  and  to  the  best  advantage 
possible,  we  Bucceeded  in  passing  the  forts  and  water  batteries  under  a  storm  d 
shot,  shell,  and  volleys  of  muehetry,  without  loss  of  life  or  serione  damage  » 
the  gunboat,  which  can  only  be  attributed  to  the  lowness  of  the  vessel  aa  tte 
water. 

At  daylight,  above  the  forts,  we  were  nnavoidably  crowded  on  the  west  hank 
of  the  river,  the  ram  Uanossas  being  a  short  distance  astern  and  heading  fv 
UB,  but  unable  to  make  much  progress  agaiust  the  current.  Before  it  reacbet 
us,  we  had  fortunately  gotten  off,  and  witnessed,  with  great  satisfaction,  Bbordf 
after,  its  destruction  by  the  United  States  steamer  Mississippi. 
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I  have  to  report  but  two  of  the  crew  slightly  woanded;  fonr  round  shot 
tlunngh  the  hall  of  the  veegel,  and  one  tfaron^h  the  mainmast.  Officers  and 
nien  performed  their  dntv  nobly,  and  with  admirable  coolness.  In  this  feeble 
tribate  to  their  worth  and  services  I  desire  to  include  Third  Assistant  Engineer 
G.  U-  White,  a  volunteer  from  the  United  States  steamer  Colorado.

Mutiatippt  River,  April  29,  1863. 
Sir  :  Ou  the  morning  of  the  24th  instant,  during  the  engagement,  this  vessel 
became  entangled  witb  the  rafts,  and  stmck  one  of  the  schooners,  (whicb  after- 
wards sunk,)  at  the  same  time  parting  the  chain.  I  then  made  several  attempts, 
in  the  midst  of  a  heavy  fiif,  to  pass  the  batteries;  but,  it  being  daylight,  and 
the  sqoadron  having  passed  above  the  forts,  I  deemed  it  prudent  to  withdraw, 
uid  reported  to  the  senior  officer.  Commander  Porter,  who  attached  me  tempo- 
rarily to  his  fleet,  and  placed  me  on  picket  dnty.

April  29,  1862. 

Sir  ;  The  morning  after  the  ships  passed  the  forts  I  sent  a  demand  to  Colo- 
nel Hi^ns  for  a  surrender  of  the  forts,  which  was  declined.  On  the  27th  I 
•ent  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hig^ns  a  communication,  herewith  enclosed,  asking 
again  for  the  surrender.     His  answer  is  enclosed. 

On  the  :£8th  1  received  a  communication  from  him,  seating  that  he  would  snr- 
reoder  the  forts,  and  I  came  up  and  took  possession,  drew  up  articles  of  capitu- 
lation, and  hoisted  the  American  flag  over  the  forte.  These  men  have  defended 
dtete  forts  with  a  bravery  worthy  of  a  better  cause.  I  treated  them  with  all  the 
consideration  that  circumstances  would  admit  of. 

The  three  steamers  remaining  were  under  the  command  of  Commander  J.  E. 
Milcbell.  The  officer  of  the  fort  acknowledged  no  connexion  with  them,  and 
*i>hed  in  no  way  to  l>e  considered  responsible  for  their  acts.  While  I  had  a 
flig  of  truce  up  they  were  employed  in  towing  the  iron  floating-batterv  of  16 
goal  (a  most  formidable  afiair)  to  a  place  above  the  forts,  and,  while  drawing 
np  the  articles  of  capitulation  in  the  cabin  of  the  Harriet  Lane,  it  was  reported  to 
me  that  they  had  set  fire  to  the  battery  and  turned  it  adrift  upon  ns^  .1  asked 
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the  general  if  it  bad  powder  on  board,  or  gune  loaded.  He  replied  that  hewoold 
not  undertake  to  eay  wbat  tbe  navy  officers  wonld  do.  He  seemed  to  bive  a 
great  contempt  for  tbem.  I  told  bim  "  we  could  stand  the  fire  and  blow  up,  if 
be  conld,"  and  went  on  with  tbe  conference,  after  directing  tbe  officen  to  brak 
out  for  tbeir  ebipB.  Wbile  drifting  down  on  na,  tbe  gans,  getting  healed,  ex- 
ploded, throwing  tbe  shot  above  tbe  river.  A  few  mpmcnte  after  the  bttteiT 
exploded  with  a  terrific  noise,  throwing  fragments  all  over  the  river,  and  mnina- 
ing  one  of  their  own  men  in  Fort  St.  Philip,  and  immediately  disappeared  under 
water.  Had  ehe'  blown  up  near  the  vesscla,  ehe  would  have  deetroyed  the 
whole  of  them. 

When  I  had  finished  taking  poasession  of  the  forts,  I  got  under  way  in  tbe 
Harriet  Lane  and  started  for  the  Bteamera,  one  of  which  was  still  flying  the 
confederate  &ag.  I  fired  a  shot  over  her,  and  they  surrendered.  There  was  od 
hoard  of  them  a  number  of  naval  officers  and  two  companies  of  marine  artiU»y- 
I  made  them  suirender  unconditionally,  and,  for  their  infamous  conduct  in  trjinp 
to  blow  us  np  while  under  a  flag  of  tmce,  I  conveyed  them  to  close  confinemeo: 
as  prisoners  of  war,  and  think  they  shonld  be  sent  to  the  north,  and  kept  in  cloee 
confinement  there  until  tbe  war  is  over,  or  they  sboold  be  tried  for  their  in&iWNB 
conduct.  I  have  a  great  deal  to  do  here,  and  will  send  yon  all  papers  what  1 
am  able  to  arrange  them. 

I  turned  over  the  forces  to  General  Phelps.  Fort  Jackson  is  a  perfect  nna. 
I  am  told  that  over  1,800  shells  fell  in  and  barat  over  the  centre  of  the  fort.  Tbe 
practice  was  beautiful.  The  next  fort  we  go  at  we  will  settle  sooner,  as  this  Iw 
been  hard  to  get  at.  The  naval  officers  sank  one  gunboat  while  the  capitdatiaa 
was  going  on,  but  I  have  one  of  the  other  steamers  at  work,  and  hope  noon  m 
have  the  other.  I  find  that  we  are  to  be  the  hewera  of  wood  and  drawos  at' 
water;  but  as  the  soldiers  have  nothing  here  in  the  shape  of  motive  power,  t« 
will  do  all  we  can. 

I  should  have  demanded  an  unconditional  surrender,  hut  with  such  a  force  ia 

your  rear  it  was  desirable  to  get  possession  of  these  forts  aa  soon  as  poMible. 

The  officers  tnmed  over  everything  in  good  order,  except  the  walls  and  bnilii- 

ingB,  which  are  terribly  shattered  by  the  mortars.  >

Sib  :  Wlea  I  last  demanded  the  snrresder  of  Forte  Jackeoa  and  St.  Philip, 
I  titii  no  positive  aaaarsQce  of  the  sncceeB  of  our  TeeeelB  in  passing  eafely  the 
buieries  on  the  river ;  since  then  1  have  received  communications  from  Flag- 
Offiwr  FaiTBgnt,  who  ie  now  in  poHaeesion  of  New  Orleans.  Oar  troops  are,  or 
■ill  be,  \a  possession  of  the  prominent  points  on  the  river,  and  a  sufficient  force 
Itts  been  posted  on  the  ontside  of  tbc  bayous  to  cut  off  all  communication  and 
prevent  supplies. 

No  man  could  consider  it  dishonorable  to  surrender  under  these  circumstances, 
b^ially  when  no  advantage  can  arise  by  longer  holding  out,  and  by  yielding^ 
gncefblly  he  can  save  the  further  effusion  of  blood. 

Vou  have  defended  the  forts  gallantly,  and  no  more  can  be  asked  of  you.  I 
ff«l  aalboriied  to  offer  you  terms  sufficiently  honorable  to  relieve  yon  fiwm  any 
{(ding  of  hnmiliation. 

The  officers  will  be  permitted  to  retire  on  parole  with  their  side  anna,  not  to 
vnt  again  until  regularly  exchanged.  All  private  property  will  be  respected, 
mjy  the  arms  and  munitions  of  war  will  be  surrendered  to  the  United  States 
rnrpnuneat,  and  the  vessels  lying  at  or  near  the  forts.

I  am  aware  that  yon  can  hold  out 
ooK  little  time  longer,  and  am  also  aware  of  yonr  exact  condition  as  reported 
0  lu  by  a  deserter,  which  convinces  me  that  you  will  only  be  inflictiog  on  your- 
«lf  UM  those  under  yonr  command  unnecessary  discomforts  without  any  good 
'Molts  arising  from  so  doing. 

Tour  port  has  long  been  closed  to  the  world,  by  which  serious  injury  has  been 
'iperienced  by  many  loyal  citizens.  I  trust  that  you  will  not  lend  yourself  to 
be  farther  injury  of  their  interests,  when  it  can  only  entail  calamity  and  blood- 
M  without  any  possible  hope  of  success  or  relief  to  your  forts.  Your  sur- 
nder  is  a  mere  question  of  time,  which  you  know  is  not  of  any  extent,  and  I 
imefore  ui^  yon  to  meet  my  present  proposition.  By  doing  so  yon  can  put  aa 
sd  to  a  state  of  afiaiis  which  will  only  iiiflict  injury  upoa  all  those  under  yon, 
r)io  have  strong  claims  upon  your  consideration.

"tta.  with  the  original  flag  hoisted  on  Fort  St.  Philip  when  tlie  State  of  Louis- 
•wtBeceded.  Fort  Jackson  is  a  perfect  wreck;  everything  in  the  shape  of  a 
milding  in  and  about  it  was  burned  up  bv  the  mortar  shells,  and  over  1,800 
>b^lIs  fi-U  ill  the  work  proper,  to  say  nothing  of  those  which  burst  over  and 
iwnnd.  1  devoted  but  little  attention  to  Fort  St.  Philip,  knowing  that  when 
I«bon  fell.  Fort  St.  Philip  would  follow. 

Tbe  mortar  flotilla  is  still  fresh  and  ready  for  service.  Truly,  the  backbone 
>f  the  rebdlinn  is  broken. 

On  the  26th  of  the  month  I  sent  six  of  the  mortar  schooners  to  the  back  of 
Fort  Jackson,  to  look  up  the  bayous  and  prevent  supplies  getting  in.  Three  of 
Jwn  drifW  over  to  Fort  Livingston,  and  when  they  anchored  the  fort  hung  out 
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a  white  flag  and  sairendered.  The  Eittatinny,  which  had  been  blocludiag 
these  for  eomc  time,  sent  a  boat  iu  advance  of  the  mortar  veseele,  and  reaching 
the  ehore  first,  deprived  them  of  the  pleaenre  of  hoiating  onr  Hag  orer  what  hu 
surrendered  to  the  mortar  flotilla.  Still,  the  fort  is  ours,  and  Me  are  eatitfied.  1 
am  happy  to  state  that  officers  and  crew  arc  all  well  and  full  of  Hpirit».

Commander  Porter's  announcement  of  the  pattage  ofthtfortt  hy  tlUJleti,  tad 
progreii  of  the  bombardment  ^^thejorti  by  the  mortar  Jtotilla. 

United  States  Steamer  Harbibt  Lane, 

Miuittippi  River,  April  25,  1863. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  Flag-Officer  Fana^t,  with  tbr 
fleet,  passed  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip  on  the  morning  of  the  Hlh,  and 
should '  be  in  New  Orleans  by  this  time,  as  he  can  meet  with  no  obstacles  and 
as  he  has  already  passed,  the  way  being  comparatively  open  before  him. 

We  commenced  the  bombardment  of  Fort  Jackson  on  uie  18th,  and  contino^ 
it  without  intermission  until  the  squadron  made  prepara^ons  to  mow.  Thr 
eqtiadron  was  formed  in  three  lines  to  pass  the  forts.     Captain  Bailej'*8  divifion.. 

GTooyrc 
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coopoeed  of  the  foUowing  vcBsels,  leading  to  the  attack  of  Fort  St.  Philip; 
C«ja|;i.  Pensawla,  MissieBippi,  Ooeida,  Vanina,  Katahdin,  Kioeo,  WieBaliickoiii 
flig-Officer  Fairagut  leading  the  following  Teasele,  (second  line:)  Hartford, 
Brookij-n.  Richmond;  and  Commander  Bell  leading  the  third  division,  com- 
posed of  the  followiug  vesBfle:  Sciota,  Iroquois,  Pinola,  Winona,  ItaMa,  and 
Kennebec. 

The  tteamerii  belonging  to  the  mortar  flotilla,  one  of  them  towing  the  Fort»- 
BuDib.  were  to  enfilade  the  water  battery  commanding  the  appi-oachee :  Mortar 
tKimere  Harriet  Lane,  Westfield,  Owasco,  Cliflon,  and  Miami — the  JadiBon 
uwing  the  Portsmouth.  The  veesels  were  rather  late  in  getting  under  way  and 
iota  Une,  and  did  not  get  fairly  started  nntil  3.30  a.  m.,  and  the  unuaoal  bnetle 
^priacd  the  garrison  that  something  was  going  on. 

In  u  hour  and  ten  minntes  after  the  veseela  had  weighed  anchor  they  had 
w»ed  the  forts,  under  a  most  terrific  fire,  which  they  returned  with  interest. 
lie  mortar  fleet  rained  down  shells  on  Fort  Jackson  to  try  and  keep  the  men 
froai  the  guns,  while  the  Bteamera  of  the  mortar  fleet  poured  in  shrapnel  upon 
ibf  water  battery  commanding  the  approach,  at  a  short  distance,  keeping  tnem 
ctmpua^ely  quiet.  When  the  last  Tessel  of  oura  could  be  seen  amiaat  the 
£if  and  smoke  to  paaa  the  battery,  signal  was  made  to  the  mortars  to  cease 
Ering,  and  the  flotilla  oteamere  wer«  directed  to  retire  from  a  contest  that  would 
won  become  very  unequal. 

It  vas  now  daylight,  and  the  fleet  having  passed  along,  the  forts  began  to 
pay  their  attention  to  our  little  Hquodron  of  steamers,  the  Portsmouth,  which 
nt  being  towed  up,  and  three  of  the  gunboats  which  failed  to  pass  through. 
Tbeie  latter  became  entangled  in  sonie  wrecks  and  chains  placed  in  the  river  to 
obitruct,  and  which  were  only  partially  removed.  One  of  these  vessels  (the 
WiDoiia)eot  through  as  far  as  Fort  St.  Philip,  but,  havine  all  the  gunii  bearing 
m  ter,  she  sensibly  retired.  The  Itasca  was  fairly  riddled,  and  had  a  shot 
ttroogh  her  boiler.     The  Kennebec  escaped  unhurt. 

1  im  disposed  to  think  that  our  squadron  received  but  little  damage,  consider- 
ing the  oueqnal  contest — 142  guns  on  board  ship  opposed  to  100  on  shore^ 
pUted  in  a  most  comnianding  position.  For  twenty  minutes  after  the  ships 
t*M*d,  the  forts  fired  very  feebly  on  the  vessels  that  remained  ontside ;  so 
much  80  that  the  Portsmontb  was  enabled  to  drop  with  the  current  out  of  gun- 
•bot,  though  the  shot  fell  pretty  freely  about  her  at  last.  I  think  the  fire  from 
tlif  ihips  must  have  been  very  destructive  to  life. 

The  last  we  saw  of  our  vessels  they  were  standing  up  the  riyer.  Some  ex- 
plosion took  place,  which  made  us  feel  rather  uneasy,  but  which  may  have  been 
vte  rebel  gunboats.  We  could  see  that  our  squadron  had  not  destroyed  all  the 
eotmy'«  vessels  at  the  fort,  for  three  or  four  of  them  were  moving  about  in  all 
dIrecfioD^  evidently  in  a  state  of  excitement. 

Before  the  fieet  got  out  of  sight  it  was  reported  to  me  that  the  celebrated 
ram  Manassaa  was  coming  out  to  attack  us;  and  sure  enough,  there  she  was, 
ipptreoily  steaming  along  shore,  ready  to  pounce  upon  the  apparently  defence- 
few  amrtar  vessels.  Two  of  our  steamers  and  some  of  the  mortar  vessels  opened 
^  <m  her;  but  I  soon  discovered  that  the  Manassas  could  barm  no  one  again, 
ud  I  ordered  the  vessels  to  save  their  shot.  She  was  beginning  to  emit  smoke 
iraa  her  ports  or  holes,  and  waa  discovered  to  be  on  fire,  and  sinking.  Her 
prpa  were  twisted  and  riddled  with  shot,  and  her  hull  was  also  well  cut  up. 
Stu  had  evidently  been  used  up  by  the  squadron  as  they  passed  along. 

I  tried  lo  save  her  as  a  curiosity,  by  getting  a  hawser  around  her  and  securing 
Ber  to  the  bank,  bat  just  after  doing  so  she  faintly  exploded.  Her  only  gun 
*<3it  off,  and  emitting  flames  through  her  bow  port,  like  some  huge  animal,  she 
gare  a  plunge  and  disappeared  under  the  water. 

Next  came  a  steamer  on  fire,  which  appeared  to  be  a  vessel-of-war  belonging 
to  th«  rebels;  and  aAer  her  two  others,  all  burning  and  floating  down  the  stream.

Fires  seemed  to  be  ragiDe;  all  along  the  ''up  river,"  and  we  sappc 
Bqnadron  were  bumiag  aod  destroying  the  veeselB  sa  they  pasaed  along, 
pears,  however,  that  the  UcBae,  one  or  two  river  boats,  and  their  celebrated 
floating  battery,  (brought  down  the  night  before,)  were  left  nnhort,  and  were 
still  flpng  the  confederate  flag. 

The  matter  of  the  floating  battery  becomes  a  very  serions  a&ir,  as  they  aic 
hard  at  work  at  Fort  Jackson  mounting  heavy  rifled  guns  on  it,  which  are  of 
no  further  nse  to  them  in  the  fort.  She  mounts  sixteen  guns,  is  almost  as  for- 
midable a  vessel  as  the  Merrimack,  perfectly  shot-proof,  and  has  four  pownful 
engines  in  her.  I  shall,  at  all  events,  take  auch  eteps  aa  will  prevent  her  from 
destroying  anything,  and  we  may  still  hold  her  in  check  with  the  steamere, 
though  they  are  rather  fragile  for  such  a  service.  Thie  is  one  of  the  ill  efiectf 
of  leaving  an  enemy  in  the  rear.  I  suppose  that  the  shipa  fired  on  her  aa  tbej 
passed  through,  but  that  her  mail  resisted  thi"  shot.  She  had  steam  on  thie 
rooming,  and  was  moving  about  quite  lively.  I  tried  to  put  some  mortar  shell 
through  her  roof,  bat  without  effect,  as  she  moved  off. 

The  forts  are  now  cut  off  from  all  communication  with  Now  Orleana.  aa  I 
prcHume  that  Flag-Officer  Fairagnt  has  cut  the  wires.  I  have  sent  the.  Miami 
around  with  General  Butler  to  the  back  of  Fort  St,  Philip,  to  try  and  throw  to 
troops  at  the  qaaniDtine,  five  miles  along  the  forts,  and  at  the  same  time  open 
communication  that  way  with  the  flag-officer,  and  supply  him  with  ammnnition. 
I  am  also  going  to  send  part  of  the  mort«r  fleet  to  the  back  of  Fon  Jat:kN)ii. 
to  cut  off  the  escape  of  the  garrison  by  that  way,  and  slop  supplies.  A  deaertvr, 
who  can  be  relied  on,  infonns  us  that  they  have  plenty  of  provisions  for  t«-o 
months,  plenty  of  ammunition,  and  plenty  of  discomforts.  Our  shell  e«t  tkr 
citadel  on  fire  the  first  afternoon  we  opened.  It  burnt  frerly  for  seven  homs, 
but  I  thought  it  a  fire  raft  behind  the  fort,  as  they  continually  send  them  down 
on  us,  though  without  any  effect. 

But  few  casualties  occurred  to  vessels  on  this  aide  of  the  farts.  The  Hairin 
Lane  lost  but  one  man  killed,  and  one,  I  fear,  mortally  wounded.  The  Winotu 
lost  three  killed  and  three  wonnded,  and  the  Itasca,  with  fourteen  ehota  through 
her,  had  but  few  men  hurt. 

Theae  forts  can  hold  ont  still  for  some  time,  and  I  would  sn^e«it  that  tb^ 
Monitor  and  Mystic,  if  they  can  be  spared,  be  sent  here,  without  a  momenl'f 
delay,  to  settle  the  question. 

The  mortar  fleet  have  been  very  much  exposed  and  under  a  heavy  fir«  for 
six  days,  durine  which  time  they  kept  the  shells  going  without  int^rmiaaiDD. 
One  of  tbem,  tne  Maria  I.  Carlton,  was  sunk  by  a  shot  passing  down  llirongfa 
her  magazine  and  then  through  her  bottom.  The  flotilla  lost  bnt  one  mac 
killed  and  six  wounded.  The  bearing  of  the  officers  and  men  was  worthy  '>f 
the  highest  praise.  They  never  once  flagged  during  a  period  of  six  days,  nev.-f 
had  an  accident  to  one  of  the  vessels  by  firing,  and,  when  shell  and  shot  werF 
flying  thick  above  them,  showed  not  the  least  desire  to  have  the  veeaels  moved 
to  a  place  of  safety.  The  incidents  of  the  bombardment  will  be  mentianed  in 
my  detailed  report. 

I  merely  write  this  hurried  letter  to  apprise  the  department  of  the  atale  of 
affairs,  and  shall  send  it  off  at  once  via  Havana. 

The  sight  of  this  night  attack  was  awfully  grand.  The  river  waa  lit  np  bv 
rafla  filled  with  pine  knots,  and  the  ships  ecem^  to  be  flghdng  literally  ainidi't 
flames  and  smoke.  Where  we  were  the  fire  of  the  enemy  was  high,  and  com- 
paratively harmless. 

I  am  in  hopes  that  the  ships  above  fared  as  well  as  we  did,  though  amid  Hick 
a  terrific  fire.     It  was  gratifying  to  sec  that  not  a  ship  wavered,  but  stu<d 
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Neidilj  on  ber  course;  and  I  am  in  hopes  (and  I  aee  no  reason  to  doubt  it) 
lint  they  now  hare  posseeaion  of  New  Orleans.

Commander  Porter't  detailed  report. 

United  States  Steamer  HAftBiBT  Laxr, 

Forts  Jackion  and  St.  Pkilip,  April  30,  1862. 

SiB:  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
nutrtar  flotilla  under  my  command  since  the  day  the  veBselH  entered  the  Mis- 
Fuippi  river. 

Ou  the  18th  of  March  all  the  mortar  fleet  crossed  "Pass  £k  I'Outre"  bar, 
to««d  by  the  Harriet  Lane,  Owasco,  Westflt^ld,  and  Clitlon,  the  two  latter 
Wing  arrived  that  morning.  I  was  ordered  by  Flag-Officer  Farragut  to  pro- 
cf*d  to  Southwest  Pass,  which  I  accordingly  did;  there  we  awaited  orders, 
being  at  any  moment  ready  to  go  to  work  on  the  forts. 

Aa  yet  only  the  Brooklyn  and  Hartford  had  crossed  the  bar,  a  short  time  after 
tio  Kichm->nd  pissed  over,  and  then  the  Mississippi  and  the  Penaacola  came 
from  Ship  island  to  try  their  band  at  getting  through ;  there  waa  not  at  the 
lime  a  great  depth  of  water,  and  their  pilots  were  not  at  all  skilful  or  acquainted 
»iih  the  bar.  I  volunteered  my  services  wilh  the  steamers  belonging  to  the 
Bwrtar  flotilla,  and,  after  eight  days'  laborious  work,  succeeded  in  getting  the 
i<hipi<  throngh  and  anchored  them  at  Pilot  Town.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  but 
fnr  ihe  exertions  of  Commander  Renahaw,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Baldwin,  and 
Lieatenant  Commanding  Wainwright,  that  the  two  latter  ships  would  never  have 
pA  ineidc ;  the  Miami,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Harrell,  also  rendered  assistance, 
but  aa  his  vessel  waa  an  uumanageable  one,  be  could  do  no  mote  than  act  as  a 
ECretm  anchor  to  heave  the  ships  ahead  by. 

TiK)  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  the  commandera  of  the  Westfield  and 
Clifton  (Rensbawand  Baldwin)  for  the  exertions  they  displayed  on  this  occasion; 
ihey  knew  that  the  success  of  tlie  expedition  dependeo  on  getting  these  ships 
m'tr,  and  they  never  once  faltered  in  their  duty,  working  against  adverse  cir- 
fiunstances,  and  impeded  by  a  fog  of  eight  daj's'  duration,  which  obscured  a 
T-SMJ  at  the  distance  of  fifty  yards;  the  Harriet  Lane  also  did  all  she  could 
»ilh  her  amall  power,  and  in  ibe  end  the  united  power  of  these  vessels  succeeded 
in  gptdng  over  the  bar  the  heaviest  vessels  that  ever  entered  the  Miasiasippi 

When  the  ships  were  all  ready  to  move  up,  I  directed  Mr.  Gerdes  (assistant 
'■n  the  Coast  Survey)  to  proceed  in  tbc  Sachem  and  make  a  minute  survey  from 
"  Wiley's  Jump  "  up  to  tlie  forts.  He  detached  Mr.  Oltmanns  and  Mr.  Harris, 
the  firat  an  aaeietant  on  the  Coast  Survey,  the  latter  sent  out  by  the  superin- 
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tendent  (Mr.  Archibald  Campbell)  of  the  northweBtem  booDdai?,  to  perfna 
what  might  be  required  of  him;  the  work  was  performed  in  boat?;  Lieoteoiui 
Oommaadiug  Gueet,  in  the  Owasco,  being  detailed  hy  me  for  the  poipMe  of 
protectiog  them.  These  two  gentlemen,  Mesere.  Harris  and  Oltmannfi,  perfonnnl 
their  duty  moet  admirably :  in  three  dayB  they  had  eurveyed  and  triangnUlM 
over  Beven  miles  of  the  river,  their  obacrvationB  taking  in  Forts  Jackion  mi 
St.  Philip;  much  of  this  time  they  were  under  fire  horn  shot  audihelliti 
distance  of  2,600  yards,  and  were  exposed  to  concealed  riflemen  id  the  bulKi. 
On  one  occasion  Mr.  Oltmanns  was  fired  upon  from  the  bushes  while  enrrtyiii; 
in  one  of  the  Owasco's  boatJ,  one  of  the  balls  striking  an  oar,  but  the  bott'e 
crew  drove  the  enemy  off  wilh  their  rifles,  and  Mr.  Oltmanns  proceeded  with  Lit 
work,  establishing  the  positions  the  mortar  veesela  were  to  occupy  with  gRai 
coolness  and  precision.  I  deem  it  due  to  these  gentlemen  to  mention  their  unM 
honorably  as  a  tribute  to  the  Coast  Snrvey — the  utility  of  which  is  not  [miprrij 
appreciated — and  as  a  mark  of  high  satisfaction  with  them  for  their  invihiiUt 
aer^-ices. 

The  survey  being  completed,  and  marked  positions  being  assigned  to  llic 
vesacls  when  their  distance  from  the  fort  could  be  known  to  a  yard,  I  bioigbi 
up  three  of  the  schooners  to  try  their  range  and  durability  at  a  dbtance  of  tLitt 
thousand  yards.  I  found  the  range  satisfactory,  and  had  no  reason  to  dmib 
the  durability  of  the  mortar  beds  and  foundation.  I  received  but  little  encou- 
ragement from  any  one  about  the  success  of  the  mortars,  it  having  bwu 
confidently  predicted  that  "  the  bottoms  of  the  schooners  would  drop  out  «l  ilie 
tenth  fire."  I  had  no  doubts  myself  about  the  matter,  having  perfect  coDfidntt 
in  the  schooners.  Lieutenant  Commanding  John  Guest  guarded  the  Coifi 
Survey  party  while  they  were  employed,  returning  the  enemy's  fire  wli«ieT(i 
be  thought  he  could  do  so  with  effect. 

On  the  16th  Flag-OfEcer  Farragnt  moved  up  the  fleet,  and  I  was  tolj  K 
commence  operations  as  soon  as  I  was  leady.  The  schooners  smlod  np  y^J 
or  were  towed  by  the  steamers,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  18th  they  WiH 
reached  their  positions  ready  to  open  fire.  Previous  to  taking  their  jiittfi  I 
had  directed  the  masts  to  be  dressea  off  with  bushes,  to  make  them  invisibhu 
the  enemy  and  intermingle  with  the  thick  forest  of  trees  and  matted  tiiki 
behind  which  they  were  placed ;  this  arrangement  proved  to  be  an  admiraUt 
one,  for  never  once  during  the  bombardment  was  one  of  the  vessels  Been  {""" 
the  forts,  though  their  aj^an'maU  position  was  known.  As  the  buBhrt  *(<« 
blown  away  during  the  bombardment  they  were  i-caewed,  and  the  mtets  mi 
ropes  kept  covered  from  view.  The  place  I  selected  for  the  mortar  reweli 
was  under  the  lee  of  a  thick  wood  closely  interwoven  with  vines,  and  p^ 
senting  in  the  direction  of  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip  an  impenetiable  nafi 
for  three  hundred  yards,  through  which  shot  could  scarcely  pass.  Fn»>  o*>i 
mastheads  the  forts  could  be  plainly  seen,  though  observers  there  could  mi 
see  us  in  retnm.  The  head  vessel  of  the  first  division.  Lieutenant  ComnMsdii^ 
Watson  Smith,  was  placed  at  this  point,  2,850  yards  from  Fort  Jukuf- 
3,680  from  St.  PhiUp;  the  vessels  were  then  dropped  in  a  line  close  to  ("(i 
other,  their  positions  having  been  marked  by  the  Coast  Survey  party,  f^ 
Messrs.  Oltmanns  and  Harris  superintending  personally  that  each  oM  v* 
acquainted  with  the  proper  distance.  Next  to  Lieutenant  Commandmg  flmiiti'J 
division  of  seven  vessels  (Norfolk  Packet,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Wm»i 
Smith;  Oliver  H.  Lee,  Acting  Master  Washington  Godfrey;  Para,  Artine 
Master  Edward  G.  Fmber;  C.  P.  Williams,  Acting  Master  Amos  R.  Lir^" 
thomc;  Arietta,  Acting  Master  Thomas  K.  Smith;  William  Bacon,  At^^ 
Master  William  P.  Kogers;  Sophronia,  Acting  Master  Lyman  Bartholoim'', 
was  placed  the  sis  vessels  of  the  third  division,  under  Lieutenant  ConuniBdii? 
K  R.  Breesc,  (John  Griffith,  Acting  Master  Henry  Brown;  Sarah  BntB,At»iif 
Master  Abraham  Christian;  Racer,  Acting  Master  Alvin  PtiiDBBVij  Sea  FuUk

itHng  Huter  Henry  E.  Williams;  Heniy  James,  Acting  Master  Lewis  W. 
Penningtnn ;  Dan.  Smith,  Actine  Master  George  W.  Brown,)  and  one  vesspl, 
theOrretU,  Acting  Master  Blancnard,  all  Ijing  in  line  close  together. 

All  tbe  vessels  mentioned  were  anchored  and  secnred  to  spring  their  broad- 
nd«&  as  occasion  might  require  In  the  meantime  Lieutenant  Commanding 
JnliD  Oaeft  was  sent  ahead  in  the  Owaaco  tn  clear  the  hashes  of  riflemen  which 
bd  be^n  fonnd  to  lark  there,  and  cover  the  vessels  from  the  tire  of  the  forts 
vhsn  it  shoald  open ;  the  Westficld,  Clifton,  and  Miami  being  engaged  in  towing 
ibe  TtKeh  to  their  posts. 

Iplaced  six  vessels  of  the  second  division,  under  command  of  Lieutenant 
W.  w.  Queen,  on  the  northeast  shore  of  the  river,  the  headmost  one  3,680  yards 
ftmn  Fort  Jackson,  to  which  the  division  was  directed  to  turn  its  attention.    The 
IbtlowiDg  ve^els  and  acting  masters  composed  this  division  ; 
T.  A.  Ward,  W.  W.  Qneen,  commanding  second  division. 
M.  J.  Carlton,  Charles  E.  Jack,  acting  master. 
Uuthew  Vasser,  Hngh  H.  Savage,  acting  master, 
Geor^  Mangham,  John  CotlinB,  acting  master. 
Otvetta,  Francis  E.  Blaucbard,  acting  master. 
Sydney  C.  Jones,  J.  D.  Graham,  acting  master. 

When  the  divisions  were  all  placed  signal  was  made  to  "eomraence  action," 
Md  they  opened  in  order,  each  one  firing  every  ten  minutes.  The  moment  the 
mortara  opened  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip  responded  with  all  their  guns  that 
ronld  bear,  but  for  some  time  did  not  appear  to  get  the  right  range ;  the  hulls  of 
lie  vewfils  on  the  northeast  shore,  bein^  covered  with  reeds  and  willows,  de- 
rived them  somewhat,  though  their  shot  and  shell  went  over.  The  fire  of  the 
suHny  was  rapid,  and,  as  the  shell  and  shot  began  to  grow  rather  hot,  I  sent  to 
the  SagH^fficer,  asking  that  some  of  the  gunboats  should  be  sent  to  draw  their 
fire.  For  one  hour  and  fifty  minutes  Lieutenant  Commanding  GuesI  had,  at  the 
bead  of  the  mortar  fleet,  borne  the  fire  of  the  forts  uninjured,  and  only  left  there 
M  ^  a  supply  of  ammunition.  After  I  went  on  board  his  vessel  and  ordered 
him  to  retire,  the  mortar  vessels  having  been  reinforced  by  the  gunboats  sent  up 
[ty  the  flag-officer,  by  midday  the  fire  on  the  vessels  on  the  northeast  shore 
Lii^tenant  Commanding  Queen's  division)  became  so  rapid,  and  the  shot  and 
=iiell  feil  eo  close,  that  I  went  on  board  to  move  them.  One  lai^  120-pound 
'lirll  had  passed  through  the  cabin  and  damaged  the  magazine  of  Lieutenant 
?nmmauding  Queen's  vessel,  the  T.  A,  Ward,  coming  out  near  the  water-line, 
ler  rigging  was  cut,  and  shot  flying  over  her  fast.  The  George  Mangham, 
tobg  Master  John  Collins,  had  received  a  lO-inch  shot  near  her  water-line,  so 
'  mnved  them  both  (contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  officers)  two  hundred  yards 
nrther  aeteru,  throwing  the  euemy  out  of  his  range,  which  he  did  not  discover 
"r  two  or  three  hsurs.  At  five  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  fort  was  discovered 
|>  be  in  flames,  and  the  firing  from  the  enemy  erased.  We  afterwards  learned 
Kst  the  citadel  had  been  fired  by  our  bomb-shells,  and  all  the  clothing  of  the 
ni.pt  and  commissary  stores  had  been  burnt  up,  while  great  distress  was  ex- 
imenced  by  the  enemy  owing  to  the  heat  and  danger  to  the  magazine.  Had  I 
Down  the  extent  of  the  fire,  I  shonid  have  proceeded  all  night  with  the  bom- 
wdment ;  bol  the  crews  had  had  nothing  to  eat  or  drink  since  daylight.  I 
:npw  not  how  much  the  mortar  beds  and  vessels  might  have  suffered.  Night 
rin^  was  uncertain,  as  the  wind  had  set  in  fresh,  and  not  knowing  how  long 
bfimbardroent  I  might  have  to  go  through  with,  I  deemed  it  best  to  he  pru- 
«iL  A  little  after  sunset  I  ordered  the  firing  to  c«ai<c,  and  made  the  only 
lixlake  that  occurred  during  the  bombardment.  The  fire  in  the  forts  blazed  up 
C«hi  at  night,  but  I  thought  it  one  of  the  fire-rafta  they  lighted  up  every  night 
I  ihe  fort. 

The  Bret  and  third  divisions,  under  Lieutenants  Commanding  Smith  and 
'ree««,  acquitted  themselves  manfully  that  day,  and  though  the  shot  and  a^^|^- 
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feU  thick  about  tliem  behaved  lite  Teterans.  We  fired  on  this  day  orer  l,40D 
ehcll,  many  of  which  were  Inet  ia  the  air,  owing  to  bad  ruses.  No  acndent  «f 
any  kind  occurred  from  carelesB  tiring,  and  after  a  careful  exaniiiiatioD  tbe  ^et- 
aela  and  mortar-beds  were  found  to  be  uninjured.  On  that  night,  at  t»o  o'clock, 
I  ordered  Lieutenant  Commanding  Queen  to  drop  out  of  the  line  of  fire,  ud  I 
placed  him  on  the  south  shore,  in  a  safer  and  closer  poeition,  thnugh  not  oh 
where  he  could  work  toaucb  advantage,  tlie  fort  being  plainly  visible  torn  hit  Uu 
position,  and  the  effect  of  the  shells  could  be  more  plainly  noted.  On  ibe  tontk 
shore  the  pointing  of  the  mortars  could  only  be  done  from  sights  fixed  to  tbt 
inastheads,  and  many  curious  expedients  were  resorted  to  to  obtain  correct  Eiiif , 
expedients  very  creditable  to  the  intelligence  of  the  commanders  of  the  veswu, 
We  heard  afterwards  that  our  fir»t  day's  firing  bad  been  more  accnrale  ;hu 
that  of  any  other  day,  though  it  was  all  good. 

On  the  morning  of  the  19th  we  opened  fire  on  the  enemy  again,  when  be  tri^ 
his  beet  to  dislodge  us  from  behind  our  forest  protection  without  effect;  oaiin 
was  kept  up  as  rapidly  as  the  men  conid  carefully  and  properly  load,  the  eneiar 
returning  it  with  what  heavy  guns  he  could  bring  to  b«ir  on  na,  mostof  hiifW 
going  over  us  amongst  the  shipping  and  gunboats,  which  were  on  gntrd  uJ 
employed  drawing  the  fire  away  from  ns.  About  nine  o'clock  in  die  teoiti 
morning  the  schooner  Haria  J.  Carleton,  Cbarlee  Jack,  master,  was  sont;  by  * 
riSe  shell  passing  down  through  her  deck,  magazine,  and  bottom.  I  hippewd 
to  be  alongside  at  the  time  and  had  nearly  all  the  stores  saved,  also  tbt  ami. 
As  she  went  down  the  mortar  was  fired  nt  the  enemy  for  the  last  time,  and  ihu 
was  the  last  of  the  "  Carleton."  We  hauled  her  on  to  the  bank  when  we  (Mud 
that  she  was  sinking,  and  were  thus  enabled  to  save  many  of  her  storca ;  bm  abt 
finally  slipped  off  the  bank  into  deeper  water,  and  nothing  was  \e(l  visible  but 
her  upper  rail.  Two  men  were  wounded  in  the  Oarleton.  Acting  Mmiw 
Charles  Jack  came  out  in  this  vessel  from  New  York  ;  he  lost  his  maiamui  in 
a  gale  off  Cape  Hatteras,  but  persevered  until  be  arrived  in  Key  West,  tod 
sailed  with  the  flotilla  to  Ship  island.  He  went  through  another  gale,  bat  pX 
into  port  safe.  He  was  almost  always  up  with  the  rest  in  working  up  ibe  r><ff 
under  sail  with  his  one  mast ;  and  when  his  vessel  sunk  he  vohinternd  bi« 
services  on  board  the  vessel  of  Jjieutenant  Commanding  Queen,  to  whose  dirisio 
he  belonged.  On  the  second  day  the  firing  from  the  forts  was  rather  severe  ua 
tbe  masts  and  rigging  of  the  first  division.  1  wanted  to  remove  Uieni  « liiile 
further  down,  but  was  prevented  irom  doing  so  at  the  request  of  Liootnual 
Commanding  Smith,  who  seemed  determined  not  to  withdraw  until  eomeilKi; 
was  sunk.  He  had  one  man  killed  in  the  "Arietta,"  Acting  Master  Smiih.  by 
a  ten-inch  shot  striking  between  the  stop  of  the  mortar  bed  and  the  moitir. 
which  disabled  it  for  a  time  only  j  it  was  repaired  in  two  or  three  hu^f^  it* 
men  meanwhile  under  fire,  without  any  occupation  to  keep  up  theit  intMwt. 
One  or  two  men  were  wounded  tliis  day.  We  had  another  confiagration  in  ibe 
fort,  tbe  shells  having  set  fire  to  some  quarters  put  up  for  oflicers  on  the  north- 
west angle  of  the  works ;  they  were  all  consumed.  The  firing  seemed  to  b^ 
good  this  day,  though  some  said  the  shells  went  over,  and  others  said  thsjUH 
short.  The  proof  of  accuracy  was  that  the  batteries  were  silenced  evrrr  l*f 
the  shells  were  concentrated  on  any  one  point.  The  fuses  being  so  bad,  1  p" 
up  the  plan  of  timing  them,  and  put  m  full-length /mm*,  to  bnrst  alVer  tlief  ^ 
entered  the  ground.  In  some  respects  this  was  disadvantageous,  bnt  we  lo»i  "■ 
few  by  bursting  before  time  in  tbe  air.  The  ground  being  wet  and  wft.  "if 
shells  descended  16  and  20  feet  into  the  ground,  exploding  after  some  tw, 
litled  the  earth  up,  and  let  it  fall  back  into  its  place  again,  not  doing  ■  f^' 
deal  of  harm,  but  demoralizing  the  men,  who  knew  not  what  the  couseqwixi^ 
might  be.  1'he  eficct,  1  am  told,  was  like  that  of  an  earthquake.  When  ur 
shells  bit  the  ramparts  they  did  their  work  effectually,  knocking  off  large  ^^* 
of  the  parapet  and  shattering  the  casemates.     On  the  third  and  fonrtb  d»y  '^ 
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nmnDDilicm  on  board  began  to  grow  short,  and  tbe  etftamers  had  to  bo  Bent  down 
to  bring  it  up,  the  boats  of  the  Bcinadron  also  aeeieting  all  they  conld,  in  the 
nrong  carrent,  to  anpply  th«  veesela.  The  steamers  laid  close  to  the  mortar 
rawU  while  tbe  ehot  and  shell  were  flying  all  abnat ;  bot,  etrauge  to  say,  not  a 
Tfteel  wu  struck,  tfaongh  I  expected  to  see  some  of  them  injured.  The  employ- 
ment o(  them  in  that  way  could  not  be  avoided.  Everything  was  conducted 
with  the  greatest  coolness,  and  the  officers  and  men  sat  down  to  their  meals  as 
if  Doibing  was  going  on — shells  bursting  in  the  air  and  falling  alongside,  and 
(bot  and  rifle  shell  cmtbing  through  the  woods  and  tearins;  the  trees  up  by  the 
roots.  On  the  fifth  day  the  fire  from  the  forts  on  the  bead  of  tbe  first  division 
wu  very  rapid  and  troublesome.  One  handred  and  twenty-live  shots  fell  close 
lo  the  vesseb  in  one  hour  and  thirty  minutes,  without,  however,  doing  thein  any 
dsnuge  beyond  hitting  the  Purs,  the  headmost  vessel,  and  cutting  up  the  rigging 
ind  masts.  The  fire  of  the  enemy  had  been  attracted  to  the  mastheads  ot  one 
of  the  large  ships  which  had  been  moved  up,  and  which  they  conld  see  over  tbo 
vwds.  I  deemed  it  prudent  to  move  three  of  them  two  or  three  lengths,  much 
to  tbe  annoyance  of  the  officers,  who  seemed  indisposed  to  yield  an  inch.  Still, 
tnv  duty  was  to  look  out  for  the  vessels  and  not  have  tbem  destroyed.  The 
Norfolk  Packet  got  a  piece  of  a  shell  through  ber  decks,  and  had  her  rigging 
uid  eroestrees  cut  away,  and  one  man  wounded.  For  three  days  and  nights 
the  officers  and  men  had  had  but  little  repose  and  but  few  comfortable  meals,  so 
I  divided  the  divisions  into  three  watches  of  four  hours  each,  firing  from  one 
division  about  ]6S  times  a  watch,  or  altogether,  during  'ii  hours,  l,r>Oti  shell. 
This  I  foDud  rested  the  crews  and  produced  more  accurate  firing.  Overcome 
with  fatigue,  I  bad  seen  the  commanders  and  crews  lying  fast  asleep  on  deck, 
wiib  a  mortar  on  board  the  vessel  next  to  them,  thundering  away  and  shaking 
crei^ing  around  them  hke  an  earthquake.  The  windows  were  broken  at  the 
BaJtie,  thirty  miles  distant.  It  would  he  an  interminable  undertaking,  sir,  if  I 
wnv  to  attempt  to  give  a  minute  account  of  all  the  bard  work  performed  in  the 
flotilla,  or  mention  separtLtely  all  the  meritorious  acts  and  patient  endurance  of 
the  commanders  and  crews  of  the  mortar  vessels.  All  stucK  to  their  duty  like 
mm  and  Americans ;  and  though  some  may  have  exhibited  more  ingenuity  and 
intelligenc«  than  others,  yet  the  performance  of  all  commanded  my  highest 
•dmiration.  I  cannot  say  too  much  in  favor  of  the  three  commanders  of  divi- 
nons,  Lientenants  Watson  Smith,  W.  W.  Queen,  and  K.  R.  Breese.  I  can  only 
uy  1  woold  like  always  to  have  them  at  my  side  in  times  of  danger  and  dim- 
oilty.  They  were  untiring  in  their  devotion  to  their  duties,  directing  their 
officers,  who  could  not  be  supposed  to  know  as  much  about  their  duties  as  they 
did.  I  left  the  entire  control  of  these  divisions  to  tbemselves,  trusting  implicitly 
ibat  they  would  faithfully  carry  out  the  orders  which  I  had  g^ven  them  previous 
to  the  bombardment,  and  knowing  that  no  powder  or  shell  would  he  thrown 
iw»y  if  they  could  help  it.  The  end  jostiliea  my  confidence  in  them.  During 
•  bombardment  of  six  days  they  were  constantly  exposed  to  a  sharp  fire  from 
bnvy  guns.  If  they  sustained  no  serious  damage  to  their  vessels  it  was  no 
&alt  of  the  enemy,  who  tried  his  best  to  destroy  them,  and  who,  after  I  had 
withdrawn  the  vessels  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Queeu  from  a  very  exposed 
position,  reported  tliat  ho  had  sank  them. 

After  bombarding  the  fort  for  three  days  I  began  to  despair  of  taking  it,  and, 
ieieci,  began  to  lose  my  confidence  in  mortars,  but  a  deserter  presented  him- 
irif  from  Fort  Jackson,  and  gave  me  such  an  aceonnt  of  the  havoc  made  by  our 
tooTtar  practice  that  1  bad  many  doubts  at  first  of  his  truth;  be  represented 
baodn^  of  shells  falling  into  tbe  fort,  casemates  broken  in,  citadel  and  outbuild- 
ing* bomt,  men  demoralized  and  dispirited,  mngazine  endsngered,  and  tbe  levee 
eai;  we  went  to  work  with  renewed  vigor,  and  never  flagged  to  the  last. 

On  the  night  of  the  20th  an  expedition  was  fitted  out,  under  Commander  Bell, 
tor  tbe  purpose  of  breaking  tbe  chain;  it  was  composed  of  the  gunboats  Pi^jal..

and  It««ca;  it  was  amnged  ibat  all  the  mortara  sbnold  plaj  upon  ibe  fort 
wbile  the  operation  was  going  on,  which  they  did  ae  foet  as  they  ooald  nMj 
load  und  fire,  9  sheila  being  in  the  ali  frequently  at  one  time.  The  TCMels  weie 
diecovered,  and  the  forte  opened  fire  on  them  at  a  distance  of  three  and  eight 
hundred  yards.  Lientenant  Crosby  informed  me  that  but  for  the  rapid  »ai 
accurate  fire  of  the  mortara  the  gunboat*  would  have  been  destroyed.  The  mor- 
tars silenced  the  batteries  cfiectunlly,  and  Colonel  Hij^ns  ordered  ibe  nien  bto 
the  casemates,  where  they  were  in  no  way  loth  to  go.  These  facts  have  beai 
obtained  from  prisoners.  The  Itasca,  Lieutenant  Caldwell,  sUpped  the  chaio 
of  one  vessel,  and  was  swept  ashore  by  the  current,  when  the  I'mola,  Liemcn- 
ant  Commanding  Crosby,  got  her  off,  both  remaining  in  that  poeition  ora  30 
minntea,  though  seen  by  the  enemy  and  seldom  fired  at. 

On  the  23d  I  urged  Flag-Officer  Farragut  to  commence  the  attack  with  the 
ships  at  night,  as  I  feared  the  mortara  would  not  hold  ont,  the  men  were  ahoM 
overcome  with  fatigue,  and  our  supply  ships  laid  a  good  way  off.  The  enen^ 
had  brought  over  tvo  heavy  rifle  guns  to  bear  on  the  bead  of  our  line,  and  1 
was  aware  that  be  was  duly  adding  to  his  defences  and  strenglheuing  hie  nanl 
forces  with  iron-clad  batteries.  The  33d  was  appointed,  but  the  attack  did  not 
come  off.  I  had  fortunately  dismounted  with  a  shell,  on  that  day,  the  beariM 
rifle  gun  they  had  on  St.  Philip,  breaking  it  in  two,  and  it  annoyed  ut  no  more. 
I  did  not  know  it  at  the  time,  but  thought  the  ammunition  had  given  ouL  (h 
tlte  2Sd  the  order  was  given  to  move  at  2  o'clock  in  the  order  which  the  St^- 
officer  will  mention  in  bis  report.  The  steamers  belonging  to  the  mortar  flotilli 
were  assigned  the  duty  of  enfilading  a  heavy  water  battery  of  six  gnns  and  iIk 
barbette  of  guns  which  commanded  the  approach  to  the  forte;  and  the  nwnin 
having  obtained  good  range  during  the  day  were  to  tiT  and  drive  the  men  &«■ 
the  guns  by  tbeii  rapid  fire,  and  Bursting  shell  over  the  parapets.  The  fionlli 
stenmcrs.  composed  of  the  Harriet  Lane,  Lieutenant  Commanding  'Waluvnglit 
leading;  Westfield,  Commander  Itenshaw;  Owaeco,  Lieutenant  CommaMing 
Guest;  Clifton,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Baldwin,  and  Miamii  Lieutenant  &>■ 
manding  Harrell,  moved  up,  (when  the  fiag-officer  lifted  his  anchor,)  TO  fiithaw 
apart,  and  took  position  under  the  batteries;  the  leading  vessel  500  yard^^C 
the  othera  closing  up  aa  the  fire  commenced.  Then,  as  soon  as  the  Hartfi*^ 
Brooklyn,  and  Richmond  passed,  they  opened  with  shrapnell  on  the  forts,  Iwriif 
received  tlie  fire  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  before  replying  to  it.  As  the  fire  tu 
high,  and  they  were  close  in  shore,  nearer  the  forts  than  the  enemy  sn^^Md- 
tbey  occupied,  as  it  turned  out,  a  safer  position  than  the  vessels  further  out,  llere 
being  only  one  killed  and  one  wounded  on  hoard  the  Harriet  Lone,  whik  tiit 
other  steamere  remained  untouched.  The  commanders  of  all  the  vessels  on  Ehii 
occasion  did  their  duty,  coolly  kept  their  vessels  close  up,  fired  i«)»illv  im 
accurately,  and  the  sigrial  was  not  made  to  retire  until  the  last  vessel  «  <*' 
gallant  squadron  passed  through  the  fiamcs,  which  seemed  to  be  lilerslly  eao^ 
them  up;  every  man.  spar,  or  rope  was  plainly  seen  amid  the  light,  and  «^ 
movcmeut  of  the  ships  noted ;  that  last  vessel,  the  gallant  Iroquois,  would  p«v 
vokingly  linger  and  slow  her  engines  opposite  the  forts  to  give  the  rebels  s  u* 
of  her  formidable  battery  When  she  also  disappeared  in  the  smoke  our  iJ):"' 
was  hung  out  to  retire,  our  duty  having  been  accomplished,  and  the  fort  inreiaf 
its  entire  attention  to  our  little  force.  It  could  not,  however,  do  us  muck  ])^ 
as  the  run  of  mortar  shells  almost  completely  silenced  tbcm;  never  in  Bv  1* 
did  I  witness  such  a  scene,  and  never  did  rebels  get  such  a  castigation.  C*ii«'' 
Higgins  ordered  the  men  from  the  batteries  into  the  casemates  to  avW  i^ 
mortar  shells,  which  fell  with  particular  effect  on  that  night,  while  grapw^i 
and  shrapnell  from  the  ships  gave  them  but  few  opportunities  to  fire  from  liw 
casemates.  ITie  ships  had  gone  by,  the  hack  bone  of  the  rebellion  was  hrok«* 
the  mortars  ceased  their  fire,  and  nothing  was  heard  for  a  thne  but  the  hooai*; 
of  guns  as  oiur  fleet  went  flying  up  the  river,  scattering  the  enemy's  gii^i<a>' 
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ud  liukbg  them  as  th«y  paseed.  We  all  ut  down  to  rent  and  Bpecnlate  on 
Ibt  duQcee  o(  aeang  out  old  friends  and  brother  officers  again. 

I  wts  YfTj  hopeftil  myself,  for  I  knew  that  the  eneni7  had  been  too  mncli 
denoTsliied  daring  the  Uat  week  by  mortar  practice  to  be  able  to  stand  against 
ibe  fire  of  onr  ships.  I  gave  the  ebips,  when  they  Btarted,  forty-five  minutes  to 
pug  the  forts ;  they  were  only  seventy  from  the  time  they  lifted  their  anchors. 
I  kitt  the  sovices  of  a  well-anaed  and  naefal  vessel,  the  Jackson,  for  the  attack 

00  the  batteries.  Her  conunander,  Lientennnt  Commanding  Woodworth,  during 
tbc  ifiir  was  appointed  to  tow  the  Portsmontb  ahead  of  the  mortar  steamers, 
but  wa«  carried  down  the  stream.  He  persisted,  however,  in  taking  her  into 
kn  berth  after  the  battle  was  over  and  the  eteamere  had  retired,  and  anchored 
ber,  I  believe,  within  nine  hundred  yards  of  tlie  fort.  His  reception  and  that 
of  the  Portsmontb  was  a  warm  one,  for  the  east  batteries  opened  on  them ;  and, 
ifter  escaping  nuracDlonsly,  the  Portsmouth,  with  some  shots  in  her  hall  and 
rigging  and  one  or  two  killed  and  wotinded,  coolly  drifted  oat  ftnm  nnder  the 
pat  and  took  her  old  position.  Had  the  rebels  not  been  overcome  with  despair 
the  would  have  fared  badly.. 

Inmediatcly  on  the  passage  of  the  ships  I  sent  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Gnnt  up  with  a  flag  of  trace,  demanding  the  surrender  of  the  forts.  The  flag 
of  trace  was  fired  on,  bnt  apologized  for  afterwards.  The  answer  was,  "The 
demand  is  inadmissible."  Giving  the  men  that  day  to  rest,  I  prepared  to  fill  np 
the  vessels  with  ammunition  and  commence  the  bombardment  again.  Having 
in  the  meanrime  beard  from  Flag-Officer  Farragnt  that  he  had  safely  passed  the 
huteries,  I  detennined  to  make  another  attempt  on  these  deluded  people  in  the 
Ibrts  to  nuke  thera  surrender,  and  save  the  further  efi'usion  of  blood.  Flag- 
OSccr  Fanagnt  bad  unknowingly  left  a  troublesome  force  in  his  rear,  coneisting 
of  foar  steamers  and  a  powrafnl  steam  battery  of  four  thousand  tons  and  sixteen 
beavy  gmis,  all  protected  by  the  forts.  I  did  not  know  in  what  condition  the 
bsttoy  was,  only  we  had  learned  that  she  had  come  down  the  night  before, 
nady  prepared  to  wipe  out  our  whole  fleet.  If  the  enemy  counted  so  surely  on 
deftroying  our  whole  fleet  with  her,  it  behooved  me  to  be  prudent,  and  not  let 
tlie  mortar  vessels  be  sacrificed  like  the  vessels  at  Norfolk.  I  commenced,  thm, 
*  bombardment  on  the  iron-clad  battery,  supposing  it  lay  close  under  Fort 
Jtekson,  and  also  set  the  vessels  to  work  throwing  shells  into  Fort  Jackson 
■gain,  to  let  them  know  that  we  were  stUI  taking  care  of  them;  but  there  was 
■w  response:  the  fight  had  all  been  taken  out  of  them.  I  sent  the  mortar 
cmkIb  below  to  refit  and  prepare  for  sea,  as  also  to  prevent  them  ttom  being 
dnren  from  their  position  in  case  the  iron  battery  came  out  to  attack  them.  1 
ftlt  fure  that  the  steamers  alone  could  manage  the  battciy     Six  of  the  schoonera 

1  ordered  to  proceed  immediately  to  the  rear  of  Fort  Jackson  and  blockade  all 
the  bayons,  so  that  the  garrison  could  not  escape  or  obtain  supplies.  I  sent 
ibe  Miami  and  Sachem  to  the  rear  of  Fort  St.  Philip,  to  assist  in  landing  troops. 
ThtK  vessels  all  appeared  at  their  destination  at  the  same  time,  and  when 
■nming  broke  the  enemy  found  himself  hemmed  in  on  all  sides.  It  was  a  mili- 
tary Decessity  that  we  should  have  the  forts.  Our  squadron  waa  cut  off  from 
ml,  provisions,  and  ammunition;  our  soldiers  bad  but  little  chance  to  get  to 
Kew  (Means  through  shallow  bayous;  the  enemy  in  the  city  would  hesitate  to 
nrrtader  while  the  forts  held  out;  communication  was  cnt  off  between  them, 
ud  neither  party  knew  what  the  other  was  willing  to  do.  So  I  demanded  a 
nnender  agsin,  through  Lieutenant  Commanding  Guest,  offering  to  let  them 
ntain  their  side-arms  and  engage  not  to  serve  against  the  United  States  during 
ibe  rebellion  until  regularly  exchanged,  provided  they  would  honorably  deliver 
op,  tmdamagtd,  the  forts,  guns,  muskets,  provisions,  and  all  mimitions  of  war, 
the  vessels  under  the  guns  of  the  fort,  and  all  otl^eT  public  property.  The 
tuwer  was  civil,  and  hopes  were  held  out  that,  after  being  instructed  by  the 
uthoritiefl  of  Mew  Orleans,  they  would  surrender.     In  the  incantime  their  men 
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became  disBHtiefied  at  being  bo  eorronnded ;  thej'  bad  no  hope  of  longer  holdm^ 
out^tb  any  cbance  of  BUccees,  and  gave  eigne  of  ineubordination.  Onethe28tli 
a  flag  of  truce  came  on  board  the  Harriet  Lane,  propoaing  to  sutrender  Jukion 
and  St.  Philip  on  tbe  terms  proposed,  and  1  immediately  proceed  to  the  fara, 
with  tbe  steamers  Westfield,  Winona,  and  Kennebec  in  company,  tnd  lent  « 
boat  for  General  Duncan  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Higgina,  and  etich  penoni  u 
they  might  see  fit  to  brine  with  them.  These  persona  came  on  bowi  and. 
proceeding  to  tbe  cabin  of  Uie  Harriet  Lane,  the  capitulation  was  drawn  up  and 
signed,  t)ie  original  of  which  I  have  had  the  honor  of  forwarding  to  the  ieoun- 
ment  by  Captain  Bailey,  no  opportunity  occnrring  to  send  it  through  Fkg- 
Officer  Farragut,  without  loss  of  time.  The  officere  late  commandimg  the  fons 
informed  me  that  tbe  veseele  would  not  be  included  in  tbe  capitnlatioD,  u  tber 
(the  military)  bad  nothing  to  do  with  tbe  naval  officers,  and  were  in  no  war 
rcBponsible  for  their  acts:  There  was  evidently  a  want  of  unanimity  belw«n 
the  different  branches  of  the  rebel  eervice.  I  aflerwarde  found  out  ihu  pat 
ill-feeling  existed,  the  naval  commander  having  failed,  in  tbe  opinion  of  the  mili- 
tary, to  coHiperate  with  the  forte;  the  true  state  of  the  case  being  that  ibfj 
were  both  sadly  beaten,  and  each  laid  tbe  blame  on  the  other.  While  eogapd 
in  the  capitulation  a:i  ofiicer  came  below  and  informed  me  that  tbe  iron  ioKOaf 
battery  (the  Louisiana)  had  been  set  on  fire  by  twO'  steamere  which  bad  beco 
lying  alongside  of  her.  This  was  a  magnificent  iron  steam  floating  batteir  of 
four  thousand  tons  and  monnting  Bixteen  heavy  guns,  and  periectly  ehot-[)tociC 
She  had  been  brought  down  from  New  Orleans  the  day  before,  and  on  it  tk 
hopes  of  their  eolvation  seemed  to  depend,  ae  will  appear  by  tbe  following  letm 
from  General  Duncan,  taken  in  the  fort: 

Fort  Jackson,  Louinana,  April  22, 1861 
GjIPTAIN  :  Yonr  note  of  this  date  relative  to  tbe  steamer  Louisiana,  the  for- 
wardness of  her  preparations  for  attack,  the  dispositions  to  be  made  of  her,  &<r. 
has  been  received. 

It  ie  of  vital  importance  that  tbe  present  fire  of  tbe  enemy  ebonld  be  vidi- 
drawn  from  ns,  which  you  alone  can  do.  This  can  be  done  in  the  manner  gng- 
gested  this  morning,  under  the  cover  of  otur  guns,  while  your  work  on  the  buil 
can  still  be  carried  on  in  safety  and  security.  Our  position  is  a  critical  aw, 
dependent  entirely  on  the  powers  of  endurance  of  our  casemates,  many  of  viuti 
have  been  completely  shattered,  and  are  crumbling  away  by  repeated  ehofb. 
and  therefore  I  respectfully,  but  earnestly,  again  urge  my  soggEstions  <^  thii 
morning  upon  your  notice.  Our  magazines  are  also  in  danger.

Captain  J.  K.  Mitchell, 

Commanding  Naoal  Foreai  Tjoteer  Mittittippi  Rieer, 

I  was  in  hopes  of  aaving  this  vessel  as  a  prize,  for  she  would  have  bee>  *» 
materially  usentl  to  us  in  all  future  operations  on  the  coast,  her  batteriei  uJ 
strength  being  sufficient  to  silence  any  fort  here,  aided  by  the  other  TesjH*. 
Seeing  her  lying  so  quiet,  with  colors  down  and  the  two  steamers  onder  oai 
guns,  1  never  dreamed  for  a  moment  that  they  had  not  surxendered.  Tbe  Iwf 
and  ourselves  had  flags  of  truce  flying,  and  I  could  not  moke  any  momK*' 
without  violating  the  honor  of  the  United  States  and  intermpting  tbe  opin- 
lation  which  was  being  drawn  up.  Tbe  burning  of  the  reseele  was  done  f 
quietly  that  no  one  snepected  it  until  the  battery  was  in  a  blase.  I  nxnl' 
remarked  to  the  commanders  of  tbe  forte  that  tbe  act  was  in  no  way  crediuM' 
to  the  rebel  commander.  Tbe  reply  was,  "  we  are  not  responsible  for  tbe  V 
of  these  naval  officers."    We  pro4»eded  with  the  Gonfi»<^ce,  and  while  m  (b- 
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;t|:cd  an  officer  came  to  inform  me  that  the  iron  clad  battery  was  all  in  flames 
iui  drifting  down  on  na,  having  burnt  tbe  rapes  that  had  fastened  her  to  the 
kok.  I  inqaired  of  tbe  late  commandera  of  the  forts  if  thej  knew  if  the 
poi  woe  loaded,  or  if  she  had  much  powder  on  board.  The  answer  waa,  "  I 
ptenime  m,  bnt  we  know  nothing  abont  the  naval  matters  here."  At  this 
nxment  the  ^ns,  being  heated,  commenced  going  off,  with  a  probability  of 
throwing  shot  and  shell  amidst  friend  and  foe.  I  did  not  deign  to  notice  it 
ftnlber  iban  to  aar  to  tbe  military  officers,  "if  jon  don't  mind  the  effects  of 
IIk  Hploeioa  which  is  soon  to  come,  we  can  Stand  it."  If  tbe  ever  memorable 
CranmAader  Mitchell  calculated  to  make  a  stampede  in  the  United  States  ves- 
wli  bj  bis  infamous  act  he  was  mistaken  ;  none  of  them  moved  or  intended  to 
a»jt,  and  the  conference  was  carriMJ  on  as  calmly  as  if  notbing  else  was  going 
00,  thoogh  proper  precantions  were  taken  to  keep  them  clear  of  the  burning 
Utteiy.  A  good  Providence,  which  directs  the  most  unimportant  events,  sent 
tli«  battery  off  towards  Fort  St.  Philip,  and  as  it  got  abreast  of  that  formidable 
fan  it  blew  np  with  a  force  which  scattered  the  fragments  in  all  directions, 
killing  one  of  their  own  men  in  Fort  St.  Philip,  and  when  the  smoke  cleared 
off  il  was  nowhere  to  be  seen,  having  sunk  immediately  in  the  deep  water  of 
>ke  Hisgissippi.  The  explosion  was  terrific,  and  was  seen  and  heard  for  many 
■ulcs  ap  and  down  the  river.  Had  it  occurred  near  tbe  vessels  it  would  have 
Strayed  every  one  of  them,  I'bis,  no  doubt,  was  tbe  object  of  the  arch  traitor 
■bo  was  tbe  instigator  of  the  act.  He  failed  to  co-operate,  like  a  man,  with 
ik  military  confederates,  who  looked  to  the  means  he  had  at  his  disposal  to 
Mre  ikem  from  destruction,  and  who  scorned  alike  his  want  of  courage  in  not 
twining  them,  as  well  as  tbe  unheard  of  and  perfidious  act  which  might,  in  a 
iMUDie,  have  reflected  on  them. 

Hnw  different  was  the  course  of  the  military  commanders,  who,  though  en- 
gaged in  so  bad  a  cause,  behaved  honorably  to  the  end.  Every  article  in  tbe 
t^  was  delivered  up  nndamaged.  Nothing  Was  destroyed,  either  before  tlie 
rapituUtion  or  while  the  capitulation  was  going  on,  or  afterwards.  The  most 
•onpnlons  regard  was  paid  to  their  promises.  They  defended  their  works  like 
iMi,  and  had  they  been  fighting  for  tbe  flag  under  whicb  they  were  bora  in- 
Hfad  of  against  it,  it  would  have  been  honor  enough  for  any  man  to  have  said 
Ik  bad  foaght  by  their  side. 

After  the  capitulation  was  signed,  I  sent  Gommaoder  W.  B.  Eenshaw  to  Fort 
J»ckBon,  and  Lieutenant  Commanding  Ed.  Nichols  to  Fort  St.  Philin,  to  receive 
the  (orrender  of  the  forts.  The  rebel  flag  was  hauled  down  and  the  stars  and 
unpeg  once  more  floated  over  tbe  property  of  the  Unit«d  States.  The  sun 
KTCT  ebone  on  a  more  contented  and  happy  looking  set  of  faces  than  tbose  of 
the  prisoners  in  and  about  the  forts.  Many  of  them  had  not  seen  their  families 
fw  months,  and  a  large  portion  had  been  pressed  into  a  service  distasteful 
lo  ihem,  subject  to  the  rigor  of  a  discipline  severe  beyond  measnre.  ITiey 
»er«  fiwjueutly  exposed  to  punishments,  for  alight  causes,  which  tbe  human 
'nme  could  scarcely  endure,  ajid  tbe  men  who  nndcrwent  some  of  tbe  tortures 
mentioned  on  a  list  of  punishments  I  hare  in  my  possession  must  have  been 
unable  afterwards  to  do  any  duty  for  months  to  conH.  Instead  of  the  downcast 
counieaanc««  of  conquered  people,  they  emerged  from  the  fort  (going  home  on 
wii  parole)  like  a  parcel  of  happy  school  boys  in  holiday  times,  and  no  doubt 
lb«7  felt  like  them  also. 

When  the  fla^  had  been  exchanged  I  devoted  my  attention  to  GomiiMndor 
UiieheU,  who  was  lying  a  half  mile  above  us  with  three  steamers,  one  of  which 
be  bad  scuttled.  Approaching  him  in  the  Harriet  Lane,  I  directed  Lieutenant 
CoBuaanding  Waiuwright  to  fire  a  gun  over  him,  when  he  lowered  bis  flag.  I 
ibni  KQt  lieutenant  Commandiiig  Wainwright  on  board  to  take  posseesian  and  re- 
wre  the  unconditional  surrender  of  rhe  party,  consisting  of  fourteen  naval  officers 
>Dd  eevenengioeciB,  temporarily  appointed  i  the  crew  of  the  irun-cbtd  battery  cuyi 
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eiBted  of  tbree  hundred  men  and  two  companiefl  of  marine  wtillcrT,  neuly  ■!! 
from  civil  life,  and  Berring  mncb  against  tneir  will,  so  they  wd.  Conmuda 
Mitchell  and  the  other  nsval  officers  were  traaBferred  to  the  WeflfieU  u  prison- 
ere  c^  war,  and  as  Boon  as  time  would  allow  the  marines  and  sailon  wb«  Knt 
in  one  of  the  captured  vessels  to  Flag-Officer  Farragut,  at  New  Orlcsiu.  IV 
captured  military  officers  were  sent  np  to  New  Orleans  on  th^  parole ;  tad  tlint 
ended  the  day  on  which  the  great  Mississippi  rejoiced  once  more  in  biTini:  is 
portals  opened  to  the  commerce  of  the  world.  The  backbone  of  the  rehdlna 
was  broken,  and  from  the  appearance  and  talk  of  the  soldiers  we  might  hmb 
hope  to  see  the  people  nnited  again  mider  the  folds  of  the  flag  of  the  Duos. 
While  the  capitulation  was  going  on  I  sent  the  steamer  Clifton  down  to  fariiif  sp 
troops,  and  when  General  Phelps  came  up  I  turned  the  forte,  gnns,  and  nraii- 
tions  of  war  over  to  his  keeping.  My  next  etcp  was  to  visit  Forts  Jackran  ud 
8t.  Philip.  Never  in  ray  life  did  I  witneee  such  a  scene  of  deeolatioo  and  wi«l 
as  the  former  presented — it  was  ploughed  up  by  the  tiiirteeu-iDch  moibat,  ibe 
hombs  had  set  fire  to  and  bnmt  out  all  the  buiJdings  in  and  aionnd  the  fan: 
casemates  were  crushed  and  were  crumbling  in,  and  the  only  thing  that  tt.y«i 
them  were  the  sand  hags  that  had  been  sent  from  New  Orleans  doring  the  Um- 
bardment,  and  when  they  began  to  feel  the  effects  of  the  mortais.  Wbm  ik 
communication  was  cut  off  between  them  and  the  city  this  resource  of  Band.lMp 
could  avul  them  no  longer.  It  was  useless  for  tbcm  to  hold  out ;  a  dsy'e  boie- 
berdment  would  have  finished  them ;  they  had  no  means  of  repairing  danu^ ; 
the  levee  bad  been  cut  by  the  thirteen-iuch  bombs  in  over  a  hundnd  placD: 
and  the  water  had  entered  the  casemates,  making  it  very  nncomfoitable.  if  M 
impossible,  to  live  there  any  longer.  It  was  the  only  place  the  men  had  mf'' 
to  out  of  reach  of  the  humbs.  The  drawbridge  over  the  moat  bad  been  biDkn 
all  to  pieces,  and  all  the  causeways  leading  from  the  fort  were  cnt  and  blcn 
up  with  bomb-shells,  so  that  it  must  have  been  impossible  to  walk  theie  or  (vtt 
on  any  operations  with  any  degree  of  safety.  The  magazine  seems  to  law 
been  much  endangered,  explosions  having  taken  place  at  the  door  itself,  sH  ihr 
cotton  bags  and  protections  having  been  blown  away  from  before  the  ma^aiiiK 
door.  Eleven  guns  were  dismounted  during  the  bombardment,  some  of  »bi<* 
were  remounted  again  and  nsed  upon  us.  The  walls  were  cracked  and  brokra 
in  many  places,  and  we  conld  sc-arcely  step  without  beading  into  a  hole  rnadr 
by  a  bomb-shell ;  the  accuracy  of  the  fire  is,  perhaps,  the  best  ever  km  b 
mortar  practice ;  it  seems  to  have  entirely  demoralised  the  men  and  astouifbrJ 
the  officers.  A  water  battery,  containing  six  very  heavy  gnns,  and  which  »- 
noyed  us  at  times  very  much,  was  filled  with  the  marks  of  the  boml»  no  !«• 
than  170  having  fallen  into  it,  smashing  in  the  magazine,  and  driving  the  pwf'' 
out  of  it.  On  the  night  of  the  passage  of  the  ships  this  battery  was  compli**.' 
silenced,  so  many  bombs  fell  into  it  and  burst  over  it.  It  had  one  gun  in  ittht 
latest  I  have  ever  seen,  made  at  the  Tredegar  works.  I  would  not  prewml » 
say  how  many  bombs  fell  in  the  ditches  around  the  works,  but  soldien  in  ih 
forts  say  about  three  thousand ;  many  burst  ^ver  the  works,  scatminE  ^ 
pieces  of  shell  all  around.  The  enemy  admit  but  fourteen  killed  and  tbiitv^iM 
wounded  by  the  bombardment,  which  is  likely  llic  case,  as  we  found  but  fif- 
teen fresh  graves,  and  the  men  mostly  stayed  in  the  casemates,  which  were  tfanf 
inches  deep  with  water  and  very  uncomfortable.  Many  remarkaUe  «t^ 
and  incidents  were  related  t«  us  as  having  happened  during  the  bombudmni- 
Colonel  Higgins  stated  an  instance  where  a  man  was  buried  deep  in  ihi;  e>n^ 
by  a  bomb  striking  him  between  the  shoulders,  and  directly  afterwards  uoibtr 
bomb  exuloded  in  the  same  place,  and  threw  the  corpse  high  in  the  air.  AH  <■' 
boats  and  scows  around  the  ditches  and  near  the  landing  were  sunk  byboo^' 
and  when  we  took  possession  the  only  way  they  bad  to  get  in  and  oat  of  t^ 
fort  to  the  landin?  was  by  one  small  boat  to  ferry  them  across.  AH  the  lanl^r- 
shinglcs,  and  bricks  used  in  building  or  repairs  was  scattend  about  in  eonhtgts 
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ind  burnt  np,  and  every  unoant  of  diBcomfort  that  maQ  could  bear  seemed  to 
hive  b«en  showered  upon  tbose  poor  deluded  wretches. 

I  waa  K>  niach  struck  with  the  deserted  appearance  of  what  was  once  a  most 
beuitifol  spot,  lliat  I  ordered  Mr.  Gerdcs  and  his  assistants  on  the  coast  surrey 
to  make  me  an  accurate  plan  of  all  the  works,  denoting  every  bomb  that  fell, 
ud  {as  near  as  possible)  the  injury  the  fort  bad  sustained,  every  distance  being 
Kcnralelj'  measured  by  tape-lme  and  compass,  and  the  comparative  size  of  frac- 
tmw  noted.  The  work  has  been  executed  with  great  zeal  and  accuracy,  though 
it  will  only  give  a  faint  idea  of  the  bombs  that  fell  about  the  fort ;  many  are  lost 
light  of  in  the  water,  which  has  been  let  in  by  the  cut  levees ;  many  burst  over 
the  fort ;  but  enough  have  been  marked  to  indicate  the  wonderful  precision  o 
fire  and  the  endurance  of  the  forta.  Had  the  ground  been  hard  instead  of  being 
Mft  mod,  the  first  day's  bombardmeut  would  have  blown  Fort  Jackson  into 
iioms ;  as  it  is,  it  is  very  much  injured,  and  will  rec[uire  thorough  repair  before 
il  can  be  made  habitable. 

Fort  St.  Philip  received  very  little  damage  from  our  bombs,  having  fired  at 
it  with  only  one  mortar,  and  that  for  the  purpose  of  silencing  a  heavy  rifled  gun 
vhich  annoyed  ue  very  much;  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  strike  it  in  the  mid- 
dle, and  break  it  in  two,  and  hod  not  much  more  annoyance  from  that  fort ;  two 
gons  were  capsiaed  by  a  bomb  at  one  time,  but  without  injuring  them;  they  were 
<oon  replaced  ;  some  trifling  damage  was  done  to  the  works,  though  nothing  to 
afect  the  efficiency  of  the  batteries ;  it  was  from  Fort  St.  Fhilip  that  our  ships 
toSered  most,  the  men  and  officers  there  having  had,  comparatively,  an  easy 
One  of  it.  I  felt  sure  that  St.  Philip  would  surrender  the  moment  Jackson 
tianled  down  the  secession  flag,  and  consequently  directed  all  the  attention  of 
the  mortar  schooners  to  the  latter  fort.  The  final  result  justified  me  iu  coming 
to  this  conclusion. 

I  trust  that  you  will  excuse  me,  sir,  for  dwelling  so  minutely  on  matters  re- 
Utin;;  to  this  important  victory,  though  I  have  eudeavored  to  make  my  report 
as  short  as  possible. 

Every  little  incident  in  this  ever  to  be  remembered  drama  will  be  interesting 
to  the  true  lovers  of  our  Union,  who  will  rejoice  over  the  fact  that  the  great 
riva'  which  is  the  main  lutery  of  our  country  is  once  luore  in  our  possession, 
•nd  that  we  may  soon  hope  to  see  the  stars  and  stripes  floating  over  every  hut 
and  hamlet  along  its  bauks.  It  only  remains  for  me,  sir,  to  do  justice  to  the 
officers  who  have  been  under  my  command  daring  this  arduous  and  sometimes 
■npkas&nt  service.  Commander  Itensh&w,  Lieatenant  Commanding  Guest, 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Wainwright,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Harrell,  Lieu- 
teiiant  C<Hnmanding  Baldwin,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Woodworth,  are  the 
officers  commanding  steamers  connected  with  the  flotilla.  Their  duties  were 
*arioiis  and  arduous — towing,  supplying,  and  getting  under  the  guns  of  the 
fiiit  when  opportnnities  ofi'erea,  or  they  were  permiltMt  to  expose  their  vessels. 
In  the  attack  on  the  water  batteries  Lieutenant  Commanding  Wainwright 
commanded  the  Harriet  Lane  (as  I  noticed)  coolly  aod  bravely ;  and  his  officers 
and  crew  did  their  duty,  all  the  vessels  lying  quietly  under  the  heavy  fire  for 
filWn  minates,  until  it  was  time  to  open  their  batteries,  which  they  did  with 
effect,  until  the  time  came  to  retire.  Commander  itenshaw  made  his  rifle  gnu 
tell  with  efiect,  keeping  his  vessel  in  close  order.  Lieutenant  Gommandiug 
Cocst,  with  his  zealous  crew,  who  bad  fired  over  300  shell  at  the  forts  at  different 
timee,  kept  his  shell  flying  as  fast  as  usual,  bursting  (as  I  witnessed)  with  good 
tft^t  in  the  midst  of  the  batteries.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Baldwin,  who  I 
have  always  found  ready  for  any  duty,  no  matter  how  arduous  or  thankless,  was 
in  BO  way  behind  any  one ;  his  heavy  battery  of  nine-inch  and  thirty-two- 
poonders  rattled  through  the  outer  works  of  tlie  fort,  helping  to  keep  Jackson 
quiid  while  our  heavy  ships  were  forcing  their  way  tJimugh  logs  chained 
blether,  fire  rafts,  rams,  to  say  uothmg  of  the  enemy's  gunboats,  iron  Jtattcriesa 
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and  forts  built  to  dispute  the  pnHMge  of  any  fleet  which  might  be  sent  igaiort 
them.  Tho  Btcamcr  Jitckeon,  Liputcnant  Commanding  Woodworth,  towed  the 
Fonamouth  gallantly  into  fire,  though  his  position  was  more  gallantly  than 
wisely  taken ;  he  was  fortunate  that  his  vessel  and  the  Portsmonth  were  not  cut 
to  pieces.  I  have  been  so  elrnck  with  the  energy  and  zeal  of  Lieutenants  Coto- 
manding  Woodworth  and  Baldwin,  that  I  hope  the  Navy  Department  wBl  re- 
ward them  by  reappointing  them  aa  permanent  officers  in  the  service,  (if  tbey 
will  accept  it,)  for  while  the  navy  is  composed  of  such  men  it  will  nevpi  be 
defeated  in  equal  contests.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Hairell,  of  the  Miami,  ha.* 
had  nnder  his  command  a  most  wretched  and  unmanageable  vessel,  and  baa  not 
had  an  opportunity  to  do  himself  fiitl  justice;  he  was  always  ready  to  do  any 
service  required  of  him,  and  on  the  night  of  the  attack,  with  the  reel,  worki  j 
his  battery  with  effect.  As  soon  aa  the  forts  had  been  passed,  on  account  of  Li; 
light  draught,  I  sent  him  to  co  operate  with  General  Butler  in  landing  troops  oat- 
side,  which  duty  he  performed  to  my  entire  satisfaction. 

If  the  efforts  of  the  mortar  flotilla  have  not  met  your  expectations  in  re- 
ducing the  forts  in  a  shorter  time,  it  must  be  remembered  that  great  difficultit^ 
existed,  first  in  the  soil,  which  allowed  the  bombs  to  sink  at  least  twenty  fert, 
by  measurement,  before  exploding,  the  difficulty  of  seeing  the  fort,  as  it  is  not 
much  above  the  surrounding  bushes,  and  the  endurance  of  the  casemates,  w  birb 
were  deeply  covered  with  earth,  and  better  constmcted  than  supposed ;  but  1 
am  firmly  of  opinion  that  the  moral  effect  of  this  bombardment  will  gn  hi 
towards  clearing  all  forts  of  rebels,  and  1  draw  attention  to  the  case  of  Fort 
Livingston,  which  held  out  a  flag  of  truce  the  moment  three  mortar  veesele  ap- 
peared before  it.  Flag-Officer  Farragnt  has  ordered  me  to  repair  to  Ship  irUni 
to  await  the  arrival  of  the  larger  vessels,  but  not  to  commence  any  operKtioni 
until  he  arrives. 

I  herewith  enclose  the  reports  of  the  commanders  of  steamers  in  relation  ta 
the  conduct  of  those  under  their  command.

Report  of  Commander  W.  B.  Renshav,  Uniltd  StaUi  Sttamer  Wetjield. 

Unitbd  States  Steamrr  WesrnBLD, 

MutUnppi  Rieer,  May  5,  1862. 
Sir  ;  Agreeably  to  your  order,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  operations  of  the  United  States  steamer  Westfield,  under  my  command, 
since  her  arrival  in  the  Mississippi  river. 

Upon  our  reaching  Pass  &  I'Outre,  on  the  morning  of  the  18th  of  Mardi.  I 
had  the  honor  of  reporting  my  arrival  to  you  in  person,  and  by  your  order  al 
once  proceeded  to  tow  the  mortar  schooners  inside  the  bar.  From  that  date 
until  the  13tb  day  of  April  we  were  constantly  engaged  towing  and  assiftin^ 
in  getting  the  United  States  ships  Mississippi  and  Pensacola  over  the  bar  at 
Son tb west  Pass. 

On  the  13th,  while  engaged  covering  the  Coast  Survey  party,  who  werr  tri- 
mgulating  the  river,  you  joined  us  with  the  Harriet  Jjoae  and  other  Te».«eb  <■*" 
•quadron,  and  ordered  me  to  start  ahead  and  endeavor  to  reach  wiih  o«- 
ihot  two  of  the  rebel  gunboats  that  were  below  the  point  watching  nvr 
Two  discharges  of  the  rifle  caused  them  to  retire,  and  join  some  eix 
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or  eight  of  their  eqaadron  lyini^  under  tbe  gone  of  Fort  Jackson.  We  continued 
ooTiiiTuice,  and  soon  brought  the  whole  squadron  within  range  of  our  100- 
pmndvr  n£e,  when  wc  again  opened  fire,  and  ao  eucccBBfully  that  (aa  I  have 
lioM  Ittmed  from  priHonere)  we  broke  the  shaft  of  the  gunboat  Defiance,  and 
othenriM  eo  much  crippled  her  that  she  waa  subsequently  sunk  by  her  crew. 
Tbe  foit«  having  opened  upon  ue,  our  sigual  of  recall  was  made,  and  we  returned 
lo  oar  station. 

On  the  morning  of  the  17th  our  boats,  together  with  those  of  the  mortar 
flotillfc  eitingiiished  the  fire,  and  towed  ou  shore  a  large  fire  raft,  and  on  the 
Di^l  of  the  17th  we  tan  alongside  to  windward  of  another  large  fire  raft.  We 
iliTew  water  from  our  force  pumps  upon  it,  and  materially  assisted  in  subduing 
lit  flames. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  18th,  after  assisting  in  towing  the  mortar  schooners 
lo  their  positions,  I  was  directed  by  you  to  proceed  up  the  river  and  drive  off  a 
(tetmer  that  menaced  the  head  of  our  line  of  mortar  vessels.  The  steamer  fled 
upon  our  approach,  but  having  reached  a  position  that  brought  the  forts  in  easy 
MDge  of  our  rifle,  we  fired  dtlitwrately  ten  shots  with  tliat  gun,  many  of  which, 
1  hive  reason  to  believe,  took  effect  upon  Fort  St.  Philip,  the  enemy  at  the 
Mme  time  throwing  their  rifle  and  10-inch  shot  and  shell  thickly  around  us. 

At  3.30  a.  m.  on  the  morning  of  the  2l8t  we  discovered  another  large  fire  raft, 
»hieh  we  ran  alongside  of  and  assigted  in  extinguishing.  From  the  19th  to  the 
iilh  iostaut  »e  were  engaged  with  the  rest  of  the  flotilla  steamers  in  supplying 
lii«  mortar  schooners  wi£  ammunition. 

On  the  tDoming  of  the  24th  we  got  under  way,  in  company  with  the  flotilla 
tCMiete,  led  by  yourself  in  the  Harriet  Lane,  together  with  all  the  vessels  of 
the  Moadron,  for  the  attack  on  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip.  At  3.45  wc 
i>pFii«d  fire  with  all  our  guns  upon  Fort  Jackson  at  an  estimated  distance  of  600 
Firdjt,  and  remained  in  this  position  until  your  signal  was  made  to  cease  firing 
Hid  retire  from  action. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  during  this  heavy  cannonade  this  ship  waa  ' 
tK  iujored  or  a  man  hurt  on  board,  owing  to  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  from  the 
^  of  the  fort  we  engaged,  having  passed  over  us. 

Ii  ahu)  affords  me  the  highest  gratification  to  express  my  unqualified  appro- 
Htion  and  high  appreciation  of  the  bravery  and  zealous  attention  to  duty  of  the 
ificcn  and  crew  of  the  ship,  whether  engaged  in  our  unremitting  duties  or  when 
iwltr  fire  of  the  enemy's  guns. 

Itnriag  our  operations  against  the  forts  we  have  expended  thirty-five  rifle  shot 
oi  »bel],  eleven  d-inch  shell,  and  eeventcen  8-inch  shell.  Here  let  me  state, 
it.  that  npon  the  several  occasions  this  ship  has  been  under  the  fire  of  the  forts, 
<  luTe  been  constrained  from  using  my  very  efficient  rifled  gun  as  frequently  aa 
I  ciiuld  have  desired,  in  consequence  of  there  being  no  more  projectiles  (than 
lioKwehad  on  board)  upon  the  station.  I  will  also  state  that  it  was  in  accordance 
riih  yoar  wishes  that  1  was  thus  careful  of  tbe  few  shot  and  shell  we  had. 

Permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  in  explanation  of 
b«  Mrcmingly  small  amount  of  ammunition  we  have  expended,  that  upon  all  the 
nations  this  ship  has  been  eng.iged  (save  the  action  of  the  24th  ultimo)  it  was 
(Ivaoiaeraus  to  fight  her  "  head  on,"  which  prevented  the  use  of  all  the  guns 
ic.pi  I  he  rifle.

Sir  :  I  have  ttic  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  24ili 
nltimo,  which  I  received  immediiitely  afttr  the  action  of  that  morning,  I  reeeivMi 
General  Butler  and  staff  on  board,  and  proceeded  to  Pilot  Town  for  the  b>«u 
which  I  wafi  ordered  to  procure. 

After  obtaining  them,  I  immediately  startx-d  to  I^le  an  Breton  bay,  and  thtn 
received  on  board  one  regiment  of  troops,  which  1  Undcd  at  quarantine  station, 
above  and  in  the  rear  of  Fort  St.  Philip.  I  continued  conveying  aiid  laodiu 
troops  until  the  forts  surrendered.  I  then  proceeded  and  landed  seven  hnodnd 
and  fifty  troops  at  New  Orleans  on  the  first  instant.

Harriet  Lane. 

United  States  Steamer  Harribt  Lanb, 

Mittittippi  Ricer,  April  25,  1862L 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  or^er,  I  beg  leave  to  enbmit  the  following  rt^ion 
of  the  part  taken  by  this  vessel  in  the  action  on  the  morning  of  the  24tfa  instaau 
between  the  United  States  naval  forces  and  the  battericfl  of  Forts  jackeon  and 
St.  Philip. 

At  1.30  a.  m.  all  hands  were  called,  in  anticipation  of  the  ngnal  from  the 
flag-ship  to  prepare  to  get  under  way,  which  was  made  at  2  a.  m.  Every  ptrp- 
aration  for  a  move  being  completca,  we  impatiently  waited  the  moment  wh« 
our  turn  would  come. 

In  the  meantime  the  vessels  of  the  fleet  were  getting  nndcr  way,  and  (orminc 
in  their  respective  lines,  the  starboard  under  Captain  Bailey,  in  the  gunhoat 
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CiTo^  leadhig.  At  3^8  a.  m.,  the  fleet  being  all  ander  way,  and  steaming 
up  the  nve.T,  dgnal  wag  made  to  the  Bteamen  of  the  mortar  flotilla  to  weigh 
iBeli<n',  and  we  stood  up  towards  the  forta,  our  daty  being  to  take  an  enfilading 
poeitioB  below  the  water  battery  of  Fort  Jackeon. 

At  3.45  a.  m.  the  forte  opened  on  the  leading  abipa,  and  immediately  there- 
iflar  [he  mortar  resseU  commenced,  and  at  3.£0  were  raining  a  rapid  and  con- 
Qimoiii  fite  on  the  enemy  each  a>  bae  rarely  before  been  witnessed . 

The  crew  were  now  called  to  quarters,  and  we  steamed  rapidly  up  the  river 
to  tske  oor  appointed  position.  Shortly  after  we  passed  the  head  of  the  line  of 
mortar  Tesscla  we  found  ourselves  under  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  which  waa  very 
bol,  bnl  most  fortunately  too  high.  It  was  not  till  4.20  a.  m.  that  our  guns 
cMld  be  brought  to  bear,  when  we  opened  on  them  with  shell  and  Bhrapnell. 

At  4.30  a.  m.  a  shot  carried  away  one  of  the  stanchions  and  a  portion  of  the 
nliDg  of  the  bridge  between  the  wheel-houses,  the  ftagmente  of  which  killed 
ne  man,  and  seriously  wounded  another  stationed  at  the  9-inch  gun,  on  the 
iwter-deck. 

ffe  retained  our  position  within  five  hundred  yards  of  Fort  Jackson,  firing 
a  rspidly  as  possible,  till  4.50  a.  m.,  when  the  last  vessel  was  seen  to  pass  be- 
Vfen  the  forta.  The  signal  was  then  made  to  retire  from  action,  and  we  stood 
lowTi  ibe  river  to  our  former  anchorage,  followed  by  the  steamers  of  the  mortar 
loiilia.  At  4.55  a.  m.  four  rockets  were  sent  up,  as  a  signal  to  the  mortar  ves- 
^  to  cease  firing,  and  shortly  after  we  came  to  an  anchor  astern  of  them. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  one  and  all  the  officers  and  crew  of 
liit  veuel  did  their  duty  like  men,  and  displayed  commendable  coolness  under 
I  intvy  fire,  which  they  were  obliged  to  eudure  for  some  minutes  before  it  could 
«  remmed.  My  especial  thanks  are  due  to  the  executive  officer,  Lieutenant 
^'ard  Lea,  who  bad  the  general  superintendence  of  the  battery;  Acting  Mas- 
m  Willis  F.  Mnnroe  and  Charles  H.  Hamilton,  commanding  the  gun  divisions, 
iBd  Acting  Master  J.  A.  Uanuum,  in  charge  of  the  powder  division,  which  was 
'*ll  and  rapidly  served  ;  also  to  Acting  Master  George  W.  Sumner,  an  eliee  of 
he  Naval  Academy,  attached  to  the  Horace  Beall,  who  volunteered  for  service, 
md  gave  me  hie  valuable  assistance  in  superintending  the  cutting  of  shrapnell.  Ice. 

In  coDclusion.  yon  must  permit  me  to  render  the  humble  tnbute  of  my  admi- 
Mion  to  the  coolness,  ability,  and  untiring  zeal  you  have  displayed  during  the 
idnons  and  perilous  duty  so  gallantly  performed  for  the  Itist  sii  days  by  the 
■Mitar  flotilla.  Snch  an  example  conld  not  fail  to  inspire  the  confidence  of 
W  ander  yoar  command  in  the  glorious  success  which  has  attended  their 
lertioiis,  and  which  tbo  result  has  proved  to  be  so  well  founded. 

1  herewith  enclose  the  report  of  the  medical  officer  of  the  casualties  which 
ccuied  on  board  this  vessel.

United  States  Stbam  Gunboat  Owasco, 

Mittittippi  River,  April  28,  1862. 
Bti ;  In  obedience  to  your  instmctions  I  submit  this  report : 
At  neridian  on  the  12th  of  April,  the  Owasco  being  at  the  head  of  the  passes, 
>;  yoar  order  I  got  under  way  to  protect  the  steamer  Uachem,  having  on  board ,  I .. 
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'  the  Coast  Surrey  partji  under  Mr.  F.  H.  Gerdes,  while  nuking  a 
ot  the  river.  On  reacLin)i;  oar  advanced  equadrou  uf  gnnboUSi  Commander  S. 
P.  Lee,  senior  officer,  I  reported  to  him  that  I  was  about  to  pass  ahesd  for  th« 
purpose  above  indicated. 

Captain  Lee  said  the  enemy  were  in  lai^  force,  and  he  would  follow  with  (It 
the  gunhoate.  As  it  was  too  late,  when  the  Sachem  got  up  to  us,  to  work,  we 
deferred  proceeding  till  morning.  In  the  meantime  I  advised  yon,  eir,  of  the 
state  of  affairs,  and  next  morning,  shortly  ailcr  I  had  commen^d  work,  I  btd 
the  satisfaction  to  see  you  pass  mtj  with  all  the  steamers  of  the  mortar  flotilla, 
which  doubtless  prevented  much  annoyance  from  the  enemy. 

Clearing  tlie  bushes  with  canister  from  our  howitzers,  the  surveyors.  Hewn. 
Ottmanna  and  Bowie,  landed  in  one  of  our  boats  and  prosecuted  their  work 
without  molestatioQ. 

On  the  14th  we  resumed  the  work,  and  carried  the  triangnlation  well  up  to 
the  forts  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  supported  by  the  Weetfield,  ComauDdcT 
Renehaw.  The  surveyors  were  landed  at  the  point  desired,  in  the  Owaeco'? 
gig,  under  charge  of  Master's  Mate  Thomas  U.  Babb.  As  the  boat  ehored  nff 
I  observed  three  of  the  rebel  steamers  within  gunshot,  and,  fearing  iLey  rai|4i 
fire  upon  our  boat,  1  opened  upon  them.  After  firing  fonr  shells  from  ike 
1  l-inch  gun  and  three  from  the  rifled  guu,  the  steamers  moved  up  to  the  fort*. 
At  this  moment  some  riflemen  in  the  bushes  fire^  at  the  gig  boat,  withaot 
huiting  any  one,  although  an  oar  was  struck.  Mr.  Babb.  with  perftct  ccm- 
posure,  returned  the  fire  from  his  boat.  The  surveying  party,  with  equJ 
coolness,  put  up  their  signals  and  took  three  angles,  one  hnndred  yards  from 
the  spot  where  they  were  fired  at. 

On  the  I5th,  as  the  work  had  not  been  carried  sufficiently  high  up  oa  the 
left  bank  of  the  river,  by  your  order  I  took  the  party  up  that  aide,  followed  by 
the  Miami  as  a  support. 

After  the  surveyors  had  finished,  finding  myself  within  easy  range  of  the 
forts,  just  before  leaving  I  fired  an  11-inch  shell  into  Fort  Jackson,  to  try  their 
range.  They  fired  twice  in  return,  one  of  the  shots  passing  over  us  and  falling 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  astern,  the  other  just  ahead  of  us. 

Too  much  pr<ii«e  cannot  be  awarded  Messrs.  Oltmanna  and  Bowie  (at  the 
intrepid  and  skilful  manner  in  which  they  performed  this  service. 

On  the  16th  the  Owasco  accompanied  you  in  your  experimental  trial  with 
three  of  the  morlar  schooners  in  trying  the  ranges  on  the  fort«  from  the  left  bank 
of  the  river.     Thid  day  the  enemy  fired  about  twenty  shots,  but  without  effect. 

On  the  17th  our  boats,  in  charge  of  Mr.  Babb,  were  employed  in  towing  fire 
ships  clear  of  the  fleet. 

On  the  18th,  at  6  a.  m.,  we  got  under  way,  and  soon  received  orders  {ma 
you  to  proceed  ahead  of  the  bomb  schooners,  on  the  right  bank,  to  cleitr  the 
bushes  of  riflemen  near  the  designated  position  of  the  mortar  schooners.  Id 
obedience  thereto  we  steamed  close  along  the  bank  of  the  river  until  we  arrivrd 
nt  a  smokcptpc  of  a  sunken  steamer,  when  the  fort«,  at  five  minutes  past  bibt. 
fired  two  shots  at  us,  which  I  immediately  returned  from  my  11-iuch  gun.  This 
was  followed  by  sharp  firing  from  both  forts. 

Being  within  easy  range  of  Fort  Jackson,  I  directed  my  fir«  upon  it  and  con- 
tinued the  action ;  twenty  minutes  after  that  the  first  mortar  schooner  opened, 
and  after  that  at  intervals,  as  fast  as  they  conid  be  got  into  position. 

At  10  o'clock  I  was  gla<f  to  see  the  Iroquois,  Captain  De  Camp,  come  to  my 
support,  and  atVer  her  the  gunboats,  one  by  one.  The  fire  of  the  forts  was  di*- 
pi'r«od  among  them,  and  was  not  so  severe  around  us,  although  siill  quite  sharp. 

Previous  to  the  appearance  of  the  Iroqiioia,  in  the  thickest  of  the  firing,  iJi 
on  board  the  Owasco  were  much  gratified  at  a  visit  from  you,  sir,  when  yot 
came  to  tell  us  that  you  had  asked  that  the  gunboats  of  the  fleet  might  be  wst 
to  our  support.  /■--  I 
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We  maiDtiined  onr  poeition  for  two  hoara  and  three-qnartere,  until  we  had 

npntded  our  last  sliell,  when  we  retired  from  action,  hy  your  order,  having 

6tfd  one  hundred  11-inch  ehells,  and  thirty-st-ven  shells  from  our  rifled  gun. 
Went  down  immediately  t«  the  ordnance-ship  Sporteman ;  filled  up  with  am- 

mmition ;  found  there  were  no  cartridges  made  ;  but  my  men  cheerfully  worked 
tU  night,  catting  ont  and  aewing  up  cylinders,  aud  by  next  morning  (the  19th) 
we  were  ready  for  action  again. 

Coining  up  with  the  bomb-fleet,  and  heaiing  you  were  on  board  the  flag-ship, 
(teaaied  up  to  our  old  position,  and  opened  lire  again  on  I'ort  Jackeon.  I'ired 
Sfty-five  11-inch  Bhella,  and  twelve  from  the  rifled  gun. 

The  firing  from  the  forts  was  very  sharp.  At  thia  time  I  had  another  wel-* 
cMDe  ri^it  from  you,  and  retired,  at  your  order,  as  it  was  thought  11-inch  am- 
muiitioQ  was  running  short,  and  it  was  desirable  to  keep  it  for  cloxer  distance. 

By  your  permiseion  I  crossed  the  river  to  look  for  an  anchor  1  had  slipped 
the  night  before ;  bnt  not  finding  it,  I  returned  to  my  old  position,  near  the 
nooke-pipe  of  the  sunken  steamer.and  finding  the  three  leading  mortar  echooners 
in  peat  oaoger  of  being  sunk  by  the  enemy's  fire,  I  delivered  ten  1  l-inch  shell 
lo  Foit  Jackson,  and  then  sought  you  to  inform  yon  of  the  fact.  Having  re- 
mnti  ordere  to  withdraw  them  for  a  time,  1  returned  and  delivered  your  order 
lu  Lieutenant  Commanding  Wateon  Smith,  who  executed  it. 

On  the  20th,  Slat,  23d,  and  23d,  we  were  engaged  in  supplying  the  mortar 
Kbooners  with  ammunition — very  often  under  fire. 

On  the  24th,  at  3.15  a.  m.,  in  the  general  attack,  the  Owasco  took  her  posi* 
tioa — the  third  in  your  line,  by  order — and  followed  your  motions. 

')pened  with  shrapnell  at  4  a.  m.,  and  continued  a  deliberate  fire  until  4.45, 
uking  care  not  to  fire  in  the  direction  of  our  ships  which  were  passing  the  forts. 

At  1.45  observed  your  signal,  "  Retire  from  action,"  which  we, did. 

Shortly  ailerwards,  observing  the  Itasca  running  ashore,  and  smoke  issuing 
from  her,  snpposed  her  to  be  on  fire.  I  immediately  steamed  alongside  of  her, 
riii  my  fire-hoee  ready,  when  Gapt^n  Caldwell  informed  me  he  was  not  on 
Sre,  bnt  had  a  shot  through  one  of  bis  boilers.  Sent  two  boats'  crews  to  her 
itfifUneti. 

Ai  9.30  a.  m.  I  proceeded,  by  your  order,  with  a  flag  of  tnice  flying,  to  de- 
Duid  the  surrender  of  Fortsjackson  and  St.  Philip.  When  the  Owasco  readied 
1  pogition  within  range,  Fort  Jackson  fired  two  shota  ahead  of  her. 

I  stopped  the  engine  and  sheered  across  stream  ;  notwithstanding  this.  Fort 
lie  Ilulip  fired  a  shot  at  the  Owasco,  which  passed  over  ns. 

1  returned  to  report  to  yon,  sir,  that  they  did  not  seem  willing  to  receive  a 
ligof  truce;  of  course,  I  did  not  return  the  fire. 

An  hoar  afterwards  a  boat  was  seen  coming  from  Fort  Jackson  with  a  flag 
if  trace.  I  went  to  meet  it,  by  yonr  orders,  and  asked  to  be  allowed  to  enter 
iie  rebel  boat  and  take  your  demand  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  fort ;  but 
ii*  was  declined,  and  I  delivered  the  demand  for  surrender  to  the  officer  who 
fu  sent  to  meet  me.  This  officer  apologized  for  firing  upon  the  flag,  anying 
^bere  wag  some  misunderstanding  at  Fort  Ht.  Philip,  and  the  commanding  officer 
muaediately  signalized  not  to  fire,  Sec.     I  told  him  it  mnde  no  difference. 

When  the  boat  returned  from  the  fort  the  officer  brought  answer  from  the  fort  . 
htt  your  proposition  to  surrender  was  "inadmissible." 

On  the  25tb,  employed  in  clearing  the  river  of  men  and  boats,  and  means  of 
nring  information  to  the  enemy,  and  carried  orders  to  mortar  schooners  at 
raoiTown. 

iJn  the  26th,  employed  reconnoitring;  encountered  a  la^e  iron  ram  and  bat- 
Tj,  disabled,  floating  down  the  river ;  boarded  and  examined  it. 

Ud  the  27th,  carried,  ander  a  flag  of  truce,  your  written  demand  for  the  sur- 
'ender  of  the  forts,  and  brought  you  the  answer  of  the  commanding  officer. 

Went  to  the  head  of  the  passes  to  overhaul  some  of  the  machinery.  i 
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To-day  the  fortn  have  SQirendered  to  you,  sir,  and  it  is  a,^ui/e  Khidi  will  atir 
the  heart  of  every  true  American  with  pride  and  joy. 

I  regard  the  achievements  of  our  navy  in  this  river  as  withont  a  parallel  in 
the  naval  world. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  bring  to  your  notice  Lientenant  Chester  Hat- 
held,  first  lieutenant  of  the  Owasco,  who,  in  all  tliese  events,  in  action  aad  in  the 
very  heavy  duties  which  have  devolved  upon  him  for  weeks  paeti  has  proved    . 
himeelf  a  brave  and  capable  officer. 

Acting  Master  D.  P.  Heath,  who  had  charge  of  the  11-incb  gun,  wor^^d  it 
admirably,  and  with  perfect  coolness  and  precision. 
4     Master's  Mate  Thomas  D.  Bahb,  at  the  rifled  gun,  did  bis  duty  well. 

Master's  Mate  John  G.  Arbona,  and  my  clerk.  Mr.  A,  D.  R,  Crawford,  (the 
latter  doing  duty  as  midBhipman,)  were  active  and  efficient.     Master's  Male   \ 
John  Utter  served  the  powaer  division  ia  a  very  satiafactoiy  manner,  assisted 
by  Assielant  Paymaster  B.  Beardeley.     Assistant  Surgeon  W.  W.  Leavit,  hav- 
ingno  wounded,  remained  on  deck,  and  was  active  in  cnrryiug  ordere- 

The  engine  was  worked  by  Chief  Engineer  W.  K.  Purse  and  his  aesiBtanu. 
Mr.  J.  A.  Scott,  C.  H.  Greenleaf,  and  D.  M.  Egbert. 

My  crew  behaved  splendidly.  I  cannot  particularize,  except  in  one  case — 
that  of  Kdward  Fairel,  quartermaster,  who  was  stationed  at  the  masthead,  ami 
observed  and  reported  the  effect  of  the  fire  of  our  guns.  His  intelligence,  cool- 
net's,  and  capacity  were  conspicuous. 

The  11-inch  gun  having  been  fired  198  times,  has  considerably  shaken  the 
Owasco.  so  that  the  deck  will  not  hold  water.  Atlcr  a  time,  when  she  can  be 
spared,  she  will  have  to  be  overhauled  and  caulked ;  in  the  meantime  we  will  do 
the  beat  we  can,  although  the  men  cannot  sleep  dry  in  their  hammocks  when  it 
rains.

United  States  Steamer  J.  P.  Jackson, 

Miatixiippi  River,  April  30,  1 S62.  j 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  t«  report  to  you  that,  in  obedience  to  your  order  of  tb«  i 
S3d  instant,  I  proceeded  to  comply  therewith.  Thinking  it  would  be  a  eaiis^ 
of  time,  about  7  o'clock  tliat  evening  I  dropped  down  alongside  the  sloop-of-wu  ; 
Portsmouth,  and  made  fast  to  her.  Shortly  after  midnight  she  broke  btna  her  i 
moorings,  and  was  carried  down  stream  by  the  force  of  the  current.  Not  havic^  , 
sufficient  steam,  it  was  near  2  o'clock,  the  time  we  anticipated  your  sigoal,  be- 
fore I  could  recover  her.  Captain  Swartwout  not  being  ready,  it  was  3^  o'clock 
before  we  started  to  take  the  position  ai<signed  to  us.  We  steamed  alowly  op 
river  until  within  a  short  distance  of  the  point,  on  the  Fort  Jackson  side  ot*  thi' 
river,  and  about  300  yards  above  the  sunken  steamer,  when  Captain  Swartwdui  ' 
ordered  me  to  stop  and  come  to  an  anchor.

United  States  Steamer  Clifton, 

A'ew  Orleam,  May  1,  1862. 

SiB:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  since  my  arrival  at  Pass  k  I'Outre,  on 
the  ISli)  of  March,  I  have  been  employed,  with  little  intermission,  as  follows  : 
ToirLDg  the  mortar  vessels  attached  to  the  flotilla  to  the  Sonthwest  Pass,  and 
frir  the  succeeding  two  weeks  was  constantly  engaged  in  assisting  the  larger 
tctscls  belonging  to  the  flag-officer's  squadron,  viz ;  the  Pensscola  and  Missia- 
lippi.  over  the  oar  on  which  they  had  grounded,  and  in  aiding  the  gunboats 
Wached  to  same  squadron  when  aground  in  the  river. 

AtWr  (his  wc  were  employed  in  making  reconnoissanced  of  Forts  Jackson  and 
St.  Philip,  and  in  protecting  the  officers  of  the  Coast  Survey  service  while  they 
vrre  en^ged  in  obt^ning  tlieir  distances,  and  in  driving  back  the  enemy's  gun- 
ime,  which  occasionally  made  their  appearance  outside  the  chain. 

tto  llie  17tb  of  April  we  were  aaeisting  in  towing  mortar  schooners  into  their 
jn^iitons,  and,  dnring  the  six  days  of  the  bombardment  by  these  vessels,  we 
**re  ouf^ittingly  employed  in  supplying  them  with  powder  and  shell  and  in 
puA  dut}- — our  nights  being  passeu  in  looking  after  the  fire-rafts  which  the 
rwmy  seat  down  against  the  fleet,  and  in  towing  them  ashore.  In  this  duty,  I 
btlifve  I  may  say,  we  were  quite  auccessful. 

These  variona  duties  during  the  six  days  of  the  bombardment  carried  our 
Te=wl  pretty  constantly  under  the  fire  of  the  enemy.  We  have,  however,  been 
M  fortunate  as  to  escape  any  injury  from  their  shot. 

On  ihe  morning  of  the  24th,  in  obedience  to  your  order,  we  got  under  way, 
l»king  our  appointed  station  in  the  line  of  steamers  under  your  personal  com- 
nwiiii.  and  proceeded  to  within  short  range  of  the  guns  of  Fort  Jackson,  and 
f^ari  fire  on  the  enemy  from  our  two  forward  nine-inch  guns,  aided  at  times 
hv  i>nr  nine-inch  after  pivot  gun  and  33-pounder  forward  broadside  gun,  using 
fivfr-?*OTud  abell  and  sLrapnell.  This  we  continued  uutil  the  flag-officer's  squaf 
mn  hid  passed  both  forts,  when,  in  obedience  to  your  signal,  we  drifted  out  of 
t*"^.    I  am  happy  to  state  that  we  cHcapcd  without  injury. 

The  duties  uow  entailed  upou  us  were  to  keep  a  strict  lookout  upon  the  gun- 
biws  and  floating  batteiy  of  the  enemy,  which  were  lying  close  under  the  guna 
"f  Fort  Jackson.  Until  the  morning  of  the  28th,  when  J^orta  Jackson  and  St. 
Philip  baviug  surrendered  to  you,  we  were  despatched  some  sixieeu  miles  down 
tW  rirer  to  bring  up  a  portion  of  the  force  under  General  Butler's  coromaud, 
ihin  Ijing  there.  On  the  afternoon  of  tliiit  day  this  was  accomplished,  and  wc 
vtJTiid  in  sight  of  the  forts  just  as  our  owu  flags  were  hoisted  in  place  of  tho 
ftW  (Muigoa. 

1  towed  up  a  large  transport  ship  with  1,300  troops  on  board,  under  Brigadier 
('•mm]  Phelpa,  and  taking  five  companies  of  them  on  hoard  the  Ulifton,  lundcd 
them  at  both  forte — they  receiving  their  poasession  of  them  from  the  naval  offi- 
w«  of  your  sqtiadron,  then  in  charge  of  the  work.  .^.  I ,, 
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I  also,  nnder  ymtr  order,  placed  crews  aboard  the  two  rebel  Bteamerii,  then  in 
your  poaBeeeioti,  and  tranaferred  Bome  250  prieonera  taken  from  tbe  rebel  gnu- 
boats  and  floating  batten*  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  Fort  St.  Philip. 

We  have  jtiet  arrived  here,  having  towed  a  transport  up  the  river  with  a  ^tgf 
Dumber  of  General  Butler's  troops  on  board,  intended  to  garrison  tbe  atj  of 
New  Orleans,  now  held  by  our  squadron. 

Permit  me  here  respectfully  to  state  that  officers  and  crew,  whether  emplond 
in  the  harassing  duties  which  so  constantly  devolved  upon  na  of  towing  and  gH- 
ing  lai^  vessels  over  the  bar,  or  while  engaged  with  the  enemy,  have  beluvfd 
BO  uniformly  well  that  I  hesitate  to  particularize  any  one  individual.  During 
the  time  above  referred  to,  neither  the  ship,  engines,  nor  boilers  have  been  for 
a  moment  out  of  order  in  any  respect.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Watton  Smith,  JirtC  dim»ioi»  mortar  JlalilU. 

United  States  Mortar  Schoonbh  Norfolk  Packet. 

Miixiiaippi  Rieer,  May  3.  1862. 

Sir:  On  the  18th  ultimo,  in  obedience  to  your  order,  the  first  division  of  dw 
flotilla  moved  up  the  right  bank  of  the  river  to  the  flag  indicated  by  yon  u  dis- 
tant from  Fort  Jackson  2,950  yards,  and  from  Fort  St.  Philip  4,260  yards;  tfcc 
head  vessels  securing  at  that  point  with  an  anchor  a  little  ofl'  shore,  and  li^ 
lines  from  the  port  bow  and  quarter  to  trees.  The  other  vessels  of  the  di^-isi-ia 
extending  in  close  order  to  the  distance  of  3,620  yards  from  Fort  Jackson,  ■■«« 
secured  in  the  same  manner. 

At  10  a.  m.  commenced  firing  upon  Fort  Jackson,  discharging  each  mortar  U 
int«rva]B  of  ten  minutes.  The  forts  responded,  their  shot  and  Bhell  falling  aiaand 
the  vessels,  and  one,  a  68-pound  shot,  killing  a  man  on  board  the  Arleit*.  tnd 
lodging  under  the  mortar,  hut  not  dit<abling  it.  At  6.30  p.  m.  ceased  firing,  br 
signal  from  Harriet  Lane. 

April  19,  at  7.30  a.  m.,  the  Harriet  Lane  made  signal  to  commence  firii^. 
Dischai^d  each  mortar,  at  intervals  of  twenty  miuutes,  upon  Port  Jackson, 
until  8.45  a.  m.,  when  the  interval  was  shortened  to  ten  minutes.  A  shell  bms- 
ing  near  the  main  masthead  disabled  one  man  who  was  aloft,  destroyed  a  bil- 
liard block,  and  cut  two  main  shrouds.  At  4  p.  m.  ceased  firing,  the  bombaic- 
ment  being  continued  by  the  divisions  in  watches. 

On  the  20th,  2lHt,  22d,  and  2:id,  the  firing  was  continued  by  the  diviswosii 
watches,  excepting  during  the  watch  from  S  to  midnight  of  the  20lb,  when  dir 
whole  flotilla  nrcd  rapidly,  while  an  expedition  from  the  squadron  cut  the  har- 
rier chain  near  the  forts. 

No  further  injuries  were  eustained  by  persons  in  the  first  division,  and  b« 
little  damage  to  hulls,  rigging,  or  spare,  besides  the  occasional  cutting  fay  frag- 
ments of  sheila. 

Prom  the  21st  the  firing  from  Fort  St.  Philip  was  at  times  annoying,  and  br 
your  direction  two  vessels  at  tbe  head  of  the  hne  directed  their  fire  npoa  a- 
On  the  23d  the  enemy  did  not  reply. 

April  24,  at  3.30  a.  m.,  the  firing  commencing  between  the  forts  and  ik- 
equadron  paseiug  up  the  river,  the  whole  flotilla  commenced  flring  rapidly  iip(« 
Port  Jackson,  At  4.45  a.  m.  the  squadron,  with  few  exceptions,  bad  pa^^^ 
the  forts.     Ceased  firing  by  signal  from  Harriet  Lane.     Durii^  this  one  bocr 
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lai  fifteen  minntes  this  veseel  fired  twen^-eight  Bhel!s,  beiog  at  the  rate  of  one 
n  tvoand  two-thirda  miaut«s.  The  other  veesels  fired  as  rapidly.  AtXai  the 
wmbardineDt,  on  examioiog  the  vesaeb,  all  were  found  in  condition  to  continue 
Lf  fii«  or  perform  other  service. 

The  beavieat  charges  used  were  twenty-three  pounds,  to  reach  Fort  St. 
i^ilip,  ^tant  4,710  yarda,  against  a  fresh  wind. 

6%ht  damage  was  done  to  the  li^t  bulwarks  by  the  shock  from  the  mor  tara 
ml  (be  mortar  supports  and  the  hulls  below  the  plank  sheer  were  unafTectcd. 

On  the  same  anemoon  six  of  the  mortar  Testis  were  sent  to  sea  upon  hlock- 
ikg  service,  and  three  of  them,  the  Arietta,  C.  P.  Williams,  and  O.  H.  Lee, 
clunged  to  this  division.  Their  quick  departure  and  continued  abseuce  pre- 
eni*  my  gime  you  the  aggregate  number  of  ahellfl  fired  by  the  first  diviaion 
Bring  lie  iMmWdment.  'ITie  four  remaiuing  veeseia  fired  1,512  shells,  using 
0,994  pouoda  of  powder. 

It  Wis  not  always  possible  to  mark  and  register  the  course  of  each  shell,  be- 
»oseofournot  having  a  distinct  view  of  the  enemy  and  the  mingling  of  so 
any  sbella  as  they  convei^d  in  the  direction  of  the  forts.  The  accompanying 
tfitti  of  the  acting  masters  commanding  the  mortar  veE!<ela  are  iu  a  eompre- 
taim  form  furnished  by  them,  and  are  as  full  as  accuracy  will  permit. 

The  following  is  from  the  surgeon's  report : 

Killed:  James  Laver,  ordinarj-  seamui,  on  board  the  Arietta,  native  of  Isle 
f  Jttwy;  struck  by  an  eight-inch  solid  shot  on  April  18. 

Slightly  wounded,  disabled:  Michuel  lirady,  carpenter's  mate  of  this  veaael, 
fittl  33,  uative  of  New  York ;   struck  by  a  fragment  of  a  ahell  on  April  19. 

Alihough  the  enemy's  fire  was  so  well  directed  at  times  as  to  threaten  the 
«injction  of  the  veascla,  the  dutiea  at  qiiartcra  were  performed  and  the  inter. 
>h  of  rest  between  watcfaea  enjoyed  with  commendable  coolness  and  com- 
»nire  throngfaont  tbe  division.

fhi  the  morning  of  the  18th  of  April,  1362,  my  vessel  waa  towed  into  position 
?  the  United  States  steamer  Miami  at  8.30  a.  m.  I  anchored  3,900  yards 
"■'"»  Fort  Jackson,  on  the  eastern  bank  of  the  river.  The  stbooners  of  my 
mrvm  anchored  astern  of  me  in  the  following  order,  viz ;  Matthew  Vassur, 
i^tfs  Uangham,  Adolph  Hugel,  Maria  J.  Carlton,  and  Sydney  C.  Jones,  the 
^y^m  ha^-ing  previously  taken  a  position  on  the  western  bank  of  the  river, 
""Am  being  separated  from  the  division. 

"th  forts  immediately  opened  on  us,  firing  very  rapidly.  At  8,45  we  com- 
^oenl  firing  on  Fort  Jackson,  the  shot  from  the  fort  falling  in  every  direction 
"^nnd  M,  one  of  which  struck  so  close  to  our  qoartcr  aa  to  throw  down  some 
'^''u  of  powder  in  the  magazine  by  the  concussion,  but  doing  no  damage. 
-""nlj  aitenf arda  another  struck  us,  cutting  away  the  forward  shroud  of  pJtfWlC 
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main  rigging,  paseing  through  the  wardroom,  bulkhead  pantnr,  gUteroom,  deck, 
Btorcroom,  and  extra  magazine,  escapine  tlirough  the  etarDoajd  qn&rter  »tx 
inches  above  water-line,  doing  considerable  damage.  I  at  once  directed  Mr. 
Hatch  to  drop  the  veeael  down  some  300  yards,  which  he  did,  followed  hj  the 
three  Tessels  lying  immediately  astern  of  me.  I  then  went  to  the  Sidney  C. 
Jones.  After  taking  their  new  positions  the  vessels  which  had  dropped  asti'm 
recommenced  firing.  While  lying  in  her  former  position,  the  Mangham  receirtrd 
a  shot  in  her  port  bow,  which  passed  through  her  galley  and  lodged  in  the 
mortar  bed,  doing  no  ftirther  injary. 

The  vessels  were  now  actively  engaged  in  throwing  ehell  into  the  forts,  and 
as  no  intervening  object  obHtmcted  our  eight,  we  could  see  the  effect  of  ow  shell 
as  each  one  lodged  in  or  near  the  forts.  We  continued  firing  all  day,  not  even 
ceasing  for  the  men  to  eat  their  mcaU.  About  5.30  p.  m.  we  could  ««■  heavy 
smoke  rising  from  a  building  outside  the  fort,  caused  by  the  burslinf-  of  a  s-hclU 
and  soon  after  the  fort  was  seen  to  be  on  fire  in  three  separate  placed,  which 
soon  formed  into  one  mass  of  flajnes,  since  diBCOvered  to  have  been  the  citadel  ^ 
At  6  p.  m.  we  ceaHcd  firing,  in  obedience  to  signal  from  the  Haniet  Lam-.  Ai 
this  time  we  could  distinguish  men  upon  the  ramparts  trying  to  extinguish  the 

At  9  o'clock  I  received  an  order  from  yon  to  drop  down  800  v*rdf  and  be  in 
readiness  to  move  across  the  river  early  in  the  morning,  as  you  thought  it  likily 
tlie  enemy  would  move  his  guns  down  ibc  river  and  open  on  ns  in  the  roomiep. 
This  we  did,  and  notliing  mon;  of  any  importance  occurred  during  the  nig^iL 
It  is  strange  to  say  that,  although  the  shot  came  around  us  in  immen:^  numhi-t?, 
yet  not  one  man  was  even  wounded  during  the  first  day's  engagement. 

On  the  moniing  of  the  19lh  instant  we  were  taken  in  tow  by  the  Clifton,  aad 
took  our  position  in  line  with  the  rest  of  the  flotilla,  on  the  west  bank  of  tb<- 
river,  and  at  8.30  a.  m.  were  all  engaged  in  throwing  shells  into  the  fort.  The 
Hartford  moved  up  and  anchored  off  our  beam,  but  finding  she  wa«  drawing  tb^ 
enemy's  fire  on  the  flotilla,  (a.s  they  fell  short  of  her,)  she  moved  down  agiis. 
The  fihot  and  shell  from  the  forts  fell  thick  around  us,  but  did  not  do  ii.->  any 
injury,  with  one  exception,  viz :  about  10  o'clock  a.  m.  the  Maria  J.  Carlb>a.  >■{ 
this  division,  was  struck  by  a  @hot  which  passed  through  her  magazine  B--v 
and  out  her  bottom.  She  immediately  began  to  sink,  and  the  crew,  with  thi- 
assistance  of  others,  soon  got  most  of  the  movables  out  of  her.  The  mon^ir 
and  shells  they  left,  as  they  could  not  remove  them. 

We  ceased  firing  at  12  m„  and  from  this  time  continued  firing  by  watches 
each  division  taking  a  watch.  Nothing  particularly  important  occurred  duria^ 
the  next  day,  until  10.35  p.  m.,  when  the  gunboats  Pinola  and  Ita^a  went  np 
the  river  to  cut  the  chain.  As  soon  as  they  started,  the  mortar  flotilla  eoic- 
mcnccd  firing  very  rapidly,  and  continued  until  12-35  a.  m.,  when  the  gaulaotr 
returned.  We  continued,  as  usual,  firing  by  watches  until  the  morning  of  the 
24th  of  April,  when  we  commenced  at  2.30  a,  m.  to  fire  as  rapidly  as  piwjihl^'. 
while  the  steamers  paeeed  up  the  river  to  attack  the  forts.  We  did  not  etatv 
until  signalized  to  do  so  by  you  at  5.30  a.  m. 

Both  officers  and  men  behoved  gallantly ;  and  where  every  one  did  his  doty 
BO  well,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  award  praiee  lu  any  single  individu.il.  A» 
our  galley  was  rendered  almost  useless  during  the  bombardment,  the  mr-a 
suffered  some  inconvenience  in  getting  cooked  the  rations  that  were  serv.»d  obC 
to  them,  and  their  sleep  was  also  much  interrupted  ;  but  I  am  glad  to  Ssy  thai 
not  a  murmur  of  dissatisfaction  was  to  be  heard  among  them.  I  may  ^f*>  mre- 
tion  that  Acting  Master  J.  Duncan  Graham,  my  executive  oflicer,  was  in  cmn- 
mand  of  the  United  States  schooner  Sydney  C.  Jonea  during  the  whole  ••(  th^ 
bombardment,  and  acted  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  The  conduct  of  WUhuA 
Hatch  and  John  Richards,  masters'  mates,  during  the  bombardment,  ha,*  al— ■• 
met  my  wonncBt  approval — the  former  having  sighted  the  mortar  cverj-  tim^  :» 
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*u  fired  dmiDg  the  action ;  the  latter  having  charf^o  of  the  powder  division, 
mi  nuking  himself  generally  useful  about  the  veaeel.     The  only  wounded  in 
ihb  divistoD  were  two  of  the  crew  of  the  Carlton,  one  severely,  the  other  elightly,

8iB;  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  part  taken  by 
tbe  ihird  divieion  raortar  flotilla,  under  my  command,  in  the  bombardment  of 
Fmi  Jackson.  At  9.30  a.  m.  of  the  18th  instant,  the  John  Griffiths,  (on  board 
rf  which  vessel  I  hoisted  my  divisional  flag,)  Racer,  and  Sarah  Bruen  were 
litfa  ia  tow  by  the  Clifton  and  towed  into  position  assigned,  astern  of  the  first 
iridioD,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  at  the  following  distances  from  the 
tfntre  of  Fort  Jackson  :  John  Griffiths,  3,900  yards ;  Eaccr,  3,940  yards ;  and 
tiif  Saiah  Bruen,  3,980  yards.  About  10  a.  m.  the  John  Griffiths  opened  fire 
bim  her  mortar,  and  was  soon  followed  by  the  lUcer  and  Sarah  Bruen.  At 
2  p.  m.,  the  rear  vessels  of  the  first  division  having  been  advanced,  the  Henry 
JuDes,  Dan  Smith,  and  Sea  Foam  came  up  under  sail  and  took  their  positions

56  shell ;  the  Uacer,  46 ;  the  Sarah  Bruea,  49 ;  the  Henry  James,  40 ;  the  Dan 
Smith,  67 ;  and  the  Sea  Foam,  52. 

SixtA  day. — At  4  a.  m.,  April  23,  the  division  reopened  tire,  each  ressd 
firing  at  intervals  of  ahout  ten  minutes,  ceasing  at  U  a.  m.  At  4  p.  m.  agwn 
opened  fire  from  each  vessel  of  the  division  at  intervals  of  about  twelve  miniit«^ 
keeping  it  up  until  6  p.  m.  During  the  day  the  Griffiths  threw  38  shell;  th« 
Bacer,  S8;  the  Sarah  Brucn,  36;  the  Ucnry  James,  34 ;  the  Dan  Smith.  63 ; 
the  Sea  Foam,  51. 

Sevent/i  day. — At  midnight,  April  24,  the  division  opened  fire,  each  v(»»et 
firing  at  intervals  of  ten  minutes.  At  3.40  a.  m.,  the  gnus  of  the  fort  hariDg 
opened  on  the  fleet  passing  up  the  river,  the  division  commenced  firing  as  rapidly 
aa  possible,  ceasing  at  4.5S  a.  m.,  by  signal,  the  fleet  having  passed  the  fon. 
At  5.30  a.  ro.  opened  fire  upon  the  enemy's  steamers  near  the  fort;  cea««d  at 
5.48  a.  m.  At  3.55  p.  m.  commenced  again  DpOD  the  fort,  ceasing  at  5.04  p. 
m.  At  5.20  p.  m.  the  division  got  under  way  and  dropped  down  the  riref. 
During  the  day  the  Griffiths  threw  54  shell;  the  Racer,  81 ;  the  Sarah  Brncn, 
67;  the  Henry  James,  52;  the  Dan  Smith,  66;  and  Sea  Foam,  60.  The 
Horace  Bcalee,  with  ordnance  stores,  temporarily  under  the  command  of  Arting 
Master  George  W.  Sumner,  executive  officer,  was  towed  up  to  within  COO  yard* 
of  the  rear  of  the  mortar  vcBsels,  and  discharged  her  ordnance  stores,  as  w«e 
required,  with  great  promptness.  During  the  bombardment  she  received  many 
of  the  articles  saved  from  the  Maria  J.  Carlton,  and  a  ten-inch  gun-carriage  and 
ammunition  from  the  Jackeun.  She  also  received  the  sick  and  wounded  of  the 
flotilla  and  several  of  the  wounded  of  the  squadron.  Ten  of  the  men  of  tht 
Beales,  with  Acting  Master  Sumner,  served  on  board  the  Harriet  Lane  duiin^ 
the  engagement  with  the  forts.  The  enemy's  shot  and  fragments  of  shell.  U 
times,  flew  about  the  division  in  all  directions.  Several  pieces  of  the  lattM"  at 
the  size  of  an  egg,  and  many  smnller  pieces,  were  picked  up  on  board  of  the 
different  vessels,  but,  through  God's  mercv,  not  a  person  was  struck,  nor  have 
I  a  caaualty  of  any  kind  to  report  during  the  whole  bombardment.  The  Sarah 
Bnien  has  a  hole  through  her  foremast,  which  I  am  at  a  loss  lo  account  for, 
unless  a  fragment  of  the  enemy's  shell,  which  struck  the  face  of  the  mortar  U 
the  edge  of  tho  bore,  as,  it  was  about  to  be  tired,  fell  into  the  mortar,  and.  bem; 
discharged,  went  through  the  mast.  A  little  rising  cut  here  and  there  ia  all 
the  damage  I  have  to  report  done  by  the  enemy. 

The  general  efi'ect  of  firing  the  mortare  upon  the  vessela  was  to  knock  onl 
the  round  houses  forward  and  the  eight  pine  board  bulwarka  in  the  line  of  firr. 
The  John  Griffiths  leaked  more  than  usual  during  the  bombardment,  hot  ha* 
since  tightened  up;  she  has  always  been  considered  a  weak  vessel.  The 
Racer's  deck,  on  port  side  abreast  of  fore  hatch,  started  from  the  carline«  giving 
Wiy,  they  not  having  been  (originally)  properly  strengthened.  The  uortsn 
show  no  kind  of  injury.  The  mortar  caniagcs  worked  remarkably  welL  Tht 
only  damage  being  (in  some  instances)  the  lose  of  the  feather  to  the  ecrentric 
axle,  and  the  breaking  of  the  screws  that  confine  the  socket  to  eccentric.  Th«<e 
very  slight  injuries  did  not  hinder  the  working  of  the  mortar  in  the  least.  The 
screws  were  promptly  replaced,  a  number  of  spare  onea  having  been  maAv. 
The  turn-table  on  some  of  the  vessels  was  found  to  have  recoiled  in  the  line  nt 
fire  from  an  inch  to  an  inch  and  a  half;  it  was  easily  pressed  into  poeilioa  and 
kept  so  by  breeching.  Twenty-two  and  a  half  pounds  of  powder  were  firtd 
from  the  Griffiths  at  the  rebel  iron-clad  gunboat  with  no  visible  strain  in  ve«wl 
or  carriage  beyond  that  already  experienced.  The  mortara  were  served  equally 
well  by  the  mortar  crew  and  gun's  crew,  watch  and  watch,  daring  the  bonibari- 
ment.  Not  a  mistake  or  an  accident  occurred  in  loading  the  mortars  or  in  fillicj; 
and  fuzing  the  shell,  evincing  the  care  and  pains  taken  by  the  officers  of  iIm 
division  in  training  their  crews,  as  well  as  the  attention,  in  time  of  action,  by 
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ibe  litter  to  their  duties.  Notwith  stand  ing  the  lose  of  sleep,  and  regular  meals 
and  cooked  food,  the  officers  and  men  were  ever  ready  to  voluuteer  for  any  ex- 
pedition or  serrico  against  the  enemy.  And  I  must  remark  upon  the  cheerful- 
aett  and  alacrity  with  which,  when  much  eshansted,  they  manned  their  hoats 
to  keep  up  a  proper  BUpply  of  powder  and  shell.  The  RCting  masters  com- 
tnanding  the  difTerent  vessels  of  the  division  gave  the  direction  of  fire  from  the 
miinmaat  head  (from  which  place  only  was  Fort  Jackson  to  be  seen}  regulating 
the  charges  Qsed  as  re-quired.  They  kept  their  posts  while  engaged  with  scarce 
uiy  relief,  subject  not  ooly  to  the  shock  of  their  own  mortars,  but  also  iiom  the 
one  in  their  rear. 

The  condnct  of  the  officers  and  the  men  during  the  hombardment  is  worthy 
of  all  praise.  The  different  missiles  of  the  enemy,  flying  about  the  division  in 
all  directions,  did  not  distract  them  in  the  least  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
Dor,  1  may  say,  from  their  well-earned  rest  at  the  close  of  their  watch. 

Accompanying  me  to  the  John  Griffiths  fram  the  HCrace  Beales  was  Assist- 
mt  Surgeon  Edes,  Mr.  Bacon,  (my  clerk,)  and  my  boat's  crew.  Dr.  Edea  had 
rvay  preparation  made  for  the  care  of  wounded  men,  he  remaining  on  board 
die  Griffiths  during  the  bomb^Tdmcrit,  ready  to  give  his  services  wherever  needed. 
Ur.  Bacon  acted  os  signal  'officer,  and  was  engaged  in  taking  notes. 

I  visited  each  vessel  of  the  division  frequently,  night  and  day,  while  in  action, 
finding  the  same  good  order  in  each.  The  minute  directions  giveu  by  you  were 
strictly  carried  out.  • 

I  have  only  to  add  that,  as  the  vessels  and  mortars  are  now  fitted,  the  prepa- 
mioiis  for  action  and  the  service  of  the  mortars  made  beforehand  were  ample, 
ind  did  not  require  to  be  altered  hi  the  least  during  the  bombardment,  nor  has 
»ny  suggestion  irom  the  seven  days'  actual  service  been  made  in  the  way  of 
improvement,  except  as  a  precaution,  the  breeching  around  the  turn-table.

8iB:  Enclosed  is  a  list  of  prisoners  of  war  captured  by  me,  after  the  ciipitU' 
luion  of  the  forts,  on  board  of  the  steamers  Burton,  Landes,  and  Defiance,  the 
Inter  of  which  was  sunk  by  order  of  John  K.  Mitchell,  late  commandeT  in  the 
L'oiii>d  8tat<-B  navy.  By  order  of  Flag-Officer  Earragiit  1  send  them  home  in 
the  Bfaode  Island,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  department,  on  account  of  their 
infuDons  and  perfidious  conduct  in  setting  fire  to  and  blowing  up  the  floating 
Wtery  Louisiana  and  sending  her  adrift  upon  the  four  vessels  of  ours  that  were 
at  anchor  while  they  had  a  flag  of  truce  flying  and  were  engaged  in  drawing  up 
the  capitulation  of  the  fort,  the  vessels  under  the  command  of  J.  K.  Mitchell, 
with  the  exception  of  one,  having  no  colors  up  at  the  time.  These  prisoners 
have  forfeited  all  claim  to  any  consideration,  having  committed  an  infamous  act, 
anknown  in  any  transaction  of  this  kind.  Hod  the  Louisiana  blown  up  in  the 
midst  of  oar  vessels  she  would  have  destroyed  every  one  of  them.  As  it  was, 
Riiod  fortune  directed  her  towards  Fort  St.  Philip,  where  she  exploded  with 
eteat  force,  scattering  fragments  all  over  the  work,  lulling  one  of  their  own  men 
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in  tbe  fort,  and  landing  a  large  beam  close  to  the  teat  of  Comnuuider  Uclntonb, 
who  was  lying  with  one  arm  blown  off  and  another  broken,  his  koee-cap  ehot 
away  and  a  leg  broken.  The  eurgeon  in  attendance  pronoonced  it  the  most 
perfidione  act  be  had  ever  heard  of.  The  explosion  was  aeen  and  heard  for  many 
milee,  and  it  was  supposed  that  tbe  forte  were  blown  up. 

Enclosed  is  a  letter  from  J.  K.  Mitchell  atating  that  the  pereons  mentioned 
therein  had  nothing  to  do  with  tbe  transaction.  I  shall,  howcrer,  cany  out  tbe 
orders  of  the  flag-officer,  and  send  them  home  in  the  Rhode  Island,  subject  to 
the  consideration  of  the  department.

Sib  :  In  mj  general  report  to  the  department  I  made  honorable  mention  of 
ite  offiwrs  commanding  veBBels  and  divisions  in  this  flotilla,  but  I  tliink  there 
V  Mmething  more  dae  to  these  officers  than  a  general  notice,  in  which  manner 
wyfl  every  officer  comee  in  for  a  share  of  approval,  without  it«  being  specified 
vbat  particular  qnal  it  ies  entitle  them  to  it. 

To  the  commander  of  divieions  in  the  mortar  flotilla  the  cotintry  is  mainly 
indebted  to  the  fall  of  Forte  Jackson  and  St.  Philip,  for  the  latter  is  conscqnent 
on  ihat  of  the  former.  I  cannot  express  to  you  in  sufficient  terms  the  zeal  and 
ibility  displayed  by  Lieutenants  Commanding  Watson  Smith,  W.  W.  Queen, 
■nd  K.  R.  Brcese.  They  have  been  indefatigable  in  driUing  their  men,  infueing 
1  proper  spirit  into  them,  and  carrying  out  my  orders  during  the  bombardment, 
"wmk  lasted  without  intermisaion  for  six  days  and  nights.  They  gave  them- 
kIvm  but  little  rest.  I  could  draw  no  distinction  between  them.  Neither 
i«gged  for  a  moment  in  their  doty,  and  though  they  lost  but  few  men  in  killed 
Hd  Tonnded,  they  have  been  exposed  to  as  hot  a  tire  as  the  enemy  were  capo- 
Up  of  showering  upon  them.  They  are  the  kind  of  men  to  lead  our  phipa  into 
Utile,  and  I  hope  that  the  department  will  take  such  notice  of  their  conduct  as 
ihis  great  occasion  merits. 

To  Commander  Renshaw,  Lieutenants  Commanding  Guest,  Baldwin,  Wain- 
•righl,  and  Woodworth  my  thanks  are  particularly  due  for  the  zeal  they  mani- 
fisied  on  all  occasions  to  serve,  no  matter  in  what  capacity,  and  the  condition  of 
tLdr  vessels  for  service.  If  I  have  not  detailed  in  my  general  report  the  various 
Kit  of  these  officers,  it  is  not  because  I  did  not  appreciate  them,  but  because  it 
Tonld  lengthen  my  report,  already  voluminous,  intending  to  do  them  full  justice 
DO  ihig  occasion.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Uarretl  has  not  had  tbe  opportunity 
to  give  the  same  evidence  of  ability,  though  I  have  ever  found  him  ready  to 
eWTj  out  my  wishes,  as  he  says  his  vessel  is  unmanageable.  He  has,  however, 
done  good  ser^'ice,  and  is  a  zealous  officer.

Ship  Uland,  May  15,  1862. 
SiR:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  the  paroles  of  tbe  officers  captured  in  Fort 
■tukmn,  with  the  list  of  men  remaining  at  the  time  of  tbe  surrender.  The  list 
•f  officere  and  men  in  Fort  St.  Philip  must  have  been  sent  to  the  flag-officer, 
>"gttber  with  the  list  of  persona  captured  by  the  Harriet  Lane  in  the  ateamera 
I^^ilon,  Idudcs,  and  Defiance,  under  late  Commander  J.  K.  Mitchell,  consiating 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  crew  of  the  iron  steam  battery  Louisiana,  and  the 
CrMteat  artillery,  composed  of  over  a  hundred  officers  and  men.  The  number 
f^  men  in  tbe  two  forts  during  tho  bombardment  was  eleven  hundred,  but  obont 
t*o  bocdred  \vA  before  the  flag  of  truce  was  acnt  down.  The  rolls  of  the  fort 
■trt  handed  in  to  the  officers  taking  charge,  but  our  troops  taking  possession  a 
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abort  time  aft«r  ererj'thing  waa  thrown  into  disotder,  and  it  was  not  poeeible  to 
obtain  tbem.

April  13.— At  daylight  of  the  13th  of  April  I  agdn  got  under  way  and  took 
tiie  ]faA,  the  gunboats  of  the  flotilla  and  the  naval  TeMeU  in  t)ie  vicinity  follow- 
ing the  Sachem. 

The  following  disposition  was  made  of  my  party : 

1.  Sab-ABsistaat  J.  6.  Oltmanns  and  Mr.  T.  C.  Bowie  repaired  on  board  the 
OTuco,uid  need  dnring  the  day  a  boat  and  armed  crew  from  that  vcsael;  they 
tKxaiei  the  river  on  the  west  bank. 

i-  Uyielf  and  Assistant  Jos.  Harris,  after  leaving  the  Sachem  olf  the  Salt 
Worb  at  anchor,  took  oar  own  boat,  with  an  anned  crew,  and  ascended  the 
rim  on  the  east  bank. 

3.  Sob-Assistant  B.  E.  Halter  went  with  another  of  our  boats  and  an  anned 
mw  to  the  Salt  Works,  to  occnpy  with  a  theodolite  the  top  of  the  chimney  of 
At  old  en^ne  building,  which  had  been  trigonometricolly  determined  by  the 
Ci«[  Survey. 

We  nieceeded  in  the  operations,  aud  came  within  three  miles  of  the  forts  be- 
im  night  set  in.     The  last  lines  of  this  day  were  observed  on  Fort  St.  Philip 

On  oar  retom  on  board  the  Sachem  we  mapped  the  work  and  bronght  it  up 
M  £u  M  we  had  progressed  during  the  day. 

April  14. — On  the  14th  of  April,  at  sunrise.  I  consnlted  with  Captain  Porter, 
nd  wc  conclnded  to  continue  the  work  and  to  ascend  the  river  nntil  the  posi- 
'■ooa  of  the  bulks  which  snpport  the  chun  across  the  Mississippi  could  be 
[iToperly  determined. 

A  luge  portion  of  the  fleet  went  np  to  the  conspicnous  point  (which  I  have 
Miwd  Porter's  Point)  jnst  two  miles  below  Fort  Jackson,  and  engaged  the 
♦■wray  to  draw  their  attention  from  onr  boats.  This,  however,  was  only  par- 
tally  effected;  they  had  probably  found  out  the  day  prpvious  that  engineering 
^riiiona  were  in  progress,  and  now  undertook  to  stop  tliem.  When  Mr.  Olt- 
MiM  passed  Porter's  Point,  he  was  fired  on  with  eight  or  nine  rifled  shot,  hut 
"TfiMlely  the  whole  damage  consisted  in  breaking  the  blade  of  an  oar.  The 
are  -wu  promptly  returned,  and  the  operations  were  continned.  The  observa- 
twiuwere  snccessfully  continued  dnring  this  day,  and  the  mapping  was  com- 
pl«ed  during  the  evening  and  part  of  the  night. 

^pril  15. — In  the  morning  Captain  I'ortcr  came  on  hoard,  and  we  consulted 
Mto  ihe  continuance.  I  sent  Mr:  Oltmanns  and  Mr.  Bowie  again  up  the  river 
in  the  Owasco.  They  ascended  within  one  mile  and  a  half  from  the  lower  fort, 
«>ii  were  pnite  snccessfiil  in  getting  intersections  on  the  balks  and  on  the  two 
"gMafi  of  the  fortifications. 

Th»y  found  that  during  the  previous  night  all  the  signals  which  we  had  put 
sp  during  the  day  before  had  been  removed ;  besides,  it  was  ascertained  that  a 
ntunberof  men  were  hidden  in  the  bnshes.  There  was  hardly  any  where  on  the 
»W  a  footing  to  be  got,  and  we  had  to  resort  to  all  kinds  of  observations,  inatm- 
wnt»,  and  positions,  some  stations  consisting  of  flags  in  overhanging  branches, 
*^  the  angles  were  measured  below  the  same  with  a  sextant,  in  a  boat;  others 
*"«  chimney-tops  of  deserted  houses,  on  which  we  monnted  small  theodolites, 
taving  to  woik  our  way  through  the  roof.  A  few  only  were  on  terra  Jirma. 
^^fril  17. — I  saw  and  consnlted  with  Captain  Porter  and  the  flag-officer.  To 
Me  htter  I  gave  a  copy  of  the  map  and  a  memorandum  of  distances,  for  which 
"*  eipreseed  much  gratification.  He  spoke  with  the  highest  regard  of  the  Coast 
Surrey,  and  said  many  kind  words  of  the  intrepidity,  determination,  system,  and 
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despatch  of  the  party  under  my  charge,  and  considered  onr  servkei  of  great 
value  to  the  fleet. 

Captain  Porter  deeirecl  me  to  fumieh  him  with  points  along  the  Bhore  ernr 
100  or  150  metres  apart,  on  both  banks  of  the  river,  for  the  purpose  of  placiiig 
the  mortar  vessels  at  given  diatancca  from  the  forta.  Thig  was  accomplished 
to-day,  Mr.  Oltmanns  and  Mr.  Bowie  taking  the  west  aide,  and  Mr.  Harrin  the 
east  side  of  the  river.  Meantime  three  more  copies  of  the  map  and  memarvida 
were  finished  on  board  and  distributed  to  the  fleet. 

Several  of  the  enemy's  gunboats  came  out,  and  both  oar  boats  were  fired  at 
repeatedly. 

Ajn-il  18. — Before  dayligbt  on  the  18th  of  April  Mr.  Oltmamu  went  on  boud 
tbe  Harriet  Lane  and  Mr.  Harris  on  some  other  gunboat,  both  with  direction*  lo 
assist  in  placing  the  mortar  vessels  exactly  in  snch  positions  as  were  inarked  otu 
by  Captain  Porter  the  day  before,  and  which  had  been  determined  by  the  unt 
gentlemen.  Tow  after  tow,  consisting  of  one  of  the  former  ferry-boats  Wevlfield 
and  Clitton,  each  with  three  or  four  mortar  boats,  came  up,  and  the  latter  wnt 
in  a  short  time  stationed  at  given  distances  from  the  forts.  As  soon  ai  all  wen 
in  position  the  enemy  commenced  firing,  and  from  our  side  the  bomlutrdBiait 
fairly  commenced. 

Mr.  Oltmamia  and  Mr.  Harris  both  carried  out  my  instmctions  to  the  letter, 
and  placed  the  mortars  in  the  exact  spot  as  designated  by  Captajn  Porter,  at  aecn- 
rately  known  distances.  They  were  during  tbe  whole  day  under  fire.  Geueral 
Butler  made  bis  appearance  in  tbe  river  with  7,000  men,  which  he  o^red  to  tbt 
flag-officer. 

April  19. — Early  in  the  morning  I  had  a  conference  with  the  commander,  wlw 
desired  me  again  to  send  two  officers  to  the  flotilla  for  the  purpose  of  moving  rmt 
of  the  mortara  to  other  places,  and  fumiflb  them  with  the  distances  and  bMiiD^ 
This  was  done  accordingly.  One  of  the  vessels  on  which  Mr.  Harris  was  ei^t^ 
was  struck  by  a  round  shot,  and  another  vessel  where  Mr.  OlCmanns  wu  is  i 
boat  alongside  was  sunk  while  he  was  speaking  with  the  captain.  Dnriag  tk 
day  we  funiisbed  also  two  more  charts  for  the  fleet.  In  the  evening  Cicpi^ 
Porter  sent  me  word  again  to  despatch  early  next  morning  two  officers  fat  p^iog 
data.     You  see  they  kept  us  pretty  busy. 

April  30. — Early  in  the  morning  Messrs.  Oltmanns  and  Halter  nude  ibt 
rounds  of  the  mortar  vessels  at  the  request  of  the  commander  of  tbe  flotUli,  sii^ 
changed  the  position  of  a  few,  giving  thom  again  bearings  aud  distances. 

I  went  on  board  the  Harriet  Lane  in  the  forenoon,  but  did  not  see  Cipais 
Porter,  who  was  in  his  gig  among  tbe  fleet.  The  mortar  firing  during  the  i»» 
was  kept  up  vigorously,  and  I  presume  that  1,S00  shots  were  sent  towiid«  dx 

In  the  evening  an  officer  from  the  Pensacola  came  on  board  to  g«  ww 
information  about  the  depth  of  the  liver  in  the  immediate  locality  of  thr  i"f-^ 
and  Mr.  Oltmanns  and  myself  gave  him  all  the  details  that  had  come  uDdm" 
obser^'atio^. 

April  22. — At  daylight  Captain  Porter  sent  me  a  note,  requesting  me  to  dr»p 
down  to  the  iTiimp,  au<l  to  wait  for  a  boat  which  had  been  sent  on  ad  eipediaoD 
in  the  rear  of  Fort  Jackson,  and  to  bring  her  up  the  river  directly  on  her  ain*^ 
in  the  Misuisdippi.  I  went  down  with  the  steamer  and  anchored  off  the  apf» 
point  of  the  Jump,  and  took  the  oppottunity  to  reconnoitre  that  passa^  nn"* 
specially.  At  sundown  I  sent  Mr.  Halter  to  the  commander  of  the  BoiilUU' 
report  that  we  did  not  see  anything  of  his  boat,  but  that  I  would  wail  doiii! 
the  night.  I  received  a  letter  from  him  in  return,  stating  his  fears  ibU  '•^ 
boat's  crew  would  be  lost,  and  beg^ig  me  to  go  in  search  of  thpn,  *>  b' 
had  his  hands  full  of  the  attack  that  in  all  probability  was  to  come  off  doriaj 
the  night.  This,  of  course,  was  resolved  on,  and  to-monow  by  emuice*^ 
will  be  sent  for  the  purpose. 
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April  23. — At  daylight  I  despatcbed  Mr.  Oltmanns,  the  first  mate,  and  a 
tnw  of  «ii  men,  all  doubly  anned  and  well  provisioned  with  food  and  water,  in 
ihe  Mcood  cutler  in  search  of  the  mieaing  boat  expedition,  directing  him  to  leave 
rntten  noticee  at  the  mouth  of  the  mnltiiariouB  Dajonit,  naming  the  route  to  be 
punned,  to  hoiet  in  his  boat  the  American  ensign,  and  to  do  anything  in  hie 
power  to  find  out  the  crew,  which  mnst  have  tost  their  way  in  the  labyrinth  of 
mmb  MreAmE.  Mr.  Harris  returned  from  the  fleet  and  brought  me  a  message 
fnm  Ciptain  Porter  to  come  up  and  run  alongside.  I  fired  two  32-pounders  as 
a  signal  for  Mr.  Oltmanns  to  return,  and  set  also  a  blue  signal  at  the  fore. 
Calling  on  the  flag-officer,  he  said  he  had  no  vessel  to  spare  from  the  engage- 
ncDt,  and  would  consider  it  a  favor  if  I  would  carry  some  of  bis  wounded  men 
in  ihe  Sachem  to  the  hospital  at  the  mouth  of  the  Southwest  Pass.  He  farther 
added  (hat,  as  he  was  preparing  a  severe  night  attack  with  the  fleet,  it  would 
Mtm  too  hard  to  carry  those  poor  crippled  fellows  with  him  in  the  fight. 
'  Of  cooree  I  at  once  conseuted  very  cheerfullj-,  and  repeated  that,  whenever 
be  tonld  make  use  of  me.  I  would  be  at  his  service.  Meanwhile,  Mr.  Oltmanns 
bd  not  relumed  from  his  search  for  the  boat  expedition,  but  I  had  to  let  him 
diift  for  himself,  knowing  that  he  would  bring  up  somewhere  safely. 

At  foor  in  the  afteruoon  the  wounded  men  were  sent  on  board,  two  of  whom 
Iiad  snfered  amputation,  and  all  of  them  in  a  dangerous  state.  At  a  quarter  to 
il  wu  ^teaming  down,  having  made  the  poor  men  as  comfortable  as  I  could. 
l!r.  Harris  brought  the  hospital  physician  on  board,  who  took  charge  of  the 
(ttieotg,  and  we  sent  them  iu  our  double-bunked  boat  on  shore. 

April  24. — The  gunboat  Miami  anchored  alongside  the  Sachem,  bringing  me 
I  virbal  request  from  Captain  Porter  to  accompany  General  Butler's  expedition 
lo  ihe  rear  of  Fort  St.  Philip.  I  had  previously  sent  Mr.  Harris  up  to  the  fleet 
l»  e«t  the  commander  and  report  the  derangement  of  our  engine.  At  <'>  p.  m. 
General  Butler  arrived  in  the  Saxon  and  called  on  me  in  person,  bringing  me  a 
l^ner  at  the  same  time  from  Captain  Porter.  I  arranged  with  him  to  meet  him 
a  Mon  as  my  repairs  had  been  made  at  Isle  au  Breton,  and  to  send  an  officer 
■itti  him  in  die  Saxon  to  pilot  his  vessel  through  Pass  a  I'Outre.  Mr.  Oltmanns 
tko  came  back  from  his  ooat  expedition  in  the  rear  of  Fort  Jackson,  having 
*ea  within  one  mile  and  a  half  of  the  fort. 

Apni  36. — Id  the  morning  Captain  Bo^is,  of  the  Varuna  steam -gunboatt 
UK  on  board  to  go  with  me  to  General  Butler's  ship ;  he  had  lost  his  vessel 
luring  the  passage  of  the  fleet  past  the  forts  on  the  liiOi,  being  run  into  from 
'«  different  quarters  by  iron-cud  steamers  of  the  enemy.  This  was  a  moat 
>hlliaat  exploit.  His  ship  sunk  with  her  colors  flying,  but  not  before  she  had 
Tippled,  burned,  and  sunk  six  of  the  opposing  steamers. 

In  the  af^moon  I  got  under  way,  the  machinery  working  well  forward.  We 
Inrpped  anchor  alongside  the  Harriet  Lane,  and  I  had  a  conference  with  the 
Dnmaiidcr.  He  sent  bis  and  other  engineers  to  examine  the  Sachem's  ma- 
4in*ry,  when  all  appeared  right. 
April  27. — We  got  under  way  afler  snnrise  and  stood  off  Pass  k  I'Outre,  and 
"Ought  over  the  bar  15  feet.  At  noon  we  arrived  off  Sable  island,  where  we 
unnd  General  Butler  iu  the  steam  transport  MissiBsippi.  I  cnlled  on  bim  and 
i»d  a  long  conversation  respecting  the  coast.  At  2  o'clock  he  came  on  board 
te  Sachem  and  I  took  him  to  the  rear  of  Fort  Jackson  ;  from  thence  he  took 
;  boat  up  to  the  Quarantine,  using  one  of  the  smaller  bayous  for  his  passage. 
:  ili-tpalched  Mr.  Harris  at  once  to  stake  out  a  four-fuot  line  along  the  coast,  as 
1*  general  mtends  to  make  an  experiment  with  his  rifled  guns  on  the  forts  from 
"■n.  We  also  ascertained  the  distance  by  bearings  on  Forts  St.  Philip  and 
lackson.  Mr.  Halter  reported  again  to  me,  and  was  sent  out  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
■vcning  to  slake  out  the  boat  clianncl  to  the  Quarantine  with  lamps,  so  that 
fwpe  might  be  conveyed  there  during  the  night.  He  returned  at  2  o'clock, 
u*  ing  tsncccsBfully  penbrmed  the  task.     Four  hundred  men  were  sent  in  safety  . 
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during  the  night,  and  the  ^rriaon  at  the  camp  of  the  Quarantine  now  conriiU 
of  one  full  regiment.  In  the  morning  the  captain  of  the  gunboat  Hiuni,  vhich 
was  aground  close  by  the  Sachem,  Bent  on  board  requesting  aeeietance.  I  ran 
ahead  of  him,  sent  him  a  nine-inch  haUHer,  and  got  him  afloat  hj  S  o'clock  in 
the  morning.  In  the  afternoon  I  sent  Meaers.  Oltmanns  and  Uanu  to  Fort 
Bajrou  to  put  up  a  eignal — !Mr.  Halter  having  found  out  in  the  morning  that 
both  signals  at  this  place  and  at  Raccoon  Point  were  lost  While  the  boftt  wu 
away,  at  2.3C  p.  m.,  both  secession  flags  at  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip  trvrt 
hauled  down.  The  most  intense  excitement  followed.  I  saw  the  Haniei  L«iie 
and  three  other  steamers,  with  a  flag  of  truce  on  the  fore,  steaming  np  tn  the 
forts,  and  directly  afterwards  saw  a  lar^  steamer  of  the  enemy  enveloped  in 
flames.  This  proved  to  be  the  new  iron-clad  battery  Looieiaiut;  she  boran! 
entirely  down.  At  about  quarter  before  3  her  magazine  exploded  with  a  cn»h 
and  shock  the  tike  of  which  I  never  witnessed.  The  dond  of  emoke  rose  to 
an  estimated  height  of  at  least  six  hundred  feet,  and  pieces  of  the  wreck  cooTd 
he  seen  flying  in  the  Mr  very  distinctly.  At  3  o'clock  the  Harriet  line  came 
np,  and,  after  the  firing  of  one  gun,  I  had  the  inexpressible  delight  of  seeing  the 
stars  and  stripes  waving  once  more  over  Forts  Jackson  and  St-  Philip.  I  fimi 
a  salute  directly,  and  gave  the  information  to  other  vessels  near.  I  sent  a  rec*!! 
for  my  party,  there  being  no  further  use  to  prosecnte  the  work  here,  and  Captain 
Porter  had  expressed  a  desire  that  I  should  join  him  at  the  forts  as  soon  as  tbft 
were  ours.  In  the  evening  General  Williams  came  in  the  Uiami,  and,  when  I 
commnnicated  the  news,  the  cheering  "Yankee  Doodle"  and  "Hail  Colnmbit" 
it  seemed  would  never  end.  At  11  o'clock  p.m.  we  got  underway  and  stcaiDi^ 
towards  Pass  ^  I 'Outre. 

April  29. — We  crossed  the  bar  at  6  a.  m.  with  fifteen  feet,  half-tide.  moniDf 
the  north  side  of  the  "middle  ground"  again  as  before.  We  passed  the  fi>n> 
early  in  the  afternoon.  At  4  o'clock  I  took  the  commander  of  the  flotilla  ova 
to  Fort  Jackson,  my  officers  having  also  arrived  in  a  separate  boaL  We  in 
spected  closely  for  a  couple  of  hours  the  damage  done  by  the  mortars,  ud  1 
cannot  understand  to  this  minute  how  the  garrison  could  have  possibly  Urcd  m 
long  in  the  enclosures.  The  destmction  goes  beyond  all  description;  the  gn)(ui<i 
is  torn  by  the  shells  as  if  a  thousand  antediluvian  hogs  had  rooted  it  np;  ilir 
boles  are  from  three  to  eight  feet  deep,  and  are  very  close  together,  sometiBV* 
within  a  couple  of  feet ;  all  that  was  wood  in  the  fort  ia  completely  conBoinei]  bv 
fire;  the  brick-work  is  knocked  down;  the  arches  stove  ;  gans  are  dismoDoW^; 
gun-carriages  broken,  and  the  whole  presents  a  dreadful  scene  of  deetmctioD. 

April  30. — Early  in  the  morning  I  received  a  commanication  irom  the  tota- 
mander  requesting  me  to  await  here  his  return  from  New  Orleans,  where  be  givt 
to-day  in  the  Harriet  Lane. 

I  also  bear  that  a  gunboat  is  going  north,  and  I  conclude  therefore  thif  icpon. 
to  send  by  the  same. 

Allow  me  to  add  a  few  words  to  express  the  high  gratificatioD  which  the  {pl- 
iant and  able  deportment  of  my  officers  has  given,  not  only  to  myself,  boi.  1 
have  reason  to  believe,  to  eveirbody  in  the  fleet,  and  to  the  general  of  tltc  Uad 
forces.     I  hope  you  will  say  that  we  hare  done  otu-  duty.

SiB:  Wliilt  engaged  in  the  aurvey  of  the  injuries  received  by  Fort  Jackson 
during  the  bombardnicnt  and  the  passage  of  the  fleet,  several  incidents  came 
under  my  notice,  which,  at  your  request,  I  have  now  the  honor  to  submit  to  you 

While  waiting  for  the  boat  to  take  ns  off,  on  the  last  day  on  which  we  were 
engaged  in  the  survey,  Mr.  Oltmanns  and  I  fell  into  conversation  with  some 
men  who  had  been  in  the  fort  as  part  of  the  garrison.  One  of  them,  who  stud 
he  wu  a  New  Yorker,  particularly  informed  us — a  reliable,  intelligent  man. 
from  the  moderation  of  his  atatements — and  I  think  his  information  welt  worthy 

I  (ball  merely  record  his  etatemcntd,  as  the  conversation  on  our  part,  which 
dte»  forth  information  on  the  points  where  we  especially  desired,  is  not  ncces- 
sMy  lo  the  understanding  of  them,  and  this  communication  is  likely  to  he  very 
lonfiFitbout  the  introduction  of  any  irrelevant  matter. 

General  J,  K.  Duncan  had  command  of  both  forts,  and  Colonel  Kiggins,  who 
some  years  ago  was  an  officer  of  the  United  States  navy,  had  the  immediate 
(ommand  of  Fort  Jackson.  Colonel  Hi|^na  has  the  credit  of  being  a  most 
brvn  and  vigilant  officer. 

For  forty-eight  hours  ray  informant  thought  Colonel  Higgins  had  not  left  the 
itmpartB,  and  never  seemed  in  the  least  disconcertod  when  the  bombs  were  fall- 
ing thickest  around  bun. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  forces  inside  the  fort  were  northern  men ;  and  there 
ten  alec  many  fureiguers.  The  party  that  seized  tbc  fort  early  in  1861  was  a 
Mn^y  of  German  Yagers,  and  thtie  were  a  number  of  Irish  also.  In  all 
:hrn!  were  some  600  or  700  men  in  the  fort  at  the  tjme  of  the  bombardment. 
'Hu'  northern  men  were  mostly  sent  down  at  an  early  stage  of  the  proceedings, 
uil  1  imagine  most  of  them  volunteered,  hoping  in  that  way  to  avoid  suspicion, 
)iid  perhaps  not  to  have  to  fight  against  the  government  after  all. 

(Colonel  Higgins  had  no  expectation  of  being  attacked;  that  is,  he  thought 
QD  fleet  could  be  brought  against  him  sufficiently  strong  to  risk  an  attack.) 

lliere  was  a  company  of  sharpshooters  attached  to  the  forces,  under  tbc 
ciimmand  of  Captain  Mullen.  Tbey  numbered  about  two  hundred,  and  were 
Utp-\j  recruited  from  tbe  "  riffraff,"  of  New  Orleans.  They  scouted  as  far 
dn«n  u  eight  or  nine  miles  below  tbe  forts,  and  brought  nightly  reports  to  Fort 
Jackwn.  travelling  by  tbe  bayous  and  passes  on  the  southwest  side  of  the  river. 
The  mdn  body,  however,  lay  in  the  eSge  of  the  woods  below  Fort  Jacksou, 
aWt  a  mile  and  a  half  from  it.  From  hero  they  fired  on  tbc  boat  that  pulled 
up  ondet  that  shore  on  tbe  14tb.  The  grape  and  canister  shot  that  thcOwasco 
wev  into  tbe  busbes  made  their  berth  uncomfortable,  and  tbey  broke  up  their 
ump,  came  into  the  fort  all  wet  and  draggled,  having  thrown  many  of  their 
ifniiaway,  and  swore  that  they  would  go  to  New  Orleana;  and  they  went. 

Hy  ioformant  voluntarily  gave  the  credit  of  reducing  the  fort  to  the  "  bomb 
"Kt."  'The  fort  was  so  much  shaken  by  this  firing  that  it  was  feared  the  case- 
"uies  would  come  down  about  their  ears.  The  loss  of  life  by  the  bombs  was 
""^  pett,  as  they  could  see  them  coming  plainly  and  get  out  of  the  way ;  but 
thf  effect  of  their  fall  and  explosion  no  skill  could  avert. 

AboDt  one  shell  in  twenty  f^Ied  to  explode.',  even  those  that  fell  in  tbe  water 
CDiog  off  03  veil  as  tbe  others.  It  is  well  worth  noting  that  tbe  bombs  that 
'^U  ia  the  ditch  close  to  the  walls  of  the  fort,  and  exploded  there,  shook  tbe 
&:t  niDch  more  severely  than  any  of  those  that  buried  themselves  in  the  solid 
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The  firing  vae  most  destructive  the  first  day,  and  the  veeeeU  Ituik  oo  Ae 
northeast  side  of  the  river,  which  were  in  plain  view  of  the  fort«,  made  madi 
the  most  effective  shots.  The  bomb-vessels  lying  on  the  other  side  of  the  riw 
were  at  all  times  totally  invisible,  the  best  glasses  failing  to  distingniafa  their 
bnsh  tops  from  the  trees  aronnd  them. 

Daring  the  bombardment  the  onlv  guns  that  were  much  need  were  the  riSed 
gnns,  of  which  there  were  three,  and  tiae  four  10-inch  colnmbiads  and  Dahlgim 
8-inch  gnns,  eight  in  number.  The  mortars  (in  the  fort)  fired  occasionsny. 
One  of  the  rifled  guns,  mounted  on  the  fort  proper  before  the  bomhardineiit,  was 
sent  two  days  before  the  fire  opened  to  Island  No.  10. 

One  of  the  rifles  in  the  water  battery  was  originally  one  of  the  barbette  guns, 
a  3S-pounder.  It  was  sent  to  New  Orleans  to  be  rifled,  and  a  week  after  (be 
second  one  was  sent;  but  the  first,  on  trial,  proving  a  failure,  the  second  was 
not  changed. 

The  large  columbiad  in  the  water  battery  was  made  somewhere  in  seciesda. 
but  exactly  where  my  informant  did  not  know. 

The  fort  was  in  perfect  order  when  the  bombardment  commenced,  it  having 
always  been  very  strictly  policed,  and  the  dirt,  which  now  disfigarea  every 
thing,  is  the  accumulation  of  a  few  days. 

Tlie  water  did  not  enter  tlie  fort  until  the  levee  had  been  broken  with  bombs, 
and  during  the  summer  of  1861,  when  the  MiFisieeippi  wa«  even  higher,  ifae 
parade  ground  was  entirely  dry.  There  was  very  little  eickness  in  the  fort,  the 
water  probably  not  having  stood  long  enough  to  create  miasma. 

The  discipline  in  the  fort  was  very  strict;  but  what  seemed  to  be  felt  more 
than  the  strictness  was  the  bringing  in  of  very  youn^  and  entirely  inexperienced 
officers,  who  were  placed  in  command  of  others  much  their  SQperiors  in  knowledge. 

Suspected  men  were  closely  watched,  and  the  punishment  for  improper  t^ 
among  them  was  to  tie  a  rope  around  the  offenders  and  let  them  float  in  tbe 
stinking  ditch. 

The  impressiou  we  derived  from  this  part  of  the  conversation,  however,  was 
that  the  fort  wait  very  wt^tt  gnvemed,  and  that  the  man  who  was  speaking  hai 
not  often  come  under  the  displeasure  of  the  authorities,  for  he  was  not  eloqunu 
on  the  subject  of  his  wrongs. 

The  chain,  as  first  stretched  across  the  river,  was  quite  a  formidable  ob»tacie. 
The  chain  was  brought  from  Fensacola,  and  was  a  veiy  heavy  one.  It  wu 
supported  by  heavy  logs,  30  feet  long,  only  a  few  feet  apart,  to  the  under  side 
of  each  of  which  the  chain  was  pinned  near  the  up  stream  end.  The  duun 
was  kept  from  sagnng  down  too  &r  by  seven  heavy  anchors,  firom  which 
small  chuns  ran  to  Uie  main  chain. 

These  anchors  were  buoyed  with  can-buoys  taken  from  Pilot  Town.  In  a 
few  months  a  raft  formed  on  the  upper  side  of  this  chain  which  reached  np  t» 
tbe  forts,  and  its  weight  swept  away  tbe  whole  obatmction,  and  w^it  to  sea. 
cartyiog  the  buoys  with  it. 

It  was  then  replaced  by  tbe  Ughter  chain,  bnoved  by  hulks  there,  three  weeks 
ago.  Two  of  the  large  can-booys  were  placea  in  the  magaxioe  in  tbe  water 
battery.  The  night  that  Flag-Officer  Farragut's  fleet  passed  up  Colonel  Hig- 
gius  was  so  sure  of  destroying  it  that  he  allowed  tbe  fir«t  vessel  to  conte  op' 
with  the  fort  before  opening  fire,  fearing  that  they  would  be  drove  back  preB*-| 
tnrely  and  escape  him.  When  they  succeeded  m  passing  he  remarked,  'Onrl 
cake  is  all  dough;  we  may  as  well  give  it  up." 

During  this  engagement  a  Captain  Jones,  from  the  back  country,  had  chai{* 
of  those  casemate  guns  which  were  firing  hot  shot  He  depressed  the  monlts 
of  his  guns  very  considcrablv,  fearing  to  fire  too  high,  and  being  deeirooi  of 
working  his  guns  vigorously  had  them  run  out  with  a  jerk,  the  conacqnmee  at 
which  was  that  tbe  halls  rolled  harmlessly  into  the  moat,  and  tbe  guns  bl 
away  powder  and  hay-wads  at  a  most  drstnictivc  rate,  -,  , 
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Tiiie  continued  uulil  HOine  of  the  officers  on  the  ramparta,  obeerviDg  how 

with  hii  iibot  fell  short,  told  him  of  it.  He  then  commenced  operatione  on  one 
purtiimlar  ixtirl,  which  he  kept  at  antil  Bome  one  informed  htm  that  he  was 

deTodcig  htmgetf  to  one  of  their  owd  chain  hulks. 

The  enemy'a  gonboatfl  did  not  come  np  to  the  expectations  that  were  formed 
of  lion.  The  LoniHiana,  especially,  was  very  much  rehed  on,  but  her  crew  of 
200  men  were  drunk  at  the  time  that  they  should  have  done  their  duty  best.  I 
mbW  not  find  out  anything  RboDt  her  from  this  man,  as  he  had  never  heen 
iboanl  of  her,  and  did  not  believe  the  exaggerated  storii-s  that  were  told  here 
ii»ui  her. 

The  small  loss  of  life  in  the  fort  is  due,  to  a  great  extent,  to  the  fact  that  the 
mn  have  been  carefiilly  kept  below,  only  the  guus'  crews  being  allowed  out  of 
titlwr.  The  New  Yorker  was  a  powder-passer  for  the  battery  in  which  the 
riled  gun  and  the  large  colombiada  of  the  main  fort  were,  and,  therefore,  had  a 
jnMJ  opportonity  of  seeing  what  went  on,  they  being  in  pretty  constant  nee. 

One  bomb  broke  into  the  officers'  mess-room  whue  they  were  at  dinner,  and 
r<M  on  the  floor;  as  it  lay  between  them  and  the  door  they  could  not  escape, 
kt  all  gathered  in  a  comer  and  remained  there  in  terrible  suspense  until  it  Se- 
rine evident  that  the  fuse  had  gone  out,  and  they  were  safe. 

On  the  tirst  night  of  the  firing,  when  the  citadel  and  outhouses  were  all  in 
ititti,  the  magazine  was  in  very  great  danger  for  some  time,  and  a  profuse 
ngiplr  of  wet  olankcts  was  all  that  saved  it ;  there  was  great  consternation 
lui  night,  but  ailerwardM  the  garrison  got  used  to  it,  and  were  very  cool.  A 
nub  broke  into  the  secret  passage  cut  in  the  fort.  One  of  the  soldiers  went 
Bto  h  Bome  distance,  when  he  was  discovered  by  General  Duncan  and  ordered 
nL  The  passage  wan  then  tilled  up  and  a  guard  placed  over  the  entrance  to 
Mp  every  one  away  from  it.  This  was  told  me  by  Major  Santellc,  command- 
M  of  ihc  fort. 

Fon  Jackson  mounted  33  32-pounderB  on  main  parapet,  2  columhiads  on  main 
aripei,  1  rifle  gnn  on  main  pnrapei,  2  columhiads  in  2d  bastion,  1  9-inch  mortar 
"  M  bastion,  1  columhiad  in  3d  bastion,  2  8-inch  mortars  in  3d  bastion,  8  32- 
otaden  in  northwest  casemates,  6  32-pounder  guns  in  northeast  casemates,  10 
kon  gnna  in  baetjoa  casemates,  2  brass  field  pieces,  2  rifled  guns  in  water  bat- 
frj,  1  10-inch  columhiad  in  water  battery,  1  9-inch  columbiad  m  water  bat- 
37,  3  32-pounder  guns  on  outer  curtain — Tfi  guns  in  all. 

I  am  not  positive  about  the  calibre  of  the  guns.  Those  that  I  have  called 
S-poondere  bad  a  calibre  of  6.4  inches,  and  I  am  not  quite  positive  that  there 
K  10  short  32-ponnder  guns  in  the  bastion  casemates,  though  such  is  my  recol- 
'*Omi.  Of  these  gnaa  four  were  dismounted,  but  I  could  not  see  that  the  gnn 
mpn  was  injarea  in  any  case;  of  the  gun-cnrriagee  eleven  were  struck, 
"enl  of  them  being  entirely  destroyed ;  and  of  the  traversee  no  less  than 
^iny  were  injured.  A  large  proportion  of  the  last  injured  were  on  the  western 
iu  of  the  outer  curtain,  (where  only  these  guns  were  mounted,)  twenty  out  of 
Ufty-nine  being  more  or  less  injured. 

The  rvDuarts  of  the  fort  proper  were  very  severely  damaged  on  every  side, 
o[  porticQJarly  on  the  two  northern  ones;  there  has  been  great  patching  with 
uid  bags  needed ;  several  of  the  entrances  from  the  parade  ground  under  the 
™P»rt«  are  masses  of  ruins,  some  of  them  being  one-third  choked  up  with 

The  c&femateit  are  cracked  from  end  to  end ;  one  of  the  bastion  casentates  has 
'"'  roof  broken  through  in  three  places;  another  in  one  place,  and  its  walls  are 
"  Wly  cracked  that  daylight  Hhines  through  very  plainly,  the  cracks  being 
bom  4  tDches  wide. 

Tbs  entrances  to  the  casemates  are  nearly  all  damaged,  the  roofs  cracked  and 
■v'tcs  of  brick  thrown  down  or  loosened.     All  the  buildings  were  destroyed  by 
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fire  or  bomb-ehells,  the  two  wcRtcm  bastions  and  the  citadel  being  compleldj 
burned  out.     The  walls  of  tho  citadel  are  cracked  in  manT  place>>  Yoy  badlj. 

Eighty-six  shot  and  splinters  of  ehell  struck  its  faces.  The  amount  of  dam- 
age here  reported  would  bardtj  be  credited  bj  any  one  who  had  taken  a  cam] 
survey  of  the  premises,  and  I  myself  shonid  have  considered  it  exaggerated  b 
I  had  read  it  after  passing  through  hastily  the  first  time.  After  careful  exami' 
nation,  however,  the  impression  left  on  my  mind  is  of  a  place  far  gone  on  tfatr 
road  to  ruiu,  which  will  stand  but  little  more  before  it  will  come  down  about  tti 
defenders'  ears.  Everything  about  the  fort  appears  to  have  started  from  iti 
place,  some  hardly  perceptible,  others  so  much  that  it  would  be  hard  to  find 
where  the  proper  place  is. 

I  do  not  profess  an  acquaintauc«  with  such  matters,  but  it  looks  to  me  ae  if  ilu: 
whole  structure  would  bare  to  be  derooliehed  and  rebuilt  if  the  govemmnit 
ever  intend  to  fortify  the  site  again. 

I  have  thus,  ah,  hastily  thrown  together  the  more  important  part  of  thr 
information  I  was  able  to  collect ;  had  my  time  been  more  extended  I  might  batr 
been  able  to  gather  more  of  the  incidents  of  the  siege;  and  had  I  snppoced  it 
desirable  to  reduce  it  to  writing  I  might  have  obtained  a  fuller  account  ficin 
those  I  did  question ;  but  my  conversation  was  merely  to  gratify  my  own  cari- 
osity and  pass  away  an  unoccupied  hour.  Hoping  that  you  mfty  find  this  cud' 
mmiication  of  some  value,  I  remain,

Off  St.  Louit  Pa**,  Texa*.  April  5.  ISCJ- 
Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order,  I  proceeded  with  the  laanch  (PaynufM 
Tbos.  Kiblo  accompanying  me  as  a  rolnuteer)  and  whale-boat,  the  latter  nndd 
the  command  of  Acting  Haster's  Mate  Robert  Barstow,  to  enter  the  harbor  tw 
capture,  bring  out,  or  destroy  a  large  schooner,  seen  from  onr  decks  at  anckn 
ineide.     I  herewith  submit  report  of  the  expedition. 

Left  the  ship  at  6.30  p.  m.,  and  crossed  the  bar  safely,  though  the  surf  ** 
rolling  heavily.     We  then  slackened  our  speed  to  pass  the  fort  known  to  bi 
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ituide  onder  cover  of  the  night.  This  prccautiou  failed  t«  avail  ae,  however, 
for  vhcn  abreast  of  it  (the  fort)  they  fired,  the  shot  passing  throngh  the  side  of 
tJie  Uunch.  Witfaont  returning  the  fire,  knowing  that  our  Bucceas  depended 
ofoa  expedition,  pulled  rapidly  for  the  schooner,  which,  reaching,  won  boarded 
ia  each  waiet  without  finng  a  shot.  We  took  poescHsion  of  ncr,  the  crew, 
omsisting  of  seven  men,  being  completely  Burprieed,  Found  she  was  the 
Cohimhia,  of  Galveeton,  loaded  with  cotton,  ready  for  sea,  and  bound  for 
iiiogston,  Jamaica. 

Prepared  everything  for  hedging  her  out,  when  we  discovered  a  large  sloop 
b«ring  down  on  ns.  Made  everything  ready  for  her  reception,  and,  on  her 
coming  alongside,  boarded  and  took  possession  of  her.  Found  she  brought  the 
Mptain  of  the  schooner,  seven  passengers,  and  Bt«rea  from  Galveston.  It  was 
U  this  time  that  the  only  event  occurred  which  could  mar  the  entire  Buecesis  of 
[he  expedition,  Oeorge  Rice,  seaman,  being  seriously  wounded  by  the  Hccidental 
diMluuge  of  a  carbine  in  the  hands  of  one  of  his  shipmateB.  Secured  the 
prieonere,  and  for  two  hours  made  every  efiort  to  warp  the  schooner  out.  Find- 
ing we  had  made  little  if  any  progress,  1  gave  the  order  for  finng  her  fore  and 
■ft;  and  I  hope  the  following  reasons  will  justify  me  in  your  opinion  for  so 
doing. 

There  was  a  strong  flood  tide  and  head  wind,  and  the  aliinn  having  been 
^vcn,  I  bad  every  reason  to  suppose  that  an  overwhelming  force  would  soon 
be  brought  against  us ;  and,  Irom  the  schooner's  position,  she  was  untenable, 
bemg  so  near  the  shore  that  she  could  he  commanded  by  riflemen  as  well  as  the 
fans  in  battery. 

The  sloop,  with  prisoners,  escorted  by  the  whale-boat,  then  shoved  off,  the 
luutch  remaining  to  see  that  the  fires  would  be  effective  in  destroying  the  vessel, 
and  then  followed,  repassing  the  battery  in  safety,  and  anchoring  inside,  as  near 
the  breakers  as  possible,  to  await  daylight,  it  being  too  dangerous  to  attempt, 
puticolarly  with  a  sloop  in  tow  or  overloaded  boats,  at  night. 

At  eariy  dawn,  finding  the  anrf  still  rolling  high,  was  compelled  to  give  up 
the  sloop  to  prisoners,  liberating  them,  and  hurry  off  to  the  ship,  aa  we  were 
vitluu  range  of  the  enemy's  guns.  We  had  been  under  way  but  a  few  moments 
alien  ve  were  fired  at,  the  shot  luckily  falling  short,  but  close  to  the  whale-boat. 

1  onnot,  in  justice,  omit  to  mention  that  to  Mr.  Barstow  and  Mr.  Niblo  I  am 
obliged  for  their  ready  aid  and  prompt  furtherance  of  my  orders,  and  to  the 
n*w  for  their  willing  obedience  and  discipline.

Sir:  Od  the  aftemoou  of  the  35th  instant  two  rebel  eit«itmcr8  w«re  db- 
covered  at  Pass  Christian.  The  Nev  London  got  nnder  way  immediatelr  ud 
stood  for  that  place,  and  approached  as  near  aa  practicable  on  acconnt  of  »botl 
water.  The  rebel  boats  approached  within  two  tboneand  yardrt,  wh«i  ibt 
engagement  began;  the  New  London  begining  the  actios  on  finding  the  enemf 
not  dispoBed  to  come  nearer.  The  fight  lasted  one  honr  and  fiftv  minotn, 
during  which  time  we  fired  one  hTindrcd  and  sixty  shots  of  all  kindf.  Tb«re 
were  none  injured  on  this  vessel,  nor  the  vessel  herself.  The  vessels  of  tbt 
enemy  engaged  were  the  steamers  Oregon  and  Pamlico;  from  their  movemfote 
each  of  them  seemed  to  be  struck  two  or  three  tiroes.  After  the  engagement 
the  enemy  left  for  the  lakes.  We  remained  on  the  ground  until  they  were  i>eI 
of  sight  nnd  then  returned  to  Ship  island.

Sis:  On  the  afWraooii  of  the  2d  instant  we  left  Ship  island,  in  corapui.T 
with  the  United  States  steamer  J.  V.  Jackson  and  the  transport  steamer  Heniy 
Lewis,  with  the  Connecticut  9th  volunteer  regiment  on  board,  to  co-openit 
with  the  army,  for  the  pnrpoac  of  effecting  a  landing  at  fiiloxi.  The  Iwdin^ 
was  made  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  the  New  London  and  J.  P.  Jack>on 
anchoring  off  the  town.  The  next  day,  about  4. 30  p.  m.,  the  troops  cmbwk«d. 
when  all  got  nnder  way  and  stood  for  Pass  Christian,  intending  to  make  a  land- 
ing there  the  following  day.  At  10  a.  m..  having  taken  a  fiivorable  portion  fnr 
the  night,  we  came  to  anchor.  On  the  4th  day  of  April,  at  4.40  a.  m..  thm 
rebel  steamers  were  discovered,  standing  doivn  lo  make  an  attack.  The  actirai 
was  immediately  begun  by  the  New  London,  Jacktou,  and  Lewis,  with  lb 
rebel  steamers  Oregon,  Pnmlico,  and  Carondelet;  but,  after  \t»  coDtinuatioii  ^ 
about  thirty  minutes,  the  Lewis  was  withdrawn  on  account  of  the  crowded  mit* 
of  her  decks.  The  New  London  and  Jackson  continued  the  fight  for  one  bom 
and  forty-five  minutes,  when  the  enemy  withdrew,  apparently  much  injnitd- 
About  9  a.  m.  the  United  States  steamer  Hatteras  joinc^l  us.  and,  being  scpiot 
officer,  took  command.  While  the  landing  was  being  eflectcd  at  Paw  Chri?ti»- 
a  rebel  mcrehant  wteamer  appeared  Us  the  eastward  and  was  immediately  piu' 
sued  by  the  New  I^ondon  and  Jackson.  After  a  chase  of  about  au  boor  ^ 
was  captured,  and  proved  to  be  the  rebel  steamboat  P.  C.  Wallis,  loaded  wii 
turpentine,  rosin,  and  lime.

United  States  Schoonbh  Hbnrv  Janbs, 

April  28,  1868. 
Sir:  On  the  evening  of  the  25tb  I  received  ordere  from  Lieiiteniint  Smith  to 
prepare  for  eea,  which  I  did;  and  on  the  26th  I  received  ordprs  to  procf^d, 
vilnoat  deUj,  to  Bastien's  bay,  to  blockade  the  eame,  which  ip  within  eight 
w\tt  of  Fort  Livingston.  The  wind  being  light,  I  drifted  more  to  the  wcst- 
wrd  than  I  anticipated,  and  brought  nji  at  Fort  Livingeton.  There  I  fell  in 
willi  the  United  States  Hchooner  Kittatinny,  three-maeted.  The  George  W. 
Mui^m,  2d  division,  and,  directly  after,  the  Orvetta,  Captain  Blanchard.  came 
to  by  M.  We  anchored,  and  I  was  infonoed  by  the  captain  of  the  Kittatinny 
thai  the  rebels  in  Fort  Livingston  hoisted  the  secession  flag  every  Sunday,  and 
w  that  day  only.  On  the  27th  instant,  at  7.30  a.  m„  I  espied  a  flag  of  trace 
on  the  fortrt.  I  im mediately  lowered  the  first  cutter  and  went  on  shore,  hut  the 
Eittatiiiny's  boat  reached  the  fort  five  minutes  in  advance  of  me,  and  had  the 
pleuore  of  hoisting  the  American  flag  on  the  ramparts  of  the  fort,  which  I 
iLoald  have  liked  to  do.  After  reaching  the  fort  I  met  a  man  by  the  name  of 
ioffii)  Yunata,  whom  I  was  formerly  acquainted  with  in  New  Orleans.  He 
ud  been  in  service  six  months  at  Fort  Livingston,  at  which  place  he  was  horn. 
0!  U  leut  two  miles  off  from  the  fort.  There  were  also  five  other  men,  four 
■omea,  and  five  children,  all  of  whom  were  inhabitants  of  the  island,  except 
mu  woman,  who  is  a  resident  of  New  Orleans.  Her  husband  was  among  the 
tnoM  that  left  the  fort — the  wife  being  sick  and  not  able  to  move,  having  been 
wnfined  to  her  bed  by  child-birth  three  days  previous.  From  her  I  obtained 
BMt  of  my  information.  She  Hays  the  fort  was  in  charge  of  Colonel  Theoave, 
«ad  there  were  330  soldiera  in  all,  chiefly  French  and  Italians ;  that  they  were 
poorly  clad,  and  had  but  little  to  eat. 

The  letter  that  I  send  with  this  despatch  was  tbuiid  in  the  fort.  Your  can 
judge  for  yourself  of  their  condition.  The  woman's  name  is  Colorick;  she 
niM  for  them  in  the  fort  and  never  received  a  dollar  for  her  services.  When 
llwy  left  she  had  nothing  to  eal.  and  they  set  fire  to  what  was  in  the  fort.  She 
Mji  Colonel  Theonve  told  her,  the  night  of  the  25th,  that  New  Orleans  was  in 
poMewion  of  the  Union  troops;  that  the  rebels  laid  down  their  arraK  without 
rwiitwice.  He  (Colonel  Theouve)  left  New  Orleans  on  the  morning  of  the  aSth 
imtut 

Ii  takeit  eight  hours  to  come  from  New  Orleans  to  Fort  Livingston  by  water, 
•he  ihoalest  depth  three  feet.  The  Hteamboat  Bee,  that  carried  the  troops  from 
•he  fort,  m  now  np  the  bay,  out  of  reach  of  our  vessels,  but  can  be  talccn  by 
iKu  bout*.  They  had  a  quarrel  about  the  boats  the  night  they  left,  she  beiug 
<"nei  by  the  planters  on  the  mainland,  part  of  whom,  the  man  Angclo  says, 
•<*  Union  men.  He  says  most  of  the  people  on  the  oppositi'  side  are  in  favor 
Or  the  Union.  The  Temple,  a  small  battery  above  Fort  Livingston,  is  also 
ETKOited,  and  only  two  guns  left  there,  of  a  small  size.  We  found  at  Fort 
u*ing»ton  eleven  32-pounders.  complete;  one  8-inch  columbiad,  new,  painted 
^;  one  80-pound  rifled  gun,  three  spare  field  carriages,  one  thousand  32-pound 
*hot,  Hven  conical  lihell,  four  barrels  flour,  one  coil  Manilla  rope,  six  shovels, 
joni'  axes,  eight  pickaxes,  one  can  turpentine,  two  cans  paint-oil,  twenty  train- 
V  tiicki,  seven  cases  of  glass,  and  seventeen  barrels  of  beef.  The  officers' 
■T'S'tinent  I  foand  furnished  comfortably — plenty  of  wine,  a  number  of  papers, 
(urne  later  than  the  18tb  instant,)  which  I  have.  I  left  the  fort  in  charge  of 
iaptain  Sampson,  whose  boat  made  the  landing  five  minutes  in  advance  of 
min*.  The  fort  ia  in  very  good  ojder ;  the  cannon  look  well ;  the  rifled  one  and 
tM  S-inch  colnmbiad  are  fine  guns,  and  the  former,  I  think,  is  of  very  lung 
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range.  Tbey  eaid  at  the  fort  that  Colonel  Tbeouve  thought  we  wonld  atack 
him  very  eai-ly  m  the  morning  with  onr  vessels.  They  set  fire  to  the  ton 
and  to  a  brig  loaded  with  cotton,  which  had  jnat  beat  her  sails  the  day  ve 
reached  there,  and  was  going  to  eea  that  night;  the  fort  we  saved  from  (lie 
flames.  Augeto  Ynnata,  as  soon  m  I  met  him,  pulled  ont  eighty  dollars  in  con- 
federate notes,  and  aud  >'  that  was  the  fmits  of  his  six  months'  labor,  ind  he 
wonld  make  me  a  present  of  it."  He  also  handed  me  hb  vessel's  papers,  iwoed 
at  New  Orleans  26th  September. 

^  I  left  the  fort  at  4  p.  m.  27th  instant.  At  8  a.  m.  on  the  momine  of  the  SStli 
I  espied  a  lot  of  smaU  craft  at  the  entrance  of  fiastien  bay.  I  taded  ship  ud 
stood  toward  them  nntil  in  nine  feet  of  water,  and  then  came  to  anchor,  lowoed 
away  two  of  my  boats  and  went  to  them.  On  examination  I  foond  nothing  in 
them.  They  were  fishing  and  oystering  boats,  ranging  from  five  to  twenty  loni. 
seven  in  number,  besides  seven  skifFs.  Their  owners  I  foond  encamped  ot 
Shell  island,  and  forbid  them  taking  their  boats  ont  Captain  Godfi«y  came  in 
after  me,  and,  as  I  had  despatches  for  Captain  Porter,  I  told  Captain  Godfrer 
he  had  better  look  out  and  keep  them  in.  They  cannot  get  through  issidt. »» 
he  lies  at  the  entrance,  which  is  easy  to  blockade.  They  say  that  they  ctiij 
oysters  to  New  Orleans,  but  the  river  being  high  they  cannot  get  through  i« 
canal.  I  could  get  no  information  from  them  in  regard  to  how  they  were  *B>- 
ated  at  the  forts.  I  believe  they  are  stationed  there  to  take  off  the  prisonen^  if 
they  have  to  surrender.

Sii:  Disappointed  in  not  hearing  irom  you,  I  feared  the  rebele  might  be 
iwting  bfltlmes  apon  the  binfis  down  the  river,  and  thns  prevent  any  trans- 
»n  MKJng  up  from  New  Orleans ;  and  being  also  anxious  about  the  coal 
tt>Ai,  which  I  supposed  to  be  at  anchor  above  Natehez,  1  despatched  a  gun- 
■Kl  as  &T  down  aa  that  town  for  information. 

To  my  ^nrprise,  I  learned  upon  her  return  that  you  had  taken  down  the  coal 
W8cls  with  you,  and,  in  passing  Grand  Gulf,  her  captain  thongbt  he  discovered 
■nhHarks  in  the  process  of  erection. 

1  tccordingly  sent  down  the  Wiasahickoo  and  Itaaca,  under  command  of 
Wnaodcr  DeCamp,  who  found  a  battery  of  rifled  guna  actually  there  erected, 
d  a  force  of  some  500  artillerists  ready  to  receive  them.  Tbey  were  pretty 
ngUy  bandied,  as  the  commander  of  the  Itasca  will  inform  you,  having  been 
iiDed,  die  one  twenty-five  times,  the  other  seventeen.  They,  however,  only 
et  one  min  killed  and  six  wounded. 

Thii  bemg  rather  too  serious  an  obstacle  to  have  in  our  rear,  I  decided  upon 
nnpig  the  rest  of  the  squadron  down  and  breaking  up  this  business  before  it 
X  loo  foimidfthle ;  but  I  fear  we  cannot  injure  the  batteries  on  the  hill,  and  we 
tTe  no  remedy  against  their  plunging  shot.  I  feared  to  leave  a  few  gunboats 
ih  Bt  Vicksbuig,  as  an  iron-clad  armed  ram  was  reported  ready  at  Yazoo 
nr,  ud  there  was  no  knowing  when  some  of  the  rebel  gunboats  would  come 
I*!  from  above.  Fort  Pillow,  we  learned,  having  been  partly  evacuated,  and 
me  heavy  guns  and  a  quantity  of  ammunition  had  arrived  at  Vickshurg; 
i^Aft,  the  gunboat«  are  all  of  them  in  a  most  crippled  condition.  The  sick 
tt  hi  vastly  increased.  Tlie  Katahdin  has  lost  her  paymaster,  whose  rem^na 
eeiid  down  by  the  Itasca.  ITie  surgeon  of  the  Sciota  having  been  condemned 
'  a  DKdical  survey,  goes  down  also.     The  men  of  the  Colorado  I  send  down, 

tbnr  dme  has  expired,  and  all  of  them  are  more  or  less  afflicted  with  scurvy, 
nnl  of  them  serious  cases.  As  they  were  anxious  to  go,  I  did  not  think  it 
;li<  to  detain  them. 

We  arc  all  short  of  coal  and  provisions,  and  have  but  a  few  days'  oil  for  the 
pnts  unoDg^ns.  Unless  supplies  come  up,  we  cannot  stay  here  a  week 
ft. 

1  send  the  Katahdin  down  as  far  as  the  mouth  of  Red  river,  in  company 
Id  the  Itafca,  to  ascertain  whether  there  are  any  batteries  on  the  blu^  bo- 
ut OS  and  that  point.

Sir  :  I  liave  the  honor  to  eiiclopc  copy  of  a  letter  received  by  the  mayor  ot 
Rodney,  notifying  him,  in  pubHtance,  that  if  the  vessels  of  the  United  Suits 
navy  are  fired  upon  by  our  troouf  from  or  near  the  town,  vengeance  will  !«■ 
taken  upon  the  women  and  children,  or,  as  the  writer  ip  pleased  to  tcnn  ii. 
"  ponifliment  for  the  offence  will  be  visited  upon  the  town,"  and  this,  too,  whili' 
declaring  that  "  we  are  not  here  to  war  upon  unarmed  or  peaceable  persons." 

Where  two  nations  are  at  war,  it  has  been  cudtoinary  among  civilized  people 
"  to  puni»h  the  offence"  of  an  attaclc  by  the  armed  forces  of  one  upon  thoBe  nf 
the  other  by  a  combat  with  the  attacking  party.  If  such  attack  be  made  fmm 
a  town,  the  assaulting  party  is  not  entitled  to,  and,  BO  far  ae  our  troops  arc  con- 
cerned, does  not  claim,  any  immunity  by  reacini  of  the  prei^ence  of  women  and 
children.  What  ice  do  claim,  however,  and  insist  upon,  in,  that  when  your 
vessels  or  tranBporta  arc  fired  into  by  our  troops,  they  shtill  nM  hasten  to  ihi' 
nearest  collection  of  uiiHrmcd  and  peaceable  women  and  children,  and  wreak 
their  vengeance  njion  them,  as  was  done  lately  at  Grand  Gulf  by  United  Stalw 
vesself,  in  retaliation  for  an  attack  with  which  the  town  had  nothing  more  to  di> 
than  had  the  city  of  St.  Lonis. 

My  batteries  are  located  at  such  points  upon  the  river  as  are  deemed  bi'^t 
suited  for  rfie  desired  purpocii',  and  without  reference  to,  or  connexion  with, 
the  people  of  the  town.  Should  the  site  happen  to  fall  within  a  village,  yon. 
of  course,  arc  at  liberty  to  return  the  fire  Should  it  be  in  the  vicinity  of  one 
however,  the  usages  of  civilized  warfiire  do  not  justify  ita  destruction,  nnlc^'^ 
demanded  by  the  necessities  of  attack  or  defence. 

I  cannot  bring  myself  to  believe  that  the  barbarous  and  cowardly  policy 
indicated  in  the  enclosed  letter  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  any  officer  i>l 
rank  or  standing  in  the  United  States  navy.  I  have,  therefore,  thought  proper 
to  transmit  it  to  you  under  a  flag  of  truce,  with  the  confident  expectation  that 
you  will  direct  those  under  your  command  to  confine  their  ofienaive  opeiatiaii^ 
as  far  as  possible  to  our  troops,  and  forbid  the  wanton  destruction  of  dcfencelci'i- 
towns,  filled  with  unoffending  non-combatants,  nnle«  required  by  impcrioui' 
military  necessity. 

The  practice  of  slaying  women  and  children,  an  au  act  of  retaliation,  b«n, 
happily,  fallen  into  disuse  in  this  country  with  the  disappearance  of  the  Indian 
trihea.  and  I  trust  it  will  not  be  revived  by  the  officers  of  the  United  State* 
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uvj,  but  that  the  demolition  and  pillage  of  the  unoffending  little  village  of 
Grand  Golf  may  be  permitted  to  etand  alone  and  without  parallel  npon  record.

SiB;  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  12th 
nstant,  ti^tber  with  its  endosure,  in  wliich  you  are  pleased  to  say  that  ven- 
[raoce  will  be  visited  upon  the  women  and  children  of  Rodney,  if  our  vessels 
ire  find  npon  from  the  town.  Although  I  find  no  such  language  contained  in 
^  letter  of  Lientenant  Commanding  Nichols,  or  even  any  from  which  such  in- 
htnce  might  be  drawn,  still  I  shall  meet  your  general  remark  on  your  own 
'lenni.  Yon  say  yon  locate  yonr  batteries  "at  such  points  on  the  river  as  are 
ItiTDed  beet  snitea,"  &c.,  without  reference  to  the  people  of  the  town,  and  claim 
10  mnnimity  for  your  troops.  Now,  therefore,  the  violation  is  with  you.  You 
'bttuH  your  own  time  and  place  for  the  attack  npon  our  defenceless  people, and 
•hoM,  therefore,  see  that  the  innocent  and  defenceless  of  your  own  people  are 
nil  of  the  way  before  you  make  tlie  attack ;  for,  rust  assured,  that  the  nre  will 
M  retomed,  and  vre  will  not  hold  ourselves  answerable  for  the  death  of  thct^lc 
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oocent.  If  we  have  ever  fired  upon  yoor  "  womea  snd  chUdreii,"  it  wu  Haati 
here  at  Baton  Ronge,  when  an  attempt  vae  made  to  kill  one  of  oar  officcn^ 
landing  in  a  small  boat,  manned  with  fonr  boya.  They  were,  when  in  the  act 
of  landing,  moBtlj  wounded  by  the  fire  of  some  thirty  or  forty  horaeraen,  who 
chivalronely  galloped  out  of  the  town,  leaving  the  women  and  children  to  bear 
the  brunt  of  our  vengeance.  *  At  Grand  Golf,  also,  our  traneporta  were  find 
upon  in  paseiug,  which  cansed  the  place  to  be  shelled,  with  what  effect  I  know 
not;  but  I  do  know,  that  the  fate  of  a  town  is  at  all  times  in  the  hands  of  the 
military  commandaot,  who  may,  at  pleasure,  draw  the  enemy's  fire  upon  it,  and 
the  community  ie  made  t«  suffer  for  the  act  of  its  military. 

The  only  instance  I  have  known  where  the  langna^  of  your  letter  coold 
possibly,  apply,  took  place  at  New  Orleans  on  the  day  we  passed  up  in  front  id 
the  city,  while  it  was  still  in  your  possession,  by  your  soldiers  firing  on  the 
crowd.  I  trust,  however,  that  the  tune  is  past  when  women  and  children  will 
be  subjected  by  their  military  men  to  the  horrors  of  war  j  it  is  enough  fiw  than 
to  be  subjected  to  the  incidental  inconveniences,  privations,  and  aufferings. 

If  any  auch  things  have  occurred  as  the  alaying  of  women  and  children,  or 
innocent  people,  I  feel  well  assured  that  it  was  caused  by  the  act  of  your  mili- 
tary, and  much  agunst  the  will  of  our  officers;  for,  as  Uentcnant  Commanding 
Nichols  informs  tue  mayor,  we  war  not  agtunat  defenceleea  persons,  bat  againn 
those  in  open  rebellion  against  our  country,  and  deaire  to  limit  our  pnoiahnKni 
to  them,  though  it  may  not  alwaya  be  in  our  power  to  do  bo.

■lied  seventeen  times.  Our  11-inch  gun-carriage  was  badly  injured  early  in 
lie  KtioD,  while  the  Parrott  rifle  on  the  forecastle  is  a  worthless  concern.  Our 
Inbovd  howitzer  is  disabled ;  but  this  latter  gun  was  our  only  dependence 
Btil  we  could  repair  the  carriage  of  the  large  gun.  Our  starboard  boat  is 
■tuahed,  which  leaves  us  bnt  one  for  use;  if  you  could  send  me  one,  I  should 
«  obliged  to  yon.  1  shall  continue  my  fire  upon  the  place,  as  the  enemy  show* 
Hmielves;  and  beg  to  refer  you  to  Captain  Caldwell  for  further  particulars.

8iE:  Id  obedience  to  your  orders  of  the  13th  instant,  I  left  Baton  Rouge,  on 
[7  way  np  the  river,  at  1  p.  m.  of  that  day.  On  the  14tb,  at  9  p.  m..  I  sent 
w  marine  guard  and  a  party  of  seamen,  in  all  about  one  hundred  men,  under 
^*^  of  Lieutenant  Lowiy,  on  shore  at  Bayou  Sara,  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
itrojing  the  telegraphic  apparatus  and  cutting  the  wires,  and  with  orders  to 
nfwrn  lie  aathorities  of  that  town  that  we  were  on  the  river  for  the  purpose  of 
■"fcTOitg  the  laws  of  our  common  country  and  protecting  its  loyal  citizens ;  and 
X  the  nine  time  to  warn  them  that  if  any  hostile  demonstrations  were  mado 
■poEi  DOT  vessels  or  transports  as  they  passed  in  frout  of  their  town,  by  the   ,

thieves  and  mnrderere  yclept  guerillas,  the  town  would  be  held  reeponeiblc  for 
it,  and  at  least  be  laid  under  contribution,  if  not  dealt  with  more  severely. 

At  about  11  o'clock  a.  m.  Deutenant  Lowry  returned  with  his  party  lo  the 
ship,  having  thoroughlv  accompliHlied  his  work,  excepting  securing  the  tele- 
graphic app&nttns,  which  had  been  removed  but  a  few  minutes  before  he  landed. 
About  ft  half  mile  of  the  wire  was  cut  and  brought  on  board,  and  the  vitriol 
and  batteries  destroyed. 

The  people  ashore  appeared  to  be  peaceably  disposed,  were  quite  civil,  aad 
made  no  disrespectfiil  demonstrations.  The  mayor  or  chief  magistrate  informed 
Lieutenant  Lowry  that  but  two  or  three  days  previous  to  our  orriral  the  lown 
had  been  visited  by  a  band  of  guerillas ;  that  they  had  committed  many  ont- 
rogee  against  law  and  order ;  and  that  he  had  arrested  a  lieutenant  who  com- 
manded the  party,  but  be  was  rescned  by  his  men  and  borne  off  to  the  woods. 
He  represented  these  guerillas  as  a  lawless  set,  whom  the  inhabitants  of  the 
country  and  small  towns  "  had  a  greater  dread  of  than  they  had  of  the  visits  of 
our  navy,  or  even  of  our  army,"  and  hopsd  we  would  not  hold  him  responsible 
for  the  acts  of  these  cutthroat  bands. 

Before  leaving  the  shore.  Lieutenant  Lowry,  with  the  flag  of  our  Union  at 
the  heAd  of  his  party,  marched  to  the  tunes  of  Yankee  Doodle  and  "Diiie" 
through  some  of  the  principal  streets. 

We  passed  Natchez  at  about  10.30  a.  m.  of  the  16th.  On  the  monibg 
of  the  17th  the  Richmond  joined  us,  and  at  about  9.30  a.  m.  we  passed  Bod- 
aer.     We  arrived  at  our  present  anchorage  on  the  18th,  at  11.30  a.  m. 

Nowhere  on  onr  route  were  we  molested,  and  I  saw  no  change  in  the  aspect 
of  things  since  our  last  trip,  except  at  Grand  Gulf.  The  town  there  was  in 
ruins,  having  been  first  riddled  by  shot  and  then  destroyed  by  fire.  On  a  BinslI 
hill,  just  to  the  right  of  the  town,  was  a  small  earthwork,  which  had  been  bnl 
recently  thrown  up,  and  was  capable  of  receiving  three  or  four  small  field-pieces. 
This  work,  as  well  as  the  town,  was  entirely  deserted. 

On  the  20th  instant  Commander  Porter  arrived  here  with  two  of  his  mortar- 
boats.  Yesterday  the  Miami  arrived  with  another,  and  this  afternoon  four  others 
were  towed  np. 

Commander  Porter  informed  me  that  his  flotilla  was  fired  upon  at  Ellis  Clifb. 
and  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  rebels  to  mount  a  tronblesome  battery  at  that 
place,  and  also  at  Quitman's  Landing,  as  he  learned  at  a  farm-bonse  as  he 
•came  up. 

The  Doats  which  came  up  this  afltemoon  were  fired  at  from  Ellis  Gli^and 
one,  the  Empire  Parish,  was  hit  two  or  three  times — one  shot  having  tempora- 
rily disabled  one  of  her  boilers.  Yesterday  morning  I  sent  the  Oneida  and 
Winona  to  look  oiler  those  places.  To-morrow  I  shall  send  the  Katahdin  to  con- 
voy the  two  tow-boats  as  far  as  Baton  Rouge,  or  until  she  meets  yon.  Here  at 
Vickaburg  the  rebels  appear  to  be  quite  busy  in  extending  and  fortifying  their 
works,  and  it  is  said  that  they  have  some  ten  thousand  troops  qoartered  in  and 
about  the  town.

United  States  Stbameb  Kensinoton, 

June  27,  1862. 

8ii:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  Jone  22,  by  order 
of  Captain  Henry  Morris,  J  proceeded  with  the  steamer  Kensington  a  short 
i»Bii«  below  New  Orleans,  where  I  took  in  tow  the  bark  Horace  Beals  and 
Kiiooaer  Sarah  Brain,  of  the  bomb  flotilla,  nnder  command  of  Lieutenant  Com- 
nandiog  K.  Randolph  Breeae,  to  proceed  to  Vicksbarg. 

Xothing  worthy  of  note  occurred  till  the  evening  of  the  25th,  when,  in  coming 
■otcehora  few  miles  above  Ellis  Cliffs,  the  Kensington  grounded,  but  in  about 
u  boar  was  got  afloat  again  without  difficulty.  During  the  night  (June  25) 
Mkns,  musket-shots,  and  other  sounds  gave  indication  of  the  enemy,  and  the 
n^»  of  all  the  vessels  went  to  quarters ;  but  no  attack  being  made,  we  lay 
qmci  nntil  daylight,  when  we  hove  up  anchor  and  proceeded  up  the  river,  keep- 
ing s  sharp  lookout  on  all  sides,  and  ready  for  instant  action.  There  was  no 
ippeuuce  of  an  enemy,  however,  till  we  arrived  opposite  the  bluff,  a  short  turn 
•DMt  eighteen  miles  below  the  town  of  Rodney,  (Cole's  creek,)  where  we  were 
•Hacked  by  a  battery,  apparently  of  two  or  four  6-pounders,  concealed  in  the 
diicket  imder  the  blnff. 

Their  first  shot,  from  a  distance  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  yards,  took 
*ct  on  the  Sarah  Bmin,  wonnding  two  of  the  crew  severely.  Three  other 
AM(.  fired  at  almost  the  same  instant,  fell  short,  when  a  round  of  grape  from 
tl«  Sarah  Bmin,  and  a  shell  from  the  Kensington,  both  of  which  dropped  with  ' 
pMt  accuracy  into  the  midst  of  the  smoke  ^m  their  guns,  silenced  the  batfa^ry 
wnpleiely. 

Both  the  Sarah  Bmin  and  Kensington,  together  with  the  riflemen  &om  all  the 
TtHeU,  continued  firing  till  the  course  around  the  turn  brought  them  out  of 
"^"•ge.  and  enabled  the  Horace  Beala  to  open  fire  from  her  battery,  which  she 
^i_  with  great  animation ;  and  the  thicket  waa  shelled  until  our  vessels  were 
wiirely  out  of  range.  Previous  to  the  attack.  Lieutenant  Breese,  senior  in  com- 
nud,  had  made  every  preparation  that  judgment  and  skill  could  surest,  and  to 
■^  *e  were  m^nly  indebted  for  the  success  and  complet«ncBa  with  which  the 
•"wk  was  repelled.  The  pilot,  a  Union  gentleman  from  New  Orleans,  who 
>oiimt«CTed  hit  services  when  no  regular  pilots  could  be  obttuned,  deserves  com- 
mendation for  the  skilful  manner  in  which  he  piloted  the  vessels  while  under 
Bn.  and  for  his  careful  attention  at  all  times. 

The  crews  of  all  the  vessels  deserve  credit  for  the  promptitude  and  accuracy 
vitli  which  they  retnmed  the  enemy's  fire,  no  doubt  causing  considerable  lo^,> 
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as  one  man  was  seen  to  fall.  The  Eensington  haa  on  board  a  foil  eai^  of 
Btoiws,  an  ittToice  of  which  has  been  fiimiahed  Commander  T.  A.  M.  Craren.  of 
the  Brooklyn,  for  your  aae.  The  Kenaington  has  also  on  board  a  draft  of  thirty 
men  for  the  fleet,  sent  from  the  Pensacola.

Flag-Officer  Farragul't  report  of  the  action  of  Jnne  28,  1862,  a/  VickAmg. 

United  States  Flag-Ship  Habtforu. 

Ahoix  Vickth^g,  Miui*tippi,  Juiy  2.  1S62. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  department  and  the  command  oi  ^ 
Preeident,  I  proceeded  back  to  Vickaburg  with  the  Brooklyn,  Richmond,  aad 
Hartford,  with  the  determination  to  carry  out  my  instmctions  to  the  best  of  my 
ability. 

My  difficulties  and  expensea  in  getting  coal  and  prOTiBione  up  the  river  hare 
been  very  great,  and  it  has  only  been  accomplished  by  great  exertions  on  tbr 
part  of  Captain  H.  W.  Morris,  aided  by  the  army.  Captain  D.  D.  Port**'* 
mortar  flotQla,  which  was  deemed  indispeneable  to  shell  out  the  heists,  had 
also  to  be  towed  up.  All  this  caused  great  delay,  but  by  the  steady  exerttOH^af 
that  officer,  and  the  assistance  of  all  in  whose  power  it  was  to  help,  we  BOcceedtiJ 
in  getting  up  sixteen  mortar  vesBets,  and  arrangements  were  soon  made  to  bo«- 
bard  the  forts  on  the  heights  at  Vicksbui^.  Owing,  however,  to  some  impedw- 
tion  in  the  fuees,  (which  Captain  Porter  will  explain,)  he  was  two  days  gettBg 
his  ranges.  On  the  evening  of  the  STth  he  reported  to  me  that  he  was  readv. 
and  I  isaned  my  general  order  (a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  appended)  for  tkf 
attack  on  tlie  28th,  at  4  a.  m. 

At  2  a.  m.  on  the  28th  June,  the  signal  was  made  to  weigh,  and  we  procMdcd 
np  to  the  attack  in  the  order  of  steaming  prescribed  in  the  diagram  accompany- 
ing tlie  general  order.  At  4  o'clock  precisely,  the  mortars  opened  fire,  and  at 
almost  the  some  moment  the  enemy  fired  his  first  gun,  which  was  retiimed  by 
the  leading  vessels — Iroqnois,  Commander  J.  S.  Palmer;  Oneida,  ConunandeT 
S.  P.  Lee;  andBichmond,  Commander  James  Alden.  Tht;  other  vesaele — Wt- 
sabickon,  Commander  John  DeCamp;  Sciota,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Bdwatd 
Donaldson;  this  ship.  Commander  B.  Wainwright;  Winona,  Lienteoaot  C«b- 
manding  E.  T.  Nichols;  and  Pinola,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Pierce  Croeby — 
next  cam?  up,  and  poured  in  their  fire  successively.  At  almost  the  same  inatani. 
Commander  D.  D.  Porter  came  up  on  our  starboard  quarter  with  the  Ortonua. 
Wcstfield,  Clifton,  Jackson,  Harriet  Lane,  and  Owaseo,  and  opened  in  fine  iiTW 
upon  the  enemy.  The  Hartford  fired  slowly  and  deliberately  and  with  fiiw 
effect — far  surpassing  my  expectations  in  reacliing  the  summit  batteries.  Tbr 
rebels  were  soon  silenced  by  the  combined  efforts  of  the  fleet  and  of  the  flotilla, 
and  at  times  did  not  reply  at  all  for  several  minutes,  and  then  again  at  lima 
replied  with  but  a  single  gun. 

1  passed  up  at  the  slowest  speed,  (we  bad  hut  eight  pounds  of  steam.)  awi 
even  stopped  once,  in  order  that  the  Brooklyn  and  stemmost  vessels  mi^hl  doce 
np. 

The  Hartford  received  but  very  little  injury  from  the  batteries  in  or  below 
the  town,  but  several  raking  shots  from  the  battery  above  the  town  did  ma  con- 
siderable damage :  they  were  50-ponnder  rifle  and  S-inch  solid  sboL .   The  fine 
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paesed  through  the  Bhell-room  in  the  Btarboard  forward  p&Bsagc,  and  lodged  in 
tlie  hold,  bat  did  no  other  harm.  The  S-inch  strack  the  Dreak  of  the  poop  and 
fu»eA  through  the  cabin,  but  hnrt  no  one;  the  rigging  was  mnch  cut,  and  the 
port  main-topaail  yard  was  cut  in  two. 

If  the  abijw  had  kept  in  closer  order,  in  all  probability  they  would  have  suf- 
fered lese,  ae  the  fire  of  the  whole  fleet  would  have  kept  the  enemy  from  bie 
pnw  a  longer  apace  of  time,  and,  when  at  hie  guns,  his  fire  would  have  been 
more  distracted. 

When  we  reached  the  upper  battery  we  soon  silenced  it,  and  it  was  reported 
to  me  that  it*  flag  was  strncK.  We  therefore  gave  three  cheers ;  bat  when  we 
Lad  passed  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  above  they  reopened  fire  with  two 
heaTT  guBS.  I  waa  unable  to  reply  to  this  raking  fire,  being  out  of  range. 
Allbo^  their  shots  were  well  directed,  they  either  had  too  mnch  or  too  little 
elevation,  and  only  cnt  our  rising  to  pieces,  without  injuring  any  one  seriously, 
vhirh  was  strange,  as  the  Iroquois,  Winona,  and  Pinola  were  on  our  quarter. 

At  6  a.  m.,  meeting  with  Lieutenant  Oolonel  Ellet,  of  the  ram  fleet,  who 
oEered  to  forward  my  communicstions  to  Flag-Officer  Davis  and  Crcneral  Hal- 
kck,  ftt  Memphis,  I  anchored  the  fleet  and  went  to  breakfast,  while  I  prepared 
Bf  hasty  despatch  (No.  120)  and  telegram  for  the  department.  I  also  sent 
uriwe  the  peninsula  to  sec  what  was  the  cause  of  Captain  Graven  and  the  vee- 
wU  (Stem  of  him  in  the  line  not  passing  up.  T  also  desired  a  list  of  their  casn- 
tlt)«s,  which  appears  by  their  letters  to  have  been  "none."  The  casualties  in 
tbe  Beet,  as  far  as  heard  from,  in  the  passing  vessels  were  seven  killed  and  thirty 
Tonnded.  Commander  Porter  reports  eight  killed  and  ten  or  twelve  wounded; 
bnt  that  was  not  his  official  report,  probably,  bnt  referred  more  particularly  to 
Ae  two  steamers,  Clifton  and  Jackson,  cacli  of  which  had  an  accidental  shot — 
llie  Jtckson  in  the  wheel-house,  killing  the  lielmsman,  and  the  Gliflon  a  shot 
tiuno^  her  boiler,  killing  {by  scalding)  the  men  in  her  magazine,  six  in  nnm- 
W.  and  one  man  was  drowned  by  jumping  overboard.  I  herewith  forward  the 
r^Kirt  of  Acting  Lieutenant  Commanding  G.  U.  Baldwin,  of  the  Clifion. 

The  department  will  perceive,  from  this  (my)  report,  that  the  forts  can  bo 
poMtd,  and  we  Aane  done  it,  and  can  do  it  again  as  often  <u  mat/  be  required 
of  ns.  It  will  not,  however,  be  an  easy  matter  for  us  to  do  more  than  silence 
tte  batteries  for  a  time,  ns  long  as  the  enemy  has  a  large  force  behind  the  hills 
to  prevent  our  landing  and  holding  the  place. 

General  Williams  has  with  him  about  three  thousand  men,  and,  on  the  occa- 
uon  of  onr  attack  and  passing,  placed  a  battery  of  artillery  nearly  opposite  the 
ipper  forts,  for  the  pnrpose  of  distracting  the  raking  fire  from  us  while  running 
up;  but  the  fort,  having  a  plunging  fire  upon  them,  dismounted  one  of  the 
gnu,  and  killed  a  man  and  a  horse. 

It  gives  me  groat  pleasure  to  say  that  General  Williams,  Colonel  EUet,  and 
the  limy  officers  of  this  division  generally,  have  uniformly  shown  a  great  anxiety 
>o  do  eTeiyihiag  in  their  power  to  assist  us ;  but  their  force  is  t^o  small  to  attack 
lh»  town,  or  for  any  other  purpose  than  a  momentary  assault  to  spike  guns, 
ihoold  such  au  opportunity  offer. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  also  to  report  that  the  officers  and  men  of  the  ships 
■hich  accompanied  me  up  the  river  behaved  with  the  same  ability  and  steadi- 
aes«  on  Uiis  occasion  as  in  passing  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip.  No  one  be- 
h»»fd  belter  than  Commander  J.  S.  Palmer,  of  the  Iroquois,  who  was  not  with 
w  oa  the  former  occasion.  It  pains  me  much  to  limit  my  praise,  bnt  I  cannot 
'p«^  of  those  who  did  not  come  up.  It  was  their  duty  to  have  followed  me, 
>ith  or  without  signal,  particularly  as  it  was  too  early  and  too  smoky  to  dislin- 
^ith  ngnals.     I  enclose  their  explanations  herewith. 

As  to  Commander  R.  Wainwrigbt  and  the  oflicers  and  crew  of  this  ship,  I 
*ai>ot  speak  too  highly  of  their  steadiness  and  coolneis,  and  the  enerCT  with 
■iueb  tbey  perform^  their  duties.     This  ship  was  conducted  as  coolly ^andi 
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quietly  as  at  an  ordinaiy  drill  at  general  qnartera.  There  was  no  eonfiuitn  of 
any  kind  thronghont  the  wliolf:  action,  and,  ax  far  as  I  could  observe  the  otb«i 
veBBcla,  the  same  feeling  actuated  all  the  officers  and  crewe  engaged. 

The  captain  of  the  fleet.  Commander  H.  H.  Bell,  was  on  the  poop  by  my 
side,  and,  not  being  able,  as  I  before  stated,  to  do  mnch  in  the  manageineat  of 
the  fleet,  owing  to  ihe  dHrkneas  and  the  smoke,  gave  his  attention  to  looking  up 
the  batteries  and  pointing  them  out  to  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  guu.  ua 
assisting  them  witli  his  judgment  on  all  occasions. 

Hy  secretary,  Mr.  £.  C  Gabandau,  noted  the  time  of  paMing  erents,  ind 
acted  as  my  aid  when  required,  which  duty  he  perfonned  with  coolness  and 


I  must  not  fail  to  mention  the  coolness  of  our  pilot,  John  J.  I^uie,  who, 
although  this  was  the  first  time  he  had  ever  been  under  fire,  did  not  for  a  idi>- 
ment  quit  hie  post,  but  steadily  guided  the  ship  in  her  conne.     He  is  noli 
profetnonal  pilot,  aa  they  can  only  be  obtained  by  force  in  New  Orleans. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  yonr  obedient  serratit.

The  mortar-boate  and  ganboats  of  the  mortar  flotilla  having  been  placed  by 
Commander  D.  D.  Port«r,  according  to  his  judgment,  to  the  best  advantage  to 
Kt  apoD  the  batteries  on  the  heights  and  the  fort  belotr  the  hoBpital,  at  4  a.  m. 
to-DWRow  they  will  open  fire  upon  the  same  &nd  on  the  city  of  Vickeburg. 

At  the  dispiay  of  the  signal  for  the  ships  and  gunboats  to  weigh,  they  will 
bm  in  a  double  line  of  sailing,  the  Richmond,  Commander  James  Alden  com- 
mutdiog,  leading;  the  ships  Hartford,  Commander  R.  Wiunwright  commanding. 
oeit;  Brooklyn,  Captain  T.  T.  Craven,  third.  The  gunboats  will  form  another 
Hue,  so  as  to  fire  between  the  ships,  in  the  following  order:  Iroquois,  Comraan- 
der  James  S.  Palmer,  and  Oneiaa,  Commander  8.  Phillips  L^  commanding, 
ifaead,  bnt  on  the  port  bow  of  the  Richmond,  so  ae  to  fire  into  tbe  forts  at  the 
upper  end  of  the  town,  without  interfering  with  the  fire  of  the  Richmond;  next 
in  order,  tbe  Wissahickon,  Commander  Jnp.  DeCamp,  and  the  Sciota,  Lieu- 
leunt  Commanding  Fd.  Donaldson,  in  the  line  with  the  Iroquois  and  Oneida, 
bat  on  the  port  bow  of  the  flag-ehip,  so  as  to  fire  between  the  Richmond  and 
i»g-«hip;  next,  tie  Winona,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Ed,  T.  Nichols,  and 
Pbola, lientenaut  Commanding  Pierce  Crosby,  on  tlie  port  bow  of  the  Brooklyn. 

Tbe  Hartford  will,  as  often  as  occasion  offere,  fire  her  bow  guns  on  the  forts 
a  the  upper  end  of  the  town ;  bnt  tbe  broadside  batteries  of  all  the  ships  will 
b*  pwticularly  directed  to  the  guns  in  the  forts  below  and  on  the  heights.  The 
fiw  use  of  shrapnel  is  considered  the  best  projectile,  but  ereat  care  must  be 
ukeo  in  cutting  tbe  fuzes,  so  as  always  to  be  nure  that  they  burst  short  of  their 
liminatioa.  When  dose  enough,  give  them  grape.  The  enclosed  diagram  will 
siiov  the  position  of  the  respective  vessels  in  the  order  of  attack. — [For  diagram 
Me  original.] 

Wheo  the  vessels  reach  the  bend  in  the  river,  the  Wissahickon,  Sciota, 
Wioona,  and  Pinola,  will  continue  on ;  but,  should  the  enemy  continue  the 
vtion,  the  ships  and  Iroquois  and  Oneida  will  stop  their  eng^es  and  drop 
down  the  river  afatn,  keeping  up  their  fire  until  directed  otherwise.

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  morning,  at  3. 4-5  a.  m..  in  obedknct 
to  orders,  we  got  noder  way  and  proceeded  in  our  station  just  astem  of  tbt 
WeatBeld,  in  the  liae  headed  by  y'our  own  ahip.  to  engage  the  battcriee  od  tbf 
heights  around  Vickabun.  When  within  range,  we  opened  onr  fire  on  tbf 
upper  batteries  on  the  hill  from  our  rifled  gun  and  forward  9-ioch  and  fonrtri 
3S-poander,  using  IS-Becond  shell.  On  receiving  your  orders,  we  diretted  onr 
fire  at  the  battery  known  as  the  "  water  battery,"  advancing  to  within  ibcial 
1,200  yards,  where  we  kept  onr  station,  usiug  sbrapnel  from  the  9-tnch  gvu 
At  timea,  as  opportunity  offered,  we  need  onr  after  9-inch  guns.  Thi>  we  «»■ 
tinned  for  some  half  to  tbree-quartere  of  an  hour,  with,  I  think,  eood  efiHt 
until  we  were  hailed  by  the  Jackson,  asking  oar  assistance  to  tow  tnem  oot  of 
fire,  that  ship  being  temporarily  disabled. 

While  in  the  act  of  taking  her  line,  we  received  a  shot  under  the  gaud,  Jul 
forward  of  the  wheel,  which,  going  through  the  ship's  aide,  made  its  way  inU 
the  ead  of  the  starboard  boiler,  and,  partially  coming  out  on  the  other  tide 
caused  such  a  rush  of  steam  as  to  blow  off,  at  once,  the  cover  to  the  fonnrJ 
hatch,  filling  the  forward  berth  deck  (under  which  is  the  forward  migMinf) 
with  steam,  and  killing,  instantly,  I'homaa  Collins,  gunner's  mate,  Bobeit 
Sa^ent,  ship's  cook,  Wm.  Morris,  captain's  cook,  John  Burke*  ordinary  en- 
man,  John  B.  Oart«r,  landsman,  and  Peter  Hall,  landsman,  of  the  fwrwJ 
powder  division ;  and  severely  scalding  Geoige  B.  Derwent,  (colored,)  wini- 
room  steward,  who  died  a  few  hours  afterwards  of  the  effect  of  hU  injnries,  ud 
John  Hudson,  maater-at-orme,  who  is  doing  well,  his  wounds,  tbongh  eenxr. 
not  being  thought  dangerous.  But  one  man  from  this  division  escaped,  k' 
being  at  the  head  of  the  ladder  at  the  time.  Some  eight  men  from  the  fonnri 
pivot  gun  jumped  overboard  to  escape  the  steam.  With  the  aid  of  the  3tA- 
son's  boats  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  recover  all  these,  except  John  Connn. 
second-class  fireman,  who  was  drowned. 

This  shot,  which  proved  to  be  a  fifty-pound  rifled  shot,  prevented  any  fiutlKt 
movement  of  our  wheels  for  the  time.  We,  however,  continued  our  fire  fnm  tk 
forward  and  after  thirty-twos,  and  after  nine-inch  guns,  until  you  noticed  m 
mishap  and  came  alongside  to  tow  us  out  of  action.  At  this  period  die  spai 
to  retire  was  given. 

I  have  great  satisfaction  in  stating  that  officers  and  crew  generally  behircJ 
well.  Mr.  Weld,  acting  master's  mate,  in  charge  of  the  nine-inch  and  riBf^ 
Farrott  gun  forward,  is  entitled  to  credit  for  the  admirable  manner  in  which  tfew 
guns  were  served,  and  his  coolness  and  self-possession  at  the  time  of  the  aceideM- 

On  examination  of  the  injured  boiler  by  the  chief  engineer  of  this  ship,  ii  ^ 
his  opinion  that  the  repairs  to  it  will  require  at  least  ten  days  lo  complete,  ai 
will  need  the  aid  of  a  shop  and  experienced  workmen,  la  the  mean  tiaie  tiic 
ship  is  ready  for  such  service  as  she  may  be  called  upon  to  perform,  which  viU 
not  entail  a  greater  speed  than  six  knots  an  hour.  This  rate,  I  think,  we  sUQ 
be  able  to  maintain.

At  3.IS  a.  m.,  June  28,  got  under  way,  took  position  in  the  preacribed  line 
>F  battle,  and  followed  the  flag-ship  ;  at  4.05  a.  m.,  the  enemy  opened  fire  upon 
Ji(  idvanced  Tessels.  When  this  ship  arrived  abreast  of  the  lower  batteri<?p  the 
launen  of  the  mortar  flotilla,  which  seemed  to  be  without  any  form  of  order, 

betrncted  our  passage  in  such  a  manner  oa  to  oblige  us  to  stop  our  engines,  and 
ioi  delayed  our  progress.  At  4.-45  a.  m.,  as  the  80-pounder  rifle  was  the  only 
^  bearing  opon  the  hill,  and  able  to  reach,  we  opened  with  that  vigoronaly, 
Mpin^well  inside  their  line  of  fire.  At  5.15  the  ganboate,  and  a  few  minutes 
fler,  the  bomb-Teesela  of  the  mortar  fiotilla,  having  ceased  firing,  all  the  bat- 
ni«  which  had  previously  been  partially  silenced,  immediately  renewed  the 
ctioD,  hailing  a  cross  fire  on  this  ship  and  the  two  gunboats.

>dt  on  the  evening  of  the  27th,  twice  (when  in  the  cabin  and  on  the  quorter- 
vk  of  your  flag-ship)  I  a^ked  you  if  it  was  your  wish  or  desire  for  me  to  leave 
ly  buieries  behind  me  that  had  not  been  pilenced,  you  answered  "No,  air;  not ,

It  iffbrde  me  great  pleasure  to  hear  witness  to  the  excellent  deportment  of  my 
fcere  and  men ;  a  more  cool,  or  a  braver  set  of  men  was  never  on  board  of

Sir:  Agreeably  to  jonr  order  of  this  date,  I  hare  to  report  thai  I  received  no 
orders  "  to  follow  the  flag-ship  op  the  river,"  nor  any  «-ritt«n  order  whateTW. 
and  wae  entirely  ignorant  of  your  plan  of  attack. 

Agreeably  to  yonr  verbal  ioBtnictionB,  which  were  "to  take  the  rear  of  tk 
line,  and  to  follow  the  Kennebec,  and  fire  at  anything  and  everything  I  u> 
fit,  or  could  see,"  I  got  this  vessel  under  way  at  3.30  yesterday  moming,  took 
position  as  the  rearmost  veeael,  and  followed  the  Kennebec  to  attack  the  baK«w» 
at  Vicksburg.  After  the  sqnadron,  with  the  exception  of  the  Brooklyn,  Km- 
nebec,  and  Katahdin,  had  passed  the  batteries,  the  mortar  flotilla  ceased  firing. 
and  the  enemy  opened  their  batteries  anew.  We  continued  under  their  fireimtil 
8  a.  m.,  when  we  dropped  down,  in  company  with  the  Brooklyn  and  Kenaebn. 
and  at  8.20  came  to  anchor  ont  of  range.  I  have  no  caeualtiee  to  report,  and  tbr 
vessel  was  not  hit,  thongh  the  enemy's  shot  flew  around  and  over  na.  TheoS- 
cers  and  men  behaved  with  their  usual  cool  and  determined  bravery  under  6k. 
We  expended  in  the  action  eleven  shells  from  the  eleven-inch  pivot  gnn,  iml 
thirteen  from  the  Parrott  rifle  on  the  forecastle.  Every  shot  wa«  deUbentdr 
aimed  at  one  or  the  other  of  the  batteries.

My  position  was  in  the  rear  of  the  Pliiola  and  on  the  port  quarter  of  tb^ 
Brooklyn,  which  I  held.  On  the  batteries  opening  fire,  I  found,  from  the  pM<- 
tion  of  the  steamers  under  the  command  of  Commander  Porter,  that  I  cooU 
_  not  bring  my  guus  to  bear  on  the  batteries  without  serious  injury  to  th«a 
Immediately  on  their  dropping  astern  I  opened  fire  on  the  bluff  battery,  whici 
had  not  yet  been  silenced.  When  the  dense  smoke  which  previously  obicawJ 
the  vessels  had  passed  away,  I  found  that  you,  with  the  rest  of  the  fleet.  vA 
the  exception  of  the  Brooklyn,  Katahdin,  and  this  vessel,  had  passed  up,  sb^ 
that  the  mortar-vessels  had  discontinued  their  fire.  Placed  in  this  pontioa,  I 
agiun  referred  to  your  orders,  which  were :  "  But  if  the  action  should  be  wd- 
tinued,  the  ships  and  the  Iroquois  and  Oneida  will  stop  their  engines  aitd  dnf 
down  the  river  again,  keeping  Dp  their  fire  until  directed  otherwise."  Retainac 
my  position  astern  of  the  Brooklyn,  I  continued  firing  upon  the  batteries  vm 
my  supply  of  ammunition  was  so  reduced  that  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  denft 
The  hospital  and  otlier  batteries,  which  had  been  silenced  for  a  while,  had  tf 
this  time  opened  again.  The  battery  on  the  bluff  was  firing  with  vigor,  ud 
was  assisted  by  some  artillery-  in  the  woods.     With  shot  and  sheQ  fidbg 
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iTooad  us,  I  am  happy  to  report  no  caeualtiea  or  injury  to  tbis  veitsel.  The 
oScen  and  men  penormed  tneir  duty  with  the  neatest  alacrity  and  cooIqchs. 
I  unaot  Tcfrain  from  mentioning  my  executive  officer,  Lieutenant  F.  B.  Blake, 
■bo  penonally  attended  to  th«  firing  of  every  gun.  The  following  ie  the  ex- 
pmditiire  of ammnnition,  viz:  14  eleven-inch  shells,  10"  fiize;  3  eleven-inch 
MU,  15"  faze ;  16  Parrott  sheila,  percussion ;  5  Pairott  shells,  time  frize,  5" ; 
5  Parrott  shells,  time  fuze,  10".

Above  Vicktburg,  June  28,  1863. 
Sii :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  part  borne  by  the  Oneida  in  the  engage- 
ment with  the  rebel  batteries  at  Vicksburg  tins  morning. 

At  2.10  a.  m.  the  tlag-ahip  made  private  signal  to  the  fleet  to  get  under  way. 
Slapped  coaling,  cast  off  fiiim  the  coal  hark,  called  all  hands  and  got  under 
Ttr,  Ushed  the  banunocks  along  the  starboard  side  to  hold  splinters,  beat  to 

nrs  and  cleared  ship  for  action,  and  stood  up  the  river,  the  Iroquois  in  line 
the  Bichmoud  aatem  of  us,  and  the  rest  of  the  fleet  followmg.  At  3.A5 
the  enemy  opened  fire  on  us  from  hia  nnmcrouB  batteries  below,  over,  and  above 
^  town.  At  4.1A  opened  on  the  enemy's  batteries  in  aacccssioti,  firing  for 
fifteen  minntes  or  more  at  the  flaah  or  arooke  of  the  batteries  below  and  over 
the  town,  viz  :  the  marine  hospital  battery  and  the  batteries  on  the  ridge  over 
that  hospital,  it  being  too  dark  to  see  distinctly  the  batteries  on  the  shady  side 
irf  the  hills. 

As  it  grew  light,  orders  were  given  to  fire  aa  soon  aa  the  smoke  cleared  off, 
*ad  with  good  lum.  We  used  ahelle,  (S''  fnzes,)  shrapnel,  and  grape,  according 
lo  dytance,  steaming  so  as  to  keep  between  the  Iroquois  and  Richmond,  and 
poing  ahead  at  intervals  when  the  enemy  got  our  range  well. 

Haviug  reached  the  bend  in  the  river,  (the  Iroquois  ahead  and  tlie  Richmond 
uiern  of  na,)  and  none  of  our  starboard  gons  now  bearing  on  the  batteries, 
pivoted  guDs  and  laahed  hammocks  on  the  port  side,  and  prepared  for  enfiUdjp^^^ 
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the  batteries  above  tbe  town,  when  the  flag-§hip  came  op  in  the  proposed  Iik 
of  fire.     At  6.30  the  Oneida  anchored  near  the  Hartford. 

This  ship  was  struck  four  times.  One  6-inch  ride  shell  came  throngfa  tbe 
starboard  aher  pivot  port,  killing  S.  H.  Randall,  seaman,  at  the  after  luvot  gni, 
eererely  wounding  Richard  Hodgson,  third  assistant  engineer,  at  tne  eagine 
bcU,  and,  passing  through  the  combings  of  the  engine-room  hatch,  picked  np 
three  loaded  muskets,  (each  lying  fiat  on  the  deck,  on  the  port  side  of  thai 
hatch,)  and  burst  in  the  bulwarks,  over  the  first  cutter,  which  wae  lowotd  to 
near  the  water's  edge,  drove  the  muskets  through  the  open  port  there,  ind 
severely  wounded  William  Cowell,  seaman,  who  was  in  the  boat  soundine,  lad 
slightly  wounding  Henry  Clark,  chief  boatswain's  mate.  One  S-inch  eolia  tim 
struck  on  onr  starboard  quarter,  near  the  copper,  and  cut  tbe  mizEeiunast  hilt 
in  two  between  decks.  One  3a-pounder  shot  passed  through  the  rail.  A  second 
8-inch  solid  shot  carried  away,  amidshipB,  the  keel  of  the  launch,  (which  wu 
partly  lowered,)  and,  entering  on  the  etarboard  eide,  struck  tbe  steam  dnm. 
and,  glancing,  fell  into  the  fire-room. 

We  expended  19  eleven-inch  Bhella,  5"  fuzes;  16  eleven-inch  Bhrapncl;  3 
eleven-inch  grape,  from  the  two  pivot  guns;  12  aix-inch  sheila  j  6  33-pomi^ 
grape,  from  the  two  thirty-twos ;  and  28  thirty -poander  bolta,  from  tw«  rifle 
guns — most  of  these  (com  the  forecastle  pivot  gnn. 

The  officers  and  men  did  their  duty  well.     The  enemy's  fire  waA  heavy.    I 
enclose  the  sargeon's  report.     We  have  no  carpenter.

Sii:  I  favre  the  boBor  to  npoit  tiie  part  taken  by  this  ship  in  the  battle  of 
esterday,  in  passing  the  forts  at  Vicksburg. 

We  were  under  way  before  daylight,  and  reached  the  scene  of  action  a*  day 
as  Ineaking,  when  the  enemy  opened  fire  oo  us  from  his  scattered  batteriai ^  I,- 
vol.  10 S6  *- 
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shore.  We  returned  it  as  they  came  in  range,  going  at  aloiv  speed,  oor  gnm 
being  worked  with  admirable  coolneaB  and  deliberation,  which  was  ^ladntel^ 
requisite,  aa  we  labored  nnder  the  great  disadvantage  of  not  knowing  the  ntoa- 
tion  ot  the  batteries,  which  were  only  discovered  by  the  flash  and  th«  um^e  of 
their  guns ;  some,  also,  were  on  high  blnffs,  rendering  it  difficult  to  elevate  on 
gtiQB  to  reach  them. 

We  were  under  fire  abont  one  honr  and  a  half,  receiving  it  on  the  braadude, 
and  beJTig  raked  ahead  and  astern.  The  enemy  fired  with  great  predsion,  and. 
although  we  silenced  some  of  their  batteries,  they  retnnied  to  tbeta  when  *t 
had  passed  and  our  guns  would  no  longer  bear,  and  recommenced  filing.  We 
stopped  opposite  one  of  the  lower  batteries  more  eSectnally  to  sil^tce  it.  It 
would  have  been  easy  to  have  passed  by  the  batteries  nnder  fiill  stum  «iid 
speed,  with  much  lees  risk  from  the  enemy's  fire;  but  then  our  object  would 
not  have  been  gained  in  driving  them  away  from  their  guns. 

We  are  much  cat  up,  both  in  bnU  and  rigging,  which  the  enclosed  reptnts  of 
boatswain  and  carpenter  will  show.  The  rigging  was  soon  temporarily  aeeiDed, 
under  the  direction  of  oor  indefatigable  boatswain,  Jame^  Walker,  ITie  en«iT 
nsed — as  was  ahowa  by  our  fioding  them  on  board  after  the  action — 80-poimdff 
rifle,  32-ponnder8  and  8-inch  shot;  also,  rifle  and  musket  balls— Mie  of  oor 
men  being  wounded  by  the  latter  while  working  a  bowitscer  in  the  top. 

The  executive  officer,  James  8.  Thornton,  deserves  much  credit  for  his  excel- 
lent distribution  of  the  crew,  at  the  gun  and  other  divisions,  and  his  efficirat 
distribution  of  them  during  the  action,  llie  commanding  officers  of  dividioM 
also  deserve  mention— doing  thdr  duty  with  spirit  and  ability.  They  weir: 
Lieutenant  Albert  Kautz,  first  division ;  Master  John  C.  Watson,  second  dirisioD; 
Acting  Master  Daniel  0.  Murphy,  third  division;  and  Acting  Haster  EcraL 
Ooodwin,  powder  dijUlran. 

The  marine  guard,  under  the  chai^  of  Captain  Jno.  L.  Broome,  had  charge 
(if  two  broadside  guns,  and  fought  them  well,  thus  Bustaining  the  reputatjon  d 
that  distinguished  corps.  In  making  this  report  it  gives  me  an  opportunity  u 
supply  an  omission  inadvertently  made  in  my  last  report  of  the  battie  of  tk( 
24th  and  35th  of  April;  it  is  in  speaking  of  the  m^ical  department,  whick 
under  its  head.  Fleet  Sui^;eon  Foltz,  was  administered  admirably,  both  in  Oat 
and  the  former  battles.  The  engineer  department,  nnder  Chief  En^neer  Jaioa 
6.  Kimball,  won  much  praise  for  its  prompt  and  efficient  working,  both  ii 
passing  the  forts  and  batteries  at  New  Orleans  and  also  in  this  fight;  a  &ilnii 
promptly  to  obey  the  bells  or  the  giving  out  of  the  engines  might  haw  led  B 
much  disaster.  Acting  Midshipman  Herbert  fi.  Tyson,  doing  the  duty  of  aetra| 
master,  besides  carrying  on  those  duties  with  credit,  also  had  charge  of  a  ba«*d 
side  gun  manned  by  hie  division.  In  fact,  all — officers  and  mwi — wtae  a  oedi 
to  the  ship  and  to  the  country  for  which  they  have  so  gallantly  fionght. 

We  have  much  to  be  thankful  for,  in  only  having  to  moura  the  lo«s  at  em 
man — Edward  £.  Jennings,  seamui — and  having  a  few  only  slightly  wovnded 
under  such  a  heavy  fire.     I  enclose  the  fleet  surgeon's  report.

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iMidaman.  sligbtly  wounded  m  the  head.  The  vessel  was  Btrnck  «■  the  staihood 
qnarter,  deinolii<buig  the  qu&rter-boat  and  driTing  in  the  ipitketjng.  Aoodier 
shot  came  through  the  etarboard  bnlwarks,  nnder  the  top-gallant  foranutle, 
ebattering  and  canning  away  one  of  the  knees  and  ronnd  bonaes;  another  ihat 
went  through  the  centre  of  the  foremait,  half-way  up.

Sir  :  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  no  caeualUes  to  life  or  limb  in  tbe  aetiM 
of  this  morning  with  the  batteries  in  or  about  the  dty  of  Vicksborg.  Too 
small  shots,  eiuier  grape  or  small  field-piece,  passed  through  our  forward  tV 
board  bulwark,  cutting  away  one  stanchion  and  slightly  splitting  the  epu^etis;- 
The  damage  is  easily  repaired.  The  vessels  of  the  fleet,  while  pawii^  dtr 
city,  wore  first  exposed  to  a  heavy  plunging  fire  from  the  batteries  on  the  K^ 
of  the  blufb,  crogs-fires  from  battenes  (five  in  number,  I  think)  in  VBiinw 
places,  then  to  raking  fires  from  above  and  below;  and,  while  passing  the  krt 
batte^  at  the  upper  end  of  the  city,  to  heavy  fire  of  musketiy  mm  tot' 
cealed  marksmen,  and,  lastly,  to  the  raking  fire  of  heavy  guns  for  nearly  t** 
miles  above  the  last  battery. 

Wheal  cameabreast  of  the  upper  battery  it  was  entirely  clew  of  BRi.Wviif 
been  cleared  by  the  guns  of  the  flag-ship;  but.  as  soon  as  I  passed,  thtjtf 
turned  and  opened  a  very  spiteful  u«  upon  tbc  flag-shipi  boquoia,  Knsla,  ad 
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dia  iliip.  vBtU  beyond  mnge.     Tftkiiig  ^  thbgi  into  coiuidention,  it  seemB 
mineiiloiiB  tlurt  no  more  damage  was  enetained  by  the  fleet. 

Fiom  the  experience  of  this  morning  I  am  satisfied  that  aliipe  can  clear 
bttteriee  when  ptaeed  on  a  level  with  them,  or  nearly  bo,  thoagh  the  men  return 
lo  then  aa  soon  ag  the  Hhip's  guna  cease  to  bear ;  but  oa  to  batt^iee  placed  on  hilla 
and  bloflii,  ships  are  almost  useless  against  tbem. 

I  eondnde,  sir,  by  commending  to  yonr  notice  the  good  conduct  of  all  on 
btud.    Where  all  wen  alike  conspicuous  it  woald  be  nnjost  to  particularize. 

Hi.  Sanborn,  acting  as  pilot,  remained  in  the  gangway  during  the  whole  ac- 
liim,  tod  assisted  in  conning  tlie  ship.  Mr.  Sanborn  is  not  a  regular  river  pilot, 
but  a  nftsman,  partly  preaeed  into  the  service,  and  1  think  a  good  Union  man. 
Same  notice  from  you,  sir,  I  think  wonld  be  appreciated  by  him,  and  others 
like  him  in  the  fleeL

Sir;  Agreeably  to  yonr  order,  I  submit  the  following  report : 

At  two  in  the  morning  of  the  28th,  tlie  signal  being  made  from  the  flag-ship, 
I  got  onder  way  and  steamed  slowly  up,  (the  programme  being  tnat  the  Iroqnots 
>'u  to  lead  the  attack  upon  Vicksbui^,)  and  was  up  close  into  the  lower  battery 
before  we  were  discovered,  when  they  opened  fire,  which  was  immediately  rc- 
buned.  We  so  fought  our  way  up,  running  close  into  the  town,  having  a  raking 
Sn  from  the  fort  above  and  a  plun^g  fire  from  the  batteries  on  the  hill, 
ti^etber  with  broadsides  from  the  cannon  planted  in  the  streets,  and,  what  is 
most  strange,  tIiroa|^  all  this  heavy  concentrated  fire,  with  the  exception  of 
ntth^  away  both  our  mainstays,  and  some  other  immaterial  damage  to  the 
n^iog,  we  escaped  without  injury.  One  shell  burst  on  board  of  us,  scattering 
it*  fragments  around,  and  yet  no  casualty  occurred. 

We  remamed  ofi*  the  upper  batt^y  until  jmned  by  the  Sag-ship,  when,  fol- 
lowit^  yaar  motions,  we  anchored  out  of  range.  Uy  men  and  officers  behaved 
with  the  same  coolness  which,  I  learn,  so  distinguished  them  in  the  attack  on 
ilw  fins  below  New  Orleans.

Bib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  tbe  following  report  of  onr  engagement  with 

(be  rebel  batleriea  on  the  bcighte  of  Vicksbnrg.     Yesterday  morning,  at  abont 

tvo  o'clock,  observing  the  signal  from  the  flag-ship  for  the  fleet  to  weigh  anchor 

and  proceed  to  the  attack,  as  arranged  by  general  order,  we  were  soon  *i^^^> 
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way  aod  steaming  slowly  up  tlie  river.  By  fonr  o'clock  w«  were  in  ovr  etatioa. 
astern  of  tlie  Iroquois,  and  on  the  port  qnarter  of  the  Riclimoiid,  the  OiKtds 
ahead  and  close  to  ub,  the  remainder  of  the  Tessels  of  the  sqnadroD  not  in  li^i- 

At  4.15  the  batteries  opened  a  heavy  fire  upon  us,  which  we  iminediattJT 
returned  with  our  Farrott  rifle  and  eleven-inch  gun.  Arriving  opposite  the  city, 
and  within  four  hundred  yards  of  the  lower  batteries,  our  two  S4-pounder  ko«- 
itzenj,  charged  with  shrapnel,  were  brought  into  operation  and  did  fpoA  service 
in  clearing  the  batteries  of  their  crews.  The  action  continued  for  one  boor, 
during  which  the  Wissahickon  received  four  shots.  Our  port  main  rigging  *u 
shot  away,  and  an  eight-inch  shell  struck  the  vessel  at  the  water-liue,  entering 
the  berth-deck,  where  it  killed  one  man  and  wounded  all  the  men  stationed  to 
poee  shot  and  powder  on  that  deck.  Our  lose  in  the  battle,  though  not  beary, 
is  still  severe.  Master's  Hate  Charles  U.  Bird  received  a  compound  fnomt  «t 
the  left  arm;  ward-room  cook  killed,  and  five  of  the  crew  wonnded.  A  ttxen 
attack  of  fever  had  confined  me  to  bed  for  several  days  previous  to  the  a^ioa, 
and  I  could  do  but  little  during  its  continuance  except  to  encouiagc,  by  my 
presence  on  deck,  the  crew  tn  do  their  duty  faithfully. 

To  Lieutenant  E.  E.  Potter,  the  executive  o£Bcer,  belongs  the  credit  of  our 
enccoBs,  and  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  infurm  you  that  the  officers  and  crew  d 
the  Wissahickon  did  their  duty  t^thfnlly,  and  to  my  entire  sotiBfaction. 

After  passing  the  batteries,  1  proceeded,  according  to  my  orders,  to  the  mcrntb 
of  the  Yazoo  river,  bnt  the  gnnooats  named  in  your  order,  which  were  to  join 
me,  not  having  come  np,  I  deemed  it  imprudent  to  attempt  the  ascent  of  iIk 
river  alone.     1  shall,  therefore,  await  your  further  orders.

United  States  Flag-Ship  Habtpobo, 

Above  Vickibwg,  JtUf  6,  1862. 

Sib  :  I  have  to  inform  yon  that  we  are  still  at  this  place,  bombarding  it  1^ 
the  mortars  from  both  sides  of  the  penmsula.  Flag-Officer  Davis  has  four  mor- 
tars, and  Commander  Forter  sixteen.  Commander  Porter  has  hard  work  to 
keep  them  from  attacking  him  with  riflemen;  thns  far,  however,  he  bn  ahravi 
got  the  best  of  them,  and  forced  them  to  retreat.  He  reported  yesterday  tltA 
he  had  found  five  dead  bodies  in  the  swamp  near  him,  and  lai^  qnantitits  tf 
shoes,  knapsacks,  muskets,  &c.,  showing  that  he  had  driven  them  predpitately 
from  the  woods. 

I  received  a  telegram  yesterday  from  General  Halleck,  a  copy  of  it  fs  hftf 
with  enclosed,  by  which  it  ^pean  that  he  wiil  not  be  able  to  co-«perate  <riik 
us  for  some  weeks  yet. 

Flag-Officer  Davia  received  a  letter  fiwm  General  Grant  at  the  same  time,  «t 
Memphis,  stating  that  it  was  reported  that  Richmond  was  taken.  Should  dii* 
be  true,  no  doubt  but  what  Vicksburg  will  soon  fall,  but  it  mn*t  be  by  nwif* 
coming  down  in  the  rear.  The  city  is  sacrificed  by  the  soldiers;  it  ha*  b«n 
abandoned  by  the  inhabitants.  The  ditch  across  the  penineula  will  soon  t« 
dccp«nouj];h  for  the  water  to  run  through,  unless  the  river  should  fiill  veir  fcrt. 
We  are  now  in  hopes  of  a  little  rise,  a  foot  or  so  will  accomplish  the  object,

supply  veesels.

I  hope  the  department  will  not  snpcreedc  Commander  Bell  in  the  command

Comtmaider  D.  D.  Porter'*  report  of  the  operatioiu  of  the  mortar  fieet  at 
Vickeburg. 

United  States  Flag-Ship  Hartford, 

Above  Viektbwg,  Miinttippi,  July  7,  1862. 
Sib  :  I  herewith  forward  the  report  of  Commander  D.  D.  Porter  of  bis  opera- 
twita  since  the  receipt  of  bis  ordere  to  join  me  at  Vickaburg  up  to  date,  and  it 
girn  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  nothing  could  exceed  that  officer's  perse- 
Tfrance  io  getting  to  the  scene  of  his  labors,  or  the  steadiness  with  which  his 
officere  »nd  men  have  carried  on  his  work  of  demolition  and  annoyance  to  the 
c*iny,  while  I  deeply  regret  the  chance  shots  which  caused  the  death  of  his 
bfsve  men.  But,  as  1  stated  in  my  List  comniuuication,  Commander  Porter's 
Knvx  has  been  hard  npon  bis  officers  and  crew,  though  they  have  performed 
<t  well,  willingly,  and  uufliachingly. 

We  hope  soon  to  have  the  pleasure  of  recording  the  combined  attack  by  army 
Md  navy,  for  which  we  all  so  ardently  long.

Sir  :  A«eeabl7  to  the  orders  received  from  yon  I  sailed  from  Pensae^  aa 
the  3d  of  June,  and  on  the  9th  had  all  the  mortar  vesBele  is  New  Orleaas.  Oi 
the  13th  sixteen  vessels,  in  tow  of  the  steamers,  had  left  for  Vicksborg,  «i  Uf 
rations,  the  officern  and  men  being  desirous  to  arrive  at  the  scene  of  actkn  a 
good  time.  On  the  20th  we  were  before  Vickabnrg,  ready  for  semce,  haviBf 
met  with  no  delay  or  accidents  on  the  passage.  On  one  occasion  the  Sotills

ts  Commanding  Gx 

Uaeters  John  Collins  and  Thomas  £.  Smith,  and  the  Horace  Bealea  and  8aiu 
Brnin,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Breese  and  Acting  Master  A.  Chriatian,  wea 
also  attacked  at  different  times,  but  they  whipped  off  the  rebels,  and  piiiiwU 
their  voyage  in  peace.  The  latter  schooner  had  two  men  seriously  hurt,  haviig 
each  lost  an  arm  by  a  12-poand  shot.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Breeae  gim 
his  officers  full  credit  for  behaving  handsomely  tinder  a  troublesome  fire  bsm 
field-pieces  and  concealed  riflemen. 

On  the  21et,  with  a  mortar  schooner  alongside,  I  proceeded  up  toward  ikt 
city  of  VicksbuTg,  to  obtain  ranges  and  draw  the  fire  of  the  eoemy's  fbits,  abMt 
which  we  had  no  information.  The  rebels  allowed  us  to  gM  within  good  nage. 
when  thev  opened  on  us  with  all  their  batteries,  witbont,  however,  doing  aay 
harm,  and  enabled  ns  to  get  the  desired  infbnnation.  I  gave  them  four  boBib«, 
to  let  them  sec  they  were  in  range,  and  some  lOO-ponnd  rifle  shots,  aiid  reOKBcd 
to  the  anchorage,  after  satisfying  myself  about  the  proper  position  to  place  the 
mortar  vessels  in. 

On  June  26  I  was  employed  all  night  getting  the  morton  in  poeitkm.  Kinc 
on  the  right-hand  aide  going  up,  under  command  of  Ideutenant  Conunandiag 
Smith,  and  eight  on  the  left  side,  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Commaadiag 
Queen.  Lieutenant  Commandiug  Breese  was  lefl  at  New  Orieans  to  brinr  u 
the  Inet  vessels.  He  was  detained,  also,  getting  the  Sea  Foam  afloat,  whki 
vessel  had  grounded  badly  on  a  saud-bar,  where  she  will  most  likely  remain  fm 
the  rest  of  the  season.  The  position  selected  hero  for  the  mortars  was  a  beaati- 
fill  one  on  the  starboard  side  of  the  river,  at  2,500  yards  frtHu  the  main  battefy. 
and  2,200  from  the  water  battery.  The  vessels  on  the  port  side,  aboat  701 
yards  further  off,  were  rather  exposed  to  the  enemy's  fire,  but  were  so  covccr^ 
up  with  bushes  that  it  was  not  easy  to  see  them  at  that  distance,  much  leca  tc 
fire  accurately  at  them. 

When  the  mortars  were  all  in  position  ihey  opened  their  fire  deliberal«Ir.  (m 
the  purpose  mainly  of  getting  ranges,  which  they  succeeded  in  doing  after  a  fra 
fires.  The  enemy  opened  on  them  from  all  their  batteries  in  range,  bnt,  tboiagli 
they  fired  all  around  and  over  them,  none  were  struck.  A  kind  Provtdfnw 
seems  to  look  out  for  tins  little  fleet.  They  soon  silenced  the  batteriee,  sod 
were  enabled  to  pursue  their  experiments  unmolested.^ 

On  June  27  the  mortars  opened  agam  on  the  forts  at  5.45  a.  m-  firing  rapidly 
The  rebels  attempt^  to  respond,  but  were  driven  away  firom  their  guns  An 
we  had  fired  a  little  less  than  an  hour.  The  steamers  were  also  empkiyrd. 
throwing  in  an  effective  firo  with  their  rifle-guns.  The  practice  was  kept  nf 
during  the  day  with  good  effect,  many  of  the  bomb-ehem  going  into  the  tarn 
or  burating  over  them.  Only  one  vessel,  the  G.  P.  Williams,  was  struck  «a  ikb 
day,  a  7-inch  shell  lodging  in  her  bow  and  stickbg  there,  showing  that  th* 
enemy's  powder  was  bad.  At  sunset  we  ceased  firing,  and  at  8  o'clo^  mew^ 
again  with  all  the  mortars  on  the  town,  doing  mnch  damage.  At  8-30  1  Knt 
the  Owasco,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Guest,  up  abreast  of  the  towa  to  ihrv* 
some  incendiary  shells,  which  proved  to  be  failures,  as  they  did  not  explode- 

Jone  28,  at  3  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  squadron  made  a  move  to  paw  the  1        ' 
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md  the  flotOla  iteaaien  got  nnder  w&j  to  tdke  Aeir  position,  whicb  wm  to  enfi- 
lade the  water  batteries  as  the  ships  passed.  The  beadmoBt  vessels  of  the 
iqiudroD  passed  along  a  little  before  time,  unsupported,  and  our  vessels  conld 
Dot  gA  near  enough  to  them  to  be  of  any  service.  Five  of  the  above-mentioned 
msela  w^it  gallantly  on,  desnite  the  fire  of  the  batterie*,  throwing  in  their  gnu)e 
■nd  cannifller,  fiivored  much  by  tbe  heavy  atmosphere  and  early  moroing  ligbt* 
At  4  o'clock  the  flag-ship  came  along,  with  two  gnnboata.  By  that  time  the 
mottar  sleameTS  had  got  nearly  into  position,  and  moved  np  toward  the  batte- 
ms.  throwing  in  a  qnick  fire.  Nearly  all  the  mortars  had  commenced  as  the 
Bichmoud  paissed,  and  the  shells  were  falling  very  well  and  rapidly,  the  Hart- 
foid  and  gimboatB  opening  their  batteries  with  grape,  cannister,  and  shrapne]. 
The  air  seemed  to  be  filled  with  projectiles.  The  lower  batteries  were  silenced 
for  the  time,  thongh  I  saw  that  the  rebels  would  manage  to  get  a  shot  or  so  at 
the  ehtpe  after  they  bad  passed  along.  The  batteries  oat  of  range  of  the  mor- 
tsn  were  very  severe,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  some  ships  lost,  in  killed  and 
wo«inded,  as  many  as  they  did  at  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip.  I  regret  that 
Ike  mortars  were  not  able  to  reach  these  batteries. 

Aboat  1^  tkne  the  Hwtlbrd  passed  die  Oetomra's  wbed-ropee  got  jammed 
Mow,  and  there  was  a  fair  prospect  of  drifting  oat  of  action,  or  into  some  of 
Ibe  vessels  aatem,  as  I  went  drifting  by  the  Miami.  I  huled  her  commander, 
mi  orderttd  kim  op  within  six  ban&d  yards  of  the  batteries.  Also  hailed  the 
Jadsan,  and  ordered  the  Westfield  and  CUAon  to  go  ahead  irfme  until  I  could 
relieve  myself  from  nny  unpleasant  position.  The  Owasco,  IJeutenant  Com- 
uMwUng  Guest,  rati  Harriet  Lane,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Wainwright,  had 
beat  ordered  to  act  at  discretion,  and  throw  on  their  fire  to  tne  best  advantage, 
which  they  did  effectoally.  The  river  being  narrow,  and  the  current  very 
uroag,  it  was  impossible  to  mancenvre  so  many  vessels  to  advantage,  and  leave 
room  for  the  squadron  of  ships  to  pass. 

I  had  cleared  my  wheel-ropes,  and  sncceeded  in  getting  again  to  my  plaee 
ihead,  and  was  in  fine  position  (with  all  the  steamers  firing  very  rapidly  and 
9ftetaally)  to  cover  the  Brooklyn,  Katabdin,  and  Kennebec  as  they  came  along, 
ftiesoming  that  they  were  going  to  follow  the  Hartford.  That  vcseel  was  now 
iwo  miles  ahead,  wid  appeared  to  be  nnder  a  heavy  fire  from  a  battery  of  six 
IIUDB  at  the  upper  end  of  the  city,  out  of  mortar  range.  The  Brooklyn  came 
up  a  little  ahMd  of  the  mortar  vessels  and  opened  late,  as  did  the  gunboats 
laiem  <rf'  b^,  but  did  not  pass  tbrbugb. 

Not  a  shot  had,  op  to  tiiis  time,  struck  one  of  the  mortar  steamers;  when, 
udii^  it  neeeseary  to  slow  the  engines,  to  get  out  of  the  line  of  the  Brooklyn's 
in,  the  veesd  became  slatdonary,  and  a  fair  target  for  what  guns  the  enemy 
were  able  to  fire.  The  Jackson,  Lieutenant  Oonunanding  Woodworth,  was 
tttuck  badly  with  rifle  shell,  one  of  which  exploded  in  her  wheel-house,  disa- 
bling the  man  at  the  vnieel  by  cutting  ofl'  bis  leg,  and  knocking  her  steerii^ 
tpparatOB  to  pieces,  which  disabled  her.  The  other  struck  the  pillar  block 
npport,  almost  catting  it  in  two.  This  steamer  b^g  disabled,  the  Clifton, 
LientcDant  Commanding  Baldwin,  went  to  her  assistance,  (by  signal,)  and,  while 
>D  the  act  of  taking  her  in  tow,  a  7-inch  shot  passed  in  on  the  Clifton's  port 
x»w,  going  tfaroogh  her  boiler.  By  this  catastrjipbe,  six  of  the  men  in  and  about 
ie  magaarine  were  scalded  to  death,  and  others  were  Kalded  severely.  The 
*t«tm  drove  eight  or  ten  men  overboard,  one  of  whom  was  drowned.  The  Jack- 
««*i.  Iieat«uuit  Commanding  Woodworth,  now  became  the  helping  ship,  and 
[>*eked  up  out  of  the  water  the  Clifton's  men,  that  steamer  being  completely 
Jiaabled.  The  Westfield,  on  approaching  to  assist  ber,  was  stmok  on  the  frame 
rf"  her  engine,  by  a  heavy  rifle  shot,  which,  fortunately,  did  not  go  through, 
saving  struck  butt-end  foremost,  and  consequently  caused  but  short  delay.  In 
he  nwantime  the  Octorora  dropped  out  of  fire,  took  the  Clifton  in  tow,  and  re- 
nwved  her  to  a  place  of  safety.  The  Jackson  drifted  out  clear.  No  farther 
k^ceasitf  axiaiing  for  the  lletula  ^teaoess  nmaiDiBg  mder  fre,  (the  BnoUyn 
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and  those  astern  of  her  havii^  slowed  their  engines,  and  proceedbg  do  fanlwrO 
the  signal  was  made  to  retire  under  cover  of  the  woods,  having  been  tixtr-fivi^ 
minnt«a  under  fire.  Although  the  steamers  disabled  were  in  a  strong  current, 
and  narrow,  crowded  river,  thej  were  handW  and  taken  ont  of  action  witboM 
confiiBinu  of  any  kind,,  beyond  that  o<;caaioned  by  the  escaping  steam  on  houi 
the  OliAon  Such  a  calamity  is  always  appalling  to  those  annied  to  the  tSteU 
of  SQch  a  terrible  enemy  on  board  their  own  vessel.  The  conduct  of  the  offitm 
and  men  on  board  the  Clitton  was  creditable  in  the  highest  d^ree.  and  1  rcgitt 
to  say  that  those  scalded  to  death  wore  some  of  the  leading  men  of  the  veseeL 

No  tnrther  casualticB  occurred  of  any  consequence.  The  Jackson  and  ClifUn 
are  temporarily  repaired,  the  latter  working  nnder  one  boiler.  All  the  i^teanen 
took  good -positions,  and  their  commanders  did  their  duty  properly.  It  i»  (o  bt 
r^Tetl«d  that  a  combined  attaok  of  army  and  navy  had  not  been  made,  by  wUch 
something  more  substantial  might  have  been  accomplished.  Bnch  an  attack,  1 
think,  would  have  resulted  in  the  oaptnre  of  the  city.  Ships  and  mortar  veestk 
can  keep  fiill  possession  of  the  river,  and  places  near  the  water's  edge,  but  ib«T 
cannot  crawl  up  hills  three  hundred  feet  nigh,  and  it  is  that  part  of  Vicksbat* 
which  must  be  taken  by  the  army.  If  it  was  intended  merely  to  jmm  the  bu- 
teries  at  Vickshnrg,  and  make  a  junction  with  the  fleet  of  Flag-Officer  Dtrii, 
the  navy  did  it  moat  gallantly  and  fearlessly.  It  was  as  handsome  a  thin^  st 
has  been  done  during  the  war ;  for  the  batteries  to  be  parsed  extended  fall  thm 
miles,  with  a  three-knot  current,  against  ships  that  could  not  make  eight  kaov 
under  the  most  favorable  circumstances.  Again,  sir,  I  hare  to  mention  favon' 
bly  the  divisional  officers,  and  the  acting  masters  commanding  mortar  vessebL 
.Anchored  at  all  times  in  a  position  selected  by  myself,  more  with  rt^id  to  tiM 
object  te  bo  accomplished  than  te  anyone's  comfort  or  salelr;  knowispdaj 
they  will  have  to  stay  there  without  a  chance  of  getting  away  till  I  think  prr^ 
to  remove  them,  (no  matter  bow  thick  the  shot  and  shell  may  fly,)  tbm  hm 
always  existed  a  rivalry  as  to  who  shall  have  the  post  of  honor,  (the  iss^ 
vessel)  almost  certain  to  be  struck,  if  not  destroyed. 

They  know  no  weariness,  and  they  really  seem  te  take  a  ddigfat  in  bcmIb 
.firing,  which  is  painful  even  to  those  aecnstemed  te  it.  It  requires  mote  tka 
■ordinary  iseal  to  stand  the  ordeal.  Though  I  may  have  at  times  been  exactia( 
and  fiiiut<fiuding  with  them  for  not  conforming  with  the  rules  of  die  ttrnx 
(which  requires  the  edacatkm  of  a  Ufe-time  to  learn,)  yet  I  cannot  withhold  v) 
applause  when  I  see  these  men  working  with' such  earnest  and  nntiring  devoii" 
.to  their  duties  while  nnder  fire. 

The  officers  and  crew  of  the  Octorora  behaved  like  veterans;  and  I  an  nad 
indebted  te  that  excellent  officer.  Lieutenant  George  Brown,  hr  the  drill  of  th 
crew,  and  the  perfect  arrangements  made  for  going  into  action.  On  the  day  At 
-squadron  passed  up,  the  mortars  were  engaged  in  divisions  in  firing  on  the  eann 
and  keeping  his  guns  quiet,  and  ao  on  up  to  the  Ist  of  Jnly. 

Two  or  three  desc; 


e  came  in,  one  of  them  asserting  a  marvelons  atocy  ^ 
tbe  ships  and  mortars  had  killed  and  wounded  seven  hondred  persons.  N' 
doobt  some  were  killed,  but  very  likely  fewer  than  stated,  and  only  in  and  sbosl 
the  forts.  Only  two  schooners  were  struck.  One,  the  0.  P.  WUliams,  Artiq 
Master  Amos  K.  Langthome,  in  the  bow  ;  the  other,  the  Orvetta,  Actiop  Mtrts 
Blanchard,  through  the  foremast.  Nobody  has  been  hart,  so  fiu,  in  tlw  Btortv 
-vessels. 

On  the  1st  of  July  our  pickets  (which  were  thrown  out  aboot  a  faandn^ 
-yards)  were  surprised  by  a  large  body  of  rebels  dose  to  them,  evidently  iiin^ 
ing  to  surprise  the  mortar  schooners.  They  immediately  came  in  to  repon.  tbr 
enemy  firing  on  them  as  they  retreated.  In  a  momentall  the  guns  of  tbr  *« 
tar  vessels  and  flotilla  steuners  opened  on  the  woods  with  grape,  schrapMl 
cannister,  shell,  and  roondshot,  (the  mortars  throwing  in  bmnbs  with  rsu 
'  chaiges,}  and  we  knew.  If  an  enemy  was  there,  he  could  not  fece  a  fiir  likcosB 
■tnm  6tty  guns,  sprmd  out  along  the  leree  for  ^st  a  aiile.    After  the  m^ 
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»ere  well  Bhelled,  the  picketa  went  in  and  captured  three  rebel  soldiers,  who 
»ere  helplewlj  stock  in  the  mud,  from  which  they  had  mnch  difficulty  in  extri- 
ntia^  themselves,  and  cried  out  lustily  that  they  had  snrreadered.  They  were 
tmagfat  in,  with  their  arms  and  accoutremeuts.  These  men  state  that  two  regi? 
ttenti,  one  from  Tennessee,  ttie  other  from  Mississippi,  were  put  under  arms,  and 
ludt  lo  believe  they  were  going  to  attack  some  United  States  troops.  FindiQ|; 
J>e  bead  of  our  schooners  gaarded,  the  rebels  attempted  to  pass  tbroueh  the 
niddk  of  the  wood  and  enfilade  us,  hut  got  helplessly  studt  in  the  middle  of 
ie  s»«inp,  or  the  thick  mnd  which  exists  here.  While  in  tbis  condition,  our 
■utf  aimmenced  shelling  the  woods,  and  the  two  regiments  were  pauic  stricken. 
rbfy  threw  away  their  knapsacks,  cartridge  boxes,  and  everything  that  would 
iip«de  their  progresB.  In  going  over  the  ground  afterwards,  our  men  found 
T«!eiKee  of  a  general  stampede  throughout  the  woods;  amo^t  other  things 
Ikj  pcked  up  from  the  mud  the  heavy  boots  of  a  general  officer,  with  silver 
ipnis  on.  There  wan  evidence  in  the  marks  that  the  enemy  had  been  com- 
iatly  "  bilged,"  or  sunk  in  the  mud,  and  onr  priaonere  informed  ns  that,  had 
>e  gvne  bto  the  woods  at  that  moment,  with  two  hundred  men,  we  could  have 
glared  the  two  regiments,  as  they  were,  for  a  time,  perfectly  helpleBS,  having 
IirowB  away  many  of  their  arms,  &c.  It  waa  on  this  marah  I  depended  for 
tfftr  when  1  placed  the  schooners  in  position;  for,  without  snch  a  natural  de- 
MM,  we  ihoQld  have  been  at  the  mercy  of  concealed  rifiemen. 

Jiot  wishing  to  have  any  mishaps,  I  landed  five  howitzers,  threw  up  works, 
tmti  fifty  marines  as  pickets,  and  had  a  large  bell  slung  np  in  the  woods  with 
it*  leading  to  it  from  different  points,  so  that  the  pickets  m^ht  give  immediate 
itna.

Ife  h»re  held  the  position  we  first  took.  We  have  advanced,  indeed,  300  yards 
riti  the  mortars.  We  are  within  2,100  yards  of  the  enemy's  batteries,  and  in 
Ixm  distance  of  an  anny  (which  they  say  consists)  of  thirty  thousand  men — 
'  Terj  donbtful  estimate,  as  it  will  not  amount  to  a  half  or  a  third  of  that  nnm- 
c-  From  what  I  can  leani  from  pretty  reliable  sources,  the  regiments  are 
■sU,  ud  do  not  average  500  men  eaoh.  I  do  not  think  tbeie  are  6,000  men 
1  ihii  town  and  the  surronoding  country,  and  many  of  them  are  sick. 

1  rupectiully  submit  a  list  of  the  killed  and  wounded  on  board  the  steamers 
^liiW  nd  J.  P.  Jafkson.  On  the  Clif^n  there  were  eight  killed  and  one 
'*<udtd;  Thomas  Collins,  gunner's  mate;  Robert  Sargeant,  ship's  cook;  John 
^^At,  ordinary  seaman ;  William  Morris,  captain's  cook ;  John  B.  Carlton,  lands- 
<^;  Slid  George  B.  Derwent,  (colored.)  wardroom  steward,  killed ;  and  John 
lodraD, matter  at  arms,  severely  wounded;  John  Connor, 2d  claas  fireman,  was 
n>*md.  On  the  Jackson,  Alexander  Qreenwall,  seaman,  was  severely,  if  not 
•o^j,  wounded. 

On  the  3d  of  July  the  enemy  made  another  attack  on  our  pickets  and  drove 
^  in,  wounding  two  of  them,  and  succeeded  in  getting  so  close  as  to  fire  on 
vdecke;  bnttheysooQ  met  with  the  fire  of  five  field  pieces  which  I  had  placed 
^  the  edge  of  the  woods,  and  which  must  have  inflicted  severe  punishment. 

■>«  dead  bodies  have  since  been  found  and  evidences  of  some  wounded,  &om 
K  miukets  and  other  arms  thrown  away,  I  suppose,  in  the  retreat.  Since 
Ma  we  have  fortified  ourselves  so  that  they  cannot  annoy  us  without  getting 
u  >'orat  of  it.  They' have  shelled  our  position,  fired  hot  shut  and  rifled  shot 
1  thundance ;  and  though  they  have  made  some  holes  in  the  mortar  vessels,  we 
*>^f  heid  onr  position,  and  shell  them  out  whenever  we  open  on  them  with 
xnare.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  took  my  position  in  line  of  battle  on 
the  28th  inrtant  at  3.10  A.  m.,  in  obedience  to  signals,  and  stood  up  the  river  io 
company  with  the  squadron.  At  4  a.  m.  opened  fire  on  the  Hiemy's  batteriee, 
vrhich  we  continued  nntil  6.10  a.  m.,  when  we  had  pnased  Viekabn^  and  were 
beyopd  the  range  of  our  stem  gnns,  (24-pound  howitcers,)  but  within  range  of 
tbe  enemy's  heavy  rifled  gnna  fitr  some  twenty  minntes  aft«r  we  had  c^eed 
firing.  At  6.40  a.  m.  anchored  above  Vicksbnrg;  fired  from  tbe  ll-InctiguQ 
20  shell,  3  grape,  and  1  shrapnel ;  irom  the  FaiTDtt  rifie  29  shell ;  from  the  bow- 
itsers  13  ehell  and  20  shrapnd— total  86.  Owing  to  the  smoke  and  remarkably 
scattered  position  of  the  enemy's  gnns,  we  labored  under  great  disadvantage  in 
aiming,  which  hindered  us  from  firing  more  rapidly.  The  fire  from  the  enemy 
npnn  us  woe  very  severe,  owing  in  a  great  meaanic,  I  think,  to  onr  being  ibe 
last  vessel  that  passed  their  batteries.  Sat,  I  am  thankM  to  any,  only  a  few 
shot  struck  us,  one  of  which,  a  heavy  shot,  etrack  John  Brown,  ordinary  seaman, 
at  tbe  11-iuch  gun,  seriously  wonndtng  him;  another,  a  SO-pound  rifie  shot,  cut 
away  tjie  timber-head  of  the  starboard  aiW  port;  struck  the  howitaer  and  car- 
riage, slightly  defacing  tbe  former  and  slightly  injuring  the  latter ;  it  also  etrnck 
the  cabin  hatch,  destroyed  the  barometer  and  thermometer,  and  landed  in  tbe 
port  water-waye;  and,  I  regret  to  say,  it  killed  William  H.  Thomas,  qnarter- 
ennner  and  captain  of  tbe  gun,  while  sighting  tbe  piece,  and  mortally  wounded 
Thomas  Graham,  landsman,  who  died  in  a  few  minutes  after;  it  also  alightiy 
wounded  William  H.  Shucks,  landsman.  Daniel  GoUeran,  butdsnum,  wae 
wounded  by  a  musket  ball,  volleya  of  which  were  fired  at  na  from  hills  and 
bushes.  We  received  aome  four  or  five  luge  grape  shot  in  the  hull  just  below 
the  water-ways.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  neither  tlie  veeael  nor  guns  were  dis- 
abled. The  howitaer  continued  firing  after  the  accident,  under  the  direction  of 
Acting  Master's  Uate  WilliMn  H.  'PhompBon,  who,  by  his  hra^  example,  re- 
stored confidence  to  his  crew,  and  did  great  service  in  tbe  action. 

I  have  again  the  pleasant  dnty  of  baring  testimony  to  the  gallant  conduct  of 
the  officers  and  crew  of  this  vessel ;  the  spirit  and  zeal  exhibited  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  on  this  occasion.  John  R.  Tennant,  qnartermaater,  gave 
the  soundings  with  as  much  coolness  as  though  be  had  been  making  an  ordiusry 
survey.  Mr.  John  McHu|^,  our  pilot,  behaved  in  a  remarkably  cool  and  ^If- 
possessed  manner,  and  gave  me  gtvait  aBBistance.   Great  credit  is  doe  Licotenanl 
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L  E.  Cooke  for  tlie  efficient  manner  in  wbich  the  gune  were  worked,  and  for 
kegood  tmining  of  the  ship's  compRiij.  Accompanying  this  report  I  send 
Lwiftiiil  Snrgeoa  L.  H.  Lyon's  report  of  casualticB.

8ll:  I  hare  the  honor  to  report  the  following  casualties  on  board  the  United 
Mm  steamer  J.  P.  Jackson  during  the  engagement  on  the  morning  of  the  88th 
ttaa  before  Vickabaig.  In  endeavoring  to  obtain  the  position  assigned  me. 
ryoitr  order,  in  front  of  the  lower  "water  battery,"  my  vessel  waa  struck  by 
T-bdi  rifle  projectile,  wbich,  entering  on  the  starboard  side  of  the  forward 
uUiead,  passed  obliquely  through  the  forward  wheel-house,  destroying  the 
wL  Md  passed  out  through  the  hurricane  deck,  taking  ofi'  the  right  foot  of 
V  of  the  steersmen,  and  wounding  the  left  foot. 

TTm  Tessel  wae  for  a  while  rendered  unmanageable,  but,  by  the  aid  of  a  jury

Sir  :  It  is  with  deep  mortification  that  I  luinounce  to  the  departraeitt  Aab 
notwithijtaiidin|^  my  prediction  to  the  contrary,  the  iron-clad  ram  Arkansas  hif 
at  length  made  her  appearance,  and  taken  ua  all  by  snrprise.  We  had  hmi 
that  she  was  up  at  Liverpool,  in  the  Yazoo  river,  and  Lientenant  Colonel  Elkl 
informed  me  tnat  the  river  was  too  narrow  for  our  gnnboate  to  tnrn,  and  w 
also  shallow  in  places,  but  suggested  that  Flag'Officer  Davis  might  eend  np  sa«c 
of  his  iron-clad  boats,  which  araw  only  six  or  seven  feet  of  water. 

When  this  was  proposed  to  Flag-Omcer  Davis  he  consented  immediately,  aai 
Genera]  Williams  offered  to  send  up  a  few  sharpshooters.  The  next  mi'Tiiin; 
they  went  nfi*  at  daylight,  and  by  six  in  the  morning  we  heard  firing  np  tlw 
river,  but  supposed  it  to  he  the  gunboats  firing  at  the  flying  artillery,  said  to  be 
lining  the  river.  In  a  short  time,  however,  the  gunboats  appe&red,  and  the  na 
in  pursuit.  Although  we  were  all  lying  with  low  fires,  nmie  of  ns  had  ste«Bi,  m 
could  get  it  up,  in  time  to  pnrsne  her ;  bat  she  took  the  broadside  of  tb«  whole 
fleet.  It  was  a  bold  thing,  and  she  was  only  saved  by  our  feeling  of  s«c«itT. 
She  was  very  mudi  injured,  and  wasonlyableto  driftorgoattheslowect  epeeil— 
say,  one  knot,  and  with  the  current  she  got  down  to  the  forts  of  Vickabnig  be- 
fore any  of  ua  had  steam  up. 

I  had  a  consultation  with  Flag-Officer  Davis,  and  we  thought  it  best  to  tike 
the  evening,  when  he  dropped  down  to  take  the  fire  of  the  upper  battery,  lai 
my  squadron  passed  down  with  the  determination  of  destroying  the  rana,  if  piv- 
sible ;  but,  by  delays  of  getting  in  nosition,  &«.,  it  was  eo  dark  by  the  time  >r 
reached  the  town  that  nothing  could  ne  seen  except  the  flashes  of  tlie  gu&#,  80  ibsl. 
y  great  mortification,  I  was  obliged  to  go  down  sad  anchor,  with  (be  ml  >' 
fleet,  to  protect  the  transports,  mortar-boats,  &c. 
The  ram  is  now  repairing  damages — for  we  put  many  holes  thraogli  bcr — 
thongb  we  do  not  know  the  extent  of  damage  done  to  her.  Be  assart^ 
sir,  however,  that  I  eliall  leave  no  stone  unturned  to  destroy  her.  I  icgtel  t» 
report  that  the  loss  from  this  vessel  was  one  officer  and  two  men  killed,  aaid  in 
men  wounded.  The  total  loss  in  the  fleet  was  five  killed  and  Hxteeo  irniidi  i^ 
I  enclose  herewith  the  fleet  surgeon's  report  of  casualtiefl.

At  6.40  p.  m.  flag-ship  made  general  signal  1,218;  got  underway,  steaming 
IS  neceesary,  itdiilst  the  fleet  was  formed  according  to  the  plan  for  the  morning 
>f  tbe  28tfa  ultimo.  Bcnshaw's  mortars  were  now  firing  at  the  batteries.  At 
S.55  the  army  mortars  commenced  tiring ;  at  7  the  Benton  opened  fire  on  the 
aew  upper  battery ;  at  7.20  passed  two  of  tbe  army  gunhoate — now  holding 
iketr  fire  to  allow  as  to  pass — onr  fleet  having  formed  and  closed  up ;  at  7.30 
wt  opened  fire  on  the  new  npper  battery ;  fired,  in  passing,  at  the  npper  bat- 
leriea  and  rije-pits  with  onr  battery  and  small  arms,  whilst  nnder  like  fire  from 
the  rebels.

Stopped  firing  at  7.60,  haviite  expended  llic 
following  projectilee :  6  ehellB,  11-incn,  5"fuze;  9  gnpe,  Il-inch  ;  Seolideboi, 
11-inch,  (at  the  ram;)  10  shelU,  32-pounder8,  5"  fui?;  1  stand  32-pou»dM 
grape;  2  solid  32-pouadcr  shot;  16  bolts  and  I  shell  from  the  SO-poander 
Daolgren  rifle  gnns.  No  casualties  occurred  on  board.  The  officers  ud  men 
on  the  Bick  list  who  were  able  to  go  to  their  gnns  did  bo.  Ancboced  wilb  tlu 
fleet.

Sis:  Yesterday  morning  about  six  o'clock  firing  was  heatd  up  the  rinf, 
supposed  to  be  a  reconnoitcring  party  engaged  with  the  enemy's  field  utillHT 
up  uie  Yaioo  river ;  hut  it  proved  that  they  were  engaged  with  the  enrmj  i 
ram  Arkansas,  which  soon  appeared  coming  round  the  point,  firing  and  beiaf 
fired  into  bv  the  diflerent  vessels.  We  gave  her  our  port  broadside  as  she  pasM^ 
but  with  what  efiect  could  not  be  seen.  We  were  loaded  with  5"  shuL  Ai

Beed,  £.  G.  Haxeltine,  and  H.  L.  Blake.  We  were  stnic^  in  the  null  aevml 
times,  and  a  9-inch  shell,  that  did  not  explode,  carried  away  our  starboard  t«cc 
topsail  sheet  and  bitts  od  berth  deck,    "rhe  rigging  wae  bat  slightly  iigwed.

JackgoD,  and  John  Cameron,  seaman ;  six  were  wonitded.

Sir  :  At  twenty  nunntes  after  six  in  the  afternoon  of  the  15th,  signal  being 
Bide  from  the  flag-ship  to  weigh  and  form  the  line  abend,  (the  Iroquois  being 
)Hered  to  leadr)  I  was  immediately  under  way,  and  stood  down  the  river 
owui  the  newly  erected  battery,  having  been  preceded  about  half  an  hour  by 
Hi^'Officer  Davis  and  tbe  Benton,  with  two  other  iron-clad  gunboats,  whose 
utraclioDB  were  to  keep  in  play  the  upper  battery,  whilst  we  passed  on  to  the 
Utuk. 

Al  Mven  we  pasfed  the  head  of  their  line,  and  were  immediately  under  Are, 
tbidi  we  returned  al  once ;  and  very  soon  aflier  the  hill  battery,  in  the  upper 
Mnofthe  town,  commenced  its  raking  fire,  the  shot  and  shell  flying  over  lu, 
irir  gnoe  not  being  sufficiently  depressed.  In  a  short  time  we  were  abreast  of 
^  town,  from  which  we  received  volleys  of  musketry  and  artillery,  which  we 
ftomed  with  shrapnel  and  grape.  Now  the  lower  hill  batteries  commenced 
kir  plnngnig  fire,  and  at  this  critical  moment  our  worn-out  engines  suddenly 
'topped,  and  we  drifted  for  twenty  minutes  under  fire,  which,  as  night  was  now 
"tting  in,  wa«  ill-directed,  and  very  soon  gave  me  no  concern. 

As  we  dropped  down,  the  lower  water  battery,  and  what  I  supposed  might 
w  tbe  iron-clad  ram,  opened  upon  as.  Tbia  we  returned  with  solid  shot,  fiat 
^  sll  this  fire  of  heavy  shot  and  shell  from  the  batteries,  of  musketry  and 
Wd-peces  with  which  the  town  was  crowded,  with  the  exception  of  a  6-ponnd 
iWI,  fired  from  a  field-piece,  left  sticking  in  our  side  between  wind  and  water, 
■e  Mcaped  without  damage. 

Bf  the  indefatigable  exertions  of  our  chief  engineer  the  en^ne  was  set  going 
•gwn,  and  when  below  their  line  of  fire,  I  turned  and  stood  up  a^in  for  the 
^*tteries,  thinking  the  flag-ship  was  still  above.  But  afterwards,  finding  that 
i>  th«  darkness  she  had  passed  below  unobfierved  by  us,  I  dropped  down  and 
■dwed  beside  her.

She  was  struck  by  a  shot  on  the  port  side,  at  the  water-line,  under  No.  I 
gnnport,  going  in  two  inches  and  slandng  off;  stmck  hy  a  9-incIt  shot  aadtr 
Mo.  Sgunport,  two  feet  above  the  north  deck,  passing  through  planking  timbo 
and  ceiling,  breaking  off  one  hanging  and  two  di^onal  kneee,  demoliafaing  a 
mess-chest,  and  lodging  on  the  starboard  side.  Between  No.  11  and  13  gos- 
porla  6vc  grapeshot  struck  the  side  of  the  ship ;  one  sii-pound  shot  stm^  am 
the  top  on  the  afterpart  of  No.  12  ganport,  imbedding  itself  in  tbe  timbtf ;  a 
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•ii-poand  shot  atnick  on  the  forward  side  of  No.  15  goDport,  bniyiQg  itself  in 
ibe  timber;  one  six-pound  shot  came  through  the  afterport  of  cabin,  carrying 
mj  guh,  blinds,  and  bnikhead,  and  lodging  in  the  signal-room.  A  large 
nsDnber  of  bullets  struck  and  lodged  in  the  side;  the  mainmast  and  8h;nm-pipe 
rere  also  struck  by  ballets.

!jiR:  This  morniDg,  aboat  6.10  o'clock,  heavy  firing  was  heard  on  board  this 
WMel  apparently  from  the  direction  of  the  Yazoo  river,  the  cause  of  which 
noD  mwiifeeted  itself  in  the  appearance  of  the  gunboat  Tyler,  Lieutenant 
Comnitnding  Gwinn,  running  before,  and  closely  followed  by,  an  iron-clad  rebel 
nm— »inee  ascertained  to  be  the  Arkansas — escaped  out  of  the  Yazoo  river. 
tluj  Te:<Hcl — of  a  similar  construction  to  the  Louisiana  and  Missiasippt  de- 
itroved  at  New  Orleans;  that  is,  with  a  screw  propeller  and  inclined  iron  sides, 
tnued  with  nine  guns — seemed,  from  her  movements,  to  trust  entirely  to  her 
mnlnerability  for  a  safe  run  to  the  cover  of  the  Vicksburg  batteries.  The 
I^ler  made  a  running  fight  until  within  our  lines,  when  the  vessels  opened  as 
lifirgniiB  bore,  the  rebel's  speed  diminishing  very  visibly.

Bri:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  general  signal,  madi' 
'Nlerdsy  at  7  p.  m.,  I  got  under  way  and  took  position  fifth  in  tine  and  steamed 
loaii  the  river.     On  nesring  the  point  opposite  the  city,  found  an  active  bnm- 
■tHment  kept  op  from  the  iron-clad  vessels  of  Flag-Officer  Davis's  fiect,  while  . 
«  rfbeli  were  replying  with  gnat  spirit  from  all  the  hill  and  water  batteribfcUl'-' 
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streng^bened  by  la:^  bodies  of  Bharpebnotere  poeted  in  rifle-pits  aud  in  the 
woods.  Ab  we  turned  the  point  the  DuUeU  be^n  to  fly  over  ne  vi-rj-  tMAly. 
We  opened  on  the  ritirmKn  with  Btnall  arms,  in  the  hand?  of  oar  sick  sad  iv- 
ahled  officera  and  men,  who,  too  feeble  lo  work  the  heavy  gune,  still  wafcufk 
used  their  little  slreiieth  to  annoy  the  enemy  by  a  retnni  fire  of  nuukelrT. 
Our  two  24-pounder  liowitzerB  were  worked  rapidly  and  efficioitly,  throirii^ 
shrapnel  into  the  enemy'B  troops,  which  were  seen  to  buret  with  good  iMp 
and  efiect.  I  proce^ed  under  this  fire  and  the  cross  fire  of  the  ^tt^nes  rtll 
beyond  range,  when  I  rounded  to  and  anchored  at  8.10  p.  m.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  vessel  got  under  way  last  evrain^ 
and  passed,  in  company  with  the  rest  of  your  fleet,  from  the  anchorage  ah"^ 
Vicksbnrg  to  that  nelow.  All  the  vessels  were  subjected  to  a  heavy  Are  fri 
the  numerons  batteries,  aa  also  to  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry.  We  were  oiabln 
to  fire  our  11-inch  gun  but  three  times,  owing  to  having  received  a  shot  on  a 

Eort  Bide,  which  started  a  heavy  leak.  Started  our  deck-pumps  immediw-h 
ut  finding  the  water  gaining,  ran  in  and  pivoted  the  11-inch  gnn  to  stajboar 
to  raise  the  leak  out  of  water;  water  bIiH  guning,  pivoted  rifle  ^n  to  eui 
board;  shifted  port  howitzer  over,  and  Bhtfted  shot  and  shell  to  stArboard.  V 
orders  being  to  anchor  at  the  old  anchorage  below  Vicksbui^.  I  ran  down  to  A 
lower  end  of  the  island  and  rounded  to,  with  the  intention  of  aDchnrii^.  ht 
finding  the  leak  still  gaining  feat  on  the  pumps,  the  water  up  to  the  top  of  A 
ash-pit  doors,  and  being  ignorant  of  the  position  and  nature  of  the  dama^; 
causing  the  leak.  I  deemed  it  the  safest  plan  to  run  the  vessel  on  shore,  wlud 
waa  done  at  the  foot  of  the  island,  her  how  in  eight  and  stem  in  eieven  fei 
water.  Upon  examination,  we  found  that  a  abot  had  entered,  just  above  -wttei 
line,  and  close  to  opening  of  outboard  delivery,  breaking  valve  and  caR-im 
valve-chest.

Our  other  shot  struck  the  spirketing  in  wake  of  long  port,  but  did  not  prn 
trate.  One  shell  burst  among  the  crew  of  11-inch  gun.  killing  one  man  in 
verr  slightly  wounding  two  others.  The  fragments  of  this  shell  tore  up  !b 
deck  waterways,  hatch- combings,  and  gun-carriage,  but  the  injariee  ait-  o^. 
aerions.  In  the  engagement  with  the  iron-clad  gunboat  onr  side  was  petfont-i 
in  several  places  fay  fragments  of  a  shell  which  exploded  near  the  vessel,  wooaj 
ing  two  men.

Umtbd  States  Gunboat  Eshbx, 

Of  Aew  Orleans,  September  9,  1862. 
nil :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  on  the  liSd  ultinio.  having  remained  off  ■ 
w^  city  of  Baton  Rouge  two  days  after  ita  evacuation  by  our  troops,  I  pn^ '  '^ 
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c«eded  up  the  river  to  reconnoitre  reported  batteries  id  pr(^re«s  at  Port  Usd- 
son,  Louisiana,  and  also  coal  my  veBsrl  at  Bayou  Sara,  the  only  p]vx  I  could 
obtain  any,  save  Now  Orleans.  Arriving  there,  I  found  the  town  entirely  Jfr 
eerted,  and  the  coal  burning.  Sending  a  boat's  crew  on  shore,  they  were  fired 
at  by  guerillas  from  the  house?  in  heavy  force.  My  men  drove  them  oat,  and 
burnt  the  buildings  in  the  lower  part  of  the  town  to  prevent  such  being  nsed 
to  protect  the  enemy.  I'hese  guerillas  had  a  few  days  previously  fired  at  and 
wounded  Bevcrnl  of  the  crew  of  the  United  States  gunboat  Sumier.  On  tliF 
24th  I  was  necessitated  to  send  the  wooden  gunboat  Anglo-American,  vbkh  1 
bad  fitted  out  and  armed,  to  New  Orleans  for  coal,  and  I  again  dropp»]  down 
the  river  and  awaited  her  return  off  Port  Hudson.  I  could  discover  no  guns  « 
this  place,  but  earthworks  were  in  progresB.  and  whilst  deBtroying  l]ie.*e  I  hid 
the  misfortune  t«  burst  my  heavy  lO-inch  gun.  The  Anglo- Amp rican  mi 
srriving,  I  returned  to  Bayou  Sara,  where  we  were  again  fired  at  from  hnildii^ 
left,  on  which  I  ordered  those  remtuning  to  be  deBtroyed. 

The  Anglo-American  joined  me  on  the  29th,  and  reported  three  batteriau 
having  opened  on  her  whilst  passing  Fort  Hudson.  She  recdved  Bevcoty-thiw 
shots  in  her  en  ptutant.  I  bad  received  intimatiou  that  the  rebel  goatrai 
Webb  was  at  Natchez,  to  which  city  she  had  convoyed  transports  with  ^ 
plies  from  Red  river.  I  followed  to  that  city,  but  found  they  bad  80D|fat  m 
protection  of  the  Vickshnrg  guns.  At  Natchez  a  boat's  crew  from  the  £bki 
were  Bent  on  shore  to  procure  some  ice  for  my  sick,  wben  they  were  wbUodIt 
attacked  by  over  two  hundred  armed  citizens,  wounding  the  officer  in  comniBd. 
and  killing  one  and  wounding  five  seamen.  I  immediately  opened  fire  oa  tk 
lower  town,  and  set  a  considerable  number  of  the  honses  from  whence  tlxr 
wore  firing  on  us  on  fire.  After  bombarding  the  place  for  an  hour,  the  mjv 
unconditionally  eurrendered  the  city, 

I  followed  the  rebel  gunboat  Webb  to  the  batteries  at  Vickaburg,  uadertfcf 
guns  of  which  she,  with  two  transports,  lay.  Heavy  ordnance  batteries,  ext^ 
ing  three  miles  ftirther  down  the  river  than  during  the  siege  in  July,  preveolsd 
my  nearer  approach  to  these  boats.  Having  ex(£anged  some  shots,  and  »t^- 
Uuned  that  the  upper  fleet  was  not  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town,  being  sbon  <i 
provisions,  my  battery  wenkened  by  the  loss  of  two  guns  burst,  and  iko 
short  of  ammuniti'in,  I  determined  to  steam  down  the  river  to  New  Qrleamfti 
supplies,  and,  if  possible,  ascertain  the  Btrength  of  Port  Hudson  batteriec.  Od 
the  7th  instant,  at  4.15  a.  m.,  we  were  off  that  place,  and,  on  coming  withie 
range,  the  enemy  opened  on  ub  a  vigorous  fire  with  heavy  siege  gnnf>.  Tb 
Essex  was  Btruck  with  heavy  shot  fourteen  times.  As  nearly  ae  I  can  jnd^ 
the  enemy  had  in  ]>OBition  from  thirty-five  to  forty  guns  of  10-inch,  9-tn(ji,  aid 
8-inch  calibre,  in  three  batteries  commanding  the  river  to  the  extent  of  five  mik^ 
A  68-pound,  ;!2-pound.  and  also  a  10-iiich  shot,  lodged  in  the  Essex,  bol  viib- 
out  material  damage.  We  were  under  fire  an  hour  and  three-quarters,  doiiij 
which  time  the  guns  were  worked  well  and  incessantly,  and  I  have  reasoo  ti 
believe  the  enemy  was  considerably  damaged.  Mr.  J.  Harry  Wyatt,  acting  foirtl 
master,  and  my  secretary,  had  command  of  :iie  forward  battery,  and  bisdA" 
duct  met  my  entire  approbation.

8ii :  In  punnance  of  your  order,  I  proceeded  down  Btresm  on  tbe  S4th 
nutint  for  New  Orleans,  arriving  there  on  the  moraing  of  the  25th.  We  loaded 
op  with  coal,  and  left  that  city  at  3.15  p.  m.  on  Thnrsdaj,  the  28th  instant 
Nothing  of  importance  occarrc^  until  I  approached  Port  Hudson.  I  noticed 
MfthwDrks  had  been  thrown  up  on  tbe  bluffs  as  well  as  the  water-line,  bnt  oo 
pas  being  in  sight,  I  kept  on  for  abont  a  mile,  when  another  line  of  earthworks 
wu  diKovered,  as  well  aa  indications  of  rifle-pits.  I  immediately  orderod  my 
riff  50-pDunder  to  bo  fired.  At  this  moment  the  enemy  opened  on  the  boat. 
Ij  rifle  gun  unfortunately  could  not  be  used,  as  the  cartridge  bad  been  made 
vet  by  a  jmit  parsed  heavy  rain.  Our  howitzer  was  useless,  as  no  ammunition 
enild  be  obtained  for  it  at  Kew  Orleans.  We  wero  now  just  abreast  of  the 
ivt-mentioned  earthworks,  the  enemy's  guns  playing  on  us  with  ereat  rapidity. 
l<»Bld  see  two  32 -pounder  cannon  and  eigbteenfield-pieces,  6  and  IS  pounders. 
Ih  fire  was  so  heavy  on  my  frail  wooden  boat,  that  bad  it  not  been  a  matter 
rf  nrgent  necessity  to  reach  you,  I  sbonld  have  dropped  back,  as  I  bad  no 
pnlKlion  for  the  machinery,  and  the  firo  was  so  heavy  that  the  firomen  were 
krnn  from  their  post  I  determined,  from  the  importance  of  the  case,  to  push 
DO  md  rejoin  yon,  if  possible.     I  am  happy  to  report  we  succeeded. 

The  following  casualties  occurred :  Mr.  Parker,  pilot,  severely  wounded  in 
the  buk  from  a  oursting  shell,  and  James  Bancs,  seaman,  slightly  wounded  by 
nltnter  over  the  eye.  We  roceived  seventy-three  shots — fifteen  heavy  shots, 
ae  balance  12-poi>nder  and  grape.  One  32-pouader  struck  tbe  npright  brace 
«f  tbe  walking  beam,  breaking  it  in  two. 

It  is  with  pTeaaure  I  hero  state  the  gallant  conduct  of  Hr.  U.  Olasford,  exeen- 
6n  officer,  and  Mr.  B.  8.  Williams,  pilot,  who  never  left  their  post  of  danger, 
mi.  by  their  energy  and  coolness,  contributed  to  the  saving  of  the  boat.  Ur. 
liUer,  chief  engineer,  Hr.  Parker,  third  master,  and  Hr.  Jacobi,  of  the  Essex, 
«11  did  their  duty  nobly.

Flag  Ship  Habtkobd. 

Batim  Rouge,  Atigtut  7,  1862. 
Bii:  It  is  one  of  the  happiest  moments  of  my  life  that  I  am  enabled  to 
'■dans  the  department  of  the  destruction  of  the  ram  Arkansas ;  not  because  I 
Ud  tbe  iron-clad  in  such  terror,  but  because  the  rammnuity  did. 

On  the  4tb  instant  I  sent  tbe  Tennessee  up  to  Baton  Rouge  with  provisions 
fm  Commander  Porter  and  the  gunboats  stationed  at  that  place.  On  the  night 
tf  tbe  Sth  she  returned  with  the  information  that  the  enemy  had  made  a  com- 
Uaed  ittack  upon  Baton  Rouge  by  the  ram  and  tico  gunboats,  the  Webb  and 
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Uneic,  and  calling  for  aeHiaUnce.     At  daylight  the  Hartford  was  under  way  tor 
thiB  place,  with  orders  for  the  other  vessels  to  foUov  me  as  fast  as  ready. 

I  arrived  here  to-day  at  12  m.,  in  company  with  the  Brooklya,  Westfield. 
Clifton,  Jackson,  and  Sciota.  I  bad  sent  tne  Caynga  up  before  me,  agreeably 
to  a  request  of  General  Butler,  in  consequence  of  the  guerillas  firing  into  sone 
of  his  transportn.  On  my  arrival  I  was  iufornicd  by  Commander  W.  D.  Porter 
that  yesterday  mumiug  at  2  o'clock  the  enemy's  forces,  under  General  Breckjo- 
ridge,  attacked  (leneral  Williams,  drovo  in  his  pickets,  &c.  General  Williuitf, 
having  hod  ample  warning,  was  all  prepared  for  him.  The  fight  was  continued 
with  great  energy  on  both  sides  until  10  a.  m.,  by  which  lime  the  enemy  had 
been  driven  back  two  or  three  miles ;  but,  unfortiiuut^ly,  the  gillant  Gcnenl 
Williams,  while  cheering  on  his  men,  received  a  Minie  ball  through  his  heart. 

General  Williams  had  informed  Lieutenant  ConimaudiDg  Ransom  the  evening 
before  of  bis  plans,  and  requested  him  not  to  fire  a  gnu  until  he  notified  hia; 
and  when  he  did  so,  our  gunboats — tbc  Kinco  ana  Katalid in— .opened  iritL 
fine  effect,  throwing  their  shells  directly  in  the  midst  of  the  enemy,  prodacing 
great  dismay  and  eonfusion  among  them.  Lieutenant  llaneom  Lad  an  officer  oo 
the  State-house,  which  overlooks  the  adjacent  country,  and  could  direct  the  fin 
of  every  shell. 

As  soon  as  the  enemy  was  repulsed,  Commander  Porter,  with  the  punbott". 
went  up  stream  after  the  ram  Arkansas,  which  was  lying  about  five  milc^  abi^f. 
apparently  afraid  to  take  her  share  in  the  conflict,  according  to  the  preeonceritd 
plan.  As  he  came  within  gunshot  ho  opened  on  her,  ana  probably  soon  dis- 
abled some  of  her  machinery  or  steering  apparatus,  for  she  became  unmanage- 
able, continuing,  however,  to  fire  her  guus  at  the  £s9cx. 

Cora iminder  Porter  says  he  took  advantage  of  her  presenting  a  weak  pois 
towards  bira,  and  loaded  with  incendiary  shells.  After  bis  first  discharge  d 
this  projectile,  a  gush  of  fire  came  out  of  her  side,  and  from  that  mouieiit  il 
was  discovered  diat  sbc  wua  on  fire,  which  he  continued  his  oKertinns  to  pRTtni 
from  being  extinguished.  They  backed  her  ashore  and  made  a  line  fast,  wbid 
soon  bnmt,  and  she  swung  off  into  the  river,  where  she  continued  to  burn  ni^ 
she  blew  up  with  a  tremendous  explosion,  thus  ending  the  career  of  the  Uit 
iron-clad  ram  of  the  Mississippi.  There  were  many  persooa  on  the  banks  of  ikt 
river  witnessing  the  fight,  in  which  tbey  anticipated  a  triumph  for  Sewssia;  bo 
on  the  return  of  the  Essex  not  a  soul  was  to  be  seen. 

I  will  leave  a  sufficient  force  of  gunboats  here  to  support  the  amiT,  and  «SI 
return  to-morrow  to  New  Orleans,  and  depart  immediately  for  Ship  island,  liii 
a  light  heart  that  I  have  left  no  bugbear  to  torment  the  communities  of  fhe 
Hississippi  in  my  absence.

Sib  :  1  have  to  report  that  a  vignrout*  atUick  was  made  upoo  nor  forci'ii  Rt  tfaie 
aUce  yesterday  morning,  at  about  5  o'clock,  by  a  strong  rebel  force,  said  to  be 
nmmanded  by  General  Breckinridge. 

The  Kinen  and  Katahdin  were  placed  immediutely  in  a  position,  previously 
indicated  to  me  by  Guneral  Williame,  to  protect  hie  right  fliuik ;  but  his  lines 
■eie  so  lonch  extended,  and  so  completely  covered  the  enemy's  approach,  that 
rar  guns  could  not  be  mode  available  with  safety  to  our  troops  at  any  time 
hiring  the  morning.  In  the  af^monn,  however,  we  were  notified  of  Huch 
:luuige«  in  the  relative  poeitionn  of  the  two  forces  that  we  were  enabled  to  open 
>ilh  tremendouH  effect,  we  arc  informed)  upon  the  enemy's  left  wing,  which 
^«ed  him  to  withdraw  in  much  haxtc,  and  to  fall  back  several  mile>^. 

E»rly  in  the  morning,  soon  after  the  attack  had  been  commenced,  the  smoke 
)f  a  ]«tcamer,  supposed,  from  information  received  the  previous  evening,  to  be  the 
mn  Arkansas,  was  observed  moving  rapidly  down  the  river  towards  the  bend 
iMt  above  this  place.  It  stopped  about  a  mile  above  the  bend,  and  remained 
titav,  Bometimes  apparently  moving  up  a  little,  then  down  ligain,  during  the 
lav  4nd  night. 

Late  in  the  afternoon  she  was  joined,  apparently,  by  two  other  steamers, 
(judging  by  smoke,)  which  separated  from  her  thiit  morning,  moving  up  the 
rifer.  The  Eseei,  accompanied  by  the  Cayuga  and  3umtcr,  then  moved  up 
lowards  the  bend  ;  finally  a  general  signal  waa  made  by  the  former,  agrcejiblv 
lo  vhich  the  Kineo  and  KatsJidin  followed.  Upon  drawing  near  to  the  beno, 
iowever,  some  lines  of  white  smoke  having  been  observed  in  the  rear  of  the 
tiiy.  it  was  deemed  advisable  for  the  two  latter  to  return  to  their  ntation  for  the 
proiKtion  of  the  troops. 

By  this  time  it  had  been  discovered  that  the  Arkansas  was  on  fire.  Subse- 
^iMiitly  it  had  been  ascertained,  I  believe,  that  she  had  suddenly  become  belp- 
it*  there  by  Home  failure  of  her  engines ;  and  seeing  our  approach,  so  formidable 
tn  her  in  her  crippled  condition,  doubtless  they  set  her  on  fire  and  abandoned 
itt.  About  1  o'clock  her  magazine  exploded,  and  the  ram  Arkansas  waa  ex- 
tilt.

Sii:  The  anticipated  attack  of  thr^  enemy  on  this  place,  of  which  I  made 
npaiion  in  my  letter  of  the  4th  instant,  took  place  on  tne  morning  of  the  .Ith. 
In  coosequence  of  the  line  of  our  troops  being  so  extended,  the  Katahdin  could 
ffoder  00  assistance  to  the  place  until  afternoon. 

During  yesterday  afternoon  the  Kineo  and  Katahdin  shelled  the  enemy,  firing 
d«n  over  the  town  into  his  very  camps.  This  we  were  enabled  to  do  by  means 
"^  *  lystem  of  signals  established  by  Lieutenant  Commanding  Hansom,  on  the 
to»er  of  the  State-house,  which  corrected  our  aim.  Our  sheila  did  tine  execu- 
■wn,  uid  drove  the  enemy  from  hia  position  and  determined  him  to  a  retreat,  he 
fuving  been  repulsed  by  onr  troops  under  General  Williams  in  the  earlier  part 
of  the  day.  ^--  .

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The  only  way  we  can  operate  is  by  firing  at  oitreme  elevation,  clewi  otw 
the  town  of  Baton  Ronge. 

This  morning  Commander  Porter,  in  the  Essex,  accompuiied  by  the  Carn;;* 
and  Sumter,  started  tip  to  attack  tlie  Arkansas.  The  Katabdin  and  Kincc 
remained  at  their  stations,  near  the  Statc-faonse,  but  were  eubseqaently  eignaUed 
to  follow  up  and  cIobc  in  with  the  other  veascU;  but  when  nearly  ap  with  tb? 
enemy,  appearances  indicated  an  attack  on  the  town,  and  we  were  again  ordemi 
bock  to  our  stations.  In  the  mean  time  the  Essex  engaged  the  Ai-kansas  tor 
about  an  hour,  when  tbe  latter  was  fired,  deserted,  and  at  1  p.  m.  blew  up,  with 
a  terrific  explosion. 

For  some  unexplained  reason,  the  two  consorts  of  the  Arkansas  Icfl  rarly  ii 
the  morning,  and  advantage  was  taken  of  their  absence  to  engage  the  ram. 

We  have  thus  had  a  bloodless  victory ;  but  the  timely  arrival  of  tbe  C  lynga 
and  our  approach  in  force  no  doubt  had  a  good  moral  effect,  as  tbe  ™m  *i* 
badly  managed  und  made  a  poor  fight. 

The  enemy  are  still  hovering  in  the  rear  of  this  place.  Information  i»  rvceiTod 
that,  besides  tbe  6,000  troops  alrpAdy  in  this  vicinity,  4.000  are  nppr>Mcbiii^ 
from  Manchac,  and  others  from  Vicksburg.  I  keep  in  constant  commnnicUbtD 
with  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  troops  here,  ready  to  open  fire  when  aai 
where  he  may  desire.

SiK:  On  the  evening  of  the  4th  instant  I  was  informed  by  Qetterkl  William* 
that  the  rebels,  in  considerable  force,  under  General  Breckinridge,  were  movins 
on  this  place.  The  rebel  ram  Arkansas,  with  two  gunboats,  the  Webb  and 
Music,  were  also  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  to  support  the  attack  of  the  rebJ 
army.  I  mnde  snch  a  disposition  of  the  naval  force  under  my  command  a.'  I 
thought  would  give  the  most  aid  to  our  small  force  on  shore. 

On  the  morning  of  the  fith  instant,  at  1  o'clock,  the  enemy  made  an  attack  oa 
our  land  forces  and  drove  in  tlie4eft  wtngof  our  army, killing  General  William. 
Our  men  retreating,  I  opened  fire  with  shot  and  shell  over  them  on  the  adrascin: 
enemy,  and  turned  them  back. 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  enemy  to  make  a  simultaneous  attack  by  land  aad 
water;  hut  the  fire  from  the  Essex  and  other  gunboats  driviog  the  enemy  back. 
evidently  disconcerted  their  plans. 

Though  not  making  her  appearance,  I  had  information  of  the  vicinity  of  tfaf 
ram  Arkansas;  and  this  morning  I  determined  to  steam  up  the  river  and  attack 
her,  and,  if  possible,  prevent  her  rendering  further  assistance  to  the  land  fonet 
she  was  co-operating  with.  At  10  a.  m.  I  came  in  sight  of  her,  at  aboot  thr 
distance  of  half  a  mile,  and  immediately  opened  fire.  After  an  action  of  abou: 
twenty  minutes  I  succeeded  in  setting  fire  to  her.  and  at  meridian  ehe  blew  cp 
with  a  tremendous  explosion. 

The  Arkansas  had  a  crew  of  180,  and  mounted  ten  guns,  (six  3-iach  and  foo.' 
50-pound  rifles.)  This  vessel,  the  Essex,  mounts  seven  guns,  and  had  oo'.i 
forty  men  on  duty  at  the  time  of  our  going  into  action.     Hy  first  master,  &,  K. 
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Bilej,  WB8  in  aick  hoBpital,  and  bis  place  was  supplied  by  Second  MaBter  Dayid 
PortCT  Rosenmitler,  who  conducted  nimeelf  to  my  entire  satisfaction.

Flag-Ship  Hartford, 
Neu)  Orleam,  AvguH  10,  1863. 
SiB:  Since  forwarding  the  reports  of  Lieutenants  Fairfax,  Ransom,  and  Roe, 
VB  have  picked  up  a  nnmber  of  priBoners  froio  the  ram  Arkansas,  all  of  whom 
t  have  catechised  very  closely.  They  agree  very  well  respecting  her  exit  from 
Jk  Yaxoo,  and  her  passing  the  fleets;  they  also  agree  as  to  the  number  of 
killed  and  wounded  oa^  each  of  these  occasions,  making  in  all  eightrrn  killed 
lad  a  lai^e  number  of  wounded.  At  Vicksburg  they  plated  the  deck  with  iron, 
■nd  fortified  her  with  cotton  inside.  She  then  came  down  in  command  of  Lieu- 
Kuot  H.  K.  Stevens,  (Brown  having  been  taken  sick  at  Vicksburg,)  with  the 
iBteatkin  of  making  a  combined  attack  with  General  Breckinridge  upon  Baton 
BoDge;  bot  her  port  engine  broke  down.  They  repaired  it  in  the  course  of  the 
lay,  and  went  out  to  meet  the  Essex  the  next  morning,  when  they  saw  her 
xfning  ap;  but  the  starboard  engine  gave  way,  and  they  ran  her  ashore,  she 
tieing  perfectly  unmanageable. 

They  eay  that  when  the  gunboats  were  seen  coming  up,  and  the  Essex  com- 
■uiced  6ring,  the  captain  set  the  ram  on  fire  and  told  the  crew  to  run  ashore. 
ITiey  also"  state  that  the  gunboata  Webb  and  Music  were  sent  for  to  tow  her  up 
4e  river,  hut  they  did  not  arrive,  and  neither  of  them  bad  been  seen.     This  is 
le  statement:  all  of  which  is  respectfully  Bubraittpd  bv  your  obedient  servant, 
1>.

United  States  Flag-Ship  Hartpobd, 

New  Orkani,  Atigiut  10,  1862. 

Sir:  I  rt^rct  to  inform  the  department  that  at  the  town  of  Donaldsonville, 
tv  ihe  Uisstnsippt,  they  have  pursued  a  uniform  practice  of  firing  upon  our 
rtMnier«  passing  up  aod  down  the  river.  I  sent  a  nioHHage  to  the  inhabitaats 
that  if  they  did  not  discontinue  this  practice  I  would  destroy  their  town.  The 
last  lime  I  passed  np  to  Baton  Rouge  to  the  support  of  the  army,  I  anchored 
^Dt  six  miles  above  Donaldsonville,  and  heard  them  firing  upon  the  vessels 
UKDing  up,  first  upon  the  Sallie  Robinson  and  next  upon  the  Brooklyn.  Ill  the 
Utter  caJ>G  they  made  a  mistake,  and  it  was  so  quickly  returned  that  they  ran 
way. 

Tbt  next  nigbt  they  fired  again,  upon  the  Sl  Charles.  I  therefore  ordered 
(ham  to  aead  th«r  women  and  children  out  of  town,  as  I  certainly  intended  ta 
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destroy  it  on  my  way  down  the  river;  and  I  fhlfilled  my  protQise  to  &  cntiB 
extent. 

I  burnt  down  the  hotelfl  and  wharf  baildinge,  hIbo  the  dwelluig-baa»e  ntd 
other  buildings  of  a  Mr,  Philippe  Landry,  who  is  said  to  be  a  captain  of 
guerillas.  He  fired  npon  our  men,  but  they  chased  him  off.  We  also  brongh 
.  off  some  ten  or  twelve  of  his  negroes,  and  supplied  ounwlve«  with  cattle  and 
sheep  from  hie  place.

8iB:  I  am  happy  to  infonn  the  department  that  I  arrived  here  ye«i*idir 
about  noon,  with  the  ships  Brooklyn,  Richmond,  and  Hartford,  and  Eonbiiit! 
Pinola  and  Kennebec,  the  other  ^nboats,  excepting  the  Katahdin  ana  Kin«. 
left  at  Baton  Rouge  for  the  protection  of  the  troops,  having  preceded  me. 

On  the  20lh  instant  I  received  the  order  of  the  department  to  drop  the  tiof* 
down  the  river,  and  not  to  risk  tbein  before  the  batteries  more  than  po»dble. 
The  river  had  fatten  very  much,  and  my  anxiety  was  great  that  I  should  d« 
be  able  to  get  the  large  ships  down.  Unfortunately,  the  iron-elad  ram  Arkansv 
came  down  on  the  15th,  before  I  received  your  order,  and  her  commander  bei^ 
satialied  by  the  reception  we  gave  her  that  she  was  not  shoi-pnuif,  kept  ha 
close  in  under  the  forts,  which  are  mounted  with  8  uud  10  inch  cotambiadfi  tsi 
50-pounder  rifles.  Still,  Flag-Officer  Davis  wan  delermined  that  aa  Commands 
W.  D.  Porter  thought  his  vessel,  the  Essex,  wae  shot-proof,  he  would  make  as 
attack  on  the  ram  and  drive  her  down  to  us  or  destroy  ner.  He  had  also  dclw- 
mined  to  let  the  Sumter  run  at  her,  and  to  let  Colonel  EUet  aW  attack  ber  wvik 
one  of  his  rams.  The  ram  lay  between  the  two  forte,  at  the  upper  bend  nf  tbr 
river,  about  four  miles  above  tlie  fleet. 

It  was  stipulated  that  I  was  not  to  pnsf  u[i  the  river,  but  be  n'jidy  to  iweivf 
her  if  she  attempted  to  come  down.  Unfortunately,  the  attack  was  a  faihn'- 
Tbe  Essex  ran  at  the  ram,  bot  being  so  clumsy,  they  let  the  bow  of  the  hb 
swing  off  from  the  shore  so  that  the  Es^^ex  ran  fast  aground;  but  she  delivcrcl 
her  three  9-inch  guns  into  the  ram  at  not  more  tlian  ten  or  twelve  f«ei.  W 
those  who  saw  the  ram  afterwards  eay  she  liad  a  large  hole  knocked  into  kr. 
Colonel  Eilet's  ram  also  ran  at  the  iron-clad,  but  the  fire  from  the  forte  and  n>> 
so  damaged  her  that  it  was  with  difficulty  she  got  back  to  her  anchorage,  tad 
it  was  only  remarkable  that  she  wa^  not  destroyed.  We  do  not  know  that  fht 
damaged  the  ram.     The  Sumter,  from  some  misunders  tan  ding,  did  not  go  in. 

This  was  a  daring  act  on  the  part  of  Colonel  EUet.  and  one  from  which  Ixcii 
Flag-Officer  Davis  and  niyecif  tried  to  deter  him. 

The  Essex,  afti-r  she  got  afloat,  ran  down  to  our  fleet  through  a  storm  i/cbea 
and  shell;  and  strange  u>  say,  not  a  shot  struck  herattershe  left  the  upper  fnrw 
She  was  only  penetnited  by  three  projectiles  from  the  ram  and  forti-,  vii :  •"■ 
9-iBch  and  one  50-pound  rifle  ^olid  shot,  and  one  30-]KmBd  conical  sbelL  Tk 
last  went  through  the  casemates  about  six  feet  ftom  the  forward  comer.  a»l  ex- 
ploded inside,  killing  one  man  and  wounding  three,  whicb~waf  nsaiiyall  (b> 
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Junage  done  the  crew.  The  9-iac)i  eolid  shot  penetrated  the  forward  caae- 
aiit  nearly  amidship,  paaeed  through  the  iron,  but  did  not  go  through  the  wood. 
Tbe  50-poDnder  rifle  passed  through  the  pfrt  quarter  and  lodged  in  the  ward- 
rmm,  doing  no  harm ;  but,  of  course,  each  of  tlic^ae  shots  started  the  wood  and 
iwD  coiuidprablj,  and  other  shot  in  the  same  vicinity  would  have  done  much 
iknug?, 

I  wailed  a  day  or  two  for  General  Williams  to  make  hie  preparations  for 
IttTing,  18  he  had  determined  to  do  so,  not  having  well  men  enough  to  take 
lare  of  the  sick  ones.  When  all  waH  ready  I  settled  with  Flag-Omcer  Dav-is 
tiiil  Commander  W.  D.  Porter  was  to  take  chaise  of  thts  lower  part  of  the 
lirtr.  with  the  Essex  and  Sumter.  I  do  not>  however,  consider  this  force  suffi- 
aent,  for  there  are  two  gunboats  in  the  Red  rirer  and  two  in  the  Yazoo.  I 
^nme  Flag-Officer  Davis  will  destroy  those  in  the  Yuzoo,  and  my  guuboats 
ittfd  the  Music  and  Webb  up  tlie  Red  river,  but  drew  too  much  water  to  go

i^iRt  On  the  gist  instant  Flag-Officer  Farragut  directed  me  to  place  the 
DKtv  Khooneis  in  a  position  to  open  tire  on  the  batteries  at  Vicksburg,  in- 
^wting  me  at  the  same  time  not  to  commence  the  attack  tmtil  the  firing  began 
ioffl  ibe  upper  batteries  upon  the  steamers  of  Flag-Officer  Davis's  fleet,  which 
1  inJnslood  were  coming  down  to  engage  them,  while  the  iroo-c!ad  steamer 
&WI.  Commander  W.  D.  Porter,  would  endeavor  to  destroy  the  ram  Arkansas. 
The  mortar  schooners  were  placed  in  the  position  they  occupied  during  the 
Gurnet  bombardment  on  the  west  bonk  of  the  river,  from  3,700  to  4,000  yards 
'nn  the  lower  batteries.  At  ■'>  a.  m.  on  the  22d  they  opened  tire,  and  con- 
Santd  ihrowing  shelb  until  the  Essex  had  passed. 

The  (hips  of  Flag-Officer  Farragut  not  having  taken  positions  to  engage  the 
'^tletiH,  I  remained  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mortar  schooners  with  the  Westfield 
■^7  to  assist  them  should  it  be  necessary. 

At  5.45  I  made  signal  to  retire  from  action,  and  the  schooners  dropped  down 
">  Ibeir  former  position. 

On  th»,  as  upon  all  other  occasions,  when  the  mortars  have  been  engaged, 
^  fir?  was  rapid  and  accurate,  bnt  the  results  were  different,  owing,  I  pre- 
taiDp,  to  »D  few  of  them  being  engaged  at  a  time  when  the  enemy  was  putting 
brtli  his  ntmost  enei^  to  destroy  the  gallant  Essex.

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Comvtatider  W.  B.  Rensiaw't  report  of  operatimt  <^  mortar  Jlotilla  pranaai 
to  and  during  tie  bombm-dv*e*t  on  the  I5lk  of  July,  1862. 

Umted  States  Stbahbb  Wbstfibld, 

Mittiaippi  River,  July  23,  lS6a. 

Sir:  I  have  the  biiuur  to  eubmit  the  fulloving  report  of  the  operations  irf  tbc 
division  of  the  morlar  flotilla  I  have  the  honor  to  conunand.  preTioDs  to  and 
during  the  bombardrocnt  of  the  I5th  inetant. 

About  7  a.  m.  constant  firing  was  heard  in  the  direction  of  the  oombined 
fleet*  of  Flag-Officers  Farragnt  and  Davie,  anchored  a  few  miles  above  Vickt- 
bnrg,  and  ahortly  after  intelligence  waa  received  that  the  rebel  iroa-cl*d  ns 
ArkaneaB  was  endeavoring  to  and  wonld  probably  succeed  in  paasing  the  fled 
Signal  was  immediately  made  from  this  steamer  to  the  mortar  scbooners  to  pre- 
pare to  get  under  way.  At  8  a.  m.  the  ram  was  discovered  coming  rlovly 
around  the  point,  when  I  made  signal  to  the  schooners  to  get  underway  inme-  . 
diately,  slipping  the  cable  of  this  staamer  at  the  same  time  to  give  them  unrt- 
ance  should  they  require  it. 

The  schooner  Sidney  C  Jones,  Acting  Master  Jack,  (which  had  been  asbm 
since  a  few  days  after  the  fleet  passed  the  batteries,  and  by  the  receding  rncr  . 
left  with  hut  a  few  feet  of  water  under  her,)  was  lying  in  a  defenceless  poeitian. 
rendering  it  proper  that  immediate  preparations  should  be  made  to  destroy  ha 
should  tne  ram  continue  on  her  course  down  the  river.  I  was  about  inakii^  ' 
signal  to  Acting  Master  Jack  to  be  ready  to  blow  her  up,  when  he  made  aigaaL 
"  Shall  I  destroy  T"  At  this  time  the  ram  was  observed  going  along? ide  of  the 
bank  at  Vicksburg,  and  the  necessity  for  immediate  action  having  ceased,  I 
answered  the  signal  by  directing  him  to  "  get  ready." 

After  the  schooners  had  successfully  dropped  down  some  distance  below  te 
Brooklyn,  under  the  cover  of  whose  guns  they  could  alone  be  protected,  I 
steamed  up  the  river  for  the  purpose  of  giving  specific  directions  to  Actag 
Master  Jack,  and  to  reconnoitre  the  ram.  Upon  the  way  I  met  General  Wil- 
liams and  Btafi,  riding  along  the  bank,  and,  hailing  bim,  requested  to  know  ifke 
intended  embarking  bis  command.  Being  answered  in  the  negative,  I  requested 
him  to  allow  one  of  his  artillery  officers  to  go  on  board  the  stranded  schooner, 
and  make  such  a  distribution  of  her  [lowder  as  to  insure  her  mortar  being  bkivB 
into  deep  water,  (a  distance  of  only  a  few  feet,)  should  it  become  uetxsuiy  to 
fire  her.  The  request  was  cheerfully  complied  with,  and,  passing,  I  soon  retiued, 
and  bailing  the  schooner  at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  yards — 
easy  conversing  distance — directed  Acting  Master  Jack  to  make  preparatioot 
to  blow  her  up,  and  that  an  artillery  officer  would  come  on  board  to  insbvd 
him  in  relation  to  the  manner  the  powder  should  be  placed  to  insure  the  moittr 
being  blown  into  deep  water;  but  that  be  mwt  »of  Mow  her  up  autjl  he  rec^rcd 
orders  from  me,  or  the  ram  was  actually  coming  down  upon  him. 

These  instructions  were  clearly  understood  by  him  at  the  time,  and,  fe^isg 
assured  they  would  be  strictly  complied  with,  I  proceeded  a  short  distance  f■■^ 
ther  up  the  river  to  examine  the  condition  of  the  ram.  Satisfying  myaelf  tbt 
she  was  seriously  injured  by  her  conflict  with  the  fleet,  I  fired  two  rifle  shots  si 
her,  and  ran  down  the  river  to  communicate  with  Captain  Bell  and  Infonu  his 
of  the  resulf  of  my  observations,  and  upon  communicating  with  him,  recriwd 
an  order  from  Flag-Offioer  Farragut,  directing  me  to  bring  the  morbus  to  bear 
upon  the  batteries  immediately,  as  he  was  coming  down  with  the  fleet  to  sttiel 
them  and  endeavor  to  de.itroy  the  ram. 

All  the  steamers  of  the  flotilla,  with  the  exception  of  the  Westfield,  hmf 
absent,  towing  the  twelve  schooners  accompanying  Captain  Porter  down  At 
river,  I  applied  to  Captain  Bell  to  order  tho  United  States  steamer  KenaingMs 
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U  iwFJsi  me  in  getting  the  mortar  ticboonerB  into  position,  and,  in  niply,  was 
oTonned  that  the  army  transport  Laurel  Hill  would  tow  up  two  of  them. 

This  wag  all  the  assistance  I  required  to  promptly  execute  t)ie  order  [  had 
nceivedi  and  to  carry  it  out,  I  despatched  Lieutenant  Gommauding  K.  B. 
Brer«r,  in  hw  boat,  to  Biiperintend  the  placing  of  the  schooners,  and  at  the  same 
aae  U>  look  at\er  the  S.  C.  Jcnee,  and  oe  ready  to  give  proper  directions  should 
ilie  ism  unexpectedly  move.  lie  had,  however,  scarcely  felt  to  perform  this 
JDt]i  when,  to  my  Borprise  and  great  regret,  the  S.  C  Jonea  was  blown  up, 
ijibontuy  movement  of  the  ram  occurring  to  justify  it. 

Three  ecliooner?  were  then  taken  in  tow  by  this  steamer  and  placed  in  poui- 
MB  OD  the  west  side  of  the  river,  a  little  below  where  they  were  stationed  dur- 
Bg  ibe  previous  bombardment,  the  batteries  on  the  VickBbarg  side  opeuiog  fire 
mtiy  at  the  same  time. 

TLe  Lanrel  Hill  not  having  started  with  her  tow,  I  was  obliged  to  return 
lown  (be  river  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  delay,  ajid  was  informed  by  ber 
iptoin  that  be  "  bad  part«d  his  hawser,  and,  consequently,  could  not  tow." 
n  liflecn  miDutes  afterwards  we  were  under  way,  with  the  two  remaining 
cboonerx,  and  at  3.30  p.  m.  I  bad  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  all  the  mortars  in 

The  first  three  schooners — tbe  John  Griffith,  Acting  Master  Henry  Brown 
anmaadiDg ;  the  Ucury  Janeii,  Acting  Master  James  W.  Pcnuington  com- 
uiuJiDgi  and  tlie  Oliver  H.  Lee,  Acting  Maatcr  Wasbingtoa  Godfrey  com- 
usdiog— had  already,  at  1.30  p.  m.,  opened  fire  from  their  mortars,  and  at  the 
ise  ve  arrived  with  the  Orvctto,  Acting  Master  F.  E.  Blanchard  commanding, 
lii  ihe  Sarah  Bruen,  Acting  Master  A.  Christian  commanding,  were  also  firing 
riih  iJieJr  broadside  guns,  assisted  by  a  field  battery  of  General  Williams's 
raimand,  at  a  largo  body  of  riflemeu  on  the  opposite  shore  who  were  annoy* 
if  ihem  by  their  tire,  which  immediately  ceased  upon  our  casting  off  our  tow 
ad  throwing  some  8-inch  grape  among  tbem.  The  estimated  distance  of  the 
•iMjiet /uTlAett  up  the  river  from  the  batteries  was  3,700  yards,  and  of  the 
M  fuitheet  down,  4,000  yarda. 

Tht  mortoTB  being  in  position  and  firing  with  effect  upon  the  batteries,  I 
mined  oiider  way  in  their  vicinity  to  render  them  all  the  assistance  my  frail 
'"""  er  could  afford,  should  they  require  it,  until  htuled  by  the  Brooklyn,  at 
m.,  informiDg  me  that  the  fleet  was  get^ng  uudcr  way,  when  I  made 
;o  the  mortare  (o  fire  rapidly,  and  ran  over  to  the  eastern  shore  of  the 
<er,  «Qd  took  up  tbe  same  position  I  occupied  during  the  bombardment  on  the 
>(^ing  of  the  S8tb  of  June,  enfilading  tbe  water  battery  in  front  of  the  brick 
Mpital,  and  remained  there  until  the  fleet  hod  passed  the  batteries,  and  all 
ni^,  eicept  from  the  mortars,  had  ceased.  The  signal  to  "  cease  firing  and 
^"  was  then  made  to  the  achooners,  at  8.30  p.  m. 

1\t  firing  from  tbe  mortara  was  rapid  and  accurate,  the  shells  frequently  fall- 
's apparently  within  the  batteries,  and  causing  for  a  time  a  less  regular  fire 
^101  inem.  which,  from  some  unknown  cause,  was  far  less  vigorous  from  the 
'ver  baiieries  than  ou  the  occasion  of  tbe  previuua  bombardment. 

To  the  report  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Breese,  commanding  the  8d  divi- 
on  of  mortar  schooQers,  I  have  the  honor  to  refer  you  for  particnlare  of  tlie 
""tar  practice  and  condact  of  their  officers  and  men.  The  services  of  this 
6«r,  1  am  aware,  have  abeady  been  brought  to  your  notice  by  the  very  able 
■^d  gallant  commander  of  tbe  ootitla,  Captain  Porter ;  and  I  have  only  to  add 
weipreseion  of  my  very  high  appreciation  of  his  official  ability  and  gallantry, 
I'l  my  thanks  for  hie  zealous  assistance  during  this  anxious  day — anxious  from 
K  iut  that  from  the  hour  of  half-past  one  until  nearly  eight  in  the  evening 
*  nisrtar  schooners  were  lying  in  position,  comparatively  unprotected,  within 
■0  ud  a  half  miles  of  this  ram,  which  bad  successfully  run  the  blockade  of 
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onr  fleetSi  not  knowing  nt  what  moment  her  repairs  might  be  completed  and  rbr 
again  ready  for  action. 

The  Westfield  was  struck  twice  during  this  bombardment,  vithoni  miteriillj 
injuring  her ;  once  by  a  rifle  shot  on  her  connecting  rod,  which  wu  probablj' 
saved  by  the  enj^ne  being  in  motion,  and  once  by  the  fragments  of  a  ehelL 

Since  the  Wo!<tlield  has  been  in  commiaeiiDn  she  has  been  engaged  in  ttrw 
regular  hombardmenta,  and  at  other  times  frequently  under  uie  fire  of  At 
enemy's  batteries,  perfomitag  the  duties  assigned  her  in  connexion  with  thr 
mortar  flotilla;  and  it  is  a  duty  I  embrace  with  pleasure,  in  thus  making;  hit 
first  official  report  to  the  dcpnrtinent,  to  express  my  appre«iatian  of  the  cnndact 
of  her  officers  and  men. 

The  executive  officer,  Acting  Ma»tir  C.  W.  Zimmerman,  though  hot  a  roolli 
of  nineteen  yeurs,  ban  proved  himRelf,  by  his  professional  knowledge  and  fine 
bearing  under  fire,  worthy  of  receiving  a  lieutenant's  commission.  I  can  al-o 
with  confidence  recommend  Acting  Maater  L.  D.  fimalley  for  a  permanent  posi- 
tion in  th<;  navy,  should  the  department  contemplate  retaining  any  of  the  toIod- 
teer  appointments.  He  has  performed  the  dnties  of  master  since  leaving  ifc 
United  States,  and  in  that  capacity  directed,  under  my  snperviaion,  the  steera^ 
of  the  ship,  whenever  she  has  been  under  fire,  with  coolness  and  jodgmenu 

Acting  Masters  Vassallo,  Trullio,  and  Warren  have  been  attentive  to  ibrfi 
duties,  and  courageously  fought  the  guns  at  which  they  were  stationed,  wlrilf 
the  supply  of  powder  and  projectiles  from  the  powder  division  was  evidaw 
that  Acting  Master's  Mates  Amett  and  Harvey  were  equally  worthy  of  pt»i»- 

The  engineer  in  charge.  Mr.  William  R.  Greene,  with  his  assistants.  Mewis 
George  S.  Baker  and  Charles  Smith,  have  been  untiriDg  in  their  exertions  V 
keep  the  en^ne  in  repair,  and  have  exercised  so  much  judgment  and  can  tki.' 
since  leaving  the  United  States  there  has  never  heen  a  day  that  the  macbivTT 
has  not  been  in  perfect  working  order. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  E.  U.  Allis  and  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  C.C 
Walden  are  also  worthy  of  commendation ;  the  former  for  kind  and  nnmns- 
ting  attention  to  the  sick,  and  the  latter  for  fatthfiil  attention  to  dnty,  and  («r 
volunteering  to  take  charge  of  onr  9-inch  gun  during  the  last  bombardiBru 
(two  of  the  acting  masters  beiug  ill  with  the  fever,)  and  fighting  it  with  conn? 
and  ability. 

Mr.  Dudley  S.  Griffith,  captain's  clerk,  has  been  of  great  service  to  iif  ii 
carrying  my  orders  in  time  of  action.  He  is  a  youth  of  mncb  intelligcDee  *oi 
cool  courage.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  pan  taken  in  lb" 
bombardment  of  Vickaburg   by  the   mortar  vessels,  second   divieion  nwrt* 
flotilk,  on  the  15th  July. 

The  position  of  the  six  vessels  at  this  time  was  just  out  of  gunshot  d  lb 
enemy,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  and  about  a  mile  above  the  Brocklfi 
with  the  exception  of  the  mortar  achooner  S.  G.  Jones,  ^yfoe  agronnd  aboil  < 
mile  above  us  and  on  the  same  side.  vn^>Oi;;|i, 
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FiriDg  bad  been  beard  some  time  up  tbe  river,  wben  an  officer  came  to  the 
nrer  bank  and  stated  tbat  the  rebel  ram  AikanBas  was  attemptiog  to  run 
tfarongb  the  fleet,  and  that  she  would  probably  eacceed.  Word  was  iimne- 
diitel/  pa«Bcd  to  the  division  to  heave  short,  and  yonr  signal  to  prepare  to  get 
under  way  was  soon  followed  by  the  signal  to  get  under  way,  tlie  ram  having 
bait  m  sight,  and  appearing  to  be  standing  for  us. 

Tbe  dirision  slowly  dropped  by  the  tide  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  former 
poiilioa,  hauling  close  in  to  the  bank.  Here  all  preparations  were  made  tn  do 
Dm  best  with  the  ram  should  she  come  down.  About  10  a.  m.  you  ordered  the 
dincioD  to  be  ready  to  be  taken  up  into  position,  and  that  I  bad  better  go 
ibfad  and  select  the  place  for  them,  which  I  did,  at  the  same  time  to  see  wlwt 
eonld  be  done  with  the  8.  C.  Jones.  On  leaving  your  vessel  the  Jonea  was 
dtKorertd  to  be  on  fire,  and  shortly  after  blew  up. 

About  1.30  p.  m.  the  John  Griffiths,  Orvetta,  and  Henry  Janes  reached 
Ibeir  poiition,  towed  by  your  vessel,  and  at  1.40  they  opened  fire  on  the 
aemy^s  batteries.  The  Barah  Bmen  and  O.  H.  Lee  were  to  have  been  towed 
hj  tbe  laurel  Hill,  but  they  were  abandoned  after  a  single  attempt,  and  only 
pit  mto  position  by  yoor  vessel.  As  yon  are  aware  that  the  enemy's  shot  flew 
<pi»  thickly  abont  the  vessels  while  being  placed  in  position,  it  will  not  be 
KtwMTy  for  me  to  say  anything  further,  except  that  at  difierent  times  we  were 
Wned  npoQ  from  the  rifled  gun  of  the  enemy,  and  also  from  sharpshooters 
pWd  in  the  woods  on  the  opposite  bank. 

The  broadside  guns,  throwing  lO-second  shell,  responded  to  this  latter;  but 
I  think  their  being  silenced  before  mischief  was  done  is  owing  to  the  splendid 
iknting  of  Captain  Hine's  battery,  placed  in  battery  abreast  and  partly  astern 
of  lie  division.     This  battery  most  effectually  silenced  the  enemy's  fire. 

The  firing  from  the  mortars  was  continuous  from  the  time  of  taking  up  poai- 
^  » that  of  the  order  to  drop  down  the  river,  with  the  exception  of  about  an 
bmr  daring  a  rain  squall.  Tbe  firing  was  once  in  about  seven  to  ten  minutes 
frwn  each  vessel  untU  we  beard  the  gtms  from  onr  fleet  coming  down,  wben  fire 
'•«  opened  as  rabidly  as  possible,  and  kept  up  until  all  the  fleet  bad  passed  ns, 
•ben  yon  made  signal  to  retire. 

Ufnng  this  time  the  John  Griffiths  threw  62  shells,  the  Orvetta  30  sheila, 
1^  Henry  Janes  60  shells,  O.  U.  Lee  49  shells,  and  Sarah  Bruen  32  shells. 
T^  John  Griffiths  fired,  just  prior  to  and  on  the  passage  of  the  fleet  by  the 
"•M.  npon  the  lower  water  batteries;  the  other  vessels  altogether  upon  the  hill 
Weries. 

After  (be  enemy's  lower  battery  was  silenced  by  Captain  Hine's  battery  of 
%iil  artillery  not  a  missile  was  sent  in  our  direction.  The  general  direction 
"^bunting  of  shell  was  very  good,  but  after  having  so  often  witnessed  the 
™W  of  nineteen  and  twenty  mortars,  it  almost  appeared  useless  tn  use  so  few, 
•nd  1  am  convinced  that  a  less  number  are  hardly  efficient  for  such  purposes. 

The  vessels,  mortais,  and  their  appurtenances,  stood  the  shock  with  about 
Die  nnial  amount  of  damage.

Sir  :  I  am  happy  to  ioform  yon  tbat  nftlTeeton,  Corpus  Chrielj,  and  S^hm 
City,  and  the  adjacent  watetB,  are  now  in  our  possession. 

A  short  time  Binc«  I  sent  down  the  coast  of  Texas  acting  Tolnnteei  Lin- 
tenant  J.  W.  Kittredge,  with  the  bark  Arthur,  the  little  steamer  Sachem,  and  t 
launch,  with  which  force  he  said  he  could  take  Corpus  Gbristi  and  the  witM« 
adjacent,  from  whence  we  heard  of  so  many  small  craft  running  to  HaTaaa.  H« 
succeeded  very  well ;  took  the  places,  made  aereral  captures,  and  compelled  the 
enemy  to  burn  several  of  their  veBBels ;  but,  on  one  occasion,  venturing  on  rira* 
with  his  Bmall  boat,  he  was  surrounded  and  taken  prisoner,  and  carried  U 
Houston,  where  they  paroled  him  on  condition  that  be  should  go  north,  and  bM 
serve  until  regnlarly  eschanged.  He  returned  here  in  the  Arthur,  and  I  dnQ 
Bend  him  north  in  the  Rhode  Island.  I  next  sent  the  Kensington,  Acting 
Master  P.  Crocker,  commanding,  with  the  Rachel  Seaman  and  a  launch,  wiA  t 
howitzer,  to  Sabine  Pass.  He,  too,  sacceeded  well.  He  found  at  the  bar  ow 
of  the  mortar  echoonera — the  Henry  Janes,  Acting  Itfaster  Lewis  Pennii^taD. 
commanding — whom  he  invited  to  take  part  with  him,  which  he  did,  and,  k- 
Gording  to  Acting  Master  Crocker's  report,  performed  his  duty  with  great  oediL 
as  will  he  seen  by  the  report  herewith  enclosed.  They  took  the  fort,  and  tie 
still  going  ahead  finely,  having  taken  several  prises,  one  of  which  anired  hat 
yesterday  nith  despatches. 

I  next  sent  Commander  W,  B.  Benshaw,  with  the  ^nboats  Owasco,  Hnnrt 
I^ane,  Clifton,  and  Weetfield,  to  take  Galveston,  whicn  be  did  in  the  shortM 
time,  and  without  the  loss  of  a  man.  It  appears  that  the  first  shot  from  thr 
Owasco  exploded  directly  over  the  heads  ol^  the  men  at  and  around  the  hig  gm^ 
(their  main  reliance,}  and  the  enemy  left,  A  flag  of  tmce  was  hoisted,  aad  ibe 
preliminaries  arranged  for  a  surrender,  which  took  place  on  the  9th  instsat- 
The  reports  will  give  you  alt  the  particulars. 

All  we  want,  as  I  have  told  the  department  in  my  last  despatches,  is  a  fiv 
Boldic^rB  to  hold  the  places,  and  we  will  soon  have  the  whole  coast.  It  b  ■ 
much  better  mode  and  a  more  effectual  blockade  to  have  the  vessela  inside  in- 
stead of  outside.  I  need  veasels  of  light  draught  for  the  small  ports  and  inliDd 
lakes  and  waters,  and  a  few  heavy  lessels  (the  lai^at  not  to  exceed  sereitwa 
feet  draught)  for  outside  work. 

I  herewith  enclose  the  reports  of  Commander  W.  B,  Renehaw,  Acting  Ma«« 
W.  O.  Lunt,  of  the  Arthur,  and  of  Acting  Master  Crocker.  Corpus  Christi  aad 
the  adjacent  waters  are  all  still  held  by  die  Sachem  and  other  small  vese^ 

1  regret  that  the  next  exploit  of  our  small  vessels  was  not  so  bloodless  at  tbe 
preceding  ones.  I  enclose  you  the  report  of  Lieutenant  Commander  Ransoai, 
Dy  which  yon  will  perceive  that  they  captured  fifteen  hnndred  head  of  cask 
en  route  for  the  enemy,  and  Bucceeded,  by  great  perseverance,  in  getting  tbna 
down  to  New  Orleans.  In  the  attack  on  our  transports,  however,  coming  dovn 
the  river.  Lieutenant  Chafes  Swasey  and  one  or  two  seamen  were  killed. 

Lieutenant  Swasey  was  the  executive  officer  of  the  Varuna  when  she  w» 
sunk  in  passing  the  forts  on  the  MisBisaippi,  and  was  afterwards  tronsfemd  u 
the  Sciota,  where  be  lost  biB  life.  He  was  a  young  man  of  modest  merit.  *a\ 
would,  no  doubt,  have  continued  to  lice  as  he  died — in  the  faithful  diacbargr  li 
his  duties.    1  knew  bim  but  slightly,  but  feel  assured  that  he  deserved  all  thit 
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liii  connundfT  has  said  of  him,  aod  deeply  deplore  hiB  death,  althougb  be  died 
U  the  pMt  of  honor.

SiB:  I  would  respectfoUy  report  that  at  12  in.  thia  day  removed  the  obBtrac- 
ioM  in  Corpus  Chriati  "  dug-oot,"  One  of  the  rebel'H  armed  vegaela  appearine 
1  fipbt,  got  the  yacht  Cerypheaa  nnder  way  and  ran  through  the  cut,  and 
pTeehise.  After  rounding  McGloin's  Bluff  gained  sufficient  upon  her  to  get 
ritbin  range;  opened  fire  npon  her  with  the  Paixott  gun,  when  she  stood  for, 
mA  ru  npon,  the  beach,  and  wu  fired  and  deserted  by  those  on  board, 
lauded  her,  put  the  fire  out,  and  hove  her  off.  She  proved  to  be  the  armed 
dwoMT  Breaker,  formerly  a  pilot-boat  at  Pass  Oavallo.  The  armed  schooner 
^iaa  was  fired  and  abandoned  at  the  eame  time.  Ran  across  the  bay  to 
^oipna  Christi,  when  the  sloop  Hannah  waa  also  ran  ashore  and  fired  npon  our 
ipjirnuh.    The  balance  of  the  fleet  came  up  at  night. 

Wtdmaday,  Augtut  13. — At  9  a.  m.  lauded  under  white  flag,  and  met  Major 
]<ibbie.  in  command  of  the  confederate  forces,  and  officers  of  bis  command,  and 
lod^e  Gilpin,  chief  justice  of  the  county.  Demanded  the  evacuation  of  the 
^  bj  toe  military,  but  consented  to  the  inhabitants  remaining,  promising  to 
F<pett  iheir  private  property,  but  told  them  they  must  remove  their  women  and 
bildrai  if  they  intended  to  make  a  stand.  They  asked  for  forty-e^ht  honn 
IT  thi»  purpose,  which  was  granted. 

TAMndai/  a*d  JfYidai/,  Avgnel  14  and  15. — Nothing  occurred  worth  notice. 

S«itrdaif,  Au^iat  16. — At  early  dawn  the  rebels  fired  upon  us  from  behind 
^  Wfv,  where  they  had  planted  a  battery.  Their  fire  was  immediately  r^ 
votA  from  gunboat  Sachem  and  yacht  Gerypbeus  with  spirit.  A  shot  passed 
'■"'Ugh  the  mainsail  (as  it  was  furled)  of  the  Ceiypbeus;  another  passed 
^gh  the  Sachem's  side,  a  splinter  injuring  Master's  Mate  Granger;  several 
tb*r  ihoti  striking  rigging  of  both  vessels,  one  hulling  the  Cerypheus  and 
ufing  through  her  magazine.  It  bt^ing  quite  calm,  could  not  get  into  position 
'itb  the  schooner  Reindeer  and  sloop  Belle  Italia,  the  two  latter  firing  at  long 
■ire.  We  succeeded  in  silencing  their  batteries,  but  upon  our  ceasing  to  fire  (aa 
IwTt  wag  nothing  to  fire  at)  they  returned  to  their  guns  and  again  opened  upon 
«■  We  silenced  them  several  times  during  the  day,  driving  them  from  their 
"w.  they  taking  shelter  behind  the  levee  and  in  buildings  sheltered  by  it.  A 
nnltory  firing  waa  thus  kept  up  throughout  the  day ;  at  night  withdrew  out 
fringe. 

Suaiay,  Amgiut  17. — Repaired  mainsail.  At  11}  p.  m.  the  enemy  set  fire 
>  tbe  (teamer  A.  B.  She  was  aground  in  a  narrow  channel  that  leads  to 
'OKCS  bay,  near  a  point  of  land  that  rnns  down  from  Corpus  Ghristi.  I  had 
«f  Mvcnl  efforts  to  haul  her  off  without  effect,  so  removed  the  steam-cap, 
bnttle  vaire,  and  roUing  shaft.     She  burned  to  the  water's  edge.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  rcHpectfully  report  that  on  Monday,  Aogiigt  18. 
1862,  off  Corpiu  Christ!,  Texas,  got  nnder  way  and  took  position  for  attacking 
the  enemy's  battery.  Landed  the  twelve-pounder  howitzer  with  a  party  of 
thirty  men,  under  command  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Alfred  E.  Beyaolds,  with 
a  view  of  getting  in  position  to  rake  the  enemy's  battery.  Placed  schooner 
Reindeer,  Master's  Mate  WilHam  Barker  in  command,  in  position  to  support  the 
ahore  party  and  pour  shrapncll  and  canister  from  liie  24-potinder  howitzer  itiU> 
any  force  chotpng  them. 

Mr.  Reynolds  advanced  to  musket  range,  and  opened  upon  the  batteries  with 
shell,  the  Bteam  gnnboat  Sachem  firing  shell  from  her  SS-poundeiB,  and  the 
yacht  throwing  shell  with  percussion  plungers  from  her  Parrott  gun,  both  vesacla 
delivering  their  fire  with  excellent  effect.  The  Sachem  advanced  to  withm 
musket  range. 

At  this  time  the  enemy  deployed  to  the  right  of  our  forces  on  land  about  160 
infantry,  evidently  with  the  intention  of  flanking  them,  hut  Mr.  Barker,  whh 
the  schooner  Reindeer,  stood  in  towards  them,  and  opened  fire  npon  them  with 
•  shrapnell  and  canister,  with  such  marked  effect  that,  together  with  grape  from 
the  Sachem's  32'b  and  the  yacht's  fire,  their  advance  was  checked,  and  ibev 
began  to  scatter.  Up  to  this  time  Mr.  Reynolds  had  maintained  his  groiuid 
boldly,  firing  his  gnn  deliberately  and  with  precision ;  but  suddenly  250  to  300 
cavalry  charged  down  upon  him,  and  for  a  moment  their  capture  seemed  immi- 
nent, but  the  yacht  was  immediately  run  down  towards  them,  within  short 
range,  and  the  Sachem  also,  and  the  fire  of  both  vessels  directed  at  the  eavahy. 
The  schooner  Reindeer  poured  canister  into  their  ranks,  and,  after  an  advance 
of  about  four  hundred  yards  from  the  battery,  they  wavered  under  the  scaihing 
storm  of  iron,  and  were  repulsed  with  evidently  considerable  loss,  many  being 
seen  to  fall,  and  retreated  to  the  shelter  of  the  town. 

I  had  omitted  to  state  that  the  enemy's  battery  was  silenced  previous  to  their 
infantry  and  cavalry  <:barge.  Our  land  force  was  withdrawn  (ai^r  their  charge 
npon  it  and  the  repulse  of  the  enemy)  as  they  had  expended  ail  their  aratnuoi- 
tion.  Our  whole  force  was  about  one  hundred  efficient  men,  including  officers. 
We  had  some  eight  or  ten  sick,  who  were  put  on  hoard  the  captnred  schooner 
Breaker  and  anchored  out  of  range.  The  enemy's  force  could  not  have  been 
less  than  250  infantry  and  artillery  engaged,  and  300  cavalry,  and  they  had, 
doubtless,  more  troops  in  reserve. 

Not  poBBeesing  the  means  to  hold  the  town  against  so  lai^  a  force,  and  havuig 
observed  that  the  cavalry  emerged  from  the  town  and  retreated  to  its  shelter,  I 
determined  to  shell  them  out  of  it,  and  threw  from  both  the  Sachem  and  yacht 
GeryphcuB  shell  into  such  portions  of  the  town  as  they  seemed  to  occupy, 
driving  them  back  to  the  plains.  I  then  withdrew  all  the  vessels  and  anchored 
for  the  night. 

The  casualties  of  this  day's  engagement,  I  am  happy  to  say,  ar«  but  one, 
John  Allen,  landsman,  on  schooner  Reindeer,  slightly  wonnded  in  the  thigh 
by  a  musket  ball. 

The  Sachem  received  four  shots  in  hull  and  npper  works,  and  several  in 
rigging,  smoke-stack,  behaving  been  themostprominent  object  of  the  enemy's 
fire.     The  yacht  received  two  shots  through  her  mainsail  this  day. 

Gonsidering  that  the  enemy  were  behind  a  battery  of  earthwork,  and  com- 
pletely sheltered,  I  consider  we  have  escaped  with  trifling  injury,  and  the  mo- 
ment we  drew  them  from  thdr  cover  they  were  made  to  bite  the  duat. 

I  cannot  omit  to  mention  the  cool  and  determined  manner  in  which  Acting 
Master  Amos  Johnson,  in  command  of  the  Sachem,  fonght  his  vessel  while 
inunediately  under  the  enemy's  fire,  and  the  courage  and  zeal  with  which  be 
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nga^  the  enemy.     Hia  condoct  throughont  was   such   as  I  csn  clieerfully 


Jlr.  Barker's  gallant  support  of  the  shore  party,  and  his  vigorouB  aud  rapid 
lischu^  of  shrapncll  and  canietcr  into  the  enemy's  ranks,  vhile  exposed  to  a 
'Iwver  of  musketry,  mainly  prevented  the  capture  of  the  12-pounder  honitzer 
>j  an  overwhelming  force. 

Mr.  Bellows,  master's  mate  of  the  Arthur,  in  charge  of  the  Cerypheus, 
undJed  the  vesBc)  with  judgment  and  promptneBa,  frequently  pointing  and 
iring  the  gun  with  aa  much  coolness  aa  tnough  he  was  practicing  at  a  lai^t. 
luihort,  both  officers  and  men  met  my  expectations  and  fought  nobly. 

1  have  expended  the  principal  part  of  the  ammunition  and  projectiles  for  the 
Parrott  gmu  and  for  the  tbirty-twoe,  and  shall  require  more  before  engaging  in  any 
ictiTc  demonstrations. 

The  TesseU  (five  in  all)  are  now  anchored  in  this  bay,  awaiting  the  steamer,  ■ 
mi  will  temain  here  until  the  Arthur's  return  with  coal  and  ammunition. 

Hoping  my  efforts  may  meet  with  your  approval,  I  remain,  very  respectfully,

8ls;  I  wonld  respectfully  report  that,  on  Sunday  morning,  14th  instant,  Lieu- 
nui  Commanding  J.  W.  Kittredge  and  bis  gig's  crew  (seven  meu)  were  aur- 
iri9«d  and  captured  bythe  rebels  at  Flour  Bluff,  twelve  miles  from  Corpus  Cbristi. 
IV  yacht  Cerypheus,  schooner  Breaker,  and  sloop  Belle  Italia  left  here  for 
)'Otpm  Christi.  on  the  11th  instant,  to  communicale  with  Judge  Davis's  fam- 
!?■  "ho  are  fifteen  miles  from  the  latter  place.  It  being  necessary  to  obtain 
•miMion  from  General  Bee,  at  San  Antonio,  the  interim  was  used  by  Lien- 
«Mt  Kittredge  in  exploring  the  entrance  to  I-aguna  Madre.  He  was  surprised 
y  t»o  compauies  of  infantry,  who  had  two  pieces  of  artillery.  The  troops 
tre  fhelled  by  the  yacht  and  tenders,  but  their  efforts  were  unavwiing.  The  gie 
'«  aW  captured.  They  were  taken  lo  Corpus  Christi,  and  the  fleet  returned 
Iw  Bame  day  to  ArauBaa  bay.  The  next  day  Assistant  Surgeon  Root  and  Has- 
n't Mate  Reynolds  went,  under  flag  of  truce,  with  the  yacht  to  Corpus  Christi, 
ttd  WMe  allowed  to  go  ashore  and  communicate  with  Lieutenant  Kittredge.  He 
11  aOowed  to  take  what  clothes,  provisions,  and  money  be  wished.  Ho  was 
^  staying  with  M^or  Hobbie,  who  commanded  the  forces  there  at  the  attack 
|ule  on  it  by  this  fleet,  Aogust  16  and  18,  but  haa  been  displaced  by  Major 
'Kj,  On  the  16th  Lieutenant  Kittredge  was  to  have  been  taken  to  San  An- 
Miia-  Major  Hobbie  gives  assurance  that  he  shall  be  treated  with  all  the  dcf- 
f™«  and  conrteey  due  his  rank. 

^.  Beynolds  reports  a  new  battery  there,  and  testifies  to  seeing  six  long  33- 
"undere,  two  Mexican  24-pouuderB,  and  six  braes  field-pieces.  They  have  been 
icrnfiog  their  forces  lately,  so  that  the  idea  of  agtun  attacking  them  with  our 
f^a\  force  would  be  impracticable.  By  the  capture  of  Lieutenant  Kittredge 
be  KTvice  is  deprived  of  a  brave  and  good  officer.  His  knowledge  of  the  intri- 
«e  ioade  navigation  and  of  the  topography  of  the  country  was  invaluable. 
ni«  following  are  the  names  of  the  crew  captured  with  him :  Frederick  Williams, 
nuwain ;  George  Clemett,  Heury  McLean,  and  James  Stewart,  seaman ;  John 
''  fi«id  and  Daniel  Kennedy,  ordinary  seamen,  and  Albert  A.  Butts,  landsm^i  |  ^- 
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The  following  arms  were  captnred  with  th«  gig ;  seven  Enfidd  rifled  mnaketi 
and  accoutrctneiila ;  seven  cutlasses,  and  seven  boarding-pietole.  We  Inned  th&t 
Wilson,  iHndsman,  (whose  capture  on  St.  Joseph's  island  baa  been  before  re- 
ported,) was  taken  by  twenty  cavalry  from  Sa1inB,and  that  he  ie  now  •  pricoDcr 
at  Matagorda.  Under  my  tommand  the  Arthur  was  absent  at  Galveshm,  to  land 
a  lady  passcuger  taken  in  the  prize  schooner  Water  Witch,  from  September  11 
to  19.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  entire  success  of  our  expedition  to  SaHw 
Pass.  The  town  is  in  our  poesesslon,  and  the  battery  (consisting  of  four  ^nv. 
•  two  of  8,000  pounds,  and  two  smaller)  entiiely  destroyed,  without  the  loea  uf  » 
bingle  man  on  our  side. 

The  steamer  Kensington  and  schooner  Rachel  Seaman,  under  my  comnuB^ 
arrived  off  Sabine  Pass  on  the  morning  of  the  23d  of  September,  where  the  nwr 
tar  schooner  Henry  Janes,  Pennington,  commander,  was  found  at  anchor.  I 
proposed  to  him  to  join  the  expedition,  which  he  did,  and  we  attempted  to  paM 
the  bar  that  night,  but  did  not  succeed.  The  next  day  was  calm  until  nwJT 
night,  when,  with  a  light  breeze,  the  two  schoonere,  having  oo  board  a  Etnm; 
party  &om  the  Kensington,  attempted  to  cross  the  bar,  in  which,  after  ifae  greM- 
est  exertions,  the  Rachel  Seaman  only  succeeded. 

The  next  day,  with  all  the  boats,  the  Kenry  Janes  was  hedged  over,  knd  botb 
vessels  immediately  took  up  a  position  to  attack.  The  battery  opened  on  u 
with  vigor,  but  the  shells  and  rifle  shots  from  our  vessels  overpowered  ibar  in. 
and  they  ceased.  That  night  I  led  a  boat  expedition  up  the  pass  to  attack  thtm 
in  the  rear ;  but  before  we  got  disentangled  from  the  reefs,  and  got  into  pontile, 
the  battery  was  evacuated.  The  nest  morning  the  schooners  moved  up  m  ibc 
battery  and  entirely  destroyed  it,  while  I  received  the  surrender  of  the  town.  I 
cannot  commend  loo  highly  the  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  under  my  coa- 
mand.  They  were  all  eager  rivals  for  every  post  of  danger  or  difficulty,  md 
fully  m^ntained  the  enviable  reputation  our  navy  has  already  established.  I 
desire  to  make  especial  mention  of  Acting  Master  J.  L.  Pennington,  ctHiiisao^ 
ing  the  mortar  schooner  Henry  Janes,  for  to  hie  perseverasce  and  energy  in  ^ 
ting  his  vessel  over  the  bar,  and  his  skill,  courage,  and  coolness  in  fighting  htr. 
the  expedition  is  munly  indebted  for  its  complete  and  bloodless  success ; 
respectfully  request  that  you  confer  on  him  the  high  houor  of  your  c 
tion. 

The  next  day,  leaving  the  two  schooners  at  anchor,  I  started  with  tbe  Ken- 
sington for  the  river  Mermantau,  which  is  about  fifty  mile:3  ea«t  of  Sabinr. 
where  it  was  reported  there  was  an  unfinished  battery  and  sever&l  stramm. 
That  evening  I  led  a  strong  boat  expedition  up  that  river.  We  found  the  h»i- 
tery  deserted  and  destroyed,  and  that  two  of  the  steamers  had  ran  the  block- 
ade, loaded  with  sugar,  onlv  a  week  before.  One  still  remained,  bat  waa  op  tbe 
river,  and  could  not  be  reached  in  boats.  The  next  day  we  anchored  ne*r  tbf 
month  of  Lake  Calcasieu  and  took  a  ajoop.  We  also  obtained  infoniwtion  of 
a  steamer  and  two  schooners  that  lay  up  the  lake,  and  afterwards  saw  the  Ft«amM 
moving.  We  immediately  commenced  to  fit  the  launch  with  masts  and  Mils 
with  which  to  go  after  her.     The  next  day  I  returned  to  Sabine,  where  I  fiMod 
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that  Captains  Hooper  and  Peniiingtoii  hkd  executed  mj  orders,  by  goine  up  to 
Taylor's  bayou  and  destroying  a  Urge  railroad  bridge,  thus  cutting  off  all  com- 
mpnication  with  Sabine  Pass,  and  rendering  our  position  secure  aeainst  a  land 
attack.  The  next  day  I  chased  and  captured  the  British  schooner  Velocity,  from 
Sisal,Hexico,loadedwithBalt,cotton-bagging,andIai^  quantities  of  rope.  I  sent 
her  into  anchor  at  Sabine.  The  next  day,  (yesterday,)  having  completed  my 
launch,  I  Etarted  for  Lake  Calcasieu,  and  off  this  place  captured  the  Britisli 
Mhooner  Adventure,  also  from  Sisal,  and  loaded  with  the  same  cargo.  I  have 
taken  the  liberty  of  sending  her  to  yon  with  this  conmiuDication,  believing  her 
not  to  be  of  sufficient  value  to  send  north,  and  in  the  hope  that  you  will  retain  her 
at  Peneaeola  for  the  short  time  necessary  to  make  it  safe  to  send  her  to  Key 
West,  before  which  I  hope  to  be  at  Penaacola  to  report  in  person. 

I  shall  to-day  elart  up  the  lake  for  the  steamer,  and  hope  to  take  her.  In 
which  event  I  propose  to  ann  her  and  go  up  the  Mermantau  river  until  I  take 
the  steamer  liere.  Upon  these  two,  if  I  get  them  safety  to  Sabine,  I  propose 
to  place  our  Farrott  gnus  and  howitzers,  and  make  a  dash  up  the  Sabine  river, 
where  there  are  several  steamers  and  schooners  and  no  batteries.  If  I  am  suc- 
cessful there,  I  shall  return  and  go  up  the  Nacbez  river,  where  there  are  still 
more  steamera  and  vessels,  and  where,  at  the  town  of  Beaumont,  there  is  a  large 
railroad  bridge  on  the  main  line  of  Texas,  which,  destroyed,  will  stop  all  com- 
monicatioD  between  eastern  and  western  Texas.  All  this  is  defends  by  only 
two  34-poander8  in  battery,  and  those  I  hope  to  overpower  with  tbe  Parrott's ; 
b  which  event  I  shall  lake  or  destroy  all  above,  and  thus  completely  use  up  one 
of  the  most  vicious  aud  active  of  secession  ports. 

So  soon  aa  I  take  the  steamers  at  this  place  and  at  Mermantau  river,  I  pro- 
pose to  man  tbem  with  such  a  part  of  the  Kensington's  crew  as  can  be  safely 
rpared,  and  then  send  the  Kensmgton  to  fulfil  your  orders  relative  to  the  Alba- 
tros  and  other  vessels  to  the  westward,  under  the  command  of  my  executive  offi- 
eer,  who  is  a  sober  man,  thorough  seaman,  and  perfectly  competent. 

I  have  the  honor  to  send  herewith  a  Galveston  paper,  containing  a  notice  of 
the  capture  of  Captain  Kittredge,  which  I  hope  is  not  true.

SiK :  It  becomes  my  sorrowful  duty  to  report  to  you  the  death  of  First  Lieu- 
tenant Charies  U.  Swasey,  killed  in  tbe  action  with  the  rebel  forces  below 
DonaldsonviUe  this  day  at  1.30  p.m. 

This  gunboat  was  the  leading  vessel,  conveying  a  number  of  transports  loaded 
with  c&ttle,  when  a  concealed  battery  of  four  pieces  of  artillery  opened  from  the 
levee,  accompanied  by  a  sharp  fire  of  musketry  from  a  large  body  of  men  who 
lay  in  ainbusii  behind  the  levee.  The  first  shot  fired  by  the  rebels  came  through 
tbe  bulwarks  just  abaft  the  pivot-gun,  strikiug  Lieutenant  Swasey  on  the  right 
hip  and  cutting  off  hia  right  hand.     He  expired  at  3  p.  m. 

This  loas  to  the  service  and  to  the  country  of  a  gallant,  zealous,  and  energetic 
yomig  officer  who  promised  so  much  in  the  future,  we  have  reason  to  mourn:  the 
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more  ao,  aa  he  fell  in  a  cowardly  attack  of  the  rebele ;  bat  hia  death  u  no  len 
one  more  offering  of  blood  to  the  canee  of  the  Union  and  of  onr  country.

Sib  :  I  have  to  report  that  this  day.  about  1.30  p.  m.,  some  two  niile«  bdov 
Donaldaonville,  a  rebel  force,  coneieting  of  aome  six  piecea  or  more  of  flying  aitQ 
lery,  anpported  by  a  large  body  of  infantry,  probably  ae  many  a«  tifleen  hmidred, 
opened  a  aevcrc  and  hot  fire  upon  this  vessel  and  a  convoy  of  army  tnuwporo 
loaded  with  cattle.  So  skiliiiny  concealed  was  the  battery  and  the  ambneh  <i 
the  footmen,  that  it  was  not  until  this  vessel  was  abreast  of  the  enemy,  and  they 
had  opened  their  fire,  that  they  were  discovered;  and.  though  the  crew  were  at 
Quarters  and  the  ship  cleared  for  action,  still,  snch  was  the  speed  of  the  vecwi 
that  she  had  passed  so  far  below  the  rebel  battery  as  to  render  it  impoeaible  to 
train  the  guns  abaft  enough  to  bear  on  the  enemy  beyond  some  three  ronndj 
from  all  the  battery,  but,  ordering  the  convoy  to  seek  safety  in  fliriit,  I  pat  my 
helm  hard  astarboard  and  rounded  to,  the  shifting  pivots  to  port,  when  I  opened 
an  efi'ective  fire  of  grape,  canister,  and  shell  with  such  results  as  soon  to  sjlran 
nearly  all  the  fire  of  the  rebels.  The  Kineo,  some  distance  astern,  coming 
rapidly  to  my  support,  and  with  a  rapid  fire  driving  the  enemy,  who  were  abort 
my  line  of  fire,  from  their  position  to  seek  safety  in  a  cowardly  flight,  afi«r  ■ 
concealed  and  assassin -I  ike  attack. 

I  regret  to  report  that  Lieutenant  Charles  H.  Swasey,  execative  officer  of  ^tat 
veaeel,  waa  mortally  wounded  while  gallantly  performing  bis  duty,  having  jnd 
pointed  and  fired  the  9-inch  gun.  A  13-pound(v  rifle-shot  entered  the  bolnrk, 
striking  him  on  the  hip  and  inflicting  a  terrible  and  mortal  wonnd,  of  which  he 
expired  at  3  p.  m. 

This  officer  was  characterized  by  all  the  elements  which  make  ap  the  hero — 
brave,  imbued  with  patriotic  ardor  and  professional  ambition,  chivauic  as  a  gen- 
tleman, gentle,  and  with  a  heart  full  of  Ghristian  principles.  His  last  wwdt 
were :  "Tell  my  mother  I  tried  to  be  a  good  man."  I  respectfully  reqneat  that 
hie  death,  so  heroic  and  noble,  may  be  especially  made  known  to  the  nctioa 
through  the  Navy  Department. 

John  O'Hare,  landsman,  was  wounded  by  a  round  shot  in  the  right  aim.  res- 
dering  ampntation  necesaary, 

I  eonaider  it  my  duty  to  call  attention  to  this  action,  as  corrobontiii^  to  a 
great  extent,  the  informatioa  that  I  had  the  honor  to  send  to  Commodore  Hmry 
W.  Morris  ou  the  9th  September,  to  the  efiect  that  the  enemy  wen  daily  gain- 
ing atrength  and  audacity,  ao  that  in  a  abort  time  the  present  force  in  tfajs  rirvr 
wUI  nut  be  sufficient  to  hold  it  for  the  government.  From  additional  inform- 
tioD,  I  am  again  forced  to  repreeent  that,  from  New  Orleans  to  Vicksbsrg,  ml 
both  sides  of  the  river,  all  the  rcaidenta  are  hoatile  to  the  United  State*,  and  ta 
arms  against  us;  that  conscription  is  rapidly  forming  lai^  bodies  of  nwB  to 
rcsiet  us.  The  low  state  of  the  river  placea  the  open-decked  gonboata  waste 
twenty  feet,  and  at  a  great  disadvantage,  below  the  crest  of  the  levee,  which  » 
a  strong,  aafe.  and  ready-made  breastwork  for  sharpshooters,  leaving  thek 
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romen  in  their  reaidenccs,  and  relying  upon  their  feebleness  to  protect  them 
ind  ilim  property  from  the  righteous  punishment  which  should  await  them  for 
krirtreBSon.  The  male  reeidente  are  alt  more  or  lege  in  arms,  and  steadily 
;*tning  strength.  The  most  energetic  and  severe  measures  are  necessary  to 
nlnM  these  people  to  sabjcctton  and  obedience  to  the  taws  of  the  United  States.

Sii:  I  have  to  report  that  while  steaming  down  the  river,  as  convoy  to  six 
nnspDrt  steamers  with  cattle,  this  afternoon — the  Sciota  ahead,  the  Kineo  and 
Ueu  following — at  about  3.10  p.  m.  a  sharp  fire  was  opened  npon  us  from  the 
n>tb*nk,  ahont  two  mites  below  Donaldsonville,  with  mosketry  and  artillery. 
t  vu  retained,  promptly,  from  each  gunboat — by  the  Kineo,  with  the  1 1-inch 
■TOI  PuTOtt  rifle  howitzer  and  32-pounder — with  such  effect  that  the  enemy 
'en  soon  compelled  to  withdraw  from  the  bank.     We  kept  steadily  on  down 
lu  river,  as  I  deemed  it  of  great  importance  to  insure  a  safe  and  very  quick 
nifportadon  of  the  cattle  to  a  place  where  they  might  be  released  from  con- 
iwdoit,  lest  many  nught  be  lost  for  want  of  food  and  water. 
1  will  now  retam  to  endeavor  to  secure,  with  the  aid  of  the  Kat&hdin  and 
"wa.  the  remainder  of  the  drove — about  200 — which  we  were  compelled  by 
^rcunutances  to  leave  behind. 
Lieutenant  Commander  Lowry  will  explain  to  you  in  person  more  particularly, 
^  doabtlesfl  more  satisfactorily  than  I  can  in  the  hurry  of  the  present  moment, 
be  condition  of  things  and  the  circumstances  under  which  we  still  hold  about 
Wl  iiesd  of  cattle,  nine  miles  above  Donaldsonville. 
I  endose  herewith  a  report  from  Assistant  Surgeon  A.  S.  Ol>erly  of  killed 
■d  Tonnded  on  board  this  vessel  in  the  action  of  to-day.

Sib  :  In  the  temporary  absence  of  Captain  Crocker,  of  the  Bteamer  &enBmg 
ton,  commanding  the  expedition,  I  have  the  honor  of  eubmitting  to  yoo  thi 
following  report  of  the  oecnpation  of  this  place  by  the  forces  detaiird  by  yoi 
for  thnt  purpoBc,  viz ;  The  Rachel  Seaman  left  Fensacola  in  tow  of  the  KcoBiDg 
ton,  Friday,  the  19th  ultimo,  and  arrived  off  the  bar  of  this  place,  Monday,  tbi 
22d  ultimo,  anchoring  within  five  miles  of  the  fort;  wind  light  from  the  north 
channel  trending  northwest. 

Tuesday,  23d,  Captain  Crocker,  with  Assistant  Surgeon  Cobb.  Assistant 
PayroaBter  Tarbcil,  Acting  Masters  Taylor  and  Hammond,  with  Master') 
Mate  Finney,  came  on  board,  while  the  Kensington's  launch  and  first  cutter 
each  with  a  howitzer  and  otherwise  armed  and  equipped,  were  alongside.  Al 
this  day  we  were  engaged  in  towing  and  kedging  over  the  bar.  At  G  p.  m 
came  to  anchor  two  and  a  half  milee  from  the  fort,  and  sent  assistance  to  the 
mortar  schooner  Henry  Janes,  which  bad  previonely  arrived.  During  the 
night  a  boat  in  charge  of  Mr.  Sommers,  master's  mate,  rowed  guard,  going  in 
above  the  fort 

Wednetiay,  Septrmber  34. — At  9  a.  m.  we  opened  fire  upon  the  fort  from  oni 
20-pound  rifle  and  two  broadside  32'b  of  fifty-deven  hundred  weight.  We  fired 
eleven  timep  from  our  position  of  two  and  a  half  miles  distance.  The  Henry 
Janes  fired  three  shell  from  her  mortar,  at  a  distance  of  three  milea ;  oar  shell 
all  fell  within  or  beyond  the  fort.  The  enemy  promptly  replied,  most  of  thnr 
shot  falling  short  of  us.  Finding  this  to  be  too  long  a  range  for  good  ezecntion, 
ceopcd  firing,  and  both  vessclB  proceeded  to  kedge  nearer  the  fort.  At  5  p.  m. 
we  had  Buccecded  in  obtaining  a  position  one  and  one-half  mile  from  the  fert, 
both  vcsbcIb  in  a  line.  While  getting  this  position,  the  fort  had  continued  a 
brisk  fire  upon  us,  the  shot  all  falling  near  ua.  Notwithstanding  that  we  were 
for  some  time  unable  to  return  the  fire,  our  officers  and  men  all  remained  per- 
fectly cool.  At  5.30  p.  m.  both  vessels  opened  fire,  making  splendid  ehotsi  ■! 
6.15  ceased  firmg  for  the  night.  It  was  then  determined  to  attempt  the  captnre 
of  the  fort  with  our  boats  ;  and  at  11.30  p.  m.  the  launch,  iu  cha^e  of  Acting 
Master  Hammond,  with  Captain  Crocker  in  command  ;  the  first  cutter  in  chai^ 
of  Edwin  Jauverio,  master's  mate  of  this  vessel,  each  boat  with  a  howitxer,  and 
a  boat  with  five  men,  in  charge  of  Mr.  Sommers,  as  a  spiking  party,  started  in 
ehorc.  The  boat  succeeded  in  getting  above  the  fort,  but  got  agroand  among 
the  oyster  reefs,  in  which  the  oay  abounds,  and  were  unable  to  get  into  the 
channel  which  would  lead  to  the  rear  of  the  fort.  After  rowing  until  near  day- 
light the  attempt  was  given  up. 

ThuTiday,  September  25. — At  daylight  we  opened  fire  with  our  Parrott  rifle. 
We  fired  three  shell  directly  into  the  fort ;  this  oringing  no  response,  and  seeing 
no  one  about  the  fort  and  no  flag  flying,  we  ceased  firing,  and  Captain  Crocks 
went  in,  under  a  flag  of  trace,  and  found  the  fort  evacoated,  and  the  gnns  spiked. 
The  guns  consisted  of  two  32's  of  7,000  pounds  each,  and  two  32'8  of  forty-tiro 
hundred  weight.  Captain  Crocker  then  started  for  the  town,  but  was  met  by 
a  deputation  of  three  citizens,  who  said  that  the  mayor  had  died  two  days  pre- 
vious, and  that  nearly  all  the  citizens  had  left  on  account  of  the  yellow  fever, 
which  bad  been  raging  badly,  but  was  tlicn  abating.  After  giving  and  receiring 
the  necessary  asnurances  of  good  conduct,  &c..  Captain  Crocker  retnmed  on 
board,  deeming  it  not  prudent  to  allow  any  one  to  land.  In  the  meantime,  Cbe 
schooners  had  cot  under  way  and  st«od  in,  the  Rachel  Seaman  anchoring  abmut 
of  the  fort,  and  the  Henry  Janes  five  hundred  yards  below.  In  the  course  « 
the  day  I  sent  in  a  boat  and  burnt  the  barrack  buildings  and  gun-carriages. 

Friday,  September  26.— Captain  Crocker,  with  his  officers  and  men,  remnwd 
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o  tbe  Eensington,  and  got  under  way  for  Ueimantan  river,  fifty  miles  to  the 
asiwud,  vhere  lome  steamerB  were  reported  to  be  hidden. 

Saturday,  September  27tb. — At  10  p.  m.  two  boats  from  tbe  Henry  Janes, 
rilh  one  boat  from  this  vessel,  pulled  up  river  abont  fifteen  miles,  burnt  a  rail* 
■nd  bridge,  and  intercepted  a  mail. 

Monday,  September  ^9. — The  Kensington  returned  iinsncceasful, 

Ttaday,  S^tember  30. — The  Ktueington  overhauled  and  brought  in  a  small 
choQDer  from  SisaJ,  Mexico,  bound  to  New  Orleans,  with  leather,  bagging,  and 
ait,  under  English  papers ;  she  was  etaiiding  in,  however,  for  this  port.  Her 
aptiiin  and  crew  of  seven  men  were  transferred  to  the  Keneinglon, 

Tiuriday,  October  2. — Three  of  our  boats,  with  two  from  the  Henry  Janes, 
rent  np  river  abont  five  miles  and  brought  down  the  families  of  Messrs.  Kirk- 
«trick  and  Davis,  who  claimed  oar  protection  ;  they  were  placed  on  board  of 
te  priw  schooner  Velocity.  After  takine  the  families  the  depot  was  homed. 
lie  EensingtOQ  again  absent  on  an  expedition. 

Monday,  October  6. — Early  this  monring  descried  a  schooner  standing  in; 
rat  a  boat,  in  chaige  of  Mr.  Janverin,  to  board  her.  She  proved  to  be  the 
cbooner  Dart,  from  Sisal,  bound  to  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  salt,  rope,  and 
(uber;  she  was  brought  in  and  anchored  near  ns.  The  captain,  who  is  a  resi- 
iral  of  this  place,  with  the  crew,  was  brought  on  board  of  this  vessel.  The 
hA  wag  under  English  papers,  and  will  he  retained  antil  the  letnm  of  Captain 
Crocker.

United  States  Schooner  Henby  James, 

Sabine  Pau,  September  29,  1862. 
SiB:  On  the  18th  nltimo,  in  obedience  to  your  ordere,  I  got  under  way  and 
J^weded  direct  to  Sabine  bar,  anchoring  off  the  bar  Sunday  mornine.  Slat, 
""ben  within  abont  t\x  miles  of  the  bar  I  discovered  a  steamer  which  had  ev^m  |  (; 
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appearance  of  being  an  enemy.  I  at  once  called  the  crew  to  quarters,  and  made 
every  preparation  for  action.  Upon  Hearing  her,  I  discovered  that  she  wm  a 
double-engine  higfa-preeanre  eteamcr.  The  wind  being  high,  and  from  the  north, 
it  waa  impoBsibte  for  me  to  get  within  gnnshot  of  her,  and  having  been  informed 
by  you  that  eeveral  vesBeU  had  run  the  blockade  at  this  place,  and  that  a  nun- 
ber  of  vesacU  were  daily  expected,  I  at  once  prepared  a  secession  flag  with  the 
intention  of  decoying  her  out  over  the  bur.  Aa  soon  as  she  discovered  the  fU^ 
she  got  up  steam,  hoisted  the  rebel  flag,  and  made  for  ns.  She  came  steadilT 
on  bcr  course  until  within  about  two  and  a  half  miles;  when  I  bad  to  changf 
my  course  to  prevent  my  running  ashore  on  the  bar,  which  broneht  my  veemj 
in  such  a  position  as  to  show  my  quarter  boats,  when  she  turned  immediatelT 
and  steamed  under  the  battery.  The  wind  now  fell  so  that  my  veaael  wu 
nnmanageable,  and  I  was  forced  to  anchor  to  prevent  drifting  ashore.  I  tontd 
plainly  distinguish  a  large  number  of  men  upon  the  decks  of  the  steamer,  and. 
not  knowing  but  that  she  might  be  armed,  I  made  every  preparation  to  repel  an 
attack,  in  case  she  should  attempt  to  board  us  during  the  night.  Septembft  tfS. 
at  8  a.,  m.  the  rebels  hoisted  their  flag  over  the  battery.  The  steamer  at  thb 
time  being  tied  up  to  the  bank  in  front  of  the  battery.  At  9  a.  m.  I  saw  m 
vessels  in  the  offing  making  for  us.  They  proved  to  be  the  United  Stun 
steamer  Kensington,  Acting  Master  Crocker,  commanding,  and  the  United  StiK« 
schooner  Rachel  Seaman,  Acting  Master  Hooper,  commanding.  The  steanm 
Kensington  came  to  anchor  within  a  few  tiunared  yards  of  my  vessel,  Capiiin 
Crocker  came  on  board  and  informed  me  that  he  had  come  here  with  orden  boa 
Admiral  Farragut  to  blockade  this  port,  and,  if  practicable,  to  capture  the  bat- 
tery, which  is  situated  on  the  left  bank,  three  miles  from  the  middle  of  the  hai, 
and  northwest  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  light-house-  Captain  Crock*! 
asked  me  if  I  would  join  him  and  Captain  Hooper  in  the  attack  upon  the  hatter^. 
which  I  considcriid  upon  before  giving  an  answer,  as  my  orders  from  yon  wen 
to  proceed  direct  to  this  bar,  and  there  await  your  arrival  in  the  steamer.  My 
being  well  acquainted  with  the  bar,  and  feeling  confident  that  we  would  be  *w- 
ceesful  in  the  capture  of  the  battery,  I  assented  to  co-operate  with  them.  TLf 
steamer  Kensington  being  of  heavy  draught,  she  was  unable  to  cross  the  bar ;  ^ 
the  plan  agreed  upon  was  to  take  the  launches,  armed  with  howitzers,  with  if 
many  officers  and  seamen  as  could  safely  be  spared,  and  cross  the  bar  with  ih.' 
two  schooners,  and  make  the  attack.  There  being  but  eight  feet  of  water  oa 
the  bar,  and  my  vessel  drawing  eight  feet  seven  inches,  we  were  forced  to  *ii: 
for  a  strong  breeze  to  drive  her  through  the  mud.  September  23,  at  4  p-  ta. 
the  wind  shifted  to  the  southeast  and  breezed  up.  Captain  Crocker,  with  ptf- 
of  his  officers  and  crew,  went  on  board  the  Racbel  Seaman  and  got  under  tit, 
followed  closely  by  my  vessel  until  one-third  the  way  of  the  nar,  when,  ay 
vessel,  drawing  seventeen  inches  more  water  than  the  Seaman,  brought  up. 
while  the  Seaman  passed  over  and  anchored  just  inside  the  bar,  out  of  range  'i 
the  battery.  Captain  Crocker  immediately  scut  me  five  boats,  well  manned.  t-> 
assist  me  in  running  anchors  and  heaving  over  the  bar.  After  working  cm 
hours,  the  tide  fell  so  that  she  did  not  move;  so  we  ceased  for  the  night,  tni 
Captain  Crocker's  men  returned  to  the  Bachel  Seaman.  September  ^t.  rbn 
daylight  appeared,  I  could  distinguish  a  large  number  of  men  standing  upon  tks 
battery.  My  vessel  being  now  about  three  miles  from  the  battery,  I  concls<!<4 
I  would  give  them  a  shell  to  see  them  "skedaddle."  I  called  the  crew  to(]lll^ 
ters  and  opened  fire  with  the  mortar  on  the  battery.  The  shell  fell  about  twflicr 
feet  from  the  centre  of  the  battery  and  covered  one  man  nearly  up  with  dba, 
which  I  have  been  told  by  a  man  who  was  in  the  battery.  I  firea  thrc«  slrtl 
and  then  ceased.  The  Itachel  Seaman  opened  fire  soon  after  with  her  twenty 
potmder  Parrott,  hut  could  not  reach  the  battery.  The  battery  retained  tM 
compliment,  but  could  not  reach  the  Seaman.  At  II  a.  m.  the  tide  conuncDMi 
raising,  and  Captain  Crocker  sent  me  a  strong  force  to  assist  me  in  getting  orff. 
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rbieh  we  ftcompliBhed  after  five  houre'  hard  labor.  The  ndnd  now  being  tail, 
I  made  nil,  and  took  poeition  2,700  yardt  from  the  batteiy,  aad  cleared  away 
'or  action.  At  5  p.  m.,  the  enemy  diecoyeriag  that  I  was  traiaing  the  mortar 
-onad  OD  the  battery,  they  opened  fire  oa  my  vessel  trom  four  guns,  thinking,  as 
[  bare  been  since  informed,  that  they  could  sink  me  before  I  could  fire  the 
nonir.  But  they  vere  sadly  disappointed,  as  the  fourth  shot  was  made  by  the 
BMttr,  the  shell  buTBtiaff  directly  orer  the  battery  and  driving  the  rebels 
lorn  iheii  guns.  I  opened  fire  also  with  my  SS-pounders,  but  soon  discovered 
iui  tbej  could  not  reach ;  so  I  worked  the  mortar  alone.  Soon  as  the  shell 
■mild  alight  and  explode,  they  would  jump  to  their  guns  and  give  me  four  in 
ftma.  fint,  fortunately,  two  of  their  guns  would  not  reach,  while  the  other 
TO  fell  close  around  me,  sometimes  going  over  one  hundred  yards.  1  fired  the 
lurtai  u  rapidly  as  possible,  bursting  the  shell  over  the  battery.  The  Rachel 
ktnuui  commenced  getting  nnder  way  as  soon  as  I  opened  fire  on  the  battery, 
lud  fame  op  within  fifty  yards  of  my  vessel,  and  moored  broadside  on ;  and,  at 
i  p.  m.  commenced  firing  with  her  20-ponnder  Parrott  and  32-pound('r;  firing 
^0  ebots  from  the  former,  and  three  from  the  latter ;  alt,  apparently,  falling  short 
if  the  battery.  The  enemy  directing  their  fire  entirely  at  my  veBsel.  By  this 
ime  I  had  obtained  the  exact  range,  the  shell  falling  and  exploding  around  the 
iiSav  with  great  effect.  At  6.40  p.  m.  we  silenced  the  enemy's  guns.  I  con- 
iouM  the  fire  from  the  mortar  till  7  p.  m.,  and,  finding  that  the  enemy  did  not 
iffijil  ceased  firing.  On  the  morning  of  September  2,5  I  early  diBCovered  that 
M  battery  was  evacuated.  I  immediately  reported  the  fact  to  Captain  Crocker, 
■bouoDce  proceeded  to  the  fort  and  raised  the  stars  and  stripes.  I  forgot  to 
Million  that,  on  the  night  of  the  S4th,  Captaia  Crocker  fitted  out  three  boats 
•nned  with  howitzers,  with  the  intention  of  capturing  a  steamboat  lying  above 
ie  fort.  But,  being  delayed  in  trying  to  make  their  way  through  the  reefs, 
^T  bad  to  return  without  accomplishing  their  object.  My  next  step  was  to 
nsit  the  battery,  whose  armament  I  found  to  consist  of  two  42-pounaers,  and 
■'o  S4-ponnder8.  The  guns  were  all  spiked,  with  the  exception  of  one  24- 
Niimder.  Their  shot  and  shell  they  had  thrown  into  the  river,  many  lying  at  the 
■Uer't  edge.  Ooe  thousand  pounds  of  powder  in  cartridges  were  found  in  the 
onacka,  which  I  took  poBsession  of.  On  the  following  day  I  visited  the  town 
u  Sabine,  and  found  nboutforty  of  the  inhabitants  remaining,  the  rest  having  fled 
d  tfi«  eonntry  by  the  way  of  the  cars  and  two  steamboats.  On  the  morning  after 
lie  boiobardment  I  was  informed  that  the  yellow  fever  was  in  the  town,  and  that 
1  bad  been  very  severe,  resulting  in  the  death  of  one-half  of  the  population. 
If  bdag  well  acquainted  with  the  remaining  citizens,  they  conversed  freely 
^  me.  The  fort  was  garrisoned  by  70  men,  under  the  command  of  Captain 
uHh,  ■  resident  of  Sabine.  There  had  been,  previous  to  the  bombardment, 
too  mEutiy  and  100  cavalry  at  this  point;  but  on  account  of  the  severity  of 
Ik  7elk>w  fever,  they  had  been  removed  to  Beaumont,  35  miles  from  this  place. 
1  iho  atcerbuned  that  the  fort  had  been  re-enforced  on  the  night  of  the  evacua- 
mi  hy  120  troops  under  command  of  Colonel  Spaights ;  but,  being  infonned  by 
^tain  Keith  that  it  was  impossible  to  withstand  the  bombardment,  they  re- 
imed  on  the  cars  the  following  morning.  On  the  morning  of  the  2Gth  I  picked 
ip  a  boat  with  three  men  in  it,  from  whom  1  learned  that  the  enemy  expected  k 
»«nfoccementof  3,000  infantry  and  cavalry ;  and,  knowing  that  their  transpor- 
wion  would  be  cut  off  by  the  destruction  of  a  railroad  bridge,  12  miles  from 
^  pomt,  crossing  Bayou  Taylor,  which  empties  into  Lake  Sabine,  I  determined, 
f  poadble,  to  destroy  the  bridge.  On  the  27th  I  proposed  to  Captain  Hooper 
iat  I  would  take  command  of  an  expedition  that  night  if  he  would  give  me  the 
>id  of  one  of  his  boats ;  to  which  he  consented.  I  at  once  provided  the  boats 
'ilb  ereiy  thing  required  for  the  occasion.  At  9  p.  m.  I  left  the  vessel  with 
^  following  boats:  first  cutter  with  a  crew  of  17  men;  second  cutter,  8  meD, 
ncbatgeof  Hjuter's  Mate  N.  Predmore ;  and  the  second  cutter  of  the  Bad^^J.- 
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Seanum,  witb  a  crew  of  8  men,  in  charge  of  Maeter'a  Mate  JoLn  Somen.  Widi 
muffled  oars  I  quietly  paeeed  the  town.  At  1 1  p.  m.  we  passed  a  battery  cf  } 
guns,  located  at  a  bridge  croBeing  Uud  bayou.  There  not  being  water  aux^ 
to  enter  this  bayou,  we  continued  on  oar  course  across  the  lake,  arriTini;  >1 
Taylor's  bayou  at  1  a.  m.  We  careirilly  entered  the  bayou  and  landed  il  Uie 
bridge.  1  immediately  directed  Mr.  Predmore,  with  15  men,  to  Bniroand  i 
bouse  near  by,  and  Mr.  Somers  to  board  two  small  vessels  lying  a  short  disUnc* 
up  the  bayou,  while  I  apphed  the  torch  to  the  bridge.  Mr.  Predmor«  succeeded 
in  capturing  three  prisoners  and  the  rebel  mail  for  this  town  containing  Gilvr^ 
ton  and  Houston  papers  of  the  24th  instant;  also  a  number  of  lettets — dl  of 
which  I  forwarded  to  yon.  The  resscls  proved  to  be  worthless.  After  SHm; 
the  bridge  destroyed  we  returned  to  our  vessel,  airivtng  there  at  6  a-  m.  Tv 
conduct  of  the  officers  and  men,  while  on  this  expedition,  is  worthy  of  all  pni*-

Admiral  :  I  had  intended  sending  the  Harriet  Lane  with  the  news  <tf  iV^ 
capture  of  Sabine  Pass  and  this  city  on  the  5th  instant,  but  tfae  wind  (etm^  ■{ 
strong  from  the  southward  and  eastward  threw  such  a  swell  in  upon  the  1« 
that,  for  the  past  three  days,  she  has  been  detained.  This  delay  has  detereiivJ 
me  to  await  the  termination  of  the  truce,  and  until  I  get  poHewton  of  tbe  thr, 
which  will  he  on  Thursday  morning — unattended,  I  hope,  by  any  of  the  iif*- 
greeable  contingencies  that  have  so  much  embarrassed  me ;  a  brief  acooaal  <^ 
vhich  1  wilt  endeavor  to  give,  trusting  to  Captain  Guest,  whom  I  will  scsd  a 
the  Owaeco  with  my  despatches,  to  enhghten  you  upon  any  points  that  may  enc 
obscure. 

At  six  o'clock  on  Snttuday  morning  the  Harriet  Lane  was  aent  over  the  b« 
with  a  flag  of  truce,  to  communicate  with  the  military  aatborities  and  d«Ht>J 
the  surrender  of  the  forts,  giving  them  an  hour  to  decide.  After  standing  is 
iome  distance,  a  shot  was  bred  to  bring  her  to,  and  Bhe  immediately  anchuRH 
to  wait  for  a  boat  from  the  shore,  which  being  a  long  time  in  mjliing  it'  if- 
pearance.  Captain  Wainwright  despatched  his  ezecntive  officer  to  meceruin  tbi 
cause  of  the  delay,  and  explain  the  object  of  his  visit.  After  some  troablf.  b 
was  permitted  to  land  and  inform  the  commanding  officer.  Colonel  CooLtUl 
Captain  Wainwright  had  a  message  to  deliver  to  the  authorities  from  the  rna- 
manding  officer  of  the  naval  force  in  the  offing.  Colcmel  Cook  promised  to  m«J 
a  proper  officer  to  receive  it,  and  the  interview  ended. 

Captain  Wainwright  waited,  in  his  opinion,  sufficiently  long  for  this  oficv  tn 
arrive^  and  seeing  nothing  hut  a  sail-boat  coming  very  leisurely,  withost  a  cca- 
federale  hut  wili  a  white  flag  flying,  conceived  that  if  the  boat  in  sighl  ai 
contain  the  messenger,  he  waa  not  progressing  with  the  rapidity  the  grsrin^  U 
the  occasion  required,  and  determined  not  to  remain  any  longer  for  hun,  biU  i-" 
get  under  way  and  proceed  outside  the  bar.  After  anchoring,  he  reported  to  w 
Uiat  he  thought  tlie  rebel  authorities  were  unnecessarily  long  in  getting  oS  tUir 
boat,  and  that  their  management  of  her  indicated  a  desire  to  procrastinat«. 

I  rogretted  Captain  Wainwrigbt'e  having  sent  a  boat  from  his  ship,  and  ilw- 
as  he  had  sent  one,  that  he  did  not  await  the  arrival  of  the  officer  eraniig  f- 
receive  his  message.    However,  as  the  boat  with  the  white  itg  fl}ii^  vae  icL 
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A  Euderway  with  Uie  wliole  force  with  a  view  of  meeting  the  boat.  Her 
pcN,  bowerer,  was  so  slow  that  the  desire  was  fmetrated  by  the  fort's  open- 
Gre  before  she  reached  ubi  which,  of  couree,  was  returned,  and  bo  vigoionely 
.  but  a  few  Dtomenta  elapsed  before  the  whole  giurison  had  deserted  their 
i.  and  ran  as  if  seized  with  a  panic.  The  boat  oad  by  this  time  pnt  back, 
I  itrjlag  unifying,  which,  as  it  had  been  despatched  by  oat  invitation,  I 
ighl  we  should  still  receive,  and  with  that  view  I  made  the  eigoaJ  "cease 
%"  although,  had  it  been  continued,  donbtlese  many  of  the  retreating  enemy 
bt  have  been  killed. 

nrnfees,  sir,  that  their  persistently  keepmg  the  white  flag  flying  from  tlds 
I  (bat  abant  half  a  mile  ahead  of  me)  emDarrassed  me ;  and  this  was  increased 
n  anr  earning  within  easy  range  (of  our  gune)  of  the  city.  I  was  met  by 
ebsif  doaen  discharges  from  two  short  34-poUDders  (which  conld  not  reach 
ritbin  fifty  yards)  immediately  in  its  front.  Here  was  a  dilemma.  A  white 
.tent  by  my  own  request,  was  within  half  a  mile  of  me;  to  have  silenced 
msignificant  batt«ry  would  hare  necessitated  6ring  through  the  most  thickly 
ilatM  part  of  the  town,  where  all  the  eofutdar  Hags  were  flying,  and  with 
iliooet  certainty  of  killing  some  woman,  child,  or  alien,  which  catastrophe 
iW  cADstds  would  make  a  handle  of  to  try  and  impress  their  governments 
li  the  idea  that  we  were  carrying  on  this  war  like  barbarians,  and  possibly 
K  tome  embarrassment  to  our  government.  True,  it  may  be  said,  in  a 
(tij  military  point  of  view,  their  having  first  fired  upon  me  from  the  totcn 
t  u  nndonbted  right  to  retom  that  fire,  (and  I  have  not  a  doubt  that  I  dia- 
«i<it^  the  rebels  very  much  by  not  having  done  bo,  their  object  being  to 
voke  each  a  result ;)  but,  on  the  other  hand,  let  it  be  taken  into  consideration 
lany  motives  that  governed  me  in  taking  the  course  I  did,  not  the  least  of 
idi  «M  that  uu  advantage  would  be  gained  by  destroying  the  city  at  that 
t,  wheo  I  knew  that,  should  negotiations  for  its  safety  fail,  I  would  be  in  no 
K  Mtitioo  than  I  then  occupied,  wbUe,  by  granting  a  tnice  of  four  days,  I 
lU  oeprive  the  foreign  consuls  of  all  cause  of  complaint  and  stop  the  mouths 


^ith  these  views  of  the  case,  which  had  to  be  Momptly  taken,  I  hoisted  a 
;  of  trace  and  anchored.  Their  boat  tamed  rouna  on  perceiving  it,  and  came 
>g»ide,  containing  a  major  and  captain  of  the  confederate  army,  who  informed 
<W  ihey  had  been  sent  by  Colonel  Cook,  the  conunanding  officer  on  shore, 
»iipli«ice  with  my  request,  to  receive  any  message  I  might  have  to  deliver. 
*i  ibem  I  demanded  the  unconditional  surrender  of  the  city,  hoping,  by  so 
«.  the  military  wonld  quickly  evacuate  and  leave  the  civil  aathorities  to 
f*  ihe  teimfl,  the  possibility  of  their  making  any  defeuce  seeming  to  me  so 
koImu  that  it  did  not  enter  into  my  calculation  to  take  a  difierent  view  of 
'  >utter.  llie  result  proved  that  my  reasoning  was  erroneous,  for,  in  a  short 
tlhite  officers  returned  with  a  message  from  Colonel  Cook,  positirely  refu- 
%  ^  Ktede  to  my  terms,  adding  that  npon  me  rested  the  responsibility  of 
''"ifiag  the  town  and  endangering  the  Uvea  of  women,  children,  and  aliens. 
>  once  u«  that  my  first  impressions  of  their  wish  to  provoke  an  assault  to 
'"^0  U  with  the  foreign  consuls  were  correct ;  still,  for  a  time,  I  was  dis- 
*A  to  take  the  consequences  and  make  the  attack  immediately.  Capt^n 
"tl,  who,  u  well  aa  Captains  Wainwrigfat  and  Law,  was  with  me,  made  some 
nUat  mnarlig  to  the  same  efiect,  at  the  same  time  getting  up,  proposed  to 
■Mer  way  and  tow  the  mortar  schooner  into  position,  to  which  I  assented. 
a^Lnmestate  that,  in  my  first  interview  with  these  gentlemen  after  I  had 
« known  my  terms,  they  informed  me  that  the  yellow  fever  prevailed  od 
W,  which  information  strongly  influenced  my  desire  to  moderate  my  first 
BiDiM,  that  I  might  have  the  option,  at  the  end  of  a  truce,  to  take  posses- 
11  rf  lie  d^,  or  WM  reverse,  should  the  report  of  fever  existing  be  confirmedL.)  Q I C 
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After  farther  converBation.  on  my  part  endeaTorine  to  prove  that  the  ohiu  of 
firing  into  the  city  would  rest  with  uiem  and  not  witi  »i»,  and  they  nging  aipi- 
ments  to  confute  my  position,  the  major  remarked  that  if  I  would  angpend  hos- 
tilities until  he  could  agtdn  see  hia  commanding  officer,  that  he  (the  major)  would 
take  it  upon  himself  to  do  ro  on  their  part ;  at  the  eame  time  requesting  to  know 
how  long  s  time  I  would  give  them  to  get  the  women,  children,  and  aliens  oat 
of  the  place.  I  replied  by  telling  him  that,  before  I  conld  think  of  specifying 
any  time  for  a  truce  existing,  there  must  be  an  explicit  nsderstanding  tbat 
they  were  not  to  increaee  the  defences  of  the  city,  and  that  everything  was  to 
remain  as  it  was  at  that  time.  He  replied,  "Certainly,  tJiat  was  nothins  more 
than  I  had  a  right  to  demand,"  and  again  asked  how  many  days  I  wonld  give 
them.  Several  periods  of  time  were  proposed  and  discnssed,  nntil  we  fixed  upon 
four  days  as  the  time  the  truce  should  continue — the  same  that  Captain  Eagle 
had  granted  them  on  the  occasion  of  his  threatened  bombardment.  With  these 
preliminaries  he  departed,  and  shortly  returned  with  the  unqualified  approval  of 
the  commanding  officer  of  what  had  been  proposed,  with  the  addition  that  I 
was  not  to  move  my  troops  further  towards  the  city,  and  he  was  not  to  allow 
his  troops  to  come  below  it. 

And  now,  sir,  I  must  relate  the  cireumstancee  which  led  to  a  controTerpy 
ending  in  my  allowing  them  to  retain  and  canr  oS  Ji/ur  gnns  that  we  were 
entitled  to,  and  might  possibly  have  been  saved  had  we  written  out  our  agree- 
ment, an  omission  caused  by  my  strong  desire  to  do  nothing  that  could  lead  toa 
corrospondcnce,  deeming  the  presence  of  the  commanders  of  the  steamers  a  in&-_ 
cient  guard  against  misunderstandings.  Let  me  give  yon  the  particnlars.  as  &r 
as  I  can,  of  this  transaction.  Sly  understanding  of  otir  terms,  in  which  Com- 
manders Guest  and  Wainwright  and  Lieutenant  Commander  Law  agree  vith 
me,  was,  that  everything  should  remain  a*  it  wtu  at  the  time  of  the  agreement. 
Theirs,  it  appears,  was,  that  they  were  not  to  increate  their  dejeneti,  and  that 
demolishing^  them  would  rather  be  gratifying  to  us  than  otherwise.  I  can  now 
see  that  sufficient  stress  was  not  laid  upon  this  important  point,  which  they  cun- 
ningly took  advantage  of,  and  gained  their  point.  The  first  intimation  we  had  of 
their  differing  from  ne  in  the  sense  of  our  terms  of  agreement  was  through  a  de- 
serter, who  informed  ns  that  the  guns  of  the  aonth  battery  were  being  removed  by 
night.  My  first  impulse  was  to  send  a  flag  of  truce  on  shore,  informing  them 
that  I  was  aware  of  their  breach  of  faith,  and  that  hostilities  wonld  immediately 
commence ;  but  upon  coolly  reflecting  over  the  matter,  I  decided  I  would  to 
(Aem  so  far  break  their  fiiith,  to  avoid  the  disagreeable  alternatives  of  a  long 
consular  controversy,  and,  as  I  rt«t  thovght,  the  great  danger  of  contagion  from 
yellow  fever;  deeming  the  loss  of  two  oTd-fiishioned  twenty-four  pounders,  one 
eighty -pounder  rifle,  and  another  gun,  as  but  secondarv  in  comparison  to  ifae 
possibility  of  getting  that  fatal  disease  on  board  of  us,  and  the  liability  of  killing 
many  innocent  people.  In  addition,  I  had  strong  donbte,  even  had  hostil- 
ities recommenced,  whether  we  could  have  prevented  them  from  taking  the 
gnns  off  at  night,  for  most  unquestionably  we  have  not  a  sufficient  force  to  land 
and  contend  agtunst  the  number  of  men  that  could  be  brought  against  ns,  and 
night,  I  am  of  the  opinion,  would  have  shielded  them  from  the  fire  of  our  goal. 

TJpon  this  view  of  the  case  I  intended  acting,  but  finally  yidded  to  ibe 
wishes  of  Commanders  Guest  and  Wainwright  and  Lieutenant  Gommaoder 
Law,  and  sent  Commander  Guest  and  Lieutenant  Commander  Law  on  shore  lo 
charge  them  with  a  breach  of  faith  and  demand  the  return  of  the  guns,  or  an 
immediate  renewal  of  hostilitiea.  These  gentlemen  were  very  courteously 
received  by  Colonel  Cook  and  his  officers ;  their  understanding  of  the  ^S^ 
ment  prmrannded,  and  their  regrets  of  a  misunderstanding  having  occniTed 
expresaea ;  at  the  same  time  declaring  that  the  breach  of  faith  would  be  on 
our  side,  and  that  many  women,  children,  and  aliens,  who  intended  moving,

After  diacneeiDg  the  cue  in  all  pointe,  Captain  Guest  came  to  the  - 
ccliuioQ  that,  as  the  agreement  was  not  in  writing,  and  onr  verbal  under- 
utdingiru  not  sufficiently  explicit  on  the  point  at  issue  to  prevent  their 
king  idvautage  of  it,  it  was  better  to  allow  the  tmce  to  continue  and  let 
tm  tike  the  guns  than  that  we  should  be  accnsed  of  a.  breach  of  futh.  I 
<BMy  ^pmved  of  his  conrse,  and  so  the  matter  stands  at  present. 

I  hid  nearly  forgotten  to  notice  an  important  feature  in  our  negotiations,. 
kidi  wu  a  visit  from  the  English  coneol,  on  Sunday,  in  full  consular  costume,. 
imintlly  to  be  considered  an  official  call,  but  actually,  I  am  disposed  to  think,. 
ore  to  find  out  my  views  in  relation  to  pending  matters  than  any  particular' 
ipect  for  oar  flag;  for,  although  nnexceptionably  courteous,  it  was  evident 

1  hie  Bynpathies  were  with  the  rebels,  having  liveo  twenty  years  among  them. 
I  the  course  of  a  conversation  he  stated,  with  apparent  frankness,  his  apprecia- 
a  of  the  liberal  time  I  had  granted  for  the  removal  of  aliens,  but  must,  firom 
e  pudty  of  transportation,  b^  me  to  grant  an  extension  of  the  time.  I 
iGlely  W  firmly  declined  to  accede  to  this  request,  which  led  him  to  express 
e  belief  that  the  rebels  would  destroy  the  town  sooner  than  nrrender;  per- 
Motly  ssking  me,  at  the  same  time,  what  I  required  of  the  military  t  I 
fceted  a  moment,  and  saw  that  the  tender  point  was  in  mrreitdering;  and, 
A  Ute  full  knowledge  that  afW  knocking  their  town  down  I  would  be  no 
>Rr  maimg  thent  lurrender  than  I  was  at  that  moment,  I  replied  that  I 
nld  require  them  to  evacuate  the  city  and  not  to  molest  our  nag,  which  I 
■oM  to  hoist  over  the  custom-house,  and  that,  until  I  heiard  finm  you,  I  bad 
>  intention  of  interfering  with  the  civil  authorities.  He  took  his  leave  with 
■unices  of  his  using  his  utmost  efforts  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  the  city, 
ihH  by  ns  or  the  confederates — an  event  that  I  was  equally  earnest  in  asstir- 
g  him  I  wonld  deeply  deplore  on  account  of  the  unoffending  poor. 
from  deserters  and  others  flying  from  the  terrors  of  the  conscription,  (which 
^  «re  rigidly  Niforcing  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,)  I  am  of  opinion  that  we 
iTf.  It  Ust,  captured  a  place  of  strong  Union  proclivities,  among  the  lower 
d  middle  classes.  Their  representations  of  the  reign  of  terror  that  has  pre- 
iW  dnring  months  past  would,  I  should  think,  Xsaat  the  loyalty  of  the  most 
W  rf  the  rebel  citizens.  They  have  scarcely  been  allowed  a  civil  right,  the 
iiury  demanding  and  taking  what  they  pleased.  One  of  these  refugees,  a 
*  in  the  middle  ranks  of  society,  converaes  with  intelligence  and  imparts 
Iwble  mformation.  From  him  I  leam  of  the  Union  feeling  of  bis  class  and 
e  lower  grades  of  the  population,  (which,  so  far  as  the  latter  is  concerned,  baa. 
m  uaply  verified  by  the  embittered  expressions  of  all  that  have  come  on. 
•ni;!  noet  of  whom,  that  have  not  been  previouBly  drafted,  are  now  hiding 
"My  eonceivable  way  to  avoid  the  gang  that  is  driving  every  man  between 
(lira  of  eighteen  and  fifty  over  to  Virpnia  Point,  to  join  their  army.  FrouL 
tuiM  person  I  leam  that  the  endeavors  of  the  military  to  form  something 

I I  rini  government  previous  to  their  leaving  _/(it/ei2,  all  their  old  magistrates 
nii|  refnsed  to  serve.    He  also  states  that  the  threats  of  destroying  the  town. 

'xit  be  executed,  the  foreign  influence  alone  preventing;  all  the  othcr 
^y  lod  influential  citizens  ^ving  long  since  fled  to  the  interior. 
Kt  exodna  from  the  city  is  becommg  a  matter  tor  serious  consideration  with 
I  Already  we  have  from  sixteen  to  twenty  who  have  escaped  from  the  city 
V  peril  of  their  lives,  and  it  would  he  inhuman  not  to  receive  them.  Others 
iQ  come,  and,  with  our  limited  supply  of  provisions,  it  is  a  perplexing 
ud  would  seem  a  very  strong  reosou  for  our  military  forces  hastening 
kukingpouession  of  the  city,  that  they  might  again  return  to  and  be  protected 
P^  homes.  Of  course,  the  military  authorities  will  he  the  best  judges  of 
piniiher  of  men  they  will  require  to  hold  Gralveston  island;  still,  the  little 
k  1  an  throw  upon  the  subject  may  be  useful.  The  charts  will  giv@  the 
voLiti 29  GOO^^IC 
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position  of  the  city  upon  the  islaud,  and,  I  think,  of  the  railroad  bridge,  which 
IB  about  five  miles  from  the  northwest  end  of  the  city.  The  bridge  is  abont 
three. qnarters  of  a  mile  long,  terminating  at  Virginia  Point,  where  the  rcbelt 
have  tueir  lai^  battery,  mounting  from  twelve  to  twenty  guns,  and  an  army 
Torionaly  estimated  at  from  3,000  to  5,000  men.  I  am  disposed  to  think  the 
latter  number  is  not  far  from  the  mark,  aa  they  are  under  the  impresBioD  that  a 
large  force  of  ours  ie  on  the  way  to  invade  Texas,  and  that  they  are  concen- 
trating troops  at  that  point  to  meet  them.  The  name  of  the  commanding 
general  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain,  as  he  has  lately  come  from  Houston. 
<)ne  of  the  brigadiers  is  General  Debree. 

This  fort  on  Virginia  Point,  I  think,  can  be  reached  by  our  light  mortar  ves- 
sels and  the  heavy  rifled  guns  of  the  Jackson  and  Westfield,  after  lightening  the 
veeselfl  as  much  as  possible  ;  and  should  that  plan  of  taking  the  fort  be  adopted, 
a  100-pounder  rifle  should  be  sentfor  the  Glinon.  Independent  of  the  fact  of 
the  mortars  and  light  steamers  being  the  only  naval  force  that  can  act  against 
this  battery,  they  can  he  most  usefully  employed  on  the  blockade;  and  shanld 
you  have  determined  not  to  let  us  go  home,  I  tnink  we  can  perform  good  service. 
At  all  events,  I  hope  the  troops  will  be  speedily  sent,  for  I  am  most  anxiotis  to 
get  away  and  try  and  break  up  the  traffic  of  theee  inland  seas. 

Would  it  not  be  possible,  however,  to  send  a  sufficiently  lai^  militan'  force 
to  occupy  Oalveston  island  at  present  T  Two  or  three  hundred  men,  wiu)  Bome 
half  dozen  pieces  of  artillery,  could  easily  defend  themselves  on  Fort  Point  ot 
Pelican  island,  (the  latter  I  would  give  the  preference  to  on  account  of  the  com- 
fortable barracks  upon  it,  the  rebels  having  burnt  those  on  Fort  Point  when  they 
evacuated,]  with  the  assistance  of  a  gunboat;  and  I  earnestly  hope  they  will  be 
sent  immediately,  for  I  have  no  ambition  to  be  senior  officer  on  BDore  and  afloat 
at  the  same  time.  The  latter  position  I  am  convinced,  from  appearances,  will 
be  enough  to  employ  the  tine  and  talents  of  one  man,  and,  as  a  slight  proof  that 
my  impressions  are  correct,  I  will  suggest  the  propriety  of  a  schooner  load  of  flooi 
being  sent  here  at  once,  for  the  moment  wo  take  possession  of  the  city  all  com- 
munication wUl  be  cut  off  from  the  main  land,  and  provitioning,  as  well  as  gor- 
eming,  will  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  individnal  who  is  honored  with  the  governor- 
ship.  And  here,  while  snggesting  the  sending  of  provisions  for  the  shore  people, 
let  me  inform  you  of  our  own  wants.  The  ferry-tmats  ean't  carry  but  six  week's 
proviaiouB,  with  which  we  started.  Two  weeks  of  every  part  of  the  radon  have 
already  been  expended,  and  of  bread,  in  consequence  of  a  large  quantity  having 
proved  bad,  we  nave  but  two  weeks  on  board.  Will  yon  be  good  enough  to 
uink  of  this,  and  should  you  not  order  our  return  have  our  wants  supplied? 

Another  reason  for  my  wishing  for  the  speedy  arrival  of  the  soldiers  is  the 
•care  I  am  obliged  to  take  of  Pelican  island,  for  fear  the  rebels  will  some  night 
slip  down  and  bum  the  barracks.  The  marines  of  the  Clifton  and  this  ship  now 
'Occupy  it,  having  hoisted  our  flag  there  on  Sunday.  At  present,  my  opinion  is 
'that  I  con  do  nothing  more  to-morrow,  after  taking  possession  of  the  city,  than 
-landing  a  party  to  hoist  our  flag  on  the  custom-house,  and  afler  allowing  it  to 
.fly  for  about  half  an  hour  haul  it  down  and  return  on  hoard.  I  have,  however 
'Other  projects  which  time  will  develop.  I  wish  I  could  be  ea»vi$ued  that  this 
place  would  not  be  given  up  by  us,  and  I  am  sure  I  could  at  once  get  op  a 
Union  guard  that  would  materially  help  to  guard  it.

REPOBT   OP   THE  8ECBETAET  OF  THE  NAVT. 


Ukitbd  States  Steamer  Kensington, 

Sabine  Past,  October  12,  1862. 
Sn:  At  the  date  of  my  last  report  I  was  Just  leaving  with  the  launch  and 
bowitaer,  twelve  men  and  two  officers,  on  an  expedition  up  the  Calcasieu  river  aod 
kke.  I  have  the  honor  now  to  report  that  esuedition  succesgiul.  I  was  absent 
four  days,  and  proceeded  eighty  miles  np,  wlicre  I  found  the  steamer  Dan,  of 
irhich  I  went  in  search,  and  captured  it. 

Betuming  with  the  launch  in  tow,  I  stopped  at  the  town  of  Charleston,  on 
Like  Charles,  and  burned  a  large  schooner  lying  there.  I  then  levied  on  the 
town  a  contribution  of  sweet  potatoes  and  beef,  which  was  furnished.  By  this 
time  I  had  been  three  days,  nearly,  up  the  river,  and  was  informed  by  Union 
men,  plenty  of  whom  I  found,  that  a  large  party  had  collected  to  attack  us  be- 
low ;  whereopon,  I  seized  upon  ten  or  twelve  of  tbe  inhabitants  of  the  place,  and 
pasting  them  around  the  man  at  the  wheel,  who  was  exposed,  made  the  best  of 
my  way  down  tbe  river.  I  fonnd  one  other  lame  schooner,  which  I  also  burned, 
mi  thiiB  destroyed  all  the  navigation  in  that  place,  besides  teaching  the  people 
t  lesson  they  will  not  soon  forget.  As  soon  as  I  reached  a  place  of  safety  I  re- 
lased  the  prisoners.  I  should  have  mentioned  before  that  on  my  way  up  I 
eaptmcd  Colonel  Nathaniel  Cli^n,  the  commander  of  all  the  rebel  forces  in  that 
riemity,  and  now  hold  him  a  prisioner.  I  have  proposed  to  the  rebel  authori- 
ties here  to  exchange  htm  for  Lieutenant  Kittrege,  of  our  navy,  hut  as  yet 
isTe  received  no  reply.  On  reaching  the  mouth  ot  Calcasieu  river  we  found  it 
MO  rough  to  cross  Uie  bar  with  the  steamer,  and  having  heard  that  the  Kachel 
Vaman  was  in  danger,  I  left  the  prize  stenmer  there,  with  tbe  crew  and  howitzer, 
isd  hastened  to  this  port,  where  I  took  in  twenty-five  men  and  a  bowitser  from 
k  Kensington,  and  came  at  once  to  man  the  prize  schooner  Velocity.  ,  The 
twhel  Seaman  was  safe  and  had  token  prize  the  schooner  Dart,  by  which  1  have 
be  honor  to  eend  this.  The  Dart  mn  in,  supposing  the  place  still  held  by  the 
efaehi. 

Obtain  Hooper  reports  that  while  the  mortar  vessel  Henry  Janes  was  here 
«  tried  to  move  the  Rachel  Seaman  further  up,  but  grounded ;  that  while  be  lay 
ground  the  steamer  Cliflon  came  in  to  tow  out  the  mortar  vessel ;  that  the  Clif- 
as  took  a  hawser  from  the  Bacbel  Seaman,  and  in  the  attempt  to  pull  her  afloat 
be  hawaer  parted,  when  the  Cliflon  immediately  proceeded  to  sea  witb  the 
Icnry  Janes,  thus  leaving  the  Rachel  Seaman  alone  and  aground.  I  found 
eie  two  families  of  Union  people,  who  claimed  the  protection  of  the  United 
lUtca,  and  were  put  on  board  the  Velocity  by  Captain  Hooper,  in  my  absence ; 

have  sent  them  forward  by  the  Dart  for  your  disposal.  I  beg  leave  to  men- 
ion  that  tbe  yellow  fever  has  entirely  ceased  here,  but  quarantine  precautions 
my  be  aecessary.  Messrs.  Kirkpatrick  and  Davis,  whose  families  I  thus  send 
vward  in  the  Dart,  are  the  gentlemen  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  a  great  deal 
f  exceedingly  valuable  information,  and  for  faithful  services  as  pilots ;  I  recom- 
Mnd  them  warmly  to  your  protection.  I  beg  tliat  the  Dart,  like  the  Adven- 
irer,  may  be  allowed  to  remain  at  Pensacola  for  the  present,  or  till  my  arrival. 

The  importance  of  Sabine  Pass  to  the  rebels  appears  to  have  been  entirely 
nderiated  by  us  ;  the  quantity  of  goods,  of  all  kinds,  and  munitions  of  war  that 
ave  been  mn  in  here  has  been  enormous,  and  large  quantities  of  cotton  have  been 
^Mirted.  There  are  now  lying  above  at  least  eight  steamers  and  six  schooners, 
Bge  qnantitics  of  cotton,  and  quite  a  force  of  troops ;  these  last  have  been 
onsidering  strongly  tbe  propriety  of  manning  their  stamers  and  making  an  at- 
ick  oa  OS.  Under  these  cu'cumstances,  and  at  the  earnest  request  of  Captain 
fooper,  1  have  concluded  to  put  my  30-pound  Parrott  on  the  Dan,  the  howitzer 
a  the  Velocity,  and,  with  a  strong  party  from  the  Kensington,  remain  here  my- 
>tt  and  defend  the  place,  while  I  send  the  Kensington  down  the  coast  under 
d  of  my  executive  officer,  who  is  careful  and  competent,  to  obey  yonr 
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orders  in  reference  to  the  Albatroes  and  other  TesBele  there ;  and,  tnutiiig  to 
your  approval  of  my  conrse,  or  at  least  of  my  motives,  to  await  jom  fmtho 
orders  here. 

Leaving  my  party  on  th«  Velocity  in  chai^  of  Acting  Haater  Taylor,  ob  tb 
9tb  I  returned  to  Calcasieu  for  the  prize  Dan,  and  found  they  bad  tak«  tht 
sloop  Eliza,  from  Vermillion  bay,  loaded,  with  fifteen  hogsheads  of  sugar.  Tk 
sugar  was  unloaded  and  the  sloop  destroyed.  On  the  10th  and  lllh  it  bkri 
hard  norther,  but  we  succeeded  in  moving  the  Dan  to  this  place  iu  Bafbty,  lAoi 
she  now  lies. 

On  arriving  here  I  found  that  Acting  Uaster  Taylor,  in  the  Velocity.  hK 
token  the  schooner  West  Florida.  She  sppeara  to  have  sailed  from  New  Or 
leans  under  a  provisional  British  register ;  to  have  cleared  for  Matsmmu 
Mexico ;  to  have  been  taken  and  then  releaised,  with  a  pennit  from  yonnelf  * 
proceed  to  Matamora*.  She  was  seen  by  my  officer,  in  command  c^  tlie  Da 
to  pass  Calcasieu  bar,  the  aftemooa  before  she  waa  taken,  ve^  dose  m  ikn 
standing  to  the  westward,  and  to  send  a  man  to  the  masthead.  A  few  kun 
later  she  was  discovered  by  Mr.  Taylor,  from  the  Velocity,  coming  bva  Ai 
eattuard  in  about  two  fathoms  water.  She  came  on  aa  far  as  the  booy  oa  tb 
bar  at  this  place,  when  she  steered  square  in  for  the  Pass,  and  was  lakeo  nni 
the  bar  buoy  in  teven  and  a  luAf  feet  of  water.  The  crew  admit  that  tkg 
were  bound  here  from  the  first;  therefore  I  send  her  forward  as  a  good  prae 
but  subject  to  your  approval. 

Having  sent  away  one  prize  crew  in  the  Adventore,  I  am  now  short  of  na 
an4  officers  to  man  the  Velocity  and  steamer  Dan,  so  that  I  am  not  ahk  n 
fully  man  the  prizes  I  now  send.  I  therefore  retain  neariy  all  the  otifai 
crewB  here,  lest  they  ehonld  retake  their  vessels,  and  shall  send  iJien  fbrrd 
by  the  Kensington  on  her  return  from  the  Rio  Grande,  for  which  place  ^ 
leaves  to-day.

Was  joined  by  stoop  Belle  Italia  at  8  p.  m.  Saturday  morning,  (13th  alM 
as  Uiese  vessels  were  h-yingto  escape,  shelled  them,  but  they  ran  into  L«() 
Madre,.  where  we  could  not  pursue  them.  Landed  and  teconnoitered  and  !i 
three  prisoners  off  to  the  yacht,  to  detain  them  till  my  reconuoiasance  w»  ci 
pleted. 

Sunday  morning,  (14th  ultimo,)  as  the  wind  was  still  ahead.  I  renaiv4 
make  further  examiimtions.  Saw  two  armed  men  in  a  new  onfinisbed  baiUi 
and  threw  a  shell  to  drive  tbem  off.  Landed  with  my  boat  and  mvcd  n 
with  the  view  of  ascertaining  if  more  force  was  present,  and  went  my«K 
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[be  door  of  the  boose,  (belonging  to  one  of  the  men  captured,)  wheui  enddeuly, 
liwieen  men  mailed  ont  and  sniroonded  me,  and  before  I  conid  get  my  revolver 
nm  my  belt  was  overpowered.  My  men,  being  separated  from  me  by  thiB 
orce.  dued  not  fire,  as  I  was  in  the.  midet  of  the  rebels.  They  were  captured, 
ind  ve  were  taken  at  once  to  Corpne  Christi,  and  from  thence  sent  to  General 
)ee,  at  San  Antonio,  for  hia  action.  I  was  by  him  paroled — also  the  men — to 
1  eait  Dottb  for  exchanged. 

Ai  Getteral  Bee  admitted  that  I  had  been  an  honorable,  although  an  active 
1M117,  ind  had  respected  private  property,  he  sent  me  back  to  the  Arthur, 
foa  condition  that  myself  and  men  should  go  north  by  first  opporttmity.  I 
■Te  to  THMirt  that  1  have  experienced  kind  and  considerate  treatment  at  the 
lade  of  General  Bee  and  his  officers,  and  my  men  have  alao  been  taken  good 
mof.

Pemacola  Bay,  October  34.  1862. 
811:  In  continuation  of  my  reports  from  Sabine  Pass,  sent  by  the  prize 
iooDers  Adventure  and  West  Florida,  I  have  the  honor  now  to  state  that  on 
le  13lli  instant  I  sent  the  Kensington  on  her  way  to  Rio  Grande,  under  com- 
■bI  of  Acting  Uaster  Taylor,  there  to  water  the  Albatross,  in  obedience  to 
Mtorden,  and  also  to  water  the  other  vessels  blockading  on  the  Texan  coast. 
iDe  next  day  I  commenced  to  prepare  an  expedition  to  destroy  the  large 
ilnwl  Inidge  at  Taylor's  bayon.  The  expedition  I  had  beibre  sent  under 
'■niaiid  of  Acting  Master  Pennington,  of  the  mortar  schooner  Henry  Janes, 
x^  failed,  at  which  the  newspapers  above  exulted,  while  the  enemy's  troops 
B><«iately  occupied  it,  and  between  two  and  three  hundred  men  were  placed 
wt  to  guard  it. 

1  pit  the  Rachel  Seaman's  SO-ponnd  Farrott  gun  and  my  heavy  12-pound 
a>  kowitier  on  the  prize  steamer  Dan,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  15th,  with 
»  ichooner  Velocity  in  tow,  carrying  the  Kensington's  30-pound  Parrott,  I 
"W  to  attack  the  enemy. 

In  croMing  the  bar  to  enter  the  lake  the  schooner  grounded,  and  I  left  her, 
Ming  on  irith  the  steamer  and  a  crew  of  twenty-five  men  only.  The  enemy 
^  potted  behind  a  high  and  strong  emb^kment,  and  a  force  of  cavalry  and 
w  artiUefy  were  drawn  up  in  the  prairie  a  little  back. 

Aj  soon  as  we  came  within  range  with  the  Parrott  we  opened  on  them  with 
ol  to  draw  their  fire,  if  they  had  any  heavy  artillery;  but  they  did  not  reply, 
"  'e  continned  the  fire,  nearing  them  rapidly,  until  our  boat  howitzers,  with 
'"'Second  shrapnel,  had  them  nicely  in  range,  when  the  steamer  grounded 
^  very  few  rounds  gave  the  exact  elevation,  when  the  enemy  broke  and  fled 
(■s^ion  towards  the  cavalry  and  a  train  of  cars  which  had  in  the  mean 
■*  wived  from  Beaumont  with  reinforcements. 

1  immediately  sent  two  boats'  crews  to  destroy  the  bridge  while  we  shelled 
« pfsirie  and  the  cars.  We  hit  the  train,  and  compelled  it  and  the  troops  ta 
'' Wk,  after  some  time  spent  in  repumg  the  care.  CtOOqIc

The  tvo  boats'  crewe,  under  command  of  Maeter's  Hate  Jutdi,  of  the 
Rachel  Seaman,  and  Second  Assiatant  Engineer  O'Conner,  of  die  Ketutngtoii. 
did  their  work  in  the  most  complete  manner;  they  entirely  destroyed  the  brid^ 
thus  preventing  the  transportation  of  heavy  artillery  to  Sabine  Pasis,  and  sIm 
bnmed  all  the  enemy's  barracks,  aai  also  the  schooners  Stonewall  asd  Lone 
Star.  While  they  were  at  work  the  enemy's  cavalry  made  a  charge  on  thes, 
but  the  well-directed  fire  from  the  steamer  rcpnlBed  them,  and  the  wofk  nv 
done  at  our  leisure.  Returning  to  the  schooner,  we  towed  her  afioat,  and  arrived 
back  at  the  pass  the  next  morning.  All  that  dav  (the  16th)  we  spent  in  pK- 
pariOg  to  attack  a  cavalry  encampment  situated  aooat  five  miles  back  &om  the 
town  of  Sabine,  the  pickets  from  which  had  been  a  continual  annoyance  u>  ni- 

On  the  morning  of  the  17th,  with  a  party  of  fifty  men  and  a  light  boat 
bowitzer,  we  commenced  our  march  for  the  encampment,  driving  in  the  pi^ett. 
Afl  we  advanced  they  retreated  before  us,  gradually  increasing  in  numbCT  naiS 
we  reached  nearly  to  their  encampment,  where  they  made  a  stand ;  upon  vbidi 
we  started  towards  them  on  the  double-quick,  un^  we  came  within  the  nn^ 
with  onr  howitzer,  wbeo  wo  unlimbered  and  gave  it  to  them.  The  enemy  im- 
mediately broke  and  fled  into  the  chaparral.  We  immediately  bnmed  aB  tl» 
encampment,  consisting  of  fourteen  nouses  and  stables,  and  then  maicbed 
Idaorely  hack  to  onr  schooner. 

I  cannot  speak  in  too  hi^  praise  of  the  steadinesB  and  coolness  of  my  offictn 
and  men;  they  appeared  as  if  on  parade. 

I  desire  to  make  en^ecial  mention  of  Acting  Haster's  Hate  Janvm,  of  tki 
Rachel  Seanuin,  and  Second  Assistant  Engineer  O'Connor,  of  this  thip.  Iwl 
of  whom  I  recommend  strongly  for  promotion  for  their  gallantry,  and  uw  b 
their  professional  qnalificatioQS  and  character. 

On  the  18th  the  Kensington  returned,  having  obeyed  your  orden,  down  dv 
coast;  and  on  the  19th,  with  a  number  of  refugees  who  had  fled  to  ua  foi  pra 
tection,  I  started  for  the  Sonthweet  Pass,  where  I  landed  them  on  the  2I»k  ii 
care  of  Captain  Weeks,  of  the  Pampero.  I  left  the  Rachel  Seaman  at  Stiki 
Pass,  and  also  the  schooner  Velocity,  with  tlie  Kensington's  Parratt  gnn,  u> 
the  prize  steamer  Dan,  with  the  heavy  howitzer  and  abont  thirty  of  the  Keui^ 
ton's  men,  all  nnder  command  of  Acting  Haster  Hammond,  of  the  Kenangv* 
who  has  accompanied  me  on  all  my  expeditions,  and  distingoisbed  himarab; 
his  coolness  ana  bravery  on  all  occasions. 

Captain  Hooper  has  rendered  me  the  most  important  and  efficient  aid  on  li 
occasions,  while  all  the  officers  and  men  remaining  on  board  the  Kenain^ 
have  performed  their  greatly-increased  dndes  with  the  utmost  checvAilneM.  rt 
gretting  only  that  they  also  could  not  have  been  sparod  to  keep  na  on  ahore. 

On  the  23d  I  supplied  water  to  the  vessels  at  Ship  island ;  on  the  23d  npxWi 
to  Commodore  Bell,  at  Hobile,  and  arrived  off  this  port  last  nigfat.

Lieutdiant  Commander  T.  McKean  Buehanan't  report  of  hit  epentticmt  a  i» 
walert  of  Louitiatta. 

United  States  Steambb  CALBomt. 
Off  Brathear  City,  Alehafalaya  river,  Kovem&er  9,  lS6t- 
StH :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  leA  Lake  Pontcbartrattt  on  ibe  ifin 
noon  of  the  25th  of  October,  to  proceed  to  the  Southwest  Paaa,  when  I  wa<  s 
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be  met  by  the  steamers  Eetrella  and  St.  Mary's,  and  to  proceed  from  there  to 
iha  place,  in  order  to  co-operate  with  General  Weitzel,  who  wae  coming  along 
ili«  riilnud ;  and  I  bIbo  hoped  to  catch  some  confederate  gnnboata. 

I  had  expected  to  brine  the  Bteamers  KinBtnan  and  Diana  with  me,  bnt  the 
Siognun  broke  down  at  Fort  Pike,  and  the  Diana  not  having  her  officers  or 
(rev,  I  left  without  them. 

I  airived  at  the  Soathweet  Paas  on  the  evening  of  the  27th,  having  nm 
agromid  in  coming  through  Paea  k  I'Outre,  and  left  in  company  with  the  Ea- 
(rIIi,  Lientenant  Commander  Cook,  and  the  United  States  transport  St.  Mary's, 
biting  on  board  the  Slst  Indiana  regiment,  on  the  momtug  of  the  28tb. 

We  arrived  in  the  bay  the  morning  of  the  29th,  and  immediately  commenced 
Baking  ant  the  channel,  which  is  very  intricate  and  narrow.  The  rebels  had 
Rmored  all  the  bnoys  and  stakes,  but  we,  by  hard  work,  managed  to  work  our 
w»y  np  to  the  obstructions  in  the  channel  by  the  evening  of  the  30th.  The 
KiniDlao  arrived  the  same  evening,  and  I  left  the  pilot  busy  all  night  putting 
ion  etakes  to  get  around  the  obatmctiong,  and  as  there  was  not  water  enongB 
to  aieer  to,  I  hauled  the  Kinsman  alongside  and  put  all  my  guna  and  ammuni- 
tim  on  board  of  her.  The  same  morning  a  rebel  steamer  came  down  to  take  a 
iook  at  ns,  and  fired  three  guns  at  us,  which  I  returned  with  two  from  my 
SO-ponnder  Parrott,  when  she  turned  and  ran  back.  The  nest  day  I  tried  to 
pt  the  Calhonn  over,  bnt  she  grounded,  I  put  three  of  her  guns  back  and 
ntned  with  the  Estrella  for  Atchafiilaya  river,  but  the  Eatrella  also  ran  aground ; 
tnd  finding  it  impossible  to  get  her  off  until  high  tide,  I  went  with  the  lunsman 
•Ime  to  the  mouth  of  the  river ;  but  finding  nothing  I  ran  out  into  the  bay  and 
ucbored,  and  sent  my  pilot  down  to  the  other  vessels.  He  brought  the  Et- 
iKh  and  St.  Mary's  up  safely  the  next  morning,  and  Mr.  Jordan,  the  executive 
sfieer,  nicceeded  in  getting  around  the  obBtructions  and  about  half  war  up  the 
Wj,  where  the  Calhoun  grounded  ae;ain.  We  tried  to  get  her  off  in  the  Kins- 
mm,  but  not  succeeding,  and,  as  we  nad  already  lost  so  much  time,  I  took  part 
dT  my  crew  and  two  guns  on  board  and  started  for  this  place,  where  we  arrived 
(Wt  T  o'clock  p.  m.  of  the  1st.  Upon  getting  off  the  town  I  saw  a  steamer's 
nwke,  which  I  immediately  made  for,  although  I  conld  not  fire  upon  her,  as 
Bj  Parrott  gun  was  spiked,  how  or  by  whom  I  cannot  discover.  I  ordered  the 
Eitrella  to  open  fire,  however,  and  we,  a  short  time  aflerwards  getting  our  gun 
cW,  opened  also.  The  steamer  then  rang  her  bell  very  loudly,  and  we  heard 
penons  singing  out  "don't  fire" — which  has  been  corroborated  by  persons  from 
^wre—when  I  ordered  the  Estrella  to  cease  firing,  and  also  the  Kinsman,  think- 
ing ibe  had  surrendered,  and  for  the  Estrella  to  mn  alongside  of  her  and  board 
ber,  the  then  being  about  1,500  yards  distant;  but  Captain  Cook  misunder- 
■tuidmg  the  order  fell  back,  and  about  the  some  time  the  steamer  fired  again, 
>lrikin|  the  Kinsman  under  the  port  bow.  I  immediately  opened  on  her  again. 
*nd  luU  going  full  speed  made  for  her;  but  she  put  up  the  Atchafalaya  river, 
and,  ahhongh  we  followed  her  for  nearly  an  hour,  she  succeeded  in  escaping 
^  ns  by  her  superior  speed.  She  proved  to  be  the  rebel  gunboat  Cotton, 
■im-cUd,  with,  I  think,  the  guns  casemated,  and  veir  fast.  The  same  night  I 
aptored  the  rebel  steamboat  A.  B.  Seger.  She  belonged  to  the  confederate 
Sw«s  navy,  and  was  used  as  despatch  boat,  and  was  commanded  by  Lieutenant 
A.  Coone,  C.  8.  N.  The  crew  ran  her  on  shore  and  deserted  her.  She  is  a 
tiBall  tide-wheel  boat  of  about  thirty  tons,  and  not  fit  to  go  outside.  I  brought 
■ip  ibe  8t.  Mary's  the  same  night,  and  anchored  off  Brashear  City.  We  landed 
tw  next  noming,  and  found  that  we  had  arrived  too  late  by  forty-eight  hours 
h>  prevent  the  rebels  finm  crossing.  The  Diana  arrived  the  same  day,  and 
dwrtlv  afterwards  Mr.  Jordan  arrived  with  the  Calhonn.  As  soon  as  I  had 
'ovIm  I  started  with  all  four  boats  up  the  Atchafalaya  river,  to  go  up  Bayou 
Teche  to  Franklin.  About  five  miles  above  Pattersonville,  and  three  from  the 
Boatli  of  the  Teche,  I  found  the  enemy  posted.    They  had  thrown  up  ^'^Wl.. 
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eitrthworkB  about  two  miles  up,  wbich  they  dfiserted  on  our  appiotch,  and  »- 
treated  above  a  bridge  called  the  Comay  bridge.  I  spened  on  them  whh  my 
Parrott  guns,  but  cany  ingaway  the  chock  to  which  the  breaching  w«b  secuftd 
I  was  obliged  to  etop  to  repair.  I  sent  Captain  Cook  ahead  with  the  other 
two  boatB,  when  he  eoon  ctunc  in  range  of  the  Cotton,  which  was  pocKd 
above  the  bridge,  and,  aa  we  soon  found  out,  they  had  also  the  rirer  ob- 
structed. The  second  or  third  Bhot  struck  the  Estrella  on  her  port  rail,  kiOhtg 
two  floldiera  who  were  working  a  24-poUQder  howitaer,  and  wounding  amtlMT 
man,  and  also  carrying  away  the  Eetrella's  wheel  ropes.  The  ll>ti«lU  was 
obliged  to  run  on  Bhore,  to  allow  the  other  boats  to  pass,  the  Tecbe  beong  htrr 
very  narrow.  The  Diana  and  Kineman  kept  on,  but  the  Diana  having  her 
Parrott  guns  mounted  on  an  iron  carriage,  got  it  foul,  and  was  obliged  to  rtop. 
The  Kinsman,  however,  kept  on  np  to  the  bridge ;  and  I  woold  respecdoQ; 
bring  to  your  notice  the  conduct  of  Acting  Master  George  Wigzina,  comsnad- 
ing  her.  He  put  bis  ship  right  up  to  the  batt«ry  on  shore,  whKA,  1  have  tiscf 
learned,  consisted  of  eleven  field-pieces,  and  within  one  thousand  yaida  of  tW 
Cotton,  which  was  as  close  as  he  could  get.  He  drove  off  the  field'pieeea,  and 
kept  up  fire  with  bis  rifled  gun  on  the  Cotton.  He  received  fifty-ibor  AoU 
ihrough  his  hull  and  upper  works,  and  had  three  throng  his  flag.  He  had  oar 
round  shot  through  bis  shell-room  and  magazine,  but,  fbrtunatdy,  it  did  bc 
more  damage  than  to  destroy  eleven  shell-boxes,  and  to  knock  tba  sabots  off  of 
the  shell.  He  bad  one  man  killled  and  five  wounded,  one  of  wfaidt— bis  lake 
pilot — died  next  day  from  tbe  effects  of  ampntatioD.  I  burned  np  aa  aoaa  m  1 
beard  the  firing,  and  mn  my  stem  up  to  the  bridge,  and  finding  tfae  Kiocaaii 
was  leaking  badly,  ordered  Captain  Wiggins  to  bsick  out  of  range.  By  nuBiBf 
my  bow  into  the  bank,  I  brought  my  port  broadside  to  bear  on  the  Cottna 
She  stood  for  about  tw^ity  minutes,  when  she  backed  up  aronnd  a  tnni  in  tke 
Tecbe,  and  soon  got  out  of  our  range.  The  Estrella  and  Diana  also  by  (kit 
time  were  up,  and  after  shelling  the  woods  we  landed.  I  tried  to  hanl  tk 
obstructions  away,  and  also  tried  to  force  tbe  Diana  over,  but  could  not  rk- 
ceed.  As  night  was  coming  on  I  did  not  think  it  prudent  to  lay  m  tfae  Teckc- 
where  the  enemy  could  come  all  aronnd  us  at  night,  and  fire  opMi  os  with 
musketry  and  artillery  without  our  being  able  to  see  them,  so  I  rManted  U 
Brashear  City  to  repair  damages  and  bury  the  dead.  The  Cotton  made  mw 
excellent  firing.  I  received  eight  shots,  three  of  which  were  in  the  ball  on  tht 
port  side,  two  in  my  port  wheel-house,  one  in  my  starboard  wheel-faonae,  aad 
two  in  my  port  round  house.  None  of  them  did  any  material  damage  or  bun  ■ 
person  on  board.  The  Estrella  was  touched  three  times,  as  was  also  tfae  Diau- 
None  of  us  had  onr  machinery  touched.  The  obstructions  consist  of  a  steaBtf 
called  the  Fly  Catcher,  and  a  schooner  loaded  with  bricks,  sunk  acroM  tbf 
channel,  and  then  live  oak  thrown  in  all  around.  With  a  land  force  to  }NuMei 
us  on  the  hanks,  I  could  remove  the  obstructions,  I  think ;  but  as  il  ia  oa*. 
with  the  Cotton  firingupon  us,  and  a  large  force  on  shore,  I  think  it  is  expoas; 
my  men  unnecessarily.  The  whole  rebel  force  was  there,  we  leanwd,  nadn 
General  Monson,  numbering  from  three  to  four  thousand  men.  We  cut  xhrm 
up  pretty  badly,  and  they  have  since  moved  their  camp  up  to  Cenbwille. 
which  is  three  miles  above  the  ohstmctions,  only  kee^ng  their  cavalry  ai 
artillery  below.  We  were  busy  all  the  next  day  repairing  damages.  Tk 
morning  of  the  5th  I  started  op  again  with  the  Estrella,  leaving  the  other  bow 
to  continue  their  repwrg.  We  drove  them  off  as  before,  but  I  aid  not  eaeapc  » 
luckily — a  shot  from  the  Cotton  striking  tbe  port  forward  struck  off  my  Pamc 
^n,  killing  two  men  almost  instantly.  Their  names  are  William  Camenw  aad 
William  Hialop.  My  officers  and  crew  have  all  behaved  exceUaitly.  Tbr 
crews  of  all  the  vessels,  with  the  exception  of  the  Diana's,  (who  are  vohmlMn 
from  the  frigate  Mississippi,)  and  ten  men  on  hoard  the  Estrella  from  the  ?<•)-

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}tb.  Acting  Haeter  WeekB,  in  command  of  the  Diana,  while  cniiBing  in  Gr&nd 
ake,  hnrd  of  some  cottori,  which  he  went  after  and  brought  to  this  place.  It 
ns  taken  at  the  request  of  the  agent,  (a  Mr.  Todd,)  who  represents  Dimself  as 
I  Union  man,  to  prevent  the  rebels  from  bixrni^  it.  I  would  respectfdly  wish 
w  know  what  diepoeitioa  is  to  be  made  of  it.  There  are  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
ire  balM.  The  owners  are  repreaented  as  Union  men  also,  and  hvc  in  Frauk- 
b.  Tlie  next  day  I  started  Acting  Maeter  Wigpns  in  the  Kinsman,  taking 
Jong  with  him  the  Seger,  to  capture  two  steamers  which  I  had  heard  of.  After 
iome  tronble  he  succeeded  in  finding  them  stowed  aw^in  a  small  bayou  called 
Sayoa  Cheval,  about  nine  mile«!  from  Grand  lake.  The  steamers  he  found  to 
«  almost  aseless,  one  of  them  (the  Osprey)  having  no  wheel,  and  part  of  her 
nachinery  gone,  and  the  other  one  (the  tJ.  P.  Smith)  all  rotten.  He  fonnd  it 
mpoauUe  to  get  them  out,  they  having  been  run  hard  ashore ;  and  upon  con- 
lohing  with  my  chief  engineer,  whom  I  had  sent  along,  aa  to  the  possibility  of 
heir  being  repaired,  he  concluded  to  bum  them.  He  waa  also  induced  to  bum 
hem  Irom  the  fact  that  he  found  a  gang  on  board  making  bowie  knives  and 
nonlding  bnckshot  and  bullets,  and  also  found  an  order  to  the  capt^n  to  bum 
hem  if  the  Yankees  came  up.  He  took  the  captain  of  the  Smith  and  a  Gapt^ 
Cildwell,  who  commanded  a  company  about  there,  with  hia  gang,  prisoners,  all 
)f  which  I  have  turned  over  to  Colonel  McMillan. 

Hie  Cotton  is  in  such  a  position  that  she  cannot  escape.  She  cannot  go 
DiKh  fhrther  up  the  Teche,  and  she  cannot  get  out.  I  keep  boats  running  np 
ad  down  there  every  day ;  but  I  have  given  orders  not  to  engage  her  unless 
tiiere  is  some  prospect  of  Buccess,  as  we  are  all  rather  short  of  ammunition,  por- 
ticnlaily  Parrott,  as  we  have  to  use  our  bow  guns  most  all  the  time.  From  the 
best  information  I  have  been  able  to  gain,  we  have,  so  far,  struck  her  various 
times,  but  our  shot  glance  off  her  iron  casing.  I  saw  this  myself  the  other  day. 
We  have  had  her  on  fire  three  times— once  by  the  Kinsman,  and  twice  by  this 
ihip.  So  £ar  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn,  we  have  killed  fonr  men  on  ooard 
nta  wonnded  Beveral,  and  also  killed  and  wounded  a  number  on  shore  the  first 
i«y,  and  killed  one  two  days  afterwards.  I  intend  to  try  her  agun  by  sending 
ihe  two  light  draught  veasels  around  into  Grand  lake  to  get  in  her  rear,  while  I 
p>  Dp  and  engage  her  in  front  I  think  they  can  get  within  a  mile  of  her,  but 
tbrn  will  have  to  fire  ovct  woods.  We  received  a  small  supply  of  ammuuidon 
u>-aay,  but  not  enongh,  as  the  rebels  are  beginning  to  be  troublesome  on  the  ^ 
bsaks  of  the  river  and  the  Teche.  There  waa  a  large  lot  sent  out,  but  through 
■oine  carelessness  the  train  was  blown  np. 

The  rebels,  on  leaving  this  place,  destroyed  a  great  deal  of  sugar  and  burnt 
If  over  one  hundred  cars. 

The  planters  here  have  almost  all  deserted  their  plantations  and  taken  their 
Qceroea  with  them. 

I  fo^t  to  mention  that  I  also  had  a  man — Frank  Betn,  ordioarr  seaman — 
killed  on  the  5th,  by  the  premature  explosion  of  a  Dahlgren  ahell  from  a 
34-poaQder  howitzer,  on  board  of  the  Estrella.  The  Estiella  was  alittle  astern 
of  me,  and  the  Teche  being  very  narrow,  she  was  obliged  to  fire  very  near  over 
mf  quarter-deck.  A  piece  of  shell  strack  him  in  the  back  and  killed  him  nearly 
iutantly.  As  the  channel  is  very  narrow  and  intricate  in  coming  through  the 
bay,  I  would  respectfully  request  to  know  if  I  conld  have  authority  to  have  it 
ttaked  out  and  the  buoys  placed,  most  of  which  are  here.  The  pilota  are  the 
only  peiaons  I  would  have  to  employ.  Vessels  of  seven  feet  draught  conld  then 
eater.

Flag-Officer  Foote't  report  of  a  reconnoiuance  down  the  Miumippi  riptr. 
Cairo,  lUtnoU,  January  7,  1862. 

Sir  :  I  have  telegraphed  the  department  already  that  to-day  I  bare  made  t 
recotmoissance  down  the  river,  withiQ  the  range  of  the  batteries  of  Colmnbu. 
takine;  with  me  the  Essex,  Captain  Porter,  the  Lexington,  Dentenant  Commaod- 
ing  Shirk,  and  the  Taylor,  Captain  Walke.  Colonel  Webster,  of  the  engtiKet 
corps,  also  accompanied  us,  while  a  sqaadron  of  cavalry,  on  the  Miasonri  »d«. 
proceeded  at  the  aame  time  toward  Belmtmt. 

I  ran  down  within  range  of  the  rebel  batteries,  but  the  enemy  did  not  open 
fire.  My  object  was  Ailly  attained  in  seeing  the  river  down  to  the  pomi  wr 
[reached]  clear  of  sub-marine  batteries  and  other  nhstaclcs.  I  did  not  considM 
it  policy  to  op^n  fire  on  the  batteries,  as  we  had  not  the  force  to  attempt  w 
carry  mem,  which  would  have  induced  the  rebels  t«  clwn  a  victory  if  we  bid 
retired  after  first  opening,  upon  them.  One  of  their  gunboats,  which  we  W 
driven  down  the  nver,  tollowed  ns  up  on  our  return.  I  fired  at  her  and  iIkc 
gave  chase,  compelling  her  to  return  to  Columbns,  after  an  exchange  of  twotr 
three  shots,  one  of  which  was  fired  from  the  Columbns  batteries  when  we  vnt 
some  twelve  or  fifteen  hundred  yards  farther  off  than  we  were  when  first  rmaio^ 
down  to  examine  the  river. 

.Theobject  of  thereconnoiesance  was  satisfactorily  accomplished  in  all  respectt. 
showing  that  the  rumors  of  obstacles  being  in  the  river  and  dangerona  torpedaM- 
are  unfounded,  at  least,  ontil  within  range  of  the  rebel  batteries.

Flag-  OffteerFoot^t  report  of  condition  ofgnnloaU,  endoiing  tdegrant  of  tie  lltk. 
'  Cairo,  IU,,  Jamnary  12,  1S62. 

Sir  ;  I  sent  a  telegram  to  the  department  yesterday,  a  copy  of  whieb  ii 
enclosed.  I  had  given  Commander  Porter  instmcldons  to  keep  near  and  praUd 
the  advanced  brigade  of  General  McClemand,  and  there  remain  until  i  iboidd 
join  him  with  the  Taylor  to-day,  or  to-morrow.  But  early  yesterday  mocBiv, 
the  rebel  gunboats  coming  ap  from  Columbus  and  opening  upon  onr  iotti. 
brought  on  the  little  engagement  which  resulted  in  the  rebel  boats  npdtr 
retreating  under  their  batteries  at  Columbus.

We  are  now  in  immediate  want  of  a  thousand  men  for  the  gunboats.  In  libt 
meantime,  I  am  getting  the  boats  into  the  middle  of  the  river  and  potting  thra 
ordnance  and  other  equipments  and  stores  on  board,  and  by  the  80th  iafwa 
expect  to  have  all  the  gunboats  in  commission,  although  with  hut  one-thiid  uf  » 
crew  to  each  boat,  I  trust  that  this  deficiency  will  be  supplied  by  men  fi«K 
the  east,  before  the  SOth  instant

Sir  :  Yesterday,  aa  reported  to  the  department,  I  Bent  Captain  Porter,  with 

the  Elssex,  and  Lientenaut  Commanding  Paulding,  with  the  St.  Louie,  down  the 

river  to  protect  the  advance  brigade  under  General  HcGlemtud,  and  aleo  have 

sent  two  other  gunboats  up  the  TenncsBce  river.     This  morning  three  rebel 

C boats  came  up  from  ColumbuB,  and  opened  the  attack  on  the  Essex  and  St. 
is  at  long  range,  and  for  twenty  minutes  the  fire  was  very  brisk  between  the 
five  boats  engaged,  when  the  rebel  boats  retreated,  bnt  a  ninning  iire  was  con- 
tmned  for  an  boor  nntil  the  rebel  boats  were  driven  behind  their  batteries  at 
Colnmbns.     Captain  Porter  believes  that  one  of  the  rebel  boats  was  disabled.

boats — showing  the  greater  range  of  our  guns,  bnt  the  escape  of  the  rebels 
ihowed  the  gnater  speed  of  their  boats.

Unitbd  States  Gunboat  Essbi, 
Fort  JefertoH,  January  13,  1862. 
Sir;  On  the  morning  of  the  11th  General  HcClemand  sent  on  board  this 
vessel  and  informed  me  that  the  enemy  were  moving  up  the  river  from  Columbns 
with  several  vcbscIb,  towing  ttp  a  battery.  I  immediately  signalled  Lientenaut 
Cmnmanding  Paulding,  of  the  St.  Louis,  to  get  under  way  and  prepare  for  ac- 
tios. A  very  thick  fog  coming  on,  we  were  compelled  to  Btcam  slowly  down 
ihe  river,  but  about  10  o'clock,  or  a  little  after,  it  roBC,  and  showed  us  a  large 
■teamer  at  the  head  of  Lucas's  bend.  We  heard  her  whistle  the  moment  we 
were  seen  by  them.  Shortly  after  whistling  she  was  joined  by  another  large 
and  a  small  steamer.  We  pureaed  our  course  steadily  down  the  river,  and  when 
within  long  range  the  large  steamer  fired  a  heavy  shell  gun,  which  stmck  the 
sand  bar  between  us,  and  ricocheted  within  abont  two  hundred  yards  of  this 
vMwl  and  burst.  We  at  this  time  did  not  return  the  fire,  bnt  continued  our 
eonree  dowB  in  order  to  near  the  vessel.  By  this  time  the  large  steamer  was 
joined  by  her  consorts,  and  thev  opened  a  brisk  fire  npon  us.  I  now  hailed 
lieatenant  Commanding  Panlding,  and  directed  him  to  try  one  of  his  rifle 
cannon.  He  instantly  fired,  and  sent  his  shot  completely  over  the  enemy.  I 
then  opened  frnm  my  bow  gnus,  and  the  action  became  brisk  on  both  sitJes  for 
about  twenty  minntes,  the  enemy  firing  by  broadsides.  At  the  end  of  this  time 
the  enemy  hauled  off,  and  stood  down  the  river,  rounding  to  occasionally  and 
giving  us  broadsides.     Thia  muDing  fight  continued  until  he  reached  tlie  shelter 
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of  his  batteries  on  the  IroD  bank  above  UolambuB.  We  continued  the  mction 
and  drove  him  behind  their  batteries  in  a  crippled  condition,  as  we  could  Ait- 
tinctly  see  our  shell  explode  on  hia  decks.  The  action  lasted  over  an  hoar,  and 
tenninated,  as  I  think,  in  a  complete  defeat  of  the  enemy's  boats,  superior  in 
size  and  number  of  guns  to  the  Esse'  and  St.  Louis.  On  the  12th  Genenl 
UcClemand  requested  me  to  make  a  reconn^isBaiice  towards  the  Iron  banks.  1 
did  BO,  and  offered  the  enemy  battle  by  firing  a  round  shot  at  their  battery,  Wt 
they  did  not  respond,  iior  did  I  see  anything  of  their  boats.  I  have  since  beoi 
informed  througn  the  general  that  the  boats  of  the  enemy  were  completely  ds- 
abled,  and  the  panic  became  so  great  at  the  Iron  banks  that  the  gunners  de- 
serted their  guns. 

The  fire  of  the  St.  Louis  was  precise,  and  the  shot  told  well.  The  offittn 
and  men  of  this  vessel  behaved  with  firainese — Ur.  BQey,  our  fint  mMter. 
carrying  out  all  my  orders  strictly,  while  the  officers  of  the  gnu  divitiom. 
Messrs.  Laning  and  Ferry,  p^  particular  attention  to  the  pointing  of  thai

veyed  them  correctly  aud  with  alacrity.     In  fact,  all  the  officers  and  men  oi 
board  behaved  like  veterans.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  infitrm  you  that  I  left  Cairo  yesterday  with  tin 
vessel,  having  ordered  the  armored  gunboats  Essex,  Oarondelet,  Oineiiinati,  and 
St.  Louis  to  precede  me  to  Paducah,  and  arrived  here  last  evening. 

To-day  I  pnnKise  ascending  the  Tennessee  river  with  the  four  new  aiutuird 
boats  ana  the  old  gunboats  Taylor,  Conestoga,  and  Lexington,  in  convoy  at  t^ 
troops  undsr  General  Grant,  for  the  purpose  of  conjointly  attacking  and  oeea- 
^nng  Fort  Henry  and  the  rulroaa  bndge  connecting  Bowling  Gre«n  vitk 
Columbus.  The  transports  have  not  yet  arrived,  although  expected  last  ni^ 
from  Cairo,  which  caases  detention ;  whUe  in  the  meantime,  unfortuMtdy,  tk 
river  is  felling.  I  am  ready  with  the  seven  gunboats  to  act  offeaaivdlT  what- 
ever the  army  is  in  condition  to  advance,  and  have  every  confidence,  under  Goi 
that  we  shall  be  able  to  silence  the  guns  at  Fort  Henry  and  its  surroiindiagi. 
notwithstanding  I  have  been  obliged,  for  want  of  men,  to  take  from  the  firc 
boats  remaining  at  Cairo  all  the  men,  except  a  suffident  number  to  man  one  g»- 
boat  for  the  protection  of  that  important  post. 

I  have  left  Commander  Eilty  as  senior  officer  in  charge  of  the  guns  and  mortH 
boats  at  Cairo,  ordering  him,  with  the  assistance  of  Fleet  Captain  Pensock.  to 
use  every  effort  in  obtaining  more  men  and  forwarding  the  eariy  e<]nipneia  of 
the  mortar  boats.  It  is  peculiarly  unfortnnate  that  we  have  not  been  able  lo 
obtain  men  for  the  flotilla,  as  they  only  are  wanting  lo  enable  me  to  have  at 
this  moment  eleven  full-manned,  instead  of  seven  partially  manned.  gmUKali 
ready  for  efficient  operations  at  any  point.  The  volonteers  from  the  amy  to  p> 
in  the  gunboats  exceed  the  number  of  men  required,  bnt  the  derang^BCBt  <f 
companies  and  regiments,  in  permit^g  them  to  leave,  is  the  reason  BSsimed  fW 
not  more  than  fiAy  of  the  number  having  been  thus  far  transfeiTed  ts  th 
flotilla. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  my  orders  to  the  commanders  of  the  gunboats,  in  ai 
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of  the  attwi  on  Fort  Heniy ;  also,  a  co'py  of  orders  to  Lieutenant  Command- 
jog  Phdjw.  who  will  have  more  especial  charee  of  the  old  gunboats,  and  operatfl 
in  a  lera  exposed  condition  than  the  armored  Itoats.

The  captains  of  the  gnnhoats,  before  going  into  action,  will  always  see  that 
^  hoods  corering  the  gratings  of  the  hatches  at  the  bows,  and  steros,  and  else- 
where, are  taken  off;  otherwise,  great  injury  will  result  fhim  the  concussion  of 
the  guns  in  firing.  The  anchors,  also,  must  be  unstocked,  if  they  interfere  with 
the  range  of  the  bow  guns. 

In  attacking  the  fort,  the  first  order  of  steaming  will  be  observed,  as,  hy  the 
TeaseU  being  parallel,  they  will  be  much  less  exposed  to  the  enemy's  range 
duo  if  not  in  a  parallel  line,  and  by  moving  ahead  or  astern,  which  all  £e 
Tessels  will  do  by  following  the  moHons  of  the  flag-ship,  it  will  be  difficult  for 
the  enemy  to  get  an  accurate  range  of  the  gimboats. 

Equal  distances  from  one  another  must  be  observed  by  all  the  vessels  in  action. 
The  flag-ship  will,  of  conrae,  open  the  fire  first,  and  then  others  will  follow  when 
fKmd  sight  of  the  eDemv'a  guns  in  the  fort  can  be  obtained.  There  must  bo  no 
firing  until  correct  sights  can  be  obtained,  as  this  would  not  only  be  throwing 
away  anunnnition,  but  it  would  encourage  the  enemy  to  see  us  firmg  wildly  and 
hanulessly  at  the  fort.  The  captains  will  enforce  upen  their  men  the  absolute 
M«8sity  of  observing  this  order;  and  let  it  be  also  distinctly  impressed  on  the  mind 
of  everj-  man  firing  a  gun,  that,  while  the  first  shot  may  be  either  of  too  much 
elevation  or  too  little,  there  is  no  excnse  for  a  second  wild  fire,  as  the  first  will 
indicate  the  inaccuracy  of  the  aim  of  the  gun,  which  must  be  elevated,  or  de- 
pteeeed,  or  tnuned,  as  circumstances  require.  Let  it  be  reiterated  that  random 
firing  is  not  a  mere  waste  of  ammunition,  but,  what  is  far  worse,  it  encourages 
the  enemy  when  he  sees  shot  and  shell  falling  harmlessly  about  and  beyond 
him. 

The  great  object  is  to  dismount  the  guns  in  the  fort  hy  the  accuracy  of  onr 
fire,  although  a  shell  in  the  meantime  may  occasionally  be  thrown  in  among 
a  body  of  the  enemy's  troops.  Great  caution  will  be  observed  lest  our  own 
iroope  be  mistaken  for  the  enemy. 

When  the  flag-ship  ceases  finng,  it  will  be  a  signal  for  the  other  vessels  also 
lo  cease,  as  the  ceasing  of  fire  will  indicate  the  surrender,  or  the  readiness  to 
soirender,  the  fort.  As  the  vessels  will  all  be  so  near  one  another,  verbal  com- 
monication  will  be  held  with  the  commander-in-chief  when  it  is  wanted.  The 
commander-in-chief  has  eveiy  confidence  in  the  spirit  and  valor  of  officers  and 
men  under  hia  command,  and  his  only  solicitude  arises  lest  the  firing  should  be 
too  lapid  for  precision,  and  that  coolness  and  order,  so  essential  to  complete  suc- 
ceai,  should  not  be  observed;  and  hence  he  has,  in  this  general  order, expressed 
his  views,  which  must  be  observed  by  all  under  his  command.

The  diviBion  of  the  three  gaaboata  not  armed,  and,  consequently,  not  pR- 
pared  to  encounter  at  so  short  a  range  the  batteries  of  the  fort  ai  the  itNii 
armed  boats,  will  take  a  position  astern,  and,  if  practicable,  inshore  of  the  right 
of  the  main  division  Lientenant  Commanding  Phelpa,  in  charge  of  this  di?i- 
sion,  from  bu  great  experience  and  success^  cnai^  of  our  interest  for  most  of 
the  time  on  the  Tennessee  and  Cumberland  rivers,  will,  I  trust,  be  enabled  to 
throw  shells  into  Fort  Henry,  with  no  greater  exposure  to  bis  diTision,  compara- 
tively, than  to  that  of  the  armored  boats,  while  the  main  division,  more  directly 
in  the  face  of  the  fort,  attempts  to  dismonnt  its  gone  ia  close  range  by  a  man 
direct  fire.  The  captains  of  this  division  will  also  see  that  no  eun  ia  fired  with- 
out accurate  aim,  as  we  have  no  ammunition  to  throw  away;  Dut,  what  wooU 
be  far  worse,  rapid,  random,  barmleas  firing  would  encourage  the  enemy  to  a  taoK 
determined  resistance. 

Great  care  must  be  observed  lest  our  troops  should  be  mistaken  for  the 
enemy.  When  the  main  division  ceases  firing,  it  will  be  an  indication  that  the 
fort  ia  ready  to  surrender.

Caibo,  III.,  February  7,  1862. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  6tb  instant,  at  12}  o'clock  p.  >- 
I  made  an  attack  on  Fort  Henry,  ou  the  Tennessee  river,  with  the  inuMJ 

fiuboats  Cincinnati,  Commander  Stcmbel;  the  flag-ship  Essex,  ConuBoaici 
orter;  the  Carondelet,  Commander  Walke,  and  St.  Louis,  Lieutenant  C^ 
manding  Paulding;  also  taking  with  me  the  three  old  gunboats  ConeeUfi- 
Lientenaat  Commanding  Phelps ;  the  Taylor,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Gwikl 
and  the  Lexington,  Lientenant  Commanding  Shirk,  as  a  second  diriiiw^  ■* 
charge  of  Lientenant  Commanding  Phelps,  which  took  position  f^ea  ni 
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btliare  of  the  snoored  boats,  doing  good  execation  there  in  the  action,  while 
tbe  umored  boats  vere  placed  in  the  firet  order  of  steaming,  approaching  the 
fort  in  «  parallel  line. 

Thf  fire  was  opened  at  seventeen  hundred  yards  distance  from  the  flag-ship, 
rhich  vaa  followed  by  the  other  gunboats,  and  responded  to  by  the  fort.  As 
re  ^proacbed  the  fort  under  slow  steaming  till  we  reached  within  six  hundred 
rtrde  of  the  rebel  batteries,  the  lire,  both  fi^m  the  gunboats  and  forts,  increased 
D  npjdily  and  accuracy  of  range.  At  twenty  minutes  before  the  rebel  flag 
was  stnick,  tbe  Essex,  unfortunately,  received  a  shot  in  her  boilers,  which  re- 
nilted  m  the  wotmding,  by  scaldiug,  of  twenty-nine  officers  and  men,  including 
Canmunder  Porter,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  enclosed  list  of  casnalties.  The 
EjHi  then  necessarily  dropped  out  of  line,  astern,  entirely  disabled,  und  unable 
la  coDtinne  (he  fight,  in  which  she  had  so  gallantly  participated  until  the  sad 
uustrophe.  The  firing  continued  with  unabated  rapidity  and  effect  upon  the 
ihree  gunboats,  as  they  continued  still  to  approach  the  fort  with  their  destmctiTe 
Sie  uQti]  the  rebel  fl^  was  hauled  down,  after  a  severe  and  cloeely-contcflted 
u&ii  of  one  hour  and  fifteen  minutes. 

A  lost,  containing  the  adjutant  general  and  captain  of  engineers,  came  along- 
nit  after  tbe  iae  was  lowered,  and  reported  that  General  Lloyd  Tilghman,  the 
mtunutder  of  tne  fort,  wished  to  communicate  with  the  flag-officer,  when  I 
dapAtched  Commander  Stembel  and  Lieutenant  Commanding  Fhelpe,  with 
''lifn  lo  hoist  the  American  flag  where  the  secession  ensign  had  been  flying, 
tnd  to  ioform  General  Tilghman  that  I  wotild  see  him  on  board  the  flag-ship. 
He  came  on  board  soon  after  the  Union  had  been  substituted  by  Commander 
Stembel  for  the  rebel  flag  on  the  fort,  and  possession  taken. 

I  tec«Ted  tbe  general,  his  staff,  and  some  sixty  or  seventy  men  as  prisonerB, 
tod  i  hospital  ship  containing  sixty  invalids,  together  with  the  fort  and  its 
iBeeti,  mounting  twenty  guns,  mostly  of  heavy  caubre,  with  barracks  and  tenia 
c^Mble  of  accommodating  fifteen  thousand  men,  and  sundry  articles,  which,  as 
I  lamed  the  fort  and  its  effects  over  to  General  Grant,  commanding  tbe  army, 
Dn  his  arrival  in  an  hour  after  we  had  made  the  capture,  he  will  be  enabled  to 
pfe  tbe  government  a  more  correct  statement  of  than  I  am  enabled  to  conunn- 
luate  fnnn  the  short  time  I  had  possession  of  the  fort.  Tbe  plan  of  the  attack, 
!o  fv  aa  the  army  reaching  the  rear  of  the  fort  to  make  a  demonstration  eimul- 
lUKomly  with  the  navy,  was  fmstrated  by  the  excessively  muddy  roads  and 
bigb  stage  of  water  preventing  the  arrival  of  our  troops  until  some  time  after  I 
od  taken  possession  of  the  fbrt. 

On  Kcnring  the  prisoners  and  making  necessary  preliminary  arrangements,  I 
Hspitched  Lieutenant  Commanding  Phelps,  with  his  division,  up  the  Tennee- 
Kx  river,  as  I  had  previously  directed,  and  as  will  be  seen  in  the  enclosed 
Men  to  him  to  remove  the  ruls,  and  so  far  render  the  bridge  incapable  of  rail- 
msd  tnuisportation  and  communication  between  Bowling  Green  and  Colnmbus, 
■sd  afterward  to  pursue  the  rebel  gunboats,  and  secure  their  capture,  if  possible. 
uiU  being  accomplished,  and  the  army  in  possession  of  the  lort,  and  my  ser- 
nns  being  indispensable  at  Cairo,  I  left  Fort  Henry  in  the  evening  of  the  some 
uy,  with  the  Cincinnati,  Essex,  and  St.  Louis,  and  arrived  here  this  morning. 

Tbe  armored  gunboats  resisted  effectually  tbe  shot  of  the  enemy  when 
itiiking  the  casemate.  The  Cincinnati  (flag-ship)  received  thirty-one  shots ; 
'M  Euex  fifteen;  the  St.  Louis  seven,  and  the  Carondetet  six — killing  one,  and 
'oimding  nine  in  the  Cincinnati,  and  killing  one  in  the  Essex ;  while  the 
'^'ulties  in  tbe  latter  ftom  steam  amounted  to  twenty-eight  in  nnmber.  The 
droodelet  and  St.  Louis  met  with  no  casualties. 

Tbe  iteamers  were  admirably  handled  by  their  commanders  and  officers,  pre- 
Hnting  only  their  bow  guns  to  the  enemy,  to  avoid  'exposure  of  the  vulnerable 
pvta  of  their  vessels.  lieutenant  Commanding  Pbelps,  with  his  division,  also 
cucaied  my  orders  very  effectually,  and  promptly  proceeded  up  the  river  ^ I,. 
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their  farther  execution,  after  the  capture  of  the  fort  In  feet,  all  tht  offie«T8  utd 
men  gallantly  performed  their  dnty  ;  and,  considering  the  little  experience  tlwy 
have  bad  imder  fire  far  more  than  realized  my  expectatioDfl. 

Fort  Henry  was  defended  with  the  moat  determined  gallantry  by  Geocrtl 
Tilghman,  worthy  of  a  better  cause,  who,  from  hia  own  acconnt,  went  inw 
action  with  eleven  guns  of  heavy  calibre  bearing  upon  our  boats,  whid  be 
fought  until  seven  of  the  number  were  dismountM  or  otbnrwiBe  rendered  m*- 
lesB.

SiB:  In  confonnit}'  with  yonr  directions,  the  divisian  of  gnnboats  under  jay 
commaml,  conBteting  of  the  Taylor.  Licntenant  CommAnding  Gwin ;  Lexington, 
UealeDAtit  GommandiDg  Shirk,  and  this  reese],  in  the  attack  of  thie  morning 
nn  tl)i«  work,  took  up  a  position  upon  the  \eXt  bank  of  the  river,  and  opened  fire 
trilh  shells  immedia^lr  after  your  firBt  gun  wae  fired,  and  continued  firing  until 
tbe  rebel  flag  wa*  hanled  down,  having  succeeded  in  throwing  shells  without 
firing  over  your  fiag-sbip,  or  over  the  other  iron-plated  boats  in  close  contact 
»ith  the  fort.  There  were  fired  from  this  vcbspI  seventy-five  32-ponnder  shells. 
bnrteen  IS-posmlcr  rifled  shells,  and  two  round  shot.  No  injury  waa  done  to 
tiUier  of  the  vessels,  and  no  casualties  occurred,  though  we  were  at  times  ex- 
powd  to  the  ricochet  of  the  close  fire  upon  your  vessel,  aa  well  as  to  the  direct 
!b«  of  a  32-ponnder  rifled  piece  until  it  burst.  The  commanders  of  the  Taylor 
tnd  Leimgton  handled  their  veesels  with  excelleat  judgment.  I  enclose  their 
rtpnrt^.  The  officers  and  crew  of  tbie  vessel  displayed  coolness  and  an  admi- 
nlile  spirit  in  this  action.

iM%Unant  Commanding  Pkdpi't  report  of  operationt  on  the  Te 

United  States  Gunboat  Conestooa, 

Tennestee  lUrer,  February  10.  1862. 
SiB:  Soon  after  the  surrender  of  Fort  Henry, on  the  6th  instant,  I  proceeded. 
n  oWience  to  yonr  order,  np  the  Tennessee  river,  with  the  Taylor,  Lieutenant 
.^mmudine  Gwin;  Lexinston,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Shirk,  and  thts^Tessel  , 
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forming  a  divieion  of  the  flotilla,  aod  arriTed  after  dark  at  the  railroad  cro«tinp, 
twenty -five  miles  above  the  fort,  having  on  the  waj  deetroyed  a  email  uBonat 
of  camp  equipage  abandoned  hy  the  flying  rebels.  The  draw  of  the  bridge  waf> 
fonnd  closed,  and  the  machinery  for  turning  it  disabled.  About  a  mile  and  a 
half  above  were  several  rebel  transport  steamers  escaping  Dp  etream. 

A  party  was  landed,  and  in  one  hour  I  had  the  satUfactioti  to  sre  the  diww 
open.  The  Taylor  being  the  slowest  of  the  gunboats.  Lieatenant  Commanding 
Gwin  landed  a  force  to  destroy  a  portion  of  the  railroad  track  and  to  secure 
snch  military  stores  as  might  be  fonnd,  while  I  directed  Lientenant  CommaBdinf 
Shirk  to  follow  me  with  all  speed  in  chase  of  the  fleeioK  boata.  In  five  konrs 
this  boat  succeeded  in  forcing  the  rebels  to  abandon  aud  blirn  three  of  their  boats 
loaded  with  military  stores.  The  first  one  fired  (Samuel  Orr)  had  on  boaid  a 
quantity  of  submarine  batteries,  which  very  soon  exploded.  The  second  oat 
was  freighted  with  powder,  cannon,  shot,  grape,  balls,  &c  Fearing  an  ei[il»- 
sion  from  the  fired  boats — there  were  two  together— I  had  stopped  at  a  distuc^ 
of  one  thousand  yards;  but  even  there  our  akvligbte  were  broken  by  the  con- 
cussion, the  lig-ht  upper  deck  was  raised  bodily,  doors  were  forced  open,  and 
locks  and  fastenings  everywhere  broken. 

The  whole  river,  for  half  a  mile  round  about,  was  completely  "  beaten  np"  by 
the  falling  fragments  and  the  shower  of  shot,  grape,  balls,  kc.  The  bonaeofa 
reported  Union  man  was  blown  to  pieceB,  and  it  is  suspected  there  was  dotgo 
in  landing  the  boats  in  front  of  the  doomed  home.  The  Lexington  having  fidVn 
aetem,  and  being  without  a  pilot  on  board,  I  concluded  to  wait  for  both  of  the 
boata  to  come  up.  Joined  Dy  tbcm,  we  proceeded  up  the  river.  Lieotenuit 
Commanding  Gwin  had  destroyed  some  of  the  trestle-work  at  the  end  of  ibf 
bridge,  burning  with  them  a  lot  of  camp  equipage.  I.  N.  Brown,  formrHj  a 
lieutenant  in  the  navy,  now  signing  himself  "  Lieut.  C.  S.  N.."  had  fled  mth 
such  precipitation  as  to  leave  his  papers  behind.  Thew  Lientenant  C<«t- 
manding  Gwin  brought  away,  and  I  send  them  to  you,  as  they  give  an  offidU 
history  of  the  rebel  floating  preparations  on  the  Uissieaippi,  Oumberiand.  anil 
Tennessee.     Lieutenant  Brown  had  charge  of  the  construction  of  gnnboats. 

At  night  on  the  7th  we  arrived  at  a  landing  in  Hardin  county,  Tennnarr. 
known  as  Cerro  Gordo,  where  we  found  the  steamer  Eastpon  being  co*' 
verted  into  a  cnnboat.  Armed  boat  crews  were  immediately  sent  on  boaid. 
and  search  made  for  means  of  destruction  that  might  have  been  deviM^.  SV 
had  been  scuttled  and  the  suction-pipes  broken.  These  leaks  were  soon  stopp^i 
A  number  of  rifle  shots  were  fired  at  our  vessels,  but  a  couple  of  shells  dis- 
persed tlie  rebels.  Ou  examination  I  found  that  there  were  large  qnanlities  'i 
timber  and  lumber  prepared  for  fitting  up  the  Kaatport;  that  the  ve«eel  itself— 
some  280  feet  long — was  in  excellent  condition,  and  already  half-finished ;  et» 
siderable  of  the  plating  designed  for  her  wa»Iying  on  the  bank,  and  eveiythn^ 
at  hand  to  complete  bcr.  I  therefore  directed  Lieutenaut  Commanding  Gwin  I* 
remain  with  the  Taylor  to  guard  the  prize  and  to  load  the  lumber,  &c..  whil* 
the  Lexington  and  Coneiatoga  should  proceed  still  higher  up. 

Soon  after  daylight  on  the  8cb  we  passed  Eaetport,  Mississippi ;  and  at  Chick- 
asaw, further  up,  near  the  State  line,  seized  two  steamers,  the  Sallie  'Wooi  ml 
Muscle — the  former  laid  up,' and  the  latter  freighted  with  iron  destined  fv 
Richmond  and  for  rebel  use.  We  tlien  proceeded  on  up  the  river,  entering  thf 
State  of  Alabama,  and  ascending  to  I'lonence  at  the  foot  of  the  Muscle  Sboak 
Oa  coming  in  sight  of  the  town  three  siteamers  were  discovered,  which  vm 
immediately  set  on  fire  by  the  rebels.  Some  shots  were  fired  from  the  nppritt 
side  of  the  river  below.  A  force  was  landed,  and  considerable  qnantilk*  W 
supplies,  marked  "  Fort  Henry,"  were  secured  from  the  burning  wre<cks.  Soat 
had  been  landed  and  stored.  These  I  seized,  putting  such  as  we  «miM  briw 
away  on  out  vessels,  and  destroying  the  remainder.    No  flats  or  otbcx  «( 
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tnnld  be  found.  I  fonnd,  also,  more  of  the  iron  and  plating  inteuded  for  the 
Euipon. 

A  deputation  of  citizeni  of  Florence  waited  npon  me,  firat  desiring  that  they 
nu^l  be  made  able  to  quiet  the  fcare  of  their  wives  and  daughters  with  aasur- 
uttt  from  me  that  they  would  not  be  molested;  and  secondly,  praying  that  I 
Tould  not  destroy  their  railroad  bridge.  As  for  the  first,  I  told  them  we  were 
Dcitlier  rnffiana  nor  savages,  and  that  tcf  tfvre  there  to  protect  from  violence  and 
totwfora  the  law;  and  with  reference  to  the  second,  that  if  the  bridge  were 
my  ne  conld  ascend  no  higher,  and  that  it  could  possess  no  military  impor- 
tune, BO  far  as  I  saw,  as  it  simply  connected  Florence  itself  with  the  railroad 
u  the  eonth  bank  of  the  river. 

We  bad  seized  three  of  their  stettmers — one  the  half-finished  gunboat — and 
bid  forced  the  rebels  to  burn  eii  others  loaded  with  supplies ;  and  their  lose, 
»ith  dial  of  the  freieht,  is  a  heavy  blow  to  the  enemy.  Two  boats  are  still 
bo»D  to  be  on  the  Tennessee,  and  are  doubtless  bidden  in  some  of  the  creeks, 
there  we  shall  be  able  to  find  tbein  when  there  ie  time  for  the  search.  We  re- 
lumed, on  the  night  of  the  8th.  to  where  the  Eaatport  Jay.  The  crew  of  the 
lijlor  had  already  gotton  on  board  of  the  prize  an  immense  amount  of  lumber, 
fa.  The  crews  of  tiie  three  boats  set  to  work  to  finish  the  undertaking,  and 
»e  We  brought  away  probably  250,000  feet  of  the  best  quality  of  ship  and 
bnilding  lumber,  all  the  iron,  machinery,  spikes,  plating,  nails,  &c.,  belonging 
to  tlie  rebel  gunboats,  and  I  c&nsed  the  mill  ta  be  destroyed  where  tbe  lumber 
W  been  sawed. 

Lieaiensnt  Oommanding  Gwin  had,  in  our  absence,  enlisted  some  twenty-five 
Traoeueeans,  who  gave  information  of  the  encampment  of  Colonel  Drew's  rebel 
'^inKDt  at  Savannah,  Tennessee.  A  portion  of  the  six  or  seven  hundred  men 
'ere  known  to  be  "  pressed"  men,  and  all  were  badly  armed.  After  consulta- 
(■ti'iii  with  LientenantB  Commanding  Gwin  and  Shirk,  I  determined  to  make  a 
bid  attack  upon  the  encampment.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Shirk,  with  thirty 
"acoen,  came  on  board  tbe  Conestoga,  leaving  his  vessel  to  guard  the  Eatitport, 
ud,  accompanied  by  the  Taylor,  we  proceeded  up  to  that  place,  prepared  to 
|ud  130  rifiemen  and  a  tweive-po under  rifle  howitzer.  Lieutenant  Command- 
"■^  Ctiii  took  command  of  this  force  when  landed,  but  had  the  mortification  to 
Old  the  camp  deserted. 

^e  rebels  had  fled  at  1  o'clock  in  the  night,  leaving  considerable  quantities 
Himu,  clothing,  shoes,  camp  ulensils,  provisions,  implements,  &c,  all  of  which 
«ere  Kcared  or  destroyed,  and  their  winter  quarters  of  log  huts  were  bnmed. 
I  Hiied,  aleo,  a  large  mail-bag,  and  send  you  the  letters  giving  military  infor- 
Mtion.  The  gunboats  were  then  dropped  down  to  a  point  where  arms,  gath- 
™  under  the  rebel  "  press-law,"  had  been  stored,  and  an  armed  party,  under 
SMond  Uaster  Qondy,  of  the  Taylor,  succeeded  in  seizing  about  seventy  rifles 
ud  fowling-pieces.  Betutning  to  Cerro  Gordo,  we  took  the  Eastport,  Sallie 
nood,  and  Uoscle  in  tow,  and  came  down  the  river  to  the  railroad  crossing. 
Hie  Mucle  sprang  a  leak,  and  all  efforts  failing  to  prevent  her  siuking,  we  were 
'^^  to  abandon  her,  and  with  her  a  considerable  quantitv  of  fine  lumber, 
"«  ire  having  trouble  in  getting  through  the  draw  of  the  bridge  here. 

I  now  come  to  the,  to  me,  most  interesting  portion  of  this  report— one  which 
w  ilready  become  lengthy  j  but  I  must  trust  you  will  find  some  excuse  for 
■w"  in  the  &ct  that  it  embraces  a  history  of  labors  and  movements,  day  and 
itEbt,  from  the  6th  to  the  10th  of  the  month,  all  of  which  details  I  deem  it 
I^Jxr  to  give  you.  We  have  met  tcith  the  most  gratifying  proofs  (f  loyally 
'^^lAen  acroKs  Ihmemee  and  in  the  porlion»  of  Mimtinnippi  and  Alabama  we 
^■""ferf-  Hod  tweeting  instances  greeted  us  cdmod  hourly.  Men,  women,  and 
■AiWfwi  neoerat  time»  yalhered  in  crowds  of  hundreds,  shouted  iheir  wicume, 
"td  haUpd  their  national  Jlag  with  an  enthusiasm  there  toon  no  miMairing  ;  U 
"t*  'jtnuine  and  heartfelt.    Those  people  braved  everything  to  go  to  tbe  river 
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bank,  where  a,  eight  of  their  flag  might  once  more  be  enjojed,  and  thej  ban 
experienced,  as  they  related,  every  possible  form  of  persecution.  TeaiR  flow«d 
in%ly  down  the  cheeks  of  men  as  we]l  as  of  women,  and  there  were  those  who 
had  fought  under  the  stars  and  stripes  at  Moultij  who  Id  this  manner  testified 
to  their  joy. 

This  display  of  feeling  and  sense  of  gladness  at  oar  success,  and  the  hopM  k 
created  in  the  breasts  of  so  many  people  in  the  heart  of  the  confederacy,  attoa- 
iflhed  na  not  a  little,  and  I  assure  you,  sir,  I  would  not  have  foiled  to  witMsi  it 
for  any  consideration.  I  trust  it  has  ^ven  us  all  a  higher  sense  of  the  itari 
character  of  our  present  duties.  I  was  assured  at  Savannah  that  of  the  serenl 
hundred  troops  there  more  than  one-half,  had  we  gone  to  the  attack  in  time, 
would  have  hailed  us  as  deliverers,  and  gladly  enlisted  with  the  national  foite. 

lu  Tenneeaee  the  people  generally,  in  their  enthusiasm,  biaved  6PctwionJ*u 
and  spoke  their  views  freely ;  hut  in  Mississippi  and  Alabama  what  wa«  itH 
was  guarded.  "  1/  we  dared  erpreu  ouridoei  fredg.  ymt  vwdd  hear  *mik  * 
thoitl  greeting  your  coining  a*  you  never  heard."  "  We  know  there  are  muf 
UnionisU  among  ua,  but  a  reign  of  terror  makes  ns  afraid  of  our  ehadowi.'" 
We  were  told,  too,  "  Bring  us  a  small  organized  force,  with  arms  and  unmimi- 
tion  for  ue,  and  we  can  maintain  our  position  and  pnt  down  rebellion  in  oet 
midst."  There  were,  it  ia  true,  whole  communitiea  who,  on  our  approach,  fled 
to  the  woods  ;  but  these  were  where  there  waa  less  of  the  loyal  element,  ni 
where  the  fleeing  t>teamers  in  advance  had  spread  tales  of  otir  coming  with  fire- 
brands, burning,  destroying.  raviBhing,  and  plundering. 

The  crews  of  these  vesaela  have  bad  a  very  laborious  time,  hut  have  evinwJ 
a.  spirit  in  the  work  highly  creditable  to  thorn.  Lieutenants  Commaading  Gri* 
and  Shirk  have  been  untiring,  and  I  owe  to  tbem  and  to  their  officen  bot 
obligations  for  our  entire  success.

Flag-OJicer  Foote'i  report  of  attack  ok  Fort  DoneUon,  February  H,  nil 
lift  of  caruaitiet. 

Flao-Ship  St.  Locis, 
Near  Fort  Donelion,  Cumberland  River,  February  IS,  1852. 
Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  department  that,  at  the  nrg^it  rc^aMt 
of  Major  General  Ualleck  and  General  Grant,  who  regarded  the  movement  v 
a  military  necessity,  although  not,  in  my  opinion,  properly  prepared,  I  madrH 
attack  on  Fort  Donelson  yesterday,  the  14tb  instant,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m_  vid 
four  iron-clad  and  two  wooden  gunboats,  the  St.  Louis,  Oarondelet,  Loa»vill'. 
and  Pittsburg,  and  the  Taylor  and  Conestoga.  After  a  severe  fight  of  an  bom 
and  a  half,  being,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  action  less  than  four  htmdred  yu^ 
from  the  fort,  the  wheel  of  this  vessel,  by  a  shot  through  her  pilot-hoi»e.  «»f 
carried  away;  the  tiller-ropes  of  the  LoDiaville  were  also  disabled  bv  a  fti^ 
which  rendered  the  two  boats  wholly  unmanageable,  and  they  drifted  down  At 
river,  the  relieving  tackles  not  being  able  to  steer  or  control  them  in  the  npi 
CDrrent.  The  two  remaining  boats,  the  Pittsburg  and  Garondelet,  were  vw 
greatly  damaged  between  wind  and  water,  and  soon  followed  as  ae  tfae  etwnj 
rapidly  renewed  the  fire  as  we  drifted  helplessly  down  the  river.  This  v«*i- 
the  St.  Louis,  alone  received  fifty-nine  shots,  four  of  them  between  wind  m« 
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nter;  one  m  die  pilot-hoiue,  roortallT  wounding  the  pilot;  and  others,  reqair- 
ig  Nme  time  to  put  her  in  repair.  There  were  fiAy-fonr  killed  and  wounded 
n  tLia  attack,  which,  notwithBtanding  our  dieadvant^eB,  we  have  evety  reason 
a  iDppose  woold,  in  fifteen  minntea  more,  could  the  action  have  been  continued, 
iaT«  tteolted  in  the  captnre  of  the  two  forta  bearing  upon  us.  The  enemy's 
ireliadnuterially  slackened,  and  he  was  running  from  hie  batterioB,  when  the  two 
naboatB  helplesely  drifted  down  the  river  from  disabled  steering  apparatus,  as 
liFielieving  tackles  could  not  control  the  helm  in  the  strong  current,  when  the 
Inin^  OKmj  returned  to  their  guns  and  aeain  boldlj  reopened  fire  upon  us 
rwD  ihe  river  batteries  which  we  nad  silenced. 

The  enemy  must  have  hrongbt  over  twenty  heavy  guns  to  bear  upon  onr 
NMto  from  the  water  batteriea  and  the  main  fort  on  the  aide  of  the  bill,  while 
ipconld  only  return  the  fire  with  twelve  bow-guns  from  the  four  boats.  One 
ifle  fiun  abow^  the  Carondelet  burat  during  the  action. 

The  officers  and  men  ia  this  botly-eon  tested  but  unequal  fight  behaved  with 
lie  frealwt  gallanty  and  determination,  all  deploring  the  accident  which  ren- 
im  two  gonboata  suddenly  helplees  in  the  narrow  river  and  swift  current. 

On  coosnitation  wHh  General  Grant  and  my  own  officers,  as  my  services, 
■Mil  we  can  repair  damages  by  bringing  ap  a  competent  force  from  Cairo  to 
lUick  die  fbit,  are  much  leas  required  here  than  they  are  at  Cairo,  I  shall  pro- 
ved lo  thai  point  with  two  of  the  disabled  boat«,  leaving  the  two  others  here  to 
■rolret  the  transports,  and,  with  all  despatch,  prepare  the  mortar  boats  and  the 
BeoroD,  vrith  other  boats,  to  make  an  effectual  attack  upon  Fort  Donelson. 

1  have  Beat  the  Taylor  to  the  Tennessee  river  to  render  impassable  the  bridge, 
«uio  prevent  the  rebela  at  Columbus  re-enforcing  their  army  at  Fort  Donelson. 
I  »i«i  infornied  that  the  rebel  batteries  were  served  with  the  best  gunners  from 
.olwnbiu,    I  transmit  herewith  a  list  of  casualties.

Sir  :  I  forwarded  s  deBpatch  tliie  moraiDg,  announcing  the  fkll  or  capture  at 
Fort  DonelaOD  by  the  anny. 

I  leave  immediately,  with  a  view  of  proceeding  to  ClarkiiviUe  with  nphi 
mortar  boats  and  two  iron-clad  boaU,  with  the  Goneetoga.  (wooden  boat.)  ae  the 
river  ie  rapidly  falling.  The  other  iron-clad  boats  are  badly  ent  op  and  require 
extensive  repairs.  I  have  sent  one  of  the  boats  already  auice  iny  reiam,  and 
ordered  a  second  to  follow  me,  which  with  eight  mortar  boats  I  hope  to  carry 
Clark  sville. 

I  have  no  farther  information  than  that  commtinicated  by  telegram  this  BKiniinp. 
EncloBcd  are  papers  from  Commanders  Waike  and  Dove,  refeirine  to  mattm 
the  day  before  and  the  day  after  an  attack  npon  Fort  Donelson,  whi«h  fint  w 
sadly  dieabled  in  the  fight  of  the  Uth. 

My  foot  is  much  inflamed;  but  with  care,  the  surgeon  coneidera,  will  pood  bt 
better,  as  I  have  two  days'  rest  on  board  the  Goneatoga,  before  readiing  Clarke 
ville.  I  leave  Fleet-Captain  Fennock  in  charge,  who  ia  performing  exeellw 
service;  bnt  we  are  sadly  in  want  of  men.  I  have  ordered  150  cupeuWrsu 
repair  damages. 

The  department  will  please  excnae  this  hasty  communication,  as  I  most  lean 
immediately,  and  every  moment  of  my  time  is  occupied.

Ntar  Fort  Donelton,  Cumherland  Rivtr,  Febrmary  15,  1S62. 
Sir:  I  arrived  here  (towed  by  the  Alps}  on  the  12th  instant,  about  11.20  lb. 
and  seeing  or  heuring  nothing  of  our  army,  I  threw  a  few  shell  into  Fort  Di'^ 
elaon  to  announce  my  arririil  to  General  Grant,  as  he  had  prevjoufly  desired 
I  then  dropped  down  the  river  a  few  miles  and  anchored  far  the  night,  avaitifl; 
General  Grant's  arrival.  On  the  morning  of  the  13th  instant  1  weighed  anciHr 
and  came  again  to  this  place,  when  I  received  a  despatoh  from  General  GnaL 
notifying  mc  of  his  arrival  the  day  before,  "and  succeeded  in  gettiag  pneiucK 
almost  entirely  investing  the  enemy's  works.  Most  of  our  batteries  (he  wrift^, 
are  cEtahlished,  and  the  remainder  soon  will  be.  If  you  will  advance  with  yi-m 
gunboats  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  we  will  be  ready  to  take  advantage  of  our  divifa« 
in  our  favor."  I  immediately  complied  with  these  iustructinna  by  ihrowiE* 
some  139  15"  and  10"  shell  into  the  fort,  receiving,  in  return,  the  cnemy'r  Sf 
from  all  their  batteries,  most  of  their  shot  passing  over  us,  and  bat  two  snikic;

I,  one  of  which  was  a  128-pound  solid.  It  passed  through  our  ]>ort  c—  . 
forward,  glancing  over  our  barricade  at  the  boilers,  and  again  over  the  fti^B- 
drura,  it  struck  and  bursting  our  stcnm-heater,  fell  into  the  cngise-rooin  witbvDi 
striking  any  person,  although  the  splinters  wounded  slightly  some  half  Antti 
of  the  crew.     I  then  dropped  down  to  this  anchorage,  hut  the  sound  of  di^ua: 
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firing  being  heard,  we  agaia  attacked  the  fort  throwing  in  some  45  shell  and 
itMlTing  bat  little  damage. 

I  returned  to  this  place  to  wait  for  further  orders,  when  I  received  a  second 
detpateh  from  General  Grant  that  you  were  expected  in  the  following  morning.

Sii:  At  2}  p<m.,  yeal«rday,  shortly  after  your  departure,  I  received  the 
mdoKd  despatch  (So.  1)  from  General  Grant. 

It  eeemed  of  ho  much  importance  for  as  to  keep  np  a  show  of  force  that  I 
imiri  not  to  accompany  the  Fittsbni^  down  the  river.  I  immediately  went 
n>  boud  the  Carondelet  and  St.  Louis,  to  see  their  condition  and  conault  with 
diFir  commanders. 

The  Carondelet  cotild  not  well  be  moved,  but  I  ordered  up  the  St.  Louis  and 
followed  up  with  this  veasel.  The  St.  Louis  threw  a  few  shelle,  and  towards 
itA  both  veaaels  returned  to  their  former  anchorage. 

At  8j  p.  m.,  yeaterday,  I  received  the  despatch  marked  No.  3,  and  early  this 
■soniing  went  on  board  the  vessels  to  give  instructions.  Tlie  condition  of  the 
Carondelet's  wounded  would  not  allow  them  to  be  moved  or  the  gims  to  be  used. 
1  Knt  my  own  and  those  of  the  St.  Louis  on  board  of  one  of  the  transports,  and 
|Qt  Bnder  way,  steaming  np  towards  the  batteries  at  Fort  Donelson,  both  ves- 
Klf  cleared  for  action. 

Od  approaching  near  enough;  two  white  flags  were  seen  flying  from  the  upper 
""^  I  uien  stopped  the  gunboats  and  proceeded  in  the  tug,  with  a  white  nag 
Bring,  and  landea  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  below  the  fort.  I  was  met  by  a  major, 
>ho  offered  me  his  sword,  which  I  declined  to  receive,  thinking  it  most  proper 
la  cooaalt  with  General  Grant.  I  took  the  major  on  board  the  tug,  and  pro- 
wrfed  np  to  General  Bnckner's  headquarters,  where  I  found  General  Wallace 
>i>d  hii  aids.  General  Grant  arrived  about  half  an  hoar  afterwards.  The  fort 
bad  jotrendered,  but  what  the  conditious  were  I  was  not  officially  informed. 

The  irantportB  are  all  np  at  Dover,  to  receive  the  prisoners.  The  Carondelet, 
wing  moat  disabled  of  the  gunboats,  will  go  down  this  afternoon. 

I  will  remain  here  with  this  vessel  and  the  St.  Louis  until  further  orders,  or 
Mtil  the  taO  of  the  river  compels  me  to  go  down.  The  St.  Louis  will  make  a 
(ton  reconnoiesance  up  the  river,  at  General  Grant's  suggestion,  this  afternoon. 
This  vedsel  will  remain  off  the  town. 

The  Graham  arrived  hMiay  with  llie  mortar  and  gunboat  ammunition.

We  have  possession  of  Clarksville,  The  citizens  being  alarmed.  two-lhiiJi 
of  them  have  fled,  and,  having  expressed  my  views  and  iateutions  to  the  miTv* 
and  Hon.  Cave  Johnson,  at  their  request  I  have  issued  a  proclamation  aHnnu 
all  peaceably -disposed  persons  that  tbey  may  with  safety  resume  their  Xtwistsi 
avocations,  requiring  only  the  military  stores  and  equipments  to  be  given  up.  iod 
holding  the  authorities  responsible  that  this  shall  be  done  without  reservatiaB. 

I  left  Fort  Donelson  yesterday,  with  the  Couestoga,  Lieoteiiant  Comnunilin; 
Phelps,  and  the  Cairo,  Oeu tenant  Commanding  Bryant,  on  an  armed  jvomaot- 
aance,  bringing  with  me  Colonel  Webster,  of  the  engineer  corps,  and  chie^  « 
General  Grant's  stafi*,  who,  with  Lieutenant  Commanding  Phelps,  took  powt^ 
sion  of  the  principal  fort  and  hoisted  the  Union  flag.  A  Uoion  sentiment  mvu- 
fested  itself  as  we  came  up  the  river.  The  rebels  have  retreated  to  Nuhrillc 
having  set  fire,  against  the  remonstrances  of  the  citizens,  to  the  splendid  nilrw 
bridge  across  the  Cumberland  river. 

I  return  to  Fort  Donelson  to-day  for  another  gunboat  and  six  or  eight  monu 
boats,  with  which  I  propose  to  proceed  up  the  Cumberlaod.  The  rebds  all  h*n 
a  terror  of  the  gunboats.  One  of  them,  a  short  distance  above  Fort  DniKirok 
had  previously  fared  an  iron  rolling  mill  belonging  to  Hod.  John  Bell,  which  w 
been  used  by  the  rebels.

SlB:  Having  learned  that  the  rebels  had  occupied  and  were  fortifying  a  place 
»1W  Ptltsbnrg.  nine  milea  above,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  (the  beat  point 
1  the  river  for  that  purpose,}  I  determined  to  attack  them. 

At  12  m.  the  Taylor,  followed  by  the  Lexington,  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Wtk,  proceeded  up  the  river.  When  within  twelve  hundred  yards  of  Pitts- 
"Tg  we  were  opened  upon  by  the  rebel  batteries,  consisting,  as  well  as  we 
nnJd  drtcnnine,  of  six  or  eight  field-pieces,  some  rifled.  Getting  within  one 
iitttiand  yards,  the  Taylor  and  Lexington  opened  a  well-directed  tire,  and  we 
*d  tbc  MlisfactioD  of  silencing  their  batteries. 

"e  then  proceeded  abreast  of  the  place,  and,  under  the  cover  of  grape  and 
Miiiter,  landed  two  armed  boats  from  each  vessel,  containing,  besides  their 
I***,  a  portion  of  company  "C,"  Captain  Thaddeus  Phillips,  and  company 
li."  Firut  Lieutenant  Jno.  T.  Kidcr,  of  the  32d  regiment  Illinois  volunteers, 
jl>«pfhoolera.)     Second  Master  Jason  Gondy  commanded  the  boats  of  the 

*;lar,  and  Second  Master  Martin  Diinn  commanded  the  boats  of  the  Lcxing- 
>D-  The  landing  was  succesefully  accomplished ;  and  this  small  force  actually 
^e  back  the  rebels  and  held  them  in  check  until  they  accomplished  their 
JSciHt  object,  which  was  to  discover  their  real  strength  and  purpose,  and  to 
otrof  a  house  in  close  proximity  to  where  the  batteries  had  been  placed.  , 
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I  fonnd  that,  in  Addition  to  their  artillery,  they  had  a  force  of  not  less  than 
two  r^mentB  of  infentry  and  a  regiment  of  cav  jry.  In  conclnsion,  I  hare  to 
state  that  the  resalt  was  entirely  Batisfacton'.  Their  batteries  were  silenced  ia 
a  short  time,  the  landing  was  effected,  the  house  destroyed,  and  we  discovered 
from  their  breastworks  that  they  were  preparing  to  fortify  Btrongly  this  point. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  Lieutenant  Commanding  l^hirk  for  the 
efficient  manner  in  which  hie  vessel  was  handled.  My  thanks  arc  dne  lo  Cap- 
tain Phillips,  Lieutenant  Rider,  and  their  men,  for  the  gallant  manner  in  which, 
in  the  face  of  the  enemy,  they  charged  up  the  hill,  drove  back  and  held  in 
check  the  rebels,  until  the  boats'  crews  had  effected  the  destruction  of  the  honse 
designated.  The  officers  and  men  of  thin  vessel  behaved  with  the  g;reatesi 
spirit  and  enthusiasm.  Uucb  praise  is  due  to  First  Master  Edward  Shaw  and 
Third  Master  James  Martin  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  batteries  were 
worked.  I  would  particularly  call  yonr  attention  to  the  gallant  condnct  of 
Second  Master  Jason  Goudy,  in  charge  of  the  hoata  in  shore,  who  succeeded  in 
destroying  the  house  under  snch  heavy  fire,  and  Gunner  Hermann  Peters,  in 
charge  of  the  howitzer,  who  displayed  the  greatest  coolness  and  courage, 
although  exposed  to  the  whole  fire  of  the  enemy,  all  but  one  of  his  men  having 
been  wounded.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Pilota  Herier  aud  Sebastian  for 
their  coolness  under  such  a  tremendous  fire  of  musketry,  onr  veascl  being  per- 
fectly riddled  with  balb.  My  aid,  Acting  Paymaster  Wm.  B.  Coleman,  rendered 
me  valuable  assistance  during  the  action. 

I  have  sent  Lieutenant  Commanding  Shirk  to  Cairo  with  the  transport  Izctu, 
loaded  with  the  balance  of  the  wheat  I  left  at  Cliflon.  I  shall  remain  abont 
here,  paying  Pittsburg  a  daily  visit,  which  I  hope  will  prevent  the  rebels  from 
accomplishing  their  object.  Captain  Shirk  will  lay  before  you  the  importance 
of  keeping  open  this  as  well  as  all  other  points  above  here. 

I  have  learned  from  reliable  authority  that  the  rebels  have  some  4,000  troops 
in  Florence,  6,000  or  C.OOO  in  and  about  Eastport  and  luka,  (near  Bear  Creek 
bridge,)  and  that  they  are  fortifying  in  that  vicinity.  Yon  will  therefore  see  the 
necessity  of  my  remaining  here. 

We  expended  ninety-five  shells,  thirty  stand  of  grape,  ten  of  canister,  and 
sixty-seven  rounds  of  shrapuell,  grape,  &c,  from  howitzer. 

Enclosed  is  the  report  of  casualties,  by  Acting  Assbtant  Surgeon  T.  H. 
Kearney,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  his  unremitting  attention  to  the  wounded. 
I  feel  confident  that  we  inflicted  a  severe  loss  on  the  enemy,  as  several  bodies 
were  seen  on  the  ground,  and  many  seen  to  fall.  I  also  enclose  Lieutenant  Com- 
manding Shirk's  report.

f^ii:  In  company  with  the  gunboat  Taylor,  Lieutenant  Commanding  GwiU) 
I  ihis  day  proceeded  in  tbis  veeael  np  tbe  river  to  a  landing  on  the  west  aide, 
tilled  Pitteboi^,  di^taot  about  nine  miles  from  thia  place. 

When  we  h^  arriTed  within  twelve  or  thirteen  tnndred  yards  of  Pittabnrg 
«e  were  fired  apon  by  a  rebel  batten^.  conBisting,  aa  well  aa  I  could  judge,  of 
ai  or  eight  field-piecea.  one  of  which,  at  leaat,  was  rifled.  We  returned  their 
fire  with  shell,  which  were  exceedingly  well  directed,  and  continaed  until  after 
dttir  gan»  were  Btlenced. 

By  order  of  Lientenant  Commanding  Gwin,  I  despatched  on  shore  two 
limed  boats,  id  charge  of  Second  Master  Martin  Dnnn,  containing,  in  addition 
Mtbeirown  proper  crews,  a  detachment  of  company  K,  thirty-second  regiment 
DHnnia  rolnnteera,  commanded  by  First  Lieutenant  John  T.  Rider,  with  orders 
w  follow  the  motions  of  the  Taylor's  boats.  While  the  boats  were  being  la&ded 
*e  tept  np  a  steady  fire  of  grape  and  shell,  raking  tbe  side  of  the  hill. 

TW  landing  party  having  accompliahed  their  object  and  being  met  by  a 
iiiieli  SDperior  force,  retired,  receiving  in  their  retreat  a  terrific  fire  of  mui>ketry. 
The  enemy  also  fired  several  volleys  of  mnsketry  at  the  gunboats,  and  then 
mired  back  from  the  brow  of  the  hill.  After  the  boats  returned,  we  gave  the 
lebeif  a  few  more  shell,  and,  receiving  no  answer,  fre  dropped  down  the  river 
to  thia  place. 

My  men  report  having  seen  several  dead  rebels  upon  the  hill,  and  I  myself 
nw  a  ^hell  from  this  vessel,  after  the  return  of  the  boats,  take  efiect  upon  a 
Mi  officer,  emptying  his  saddle,  and  dropping  three  foot  soldiers. 

1  cannot  sp^ik  in  too  high  terms  of  the  ^lantry,  good  discipline,  and  pa- 
triotic spirit  evinced  by  the  officers  and  men  whom  I  have  the  honor  to  com- 
■nod.  For  the  efficient  services  of  himself  and  his  command  I  am  greatly 
indebted  to  First  Lieutenant  John  T.  Rider,  company  K,  32A  regiment  Illinois 
Tolonteeis. 

I  nrgret  to  have  to  report  the  following  caanaltics,  viz ;  James  Snllivan,  sea- 
nun,  killed ;  Patrick  Sullivan  and  Thomas  M.  Borland,  seamen,  missing ;  John 
Hisee,  corpora]  company  K,  3Sd  regiment  Illinois  volunteers,  midsing.  James 
Sullivan  was  seen  to  fall  upon  the  field  shot  through  the  breast.

He 
also  Baw  a  large  force  of  cavalry  drawn  up  ostentatiously  on  the  blnfis,  but  se 
infantry  were  to  be  seen  ob  heretofore,  and  the  encampment  seen  in  our  »nati 
reconnoissance  a  few  days  since  has  been  removed.  Large  fires  wt;ie  vieible  ii 
the  town  of  Columbus  and  upon  the  river  banks  below,  indicating  the  dettru- 
tion  of  the  towu,  military  stores,  and  equipmcnta. 

I  shall  consult  General  Cullum,  and  we  shall  piobahly  proceed  to  Colamlnu, 
with  the  force  we  have  ready,  soon  after  daylight.  Geneml  Polk  infoniu  v 
that  he  will  send  a  flag  of  truce  at  meridian  to-morrow  to  the  point  where  tke 
flags  of  truce  met  to-day,  in  reference  to  which  we  ehall  be  governed  aecoidin^ 
to  circumstances.  But  as  General  Cullum  has  not  been  fvUy  consulted,  I  tm 
give  no  particular  information  of  our  movementa  to-morrow.

The  fleet  not  being  in  a  condition  to  proceed  down  to  Island  No.  10  and  » 
New  Madrid  where  the  rebels  are  represented  as  fortifyiae,  I  le&ve  for  ilwt 
immediately  to  make  the  necessary  preparation  for  going  down  the  rivet  with 
a  suitable  force  of  gunboats  and  mortar  boats  in  a  proper  condition  for  ^tecn* 
service.  I  am  fully  impressed  with  the  importance  of  proceeding  to  »* 
Madrid  as  soon  as  pOHsible,  where  General  Pope  has  arriv^  with  10,000  noii 
hnt  such  is  the  condition  of  my  command  that  I  shall  decline  moving,  a«  I  b- 
formed  Generals  Sherman  and  Cullum,  unless  I  am  ordered  to  do  so  bj  tbir 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  as  I  must  be  tbejodge  of  the  couditioD  of  the  fleet,  mi 
when  it  is  prepared  for  the  service  required.

General  Sherman,  with  Iiientenaut  CommandiDg  Phelps,  not  knowing  that  the 
oris  wot  last  evening  occnpied  by  four  hundred  of  the  Second  Illinois  cavalry, 
1 1  Kdatiiig  party  sent  by  GenenU  Sherman  from  Paducah,  made  a  bold  dash 
iLe  ehore  under  the  batteries,  hoisting  the  American  flag  on  the  summit  of 
thus,  greeted  by  the  hearty  cheers  of  our  brave  tars  and  soldiers. 
The  f<»c«  consisted  of  six  gunboats,  four  mortar  boats,  and  three  tmnsporte, 
iting  on  board  two  regiments  and  two  battalions  of  infantry,  under  command 
Coload  Buford — G^eneral  CuUum  and  Oeneral  Sherman  beiug  in  command  of 
e  inwpg.  The  former,  leaving  a  sick  bed  to  go  ashore,  discovered  what  was

Sll :  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  a  report  just  received  from  Lieutenant 
""'laBding  Gwinn,  of  the  Taylor,  communicating  important  information,  which, 
ui  a  tel^ram  just  received  from  Oeneral  Grant,  commanding  at  Fort  Henry, 
XjDg  that  the  rebels  were  fortih-ing  Savannah,  on  the  Tennessee  river,  and 
lUDE  fw  an  additional  gunboat,  has  been  communicated  to  General  Halleck. 
iM^bably  send  an  additional  gunboat,  making  three  boats  on  that  river. 
The  Awiatant  Secretoir  of  War  ia  now  in  my  office,  and  is  informed  of  th« 
Ue  of  things,  and  we  shall  be  able  to  meet  the  demands,  I  tnut,  by  having  a 
m  u  hand  aufficient  to  prevent  any  fortifications  being  erected  on  the  Ten- 
»ee  IS  far  up  aa  the  atoge  of  water  will  permit  the  gonboata  to  ascend  the

Sib  :  I  have  retnnied  from  tip  the  Tennessee,  hsving  left  Pittebnre  (the  place 
of  onr  late  engagement)  laet  night.  The  enemy  has  not  roneved  nie  attempt 
to  forti/y.  I  watched  the  point  closely,  and  yeeterday  landed  under  a  flag  of 
truce,  which  was  allowed  to  go  a  mile  from  the  river  before  bciug  stopped  by 
their  pickets.     No  sign  of  a  renewed  attempt  could  be  discovered. 

In  my  report  of  the  engagement  I  statea  that  I  felt  confident  the  enemy  hud 
suffered  severely.  I  can  now  report  that  on  the  morning  aAcr  the  Gngagcment 
(Snnday)  nine  dead  hodies  and  one  hundred  wonnded — many  of  them  mortally — 
were  connted  in  their  camp,  which  had  been  removed,  the  evening  of  the  en- 
gagement, three  miles  back  of  the  river.  Some  tents,  where  they  were  carrying 
badly  wounded  men,  they  would  not  allow  any  one  to  viait ;  they  were  still 
bringing  in  wonnded. 

There  is  no  doubt  of  the  corrcctnesa  of  the  above.  It  was  reported  that  fliey 
buried  fifteen  the  evening  of  the  engagement.  I  think  I  can  safely  pot  their 
loss  down  at  twenty  killed  and  one  hundred  wonnded.  Their  force  engaged 
on  that  day  was  1,000  infantry  (Lonisiana)  and  600  cavalry,  (MiseiBsippi,)  be- 
sides a  battery  of  six  pieces  of  field  artillery.  Two  guns  (32-ponnder8)  were 
on  the  ground,  but  were  not  mounted. 

I  have  reliable  information  that  the  enemy  have  now  at  Corinth,  MisBJssippi, 
eighteen  miles  from  the  Tennessee  river  (Pittsburg)  junction  of  Mobile  and  Ohio 
and  Memphis  and  Charleston  railroads,  fifteen  to  twenty  thousand  troops.  At 
Henderson  station,  eighteen  miles  from  Coffee  Landing,  Tennessee  river,  and 
thirty-five  miles  by  railroad  from  Corinth,  some  ten  or  twelve  thousand,  and 
bodies  of  troops  arriving  every  day,  mostly  from  Coliunbus  and  some  £mm 
Louisiana.  At  Bear  Creek  bridge,  seven  miles  back  from  Eastpott,  Hisaissippi, 
they  have  from  eight  to  ten  thonsand,  and  are  fortifying.  At  Chtckasan-, 
Alabama,  I  understand  they  are  erecting  heavy  batteries.  This  last  is  not  very 
reliable. 

Information  received  last  night  near  Savannah,  Tennessee,  from  a  reliable 
,  eotirce,  indicates  that  General  .Johnson,  with  all  his  force,  is  falling  back  from 
Uurfreesboro'  to  Decatnr,  Alabama,  the  place  where  the  Memphis  and  Charles- 
ton railroad  crosses  the  TenneBBee  river,  and  the  junction  of  the  railroad  leading 
from  Xashville  to  that  place,  showing  that  they  are  preparing  to  send  lai^ 
reinforcementa  to  Bear  Creek. 

The  resnlt  of  the  recent  elections  in  Hardin  and  HcNairy  counties.  South 
TeimeBsee,  will  prove  to  you  that  the  Union  sentiment  ia  very  strong  thron^bont 
that  section  of  the  State.  The  former  gave  five  hundred  majority  for  the  Lmon 
candidate  out  of  a  poll  of  one  thousand  voles.  The  1att«  gave  two  hundred 
Union  majority  out  of  a  poll  of  eighteen  hondred  votes.  The  constant  cry 
from  them  to  me  is,  "Send  us  atma  and  a  sufficient  force  to  protect  us  ia  organ- 
izing, and  we  will  drive  the  secessionists  out  of  Tennessee  ourselves." 

I  have  enlisted  a  few  more  men;  Captain  Phillips  recraited  several  for  his 
company.  I  have  captured  J.  B.  Kendrick,  of  Captain  Rt^erald's  company 
of  Tennessee  volunteers,  who  represents  himself  as  a  colonel  of  militia  ot  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  and  Clay  Kendrick,  private  in  Captain  Fitsgeiald's  com- 
pany (CtJonel  Crew's  regiment)  Tenneesee  volunteers.

Sii:  I  lure  the  liouor  to  report  thst  in  obediencfl  to  toot  oidera  I  reported 
to  General  Grant,  at  Fort  Foote,  on  the  7th  instant,  and  remained  at  Danville 
liidge,  twen^-five  milee  above,  awaiting  the  fleet  of  transports,  nntil  Monday 
Boniing,  bj  direction  of  Qeneral  Grant,  when  General  Smith  arriving  with  a 
lu^  portion  of  hia  command,  forty  transports,  I  convoyed  them  to  Savannah, 
iniTing  there  without  molestation  on  the  11th.  The  same  evening,  with  Grenend 
Smhk  and  staff  on  hoard,  made  a  reconnoissance  of  the  river  as  high  as  Fittfl- 
boig.  The  rebels  had  not  renewed  their  attempts  to  fortiiy  at  that  pointj  owing 
10  &  vi^lant  watch  that  had  been  kept  on  them  in  my  absence  by  Lieutenant 
ComnuDaiiiff  Shiric. 

Tbe  ume  evening,  at  11.45,  stood  np  the  river  with  the  Lexington,  Llentenant 
Commanding  Shirk,  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  Eastport  by  delight,  it  having 
been  reported  to  me  that  the  rebels  had  erected  a  battery  at  Chickasaw,  Ala- 
buu,  one  and  a  half  miles  above  that  place.  Arriving  there  at  7.30  this  veasel 
ud  the  Lexington  opened  fire  on  the  point  which  had  been  indicated.  The 
idxla  immediately  responded.  After  expending  sixty-three  shell,  having  ac- 
twiplished  my  object,  which  was  to  ascertain  the  strength  of  tbeir  battery,  ooth 
tcEielB  retired  witbont  any  damage  having  been  done  on  our  side.  As  well  aa 
I  can  judge  their  batteiy  consists  of  five  pieces — three  rified,  and,  with  the 
eiception  of  one,  I  should  think,  not  less  than  32-pounders.     Both  vesaela  have

iDgof  troops  at  Afferent  points  above  Savannah  in  this  river. 

Tbe  river  is  again  very  high,  and  rising.     The  people  have  ^ 
tridenee  of  the  strength  of  the  Union  seutiment  so  oflen  expressed  to  me  before 


in  tliia  vicinity,  as  very  many  have  enlisted  in  the  different  regiments.  The 
Taylor  is  lying  at  Fitteburg  for  the  protectioD  of  General  Sherman's  division, 
vhicb  has  occnpied  that  point.  The  Lexington  is  lying  at  Crump's  Landing, 
protecting  the  division  of  G^eral  Wallace,  which  occupies  that  point.  Every- 
tluDg  is  working  favorably  for  the  cause  of  the  Union.  £ncloB^  yon  will  find 
Lieotenant  Commanding  Shirk's  report.

LiaUtmant  Commanding  Shirk's  retort  of  jtroeeedings,  March  Id,  1S62, 

United  Statbs  Gdnboat  LBXiNaTojr, 
Fitttburg,  r«WKW«e,  March  15, 1862. 
Sri :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  tbe  following  report  of  my  proceedings  since 
n  V  last  arrival  in  this  river. 

We  reached  Savannah  on  the  6th  iDBtant.  The  next  morning  I  received  on 
iKwd  this  vessel  twenty  armed  men,  refugees  irom  Wayne  county,  Tennessee, 
vho  asked  my  protection  &am  the  rebel  marauding  cavalry.  Six  of  these  men 
*ece  fma  a  rebel  regiment  which  had  been  stadoned  at  Clarksville,  and  had 
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leen  toU,  npon  the  fall  of  Fort  Donelaon,  to  make  the  beet  of  their  way  htett. 
Their  amu  were  those  that  had  heea  iaaned  at  Clarksrille.  Some  of  th»e 
twenty  men  have  shipped  on  board  thie  Tesael,  and  the  temunder  hare  aihsted 
in  reKinienta  in  General  Smith's  command. 

I  then  proceeded  up  the  river  to  take  a  look  at  thii  place,  and  djttofvti 
Bereral  fla^s  of  truce  on  the  bill.  I  sent  a  boat  to  comannicate  with  a  lAA 
officer  at  the  landing,  and  received  a  letter  from  Lieutenant  Commandins  tiinu 
in  relation  to  exchange  of  prisoners.  No  work  had  been  done  since  me  ban- 
bardment  of  the  place  on  the  Ist  instant  by  the  Taylor  and  this  vesseL  IV 
nights  of  the  7th  and  8th  I  lay  at  Craven's  Landing,  protecting  many  Uaim 
men  from  Robinson's  rebel  cavalry.  Dnring  the  8th  ana  9th  I  conveyed  ■bnm 
one  hundred  and  twenty  refugees  from  Craven's  and  Chalk  bluff  to  Savuwk 
for  safety.  On  the  9th  I  paid  another  visit  to  Pittsbore,  having  on  b«aid 
Colonel  Worthington,  of  General  Smith's  advance.  On  the  10th  I  took  i* 
board  some  more  arms  at  Chalk  bluff.  That  night  I  lay  opposite  SaTumk 
the  transport  with  the  fbrty-Bixth  Ohio  volunteers  lying  at  the  town. 

On  the  1 1th  the  United  Sutes  gunboat  Taylor  arrived,  followed  by  G«na>l 
Smith  with  bis  command,  in  sixty-three  transport  steamers.  At  midnighl  ttii 
vessel  followed  the  Taylor  up  the  river,  to  make  a  reconnoiasance,  and  at  TiO 
a.  m.  on  the  12th  instant  reached  Chickasaw,  Alabama,  where  we  discoTBrj 
that  the  rebels  had  erected  a  battery,  as  had  been  reported.  Tie  two  gimbMtf 
opened  fire  upon  it  at  long  range,  which  was  retnraed  by  the  enemy.  Tk^ 
vessd  expended  26  shell.  There  were  no  casualties.  The  battery  condstcd  ti 
at  least  five  pieces,  two  or  three  of  which  were  rifled.  One  of  the  latter  *m  » 
33-pounder,  and  had  a  very  great  range — great  euongh  to  prevent  the  Undhi^ 
of  troops  at  Eastport.  At  11.30  a.  m.  we  reached  Savannah  again.  Tlat  erfo- 
ing  I  convoyed  a  diviBion  of  the  army,  under  General  Wallace,  to  Cramt'> 
Landing,  and  lay  there  that  night  and  the  following  day  and  night.  Tlis  Dcn- 
ing  I  convoyed  another  division,  nnder  General  Hurlbnrt,  to  this  place,  ui 
went  on  with  the  transport  Crescent  City  to  where  General  Sherman  bad  Hf 
command,  about  10  miles  below  Eastport.  I  returned  at  5  p.  m.,  and  wilt  iwik 
here  further  orders. 

There  are  no  rebel  troops  near  here  at  present ;  General  Gheathain,  who  ra 
at  Sbilob  (three  miles  back  from  here)  day  befbre  yesterday,  having  gone  wri 
his  command  to  Pnrdy.  The  river  is  rising  very  rapidly,  and  there  is  so  BttA 
hack  water  that  General  Sherman  found  it  impossible  to  perform  the  duty  npo 
which  he  was  sent.  General  Wallace  sncce^ed,  night  before  last,  in  ^etn^'j- 
ing  about  half  a  mile  of  the  rulroad,  a  few  miles  north  of  Pnrdy.  TVeheof* 
made  graves  have  been  f()und  upon  the  hill  at  this  place.  The  small  anus  wkid 
I  have  taken  from  Craven's  and  Chalk  bluff  belong  to  Union  men,  and  I  hsvt 
promised  that  they  should  eventually  be  returned  to  their  owners.

Sir  :  Leaving  Cairo  on  the  14th  insttmt,  with  seven  iron-clmd  gnnboatt  n^ 

ten  mortar  boats,  and  being  joined  at  Columbus  on  the  same  day  by  Coload  Ete- 

f(»rd,  in  command  of  some  twelre  hundred  troops,  I  reached  Hi^t^M'^  tfcat  ck*- 
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iDg  with  tbe  flotOIU  and  trEuiBporU,  irlieD  tbe  Louisville,  Commuider  Dure,  waa 
kani  leaking  in  her  boilers,  and  wtu  eent  back  to  Colambns  for  repairs. 

Od  tbe  IStii  inetaat,  at  da/light,  the  flotilla  and  traaeportB  moved  down  the 
river,  azrivine  in  the  vicinity  of  Island  No.  10  at  9  a.  m.  Ilie  rain  and  dense 
log  prevented  our  getting  the  vessels  in  position,  other  than  two  mortar  boats, 
far  the  piupoae  of  ascertaining  their  range. 

EaHf  on  the  morning  of  the  16th  instant  I  placed  the  mortars  in  as  good  po- 
(itiaD  as  the  circumstances  would  admit,  wben  they  abelled  several  regiments 
nut  of  their  encampments,  and,  at  extreme  range,  reached  the  batteries  on  No. 
10,  the  floating  battery,  and  the  five  batteries  on  the  Tenoessee  shore.  The 
nM»tar  boats  are  in  charge  of  Oaptain  Uaynadier,  United  States  army,  as  ord- 
naoee  officer,  assisted  by  Acting  Lieutenant  Commanding  J.  P.  Sandfo^,  United 
Ststes  navy,  who  volunteered  his  services. 

This  morning,  the  17th  instant,  soon  after  daylight,  the  mortar  boats  being 
in  position,  I  had  the  Benton  lashed  between  two  other  steamers,  the  Cincin- 
Biti  and  St.  Lonis,  and  with  the  remaining  iron-clad  steamers  made  an  attack 
Ml  tbe  forts,  at  a  distance  of  two  thousand  yards  or  more,  on  account  of  the 
npi  cnnent.  rendering  tbe  boats  too  nnmanageable  to  come  within  a  shorter 
mge.  without  endangering  their  being  carried  under  the  enemy's  guns  ;  and  as 
t  Dearer  approach  would  expose  the  bow  and  quarter  of  the  veasets,  their  most 
Tnlnerable  points,  to  a  fire  of  six  other  batteries,  mounting  furty-three  guns. 
We  opened  fire  on  the  upper  fort  on  the  Tenueasee  shore  at  meridian,  and  con- 
liimed  to  give  and  receive  quite  a  brisk  fire  from  this  and  also  four  other  bat- 
tnin  on  ihe  same  shore  nntil-'darknees  obscured  the  forts  from  view.  The  ten 
■■Man.  in  ibe  meantime,  shelled  the  troops  out  of  range,  excepting  those  man- 
Bv  tbe  batteries. 

tlie  upper  fort  was  badly  ent  np  by  the  Benton  and  the  other  boats  with  her. 
We  disDMonted  one  of  their  guns,  and  the  men,  at  times,  ran  Irom  the  batteries. 

Colonel  Bnford  has  been  busily,  and,  I  trust  profitably,  engaged  in  msking 
RcoDiHMBAMicefi,  and  b  preparing  to  mount  his  siege  guns. 

In  tbe  lUtack  of  to-day  this  vessel  received  four  shots;  while  a  rifie  gun  burst 
■botrd  Uie  St.  Lonis,  killing  and  wounding  fifteen,  officers  and  men  ;  I  enclose 
■  list  of  casnalttea.  The  Cincinnati  has  had  her  engines  injtired,  which  may 
mder  it  necessary  for  me  to  send  her  to  Cairo  for  repairs. 

I  bope  to  be  able  to  silence  tbe  upper  battery  to-morrow ;  after  which  we 
tm  phat  tbe  mortars  in  a  positioB  where  we  expect  to  be  able  to  shell  the  rebels 
Ht  rf  dteir  batteries.  This  place  is  even  stronger  end  better  adapted  for  de- 
feuee  than  Columbus  has  ever  been.  Each  fortificatian  commands  the  one  above 
it  We  can  count  forty-nine  guns  in  the  difierent  batteries,  "sdiere  there  are 
ptnb^ly  double  the  number,  with  ten  thousand  troops. 

From  exhaustion,  arising  tram  continuous  service  and  want  of  sleep,  you  will 
euaae  tliis  ncofaerent  discursive  report. 

Our  pbells  bursting  prematurely  we  have  to  drown  them  before  loading  the 
gims.  The  fuzes,  many  of  which,  I  am  informed,  were  made  before  the  Mexi- 
«an  war,  ought  to  have  been  condemned.

Sir:  On  the  17tb  instant  I  commnnicated  to  the  department  an  accmmtof 
our  leaving  Oturo,  for  the  purpose  of  attacking  Island  No.  10,  and  expRSflOg 
the  hope  that  to-morrow  (yesterday)  we  should  be  able  to  capture  tlu  nppa 
fort  at  this  point. 

Yesterday  we  were  firing  on  the  tipper  fort  at  long  range,  reaching  it  o«t- 
sionally,  and  dismonnted  another  gun,  while  the  mortars  were  playing  oa  tb 
lower  fortifications,  having  driven  Uie  encampments  down  the  river,  jnst  out  «l 
range  of  our  shells.  As  the  forts  are  distinct  from  each  other,  ud  occopj 
but  little  space,  and  have  been  mostly  constructed  for  four  or  five  months,  il  e 
impossible  to  use  the  mortan  with  as  much  effect  as  coald  have  been  done  ■! 
Columbus,  where  the  batteries  were  more  compact  and  exposed,  and  the  tnopi 
having  less  shelter  than  here.  We  are,  however,  keeping  up  an  occauonal  6k. 
day  and  nigbt,  to  prevent  the  enemy  irom  repairing  his  damages,  gradnally  ap- 
proaching his  Btrongest  holds,  and  I  trust  we  will  be  able,  in  co-operation  widi 
General  Pope's  division  of  the  army,  soon  to  get  possession  of  the  place.  Tliii 
position  was  selected  by  the  rebels  on  account  of  its  being  inaccessible  by  lu^ 
in  a  high  stage  of  water,  on  the  Missouri  side,  which  side  General  Pope's  tiwj 
occupies,  at  New  Madrid ;  and  he  has  no  transports  of  any  kind  with  wbiek  t" 
cross  over  to  the  Tennessee  side  and  mareh  in  upon  the  rear  of  tlte  lebria.  I 
have  this  morning  sent  him  two  tugs,  and  hope  to  be  able  to  g«t  two  gonbasu 
also  through  the  same  havon  or  slough  to  him.  If  we  can  do  this,  witli  tbe 
two  gunboats  coming  np  ana  attacking  the  forts  trom  below  with  the  land  siact 
I  have  no  doubt  but  that  we  shall  secure  a  complete  victory.  We  must  pioc«i^ 
here  slowly  and  cautiously,  which  alone  can  prove  effective,  especially  bwiias 
in  mind  the  rapid  current  and  certainty  of  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  taemj 
in  these  slow  boats  if  we  run  as  close  to  the  batteries  aa  we  might  do  were  tbe 
rebels  up  stream.  Colonel  Buford,  commanduig  the  troops  here,  unonnlin'  U 
about  1,500,  will  be  ready  to  perform  all  service  requir^  until  the  airiruof 
General  Pope  in  foree.  We  shall  not  he  able  to  make  the  grand  attack  htif^- 
eral  days.  This  will  depend  upon  the  arrival  of  General  Pope.

Sll;  Host  of  the  iron-clad  steamen,  including  this  vesael,  are  etill  lying  within 
long  riDge  of  the  rebel  forts,  and  occasionallri  with  the  tnortftr-boata,  are  throw- 
ing abelk  into  the  enemy's  batt«riea,  which  have  induced  them  to  withdraw  (JI 
ibeir  enperflDODB  men  not  required  for  aerring  their  gnoB.  To-dar  the  upper 
huteiy  imeiied  npon  ua,  but  was  ailenced  in  half  an  hour,  this  ahip  diemounting 
*  gnu.  I  lead,  to-night,  a  boat  to  sound  in  a  narrow  and  ahallow  channel,  in 
bpea  the  present  rise  of  wat«r  in  the  river  will  enable  me  to  despatch  a  small 
Bl«uiier  with  light  draft  to  General  Pope,  near  New  Uadrid,  who,  as  I  have 
tlmdy  informed  the  department,  baa  aereral  times  requested  that  I  would  send 
him  tTo  or  three  gnnboata  to  enable  him  to  cross  over  to  the  Tennessee  side, 
vith  tbe  view  of  attaclung  the  rebels  in  the  rear  at  this  point,  while  we  make 
ibe  utuk  in  front  or  on  the  river  side.  I  am  apprehensive,  however,  from  our 
ill  sacc«ea  thus  far,  that  this  project  may  not  prove  feasible.  To-day,  for  the 
£nl  time  since  I  have  been  in  command  of  the  flotilla,  I  called  a  council  of  war. 
>ilb  the  view  of  aaeertaining  the  opinions  of  the  officers  with  reference  to  send- 
log,  or  atlecipting  to  send,  aid  to  General  Pope.  The  officers,  with  one  excep- 
tioii,  were  decidedly  opposed  to  numing  the  blockade,  believing  it  would  reatut 
in  ibe  ahaost  certain  deatmcljon  of  the  boats  which  should  attempt  to  paaa  the 
lii  forte,  with  50  guns  bearing  upon  the  vessels.  I  have  been  seriously  aiaposed 
to  nm  the  blockade  myeelf  with  this  vessel,  which  is  better  protected  than  the 
otber boats,  although  ahe  is  alow  and  works  sluggishly;  but,  upon  reconaidera- 
lioii.  18  her  lose  would  be  so  great  if  we  &iled,  and  my  personal  services  here 
Kt  eoneidered  eo  important  with  the  fleet  and  tranaporU,  I  have,  for  the  present. 
*l)»ndoned  the  idea. 

Tbia  place  is  admirably  chosen  for  defence  by  the  rebels,  as  its  rear  can  only 
I*  ipproaelied,  in  this  stage  of  water,  from  the  river  side  opposite  New  Uadria. 
it  being  surrounded  by  bayous  or  sloughs,  while  its  long  line  of  six  forts,  com- 
BiBding  one  another  from  the  river  front,  render  it  almost  impregnable  to  an 
stacking  force.  General  Pope  has  no  transporte,  and,  without  our  reaching 
luB  b?  running  the  blockade,  is  unable  to  cross  over  to  the  Teimessee  aide  from 
New  kadrid,  where  he  now  is  in  force,  and  it  is  impossible  for  him,  from  the 
inundaled  state  of  the  conntry,  to  send  or  march  his  troops  to  this  point.  Were 
ntauumpt  to  attack  these  heavy  batteries  with  the  gunboats,  or  attempt  to 
ran  the  blockade  and  fail,  as  I  have  already  stated  in  a  former  communication, 
(be  riven  above  ua — Mississippi,  Ohio,  and  Cumberland — would  be  greatly  ex- 
pMed,  Dot  only  frustrating  the  grand  object  of  the  expedition,  but  exposing  onr 
(■ma  sad  cities  bordering  those  rivers;  especially  so  should  General  Pope  be 
nuble  to  hold  his  position  at  New  Madrid.  Under  these  circumstances,  and 
)nr  boats  being  so  ill-adapted  to  flghting  down  the  river,  with  two  rifle  gtina 
bsTiog  buiet,  and  onr  shells  impeifect,  I  am  induced  to  act  with  great  caution, 
uid  expose  the  flotilla  less  than  under  more  favorable  circumstances  it  would  be 
^7  doty  to  do,  for  the  great  object  for  which  the  fleet  was  created.  For  the 
iitnre,  in  the  absence  of  iuatructions  from  higher  authority,  I  shall  be  governed 
);  ciitamatances  as  they  may  arise.  When  the  object  of  running  the  blockade 
XG0IIM8  adequate  to  the  risk,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  do  it.  The  place  may  be 
impied  by  na  in  a  short  time  without  an  assault,  as  the  rebels  must  be  cut  off 
'ma  their  necessary  auppliea.  Still,  if  this  does  not  soon  take  place,  it  may 
Iwwme  necessary  to  force  the  blockade,  or  adopt  some  other  meaanres  which 
liave  Dot  yet  Boggeated  tberoselvee.

Sir:  Since  my  cammnnication  of  the  20th  inatont,  we  have  been  Ijing  off 
the  fortfl  St  long  range,  occaaionally  giving  a  rifie  shot,  and  mote  £reqaeatlj 
throwing  mortar  ehells  upon  the  island  ana  at  the  fortifioatioDs  mi  tbe  ToiMt- 
see  shore.  The  rebels  still  hold  the  forts,  but  the  encampments  are  Bored 
beyond  range,  with  a  enfficient  ntimber  of  men  to  serre  their  heary  gnns,  irXiA 
seem  to  be  well  protected  from  oar  ahells  by  their  breastworks.  A  oomBuuet- 
tion  from  General  Hallcck  (a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed)  leads  me  to  hope  iLit 
we  may  yet  derive  support  from  the  army,  irrespective  of  General  Pope's  fciw. 
which  will  cross  over  from  New  Madrid  and  attack  tbe  rebels  in  the  tear,  vh3e 
we  make  the  attack  in  front,  io  case  we  succeed  in  getting  two  steamen  lod 
several  cnttera,  which  are  now  working  their  way  towards  that  point,  thiosgti 
the  b^ooB  or  sloughs.  Should  this  effort  be  sacceesfiil,  I  hope  to  hou  thst  t 
land  force  of  some  10,000  men  will  be  in  the  rebels'  rear  in  the  cootm  of  fin 
or  six  days.  With  the  exception  of  a  lidge,  or  higher  land,  on  tbe  river  bank 
on  the  Tenaessee  tide,  from  directly  opposite  New  Madrid  to  nearly  oppwst 
Island  No.  10,  the  whole  country  is  innndated,  or  at  least  so  mnch  so  as  to  pn- 
vent  tnx^B  from  other  points  reaching  the  rebels'  rear,  showing  how  ad^nblr 
their  position  has  been  chosen  for  defence. 

We  now  have  here  six  iron-plated  gunboate,  one  wooden  gnnbaat.  tbe  C«a- 
estoga,  and  sixteen  mortar  boats ;  one  iron-clad  gunboat  being  at  Na^rSk- 
one  guarding  Columbos  and  Hickman,  and  two  wooden  boats  np  the  TenneKM; 
while  the  Cssex,  Commander  Porter,  is  repairing  at  St.  Loiris.  We  hav*  ill 
the  mortar-boats  thst  we  can  use  to  any  advantage,  and  still  want  two  tow-bMit 
for  these  in  greater  force,  as  we  have  a  strong  cnrrrart,  requiring  dte  graMt 
vigilance  to  prevent  them  and  the  gunboats  bom  being  carried  down  «tra«. 
from  the  want  of  steam-power  of  the  latter.  Colouel  Suford,  commaodiDg  thr 
troops,  has  a  force  of  between  1,900  and  3,000  men ;  but  who,  in  feet,  tiling  » 
they  necessarily  do,  aboard  the  transports — the  banks  being  ovraflowed,  ai 
they  Burrounded  by  water — cannot  accomplish  anything  of  consequence.  Thai 
we  are  wwting  to  open  communication  with  General  Pope,  at  New  Madrid. 

I  forward  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  sent  to  me  by  General  Strong.  «»' 
manding  at  Cairo,  fr<MD  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rebels  have  thirteen  gun- 
boats, independent  of  the  Sve  below  New  Madrid,  and  the  Maaassas  or  ran.  tl 
Memphis,  i  presume  that  these  boats  are  not  equal  to  ours;  stOl,  we  have  w 
means  of  ascertaining  their  character,  eq)ecially  tnose  at  New  Oi^eaaa.  I  b«*<: 
ordered  the  rifle  guns  as  they  arrive  at  Cairo  to  be  sent  to  us,  as  ami  liiu  so 
unsafe,  and  must  ue  condemned  as  soon  aa  others  can  be  supplied.  Tbe  i4t 
shells,  as  well  as  those  of  die  8-inch  guns  and  tbirty-twos,  also  biBit  pmu- 
tiu^ly,  and  I  have  been  obliged  to  drown  ^1  fusee  at  a  distance  exeeedmg  ok 
thousand  yards. 

I  shall  proceed  with  caution  in  our  work  here,  being  fnHy  aware  of  our  ^ 
advantages.  If,  however,  any  difaster  should  occur,  from  circamstaixefl  beyiod 
my  control,  I  have  ordered  the  two  iron-clad  gunboats  Cairo  and  Louiirilk. 
with  the  wooden  boats  Taylor  and  Lexington,  to  meet  at  Cairo,  or  as  frrdon 
as  Columbus  and  even  Hickman,  to  prevent  the  rebel  gonboata  from  aaceadiag 
the  river  beyond  Cairo,  which  place  is  now  so  nearly  overflowed  as  to  mtAa  i 
necessary  for  us  to  remove  all  our  ammunition.

Lost  night  an  armed  boat  expedition  was  fitted  ont  from  the  squadron  and  ^ 
land  forces  at  this  point,  under  conunaod  of  Colonel  Boberte,  of  the  4Sd  Wnl 
regiment. 

The  five  boats  comprising  the  expedition  were  in  chai^  of  Yint  Haitf  Jj> 
V.  Johnson,  of  the  St.  Louis,  assisted  by  Fourth  Master  G,  P.  Lord,  of  the  F 
ton;  Fourth  Master  Pierce,  of  the  Cincinnati;  Fourth  Master  Notgan,  of 
Pittsburg,  and  Master's  Mate  Scoville,  of  the  Mound  City,  each  with  ■  ba 
crew  of  ten  men  from  their  respective  vessels,  carrying  in  all  one  hundred  ■ 
exclusive  of  o£BcerB,  under  command  of  Colonel  Roberts. 

At  midnight  the  boats  reached  the  upper  or  No.  1  fort,  and.  polling  dktetl 
in  its  face,  carried  it,  receiving  only  the  harmless  fire  of  two  Bentioele,  who  '■' 
on  discharging  their  muskets,  while  the  rebels  troops  in  the  vicinity  npidiyrt 
treated ;  whereupon  Colonel  Roberta  spiked  the  six  gune  ff>n»mW  in  the  U 
and  retired  with  the  boats  uninjured. 
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The  commaoding  officer  repreeenU  all  under  Mb  command,  from  thetr  coolness 
ffld  determination,  u  being  ready  to  perform  more  hazardonu  service  bad  it 
een  reqnired  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  object  of  the  expedition.  Enclosed  is  the 
eport  of  Colonel  BoberU.

In  obedience  to  yonr  orders,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  last  evening,  at 
alf  past  five  o'clock,  I  took  command  of  an  expedition  designed  against  the 
ibel  battery  No.  1,  on  the  Tenueaeee  shore.  My  force  consisted  of  five  boats 
nntsbed  by  tbe  gnnboats  Benton,  St.  Looia,  Cincinnati,  Pittsburg,  and  Mound 
'ity,  manned  by  creva  of  these  boats,  respectively,  and  transporting  a  detach- 
KDt  of  fifty  men  fiom  company  A,  43d  regiment  Illinois  volunteers. 

My  fii«t  endeavor  was  to  proceed  through  the  overflowed  woodland  on  the 
^tncky  abore,  and  thus  escape  observation  ;  this  proved  to  be  impracticable, 
s  weQ  becaoae  of  the  fall  of  the  river  as  of  the  lai^  amount  of  drift  accnmn- 
ucd  among  tbe  trees.  We  then  dropped  down  to  the  first  mortar  boat  and  lay 
7  nitil  1 1  o'clock  p.  m.,  when  all  the  toats  were  got  under  way  and  proceeded, 
oe  after  the  other,  keeping  close  nnder  tbe  shadow  of  the  shore.  The  Benton's 
oat  led  antil  the  outlines  of  battery  No.  1  were  well  defined,  when  tbe  order  of 
Rack,  the  enggestion  of  Firet  Master  J.  V.  Johnson,  was  taken  np  as  follows : 
'he  boata  of  the  St.  Lonis,  Benton,  and  Pittsburg  advanced  in  line,  the  Ben- 
>n's  boat  in  the  centre;  the  remaining  boats  followed  a  few  yards  behind. 

We  approached  the  battery  with  muffled  oara,  in  snch  silence  that  we  were 
»e  tliau  ten  yarda  distant  when  the  sentinels  at  the  guns  discovered  us.  They 
"ied  oat  in  great  anrprise,  fired  twice  on  our  boats,  and  ran  away.  We  landed 
I  good  order  and  with  great  expedition;  tbe  rear  boats  falling  to  the  right  and 
ft  ot  tbe  centre  boat  of  the  advanced  line,  and  at  once  commenced  spiking  the 
ima.  Lientenant  Church,  with  twenty  men,  advanced  toward  the  supposed 
:hel  camp  to  anticipate  an  attack,  and,  at  the  same  time,  protect  the  men  en- 
iged  in  spiking  tbe  guns.     Ko  aucb  attack  was  made. 

The  work  was  done  with  perfect  coolness  on  the  part  of  our  men,  but  as 
tpidly  aa  possibly,  for  the  rebel  gunboat  Grampus  had  taken  alarm  at  the  sen- 
oela'  fire,  and  was  standing  toward  ns.  I  did  not  go  on  board  to  return  until  I 
id  first  personally  inspected  every  gun.  I  report,  sir,  that  every  gnn  in  the 
Utery  except  one  (dismounted  and  lying  in  tbe  water)  was  spiked  by  our 
irty.  I  believe  the  spiking  will  prove  efFectnal.  The  object  of  the  expedition 
nng  tbna  accomplished,  we  took  to  ont  boats  and  retnt^ed  without  any  loss 
hMerer. 

To  tbe  naval  officers  in  command  of  the  boats  great  praise  is  due  for  the  ad- 
irable  manner  in  which  onr  approach  was  conducted.  Tbe  officers  of  the 
•taehments  were  prompt  and  efEcient,  while  the  men  of  both  land  forces  and 
aiioes,  by  their  implicit  obedience  of  orders,  have  proved  themselves  worthy 
'  any  service  whatever.     The  kindness  of  Captain  Phelps,  of  tbe  Benton,  in 

ving  personal  attention  to  the  outfit  of  the  expedition,  is  kindly  remembered.

This  morning  the  Benton,  Cmcranati,  and  PSttsbnrg,  with  three  mortar  bottt 
opened,  and  continued  for  more  than  an  hour,  a  fire  on  the  rebels'  heavy  floadDf 
batteiT  at  leland  No,  10,  when  the  latter,  having  received  screial  shells  fn« 
the  rifles  and  mortare,  cnt  loose  from  her  moorings  utd  drifted  down  the  river  m 
or  three  miles.  The  shells  were  thrown  from  the  flotilla  into  different  forta  rf  th 
island  and  into  the  rehel  batteries  lining  the  Tennessee  shore.  The  retnn  fir 
produced  noeffeet  on  the  squadron.  No  more  men  than  were  actoalljrni 
to  man  the  batteries  were  visible.

StR :  Your  note  of  yesterday  haa  jnat  been  received.  O^tun  Walke  anired 
safely  with  the  Garondelet,  not  a  sliot  haring  touched  her.  Officere  and  ma 
are  in  good  condition  for  service. 

I  requested  Colonel  Scott,  Aseietant  Secretary  of  War,  to  write  to  yoo  j»- 
terday  in  relation  to  sending  another  one  of  the  gunboats,  and,  with  profood 
respect,  I  venture  tonrgeyou  etill  further  on  the  subject.  I  have  notadoobtli*] 
that  one  of  them  could  run  the  batteries  without  any  serioud  injury.  Notviit 
standing  their  inferior  character,  the  enemy's  gonboats  pass  and  repass  our  bit' 
teries  in  the  night  without  injury. 

My  best  artilleristB— officers  of  the  regular  army,  of  many  years'  experieact- 
state  positively  that  it  is  impossible,  in  the  night,  to  fire  with  any  kind  of  ea- 
tiunty  the  large  guns  (328)  of  our  batteries,  especially  at  a  moving  (Ajcd, 
The  shot  fired  at  uie  Carondelet  passed  200  feet  above  her. 

I  am  thus  urgent,  sir,  because  the  lives  of  thousands  of  men,  and  the  maun 
of  our  operations,  bang  upon  your  decision.  With  the  two  boats  all  is  uf:; 
with  one  it  is  uncertain.  The  lives  of  the  men  composing  this  army  are  in  n] 
keeping,  and  I  do  not  feel  justified  in  omitting  any  steps  to  fortify  this  iDi>*e 
ment  against  any  accident  which  might  occasion  disaster  not  to  be  repaired. 

Certainly  the  risk  to  a  gunboat  running  down  in  the  night  is  not  nearlv  » 
great,  and  involves  no  such  consequences,  a«  the  risk  to  ten  thousand  men  crw 
jng  a  great  river  in  the  &ce  of  the  enemy.

inexpedient  to  send  a  gonboat  for  that  purpose.  Yon,  yourself,  in  a  late  Icna 
apply  for  a  gunboat,  gur  smallest  gunboat,  even,  for  tliat  purpose.  I  cooU  M 
night,  had  you  made  a  point  of  having  two  gunboats,  sent  them  with  oompsntiil 
safety,  as  the  nig^t  was  dark,  while  the  vivid  lightning  enabled  the  piloto  toke^ 
the  channel.

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  that  since  I  sent  the  telegram  last 
light,  announcing  the  Burrender  to  me  of  Island  No.  10,  possession  has  been 
»ken  of  both  the  island  and  the  works  upon  the  Tennessee  shore  by  the  gnn- 
wats  and  the  troops  under  command  of  General  Buford.  Seventeen  officers 
nd  three  hnndred  and  sixty-eight  privates,  besides  one  hundred  of  their  aick 
ad  one  hundred  men  employed  on  board  the  transports,  arc  in  our  hands,  uncon- 
itional  prisoners  of  war. 

I  have  cansed  a  hasty  examination  to  be  made  of  the  forts,  batteries,  and  mu- 
itions  of  war  captured.  There  are  eleven  earthworks,  with  seventy  heavy 
annon,  varying  in  calibre  from  32  to  lOO-pounders,  rifled.  The  magazines  are 
>ell  supplied  with  powder,  and  there  are  large  quantities  of  shot,  shells,  and 
ther  muDitions  of  war,  and  also  great  quantities  of  provisions.  Four  steamers 
float  have  fallen  into  our  hands,  and  two  others,  with  the  rebel  gunboat  Gram- 
TU",  are  sunk,  but  will  be  easily  raised.  The  floating  battery  of  sixteen  heavy 
■uns,  turned  adrift  by  the  rebels,  is  said  to  be  lying  on  the  Missouri  shore  below 
lew  Madrid.  Two  wharf  boats,  loaded  with  provisions,  are  also  in  our  posses- 
ion. 

The  enemy  upon  the  main  land  appears  to  have  fled  with  great  precipitation 
Act  dark  last  night,  leaving  in  many  oases,  half-prepared  meals  in  their  quarters  ; 
nd  there  seems  to  liavc  been  no  concert  of  action  between  the  rebels  upon  the 
*\aaA  utd  those  occnpviug  the  shore,  but  the  latter  fled,  leaving  the  former  to 
beir  fate.  These  works,  erected  with  the  highest  engineering  skill,  are  of  great 
tn'Dgtb.  and,  with  their  natural  advantages,  would  have  been  impregnable  if 
efended  by  men  fighting  in  a  better  cause. 

A  combined  attack  of  the  naval  and  land  forces  would  have  taken  place  thin 
Aemooa  or  to-morrow  morning  had  not  the  rebels  abandoned  this  stronghold, 
'o  matme  these  plans  of  attack  ahsolntcly  required  the  last  twenty-three  dsyi

am  unofficially  informed  that  the  two  guuboats  which  ao  gallantly  ran  the  fire  <if 
the  rebel  batteries  a  few  nights  since  yesterday  attacked  and  reduced  a  (ml  of 
the  enemy  opposite,  mounting  eight  heavy  guns. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  order  of  General  Uacktdl  on  assunuDg  coa- 
mand  of  tbe  rebel  forces  on  the  5th  instant :

"  Soldiers  :  We  are  strangers,  commander  and  comnmnded,  each  to  the  caIht. 
Let  me  tell  you  who  I  am.  I  am  a  general  made  by  Beauregard ;  a  gran*- 
selected  by  Beauregard  and  Bragg  for  this  command  when  they  knew  it  wuh 
peril.  They  have  known  me  for  twenty  years  j  together  we  have  stood  on  dx 
fields  of  Mexico.  Give  them  you  confidence  now  ;  give  it  to  me  when  I  lavi' 
earned  it.

Einboat  Carondelet,  detailing  the  aervicea  rendered  by  him,  and  the  Fittflo^ 
ieutenant  Commanding  Thompson,  in  the  vicinity  of  New  Madrid,  from  oba 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  boats  opened  upon  and  effectually  silenced  and  caftm 
several  heavy  batteries  on  the  Tennessee  side  of  the  river,  on  the  Gth  ud  ^ 
instant,  without  which  destruction  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  GobJ 
Pope  to  have  crossed  the  river  for  the  purpose  of  attacking  the  rebels  m  the  iw 
at  No.  10,  while  the  gun  and  mortar  boats  would  make  the  attack  in  front 

There  has  been  an  efiective  and  harmonious  cooperation  between  tbf  Iw 
and  naval  forces,  which  has,  under  Providence,  led  to  the  glorious  re^l  o!  ik 
fall  of  this  stronghold,  No.  10,  with  the  garrison  and  mnnititions  of  war,  W  > 
regret  to  see  in  the  despatches  of  Major  General  Halleck,  from  St.  Loai^  M 
reference  is  made  to  the  capture  of  forts,  and  the  continuous  shelling  of  g<ui  ■" 
mortar  boats,  and  the  navy's  receiving  the  surrender  of  No.  10,  whabinrnGif' 
it  should  be  recorded  as  an  historical  fact  that  both  services  eqaally  cofitribi^ 
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0  the  victory — a  btoodleea  victory — more  creditable  to  hauuuiity  than  if  thona- 
ais  tud  been  etain.

Uti^that  "when  the  left  wing  of  our  army  was  being  driven  intu  the  river,. 
iBhOTtraDge,  they  opened  fire  upon  them,  silencing  the  enemy,  and,  ae  I  hear 
■am  many  army  officers  on  the  field,  totally  demor^izing  his  forces,  and  driving: 
bem  from  their  position  in  a  perfect  rout,  n  the  tpaee  of  ten  minulet." 

These  officers  and  men,  as  well  aa  thoae  of  Commander  Walkc,  and  the  o£B' 
ere  aod  men  of  the  Carondelet  and  Pittsburg,  behaved  with  a  degree  of  gal- 
laltjr  highly  creditable  to  themselves  and  the  navy.

Sli:  Id  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  General  Pope,  I  received  on 
ivd  General  Grainger  and  staff  on  the  morning  of  the  6tb  instant,  and  pro- 
dded down  the  Kliasiseippi  river  opposite  to  this  place,  making  an  extensive 
CMmoissaDce. 

On  onr  way  down  we  exchanged  a  few  shots  with  some  of  the  enemy'a  bat- 
rict  on  the  Tenneasee  aide,  and  on  our  way  back  we  attacked  one  of  two  aeige 
»<^  SS-ponnders,  which  had  engaged  us.  We  disabled  and  spiked  these  guns 
ilhoat  teceiving  any  injury.  'I'he  remainder  of  the  enemy'a  batteries  fired 
Mn  lu  on  oar  way  to  New  Madrid,  as  long  as  we  were  within  range. 
After  my  return  to  New  Madrid  General  Pope  informed  mo  of  your  intention 
Had  mother  ganboat,  and  requested  that  I  should  go  down  the  river  and 
Kroy  the  remaining  rebel  batteriea  above  Point  Pleasant. 
At  dawn  the  following  morning,  and  after  a  given  signal,  he  would  laud  bb 
By  and  attack  that  of  the  enemy  at  or  near  lelaud  No.  10.  The  Pittabui^ 
Inotarrive  until  5  o'clock  in  the  morning;  hut,  aa  the  tranaporta,  (one  at  least,) 
ilwDt  troopa  on  board,  were  under  way,  going  down,  I  got  uuder  way  at  6.30, 
'Ting  ordraed  Commander  Thompaon  verbally,  and  by  signal,  to  tbllow  my 
tiwa,)  and  proceeded  down  to  the  enemy's  lower  and  heavieat  battery,  con- 
ning of  one  64-pound  gun  and  two  64-pound  seige  howitzers.  We  opened  a 
Mtut,  delibenitc,  and  well-directed  fire  upon  it  for  three  quarters  of  an  hour> 
^blv  uitated  by  our  batteries  on  shore,  when  the  eifemy  slackened  his  fire. 
■hot  paaeed  throagh  onr  fourth  cutter  and  starboard  quarter,  cutting  away  the 
(STe  of  our  wheel-rope,  striking  our  ateru-gun,  and  bounding  over  our  stem. 
bout  this  time  the  Pittsburg  commenced  firing  at  long  range,  aa  she  came 
"tL  As  soon  aa  our  steering  gear  was  repaired,  I  gradually  closed  on  tho 
■ray,  firing  a  shot  now  and  then,  (the  Pittsburg,  at  a  distance  ajtCem,  throwing 
>«U  in  a  dangeroos  poaition  across  our  bow,)  until  the  fort  was  deserted  by  the 
*^y-  I  spiked  and  disabled  the  guns  of  this  fort,  and  I  then  proceeded  up 
^  yards  further,  aad  found  a  64-pounder  seige  howitzer  demounted ;  300 
uds  fiiriher  on  I  epiked  another  64-pounder  seige  howitzer,  and  480  yards 
nher  «e  found  a  fine  64'pound  gun  on  a  pivot,  spiked,  and  being  deserted  bv  i 
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the  enemy,  who  set  fire  to  a  private  residence  there,  and  upon  wbnro  we  fin-d  u 
they  ran  off.  A  Inrge  quantity  of  ammunition  was  left  by  them  at  each  foct 
I  then  made  the  required  eignu],  croMid  over  to  our  army,  received  further  in 
BtrucUonB  from  General  Pope,  and  covei'ed  their  dieembarkmcnt  on  the  Teunei^M 
shore,  at  the  captured  fort,  above  Point  Pleasant.  At  evening  we  steamed  d'l'i 
to  onr  camp  opposite  the  enemy's  fort  at  this  place,  and  headed  tlie  gunbiwu  ir. 
the  enemy's  battery  until  early  tlib  morning,  when  we  got  under  waT  ui 
crossed  over  to  Tiptonville,  the  enemy  having  disappeared. 

The  olGcere  and  crew  of  this  vessel,  during  the  trials  and  dangers  of  tLni 
battles,  conducted  themselves  with  admirable  coolness  and  ability  ;  to  do  ju* 
tJce  t«  many  of  whom  will  require  a  more  special  letter.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  enemy  attacked  our  lin»  <i 
the  left  the  morning  of  the  6th  inetanl,  at  6.30,  and,  by  hii'  overwhelmtn>  nnir 
bere,  forced  our  men  to  fall  back  in  some  confusion.  At  9.3d,  finding  tbtt  :ti 
rebels  were  still  driving  our  left  wing  back,  I  steamed  up  to  a  point  flni-  idiIi 
above  Pittsburg,  taking  a  good  position  to  support  our  troops,  pbonld  they  h 
forced  down  to  the  banks  of  the  river.  At  10.15  the  Lexington.  Ueulraw 
Commanding  Shirk,  joined  me,  having  come  up  from  Cmmp's  l.auding.  Alin 
a  short  time  she  returned,  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  the  commaad  of  Gncn 
Wallace,  which  occupied  that  point. 

Not  having  received  any  inatruclions  from  the  commanding  genf>ral  in  r^iw 
to  the  service  to  be  rendered  by  the  gunboats.  I  awaited  them  patiently,  althnei 
dor  an  hour  or  more,  shot  and  shell  were  falling  all  around  us.  Feeling  ltd 
could  some  system  of  communication  be  established,  the  Tyli-r  might  h-*  ■ 
great  advantngo  to  our  left  wing,  at  1  25  p.  m.  I  sent  an  officer,  m^oestiti^  ii» 
i  might  be  allowed  to  open  on  the  woods  in  the  direction  of  the  balteriej  i* 
advancing  forces  of  the  enemy.  General  Hurlburt,  who  commandeid  on  our  H 
.scut  me  word  to  do  so,  giving  me  directions  how  to  fire  that  I  might  do  it  «id 
no  danger  to  our  troops,  and  CTpreesing  himself  grateful  for  this  of^r  of  nipp^n 
saying  that  without  reinforcements  he  would  not  be  able  to  maintain  the  pm 
lion  he  then  occupied  for  an  hour.  Therefore,  at  2.50,  I  opened  fire  in  tbe  Im 
-directed,  with  good  elFcct,  silencing  their  batterr  on  our  left;  at  3^  mw^ 
.&nng,  and  dropped  down  opposite  tbe  landing  at  Pittsburg. 

Sent  Mr.  Peters,  gunner,  on  shore,  to  communicate  with  Gcueral  Gnni  w 
further  inetructiona.  His  rosponse  was,  to  use  my  owu  judgment  in  tbe  ntttia 
At  4  p.  m.  tbe  Lexington,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Shirk,  having  arrived  fna 
Crump's  Landing,  the  Tyler,  in  company  with  U>e  Lexington,  took  poBti* 
three  quarters  of  a  mile  above  Pittsburg,  and  opened  a  heavy  fire  in  the  dirw 
tion  of  the  rebel  batteries  on  their  right,  the  missiles  from  which  w«e  falling  *) 
arotmd  us.  We  silenced  them  in  thirty  minntes.  At  5.30,  the  rebels  kivin 
succeeded  in  gaining  a  position  on  our  left,  an  eighth  of  a  mile  above  the  Undiai 
at  Pittsbui^  and  half  a  mile  from  the  river,  both  vessels  opened  a  hearr  tni 
well-directed  lire  on  them,  and  in  a  short  time,  in  conjunction  with  onr  arrQlci^ 
on  shore,  succeeded  in  silencing  their  artUlety,  driving  them  bade  in  eoa/bnoc 
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At  6  p.  in.  ihc  Tvler  opened  deliberate  fire  in  the  direction  nf  the  enemy's 
riffcl  *iDg,  throwing  5"  and  10"  shi'll;  at  6.25  ceaaed  firinf^. 

At  9  p.  m.  the  Tyler  again  opened  fire,  by  direction  of  General  Nelson,  (who 
jmtly  atatin^ish«d  himself  in  yeeterday'a  en^g^ment,)  throwing-  5",  10",  and 
la"  fbell  and  an  nccaaional  ehrapnel  fVoni  the  howitzer,  at  interval,*  of  ten  min- 
u*!,  Id  the  direction  of  the  enemy's  right  wing,  until  1  a.  m.,  when  the  Lexing- 
IPB  rdieved  np,  and  contioned  the  fire  at  intervals  of  fifteen  minntee,  till  5  a.  m,, 
rkea,  ovr  land  forc«B  having  attacked  the  ,enemy,  forcing  them  gradually  backr 
ii  iBwle  it  dangemita  for  the  gunboats  to  fire. 

At  7  I  received  a  commnnication  from  General  Grant — enclosed  is  a  copy — 
■bith  [verented  the  gnnboata  taking  an  active  part  tlironghont  the  rest  of  the 
i»j.  Lieatcnant  Commanding  Sliirk  deserves  the  highest  praise  for  the  efficient 
minier  in  which  the  battery  of  the  I^exington  was  served.  At  5.35  p.  m.  the 
Mfmy  were  forced  to  retreat  in  haste,  having  contested  every  inch  of  gronnd 
■ith  great  etubbomneas  daring  the  entire  day. 

The  officers  and  men  of  this  vessel  displayed  their  usual  gallantry  and  en- 
iliiifia«m  daring  the  entire  day  and  night.  Your  "  old  wooaen  boats,"  I  feel 
muGdeut,  rendered  invaluable  service,  on  the  €th  instant,  to  the  land  forces. 
'imiDfr  Herman  Petera  deBerrea  great  credit  for  the  prompt  and  courageous 
mnner  in  which  he  traversed  our  lines,  conveying  communications  from  this 
ti^kI  to  the  coiDmanding  general. 

The  labels  had  a  force  of  100,000  men.  A.  9.  Johnson,  (killed,  body  found 
en  the  field,)  Beauregard,  Hardee,  Bragg,  and  Folk  being  their  commanding 
9Hnli.  GaTemor  Johnson,  provisional  governor  of  Kentucky,  is  a  prisoner 
in  DDT  bands,  mortally  wounded.  Loss  severe  on  both  sides;  ours  probably 
1!LOOO ;  the  rebels  suffered  a  much  greater  one.  I  think  this  has  been  a  crush- 
in:  blow  to  the  rebellion. 

1  am  happy  to  atate  that  no  casualties  occurred  on  either  of  the  gunboats. 

The  Tyler  expended  188  shell,  four  solid  shot,  two  stand  of  grape,  and  six 
ilirapnel.    Enclosed  I  send  you  Lientenant  Commanding  Shirk's  report.

I  got  under  way,  and 
t^  up  the  river  to  communicate  with  Lieutenant  Commanding  Gwin,  of  the 
Triff. 

rpon  my  reaching  this  place  I  found  that  an  attack  had  been  made  by  the 
r»Ws  in  force.  I  returned  to  Crump's  to  support  the  division  under  command 
'i  Oenend  Lew  Wallace,  when  I  found  that  hie  division  had  proceeded  to  join 
4f  m«ia  fbrce,  back  of  Pittsburg  Landing. 

I  thea  steamed  back  to  this  place,  and  no  inatmctions  reaching  tlie  gunboats 
'mm  the  commanding  general  on  shore,  we  were  forced  to  remain  inactive  hearers 
''f '!»  desperate  fight,  until  the  left  wing  of  our  forces  having  been  forced  back 
9Bi|  completely  tamed,  and  the  rebels  getting  so  near  the  river  that  the  missiles 
'"xn  their  batteries  fell  thick  and  fast  over  and  around  us.  enabled  us  to  use  our 
P^  gnns  with  such  effect  that  the  fire  of  the  enemy  was  silenced  in  tliirty

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This  waa  between  4.10  and  4.40  p.  m.  Again,  at  5.35,  the  eaetDT  luLTiog 
gained  a  poaition  on  the  left  of  our  lines,  within  an  eighth  of  a  mile  of  tbr 
landing  and  of  the  transports,  we  again,  with  the  Tj'ler,  opened  fire  upon  tbnn. 
silencing  the  enemy,  and,  aa  I  hear  from  many  army  officers  on  the  fidd,  tot«Uj 
demoralizing  his  forces,  and  driving  them  from  their  position,  in  a  perfect  nvt. 
tM  the  *pace  ofttn  jni«ute». 

The  firing  on  the  part  of  the  land  forces  then  ceased.  At  aght  o'clock  I 
went  down  to  Crump's  Landing,  and  finding  that  everything  wis  qoiet  thcie 
returned  to  this  place. 

'  At  1  a.  m.  on  the  7th  I  relieved  the  Tyler,  Lientenant  Commanding  Gvin, 
in  a  poaition  immediately  above  the  landing,  and  fired,  nntil  daylight,  a  ehdl 
every  fifteen  minutes  into  the  enemy's  camp. 

Yesterday,  at  daylight,  the  fight  recommenced  between  the  two  partiec  m 
shore,  and  continued  nntil  5  p.  m.,  when  the  enemy  made  a  hurried  retremL 

The  gunboats  occupying  a  position  on  the  left  of  our  lines  not  being  alloirBd 
to  fire,  I  spent  the  morniog  and  part  of  the  afternoon  in  acta  of  mercy ;  pickhf 
up  the  wounded  who  had  found  their  way  to  the  river,  and  conveying  them  to 
the  hospital  boats. 

I  must  say  that  the  gallantry  and  good  conduct  of  the  officers  and  menwhw 
I  have  the  honor  to  command,  dbplayed  upon  this  occasion,  as  often  before. « 
beyond  alt  praise.

I  hare  the  honor  to  mfbnn  you  that  the  Tyler  and  Lexington  convoyed  two 
tnagportF,  containing  two  thonsand  troops,  infantry  and  cavalry,  under  the  com- 
niiid  of  General  Sherman,  to  Chickaaaw,  Alab^na,  where  they  diaembarked 
md  proceeded  rapidly  to  Bear  Creek  bridge,  the  croBsing;  of  the  Memphis  and 
ChMieston  lailroed,  for  the  pnrpoae  of  destroying  it  and  as  much  of  the  trestle- 
Toii  u  they  conld  find. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  expedition  was  entirely  Bucceesful.  The  bridge, 
(DfiBisting  of  two  spans,  one  bnndred  and  ten  feet  each,  was  completely  destroyed, 
(i.r„  the  supers tmctare,)  together  with  some  five  bondred  feet  of  trestle-work  and 
b^  a  mile  of  telegraph  line. 

The  rebels  made  a  feeble  lesisl&nce  to  onr  cavalry,  one  hundred  and  twenty 
lanmnber,  bnt  soon  m&de  a  hasty  retreat,  losing  four  killed  ;  onr  loss,  none. 

I  legret  to  state  that,  in  firing  a  salute  on  the  12tb,  John  D.  Seymoor,  boat- 
mto's  mate,  was  so  much  injured  by  the  premature  discharge  of  a  gun  as  to 
aoK  his  death  yesterday  morning. 

Allmr  me  to  congratulate  you,  and  those  under  your  command,  on  your  great 
suoss  at  Island  No.  10.

$41:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  11th  instant  I  proceeded  with  the 
doiilb  from  Island  No.  10  to  New  Madrid,  and  left  that  place  with  all  onr  force 
'>»  tbe  l:Sth  instant,  and  anchored  the  same  evening  near  and  just  below  the 
Arkiosas  line,  fifty  miles  dbtant  from  New  Madrid. 

£arly  in  the  morning  General  Pope,  with  transports  conveying  bis  army  of 
t*^ty  thoDaaiid  men,  arrived  from  New  Madrid.  At  8  o'clock  five  rebel  gun- 
boaiB  rounded  the  point  below  na,  when  the  gunboats,  the  Benton  in  advance, 
iQnKdiately  got  under  way  and  proceeded  in  puranit;  and  when  within  long 
■^>^  opoied  upon  the  rebels,  followed  by  the  Carondelet,  and  Cincinnati,  and 
ib«  other  boats.  After  an  exchange  of  some  twenty  ehotp,  the  rebel  boats  rapidly 
Wuued  down  the  river  and  kept  beyond  our  range  until  they  reached  the  bat- 
i^dcd  af  Fort  Pillow,  a  distance  of  more  than  thirty  miles.  We  followed  them 
U  vidiin  a  mile  of  Fort  Pillow,  within  easy  range  of  their  batteries,  for  the  pur> 
yme  of  making  a  good  reconnoissance,  at  considerable  expense,  however;  bat  it 
*v  not  till  we  bad  rounded  to  and  ran  some  distance  up  stream  when  the  enemy 
•ptaed  fire  upon  no,  and  then  with  no  effect,  their  ahot,  most  of  them,  going  be- 
Toad  n».  Having  accomplished  our  object,  I  tied  the  flotilla  op  to  the  banks 
•a  the  Tennessee  side,  out  of  range  of  the  forts,  for  the  night. 

Geaetal  Pope,  with  Assistant  Secretary  Scott,  came  aboard  at  3  p.  m.,  when 
■'  **s  ananged  that  the  mortar-boats  should  be  placed  in  the  nun'oing  on  the 
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Arkaneas  ehorc,  witliin  range  of  the  forts,  to  be  protected  by  tbc  ganboate.  and 
Greneral  Pope,  with  moet  of  his  force,  should  land  five  miles  above,  vith  tbe  vie* 
of  getting  Ilia  army,  if  possible,  to  the  rear  of  tint  fortifications  and  make  the 
attack  in  rear,  while  we  should,  with  guu  and  mortar-boats,  attack  them  in  froni. 

This  place  has  a  long  line  of  fortifications,  with  guns  of  heavy  calibre;  (brii 
number  and  the  number  of  their  men  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  ascertain. 
The  secession  feeling  here,  as  I  learn  from  several  persona  coming  on  boai4,  i» 
very  strong,  and  they  express  the  opinion  that  the  resietancc  will  be  very  de- 
termined. 

Three  p.  m. — General  Pope  has  returned  with  bis  transports,  and  infarma  k 
that  be  is  unable  to  reach  the  rear  of  the  rebels  from  any  point  of  tbe  river  ^tore. 
and  proposes  to  cut  a  canal  on  the  Arkansas  side,  which  will  enable  ne  to  gi^l 
three  or  four  of  the  gunboats  below,  and  thus  enable  him  to  crosa  the  river  b(*i» 
the  upper  forts,  and  tims  cut  off  the  batterice.  We  shall  thus  have  tliice  iroa- 
clad  boats  above  and  foar  below,  which  I  presume  will  be  all  that  will  be  tk- 
quired  in  case  the  six  gunboats  of  the  rebels  make  an  attack  upon  either  divisioa. 
as  three  of  our  gunboats  ought  successfiilly  to  cope  with  six  of  theirs. 

The  mortars  are  now  firing,  and  have  driven  the  rebel  gunboats  out  <^  ruge 
down  the  river,  I 

I  ehall  coDtiuue  to  kec[v  the  department  advised  of  our  movementn. 

The  efiects  of  my  wound  have  quite  a  dispiriting  effect  upon  me  frtmi  the  ia- 
creased  inflammation  and  swelling  of  my  foot  and  teg,  which  have  isdneed  a 
febrile  action,  depriving  me  of  a  good  dad  of  sleep  and  energy.  I  cannot  gin 
the  wound  that  attention  and  rest  it  absolutely  requires  until  thia  place  i" 
captured.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  tbe  department  that  yesterday,  and  the  day 
preceding,  I  had,  with  General  Pope,  made  such  arrangements,  by  combinii^  tar 
own  with  the  forces  of  the  army,  that  our  possession  of  this  stron^old  s«ciir4 
to  be  inevitable  in  less  than  six  days.  I  had  even  stronger  hopes  of  thi»  dt- 
sirahle  result  than  I  entertained  even  at  No.  10,  till  the  actual  surrender  vv 
tendered.  Our  object  then,  after  leaving  a  force  to  garrison  the  place,  wa^  tt 
proceed  to  Memphis  immediately,  where,  I  have  good  authority  for  statin*^  ** 
would  have  been  received  without  opposition.  But  the  sudden  withdrawal  ff 
the  entire  army  of  General  Pope  this  morning,  nnder  orders  to  proceed  dircctlr 
up  the  Tennessee  river  to  join  General  Hallcck's  command  at  I^ttaboi;.  hv 
froslrated  the  host  matured  and  most  hopeful  plans  and  expectations  tW<  fv 
formed  in  this  expedition.  Two  volunteer  regiments,  under  command  of  ColiwI 
Fitch,  were  left  here  by  General  Pope  to  co-operate  with  the  flotilla.  Whik  I 
deeply  regret  the  withdrawal  of  General  Pope's  command,  I  am  not  at  all  qo'^ 
tioning  the  propriety,  and  even  the  necessity,  of  its  presence  at  Pittsburg.  tnJ 
I  shall  use  every  exertion  with  the  force  remaining  to  accomplish  good  rerali*- 

It  is  a  great  object  to  obtain  early  possession  of  this  place  and  HemphK  a< 
ton  of  tbe  rcbtd  gunboats  are  now  at  Fort  Rllow.and  ten  others  are  teponcdt* 
en  route  to  Memphis,  and  daily  expected  at  that  place.    (It  is  reported  th»l 
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UommodoTe  Hollins  left  Fort  Pillow  on  Sunday  to  bring  up  the  lienvy  gunboat 
UnifWra,  cow  about  completed  at  New  Orleane.  Witb  tlic  exception  of  thia 
lewl.  however,  we  have  little  to  apprehend  from  the  other  rebel  gunboats,  Be- 
arding to  the  representation  of  the  four  or  six  deserters  lately  coming  to  ua 
roiD  tbe  gnnboatfl  at  Fort  Pillow,  At  all  eveute,  the  department  may  rest  aa- 
laraJ  of  every  exertion  being  made  on  our  part  to  accomplish  the  great  work

Sir  ;  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  tiiat  since  my  last  communi- 
ition  of  the  17tli  instant,  we  have  been  occasionally  throwing  ehella  into  the 
ebel  fortifications  from  the  mortar  boata,  which  have  been  returned  from  their 
iled  gnns,  without  prodncing  any  effect.  Ours  have  compelled  one  encamp- 
unt  lo  remove  its  quarters,  and  from  several  deserters  we  learn  have  otherwise 
limiiffbrted  them. 

One  or  two  examinations  made  by  Colonel  Fitch,  commanding  the  two  regi- 
"wia  left  to  co-operate  with  the  flotilla  by  General  Pope  on  withdrawing  his 
iiBT,  hsve  been  onsuccessfnl,  thus  far,  in  finding  a.  bayou  for  our  boats,  and  a 
wirion  below  Fort  Pillow,  where  a  battery  can  be  placed  to  comnmnd  the  river 
dow.  1  shall  again  render  him  assistance  by  sending  over  small  boats,  in  hopes 
bat  at  a  distance  further  up  the  river  we  may  be  able  to  discover  a  bayou  lead- 
ig  into  a  lake,  in  which  water  sufficient  may  be  found  for  our  gunboats,  with  a 
*■■  of  erecting  a  battery  under  their  protection,  which  will  blockade  the  river

nnbwts — six  of  them,  however,  being  wooden  boats,  but  armed  with  heavy 
OM — with  a  force  of  sis  thousand  troops.  Our  force  consists  of  seven  irou- 
■M  and  one  wooden  gunboat,  sixteen  mortar-boatii,  only  available  in  throwing 
^»^  at  a  distance,  and  even  worse  than  uaeless  for  defence,  aud  a  land  force 
f  I»o  regiments,  not  exceeding  1,500  troopa.  Under  these  circumstances  on 
lUfV  on  our  part,  unless  we  can  at  first  eatabliah  a  battery  below  the  fort  un-.

Sib;  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  that  since  my  last  conmnii- 
cation,  with  the  exception  of  a  day  or  two,  when  the  heavy  rains  caoMd  ik 
mortars  to  recoil  dangerously  on  the  wet  platform,  we  have  been  fhelling  ik 
rebel  batteries  at  Fort  Pillow,  and  moet  of  the  time  kept  their  gnnboats  brTool 
.  our  range.  Colonel  Fitch,  in  command  of  the  1,200  iiuantry  left  ber«  by  Gn- 
eral  Pope,  has  been  examining  bayous  and  creeks,  with  a  view  of  getting  pnv 
to  blockade  the  river,  and  prevent  the  new  gnnboals  from  coming  up  from  Nrv 
Orleans  and  Memphis ;  but  as  the  rebels  are  In  great  force,  and  no  tools  or  tot- 
veniences  for  cutting  through  the  swamps  were  left  by  General  Pope  when  V» 
army,  so  nnfortnnately  for  ua,  was  withdrawn,  be  has  made  as  yet  no  eaiiiftcwx 
progress. 

I  am  doing  all  in  my  power  towards  devising  ways  and  means  piepanturTb 
a  succeeafnl  attack  on  the  forts,  and  shall  continue  to  do  so;  bnt  as  the  c*{iran 
of  this  place  was  predicated  upon  a  large  land  force  co-operating  with  the  floiillL 
or  its  being  turned  by  the  army  inarching  upon  Memphis,  and  considering  ibr 
difficulties  of  fighting  the  flotilla  down  stream  with  our  slow  boats  compared  ^nit 
np-strcam  work,  the  department  will  not  be  earprised  at  our  delay  and  hatiic 
made  no  further  progress  towards  the  captnre  of  this  stronghold  of  the  reb>^ 
I  shall,  however,  do  all  in  my  power  to  be  successful  here,  ana  exert  myself,  ff^ 
beyond  my  impaired  health  and  strength,  towards  the  accomplishment  <i  &■> 
gn:at  object. 

The  rebels  are  strongly  fortified  on  land,  and  have  eleven  gunboats  lying  oeir- 
or  rather  below  their  fortifications.  A  resident  of  the  place  informs  nte  tki* 
morning  that  thirteen  gunboats  are  now  here,  seven  of  which,  however,  are  mo^ 
river  steamers  with  boilers  and  machinery  sunk  into  the  hold,  and  otherwi»p  pi>- 
tected;  but  they  carry  from  four,  six,  to  eight  guns  of  heavy  calibre,  smv  'I 
which  are  rifled.  The  other  boats  are  iron-plated  or  filled  in  with  cotton.  Th 
large  steamer  of  si  xl<:cn  or  twenty  guns  being  plated,  and  named  the"  LonifliBi. 
has  not  arrived,  but  is  daily  expected  from  New  Orleans. 
•  I  have  thus  g^vcii  the  department  the  best  infonoation  I  can  obtain  finoi  da 
most  reliable  sources — from  resident  Union  men,  and  the  twelve  deserltn  fi^ 
the  enemy,  whose  accounts,  however,  are  conflicting,  many  of  them  giving  6be 
Ions  numbers  of  men,  guns,  and  gunboats.  We  have  not  force  enongh  W  be*' 
the  place  if  we  take  it.

Sr< :  1  have  ihe  honor  to  iufona  the  department  that  yesterday  morning  a  little 

Alt  Kven  o'clock  the  rebel  squadron,  conaiBting  of  eight  iron-clad  eteamers,  four 

of  ibem,  I  believe,  fitted  tu  rams,  came  around  the  point  at  the  bend  above  Fort 

Pillow  and  steamed  gallantly  up  the  river,  folly  prepared  for  a  regular  engago- 

The  vMeels  of  this  sqaadron  were  lying  at  the  time  tied  up  to  the  bank  of  the 
liifT,  ibiM  00  the  eastern  and  four  on  the  western  side,  andr— as  they  were  trans- 
femd  to  me  by  Flag-Officer  Footo — ready  for  action.  Most  of  the  vesaela  were 
prninpt  in  obeying  the  signal  to  follow  the  motions  of  the  commander-in-chief. 

The  leading  vessels  of  the  rebel  squadron  made  directly  for  mortar-boat  No. 
16,  chidt  n-aa  for  a  moment  unprotected.  Acting  master  Gregory,  and  hia  crew, 
ttbiTed  nitb  great  spirit.  During  the  action  he  fired  his  mortar  eleven  times 
3l  the  enemy,  rcduciug  his  charge  and  diminishing  the  elevation. 

Commander  Stembel,  in  the  gunboat  Cincinnati,  which  was  the  leading  vessel 
in  ibt  hue  on  that  side  of  the  river,  followed  immediately  by  Commander  Kilty, 
B  tLe  gnnboat  Mound  City,  hastened  to  the  support  of  the  mortar-boat,  and  were 
f^«Med!y  struck  by  the  enemy's  tams  at  the  same  time  that  they  disabled  the 
ttemv  and  drove  him  away. 

The  two  leading  veaaels  in  the  middle  of  the  eoemy's  line  were  successfully 
SKMunlered  by  this  ship.  The  boilers  or  steam-cheat  of  one  of  them  was  ex- 
pM«d  by  our  shot,  and  both  of  them  were  disabled ;  they,  as  well  as  the  first 
"Md  encountered  by  the  Cincinnati,  dril^  down  the  river. 

Commander  Walke  informs  me  that  be  fired  a  fifty-pound  riflc-abot  throtigh 
^  boilers  of  the  third  of  the  enemy's  gunboats  of  the  western  line,  and  rendered 
XTfor  the  time  being  helpless.  All  of  these  vessels  might  easily  have  been 
^iftared  if  we  had  possessed  the  means  of  towing  them  out  of  action,  hut  the 
'■E^-power  of  our  gunboats  is  so  disproportionate  to  the  bulk  of  the  vessels 
bat  tbey  can  accomplish  but  little  beyond  overcoming  the  strength  of  the  cur- 
"wieven  wheu  unincumbered. 

Tbe  action  lasted  during  the  better  part  of  an  hour,  and  took  place  at  tho 
''»f^  (juarters.     The  enemy  finally  retreated  with  haste  below  the  guns  of  Fort 

1  hare  lo  call  the  especial  attention  of  the  department  to  the  gallantry  and 
I'ood  condoct  exhibited  by  Commanders  Stembel  and  Kilty,  and  Lieutenant

I  ngtet  to  Bay  that  Commander  Stembel,  Fourth  Master  Reynolds,  and  one

'woded;  the  other  accidents  of  the  day  were  slight.

Memphit,  jK»t  6,  1863. 

Sir  :  In  my  despatch  of  yRstorday,  dated  at  Port  Pillow,  I  had  the  honor  t>) 
iofonn  the  departmeut  that  I  was  about  raoving  to  this  place  with  the  meQ-of-mr 
and  transporte.  I  got  under  way  from  Fort  Pillow  at  noon,  leaviuf  the  Riif- 
barg,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Egbert  Thompson,  to  co-operate  with  a  deUck- 
ment  of  Colonel  Fitch's  command  in  holding  poaaesiiion  of  Fort  PiUov  u>J 
securing  public  property  at  that  place,  and  alao  the  Stoand  City,  Comnuuul'r 
A.  H.  Kilty,  to  convoy  the  transporte  containing  the  troops  not  then  readj 
to  raove. 

On  the  way  down  I  came  suddenly,  at  a  bend  of  the  river,  upon  the  retid 
transport  steamer  Sovereign,  which  turned  immediately  lo  escape  from  Di.  I 
sent  torward  Lieutenant  Joaliua  Bisliop,  with  a  body  of  small-armed  men,  a  i 
light  tug,  by  whom  she  was  captured.      She  ia  a  valuable  prize. 

The  gunboats  anchored,  at  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  the  lower  end  of  island  Xo.  45. 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  above  the  city  of  Memphis.  The  tnortar-boatA  U)«- 
boate,  ordnance,  cnmuiiasary,  and  other  vessels  of  the  fleet,  tied  np  at  i^J 
No.  44  for  the  night. 

At  daylight  this  morning  the  enemy's  fleet,  consisting  of  the  rebel  rami  icJ 
gunboat,  now  numbering  eight  vessels,  were  discovered  lying  at  rfie  !*'«■ 
They  dropped  below  Railroad  Point,  and,  returning  again,  arranged  thoBKlv^ 
in  froDt  of  the  city. 

At  4.20  the  flotilla,  consisting  of  the  following  Ave  vessels — the  flie^kip 
Benton,  Lieut«nant  Commanding  S.  L.  Phelps;  the  Louiaville.  CommWiT  B. 
M.  Dove ;  the  Carondelct,  Commander  Henry  Walke ;  the  Cairo,  Lieoieou! 
Commanding  N. C.Bryant j  and  the  St.  Louis,  Lieutenant  CommondiDg WilM>g 
UcG-uunegle — got  under  way  by  signal,  and  dropped  down  the  river. 

The  rebels,  still  lying  in  front  of  the  town,  opened  fire,  with  the  iateatioaof 
exposing  the  city  to  injury  from  our  shot.  The  fire  was  returned,  on  our  pen- 
with  dne  care  in  this  regard.  While  the  engagement  was  going  on  in  ihtt  nun- 
ner  two  vessels  of  the  ram  fleet,  under  commniand  of  Colonel  MIet — the  Que* 
of  the  Went  and  Monarch — steamed  rapidly  by  us  and  ran  boldly  mio  tt 
enemy's  line.  Several  conflicts  had  taken  place  between  the  nuns  befoR  tbr 
flotilla,  led  by  the  Benton,  moving  at  a  slower  rate,  could  arrive  at  the  d«r« 
quarters.  In  the  meantime,  however,  the  firing  from  our  gunboats  wis  f"- 
tmuous,  and  exceedingly  well  directed. 

The  General  Beauregard  and  the  Little  Rebel  were  struck  in  the  boile»  a^ 
blown  up. 

The  ram  Queen  of  the  West,  which  Colonel  Ellet  commanded  in  perwo.  «»■ 
countered  with  full  power  the  rebel  steamer  General  Lovell,  and  sunk  her,  ^ 
in  doing  so  sustained  some  serious  damage. 

Up  to  this  time  the  rebel  fleet  had  maintained  its  position,  and  used  its  p^ 
with  great  spirit.  These  disasters,  however,  compelled  the  remaining  vesw*  =" 
resort  to  their  superiority  in  speed  as  the  only  means  of  safety.  A  rmmir 
fight  took  place,  which  lasted  nearly  an  hour,  and  carried  ns  ten  milf*  W^' 
the  city.  It  ended  in  the  capture  or  deatruction  of  four  of  the  five  remainiK 
vessels  of  the  enemy;  one  only,  supposed  to  be  the  Van  Dora,  having  e«*["'° 
Two  of  the  rams — the  Monarch  and  Lancaster  So.  3 — pursued  her,  hot  vti^ 
success.     They  brought  back,  however,  another  prize. 

Hie  names  and  fate  of  the  vessels  composing  the  rebel  fleet  are  u  folio*' ■ 

The  General  Lovell,  sunk  in  the  beginning  of  the  action  by  the  Qu«n  rf'lx 
West.     She  went  down  in  deep  water,  in  the  middle  of  the  river,  altogether  oei 
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if  figbi.  Some  of  ber  crew  oncaped  by  Bwimming ;  how  many  went  down  in 
bH  1  haTe  Dot  been  able  to  aecertaJri. 

TV  General  Beauregartl,  blown  up  by  her  boilers,  and  otlierwiae  injured  by 
sLnt,  »eu(  down  near  ebon-. 

Tbel.iitk'  Rebel,  injured  in  a  similar  maimer,  made  for  tbe  Arkansaa  xboie, 
•here  she  was  abandoned  by  her  crew, 

Tbe  Jeff.  Tbompson,  net  on  tire  by  our  shells,  was  nm  on  the  river  bank  and 
ikndoDed  by  ber  crew.  Sbe  burned  to  tlie  water's  edge,  and  blew  up  by  her 
uguine.  , 

The  General  Price  was  alBo  run  on  the  ArkanBae  sborc.  She  had  come  in 
ontict  with  one  of  the  rams  of  her  own  party,  and  was  otherwiBe  injured  by 
annon  balls.     She  also  waa  abandoned  by  her  crew. 

The  Sumter  is  Bomewliat  eut  up,  but  is  still  aflorit. 

The  fine  steamer  General  Bragg  is  also  above  water,  though  a  good  deal 
ialterwl  iu  her  works  and  hull. 

The  Van  Dom  escaped. 

Of  the  above-named  vessels,  the  Sumter,  General  Bragg,  and  Little  Rebel 
rOl  admit  of  being  repaired.  I  have  not  received  the  reports  of  the  engineers 
ai  carpenters,  and  cannot  yet  determine  whether  it  will  he  necessary  to  send 
hem  to  Csiro,  or  whether  they  can  be  repaired  here. 

The  pomp  of  the  Champion  No.  3  will  be  applied  to  raise  the  General  Price. 
So  oiher  vessels  of  tlie  rebel  flotilla  will,  I  fear,  be  saved. 

I  htve  not  received  such  information  as  will  enable  me  to  make  an  approsi- 
ntr  statement  of  the  number  of  killed,  wounded,  and  prisoners  on  tbe  part  of 
i(  enemy. 

One  of  the  vessels,  going  down  in  deep  water,  carried  a  part  of  her  crew 
'ilhher;  another,  the  General  Beauregard,  having  been  blown  up  with  steam, 
nanv  of  her  crew  were  frightfully  scalded.  I  doubt  whether  it  will  ever  be  in 
nvpower  to  furnish  an  accurate  statement  of  these  results  of  the  engagement. 

The  attack  made  by  the  two  rams  under  Colonel  Ellet,  which  took  place  be- 
ore  the  flotilla  closed  in  with  the  enemy,  was  bold  and  successful. 

Captftin  Maynadier,  commanding  the  mortar  fleet,  accompanied  the  squadron 
"*  tug,  took  possession  of  tbe  Beauregard,  and  made  her  crew  prisoners.  He 
apiuted,  also,  oth -r  prisoners  during  the  action,  and  received  many  persons  of 
he  rebel  fleet  who  returned  and  delivered  themselves  up  after  their  vessels  had 
■wu  deserted.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  call  tbe  attention  of  the  department  to 
litpereonal  zeal  and  activity,  tbe  more  conspicuous  because  displayed  while 
h«  mortar  boats  under  his  command  could  take  no  part  in  the  action. 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  flotilla  performed  their  duty.  Three  men  only 
i  the  flotilla  were  wonnded,  and  those  slightly.  But  one  ship  was  struck 
ffsboL 

1  trtnemit  herewith  copies  of  my  correspondence  with  the  mayor  of  Memphis, 
Mding  to  the  surrender  of  the  city. 

At  ll  o'clock  a.  m.  Colonel  Fitch,  commanding  the  Indiana  brigade,  arrived 
iBO  took  military  possession  of  the  place. 

There  are  several  prizes  here,  among  them  four  large  river  steamerB,  which 
'ill  be  bronght  at  once  into  the  service  of  the  government.

SiE:  The  Coneah^^a,  Lieutenant  Commanding  G.  W.  Blodgett,  arrived  here 
-day  from  White  river.     She  brings  information  of  the  capture  of  two  batteries 

St.  Charles,  eighty  miles  from  the  moutb.  the  first  of  which  mounted  four 
arrott  guns,  and  the  second  three  42'pound  rifled  guns.  These  guns,  it  is 
tderstood.  were  taken  from  the  guuboat  Mariposa,  which,  after  being  disman- 
td,  was  sunk. 

There  is  now  but  one  gunboat  remiuning  in  White  river,  the  Fontchartrain, 
onnting  three  or  five  guns,  and  having  her  machinery  protected  by  iron  and 
ittnn. 

The  enemy  has  attempted  to  block  up  the  river  by  driving  piles  and  by 
oking  boats,  but  no  serious  obstructions  have  yet  been  encountered. 

The  Cooestoga  will  return  to  White  river  to-night  with  re-enforcements,  ac- 
•mpanied  by  on  additional  transport  laden  with  commissary  sto  " 
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The  victory  at  St.  Obartcti,  which  liaa  probably  given  u«  the  command  o 
White  river,  and  eccurcd  our  commaiiicatiou  with  General  OurtiR,  would  b 
unalloytd  with  regret  but  for  the  fatal  accident  to  the  eleam-dmm  am 
heater  of  the  Hound  City,  mentioned  in  my  telegraphic  despatch.  Of  the  cre« 
consisting  of  ITS  officers  and  men,  82  have  already  died,  43  were  killed  in  thi 
water  or  drowned,  25  are  severely  wounded,  and  are  now  on  board  the  hoiiiiu 
boat,  among  the  latter  is  Captain  Kilty.  They  promise  to  do  well.  TW 
officers  and  twenty-two  men  escaped  uninjured. 

After  the  explosion  took  place  the  wounded  men  were  shot  by  the  eiKi*| 
while  in  the  water,  and  the  boats  of  the  Conestoga,  Lexington  and  St.  Loa 
which  went  to  the  assistance  of  the  scalded  and  drowning  men  of  the  Moobi 
City  were  fired  into  both  with  great  guns  and  muskets,  and  wer«  diaabled,  in 
one  of  them  forced  on  shore  to  prevent  sinking.  The  forls  were  commiudfl 
by  Lieutenant  Joseph  Fr^',  late  of  the  United  States  navy,  who  is  now  a  pru>u 
and  wounded. 

The  department  and  the  country  will  contrast  these  barbarities  of  a  ttrtf 
enemy  with  the  humane  efforts  made  by  our  own  people  to  rescue  the  woirai>

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

On  the  morning  of  the  ICth  instant,  the  Couestoga  and  tmnsiports  h«»» 
reached  us,  we  got  under  way  from  a  point  called  "  Arkansas  Cut-off"  and  «■" 
up  the  river  to  within  about  five  miles  of  this  place  when  we  anchor^  f>r  i 
night.  Captain  Kilty  sent  off  a  rcconnoitering  party  in  the  tug  At  6  o'cl«i 
the  next  morning  we  got  under  way  and  proceeded  up  llie  river  in  the  foUoTO 
order,  viz:  Moand  City,  St.  Louis,  Lexington,  Conestoga.  and  transports.  ^T* 
within  two  miles  of  the  fortifications  we  discovered  the  enemy's  pickets;  tk 
Mound  City  and  other  gunboats  immediately  opened  tire;  at  the  same  ts 
Colonel  Filch  landed  his  regiment,  and,  as  we  drove  them  in,  they  foIlo« 
them  np.  We  continued  to  stand  on,  firing  on  either  side  and  ahead  as  we  wrt 
Soon  we  came  to  a  bend  in  the  river,  which  I  conceive  to  be  abont  a  milei 
length  ;  almost  at  the  upper  end  were  sunken  three  boats  acTO«B  the  riv«,  (tl* 
ntVcrwarde  proved  to  be  the  rebel  gunboat  Maurepas,  and  river  boat^  Eino 
and  Mary  Patterson,)  and  abreoat  of  these  obstructions  on  the  port  \aiA  "i 
a  bluff  on  which  we  imagined  the  batteries  would  be  situated,  ^tbo«^  > 
could  not  see  a  gun  on  account  of  the  trees.  Captain  Kdty  stood  boUIr  v 
closely  followed  by  the  other  gunboats,  firing  as  we  went ;  soon  th*  eaemy  i« 
ponded.  The  moment  we  discovered  the  situation  of  the  enemy's  banerr  ci' 
cannonading  from  our  side  became  terrific.  In  a  few  momenta  the  Uoond  O^. 
had  advanced  to  within  about  six  hundred  yards  of  then:  enemr>  when  a  w*^i 
directed  shot  from  a  new  battery  situated  a  little  higher  up  the  bluff  penetiai" 
her  port  casemate  a  little  above  and  forward  of  the  gunport,  killing  thivr  v' 
in  its  flight,  and  exploding  her  steam-drura.  So  soon  as  this  sad  aedd«l  !>< 
curred  many  of  her  crew  leaped  overboard ;  all  boats  were  inatandy  sent  totkc 
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;lKf.  The  position  of  the  gnnboats  at  this  time  was  as  follows :  the  Hound 
it^,  foUowed  by  the  St.  Louis  and  Lexington,  the  Coneetoga  being  abreast  nf 
le  latter  Teesel.  The  Mound  City  drifted  down  and  across  the  stream.  Tbe 
oaestogs  boldlv  came  up  and  towed  her  out  of  action.  The  St.  Louis  and 
esington  moved  closer  to  the  upper  battery  (the  lower  one  being  by  this  time 
'liered)  and  continoed  to  pour  in  shot  and  shell,  the  enemy  shooting  tbe  while 
t  the  St.  Loais  and  the  wounded  of  the  Mound  City  straggling  in  the  water, 
ome  two  minotea  after  the  explosion  on  board  the  Mound  City  Colonel  Fitch 
lade  signal  for  os  to  cease  tiring,  which  I  did,  and  in  five  minutes  after  we 
taaed  firing  he  gallantly  charged  their  batteiy  and  carried  it  without  the  lo^B 
:'  >  single  man.  £ight  of  the  enemy  were  lett  dead,  twenty-nine  were  taken 
ri»onerB  inclnding  OaptaiQ  Jos.  Fry,  commander  of  the  post,  late  lieutenant 
'nited  States  navy,  and  all  their  guna  and  ammnnition.  Our  victory  was  a. 
miplete  one,  but  uie  loss  of  life  on  board  the  Mound  City  by  the  explosion  of 
le  steam-drnm  is  frightful.  Their  batteriee  consisted  of  two  12-pounder  bra88 
ieees,  two  9-pounder  Parrott  rifled,  and  two  42-pounder  rifled  seacoast  howit- 
«.  So  soon  as  I  was  snre  we  had  gained  the  victory,  I  repaired  to  the  Mound 
ity,  and  to  endeavor  to  describe  tfaeliowling  of  the  wounded  and  the  moaning 
r  the  dying  is  far  beyond  the  power  of  my  feeble  pen.  Among  the  scalded 
ad  sofferiog  was  the  brave  commander  Kilty,  who  but  a  shori;  time  before  I 
■d  ae«n  proudly  pacing  his  deck  with  the  enemy's  balls  whizzing  past  him. 
[e  fooght  his  ship  most  gallantly.  All  honor  to  his  name.  My  first  care, 
tui  assuming  command  of  the  gunboate  was  to  make  the  best  possible  provi* 
ton  for  the  wounded  in  this,  as  in  the  previous  engagement  with  the  enemy, 
ientmants  Commanding  Shirk  and  Blodgett  rendered  every  assistance  in  the 
over  of  man.  For  their  skill  and  bravery  in  action,  and  the  energy  displayed 
y  ihem  to  assist  the  wounded  they  are  deserving  of  the  highest  honors ;  and  in 
lis  connexion  I  will  also  mention  that  Dr.  George  W.  Garver,  of  the  Lexing- 
iD,  and  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Wilson,  of  rhe  Conestoga,  were  untiring  in  their  attention 
I  the  wounded.  The  above  fonr  officers  1  think  richly  deserve  to  be  especially 
leotioned.  After  consnlting  with  the  commanding  officer,  it  was  decided  to 
md  the  wounded  to  Memphis  on  board  the  Conestoga  and  Musselman,  (Colonel 
'itch  kindly  loaning  the  latter  named  boat,)  with  all  tbe  purgeons,  but  what  to  do 
Ttb  the  Mound  City  was  a  more  perplnxing  question.  I  was  told  by  the  pilots 
kat  it  would  take  several  days  to  tow  her  out  of  the  river,  it  being  bo  narrow 
ttd  crooked.  The  surgeons  represented  that  the  delay  would  prove  fatal  to 
lany  whose  lives  might  be  saved.  From  what  1  hnd  seen  and  lieard  on  this 
rer  I  most  push  on  with  all  baste  lest  the  enemy  would  fortify.  After  mature 
^liberation  I  concluded  to  get  as  many  men  from  Colonel  Fitch  as  he  could 
[lare,  and,  with  First  Master  John  H.  Dnble  in  charge,  together  with  two  other 
Seers,  and  the  men  mihurt  of  her  own  crew,  would  leave  her  here  and  proceed 
p  the  river  as  far  as  I  could  prudently,  with  the  river  fallmg  as  rapidly  as  it  is. 

The  only  two  officers  that  were  not  wounded  or  killed  on  board  tbe  Mound 
ity  were  tbe  first  master,  Mr.  Dominy,  and  the  gunner,  Mr.  McElroy.    I  deemed 

bent  to  scud  Mr.  Dominy  up  to  Memphis,  not  that  he  did  not  pertbrm  his  duty 
ell;  for  I  am  sure  he  did,  as  I  saw  him  in  the  thickest  of  the  light  moving 
b»ut  on  the  upper  deck,  but  simply  for  a  change,  he  having  witnessed  the  hor- 
ble  catastrophe,  his  mind  appeared  to  be  greatly- exercised.  Mr.  McElroy  is 
nw  on  board  the  Mound  City.  We  buried,  last  night,  fifty-nine  of  her  crew, 
lere  are  now  twenty-six  on  board  nnscatbed ;  many,  very  many,  must  have 
ifu  killed  by  the  enemy  while  they  were  struggling  in  the  water.  I  was  qnite 
!'f«e  to  the  spot  and  distiactly  saw  and  remarked  on  the  cowardly  act,  at  the 
loment  they  were  perpetrating  it.  An  accident  also  happened  to  the  transport 
I'cw  Kationial,  one  of  the  bow  guns  of  the  Mound  City  being  loaded,  cocked, 
ud  primed,  the  lock  string  lying  on  tbe  deck,  one  of  the  wounded  men  rolled 
nit,  which  set  it  oS*.  It  was  loaded  with  grape.  Oue  of  tbe  shot  passed  through 
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the  ateain  pipe  of  the  New  Nfttional,  fbrtntuttely  injaring  no  one,  bat  a'kt  will 
have  to  rna  on  one  wheel.  I  found  your  instructions  to  Captain  Kilty  to  gwlt 
him  in  thia  expedition,  and  be  asanred  I  will  exert  myself  in  every  endeavar  b> 
cany  them  ont.  In  conclusion,  let  me  infonn  yon  that  the  officers  I  c«mmDJ 
displayed  gallant  conduct  daring  the  action,  and  I  am  happy  to  eay  there  wen 
no  casualties  on  board  this  gwboat.

I  ehall  rtill  ■>« 
for  fiirthcr  knowledge  before  presenting  a  final  report  of  the  casnaltiee  aU£odtB{ 
the  capture  of  the  St  Charles  forta.  The  department  will  be  gratified  lo  Imio 
that  the  patients  are,  most  of  them,  doing  well.  The  surgeon  aasures  me  iha 
Commander  Kilty  is  oat  of  danger ;  but  he  ie  severely  crippled  in  his  huMi 
and  feet,  and  eufiors  a  great  deal.  He  is  a  brave  gentleman  and  a  loyal  officer. 
He  has  always  becu  conspicuous  in  this  squadron  for  acting  his  pan  in  the  bcfi 
spirit  of  the  profeasion.  In  the  attack  on  the  batteries  at  St.  Charles  bewn- 
pied  the  leading  place,  and  received  hia  wounds  at  the  head  of  his  line  in  ibe 
zealous  performance  of  his  whole  duty.  Although  himecif  wounded  and  bt^ 
lesB,  he  attended  to  the  wants  and  comforts  of  hia  injured  officers  and  meu. 

I  have  gratefully  to  acknowledge  our  obligations  to  Major  General  Walln' 
and  to  Dr.  Jessup,  of  the  24th  Indiana,  and  to  Dr.  HcClellan,  of  the  In  S«- 
braeka  regiments,  for  their  valuable  sympathy  and  assistance. 

Sbter  Angela,  the  superior  of  the  sisters  of  tbe  Holy  Cross,  (some  (f  vk* 
are  performing  their  offices  of  mercy  at  the  Mound  City  hospital,)  has  kin^ 
offered  tbe  services  of  the  sisters  fur  the  hospital-boat  of  this  squadrMi.  v^ 
needed.

Sir;  In  my  despatch  of  July  14th  I  had  the  honor  to  inform  the  depanant 
that  I  was  about  sending  an  expedition  up  the  Yazoo  river. 

The  plan  of  thia  expedition,  as  finally  agreed  upon  between  Flag-OSoa  ^■^ 
ragtit.  Brigadier  Gcncrai  Williams,  and  myself,  was  to  despatch  tbe  gnnboai* 
Carondelet  and  Tyler,  and  tbe  ram  Queen  of  the  West,  strengthened  by  eiafp- 
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ibootan  &f>m  the  nrmj,  at  four  o'clock  yeeUirAay  moniing,  to  procure  correct 
bfonnatioa  conceroiiig  ttie  obatractions  and  defences  of  the  river. 

Brpeated  examiDatioDa  of  the  Yazoo  had  infonned  qb  that  there  was  a  raft 
obstructing  the  paasage  eighty  miles  from  the  mouth,  with  a  battery  neu  it  be- 
low, sad  Ine  new  ram  ArkanBaa  above,  a  vesBel  represented  to  be  well  protected 
bj  iron,  and  very  formidable  in  her  battery. 

Shortly  after  the  expedition  entered  the  river  yesterday  morning  it  encoon- 
tHcd  the  Aifamaas  coming  down. 

After  a  Kvere  fight  with  the  Tyler  and  Carondelet,  in  which  both  vessels 
woe  partially  diBabled,  she  entered  the  Hisaissippi,  and  psasing  ihroogh  the 
Goobiaed  eqnadrons  took  refnge  under  tbe  batteriea  of  VicksbnTg. 

Her  appearance  was  so  sudden  and  the  steam  of  almost  every  vessel  in  the 
tqoadron  Bo  low,  or,  in  other  words,  so  entirely  unprepared  were  we,  that  she 
had  an^  opportunity  to  pa»  without  positive  obstruction,  though  ahe  was  se- 
verely injured  by  shot. 

The  Benton,  lieutenant  Commanding  8.  L.  Phelps,  got  under  way  and  fol- 
lowed her  down  to  die  point,  but  at  her  nsnal  snail's  pace,  which  readers  any- 
thing like  pursuit  ludicrous. 

I  engaged  the  upper  batteries  for  half  an  hour  j  and  iu  the  course  of  the 
nxning  renewed  the  engagement,  with  Flag-Officer  Farragut  on  board,  for  le- 
eonnoitering  pnrpoaes. 

At  half  past  six  o'clock  in  the  evening  an  engagement  again  took  place,  which 
Uated  for  an  hour,  between  this  ship,  the  Louisville,  Commander  Dove,  and  the 
CtneiDnati.  lieutenant  Commanding  B.  Wilson,  and  the  upper  batteries,  the 
olgect  of  which  was  to  cover  the  passage  of  Flag-Officer  Farragat's  fleet.  He 
bid  determined,  during  the  day,  to  run  below,  for  the  doable  purpose  of  sup- 
porting the  remainder  of  his  squadron  and  of  destroying  the  rebel  ram  in  pass- 
ing; to  aesiet  in  which  I  had  added  the  ram  Sumter,  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Erben,  to  his  force. 

A  note  from  him  thie  morning  informs  me  that  the  ram  was  ao  entirely  con- 
cealed by  her  situation  that  the  attack  upon  her  did  not  prove  to  he  as  destruc- 
tive as  expected.  The  loaa  of  life  in  his  e<|uadron  in  its  passage  before  these 
fbmidable  batteries  is  wonderfully  small,  snd  mast  be  attributed  to  the  rapid 
and  well-directed  fire  from  hia  ships,  by  which  the  guns  of  the  enemy  were  si- 
looced  as  soon  as  reached. 

I  shall  give  further  particulars  of  thia  day's  work  by  the  next  mail,  and  trana- 
nit  the  reporta  of  Commander  Waike,  lieutenant  Commanding  Pbclpa,  and 
lieutenant  Commanding  Gwin. 

The  loss  of  life  in  the  squadron  under  my  command  has  been  thirteen  killed, 
tfatrty-fbur  wounded,  and  ten  missing. 

Among  the  killed  and  wounded  are  several  of  the  sharpshooters  supplied  by 
Goieral  Williams,  who  performed  their  duty  in  the  most  taithful  manner.

Sis  :  In  my  communication  of  July  IG  I  mentioned  the  passage  of  Flag- 
Officer  Farragat's  fleet  by  the  batteries  at  Vicksburg,  with  the  double  purpose 
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of  joining  his  fleet  below  and  of  deatrojing  the  rehcl  ram  Arkaiuu  in  punt 
The  latter  object  was  defeated  by  the  turkneaa  of  the  night.  Yesterday  mm 
isg,  shortly  utter  daylight,  the  Benton,  Cincinnati,  and  LooisviUe,  attaciieddt 
apper  batteries,  for  the  purpose  of  covering  the  Essex  and  the  ran  OtKad 
the  West,  both  of  which  vessels  went  down  and  attacked  the  ArkaoMS  iabr 
place  at  the  levee. 

I  transmit  a  copy  of  Commander  W.  D.  Porter's  report  of  the  resnlts  (^lu 
engagement.  The  ram  Queen  of  the  West,  commanded  by  Lientenant  Coloni 
£liet,  struck  the  Arkansas  with  sufficient  force  to  do  her  some  injury.  Ctdud 
Ellet  behaved  on  this,  as  on  previons  occasions,  with  great  gallantry.  Tbeekl 
firom  the  Essex  did  serious  injury  to  the  casemates  of  the  rebel  ram  and  ga 
boat. 

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  commnnieadons  of  ib 
department  of  the  14th  and  15th  insto&t.  Our  mail  boats  from  Cairo  ton 
been  fired  into  lately,  and  a  small  extra  boat,  put  on  for  a  special  occasiohii 
reported  to  have  been  burned. 

My  force  at  this  moment  is  very  much  reduced.  It  is  reduced  in  the  no 
formidable  manner  by  sickness  and  death.  Of  the  one  hnndicd  and  thirty  i« 
of  the  mortar  fleet,  one  hundred  are  sick  and  oft^  duty.  The  crews  of  the  jof 
boats  are,  many  of  them,  reduced  to  one-half  their  number.  I  am  in  warn  i 
at  least  five  hundred  men  to  fill  up  racanciea  and  render  the  vessels  under  af 
command  efficient. 

My  force  is  also  reduced  by  the  absence  of  eight  gnuboats,  three  of  wVA 
are  guarding  important  points  of  the  river,  and  five  of  which  are  undergniD; 
repairs.  I  have  said  that  I  am  in  want  of  five  hundred  men  to  inttm  i» 
efficiency  of  the  flotilla.  In  this  calculation  I  make  allowance  for  the  KtnmV 
duty  of  many  of  the  sick,  but  six  hundred  men  would  not  be  too  uuuiy  to  sftl 
to  me.  The  most  sickly  part  of  the  season  is  approaching,  and  the  depirtntfi 
would  be  surprised  to  see  how  the  most  healthy  men  wilt  and  br^k  don 
under  the  ceaseless  and  exhausting  heat  Itf  this  pernicious  climate.  Mat  w^ 
are  apparently  in  health  at  the  close  of  the  day's  work  sink  away  and  & 
suddenly  at  night,  under  the  combined  eSects  of  heat  and  malaria]  poison.  Tk 
enemy,  however,  suScrs  a  great  deal  more  than  we  do.  He  counts  seveote'i 
or  twenty  thousand  men  on  his  rolls,  but  can  hardly  muster  five  thouMiMl  i< 
his  ranks.  To  sickness  are  added,  in  bis  case,  the  want  of  hospital  srcaBB)- 
dations,  the  want  of  medicines,  and  the  want  of  suitable  food.  I  learned  ik)> 
General  Williams  is  about  to  move  down  the  river.  Should  it  prove  so,  it  vil 
he  very  unfortunate  in  its  results.  This  is  one  of  the  points  ti  which  the  » 
operation  of  the  army  is  most  essential.

Sir  :  1  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  the  arrival  of  this  ship  below  Vit^ 
burg,  Mississippi,  and  that  we  lost  one  man  killed  and  two  wounded. 

1  delivered  several  shot  into  the  rebel  ram  Arkansas,  as  I  bdieve,  with  <#«'- 
I  endtavored  to  strike  her,  hut  as  we  approached  they  let  go  her  bow  line  ■•' 
the  current  drifted  her  stem  on.     The  consequence  was  this  vessel  only  p*"^ 
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hei  lide,  and  ran,  with  great  force,  high  on  the  hank,  where  the  lay  at  least  ten 
miuatet,  inbject  to  ■  terrible  fire  from  the  ahore  battery. 

The  offieen  all  did  their  duty  and  with  great  coolness.  Permit  me  to  draw 
Toor  attention  to  Master  Willie  Goates,  of  only  14  years  of  age.  This  young 
^tkman  volnnteered  to  act  as  my  aid.  His  conduct  was,  throughout  the  ac- 
DMk,  marked  by  great  coolness  and  bravery.  He  has  no  connexion  whatever 
riib  the  Mrvice,  but  I  hope  yon  will  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
nenl  the  conduct  of  this  little  gentleman,  as  I  think  he  has  earned,  hy  his  loy- 
ilty,  coolness,  and  bravery  an  appointment  at  the  Naval  Academy.

Flao-Stbambr  Bbnton, 

Belena,  Augmtt  1,  1862. 

Sii:  In  my  last  commnuication,  dated  July  29th,  and  written  from  the  au- 
Aongt  above  Vickabnrg,  I  had  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  that  Flug- 
Offi«r  Fan^got  and  Brigadier  General  Williams  had  gone  down  the  riverj  the 
hws  of  the  Utter  being  prostrated  by  Bicknesa.  The  departure  of  General 
Willitins  rendered  it  necessary  that  I  should  abandon  the  position  I  then  held, 
Wue  it  gave  the  enemy  the  possession  of  the  point,  from  the  canal  down. 

In  making  this  canal  General  Williams  used  it  as  a  means  of  defence,  by 
cm^nicting  a  continued  breastwork  and  rifle-pit  on  the  lower  border,  and  an 
u>g(e  on  the  Dpper  border  to  enfilade  the  canal  where  it  was  crossed  by  the 
lew.  This  levee,  distinguished  as  the  new  levee,  formed  in  itself  a  convenient 
Wwtwo^  It  was  no  longer  safe  for  the  hospital,  commissary,  ordnance  boats, 
01*1  and  ice  barges,  mail  boats,  &C.,  to  lie  at  the  bank  ;  I  therefore  moved  up, 
*ilb  my  whole  command,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo. 

When  I  sent  the  Sumpter  and  Essex  below  the  batteries  I  was  prepared  for 
Hag-Officer  Farragutt's  leaving;  but  I  had  no  idea  that  General  Williams  in- 
tniled  to  abandon  bis  praidon.  I  expected  to  maintain  uninterrupted  comma- 
oicatioQ  with  these  vessels  across  the  neck,  and  employ  them  in  blockading  the 
l'>*n  from  below.  But  now,  the  anny  having  gone,  these  vessels  must  go  to 
BuoD  Eonge  or  New  Orleans  for  their  enpplies,  and  ate  permanently  separated 
bom  my  command. 

Is  my  despatch  of  the  23d  ultimo  I  informed  the  department  that  several  of 
001  mail  boats  from  Cairo  bad  been  fired  into,  and  one  sunk.  It  now  appeara 
thu  the  eommanications  in  my  rear  are  so  seriously  threatened  that  they  could 
odIt  be  kept  open  hy  gunboats ;  and  the  three  light  and  fleet  gunboats  are  all 
■XMergoing  repairs  at  Cairo.  Information  of  a  reliable  and  circumstantial  cha- 
iKMer  came  to  me  that  wagons,  Sec.,  had  been  called  io,  to  tiansport  guns  from 
(Im  Yaioo  to  the  vicinity  of  Islands  No.  9S  and  94.  I  learn  from  the  captains 
of  (be  mail  boats  that  flying  artillery  had  been  taken  from  bank  to  bank,  on  the 
ERat  bends  of  the  river,  uid  used  twice  on  the  same  vessel.  Ligbt  guns  and 
Dukett,  in  the  hands  of  guerilla  bands,  hod  been  fired  into  our  nimrmed  vessels 
from  teveral  points  between  Carolina  Landing  and  Gaines's  Landing.  The  same 
'^^  b  aaid  to  have  occurred  near  Napoleon.  Thus  my  supplied,  as  well  as 
IB^  were  cut  ofl^,  unless  sent  under  convoy. 

We  have  been  repeatedly  told  that  Greneral  Price  was  crossing  Scorn  Uissis- 
>ip|ii  mt«  Arkansas  to  mako  a  junction  with  General  Hindman.  CtOOqIc

I  have  already  apoken,  in  a  previous  despateh,  of  the  alarming  extent  tn 
which  the  efficiency  of  the  few  veaaeta  remaining  with  me  haa  been  radaced  bj 
the  endemic  fever,  and  alao  tranamitted  a  report  of  the  aurgeon  on  thia  Bnbjed. 

Having  maturely  conaidered  all  the  circumslancea  juat  recited,  I  detcrmiiHd 
to  leave  Vicksburg,  where  my  own  force,  unaided  and  very  much  encumbtftd. 
could  be  of  no  further  service;  to  cloac  up  my  linea,  now  too  exiendedi  to  ojm 
again  the  sources  of  communication  and  supply,  and  to  resume  my  conjunctM 
with  the  army.  Accordingly,  I  have  moved  with  all  the  fleet  to  thla  yiice, 
where  I  anchored  last  night,  at  9  o'clock. 

But  I  wish  the  dcpartmeDt  to  particularly  underatand  that  thia  movemcii 
does  not  involve  any  foaa  of  control  over  the  river  below.  Between  thia  ^ta 
and  Vickaburg  there  are  no  blufia — no  high  lands  suited  to  fortifications-  6m 
can  only  be  mounted  on  the  level  bank,  where,  to  be  sure,  the  levee  often  (ora 
as  a  breastwork ;  hut  they  will  have  no  advantage  of  ground,  and  can  be  tui} 
dialodged. 

Your  telegraphic  deepatch  of  the  25th  ultimo  waa  received  on  theSStks 
4  a.  m.,  when  thia  ship  waa  oppoaite  Greenville.  Flag-Officer  Farragnt  \A 
Vickshorg  oa  the  24th.

Dock'a  report  of  a  joint  naval  and  military  expedition  up  the  Ohio  rivnl* 
Evansville,  Henderson,  &c.,  andertaken  in  pursuance  of  a  telegram  from  Go*- 
emor  Morton,  and  having  for  its  object  the  pursuit  and  punishment  cf  eaui^ 
parties  of  guerillai  which  had  threatened  Henderson. 

I  invite  the  apecial  attention  of  the  department  to  the  promptness  with  vlua 
Captain  PennocV,  who  took  a  leading  part  in  this  servicei  organised  hii  fiiR^ 
and  proceeded  to  the  scene  of  action. 

The  enclosed  letter  of  General  Love  bears  the  most  honorable  testimonT  lo 
Captain  Pennock's  conduct.

Sir  ;  I  reported  to  yon  on  Saturday,  the  19th  instant,  that  in  ooaeeqwues  d 

a  telegram  received  from  Governor  Uorton,  (  a  copy  of  which  I  forwaided  to«.. 

I  would  leave  Cairo  for  Evansville  with  the  United  States  receiving  ship  CI"* 

Dolsen,  armed  with  four  I2-pounder  rifled  howitzers,  J.  H.  Pritehett,  li  ' 
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eommaiidin^,  and  tng  Bestless,  anned  with  one  12-poauAtt  liovitzer.  Master 
Ford  eommanding. 

I  ms  accompanied  W  Colonel  Mora,  with  a  battalion  of  63d  re|^ment  Illinois 
volnnteen,  and  Brigade  Saigon  £.  G-  Fianklin,  who  kindly  volunteered  hie 
BsricM  for  the  occuion. 

I  airived  at  EvansTille  on  Monday  at  6  a.  m.,  and  had  on  interview  with  Major 
Gvoenl  Love,  who  informed  me  of  his  plane  to  capture  the  guerillas  who  had 
control  of  Henderson,  Kentncky,  and  his  intention  to  occupy  that  place.  My 
NH>peistion  and  that  of  the  troops  associated  with  me  were  desired  in  carrying 
oat  the  plans  of  the  enterprise. 

The  same  aAemoon  Major  Staning,  chief  of  artillery  of  the  district  of  Mi^xis- 
(ippi,  arrived  with  the  following  force:  Captain  Robinson,  company  A,  20th 
battalion  IGth  regulars,  60  men  ;  Captain  Noyce,  company  H,  13th  Wisconsin 
volunteers,  48  men ;  and  Lieutenant  Becker,  with  one  section  Stenbeck's  bat- 
tery, Sd  Illinois  artillery,  25  men,  who  reported  to  me  for  co-operation,  by  order 
of  Brigadier  General  Strong,  commanding  district  of  Cairo.  At  the  request  of 
General  Love,  Major  Staning  with  hie  force,  on  board  steamer  Bob  Roy,  went  in 
idvance,  for  the  purpose  of  occnpymg  and  picketing  the  city,  the  Clara  Dolseo 
fiillowiiig  witli  Major  General  Love  and  staff,  with  on  addition  of  500  men,  con* 
fittingof  in&ntryaDdaeectionofartiilery.  After  landing  the  stores  and  troops, 
Cd1oo«I  Moro  was  ordered  by  Major  General  Love  to  occupy  and  hold  the  city, 
while  die  Indiana  troops  and  the  section  of  Stenbeck's  oatteiy  took  up  their 
line  of  march  for  the  interior. 

Daring  the  day  several  arrests  were  made,  including  two  of  the  gnerrillas, 
vho  were  prominent  in  robbing  the  hospitals  at  that  place  and  destroying  gov- 
onment  property,  who  were  placed  in  irons  on  board  the  Clata  Dolsen,  and 
flibseqaeDtly'  delivered  up  to  the  provost  marshal. 

General  Love  having  received  a  despatch  the  following  night  that  guerriUaa, 
m  fince,  were  occupying  Uniontown,  with  intent  to  cross  the  river  to  attack 
Monnt  Vemon,  on  the  Indiana  shore,  Major  Staning  was  despatched  with  a 
fotce  to  look  after  this  matter,  in  the  Bob  Roy,  accompanied  by  the  armed  tug 
Restless.  Soon  after  I  joinf^  him  at  Uniontown,  all  being  quiet  at  Mount 
Ventoo. 

During  the  afteraoon  several  arrestB  were  made  of  prominent  seceBsionists 
and  a  number  of  boats  destroyed,  by  order  of  Major  General  Love.  Toward 
evening  Snrgeon  Franklin  and  Lieutenant  Commandmg  Pritchett,  while  recon- 
noilering  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  came  upon  a  squad  of  guerrillas  and  cap- 
lcD«d  tlu«e,  who  were  hrou^t  in  and  sent  on  board  the  Bob  Boy  under  gnardi 
10  be  sent  to  headquarters  at  Henderson. 

Proceeding  down  the  river,  we  arrived  early  in  the  evening  at  Shawnectown, 
where  I  received  despatches  &om  Captain  Wise,  announcing  the  presence  of 
gnerrillaa  on  the  Kentucky  shore  opposite  Cairo;  and  having  no  force  there, 
naval  or  military,  fae  advised  that  a  portion  of  the  force  under  mv  command 
should  return  with  all  possible  despatch.  Early  this  morning  the  Clara  Dolsen 
and  tng  started  for  Cairo,  and  arrived  here  at  4  p.  m.,  with  two  companies  ff 
Major  Staning's  command;  he  returning  with  the  remainder  of  his  force  to 
Henderson  in  the  Rob  Roy,  aboard  of  which  I  had  placed  a  12-pounder  how- 
itier. 

In  eonclnsion ,  I  regret  to  stal^  that  I  found  but  little  Union  feeling  on  the 
Kentucky  shore,  and  am  of  opinion  that  the  interests  of  government  and  safety 
of  steamers  navigating  the  Ohio  require  that  li^t-dranght  gunboats  should  be 
kept  moving  constantly  up  and  down  the  river.  Enclosed  please  find  copy  of 
letter  received  from  Major  General  Love. 

Acting  Lienlenant  Uoel,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Sheeley,  of  the  General 
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Price,  and  Mr.  Perkins,  mj  aMietant,  consented  to  act  as  jnlots  for  the  exptJi- 
tion.    Tbe  latter  also  assisted  me  in  other  duties.

rrtie  rebel  transport  Fairplay  has  been  captured,  contuning  twelve  hnadnJ 
new  Enfield  rifles,  four  thousand  new  muskets,  with  accoutrements  cwnjJrtr-* 
laige  quantity  of  fixed  ammunition,  four  field  guns,  mounteid  howitien.  i^ 
small  arms.  Colonel  Woods  landed  and  captured  the  encampment  of  the  3Ik 
Louifiiana  regiment  with  arms,  the  enemy  flying  before  him. 

He  captured  another  camp,  with  tent«,  baggage,  and  provisiouh  bnnuae  t^ 
depot  and  eight  cars,  and  destroying  the  telegraph.  The  combined  eipednioc 
proceeded  up  the  Yazoo,  where  it  captured  a  batteiy,  consisting  of  siiiy-fsir 
forty-two-pounder  and  Uiirty-two-ponnder  guns,  and  twenty-four  and  twelve 
pounder  field  pieces,  with  seven  thousand  pounds  of  powder,  one  thonsaod  ^D- 
shot,  and  grape.

Sir  :  In  my  last  report,  sent  by  the  Switzerland  on  the  23d  instant,  I  ■fafw^ 
Ton  that  we  had  found  the  enemy  in  some  force  at  Greenville,  MisMSsippt  *** 
had  dispersed  him.     I  have  now  to  report  that  as  soon  as  Colonel  Woods's  tat<* 
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W  ntnrned  from  the  pursuit,  it  ww  Te-embArked,  and  we  proceeded  up  tbe 
ciTM,  stopping  to  exAmine  every  point  where  a  rebel  force  was  likely  to  be  posted; 
bat  we  were  nnBucc«8sfiil  in  again  finding  an  enemy  till  we  reached  Bolivar, 
Ui^iuippi.  ColoDel  Woods  then  lauded  hie  infant^  and  cavalry,  and  two 
noimtun  howitzen,  and  eooii  discovered  the  rebels  to  the  nnmber  of  about  3,000 
potted  on  a  phmtation  above  the  town.  I  moved  up  with  the  Benton  to  support 
Mj  raudl  force — not  more  than  500  men — in  its  ^laat  attack,  and  effectively 
Bsed  tbe  battery  in  clearing  the  fields. 

The  enemy,  after  a  brisk  Bkinmsh,  fled,  leaving  serea  nrisonera  and  ten  cavabr 
hotMS  in  our  possession.  Colonel  Woods  lost  one  man  killed  and  two  wonnded. 
The  loea  of  the  enemy  in  killed  is  not  known,  bat  munbere  of  horses  were  nm- 
UDg  over  the  fields  without  riders,  and  the  negroes  reported  his  loss  quite  heavy. 

Fiom  Bolivar  to  Helena,  where  we  arrived  this  morning,  we  did  not  succeed 
ID  igain  encountering  an  enemy.  The  troops  returned  in  good  spirit  and  health, 
«hiie  tbe  cond  ition  of  the  sick  on  board  the  gunboats  was  not  injuriotuly  affected 
bj  tlie  eleven  days'  cruise  below.

Sll:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  this  morning  about  9 J  o'clock, 
secni^  the  enemy's  pickets,  three  camp  wagons,  and  a  mounted  officer  coming 
down  the  road  to  the  southward  of  Freestone  Point  and  halting  at  some  Imildinga 
neu  the  beach,  I  directed  the  steamers  Jacob  Bell  and  Auacostia  to  shell  and 
bvDlhebnildiDgB.  I  stood  in  with  this  vessel  as  fiu-asher  dranght  of  water  would 
f&wi  to  protect  them  in  event  of  the  enemy  bringing  a  field  battery  to  Freestone 
FoinL  AAer  shelling  the  buildings  and  hill,  and  driving  back  the  pickets,  Lieu- 
bmnl  Commander  McCrae  landed  with  a  few  men  and  fired  four  houses,  which  , 
lim  rince  homed  to  the  ground ;  they  contained  sutlers'  stores,  floor,  &c.  As 
^tef  n  booiB  elapsed  before  the  fire  subsided,  I  judge  that  the  quantity  of  stores 
mot  have  been  couHomed.  The  enemy  fired  but  a  few  musket  shots.

Sit :  Judging  that  the  battery  on  Cockpit  Point  could  be  enfiladed,  and  wish- 
ing to  obtain  a  more  complete  knowledge  of  the  extent  of  the  enemy's  works  ia 
ikt  riijnity,  I  directed  the  Aoocostia,  Lientenant  Commanding  Badger,  with^^  . 
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Yankee,  Lieutenant  Gommuiding  Gaatman,  to  Btand  inside  Cockpit  Point  lo  the 
northward&ndtlirow  their  ahells  into  tfae  battery.  In  this  tbej  were  entirelfstw- 
ceBsful,  their  Bhelle  falling  directly  in  the  battery,  those  of  the  AnaciMtia  bdeg 
planted  with  the  most  admirable  precision.  The  gnns  on  the  extreme  point  (^ 
the  battery  were  at  once  abandoned ;  the  only  guns  which  the  euemy  omU  *I 
any  time  bring  to  bear  were  an  SO-pounder  rifl^  gun  and  a  rifled  12-poonde. 
Fonr  shots  were  fired  from  these  as  the  Tessels  passed  inside  of  the  batteir,  <m 
of  which,  from  the  80-pounder  rifle,  passed  through  the  port  how  of  the  Yuikrc. 
and  lodged  in  a  berth  on  the  starboard  side,  in  the  forecastle,  doing  no  dimi^ 
except  very  slightly  wounding  one  of  the  crew — Alexander  Mitchell,  oidinirT 
seaman — by  a  piece  of  lead  from  the  shell  being  thrown  inboard,  over  the  ni 
Oa  the  enemy's  firing  its  fourth  shot,  a  9-inch  shell  from  the  Anacostis  ud  i 
6-iiich  shell  from  the  Yankee  were  exploded  under  their  gun,  almost  eimnltaiMMn 
with  its  flash.  Ilieir  gun  wm  dismounted,  and  they  abandoned  the  btttny- 
Afler  firing  a  few  more  shell,  the  vessels  retired. 

On  Cockpit  Point  the  enemy  have  now  four  or  five  gODS  in  battery.    Tin 
heavy  gun  has  been  remounted  and  moved  to  the  northero  face  of  the  hatmy, 
to  prevent  another  attempt  at  flanking  them.     A  breastwork  for  another  biliej 
baa  been  thrown  up,  which  will  entirely  protect  them  to  the  northward.

The  Cockpit  and  Shipping  Point  batteries  have  Deen  abandoMi 
They  have  been  shelled  for  an  hour  without  reply.  The  enemy  have  set  in 
to  everything  at  Shipping  Point,  and  frequent  explosions  give  evidence  of  ttii 
destruction  of  their  ammunition.  The  firea  and  explosions  extend  some  So- 
tance  back,  between  Cockpit  and  Shipping  Points.  The  Page  I  believe  to  km 
been  set  fire  to  and  blown  up.

Potomac  Flotilla,  March  11,  l$6S. 

SiR:  Having  received  information  on  the  9th  instant  that  the  oMmy  wn* 

abandoning  the  line  of  the  Potomac,  afWr  making  a  reconBoisaaiK^,  I  diRCt'^ 

the  schooner  Anacostia,  Ijentenant  Commanding  Badger,  to  sbdU  dw  O-ockp^ 

battery,  and  found  it  desert«dL    Small  parties  were  theu  landed  taaa  the  Taa^ 
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■nd  Aaacoatift.  Our  flag  was  raiaed  orer  tbe  works  and  the  gnns  (wbich  were 
Dot  spiked)  spiked.  On  the  10th,  with  the  aseistaDce  of  a  regiment  from  General 
Honker's  dlTieion,  the  gnns  at  Cockpit  were  thrown  orer  the  embankment,  the 
pn  back  of  £TanBport  disabled,  and  some  of  the  ftmmnnition  removed.  Im- 
Dcdiately  on  tbe  enemy's  discovering  that  we  were  aware  of  their  evacnation, 
ibf^  fired  everytbine  at  the  Evanaport  batteries.  H^uy  of  their  magazines 
wn  blown  np  j  the  landing  portjes  saved  some  by  removing  the  slow-matches 
ud  trains  of  powder.  The  gnn  carriagee  were  fired  and  rendered  useless.  The 
putt,  Mme  loaded  for  bnrsting,  exploded  aa  they  became  heated,  dismonnting 
but;  hot  those  which  have  burst  appear  to  me  to  have  burst  some  time  since. 
VffT  Urge  qnantities  of  shot  and  shell  have  been  found  in  the  magazines.  The 
tanoT  appear  to  bare  been  entirely  deficient  in  means  of  transportation ;  many 
tenia,  camp  fixtorea,  and  clothes  were  left. 

Tbeir  batteries  are  of  a  mncb  more  fonnidable  nature  than  I  had  supposed, 
ltd  great  labor  h«a  been  expended  in  their  construction.  The  country  round 
L'  lined  with  rifle  pits,  and  breast  works  thrown  np  (but  no  gnns  mounted)  on  a 
bin,  hack,  commanding  the  rear  of  the  Shipping  Point  batteries.  Tbe  gnns  are 
of  the  best  deBcriplJon,  moetlv  United  States  gims ;  one  an  English  rifle  gnu. 
Fnnn  the  direction  on  the  boies  of  ammunition,  I  find  that  Uie  Evansport 
Iwinies  were  commanded  by  Fredr.  Chartard,  formerly  a  commander  in  the 
United  States  navy.  The  steamer  Page  was  blown  up  and  entirely  destroyed.

Rappahannock. 

United  States  Stbambb  Jacob  Bell, 

RappahaKHOck  River,  April  15,  1662. 

Pit ;  Immediately  npon  the  receipt  of  yonr  telegram,  "  by  order  of  tbe  Preai- 
flnt,"  I  proceeded  at  once  to  carry  ont  the  instructions  therein  contained. 

The  expedition  was  composed  of  the  Jacob  Bell,  Satellite,  Island  Bell,  Beao-  ' 
(■tt,  Reliance,  and  Fiedmontese.  Tbe  Wyandank,  tbe  vessel  I  depended  on  so 
iXBcli,  bdng  *'  double  ended  "  and  9-inch  guns,  broke  her  crank  on  hc'r  trip  from 
llwnivy  ymrd,  so  I  was  compelled  to  leave  without  her.  We  entered  the  Rap- 
pthumock  at  8.30  p.  m.,  and  anchored  for  the  night  at  Garter's  creek,  about 
11.20  p.  m. 

I  *tt  anxions  to  obtjun  a  pilot  from  tbe  river,  so  I  sent  nn  shore  a  party  of 
net],tDd  aiuTonDded  several  houses,  hoping  to  secure  one,  but  fiuled.  Fortunately, 
Acting  Master  Street,  of  this  vessel,  knew  the  river  somewhat,  bo  with  hia 
■"ittaiKe  and  the  charts,  I  concluded  to  go  np  as  for  as  Tappahannock  at  least, 
<f  not  to  Fredericksbni^. 

From  two  brothers,  named  Lewis,  found  on  St.  George's  island,  I  learned  the 
fcllnvtng:  They  left  Fredericksburg  two  weeks  ago.  At  that  time  there  was 
30,000  troope  bftck  about  two  or  three  miles  from  Fredericksburg,  but  they  were 
*o'>n»ntly  moving  southward ;  did  not  know  bow  many  now. 

FiMt  Lowiy  was  the  only  fort  on  the  river ;  had  5  gnns  mounted.  The  St. 
Kicholai,  Virginia,  and  Eureka  were  in  the  river ;  no  guns  on  them.  (I  have 
KKe  leaned  tbe  8L  Nichalaa  had  2.)  They  were  drawing  timber  to  bnitd  gna- 
tmU;  they  intended  to  sink  a  stone  boat  in  the  channel  about  Fort  L({wrjrj 
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About  four  weeks  ago  forty  Virginia  voluDteers  were  jnet  below  Frederickebarg 
doing  scout  picket  duty.  As  many  as  three  hundred  re^geee  are  ia  the  woodj 
trying  to  get  across  the  PotomaCi  from  thence  to  Maryland,  to  escape  draftiitj!; 
(I  would  here  state  that  I  hare  been  applied  to  by  seveisl  Unionists  on  tlic 
Virginia  shore  of  the  Potomac  for  protection  and  allow  vessels  t^  load  tlieir  stock 
and  bring  their  families  away.)  At  midnight  I  moved  up  to  Urbana ;  at  day- 
light we  attempted  to  land,  but  were  met  by  a  volley  of  musketry  &om  the 
enemy  concealed  ia  a  rifle  pit,  perforating  the  boat,  bat  injuring  no  one.  I 
spared  the  town,  notwithstanding,  seeing  women  and  children  haateniog  to  and 
fro,  but  shelled  the  rifle  pite ;  I  then  moved  on  to  the  eastern  "wharf  C," 
but  saw  nothing ;  at  meridian  passed  Fort  Lowry,  a  circular  fort,  mounting  fivt 

funs,  but  have  heard  they  had  eight  or  eleven,  one  beavv  rifle  gun.  On  th« 
[II,  back  about  five  hundred  yards,  new  wooden  baitacks  for  five  thouMad 
men  had  just  been  finished,  and  in  the  rear  of  the  fort,  on  the  beach,  quarters  fai 
three  thousaod  more.  I  luided  three  boats'  crews  and  destroyed  all ;  found  some 
muskets,  blankets,  and  medicines.  They  evidently  had  left  o&  oar  approach,  tt 
the  hospital  beds  were  left  in  a  state  as  just  vacated. 

I  went  up  then  to  Tappahannock.  I  fired  a  guu  and  hoisted  a  white  flag,  bat 
seeing  no  boats  for  the  authorities  to  come  in,  I  went  ashore  with  a  flag  of  truce 
mvself.  I  found  only  n^roes  on  the  beach,  hut  sent  for  the  authorities;  three 
white  men  came  down;  I  told  them  I  would  not  damage  their  town,  and  to 
BBtiefy  the  women  and  aged  to  that  effect,  bnt  that  I  should  take  possession  of 
the  town  until  I  left.  I  hoisted  the  American  flag  from  the  most  promineni 
public  building,  the  school-honae. 

I  learned  from  these  gentlemen,  disloyal,  but  not  secessionists,  that  there  were 
about  thirty  thousand  troops  at  Fredericksburg,  but  Dr.  Gordon  said  about 
twenty  thousand,  and  that  they  were  constantly  moving;  one  regiment  was  five 
miles  this  side  of  Fredericksburg.  General  Longstreet  commanded  the  brigade 
at  Fort  Lowy.  No  troops  within  thirty  miles,  save  the  cavalry  pickets  from  ibe 
company  at  Urbana.  No  gunboats  building  at  Fredericksburg,  they  believed. 
I  heard  the  troope  from  Fort  Lowiy  moved  away  one  week  ago. 

I  could  get  no  pilot,  or  I  should  have  gone  up  further.  At  this  point  ibe 
channel  is  two  fathoms  deep,  crooked,  and  varies,  and  I  could  not  devote  the 
time  to  survey  and  pass  up.  I  heard  from  a  negro  that  five  schooners  were 
sunk  in  the  channel  seven  miles  this  side  of  Fredericksburg. 

'lliere  is  no  ohstructions  of  any  kind  in  the  channel  so  br.     Off  Fort  I/twiy 

the  light  ship  is  sunk,  though  her  masts  are  visible  still,  a  perfect  mark  in  day 

'  time.     TapptUiannock  is  fifty  miles  from  Bichmond,  and  the  same  from  Fred- 

ericksburg  by  land ;  the  latter  seventy-five  miles  by  water;  troops  can  be  landed 

here  with  perfect  ease,  but  pilots  must  be  had. 

I  laid  off  Tappahannock  all  night,  hoping  I  might  secure  something  p>unn| 
dowi^  at  daylight  I  was  rewarded  by  capturing  a  sloop  from  Frederiwsbur^ 
with  shad,  oysters,  and  letters  containing  valuable  toforniation.       *        * 

I  immediately  got  underway  and  stood  down  the  river.  I  had  decided  not  lo 
go  to  Fredericksburg  from  the  natnie  of  the  river.  My  vessels  could  have  been 
sunk  by  rocks  and  stones  from  the  banks,  which  are  at  least  two  hnndred  kd 
high,  and  I  was  advised  not  to  go  by  a  man  at  Tappahannock,  who  said  he  g*v^ 
me  the  intelligence  out  of  gratitude  for  sparing  the  town,  as  they  thonght  I 
would  destroy  it  as  I  had  the  barracks,  &e.,  at  Fort  Lowry. 

The  men  from  the  captured  sloop  gave  way  in  their  little  boat  as  soon  u  tbej 
saw  us  and  landed  on  tite  starboard  side  of  the  rivei;  Ihey  had  too  gooi  a  stirt 
for  as  to  catch  them. 

I  captured  coming  down  the  river  two  schooiiCTH  from  oat  a  eieek,  (To- 
toaskr  creek.)  ^^ 

At  Union  wharf  I  saw  a  lot  of  menj  I  made  a  hurried  landing  and  cspW™ 
two  confederates  belon^ng  to  Captain  Jeffets's  company  and  Har£n's.  ihsj  *^ 
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)  go  ID  camp  to  morrow  ;  they  have  been  impressed  and  vould  stand  by  the 
Inion  it  they  dared,  eo  thev  eay;  being  in  nniform,  I  retained  them  as  prisoners. 
J  the  store  ou  the  said  wharf  I  took  all  contraband  articles,  salt,  coffee.  Sec. 
ad  senttlcd  the  whiskey  and  nun;  the  feeling  is  Union,  if  they  could  be  protected, 
.t  HeothsTille  there  are  ninety  cavalry  without  arms  or  accoutrements  and  ore 
)  go  in  camp  to-morrow  at  3  p.  m.;  two  thirds  of  them  ore  impressed  Unionists 
od  wish  to  be  captnred.

Sib  :  I  arrived  at  Frederickabnrg.  Vii^nia,  on  Sunday,  at  10  a.  iii„  having 
act  «itb  no  reeistauce  on  the  river,  and  no  hostile  act,  with  the  exception  of  a 
eir  (hots  fired  by  pickets.  I  found  that  Fredericksburg  had  been  Horrenderod 
J  the  land  forces  of  the  United  States  on  the  day  before,  the  rebels  having 
■«troyed  the  bridges,  burned  the  two  steamere,  Virginia  and  St.  Nicholas,  ana 
boot  forty  schooners  belonging  to  private  individuals,  as  also  large  quantities 
f  com  and  grain. 

There  is  no  obetmctioQ  on  the  Rappahannock  river  to  within  about  seven 
diet  of  Frederick sbui^ ;  there  several  schooners,  loaded  with  stone,  are  sunk 
cross  the  channel.  On  sounding  I  found  a  channel  to  admit  of  tjie  passage  of 
v«  of  the  lighter  steamers,  with  which  I  went  on  to  the  city.  On  a  further 
lamination  of  this  channel,  I  find  that  most  of  the  vessels  of  the  flotilla  could 
e  token  post  the  "  bulkhead"  on  high  water. 

There  are  two  breastworks  for  guns  thrown  tip  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
jrer — one  at  Lowry  Point,  the  other  jnst  above  the  "  bulkhead,"  about  seven 
liles  from  the  city.     At  present  there  are  no  guns  mounted  on  them. 

I  have  given  those  with  whom  I  have  communicated  to  understand  that  they 
rill  not  be  molested  whilp  pursuine  their  peaceful  vocations.  They  seem  to 
ave  anticipated  harsh  treatment,  and  I  think  that  this  expedition  will  conduce 
ii  a  better  feeling  on  their  part.  Those  who  have  been  prominent  in  rebellion 
re  said  to  have  left  for  Richmond.  I  enclose  a  list  of  captures  made,  a  fiill  list 
f  which  I  have  transmitted  to  the  judge  of  the  district  in  Washington.  One 
Ceamer,  named  the  Roundout,  I  have  retained  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
apartment)  in  this  river.  She  is  almost  worthless,  but  may  he  made  useful  for 
^ting  wood,  water,  &c.,  for  the  flotilla.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  the  reports  of  Uenteoant  Cob- 
manding  Badger,  steamer  Anacostia,  and  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Map*, 
steamer  Freedom,  of  their  examination  of  Mob  Jw5k  bay  and  the  PiankaOik 
river.  I  have  since  learned  that  the  light-boat  taken  from  Windmill  Point  tft 
is  anchored  inside  Gwinn'a  island,  and  have  some  clue  to  where  tbe  ligiuinf 
apparatus  is.  These  I  shall  make  every  effort  to  obtain.  I  have  foBod  it 
necessary  to  take  and  destroy  all  vessels  and  boats  of  any  siae  on  the  Bapp- 
bannock,  as  they  were  being  usecTto  cross  men  from  the  peninanU,  and  1  *■ 
convinced  that  there  is  hardly  a  man  with  Union  sentiments  on  tbe  aaatbm 
bank  of  the  river.  It  is  now  rumored  among  tbe  negroes  that  tbe  eoeaiy  imai 
placing  batteries  on  the  Bappahannock,  and  the  points  selected  have  htfa 
pointed  out  by  them ;  bat  as  yet  no  step  has  been  taken  towards  it.  ShooU 
they  do  so,  I  think  it  will  be  merely  for  the  purpose  of  protectiog  a  cn>«B( 
nearly  oppoi^ite  tbe  Brisco  mines,  from  which  point  a  field  battery  ci>al<l  bt 
brought  to  command  entirely  their  position,  (selected  by  report)  The  river  » 
80  narrow  above  Tappabannock  as  to  render  it  almost  impo^Ue  for  veaseb  t> 
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d  igatnet  even  a  field  battery.    At  present  there  are  but  a  few  pickets  on  tbe 
ogtbern  bank  of  tbe  river,  and  they  generally  keep  well  out  of  range.

>m  loading  and  discharging  rapidly.  JE^ceeding  about  two-thirds  of  a  mile 
low  the  point  of  attack,  we  stopped  and  shelled  out  the  partyi  firing  some 
«Us  into  the  woods  without  a  response.  Upon  reaching  Fisbine  bay  I  found 
t  Freeborn,  Master's  Uate  Brice  in  charge,  nad  been  attacked  during  my  ab- 

itil  they  ceased  firing. 

I  shells  and  some  musket  balls.  The  Eurel 
:"Ti>d  three  rifle  shells ;  one  through  her  pilot  house,  one  through  her  smoke- 
lek,  and  one  on  her  after  deck,  cutting  away  the  steering  gear.

While  lying  at  anchor  in  the  some  poeitioa  yon  left  me  in  the  momtng.  ih^ 
enemy  opened  fire  upon  us  from  a  masked  battery  of  three  or  more  gons,  riflr^ 
situated  on  an  elevated  position  of  five  or  six  hundred  yards  distant.  1  iira^ 
diately  got  under  way,  and  returned  their  fire  with  such  accuracy  as  to  siknc^ 
their  guns.

United  States  Stbahbb  Rhode  Islaxd, 

Off  New  Orleant,  Ai>  10,  1868.  i 

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  that  on  the  morning  of  Jul;! 
4,  on  the  passage  of  this  vessel  from  Velasco  to  Galveston,  Texas,  having  osJa 
a  schooner  some  seven  miles  to  eastward  of  San  Louis  JPaee,  which  at  fim  «J 
supposed  to  be  the  Rachel  Seaman,  the  blockading  vessel  off  that  place,  f&uJ 
for  her.  Soon  afterward  she  came  to  anchor  about  half  a  mile  from  the  b«u£ 
Upon  the  approach  of  the  Rhode  laUnd  the  schooner  got  under  way  aod  n 
run  on  shore.  I 

The  position  seemed  to  have  been  selected  with  special  care,  as  the  gru*:^ 
abreast  the  place  where  she  stranded  was  somewhat  higher  and  covced  widl 
thick  brushwood,  presenting  a  place  favorable  for  an  ambuscade.  Cavalry  fii 
near  it,  and  others  lurking  by.  A  few  ahella  thrown  in  the  direction  of  tld 
spot  caused  a  hasty  retreat  of  the  cavalry. 

The  steamer  was  brooght  to  anchor  near  the  shore,  and  Acting  Mastef  Pie< 
sell  directed  to  take  chtu'ge  of  an  expedition  composed  of  the  first  ratter  uJ 
two  smaller  boats,  in  charge  of  AsBiatant  Paymaster  Douglass  and  Acting  ClH 
En^neer  UcGntchen,  respectively,  and  despatched  to  the  schooner,  with  iusm'- 
tiona  if  she  conld  be  got  off  to  inform  me  at  ouce.  but  if  otherwise,  to  tvn-"* 
such  portions  of  the  cargo  as  the  boats  might  carry,  then  fire  the  vmlwI  »»i 
return.  The  boats  succeeded,  under  cover  <^  our  gnus,  in  landing  without  tai 
opposition.  Upon  overhauling  the  echooner  it  was  found  that  she  was  bil^ 
and  ahandooed,  and  fixim  her  papers  she  proved  to  be  the  English  scheoui 
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Ikliud  O'Brynn,  from  Jamuca,  cleared  for  Matttmorae,  with  an  aBSortcd  cargo, 
OHHig  which  wae  a  lai^  amonnt  of  drugs. 
The  JDstnicliona  given  to  Acting  Master  Pennell  were  promptly  carried  out, 
nd  ihe  boats  retomed,  bringing  with  them  a  large  quantity  of  valuable  mcdi- 
ines,  uid  each  articlee  an  the  bonte  might  stow.  A  heavy  squall  coming  up, 
nd  the  sarf  increaeing,  it  was  deemed  inaxpedient  to  make  another  ti'ip  with 
be  boats  to  the  vessel,  and  she  was  fired. 

Aoollier  schooner  within  the  sound,  separated  from  us  by  a  narrow  strip  of 
uid,  which  appeared  to  have  been  engaged  in  receiving  the  cargo  of  the 
CBryan,  got  under  way  upon  onr  approach,  and  stood  for  San  Louis,  and  aooo 
fter  groiinding  was  abandoned  by  her  crew. 

The  weather  having  moderated,  I  directed  the  steamer  to  be  got  under  way, 
ti  we  took  np  a  position  directly  abreast  of  the  inside  schooner,  with  a  hope 
t  Wing  able  to  fire  her  with  onr  shells  ;  but  failing  in  this,  and  discovering,  bb 
bad  sapposcd,  a.  very  narrow  pass,  I  directed  Acting  Master  I'cnnell  to  re- 
tpaixe  his  expedition,  taking  with  him  a  light  metallic  boat,  to  proceed  on 
W,  and  if  the  "  neck"  of  land  proved  to  be  no  wider  than  it  appeared,  {fifty 
uii,]  to  hani  the  boat  over,  pull  to  the  schooner,  then  fire  her,  and  return. 
le  boata  landed,  under  cover  of  our  guns,  without  difficulty,  and  the  party, 
raring  onr  Sag,  waving  proudly  over  Texan  soil,  proceeded  to  make  the  necea- 
o\  reconnoissancc. 

Tie  cavalry  which  had  returned  to  the  burning  schooner  after  we  Lad  left  her, 
■MOTering  our  mt/n  upon  the  shore,  advanced  towards  them,  but  a  few  well- 
Dtrted  eliclls  drove  them  back.  A  still  larger  body  from  the  opposite  direction 
w  advanced  rapidly  toward  our  men  ;  a  shell  fired  toward  them  caused  a 
fflpoiary  halt,  and  on  they  sprang,  certain  of  their  prey,  when  a  few  more 
»ils  from  our  well-served  guns  caused  a  speedy  retreat. 

The  necessary  examination  was  made,  and  the  distance  across  the  "neck" 
iig  much  greater  than  anticipated,  nearly  a  mile  instead  of  a  few  yards,  the 
an  wnfl  considered  irapracticaole,  and  had,  with  great  reluctance,  to  be  aban- 
»ed.and  the  boats  returned  in  good  order  to  the  ship. 

Grwt  credit  is  due  to  Acting  Slastcr  Pennell,  aud  the  officers  and  men  accom- 
inving  him  for  their  promptucas  in  carrying  out  the  instructions  given  him. 
Tbe  "O'Bryan"  had  been  boarded  a  few  days  before   by  the   sti'amera 
Butcras"  and  "Dc  Soto"  and  the  schooner  "Samuel  Houston,"  and  warned

Acting  Master  Ponaell  reports  that  from  appearances  he  should  judge  that 
"lit  half  the  "O'Bryan's"  cai^  had  been  landed. 

IT":-  papers  found  on  board  the  schooner  will  be  forwarded  to  the  judge  of  the 
Flricl  court  at  Boston,  and  that  portion  of  the  cargo  saved  carried  to  that  place 
ibii  vessel.

Ferry  w  May,  1862. 

United  States  Navy  Yabd, 

Wathinglm,  June  8,  1862. 

SiB :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report. 

In  obedience  to  your  order  of  Sunday,  the  25th  ultimo,  T  aeanmed  commaiid 
of  the  "naval  battery,"  consisting  of  sis  naval  howitzere  and  one  nine-inch 
Dahlgren  ahell  gun,  and  proceeded  per  railroad  to  Harper's  Ferry.  I  arrived 
there  with  my  command  about  seven  o'clock  the  next  morning,  and  immediately 
reported  to  General  Saxton,  the  commanding  officer  at  that  place.  InobedieDCi' 
to  his  orders,  I  proceeded  to  disemhark  my  battery.  The  howitzers  were  qnictly 
disembarked  and  ready  for  eerviee,  but  the  large  gun  could  not  be  eo  eiui)}' 
handled  ;  weighing  nearly  four  tone,  it  required  much  more  time  and  trouble  lo 
disembark  it  from  the  car.  I  at  laet  succeeded  in  "parbuckling"  it  over  the  fide 
and  securing  it  to  the  large  truck  need  for  transportation.  Fourteen  boTsc^ 
from  the  1st  New  York  battery,  were  now  attached,  and  succeeded  in  draviDg 
the  gun  to  the  foot  of  the  monntain  road ;  four  more  horses  were  here  added,  but 
were  unable  to  move  the  gun  up  the  mountain. 

Finding  it  useless  to  try  and  make  the  horses  pull  the  gnn  np  this  road,  and 
hearing  of  another  some  live  miles  around,  I  went  over  the  road,  and  fiuiiing  it 
much  better,  determined  to  take  the  gun  up  by  this  new  avenue  of  approach  by 
hand.  With  the  assistance  of  three  regiments,  with  the  proper  tackling  attached, 
I  Jiattled  the  gun  to  the  position  aasigned  to  it,  (which  is  2,000  feet  above  lln; 
level  of  the  sea.)  The  gua  waa  now  placed  in  "  battery,"  and  aoon  made  ready 
for  action. 

My  light  howitzers  were  draped  np  the  mountain  road  by  hand,  and  placed 
in  position  to  protect  my  rear,  the  position  being  such  that  they  could  he  nude 
available  at  any  moment  for  an  attack  upon  the  front. 

Thursday  morning  an  addition  was  made  to  my  battery  of  two  guns,  one  t 
nine-inch,  tlie  other  a  fifty-poimd  Dahlgren.  After  almost  insurmountable  dif- 
ficulties, which  were  happuy  overcome  by  persevering  efforts,  I  succeeded  in 
placing  them  in  their  proper  positions  on  the  heights. 

My  whole  batteiy,  now  commanding  the  valleys  of  the  Shenandoah  and  Po- 
tomac rivers,  as  also  the  heights  of  Loudon  and  Bolivar,  was  now  ready  for  anj 
emergency. 

On  Friday  evening,  ui  obedience  to  General  Saxton's  orders,  I  opened  mj 
battery  on  Bolivar  heights  where  the  enemy  was  supposed  to  be  in  strong  furee. 
After  an  action  of  an  hour's  duration,  during  which  time  I  expended  twenl]'- 
five  shells,  ten  shrapnel,  and  fifteen  rifle  shot,  the  enemy  retired,  leaving  out 
forces  in  possession  of  the  heights. 

On  Saturday,  June  7,  in  obedience  to  orders  received,  I  turned  over  to  the 
army  my  two  nine-inch  guns  and  the  fifly-pound  ri6e,  receiving  a  receipt  for  the 
same;  with  the  remainder  of  my  guns,  aifi  with  the  nine-inch  gun  at  "Point  of 
Rocks,"  I  returned  to  this  yard,  where  I  arrived  and  reported  Saturday  eveniiig- 

Of  my  whole  command  I  can  but  speak  in  the  highest  terms  during  the  cii- 
tire  siege.

Sib  :  The  board  of  officcre  appointed  to  witness  the  examination  of  tin.-  i-pv. 
eral  cliisccs  of  acting  midshipmen  at  the  Naval  Academv,  and  to  examine  inW 
the  state  of  the  police,  discipline,  and  general  management  of  the  inBlitutiim, 
begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

GEXEBAL  REMABIiS. 

On  aeeembliDf;,  the  board  found  that  the  examination  of  the  second  cIose,  the 
liigbeft  now  at  the  institution,  waa  nearly  ended;  but  requesting  it,  members  "f 
it  were  re-examined,  so  that  on  opinion  might  he  formed  a^  to  the  extent  and 
character  of  the  attainmentB  of  the  class.  The  board  also  witnessed  the  eismi- 
nation  of  the  other  closees. 

In  view  of  the  untoward  circnmetances  connected  with  the  removal  from  An- 
napolis, and  the  uecessity  of  occupying  t,  building  previously  used  as  a  butul.  in 
the  centre  of  the  city,  withont  any  enclosure  to  separate  the  atudeats  from  tlj« 
community,  and  ae  the  limited  capacity  of  this  building  rendered  it  necetwiry 
that  most  of  the  students  shonld  be  quartered  on  board  of  the  Constitution,  tht' 
board  was  not  prepared  to  see  the  institution  in  the  same  condition,  substantially, 
as  that  in  which  it  was  before  the  removal.  In  this,  however,  it  has  been  agree- 
ably disappointed. 

POLICli  AND  DISCIPLINE. 

Althoueb  the  superintendent  has  labored  under  many  disadvantages,  ibe 
police  ana  discipline  were,  perhaps,  never  better  than  at  this  time.  Toe  cnn- 
bination  of  parental  authority  with  military  discipline  appears  to  be  admirably' 
adapted  to  the  condition  of  students  in  an  institution  such  ae  this,  in  which 
young  men  are  trained  at  the  public  expense,  for  future  nsefiilncBS  in  the  navy- 
There  is  no  appearance  of  injury  to  the  police  or  discipline  of  the  establish meol, 
though  surrounded  by  the  town  and  not  separated  therefrom  by  an  enclosare. 

Tlie  board,  upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  modes  of  punishment  anthorizi'd 
by  the  regulations  of  the  academy,  and  upon  an  inspection  of  the  records  of  the 
superintendent's  office  relating  thereto,  is  fully  satisfied  that  in  the  performance 
of  the  important  duties  connected  therewith,  the  superintendent  lias  evinced 
judgment  and  discretion,  for  which,  as  well  as  for  the  general  condition  of  tlic 
institution,  and  the  police  and  diseipliiie  maintained  tberein,  he  is  cmineotlf 
entitled  to  the  highest  credit. 

The  board  carefully  examined  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  acting  midabipmeTi, 
the  recitation  rooms,  the  kitchen,  the  bath-room,  the  laundry,  and  other  apsn- 
ments,  and  was  gratified  with  the  appearance  of  cleanliness,  comfort,  and  order 
in  all  of  them. 

MESS,  MHSSINQ,  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES. 

The  arrangements  for  messing  the  students  are  good.  The  food  is  of  good 
quality,  abundant,  and  well  cnoked.  No  difference  is  made  in  the  meas  arrongi- 
ments  of  the  house  and  those  of  the  school-ship  Constitution.  In  both  the  food 
is  the  same  as  to  quality,  quantity,  and  cookiug,  and  in  both  the  same  attention 
is  paid  to  cleanliness  and  neatness. 

The  cost  of  food  and  attendance,  of  clothing  and  of  other  snppliee,  ia  some- 
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'tat  Ur^r  ihati  owutl,  owing,  however,  entirely  to  the  general  advance  since 
\k  begianing  of  the  rebellion  in  the  prices  of  all  the  neceesarica  of  life. 

INPANTBY,  ARTILLERY,  AND  OTHER  BXEfiClSBS. 

The  board  witnessccl  the  exercisee  of  the  acting  midshipmen  as  a  battalion  of 
%lit  bfiDtiy,  as  light  artillery,  at  the  great  guns  of  the  Constitution,  and  at 
:ai^l  firing  on  shore-  In  all  these  exercises  tbey  appear  to  have  been  care- 
Uv  inelmcted,  aod  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  have  attained  a  degree  of  ex- 
irllence  in  them  not  to  have  iK'cn  expected  from  students,  none  of  whom  have 
(■wn  more  than  two  sessions,  and  some  not  three  months,  at  the  institution. 

The  want  of  an  efficient  sword-master  had  been  much  felt  at  the  institution, 
to  it  has  been  recently  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  a  person  whose  in- 
ftmciion  vae  witnessed  by  the  board,  and  who  appears  to  he  a  good  instructor. 

The  board  also  examined  spccimeuB  of  the  drawings  of  the  students,  in  which 
math  of  instruction  they  appear  to  have  niado  satisfactory  progress.  Many 
}f  (be  specimens  are  well  executed,  and  do  credit  both  to  the  iuetructor  and  the 

KXAMI.\ATIO\  OF  THE  SEVERAL  CLASSES. 

AtihoDgh  the  academy  is  laboring  under  peculiar  disadvantages,  as  now 
RtDited,  the  board  is  satisfied  that  the  acting  midshipmen  have  pursued  their 
laiwt  with  commendable  diligence,  and  much  credit  is  due  to  the  academic 
ft>S  for  the  progress  that  has  been  made  under  such  adverse  circumstances. 

The  board  cannot,  in  justice,  let  this  occiksion  pass  without  noticing  the  zeul, 
iadi'ity,  and  perseverance  which  appear  to  have  actuated  the  academic  staff 
mdcr  the  trying  circumstances  iu  wliich  they  have  been  placed  since  leaving 
Wapolis. 

(ELECTION  OF    CANDIDATES   FOR  ADMISSION,  AND   DEFICIENCIES  AT   EXAMINA- 
TIONS. 

The  attention  of  the  board  has  been  directed  to  the  want  of  proper  care  in 
it  wleciion  of  candidates  for  admission  into  the  academy.  With  honorable 
^iivpCiaQB,  the  selection  of  candidates  by  members  of  Congress  seoms  to  depend, 
D  many  cases,  almost  entirely  upon  political  or  family  influences,  without  suffi- 
*iit  regard  to  their  character  or  fitness  for  the  public  service.  In  many  cases 
i»  ttndents,  upon  admission  to  the  academy,  are  almost  entirely  unprepared, 
ij  rant  of  previoOB  training,  to  pursue  successfully  the  course  of  instruction, 
"i  before  tney  are  made  sensible  of  the  necessity  of  application  and  industry, 
i^y  are  found  deficient,  and  have  to  be  dismissed,  or  to  be  turned  back  to  com* 
Bcnce  their  studies  anew.  After  a  careful  examination  of  the  subject,  the  board 
■u  lieen  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  selection  of  candidates  has  not  been 
wde  with  sufficient  reference  to  the  wants  of  the  public  service,  but  has  been, 
Jid  mnlinnes  to  be,  regarded  as  a  portion  of  the  patronage  of  the  members  of 
'oDgress  milking  the  nominations.  The  evil  does  not  stop  here;  for,  in  many 
^^  after  they  have  been  appointed  without  sufficient  regard  to  talcuts  or  fit- 
»**,  and  have  obtained  admission  into  the  institution,  and  subsequently  have 
"■n  found  unfit  to  pursue  the  studies  of  the  class  to  which  they  belong,  the 
"fluence  of  the  members  of  Congress  originall  v  nominating  them  is  successfully 
wed  to  continue  them  at  the  institution,  in  obtaining  authority  for  them  to  re- 
■inimence  their  studies  by  joining  a  lower  class,  thus  retaining  those  wanting 
B  talents  or  fitness  to  the  exclusion  of  others  of  suitable  qualifications  that 
aight  he  presented.  By  reference  to  the  records  of  the  academy  from  October 
.  1851,  to  June,  1857,  it  is  found  that  124  students  were  turned  back  to  pur- 
ni'  a  second  time  portions  of  the  academic  course.     Of  thia  number  14  wc^^rfj^^ 
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the  Becond  claas,  10  of  whom  passed  tbe  final  ezamiDation ;  22  of  the  thiri 
clase,  8  of  whom  paeeed  the  filial  examination ;  43  of  the  fourth  dus,  at  tbe 
June  examination,  of  whom  only  6  passed  the  final  examination;  and,  UiiIt, 
45  of  the  fotirth  class  found  deficient  in  Febniaiy  at  their  first  semi-anQoal  ex- 
amination after  entering  the  academy,  and  turned  back,  of  whom  iwt  out  hc- 
ceeded  in  completing  the  course  of  instruction  and  passing  the  fin^  eiaminaiioii. 
The  board  cannot  avoid  the  conclusion  that  the  causes  operating  to  produce  k 
many  failures  to  prosecute  succeesfutly  the  course  of  instruction,  are  the  wui 
of  proper  care  in  the  selection  of  candidates,  and  the  practice  of  allowing  itc- 
dents  who  fail  to  pass  on  examination  to  pursue  the  same  studies  a  second  diK 
with  the  next  lower  class.  Of  \2\  stndcnts  turned  back,  only  24  have  pawed 
the  final  cxamioation.  In  view  of  these  facts,  the  board  is  of  opinion  thit  iht 
practice  of  permitting  students  to  recommence  their  studies  after  having  btn 
found  deficient  at  any  examination  should  be  diHcontinued,  and  that  in  itc 
eelectios  of  candidates  for  admission  the  utmost  care  should  be  observed.  Ai 
institution  like  this,  in  which  tbe  students  are  educated  and  supported  by  ik 
government,  ought  to  have  them  selected  from  the  brightest  and  most  promiM* 
youths  of  the  country.  The  board  request*  the  attention  of  tbe  department  w 
a  tabular  stateraeut  accompanying  this  report,  and  showing  "  the  numbtr  A 
candidates  admitted  or  rejected  each  year,  the  number  in  each  does  at  snccts- 
aive  examinations,  the  number  found  deficient,"  &c 

SCHOOL-SHIP. 

The  introduction  of  a  school-ship  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  a  deciJi^ 
improvement  upon  the  original  plan  of  the  academy.  In  it  the  acting  miilfliq)- 
men  receive  their  first  impressions  of  the  se^^'ice  for  which  they  are  to  I* 
educated,  and  the  hoard  is  of  opinion  that  better  care  can  he  taken  of  the  mro- 
bers  of  the  fourth  class  on  board  of  the  school-ship  than  on  shore,  and  ib^ 
there  is  ample  evidence  to  show  that  as  good  progress  in  studies  can  he  vte* 
on  hoard  as  on  shore.  In  the  belief  that  the  number  of  students  b  ik 
academy  will  be  considerably  increased,  the  board  recommends  that  a  1>t^ 
ship,  or  one  with  greater  accommodation  tbaa  the  Const) tutioc,  be  employrd. 

PBACTICE-SHIP. 

The  board  inspected  the  practice-ship  "John  Adams  "  just  before  she  EiiW 
with  the  acting  midshipmen,  on  tbe  summer  cruise.  In  the  judgment  of  ix 
board,  such  a  ship  as  this  does  not  meet  the  wants  of  this  service. 

The  importance  of  the  practicc-sbip,  in  connexion  with  the  couree  of  imtnt- 
tion  at  the  academy,  can  scarcely  he  overestimated.  In  view  of  tbe  chanp 
going  on  in  ships-of-war,  and  the  probability  that  steam-vessels  will  he  untrei- 
sally  employed,  the  hoard  begs  leave  to  call  the  special  attention  of  tbe  depui- 
mcnt  to  the  want  of  a  proper  practice-ship,  with  steam-power,  for  the  useof  ilw 
etudentH  during  tbe  summer  cruise.  At  the  academy  tbe  students  acquire  ■ 
theoretical  knowledge  of  the  application  of  steam  and  of  tbe  steaoi-eagine ;  un 
it  is  of  great  importance  that  they  should  acquire  a  practical  knowledge  erf- lit 
steam-engine  during  the  summer  cruise.  This  can  be  efi'ected  only  by  hiviaf 
a  vessel  with  steam-power.  If  the  practice-ship  had  steam-power,  the  board  J 
of  opinion  that  the  acting  midsliipmen  could,  without  special  mterference  •iii 
their  other  studies  or  duties,  acquire  a  sufficient  practical  knowledge  to  n~  " 
engine  in  case  of  necessity,  and  to  direct  intelligeatly  the  er  ~  —  "*"' 
the  special  charge  of  the  engines  and  machinery. 
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REMOVAL  OF  TUB   ACADEMY  TO   AXD    PROM    NBWPOBT. 

It  is  Bcai'ccly  neccseary  to  refer  to  the  caaees  which  led  to  the  removol  of  the 
icademy ;  under  the  circunutancee,  each  removal  was  unavoidable.  Coming 
]ere  without  any  previoua  preparation,  the  difficulties  to  be  encountered  were 
^KAt,  and  not  to  be  easily  overcome.  Expedients  had  to  be  adopted,  and  in 
aanT  ways  the  superintendent  and  other  officers  of  the  inftitution  w-cre  at  a 
Ins  how  to  proceed  so  as  to  prevent  the  studies  of  tlie  acting  mid!<htpmen  from 
jdog  materially  interrupted.  For  the  want  of  proper  rooms,  incouvenienc«B 
kre  Still  experienced  when  several  classes  are  reciting  at  the  same  time.  The 
iibrary  is  in  boxes  at  Fort  Adams,  and  appears  to  he  in  good  condition  iu)w,hiit 
ie  board  does  not  think  that  such  valuable  books  should  long  be  kept  in  a 
auemate.  Doubtless  dampness  is  there,  which,  in  time,  will  injure  or  destroy 
icm.  Beeidca,  it  is  important  the  library  should  be  in  a  condition  for  use.  At 
ie  hotel  building  there  seems  to  bo  no  atiitable  accommodation  for  it.  The 
ward  is  of  opinion  that  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  with  safety,  the  academy 
'bnnld  be  returned  to  Annapolis,  where  every  facility  esists  for  the  improve- 
Beat  of  the  students  and  for  the  comfortable  accommodation  of  all  connected 
rith  the  institution. 

&UPERI\TB\DE\T  AND   OTHER   OFFICERS  OF  TUB   ACADBMV. 

The  board  desires  to  express  more  than  a  passing  compliment  to  the  superlo- 
Undent,  officers,  and  others,  for  the  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  the  academy 
an  conducted.  Surrounded  by  difficulties,  they  have,  so  far  as  the  board  can 
jnd^  bem  zealous  and  faithful  in  the  performance  of  duty,  and  have  succeeded 
in  miintaining  the  standard  of  study  and  conduct  with  reduced  numbers  and 
frnjaent  changes  in  the  academic  staff.  They  had  no  relaxation  by  a  vacation 
Uat  year,  and  are  expecting  none  this.  The  necessity  of  keepiug  a  large  num- 
Urr  of  students  here  during  the  summer,  when  usually  there  is  a  vacation,  does 
not  appear  to  produce  discontent  or  indisposition  ou  the  part  of  any  to  continue 
ID  perform  faithfully  their  duties  during  this  summer,  though  a  season  until 
recently  affording  tliem  a  respite  from  labors  in  the  recitation  ball. 

In  conclusion,  the  board  desires  to  express  the  conviction  that,  by  the  arrange- 
ments which  the  department  has  directed,  this  important  institution  has  not 
»Dly  been  preserved  through  a  period  of  great  embarrassment  and  difficulty,  but 
thu  its  tone  and  discipline  are  in  no  respect  impaired. 

The  board  cannot  close  this  report  without  a  special  reference  to  the  super- 
iutendent.  Ho  has,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  been  untiring  iu  the  dis- 
charge of  bis  duties,  and  has  performed  them  iu  such  a  manner  as  to  elevate 
the  character  of  the  academy.  His  mode  of  governing  the  yonng  gentlemen 
onder  bis  char^  is  calculated  to  produce  the  happiest  results.  In  no  situation 
Munected  with  the  navy  could  he,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  have  higher 
or  more  important  duties  tA  perform  thau  those  devolving  upon  him  here,  and 
certainly  he  could  not  render  more  valuable  service  to  the  country  than  that 
performed  by  him  as  superintendent  of  thitt  important  institution. 

It  is  proper  to  state  tnat  Uommodoro  Joshua  R.  Sands  and  Captain  William 
L  Hudson,  members  of  the  board,  were  not  present  at  the  earlier  exercises  of 
the  acting  midshipmen. 

Having  now  completed  all  of  its  duties,  it  only  remains  for  the  board  to  com- 
mend this  valuable  institution  to  constant  and  fostering  care  of  the  department, 
and  to  adjoDm  true  d-ie,

Sir  :  The  summer  practice  cruise  being  ended,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following  detailed  report: 

On  the  3d  of  June  I  embarked  the  midshipmen  who  were  detailed  to  make 
the  firat  portion  of  the  cruise.  These  comprised  the  first  class,  twenty-one  in 
Dumber;  the  second  class,  thirty-one  in  number;  and  twenty-eight  of  the  ad- 
vanced third  cla^s;  mahing  eighty  in  all. 

The  steerage  was  found  sufficiently  commodious,  but  the  portion  of  the  berth 
deck  assigned  to  the  crew  was  too  contmcted,  forcing  many  of  them  to  sleep  on 
deck  in  port-  This  inconvenience  would  be  removed  if  the  ship  were  fitted 
vith  a  light  upper  deck ;  and  the  room  thus  added  would  enable  her  to  accom- 
modate twenty  more  midshipmen,  as  tlie  entire  berth  deck  could  then  be  devoted 
to  their  use. 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  the  ship  wits  swung  carefully  at  her  anchor, 
nnder  the  general  direction  of  the  professor  of  astronomy,  navigation,  &c.,  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  the  local  attraction  of  the  corapftsses.  The  errors 
were  tabulated,  but  proved  to  he  so  insignificant  that  it  never  was  fnnnd  neces- 
sary to  apply  them  to  the  courses  steered.  The  first  class  were  under  instmc- 
lion  daring  the  operation  of  swinging  the  ship,  and  assisted  in  the  work. 

On  the  6th  of  June  I  got  nnder  way  from  Newport,  and  proceeded  to  Gardi- 
ner's bay,  in  Long  Island  sound,  where  I  anchored  on  the  evening  of  the  same 
day.  The  midshipmen  and  crew  were  stationed  in  watches  and  at  quarters,  and 
I  proceeded  to  organize  the  boats  of  the  ship,  manned  by  midshipmen,  in  a 
manner  that  would  enable  them  to  take  part  in  any  espedition  that  might  be  on 
foot  in  case  our  cruise  to  the  southward  might  afford  an  opportunity  for  active 
service.  The  boats  were  hoisted  out,  armed  and  equipped  for  service;  the 
l*oneh'e  crew  (first-class  men)  were  exercised  in  working  the  howitzer  iuntJ^^' 
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boat  and  ia  laading  it  on  tlie  beach;  aad,  finaJlj,  a  landing  party,  coowttog 
of  all  tlie  boats,  wae  fitted  out  from  the  ship,  and,  moving  in  approTed  order  to  tW 
shore,  effected  a  landing,  and  formed  on  the  beach  in  a  atjle  which  indorsed  the 
advantage  of  previous  drill,  and  promised  well  for  the  reputation  of  ihe  academj 
in  caae  these,  its  representatives,  should  have  an  opportunity  of  meeting  u 

On  the  11th  of  June  I  sailed  from  Gardiner's  baj,  and  on  the  16th  airined 
at  Hampton  roadf,  where  I  anchored  near  Fortress  Monroe^  and  sent  the  mid- 
shipmen on  shore  to  examine  the  fortress.  I  called  on  Rear  Admiral  L.  M. 
Goldeborough,  who  recommended  that  I  should  take  the  ship  up  the  York  livv. 
(her  draught  of  water  preventing  her  from  approaching  the  scene  of  ibor 
active  operations  up  the  James  river.)  Accordingly,  on  the  18th,  I  sailed  for 
Yorktown,  where  I  arrived  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  and  made  b- 
mngements  with  Brigadier  General  Van  Allen  for  landing  the  tnidshipmes  m 
the  following  day,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  works  of  Yorktown,  a«  weD 
as  those  tlirown  up  with  such  masterly  skill  by  Major  General  G.  B.  McClelUa. 
On  the  19th  I  landed  with  all  the  midsliipmcn,  and  drew  them  up  in  fronxtt 


the  general's  qnarters,  whore  he  inspected  them,  and  declared  himt«elf  higUr 
gratihed  with  their  appearance.  Through  his  kindness  we  were  provided  *rA 
horses  for  mounting  the  officers  who  accompanied  me,  and  an  escort  of  carabr. 


tnd,  under  the  gnidance  of  Captain  Revere  and  Lientenant  Mott,  of  the  ti 
nnteers,  (to  whom  I  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  for  their  attentiona.)  we  m*^ 
a  thorough  inspection  of  the  works  inside  and  outaide,  the  attention  of  the  nud- 
shipmen  being  called  to  the  mortar  battery  of  13-inch  mortarB,  which  was  renlv 
to  open  fire  on  the  very  day  that  Yorktown  was  evacuated. 

On  the  30th  I  sailed  from  Yorktown,  and  having  received  the  permiamo 
from  the  Navy  Department  to  extend  the  cruise  of  this  ship  as  far  south  b#  Pint 
Royal,  South  Carolina,  I  proceeded  for  that  port  During  the  passage  downwr 
experienced  the  long  spells  of  southerly  winds  so  prevalent  at  that  season  of 
the  year,  and  being  anxions  to  make  the  trip  in  as  sbort  a  time  as  possible.  1 
concluded  to  take  the  track  of  schooners  bound  down  the  coast,  and  keep  daw 
inshore  inside  the  Gulf  Stream.  This  brought  us  under  the  influence  of  the  v>>- 
leat  equalb,  accompanied  by  thunder  and  lightning,  which  come  off  at  ni^i 
from  the  land,  and  afforded  an  excellent  opportunity  of  giving  the  midshipoM* 
some  experience  in  taking  care  of  a  ship  in  bad  weather,  besides  giving  dx 
officers  an  opportonity  of  noticing  those  of  the  midshipmen  who  proved  theat- 
selves  the  most  forward  in  the  performance  of  duty  under  trying  cirenm^taiKM. 
In  rounding  Cape  Hutteras,  after  being  becalmed  to  the  northwiurd  of  ii  for  thm 
days,  we  experienced  the  heaviest  of  these  squalls  that  I  have  ever  seen  on  the 
coast.  White  making  the  passage  eveiy  opportunity  was  taken  advantage  of  ti 
perfect  the  midshipmen  and  crew  in  their  duties  at  quartersi  division  eiema* 
every  morning  and  general  quarters  eveiy  afternoon  soon  brought  them  to  a  hig^ 

Sitch  of  excellence,  and  by  the  time  we  reached  Fort  Royal  the  ship  was  in  gooj 
ghting  order,  with  her  stays  and  backstays  snaked  down,  and  every  pnpan- 
don  made  for  getting  up  temporary  stays  and  preventer  braces,  for  slinging  top- 
sail yards,  for  putting  ou  fighting  eloppere,  for  diamonoting  guns — in  ehort,  fat 
providing  M;ainst  all  accidents  incident  to  an  action  at  sea.  On  the  3d  of  July 
we  ancihorcd  at  Port  Boyal,  South  Carolina,  where  the  midshipmen  had  an  op- 
portunity of  visiting  the  United  States  frigate  Wabash,  commanded  by  C«»- 
mander  C.  R.  P.  Rodgers,  and  bearing  the  flag  of  Rear  Admiral  S.  F.  DnPnaL 
The  condition  of  this  ship,  reflecting  the  highest  credit  on  her  officers,  w«d  cbi- 
uently  calculated  to  irapresE  the  young  gentlemen,  and  will  no  doubt  be  adt^HM 
by  them  as  a  standard  oy  which  to  draw  comparisons  and  as  a  model  for  naitt- 
tion.  Finding  that  there  were  no  active  operations  on  foot  in  which  this  thif 
Gonld  bear  a  port,  I  sailed  from  Port  Royal  on  the  5tb  and  proceeded  to  Xev- 
port,  Rhode  Island,  where  I  anchored  on  the  13th. 

i.dbyGoOgle 
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Daring  thie  the  first  portion  of  the  practice  cruiee,  notwithgtanding  the  neces- 
irj  work  on  deck  attending  the  making  a  paseage  and  the  constant  drills  and 
:iFrciscs  of  a  military  character,  I  was  enabled  to  assign  two  hoars  of  nearly 
ath  day  to  the  instruction  of  one  watch  of  the  midshipmen  in  naTigation. 
iVofessor  W.  H.  Wilcox,  who  acted  as  instructor  during  this  portion  of  the 
luige,  made  soch  valuable  use  of  this  time  that  before  our  arrival  at  Newport 
be  third  class  could  work  out  the  day's  work;  the  second  class,  in  addition  ta 
his,  were  proficient  in  reading  the  sextant  and  making  meridian  observation, 
S  the  son,  while  the  first  class  not  only  could  determine  the  latitude,  but  were 
letennining  the  longitude  by  time  sights  of  the  ann.  I  herewith  forward, 
aatked  A,  the  daily  reports  of  the  instructor  during  this  cruise. 

During  this  portion  of  the  cruise  a  detail  waa  made  each  day  of  three  mid- 
lipmeu  of  the  first  class  to  act  aa  mates  of  the  forecastle,  three  as  midshipmen 
if  the  watch,  and  one  as  mate  of  the  steer^e.  They  were  not  intrusted  with 
he  charge  of  the  deck,  but  were  enjoined  to  pay  the  strictest  attention  to  the 
unner  in  which  the  duty  was  carried  on  by  the  lieutenants  in  charge  of  the 
leek,  and  every  effort  was  mide  to  obtain  as  much  uniformity  as  possible  in  the 
unner  of  giving  orders  and  performing  evolutions. 

After  transferring  to  the  school-ship  Constitution  the  members  of  the  advanced 
Id  class  that  I  had  on  board,  and  transferring  from  her  the  same  number  of 
nidibipmen  of  the  advanced  3d  and  3d  class  proper,  I  proceeded  on  the  18th  of 
Inly  to  New  London,  Gonnecticnt,  where  I  anchored  on  the  same  day.  The 
blowing  day  I  permitted  the  midshipmen  to  go  on  shore  by  watchea,  on  liberty, 
md  have  the  satisfaction  of  being  able  to  report  that  their  gentlemanly  and  cor- 
■wt  department  made  a  most  favorable  impression.  They  also  visited  the 
L'aited  States  frigate  Sabine,  which  was  at  anchor  here,  commanded  by  Com- 
Dodore  Cadwalader  Ringgold, 

On  the  21st  I  Bailed  from  New  Ijondon,  and  arrived  in  the  afternoon  off  the 
tUnmce  to  New  Haven  harbor,  where  I  anchored.  Hearing  that  Bear  Admiral 
Vndrew  H.  Foote  was  in  New  Haven,  and  believing  that  an  interview  with  him 
roold  exert  a  good  influence  on  the  midshipmen,  I  took  them  on  shore,  and  after 
Irawing  them  up  in  front  of  the  admiral's  residence,  presented  them  to  him.  I 
atist  add  that  I  rejoiced  at  the  opportunity  of  extending  a  compliment  to  one 
rho  has  done  so  much  for  the  reputation  of  the  navy.  The  admiral  kindly 
ame  forward  on  his  crutches  and  addressed  them  in  a  few  stirring  and  spiritea 
emarka,  which,  combined  with  the  influence  necessarily  exerted  by  the  pres- 
nce  of  a  man  of  his  reputation,  must  ha^e  made  a  deep  and  lasting  impression 
ipnn  the  minds  of  all  who  heard  him.  The  moral  and  Christian  tone  of  hia 
emaiks  was  eminently  calculated  to  benefit  the  young  men.  He  then  invited 
hem  into  the  house,  where  tliey  were  introduced  to  him  individually,  and  had 
n  opportunity  of  viewing  some  interesting  trophies.  The  whole  scene  was  im- 
iressive,  and  was  one  that  the  midshipmen  will  never  foi^t. 

On  the  23d  I  ran  over  to  Oyster  Bay  harbor.  Long  Island,  where  I  hoisted 
ot  and  rigged  all  boats  and  sent  down  top-gallant  masts,  preparatory  to  strip- 
ping the  munmast.  1  was  snrpriaed  to  find  that  this  was  the  first  ship  that  had 
ver  entered  Oyster  Bay  harbor. 

I  remained  in  this  fine  harbor  ten  days,  during  which  time  the  1st  class  sent 
[own  the  main  topsail  and  main  yards,  stripped  the  main  topmast,  sent  down 
be  main  topmast  cross-trees,  main  topmast,  main  cap,  and  raised  one-half  of  the 
oain-top  preparatory  to  sending  it  down.  They  then  replaced  all  the  rigging, 
eat  up  the  masts  and  yards,  and  got  the  ship  a  taunto.     During  the  afternoons 

varied  the  exercise  by  sending  the  midshipmen  ont  to  exercise  in  sailing  their 
loate,  and  encoutaged  them  in  the  practice  of  swimming. 

On  the  night  of  2d  of  August  we  ran  over  to  New  London  for  the  mail,  which 
ilace  we  left  on  the  4th  and  proceeded  to  Greenport,  Long  Island,  where  a  ves- 
el  of  the  navy  had  never  been  seen  before.     The  ship  attracted  much  attenti|i^| . ' 
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from  the  people,  wbo  came  off  to  her  in  crowda,  both  at  this  place  and  at  Ojna 
Bay,  and  I  feel  confident  that  her  vieite  to  this  island  will  excite  among  the  Lm' 
Islanders  an  interest  in  the  academy  and  the  riavy  which  they  never  had  beface. 
Sailing  from  Greenport  on  the  6th,  I  anchored  in  Shelter  Island  unnd,  and  on 
the  7th  proceeded  up  the  sound  as  far  as  Sonihold  bay,  where  I  came  to,  making 
a  flying  moor,  and  put  on  the  mooring  swivel.  While  lying  in  this  fine  bar  I 
con6ned  the  inalniction  to  the  practical  working  of  anchors  and  chains,  dnttif 
which  exercise  I  moored,  put  on  the  mooring  swivel,  took  off  the  Gwirel.  no- 
moored,  bent  sheet  chain,  let  go  sheet  anchor,  hove  it  np  to  the  bows,  lai 
transported  it  back  to  the  waist,  and  then,  buoying  up  the  stem  of  the  iMrwi 
with  casks,  I  hung  the  port  bower  anchor  to  her,  and  laid  it  out  with  fifty  f*ii- 
oma  of  chain  attached,  using  the  other  boats  of  the  ship  to  buoy  up  the  chxia. 
and  hauling  them  all  out  by  a  hawser,  led  inboard,  which  being  rove  throng  i 
block  lashed  to  the  ring  of  the  stream  anchor,  (previously  planted  in  the  m^uin-J 
direction,)  had  its  etanding  part  made  fast  to  the  bow  of  the  launch.  The  tmriv 
being  let  go,  the  stream  was  weighed  in  the  launch  by  the  buoy-rojie  and  bron^l 
alongside.  In  letting  go  the  anchor  one  of  the  atopi!,  secured  to  the  qnan^  -i 
a  sharp-stemcd  boat,  jambed,  taking  the  boat  down  with  the  chain  and  leiiin^ 
several  of  the  midshipmen  in  the  water.  One  of  them,  Midshipman  Henry  GU.-^ 
of  the  1st  class,  could  not  swim,  and  I  had  occasion  to  notice  the  heroic  cnndon 
of  Midshipmen  D.  R.  Cassel.  C.  M.  Cheater,  and  D.  N.  Bell,  in  their  effons  i» 
save  him  from  drowning.  I  forward  herewith  (marked  B)  a  copy  of  ao  ard-r 
which  I  caused  to  be  read  at  supper  formation  on  the  day  of  this  occurrenrf. 

On  the  9th  I  got  under  way  from  Southold  bay  and  retnmed  to  Giwoport 
where  I  anchored  during  the  10th,  (Sunday,)  and  on  the  11th,  in  the  aftenti>->s, 
«m  out  to  Gardiner's  bay,  where  I  remained  nntil  the  next  morning,  wbfo  i 
Bailed  for  New  London,  at  which  place  I  anchored  on  the  same  day.  FindiM 
the  ship  very  light,  and  not  wishing  to  fill  her  tanka  with  salt  water,  I  renuiirJ 
in  New  London  until  the  morning  of  the  16th,  during  which  tirae  I  wiirriJ 

tVhile  lying  in  this  port  the  usual  port  exercises  were  carried  on,  of  Ivrv-^ 
and  furling  sails,  crossing  and  sending  down  royal  and  top-gallant  yards,  end- 
ing top-gallant  yards  and  loosing  sails  at  the  same  time,  and  sending  Oi-n 
top-gallant  yards  and  masts  together. 

The  French  steam  frigate  "  La  Guerriere,"  was  at  anchor  here,  flring  ik« 
flog  of  Bear  Admiral  Reynard.  I  visited  the  admiral,  and  wben  he  mnrwJ 
my  visit,  he  inspected  our  ship,  and  made  many  inquiries  concerning  our  ijfj* 
of  instruction,  seeming  to  be  highly  gratified  at  all  he  saw  and  hea^. 

He  kindly  granted  permission  for  the  midshipmen  to  visit  his  ship,  and  I  ^ 
them  on  board  by  watches,  under  charge  of  a  lieutenant,  when  they  were  pfi'' 
leged  to  examine  her  under  the  guidance  of  the  executive  oflicer,  C'unminii* 
Forget,  to  whom,  its  well  as  to  Captain  La  Perouae,  I  acknowledge  my  indel'tfl- 
ness  for  their  kindness.  On  the  15th  I  joined  the  Sabine  in  firing  a  »lutt  "f 
21  guna  in  honor  of  the  fete  day  of  Napoleon. 

On  the  16th  I  put  to  sea  for  the  puqioso  of  giving  the  first  class  sonw  nj^ 
rieucc  in  firing  at  sea.  The  mixed  character  of  the  battery  was  favombli-  tr 
experience,  but  many  of  the  fittings  were  imperfect.  The  firing  was  genfti^r 
good  i  the  distance  of  the  target  was  constantly  determined  by  angles  mwar^ 
from  aloft,  and  the  distance  of  the  first  graze  of  each  shot  was  also  dcimiiiF-i 
The  distances  corrcaponding  to  the  angles  were  read  off  as  soon  as  the  na^ 
were  mentioned,  from  a  lable  arranged  by  Lieutenant  W.  P.  Bnckoer  dor'-f 
the  practice  crube  of  1860,  and  which  is  found  to  be  the  most  attmnlf  ^^ 
convenient  method  of  determining  distances  at  sea  when  the  distant  horiw"  ' 
clearly  defined. 

During  the  continuance  of  this  practice  I  endeavored  to  point  ont  to  the  tn* 
clasa  all  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome  in  firing  at  eea,  and  to  demonstntc  be* 
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ivj  wen  to  be  mnnoniited,  laying  paiticnlar  atKM  oq  the  awseusity  of  ^yiag 
ibe  gnu  in  uch  a  manner  that  the  line  of  flight  flhonld  be  on  with  the  object  at 
t  pvticahu'  point  of  the  roU,  after  doing  which,  to  wut  for  llie  roll  to  adjoet 


On  the  SOth  I  nn  in  and  anchored  in  Gardiner's  bay,  in  order  to  attend  to  Bome 
inpartut  detaUa  of  ahip  work  which  had  been  n^eeted  for  some  timfe  in  conse- 
qnence  of  the  conetaat  occnpatlon  of  all  on  boaid.  On  the  23d  I  returned  to 
Xerport,  Rhode  Island. 


Dnring  thia  second  portion  of  the  cmise,  except  when  the  insfemction  wafl 
anfined  to  some  special  point  of  [ffsctice,  two  hoars  of  each  day  were  devoted 
u  the  instmction  of  the  midahipmen  in  navigation.     Under  the  able  iasbnc- 


oim  (^  lientenant  GoanDander  £.  Orville  Huthews,  the  third  class  on  board 
bd inompliabed  the  working  of  a  day's  work;  the  second  class  had  perfected 
tboDMlves  in  working  time  sighta  br  the  snn,  and  could  determine  lAe  varia- 
im  of  the  compass  by  aaimuths  ana  amplitudes,  while  the  first  class  had  pro- 
piued  M  rapidly  as  to  be  able  to  find  the  latitade  and  time  by  altilndee  of  the 
EiMMi  aad  bright  stars.  They  were  also  familiarizing  themselves  with  the  positions 
of  tlie  brightest  stars  by  practicing  with  the  planisphere.  I  forward  iierewith, 
mked  A,  the  daily  reixHrts  of  the  instroctor  during  tins  cmise.  I  also  forward, 
muied  C,  a  system  of  routine  for  the  practice-ship  which  I  have  been  enabled 
u  cany  out  successfidly,  and  which  I  recommend  shall  be  adopted  for  gnidanca 

During  thia  portion  of  the  craise,  a  detail  was  made  each  day  of  three  mid- 
diifneo  of  the  first  class  to  do  duty  as  officers  of  the  deck,  and  they  have  been 
M]ed,afl  &r  aa  it  was  possible,  in  the  dnties  of  deck  officers  at  sea  and  in  port 
la  duTze  of  the  deck  at  sea.  they  got  the  ship  under  way  and  anchored  her, 
atid«ed  in  tarring  and  wearing,  m  boz-banling,  in  making  and  taking  in  eaU, 
in  Kefing  topaailB,  &c,  Sec;  and  in  port,  much  care  was  tBkea  to  instruct  them 
b  the  established  cnstome  of  the  service,  referring  to  all  port  routines  and 
obienances  of  the  etiqoette  of  a  man-of-war. 

Leave  of  absence  having  been  granted  by  the  Navr  Department  to  the  first 
ud  second  classes,  I  took  on  board  the  advanced  thira  class  and  enough  of  the 
thiid  diss  proper  to  complete  the  complement  assigned  to  this  ship,  and,  on  the 
^9th  of  Angnat,  put  to  sea  and  stood  for  the  Vineyard  sound,  where  I  anchored 
u  Taipaolin  Gove.  I  take  pleasore  in  calling  yonr  attention  to  Uidshipmen 
H.  GIsss,  E.  Dickmau,  and  Ira  Harris,  jr.,  of  the  first  class,  who  gave  up  their 
Ihtm  of  absence  and  requested  to  be  pemutted  to  complete  the  cruise  in  this 
(hip,  willingly  giving  up  the  gratifications  of  a  month's  leave  for  the  sake  of  the 
heaeGt  which  they  saw  they  would  derive,  professionally,  fn>tn  continued  praC' 
liol  experience. 

Their  request  was,  of  conrse,  granted,  and  ^ey  have,  daring  the  last  portion 
of  this  anise,  hem  in  constant  practice  as  officers  of  the  deck,  carrying  on  dnty 
10  aj  utisfiwtion. 

Daring  aa  exercise  at  foiling  sails,  while  at  anchor  in  this  place,  Midshipman 
K.  G.  Hooker  fell  from  the  main  topsail  yud  to  the  deck,  but  hie  life  was  most 
oercifaliy  preserved.  As  he  fell  he  was  caught  in  the  bight  of  the  main  sheet, 
which  hung  loose  under  the  quarter  of  the  main  yard,  and  woe  thus  eased  down 
U  ibe  deck,  which  he  reached  with  no  more  serious  injttry  than  a  painful  afara- 
nm  on  the  neck. 

A  gale  of  wind  which  falew  from  the  southward  on  Uie  Ist  of  S^tember 
««pi  me  at  Tarpaulin  Cove  until  the  2d,  when  I  ran  over  to  Edgarton,  wfaea«  I 
l«ok  another  gale  from  the  northwest.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  3d  I  left  Edgar- 
ton  tnd  anchored  at  Holmes'  Hole,  which  place  I  left  on  the  morning  of  the  4th 
(ad  beat  out  to  sea  through  the  Vineyard  sound,  and  commenced  beating  to  die 
touhward  and  westward  towards  the  capes  of  the  Delaware.  The  wind  remain- 
iog  steady  from  the  southward  and  westward,  I  did  not  reaoh  the  capes  nn^  iba  . 
Tni^  III        .Sa  (.'' 
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9th,  wben  I  anchored  nnder  the  breakwater.  I  was  detained  here  by  easlMtf 
ireatber  nntil  the  momme  of  the  12tb,  when  I  stood  ont  to  sea  and  shaves 
coarse  for  Uontank  Point,Xong  Island.  On  tbe  evening  of  the  15tb  I  ancMnl 
off  New  London  harbor,  having  experienced  at  sea  a  ahon  but  heavy  gale  fi«a 
the  nortb-northeaat. 

On  the^oming  of  the  16th  I  got  under  way  and  ran  np  Long  laland  bmuI 
to  Olen  Cove.  Hempeteadh  aibor,  where  I  granted  to  tbe  mid^ipnkeu  a  (m 
hours  recreation  on  shore. 

On  the  S6tb  I  left  Glen  Cove  and  proceeded  down  Long  Island  sonnd  ml  ht 
way  to  Newport,  R.  I.,  where  I  arrived  on  the  29th,  thns  bringing  tbe  nnniHt 
practice  cmise  to  an  i 


the  advanced  tnurd  class  and  those  of  tbe  third  class  proper  who  were  oi 
having  already  completed  tbe  course  of  navigation  reqaired  by  your  instr 

Under  tbe  able  instruction  of  Lieutenant  Commander  R.  L.  Pbythiaa.  ^ 
execntive  officer  of  tbe  ship,  tbey  have  been  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  lig^ 
of  this  ship,  making  recitations  on  the  subject  daily,  for  which  they  havr  be* 
regularly  marked.  I  forward  herewith,  marked  A,  tbe  report  of  this  instntwa 
in  whicn  tbe  classes  are  arranged  in  tbe  order  indicated  by  tbe  avnage  of  A 
the  marks  given  at  daily  recitations.  This  relative  standing  will  prove  a  dsfAI 
reference.  I  have  been  fortunate  in  having,  as  my  assistants  on  tbis  cnin 
officers  all  of  whom  are  disting^uiabed  gradnates  of  the  academy,  and  wb»  '>* 
very  sensible  of  tbe  importance  of  the  work  that  they  were  required  to  ptrf»»- 
In  every  way  they  have  rendered  me  great  assistance,  and  have  exerted  tbA- 
selves  t<i  the  utmost  to  impart  information  to  tbe  midshipmen  imder  tbeir  eontid. 
The  academy  is  beginning  to  feel  the  effect  of  its  own  influence;  the  gtaJaiaa 
are  beginning  to  give  back  what  they  received  from  it.  The  practice  cmiK  ii 
necessarily,  one  of  risk  and  danger.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report,  in  nt- 
elusion,  that  it  baa  pleased  a  merciiiil  Providence  to  avert  from  us  all  Kfiiw 
consequences  that  might  have  resulted  from  the  accidents  that  have  ocnured  a 
board.

Sir  :  The  summer  exercises  having  been  discontinued  by  your  ordeis,  I H 
leave  to  sabmit  a  brief  account  of  the  studies  and  exercises  of  the  jmuor  rhiw 
during  the  past  season,  and  of  tbe  progress  made  by  them  since  the  4lkrf 
June,  when,  by  the  departnre  of  Lieutenant  Commander  Simpson,  in  tbe  S^ 
Adams,  I  was  left  acting  commandant  of  midshipmen. 

Tbe  Adams  took  out,  as  yon  ore  aware,  the  first  and  second  class,  and  tvrtff- 
eight  of  the  advanced  third  class,  leaving  the  remainder  of  the  third  da*  ^ 
the  entire  fourth  class,  numbering,  together,  one  hundred  and  KTenly-<Me  m^ 
shipmen  to  be  cared  for. 

For  tbe  instruction  and  improvement  of  tbesr,  I  believe  tbe  beet  pngnurr

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J  the  early  part  of  the  enramer,  and  before  the  exerdses  commenced, 
!  bibber  sectione  of  the  third  and  the  fonrth  class  reviewed  algebra,  but  the 
wer  eectioDB,  throngh  a  deficiency  of  recitation  roomsi  were  fiomewhat  embar- 
Bsed  in  their  progieBB.  The  progress  made  in  English  studies  is  stated  to  be 
ute  &ir,  and  in  French  the  snccesB  has  been  very  flattering. 
LieDtenant  Commander  Loll,  of  the  Constitution,  under  whose  special  snpcr- 
Eion  the  class  fell,  says  :  "  In  order  to  give  them  au  insight  into  their  naval 
[ties,  one  section  (consisting  of  abont  sixteen  persons)  was  each  day  detailed 
r  the  following  duties,  which  they  were  required  careAilly  to  perform,  vis ; 
e  officer  of  the  deck,  one  officer  of  the  forecastle,  one  quartermaster,  one 
rporal  of  the  guard,  and  a  guard  for  marine  sentries." 

"  Some  obangefl  being  required  in  the  internal  arrangements  on  board  of  the 
nstitatioD,  and  the  ship  requiring  cleaning  and  painting,  on  the  sixteenth  of 
we  the  class  was  removed  to  Fort  Adams,  where  they  performed  garriaoa 
ity;  s  guard  of  thirty-six  being  detwled  for  each  twenty-four  hours.  Gnard 
Minting  took  place  every  morning  at  7.30.  Instraction  in  practical  sea- 
■aahip,  in  the  rigging-loft,  in  drawing,  infantry  tactics,  naval  light  artillery 
Bties,  and  sword  and  bayonet  exercises,  were  continued  during  Uieir  stay  at 
e  fort.'* 

"On  tbe  twelfth  day  of  Jnly  the  class  was  transferred  to  tbe  Constitntioa 
nn,  when  the  former  programme  was  resumed." 

One  cannot  fail  to  observe  that  the  list  of  exercises,  embracing  though  it  does 
me  very  important  branches,  still  Ucks  one  essential  element — seamanship, 
is  true  the  rigging-loft  was  in  charge  of  au  exceedingly  competent  officer,  and 
w  who  fkitbiully  performed  his  duty  of  instraction,  but  the  midshipmen,  while 
uniBg  to  be  risers,  should  also  be  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  the  more  active 
Hies  of  seamen.  Even  the  gun  exercise  on  board  tbe  Constitution,  though 
(jrough  of  its  kind,  was  wanting  in  one  condition  indispensable  to  the  proper 
lining  of  a  seaman  gunner — the  restless  ocean,  where,  on  tbe  ever-varying 
■neof  the  deck,  he  learns  to  "watch  the  roll;"  so  that  although  the  programme 
opted  was  the  beet  possible  with  tbe  means  at  band,  yet  it  did  not  accomplish 
much  as  it  was  desirable  towards  training  the  midshipmen  to  be  seamen  and 
en-of-war'e  men,  which  I  apprehend  is  one  of  the  chief  elements  in  the  edn- 
licHi  of  a  naval  officer. 

This  deficiency  in  strictly  professional  exercise  was  fully  realized  by  yourself, 
d  was  beginning  to  be  seriously  felt,  when,  happily,  the  Navy  Dcparlinent,  on 
or  application,  detailed  this  vessel  as  an  additional  pracHce-ship. 
On  the  20th  of  Jnly  tbe  Uarion  arrived,  and  no  time  was  lost  in  putting  her 

The  policvy  adopted  by  you  in  regard  to  the  Marion  differs  materially,  I  believe, 
am  that  of  any  of  her  predecessors.  Heretofore  the  practice-ships  have  had 
ther  a  large  proportion  of  seamen,  bnt  as  the  junior  class,  in  this  case,  was  to 
'.  instmeted,  it  was  yonr  desire  that  they  should  begin  at  the  bottom  of  the 
dder  in  their  profession,  and  thorongbly  acquire  the  duties  of  a  foremast  hand, 
'ith  thie  view  the  comparatively  small  number  of  twenty-five  seamen  were 
aeed  on  board ;  bnt  these  were  the  very  best  class  of  men-of-war's  men  that 
'Did  be  procured,  nearly  all  being  petty  officers,  and  regarded  less  in  the  light 
'  working  hands  than  as  enb-instructors.  As  the  cooks,  stewards,  master-at- 
ns,  &c,  had  to  come  out  of  this  nnmber,  it  was  found  to  be  rather  limited,  so 
■at  three  or  fonr  hands  were  obtiuned  from  the  Constitution,  from  which  ship 
Line  also  the  usual  number  of  servants. 

The  mesa  arrtrngements  were  also  difierent  from  the  usual  ones — swinging 
Ues  were  used,  and  the  tin-pot  and  tin-pan  took  the  place  of  crockery. 
Sailors,  as  a  general  rule,  much  prefer  to  do,  and  always  will  do,  a  piece  of 
ork  themselves  rather  than  look  on  and  direct  a  young  officer;  but  by  the  ar- 
u^ements  here  noticed  this  was,  with  rare  exception,  a  physical  impossibilitr.  I , . 
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the  midBliipmen  being  obliged  by  neceeBity  to  perfbnn  theb  varicnie  dndet  lltaii- 
■elvee,  thns  being  forced  to  learn  in  spite  of  awkwardneM  or  indifienmee;  ai 
tbe  T«Bnlt  sbowe  your  experiment  to  have  been  eminently  raocessfol. 

In  watching  and  qnart«ring  the  crew,  and  assigning  the  several  stations,  the 
seamen  were  entirely  ignored,  and  the  midshipmen  stationed  in  all  respects  u 
on  board  of  a  regular  cruiser.  Commencing  with  the  qnarter-deck,  Uk  nost 
experienced  were  placed  in  charge  of  a  watch  and  a  division ;  a  Bailing-muter 
was  appointed  to  the  care  of  the  chnmometer,  log,  anchors,  holds,  and  ri^ingj 
acting  ensigns  did  duty  as  mat«s  of  the  forecastle  and  bertii-deck.  There  vu 
a  midshipman  acting  oe  a  boatewaini  one  as  a  gunner,  one  as  a  carpenter,  and 
one  as  a  sulmaker.  The  silver  calls  in  common  use  were  given  to  midshipmeQ, 
boatswain's  mates;  midshipmen  perfonned  the  doty  of  captains  of  the  difiereat 
parts  of  the  ship,  and  midshipmen  Guartennaster  were  stationed  at  the  kd 
and  wheel.  The  routine  commonly  obserred  on  board  onr  ccoisera  was  striedf 
observed. 

When  it  is  considered  that  most  of  the  crew  were  hut  a  few  months  frmi 
home,  CO  one  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  the  work  was  performed  at  6iff  in 
a  very  clnmsy  manner;  bnt  the  hearty  good  will  with  which  they  entered  npoa 
their  duties,  and  the  success  which  rewvded  them,  fully  equalled  the  moat  md- 
gnine  expectations.  In  iurling  from  a  bowline,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  Bum- 
mer, they  picked  up  the  canvas  in  the  most  creditable  manner,  and  top-plluit 
and  royid  yards  were  sent  up  and  down  in  the  true  man-of-war  style;  bdeed,  it 
was  a  novel  snd  pleasant  sight  to  watch  the  steady  and  confident  swing  of  ^ 
lead  of  some  of  toe  more  practiced,  to  observe  their  leadinese  at  the  wheel,  ukI 
to  hear  the  shrill  and  not  inaccurate  pipe  of  boatswain's  mates  not  one  yMrin 
the  service! 

It  may  be  said  that  these  little  accomplishments  are,  after  all,  but  unimportioi 
items  in  the  edncatioa  of  an  officer,  but  I  think  this  cannot  be  said  with  trntb; 
success  in  every  sphere  in  life  is  generally  with  those  who  have  commenced  at 
the  very  beginning  aad  been  iamiluuired  with  the  ground-work  of  what  ii  to  be 
their  bnsiness  in  life;  and  who  will  say  that,  becaose  of  iron  and  stesm,  lbs 
days  of  seamanship  are  over  I  Modified  in  minor  points  it  may  be,  bnt  so  h^ 
as  distant  seas  are  to  be  navigated  and  a  commerce  to  be  protected,  so  long  mud 
seamanship,  as  understood  in  its  broadest  sense,  be  of  prime  value  to  the  dstiI 
officer. 

Having,  then,  so  flew  seamen  and  a  full  crew  of  midshipmen,  it  became  auut- 
ter  of  necesMty  that  the  latter  should  keep  the  ship  clean,  and  I  will  da  ihea 
the  credit  to  say  that  they  addressed  themselves  to  this  task  with  as  much  teel 
as  they  did  to  more  congenial  employment.  They  scrubbed  the  decks,  poii»bed 
the  guns,  and  cleaned  the  bright  wo^ ;  boats  were  washed  out,  and  the  osrs  mi 
gratings  scrubbed  by  their  crews  of  midshipmen. 

The  midshipmen  top  and  chain  keepers  perfonned  their  nsnal  maming  wstch 
duties,  and  the  copper  was  scrubbed  by  two  midshipmen  from  each  part  of  tb« 
■hip.  This  latter  duty  was  not  performed  more  than  once  or  twice,  bnt  it  seived 
to  show  that  there  was  nothing  of  the  dilettante  about  thece  young  seamen,  and 
that  they  were  not  afraid  of  work. 

In  the  more  important  duties  &e  progress  was  more  than  &ii> — they  leaned 
to  bond,  reef,  and  steer,  to  heave  the  lead,  to  cross  top-gallant  and  roy^  yf^ 
reeve  running  rigging,  and  bend  and  unbend  sails,  beaidea  getting  a  good  ide* 
of  the  ordinary  evolutions,  such  as  getting  tmder  way,  tacking  and  wesriog.  boi- 
hanling,  &x.  I  speak  now  of  the  crew.  The  midshipmen  officers  who  took  the 
trumpet  acquitted  themselves  very  creditably  in  handlmg  the  ship;  and  here  pe^ 
mit  me  to  commend  to  yonr  favor  Midshipmen  Cooper,  Craven,  CogblsD,  *^ 
Haday,  of  the  first  class,  who,  instead  of  availing  thesoselves  of  the  leave  o(th- 
aence  granted  by  the  department,  volunteered  for  this  ship,  and  were  ngvMj 
inatoUed  .as  acting  lieutenants.    These  gentiemea  bod  been  out  in  the  AdsnUi 
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■ti  pw««d  qake  eampeteBt  to  lake  tbaiga  of  the  HeA,  and  vttry  vala&ble  is 
iroiiriiig  the  discipline  and  efficiency  of  theehip.  It  is  quite  nnucceesaiy  to 
wtea  single  exoeptHm,  with  which  you  hsve  <dr«ady  been  made  sqoaiated. 

The  jnoior  clua,  or  that  portion  of  them  who  hare  made  the  most  of  thwi 
BOB,  maj  DOW  be  oonndeied  qoalified  as  (»dinary  Beaaen ;  neit  year  tbey  may 
e  imted  seamen,  aa  it  were ;  as  aecoud  class  men  they  might  be  distribated 
HOBg  the  squadron  of  practic«^hipB  as  petty  officers,  and  in  their  graduating 
'ear  be  pat  in  chat^  of  a  watch  and  a  dirision,  and  be  required  to  discharge  all  the 
KJea  precisely  as  tbey  will  be  called  upon  to  do  here^ter.     Thus,  if  the  policy 

0  happily  inangnrated  be  carried  out,  the  academy  will  at  all  times  hare  for 
a  Utile  sqoadroQ  a  full  set  of  officers  who  hare  rtwn  tmia  befbra  the  mast, 
mpeteat  petty  offioen  and  well-drilled  eeamea,  so  that  tach  A^sh  infusicm  of 
mbmen,  aa  they  are  ^pointed  to  the  sevenJ  shi^,  will  find  all  of  the  ma- 
faineiy  of  a  man-of-war  in  snceesslul  operation ;  consequently  their  progress 
t11  be  more  rapid  than  when  the  orew  is  oomposed  entirely  of  freshmen,  as  in 
be  present  case.  And  would  it  not  be  the  moat  gratifying  evidence  of  protes- 
JMial  pnde,  and  the  nantical  spirit  of  tbe  midshipmen,  were  the  appointment 
«n  the  respective  classes  of  a  first  lienteoant  and  a  boatman  for  the  several 
kipe  be  considered  the  most  complimentary  recognition  of  their  professional 
lerita  possible  1  Again:  there  can  be  little  doubt  but  that,  with  such  training,  the 
mmedtale  value  to  the  service  of  the  gradoatea  will  be  much  enhanced.  Not 
X  least  important  knowledge  acquired  by  this  system  is  that  which  will  enable 
K  young  officer  to  estimate  justly  the  capacity  of  those  placed  under  him. 
laring  battled  with  an  olntinate  sail  himself,  he  will  be  patient  with  the  qnar- 
B-watcb  aloft,  and  his  sympathieE  will  be  fiilly  alive  to  the  value  of  a  dry  deck 
>  the  watch  below ;  in  short,  being  familiar  with  the  duties  and  habits  of  sea- 
Ko,  he  is  more  apt  to  be  unmindful  of  those  little  comforts  which  bo  materially 
>Dtribnte  to  the  health,  happiness,  and  discipline  of  a  ship's  company. 

From  tbe  great  suceess  of  your  experiment,  then  is  ereiy  reason  to  bdieve 
■at  it  will  materially  add  to  the  efficiency  of  this  school  were  the  system  of 
ractiee-ships  more  fully  developed ;  and  I  believe  I  would  but  express  your 
irn  viewB  were  I  to  dwell  upon  the  advantage  of  having  at  least  three  sloops- 
-war,  that  tbe  van,  centre,  and  rear  divisions  of  a  fleet  might  bo'  represented, 

1  order  to  give  practical  instruction  in  fleet-sailing  while  other  instruction  is 

With  the^creased  &cilitiee  at  hand,  the  exercises  on  board  ship  need  not  now  be 
Hi£ned  to  tbe  snmmer  months.  Were  the  entire  number  of  midshipmen  at  the 
:*demj  divided  into  three  ships'  companies,  and  regularly  watched  and  quar- 
ird  as  SDch,  they  might  easily  be  placed  on  board  their  respective  vesseb  for 
tercise  on  a  certain  day  of  each  week  throughout  the  &11  ana  spring,  if  not  tbe 
inter  months,  for  which  purpose  this  harbor  and  bay,  the  prevailing  winda  and 
le  climate,  offer  unequalled  iacilities. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  it  will  be  the  future  policy  of  our  government  to 
ive  the  cruising  vessels  so  constructed  and  rigged  as  to  sail  well  and  readily 
im  to  windwaiS,  using  steam  simply  as  an  auxiliary ;  therefore,  onr  present 
raetice-shipa  are  of  tbe  utmost  value  in  learning  to  handle  a  ship  under  canvas. 
It  it  woold  seem  as  well  to  have  such  vessels  for  tbe  purpose  of  instruction  as 
le  gndnat«  will  be  required  to  serve  in  on  entering  tbe  active  duties  of  bis 
^ofesaioo ;  and  they  would  more  fully  serve  the  purpose  were  they  rendered 
ateet  models  of  naval  discipline  and  efficiency — types  of  the  modem  man-of- 
ar  with  a  full  battery,  and  the  seamen  employed  tbe  best  the  navy  can  supply. 
Practice- ships  of  some  kind  will  always  be  used,  and  of  whatever  description 
«y  may  be  will  require  repairs  from  time  to  time,  and  their  rigging  alio  require 
rerfaanling  and  refitting.  It  would  be  advantageous  if  this  work  could  be  done 
xe,  and,  as  much  as  possible,  by  the  midshipmen  themselves,  assisted  by  the 
ameo  belonging  to  the  academy.    To  this  end,  it  would  be  more  economiqal  |  c 
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and  convenient  to  hare  onr  own  eapply  of  span  and  riggii^  and  naval  cbxi 
generally,  that  tlie  shipa  might,  as  they  shoold,  remain  permanently  attached  n 
uie  school.  And  it  i«  easy  to  see  how  the  wants  of  theee  shipe  will  inenue, 
and  how,  in  the  procesa  of  no  very  great  time,  storee,  tx>th  naval  and  ordnnle^ 
will  aecomnlate  and  become  of  tbemselves  quite  a  department  of  this  institatka 
Therefore — and  I  trust  the  observation  will  not  be  thonght  out  of  place — w»oU 
it  not  be  as  well,  in  the  selecting  of  a  permanent  site  for  the  academy,  to  pnvili 
for  such  ft  contingency  t  I  mean  to  say  that,  if  not  located  near  one  of  lae  f;or- 
emineut  navy  yards,  then  a  navy  yard  of  limited  proporticHU  mi^t  in  fiuiR 
form  part  of  this  Naval  Academy  advantage  great  to  its. 

Swimming,  under  H.  Boonafbus,  Bwordmaster,  for  the  first  lime  in  tbe  HOmj 
of  this  academy,  finds  a  place  in  the  list  of  exercises.  Its  importance  to  a  f» 
son  destined  for  a  life  at  eea,  I  presume,  will  not  be  questioned,  and  so  &r  nva 
being  omitted,  it  is  to  be  hoped  it  will  hereafter  receive  more  attention  tha  il 
▼as  fonnd  convenient  to  give  it  during  the  past  summer. 

Beeides  the  watch-marks  worn  on  the  dress  by  this  crew,  it  waa  deaigacd  M 
give  to  those  acting  as  petty  officers  the  badges  worn  in  the  service,  but  bgtb^ 
practical  difficulties  pevenled  its  being  carried  out.  I  beg  leave  toeucloMbB- 
with  a  list  of  the  young  gentlemen  who,  by  their  activity,  attention  to  diily,nJ 
aptitude  for  the  profeBsion,  are  entitled  to  that  flattering  distinction. 

Finally,  I  take  pleasure  in  bearing  witness  to  the  general  good  eoodact  et  ii 
crew  as  a  body,  their  subordination  and  respectful  bearing,  all  of  which  I  at 
tribute,  a^er  Uieir  own  innate  sense  of  propriety,  to  the  very  wholesame  dncif 
line  tbey  had  been  subjected  to  by  Lieutenant  Commaader  Loll  on  board  tb 
Constitution.

SiK  :  I  beg  to  snbniit  the  following  explanatory  notes  to  the  estimates  which 
I  forwarded  Dj  the  mail  of  jesterday : 

An  increase  of  two  bnndnd  and  seventy  dollars  (t270)  per  annom  is  recom- 
neaded  for  the  writer  to  the  commandant  of  midshipmen,  and  the  designation 
if  his  office  changed  to  diat  of  clerk.  Hie  compensation,  in  my  judgment,  is 
00  low.  His  duties  are  arduons  and  responsible,  and  cannot  be  intrusted  to 
oexperieDced  persons. 

It  will  he  seen  that  eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars  (8640)  per  annnm  is  esti- 
nated  for  the  pay  of  an  assistant  treasurer,  in  lieu  of  a  paymaster's  clerk,  here- 
vSan  allowed.  The  regnlations  of  the  academy,  and  a  proper  saperrieion  of 
he  midshipmen's  accounts,  require  that  they  be  made  out  monthly,  and  this, 
rith  the  laree  increase  of  Btudents,  involves  very  great  labor,  both  by  day  and 
ly  nighL  His  duties  are  extremely  arduous  and  responsible,  and  cannot  be 
ntmsted  to  persons  of  inexperience,  or  of  ordinary  intelligence  and  efficiency. 

I  therefore  submit  a  small  increase  of  three  hundred  and  forty  dollars  ($340) 
KT  annom. 

An  increase  of  twenty-five  cents  per  day  is  asked  for  the  three  attendants  to 
he  steam-heating  works  for  heating  this  bnil^ng.  They  are  honest,  industrious, 
md  faithful  men,  and  have  very  laborious  duty  to  perform.  Two  additional 
attendants,  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  day,  are  asked  for  at  the 
Sewn-bewtiog  works,  for  heating  the  school  ships  Gonstitntiou  and  Santee. 

An  additional  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  (f  500)  for  the  purchase  of  stationery, 
ilank  books,  and  forms,  and  an  additional  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  (<l,O0O) 
or  the  current  expenses  and  repurs  of  heating  and  lighting  the  school  ships 
^institution  and  Santee  b  also  rendered  indispensably  necessary  by  the  very 
si^  increase  of  the  academy.

Sir  :  I  hare  the  honor  to  Bnbmit  isyy  annual  report  of  expenditures  daring  the

■ililaif  and  civil  establishments  at  the  several  yards  for  the  next  fiscal  year, 
rilli  teasona  therefor. 

PUna  of  buildings  eedmated  for  will  be  submitted  to  you  for  your  approval  at 
n  caHy  day,  to  be  presented  to  Congress. 

bi  T^ud  to  the  purchase  of  37,355  acres  of  ground  on  Seavey'e  island,  ad- 
■Kat  lo  the  Portsmouth  navy  yard,  for  which  purchase  Sl4,d00  were  appropri- 
itc^by  act  of  July  14,-1862, 1  have  to  remark  that  no  great  pragrcss  haa  been 
■ide.  Upon  examination  of  the  premises,  1  found  that  a  public  road  had  been 
■ibliebed  from  the  bridge  connecting  Seavey's  island  with  the  navy  yard, 
Krou  the  whole  island.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  appropriation  was  in- 
Bd«d  to  porchase  the  land  and  appurtenances  owned  by  certain  parties ;  but 
fce  law  is  not  BO  expressed.  The  bonndary  line  of  the  premises  suggested  as 
■Unded  to  be  purchased  with  the  appropriation  ta  very  irregular,  and  does  not 
kbnee  anch  a  plot  of  ground  aa  woula  afford  the  beet  accommodations  for 
hvil  and  boepital  purposes. 

The  road  above  referred  to  runs  through  these  premises,  and  it  would  not  be 
ne,  m  my  opinion,  to  expend  the  money  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of 
17,355  acres  of  ground  on  Uiis  island,  while  this  public  easement  remains,  and 
k  occi^iied  as  such  ;  besides,  the  title  required  by  law  to  be  obtained  cannot  be 

Biured  until  the  assent  of  the  State,  by  grant  of  jurisdiction,  shall  be  secured, 
the  l^ialature  of  the  State  of  Majne  does  not  aesemble.  I  am  informed, 
'3  next  January ;  so  that  the  money  could  not  be  paid  in  any  event  till  after 
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The  anthoritj  embodied  in  the  proTision  of  the  act  apprflpriating  the  >foTCinM 
Ainde,  that  the  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Dockb  he  aathoriied  to  par- 
chase  that  portion  of  Seavey'e  island  lying  west  of  the  road,  has  not  been  a- 
ercised  by  eaiA  chief,  For  the  reason  that  some  of  the  proprietors  of  propotr 
on  the  west  aide  of  the  road  also  own  land  on  the  east  side  of  it,  and  de^Kia 
sell  one  portion  without  the  whole ;  so  that  no  action  has  been  taken  ondn  ik 
authority  aforesaid  except  to  obtain  the  terms,  as  far  as  practicable,  of  th«  pro- 
prietors of  property  on  the  west  side  of  the  road.  I  luve  had  a  plan  of  tbt 
island  prepared,  showing  the  boundary  lines  of  each  lot,  the  contents  of  M(k 
and  the  price  ashed  by  each  proprietor  for  his  interest ;  also  a  dotted  line  (tr 
bracing  37,355  acres  of  ground,  which,  in  my  opinion,  would  best  acconmodiK 
the  service,  if  the  onautity  of  ground  be  confined  to  that  amount.  I  woold  tt- 
spectiully  remark  inat  the  bridge  connecting  Seavey's  island  with  the  wry 
yard  was  built  by  a  company  called  "  Seavey's  Island  Bridge  Company,"  eniff 
the  anthority  of  Congreas,  (see  navy  appropriation  bill,  approved  Uwch  3,  ISii) 
and,  wiib  the  authority  to  construct  this  bridge,  a  right  of  way  through  the  v,tt 
yard  was  granted  to  the  company. 

Under  this  authority  the  bridge  and  road,  as  well  as  the  free  nee  of  the  kif 
bridge  built  and  supported  by  the  government,  crossing  the  water  betna 
Kittcry  and  the  navy  yard,  have  been  enjoyed  by  the  said  company.  Gnathc 
these  privileges,  of  course,  enhanced  the  valne  of  property  on  Saivev's  i«l"i 
and  consequently  improvements  were  made  on  it.  It  is  true,  that  anocr  At  xt 
of  Congress  the  use  of  the  bridge  and  road  as  granted  may  be  discontinoeJ  bj 
the  Secretary  of  th«  Navy ;  and  although  it  was  not  wise,  in  my  opinim.  6« 
Congress  to  grant  these  privileges,  yet,  as  it  was  its  pleasure  to  do  so,  tbt  S«- 
retary  of  the  Navy  will  not  discontinue  them  unless  some  more  tugenl  nw 
than  have  yet  occurred  compel  him  to  exercise  the  oatbority  thus  vtctrd  ■ 
him.  This  right  of  way  through  the  yard  causes  some  inconvenieiice,  at  rt  it 
necessary  to  keep  a  watch  over  the  rcwd  and  bridge,  and  sometimes  to  call  ^ 
the  commanding  officer  at  night  to  grant  passes. 

The  appropriation  granted  for  the  hospital  on  Seavey's  island  cannot  he  a- 
pended  until  the  purchase  of  ground  be  made  and  jurisdiction  be  obtained  &<w 
the  legislature  of  Mune  over  the  premises. 

I  hare  to  remark  that  the  purchase  of  the  Oakman  &  Eldridge  propFftr. 
adjoining  the  navy  yard  at  BoBton,  under  the  appropriation  at  the  !a»l  •««« 
of  Congress,  is  about  being  consummated. 

At  the  navy  yard.  Mare  island,  I  have  estimated  for  nine  watehmoi,  tX  W 
per  annum,  instead  of  six  the  present  year  at  tl.30O. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  pay  of  1st  clerks  or  secretaries  to  tm- 
mandantB  of  navy  yards  be  made  equal  to  that  of  2d-cfaue  clerks  in  the  *etn^ 
departmentit  at  Washington,  The  duties  of  these  officers  are  oneroni,  and  *• 
proper  and  efficient  execution  of  them  requires  full  aa  much  talent  and  apff^ 
as  those  of  Sd-class  clerks  in  the  departments. 

I  ask  leave  to  present  again,  as  I  have  done  before,  for  the  coDsidentiae  -^ 
Congress,  the  importance  of  constructing  wet-basins  at  snch  of  the  navy  jw 
as  are  sufficiently  capacious  to  admit  of  it.  The  reasons  for  snch  impromr^ 
will  be  found  in  my  "previous  reports.  Such  a  basin  could,  in  my  i)pinia(L  t* 
advantageously  provided  at  the  navy  yard  at  New  York  on  the  grounds  or  IJ* 
in  which  the  cob-dock  is  constructed.  By  excavating  a  wcl-basin  <»  -^ 
ground,  with  gates  to  retain  the  water  at  low  tide,  accommodations  «obM  '' 
provided  for  vessels  in  ordinary,  where  they  would  lie  in  perfect  safety,  ""^ 
tnrbed  by  the  winds,  tides,  and  currents,  and  out  of  the  way  of  the  nnmrrnB 
vessels  passing  the  channel.  In  addition  to  these  advantages,  the  berth*  »"* 
occupied  by  these  vessels  at  the  yard,  and  so  roach  needed  for  other  pap*"*- 
would  be  available  for  vessels  refitting  for  active  service.  The  eaith  eieartui 
from  these  flats  could  be  deposited  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Wallabunt  cImiso^ 
and  would  contribute  largely  towards  filling  up  the  low  grooDds  which  iR  ■»>* 
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nqniie^  am  ritea  fitr  the  laige  nnmbere  of  additional  Imildinga  which  are  yet  to 
be  erected  far  this  ezteneive  and  important  yard,  Onr  docK-yards  are  circnm- 
Kiibed  in  area,  and  rery  limited  in  comparison  with  those  of  other  nations  pos- 
Hseing  navies,  and  do  not  afford  enfficient  space  for  the  establishment  of  a  nary 
jwd  complete  in  all  its  appointments.   That  at  New  York  is  the  most  extensire 


a  the  northern  States,  and  to  supply  sites  for  all  the  bnildings  which 
important  yard  has  required,  the  upland  portion  of  it  has  already  be«n 
erowdea  with  hnildinge  and  structnreB  of  vaiious  kinds,  so  that  further  e 


lion  of  such  impTOTements  must  be  placed  upon  the  alluvial  grounds.  To 
rander  these  grounds  suitable  and  available  for  building  purposes,  it  is  indis- 
pensable that  there  should  be  a  subetantial  and  permanent  quay  wall  constructed 
tlong  the  Wallabout,  to  retun  the  filling  neceeaair  to  raise  them  to  a  sufficient 
hngfat  above  high  water.  This  important  work  has  been  commenced,  hut  its 
progiess  was  arrested  by  the  foUure  of  Congresa  to  provide  the  means  for  its 
continnAtion.  Serious  embamutsmenta  and  great  inconvenience  have  been 
eaoaed  by  the  suspension  of  this  work,  and  it  is  eaiueetly  desired  that  the 
■mount  which  I  have  embraced  in  the  estimates  for  this  yturd,  to  be  applied  to 
thi«  object,  will  be  appropriated,  so  that  the  work  may  be  prosecuted  as  vigor- 
omly  as  the  urgent  necessities  of  the  case  require. 

An  important  subject — the  establishment  of  an  extensive  navy  yard  and  depot — 
M«ms  to  have  attracted  the  attention  of  Congress  at  the  latter  part  of  the  last 
HMion,  and  is  worthy  of  deliberate  and  careful  consideration.  In  the  selection 
of  the  location  of  such  an  establishment  as  seems  to  have  been  contemplated, 
in  pioximiqr  or  remoteness  from  the  coast,  its  approaches  by  water  and  land, 
ht  advantages  of  defence,  depth  of  water  near  the  site,  liability  to  be  obstructed 
«r  encumbered  by  ice,  quality  of  water,  whether  fresh  or  salt,  and  its  effects 
npou  the  bottom  of  iron  vessels  in  harbor  or  when  laid  up  in  ordinary,  fadlities 
for  obtaining  workmen,  materials  and  supplies  of  all  kinds,  especially  iron  and 
coal,  adaptation  of  the  soil  to  the  construction  of  stone  dry-docks  and  other 
hravy  Btmctures,  sufficient  area  for  the  erection  of  alt  the  various  buildings  and 
mechsmcal  works  required  in  the  construction  of  ships  of  iron  and  wood,  with 
ample  space  for  wet-Basins  for  laying  up  vessels  in  ordinary  and  dty-docks  for 
thrir  repairs,  with  abundant  dock  and  wharf  accommodations  for  equipping 
ihipe.  and  the  reputation  of  the  vicinity  for  health,  are  aU  matters  which  merit 
veiy  careful  and  deliberate  investigation. 

In  my  opinion,  dock-yards  should  be  located  at  or  near  the  principal  cities, 
wlme  workmen  and  materials  and  stores  of  all  kinds  can  be  readily  obtained. 

The  problem  whether  vessels-of-war  should  be  built  entirely  of  iron,  or  of 
wood  with  iron  plating,  has  not  yet  been  solved.  Numerous  experiments  have 
been  made  and  are  still  making,  both  by  our  own  and  foreign  gOTemments,  but 
ihtu  br  no  results  have  been  obtained  which  are  sufficiently  decisive  to  induce 
u*  power  to  adopt  exclusively  either  mode  of  construction.  In  either  case, 
however,  in  future,  iron  must  be  more  extensively  used  in  the  construction  of 
our  ships  than  heretofore,  and  consequently  it  becomes  necessary  that  the  most 
ample  means  for  the  preparation  of  heavy  iron-work  should  be  provided  either 
al  some  new  establishment  or  at  some  of  the  dock-yards  now  in  existence.  If 
it  be  intended  by  the  department,  as  intimated  in  your  r^orts  to  the  committee 
of  Congress,  of  dates  March  25  and  June  9,  1863,  to  prepare  a  navy  yard  for 
the  conatmction  and  repairs  of  iron  vessels  alone,  then  the  buildings,  machinery, 
and  appointments  would  be  limited  to  the  requirements  for  such  work ;  and  as 
the  extent  to  which  iron  will  supersede  wood  in  the  construction  of  vesaels-of- 
ni  is  yet  a  problem  to  be  solved,  the  buildings  of  such  a  yard,  exclusively  for 
iron-work,  might  be  of  wood,  as  in  some  of  our  best  private  establishments,  and 
coDseqsently  of  a  less  costly  and  permanent  character  than  for  a  complete  dock- 
yard, equipped  for  all  purposes.  If  it  should  be  decided  not  to  establuh  another 
dock-yoid,  then  New  York  is  the  onlv  yard  affording  sufficient  space  to  erect 
tbe  ir<»ka  oeceMaiy  for  such  an  establishment  u  seenu  to  be  contemplated.  At 
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tliu  yard  there  axe  tixeaAj  nuoT  ftcQitiefl  fer  Ae  iwpid  exemtfioii  of  woik,  W 
to  provide  the  means  for  extensire  opentione  m  iron,  large  approfouitiou  wS 
BtiU  be  required. 

It  waa  formerly  thought  good  policy  to  eatabliab  navy  yards  near  the  eoiK. 
where  access  waa  eaiy  and  economical.  Recent  events,  bowerex,  «e^  to  bin 
excited  some  doubta  as  to  the  practicability  of  constructing  battcriea  oo  Am 
of  Buffident  power  to  prevent  llie  passage  of  iron-eased  veaaek  into  onr  lurbaL 
If  these  donbta  are  weU-faonded,  then  pmd^ice  would  dictate  the  kicatioB  d 
navy  yards  at  points  more  remote  from  the  sea,  or  the  immediate  constnutia 
of  powerful  floating  batteries  and  steam-rams,  armed  with  tbi'  approved  ordosiM 
capable  of  resisting  the  attacks  of  the  most  heavily  armed  sKips ;  and  th« 
shonld  be  provided  for  all  our  principal  harbors,  where  large  commercial  dom 
are  located. 

PORTSMOUTH,   N.  H. 

None  of  the  works  of  improvement  which  have  been  aotboriied  at  tiiii  jfri 
were  completed  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  Those  which  have  been  in  pn^ns 
and  are  yet  incomplete  are  the  floating  dry -dock,  and  repairs  of  all  kii^;  "i 
upon  these  objects  there  has  been  expended  during  the  year,  fi^  tnatcivli 
<6,651  89,  and  for  labor  ¥14,965  46,  making  ana^regate  of  <31.617  35. 

The  floating  dock  has  been  kept  in  working  order ;  but,  from  the  p 
nature  of  the  material  of  which  it  is  constructed,  frequent  repairs  a 
watchfulness  and  care  are  necessary  for  its  preservation.

Flans  and  estimates  are  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  IWI. 
tat  the  following  objects,  viz :  For  boat-house  and  carpenters'  riiop,  painl^k^ 
Bbhop's  derrick,  rul-tracks  through  the  yard,  koee-dock  wall,  repairs  of  ftMQif 
dock,  and  for  repairs  of  all  kinds,  amounting  in  the  aggr^ate  to  Ibe  emt  d 
•132,362. 

Boat-koiue  and  earpaUen'  tkop. — The  extension  of  the  machtne-eh«f)  ti 
smithery,  anthorized  at  the  late  session  of  Congreee,  rendered  the  naaanl  4 
the  old  frame  building  formeriy  occupied  as  a  boat-house,  carpenters'  sbcp.  i^ 
paint-shop,  unavoidable ;  and  hence  it  now  becomes  neceesary  to  provide  otbv 
accommodations  for  the  workmen  engaged  in  these  bianchee.  It  is  propowil  > 
erect  good,  permanent,  and  convenient  shops,  at  another  point  in  the  jvi- 
where  they  will  be  in  more  immediate  and  convenient  connexion  with  stte 
similar  workshops. 

Paini-thcp. — This  shop  was  fiirmerly  located  in  the  old  wooden  baiMB( 
recently  removed,  and  the  workmen  now  have  no  suitable  aocontmodaticaf  St 
the  storage  of  materials,  or  for  executing  such  work  as  can  be  done  in  show-  It 
is  deemed  most  prudent  to  place  this  department  in  a  building  separated  &<■ 
the  others,  and  therefore  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  buflding  of  brick  in  an  boliW 
position,  and  of  dimensions  adequate  to  the  business  of  tbe  department 

Bithop't  derrick. — The  masting  sheers  at  this  yard  have  be«j  in  use  ■■? 
rears,  and  are  much  decayed.  They  are  regarded  as  unsafe  for  laisiDg  vnv 
heavy  weights,  and  an  accident  to  them,  while  raising  a  heavy  mast  or  boair. 
might  be  attended  with  most  serious  damage  to  the  vessel  under  then,  h  » 
therefore  considered  indispensably  necessary  that  means  should  be  prorided  fi* 
executing  such  heavy  work  with  safety ;  and  tbe  machine  known  as  Kth^** 
derrick  being  regarded  as  the  most  convenient,  safe,  and  efficient,  aa  eatiDiU' '' 
submitted  for  the  purchase  of  one  of  sufficient  strength  and  capacity  to  ram  -•• 
the  requirements  of  the  yard. 

Rail-tratJtt. — It  is  proposed,  as  a  matter  of  economy,  to  lay  tracks  froa  ^ 
storehouses  and  principal  workshops  to  the  wharves,  for  the  more  expeditioas,  0i 
consequently  cheaper,  transportation  of  stores  and  heavy  articles.    It  is  lidt*n] 
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lut  by  tbe  intradnction  of  mil-tracka  the  Baving  in  cost  of  transportation  of 
eavy  articles  from  one  part  of  the  yard  to  another  will,  in  a  short  time,  com- 
ensate  for  the  oatlay  for  the  rail-tracks. 

Kaee-dinJc  trail. — This  wall  has  long  been  in  a  falling  condition,  and  by  the 
QDstnictioD  of  the  new  shops  the  knee-dock  will  he  reduced  in  area;  and  it  is 
lopoied  to  remove  the  old  wall,  extend  the  knee-dock  to  its  former  dimenf>ionB, 
□il  build  a  permanent,  strong  wall,  connecting  the  foundery  with  the  ordnance 
uirehonse.  TUis  object  is  of  primary  importance,  and  is  necesaary  for  the 
Karity  of  the  materials  in  the  dock,  as  a  portion  of  the  wall  mnet  necessarily 
e  rrnoTed  to  erect  the  new  ehopa  authorised  by  the  laat  Congreaa. 

Repairt  ^  Jloatimg  dock. — This  structure,  being  of  wood,  requires  constant 
«re  and  frequent  rspaire.  It  ia  therefore  neceaaary  that  an  annual  appropriation 
loold  be  made  for  Uiia  object,  that  the  dock  may  alwaya  be  kept  in  readiness 
ir  nse,  when  required  for  the  public  veeseU. 

Repair*  of  aU  kind*. — The  eatimatea  auhmitted  for  repairs  on  existing 
oproTements  are  baaed  on  the  cxpenditorea  of  paatyeara.  The  appropriationa 
ir  the  huit  three  yeara  have  been  ao  limited  that,  with  the  etrictett  economy, 
lany  important  repairs  have  unavoidably  been  deferred.  The  painting  and 
'pairs  of  all  the  yard  buildings  and  quartere,  when  required ;  repairs  and 
-Fanin^  of  aewera  and  draina ;  proper  aecurity  and  safety  of  bridges,  landings, 
id  ptatforraa,  docks,  reaervoira,  and  ciatemB ;  and  the  other  objects  which  require 
instant  care  and  attention,  are  provided  for  in  these  estimates,  and  the  sum 
iked  for  will  be  no  more  than  adequate  for  the  purpose. 


The  works  of  improvement  which  have  been  completed  at  thia  yard  during 
le  pa^t  fiscal  year  are :  bobbins  and  other  machinery  for  the  ropewalk,  floating 
ite  piers  at  entrance  of  dry-dock,  boiler-ahop,  brass  foundery,  machine-shop, 
achinery  and  fonndery,  and  drain  from  main  entrance.  On  these  several 
ejects  there  has  been  expended  during  the  year,  for  materials  $2,409  82,  and 
r  labor  $2,967  57,  making  an  a^regatc  of  S5.377  39. 

The  works  which  have  been  in  progresa  during  the  past  year,  but  which  are 
>t  yet  completed,  are  machinery  for  machine-shop,  completing  machine-shop, 
tinting  bnildings,  coal-shed  wharf,  masting  sheers,  and  repairs  uf  all  kinds. 
D  these  objects  there  has  been  expended  during  the  year  the  sum  of 
<S,429  19. 

Under  the  head  of  "machinery  for  machine-ahop,"  a  large  quantity  of 
achiaery  haa  been  built  in  the  yard,  or  purchased,  and  put  in  successful  oper- 
ton.  Two  Bt«am-hammers  have  been  purchased,  and  ore  now  in  process  of 
ecdon.  Under  the  head  of  "  completing  machine-ahop,"  the  work  is  nearly 
tirhed,  nothing  remaining  to  be  done  but  the  doors,  all  of  which  are  in  pro- 
ess,  and  will  be  completed  this  fall.  With  the  appropriation  for  "  painting 
lildiogs,"  the  storehouses  and  shops,  and  one  of  the  ship-houses,  have  been 
omtigbly  painted.  The  work  under  thie  head  is  completed,  and  would  have 
■en  BO  reported  but  for  the  delay  in  Bending  in  a  part  of  ihe  bills  for  materialo, 
coiuteqnence  of  which  the  accounts  cannot  yet  be  closed. 
The  work  upon  the  coal-shed  wharf  is  in  a  good  state  of  progresa,  and  will 
obabl^  be  completed  this  year. 

The  maiiting  aheers  are  auhstantially  completed,  the  work  now  remaining  to 
:  done  being  the  raising  and  securing  the  iron  backstays. 
The    amount  eipeuded  under  the  head  of  contingent  during  the  past  fiscal 
■Jtr  ia  «230,520  46. 

Plans  and  estimates  are  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jnne  30,  I864, 
r  the    following  objects,  viz ;  For  repaying  around  dry-dock  and  relaying 
rface  drains;  for  joiners' shop  and  peters' loft;  for  extension  of  sheer  wharf 
▼OL.  Ill 36 
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fiir  additional  expenees  on  honec  for  heavy  forging  bammer ;  and  fcff  repun  of 
all  kinds,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  9278,566. 

Repaving  aromtd  dry-dock  and  reiaytng  tvrfaee  draint. — The  aiea  RTonud 
the  dty-dock  is  more  constantly  used  than  anj  other  eqnal  portion  of  the  ytrd. 
There  is  an  immenae  amount  of  heavy  hanling  over  tbie  apace,  and  the  pave' 
menli  which  ia  of  cohble  atone,  is  mnch  ent  up,  and  has  settled  in  places  when 
it  was  laid  upon  the  new  filling  around  the  dock.  The  aurCace  drainB  have  be- 
come injured  from  the  same  causes.  The  whole  work  is  in  a  bad  condidnn.  ud 
requires  a  complete  and  thorough  renewal.  It  ia  proposed  to  adopt  the  block 
pavi'ment  instead  of  the  cobble  stone,  and  relay  the  drains  in  a  more  pemumect 
manner. 

Joiner*'  thop  andpainUrt'  /^.— The  building  now  occupied  by  the  joiners 
is  not  well  adapted  to  the  work  of  that  department.  Since  its  eonstruetioa  nu- 
chinery  has  been  introduced  for  many  kinds  of  work  at  that  time  done  by  hwd 
labor,  which  was  not  contemplated  either  in  the  arrangement  or  conBtmctioD  «! 
tlie  building.  It  is,  however,  well  located  and  adapted,  and  much  uceded  for 
the  rigger's  work,  which  can  hardly  be  said  to  be  provided  for  at  all,  bring  cod- 
fined  to  the  roof  of  this  building  which  at  times  is  overloaded  to  an  extent  ttit 
endangers  the  stability  of  the  whole  structure.  It  is  therefore  proposed  to  erect 
a  new  building  for  the  joiners'  department,  to  be  arranged  to  accommodate  all 
the  various  machines  now  used  in  the  manufocture  of  joiners'  work,  to  appro- 
priate the  space  in  the  roof  for  the  painters,  and  to  convert  the  preeent  jomere' 
shop  into  a  rigging-loft  and  storerooms. 

Extension  of  tkeer  vtharf. — Nothing  is  more  needed  at  this  station  than  an 
extension  both  of  the  fronts  and  area  of  this  wharf,  which  is  the  only  poiDl  in 
the  yard  at  which  a  large  vessel  can  be  conveniently  fitted  for  sea.  The  addi- 
tion will  give  a  front  of  three  hundred  feet  for  laige  vessels  and  a  slip  Bafficiral 
to  admit  two  small  ones,  and  will  be  a  great  and  important  acquisition,  addii^ 
much  to  the  convenience  and  efficiency  of  the  yard. 

Addilicmat  expentei  on  houiejior  hea»yff>rging  hanmer. — Towardi  the  doee 
of  the  last  session  of  Congress  an  estimate  was  submitted  for  the  erection  of  i 
Bteam-hamnier  at  this  yard.  That  estimate  was  based  upon  the  cost  of  similu 
but  smaller  works  at  another  yard,  there  being  no  time  to  prepare  the  plans  b 
detail  or  to  ascertain  the  actual  cost.  Since  that  time,  particular  examinationi 
of  the  various  kinds  of  steam-hammers  now  in  use  and  nunute  investigations  of 
details  have  been  made,  and  it  ia  ascertained  that  the  amount  appropriated  ii 
the  last  session  is  not  sufficient  to  erect  a  steam-hammer  and  bnilaing.  with  fur- 
naces, cranes,  &c.,  in  that  thorongh  and  substantial  manner,  or  of  the  ma|iii- 
tude,  which  the  good  of  the  service  demands.  It  therefore-  becomes  necesui; 
to  ask  for  an  additional  sum  for  this  object 

RepaiTM  of  all  kind*. — The  amount  asked  for  under  this  head  is  for  rebnildiii^: 
a  portion  of  the  boundary  wall  on  Chelsea  street;  for  repairing  roads  sail 
wtdks,  CBrpentere'  shop,  and  storehouses,  ofBces,  officers'  honacB.  indnding 
water  fixtures,  drainage  of  the  yard,  wharves,  docks,  and  such  other  objects  u 
may  require  it.  It  is  believed  that  tlie  sum  named  will  be  required  tbi  the 
proper  protection  and  preservation  of  the  public  property. 


The  works  of  improvement  which  have  been  completed  at  this  yard  dnnDg 
the  past  fiscal  year  are  Bcwer  on  Flushing  avenue,  water  pipca  and  hydrants. 
machine-shop  floor,  and  railroad  in  new  store.  The  amount  expended  on  tbeW 
objects  for  materials  and  labor  daring  the  year  is  SS7,38S  24. 

The  works  which  have  been  in  progress,  but  which  are  not  completed,  an 
boilers  and  machinery,  hoisting  apparatus  in  storehouse,  dredging  channel?,  re- 
pairs of  diy-dock,  floor  of  moold-loft,  bilge-blocks  for  diy-dock,  and  lepain  ot 
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■fl  kmJS;  and  on  these  objects  there  has  been  expended  dnrtng  the  year  tbe 
nim  of  $99,246.  Tbe  works  bave  all  progressed  rapidly  and  in  a  very  satis- 
&etory  manner  under  tbe  supervision  of  the  present  able  constructing  eng^eer. 
The  amonnt  expended  daring  the  fiscal  year  nnder  the  bead  of  contingent  is 
SIG3,182  64. 

Plans  and  estimates  are  submitted  for  tbe  fiecal  year  ending  June  30,  1864, 
for  the  following  objects  viz:  for  continuation  of  quay  wdl,  new  foundery, 
dains,  paring  and  flagging,  water-pipes  and  hydrants,  filling  low  places,  re- 
pairs of  dry-dock,  chain-cable  shop,  railways,  officers'  houses,  bakery  and 
Tiachinery,  niacbinery  for  machine-shop,  foundery,  boiler-shop  and  pattcm'Shop, 
arge  chnck-latbe  for  turning  large  rings  for  turrets  on  gnu  batteries,  and  ibr  le- 
Mirs  of  all  kinds,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  1463,003. 

ComttMttatitM  of  quag  wall. — This  important  work  has  been  suspended  for 
ome  time  past,  in  consequence  of  a  want  of  means  to  carry  it  on.  The  great 
leeesaity  for  its  steady  progress  and  early  completion  has  been  frequently  nrged, 
Jid  tbe  BDspension  of  tbe  work  has  caused  much  inconrenicncc  and  additional 
xpense.  "llie  old  wharf  front  la  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition,  and  it  is 
ameatly  desired  that  the  appropriation  now  asked  for  will  be  granted. 

NeteJintitdeTy. — Notwithstanding  the  various  means  which  have  been  resorted 
a  to  iuciease  the  capacity  of  tbe  foundery,  it  is  far  from  being  able  to  meet  all 
he  demands  of  tbe  service,  especially  at  this  time,  when  so  much  is  required. 
The  smilhery,  too,  has  proved  Insufficient  to  accommodate  the  number  of  work- 
len  requir^,  and  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  new  foundery,  of  enlarged  dimen- 
ions,  and  convert  the  present  building  into  an  additional  smithery.  By  this 
rrangement  the  capacity  of  both  departments  will  be  materially  increased,  the 
optponuy  Btmctures  may  be  dispeused  with,  and  tbe  work  of  tbe  two  dcpart- 
Knts  performed  in  a  more  expeditions  and  satisfactory  manner. 

Jh-aau,  paxnng,  anA  fiaggiftg. — A  large  portion  of  the  surface  of  this  yard  is 
t  a  small  elevation  above  high  water,  and  is  nearly  level.  During  the  winter 
lonths  maeh  inconvenience  is  experienced  from  tbe  difficulty  of  drainage,  and 
:is  necesaary  to  adopt  a  system  of  large' drains  and  reservoirs,  that  tbe  water 
ny  be  talcen  from  tbe  surface  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Good  roads  are  much 
•aded  to  facilitate  the  hauling  of  heavy  materials  over  parts  of  the  yard  which 
n  in  eooetant  nse.  Tbe  amonnt  asked  for  this  object  is  much  needed  to  pro- 
Me  the  economical  execution  of  work  in  this  part  of  the  yard. 

Waier-pipe*  and  Aj/draHlt. — Much  benefit  bas  been  derived  from  the  water- 
^ea  mad  hydrants  which  have  already  been  provided,  but  some  portions  of 
K  yard  are  not  yet  supplied  with  water,  and  it  is  proposed  to  extend  these 
^ea  and  procure  an  additional  number  of  hydrants,  which  will  add  greatly  to 
■ft  comfort  of  those  employed  in  the  yard,  and  increase  the  means  for  protecting 
H  public  property  against  fire. 

FiUimg  low  plaee*. — A  large  space,  upon  what  is  called  the  Griffin  purchase, 
M  been  filled  in  to  within  about  two  feet  of  grade,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that 
lis  space  should  be  filled  up  to  the  proper  grade  with  loam  and  gravel,  to  pre- 
■re  it  for  building  purposes.  This  part  of  the  yard,  when  filled  and  graded, 
in  add  oeveral  acres  to  the  area,  and  will  be  extremely  useful  far  storage  as 
-ell  ■■  for  sites  for  bnildings.  Tbe  working  part  of  the  yard  is  small,  and 
eoomin^  leea  by  the  erection  of  every  new  building;  and  the  filling  and  grading 
F  this  ground,  therefore,  becomes  of  serions  importance,  and  is  urgently  rocom- 
«ded- 

Bitpair*  of  dry-Jack^—ka  appropriation  is  needed  for  painting  the  gates  and 
iiMoo,  Stopping  leaks  at  the  b«id  of  the  dock,  and  for  occasional  repairs.  The 
nia  of  many  of  the'stones  bas  been  damaged  br  tbe  hurried  operations  about 
he  dock,  especially  since  April,  1661,  and  a  am^  sum  is  needed  to  repair  it 
od  place  the  work  in  a  state  less  liable  to  injury. 

C^aiat-c€t&U  thop. — If  tbe  new  foundery  now  proposed  is  anthorix^~pajt^^ 
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the  present  fotmdeiy  bnflding  can  be  need  for  a  climn-e&ble  shop,  for  which 
there  would  he  sufficient  room.  The  change  required  wonld  be  compantirely 
small,  conBisting  of  new  forges,  shears,  amaU  cranes,  a  testing  machine,  &x.;  soa 
as  large  qnantitics  of  the  chain  cables  manufactured  for  the  navy  are  placed  oq 
board  ships  at  this  yard,  it  is  beliered  to  be  economical  to  nunn&cture  them 
here  and  thus  save  large  amounts  now  expended  for  the  freight  and  tnuupotU- 
tion  of  these  heavy  articles. 

Railieayt. — The  railway  from  the  provuion  store  should  be  extended  to  the 
wharf  between  the  ship-houses  and  on  the  sontheast  side  of  the  lon|^  docL  A 
track  from  the  founderr  to  the  machine-shop,  wherever  located,  wonld  nmtb 
facilitate  the  moving  of  heavy  castiugB,  &:c.,  and  it  is  evident  that  by  an  appto- 
priatioQ  for  this  object  great  economy  and  despatch  of  business  would  be 
effected. 

Officeri'  hoiue*. — An  estimate  ia  submitted  for  the  erection  of  three  bonMs 
for  officers:  for  the  master,  the  chief  engineer,  and  naTal  constmctor.  The 
constant  presence  of  these  officers  is  very  desirable,  their  services  are  freqnendy 
required  at  night,  and  it  ia  important  that  they  should  be  at  all  times  witliin 
easy  reach  of  the  commandant,  so  that  their  services  may  be  available  at  uj 
moment. 

Bakery  and  machinery. — It  is  proposed  to  erect  at  this  station  a  hokerv  of 
sufficient  size  to  bake  one  hundred  and  twenty  barreb  of  floor  per  diem,  ud  fbc 
this  purpose  plans  and  estimates  are  submitted. 

Machinery  Jbr  maehine^hop,  Jbtntdery,  boiler  and  patiem  thopi. — These 
shops  are  all  supplied  with  a  large  amount  of  machinery  of  various  Idndi; 
Other  machines  are,  however,  necessary  to  render  the  shops  competent  to  meet 
the  heavy  demands  which  are  now  daily  made  upon  them.  The  object  is  lit 
important  one,  and  an  appropriation  for  it  is  strongly  urged. 

Jjarge  ektiek-latkxjor  turning  large  ringtjor  tttrretM  on  gun  ballerte*. — The 
recent  introduction  of  these  turrets  into  the  service  has  rendered  it  necessary  to 
provide  powerful  machinery  to  facilitate  their  manufacture.  Private  establisb- 
ments  arc  not  provided  with  the  proper  appliances,  and  as  the  government  onJ; 
requires  such  work,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  individuals  will  inenr  the 
expense  of  fitting  their  shops  for  such  work;  consequently  the  government  nnut 
either  pay  the  additional  cost  of  manufacture,  witn  insufficient  machinery, « 
provide  the  necessary  tools  at  some  of  the  yards  for  executing  the  work  in  » 
more  economical  manner.  The  latter  is  believed  to  be  the  most  judicious 
course,  and  therefore  an  estimate  is  sabmitted  for  a  portion  of  the  mschinetj 
deemed  of  first  importance. 

Repair*  of  all  kinde. — The  estimate  sabmitted  under  this  head  is  for  the 
annual  repairs  nf  the  various  workshops,  timber-sheds,  ehip-houees,  storehonses, 
officers'  quarters,  docks,  wharves,  roads,  fences  and  walls,  tanks,  cisterns,  dnioa, 
and  other  improvements,  and  is  necessary  to  keep  these  works  in  a  pnipei 
condition. 

PHtLADBLPBtA. 

No  works  of  improvement  have  been  In  progress  at  this  yard  during  the  put 
year  except  such  as  are  contionous.  They  arc  dr^ging,  dry-dock,  and  lepun 
of  all  kinds,  and  upon  these  there  has  been  expended  the  sum  of  $51,919  61. 

A  small  amount  of  dredging  has  been  done.  The  floating  dry-dock  has  betn 
in  constant  employment  during  the  year,  and  upon  it  a  large  number  of  veHeb 
have  been  replied.  The  necessary  repairs  have  been  put  np<»i  the  t*"^ 
buildings,  docks,  wharves,  and  other  improvements,  whicn  are  now  in  a  go<» 
state  of  preservation. 

The  amnant  expended  during  the  fiscal  year  trader  ike  head  of  e 
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)  submitted  for  the  Gacal  year  ending  June  30,  1864,  for  the 
lOowuisrobjects,  viz:  ForflaatmgdrT-dock,dredgiDg,  repairs  of  all  kmda.aDd  for 
le  porcbase  of  two  lots  adjoining  the  nav;  yasA,  extending  from  Front  street 
I  the  coDunisgioner's  line  on  the  Delaware  river,  npon  condition  that  a  more 
cieiuive  nary  yard  shall  not  be  provided  for  at  another  location,  amoonting,  in 
le  a^regate,  to  the  sum  of  $230,458. 

Floating  dry-dock. — Thia  stractore,  being  priucipally  of  wood,  requires  con- 
ant  watchfulness  and  care,  and  irequent  repaint.  The  present  exigencies  of  the 
rvice  &re  such  as  to  render  it  higbty  important  that  the  dock  shomd  always  be 
•pt  in  readiness  for  use;  and  its  services  could  not  be  dispensed  with  without 
rioas  detriment  to  the  public  interests.  In  the  estimate  for  tliis  object  an 
Aoont  is  iaeerted  for  an  additional  number  of  iron  floats  to  replace  uiose  of 
Tod,  which  are  rapidly  becoming  unfit  for  use. 

Dralging. — Thia  is  an  annual  expense  which  is  unavoidable.  It  Is  necessary 
maintain  a  sufficient  depth  of  water  for  working  the  floating  dock,  and  accom- 
>datin^  the  large  number  of  vessels  which  now  visit  the  yard. 
Repair*  of  all  kind*. — The  estimate  submitted  nnder  this  head  will  be  found 
eh  aa  la  neceesarr  for  the  proper  protection  and  preservation  of  the  various 
oldiDgB,  docks,  wharves,  and  other  improvements  in  the  yard. 
fitreKate  oftieo  lot*  adjoining  the  yard. — ^I'he  very  limited  area  of  this  yard 
s  been  the  cause  of  great  loss  and  inconvenience  during  the  past  year,  when 
e  amouDt  of  work  to  be  performed  has  vastly  exceeded  that  reqnired  at  any 
mer  period.  The  barcau  baa  often  urged  the  parcbase  of  additional  land  on 
t  south  aide  of  the  yard,  and  it  is  believed  that  land  can  still  be  obtained  in 
d  direction  at  reasonable  rates,  and  in  such  quantity  as  to  render  the  yard 
stly  more  efficient  and  valuable  than  it  now  is  with  its  present  limited  area,

Bi*hop't  derrick.— The  masting  sheers  at  this  yard  have  been  in  nee  many 
m,  and  are  defective ;  and  it  is  veiy  necessary  that  some  convenient  and 
able  atmcture  should  be  provided  for  masting  vesaels,  handling  boilers,  guna, 
1  other  heavy  articles.  The  derrick  known  as  Bishop's  patent  has  been  intro- 
xA  into  some  of  the  yards  and  found  to  answer  on  adinirable  purpose,  and 
be  mneh  more  convenient  than  the  old  style  of  inoeting  sheers.  An  estimate 
abnitted  for  one  of  these  derricks  as  the  beat  machine  for  accomplishing  the 
ired  object*-  Ct  OO^  Ic 
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Drpot  for  eoalfor  tteaMtrt.—'So  proper  place  hu  been  prondcj  for  titt 
stowage  of  coal  nir  eteamera'  lue,  and  as  it  is  piled  about  the  yiai  at  Tariou 
points,  there  ia  a  heavy  expense  incurred  for  cartage  and  pling,  bendes  Bndi 
loBB  of  coal.  It  ia  proposea  to  occupy  one  of  the  slips,  now  scldoin  naed  fet 
any  purposes  except  for  boats,  and  prepare  it  with  a  good  floor  and  widl  amnnd 
the  sides,  so  that  coal  may  he  received  from  the  vessels  and  landed  at  tb>>  pMU 
without  the  expense  of  cartage  or  piling.  It  may  also  be  delivered  to  staonen 
direct  from  the  pile,  and  thus  a  lai^  item  of  the  present  cost  will  be  sAved. 

Machinery  and  tooU. — To  supply  the  different  snops  with  the  toob  necanrr 
to  place  them  in  a  full  state  of  efficiency,  a  further  appropriation  is  needed  uda 
this  head.  The  lists  of  machinery  have  been  fhmishcd  by  the  master  wotk- 
men,  who  state  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  enable  them  to  execute  ik 
numerona  orders  upon  tbeir  shops  with  that  degree  of  promptnem  wfaidi  ^ 
public  interests  require. 

Repair)  ofallhindt — The  amount  asked  for  under  this  head  will  be  re^n«J 
to  raeet  the  demands  upon  it  for  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  officers'  qnaiUk 
ship-houseH,  timber-sheds,  workshops,  storehouses,  furnaces,  forges,  gas  and  nv 
pipes,  roads,  bridges,  walls  and  fences,  marine  railway,  wharves,  aud  otWr  i»- 
provements. 

MARE   ISLAND. 

The  works  of  improvement  which  are  reported  as  having  been  complrtcd  I 
this  yard  during  the  past  fiscal  year  are  the  gas-works  and  coopen'  shop.  Tb 
amount  expended  during  the  year  is,  for  materials  S3,496  10,  and  fm  hkf 
96,495  04,  making  an  aggregate  of  $9,991  14. 

The  works  which  have  been  in  progress,  but  which  are  not  yet  coBplnrd 
are  foundery  establishments,  &c..  Bishop's  derrick,  repairs  of  sectional  dock 
Bmithery,  and  repairs  of  all  kinds.  The  amount  expended  on  tbeee  «b}edi 
during  the  past  year  is  8181,818  69.

Plans  and  estimates  are  submitted  (or  the  fiscal  year  endine  June  30,  l5Ci 
for  the  following  objects,  vis :  Completing  officera'  houses,  giving  and  pavii^ 
foundery,  macbine-shop  and  equipment,  completiug  Bishop's  derrick,  r?p«n  i\ 
sectional  dock,  fitting  up  boiler-shop  in  smithery,  portable  enginee  with  markiMi? ' 
for  hoisting  for  yard  purposes,  cistern  and  gasholder  for  gas-works,  saw-uu 
commencing  stables,  commencing  coal-house  and  wharf,  commencing  aea-vd ' 
on  west  side  of  island,  and  Ibr  repairs  of  all  kinds,  amounting  in  tbe  i 
to  the  sum  of  3366,363. 

Cftmpleting  o^eri'  hornet. — These  houscB,  four  in  number,  are  weQ  » 
towards  completion,  and  they  are  much  needed  to  supply  the  wants  of  gfieM 
attached  to  the  yard,  who  are  subjected  to  great  inconvenience  and  exjMH 
from  tbe  want  of  proper  habitations  for  themselves  and  famiUes.  Tbe  w«k 
upon  the  buildings  has  been  suspended  during  the  paet  year  in  coBW^Doa' 
the  exhaustion  of  the  appropriation  for  their  completiou ;  tbe  woriu  nSer  W 
remaining  in  an  unfinished  state,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  amouil  lOT 
estimated  for  their  completion  should  be  appropriated.  At  the  last  weeam  d 
Congress  an  estimate  of  $53,933  was  submitted  for  the  completioo  of  tha 
buildings;  this  amount  was  made  np  asfbllows;  for  liquidating  excess  <f  ex- 
penditure over  the  appropriations,  S19,088  42 ;  for  completing  Nox.  7  W  X 
f  14,904 ;  for  completing  Nos.  1 1  and  13,  $80,000.  Towanls  tins  object  ■■  if 
propriation  of  $20,000  was  made,  with  the  proviso  "that  no  expenditiiR ■ 
completing  officers'  houses  shall  be  incurred  until  complete  plans  and  swute 
tions,  with  estimates  of  cost  in  detail,  shall  be  fjimished  to  and  ^proved  bj  tkl 
Secretary  of  the  Navy ;  and  the  work  shall  be  done  by  contract  afier  i*t  J 
public  advertisement  for  proposals ;  bnt  no  portion  of  this  appn^riatian  ibil 
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le  tipended  nnlesB  tho  work  can  be  completed  for  the  Bum  hereby  appropii- 
ilfd."  It  will  be  seen  that  if  the  amoont  which  has  actually  been  expended 
iTer  ud  above  the  amount  formerly  appropriated  be  deducted  from  this  appro- 
nution  of  $20,000,  there  will  remain  for  the  completion  of  the  buildings  only 
1971  58,  an  amount  utterly  inadequate  for  the  completion  of  any  one  of  the 
bur  honsee.  This  excess  of  expenditure  over  the  amount  appropriated  arose 
rom  the  fact  that  when  the  appropriation  was  exhausted  the  buildings  were  in 
ncIi  eonditioD  that  if  the  worV  had  been  suspended  and  the  houses,  in  their 
iDfinislied  state,  left  exposed  to  the  effects  of  the  rainy  season,  all  that  had 
leeD  done  would  have  b^n  very  materially  damaged;  and  it  was  deemed  that  a 
iroper  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  government  required  that  the  work  should 
imgreK,  and  under  these  circumstances  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  them  in 
nim  tlie  weather  was  borrowed  from  other  appropriations.  The  amount  now 
liked  ioc  (334,000)  it  is  believed  will  complete  the  buildinga,  and  in  view  of  the 
TtU  injury  that  Uiey  enstain  by  remaining  in  an  unfinished  state,  as  well  as 
li«  necessity  which  exists  for  their  early  completion,  it  is  strongly  ut^d  that 
he  imoQnt  now  submitted  be  appropriated;  and  as  the  plans  of  these  buildings 
lire  already  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
ind  M  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  showing  clearly  what  the  houses 
wjuire  to  render  them  complete  would  be  exceedingly  difficult,  it  is  further 
D^  diat  for  these  consideratione  the  restriction  upon  the  last  appropriation  be 
enored. 

Grading  and  paving. — ^Nothing  has  been  done  under  this  head  during  the 
M  two  years.  An  appropriation  of  S15,000  boa  been  made  and  is  now  avail- 
ible,  bnt  it  is  necessary  that  this  work  sboold  be  continued  for  making  suitable 
<Mdf,  preparing  the  sites  for  new  baildings,  and  filling  up  low  grounds  and 
rhuree,  especially  in  the  vicinity  of  the  foundery,  where  there  is  a  very  urgent 
iwrHdty  for  these  improvements.  An  estimate  is  therefore  submitted  for  the 
tmtiDiiation  of  the  work. 

Ftmndeng,  vtaehine-thop,  and  equipnumt. — The  work  upon  this  object  has 
>eea  u  vigorously  prosecuted,  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  as  its  nature  and  the 
min  available  for  it  would  allow,  and  very  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made, 
t  ia  hoped  that  the  amount  now  estimated  for  its  completion  will  be  appro- 
■luud,  that  the  establishment  may  be  speedily  brought  into  Bucceeeful  and 
mfiuble  operation. 

Cimpleiioit  of  BuAap'*  derrick. — This  machine  has  been  completed,  and  is 
oiue;  a  email  part  of  the  amount  asked  for  is  for  painting  and  purchase 
Uodu,  ibA  the  balance  to  hqnidate  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  the  original 
appropriation.  This  excess  arose  &om  the  fact  that  the  original  estimate  wag 
vtireiy  insufficient  to  complete  the  work,  and  the  pressing  wants  of  the  sei'vice 
rere  rach  as  to  render  it  absolutely  necessary  that  the  derrick  should  be  com- 
ilet«d.  Vessels  were  constantly  arriving  at  the  yard  requiring  the  aid  of  some 
'ppantns  of  the  kind  in  taking  out  masts,  boilers,  and  other  heavy  articles,  for 
■'hkli  no  means  had  been  provided,  and  the  public  interests  were  sufieHng  on 
hia  utonnt.  It  was  Uierefore  deemed  an  unavoidable  necessity  that  funds 
Md  be  borrowed  from  oth^  objects  to  complete  this  highly  important  and 
odiepentable  machine. 

^pairi  of  tectional  dacki—^avY  eitensiv*  repairs  have  recently  been  made 
■pon  a  portion  of  this  dock,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  sections  for  working  are 
w»  in  good  order.  There  are  other  eections,  however,  which  require  repairs; 
ud  is  the  whole  structure  is  of  a  perishable  character,  requiring  constant  care 
ud  mention,  and  frequent  repair,,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  these  snare 
'^'tioDs  should  be  put  in  good  order,  so  as  to  replace  any  of  the  others  which 
in*?  iail  or  require  repairs.  To  this  end  an  estimate  is  submitted,  and  it  may 
^  expected  that  some  appropriation  for  this  object  will  be  requued  annually, 
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otherwise  the  vhole  atnicture  rnuBt  go  to  deetmetion,  and  the  gorenmrat  U 
deprived  of  the  meane  of  Kpairing  the  bottoms  of  vessels  at  this  jard. 

Fitting  »ip  hoiler-thop  in  rmitheiy. — The  building  designed  for  the  boSni 
shop  is  in  progress,  but  aa  some  considerable  time  moat  elapse  before  it  can  b 
completed  and  brought  into  successful  operation,  and  aa  the  wants  of  the  serria 
imperatively  demand  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  a  temporary  Ap 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  boiler-makers,  it  is  proposed  to  appropriate  ud  i 
np  a  portion  of  the  smitbery  for  tbis  purpose.  A  small  amount  will  be  reqsiM 
for  this  object,  and  an  estimate  ia  submitted,  that  the  reqniremcnta  of  the  terrc 
may  be  mut  in  this  particular. 

Portable  engine*  with  machinery  Jar  hoiilingfor  yard  pwrpot*. — The  vtA 
these  labor-saving  machines  bas  become  almost  universal  in  all  cstabliduMU 
where  their  service  can  be  made  available,  and  there  is  no  yard  where  madii»^ 
of  this  kind  can  be  need  to  ercater  advantage  than  at  Mare  island,  where  1*N 
is  veiT  high.  The  cost  of  the  machinea  will  undoubtedly  be  compensiled  Ti 
in  a  short  time  by  the  amount  aaved  in  the  coat  of  labor.  Thia  object  it  n1 
sidered  very  important,  and  the  appropriation  is  stnmgly  urged. 

Cittern  and  gat-htdderjor  gat-work». — Theae  worka  have  been  tonpleitd. 
are  in  succcsBfuI  operation ;  the  gae  is  now  used  to  snch  an  extent  thit 
evident  the  capacity  of  the  holder  will  not  be  snfiBcient  to  meet  the  denutdi  fir 
a  more  extended  conaumption.  The  cistern,  or  tank,  in  wfaich  the  gu-koUsa 
placed,  ia  of  wood,  and  now  showa  evidence  of  decay,  and  it  is  propotKd  k>  n*- 
struct  a  larger  gas-holder  and  a  cistern  of  more  permanent  character.  Theanxad 
asked  for  this  object  is  small  in  comparison  with  its  importance,  and  it  it  hapeJ 
that  an  appropriation  will  he  granted. 

Saio-mt?/.— One  of  the  most  important  and  profitable  establishments  mi  vtt 
yard,  and  especially  at  Uare  island,  where  the  coat  of  labor  is  nwre  thaa  dooblr 
that  at  the  yards  on  the  Atlantic,  ia  a  well-arranged  saw-mill,  provided  «iik 
planing,  tongne  and  grooving,  tenoning,  morticing,  and  the  vaoons  othwlalar- 
saving  machines,  which  are  now  in  such  universal  use  throughout  the  eoontr 
It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  building  for  this  purpose,  having  in  view  aceonaaJ*- 
tions  for  most  of  the  numerous  machines  which  can  be  brooglit  intA  pro&taUr 
employment  in  the  preparation  of  timber  and  lumber  to  be  used  in  the  conrbw- 
tion  of  ships  or  buildings  upon  the  yard.  As  thia  object  ie  coneidered  one  <i 
very  great  importance,  an  appropriation  for  it  is  strongly  desired. 

Vumjneninng  ttahln.—A  good,  substantial  and  permanent  stable,  fcr  tk 
proper  protection  of  the  public  animals,  is  much  needed  ;  the  present  stabler  tr 
of  a  temporary  character,  and  will  soon  require  extensive  repair*,  and  ii  tt 
deemed  more  economical  to  erect  &  good  permanent  building  than  to  expo)' 
large  amounts  at  frequent  intervals  upon  these  temporary  stiTictuTea.  An  tiC- 
mate  for  the  object  is  therefore  submitted. 

Commencing  coal-hoiue  and  wharf. — The  necessity  of  an  estabEshment  'i 
thia  kind  ia  most  apparent,  viewed  rtbm  the  consideration  that  large  snpplie:  il 
coal  are  required  to  he  shipped  to  the  yard  and  kept  on  hand  for  tbe  use  uf  tb 
public  ships  on  this  station.  For  the  storage  of  this  coal  it  is  proposed  to  heM 
a  coal-house  upon  a  pier,  arranged  with  suitable  berths  to  accommodate  Btvnil 
ships  at  once,  and  the  bnilding  furnished  with  railways,  after  the  nsnai  bsbna 
of  such  works,  for  the  transportation  of  tbe  material  when  discharged  fron  ik 
vessels,  and  for  its  issue  to  government  ateamers.  An  estimate  ia  submitted  tn 
the  commencement  of  this  work,  which  is  deemed  of  much  importaace. 

Commencing  tea-wall  on  vxtt  tide  ofitland. — ^The  observations  made  dBfiaf 
the  occupation  of  this  island  have  demonstrated  the  rt^olar  ahraaiaB  od  a 
western  shore,  both  fkim  the  action  of  the  rains  and  the  wash  of  the  bay,  m  tbi 
a  very  marked  difierence  in  the  outline  of  the  shore  and  the  area  of  territery  ha 
been  made  apparent  within  a  few  years,  steadily  decreasing  the  aisonnt  at  ib 
latter  left  above  high-water  mark.    In  order  to  prevent  too  ^eriona  cActi  &m 
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thn  gradual  waiting  of  the  islsnd,  it  is  propoHed  to  be^n  upon  the  work  of 
iu  protertioii  by  erecting  a.  lov  wall  at  the  expoeed  pointB,  which  need  not  be 
other  than  a  cheap  strDctnre,  for  which,  posBiblj,  the  island  itself  ma^  fiirnish 
ilmndant  matemls.     An  eatimate  is  Bamnitted  for  the  conrniencement  ot  this 

Repairi  of  all  kinds. — The  amount  estimated  under  this  head  ie  such  as  will 
be  requited  for  the  annual  repairB  and  care  of  the  various  buildings,  docks, 
vhurres,  and  other  improvements. 

SACKBTT'S  HABBOR. 

The  onlj  expenditures  at  this  vsrd  during  the  past  year  hare  been  for  the 
uniial  repairs  of  the  bniidinga,  wharves,  and  fences ;  and  upon  these  objects 
dme  has  Deen  expended  during  the  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  31,000. 

Eetimates  ore  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1864,  for  the 
Dceeesary  repairs  and  protection  of  the  public  property,  amounting  to  the  sum 
of  31,500. 


Since  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  from  ibis  bureau,  possession  of  the 
ury  yard  at  this  place  has  been  regained  by  the  government.  The  yard,  how- 
evfT,  is  in  a  state  of  min,  most  of  the'  buildings  having  been  destroyed  by  fire 
tni]  serione  attempts  made  to  efiect  the  destruction  of  the  dry-dock.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  injury  sustained  by  this  work  is  such  as  can  be  readily  repaired 
tt  MRoe  fatnre  day  when  the  condition  of  the  country  may  be  such  as  to  war- 
nnt  the  expenditure  and  the  wants  of  the  service  require  it.  An  officer  has 
been  placed  in  command  of  the  yard,  and  charged  with  the  dnty  of  collecting 
meb  of  the  government  property  as  has  escaped  destruction.  Large  quantities 
ot  iron,  copper,  and  other  materials,  together  with  a  considerable  amount  of 
nlnable  machinery,  hate  been  recovered  and  sent  to  other  yards,  and  there  yet 
remains  a  large  quantity  of  government  property,  which  is  being  removed  as 
npdly  as  possible.  There  remained  in  the  treasury  a  tialance  of  appropria- 
tiiM  for  improvements  at  this  yard,  when  the  yard  was  taken  by  the  enemy, 
imounting  to  878,515  44.  A  portion  of  this  balance  is  being  expended  in 
cancelling  hills  due  at  the  date  of  secession,  and  for  collecting  materials. 

PBNSACOLA. 

The  yard  at  this  place  has  also  been  repossessed  by  the  government,  but,  like 
that  of  Norfolk,  was  found  a  mass  of  ruins,  the  buildings  having  been  burnt  and 
every  effort  made  to  destroy  all  the  govemmeat  property.  There  remained  in 
ihe  treasury  to  the  credit  of  improvements  of  this  yard,  when  the  yard  was 
tiken  by  the  enemy,  a  balance  ot  <40,207  38. 

A  tlatemtni  of  the  bidt  received  and  cmUraett  entered  into  by  this  bnrean, 
&r  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  June,  1863,  will  he  presented  at  as  early  a  day 
u  practicable. 


BeaUm. — For  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  hospital  buildines,  roads,  and  fences, 
and  for  the  care  of  the  public  grounds  at  Chelsea,  there  lias  been  expended 
during  the  past  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  t%5iA  84. 

Estttnates  are  snbmittcd  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  June,  1864,  for  the 
■nnnal  repairs  of  the  buildings,  roads,  walks,  and  fences,  amounting  to  the  sum 
of  •2,500. 

.Vew  York. — ^For  tho  neceosary  repairs  of  the  various  buildings,  fences,  roads. 
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and  other  improTentents  belonging  to  thia  establiehment,  there  has  bees  a- 
pended  during  the  past  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  t6,043  99. 

EstimateB  are  soomitted  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  June,  1884,  (or  it- 
pairs  of  existing  improvements,  for  repaiis  and  increase  of  appsratne  b  UIxm- 
toty,  and  for  temporary  addition  to  hospital  accommodations,  amounting,  in  the 
aggregate,  to  the  sum  of  S!!2,000.  The  amount  asked  for  repairs  a  ftbont  the 
usual  sum  appropriated.  The  capacity  of  the  present  hospital  building  ii  n- 
tirely  inadequate  to  furnish  acconuuodations  for  tlie  large  number  of  stcku^ 
wounded  requiring  treatment  and  care,  and  it  has  been  neceesaiy  to  obua 
quarters  elsewhere  for  man;  of  the  patients.  This  is  very  inconTenknt  ui 
expensive,  and  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  temporary  addition  to  the  present  biSJ- 
ing,  so  that  the  sick  may  be  at  all  times  under  the  immediate  obserration  «f  the 
medical  officers.  By  this  arrangement  the  expense  of  providing  nwui  fie 
warming  and  lighting  the  new  building,  as  well  as  the  conveniences  forcwkiif 
and  a  supply  of  water)  will  be  almost  entirely  saved,  as  the  supply  of  bai. 
light,  and  water  in  the  present  building  is  amply  eoScient  to  furnish  thet^- 
templated  enlai^mcnt.  This  appropriation  is  much  needed,  and  is  stnagif 
aiged. 

Naval  AryHm,  Philadelphia. — The  amount  expended  at  this  institntioD  dn- 
ins;  the  past  fiscal  year  for  furniture  and  repturs  to  the  same,  houBC-clesniiig  ud 
whitewashing,  repairs  to  furnaces,  grates,  and  ranges,  gas  and  water  rent,  pfr 
eral  repairs  to  the  hospital  building,  and  for  the  support  of  the  beuefieiariu. '» 
$36,725  54. 

Estimates  are  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  June,  1864,  for  fo- 
uiture  and  repairs  of  same,  house-cleaning  and  wMtewashing,  repun  to  hi- 
uaces,  grates,  and  ranges,  gas  and  water  rent,  improvement  of  chapel  sod 
grounds,  library  of  asylum,  hospital,  and  repairs  of  all  kinds,  and  for  uk  Re- 
port of  beneficiaries,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $32,900. 

Wathington. — The  amount  expended  for  the  lepairs  of  thia  building  dnraj 
the  past  fiscal  year  is  $144  26. 

For  the  next  fiscal  year  no  further  appropriation  is  required. 

Mare  iiland. — No  provision  has  yet  been  made  at  the  yard  for  the  awm- 
modation  of  the  sick,  and  it  is  deemed  important  that  preparations  for  thiG  objrd 
should  be  made,  as  the  necessity  for  it  is  beginning  to  be  more  and  more  ^ 
from  the  iDcreasing  demands  of  the  service  in  that  quarter.  An  esdmale  i> 
therefore  submitted  for  the  commencement  of  a  suitable  building  for  this  pupae-

\teea  some  caaes  of  inenbordination,  requiring  the  interference  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  for  gross  violation  of  the  rales  the  offenders  have  been  dismiaaed  and 
deprived  of  the  beuelita  of  the  institution.  Generally  the  conduct  of  the  bene- 
Sciaries  has  been  good,  and  they  have  exhibited  a  proper  appreciation  of  the 
liberality  of  the  government  in  fnmisbing  this  comfortable  home  for  thcmi  after 
being  no  longer  able  to  obtain  a  support  by  labor.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  ORDNANCE. 

Bureau  op  Ordnancs,  Navy  Dbpabtmbnt, 

November  22,  1662. 

Sli  :  The  following  is  respectfully  BDbmttted  in  explftnation  of  the  present 
mditioD  and  probable  neceBeities  of  the  Ordnance  of  toe  Navy: 

The  existing  criaie  found  this  branch  of  the  pnblic  defence  entirely  nnpre- 
lored  for  so  great  an  emet^ncy.  The  qoantities  of  cannon  and  of  powder 
'Iticb  were  on  hand  might  have  been  sufficient  for  the  navy  as  it  then  was ; 
ot  the  large  number  of  vesaels  that  were  added  to  it  so  rapidly  rendered  it 
or  embarras«ing  to  provide  for  them  the  requisite  supplies. 

It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  return  to  service  most  of  the  older  artillery 
4ich  had  been  superseded  by  newer  and  more  powerful  calibres,  and  to  exert 
U  poscibic  means  to  procore  powder  for  immediate  consnmptiao. 

Bad  onr  Navy  been  on  a  footing  commensorate  with  the  obvious  wants  of  the 
ounlry  for  ordinary  purposes,  these  difficulties  And  anxieties  would  not  have 
ten  experienced. 

I  feet  it,  therefore,  to  be  my  first  duty  to  urge  that  suitable  provision  of 
rdnance  materitd  be  made  for  probable  future  necessities  of  the  Navy. 

Most  important  among  them  is  nitre,  which  enters  so  largely  into  the  com- 
osittoD  of  ^npowder  that  it  may  be  said  to  be  gunpowder  itself,  with  some 
light  additions  of  sulphur  and  charcoal  under  proper  combination. 

it  a  Dot  produced  naturally  in  this  country,  nor  by  any  other  but  India,  ex- 
ipt  in  insignificant  quantities. 

Uindostan  alone  supplies  the  whole  world,  which  beingaBritish  dependency, 
laces  us  entirely  at  the  mercy  or  caprice  of  that  power  for  oar  stock  of  tlUs 
isential  article. 

We  have  already  received  an  impressive  warning  of  the  promptness  with 

bich  this  supply  may  be  cut  off.     For  when  the  Trent  affair  occurred,  the 

uited  States  possess^  several  thousand  tons  of  nitre  just  about  to  be  shipped 
om  England.  This  was  detained  under  a  general  order  of  the  government 
mhibiting  the  exportation  of  nitre,  and  remained  useless  to  us  for  some  months, 
Mil  the  British  authorities  chose  to  allow  it  to  egress. 

No  argument,  therefore,  is  needed  to  sustaia  the  policy  of  providing  against 
le  recorrence  of  such  a  difficulty. 

Wherefore,  among  the  earliest  measures  which  I  adopted  in  entering  the 
lureau  was  to  resort  to  all  possible  means  to  secure  a  stock  of  nitre,  domestic 
ud  foreign,  which  baa  so  far  succeeded  as  to  place  our  Navy  beyond  the  dan* 
tt  of  immediiilA  necessities ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  add  that  there  is  a  reason- 
ble  prospect  of  obtaining  a  large  amount  from  our  own  resources. 

I  recommend,  however,  that  suitable  appropriations  be  now  made  so  as  to 
live  this  policy  an  authorized  and  more  extended  form,  by  the  purchase  of  large 
jnanlitics  of  nitre  and  the  erection  of  proper  depositories  for  its  safe-keeping. 

These  items  are  asked  for  in  the  estimates. 

The  course  of  events  baa  indicated  the  necessity  of  suitable  interior  depots 
or  naval  cannon  and  stores. 

In  the  West,  one  or  more  of  these  should  bo  located  upon  a  principal  water- 
rouTsc,  to  which  the  United  States  gunboats  on  the  Mississippi  and  Ohio 
vitTi  can  have  ready  access,  and  receive  promptly  their  suppHcH  of  cannon, 
'hot,  shells,  and  other  munitions  of  war,  which  are  now  furnished  tardily  and 
riih  great  difficulty  from  distant  points. 
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An  interior  depot  is  sIbo  required  to  receive  nod  secure  (be  powder  vbieh  u 
to  enpply  the  small  magazines  on  the  rivere,  and  to  store  the  nitre,  Bolphv,  and 
other  materials  that  are  best  kept,  for  a  long  time,  in  their  original  conditioii. 

In  the  EaAt,  there  should  be  an  interior  depot  for  the  same  pnrpoee.  Beove 
it  is  exceedingly  unsafe  to  hold,  aa  we  now  do.  the  entire  stock  of  po*dfT  clJ 
other  Btores  at  our  Navy  yards,  where  they  may  be  exposed  to  attack  sftwud, 
or  be  very  troublesome  to  dispose  of  if  hostile  operations  occor  tm  in  ihdr 
vicinity. 

These  interior  depots  should  have  ready  commtmication,  by  nulroad  oi  end 
with  the  exterior  receptacles  for  immediate  consumption. 

The  appropriations  suggested  in  the  estimate  for  (his  purpose  are  nun.  mi 
rather  intended  to  ascertain  the  wishes  of  Congreaa  and  give  immediate  tbtft 
to  the  measure  than  to  fix  its  limit. 

Of  the  estimatAS  presented  I  can  only  say  that  they  an  no  gnater  thn  dr 
present  wants  of  the  country  demand.  Nominally  they  are  very  little  piatn 
than  those  of  the  preceding  year.  In  reality  they  are  just  as  much  lew  m  tk 
difference  that  may  exist  oetween  the  government  paper  and  the  OMtii& 
standard 

It  would  he,  pnhaps,  safer  to  increase  than  diminish  them. 

As  for  the  distribution  among  the  several  objects,  it  is  very  geoenl.  ind  n*- 
voidably  so ;  because  it  would  be  as  impossible  to  define  precisely  what  wiD  ^ 
wanted  as  it  is  to  say  to  what  objects  the  funds  will  be  applied  for  an  ««■' 
year,  beginning  eight  months  hence. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  promptness  with  which  the  p> 
▼ate  fonnduries  have  met  the  demands  on  tbem  ftom  the  Bureau. 

There  Is,  in  my  opinion,  no  class  of  persons  engaged  in  thesernceof  thrfr- 
emment  who  better  earn  what  is  paid  to  them. 

The  business  is  only  remunerative  when  successftil,  the  risk  is  eoneidifilt. 
and  the  closest  inspection  is  maintained  on  the  whole  of  the  worit. 

Besides  the  firms  who  have  been  for  a  long  time  engaged  in  Uie  biitiiK»*<' 
eral  others  have  offered  and  received  orders,  so  that  there  are  now  sem  p** 
establishments  engaged  in  making  cannon  for  the  navr,  via:  Kaap&Kvi 
Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania;  Alger  k  Co.,  Boston,  Uassacnnsetts ;  B.  P.  FhM:- 
Cold  Spring,  New  York ;  J.  Sparrow,  Portland,  Maine ;  Hinckley  ft  WiDa*- 
Boston,  Massachusetts;  Z.  Chafee,  Providence,  Rhode  Island;  Sijttrt  t 
UcManns,  Beading,  Pennsylvania. 

It  is  a  natural  consequence  that  the  business  of  expending  an  approwi*** 
fifteen  to  twenty  times  as  great  as  formerly  should  call  for  a  conwpoaoa?  ■=■ 
crease  of  officials  to  see  that  this  work  is  falthfhily  executed. 

The  single  clerk  allowed  by  the  recent  law  is  entirely  insufScient ;  vha^ 
I  have  asked  for  the  number  that  is  now  needed. 

An  additional  condensation  is  also  asked  for  the  clerks  employed  m  ihnAt 
of  the  ordnance  yard  ;  91.000  a  year  for  capable  men  who  work  tmn  Ml^iM 
to  sunset  is  a  veiy  inadequate  remuneiation. 

The  officers  attached  to  the  ordnance  yard  should  reside  in  it;  which  hu^ 
been  usual  hitherto,  nor  indeed  possible,  for  want  of  quarters.  'I'fae  wotfc  p" 
on  by  night  as  well  as  by  day — heavy  requisitions  have  to  be  met  at  all  l**"- 
and  there  la  a  large  amount  of  public  property  to  be  cared  for,  particolw'?' _'■'' 
cnmulations  of  powder.  So  that  the  presence  of  the  officers  is  indi^p'o'**'^ 
and  there  being  no  suitable  quarters  for  them,  I  have  inserted  a  vnr  fou 
amount  tor  that  purpose,  which  I  hope  may  be  allowed  entirely  on  pul^  •*•■ 
siderations. 
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IRON-CLADS  AND  ORDNANCE. 

Tbe  constant  and  veiy  natural  aolicitnde  manifeeted  by  the  public  in  the 
changee  which  have  been  and  continue  to  be  made  in  the  construction  and  ar- 
mament of  our  ahipa-of-war  may  warrant  a  more  extended  notice  of  technical  de- 
tail than  mi^t  otherwise  find  place  in  a  document  of  tliia  nature. 

And  yet  no  definite  conclusion  has  been  reached  in  regard  to  either  of  these 
important  problems. 

Indeed,  the  mOBt  casual  observer  of  current  evenfa  can  hardly  fail  to  perceive 
that  neither  of  them  has  advanced  beyond  the  first  proposition. 

And  both  are  so  unavoidably  interwoven  that  it  is  impossible  to  treat  or  con- 
sider either  independently  of  the  other,  or  to  form  any  reliable  opinion  as  to  their 
fatnre  oooree  or  final  shape.  They  represent,  in  fact,  but  another  phase  of  the 
competitive  progress  of  attack  and  defence  ;  impelled  now,  however,  by  existing 
cimnDstonces  with  a  rapidity  beyond  all  precedent  in  naval  affairs. 

The  old,  well-known  practice  of  firing  solid  shot  from  32-poanders,  and,  oc- 
casionally, 4S-pounderB,  at  huge  wooden  etnictures,  made  its  last  appearance  at 
the  battle  of  Navarino,  a  third  of  a  century  since.  This  was  the  system  in  vogue 
during  the  time  of  Nelson,  and  our  own  Captains  of  1812. 

Then  the  defence  had  the  advantage  of  the  attack,  for  the  broadsides  of  these 
TMsehi,  when  continued  for  honrs,  were  seldom  able  to  do  more  than  destroy  masts, 
men,  and  guns.  The  instances  arc  very  rare  of  a  line-of-battle  ship  being  sunk, 
or  fatally  injured  in  battle  by  the  sole  action  of  shot. 

The  intiodnction  of  shells  changed  entirely  the  relation  of  naval  attack  and 

Their  use  had  been  desultory  and  exceptional  before  the  time  of  Faixhans  ; 
but  he  systematized  and  applied  their  power.  So  slowly,  however,  did  the  new 
weapon  gain  ground  that  he  just  lived  long  enough  to  learn  of  its  first  signal 
exhibition  in  actual  conflict  at  Sinope,  some  thirty  years  subsequent  to  the  com- 
plete public  enunciation  of  his  views. 

It  almost  seemed  as  if  naval  men  were  reluctant  to  admit  the  consequences 
that  were  obvionsly  to  proceed  from  the  use  of  shells. 

The  ordnance  specially  designed  for  them  were  only  allowed  in  small  numbers 
■board  of  ships,  and  merely  as  auxiliaries  to  the  guns  for  shot. 

Our  awn  screw  frigates  of  the  Aferrimack  class  were  the  first  (1864)  which 
carried  entire  batteries  of  shell  guns;  and  these  not  of  the  lighter  deseription 
known  as  "Faixhans,"  but  capable  of  greater  range  and  accuracy,  as  well  ae  of 
dieeharging  solid  shot  if  the  emergency  should  arise. 

The  advantage  of  which  is  now  apparent  from  the  &ct  that  our  IX-inch  and 
Xl-inch  guns  are  found  to  be,  in  a  measnre,  available  against  iron  plating,  because 
tbfy  will  endure  solid  shot  fired  with  one-half  greater,  and  even  double,  the 
ongiual  charges. 

So  that  we  have  the  leisure  to  consider  and  devise  any  other  spedes  of  ord- 
lUDce  that  may  be  better  adapted  to  the  purpose,  and  are  not  precipitated  into 
iuuty  or  questionable  measures. 

The  English,  French,  and  Russian  ships  having  been  only  provided  par- 
tially with  shell  guns,  there  was  no  illustration  of  tbe  full  effect  of  shelfs  in 
My  of  the  operations  during  the  Crimean  war,  though  there  was  quite  enough 
U  Sinope  to  indicate  unmistakably  what  might  be  expected  from  the  general 

riittst  ships,  of  explosive  projectiles  of  large  calibre. 
ibis  led  promptly  to  the  first  practical  development  of  the  measures  that 
tile  defence  would  be  likely  to  adopt,  in  order  to  keep  out  such  a  destructive 
Qeans  of  offence,  and  which  have  smce  so  largely  exercised  tbe  ingenuity  and 
the  financea  of  Great  Britain. 
At  Kinbum  (October,  1855)  the  French  brought  into  action  tlu-ee  vcssela 
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-f  locomotion  was  rerr  inconsiderable,  but  tbey  vere  cased  iritb  irto  m 

powerful  guns.     The  Russian  ebot  did  not  penetrate  tbe  plating,  bat  •  fewtf 
tbem  entered  the  ports  and  did  some  miscbief. 

The  English  bad  prepared  some  vessels  of  a  like  description,  but  thej  did  M 
arrive  in  seasoni  and  were  therefore  unable  to  participate  in  the  attau  on  tk 
Einbura  forta. 

Peace  was  soon  after  declared  between  the  belligerents,  and  very  Ihik  tttn- 
tioQ  serms  to  have  been  given,  for  two  or  three  years,  to  the  snbject  of  in»<lid 
ships,  until  the  French  produced  the  first  sea-going  frigate  of  that  kind— & 
Gloire — which  was  followed  by  a  sensation  and  action  in  En^and  higUjif- 
preciatire  of  the  possible  consequences  of  being  slow  in  acting  on  ibe  hiiil. 

Of  course  there  was  a  variety  of  opinion  expressed  by  public  writen  mU 
the  capacity  of  this  formidable  craft,  most  of  whom  inclined  to  a  depreciatita  d 
ber  invulnerability  and  sea-going  qualities.  , 

The  British  government  very  wisely,  however,  decided  not  to  lose  tint  is  ^ 
conatructing  similar  vessels,  and  ha«  since  followed  the  decisioti  wtlh  a  rtnxk-  ' 
able  celerity,  quite  regardless  of  expenditure. 

On  the  25th  of  Febmarr,  18A9,  Uie  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralrr  (PakingM) 
announced  to  Parliament  the  policy  of  the  govermnent  in  this  reBp««t;  udtW 
construction  was  begun  of  an  iron-clad  frigate  that  was  to  surpass  the  '*GlatR<'' 

This  ship  has  been  completed,  and  is  well  known  as  the  "  Warrior ;"  otbot  wn 
followed  in  France  and  England,  and  armored  ships  are,  by  common  eoUHii, 
for  the  time  at  least,  to  constitute  the  main  force  of  all  Navies. 

Of  course  there  is  every  variety  of  opinion  expressed  as  to  the  proper  bs- 
terial  and  construction  of  such  vessels ;  and  the  British  government,  not  feAs 
at  liberty  to  wait  until  results  have  decided,  are  compelled  to  make  use  of  w^- 
ever  may  seem  most  plausible  for  the  while;  and  thus  we  are  astonished  bylk 
most  gigantic  and  costly  experiments  that  the  world  has  ever  seen. 

For  it  so  happens  that  circumstances  impose  on  t^ngland  and  Fnnee  the  w- 
cessity  of  grappling  with  the  most  difficult  solution  of  the  problem,  their  ttMC* 
being  washed  by  the  deep  waters  of  the  ocean;  therefore  their  iron-dadi  ^ 
he  more  than  mere  floatmg  batteries,  and  be  pnesessed  of  the  best  dmotI 
qualities. 

"With  the  United  States  the  case  is,  happily,  different — the  depth  of  «W« 
the  coast  being  generally  adapted  to  vessMH  of  light  or  moderate  dnD^t,'"^ 
only  a  few  of  our  ports  are  at  all  accessible  to  heavy  iron-dads  like  tbw  ^ 
France  or  England. 

The  solution  of  the  question  is,  therefore,  in  ita  immediate  requiranents,  mb* 
paratively  easy  and  inexpensive  for  us. 

Vessels  of  the  "Monitor"  and  "Ironsides"  class  arc  likely  to  serve  piesoil  ^ 
poses  sufficiently  well,  and  to  give  time  to  obtain  from  our  own  ana  the  tif- 
rience  of  others  better  data  than  can  now  be  had  for  advaactDg  to  a  mcfe  perfect 
order  of  vessels. 

Notwithstanding  the  earnest  and  long-continued  course  of  inveetigatioa  vw 
has  been  carried  on  by  the  governments  interested,  so  little  is  yet  pceitiTd; 
known  of  tbe  effect  of  Ordnance  and  the  resistance  of  iron  plates  in  diftitot 
forms,  that  the  ablest  and  most  experienced  cannot  agree  in  regard  to  tbesnMf 
best  calculated  to  oppose  the  most  effectual  resistance,  or  upon  tbe  cuumb  tbl 
shall  be  employed  to  overcome  that  rcaiatance. 

In  both  cases  there  are  conditions  which  impose  limits  to  the  weight  of  p" 
and  of  the  plating. 

At  the  very  outset  the  latter  presents  itself,  and  the  ship-builder  finds  ki** 
self  compelled  to  changes  of  the  most  radical  nature,  in  order  that  the  ship  a*.* 
cany  tbe  ponderous  armor  intended  for  it,  and  which  in  some  cases  anwutt  V 
1,000  tons. 
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Some  of  the  dimensions  bare  b>  be  rednced  bo  that  a  Tessel  with  one-half 
pmter  capacity  than  a  two  or  three-decker  ia  lo  far  ehom  in  height  ae  to  leave 
bal  one  gon-deck,  thna  becoming  a  frigate  bj  the  general  definition.  Of  cooree 
tbe  oidnance  ia  reduced  proportionally  in  number  and  weight. 

Bat  there  ia  a  check  even  to  thia  reduction  of  dimensions,  and  the  thickness 
of  imn  mUBt  not  exceed  a  certain  extent.  At  this  date  common  practice  does 
not  (^  beyond  4i  to  5  inches. 

When  this  difficulty  has  been  disposed  of,  the  mode  of  armoring  next  demands 
ittention.  Shall  it  be  a  solid  plate,  or  made  of  many  plates  of  lees  thickness  1 
fint,  most  troublesome  of  all,  now  fasten  it  securely  to  the  side?  For  this  is 
MOTed  to  be  the  weakest  point  of  the  defence,  and  no  remedy  has  yet  been 
oeri^ed  to  prevent  the  fracture  of  bolts  and  nuts,  even  though  the  integrity  of 
tlie  plate  is  not  materially  injured. 

If,  to  avoid  this,  recourse  be  had  to  a  structure  entirely  of  iron,  it  appears, 
from  preeent  data,  that  the  resistance  is  too  much  reduced  thereby.  It  ia  pre- 
tnRO,  therefore,  to  adhere  to  armor  backed  by  tbe  wooden  fabric. 

In  the  wake  of  these  almost  insolvable  questions  follow  others  which,  though 
sot  essential  at  first,  become  so  eventnally  by  time  and  service,  auch  as  the 
prubability  that  the  incidents  of  sea  service  wUl  weaken  the  connexions  of  the 
trnwr  with  its  own  parts  and  with  the  ship,  and  that  tbe  difficulty  of  caulking 
rill  allow  of  more  l^kage  than  is  convenient. 

The  ordnance  expert  can  by  no  means  rejoice  in  being  free  from  difficulties 
ibii  puzzle  his  ingenuity. 

T!ie  number  of  cannon  being  reduced  to  a  third  of  the  nnmber  he  ia  accus- 
tomed to  rely  upon,  how  shall  he  supply  the  loss  of  force  by  the  weight  and  kind 
of  those  which  remain  t 

If  he  acqiriiee  power  by  greater  weight,  he  loees  br  loss  of  time  in  manipa- 
lidoa  of  gun  and  projectile,  hence  some  reduction  by  slowness  of  repetition. 
Then,  again,  shall  he  nae  rifled  or  smooth-bore,  breech  or  muzzle  loaders  ?  Shall 
be  {Herce  or  crush  and  break  bolts  and  strip  off  the  armor,  or  ahall  he  even 
ttlempt  to  enter  the  interior  with  shells  1 

How  economize  the  open  apace  of  the  ports  when  the  gun  is  out,  or  close  it 
when  in  t 

The  steam  engineer  bae  also  his  demands,  for  great  speed  ia  indispensable, 
tod  be  thus  adds  another  trouble  to  those  of  the  already  bewildered  shipwright. 

Leaving  these  quenee  to  be  answered  by  the  parties  most  concerned,  it  will 
•office  here  to  say  that,  just  now,  the  oSence  has  decidedly  the  advantage,  and 
DO  M»-going  ship  is  considered  to  be  ao  armored  aa  to  be  impregnable  to  artillery. 

(H  the  French  results  and  inferencea  touching  tbe  eeveral  points  we  know 
nntltiug  beyond  what  is  neceasarily  diacloaed  to  the  observer  in  the  construction 
of  ships. 

The  British  government  have  practiced  less  reticence ;  and  if  we  arc  not  per- 
mitted to  become  acquainted  with  the  reasoning  of  their  officials,  the  resuItB 
trom  which  they  do  reason  are  so  far  public  that  one  cannot  err  very  widely  as 
10  tbeir  general  bearing. 

A  Urge  nnmber  of  witnctsea  have  usually  been  present  at  the  trials,  including 
oScera,  engineers,  ship-builders,  and  others,  civil  and  official.  The  press  ia  also 
^iH  represented,  and  in  a  few  days  afterwards  all  the  procecdinga  are  dettuled 
minatcly  to  tbe  public,  discusaed  in  Parliament,  and  iu  meetings  where  tbe 
Akn  profesaional  men  are  asaembled  for  the  pnrpoae. 

iin  far  aa  an  opinion  can  be  formed  from  such  sources,  one  is  led  to  conclude 
that  those  who,  ft«m  their  diatinguishcd  abilities  and  opportunities  of  investiga- 
U"o,  Hbould  be  best  qualified  to  judge,  have  arrived  at  uo  final  decision  in  ngard 
10  »ry  of  the  essential  points  of  the  problem  above  stated,  which  is,  indeed,  rea- 
sonable, when  it  is  noticed  to  what  extent  these  differ,  and  even  conflict. 

About  a  year  since  (October  21,  1661)  a  nnmber  of  eminent  dignitariee,  mill- 
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taiy,  naral,  and  civil,  met,  in  order  to  witnees  the  trial  of  a  ta^et  i«presaiti)c 
the  "Warrior's"  aidee.  It  was  snppoaed  that  all  the  power  wbi^ordnaiKcoaalil 
exert  for  p.uch  a  purpose  was  bronght  into  play ;  and  after  this  had  beeo  doae 
it  seemed  as  if  the  witnesses  were  generally  favorably  impreesed  with  tin  » 
durance  of  the  tai^ct,  and  therefore  of  the  "Warrior." 

But  not  long  after  (April  S,  1862)  Sir  William  Armfltrone  placed  in  from  d 
this,  or  a  similar  target,  a  gun  which  he  had  just  completed;  it  threw  » rood 
shot  of  156  pounds,  which,  with  50  pounds  of  powder,  most  aneipeettdlc 
changed  the  whole  aspect  of  the  question  by  its  treatment  of  the  target,  *kia 
was  said  to  have  been  completely  pierced. 

The  revulsion  in  common  opinion  went  so  far  as  to  discredit  the  "Wininr'' 
entirely,  and  the  fallibility  of  that  vessel  waa  pronounced  certain. 

But  during  a  discuBsion  in  Parliament  a  member  muntained  Uiat  the  bta 
had  not  been  accurately  stated  even  by  official  authority,  and  the  dednrtiaa! 
were  consequently  more  unfavorable  to  the  target  than  was  correct.  He  em 
affirmed  that  the  tai^et  had  not  been  fatally  injnicd,  but  would  in  £kI  bin 
kept  out  the  shot  from  entering  a  vessel. 

Whether  for  this  reason  or  not,  the  trial  was  repeated,  and  veryfbllydi^cied 
of  all  doubts  in  favor  of  the  target ;  but  it  settled  the  gun  also,  whidi  bunt  tt 
the  fourth  round. 

Thus  demonstrating  that  if  the  target  were  penetrable  by  the  fixe  of  neb  * 
piece  of  ordnance,  it  was  only  by  an  effort  that  destroyed  the  gnu  also— •  bA 
not  to  be  thought  of  on  shipboard. 

And  hence  it  was  inferred  that  the  "Warrior"  was  impr^nable  to  the  efint  ot 
any  ordnance  that  could  be  then  used  safely  against  her. 

The  triumph  of  the  defence  was,  however,  of  short  duration ;  for  the  Tunn 
of  the  Armstrong  gnu  left  the  way  open  t«  other  competitors,  and  ■  Mf' 
neglected  piece  that  had  lain  remote  from  view  for  several  yean  wis  snggwlsi 
as  deserving  of  an  opportunity  to  try  its  powere. 

This  was  the  Horsfall  13-inch,  of  wrought  iron.  Ite  first  blow,  wilb  i 
shot  of  280  pounds,  was  decisive.  The  plate  was  pierced  and  badly  isjawi 
while  the  endurance  of  the  gun  was  untencbed. 

As  if  to  complete  the  entire  failure  of  the  defence  and  to  puzsle  its  sdrecaH 
Hr.  Whitworth  undertook  to  drive  a  shell  through  a  stoat  iron-pUted  ta^ 
which  he  accomplished. 

So  that  the  system  of  armor  that  had  been  relied  on  was  proves  to  bt  <(^- 
nerable  by  shells,  as  well  as  by  shot,  which  was  an  unhoped-tor  advaoH^  " 
the  aide  of  the  attack. 

Here  it  will  probably  rest  for  the  while,  until  the  defence  shall  be  aUe  o  *** 
vise  some  plan  of  greater  efficacy. 

It  would  be  unwise,  however,  to  rush  to  the  conclusion  that  amor  is  m™* 
less,  because  the  most  powerltU  ordnance  ahoold,  under  ekilfol  gnidsDM,  f* 
able  to  pierce  it. 

For,  even  against  anch  cannon,  a  ship  may  delay  the  final  dissrttt  l«f 
enough  to  make  its  own  gnns  of  avail;  and  when  opposed  to  any  but  tbw 
heaviest  pieces,  will  atill  be  in  effect  impregnable. 

The  caae  of  the  "  Monitor"  and  "  Merrimack"  affords  an  illnstrMitm- 

No  one  supposes  that  cither  of  these  vessele'could  have  eeeaped  seriiMw  ipj>^ 
if  subjected  to  a  course  of  target  firing  from  the  meet  recent  and  povcrfcl  ^ 
scriptions  of  ordnance,  yet  they  snstuned  for  four  hours  the  utmost  ^brl  ofnri 
other's  batteries. 

The  "Monitor"  was  hardly  more  than  scarred  by  the  fire  of  the  vwy  fS* 
which,  on  the  preceding  day,  had  in  a  fourth  of  the  time  acted  most  dtrtrtc 
tively  on  the  hidls  and  crewe  of  two  fine  wooden  frigatea. 

A  very  high  official  authority  ( Dnke  of  Somerset,  Firat  Lord  of  the  AdminliT. 
House  of  Lords,  April  3, 1862.)  has,  to  be  sure,  imputed  the  defiuilt  of  ajvj  u 
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life  or  limb  in  this  comlwit  to  a  lack  of  power  in  tfae  artillery  which  the  two 
vosela  carried ;  which  ia  no  doubt  tme ;  but  it  ie  equally  tme  tliat  no  gaos 
of  like  weight  and  kind  now  ueed  in  the  British  Navy  would  have  effected  as 
much  under  like  circnmetancefl. 

Theee  cannon  are  not "  idle  ag^net  iron  plates,"  as  may  bo  shown  by  their 
operations  upon  aamplea  of  Warrior  targets  on  which  they  have  been  tried 
here.  Nor  are  they  "  rifled  shell  ordnance."  Nor  is  their  initial  velocity  as  low 
u  900  feet,  as  staled  by  the  Duke. 

The  Xl-inch  gnus  of  the  "llonitor"  were  designed  chiefly  for  shells,  which 
were  compated  to  leayewith  a  velocity  of  at  least  1,350  to  1,300  feet.  In  the 
action  shot  were  used  with  an  initial  velocity  of  about  1,120  feet. 

But  Hince  that  time  the  same  class  of  gun  has  been  ascertained  to  be  capable 
of  throwing  solid  shot  of  169  pounds,  with  a  charge  of  30  pounds,  giving  an  initial 
Telodty  of  1,400  feet. 

The  IX-inch  guns  of  the  "Merrimack"  were  intended  principally  for  a  shell  ot 
12  pounds  and  a  cha^  of  10  pounds ;  and  therefore  gave  an  initial  velocity  of 
■bout  1.400  feet.  But  they  can  be  safely  used  with  a  solid  shot  and  13^  pounds 
of  powder,  which  pi-odnces  an  initial  velocity  of  1,390  feet. 

One  of  these  gims  waa  fired  750  times  with  its  shell,  and  then  500  times  with 
ehot  and  the  high  charge,  showing  no  symptom  of  giving  way  after  such  severe 
nuge. 

The  Dnke  of  Somerset  more  nearly  approached  the  present  state  of  the  ques- 
tion when  he  doubted  the  capacity  ot'  plates  fliially  to  resist  the  action  of 
Ordnance ;  hut  was  in  fault  in  overestimating  the  service  to  be  espected  of  the 
Armstrong  gun. 

With  regard  to  the  results  spoken  of  as  obtained  in  England,  which  assign  a 
superiority  to  the  solid  plates,  it  may  or  may  not  be  that  Captain  Ericsson  se- 
lected, or  was  compelled  to  use,  one-inch  plates  in  making  up  his  total  thick- 
nw,  for  at  that  time  there  was  very  little  choice  in  the  matter;  but  it  is  cer- 
tain that  the  practice  made  here  proves  that  several  plates  made  into  one  are 
preferable  on  many  accounts  to  one  solid  plate,  and  would  be  so  altogether  if  it 
were  not  for  tlie  increased  number  of  bolts  that  become  requisite,  and  are  the 
weakr.ess  of  all  such  plating. 

Indeed,  even  with  this  disadvantage,  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether,  by  any 
process,  a  very  thick  solid  plate  con  be  made  equal  in  its  texture  to  the  thinner 
plates. 

For  in  every  instance  where  I  have  seen  a  solid  plate  pierced  by  a  shot  the 
imperfection  at  the  welds  has  been  made  manifest  by  their  separation,  although 
externally  none  such  could  be  perceived. 

In  tbifi  connexion  it  may  also  be  observed  that  for  want  of  information  it  is 
not  poeaible  for  us  to  form  a  trustworthy  opinion,  from  the  iucidrntK  of  the 
combat,  of  the  relative  powers,  ofieusive  and  defensive,  of  tlie  two  vessels. 

We  know  the  armament  of  the  Monitor,  and  also  that  she  was  not  in  any 
way  crippled  by  the  fire  of  the  "Merrimack" ;  the  most  telling  blow  was  on  the 
pilot-house,  but  this  did  not  affect  the  immediate  efficiency  of  the  vessel. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  do  not  know  to  what  extent  the  Merrimack  was  injured 
by  the  fire  of  the  Monitor,  nor,  with  any  certainty,  what  guns  she  carried. 

Among  those  recovered  with  the  Nortblk  navy  yard  was  a  IX-inch.  which, 
by  the  mutilation  of  sight  mossi'S,  tninuions,  &c.,  must  have  been  one  of  those 
which  our  men  attempted  to  destroy  on  evacuating  the  yard  In  April,  1861. 
Its  muzzle  being  broken  off*  induces  the  belief  that  it  was  also  one  of  the  guns 
of  the  Merrimack,  which,  in  the  official  report  of  her  proceedings  on  the  8th  of 
March,  ia  stated  to  have  had  the  chaso  shot  off. 

The  end  of  an  elongated  shell  was  also  found  in  the  plates  of  the  Monitor, 
showing  that  such  projectiles  were  fired  by  the  Merrimack. 
Theee  facU  seem  to  confitm  a  current  rumor  that  this  vessel  had  I2^i^^«^ 
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on  the  Bides  and  rifled  guns  at  each  end,  probahly  32-poanden,  rb  we  Sod  piecH 
of  this  deacriptioQ  used  verr  commonly  by  the  Confederates,  or  else  one  oT  dw 
Blakely  pattern,  a  few  of  which  are  also  known  to  have  been  fornubed  totbt& 

If  thU  be  true,  then  the  metal  was  entirely  too  light  to  affect  the  HotDtnr, 
and  will  accoant,  in  a  measnre,  for  the  little  damage  she  sustained. 

Ab  so  much  interest  was  at  the  time  attracted  to  the  material  of  the  shot  uej 
by  the  Monitor,  and  It  was  averred  by  high  authority  that  if  she  had  not  beco 
restricted  to  those  of  cast-iron,  but  had  been  allowed  to  fire  the  wrongfal-ina 
shot  put  on  board  for  the  purpose,  the  Merrimack  would  have  been  sunk,  1  m 
induced  to  say  a  few  wor^  in  order  to  correct  any  erroneone  impresaion  dot 
may  still  exist  on  the  subject. 

The  c«st-iron  shot  fired  by  the  Monitor  average  about  169  poande.and.basg 
used  with  15  pounds  of  powder,  had  ao  initial  velocity  of  about  1,120  feet 

After  the  actionlcaused  ten  of  the  Monitor's  wrought-iron  shot  to  be  weighed; 
they  were  found  to  be  186  to  187  pounds;  therefore,  (with  a  chaige  of  li 
pounds,)  their  initial  velocity  would  have  been  about  1,050  feet. 

So  that,  by  using  the  wronght-iron  shot,  the  projectile  velocity  would  ban 
been  reduced;  and  though  in  no  great  degree,  yet  to  that  extent,  wbatemil 
was,  would  have  increased  the  very  cause  of  iniiufficient  power,  if,  as  goMiiBj 
conceded,  the  effect  of  shock  be  proportional  to  the  V  X  W, 

Secondly,  if  the  criticism  were  intended  rather  for  the  inferior  tenacity  d 
the  cast-iron,  which  was  therefore  assamed  to  lessen  the  effect  of  the  ca«t-inM 
shot  whim  compared  with  those  of  wrought-iron,  then  it  is  only  to  be  s«ud  thU  Ae 
theory  is  directly  at  variance  with  the  facta  as  exhibited  in  the  practice  eiecoted 
under  my  immediate  direction,  and  witnessed  by  yourself  and  many  others. 

The  cast-iron  shot  docs  break  and  the  wrought-iron  is  only  crushed;  tat 
while  the  latter  lodges  in  the  4j-inch  plate,  the  former  (both  bving  of  II  iaA») 
posses  completely  through  the  plate  and  nearly  through  the  wooacn  baekoftl 
HO  inches,  making  a  larger  hole  and  badly  cracking  the  plate. 

The  proper  mode  of  increasing  the  power  of  the  Monitor's  gaae  was  to  ban 
increased  the  charge,  which  the  gun  was  capable  of  endnring  safely,  to  the  eitm 
of  30  pounds;  hut  this  was  not  known  at  the  time,  and  all  will  admit  that  it 
occasion  was  not  one  when  any  risk  was  to  be  incurred  unneceesartly. 

The  Monitor  only  fired  42  shots,  and  of  these  many,  no  doubt,  failed  to  tiAt 
irom  the  unavoidable  difficulty  of  aiming  with  perfect  precision. 

Setting  aside  the  disadvantage  doe  to  a  first  essay  in  a  combat  of  this  ki»i 
the  circumstances  were  entirely  favorable  to  exhibiting  the  full  powers  of  iroo- 
clad  ships  like  the  Monitor  and  Merrimack — the  distances  being  abort  and  At 
object  hut  little  above  or  below  the  level. 

When  much  elevation  is  required,  particularly  on  account  of  the  be^t  of  tk 
object,  the  fire  of  any  ship-of-war  loses  proportionally  in  elfect,  by  reaeoo  of  tk 
difficulty  in  aiming,  and  the  vessel  is  also  more  exposed  to  scriona  damage-  !■ 
the  close  ports  of  an  iron-clad  the  former  mast  be  serionely  a^ravated,  M  wiiA 
we  bad  an'example  in  the  attack  upon  the  work  on  the  James  river,  wba  tb 
"  Galena  "  and  "Monitor"  participated,  and  could  never  make  their  guns  idt  faSr 
as  they  would  have  done  had  the  batteries  been  lower. 

The  operations  that  have  heen  conducted  here  with  reference  to  the  powtrof 
different  cannon  and  projectiles,  as  well  as  the  resistance  of  iron  platift^,  ban 
been  so  far  satisfactory  that  the  results  derived  have  been  consistent.  Still  tkf 
are  liable  to  such  qualification  as  may  be  properly  due  to  practice  upon  t«ifM« 
only,  and  in  some  sense  favor  the  defence,  because  many  sources  ot  wraksM 
which  are  unavoidable  in  the  extensive  structure  of  a  ship  are  undisclosed  n  tit 
strong,  new,  and  well-knit  target,  but  will  appear  when  vessels  are  subjected  is 
fire  and  to  the  wear  and  tear  of  time  and  service,  especially  at  sea. 

So  long  as  the  ponderous  armor  is  merely  attached  to  tbe  ship  and  it  m* 
made  to  coDtribut«  to  the  steength  of  the  &bric  but  sevemly  taxc«  that  tutagiit 
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M  long  will  there  be  inTolved  a  serioas  element  of  deterioration  which  will  after 
a  while  impur  the  general  capacity  for  endnrance,  and  in  the  end  unfit  the  ship 
for  battle. 

Id  ibis  reflpect,  aa  in  manj  others,  the  turret  class  are  to  he  excepted  from 
mocb  of  the  preceding  remarks,  and  are  probably  of  greater  and  more  certain 
endurance  nnder  severe  fire  than  the  ordinary  plated  vessel.  80  far  tbey  are 
likely  to  find  the  most  fitting  sphere  for  their  peculiar  powers  in  the  less  troubled 
wateia  of  harbors  and  rivers ;  though  the  ability  that  baa  devised  them  may 
also  be  able  to  give  a  wider  scope  to  their  UBefulnesB. 

ARHAHBNT   OF   IRON-CtADS. 

So  little  having  been  determined  with  regard  to  the  preferable  mode  of  armor- 
ing ships,  there  will  necessarily  exist,  as  already  observed,  much  dificrence  of 
opinion  and  practice  as  to  the  Ordnance  that  will  be  most  serviceable.  This 
would  be  reduced  to  very  narrow  limits  were  it  possible  to  decide  iutclligently 
npon  the  claims  of  smooth  and  rifled  cannon.  But  the  obviously  nnpenectea 
Mndition  of  the  latter  interposes  an  obstacle  to  a  fair  consideration  of  its  meritSi 
which  the  ingenuity  of  very  clever  men  baa  long  been  exerted  upon  without 
oomplete  success. 

!.  The  rifled  shot,  when  moving  correctly,  is  the  more  accurate  to  first  graze, 
thoogfa  not  materially  so  at  moderate  distances — say  1,300  to  1,500  yards.  Be* 
yond  a  mile  its  advantage  in  this  respect  is  very  marked. 

2.  But,  aAer  encountering  any  object,  its  deflections  are  of  the  most  erratic  de- 
scription, and  it  generally  tumbles  over  bo  aa  to  nullify  its  force  and  render  its 
subsequent  direction  beyond  conjecture.  Wherefore  the  rifled  shot  has  no  ca- 
pacity for  ricochet,  which  is  one  of  the  most  certain  modes  of  operating  with  the 
ronnd  projectiles  ia  naval  warfare,  and  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  because  so 
many  shot  fall  short  and  strike  the  water  first. 

3.  The  rifle  shot  has  greater  penetration  than  the  round,  but  mnch  less  con- 
cnsaive  power. 

At  the  present  time  considerable  improvements  are  required  to  give  regularity 
and  certainty  to  the  distinctive  qualities  of  the  rifled  shot;  and  there  is  no  little 
trouble  experienced  also  with  the  stripping  of  soft  metal  from  tbem,  and  the  im- 
perfiect  operation  of  their  fuses.  These  being  defects  rather  of  detail,  will,  no 
ooubt,  be  ultimately  got  rid  of.  Meanwhile,  the  rifle  gun  is  gp^ually  making 
its  way  into  the  service  and  becoming  better  understood  by  soldieni  and  sailora. 

A.  glance  at  the  forms  which  this  arm  has  assumed  in  different  countries 
sbowB  the  great  variety  of  solutions  that  the  problem  is  capable  of,  and  may  pos- 
sibly indicate  some  difficulty  iu  uniting  all  the  qualities  desired  in  one  piece. 
The  greatest  diversity  will  be  noticed,  for  instance,  between  the  device  of  Arm- 
fltrong  and  of  Whitworth,  and  the  Canou  Rav^  of  the  French.  Tbey  differ 
totally  in  the  material  and  constmction  of  the  cannon,  projectile,  and  fuse. 
And  while  no  one  service  is  entirely  satisfied  with  its  own  arm,  it  seems  to  find 
nothing  better  in  that  of  another. 

If,  in  battering  an  iron-clad,  penetration  only  shall  be  the  paramount  consid- 
eration, and  other  efiect^  merely  incideutal,  the  rifle  cannon  must  be  selected. 
Bot  if  tbe  concussion  and  abattering  of  the  plate  and  its  backing  be  preferred, 
witli  eticb  penetration  as  might  be  consequent  thereon,  then  the  heavy,  swift, 
round  prcgectilc  will  supply  the  blow  best  adapted  to  such  work. 

So  long  as  the  present  mode  of  plating  continues,  there  can  be  little  doubt 
that  it  wUi  be  most  efiectively  attacked  by  cracking  and  bending  the  iron,  start- 
ing the  bolts,  stripping  off  toe  armor,  and  breaking  away  large  portions  of  the 
irooden  structure  within. 

And  to  this  mode  of  action  I  feel  more  inclined,  after  witneasing  its  effects 
upon  a  nnmber  of  ta»ets  plated  with  solid  iron,  or  with  thin  plates  bolted  into 
one,  the  direction  of  toe  fin  being  perpendicnlar  or  oblique.  LtOOQFc 
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The  iron-cUd  "Oalena"  Bufiered  moet  In  this  way. 

The  fire  was  to  well  directed  (distance  600  Tarda)  that  most  of  the  efaotmn 
clustered  about  the  middle  of  the  side  ezposea,  as  if  the  fruinel  had  served  Ibr 
a.mark ;  several  remained  when;  they  had  lodged  in  the  iron  plaUnf;,  which,  br 
measorement,  proved  to  be  64-ponnden  ;  others  had  only  dinted  the  armor  aira 
fallen  off,  while  a  few  had  passed  entirely  through. 

6een  from  the  outside,  the  damage  did  not  appear  conaideraUe,  bat  within  il 
was  evidently  irreparable,  for  the  entire  stmctore  of  the  rcsad  waa  so  shattocd 
that  there  was  little  power  of  resistance  left. 

The  number  of  gone  being  very  much  reduced,  of  necesaty,  in  iroiMUf, 
particularly  in  the  turrets,  which  will  only  accomniodate  a  pair  of  them,  it  woiU 
naturally  be  supposed  that  the  weight  of  broadside  would  also  be  limited. 

But  the  very  large  calibres  that  are  likely  to  be  adopted  will  ao  lax  ctmpcs- 
snte  for  the  loss  m  number  that  the  dimunition  of  power  will  not  be  impoitHit 
and,  in  some  iustaucee,  there  will  be  a  gain  in  weight  of  projectile. 

Thus,  the  Merrimack  ori^nallr  threw  1,424  pounds  from  the  broadside,  ind 
the  recent  changes  have  increased  this  to  8,440  pounds. 

Whereas  the  "  Roanoke,"  which  belonged  to  that  class,  and  is  now  eonvoWd 
into  a  turret  ship,  will  throw  2,700  pounds  at  an  object  abeam,  when  fully  aattA, 
and  900  pounds  ahead  or  astern. 

There  muHt  be,  however,  a  material  reduction  in  the  celerity  of  fire  with  goat 
and  projectiles  so  large  as  the  XV-inch,  whatever  may  be  the  mechanical  s^C* 
ances  which  may  be  brought  to  assist. 

An  Xl-inch  gun,  with  a  well-disciplined  crew,  can  be  fired  once  amionte; 
but  there  must  he  much  improvement  in  any  mode  now  suggested  befote  a  XV- 
inch  gun  can  be  fired  once  in  thrice  that  time. 

As  A  certain  capacity  for  repetition  is  essential  to  the  general  power  of  a  bat- 
tery, there  is  thus  involved  a  disadvantage  which  can  only  be  compensated  a 
any  extent  by  the  great  concentration  of  effect  in  the  individual  projectile*-  For 
it  may  be  conceived  that  the  effects  of  shells  of  330  pounds,  and  shot  of  iSO 
pounds,  will  be  damaging  beyond  any  experience  in  former  battles.  WitMi  mr 
be  the  power  of  such  ocSnance  against  iron-cased  ships— comparative  or  ihw 
lute — remains  to  he  ascertiuned.  Tbia,  as  well  as  the  piece  itself,  is  yet  bo  a 
experiment. 

it  seems  eupcrfluons  to  add  that  the  IXlnch  and  Xl-incb  guns  of  the  Uiiitd 
States  navy  were  intended  to  be  nscd  against  just  such  ships  as  were  then  cta- 
Btracted ;  and,  Jbr  that  purpose,  I  may  say  that  they  combine  tbe  elemcDtt  of 
ordnance  power  to  a  greater  degree  than  any  other  guns  of  like  nature  ud 
weight. 

Ibe  use  of  armor  for  ships  had  then  hardly  received  any  seriooa  CMuida*- 
don.  Now,  that  it  is  being  rapidly  applied  to  all  vessels -of- war  that  can  recein 
it,  the  guns  that  have  been  used  will  give  place  to  others  more  particiiladf 
adapted  to  such  service,  and  the  proeecutiou  of  this  question  occupiea  all  the 
attention  that  may  be  spared  from  the  pressing  dcmanas  of  tbe  present  war. 

Two  new  classes  of  guns  are  already  in  existence ;  one  of  these,  tbe  XV-iat^ 
is  actually  mounted  on  our  iron-clads.  The  other  has  already  been  tried  at  ina 
plates  of  5|  inches  thickness,  with  an  oak  backing  of  IS  inches,  placed  a 
200  yards ;  through  which  its  sliot  passed  with  ease.  Meanwhile,  the  guni  l^ 
ready  on  hand  will  be  accommodated  as  far  as  possible  to  the  arw  state  <» 
things,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  a  severe  test  proves  the  lX-i»^ 
and  Xl-inch  aule  to  bear  continued  firing  with  solid  shot  and  charges  mock 
greater  than  those  for  which  they  were  intended ;  the  IX-inch  one-half  greaKiV 
ue  Xl-inch  double  the  original  quantity  of  powder. 

In  this  connexion  it  may  be  observed  that  erroneooB  in^ueasions  have  ob- 
tained currency  in  regard  to  the  mode  of  action  which  was  propoaed  far  this 
style  of  gun,  an  instance  of  which  has  already  been  noticed  as  ""•■""""c  ftfm 
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an  offioal  penooage.  A.  lecent  repetition  of  this  error  by  a  high  popolar  aa- 
tboiity  wotild  induce  the  nQprofeBBioaal  reader  to  Buppose  that  the  Bo]e  object 
<rf  theee  gnns  was  to  fire  large  maeses  of  metal  with  low  velocity,  rcgardiese  of 
all  proper  effect.  Whereaa  it  was  merely  designed  to  drive  the  heaviest  pro- 
jectiles that  conld  be  conveniently  manipolated  with  no  more  velocity  than  would 
juBt  paeii  entirely  through  a  sbip'B  side.  The  complete  penetration  of  the  ob- 
ject wag  to  be  effected,  but  with  no  more  velocity  than  abeolately  indlBpenBable 
for  that  object;  and  thnathe  greatest  amount  of  concusBive  power  waa  combined 
with  sufficient  penetration. 

Thcae  viewa  were  fiUly  given  at  length  in  a  publication  made  some  aii  years 
Huce,*  and  UtuBtrsted  by  iuBtances  of  practical  reeuItB. 

It  was  not  to  be  expected  that  ordnance  designed  so  particularly  for  a  given 
effect  upon  wooden  structures  should  be  equally  fitted  to  operate  upon  armored 
vessels.  Their  application  to  this  service  was,  therefore,  temporarv;  and  yet, 
even  under  such  dis«dvantageB,  the  Xl-inch  shot,  fired  with  30  poimds,  is  known 
to  act  severely  on  targets  plated  with  4^inch  iron,  and  to  have  an  endurance 
with  these  excessive  charges  that  could  not  have  been  expected. 

The  cannon  used  in  England  to  fire  at  the  "Warrior  target,"  in  April,  1862, 
was  made  of  wronght  iron,  aAcr  the  design  of  Sir  William  Armstrong.  It  is 
said  to  have  weighed  nearly  37,000  pounds,  and  on  the  above  occasion  was  fired 
four  times  with  50  pbunds  of  powder  and  a  round  shot  of  156  pounds. 

The  Xl-incb  gnu  weiehH  16,000  pounds,  (cast  iron,)  and  in  proportion  to  Its 
weight  would  be  doing  the  same  work  as  this  Armstrong  gun  if  it  was  fired  with 
31  poands  of  powder  and  a  93-pound  shot. 
One  of  this  class,  now  here,  haa  been  fired  155  times,  as  follows  ; 
28  rounds  with  30  poands  1 
101  rounds  with  25  poands  >  9hot  of  165  to  169  pounds. 

32  rounds  with  30  pounds  ) 
A  charge  of  30  pounds  is  very  nearly  proportional  to  that  used  in  the  Arm- 
strong ld6-pounder,  and  the  shot  is  80  per  cent,  heavier  than  it  should  be  rela- 
tively, and  1 3  poands  absolutely  than  the  shot  of  the  British  gun. 

The  gan  is  not  burst,  new  does  it  exhibit  any  indication  of  giving  way.  The 
Annflbung  gnu  has  borst,  and  it  gave  way  with  a  charge  of  50  pounds.  It  is 
Mid  to  have  been  fired  160  or  170  times,  several  of  which  were  with  much 
heavier  chaiges— 60  to  90  pounds — but  of  this  we  have  no  information  here  be- 
yond what  may  have  appeared  at  different  times  in  the  public  prints. 

On  another  occasion  an  Xl-inch  gun  was  fired  500  times,  of  which  170  fires 
per  day  were  made  in  two  successive  days,  which  so  heated  the  gun  that  it  was 
fonnd  to  be  warm  18  hours  afterwards.     No  sign  of  weakness  was  detected. 

The  IX-inch  class,  in  the  ratio  of  the  British  gun,  sboold  throw  shot  of  54 
poands,  with  18  pounds  of  powder. 

Mention  has  already  been  made  of  one  recently  proved  with  750  service 
cfauges  (10  pounds)  and  shellsof  72  pounds,  and  500  extra  charges  (13J  poimds 
of  powder)  and  shot  of  90  pounds,  which  last  may  be  assumed  to  produce  a 
sCiuD  eqaal  to  the  proportional  charge.     The  gnn  still  looks  sound. 

Another  of  the  same  class,  afler  1,500  service  charges,  (10  pounds,)  and  shells 
of  72  pounds,  was  fired  with  gradually  increasing  charges  until  at  the  last  round 
(twenty-second)  it  burst  with  a  charge  of  20  pounds  of  powder  and  10  shot, 
wfflebing  in  the  aggregate  900  pounds. 

The  endurance,  therefore,  of  these  cast-iron  guns  bears  comparison  with  the 
beet  forged  British  guns  of  the  latest  design,  ana  the  model  must  therefore  be 
good.

COAST  DEFENCES. 

The  ease  and  impunity  with  which  even  one  iron-dad  can  enter  a  pMt  not 
Bpecially  prepared  for  euch  a  visitor,  and  commit  miflchief  at  pleaentc,  snggHl 
the  policy  of  providing  by  timely  measures  against  the  poeeibility  of  damage  B 
the  immenee  resources  thus  exposed. 

Some  ten  years  since  I  took  occasion,  upon  a  call  ^m  the  War  DepartacBt,* 
to  point  to  the  defenceless  condition  of  many  of  our  harbors,  particulariy  tliat<^ 
New  York,  which,  by  its  facility  of  access  and  great  accommodatitm  of  nieiBS. 
invited  attack  Irom  the  enterprise  or  cupidity  of  an  enemy. 

These  means  are  not  limited  to  the  abundant  wealth  that  commerce  haf  cal- 
lected  from  every  quarter.  But  in  the  city  and  its  vicinity  are  the  vaM  vnk- 
shops  from  which  issue  the  ships  and  their  engines  that  have  within  a  twdn- 
month  given  a  new  fleet  to  the  country ;  being,  in  fact,  so  many  navy  yudi^ 
called  into  existence  almost  at  the  instant,  which  would  lie  under  tbe  vor 
cannon  of  a  hostile  iron^clad,  and,  if  destroyed,  would  derive  the  country  of 
reeonrcee  not  to  be  replaced  for  years. 

The  present  state  of  our  public  afihirs  seems  to  offer  good  reason  for  tt» 
sidering  thia  subject  seriously  and  promptly.  We  have  had,  not  long  rate, 
bitter  experience  of  the  facility  with  which  the  usual  mode  of  settling  a  debuaUe 
question  might  be  set  aside,  and  an  ultimatum  at  tbe  outset  dictat^  to  a*,  witli 
such  preparation  as  left  no  doubt  that  our  non-compliance  would  be  visited  *id 
the  same  pacific  correctives  which  history  records  as  having  been  adminisKn^ 
at  Copenhagen,  (1807,)  at  Constantinople,  (1807.)  and  to  Spain,  (1804;)  <m 
which  occasions  tbe  fleets  of  Denmark  and  the  treasure  ships  of  Spain  veR 
seized,  and  like  attempts  made  on  the  navy  of  Turkey,  although  these  powat 
were  actually  at  peace,  and  were  only  suspected  of  hostile  intent 

No  injury  can  result  to  the  public  interest  from  speaking  openly  on  the  e«a- 
dition  of  our  ports  and  coasts ;  for  it  is  quite  as  well  underetooa  by  others  m  W 
ourselves,  these  harbors  being  habitually  frequented  by  foreigu  tnders,  mi  IM 
amplest  information  in  regard  to  them  minutely  shown  in  our  own  beaatiM 
Coast  Survey  charts  to  all  who  may  choose  to  examine  them. 

It  behooves  ns>  therefore,  in  good  seas&n,  to  estimate  the  danger  righdv.  ini 
the  remedy. 

In  regard  to  tbe  latter  there  will  naturally  be  some  difference  of  opinion.  wIh^ 
will  be  beet  investigated  and  judged  of  by  those  who  shall  be  intnuted  with  A* 
duty. 

Still,  taking  our  own  great  seaport  as  an  example,  my  own  views  are  ih*  • 
trustworthy  and  thorough  defence  can  only  be  made  by  a  haimonioiis  and  p* 
combination  of  forts,  irou-clads,  and  rams,  with  such  other  minor  anziliaiies  ■ 
may  be  contributed  to  the  general  purpose;  singly,  neither  would  be  dfectasL 

1.  The  principal  defences  of  the  city  of  New  York  by  land  are  to  be  at  Saa^ 
Hook,  the  Narrows,  and  upon  all  the  little  islands  near  the  city. 

Whatever  may  be  selected  as  the  material  of  the  interior  structure  of  the  fat. 
the  exterior  must  be  of  iron.  Unes  of  earthworks  will  also  be  nseAil  in  asirt 
iug  and  completing  the  position  of  the  nuun  work. 

But  by  no  means  should  bare  masonry  be  exposed  to  the  actioa  of  A 
cannon. 

3.  The  sites  of  these  works  should  be  at  a  reasonable  height  above  the  water,

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■wange  tbe  fire  of  ahipa  always  losea  much  of  its  effect  against  elevated  objects; 
md  iroD-clada  have  still  greater  difficulties  to  contend  with  from  the  very  limited 
ItgKe  of  elevation  which  their  ports  penoit,  and  the  obstacles  that  interpose  in 
dmiog  deKbeiHtely. 

For  these  reaeona  the  foria  at  tbe  Narrows  are  illy  calcniated  to  binder  the 
lusage  of  an  iron-clad,  or  even  to  wtthetaud  its  direct  attack;  less  so,  indeed, 
hui  the  seemingly  ineignificnnt  earthworks  on  the  elevated  plateau  to  the  left. 

3.  A  sufficient  number  of  iron-clads  should  be  ready  to  assist  the  forts,  and  to 
ill  b  the  gape  left  between  them. 

4.  With  these  shonld  act  the  most  powerfnl  rams  that  can  be  built. 

Their  construction  to  be  very  powerfnl,  their  lines  very  fine,  draught  moderate, 
illed  with  steam-power,  and  impervious  to  shot. 

This  description  of  steamer  ought  never  to  act  singly,  for  by  a  skilful  and 
imely  change  in  direction  tbe  vessel  attacked  might  ehide  the  blow  and  leave  no 
;>Md  opportunity  to  renew  it  for  some  time ;  a  second  or  a  third  ram,  co-operating 
rith  the  first,  would  make  it  impossible  to  avoid  a  direct  blow  from  one  of 

It  is  obvious  also  that  rams  would  be  of  little  force  in  chase,  unless  their  speed 
lere  very  much  greater  than  that  of  tbe  other  vessel. 

Obetnictiona  of  voriona  kmds  may  also  be  placed  at  different  parts  of  the 
hxaae]. 

It  will  be  seen  that  I  now  have  in  view  only  the  main  passage  to  the  city,  the 
itritau  bay  and  the  "Kills"  being  easily  defeusible. 

The  same  remarks  which  apply  to  New  York  are  also  applicable  to  many  other 
eaports,  such  as  Newport,  Portland,  &c. 

And  on  the  Pacific  side,  most  especially  to  San  Francisco,  which,  though 
Huote  &om  the  scene  of  the  present  struggle,  is  yet  worth  all  attention  and 
arc  in  fortifying  it  against  attack,  for  this  superb  harbor  should  not  be  exposed 
^  the  least  miediance. 

Tbe  greatly  increased  importance  of  Key  West,  and  similar  ialanda,  demands 
mprovements  in  their  fortifications,  with  a  sufficient  number  of  iron-clads  and 


OUNNBBY-SHIP. 

It  scema  very  late  now  to  nrge  the  institution  of  a  system  of  instruction  in 
:unnery  for  our  seamen.  Other  naval  powers  have  considered  this  one  of  the 
adispeneable  requisites  for  a  Navy,  while  with  ua  it  has  received  no  countenance 
rhatever.  In  1857,  at  my  urgent  solicitation,  the  Department  allowed  me  the 
.^e  of  a  ship  for  this  pnrpose;  but  no  measures  were  taken  to  supply  men  for 
ostructioD,  BO  that  the  main  pnrpose  woe  defeated,  and  after  a  while  the  vessel 
uelf  was  directed  to  another  use,  at  a  time  when  200  or  300  good  captains  of 
ime  could  have  been  supplied  from  it  yearly  to  the  navy. 

I  have  been  entirely  at  a  loss  to  conceive  why  an  interest  so  vital  should  have 
>ccn  thus  neglected;  for  whatever  may  be  the  skill  of  the  officers,  it  is  manifest 
hat  the  efiect  of  each  gun  in  action  depends  on  the  seaman  who  adjusts  the 
igbls,  takes  the  aim,  and  fires  the  piece.  Yet  this  person  is  Icfl  entirely  to  his 
'wn  instincts  to  pick  up  such  notions  as  chance  may  throw  iu  his  way. 

It  seems  to  be  a  common  impression  that  all  sojimcn  are  conversant  with  the 
i»e  of  artillery,  which  is  by  no  means  correct.  On  the  contrary,  this  knowledge 
4  the  peculiar  acquirement  of  the  man-o'-war's-men,  and  ia  only  obtained  in  the 

^Tien,  therefore,  the  department  ia,  by  the  exigencies  of  circumstances,  com- 

lelled  enddcniy  to  increase  the  number  of  its  seamen,  resort  is  frequently  necea- 

ary  to  those  whose  service  may  not  have  been  in  the  Navy. 
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The  material  ia  excellent,  bat  still  has  to  be  initiated  into  the  veiy 
of  gannery.  i 

The  ehip-of-var  about  going  into  service,  and  which  may  be  in  ution  Wt  i  j 
few  days  aiter  receiving  a  new  crew,  is  not  by  any  means  the  place  of  Mhoolin; 
the  recraitB;  yet  such  mnst  be  the  cose  under  present  amingements.  i 

And  thia  is  now  of  even  more  importance,  from  the  fact  that  our  sUpi  iir  ' 
veiT  short  of  officers. 

I  may  mention  here  one  fact  corroborative  of  the  foregoing.  I 

Just  after  the  disaster  at  Bull's  Bnn,  (18G1,)  I  was  called  on  (as  CommndB 
of  the  Navy  Yard)  to  place  a  detachment  of  seamen  at  an  important  paiDL  >  < 
assist  in  the  defence  of  the  lines.  Three  hundred  prime,  able-bodied  mim  ' 
were  mustered  for  the  purpose,  and  on  a  preliminary  examination,  with  sTinV  ' 
stationing  the  men  at  the  guna  they  were  to  man,  it  was  fonnd  that  only  lai  ot ; 
fifteen  bad  ever  served  at  a  gun  before.  ■  ' 

Wherefore  1  respectfully' urge  that  some  course  of  instruction  in  gumwrw; ' 
be  instituted  as  a  part  of  the  system  of  the  navy,  Jbr  battle  u  but  ikt  kvtit 
(^  vreparatwn. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  ask  your  consideration  of  the  present  orgmiB' 
tion  of  this  Bureau.  The  nature  of  its  duties  are  military  as  well  as  eini,  ol ' 
the  minutest  details  of  a  cannon  or  its  management  on  shipboard  are  snlg^cbtf 
its  cf^izance,  as  well  as  the  directions  for  making  cannon  and  all  their  cdntf-: 
cated  appliances. 

R  is  thus  necessarily  in  the  closest  professional  contact  with  commudm  *'■ 
fleets  and  of  ships,  as  well  as  of  founders  and  mechanics.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  cstimateB,  marked  A,  B,  and  C,  wid  iV 
stracts  and  statements,  marked  from  D  to  L,  inclusiTe. 

In  consequence  of  the  great  and  Budden  increa^  of  the  navy,  the  Urt  yw 
has  been  one  of  extraordinary  difficulty  for  supplying  its  wants,  Dniinp  4» 
same  period  large  armies  were  called  into  the  field,  and  recinired  great  qmatriin 
of  many  of  the  same  articles  that  were  necessary  for  onr  naval  sqoadrom.  Bat 
notwithstanding  this  nnprecedented  state  of  affiiirs,  and  in  spite  of  the  uitttrti 
defects  in  the  syetem  of  supplies,  the  numerous  vessels  in  the  public  service  b*Te 
been  well  provided  for. 

CONTRACTS. 

The  esieting  system  of  naval  contracts  is  most  disadvantageons  to  the  pobBt 
interests  in  various  ways.  The  law  requires  that  all  naval  snpplieji,  rilh  i  ft* 
exceptions,  shall  be  procured  under  contracts  given  to  the  lowest  bidders,  iftrf 
public  advertisement.  At  first  sight  this  seems  to  he  the  fairest  and  jnoft  jn^' 
cious  course,  but  experience  proves  that  further  legislation  is  needed  to  eicJwtf 
irresponsible  and  designing  jajties.  The  practical  result  of  the  prweai  fvjwn 
is,  that  many  contract  are  obtained  by  parties  who  fail  to  fulfil  if  the  tmtnn 
becomes  a  losing  one,  and  then  the  government  must  go  into  the  market  u  i 
disadvantageous  time  and  under  the  most  unfavorable  circomstances.  Tbrnnr 
men  whose  principal  business  for  many  years  has  been  that  of  govemmmiw^ 
tractors,  who  manufacture  nothing,  and  can  only  claim  to  be  ••  regular  d«»l«" 
by  reason  of  supplying  the  government  and  by  occasional  speculations  wilt* 
side  parties.  Some  of  these  men  have  no  capital  nor  credit  apart  from  "i* 
they  derive  from  having  government  contracts,  yet  they  do  not  hesitate  M  I"" 
pose  to  furnish  half  a  million  dollars'  worth  of  stores,  and  their  proposik  m* 
be  received,  if  they  are  the  lowest  bidders,  and  comply  with  the  condilioii*  rf 
the  law. 

Not  unfreqnently  bidders  propose  for  contracts  with  no  intention  of  fnlfiUinf' 
but  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the  contract  to  some  third  party  for  a  bono*;  tea 
though,  by  law,  such  transfer  abrogates  the  contract,  the  penally  is  easily  erwW. 
But  there  are  many  honorable  exceptions,  where  men  of  capital,  and  pnia*ni*. 
and  high  standing  for  integrity  mate  their  contracts  carefully  and  fiilfii  Id* 
scrupulously,  though  sometimes  at  heavy  loss.  If  such  only  were  reteivw  •• 
contractors,  the  go%-cmment  might  find  the  present  mode  of  procuring  iappoet 
advantageous;  but,  unfortunately,  the  speculator*  too  often  secure  coatnrtf» 
the  exclusion  of  manufacturers  and  regular  dealers,  and  the  department  » 
powerless  to  prevent  it  without  a  change  of  law. 

The  disadvantages  of  contracting  with  unreliable  parlies  are  not  ccnfiowB 
the  loss  of  money  alone,  but  the  delays  and  inconveniences  that  mast  freqofoty 
result  are  worthy  of  far  graver  consideration.  A  single  day's  deky  in  fiinii»- 
ing  or  supplying  a  vessel  may  lead  to  incalculable  injuiy  and  loss.  ^ 

The  evils  of  the  present  system  of  naval  contracts  might  he  obmttd  m  • 
degree  by  enacting  that  the  following  classes  of  persons  shall  not  hewafWr  oe 
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received  as  priacipals  or  guarautorB  on  any  proposal,  or  as  sureties  on  auy  con- 
tract, viz: 

Firat.  PcTBons  known  to  be  defaulters  on  former  conD«cts  with  the  govern- 
ment, ciflier  as  priQcipale  or  eureties. 

Second.  All  persona  who  do  not  give  satisfactory  proof  to  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment of  their  being  eetablished  manafactarere  of,  or  regular  wholesale  dealers  in, 
the  articles  they  propose  to  furnish. 

PUBLIC  BAKKRV. 

In  nothing  are  the  inconvenience  and  loss  consequent  upon  the  contract 
system  so  great  or  so  manifest  as  in  the  article  of  bread. 

The  quantity  required  annually  for  40.000  men  ia  12,740,000  pounds,  without 
inclnding  the  losses  by  condemnation  and  shipwreck,  which,  for  the  current  year, 
will  probably  increase  that  quantity  to  fifteen  millions  of  pounds,  requiring  more 
than  80,000  barrels  of  flour  for  its  manufacture.  To  bake  tliis  large  quantity 
properly,  and  to  dry  it  thoroughly  before  packing  for  aea  use,  will  require  one  or 
more  naval  bakeries,  sufficient  to  make  all  the  bread  used  in  the  navy.  Other 
nations  with  large  navies  have  found  pnblic  bakeries  indispensable,  and  our  own 
eiperience,  from  day  to  day,  shows  it  to  be  necessary  for  us  to  adopt  the  same 
plM.     The  manifest  advantages  to  be  thus  secured  are  these: 

ITie  flour  could  be  selected  from  the  brands  best  adapted  to  keeping  a  long 
lime  at  sea. 

The  bread  would  be  mode  by  the  best  processes,  and  baked  in  the  most 
approved  ovens. 

Ample  time  and  space  would  be  given  for  thoroughly  drving  the  bread  before 
sending  it  on  board  ship,  and  it  would  be  packed  in  the  best  manner,  and  not 
again  disturbed  for  inspection  or  repacking  until  shaped ;  and  we  should  thus 
secure  the  great  advantage  of  always  having  a  sufficient  quantity  of  the  best 
bread  for  all  demands. 

I  would  suggest  that  measures  be  taken  for  the  erection  of  one  or  more 
bakeries  on  the  most  approved  plan,  and  that  until  their  completion  the  depart- 
ment be  authorized  to  hire  bakeries,  and  take  all  other  necessary  measures  for 
supplying  the  men  with  suitable  bread. 

CLERKS. 

The  pay  of  clerks  at  naval  stations  has  never  been  fixed  with  reference  to  the 
amount  of  their  labor  and  responsibility,  and  it  has  been  changed  from  time  to 
time  by  partial  alteratioiis,  which  enured  to  the  benefit  of  all  other  clerks  more 
tLan  to  that  of  paymasters'  clerks;  yet  their  duties  are  as  arduous  as  those  of  any 
derks  in  the  yards,  while  their  pay  is  smallest  of  all.  At  all  navy  yards  (except 
in  California)  their  pay  is  but  S750  per  annum,  while  the  clerk  of  the  yard  and 
the  first  clerks  of  commandants  and  naval  storekeepers  receive  81,200.  There 
seems  to  bo  no  justice  in  this  distinction,  for  any  impartial  judge  will  say  that 
the  labor  and  resj)onsibilities  of  paymasters'  clerks  arc  aa  great  as  those  of  any  of 
the  clerks  jnst  named. 

The  inadcqiwcy  of  the  compensation  of  paymasters'  clerks  at  sea  is  still  more 
marked.  In  the  largest  ships  in  commission  their  pay  is  but  £500,  and  in 
smaller  vessels  but  S400  per  annum  and  thirty  cents  per  day ;  and  even  this  small 
sum  ceases  with  the  cruise.  The  pay  of  paymasters'  clerks  in  the  army  is  8700 
*t  all  times,  and  seventy-five  cents  a  day  additional  while  employed,  making 
the  aggregate  of  S973  75  per  annum  when  on  duty.  Paymasters'  clerks  at 
sea  have  charge  of  large  amounts  of  public  property,  and  their  duties  are  per- 
formed while  they  are  deprived  of  the  comforts  of  the  shore.  The  pay  of 
clerks  on  sea  duty  is  the  only  pay  in  the  navy  which  has  not  been  raised  since 
the  enactment  of  the  law  of  1843.  But,  on  the  contrary,  it  has  been  diminished 
"7  the  change  in  the  rates  of  vessels-of-war.    The  law  of  1842  g^es  to  a  pay- 
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maeter'e  clerk  in  a  line-orbattte  ship  S700  per  annum  and  in  a  frigaK  $500. 
No  vessel  of  the  fonner  class  evergoea  to  sea  now;  but  the  heavir  steam  frigate*, 
like  the  Wabash,  have  taken  their  place.  The  paymaster's  clerk  in  ench  ship* 
receives  but  $500  per  annum  and  a  ration.  I  earnestly  recommeDd  that  the  pay 
of  clerks  in  the  navy  he  equalized,  and  that  that  of  paymasters'  clerks  at  e««  V 
fixed  with  reference  to  the  complements  of  vessels  instead  of  their  rat«s.  The 
first  gives  the  true  measure  of  the  labor  performed,  while  the  other  is  arbitrary 
and  continaally  changing. 

ADDITIONAL   CLERKS    IN    THIS    BUREAU. 

The  clerical  force  in  the  bureau  is  entirely  inadeqnate  to  the  performance  of 
ite  duties.  But  one  additional  clerk  has  been  authorized  since  1S50,  lhDi«i 
there  are  now  more  than  five  times  as  many  vessels  and  stations  with  accorats 
to  aettlc  at  the  bureau. 

The  contracts  and  correspondence  have  greatly  increased ;  and  ibe  expfndi- 
tures  made  through  its  agency  have  grown  from  one  and  a  half  million  anDQally 
to  more  than  six  millions.  At  least  four  clerks  in  addition  to  the  prwent  nnni- 
ber  are,  in  my  opinion,  indispensahle  to  the  transaction  of  the  bnaine.iic^  of  the 
bureau.

It  ie  hardly  possible,  in  view  of  the  changed  character  of  the  naval  forcMlo 
make  the  nsnal  estimates,  based  on  the  complement  of  the  vessel,  ll  ii  pn- 
sumed,  before  the  expiration  of  the  year,  most  of  the  larger  vessels  dot  ii 
commission  will  g^ve  place  to  those  of  a  very  dissimilar  style.  It  is  coiui*l<nd 
safer,  therefore,  to  make  a  per  capita  estimate,  based  upon  the  expeudiUiR'' 
the  previous  year. 

The  cost  of  each  man  in  the  navy  during  that  period,  for  all  cases  lorohiiF 
medical  disbursement,  was  about  S3,  or,  more  exactly,  $3  02.  Aftsumiif  ** 
force  to  be  employed  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1864,  to  be  liHW 
men,  the  same  rate  of  expenditure  will  require  an  appropriation  of  9135.900. 

But  the  enhanced  price  of  articles  under  the  tariff,  and  the  common  cifuhiH 
of  war,  will  doubtless  increase  the  ratio  of  expense.  I  deem  it  prudent  t*  «J- 
mate  the  cost  per  man  at  83  50,  making  the  sum  required  for  service  idott 
«1 57,500. 

In  conformity  with  section  5  of  the  act  to  reoi^anize  the  Navy  Departroait 
approved  July  5,  1862,  requiring  estimates  for  specific,  general,  and  cooiiogenl 
expenses  of  the  several  bureaus  to  be  furnished  by  the  chiefs  thereof  to  l" 
SccretaiT  of  the  Navy,  the  following  estimate  is  submitted  for  expenses  hitherto 
defrayed  from  the  general  contingent  fund  of  the  navy,  and  for  sum  other  objecK 
as  the  unanticipated  events  of  the  war  may  present,  "contingent,"  t40,000. 

I  submit  tabular  statements  of  sick,  compiled  from  the  reports  of  sick,  fitw 
the  naval  stations  within  the  United  States,  and  from  the  vessels  in  commuSM 
on  home  and  foreign  stations,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1861. 

The  recall  of  our  squadrons  from  foreign  stations,  and  the  fnwuent  twwc 
of  the  vessels  serving  in  the  different  divisions  of  the  Atlan^c  and  Gnlf  fon« 
render  it  impossible  to  submit  the  usual  classification  exhibiting  the  diseise  ■»<>' 
dent  to  our  different  naval  stations.  Ofinalp 
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Instead  of  the  diBtinct  exhibilB  heretofore  enbmitted,  the  aggregate  sick,  ftc., 
of  resselB  ia  comiDJEBion  is  all  that  can  be  presented  in  view  of  the  cnase  above 
mentioned. 

The  squadron  in  the  Pacific  is  the  only  one  maintained  in  the  customary  man- 
ner during  the  whole  of  the  year  18G1.

At  ForU  St.  Philip  and  Jackson  and  New  Orleans,  38  killed,  159  •KomU^ 
at  Hilton  Head,  8  killed,  23  wounded,  6  seriously,  17  slightly. 

In  the  Bonnds  of  North  Cnrolina,  8  were  killed  and  17  wounded. 

In  the  James  river  flotilla,  at  the  attack  on  Pert  Darling,  13  were  kilMii' 
12  wonnded. 

In  the  cutting  out  of  the  Judith,  at  Pensacola,  3  were  killed  and  12  itodbM. 

In  the  attack  upon  the  Congress  and  Cumberland  by  the  Merrimack,  in  Sun 
last,  ISO  are  missing  from  the  former,  supposed  to  be  killed  or  drowned-  "^ 
121  from  the  latter.  On  board  the  Minnesota,  3  were  killed  and  16  wonnW. 
in  her  encounter  with  the  Merrimack  j  and  3  were  killed  and  1  wounded  by  «■ 
plosion  on  board  the  steamer  Whitehall  at  the  same  time. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1860  there  remiiued  under  treatment  454  etitt: 
during  the  year  1861  there  occurred  22,707  cases  of  disease,  injury,  &c.tin*kii^ 
a  total  of  23,161  cases  treated  during  the  year;  of  which  number  179  diM, 
22,042  were  returned  to  duty  or  discharged  the  service;  leaving  941  casei  mm 
treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year  1861. 

The  averaee  strength  of  the  navy,  (officers,  seamen,  marines,  and  engisew 
corps  included,)  was  httont  20,000,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained.  Tlw  l*"- 
portion  of  cases  admitled  to  the  whole  number  of  persona  in  the  serriw  *" 
about  1.13,  or  each  person  was  on  the  sick  list  l^^g  times  during  the  year.  IV 
proportion  of  deaths  to  the  whole  number  in  the  service  was  0.89 ;  and  tht  p«^ 
centage  of  deaths  to  the  whole  number  of  cases  treated  was  0,77,  or  on*  des»

Naval  hospitals  are  supported  exclnsivciy  from  this  fund,  which  is  maint^ned 
by  a  monthly  deduction  of  twenty  cents  ftoro  the  pay  of  officers,  seamen,  and 
marines,  by  the  transfer  of  pensious  of  such  persons  as  commute  pensions  for 
support  in  the  naval  asylum,  and  the  cost  price  of  the  rations  of  sick  aubsieted 
in  hospitals. 

The  expense  per  week  of  the  hospital  patients  for  the  yetlr  ending  Jane  30, 
1861,  has  oeen  $2  03  nnder  all  the  heads  coming  under  the  cognizance  of  this 

NAVAL   LABOBATOBV. 

The  operations  of  the  laboratory  have  kept  pace  with  the  general  expausion 
of  the  navy;  devolving  an  amount  of  labor  upon  its  officers  and  employ^,  which 
attracts  but  little  notice  from  the  quiet  and  chi^erfal  manner  in  which  a  vast  in- 
erease  of  work  has  been  performed. 

Host  of  the  386  vessels  now  constituting  the  o&vy  have  drawn  all  their  eup- 
pUes  from  this  sonrce;  while  constant  shipments  are  made  by  the  regular 
steamers  to  keep  up  a  stock  of  needful  articles  on  board  all  our  vessels  engaged 
in  the  blockade,  or  on  other  duty  along  the  coast  and  in  the  Quif  of  Mexico. 
Navy  yards,  hospitals,  and  receiving  ships  are  also  supplied  with  everything 
pertaining  to  medical  and  sni^cal  equipment.  The  usual  inspection  of  various 
articles  offered  under  contract  to  the  different  departments  of  the  navy  has  also 
been  performed. 

But  two  officers  and  four  men  are  employed  in  the  establishment;  and  I  ven- 
ture to  say  that  in  hardly  any  other  branch  of  the  service  is  the  same  amount 
of  varied  work  done  by  the  same  limited  number  of  persons.  It  is  to  be  under- 
stood that  they  not  only  prepare  properly  and  ship  medical  and  hospital  stores 
to  all  points,  but  they  manniactnre  most  of  the  articles  constituting  our  euppliea. 
The  mere  clerical  labor  of  the  laboratory  is  quite  sufficient  to  occupy  the  whole 
time  of  one  peieon.

ir^SANB  OP  THE   NAVV. 

On  September  30,  1861,  four  officers,  one  marine,  and  eight  seamen  remained 
nnder  treatment  in  the  government  hospital  for  the  insane  near  this  city.  During 
the  year  ending  September  30,  L862,  one  officer,  four  moriaea,  eight  seamen,  on« 
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firemaD,  and  one  coal-boaver  were  admitted;  one  officer,  one  marine,  ud  sii 
seamen  were  discbarged ;  three  Beamen  died ;  one  firenuui  and  one  coal-hnrs 
deserted ;  leaving  in  the  hoepital  September  30, 1862,  four  officer?,  four  miruM, 
and  seven  eeamea. 

NAVAL  HOSPITALS. 

The  naval  hoapibUs  at  Chelsea,  Kev  York,  aad  Pbiladelpbia,  since  tlte  eea- 
mencement  of  the  war,  have  been  filled  to  tbeir  otroost  eapacity,  and  ve  fain 
been  forced  to  seek  additional  accommodittion  foi  onr  sick  and  woaoded  ia  it 
marine  hospital  at  Chelsea,  MtisBachusetts.  by  the  erection  of  a  tenpowj 
building  at  New  York,  and  by  the  partial  occupation  of  the  new  marine  baniebtf 
the  same  BtAtion. 

The  privilege  courteooaly  granted  liitberto  by  the  Interior  Department,  U 
occupy  a  portion  of  the  Iii»ane  Asylum,  near  this  city,  ie  still  continned. 

The  naval  apprnpriiUion  bill,  approved  July  14,  1862,  made  provision  fa 
the  erection  of  a  hospital  upon  Seavey'a  island,  adjacent  to  the  navyywA 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  where  a  proper  and  convenient  building  foratl 
baa  been  much  required.  The  appropriation  waa  unfortunately  cmbarraseed  br 
some  conditions  for  the  purchase  of  land  on  Seavey's  island,  which  baa  rendstd 
it  unavailable,  so  that  anoth^  year  may  elapse  before  the  much-needed  hocpitil 
can  be  pat  in  operation,  uuleaa  the  site  af  the  hospital  be  left  to  the  di^rctiDn 
of  the  department,  and  the  subject  be  dissevered  from  all  propositions  for  (be 
purchase  of  property. 

It  is  believed  the  site  where  the  present  sick  quarters  have  stood  for  reiy 
many  years  would  answer  as  well  aa  any  other  that  could  be  selected,  'bile 
certainly  no  more  danger  or  inconvenience  is  to  be  apprehended  ftom  a  new  ind 
good  edifice  tban  baa  resulted  from  the  present  defM^tive  and  dilapidated  boBK- 

The  estimate  submitted  last  year  was  for  120,000,  while  the  approprialioo  till 
allotted  but  $10,000 — a  sum  wholly  inadequate  to  the  object,  and  ealeolilcd. 
by  its  insufficiency,  to  lead  to  further  delay. 

I  beg  leave  to  recommend  an  ^propriation  of  820,000  for  the  erectioa  rf  i 
hospital  building  at  Portamooth,  New  ^ampahire.  to  be  loo»ted  wheRVK  ibt 
department  may  consider  most  advantageous  in  every  reapect,  Mtd  that,  to  bmR 
aa  prompt  execution  of  the  work  aa  the  ne^easities  of  tlic  navy  req&ii«>lk 
appropriation,  if  made,  be  rendered  independent  of  any  propositions  to  sell  Ini 

A  building  has  recently  been  procured  at  Uound  City,  lUinois,  for  the  rtcefi's 
of  sick  and  wounded  of  the  Mississippi  squadron  hitherto  admitted  toaaHB* 
hospital  at  that  place.  It  will  probably  afford  space  for  two  bundled  and  Uf 
(250)  patients,  and,  with  other  arrangements  in  the  Bqaadron,  our  sick  id 
wounded  in  that  quarter  will  be  properly  cored  for. 

The  hospital  at  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  has  recently  be«i  reoccnpied  bj  ^ 
navy,  and  contains,  at  this  time,  some  two  hundred  and  fifty  aicfc  avd  woudd 
from  the  veiwels  in  James  river,  Uampton  roads,  and  coast  of  Nortli  Canlias- 

No  contTBCts  have  been  made  by  the  buretn  during  the  yesr.

Sir  :  I  bave  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  recentl7  inspected  the  poet  tf 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  and  the  intermediate  posts  between  then  uJ 
here. 

At  Portsmouth  the  barracks  are  so  small  that,  agreeably  to  the  enclosed  am 
of  a  letter  from  Dr.  Delany,  they  are  not  capable  of  accommodating  comfortaUT 
fifty  men,  and  we  frequently,  as  at  this  time,  bave  more  than  doable  this  noitibe 
on  that  station,  in  conscqnence  of  the  arrival  and  departure  of  eea-goin^  T«wk. 
I  also  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Lieutenant  Colonel  Maraton,  and  a  report 
and  estimate  from  the  civil  engineer  of  the  yard,  and  respectfully  aek  for  u 
appropriation  accordingly. 

At  Boston  the  barracks  have  recently  been  rebuilt,  and  with  some  alight  J- 
tcrations,  which  can  be  paid  for  from  the  appropriation  for  repair  of  barrack*, 
they  will  be  in  good  condition. 

At  New  York  the  parade  ground  is  not  yet  completed,  and  there  are  sow 
alight  alterations  required  to  drains  and  sewers  which  can  also  be  paid  for  fioa 
the  fund  for  repairs,  &c. 

At  Philadelphia  the  barracks  are  very  old,  and  ought  to  be  rebnilt,  but  I  4« 
not  recommend  it  at  this  time. 

At  headquarters  an  estimate  was  sent  to  the  departroeat  a  short  time  «iiM 
for  new  vaults  for  the  men,  and  for  sewerage  and  draining  the  barracks,  whieb 
is  very  necessary,  and  I  trust  will  be  provided  for  accoraing  to  the  eelimUe, 
which  is  29,050. 

All  the  means  at  our  disposal  have  been  used  to  induce  men  to  enliK.  Int 
without  the  desired  effect.  The  corps  is  now  six  hundred  men  short  of  ov 
complement,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  accompanying  general  return.  Oar  boaoir 
is  so  small  compared  with  that  of  the  regular  army  and  State  volunteers  ibtt  I 
fear  our  numbers  will  rather  diminish  than  increase. 

The  establishing  new  posts  at  Cairo,  Illinois,  and  at  Mare  island,  Califoiik 
has  been  a  heavy  draft  upos  us,  and  left  our  numbers  at  the  different  paste  w 
small  that  the  good  of  the  service  requires  an  increase  of  500  men,  wito  ■  ^ 
portionate  Dumber  of  officers.  In  proof  of  the  necessity  of  this  increase,  n^A] 
all  the  naval  officers  iu  command  of  vessels  ate  making  application  to  inacMe 
the  strength  of  the  guard  of  their  respective  vessels. 

The  inataTiction  imparted  to  the  new  appointments  in  the  corps  to  pr^w* 
them  for  active  duty,  and  the  proficiency  they  have  made  is  creditable  aM,  I 
am  happy  to  add,  the  discipline  of  the  corps  is  good. 

I  also  respectfully  request  that  the  corps  which  I  have  the  honor  to  command 
be  advanc^  in  proportion  to  other  braDches  of  the  service,  and.  in  accoidaaee 
with  the  general  opinion,  the  head  be  made  a  brigadier  general.  This  I  do  «i^ 
the  conviction  that  it  is  for  the  good  of  the  service,  and  with  less  hesitation,  is  it 
is  uot  probable,  in  the  course  of  human  events,  the  benefit  can  rest  upon  me  bit 
for  a  snort  time.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  triplicute  estimates  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  quartern) aater'a  department,  marine  corps,  for  one  year,  commencing 
July  1,  1863.  and  ending  June  30,  1864. 

These  estimates  differ  from  ttio^e  submitted  by  me  with  my  letterii  dated  Oc- 
tober 12,  1861.  and  February  12,  1862,  in  the  following  items  of  appropriation, 
Tiz: 

For  provbions,  less $29,  419  00 

For  clothing,  more 27,  899  36 

For  fuel,  less 2,  013  75 

For  military  stores,  less 3,  000  00 

For  transportation  and  recruiting,  less 4,  000  00 

For  contingencies,  less 5, 000  00 

The  aggregate  amount  required  by  the  present  estimates  is  826,592  86  loss 
than  the  aggregates  of  the  two  estimates  submitted  with  my  letters,  above  re- 
ferred to. 

The  increase  in  clothing  appropriation  is  caused  by  the  high  prices  of  tbe 
material  from  which  the  garments  are  made,  and  is  based  upon  data  in  this
